IN  our  Military  Chrooicle  of  last  month,  we  carried  down  the  journal  of 
the  current  operations  ef  the  campaign  to  August  6th  181 2»  when  the 
^larquis  Wellington,  finding  that  the  army  of  Marmont  continued  their 
retreat  towards  the  Ehro,  and  that  they  were  not  in  a  state  likely  to  tiike  the 
field  fur  some  time,  began  his  own  movements  from  Cueilar  to  Madrid.  From 
Cuellar  to  Segovia  is  40  miles,  from  Seguvia  to  Ildefonso  8,  and  from  Ilde- 
fonso  to  Madrid  l6 — Total  from  Cuellar  to  Madrid  64. 

August  11th.  On  this  day  there  was  a  smart  affair  between  Brigadier- 
general  Urban  and  a  party  of  the  enemy's  cavalry.  Brigadier-general  Urbaa 
had  followed  them  from  Segovia,  through  the  pass  of  the  Guadarama  moun* 
tains,  which  separate  New  from  Old  Castile.  On  the  morning  of  this  day 
he  drove  the  French  cavalry,  about  2000  in  number,  from  Majalahondaj  oq 
the  other  side  of  the  mountains,  and  established  himself  in  that  village. 

About  five  in  the  afternoon  the  same  enemy  returned,  upon  which  ihe  bri- 
gadier-general immediately  formed  his  force  in  front  of  Majalahonda,  and  or- 
dered the  Portuguese  cavalry,  supported  by  captain  !iIacdonald*s  troop  of  horse 
artillery,  to  charge  the  enemy's  leading  squadrons,  which  appeared  too  far 
advanced  to  be  supported  by  their  main  body  behind  them.  The  Germaii 
dragoons  were  at  the  same  time  formed  in  reserve  at  a  short  distance  behind 
Majalahonda,  between  that  village  and  Las  Rosas.  The  Portuguese  cavalry 
(by  one  of  those  accidents  which  occasionally  happen  to  new  troops)  were 
seized  with  a  panic  in  the  mid- way  of  their  charge — and  instead  of  drivmg 
straight  forwards,  made  a  wheel  round,  came  directly  back  upon  the  village 
of  Majalahonda,  and  even  flefl  through  it  upon  the  German  dru^oons  drawn 
up  behind  it  on  the  road  to  Rosas.  The  guns  of  captain  Macdonald's  troop, 
which  had  been  moved  forward  to  co-operate  with  the  cavalry,  wore  thus 
left  exposed  and  unsupported,  and  though  the  bravery  of  the  troop  brought 
oflf  the  greater  part  of  them,  three  of  them  fell  into  the  enemy's  hands.  In  the 
mean  time,  the  Portuguese  cavalry  was  rallied  and  re-formed  upon  the  heavy 
dragoons  of  the  German  legion,  and  a  charge  was  immediatelv  made  by  the 
latter,  the  effect  of  which  was  to  repel  the  enemy  from  any  farther  advance. 
At  night  they  altogether  disappeared. 

From  the  distinguished  bravery  with  which  the  Portuguese  have  conducted 
themselves  on  all  other  occasions,  it  would  have  someihvugVA\^<^i\^.xow%  VqlSX 
to  dwell  npon  t^h  solitary  exception.

It  is  tutally  ini^>o5i:l»le  to  give  ao\  aJe.-jute  description  r.i  the  rapturous 
jo^  wiih  which  iJ;e  arni\  and  .is  :r.u5tr:o-j<  coiiini;inctr  were  received  by  the 
iobabiuiits.  In  oil  |  crird*  of  the  bp^.i^b  h.*lory,  ihc  peo,.le  of  Madrid, 
from  some  cause  or  oiher,  have  { ecu';;ifly  in*ani:'ei;rd  a  lofty  and  generous 
courage;  and  even  lo  the  most  uriavi  uru!/.e  Uriies^  Lave  expressed  themselves 
with  a  freedom  the  more  hon"urdli!e.  in^'^kiXich  as  i:  was  more  dangerous. — 
In  the  warot  t!je  succession,  between  the  two  claimants  of  the  hotise  of  Aus- 
tria and  Bourbon,  Charlf-s  of  Austria  oL-taii.ed  a  temj  orary  possession  of  the 
capita!,  and  wa«»  procla.n  evi  uini,  bv  b.s  parly.  The  j. cople  oi'  M;*drid,  how- 
evrr,  havng  pievjou>ly  espoii-ed  ihe  pari  of  Lis  riv;.I,  PL/..;i  ol  Bourbon) 
did  nv»i  desert  Liuij  at  least  bn  lai  a»  the  expression  of  their  feelings  went, 
even  in  ihib  dtbperalc  stute  of  his  aBaiis.  A  coie.i.purary  historian  thus 
describes  the  u-gal  procession  ot"  Charles  thron.h  l!ic  slrecls  of  Madrid: — 
"  His  majf^ty  and  tram,  imiiiedialely  after  being  cri>wneil,  moved  throuj^h 
tlie  principal  streets ;  and  it  heing  the  custom  ot  the  Spaniards  to  salute  their 
kings,  upon  tbcic  occasions,  by  adiaplay  of  all  their  iicht.n  garments,  carpets, 
and  silk  hangings,  from  their  balconies;  by  flags,  music,  ai.d  the  acclanaalions 
of  handsome  womfn,  his  maji^ty  and  train  ceriamiy  ex.ieiMiri!  their  own 
share.  But  they  we'-e  soreiv  ami  grievously  disapi'«Mnled.  t.MTy  «loo.  aiid 
window  was  fthut  up  and  barred  as  if  il  was  a  deep  raai^  midnight.  \o  ilags, 
no  mur»ic,  no  women,  no  acclamations,  no  speclalurs  The  kiiig's  lru:n 
waved  their  own  hais,  and  made  some  hu/zas,  hut  they  received  no  an;^\Ner* 
and  u  became  so  mournfully  ridiculous,  that  the  king  himself  said — "  This 
will  never  do — they  will  not  have  me  for  iheir  king."  And  his  majesty  was 
never  aflcrwards  very  wai  m  in  the  etVori,  and  be  gave  up  the  game  to  King 
Philip,  more  in  despair,  than  iluil  he  was  actually  beaten." 

And  yel  Charles  had  at  this  period  the  possession  of  the  capital  with  his 
army.  **  But  when  King  Philip  afterwards  made  bis  entry,  the  very  stones 
almost  fteemed  animated,  and  there  was  nothing  but  light,  life,  music,  and 
joy;  dancing  and  Hags,  women  and  men  embracing  each  other,  and  balco* 
sUcetSf  aud  churchesi  dressed  in  ail  the  richest  embroidery  of  embossed 
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goldaod  silver,  &c.  &€."  I  have  not  quoted  these  passages  verbatim;  but  i 
remember  to  have  read  therp,  and  that  they  struck  me  at  the  time  as  emi* 
iteotly  characteristic  of  a  noble  and  generoas-mindeQ  people.  \ 

The  limits  of  a  mere  journal  wilt  not  admit  of  any  suitable  description  of 
tlie  joy  upon  the  present  occ^iiion.  Suflice  it  to  say,  that  the' brightest  efTul- 
gience  of  a  midsummer  sub,  shioiog  dowu  upon  the  bounty  of  a  benevolent  Pro- 
vidence, on  (ields  clothed  with  the  gorgeous  pride  of  harvest,  and  nature  dressed 
in  all  her  array  of  fruits  and  flowers,  has  not  an  air  of  more  cheering  gaiety, 
and  of  more  pointed  hrilHancy,  than  had  the  general  aspect  and  countenance 
of  the  population  of  Madrid  upon  this  entrance  of  their  brava  Deliverer.

And  truly  why  should  it  not  be  so?  The  entrance  of  Lord  Wellington  and 
of  the  British  army  was  the  entrance  of  the  liberty  and  independence  of 
Spain.  Behind  his  lordship  and  the  British  army,  as  its  leaders,  followed  the 
procession  of  all  the  best  gifts  to  man — religion,  liberty,  and  laws ;  a  religion 
reformed  of  its  superstitions;  a  liberty  corrected  of  its  licentiousness;  and  ^ 
laws  rendered  equal  and  accessible  to  all.  Such  are  the  gifts,  which,  in  the 
"person  of  his  lordship  and  our  army,  England  holds  forth  to  Spain ;  and 
most  fervently  is  it  our  wish  that  we  do  not  hold  them  forth  in  vain,  it  it 
only  in  this  manner  that  Spain  can  lay  the  foundation,  not  only  of  her  pre- 
sent safety,  but  of  her  permanent  independence. 

I  could  have  wished,  in  this  part  of  our  narrative,  to  have  given  a  cursory 
view  of  the  general  state  of  affairs  in  Spain  at  this  period,  the  occupation  of 
Madrid  being  a  decided  sra  in  the  campaign  and  war.  But  as  the  necessary 
variety  of  a  peiriodical  work  will  not  allow  us  to  extend  this  article  to  a  much 
greater  length,  we  shall  condense  what  we  have  to  add,  in  the  following  two 
brief  points,  abstaining  from  all  detailed  explanation. 

Firstly.  The  consequences  of  the  battle  of  Salamanca  have  been  these  five 
— 1.  The  temporary  occupation  of  Madrid,  the  consequent  augmentation  of 
the  military  reputation  of  Lord  Wellington  and  of  the  English  army,  and 
thereby  that  value  in  influence,  authority,  and  estimation,  at  home,  in  Spain, 
and  abroad,  amongst  our  northern  allies,  which  always  necessarily  accom- 
pany success.  2.  The  clearing  of  the  whole  of  the  centre  of  Spain,  i.  e.  the 
country  between  theTagus  and  the  Douro,  and  consequently*^  the  bringing  its 
resources  into  the  magazines  of  the  allies,  and  thereby  narrowing  the  theatre 
of  defence  upon  our  part,  and  the  sources  of  supply  to  the  enemy.  3.  The 
clearing  of  Andalusia,  Murcia,  and  Granada,  the  whole  line  of  the  Guadiana, 
aod  the  country  between  that  river  and  the  Tagus,  by  compelling  the  enemy 
Co  concentrate  in  Valencia.  4.  The  probable  further  clearing  of  a  good  part 
of  the  north,  as  well  as  the  south;  i.  e.  the  country  between  the  Douro  and 
the  Ebro,  and  the  driving  the  enemy  beyond  the  latter  river  into  the  Pyre- 
lieaD  provinces.    5v  A  vast  capture  of  cannou,  stores,  ammunition,  &c. 

Secondly.  The  following  copy  of  an  ofiicial  paper,  from  the  staff  of  Lord 
'Weilmgtoii,  contains  the  relative  state  of  the  armies  at  this  period.  We  u£

Of  this  force  10,000  men  are  stationed  in  the  different  garrisons  of  Tarragona,  Tortoia, 
and  Mequinenxa,  in  New  Arragon;  those  of  Saragossa,  Huitsen,  Balbastro,  Beuavane, 
Monaon,  Benaschi,  Jaca,  and  the  Cinco  Villas,  in  Upper  Arragon;  the  garrison  of  Vac 
lencia,  (400  men  only)  and  the  garrisons  of  Calatajud,  Daroca,  Aleanis,  Caspe,  Muretla, 
and  Terael,  in  Lower  Arragon.

Buonaparte  has  been  here^  (at  most  probably  in  all  his  other  successe^i)^  tbi^ 
•gent  and  instrument  of  a  Power^  who  for  bis  own  wi&e  puT^««%\i^%Vivm\v)  ^ 
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the  hand ;  and  alIow<{  him  the  use  and  enjo)  raenl  o\  a  temporal  prosperi* 
tjf,  as  one  of  the  incidental  consequences  concurring  will)  his  own  ultimtt 
designs.  The  temporal  exaltation  of  an  agent  of  this  kind,  and  the  seeming 
consequent  irregularity  in  the  economy  of  rewards  and  punishmentSj  can- 
not be  brought  into  comparison  with  tlie  good  of  the  general  purpose.  Tke 
felicity  and  glory  are  personal,  they  are  Khw^  of  the  man  and  the  tndividntl^ 
whilst  the  good  wrought  through  his  instrumentality,  is  pcihaps  a  change  ia 
the  whole  system  of  the  world  ;  the  regeneration  of  those  principles  and  d^ 
ments.  ujion  which  society  stands,  '^nd  by  which  it  is  held  together. 

No  one  can  lament,  more  than  ourselves,  that  the  talents  of  this  man  areio 
miserably  abused,  to  the  destruction,  rather  than  to  the  bene/it^  of  the  human 
race;  but,  it  is  in  the  highest  degree  absurd,  it  is  even  vulgar  and  low- 
minded,  to  deny  that  he  really  possesses  them,  and  to  conceal  from  oursdits 
what  he  really  is.  He  is  a  man  of  most  magnificent  mind — Like  AgaroeBBODi 
in  Homer,  there  is  always  a  B«e-/X/xov  t/,  a  regale- qttodam^  around  him  ;  beii 
always  what  a  fine  |x>et  woul  J  conceive  as  his  image  of  a  hero.  I  am  awarCi 
however,  that,  from  his  mixed  character,  it  is  almost  as  mischievous  topraiM 
him,  a?  it  is  a  false  taste  to  abuse  him  ;  I  therefore  will  end  by  appl)ing  to  hin^ 
what  Vclleius  Paterculus  has  sublimely  said  ot  Mithradates ;  Vir  titqug  dlaidaif 
»eque  ihc^ndua^  sine  curd  ;  helio  ncvrrimuSy  vitiiUe  cximius,  oHtpiando  Jortuiif 
temper  animo  maxhnus ;  consiliis  dui^  milts  manu^  odio  in  Romanos  HannibaL 

I  have  allowed  myselt',  (unHer  certain  particular  circumstances),  to  writt 
fo  far  of  the  present  article  upon  the  evening  of  this  day,  (Sunday,  Qc* 
tober  11th).  and  let  the  reader  allow  me,  in  some  degree,  to  sanctify  and 
excuse  it  by  concluding  with  a  most  noble  pa<;sage  from  the  Psalms — one  €f 
those  passages,  indeed,  which  most  clearly  and  distinctly   asserts  the  par- 
ticular providence  of  Almighty  God  over  nations  and  individuals.      The 
Fbalmist,  in  all  that  nature  and  simplicity  which  characterize   the  inspired 
writings^  is  complaining  of  a  similar  stalls  of  things  to  what  we  have  been 
above  mentioning,  (the  haughty  triumph  of  the  wicked),  when,  suddenly 
checking  himself  with  the  remembrance  of  the  Divine  dispensations,  he  thus 
fervently  exclaims, — '*  But  verily*  there  is  a  rcwatd  fur  the  righteous;  doubt* 
less  there  is  a  God  that  judgeth  the  earth.*' 

It  gives  me  pleasure,  however,  to  observe,  that  in  this  great  calamity  of - 
himself  and  the  empire,  the  r.mpeior  Alexander  feels  as  becomes  him  ;  and 
that  the  perils  and  aiHictions  of  the  times  have  had  somewhat  of  their  due 
efTccl  upon  him, —  thut  of  lecaliing  him  (o  the  memory  of  what  he  is;  of  the 
yltimate  purposes  of  his  life,  aid  of  the  Author  of  his  being.     Nations,  like 
individa's,  are  never  so  near  their  irrecoverable  ruin,  as  when  great  warn* 
ings  are  ^iven  in  vain.     The  infinite  mercy  of  Goii,  tempering  his  infinite 
justice,  always  delays  the  hand  of  vengeance;  something  is  previously  sent 
to  awaken  and  to  warn,  and  an  interval  U  given,  that  such  awakening  and 
warning  may  not  be  in  vain.     The  warning  is  perhaps  repeated  ;  but  then# 
woe  to  those  by  whom  it  is  neglected.     The  writing  on  the  wall  then  comet 
'*  God  has  Jiumbend  thy  kingdom,  and  finished  it. — Thou  art  ucighid  in  tkf 
bftlance^  wtd  foun J  wanting/* — not  a  third  warning,  but  an  awful  and  tri* 
mendgus  fulfilment.

Why  have 
stich  naiioniij  blessing!:,  HJdt:d  lo  a  harvest  so  over  lluwin^ly  abundant,  not 
been  followed  up  by  a  naiionai  lliaiil..« giving .'  If  man  can  ever  present  a 
spectacle  wliicli  mnsL  be  pleasing  lu  the  inhabitants  ut  hcitven,  to  berngi  of 
amoie  perfect  nature;  u  it  not  n' lien  he  is  thus  piosiiate  on  Ihe  earth,  in 
gratitude  or  acknowledgment  t<ir  divine  blts^rngs.  This  is  the  only  humilia> 
it  nature.  We  advance  lo  perfecliun,  as  we  improve 
inprovc  in  goodness,  in  the  proportion  in  which  we 
become  sensible  of  the  actual  condition  of  our  nature,  and  appiv  by  prayer, 
wd  by  a  life  of  virtue,  that  those  things  may  be  supplied  to  ui  winch  arc 
wauling. 

^  it  is  the  peculiar  object  o(  the  Military  Chronicle,  lo  explain  military 
ttOvroients,  and  more  particularly  tu  correct  the  current  eriors,  into  ivbich

I.  The  Russian  army,  on  the  morning  of  balile,  was  about  90,000  men. 
French  140,000.  iThe  Russians  defended  their  reduuijis  with  the 
it  determined  brai'ery.  They  were  finally  pushed  from  them  only  by 
mere  force  of  superior  weight  from  su|>erior  numbers,  and  a  better  served 
illery.  They  lelireii  from  the  redoubts,  only  to  diaw  up  in  a  condensed 
ledialely  behind  their  ruins,  and  in  llie  batleries  »hich  still  re- 
ined. This  was  ihe  lirsi  part  or  division  of  the  battle,  wnich  consisted  of 
parts.  And  ihe  relative  stale  of  the  armies  at  thb  point  of  lime  and 
igs,  (i,  e.  Sep.  Till,  flbuut  5  o'elotk  in  llie  morning),  was  as  follows: — 
French  had  driven  thtra  from  some  of  their  redoubts  by  destioyiog 
;  but  they  kepi  their  position  and  line,  immediaiely  at  ilieir  loot.  The 
rucb  loss  (the  Fieiich  being  hilherto  the  assailants,  and  the  asbailanti  ol 
lubis  and  Inirenclimenis  obsiinaitly  delended)  mtinitely  exceeded  lliat 
^ihc  KusKian-^i  an<l.some  of  thu  French  coluni.is,  the  impeiial  guards,  &c. 
'idently  enough  of  Ihe  battle,  and  were  withdrawn  into  the  rear  by 
commanders  by  leason  of  their  shaiieied  stale.  It  was  at  ihit  time,  and 
Ihete  circumstances,  that  KoulouwH  wrote  lo  the  Emperor  Alexander, 
djuned  tlie  victory.

The  French  thus  got  |jLiinLniii  of  flfat 

batieriet,  and  pUyed  them  agaimt  the  Rotiianf.    *  In  this  cxtremitj,  ats 

Ihe  frendi  boikiin^  and  it  teem^  to  speak  truly,  ^  Ibe  enemj  ntlcfliptod  to 

nrffoie  the  OMabat,  and  to  altad^  wilh  all  hi^  ma»es  those  strong 

MrliKh  he  was  onaUe  to  protect*    Three  hundred  pieces  of  French 

pl^c^-d  OR  ihcfe  heighiSy  thundered  upon  his  masses,  and  his  soSdiers  died  at 

the  fcot  of  thoie  parapeli,  which  they  bad  raised  with  so  much  laboar»  aid 

as  a  prolectif'g  shelter.    The  emperor  now  ordered  a  charge  of  the  fiont* 

the  result  of  which  movenent  rendered  us  master  of  three  parts  of  bit  line^ 

and  field  of  battle.*'  (i.  e.  from  the  RusMan  left,  to  some  redoubts  still  left 

on  their  right).   This  then  was  the  second  division  of  the  battle;  and  hero 

we  »ajr  iibiervei  thaf|  according  to  this  account,  the  Russians  had  now  loit 

three  parts  MUt  of  four  of  their  position.    They  were  still,  however,  in  ina» 

immediat4;ly  behir>d  il;  still  unbroken  and  persevering  in  their  defence* 

and  thereby  expotcd  to  a  most  destructive  cannonade  from  ibc  French.    At 

tiiii  prjint  of  the  battle*  therefore^    (lor  subsequent  letters  bear  out  the 

FretK'h  accounts),  the  Russians  had  lost  their   two   (brraer  advantages* 

I.  The  greater  part  of  their  position — And,  2.  Their  comparative  tnferiorit)^ 

of  lott. 

3.  The  third  division^  and  as  it  were  the  concluding  act  of  the  battle, 
was  a  most  determined  rally  by  the  Russians  on  their  right.  A  French  di* 
vision  ha^l  momentarily  forced  it,  but  had  been  repulsed  in  the  next  ihoment, 
and  the  Russians  again  put  in  posiesMon  of  it.  They  remained,  therefore, 
in  possession  of  this  pa^t  of  their  position ;  when  the  French,  in  the  general 
attack  above  mentioned,  repelied  them  from  the  remainder  part  of  tbeir 
line.  They  now  made  a  resolute  rally  upon  this  point,  and  advanced 
against  the  French.  The  poiition  of  the  latter,  however,  covered  by  the 
advantageous  station  of  its  artillery,  was  too  strong  for  them;  they  could 
do  nothing.  The  language  of  the  French  bulletin  is  here  peculiarly  afflict- 
ing, because  we  know  its  statement  to  be  true.  **  Their  columns  stood  for 
two  hours  in  dose  order  under  our  chain-shot,  not  daring  to  advance,  and 
unwilling  to  retire.'*  Tacitus  himself  could  not  describe  this  horrible  battle 
more  forcibly*  It  is  not,  perhaps^  generally  known  that  they  are.  written 
by  Buonaparte  himicif*  This  attack  terminated  by  the  Russians  being  coin* 
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pelled  lo  wilhdiaw  from  this  position  i  buL  sliil  unbroken,  ihough  moit  af- 
Sicttngl/  lorn  and  shatiered.  And  (hits  endid  \\\«  bailie.  The  French  in 
pO««s«on  of  Ihd  mete  line  of  the  Russian  jMisilion;  Ihe  Russians,  dimi- 
niihed  in  neariybalf  llieir  number,  siill  remaining  almCKl  at  its  footi  as  un- 
willing as  evei  lo  lelire. 

4.  The  lummary,  itieTefore,  of  Ihe  battle  of  Borodino  vim  briefly  as  fol- 
lows. It  consisicd  of  ihiee  parit.  In  the  first  part,  frnm  aboat  llveo'clock 
on  the  iDorniDg  of  Ihe  7th  of  September  till  eight  in  (he  morning,  ihe  Rut- 
■isM  (ctained  (heir  pusiiion ;  and  the  French  sufl'cred  a  heavy  superiority  of 
iofs.  So  fur  it  was  a  drawn  baiile,  and  at  this  point  l)ie  ofikJal  dispatch 
ftoin  ihe^ieW  was  sent  to  Pelursburgh.  In  ihesec-ond  pan  of  the  bailie. 
ftom  ei^l  o'clock  lilt  about  noi>9,  Ihe  posiijon  of  ihe  Ru^ilani  was  forced; 
tfae  French  |ionnie(l  tbero''«lve.'>  ol  their  batteries,  and  turned  ihem  against 
tbem.  The  Russians  made  several  brave  and  fruitless  ailcmpli  lo  repossess 
Ihemselvos  of  tvhai  they  had  lost ;  bul  only  added  10  iheir  1d».  "  Had  Iha 
enemy,"  says  the  eighteenth  bnllelin,  "  when  driven  fiom  their  intrench- 
Dietils,  not  endeavoured  lo  retake  them,  our  loss  would  have  been  greater 
ifian  his :  but  he  destroyed  his  army  by  keeping  it,  from  eight  o'clock  till 
two,  under  the  fire  of  our  batteries;  and  in  obstinately  attempting  lo  re- 
gain what  wai  losl.  This  was  Ihe  cause  of  his  immense  loss."  In  the  third 
part  of  the  battle,  from  noon  till  about  Iwo  o'clock,  the  Rutsiins,  being  stiH 
in  pcfjcuioD  of  B  portion  of  their  original  position  on  (he  right,  auembled 
upon  this  point,  and  advanced  against  the  enemy.  They  could  unhappily 
eSect  nothing  ;  and  again  added  to  their  Ibrmer  loss  by  exposing  themselves, 
in  a  mau  slill  more  condensed,  to  Ihe  French  cannon.  The  condition  of 
the  two  armies,  therefore,  at  this  termination  of  Ihe  battle,  was  relatively 
u  fullovi-t ;  the  victory  was  with  (he  French,  bul  Ihe  Russiant  remained  in 
field,  though  not  on  their  original  line.  The  Russians  weri'  reduced  lo 
il  U  or  48,(XK)  effective  men  ;  the  French  to  about  80  or  85,000. 
Vnder  these  circumstances,  General  Kuuiousotf  had  no  choice,  bul  to 
the  Ibllowing  day.  The  French  were  at  least  doi:hle  his  force, 
there  was  no  ground  between  Mojaisk  and  Moscow,  which  could  m 
way  cuoipensate  for  this  inferiority.  He  accordingly  withdrew;  and 
imillcd,  [bat  with  this  inferior  army  he  lust  no  prisoners ;  and 
Dot  ■  single  cannon.  If  we  might  be  allowed  Ihe  use  of  colloquial  lan- 
guage, and  a  colloquial  image,  we  should  tay  ihal  he  was  not  =0  much  de- 
fr»led,a''/iioA«fasidc,by  a  luperior  weight;  and  thai  his  army  j;ive  way  lather 
a  machine  composed  of  parts  physically  connected  and  cohering  loge- 
ihan  ss  a  mere  body  of  individuals  having  no  union,  but  Ihe  moral 
of  military  discipline.  If  the  army  had  been  what  the  logicians  call  a 
linoous  quantity,  instead  of  a  numerical  one,  that  in  to  say,  a  bar  of 
instead  of  a  number  of  distinct  individuals,  their  moveraenl  could  not 
been  more  unbroken.

Even  the  influence  which  the  exterior  show  and  trappings  of  the  army 
have  on  tlie  imagination  of  ibe  stripling,  is  the  syojptom  of  an  inward  levlingj^j 
the  same  in  its  essence,  ihuugh  not  in  its  mode  of  action,  with  that  which., 
leads  the  officer  oi  rank  and  ex(>erience  to  fathom  the  deepest  science,  and 
encounter  tlie  rudest  business  of  war.     While  in  tlie  strutting  enaigu,  or  the 
flippant  aid-du-caiap,  this  il-tliog  is  called  the  Jove  of  adiniiution,  in  ih« 
^cneial  it  is  di^nilied  with  tlie  appellalion  of  the  lova  ot  gloi^;  but  is  theiis  , 
any  csM^utiiil  ditlcrence?  At  least,  cannot  th^  low  of  admiraiion,  even  when  it 
has  shot  iorth  with  a  little  too  much  vanity,  by  due  culiiyulioo  and  skilful . 
pruning,  he  miituicd  into  the  love  of  glory?  t 

Now,  to  give  tJiis  natural  ami  laudable  passion  for  dihiinctioii  its  most 
pDW|:rful  and  f belut^ect,  g{^cvs  U>  lue  ibe  g^ond  Object  lur  which  th&pagea. 
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of  the  Military  Chronicle  should  be  reserved.  Excuse,  then,  a  stranger,  ia 
file  libertj  he  takes  of  recommending  to  you,  (in  addition  to  the  tribute  of 
praise  which  you  pay  continually  to  oar  army  as  a  body)  to  win  for  yourself 
and  jour  work,  the  individual  patronage  of  every  one  of  your  readers  who  is 
a  member  of  that  army,  by  an  argument  to  the  man,  by  the  hope  of  personal 
ranown,  by  the  application  of  the  same  motive  which  the  sagest  of  our  bards 
employed  to  obtain  protection  for  himself  and  his  house,  when  threatened^ 
with  assault: —

A  publication  like  your's  seems  to  afford  the  only  feasible  method  of  res* 
caiog  from  oblivion  the  character  of  many  a  gallant  mat),  whpse  very  exist- 
ence knight  otherwise  escape  notice,  like  the  passage  of  a  single  billow  over 
the  surface  of  the  multitudinous  ocean ;  and  the  more  glorious  the  services 
of  an  army,  the  greater  is  the  danger  that  the  exploits  of  individuals  will  be 
lost  in  the  general  blaze. 

I  beg  leave,  therefore,  to  suggest,  that  though  much  has  been  done  already 
\n  the  biographical  department  of  the  Military  Chronicle,  yet  that  more 
wrecks  of  glory  may  be  saved  from  the  destructive  operation  of  time,  if  gen- 
ttemen  possessed  of  the  sources  of  infohnatiou,  will  form,  occasionally,  cata« 
Idgnes  of  the  names  of  officers  who  have  had  an  opportunity  of  distinguishing 
themselves,  accompanying  each  name  with  a  brief  recital  of  services.  Sum- 
maries of  this  nature,  published  from  time  to  time,  would  give  a  permanent 
value  to  your  work :  they  would  be  equivalent  to  establishing  an  order  of 
merit;  and,  if  executed  with  proper  care,  would  furnish  the  future  historian 
and  biographer  with  a  fund  of  autheotic,  and  most  valuable  contemporaneous 
information. 

lu  illustration  of  this  idea,  I  subjoin  a  list  formed  out  of  Sir  R.  Wilson's 
caiQpaigns  in  Poland,  a  work^  which,  in  addition  to  its  general  claim  on  the 
attention  of  the  public,  has  a  peculiar  interest  at  this  crisis,  as  it  is  a  record 
of  several  illustrious  officers,  who  lire  now  in  the  field  of  action,  reaping  the 
harvest  of  honour,  the  only  harvest  of  many  a  noble-hearled  soldier;  and  a 
harvest  not  more  difficult  to  gather,  than  to  secure  when  gathered.  I  am.

Bmrntm  and  PruBman  Officen  intke  Campaign  of  1806-7. 

BagganHmte  commanded  the  advanced  guard  at  Pultusk ;  and  the  rear-guard 
ia  the  retreat  from  Bergfried,  previously  to  the  battle  of  Eylau,  and  in  thai ' 
battle  repolsed  the  French  attack  on 'the*  village  of  Serpallen. — Barclay  dg 
3Wcommanded  the  right  wing  at  the  battle  of  Pul^isk,  with  which  he 
derided  the  action :  commanded  in  the  rear  in  the  retreat  from  Bergfried : 
maneaded in  Ike  town  of  Eyian  IMnightl  bdb/e  tlxe  battlip,  where  he  wgs 
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wounded  by  a  niodom  shot,  which  at  that  crisis  deprived  the  army  of  th«i 
services  of  a  moat  valuable  officer. — Beningtea,  as  coaimander-itHchiefy  i*: 
identified  with  the  whole  general  history  oi  tbe  can>paign;  he  was  then  65 
years  of  age. — Ba^ra/itm,  Phnce,  commanded  the  advanced  guard,  and  by 
pressiog  tbe  enemy  from  Dcutsch  Eylau,  and  destroying  their  rear-guard, 
relieved  Grandenz  from  blockade:  commanded  in  tbe  rear  at  the  retreat  from 
Bergfried:  sustained  th&  attack  of  tbe  French  in«tbe  untavouraUe  position 
in  front  of  Landsberg:  checked  the  advance  of  the  French  two  miles  in  frooi- 
of  Eylau;  his  conduct  throughout  the  retreat  to  Eylau  did  him  infinite 
honour :  commanded  the  advanced  guard  at  Eylau :  when  tbe  French  deman- 
ded possession  of  the  village  of  Peterswalde,  oa  bis  answering  that  be  was 
there,  '*  to  give  tbem  welcome,"  they  retired  without  Bring  a  shot:  The 
advanced  guard  under  him  was  inspected  at  Bartenetein,  by  tbe  Emperor,  of 
Russia,  and  the  King  of  Prussia,  and  was  found  in  admirable  order,  and  tbe 
huts,  &c.  arranged  with  an  elegance  tlmt  was  quite  unexpected :  with  the 
advanced  guard  he  drove  the  French  over  the  passage  before  tbe  combat  of 
Deppen :  in  tbe  passage  of  tb\e  Aller  at  Giittstadt^  with  that  courage,  conduct, 
and  fortune  which  characterize  all  his  services,  ht  withdrew  his  troops, .  and: 
destroyed  bis  bridges  with  inconsiderable  loss;  thus,  in  the  presence  of  Buo- 
naparte, securing  tbe  escape  of  a  feeble  rear-guard,  which,  if  properly  pressed, : 
must  have  been  overwhelmed:  at  Heilsberg,  he  displayed  equal  judgment^ 
retreating  in  the  face  of  tbe  enemy,  and  drawing  bim  under  the  fire  of  150- 
pieces  of  cannon:  at  Weblaw,'  after  tbe  battle  of  Friedland,  he  supported  the^ 
Cossacks  and  Basquiers  with  a  timely  reinforcement :  he  was  made  tbe  chan-- 
Del  of  Beningsen's  proposition  fur  the  armibtice,  which  took  place  before  tbe 
peace  concluded  at  Tilsit. — Buxhawden^  fron)  some  misapprehension  or  dis- 
agreement did  not  support  Beningsen  at  Pultusk,  (which  battle  might  other* 
wise  have  been  decisive  of  tbe  campaign)  and  was  removed  from  bis  coumvand 
inconsequence. — i^*/^/z  re/)  also  omitted  to  support  Beningsen  at  Pultusk  ^ 
stopped  the  progress  of  tbe  enemy  after  Marcow  had  been  defeated  at  Geor* 
gcnthal,  in  front  of  Mobrungen,  and  recovered  theoriginal  ground;  but,  after 
the  action,  was  killed  by  a  rifle-shot,  while  fixing  his  posts :  he  was  a  brave  . 
and  able  officer,  and  an  estimable  man. — i^oc/o/^reinforced  Prince  Gallitzin 
at  tbe  affair  of  Golymin,  on  the  day  of  tbe  battle  of  Puliusk,  and  enabled  him 
to  drive  back  the  enemy  from  every  point. — Dolgorucky^  Prince  M,  in  Mob- 
rungen, surprised  the  enemy's  guards,   took  Bernadottee  whole  baggage, 
while  he  himself  escaped  with  difficulty:  by  menace,  force,  and  perseverance, 
he  restored  order  in  tbe  panic  and  rush  of  carriages,  &c.  through  the  town 
of  Weblaw,  after  tbe  battle  of  Friedland,  on  an  alarm  of  tbe  arrival  of  tbe 
French. — Essen  stormed  the  entrenchmeotsat  Ostrotenk^  but  was  conopeUrd  i 
to  fall  back. — Gallitzin^  Prince^  beat  the  French  at  Gulymin:  commanded  I 
the  cavalry  at  Eylau.^Go^i/ziM,  Prince^  killed,  ,to  the  great  regret  of  the. 
army,  in  tbe  retreat  on  Eybiu:  a  young  man  of  excellent  disposition  and* 
prooiise. — GartckikoWf  Brinct^  took  tooie  magazines  and  prisoners  at  CUtl«- 
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■Ittdt,  when  Ney  reticated  to  Dep|ien:  comniaiuiril  Ihe  rigbt  wing  at 
Heilsbtrg;  repulsed  an  Btlack  of  the  enemy,  and  caplured  two  eagles- — 
Oenfrgxiy,  Major,  alter  tbe  baule  ol"  Friedlatid,  witli  2,000  altemjiUd  to  cut 
bis  way  IfaTough  15,000  at  Brandenbeig.  having  been  eUlioned  to  dtfend 
the  passage  of  tbe  river  Friscbing. — lUtvoiski  made  a  );ullant  aitxck  on  tlie 
French  dmgoona  at  Deppen. — Kalkreutii,  the  narrative  of  tbe  sief;e  of 
Dantxie  i$  a  vade-aiecum  for  all  governors  of  fortii^&es,  and  will  iinmorts- 
Ine  tbe  name  o)'  Kulkreuth,  who  apphed  to  a  mnsi  consummate  knowledgt 
of  war,  tbe  virluei  of  indefatigable  courage,  and  pprsevering  aclion. — A'«- 
mmskoti  teoioved  frum  tbe  command  nn  account  of  insanity  Siiwarrow 
taiilof  bim,  "lie  knows  war,  hut  war  does  not  know  hini.  I  know  no- 
thing of  war,  but  war  knows  me." — K<aiaukoy,j>inr.  stormed  and  car- 
ried Schloditten,  the  night  aficr  ilie  battle  of  Kylan:  commanded  lb e  dar- 
ing, but  untuccesstiil  attempt  to  relieve  Dantzic,'  in  his  return  from  which 
be  IhwI  a  slight  xflair  near  Wnifsdorf)*:  by  exlraurdiuary  exeition,  he  forme*] 
ajunclion  with  Lestocq,  then  falling  back  to  cov«r  Koiiingsberg,  after  tbe 
battle  ot  lleiliiberg ;  he  was  charged  with  the  defence  of  tbe  Fnedknd  Gale 
U  K«tii(ig»berg. — Knariiig  joined  with  I'oUloy  in  nflenng  to  move  forward 
aud  attack  whatever  troops  Buonaparte  ntiglit  have  rallied,  and  thus  com- 
|Jete  tbe  victory  ofKylaujbot  Beningien  was  deaf  to  tbe  eiiCrealies  of  all  hit 
gnwrsls.  fearing  that  his  eomiuuiiicucion  with  Koningsberg  would  be  lost, nod 
lus  army  be  in  want  of  provisions;  he  was  joined  wilh  PlatofT,  when  tlie 
l*ar  nf  N'ry  was  alarmed  iiiid  compelled  to  pass  tbe  pasiiage  at  Deppcn. — 
KofJ'r  commanded  the  artillery  at  the  battle  of  Kylau. — Koitn  tell  upon  en 
etcon  near  Willenberg,  and  rrW«ed  UOO  Russians  and  1300  Prussians. — 
Kralow  commanded  tbe  sujwtb  rcgimeni  of  cuirassiers  called  CalbarJna  Slaber, 
Cstfaari He's  Glory, — Lcslvcq  anxious  losave  as  much  as  powible  of  iheiem- 
notit  of  PmsBis,  sereral  limes  remonstrated  against  Beningsen's  order  to  retiiv 
from  tie  Vistula:  relieved  GruudcnK,  and  thus  enabled  its  governor  to 
maintain  tbai  nmsl  important  fortress;  by  his  critical  apjiearance,  and  ju- 
dicioiM  cnnduci,  be  drcided  the  batileuf  Eyiau,  after  bis  corps  bad  been 
•aid  by  ihe  IVench  to  be  ruined ;  he  was  one  of  the  most  urgent  wiib  Be- 
ningien  to  pursue  his  success  in  that  battle:  on  the  retreat  taking  place 
ffom  Eylau,  he  covered  the  Pieget  and  Ailar  at  Friedlatid  ;  he  afterwardt 
traversed  the  Russian  front,  and  taking  his  original  position  nn  the  right, 
arrived  opporltineW  to  check  Dupout,  who  had  driven  the  Prussians  from 
Draunsberg  on  Heiligeiiboil ;  he  intercepted  an  order  from  Buonaparte  to 
Victor,  direclitig  bim  to  cut  off  Lcstocq  from  Koningsberg,  which  Lestocq 
onticipaied  by  throwing  himself  between  Muhhack,  where  Victor  was,  and 
Koningsberg :  after  ihe  battle  of  Fdedland,  he  eracuated  Koningsberg  under 
pretence  of  a  sally,  and  joined  Beniiigsen  at  Folpitien,  wilh  an  immense 
equipage ;  thus  completing  a  must  arduous  campaign  and  service  in  a  man- 
»«■  that  will  ever  do  honour  to  his  name. — Markim  was  repulaed  in  an  at- 
tack at  Georgeotbal,  but  succoured  Id  time  by    D'Aniep. — Odn 
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Buonaparte's  attack  on  the  Russian  positions  along  the  Wrka,  for  foortccn 
lioura  resisted  tlie  corps  of  Davonst,  Lasnes,  and  the  guards  :  comnumded 
the  left  at  Pultnsk  and  Eylaii. — Ovwarrtm  checked  the  advance  of  the  eoeoay 
at  Elditten  and  Lingnau. — Fahlm  shared  the  action  at  Golymin*— Ploff^ 
Hetman  of  the  Cossacs ;  the  history  of  the  exploits  of  this  hrave  veteran, 
'  ivoiild  be  little  less  than  a  history  of  the  whole  campiugn. — Ruckd^  killed  at 
Jena  by  the  French  bulletins,  had,  nevertheless,  the  command  at  Koningsberg 
the  first  day ;  but  retired,  that  he  might  not  supersede  Lestocq.     In  the 
French  bulletins  he  has  the  honour  to  be  called  ''  mecharU  and  fmifarml^'^ 
Sedmorasky  commanded  the  advance  in  the  environs  of  Warsaw  at  the  bt* 
ginning  of  the  campaign,  and  the  reserve  at  Pultusk ;  after  which  bKtll% 
by  a  rapid  advance  on  (he  route  of  Bartensteio  and  Landsberg,  he  destroyed 
about  1000  men. — Sawrukjf^  Ltm/fnim/,  commanded  the  light  artillery  with 
most  n^eritorious  conduct,  when  Gentegsky  tried  to  cut  his  way  through 
vastly  superior  numbers,  and  was  obliged  to  surrender  at  Duboisrische.-* 
Strogottau  surprised  an  escort  with  very  inferior  force,  and  captured  a  coo* 
siderable  booty  at  Bfzengurte. — Sutterhcim  covered  Lestocq's  retreat  from 
Koningsberg,  the  euemy  being  unable  to  make  any  impression  dn  hiou— • 
SuwarroWy  son  of  the  famous  warrior,  killed  at  Ostrolenka,  according  to  a 
French  bulletin. — Tchaplitz^  at  Ortelsberg,  restored  the  communication  be* 
tween  Essen  and  Beningsen,  by  a  most  able  disposition  and  gallant  bearing 
with  a  very  inferior  force,  compelling  the  enemy  to  give  up  a  post  they  had 
taken. — 7<;Aer6a/^  commanded  two  Russian  garrison  battalions,  with  some 
Cossacs,   in  Dantzic. — Tokstoy^  united  with  Knoriug,  in   offering   to  ad* 
irance,  after  the  battle  of  Eylau,  succeeded  Tutcbikow  in  the  command  of 
17»000  men,  on  the  Narew,  and  with  that  force  kept  in  check  Mapsena, 
who  had  45,000.     Poland  did  not  prove  a  field  for  the  glory  of  Massena^ 
Uor  AiA  fortune  even  favour  him. — Tvtchikotu,  or  Toutschk(^  covameindti  on 
the  Narew^  and  was  in  the  action  at  Golymin ;  commanded  the  right  wing 
at  Eylau ;  attracted  the  enemy's  attention  from  the  siege  of  Dantzic,   by 
demonstrations  of  building  bridges  on  the  Narew  and  Bug,  and  by  partial 
attacks;  repulsed  the  enemy,  after  they  passed  the  Narew  at  Shiros.— 
Wickemtein^  under  Tutchikow*s  orders,  passed  the  Narew  and  took  two 
pieces  of  cannon. —  Woronzow,  Count  Michael^  brother  to  the  Countesa  of 
Pembroke,  and  heir  to  the  illustrious  house  of  Woronzow,  at  the  age  of  29, 
had,  by  bis  achievements,  gained  the  rank  of  major-general,  and  in  an  actioii 
ip  Turkey,  recovered,  at  the  head  of  a  regiment  lately  given  him^  the  colours 
it  had  forfeited  by  misconduct  in  Austria.     Europe  does  not  boast  a  more 
accomplished  gentleman,  or  braver  soldier. — Zacken  commanded  the  centr«^ 
at  Pultusk  and  Eylau ;  commanded  at  Zechem,  two  miles  in  front  of  Ueila* 
berg,  and  repulsed  the  French  j  as  be  did  soon  after  in  the  neighbourhood  of 
Wormdit. 
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UKMOIR  ON  THE  PROVINCE  OF  ANDALUSIA. 

YOU  have  inserted  in  your  two  former  Chronicles  my  memoirs  on  Leoa 
mud  Castile;  I  now  send  you  one  upon  Andalusia.  Unless  my  opinion  much 
<leceive  mcy  you  cannot  confer  a  more  agreeable,  and  a  more  necessary  benefit 
opoo  your  military  readers,  than  by  giving  them  clear,  methodical,  and 
tlyeieby  intelligible,  topographical  details.  I  judge,  at  least,  by  myself.  I 
bad  passed  through  a  public  school,  and  even  the  university,  before  1  knew 
any  dung  of  geography  beyond  my  own  country,  and  the  ignorance  which 
you  stin  find  in  this  respect,  even  in  the  best  companies,  is  astonishing. — To 
oome,  bowaver,  to  my  subject. 

Andalusia  is  a  large  and  beautiful  country,  situated  on  the  coast  of  thf 
Uediterranean.  It  is  bounded  by  lofty  mountains,  which  separate  it  fron^ 
the  adjacent  provinces,  and  was  the  Ba^tica  of  the  Romans*  The  Aloors 
divided  this  spacious  province  into  four  kingdoms,  namely,  Seville,  Cordova, 
Jaeo,  and  Granada, and  these  divisions  still  exist,  as  so  many  civil  sub-divisions 
fi  the  province.  Andalusia,  therefore,  by  the  Spanish  geographers,  is  said 
to  be  divided,  and  to  consist  of  these  four  parts.     1 .  The  kingdom  of  Seville. 

2.  The  kingdom  of  Granada.  3.  The  kingdom  of  Cordova.  And  4,  tha 
kingdom  of  Jaen. 

The  principal  towns  of  the  kingdom  of  Seville  are  its  own  capital,  Seville, 
Cadiz,  St.  Mary,  Xeres,  Ecija,  and  Ossuna.  The  principal  towns  of 
Granada  are,  Granada,  (the  capital),  Malaga,  Aimer ia,  Guadir,  Marbella, 
Velez  Malaga,  Baza,  Vera,  Honda,  Loja,  Santa  Fe.  Iluesca,  Anlequera,  and 
Alhama.  The  principal  towns  of  Cordova  are  Cordova,  its  capital,  and 
Arcbidona.  The  principal  towns  of  Jaen  are  Jaen,  the  capital,  Ubeda, 
Baeza,  and  Andujar. 

In  describing  this  province,  I  shall  follow  the  same  plan  as  1  have  hitherto 
pursued;  that  is  to  say,  I  shall  describe  uud  follow  its  main  roads. 

There  are  four  great  roads  in  this  i)ruvince.  1.  From  Badajos  to  Seviiie, 
the  frequent  route  of  Soult.     1.  From  Seville,  through  Cordo'. ::  lo  '  humula. ' 

3.  The  road  from  Seville  to  Cadiz.  4.  From  Giun;iM:i  to  M.il.i-:..  An 
account  of  these  roads  will  contain  a  suUIcienl  deuii  ui  iiif  jiuvikc,  us  they 
cross  it  in  every  direction.

Albuera,  to  which  the  desperate  courage  of  the  allied  Enghsh  and  Portu- 
guese army  under  General  Beresford  has  given  a  celebrity  which  will  excite 
the  curiosity  of  remote  timesi  it  a  small  lown„  or  rather  villegf,  containing 
about  one  hundred  and  fifty  houses,  all  of  them  very  indifferent  ones,  and 
tbc  inhabitants  very  poor  and  miserable.  The  church,  however,  is  very 
ancient,  and  has  a  good  and  resl>ectable  front.  The  field  of  battle  will  be 
hereafter  visited  by  future  travellers.  There  has  been  no  engagement  on  the 
peninsula  to  equal  it.  For  nearly  a  mile,  even  in  the  commencement  of  the 
fijTit^  you  had  to  niake  your  way  over  dead  bodies. 

The  next  stage  towards  Seville  is  Santa  Martha,  a  place  of  the  same  extent,, 
and  of  some  general  appearance  with  Albuera.  The  country  here  begins  to 
rise  as  it  approaches  the  Serra  Morena. 

From  Santa  Martha  to  Los  Santos  de  Maimona,  the  next  stage,  is  a  stage 
of  20  miles.  The  country  at  first  consists  of  small  rounded  hills,  but  entirely 
bare;  but  about  eight  miles  from  Santa  Martha,  the  traveller  first  gets  upon 
the  shirts  of  the  Serra  Morena,  and  here  it  becomes  rugged,  and  rises  into 
rough  heights.  On  the  summit  of  a  steep  conical  hill  to  the  right,  halfway 
b^ween  Santa  Martha  and  Maiinona,  stands  the  castle  of  Feria,  within. 
c^uinon  shot  of  the  road;  and  lower  down  behind  is  the  village  of  that  name* 
This  castle  is  of  very  little  value  in  a  military  point  of  view.  The  road, 
before  entering  Maimona,  nearly  winds  round  it.  The  population  of  Maimona 
is  about  twelve  hundred,  and  the  general  appearance  of  the  inhabitants  is 
superior  to  that  of  any  of  the  vilkges  on  the  high  road  between  it  and  Badajos. 
TTie  post  houee  is  reinaricably  good. 

From  Maimona  to  Fuente  de  lo&  Cantos  the  distance  is  l6  miles,  and  the 
country  is  in  a  higher  state  of  cultivation  than  any  spot  between  it  and 
Badajos.  On  both  sides  of  the  road  the  fields  arc  well  cultivated  in  corn  and 
grass,  thickly  interspersed  with  olive  trees,  and  presents  a  prospect  of  a  rich 
plain  of  great  extent,  bordered  all  round  by  romantic  hills.  On  the  nearer 
approach  towards  Fuente  de  los  Cantos,  the  traveller  has  a  clear  view  of  the 
town  of  Bienvenida,  at  the  distance  of  about  five  miles  to  the  north-east, 
apparently  a  place  of  considerable  note,  and  situated  at  one  extremity  of  the 
great  plain,  near  the  gorges  of  the  mountains,  towards  Llerena.  Fuente  da 
los  Cantos  is  of  nearly  the  bamp  size  and  quality  with  INIainiona,  and  Sur- 
rounded by  cultivated  tields,  and  plantations  of  olive.  Indeed  all  the  towns 
along  this  road  are  precise  reicinbLnces  of  the  towns  which  you  meet  with 
on  Newmarket-hc^th,  between  London  and  Newmarket,  except  in  one  princi- 

r 

pal  distinction—- the  country  is  in  grneral  picturesque  and  beautiful,  and  every 
where  abounds  in  thnse  kind  oi  recesses,  where  a  man  of  imagination  would 
in  fancy  fiK  a  hermitage.  I  should  mention  that  the  peasantry  about 
Fuente  de  los  Cantos  are  in  general  remarkably  stout,  although  not  tall;  and 
the  lively  aud  huodsome  appearance  of  the  women  is  particularly  striking. 
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Frucu  Fueiite  tic  loe  CanU)s  to  Moiw^terio  in  a  pobl  uf  12  miks.  A  boat 
four  miles  unwardsi  the  country  becgma^  ipleresting,  and  gradually  increases 
in  (be  wild  and  romantic  picturesque  as  it  approaches  Mouast^no.  .  The 
small,  barren^  and  regularly  rounded  bills,  give  way  to  heights  of  various 
^^rniSy  and  to  chains  of  lofty  mountains,  the  summits  of  which  are  only  at 
intervals  peiceptible  through  the  driving  clouds.  The  traveller  begins  to 
discern  small  woods  in  the  hollows  on  the  sheltered  slopes  of  the  mountams; 
^nd  oij  both  sides  of  the  road  are  scattered  various  species  of  the  oak,  the 
elm,  the  cork  tree,  and  the  wild  olive.  From  Albuera,  or  even,  perhaps, 
from  BadaiuSy  jmd  the  banks  of  the  Guadiana,  the  road  constantly  ascends  to 
Alonasterio,  imperceptibly  indeed,  except  upon-  looking  back  on  parts.— 
Monasterio,  however,  lies  in  a  hollow.  It  is  the  same  kind  of  place  as  all 
^be  other  small  places  on  the  road. 

From  Monasterio  to  Santa  Olalla  is  l6  miles.  Two  miles  from  Monas* 
terif^  begins  the  entrance  of  the  Serra  Morena.  The  distance  from  an  iuha« 
bited  place,. has,  at  former  |)eriods,  determined  this  spot  to  be  the  entrance  of 
the  Serra,  but  the  traveller  may  obbcrve  a  gradual  rise  nearly  from  the  banks 
of  the  Guadiaoa.  It  is  here,  however,  that,  he  begins  to  find  himself  in  the 
heart  of  the  Serra,  the  highest  ridge  ol  nfrhkh  he  has  to  pass  before  be  reach^ 
Seville.  The  chains  of  mountains  appear  to  cross  each  other  in  all  points^ 
and  be  is  at  a  loss  to  determine  their  general  direction.  This  ground  has 
been  covered  with  batteries  by  the  Spanish  patriots,  but  they  were  never  of 
any  use  to  oppose  efl'eclually  the  advance  or  return  of  the  French.  The  road 
is  covered  on  both  sides  with  huge  blbcks  of  granite,  scattered  about  amid  the 
cork  trees.  Santa  Olalla  is  a  small  town  of  about  three  hundred  houses* 
An  old  castle  on  a  hill  to  the  right  presents  the  principal  object,  and  almost 
entirely  conceals  the  place  behind  it. 

From  Santa  Olalla  to  Ilonquillo  the  distance  is  l6  miles.     Shortly  after 
leaving  Santa  Olalla,  the  traveller  reaches  the  highest  part  of  the  ridge  of 
the  Serra  Morena.     The  streams  now  begin  to  run  towards  the  south ;  or,  if 
the  direction  of  the  smaller  valleys  be  across  the  road,  the  brooks  in  the  bottom 
fall  rapidly  to  the  eastward.     The  views  on  this  route  are  much  more  inte« 
resting  on  looking  back  to  the  northward  than  they  are  in  proceeding  tox^ards  . 
Seville.     On  the  right  pf  the  road,  to  the  north-west,  the  hills  seem  tossed 
about  in  a  true  chaotic  confusion.     The  traveller  fre(}uently  sees  the  rain 
descending  upon  them  whilst  be  himself  is  in  the  sun  shine.     The  approach 
to  Ronquillo  is  very,  pleasing.     The  traveller  tirst  discerns  the  red  and  white 
steeple  of  its  church,  and  shortly  afterwards  the  village  itse}f,'surrounded  by 
gently-rising  hills,  covered  with  corn  fields,  or  scattered  over  with  clumps  of 
olive  trees.     The  principal  street  is  broad,  and  the  houses  in  general  tolerably 
neat. 

From  Ronquillo  to  La  Ventade  Guillena,  the  next  stage,  is  14  miles.— 
For  the  first  eight  miles  the  road  is  through  the  mountains,  and  the  views  are 
pleas^g.     These  mouiUaiDS  are^  or  ought  to  be,  the  ramparts  of  Andalusia* 
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The  roa:d  here  crosses  over  the  rapid  stream  of  the  Guerha,  by  a  very  neat 
bridge  of  eight  arches.  Immediately  above  it  are  the  ruins  of  a  very  ancient 
bridge,  which  appears  to  have  been  of  Roman  construction.  Immediately 
after  crossing  this  stream  the  road  ascends.  After  having  gained  the  summit 
of  the  hills,  you  behold  beneath  you  the  wide*spread  plains  of  Seville,  towards 
which  the  road  (hence  begins  rapidly  to  descend.  La  Venta  de  Gnillena  is 
'a  mere  post-house. 

From  La  Venta  de  Guillena  to  Seville  is  14  miles.  The  road  is  beautiful 
to  a  degree,  a  perfect  wilderness  of  charms  in  every  season  of  the  year;  the 
'  most  heavenly  country  in  the  world.  It  would  be  impertinent  iu  a  topogra- 
phical subject  of  this  kind,  to  enter  into  any  detail  of  the  romantic  beauties  of 
the  country ;  suffice  it  therefore  to  say,  that  the  plain  of  Seville  is  one  of  those 
regions  which  at  once  refresh,  delight,  and  soften  the  mind.  About  eight 
'miles  from  La  Venta  de  Guillena,  the  traveller  passes  through  Santiponce, 
the  Italica  of  the  Romans,  and  the  birth-place  of  Trajan  and  Adrian.  In  the 
surrounding  fields  are  to  be  seen  traces  of  city-walls,  which  sufficiently 
demonstrate  its  ancient  grandeur,  as  do  likewise  the  ruins  of  a  noble  oval 
amphitheatre  to  the  north.  The  present  population  of  Santiponce  is  reck- 
oned at  about  600.     Five  miles  ferther  the  traveller  reaches  Seville. 

The  next  principal  road  of  Andalusia  is  that  from  Seville,  through  Cor- 
dova to  Granada.  From  Seville  to  Cordova  is  84  miles.  The  road  is  as 
follows : — 

From  Seville  to  Carmona  CO  miles,  thence  to  La  Luisiana  12,  thence  to 
to  Ecija  12,  ihence  to  La  Carlotta  1(),  thence  to  iMaigonegro  1*2,  thence 
to  Cordova  r? — Total  frciu  Seville  to  Cordova  84  miles. 

Tiie  road  from  Seville  to  Cordova  goes  Iroin  Seville  out  of  the  gate  of 
Carmona,  so  called,  because  opening  upon  ihe  road  to  that  town.  The 
aqueduct  of  this  name  extends  along  the  right  of  the  road,  in  a  succession  of 
narrow  archer  in  the  Moorish  style,  and  «»f  no  great  height.  These  arches 
are  upwards  of  four  hundred  in  number,  gradually  decreasing  in  height  as 
they  recede  from  Seville,  until  the  elevation  of  the  ground  is  such  as  to 
permit  the  water  to  run  in  subterraneous  channels,  which  in  some  situations 
arc  nearly  one  hundred  feet  beneath  the  surface.  The  principal  springs  from 
which  this  water  is  deri\cd,  rise  at  the  foot  of  a  small  hill  near  Alcala  de 
Guadaira,  at  the  distance  of  eight  miles  to  the  eastward. 

The  traveller  having  got  clear  of  the  arches,  finds  himself  on  the  vast 
plain  of  Seville,  and  diseeri.s,  at  a  great  distance  on  his  right,  a  detached 
group  of  mouniiins,  rising  nn  the  verge  of  the  horizon,  like  an  island  in  thf 
sea.  In  spring  or  summer  nothing  can  surpass  the  lovely  appearance  of  this 
plain,  the  fields  of  which  are  all  cultivated  like  a  garden,  and  are  covered 
with  corn  and  olives.  The  h«(lgos  which  border  the  road  are  of  aloes  and 
pines,  and  ditfuse  the  most  cheering  and  agreeable  perfumes  around.  As  tha 
road  proceeds,  the  surface  of  the  country  rises  into  gentle  hills  and  dales, 
tultivated  in  patches  of  beautiful  meadows  and  corn-fields.    The  road,  how-

ever,  becomes  a  little  saody  as  you  approach  Carmona.  The  ascent  to  the 
town  is  gradual,  and  it  is  only  after  passing  through  it  that  the  traveller  begins 
to  perceive  its  romantic  and  beautiful  situation.  Carroona  is  seated  on  tbt 
centre,  and  highest  part  of  a  long  and  narrow  ridge,  here  broken  into  many 
inequalities,  and  which  declines  by  terraces  towards  the  south,  till  it  mingles 
gradually  with  the  plain.  On  the  eastern  side  the  ridge  is  steep,  and  from  it 
you  have  an  extensive  view  over  immense  plains,  bounded  in  the  horizon  by 
detached  groups  of  mountains.  On  the  northern  side  stands  the  Alcazor 
or  casUe,  or  rather,  the  ruins  of  one,  apparently  built  by  the  Romans,  on 
the  steepest  summit  of  the  ridge,  and  which  must  formerly  have  commanded 
the  whole  of  the  town.  The  gate  towards  Seville  is  also  evidently  of  Roman 
construction,  and  many  traces  of  that  people  exist  in  various  parts  of  the 
town.  Medals  are  still  frequently  dug  up  here,  chiefly  with  the  head  of 
Hercules  or  Bacchus  on  one  side,  and  on  the  reverse  two  ears  of  corn,  deno- 
ting the  great  fertility  of  the  surrounding  country.  In  the  wars  between 
Caesar  and  Pompey,  Carmona  made  a  great  6gure,  and  in  return  for  its  close 
adherence  to  the  fortunes  of  the  former,  was  afterwards  rewarded  by  him  with 
many  valuable  pnvilep;es. 

The  lower  of  the  principal  church  is  evidently  built  in  imitatioU  of  that 
of  Seville,  having  also  its  Giralda  on  the  top.  The  whole  is  on  a  scale  so 
much  smaller,  that  it  suffers  greatly  by  the  comparison.  The  Alameda,  or 
public  walk,  is  likewise  inferior  to  that  of  Seville,  with  respect  to  extent,  the 
number  of  trees,  and  the  want  of  a  river  like  the  beautiful  Guadalquiver;  but 
it  greatly  excels  it  in  its  romantic  situation,  on  the  summit  of  a  iiatural 
mound,  which  juts  out  into  a  deep  valley,  and-  commands  a  prospect  over 
immense  and  fertile  plains. 

After  passing  through  Carmona,  towards  La  Luisiana,  the  next  post,  an 
excellent  road  descends  towards  the  pl:iius,  winding  it^'.ar  tie  foot  of  n  broken 
precipice,  on  which  stands  the  remains  of  an  ancieu:  cascle.  The  country  in 
the  plain  is  highly  cultivated,  and  therefore,  by  reason  o\'  the  climaU:,  beauti- 
ful to  a  degree.  This  kind  of  countr}'  brings  you  to  LaLtdsiana,  xi^iiicb  is  a 
mere  village. 

Ecija,  the  next  post,  12  miles  from  La  Luisiana,  is  a  rmall  town,  situated 
between  two  high  hills,  in  a  plain  where  there  are  t-vo  lofty  tnountaiiis,  on 
the  western  bank  of  the  Xeni],  over  which  there  is  a  handsome,  and  nearly 
new  stone  bridge.  This  is  accounted  the  liottcst  place  in  all  Andalusia.  It 
was  the  ancient  Astegis,  and  was  known  as  a  Roman  colony  by  the  name  of 
Augusta  Firma.  It  was  then  a  city  of  groat  consequence,  and  was  ranked 
by  the  Roman  geographers  in  the  third  rank  of  the  cities  of  Bstica.  It  had 
public  baths  and  a  circus ;  and  ruins  of  marble  columns,  statues,  inscriptions 
and  other  antiquities  are  daily  found.  There  are  still  nearly  four  thousand 
houses  in  the  town,  most  of  which  are  ornamented  on  the  outside  with  paint.

which  flows  round  its  base.    The  population  of  Castro  is  reckoned  at  about 
4000;  the  country  around  is  very  uneven  and  picturesque. 

17|M)n  living  Castro  for  Baena,  the  next  post,  the  road,  on  quitting  tbe' 
towil,  eitters  a  fine  plain,  similar  to  thaton  the  other  side  of  Castro,  having 
the  Badajoci11<^  on'  the  left,  and  gently  rising  hills  on  the  right,  while  at  m' 
distance,  strmgbt  forward,  appears  the  lofly  chain  of  mountains  which  dt* 
vides  Andalusia  from  Granada.    The  road  by  degreeb  loaves  the  plain,  and* 
•fcends  the  hills,  among  which  Baena  is  situated.    The  approach  to  this 
lAwn  is  very  pleasing;  the  bills  around  it  are  covered  with  plantations  of 
dive  trees,  ^h\\e  the  opposite  sides  are  full  of  vineyards,  which  yield  a' wine' 
id  great  repute  even  as  far  as  Cordova.    The  town  itself  stands  upon  the^- 
brow  of  a  stsep  bill,  and  appears  to  have  been  formerly  a  place  of  much  im* 
portaoce.    The  great  square,  or  market-place,  is  larger  and  more  elegant 
than  any  in  Cordova,  or  even  in  Seville,  and  the  present  population  may  be 
calculated  at  7  or  8000. 

'  In' leaving  Baena  for  Alcandete,  the  next  stage,  the  traveller,  upon  reach- 
ing tlfe  first  mile  from  Baena,  should  look  behind  him^  and  take  a  distinct 
fitv  of  the  rom^tic  situation  of  that  town.    The  steep  and  lofty  mountains 
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behind  it  forQi»  in  many  parts,  imnifnse  walls  of  granite,  and  of  peaks,  inac- 
cessible on  their  eastern  sides,  while,  up  to  the  very  basis  of  these  precifHces, 
were  vineyards,  clumps  of  olive  trees,  and  cultivated  patches.  To  the  left  of 
the  road  appears,,  while  at  a  great  distance,  a  high  conical  mountain,  which 
lises  behind  Alcandete.  The  road  proceeds  by  the  borders  of  a  small  lake, 
called  Lagemadel  Conde, encircled  by  green  hills;  and  beyond  them,  by  ridges 
of  mountains.  The  country  all  along,  is  broken,  wild,  and  picturesque.  Al- 
candete appears  high  amongst  the  mountains,  soon  after  leaving  Baena;  and 
it  appears  incredible  to  the  traveller,  th^t  such  a  long  succession  of  hills 
apd  plains,  iakes^  woods,  and  torrents,  should  be  in  the  intervening  space.— 
The  road  crosses  the  small  river  Gaso,  which  is  sometimes  swelled  by  tor- 
rents from  the  mountains,  in  which  case  it  bears  down  every  thing  before  it. 
Alcandete  is  situated  among  those  mountains,  and  delightfully  shaded  on  botli 
aides  by  olive  trees,  which,  at  some  distance,  extend  into  groves  and  larg« 
plantations.     It  is  a  pretty  town.     The  castle  is  seated  on  the  top  of  a  hill,

and  is  a  square  tower,  surrounded  by  a  double  row  of  walls  still  entire.  The 
principal  street,  which  twists  round  the  hill,  composes  the  greater  part  of  the 
town,  which  appears  clean,  and  tolerably  well  built. 
.  .From  Alcandete,  towards  Alcala,  the  next  post,  the  road  proceeds,  for  up* 
wards  of  two  miles,  through  rich  olive  groves;  when  it  descends  into  a  wild 
i^Uey,  at  the  foot  of  immense  moimtains.  It  then  ascends  from  the  bottom 
of  the  valley,  to  the  town  of  Akala.  This  is  a  small,  pretty  town,  seated 
partly  on  the  side  of  a  hill,  and  partly  ia  a  bottom,  surrounded  by  very  steep 
mod  romantic  ridges. 

The  road  from  hence  to  Puerto  Lopes,  is  rough  and  sConey,  till  it  enters  a 
winding  valley,  where  it  next  ascends  a  hill,  from  whence  is  a  view  of  most 
uncommon  beauty.  Beneath  is  a  precipice  bordered  with  deep  trenches, 
where,  in  dark  nights,  or  in  winter,  men  and  horses  are  often  lost.  On  the 
right,  the  hills  are  formed  into  great  and  regular  ma&ses,  having  their  sides 
shaded  with  forests  of  oak  and  cork  trees,  whilst  to  the  left  appears  the  pass 
of  Mitanifa,  through  the  rugged  mountains  on  each  side.  Puerto  Lopes  ik 
situated  on  the  descent  of  the  road ;  it  is  merely,  an  assemblage  of  eight  or 
ten  houses,  on  a  rising  ground  on  one  side  of  the  road. 

From  Puerto  Lopes  to  Pinos  de  la.Puente,  the  distance  is  14  miles.  Pi- 
nos  de  la  Puente  is  a  village  of  considerable  extent,  and  situated  nearly  on 
the  same  spot  as  the  Ilurdo  of  the  ancients,  at  the  foot  of  a  small  ridge,  and 
a  little  elevated  above  the  level  of  the  neighbouring  plains.  A  Hne  stream 
runs  puht  it,  and  soon  after  fulls  into  the  Genii. 

From  Pinos  de  la  Pujnte,  to  Granada,  a  distance  of  12  miles,  the  road  is 
excellent,  and  for  a  considerable  part  is  bordered  in  the  manner  of  an  avenue, 
with  beautiful  trees.     In  this  manner  it  reaches  Granada. 

A  third  main  road  in  Andalusia,  is  that  from  Granada  to  Malaga.  This 
road  is  as  follows: — From  Granada  to  Alhama  25  miles,  thence  to  Velea 
Malaga  24,  and  thence  to  Malaga  20. 
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The  road  from  Granada  to  Malaga  tirst  croses  the  river  Genii,  and  then 
coQtinues  twelve  miles  over  fertile  and  cultivated  plains,  which  gradually 
lead  to  small  bills.     It  then  crosses  the  Caxio,  a  clear  and  rapid  stream,  near 
a  small  village  of  the  same  name,  and  distant  about  20  miles  from  Granada*' 
Tlie  steep  ascent  op  the  opposite  side  of  the  valley  is  nearly  two  miles.     Tbe 
traveller  then  passes  through  a  deep  tleft  in  the  hills,  after  which  he  reaches 
Albania.     The  situation  of  this  town  is  very  romantic.     It  is  seated  oil  a 
focky  height,  elevated  more  than  thret  hundred  feet  above  the  level  of  a 
small  stream  which  flows  in  the  valley  beneath,  and  it  is  here  called  the 
river  of  Albania.    Its  proper  name  is  the  Marchan,  and  it  risea-  about  a 
league  off*     The  view  from  that  part  of  the  town  over-hanging  the  stream  is^ 
particularly  beautiful.    The  rock  is  here  nearly  perpendicular,  and  the  travel- 
ler sees  beneath  his  feet  a  charming  valley,  bordered  on  eachside  by  steep  and 
romantic  chfiis,  the  summits  and  hollows  of  which  are  covered  with  lree:>.--»- 
At  the  bottom  are  several  nulls  turned  round  by  running  streanvi.     At  the 
distance  of  two  miles  lower  down  to  the  left,  the  traveller  discerns  a  rocky 
glen,  through  which  foams  a  mountain  torrent,  which  falls  into  the  river  AU 
hama.     Alhama  is  still  a  considerable  tqwn,  though  evidently  much  decayed 
from  its  Moorish  grandeur.     An  extensive  .aqueduct  still  exists  in  good  pre- 
tervation,  but  the  castle  has  fallen  into  ruins. .  The  traces  of  the  Moors  are 
still  visible,  notjess  in  the  featui-es  of  the  inhabitants,  than  in  the  pubHc  * 
buildings.    Their  general  complexion  and  cast  of  countenance  are  decidedly 
Uoorisb. 

Id  leaving  Alhama,  the  road,  after  descending  from  the  heights,  passei 
over  a  fine  plain  covered  with  trees,  but  close  on  the  side  of  which  is  a  ridge 
called  the  Serra  Texada,  coverctd  half  way  down  with  snow.  From  this 
Senra  the  grouud  cons^tautly  declines  towards  the  south,  to  the  shores  of  the 
Mediterranean.  At  the  third  Spanish  league  the  road  reaches  the  pass  of 
Zafaraya,  between  high  mountains,  and  near  to  which  is  a  veuta.  On  ap» 
proaching  Velez  Malaga,  the  road  leads  charmingly  amongst  gardens  of 
orange  and  lemon  trees,  close  upon  the  banks  of  the  small  river  Wdti.-^ 
Near  to  the  town,  long  avenues  of  trees  border  the  road,  through  which  the 
traveller  first  discovers  a  white  tower  on  the  summit  of  the  hilL  Proceeding 
a  little  farther,  the  whole  town  is  discerned,  pleasantly  situatt:d  on  the  side  of 
a  hill  fronting  the  west,  and  of  au  extent  appareirtly  si^ffii-ient  to  justify  the 
comaioQ.estimate  of  its  population,  which  is  eight  thousand.  It  was  called 
Menpba  by  the  Romans,  and  subsequently  Velez  Malaga  by  the  Moors,  who 
greatly  enlarged  it,  and  by  whom  it  was  taken  about  seven  hundred  years 
ego.  It  is  now  called  Velez  Malaga  de  la  Santa  Cr  uz.  Besides  the  churches^ 
it  contains  six  convents. 

From  Velez  Malaga,  to  Malaga,  the  country  on  both  sides  of  the  road 
appears  at  first  very  highly  cultivated,  the  industry  and  agriculture  of  the' 
Moors,  with  respect  tu  the  system  of  irrigation  being  still  kept  up.  Il> 
shortly  crosses  the  gravelly  bed  of  the  Veles,  bordered  oo  each  side  with  lofty^ 
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white  poplare.  The  traveller,  however,  soon  loses  sight  of  the  cultivated'^ 
'ground,  and  at  no  great  distaiiee  gains  a  view  of  the  sea.  The  road  leads 
directly  down  to  it,  and  then,  turning  to  the  right  of  it,  continoes  along  the 
shore  nearly  to  Malaga.  Nothing  can  now  be  more  delightful  than  the 
aceneiy  which  this  road  usually  presents:  a  smooth  summer  sea — fishermen 
dn^ing  their  nets — small  barks  at  anchor-*and  furtlier  out,  the  distant  white 
sails  of  vessels  floating  over  the  blue  sur^M^e  of  the  wuters.  The  road  then 
passes  r<9ind  a  promontory  which  projects  a  considerable  way  into  the  sea. 
Martdlo  towers  are  here  planted  as  telegraphs  from  height  to  height  From 
the  rising  ground  the  traveller  looks  across  the  bay  of  Malaga,  and  beholds^ 
otf  the  opposite  side,  the  town  of  Curiana;  l^t  Malaga  itself  does  not  appear 
till  you  are  within  two  miles  of  it  The  first  objects  which  meet  your  eyes, 
are  the  ruins  of  the  old  Moorish^towers  on  a  hill  to  the  east  of  the  town,  and 
the  cathedral  rising  above  all  the  other  buikiings.  As  the  road  proceeds, 
•you  discover  the  mole,  and  the  shipping  which  it  shelters;  then  the  new 
cttstooi-house,  and  the  Alameda,  or  public  walk,  adorned  witb  an  elegant 
fountuny  and  planted  with  trees.    The  niad  then  descends  into  the  town.  • 

Blalaga  stands  close  to  the  sea,  at  the  foot  of  a  ridge  of  hills  which  gra* 
dually  recede  from  the  shore,  and  leave  a  spacious  plain  to  the  north  and. 
west  Qn  the  east  the  hills  are  considerably  steep,  but  not  lofty;  and  on 
tbeaommit  of  one  immediately  above  the  town  stands  an  old  Moorish  custle, 
connected  with  the  remains  of  one  lower  down  by  a  double  wall.  In  th^se 
lower  remains  are  evident  traces  of  Roman  workmanship.  A  light-honsei 
supposed  to  have  been  also  erected  by  the  Romans,  formerly  stood  on  the 
top  of  the  hill,  which,  on  that  account  was  called,  by  the  Moors,  Gibeljaro, 
or  the  hill  of  the  light  house,  although  they  afterwards  de8tro3'ed  the  building 
to  make  room  for  the  present  castle.  I(  is  now  called  the  hill  of  St.  Chris- -• 
topher,  and  from  it  there  is  a  fine  view  of  the  town ;  also  of  the  two  capes,  El 
i^actel  to  the  east,  and  Torremolinus  on  the  west,  which  form  the  bay  of  Ma- 
laga; likewise  of  the  mountains  stretching  towards  Gibraltar,  and  the  distant 
high  lands  on  the  Barbary  coast.  -Beneath  lies  the  port,  defended  towards 
the  east  by  a  good  mole,  and  generally  well  filled  with  vessels  and  small ' 
coasting  barks.  The  view  along  shore  to  the  eastward  is  bounded  by  the 
hilb;  but  to  the  south  and  south-east  is  the  broad  bosom  of  the  Mediterra- 
nean sea. 

Malaga  is  a  town  of  great  antiquity :  It  is  mentioned  by  Pliny  under  the 
nameof  Malaca;  and  Strabo  says  that  it  stands  at  the  same  distance  from 
Caipe  that  Calpe  is  from  Cadiz.  '  The  luounuins  behind  the  town  are  also 
sakl,  by  the  same  writer,  to  have  yielded  gold.  A  small  stream  runs  pas| 
the  city,  called  the  river  of  Malaga,  and  sometimes  the  Guadalniedina. 

Malaga  was  taken  from  the  Moors  in  the  year  1487;  and  in  1528  the 
building  of  the  cathedral  commenced,  and  is  not  yet  completed.  It  is  evi* 
dentJy  built  upon  the  same  plan  as  that  of  Granada,  and  though  not  vt  a 
coirect  taste,  is  grand  and  magnificanti 
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The  Alaoiedii,  or  public  walk,  is  broad,  planted  witb  trees,  and  kept  in  good 
order.  At  one  end*  is  a  marble  fountain,  said  to  have  been  presented  by: 
Charles  V.  to  the  repablic  of  Venice ;  to  have  been  taken  at  sea  bj  the  famont 
Corsair  Barbarossa ;  retaken  by  the  Spanish  gallies  under  Mendoza.  and 
by  him  landed  at  Malaga,  where  it  has  been  suffered  to  remain.  Not  Oeut 
from  this  is  the  new  custom-house,  an  unfinished,  but  magnificent  building. 
In  laying  the  foundation,  the  mutilated  statue  of  a  woman  in  white  marble 
was  dug  up,  which,  by  the  remains  of  a  latin  inscription  found  near  it,  appears 
to  have  been  that  of  Cornelia  Salonica,  wife  of  the  Emperor  Galieous*  The 
present  theatre  aho  stands  upon  the  site  of  an  antient  Roman  amphitheatre^ 
and  even  partly  upon  the  old  foundations.  , 

The  distance  from  Seville  to  Cadiz  is  84  miles,  the  road  as  follows : — From 
Seville  to  ^Icala  .de  Guadayra  8  miles,  thence  to  Xeres  de  la  Frontera  $0, 
thence  to  the  isle  of  Leon  l6,  thence  to  Cadiz  8 — Total  84  English  miles. 
The  road  irom  Seville  te  Alcala  is  very  beautiful,  being  through  vineyardr 
and  olive  groves,  and  most  delightfully  varied  by  meadows  and  corn-fields.-— 
Andalusia,,  indeed,  is  altogether  one  lovely  garden,  and  this  is  the  most 
charming  part  of.it.  Alcala  de  Guadayra,  so  called  from  the  river  on  the 
•border  ol  which  it  stands,  commands  a  country  rendered  fertile  hy  the  winters 
of  the  GuadayFa.  Tliere  is  a  great  quantity  of  corn  and  oUve  groves,  ao4 
the  olives  are  here  the  largest  in  Europe.  The  inhabitants  of  Alcala  employ 
themselves  in  making  bread;  they  daily  bake  u'pwards  of  one  hundred  weight 
.of  flour.  The  bread  is  very  good  and  white,  and  is  carried  to  Seville,  where 
it  is  sold.  % 

In  going  from  this  town  to  Xercs  de  la  Frontera,  we  pass  through  Utrera, 
a  small  but  handsome  to^n,  havingHwo  parish  churches,  eight  convents, 
and  being  situated  in  a  rich  and  luxuriant  scenery.  St.  James's  church,  (ihe 
name  of  one  of  them)  is  an  old  gothic  buildmg;  the  vaulted  ceihngs  being 
supported  by  eight  pillars  in  tlie  shape  of  palm  trees,  which,  raismg  and  en- 
twining their  palms,  divide  it  into  a  body  and  two  aisles.  St.  Mary's,  the 
other  church,  is  likewise  gothic ;  it  has  a  tower  in  front,  and  is  very  pleasing- 
ly ornamented. 

The  road  continues  forwards,  through  fine  rich  countries,  becoming  imore 
beautiful  and  pleasant.  Indeed,  for  three  miles  before  you  reach  Xeres,  it 
has  all  the  appearance  of  pleasure  grounds,  both  sides  of  the  road  having 
benches,  palUsades,  and  trellises  ot  painted  wood.  Nothing  can  b«>o  charm- 
ing as  such  neatness  and  freshness  in  such  a  climate,  aud  such  scenery.— 
It  is  impossible  not  to  be  infected  with  romance  as  you  pass  through- it.  It 
IS  planted  with  palm,  orange,  and  other  odoriferous  shrubs;  it  is  a  continued 
walk  reaembling  a  gallery  in  a  garden,  on  which  the  owner  has  chosen  to 
lavish  his  taste,  llie  traveller  thinks  and  feek  himsell'  toibe  on  an  enchanted 
spot,  and  arriveaat  Xeres  before  he  is  conscious  of  having  passed  half  his 
way.     ^ 

Xeres  de  la  Frontera  is  a  very  pleasant  town,  seated  in  a  rich  country^ 
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and  OD  the  banks  ot  the  Guadalete.  it  is  the  Asta  Regia  ot  the  Romans,  or 
at  least  is  built  upon  its  ruins.  There  is  a  place,  indeed,  near  Xeres,  still 
called  the  Mesa  de  Asta,  \vhere  it  is  supposed  the  Roman  town  stood.  The 
interior  of  Xeres  corresponds  with  its  beaiitilul  exterior.  The  town  is  large,, 
'  well  peopled,  pleasant,  and  cheerful.  The  streets  are  wide,  clean,  well  kept, 
aod  paved  with  care~~we  may  even  say  with  stodifd  elegance.  It  is  snr- 
nwnded  with  walls,  has  a  large  square,  and  a  handsome  towr»-house.  There 
it  likewise  a  Cat  thusian  monastery  in  the  town,  in  a  charming  situation,  and 
a  truly  delightful  place;  it  contains  some  admirable  paintings.  The  gardens 
of  this  moiyastery  defy  description.  Orange,  lemon,  and  fruit-trees  of  every* 
kind  and  hue  give  them  an  admirable  richness  and  beauty ;  orchards,  groves, 
and  parterres  fbllow  oue  upon  another,  and  it  is  impossible  to  leave  this 
charming  spot  without  reluctance.  The  monks  were  in  the  habit  of  daily 
distributing  charity  at  their  gate  to  poor  people ;  but  discovering  that  most 
of  those  who  came  to  recei^  it  were  idle  and  lazy,  they  changed  this  indis- 
criminate alms,  giving  into  a  more  effectual  charity.  They  substituted  two 
establishments,  the  one  for  children,  the  otber  for  old  men.  They  received 
and  8upp<irted  thirty  children,  whonf  they  instructed  in  reading  and  writing ; 
and  clothed  them  simply,  but  uniformly  and  neatly.  They  kept  them  five 
years,  impressing  upon  them  the  principles  of  order  and  good  conduct  The 
old  men  they  clothed  and  maintained. 

The  country  about  Xeres  is- very  fertile  and  well  cultivated,  it  particularly 
abounds  in  the  grape  from  which  is  made  the  sherry  wine. 

At  the  distance  of  l6  miles  from  Xeres,  through  a  similar  country  the 
whole  way,  the  traveller  reaches  the  isle  of  Leon,  which  he  enters  by  crossing 
the  canal  that  forms  it,  over  the  bridge  of  Zuazo.  This  bridge  was  built  in 
the  time  of  the  Romans ;  was  destroyed  by  the  Moors ;  and  repaired  under 
Charles  I.    The  Roman  foundation,  and  part  of  their  work,  still  remains. 

The  isle  of  Leon  is  formed  by  a  canal  that  surrounds  it,  and  which  is  10 
miles  long,  and  four  fathoms  deep  at  high  water.  Th^  principal  street  of  the 
town  is  two  miles  long,  with  fhops  of  every  kind  on  each  side  of  it,  and 
contains  40,0()0  inhabitants. 

From  the  isle  of  Leon  to  Cadiz,  the  traveller  proceeds  by  a  road  running 
eight  miles  to  the  north-west  of  the  island.  It  is  handsome,  firm,  and,  in 
peace,  very  much  frequented ,  being  always  full  of  travellers  and  carriages. — • 
The  prospect  is  sometimes  sublime;  the  eye  tak^  in  at  once  the  city  of  Cadiz, 
its  harbour,  hay,  and  an  immense  expanse  of  sea.  The  view  suddenly  changes ' 
as  you  proceed,  and  you  find  yourself  surrounded  by  all  the  united  beauty  of 
nature  dressed  by  art  and  careful  cultivation.  Parterres,  and  gardens  difl'e- 
Teotly  laid  out,  at  once  announce  the  approach  to  a  rich  town,  and  prove  the 
fertility  of  the  soil,  aod  the  taste  of  the  inbabitants.«-Iu  this  manner  tha 
traveller  reaches  Cadiz,  0« 
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WE  stayed  at  Moscow  some  days  before  we  set  ofi  for  Petersburgb,  and 
this  gave  me  time  to  see  that  city  in  some  detail.  If  1  was  struck  with  the 
singularity  of  Smoleusko,  I  was  all  astonishment  at  the  immensity  and  vi^ 
riety  of  Moscow,  a  city  so  irregnlar,  so  extraordinary,  and  so  contrasted  in 
its  sevecal  parts.  The  streets  are  in  general  exceedingly  long  and  broad;* 
Spme  are  paved,  others  f»raied  with  trunks  of  trees,  or  boarded 'with  planks 
like  the  floor  of  a  room ;  hovels  are  blended  with  palaces,  and  cottages  of  ooa- 
story  stand  next  to  the  most  stately  mansions.  Many  brick  structures  are 
covered  with  wooden  topji ;  some  of  the  timber  houses  are  painted,  others 
have  iron  doors  and  roofs.  Innumerable  churches,  built  in  the  eastern  style^ 
present  themselves  in  every  quarter,  some  with  domes  of  copper,  others  of 
tin  gilt,  or  painted  green,  and  ^many  roofed  with  wood.  In  a  word,  somO' 
parts  of  this  vast  city  have  the  appearance  of  a  sequestered  desert,  other 
quarter^,  of  a  fiopulous  town ;  some  of  a  village,  and  others  of  a  great  capital. 

Moscow,  in  £act,  is  still  the  most  populous  city  of  the  Russian  empire^ 
though  Peter  the  Great  transferred  the  imperial  residence  to  Petersburgh. 
The  chief  nobles  of  the  empire  still  reside  at  Moscow;  they  here  support  a 
large  number  of  retainers,  and  gratify  their  taste  for  a  rude  and  expensive 
magDificence  in  the  antient  style  and  feudal  grandeur. 

Moscow  may  be  considered  as  a  town  built  upon  the  Asiatic  model,  hot 
gradually  becoming  more  and  more  European,  exhibiting  a  motly  mixture  of 
European  architecture.  It  is  distributed  into  five  divisions.  1.  KremUn. 
2.  Katagorod.     3.  Belgorod.     4.  Semlainogorod.     5.  Sloboda. 

The  Kremlin  (which  is  the  Tartar  word  for  a  fortress)  was  probably  so-' 
called  by  the  Tartars  when  in  possession  of  Moscew.  It  is  iu  the  central 
and  highest  part  of  the  city,  near  the  confluence  of  the  Moskwa  and  Neglina^ 
which  wash  two  of  its  sifies;  is  of  a  trianglar  form,  and  about  tw6  miles  in. 
circumference.  It  is  surrounded  by  high  walls  of  stone  and  brick,  which- 
were  coostrocted  by  an  Italian  architect  m  the  year  14^1,  and  in  the  reign 
of  the  Czar  Ivan  Vassilivitch.  This  quarter  of  the  city  is  not  disfigured  by 
wooden  houses^ and  contains  the  ancient  palace  of  the  Czars,  several  churches^^ 
two  convents,  the  patriarchal  palace,  and  the  arsenal,  now  in  ruins. 

The  Katagorod,  or  Chinese  town,  is  enclosed  on  one  side  by  that  wall  of 
the  Kremlin  which  runs  from  the  Moskwa  to  the  Neglina,  and  on  the  other 
by  another  brick,  wall.  It  is  much  larger  than  the  Kremlin,  and  contains 
the  university,  the  printing-house,  and  many 'other  public  buildings,  together 
with  all  the  tradesmen^  shops.-  The  edifices  ar/e  mostly  stuccoed  and  white- 
washed,  and  one  of  its  streets  is  the  onl^f^one  in  Moscow  in  which  the 
houses  stand  contignons  to  each  other  ivHbout  any  intervals* 
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The  Belgorod,  or  White  Town,  which  nearly  eucirclca  the  two  f  receding 
iiTisionSt  is  supposed  to  derive  its  name  from  a  white  wall  with  which  it  was 
formerly  enclosed,  and  of  which  some^ remains  still  exist. 

The  Semlainogorod,  which  snrrounds  the  other  three  i|iiarterBy  takes  its 
denomination  from  a  circular  rampart  of  earth  with  which  it  is  encompassed. 
These  two  quarters  exhibit  a  grotesque  group  of  chnrches,  convents,  palaces, 
Imck  and  wooden  houses,  and  hovels  in  no  degree  saperior  to  pcasaots'  cot- 
tages* 

The  Sloboda,  or  suburbs,  form  a  ^ast  exterior  circle  ronod  the  parts  already 
described,  and  are  invested  with  a  lower  rampart  and  ditch.  These  snbnrbs 
contain,  besides  numerous  buildings  of  all  denominations,  com-fieldSymcadows, 
and  some  small  lakes  which  give  rise  to  the  Neglina. 

Th€)  Mofkwa  flows  through  the  city  in  k  windmg  channel,  but,  excepting 
ip  spring,  is  only  navigable  for  rafts.  It  receives  the  Gausa  in  the  Semlaino- 
gorod quMrler,  and  tlie  Neglina  at  the  western  extremity  of  the  Kremlin,  both 
of  which  rivulets  are  in  summer  almost  dry* 

The  morning  after  our  arrival,  having  ordered  our  Russian  servant  to  hire 
It  caniage  dunng  6ur  stay  at  Moscow,  he  procured  a  coach  with  six  horses 
of  different  colours.  The  coachman  and  postillions  were  dressed  like  peasants^ 
vitb  high  cylindrical  hats;  the  coachman,  with  a  long  beard,  and  sheef>-skin 
tobe,  sat  on  the  box;  the  postillions,  in  a  coarse  drugget  garb,  were  mounted 
6n  the  off  horses  according  to  the  custom  of  the  country.  Behind  the  car* 
riage  was  an  enormous  sack  of  bay,  which  was  to  be  given  to  the  horses 
whilst  we  were  on  i>ur  visits.  The  horses,  indeed,  never  see  the  stable  from 
morning  til}  midnight,  and  therefore  certainly  need  some  refreshment. — 
Horses,  postillions*  ^c.  all  take  their  meals  in  the  court-yards  of  the  houses 
where  their  masters  visit  or  dine* 

We  visited  a  palace  constructed  for  the  sovereign,  when  he  should  visit  this 
city.  11) is  palace  is  not,  according  to  our  ordinary  acceptation  of  the  uord, 
a  single  structure,  but  in  the  true  style  of  Asiatic  grandeur,  a  vast  assemblage 
ol  uuinerouK  buildings,  distributed  into  several  streets,  and  bearing  the  ap- 
pearance of  a  moderate  town.  It  is  a  brick  building,  upon  a  stone  founda- 
tion. The  ti^iber  was  all  fashioned  with  the  axe,  which  is  the  only  tool  ia 
general  use.  Though  I  often  saw  the  carpenters  at  work,  I  never  once  per- 
ceived a  saw. in  their  bands;  they  cut  the  trees  through  with  the  axe;  they 
hewed  planks  with  the  axe ;  they  formed  beams,  and  fitted  them  together 
with  the  axe.  With  this  simple  engine  they  mortassed  and  tenanted  tlie 
smallubt,  as  well  as  the  largest  pieces  of  wood,  and  smoothed  the  boards  for 
the  floor  with  the  nicest  exactness.  Indeed  the  dexterity  and  justness  with 
which  they  managed  this  instrument  was  wonderful;  but  the  operation  must 
evidently  (occasion  a  prodigious  waste  of  wood  and  labour. 

l*he  gardens  which  belonged  to  the  old  palace  built  by  the  Empress  £li2a-^ 
betb,  near  the  spot  where  the  present  structure  was  erecting,  are  still  retamed; 
Ibcy  are  of  considerable  extent,  «nd  contfuned  some  excellent  gravel  .w^lks^ 
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In  some  part*  the  groands  were  laid  mil  in  a  natural  and  pleasing  manner; 
batio  general  the  old  style  of  gardt^mng  prevailed,  and  presented  rows  d 
clipped  yew  trees,  long  straight  canals,  and  a  profusion  of  preposterous  statues, 
lietvnies  presided  at  a  fonntatn  with  a  retinoe  of  gilded  Cupids,  dolphins^  &c« 
every  little  stmctnre  was  a  pandieon,  and  every  grove  wan  haunted  by  Apollos 
mnd  Dianas  r  hat  the  principal  deity  in  the  plaee  was  a  female  figure,  holding 
acormicopia  reversed,  which,  instead  of  distrihoting,  as  usual,  all  kinds  of 
grdn,  fruit,  and  (lowers,  poured  out  crowns,  coronets,  and  mitres.  Hits 
palace  and  gardens  occnpy  the  extremity  of  the  suburbs,  within  the  compass 
of  the  exterior  rampart,  which  encircles  the  whole  town. 

We  soon  ceased  to  be  surprised  that  our  carriage  was  provided  with  $ax 
horses,  aa  nothing  was  more  common  than  to  meet  the  equipages  of  the 
Bobiiity  with  complete  sets,  driving  merely  about  the  streets  of  Moscow.-— 
This  is  owing  to  the  great  compass  of  the  city.  There  are  likewise  numerous 
hacko^  carnages  for  the  same  reason.  These  vehicles  are  without  tops, 
have  Ibar  wheels,  and  have  benches  across,  or  side  ways.  The  fares  an 
very  reasonable,  and  they  drive  at  the  rate  of  eight  or  nine  miles  an  hour. 

The  manner  in  which  the  Russians  count  their  ti(De  at  first  puzzled  our 
domestics.  jLJntil  the  reign  of  Peter  the  Great,  the  Russians  begau  their  year 
in  September,  and  dated  iheir  sera  from  the  creation,  instead  Of  the  nativity. 
In  1700  Peter  instituted  a  grand  jubilee  at  Moscow,  and  ordained  that  from 
thai  period  the  year  should  commence  in  January,  and  be  computed  from 
the  Christian  sera,  according  to  the  style  then  in  use  in  Engl  4. id.  As  a  mark 
of  veneration  to  his  memory,  no  alteration  has  been  made  in  the  Russian  ca* 
lendar,  and  Russia  is  the  only  European  nation  which  still  retains  the  old 
style. 

klhe  governor  of  Moscow,  to  whoni^we  had  letters,  and  whom  we  visited, 
recollected  Peter  the  Great,  whom  be  described  as  six  feet  in  height,  strongs 
and  well  made,  with  his  head  slouching  and  awry,  of  a  dark  complexion,  and 
a  countenance  continually  subject  to  distortions ;  adding  that  he  was  gene- 
rally dressed  in  his  green  uniform,  or  a  plain  brown  coat;  was  reiuai  kable  for 
the  fineness  of  his  linen,  and  wore  his  short  black  hair  without  powder,  and, 
whiskers.  l4BUSt  take  this  opportunity  of  observing,  that  nothing  can  possi*- 
bly  exceed  the  hospitality  of  the  Russians.  We  never  paid  a  morning  visit 
to  any  nobleman  withput  deing  detained  to  dinner.  We  also  constantly  re- 
ceived  general  invitations,  and  found  that  the  principal  persons  kept  open 

tables.- 

Being  at  Moscow  on  the  festival  of  Alexander  Nevski,  a  saint  highly  re- 
vered by  the  Russians,  and  in  whose  honour  an  order  of  knighthood  was  in* 
stitutedby  Peter  the  Great,  we  had  an*  opportunity  of  seeing  some  of  the 
splendour  of  the  clergy.  Service  was  performed  in  the  principal  churches  of 
Moscow  with  all  the  pageaqtry  peculiar  to  the  Greek  religion,  and  the 
govemor  of  the  province  gave  a  splendid  entertainmenti  to  which  the  princi* 
'  fai  BS^tf  oad  clergy  were  invited» 
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Alexander  Nevski,  the  name  of  this  saint,  was  son  of  the  great  Dnkc 
Garaslaffy  and  flouriehed  in  the  beginning  of  ihe  13th  century,  at  a  period 
'  when  fait  country  was  reduced  to  the  utmost  extremity,  by  the  combinatiog 
of  formidable  enemies.  He  repulsed  an  army  of  Swedes  and  Teutonic  knights, 
and  wounded  the  King  of  Sweden  with  his  own  hand  nu  the  bank  of  the 
Neva,  from  whence  he  obtained  the  appellation  of  Neyski;  He  defeated  the 
Tartars  in  several  engagements,  and  delivered  his  country  fi'om  a  disgraceful 
tribute  imposed  by  the  successors  of  Genghis  Khan.  His  life  seems  to  have 
been  almost  one  continued  scene  of  action,  success,  and  ability;  and  he  per- 
formed such  almost  incredible  acts  of  valour,  as  induced  an  ignorant  age  to 
fiepute  him  as  a  baint,  and  to  consecrate  his  memory* 

The -morning  of  this  anniversary  was  ushered  in  by  the  ringing  of  bells 
uncommonly  loud;  incessant  peals  resotinded  in  e>^ery  part  of  the  city,  but 
more  particularly  in  the  Kremlin,  which  contains  the  principal  churches,  and 
the  largest  bells.  At  eleven  we  paid  our  res|)ects  tp  the  goyemor,  who  held  a 
kvee  oil  the;  occasion  of  the  holiday,  and  received  the  comphments  of  the 
principal  nobility  and  gentry.  From  the  levee  we  repaired  to  the  cathedral 
of  St.  Michael,  and  were  present  at  high  mass,  performed  by  the  archbishop 
of  Bostof.  The  church  was  filled  with  an  immense  concourse  of  people  ^  tlie 
bishop  occasionally  advanced  from  the  shrine  to  address  the  congr^ation, 
and  the  whole  service  had  that  display  of  pomp  and  splendour  peculiar  to 
Ihe  Greek  religion. 

At  the  couclit^en  of  the  service,  which  lasted  two  hours,  we  returned  to 
the  governor's,  where  ninety  persons  were  assembled  at  an  entertaiument  in 
honour  of  the  day.  The  party  shortly  sat  down  to  dinner.  During  the 
second  course  a  large  glass  with  a  cover  being  brought  to  the  governor,  ho 
stood  up,  delivered  the  cover  to  the  archbishop,  who  sat  next  him,  filled  the 
glass  with  champagne,  and  drank  the  sovereign's  health,  which  was  followed 
by  a  discharge  of  cannon.  The  archbishop  followed  his  example,  and  the 
glass  was  in  like  manner  ciiculaied  round  the  table.  The  health  of  all  the 
imperial  family  was  then  toasted  individually  and  successively,  after  which 
Count  Panin  arose,  and  drinking  a  return  of  thanks  to  the  master  of  tlm 
feast,  was  joined  by  the  whole  company.  When  each  toast  was  named  by 
the  governor,  all  the  persons  at  table  rose  out  of  respect,  and  remained 
landing  while  he  drank.  The  governor  of  Moscow,  at  this  period,  wa« 
Prince  Volkonskoi,  a  veteran,  in  his  67th  year. 

During  our  stay  at  Moscow,  we  frequently  experienced  the  hospitality  of 
Count  Aiexey  Orlotf,  who  in  the  war  with  Turkey  commanded  the  Russian 
fleet  in  the  Archipelago,  and  burned  the  Turkish  armament  in  the  bay  o£ 
Tchesme,  for  which  action  he  was  honoured  with  the  title  of  Tchesminski.— 
The  Russians  took  this  practise  of  adding  surnames  for  distinguished  actions 
from  the  Romans. 

The  house  of  Count  Orloff  is  situated  at  the  extremity  of  one  of  the  suburbs, 
^pon  an  elevated  sput,  commanding  a  fine  view  of  the  vast  city  of  Moscow^ 
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wd  tbe  neighbouring  country*  Many  separate  boildiiigs  occupy  a  large 
tract  of  ground.  The  offices,  stabler,  manage,  &c.  are  of  brick ;.  the 
foundation  and  lower  story  of  the  dwelling*  houites  are  of  the  same  materials; 
but  tbe  upper  part  is  of  wood  neatly  painted  of  a  green  colour.  We  had 
the  pleasure  of  dining  several  times  with  him,  and  always  met  with  the 
most  polite  reception.  The  count  seemed  to  live  in  the  true  style  of  Rus- 
sian hospitality,  and  kept  a  rich  and  open  table.  There  was  music  during 
dinner,  which  is  the  custom  of  the  country.  We  observed  also  another  cus* 
torn ;  numerous  retainers  and  dependants  were  intermixed  with  the  servants, 
but  seldom  assisted  in  any  menial  office;  they  occasionally  stood  around 
their  lord's  chair,  and  seemed  greatly  pleased  whenever  they  were  distin- 
guished by  a  smile  or  nod.  Every  thing  in  short,  has  the  air  of  feudal  timeS| 
and  Russia  is  now  what  England  was  in  1250. 

Whilst  at  Moscow,  we  made  an  agreeable  excursion  to  Mikaulka  the 
villa  of  Count  Peter  Panin,  a  Russian  nobleman  of  the  first  distinctioo. 
The  villa  is  situated  at  the  distance  of  six  miles  from  Moscow  in  the  midst 
of  a  large  forest.  It  is  a  large  wooden  house,  bul  more  elegant  than  could 
be  expected  from  being  composed  of  such  materials.  His  offices,  stables, 
coach- hou<ies,  dog- kennels,  lodgings  for  huntsmen,  and  other  menial  ser- 
vants, form  two  long  rows  of  detached  wooden  buildings,  all  with  uniform 
fronts  neatly  painted.  The  grounds  are  agreeably  laid  out  in  the  style  of 
£nglish  parks,  with  gentle  slopes,  spacious  lawns  of  the  finest  verdure^ 
scattered  plantations,  and  a  large  piece  of  water  fringed  with  wood. 

We  could  not  avoid  feeling  extreme  satisfaction  at  observing  that  the 
English  style  of  gardening  had  penetrated  even  into  'hese  distant  regions. 
The  English  taste  indeed  can  display  itself  in  this  country  to  great  advan- 
tage, where  the  parks  are  extensive ;  and  the  verdure  durin»  the  short  sum- 
mer uncommonly  beautiful.  Most  of  the  Russian  noblemen  have  English 
gardnerg.  The  count,  who  is  fond  of  country  diversions,  had  a  pack  of 
hounds  chiefly  of  the  English  breed ;  consisting  of  an  indiscriminate  mixture 
of  harriers*  stags  and  fox-hounds,  selected  without  regard  to  size  or  specie*;. 
With  this  same  pack  he  hunted  wolves,  deer,  foxes,  and  hares.  He  pos- 
sessed likewi<e  a  fine  breed  of  Russian  grey-hounds. 

The  count  entertained  us  with  a  most  sumptuous  dinner;  we  were  parti- 
cularly  struik  with  the  quantity  and  quality  of  the  fruit  in  the  desert ;  pines, 
peaches,  apricots,  g^^p^t  pears,  and  cherries^  were  served  in  the  greatest 
profusion.  One  instance  of  elegance  had  a  pleading  eflect,  and  should  not 
be  omitted;  at  the  upper  and  lower  ends  of  the  tabic  were  placed  twodiina 
vases,  containing  cherry-trees  in  full  leaf,  and  fruit  hanging  on  the  boughs, 
which  was  gathered  by  the  company. 

In  reluming  from  Mikaulka,  we  passed  close  to  the  villa  of  Count  Razu- 
rnooski,  hetman  of  the  Ukraine,  which  had  more  the  resemblance  of  a  little 
town  than  of  a  country  house.  It  consisted  of  forty  or  fifty  buildings  of 
difibceiit  sizes ;  some  of  brick ;  others  of  wood ;  some  painted,  and  others 

in.    Tbe  count  maintains  his  guard  ;  a  numerous  train  of  retainers,  and 
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a  large  band  of  musiciaos.  The  Russian  nobies  dUplay  a  great  debtee  of 
grandeur  and  magnificence  in  their  houses,  domestics,  ana  way  oi'  living. 
Their  palaces  at  and  near  Moscow  are  stupendous  ptks  of  building,  and  I 
am  informed  that  their  mansions,  at  a  distance  (sem  Moscow  and  Peters- 
burgh|  are  upon  a  still  grander  scade ;  where  they  reside  as  independent 
princes^  like  the  feudal  barons  of  ear>y  times,  have  their  separate  courts  of 
justioei  and  govern  their  vassals  with  unlimited  sway. 

I  did  not  expect  to  find  in  this  climate  a  kind  of  Vauxhall.  It  is  situated 
at  the  farthest  extremity  of  the  suburbs  in  a  sequestered  spot,  which  has 
more  the  appearance  of  the  country  than  of  a  town.  We  entered  by  a 
covered  way  into  the  gardens,  which  were  splendidly  illuminated.  There 
was  an  elegant  rotunda  for  a  promenade,  either  in  cold  or  rainy  weatberi 
and  several  aprtments  for  tea  or  supper*  Tiie  entrance-money  was  four 
shillings.  The  proprietor  was  an  Englishman  of  the  name  of  Mattocks. 
He  buiit  a  theatre  liLewise,  and  has  a  patent  for  ten  years  for  all  plays,  and 
public  masquerades. 

The  finest  view  of  Moscow  is  from  an  eminence  about  four  or  five  miles 
frm  the  town.  The  prince  Dolgorucki  has  a  villa  on  the  brow  of  this  hill, 
whence  we  enjoyed  a  Doble  prospect.  The  Moskwa,  which  is  here  broader 
than  usual,  expands  into  a  semicircle  at  some  distance,  and  the  vast  city  of 
Moscow,  makes  a  most  superb  appearance.  The  house,  IvKe  most  of  the 
palaces  of  the  Russian  nobility,  is  a  large  wooden  building,  lo  which  we 
ascended  by  three  terraces. 

The  churches  in  Moscow  are  exceedingly  nun>erous ;  there  are  484*  of 
which  199  are  of  brick,  and  the  others  of  wood.  The  brick  ones  are  stuc- 
coed  or  white ;  the  wooden  ones  painted  of  a  red  colour. 

The  most  antient  churches  are  generally  square  buildings,  with  a  cupola, 
and  lour  small  domes;  some  of  copper  or  iion  gill;  others  of  iron  tinned, 
either  plain  or  gilt.  Ti.e  cupolas  and  domes  are  for  the  most  part  orna- 
mented with  crosses.  In  the  cathedral  of  St.  Michael,  I  viewed  ti)e  tombs 
of  the  Russian  sovereigns.  The  bodies  are  not,  as  with  us,  de{XMtied  in 
vaults,  or  beneath  the  pavement,  but  are  entombed  in  raised  iiepulchres, 
mostly  of  brick  in  the  shape  of  a  coiiin.  When  1  visited  the  cathedral,  the 
mosr  antient  were  covered  with  palls  of  red  cloth ;  others  of  led  velvet. 
Each  tomb  r.as  at  its  lower  extremity  a  small  silver  plate,  bearing  the  name 
of  the  deceased  sovereign^  with  the  date  of  his  death. 

Moscow  is  the  centre  of  the  inland  commerce  of  Russia,  and  connects 
the  trade  between  Europe  and  Siberia. 

Tfie  navigation  of  this  city  is  lormed  solely  by  the  Moskvva,  which,  fal- 
ling into  the  Occa  near  Colomna  communicates  by  means  of  that  river  with 
the  Volga.  But  ss  the  Moskwa  is  only  navigable  in  spring  on  the  melting 
of  the  snow,  the  principal  merchandize  is  conveyed  on  sledges  in  winter. 

Almost  the  whole  retail  commerce  of  the  city  is  cariied  on  in  the  Kata- 
gorod  quarter,  where,  according  to  a  custom  common  in  Rutsia,  as  well  as 
in  most  kingdoms  of  the  east,  the  shops  and  warehouses  are  collected  in 
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one  spot.  Tiie  place  is  like  a  kind  of  fair ;  consistinj^  of  many  rows  of  low 
brick  buildings,  the  intervals  between  (hem  resembling  alleys.  The  shops 
or  booths,  occupy  a  considerable  space,  and  do  not  as  with  us,  make  part 
of  the  houses  inhabited  4>y  the  tradesmen ;  but  are  usually  detached  from 
their  dwellings  which  are  mostl\  at  jome  distance  in  another  quarter  of  the 
town.  The  tradesman  comes  to  his  shop  in  the  morning,  and  returns  to  his 
family  in  the  alternoon.  Every  trade  has  its  sepaitite  department,  and  they 
who  sell  the  same  goods  have  booths  adjoining  to  each  other.  Furs  and 
skins  form  the  most  considerable  article  of  commerce  in  Moscow,  and  the 
shops  occupying  those  commodities  occupy  several  streets. 

Among  the  curiosities  of  Moscow,  1  roust  not  omit  the  market  for  the 
sale  of  houses.  It  is  held  in  a  large  open  space,  in  one  of  the  subur^>s,  and 
exhibits  ready-made  houses  strewed  on  the  ground.  The  purchaser  who 
waiit^  a  dwelling  repairs  to  this  spot ;  mentions  the  numher  of  rooms  he  re* 
quires;  examines  the  diflfcrent  timbers,  which  are  regularly  nuiibered,  and 
baCrgains  for  that  which  suits  his  purpose.  The  house  is  sometimes  paid  for 
upon  the  spot,  and  removed  by  the  purchaser,  or  the  vender  contracts  to 
transport  and  erect  it  to  any  place  required.  They  consist  of  so  many 
beams,  planks,  floorings,  &c  which  are  moved  piecemeal,  and  then  easily 
fitted  in  again  by  tlie  carpenter. 

We  (i.  e.  the  travellers,  by  whom  this  itenerary  was  performed)  quitted 
Moscow  on  the  14-th  of  September;  traversed  a  gently  rising  countrv,  partly 
open,  and  partly  overspread  with  forests;  passed  the  night  at  the  village  of 
Parski  in  a  peasant's  cottage  as  usual,  and  changed  horses  the  next  morning 
at  Klin,  situated  upon  ti>e  Sestra,  a  broad  rivulet.  This  village  had  been 
burned  lately,  and  the  peasants  were  engaged  in  rebuilding  their  huts.  Be- 
yond Saurdoj  we  crossed  a  rivulet,  and  soon  afterwards  reached  the  banks 
of  the  Voiga,  which-  we  coasted  to  Jerovna.  The  next  morning  the 
springs  of  our  carriage  being  ready  to  start,  and  one  of  the  wheels  in  a 
crazy  stale,  we  left  it  to  the  care  of  our  servants ;  and  hired  the  vehicles  of 
the  country  called  the  Kibitka,  which  we  hlled  with  hay.  After  a  const* 
derable  degree  of  jolting,  we  arrived  at  Tver,  which  is  magnificently  situ- 
ated upon  the  elevated  banks  of  the  Volga. 

Tver  is  divided  into  the  old  and  new  town  ;  the  former  situated  on  the  op* 
posite  bank  of  the  Volga,  and  consists  almost  entirely  of  wooden  cottages* 
The  latter  was,  till  of  late  years,  scarcely  superior  ;  b^t  in  the  year  1763» 
being  destroyed  by  a  dreadful  conflagiaiK>n;  has  risen  with  lustre  from  its 
ashes.  The  Empress  Catharine,  a  great  though  most  profligate  sovereign,- 
wIki  was  on  the  watch  for  all  accidents  whicii  enabled  her  to  improve  the 
Russian  towns,  ordered  a  regular  plan  of  a  new  town  to  be  sketcl^ed  by  an 
eminent  architect,  and  enjoined  that  all  the  houses  shoukl  be  constructed  in 
eonforroity  with  this  model.  She  raised  at  her  own  expence  the  governor's 
house,  the  bi:>bops  palace^  courts  of  justice,  the  new  exchange,  prisoi.,  and 
other  public  edifices;  and  ofiered  io  every  person  who  would  build  a  brick 
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house  the  loan  of  300L  for  twelve  years  without  interest.  The  money  ad«- 
vanced  on  this  occasion  amounted  to  60,000l.  and  one-third  of  this  sum  has 
been  since  remitted.  The  streets,  which  are  broad  and  lon^,  issue  in  a 
straight  line  from  an  octagon  in  the  centre;  the  houses  are  of  brick  stuccoed 
white,  and  form  a  magnificent  appearaiKe. 

There  is  a  kind  of  university  at  Tver  under  the  inspection  of  the  bishop, 
which  admits  600  students.  In  1776,  the  Empress  Catharine  founded  a 
school  for  the  instruction  of  200  citizens'  children;  and  in  June  1779  an 
academy  for  the  education  of  the  young  nobility  of  the  province. 

Tver,  being  situated  at  the  confluence  of  the  Volga  and  the  Tvertza  rt- 
vers,  is  a  place  of  considerable  commerce,  and  both  the  Volga  and  the 
Tvertza  were  covered  with  boats.  The  confluence  of  these  rivers,  enables 
all  the  go(xis  and  merchandize  of  Siberia,  and  the  southern  provinces,  to  be 
sent  to  Pelersburgh, 

The  Volga,  the  largest  river  in  Europe,  ri^^es  in  the  forest  of  Volkonski, 
at  the  distance  of  eighty  miles  below  Tver,  and  begins  to  be  navigable  a 
few  miles  above  the  town.  By  means  of  the  Tvertza,  there  is  likewise  a 
communication  between  the  Caspian  and  the  Baltic.  The  boats  here  are 
flat-bottomed,  however,  in  order  to  suit  the  shallovvness  of  the  stream,  and 
are  constructed  with  new  planks.  The  rudders  have  a  singular  appearance; 
the  h$^ndle  is  a  tree  of  fifty  feet  long,  with  a  pole  fixed  to  a  broad  piece  of 
timber  floating  upon  the  sur^ce.  These  boats,  however,  ar,e  only  built  for 
one  voyage ;  and  on  their  arrival  at  Petersburgh,  are  broken  up  and  sold 
for  fuel. 

Tver  being  a  large  town,  we  concluded  that  we  should  find  no  diflliculty 
in  oblaihing  the  necessary  repairs  for  the  carriage,  so  at  least  as  to  enable  it 
to  convey  us  two  or  three  days  forwards.  Trusting,  therefore,  to  the  work- 
manship of  a  Russian  smith,  we  set  off  at  six  in  the  evening,  with  the  ex- 
pectation of  re<iching  in  four  hours  the  next  post,  where  we  proposed  to 
pass  the  night.  We  had  scarcely,  however,  proceeded  ten  miles,  before 
we  perceived  that  the  wheel,  instead  of  being  strengthened,  was  weakened 
by  the  smith's  unskilfulness.  In  this  situation  we  stopped  at  a  small  village ; 
where  it  was  not  possible  to  procure  any  assistance :  in  short,  after  a  great 
many  delays,  we  were  compelled,  as  the  most  prudent  step,  to  return  to 
Tver.  VVe  consoled  ourselves  for  this  delay,  as  it  gave  us  an  opportunity 
for  a  more  leisurely  view  of  the  town.  We  took  up  our  abode  at  the  same 
house  we  had  just  quitted,  and  one  of  the  new  magnificent  brick  edifices 
lately  erected;   but  almost  without  furniture  or  beds. 

On  the  following  day  we  made  an  agreeable  excursion  into  the  adjacent 
country.  We  crossed  the  Volga  over  a  bridge  of  boats,  and  rode  between 
the  banks  of  that  river  and  Tvertza,  the  two  most  beautiful  rivers  in  Eu- 
rope We  then  left  the  Volga  to  pursue  its  course  towards  the  Caspian 
sea ;  watering,  as  it  passes,  the  most  fertile  provinces  in  Russia,  and  bath- 
ing the  walls  of  Casan  and  Astr^u^an.     We  then  proceeded  to  make  a  cir- 
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cait  in  Ihe  environs  of  Tver,  and  Irequentiy  slopped  to  admire  several  de- 
lightful views  of  the  new  town ;  proudly  seated  upon  the  sleep  bank  of  tlie 
Volggy  the  country  gently  sloping  towards  the  river. 

Tver  lies  in  the  midst  of  a  large  plain  interspersed  with  gentle  acclivities. 
The  country  produces,  in  great  abundance,  wheat,  rye,  barley,  &c.  in 
short, every  thing  that  the  county  of  Gloucester  produces  in  England.  The 
quadrupeds,  which  run  in  the  neighbouring  forests,  are  elks,  bears,  wolves, 
and  foxei ;.  wild  goats  and  bores ;  also  badgers,  martens,  weasels,  &c.  The 
principal  birds  are,  eagles,  falcons,  cranes,  iierons,  swans,  wild-geese,  ducka, 
partridges,  quails,  woodcocks,  &c.  together  with  nigiitingales,  linnets^ 
larks,  and  yellow-hammers.  The  fisii  caught  in  the  Volga  are  salmon, 
sterlet,  tench,  pike,  perch,  &c. 

Septedber  19,  Having  obtained  the  valuable  acquisition  of  a  new  wheel, 
we  proceeded  on  our  journey  in  the  aiiernoon,  and  reached  before  the  close 
of  the  evening,  Torshok,  which  is  situated  upon  the  banks  oF  the  Tverlza. 
It  is  a  large  straggling  place,  consisting  chiefly  of  wooden  buildings  inter- 
spersed with  a  few  public  structures  and  brick  houses  erected  at  the  expence 
of  the  Empress  Catharine. 

Although  Torshok  was  only  forty  miles  from  Tver,  we  deemed  ourselves, 
ibrtunate  that  no  accident  happened,  in  that  interval,  to  our  carriage; 
but  we  were  not  so  lucky  on  the  ensuing  day.  The  axle-tree  broke  about 
six  miles  from  Vidropast,  and  left  us  to  walk  to  the  village.  Here  we  pro- 
cared  a  temporary  axle,  and  then  again  proceeded  in  kibitkas  as  far  a< 
Vishnei  Voloshok,  a  place  remarkable  for'  the  canal,  which,  by  uniting  the 
Tveriza  and  the  Masta,  connects  ilie  inland  navigation  between  the  Caspian 
and  the  Baltic. 

Vishnei  Voloshok  is  a  town  divided  into  regular  streets,  and  though  of 
new  foundation,  had  a  brisk  air  ot  trade  and  manuiuclure.  The  canal  is 
lined  on  each  side  with  a  large  range  of  shops  and  warehouses.  All  the 
buildings  are  of  wood,  excepting  the  court  of  justice^  erected  at  the  expense 
of  the  Empress,  and  four  brick  houses  belonging  to  a  rich  liMrgher.  It 
should  be  mentioned,  that  Vishnei  Voloshock  is  an  imprrrial  village,  and  wai 
enfranchised  by  the  Empress.     Thift  was  the  cause  df  its  prosperity. 

September  21.  Leaving  Vishnei  Voloshok,  we  crossed  the  river  Shiina, 
and  continued  along  a  limber  road,  which  was  carried  over  extensive 
marches,  and  abounding  in  innumerable  small  bridges  without  railing,  and 
mostly  in  a  shattered  slate.  We  observed  several  villages,  as  well  as' fields* 
and  gardens,  surrounded  with  wooden  palisades,  about  twelve  feet  in  height, 
wliich  presented  a  picturesque  appearance.  The  custom  of  encircling 
villages  in  this  country  with  stakes  is  very  ancient ;  for  one  of  the  early  lawt 
of  Russia  commands  the  peasants,  under  pain  of  the  knoot,  to  surround  their 
hamlets  in  this  manner.  These  enclosures  were  intended  as  a  defence 
against  the  tartars  before  the  invention  of  gun-powder,  and  the  practice-has 
been  preserved  amongst  a  people  tenacious  of  old  usages.  •  r 

The  couotry  was,  iot  some  way,  aUuost  a  continued  bog,  covered  wilh 
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forests,  and  the  villages  were  built  on  eminences  of  sand  rising  out  of  the 
morass.  We  passed  the  nig;ht  at  Kholtloflf,  a  small  village,  which  bad  been 
lately  consumed  by  fire.  The^e  repeated  conflagrations  will  by  no  mfans 
appear  a  matter  of  wonder,  when  it  is  considered  that  the  cottages  are  built 
of  wood,  and  iliat  the  greater  part  of  tlie  peasants,  like  those  in  Poland,  m<e, 
instead  of  candles,  long  slips  of  lighted  deals,  which  they  carry  aboal  Ihe 
boase,  and  even  into  hay  •lofts,  without  the  least  precaution. 

Septerobf  r  22.  The  roads  having  shattered  our  new  wheel,  we  stopped 
to  repair  it,  but  the  repairs  were  as  treacherous  as  the  original  fabric ;  for  it 
again  broke  before  we  reached  the  end  of  the  next  stage,  and  we  were 
deiayec^  some  hours  at  Jedrova  before  we  could  venture  forwards.  We  at 
length  gained  Zimagor,  a  small  village,  prettily  siruated  on  the  borders  of 
the  lake  Valdai.  The  surrounding  country  is  the  most  agreeable  and  di- 
veniified  which  we  traversed  subsequent  to  our  departure  from  Moscow.  It 
rises  into  gentle  eminences,  and  abounds  with  beautiful  lakes,  prettily 
sprinkled  with  woody  islands,  and  skirted  with  forests,  corn-fields*  and 
jsastares.  The  largest  of  these  lakes  is  called  V^aldai,  and  seems  about 
twenty  miles  in  circumference.  In  the  middle  is  an  islaild  ctmtaining  a  con* 
▼enty  which  rises  with  its  numerous  spires,  among  clusters  of  surrounding 
trees.  Valdai,  which  gives  its  name  to  the  lakes,  and  to  the  surrounding 
hills>  contains  several  new  brick  buildings,  and  even  the  wooden  houses  are 
more  decorated  than  the  generality  of  Russian  cottages.  It  lies  upon  an 
agreeab'e  s'ope,  and  commands  a  pleasant  view  of  the  lake.  The  Valdai 
hills,  tho.  gh  of  no  considerable  elevation,  are  the  highest  in  this  part  of  the 
countrv  ;  and  se;  arate  the  waters  which  flow  towards  the  Caspian  Sea, 
from  those  w'.ich  take  their  course  to  the  Baltic.  From  their  termination, 
the  country  was  no  longer  diversified  with  hill  and  dale,  and  enlivened  wiih 
lakes  ;  but  presented  a  uniiorm  flat>  with  a  vast  extent  of  morass. 

September  2V  In  the  afUrnoon,  w^  arrived  at  Bronitza,  a  village  upon 
the  Masta,  within  twenty  roller  of  Novogorod.  We  took  up  our  abode  in 
the  house  H  a  Russian  priest,  which  in  no  wise  diflPered  from  the  other 
buildings.  It  was,  however  clean  and  comfortable,  having  a  chimney,  and 
bein^  provided  with  plenty  of  wooden  and  earthen  utensils.  The  priest  not 
being  attired  in  his  clerical  habit,  was  dressed  like  the  peasants;  and  only 
distin.^uished  by  his  |»ng  and  flovvinj  hair.  He,  his  wife,  and  the  rest  of 
the  family,  were  busily  employed  in  extracting  the  roe  from  large  quantities 
of  hsh,  which  are  caught  in  the  Masta.  Having  obtained  from  our  landlady 
the  choices'  of  these  fish,  and  procure  I  in  the  village  a  brace  of  piarroagans, 
a  bird  of  the  partridge  species,  we  sauntered  out,  whilst  supper  was  prepar- 
ing, to  a  neighbouring  hill,  which  attracted  our  attention. 

Two  miles  from  the  village,  in  the  middle  of  a  large  plain,  rises  in  a  cir- 
cular form,  an  insulated  hill.'  On  the  summit  stands  a  brick  white-washed 
church,  which  is  a  pleasing  object  from  the  adjacent  grounds.  From  the 
top  we  had  a  singular  and  extensive  prospect.  Beneath,  the  country  is 
somewhat  open^  and  divided  into  large  encloiores  of  pasture  and  corn.    To* 
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wanAft  the  south  rise  ihe  Valdai  hills,  skirting  an  immense  plain,  which 
stretches  all  aroundi  as  ^  as  the  e^e  can  reach,  a  vast  expanse  witlx>ut  a 
single  hillock  to  obstruct  the  view ;  it  seemed  an  endless  ibrest  doUed  with  a 
few  solitary  wooden  villages*  which  appeared  like  so  many  points  in  a  bound- 
less desert.  Beyond,  at  a  great  distance,  we  observed  the  spires  of  Novo- 
j^rod,  and  the  lake  Ilmen,  scarcely  discernible  through  the  thick  gloom  of 
the  trees. 

The  harvest  was  extremely  forward  for  this  high  northern  latitude.  It 
bad  been  fK>me  time  taken  in,  and  the  new  corn  was  springing  up  in  many 
places.^  The  com  remains,  during  the  winter,  buried  in  the  snow,  at  the 
melting  of  which,  in  spring,  it  shoots  up  speedily  in  these  countries* 
where  vegetation  is  surprisingly  rapid  on  the  returning  warmth  of  the 
season.  But  as  ihe  shortness  of  the  sumiber  does  not, always  allow  the 
grain  time  to  ripen,  the  peasants  use  the  following  method  of  drying  it. 
They  raise  a  vtbodesti  building,  without  windows,  similar  to  the  shell  of  the 
cottages;  under  this  structure  is  a  large  cavity,  in  wh:ch  a  hre  being  roade« 
the  corn  is  inid  upon  the  floor  and  dried  ;  it  is  then  hung  upon  frames  in  the 
open  air,  aiKi  afterwards  threshed. 

In  this  part  o(  our  journey,  we  passed  innumerable  herds  of  oxen  moving 
towards  Petersborgh,  mostot  tiiem  from  the  Ukraine,  the  nearest  part  of  which 
coontry  is  distant  eight  hundred  miles  from  the  metropolis.  During  this  long 
progress  the  drivers  seldom  enter  any  house.  They  feed  their  cattle  upon 
the  slips  of  pasture  upon  each  side  of  the  road,  and  have  no  other  shelter  in 
had  weather  than  the  loilage  of  the  trees.  In  the  evening,  as  we  were 
pastinf^  the  stiir  silence  of  the  country  was  interrupted  by  the  occasional 
k>wing  of  the  oxen,  and  ihecarrols  of  the  drivers  ;  while  the  solitary  gloom 
of  the  forest  was  enlivened  with  the  glare  of  numerous  fires,  surrounded  by 
different  groups  of  herdsmen,  in  various  attitudes.  Some  vere  sitting  round 
the  flame;  some  employed  in  dressing  their  provisions,  and  others  sleepirig 
upon  the  bare  ground.  They  resembled,  in  dress  and  manners,  a  rambling 
horde  of  Tartars.  % 

The  route  from  Moscow  to  Petersburgh  is  continued,  during  the  space  of 
^y^  hundred  miles,  a*rosot  in  a  straight  hne  cat  tliiou^h  a  fbre>«t.  On  each  side^ 
the  trees  are  cleared  to  tlie  breadth  of  lurty  or  hity  paces,  and  the  whole 
way  runt  chit  fly  through  endless  tracts  of  wood^  only  broken  here  and  there 
by  villages*  around  which,  for  a  small  distance,  the  grounda  are  open  and  cul- 
tivated. 

The  road  is  of  an  equal  breadth,  and  formed  by  trunks  of  trees,  laid 
transversely,  and  bound  down  in  the  centre  and  at  each  extremity,  by  long; 
poles  or  beams,  fastened  into  the  ground  with  wooden  pegs;  these  tiui.ks 
are  covered  with  layers  of  boughs,  and  the  whole  is  strewed  over  with  sand 
or  earth*  When  the  road  is  new,  it  is  good;  but  as  the  trunks  dec^y  or 
sok  into  the  ground,  it  is  broken  into  innumerable  holes,  and  then  the  jolt* 
ing  of  the  carriage  over  the  bare  timber,  can  better  be  conceived  than  des- 
cribed*   In  Buny  places  the  road  is  a  perpetual  succession  of  ridges. 
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The  villages  which  occastonall)  line  ihis  roule  are  exlreineljf  sioMlar,  con- 
sisting usaaily  of  a  single  street  of  wooden  cottages,  a  few  only  .being  dis- 
tinguished by  brick  houses.  The  cottages  are  well  sailed  to  a  rigoroos 
diroate,  and  although  constructed  in  the  rudest  inanner,  are  comfortable 
habitations.  The  site  of  each  buiidiqg  is  an  oblong  square,  enclosed  by  a 
high  wooden  wall>  with  a  pent-house  roof,  and  appears  on  the  outside  like 
a  large  barn.  In  one  angle  of  this  enclosure  stands  the  house,  fronting  the 
street  of  the  village,  with  the  stair-case  on  the  out&ide,  and  the  door  open- 
ing underneath  the  pent-house  roof.  It  contains  one»  or  at  most  tv\o 
rooms. 

Beds  arc  by  no  means  usual.  In  all  the  cottages  we  entered  we  only 
observed  two,  each  of  which  contained  two  women  at  different  ends,  with 

■ 

their  clothes  on.  The  family  sleep  generally  on  benches,  on  the  ground, 
or  over  the  stove ;  occasionally  men,  women,  and  children,  promiscuously 
without  disci  iminaiion  of  sex  or  condition,  and  frequently  almost  in  a  state 
of  nature.  These,  perhaps,  are  trifles  in  Russia.  The  stove  is  a  kind  of 
brick  oven  ;  it  occupies  almost  a  quarter  of  the  room,  and  is  flat  at  top.  In 
some  cottages  there  was  a  shelf,  about  six  or  seven  feet  from  the  ground, 
carried  from  one  end  of  the  room  to  the  other,  lo  which  were  fastened  seve- 
ral other  planks,  cros$-wa\s,  in  the  manner  of  a  bacon-rack  in  our  farm 
houses;  and  upon  these  some  of  the  family  slept,  with  theirheads  and  teet 
occasionally  hanging  down,  and  appearing  to  us,  who  were  not  accustomed 
to  such  places  of  repose,  as  if  on  the  point  of  falling  to  the  ground.  The 
number  of  persons,  thus  cfowded  nito  a  small  space,  added  lo  the  heat  of  the 
stove,  rendered  the  room  intolerably  warm,  and  produced  a  suflbcaling 
smell,  which  nothing  bul  use  enabled  us  lo  support.  If  we  opened  the 
lattices  lo  admit  fi  esh  air,  a  most  dangerous  influx  of  cold  wind  rushed  in  to 
supply  the  rarifled  heat. 

In  ihe  midsi  of  every  room  hang^,  from  the  ceiling,  a'vessel  of  holy  water, 
and  a  lamp,  lighted  on  particular  occasions.  Every  house  is  provided  with 
a  picture  of  ^  saint,  coarsely  daubed  on  wood.  All  ihe  members  of  the 
iamily  make  their  ado:a(ions  to  this  when  they  enter  the  room,  in  the  morn- 
ing or  bcfoie  the)  retire  to  rest. 

The  peasants,  in  their  common  intercourse  wilh  each  other,  are  remark- 
ably polite  ;  they  lake  ofll*  their  cap  at  meeting,  bow  ceremoniously  and  fre- 
quently, and  usually  exchange  a  kiss  as  a  salute.  They  accompany  their 
ordinary  discourse  wilh  much  action  and  innumerable  gestures;  and  are  ex- 
ceedmgly  servile  towards  their  superiors;  prostrating  themselves  when  they 
meet  them.  We  were  frequently  slruck  at  receiving  this  kind  of  homage, 
as  we  pastiod  along. 

In  the  appearance  of  the  common  people,  nothing  struck  us  more  than 
iho  cnoimous  thickness  of  their  legs,  which  we  at  first  conceived  to  be  their 
re^il  dimensions,  but  tound  afterwards  to  be  the  covering  with  which  they 
!^wudvlle  their  legs,  in  summer  as  well  as  winter.  Beside  one  or  tvi  o  pair  of 
woiktcd  stockings,  they  add  wrappers  of  coarse  flannelj  or  cloth^  several  iect 


in  len^ih,  and  over  these,  frequenlly  draw  a  pair  of  bouts,  so  lar^e  as  to  re- 
ceive (he  whole  bulk- 

The  peasants  are  well  clothed,  comforlably  lodged,  and  seem  to  enjoy 
plenty  of  wliolewme  food.  Their  rye  bread  becomei,  by  habji,  ver\  pleasant 
as  well  as  wholewme,  ai  we  ourselves  eNperieiiced  ;  and  (he  peasants  render 
it  mote  palatable  to  themselves  by  slulBng  it  with  onrnns,  carrots,  &c,  and 
teasoniiig  r(  with  oil.  Mushrooms  are  in  ^reat  plenty,  and  Form  an  essential 
part  of  llfeir  provisions.  We  seldom  entered  a  collate  without  seeing  a  great 
abundance,  and,  in  passing  through  the  markets,  were  asionished  at  the  pro- 
di]^oiu((uanlily  cullecitd  lor  sale.  The  common  ^rink  of  the  peasants  is  quasi) 

■  tinmenled  liquor,  somewhat  like  sweet-woil,  made  by  pouring  warm  waiet 
on  rye  or  barley  meal.     Whiskey  is  likewise  in  great  plenty  amongtl  them. 

Tbe  backwardness  of  the  KusMans  in  the  mechanical  arts  is  visible  to  the 
Dosi  superficial  observer.  They  improved,  however,  as  we  approached 
lliecapilal.  The  planks  were  less  Trequeiitly  hewn  with  the  axe,  and  »w- 
pils,  which  we  had  before  considered  as  objects  ol  curiosity,  became  more 
Sequent ;  the  cotlaRCS  were  more  spacious,  had  chimneys,  and  largec 
windows,  and  were  better  stored  with  household  Turniture.  Still,  however, 
ihere  were  loo  matiy  traces  of  barbarism. 

The  inbabitiints  of  different  villages  on  the  road,  who  furnish  post-horse*, 
we  called  Yamttica,  and  have  in  return  some  peculiar  privileges.  The 
price,  however,  allowed  by  government  for  postage,  is  so  low,  iliat  lliej-  pro- 
duce iheir  horses  with  the  greatest  reluctance-  The  instant  a  traveller  ar- 
rivet  and  demands  fresh  horses,  a  noisy  squabble  takei  place  amongst  theiDt 
whose  turn  it  is  lo  lake  this  burthen,  and  the  post-master,  not  unusually, 
settles  it  by  compelling  ihem  to  draw  lots.  The  usual  way  of  travellingi 
bowever,  it  lo  take  a  Russian  soldier,  who,  by  the  application  of  his  cudgel 
immediately  silences  all  opposition. 

In  our  route  through  Kussia,  we  were  surprised  at  ihe  propensity  of  the 
native*  to  singing.  ICven  the  peasants,  who  acted  as  coachmen  or  postillions, 
were  no  sooner  mounted  than  they  began  lo  warble  an  air,  and  cuntinueJ 
it  wilhaut  the  least  mlermis-sion  for  several  hours.     They  prrfoimed  even 

■  singing  dialogue,  in  pans  uF  duets  and  trios.  The  posiiilions  sing  from  Ihe 
beginning  to  the  end  of  a  stage ;  Ihe  soldiers  sing  during  their  march,  the 
oouiKrymen  sing  at  their  labour  j  the  public  houses  re-echo  wiih  Iheir  carol, 
ud  in  a  siill  evening  we  frequently  heard  the  air  vibrate  wilh  lliis  joy  end 
cheerTuliwMof  the  surrounding  villages. 

At  Bronista  we  crossed  the  Ma^ta  upon  a  rait,  composed  of  seven  or  eight 
trees  rudely  joined  together,  which  scarcely  afforded  room  for  the  carriage 
and  two  horses.  We  then  continued  our  route,  through  a  level  country,  to 
the  banki  of  the  Valkovelz,  or  little  Volkolj  which  we  passed  at  a  ferry ; 
and,  al^er  mounting  a  gentle  rise,  descended  info  the  open  marsliy  plain  of 
pasture,  which  reaches,  without  interruption,  to  the  walS  of  Novogorod. 
That  town,  at  a  small  distance,  exhibited  a  most  magdilicent  appearance, 
and  tbe  great  nnmber  of  churches  and  convents,  which  presented  liiemselvei 
to  our  view  on  every  lide,  announced  our  approach  to  a  considerable  city. 
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Novogorod  cannot  tail  to  excite  in  a  traveller  of  any  sensibility>  the  most 
melancholy  ideas  of  fallen  grandeur.  It  is  one  of  the  most  ancient  cities  in 
Russia,  and  was  formerly  called  Great  Novogorod.  According  to  Nestor, 
the  earliest  of  the  Russian  historians,  it  was  built  at  the  same  time  with 
Kiof|  in  the  middle  of  the  filih  century,  by  a  Sclavonian  horde,  who  issued 
Iron)  the  banks  of  the  Volga.  In  the  year  870,  Rusic,  the  first  great  Duke 
of  Russia,  made  it  the  metropolis  of  his  vast  dominions.  In  the  year  970, 
Svatoslaf  created  his  tliird  son  Vlodimer,  Duke  of  Novogorod.  F/om  this 
period  Novogorod  was  for  a  long  time  governed  by  its  own  dukes.  The 
dukes,  however,  though  independent  princes,  governed  their  own  subjects 
ao  ill,  that  they  were  frequently  deposed;  and  the  list  of  them,  for  nearly 
two  centuries,  rather  resembles  a  calendar  of  annual  magistrates,  than  a  re- 
gular line  of  hereditary  princes*  In  this  time,  however,  Novogorod  was  the 
great  mart  of  trade  between  Russia  and  the  Han^eatic  towns,  and  so  rich 
and  powerful  as  to  give  birth  to  a  proverb,  ''  Who  can  resist  the.Godsj  and 
Novogorod  the  Great  ?" 

It  continued  in  this  state  till  the  Russian  sovereigns  became  jealous  of  its 
power  and  opulence.  In  the  year  1471,  Ivan  Vassilivitch  the  Firsl,  claimed 
the  feudal  sovereignty  of  it,  attacked  the  city,  and  compelled  them  to  re- 
ceive a  governor  from  him.  In  1477,  he  besieged  the  town  a  second  time* 
in  order  to  complete  his  sovereignty  over  it.  The  gates  were  thrown  open, 
axul  the  great  Duke  of  Muscovy  received  and  ackuowledged  as  sovereign* 
One  circumstance,  recorded  by  historians  as  a  proof  of  unconditional  sub- 
jection, was  the  removal  of  an  enormous  bell  from  Novogorod  to  Moscow, 
denominated  by  the  inhabitants  the  Etanal,  and  revered  by  them  as  the  pal- 
ladium of  their  liberty,  and  the  symbol  of  their  privile^^es.  it  was  sus- 
pended in  the  market  place,  and  the  sacred  ^ound  drew  the  people  instantly 
from  the  most  remote  parts,  and  toiled  the  signal  of  foreign  danger  or  in- 
testine tumult.  The  great  duke  peremptorily  demanded  ihis  object  of  pub- 
lic veneration,  which  he  called,  '^The  larum  of  sedition,''  and  the  inhabi- 
tants considered  its  surrender  as  the  sure  prelude  of  departing  liberty. 

Under  the  reign  of  I  van  Vassilivitch  the  Second,  Nov<jgorod  wa^Uie  scene 
oi  a  dreadful  massacre,  known  in  the  Russian  history  by  the  name  oi  the 
Massacre  of  Novogorod.  A  secret  correspondence  \^as  discovered  or  sus- 
pected between  some  of  its  citizens,  and  the  King  of  Poland.  Ivan  upon 
this  repaired  in  person  to  Novogorod,  and  appointed  a  court  uf  inquiry 
justly  denominated,  **  Tlie  Trihuiml  of  Blood.'*  Cotemporary  historians  re- 
late that  its  proceedings  continued  during  the  space  of  /ive  weeks,  and  that 
on  each  day  of  this  fatal  period,  more  tlian  hve  hundred  inhabitants  fell  vic- 
tims to  the  vengeance  of  incensed  despotism.  According  to.  some  authors 
23,000,  and  according  to  others,  more  than  30,000  perished  in  this  dreadful 
carnage.  Allowiig  ibr  the  exaggeration  usu'^1  in  hostile  historians,  the  mag« 
sacre  seems  lo  have  been  one  of  the  most  horrible  in  modern  inslory. 

The  present  town  is  surrounded  by  a  rampart  of  earth,  with  a  range  of 
old  towers  at  regular  distances,  forming  acircumfeience  of  scaiccly  a  n)ile 
and  a  half;  and  even  tius  iucoDsiderable  circle  includes  much  open  spacoi 
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and  many  houses  which  are  not  inhabited.  As  Novogorod  was  built  aAer 
the  manner  oF  life  ancient  towns  of  this  country,  in  the  Asiatic  style;  this 
rampart,  like  that  of  Semlainogorod  at  Moscow,  probably  enclosed  several 
interior  circles*  On  the  outside  of  this  circle  is' a  vast  extensive  suburbi 
which  reaches  to  liie  distance  of  six  miles,  and  includes  all  the  convents 
and  churches,  the  ancient  ducal  palace,  and  other  structures,  that  now  make 
a  solitary  appearance  in  the  adjacent  plain. 

.Novogoiod  stretches  on  both  sides  of  the  Volkof,  a  beautiful  river  of 
considerable  depth  and  rapidity,  and  somewhat  broader  than  the  Thames  at 
Windsor.  This  river  separates  (he  town  into  two  divisions,  the  trading 
part,  and  the  quarter  of  St.  Sophia,  which  are  united  by  means  of  a  bridges 
partly  of  wood  and  partly  of  brick. 

The  6rst  division,  or  the  trading  part,  is  a  rude  cluster  of  wooden  habita- 
tions, and  in  no  respect  distinguished  from  the  common  villages,  except  by 
nameruus  brick  churches  and  convents,  melat.cboly  monuments  of  former 
magnificence.  In  all  parts  I  was  struck  with  these  remains  of  ruined  gran- 
deur; while  half-cultivated  fields,  enclosed  within  high  palisades,  and  large 
spaces  covered  with  nettles,  attebted  present  desolation.  Towards  its  extre- 
mity, a  brick  edifice,  and  several  detached  structures  of  the  same  materials, 
erected  at  the  Empress's  expence,  exhibited  a  splendid  figure,  when  contrasted 
^iih  llie  surrounding  hovels.* 

The  opposite  division,  denominated  the  quarter  of  St.  Sophia,  derives  its 
appellation  from  the  cathedral,  and  comprehends  the  fortress  (or  Kremlin) 
erected  for  the  purpose  of  curbing  the  inhabitants,  and  preventing  frequent 
insurrections.  It  is  of  an  oval  form,  and  surrounded  by  a  high  brick-wall, 
strengthened  with  round  and  square  towers.  The  fortress  contains  the  ca- 
thedral of  St.  Sophia,  the  old  archiepiscopal  mansion,  with  the  stair-case  on 
the  outside,  part  of  a  new  palace  not  finished,  and  a  few  other  buildings; 
but  the  remaining  space  is  a  waste,  overspr'ead  with  vreeds  and  nettles,  and 
covered  with  ruins. 

The  cathedral  of  St.  Sophia  is  one  of  the  most  ancient  churches  in  Russia, 
it  was  bngun  in  1044,  and  completed  in  1051.  It  was  probably  constructed 
soon  after  Christianity  was  introduced  into  Russia  by  the  Greeks,  and  called 
St.  Sophia,  from  the  church  of  the  same  name  in  Constantinople.  It  is  a 
high  square  building,  with  a  gilded  cupola,  and  four  tin  domes.  We  entered 
this  venerable  pile  through  a  pair  of  brazen  gates,  on  which  are  embossed 
figures  in  alto  relievo,  representing  the  passion  of  our  Saviour,  and  other 
scriptural  histories.  According  to  tradition,  these  gates  were  brought  froni 
the  ancient  town  of  Cherson,  where  Plodomir  the  Great  was  baptized.  In 
the  inside  of  the  cathedral  are  12  massy  piers,  which,  as  well  as  the  walls,  are 
thickly  covered  with  pictural  representations  of  scripture  histories.  These 
pictures  were  probably  the  works  of  Greek  artists,  whom  the  great  Dukes- 
of  Kovogorod  drew  from  Constantinople.  They  are  certainly  of  very  high 
antiquity,  nearly  800  years  old,  and  of  course  before  the  revival  of  paintitig^ 
in  Itily, 
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A  tolerable  night's  rest,  aud  the  prospect  of  only  iilty  miles  between  ui 
and  Petersborgh,  induced  us,  on  the  following  day,  to  re-ossume  our  stations. 
The  road,  however,  did  not  improve  upon  us  either  in  being  less  rough,  or 
vith  respect  to  scenery.  It  was  still  made  of  timber,  was  as  straight  as  an 
arrow,  and  ran  through  a  perpetual  forest.  Through  tliis  dreary  extent,  the 
gloomy  uniformity  of  the  scene  was  only  broken  by  a  few  solitary  villages, 
all  long  distances  from  each  other,  without  the  intervention  of  a  single  house, 
Itchora,  the  last  village  at  which  we  changed  horses,  thoggh  but  20  miles 
firom^  the  capital,  was  snudl  and  wretched ;  and  the  adjacent  country  as  wild 
and  unpeopled  as  before.  About  ten  miles  from  Itchora  we  suddenly  turned 
to  the  right,  and  the  scene  instantly  brightened.  The  woods  gave  way  to 
cultivation,  and  the  country  began  to  be  enlivened  with  bouses.  The  in- 
equalities of  the  timber  road  were  succeeded  by  a  spacious  causeway,  not  in* 
ferior  to  the  best  roads  in  England;  the  end  of  each  werst  (three  quarters  of 
an  Engli^^h  mile)  was  marked  with  superb  mile  stoues  o/  granite  and  marble, 
and  a  long  avenue  of  tiees  was  closed  at  the  distance  of  a  few  miles,  with  a 
view  of  Peterburgh,  the  object  of  our  wishes,  and  the  termination  of  our  la« 
bours.  L. 


ACCOUNT  OF  MOSCOW  IN  THE  YEAR  1800. 


ThefoUowing  Account  <f  Moicmo,  it  Jrom  the  TraueU  in  Europe,  Asia,  and  Africa,  by 
Jjr,  Clai  c;  but,  a$  it  is  the  plan  of  the  Military  Chronicle,  to  give  nothing  but  original 
AiticUs,  t.  e.  Articles  written  expressly  for  it,  we  deem  it  necessary  to  state,  that  wt 
took  it  as  containing  the  fullest,  anil  moit  faithj  ul  Account  of  a  city,  of  which,  the  late 
tremendous  catastrophe  must  render  every  one  amicus  to  know  something. 


"WE  arrived  at  Moscow  at  the  season  of  the  year  (April)  in  which  this  city 
is  most  interesting  to  strangers.     Moscow  is  in  every  thing  extraordinary  ; 
as  well  in  disappointilig  expectation,  as  in  surpassing  it;  in  causing  wonder 
and  derision,  pleasure  and   regret.     Numerous  spires,  glittering  with  gold 
amidst  burnished  domes  and  painted   palaces,  appear,  in  the  midst  of  an 
open  plain,  for  several  miles  before  you  reach  the  gate,  as  you  approach  it 
from  Petersburgh.     Having  passed  tlie  gale,  you  look  about  you  and  wonder 
what  is  become  of  the  city,  or  where  you  are;  and  arc  ready  to  ask,  once 
more,  how  far  it  is  to  Moscow?    They  will  tell  you,  "  This  is  Moscow ;" 
and  you  behold  nothing  but  a  wide  and  scattered  suburb:  gardens,  brick- 
walls,  churches, cottages,  palaces,  timber-yards,  and  warehouses.  One  might 
imagine,  all  the  states  of  Europe  and  Asia  had  sent  a  building,  by  way  of  re- 
presentative, to  Moscow :  timber  huts,  from  regions  beyond  the  AaCTic  ; 
palaces,  from  Sweden  and  Denmark;  painted  walls,  from  the  Tirol;  mosques, 
from  Constantinople ;  Tartar  temples,  from  Bucharia ;  pagodas,  pavilions, 
and  virandas,  from  China ;  cabarets,  from  Spain ;  dungeons,  prisons,  and 
public  offices,  from  France}  architectural  ruins,  from  Rome;  terraces  and 
trellises,  firom  Naples ;  and  warehouses  from  Wapping.    Nor  is  the  costuine 
less  various,  than  the  aspect  of  the  buildings.     Greeks,  Turks,  Tartars, 
Cossacs,  Chinese,  Muscovites,  English,  French,  Italians,  Poles,  and  Ger- 
BHans,  all  parade  in  the  habits  of  their  respective  natioos. 
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Wc  were  at  Moscow  at  the  time  of  the  Easter  festival ;  and  as  this  is^ce- 
leiu'aCied  at  Moscow  with  a  degree  of  pomp  and  festivity  unknown  to  the 
rest  #f  Europe,  we  shall  proceed  to  give  an  account  of  it.  The  most  splen» 
did  pageants  of  Rome  Ao  not  equal  the  costliness  and  splendour  of  the  Rus- 
ttan  church.  Nor  did  the  carnival  of  Venice  exceed  that  of  Moscow,  ia 
debauchery  and  superstition,  licentiousness  and  parade. 

The  first  ceremony  to  wliich  we  were  witness,  was  tint  of  Palm  Sunday. 
On  the  eve  of  this  day,  the  whole  inliabttants  of  Moscow,  in  carriages,  on 
horseback,  or  loot,  resort  to  the  Kremlin  for  the  purchase  of  palm-branches, 
with  which  to  decorate  their  saints,  both  at  home  and  in  tlie  streets.  It  is 
•oe  of  the  gayest  promeiiades  of  the  year.  The  Governor,  attended  by  all 
the  magistrates  and  nobility,  go  in  procession,  mounted  on  iine  horses.  The 
Jtreets  are  fined  with  spectators,  and  cavalry  are  stationed  on  each  side  to 
preserve  order.  They  proceed  in  this  maivner  to  the  Kremlin,  which  pre- 
sents the  gay  spectacle  of  a  moving  forest.  Every  one  makes  it  a  point  of  re- 
ligion to  purchase  one  or  more  of  these  palm-branches  in  the  Kremlin,  and 
then  to  return  and  parade  the  streets  with  them.  Nothing  can  be  more  gay, 
lively,  and  beautiful. 

The  second  grand  ceremony  of  this  season  takes  place  on  the  Thursday  be- 
fore Easter,  at  noon,  when  the  archbishop  washes  the  feet  of  the  apostles* 
This  we  also  witnessed.  The  priests  appeared  in  the  most  gorgeous  apparel. 
Twelve  monks,  designed  to  represent  the  twelve  apostles,  were  placed  in  a 
semicircle  before  the  archbishop;  upon  which,  he  takes  off  his  robes,  girds 
up  his  loins  with  a  towel,  and  then  proceeds  to  wash  the  feet  of  them  all, 
until  be  eomes  to  the  representative  of  St.  Peter,  who  rises,  and  addresses 
him  in  the  dialogue  which  is  recorded  to  have  taken  place  between  our 
Saviour  and  that  apostle.  All  this  is  performed  in  the  cathedral,  and  in  the 
presence  of  ail  Moscow,  crowded  thither  as  spectators. 

The  third,  and  most  magnificent  ceremony  of  all,  is  celebrated  two  houn 
aAer  mid-night,  in  the  morning  of  Easter  Sunday,  and  exceeded  every  thing 
of  the  kind  that  I  had  ever  seen.  It  is  called  the  Ceremony  of  the  Resurrec- 
tion. At  mid-night,  the  great  bell  of  the  cathedral  tolled ;  its  vibrations 
seemed  the  rolling  of  distant  thunder,  and  they  were  instantJy  accompanied 
by  theooiseof  all  the  bells  in  Moscow.  Every  inhabitant  was  stirring;  and 
the  rattling' of  carriages  in  the  streets,  was  greater  than  at  noon-day.  The 
whole  city  was  in  a  blaze ;  lights  were  seen  in  all  tiie  windows,  and  innu- 
merable torches  in  the  streets^  The  tower  of  the  cathedral  was  illuminated 
fton  lit  foundation  to  its  cross.'  The  same  ceremony  takes  place  in  all  the 
other  churches,  and  they  are  all  equally  crowded. 

We  hastened  to  the  cathedral,  which  was  filled  with  a  prodigious  assem- 
bly of  all  ranks  and  sexes,  bearing  lighted  wax  tapers^  to  be  afterwards 
heaped  as  vows  on  the  different  shrines.  The  walls,  ceilings,  and  every  part 
of  this  building,  were  covered  by  the  pictures  of  saints  and  martyrs.  In  the 
BKHBent  of  our  arrival  the  doors  were  shut ;  and,  on  the  outside,  appeared 
Plato  the  archbishop,-  preceded  by  banners  and  torches,  and  followed  by 
ail  bis  tfiio  of  priests,  with  crucifixes  and  sceptres,  who  were  making,  three 
tirocSf  io  procession,  the  tour  of  the  cathedral:  chaunting  with  loud  voices^ 
ftod  glittering  id  sumptuous  vestments  covered  with  gold,  silver,  and  precious 
stofiesk  Tlw^snoif  bad  not  melted  so  rapidly  inthe  Kremlin,  as  in  the  streets 
ttTtht  fk\f\  tluS'iaftg«lfioeal  pso^eMM,  tliccefiirc»,was  Goostrained  to  move 
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npon  planks,  over  the  deep  mud  which  surrounded  the  cathedral.  After 
completing  the  third  circuit,  they  all  halted  before  the  great  doots,  which  were 
shut ;  the  archbishop,  with  a  censor,  scattering  incense  against  the  doors,  anJ 
over  the  priests.  Suddenly  the  doors  were  opened,  and  the  effect  was  be- 
yond description  great.  The  immenst  throng  of  spectators  within,  bearing 
innumerable  tapers,  formed  two  long  lines,  up  which  the  archbishop  passed,, 
and  advanced  with  his  train  to  a  throne  near  the  centre.  The  profusion  of 
lights  in  all  parts  of  the  cathedral,  and,  amongst  others,  of  an  enormous 
cttandelier,  which  hung  from  the  roof;  the  richness  of  the  dresses,  and  the 
irastness  of  the  assembly,  filled  us  with  astonishnment. 

Having  joined  the  suit  of  the  archbishop,  we  accompanied  the  procession^ 
and  passed  even  to  the  throne,  on  vihicb,  as  strangers,  wc  Mere  permitted  to 
stand  amongst  the  priests,  and  near  an  embroidered  stool  of  satin  placed  for 
the  archbishop.  The  loud  chorus  which  burst  forth  as  the  procession  enter- 
ed the  church,  continued  as  it  mo\ul  towards  the  throne,  and  after  the  arch- 
bishop had  taken  his  seat;  when  my  attention  was  called  off  for  a  moment, 
by  seeing  a  Russian  crossing  himself  with  one  hand,  and  picking  his  neigh- 
bour':* pocket  with  the  other. 

The  archbishop  soon  after  descended,  and  went  all  round  the  cathedral; 
£rst  offering  incense  to  the  priests,  and  then  to  the  people  as  he  passed 
along.  When  he  returned  to  his  seat  the  priests,  two  by  two,  }h  rformed 
the  same  ceremony  to  the  archbishop  who  rose  and  liowed,  holding  a  light* 
ed  taper  in  his  hand.  The  people  the  whole  time  were  bowing  and  crossing 
themselves. 

1  had  now  liesure  to  examine  the  dresses  and  figures  of  the  priests,  which 
were  certainly  the  most  striking  I  ever  saw.  Their  long  dark  hair,  without 
powder,  fell  down  in  ringlets  over  their  rich  robes  and  shoulders,  their  dark 
thick  beards  likewise  covering  their  breast.  On  the  heads  of  the  arch- 
bishop and  bishops  were  hit^h  caps  covered  with  gems,  and  adorned  with 
miniature  paintings  set  in  jewels,  of  the  virgin,  the  crucifixion,  and  the 
saints!  The  robes  of  part) -clou  red  satin  were  of  the  most  costly  embroidery, 
and  even  on  these  were  miniature  paintings  set  viith  precious  stones. 

After  about  two  hours  had  been  spent  in  various  ceremonies,  the  arch- 
bishop, holding  a  cross,  advanced  into  the  body  of  the  church,  which  all  ihc 
people  crowded  round  him  to  embrace.  He  then  entered  the  sacri^ty, 
whence,  having  put  on  a  purple  robe,  he  again  advanced,  exclaiming  three 
times  with  aloud  voice — ''  Christ  is  risen.** 

The  most  remarkable  part  of  the  ceremony  now  commenced.  The  arch- 
bishop, descending  into  the  body  of  the  church,  crawled  round  the  pave- 
ment on  his  hands  and  knees,  kissing  the  consecrated  pictures  whether  on 
the  pillars,  the  walls,  the  altars,  &c.  The  priests  and  all  the  people  imitated 
his  example. 

Thus  was  Blaster  proclaimed,  and  riot  and  debauchery  instantly  broke 
loose.  Drinking,  dancing,  singing,  filled  the  streets  from  night  to  day,  and 
from  day  till  night.  But  in  the  midst  of  all  these  excesses,  quarrels  hardly  ever 
took  place.  The  wild  rude  riot  of  a  Russian  populace  is  full  of  humanity. 
Few  disputes  are  heard ;  no  blows  are  given,  and  no  lives  endangered. 

Oh  Easter  Monday  begins  the  procession  of  the  pascal  egg;  fovers  to  their 
mistresses,  relatives  to  each  other,  tervantt  to  their  masters,  all  bring  orna. 
ment^d  eggs.    Every  prcseat  and  Qffering  at  Uui  leason  is  called  a  pa9CAl 
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egg.  The  meanest  pauper  in  tlie  street,  presenting  an  egg,  may  demand  a 
salute  even  of  the  Empress.  All  business  is  laid  aside;  the  upper  ranks  are 
engaged  ia  visiting,  balls^  dinners,  suppers,  masquerades;  whilst  boors  fill 
the  air  with  their  songs,  or  roU  drunk  about  the  streets,  servants  appear  ia 
Dew  and  tawdry  liveries,  and  carriage^in  the  most  pompous  parade. 

I  attended  one  of  the  p&blic  balls  of  the  citizens  given  in  our  inn.    It  wis 
held  in  a  suit  composed  of  several  apartments;  and  a  numerous  band  of 
music,  consisting  of  violins,  wind  instruments,  and  kettle  drums,  was  ptXH 
vided  for  the  occasion.    A  company  of  gipsies  was  invited  by  the  master  of 
the  ino  to  entertain  the  company.    A  single  ruble  was  the  price  of  admission. 
Upon  my  entrance  I  found  the  assembly  as  various  as  a  masquerade.'   On 
the  benches  were  squatted  Turks,  with  their  usual  gravity  and  inditferencey 
looking  on  with  a  vacant  stare,   unmoved  by  shouts  of  joy  or  tumultuous 
songs,  or  the  noise  of  the  dancing,  or  by  a  pair  of  kettle  drums  thundering 
close  to  their  ears.    In  another  part  were  a  party  of  Buchanans  with  flat 
noses,  high  cheek  bones,  and  little  eyes ;  their  heads  shaven,  and  a  small 
conical  embroidered  cap  on  the  crown  of  their  sculls ;  in  red  morocco  boots, 
long  trowsers  of  blue  cloth,  with  a  girdle  and  poniard.     Besides  these  were 
Chinese  merchants^  Cossacs,  and  even  Kalmucs.    In  the  middle  of  the  room 
the  Russian  boors  and  tradesmen  were  dancing  with  prostitutes,  whilst  their 
own  wives  and  daughters  were  walking  about.    A  party  of  gipsies  were  dan- 
cing the  national  dance,  called  the  Barina.    It  resembled  our  English  horn- 
pipe, but  was  scandalously  licentious  in  its  movements  and  expression.    The 
male  dancer  expressed  his  joy  by  contortions,  squeaks,  convulsive  spasms*^ 
sometimes  standing  still,  then  trembling  in  all  his  limbs,  to  the  music,  which 
was  very  animating.    The  Russians   acknowledge  that  they  owe  this  danCe 
to  the  gipsies,  and  we  certainly  owe  our  hornpipe  to  the  same.     Other  gip- 
sies, according  to  their  universal  practise,  were  telling  fortunes,  and  begging, 
in  return,  for  oranges,  ices,  &c.  This  extraordinary  people,  found  in  all  parti 
of  Europe,  were  originally  one  of  the  casts  of  India,  driven  out  of  their  own 
territoryi  and  distinguished  amongst  the  Indians  by  a  name  which  signifies 
theives.  They  preserve  every  where  the  same  features,  manners,  custom8,'an<l 
even  dress.    The  extraordinary  resemblance  of  the  female  gipsies  to  the  wo- 
men of  India  was  remarked  by  our  officers  and  men  in  I'gypt,  when  General 
Sir  David   Baird  arrived   with   his  army  to  join  Lord  Hutchinson.    l*he 
seapoys  had  many  of  their  women  with  them,  who  were  exactly   like  our 
gipsies. 

•  In  other  parts  of  the  room  were  vocal  performers.  In  parties  often  or  twelve 
each,  singing  voluntaries.  They  performed  wiih  the  most  perfect  concert 
and  harmony.  Though  the  female  dancers  at  the  ball  were  for  tiie  greater 
part  prostitutes,  the  other  women  seemed  to  have  no  scruple  whatever  in 
mixing  with  them. 

The  ball  of  the  nobles  is  of  a  very  ditferent  kind ;  it  takes  place  every 
Tuesday,  and  it  may  be  truly  said,  that  Europe  has  not  its  equal.  I  was 
greatly  struck  with  it.  The  coup  d'oeil  on  ei^ering  the  grand  saloon,  was 
inconceivable.  During  ten  years  that  I  have  been  accustomed  to  see  spec- 
tacles of  a  similar  nature,  in  different  parts  of  the  continent,  I  have  never  seen 
any  thing  with  which  it  might  compare.  The  dresses  were  the  most  sumptuous 
tliat  can  be  imagined ;  and  what  is  most  rem^kable^  they  were  conceived  tn 
ttte  purest  taste^  and  were  in  a  high  degree- beconaring.    The  favourite  orna- 
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merits  of  the  ladies  were  cameos,  which  they  M-ore  upon  their  arms,  in  girdles 
round  their  waists,  or  upon  their  bosoms.  The  women  of  France  and  Eng^ 
l^nd  may  go  to  Moscow  in  order  to  see  their  own  fashions  set  off  to  advantage. 
Tbdr  drapery  was  disposed  chiefly  after  the  Grecian  costume,  9ind  they 
wore  their  hair  bound  up  round  the  head.  It  must  be  confessed,  moreover, 
that  no  country  in  the  world  can  boast  superior  beauty;  and  when  ive  add 
to  this  the  utmost  elegance  in  dress,  and,  wherever  they  get  it,  in  taste,  it 
may  be  imagined  what  a  scene  such  splendour  must  exhibit. 

The  dances  were  quadrilles,  Polonese  and  English ;  but  whatever  nam^ 
they  gave  them,  they  were  dull  and  heavy,  and  consisted  merely  in  a  sort  of 
promenade.  Every  person  wore  full  dress ;  the  men  appearing  either  in  uni- 
Ibraiy  or  in  coats  of  very  rich  embroidery. 

One  of  the  most  surprising  features  in  the  Russian  natronaT  character  is, 
their  talent  for  imitation.  This  is  the  principal  of  all  their  operations.  They 
have  nothing  of  their  own,  but  it  is  not  their  fault  if  they  have  not  every 
thing  others  invent.  Their  surprising  talents  fbrJmitation  exceed  all  that  ha^ 
been  hitherto  known.  The  meanest  Russian  slave  is  sometimes  able  to  ac- 
CompKsh  the  most  intricate,  and  most  delicate  works  of  machinery,  and  to 
copy,  with  bis  single  hand,  what  has  demanded  the  joint  labours  of  the  best 
workmen  in  France  and  England.  If  they  were  instructed  in  the  art  of 
painting,  they  would  become  the  finest  portrait  painters  in  the  world.  In 
proof  of  this  we  saw  one  example,  it  was  a  miniature  portrait  of  the  Emperor, 
txecuted  by  a  poor  slave,  who  had  only  seen  him  once.  In  alf  that  con« 
cerned  resemblance  and  minuteness,  it  was  a  most  surprising  work  :  in  Mos- 
cow, imitations  of  the  Maltese  and  Venetian  chains  were  oD'ered  for  sale,  ca- 
pable of  deceiving  any  one  but  a  goldsmith.  Our  Birmingham  manufactory 
of  jewelery  and  trinket  work  is  infinitely  surpassed  by  them ;  the  difference  is, 
that  what  in  Birmingham  is  done  by  fifty  hands,  is  done  in  Moscow  by  one. 
They  imitate  our  patents,  Brainah*s  locks,  for  example,  with  a  most  sur- 
prising fidelity,  equally  good,  and  infinitely  cheaper.  Even  to  the  fine 
arts,  they  carry  this  imitation.  A  picture  by  one  cf  the  great  Masters  wa» 
borrowed  by  one  of  the  Russian  nobility  from  his  friend.  The  nobleman 
who  owjied  the  picture  had  impressed  his  seal  upon  the  back  of  it,  and  had 
inscribed  verses  and  mottoes  of  his  own  composition.  With  so  many  marks 
he  thought  his  picture  safe  any  where  :  but  a  copy  so  perfect  was  finished, 
both  as  to  the  painting,  and  to  all  the  circumstances  of  colour  in  the  canvas, 
the  seal,  and  the  inscriptions,  that  when  put  into  the  frame  of  the  original, 
and  returned  to  its  owner,  the  fraud  was  not  discovered.  This  circumstance 
was  afterwards  known  only  by  the  confession  of  the  artist  employed.  Signor 
Camporesi,  an  eminent  artist,  now  livinjr  at  Moscow,  assured  me,  that  he 
one  day  entered  a  miserable  cobler^s  hut  in  the  suburbs,  and  observed  a  rag- 
ged peasant  at  work.  It  was  a  painter  in  enamel,  copying  very  beautiful 
pictures.  The  same  person,  he  added,  might  have  been  found  the  next  day 
dead  drunk  in  a  cellar,  or  howling  beneath  the  cudgel  pf  his  task-master. 
The  fine  arts  indeed  cannot  flourish  under  the  present  Russian  government. 
f.very  Russian  is  either  a  slave,  or  has  received  his  freedom.  In  the  former 
case,  he  only  works  under  the  cudgel  of  his  master,  and  is  called  off,  whilst 
he  is  working  at  a  picture,  to  mend  a  chair,  or  drive  nails  into  a  wainscot. 
In  the  latter,  where  lie  is  his  own  master,  his  national  habits  will  lead  him  to 
get  dead  drunk  instead  of  labouring. 
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The  bookseller's  shops  are  much  better  furnished  at  Moscow  than  at  Peteri- 
burgh.  A  catalogue  of  Russian  authors,  in  some  of  the  shops,  fills  an  oc- 
tavo volume  of  two  hundred  pages.  French,  Italian,  German,  and  English 
books*  are  likewise  to  be  had.  In,  and  near  the  city  of  Moscow,  reside, a 
Tast  fMin>ber  of  Russian  nobility;  a  foreigner  might  live  many  years  there, 
,vtthout  even  knowing  their  names.  Many  of  these,  having  travelled,  have 
magnificent  libraries ;  and  as  the  ostentation  and  amusement  of  collectings 
rather  than  the  pleasure  of  reading,  books,  has  been  the  reason  of  their  form- 
ing these  sumptuous  collections  the  booksellers  receive  orders  to  a  large 
amount.  When  a  Russian  nobleman  reads,  it  is  commonly  a  novel— either 
some  licentious  trash  in  French,  or  some  English  romance  translated  halo 
that  language.  Books  of  real  worth  are  not  to  be  obtained*  either  in  the 
shops  of  Petersburgb  or  Moscow.  Costly  and  frivolous  volumes,  sumptu- 
ously bound,  and  jnost  gorgeously  decorated,  constitute  the  precious  part  of 
their  libraries.  Gaudy  French  editions  of  Fontenelle,  of  Marmontel,  of 
Italian  sonnetteers,  with  English  folios  of  butterdies,  shells,  and  flowers;  edi- 
tions by  Babkerville,  Ben&ley,  and  Buhner,  with  hot  pressed  and  wire-wove 
paper;  these  are  the  composition  of  their  shelves.  Classic  authors,  histo- 
rians, lawgivers,  and  poets,  will  be  looked  for  in  vain. 

After  London  and  Constantinople,  Moscow  is,  doubtless,  the  most  re- 
markable city  in  Europe.  The  number  and  splendor  of  its  equipages,  and 
the  number  of  horses  attached  to  each,  surpass  those  of  all  the  cities  on  the 
globe.  There  is  hardly  an  individual,  above  the  rank  of  a  plebeian,  who 
would  be  seen  without  four  horses  to  his  carriage.  The  generality  have  six* 
But  the  manner  rn  which  this  pomp  is  displayed,  presents  a  peifect  bur- 
lesque upon  stateliness.  A  couple  of  ragged  boys  are  placed  as  postillions 
before  a  coachman,  in  such  sheep-skins,  as  are  worn  by  the  peasants  in  the 
woods.  Behind  the  carriage  are  placed  two  lackeys,  more  taudry,  but  not 
less  ludicrous  than  the  drivers.  Tiie  harness,  moreover,  is  so  long,  as  to  re- 
quire the  utmost  care  not  to  have  it  entangled. 

The  wives  of  the  tradesmen,  during  the  period  of  their  festivals,  are  seen 
driving  about  in  draperies,  with  riches  upon  their  persons  sufficient  to  pur- 
chase a  peerage.     Caps  made  of  matted  work  of  pearls,  with  Turkish  and' 
Persian  shawls,  and  diamond  ear-rings,  are  often  exhibited. 

The  amusements  of  the  people,  are  those  of  Englfth  children ;  their  sena- 
tors, statesmen-^  and  nobles,  may  be  seen  mounted  on  xeoodeji-horses,  rout^i^ 
abouis,  and  ups-and-dawtis^  Three  Russians  at  a  time  will  sc^ueeze  themselves 
into  one  of  their  vaulting-chairs ;  and,  as  they  are  wheeled  round,  scream 
for  joy  like  infants  in  the  nurses'  arms.  1  remember  seeing  the  King  of  Sicily 
going  with  his  principal  courtiers  in  a  similar  amusement;  indeed,  of  aU 
the  Europeans,  the  Russian  nobles  bear  the  greatest  resemblance  to  the  no- 
bles of  the  two  Sicilies.  The  grandees  of  Palermo  and  Naples,  are  exactly 
those  of  Moscow.  The  similitLide  of  the  two  governments  may,  probably, 
be  the  reason ;  they  are  both  vicious  and  despotic,  ignorant  and  superstitious. 
This  sinkilarity  extends  to  their  national  dances,  and  to  their  mode  of  dresa. 
The  barina  difiers  little  from  the  iaraniula;  and  the  female  peasants  of  tlie 
Campagua  Felue,  dress  like  the  women  near  Moscow :  with  the  same  shoe%

It  it  a  fact  too  notorious  to  admit  of  dispute,  that»  from  the 
Emperor  to  the  meanest  slaves,  throughout  the  vast  empire  of  all  the  Rus- 
sias,  including  all  its  princes>  nobles,  and  peasants,  there  exists  not  a  single 
ipdiTidual  in  a  thodsand,  whose  body  is  not  thus  infested.  The  true  maii» 
ners  of  the  people,  are  only  to  be  seen  by  entering  the  houses  of  the  natiye  ^ 
UDtravelled  Russian.  The  real  Russian  rises  at  an  early  hour,  and  breakfasts 
on  a  dram  with  black  bread.  His  dinner,  at  noon,  consists  of  the  coarsest 
and  most  greasy  food  ;  together  with  pickled  cucumbers,  sour  cabbage,  and 
qoass.  He  always  sleeps  after  eating,  and  goes  early  to  bed.  The  princi* 
pal  articles  of  diet,  are  the  same  every  where — grease  and  brandy.  The 
borrorsof  a  Russian  kitchen  are  inconceivable;  and  there  is  not  a  bed  in  the 
whole  empire  that  an  English  travcUeri  aware  of  its  condition,  would  ven* 
tnre  to  approach. 

1  have  already  mentioned  the  swarm  of  servants  in  their  palaces.  A  fcrelgner 
wonders  how  this  is  supported.  The  fact  is,  if  a  nobleman  have  fifty,  or  five 
hundred,  they  do  not  cost  him  a  shilling.  Their^clothes,  food,  every  arti^ 
cle,  are  derived  from  the  poor  oppressed  peasants.  Their  wages,  if  wages 
they  can  be  called,  scarcely  exceed  an  English  halfpenny  per  day,  nor  is  this 
ever  paid. 

The  market,  on  a  Sunday,  in  Moscotr,  is  a  novel  and  interesting  specta- 
cle. From  five  in  the  morning  till  eight,  the  place  de  Gallitzin,  a  spacious 
area,  near  the  Kremlin^  is  filled  with  a  concousre  of  peasants,  and  people  of 
every' description,  coming  to  buy  or  sell  white  peacocks,  pigeons;  dogs, 
of  all  sorts,  for  the  sofa  or  the  chase;  singing-birds,  poultry,  guns,  pistols ;  iti 
short,  whatever  choice  or  custom  may  have  rendered  saleable.  The  scUerSn 
except  in  the  market  of  singing-birds,  which  is  permanent  and  very  large, 
have  no  shops,  but  remain  with  their  wares  either  exposed  upon  stalls,  or 
hawking  them  about  in  their  hands.  Dogs  and  birds  constitute  the  principal 
articles  for  sale.  The  pigeon-feeders  are  distinguished  in  the  midst  of  the  mob, 
by  long  white  wands ;  these  are  carried  to  direct  the  pigeons  in  their  flight. 

The  nobles  of  Moscow  take  great  delight  in  their  pigeons ;  and  a  fa« 
vourite  pair  will  sell  for  five  or  ten  rubles,  (a  ruble  is  about  two  shillings 
and  three-pence).  The  feeders,  by  way  of  exhibiting  their  birds,  let  them 
fiy,  and  recover  them  again  at  pleasure.  The  eggs  of  ants,  and  tubs  full  of 
pismires,  were  in  great  quantities;  they  are  sold  and  used  as  food  for  nightin* 
gales,  which  are  the  favourite  and  common  birds  in  Russian  houses.  They 
sing  in  every  respect  as  beautifully  in  cages,  as  in  their  native  woods.  We 
often  heard  them,  in  the  bird-shops,  ^i^arbling  with  all  the  fuUness  and  variety 
of  tone  which  characterizes  the  nightingale  in  its  natural  state.  The 
price  of  one  of  them,  in  full  song,  is  about  fifteen  rubles,  (a  guinea  and  a 
half).  The  Russians,  by  making  any  rattling  noise,  can  make  them  sing  at 
pleasure;  and,  throughout  the  night,  they  make  the  streets  ring  again  with 
the  melody  of  the  forest. 

The  promenades,  at  this  season  of  the  year,  are,  among  the  many  sights 
at  Moscow,  interesting  to  a  stranger.  The  principal  is  on  the  1st  of  May, 
Russian  Style,  in  a  forest  near  the  city.  All  ranks  frequent  it.  The  proces- 
sion of  carriages,  and  persons  on  horseback,  is  immense.  Beneath  the  trcef, 
fmd  opoi)  the  g)reeo-iweai'd,the  Russian  peasants  are  seen  seated  in  their gaysst 
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dresses,  ex presssing  their  joy  by  shouting,  and  tumultuous  songs.  The  mu- 
sic of  the  Balalaika^  the  shrill  notcsof  rustic  pipes,  the  clapping  of  hands,  afnd* 
the  wild  dances  of  the  gipsies,  all  mingle  in  one  revelry.  Tlie  wives  of  mer- 
chants, in  droskies  and  on  foot,  display  h^ad-dresses  of  matted  pearls,  and 
other  most  expensive  attir^.  In  costliness  of  apparel,  there  is  ito  diflbrence 
^between  a  Moscow  princess  and  the  wife^of  a  Moscow  shop-keeper,  except, 
that  the  princess  copies  the  fashions  of  London  and  Paris,  whilst  the  trades- 
woman preserves  the  habit  of  her  ancestors.  Promenades  take  place  evef}* 
<!vening.  They  are  made  in  carriages  and  on  horseback.  Equipages  conti- 
nue to  pass  in  the  same  constant  order,  forming  two  lines,  which  move  pa- 
rallel to  each  other.  Beautiful  women,  attired  in  costly  and  becoming^ 
dresses,  fill  the  balconies  and  windows  of  the  houses,  between  which  all  this' 

ft 

pomp  proceeds  to  its  appointed  cavalcade.  Hussars  and  police-officers  are 
stationed  in  dit!crent  parts  to  preserve  order.  On  Friday,  in  Easter  week, 
the  cavalcade  was  on  a  plain  called  La  Fallee,  and  the  sight  is  the  most  sur- 
prising that  can  be  imagined  Long  before  reaching  this  plain,  the  throng 
of  carriages  is  so  great,  that  they  can  scarcely  move.  At  last  the  great  scene 
opens,  and  the  spectacle  is  striking  indeed.  A  procession,  as  far  as  the  eye 
can  reach,  is  seen  passing  and  repassing  a  spacious  and  beautiful  lawn,  ter- 
%ininated  by  the  buildings  of  a  convent.  Not  less  than  fwo  thousand  carriages, 
generally  with  six  horses  to  each,  but  never  less  than  four,  are  present  ijpon 
thtt  occasion;  so  much  for  the  general  dlTect. 

The  appearance  in  detail,  of  the  equipages,  lackey*,  and  drivers,  exceeds 
all  description.  The  postilions  are  generally  old  men  of  a  wretched  aspect, 
dressed  in  liveries  of  worsted  lace,  and  cocked  hats;  these  hold  their  whip 
and  reins  as  if  they  had  never  before  been  mounted.  The  harness  consists  of 
#opesand  cords,  frequently  raj»ged  and  dirty.  The  carriaijcs  theiiisclves  ar^ 
badly  built,  old-fashioned,  heavy,  and  ugly. — The  procession  moves  through 
the  plain,  as  far  as  the  convent,  and  then  returns  back  in  the  ortler  it  advan- 
ced. In  the  line  between  the  carriages  a  space  is  reserved  for  the  cavaliers, 
who  make  their  appearance  on  the  most  beautiful  Enj^lish  and  'rurki>h  hoi*ses. 
The  horses  are  taught  the  njonaget  and  continue  to  pace  and  chump  the  bit 
without  advancing  a  step,  plunging  about  mechanically,  like  the  hordes  at 
AvCley's:  their  riders  are  in  laced  coats  and  ruffles,  with  cockt- d  hats,  aiid  sad- 
dles magni6cently  embroidered.  S^i^jieofthe  servants  are  in  the  old  Russian 
costume,  and  others  are  habited  like  the  running  footmen  in  Italy;  so  that 
the  variety  formed  by  their  motley  app«*arance,  is  very  amusin^r. 

The  Kremlin  is,  above  all  other  places,  most  worthy  of  a  traveller^  notice. 
It  was  our  evening  walk,  whenever  we  could  e«cape  company.  In  singula* 
Tity  and  splendour,  the  view  it  aflfordi  of  the  city  from  St.  John's  lower,  sur-? 
passes  every  other.  This  fortress  is  surrounded  on  all  sides  by  walls,  towers, 
and  a  rampart,  and  is  filled  with  domes  and  steeples.  The  entrance  to  it, 
from  the  city,  is  by  an  arched  portal,  painted  red,  called  the  Holy  Gate.<-- 
The  approach  to  it  is  by  a  bridge  across  the  fosse  which  surrounds  the  walls. 
It  is  a  vaulted  portal,  and  over  the  entrance  is  a  picture  with  a  lamp  conti- 
nually burning.  Centinels  are  placed  here,  and  every  one  is  compelled  ta 
take  oil  his  hat,  and  to  walk  nearly  a  huiidred  paces  bare-headed^  as  he  pas<» 
ffts  through. 

The  great  bell  of  Moscow,  the  largest  ever  founded,  is  in  a  deep  pit  ia  the. 
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midst  of  the  Kremlrn.    The  history  of  its  fall  is  a  fable  copied  irotn'one  writer 

into  aootber.    The  fact  is,  the  bell  remains  In  the  place  where  it  was.  origh 

naNj  cast:  it  never  was  suspettded;  the  Russians  might  as  well  attempt  to 

sospend  a  ficst  rate  line  oJF  battle  ship,  with  all  her  guns  and  stores.    A  fire 

took  place  ia  the  Kremlin;  the  Dames  caught  the  building  over  the  bel^;  rtf 

consequence  of  which  the  metal  became  hot ;  some  water  thrown  in  to  extiii* 

guish  the  fire  fell  upon  the  bell,  and  caused  the  fracture  which  now  appearr 

m  it. 
The  great  gun  i^  another  of  the  wonders  of  the  Kremlin.    Its  dtameter  H- 

sttchy  that  a  man  may  stand  upright  in  its  mouth.    It^  lip  is  ten:  inches  thieli. 

Itwas  cast  in  the  year  1674,  and  remains  in  good  order,  without  injury^ 

The  Kremlin  contains  within  its  circuit  the  ancient  palace  of  theGzar9.  V$ 
is  a  Gothic  building:  a  window  appears  in  the  front  of  it  distinguished  hf 
two  Gothie  piUars.  It  is  the  same  whence  Demetrius  fcllin  his  attempt  to 
escape  during  the  conspiracy  of  Zuski,  and  broke  his  thigh,  previously 
to  his  massacre.  He  lowered  himself  to  a  considerable  distance  by  a  rope, 
but  the  height  -was  still  too  much  for  any  chance  of  safety.  Despair  must 
litve  been  great  indeed,  when  it  induced  any  one  to  make  the  attempt,  l^at 
window  was  also  the  place  where  the  sovereigns  of  itussia  used  to  sit  and  re- 
eeifc  petitions  from  their  subjects.  The  petition  was  placed  upon  a  stone  iti 
the  coart  below,  and  if  the  Czar  thought  proper,  he  sent  for  it.  We  visited 
the  imperial  treasury,  which  is  in  this  palace,  the  ascent  to  it  being  by  the 
stone  stairs,  which  arc  memorable  for  tlie  murders  of  the  Strelitzes,  in  the  reign 
of  Peter  the  Great  R  contains  very  little  worth  notice.  Theregaljd,  worn:' 
by  the  sovereigns  at  their  coronation,  and  other  costly  embroidered  robes,' 
thickly  studded  with  gems  and  pearls,  are  the  principal  ol^ject^.  One  of 
them  was  a  vest  twelve  yards  in  length,  worn  by  Catherine  the  Second.  Itwaa* 
supported  by  twelve  chamberlains  at  her  coronation.  The  crowns  of  the  con- 
quered kingdoms  are  likewise  exhibited.  We  saw  those  of  Casan,  of  Siberia, 
of  Astracaoy  and  of  the  Crimea.  The  last  excited  moU  interest:  it  was  to- 
tally destitute  of  ornament ;  its  form  was  very  ancient,  resembling  that  usually 
given  by  painters  to  our  English  Alfred- 

In  the  chapels  adjoining  to  the  chambers  where  the  treasures  are  kept,  is 
a  collection  of  maiTUScnpts  in  Greek  and  Sclavonic:  they  are  said  to  contain 
the  travels  of  pilgrims  to  Jerusalem,  at  a  very  remote  period.  There  is  ano- 
ther manuscript,  however,  of  a  more  valuable  kind :  it  is  a  folio  copy  of  the 
gospels,  in  Russian  characters,  illuminated  on  ancient  vellum,  most  beauti-< 
fully  written  by  Anne,  daughter  of  Michael  Feodorovitch.  We  were  also 
shewn  some  carving  in  wood,  by  Peter  the  Great.  This  was  a  small  box  cori- 
taining  a  letter,  dated  1697^  sent  by  him  from  Sardam  in  Holland,  to  the 
patriarchs  at  Moscow. 

The  architecture  exhibited  in  different  parts  of  the  Kremlin,  in  its  palaces, 
and  churches,  is  unlike  any  thing  seen  in  other  parts  of  Europe.  The  style 
Is  Tartarian,  Ihdlan,  Chinese,  and  Gothic:  here  a  pagoda,  there  an  arcader 
in  some  parts,  richness  and  even  elegance;  in  others,  barbarism  and  decay. 
Taken  all  together,  it  is  a  jumble  of  magnificence  and  ruin;  old  buildings 
repaired,  and  modern  structures  not  completed,  amidst  noble  towers  of  church- 
es with  glittering,  gilded,  and  painted  domes. 

The  view  of  KToscow  from  the  terrace  of  the  Kremlin,  Is  superb.    The 
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number  of  magnificent  buildings^  the  domes,  the  towers^  and  spires,  filling 
all  the  prospect,  render  it  the  fin>st  spectacle  in  Europe.  All  the  wretched 
hovels,  and  miserable  wooden  buildings,  which  appear  in  passing  through 
the  streets,  are  lost  in  this  vast  assemblage  of  magnificent  edifices.  Amongst 
these,  the  Foundling  Hospital  is  particularly  conspicuous.  Below  the  walls 
of  the  Kremlin,  the  Moskwa,  already  become  a  considerable  river,  is  seen 
flowing  towards  the  Wolga.  A  new  and  superb  promenade  was  forming  oa 
its  banks,  immediately  beneath  the  fortress.  It  is  paved  wflh  large  flags,  and 
is  continued  from  the  stone  bridge  to  another,  peculiarly  called  the  Moskwa 
bridge;  fenced  with  a  light,  but  strong  palisade,  and  stone  pillars,  executed 
in  a  very  good  taste.  A  flight  of  stairs  leads  from  this  walk  to  the  river.--» 
Another  flight  leads  through  the  walls  of  the  Kremlin,  to  an  area  within  the 
fortress. 

The  Order  of  the  Maltese  Cross  was  so  frequent,  that  it  was  impossible  to* 
nux  in  company  without  seeing  many  persons  adorned  with  that  badge.  The 
price  of  it  at  court  was  three  hundred  peasants.  Riches,  profligacy,  and  se» 
dition,  are  now  the  qualifications,  instead  of  the  original  ones,  of  poverty^ 
chastity,  and  pbedience.  The  extravagance  of  the  Russian  nobility  has  no 
example.  They  talk  of  twenty  and  thirty  thousand  rubles,  as  other  nattooft 
do  of  their  meanest  coins:  but  these  sums  are  rarely  paid  in  cash.  The  dis* 
bursement  is  made  in  furniture,  horses,  carriages,  watches,  snufl-boxes,  rings^ 
and  wearing  apparel. 

The  number  of  English  horse-dealers  and  English  grooms^  in  Moscow,  i% 
very  great:  they  are  in  high  favour  with  the  nobles.  The  governor  of  the  ci- 
ty was  considered  as  particularly  skilful  in  choosing  horses.  English  saddles 
and  bridles  sell  at  a  very  advaiAred  rate.  But  they  as  little  resemble  Eaglish 
gentlemen  as  any  thing  in  the  world.

REPORT  OF  PRINCE  ECKMUHL  TO  THE  MAJOR-GENERAL. 
JDouhroum^  August  7,  ISl^. — "  Monsioneus, — I  have  the  honour  to  lay  befor« 
your  Highness,  the  report  of  the  affair  which  took  place  on  the  26th  of  July,  in  front  of 
Iklohilow,  between  a  part  of  the  troops  belonging  to  the  Itt  corps,  and  the  Kasiiaii 
corps  under  Prince  Bagration. — I  entered  MohUow  on  the  20tb,  on  the  21th  the  third 
rogimeut  vf  chasseurs  was  attacked  by  llie  vanguard  of  Prince  Bagration,  who  wished  to 
occupy  this  important  town.  The  regiment  lost  100  men,  and  were  driven  out.  On 
the  22d,  I  placed  in  position  tiie  85d  regiment  of  infantry  of  the  line,  commanded  by 
General  Fredaricbs.  General  Bragation  was  arrived  at  Novoi-Brickow.  He  intended 
giving  battle,  in  order  to  enter  Mohilow.  He  had  four  divisions  of  infantry,  5000  Co»- 
Mckt,  and  8000  coralry,  being  in  tbo  whole  35,000  men.     I  bad  at  Mohiluw  only  tb^ 
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57tb,  6lat,  and  111th  regiineuts,  of  the  division  of  Compans,  (the  iSd,  together  with  « 
brigade  of  Pajol,  and  the  l>t  of  chassears,  I  had  left  on  the  Bereziua  to  cover  Minsk), 
theSdchand  the  108th  of  the  division  Dessaix;  General  Vala;icc's  division  of  cuiraa- 
sien,  and  the  3d  of  horse  chasseurs^.    The  position  of  Salta  Naecka,  of  which  I  berewitk 
transmit  jour  Highness  a  sketch,  appeared  to  me  a  proper  place  for  duly   receiving  the 
enemy.     In  the  night  of  the  22d,  I  caused  the  bridge  which  lies  on  the  grand  route  to 
be  barricadoed^  and  to  destroy  the  inn  wliich  is  situated  next  it.    Tlic  mill  bridge  on  tlie 
right  was  cut  by  a  company  of  sappers,  and  the  houses  in  the  neighbourhood  pulled 
down.    The  85th  was  charged  writh  the  defence  of  these  posts,  and  in  case  of  being  at- 
tack^y  to  keep  tliem,  in  order  to  give  time  for  ^he  other  troops,  stationed  between  this 
place  and  Mohilow,  to  arrive.    These  dispositions  being  taken,  I  myself  retired  to  Mo- 
biiow,  to  press  the  arrival  of  the  division  Claparede  and  of  the  troops  detached  by  Ge- 
neial  PajoL     On  the  23d,  at  seven  o^clock  in  the  morning,  I  received  a  report  of  the 
adTHiiced  posts  being  attacked;  at  eight  o*clock  I  found  the  83d  regiment  very  spirit- 
edly attacked.     General  Frederichs,  who  commanded  it,  had  t^kcn  good  dispositioni^ 
and  dming  the  whole  of  the  day  has  shewn  much  coalness  and  great  intrepidity.     The 
lig^  artillery  of  his  divinon,  and  that  of  the  85th,  had  been  disposed  on  the  preceding 
evening.     Their  fire  was  very  destructive,  and  in  about  an  hour  after  the  combat  began, 
they  had  already  killed  above  500  Russians.     Twelve  or  fifteen  pieces  of  Kussian  artil« 
lery  came  oat  of  the  wood,  and  were  arranged  in  order  of  battle  on  the  Mill-pluin,  where 
the  bridge  had  been  destroyed.     The  Russian  regiments  of  infantry  formed  themselves. 
A  battalion  of  the  108th  was  sent  to  sustain  the  companies  of  the  85t!i,    which  were  on 
the  bridge,  some  pieces  of  artillery  were  opposed  to  those  of  the  Russians.     The  combat 
became  exceeding  lively  on  this  side,  and  the  encmy*s  force  increased  every  moment* 
The  battalion  of  the  108th,  which  had  repulsed  the  Russians,  wus  obliged  to  yield  to  num- 
bers.    General  Guyardet,  with  two  battalions  of  the  61st,  slopped  tlie  enemy's  pursuit, 
and  caused  the  Russians  to  repel  the  ravine,  who  had  crossed  it  in  pursuing  the  battalion 
«f  the  108th. — Whilst  these  things  were  passing  on  the  right,  I  gave  orders  to  General 
Frederichs,  whu  defended   the  dcbouche  of  the  great  road  with  much  vigour,  to  cause 
one  battalion  of  the  108th,  and  some  companies  of  the  85th,  to  pass  thv  defile,  und  charge 
tbe  cnemy*s  cannon.     This  movement,  wAich  was  executed  %«ith  great    precision,  and 
directed  by  Colonel  Achard,  of  the  lOSth  regiment,  had  a  great  cU'ect  on  the  motions  of 
the  enemy *s  left,  which  found  itself  obliged  to  make  a  retrogade    inovcment.     The  bat- 
talion commanded  by  Colonel  Achard  had  take:)  prisontrsoneofilie  enemy's  battalions, 
hot  which  was  afterwards   delivered.  '  Tlie  Coluuc-i  was   wounded  by  a  ball  across  his 
arms,  and  could  not  sustain  himself  on  the  heig1it;>  which  lie  had  occupied.     The  enemy 
had  caused  a  considerable  body  to  advance,  fo.nKj  in  (:h>^e  c(jlunni,  again  to  undertake 
forcing  the  defile  of  the  bridge.     Thisfuund  it^c'li  in  ihe  direction    of  citicf  d'escadron 
Polimey,    who  had  stopped   it  by  a  vcrv  lively  fire,  aiul  r.'iu<cd  it  to  sustain  a  great 
loss.     The  enemy's  number  in  deacf,  which  ut  this  |>oint  w.is  vcr^  coni>i(ierubIe,  was  there- 
bjr  doubled.     The  action  was  continued  with  grr-at  heat  on  both  sides,  and  with  a  great 
inferiority  on  our  side.     The  other  troops  w%c  in  re-irve  on  our  right,  where  it  was  to 
bt  presumed  that  the  enemy  would  bring  forward  his  force,  and  more  especially  his  nu>- 
meroos  cavalry. — Towards  six  o*cIock  in  the  evening,  all    my  reconiuatrring  parties  on 
the  right,  n'>t  having  seen  the  enemy,  the  troops  which  had  been  there  kept  in  reserve, 
and  in  particular  the  tilth,  were  directed  to  take  the  great  road.     Central  Frederichs 
received  orders  to  renew  his  attack.     A  batiuiion  of  the  35th,  which,   since  the  evening 
hid  been  placed  at  the  extremity  of  the  right  wing,  and  one  of  the  61st,  attacked  tlie 
Uft  of  the  e&eay.    The  two  attacks  were  attended  wilh  success.    The  eocmy  drew 
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back  his  artillerj  aod  his  troops  followed  this  uioveiuent  at  all  poiuts.  Tbe  111th  re- 
^pmfita,  aad  the  61  st  of  tlic  5th  divtsioo,  led  bj^  General  Coispans,  were  cluurged  to  par- 
me  the  eneiaj  as  far  as  Novosieleki.  The  night  put  an  end  to  the  pursuit  at  this 
place.  J  owe  the  greatest  eulogioras  to  the  conduct  of  tht  troops,  and  particolarlj  to. 
.  tbat  of  the  86th  regiment;  not  one  soldier  ever  quitted  his  post  to  conduct  the  wounded, 
and  both  the  joong  soldiers  and  the  old  ones  have  shewn  the  greatest  valoor.  The  an- 
cient soldiers  have  given  their  youthful  comrades  tbe  honourable  testimonial  of  not  hav- 
ing anj  conscripts  niore  in  their  regiments. — ^The  loss  of  the  encrojr  Has  been  great. 
They  left  more  than  1200  dead  on  the  field  of  battle^  exclusive  of  having  4000  wounded, 
7  or  80n^of  whom  have  remained  in  our  hands.  Our  loss,  according  to  the  state  of  the 
corps,  amoonts  to  900  men,  killed,  wounded,  or  made  prisoners.  I  reiterate  the  eulogies 
which  I  owe  to  the  conduct  of  General  Frederichs,  to  all  tbe  officers  of  tbe  general  staff, 
who  have  paid  well  in  their  persons :  one  of  them,  aid-de-camp  to  General  Haxo,was  killed. 
I  take  advantage  of  this  occasion  to.  beg  your  highness  would  request  his  majesty  to  grant 
recomppnces  for  several  of  them;  and  herewith  join  the  state  of  then  to  that  of  the  offi- 
cers, sub*ofiicers,  and  privates  of  the  4th  and  5th  divisious,  whi»  have  merited  to  be  cited 
with  distinction.  I  solicit  your  highness  to  lay  these  statements  before  his  majesty^  and 
to  request  his  favour  on  their  behalf.  lam,  &c.        The  Marshal  PrineeD'EcKMVHL." 

REPORT  OF  THE  GENERAL  STAFF  OF  T^E  AUSTRIAN  ARMY. 
^'  The  enemy,  forced  into  the  defile  of  Kosibred,  noarched  the  whole  of  the  night 
between  the  10th  and  11th,  .towards  Horodetzka.  He  was  joined^  on  his  retreat,  by  the 
troops  which  he  had  drawn  from  Kobryn,  as  likewise  by  the  detachment  of  Kuorriug; 
and  after  having  passed  the  defile  of  Horodetzka,  he  placed  himself  on  the  heights  beyond 
that  place.  The  right  flank  and  front  of  this  position  were  covered  by  a  morass,  which 
was  impassable  for  more  than  a  thousand  paces  in  breadth,  and  left  only  two  points  open 
to  get  at  the  enemy;  that  is  to  say,  the  dike,  which  at  Horodetzka  forms  the  post  road; 
this  post  is  near  that  ol  Pudubno;  its  left  touched  this  last  village,  and  he  had  cut  up,  by 
bis  numerous  artillery,  the  entrance  to  the  two  defiles.  On  the  1  lih  I  marched  to  Horo- 
detzka, and  occupied  the  head  of  the  defile;  the  7th  corps,  reinforced  by  two  regiments 
of  cavalry,  and  two  batteries  upon  the  Szab^a.  They  reconnoitred  the  enemy.  The 
reports  of  the  prisoners  and  deserters  state  their  force  at  80,000.  They  certainly  were 
at  least  35,000,  with  60  pieces  of  cannon.  Tormassoff  commanded  in  person.  General 
Re^iwcr,  who  was  charged  with  reconnoitring  the  left  of  the  enemy,  found  that  they  had 
neglected  to  occupy  Podulne,  and  that  their  left  wing  was  contented  with  observing  a 
wood  throufh  which  the  road  passes  from  Sztreszin  to  Kobryn,  in  place  of  leaning  upon 
that  town;  he  aiade  hastt  and  took  advantage  of  this  double  fault,  in  taking  poi^ses^ion 
of  Podulne,  v^'ith  a  divivion  of  chasseurs;  and  it  was  agreed  between  us,  that  he  should 
dehouche  with  the  7th  corps,  and  reinforcements  which  I  had  assigned  him,  by  the  wood, 
•to  attack  and  turn  the  enemy's  left,  whilst  I  should  support  his  movements  by  feigned 
attacks  on  Horodetzka  and  Podulne.  At  tbe  same  time  Siegenthal's  divi.sion,  previously 
detached  to  Malitzs,  leaving  a  battalion  ami  some  cavalry  to  observe  that  part,  to  protect 
our  rtear,  and  conceal  our  march  from  the  euemy,  rejoined  the  corps  d'armec,  and  w;vs 
placed  in  reserve  of  the  7th,  near  Szabia.  On  the  12th  we  remarked,  at  break  of  day, 
that  the  enemy,  from  whom  none  of  our  movements  could  be  concealed,  because  they 
occupif.d  the  commai.ding  heights,  had  placed  the  greater  part  of  their  troops  opposite 
the  dehouche  of  Podulne,  and  whilst  the  7th  coq^s,  to  which  was  joined  Leiicnberg's 
brigade,  commenced  its  movements  towards  the  wood  upon  its  left,  and  hastily  formed, 
%ilb  the  second  line,  a  parallel  flaok  to  the  debotocbe  from  that  wood.     About  tcu  /ir 
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iSbt  monihig  tbe  7th  corps  reached  the  skirts  of  the  wood,  and  rapidly  ad^nnced  to  gain 
Ae  groond  necetsanf  for  deploying,  which  it  effected  in  the  greatest  order*  under  a  con« 
timial  tnd  dreadAiI  fire  from  the  enemy,  who,  on  his  part,  did  not  cease  to  reinforce  and 
extend  their  flank,  that  it  touched  our  eight,  which  t6ok  from  us  the  possibility  of  turning 
it;  redncin^  all  oor  efforts  to  repulse  their  reiterated  attacks,  and  '1  riving  tliem  buck 
upon  their  centre.  The  battle  quickly  became  general  at  Horodetzka,  Fodolne,  and 
apon  alt  the  right*.  It  was  contested  with  great  slaughter.  The  enemy  redoubled  their 
effbrts,  and  made  seTeral  very  brisk  attacks  to  drive  us  into  the  wood ;  tbry  were  con- 
ttantly  repulsed  with  loss.  I  seized  the  critical  moment  when  their  attack  upon  our 
li^  was  briskest,  to  pass  over  the  marsh,  which  they  considered  impracticable,  a  batta- 
fioKi  of  Colloredo,  above  and  on  the  right  of  Podulne.  This  battalion  effected  its  passage 
in  front,  ap  to  their  knees  hi  mire,  scaled  the  opposite  beij^lits,  and  impetuously  attacked 
th6  enemy,  who  were  on  its  stimmit.  This  uneipectcd  attack  on  the  flank  facilitated 
that  of  our  right,  which,  quickly  reinforced  by  the  ^d  battalion  of  Colloredo,  v  as.  not 
knag  in  repulsing  the  enemy  to  the  height  of  Podulne.  They  nevertheless  attempted  at 
the  extremity  of  the  left,  a  last  effort,  and  made,  with  a  mass  of  ca\alry  very  aaperior, 
a  dernier  attack  upon  that  of  our  right,  which  firmly  expected  it,  and  whilst  the  Austrian 
cavalry  took  them  in  flank,  Polentz's  Saxon  hi iizade  charged  them  in  front,  and  instantly 
drove  thera  behind  their  infantry.  Night  put  an  end  to  the  ^attlc;  the  enemy  took 
advantage  of  it  to  file  off  his  artillery  and  main  part  of  his  troops  upon  Kobryn,  and 
d>andoned  to  us  the  field  of  battle;  another  hour*s  day  light,  they  would  have  l(>>t  their 
comrnuiiication,  and  been  driven  upon  the  marshes.  On  the  13ih  I  pursued  with  ail  the 
cavalry  and  light  artillery,  the  enemy's  rear  guard,  composed  of  from  7  to  8000  cavalry^ 
and  dismounted  chasseurs,  with  some  artiiiery.  We  found  upon  the  field  of  battle,  a 
great  number  of  dead  and  dying;  and  notwithstanding  the  celerity  of  our  pursuit,  we 
CDoIH  not  reach  the  rear  guard  till  near  the  village  of  Strichlow,  where  it  made  a  demon- 
stration of  defending  itself,  but  they  were  instantly  overthrown,  and  they  owed  their 
salvation  alone  to  the  marshes,  which  in  these  countries  intersect  in  a  parallel  direction 
fltHB  place  to  place,  their  retreat,  and  forms  so  many  defiles,  that  it  is  impossible  to  torn 
Dear  them.  About  one  o'clock  we  arrived  at  Kobryn;  the  enemy  had  dephiyed  a  na* 
iDerotts  cavalry  before  that  town ;  some  discharges  of  artillery  were  sufficient  to  drive 
Ihem  away.  On  retiring  they  set  fire  to  the  bridge  of  Muchavin:  our  tirailU  urs  arrived 
in  suflieient  time  to  preserve  it.  Bianchi's  division  op cupies  Kobryn ;  the  7th  corps  is 
encamped  on  the  right,  the  Austrians  on  the  left  of  that  town^  behind  the  Muchavin;  the 
enemy  are  in  full  retreat  towards  Ratno  and  its  marshes.  Tlie  different  reports  not 
having  reached  me,  I  cannot  very  exactly  estimate  the  enemy's  loss:  it  at  least  amounts 
to  3000  men  killed  and  wounded,  and  500  priAoners;  that  of  the  Prussians  consist  of 
lOOO  own  killed  or  wounded,'^ Baoacing,  near  Kobryn,  Aug,  13, 1812.) 

FIFTEENTH  BULLETIN  OF  THE  GRAND  ARMY. 

Slawhnfo,  Atiguit  27 • — The  general  of  diviition  Zayoiiclieick,  who  commanded  a  Polish 
division  ai  the  battle  of  Sroolensko  was  wounded.  The  behaviour  of  the  Polish  corps 
;tt  Smolentko  astouished  the  Russians,  who  used  to  despise  them—  they  were  struck  with 
tbeir  steadiness,  and  the  superiority  which  they  displayed  over  them«(elves.  At  the  bat- 
dei  of  Smolensko  and  Valontina  the  enemy  lost  liO  generals  killed,  wounded,  or  taken, 
aad  a  rery  great  number  of  oflScers.  The  number  of  men  killed,  taken,  or  wounded,  on 
these  occasions,  nay  amount  to  from  5f5  to  SO^OOO  men.  On  the  day  after  the  battle  of 
TaloBtina,  bis  majesty  gave  the  Itth  and  2l8t  regiments  of  ini'antry  of  the  hue,  and  the 
7th  teguBent  of  light  infantry,  a  nomber  of  decorations  of  the  legion  of  honbflr^  to  be 
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beitDfPed  on  the  cspttiiit,  lieutenaiiti,  tubmltems,  tad  toldien.  The  selections  were 
iwde  oo  the  field,  in  a  circle  before  the  emperor,  and  were  confirmed  with  acclametions 
Vy  the  troops.  'The  following  are  the  names  of  those  who  obtained  thu  honooraUe  di»- 
tincHon.— {Here  follows  a  list  of  the  respectiYe  individoals].  Number  of  dcooratioos 
graiited :— to  the  Itth  regiment  30 ;  21  st  ditto,  25 ;  7th  light,  52— Total  87.  The  eneoj 'a 
araj,  in  retiring,  bum  the  bridges  and  dettroj  the  roads,  in  order  to  retard  the  march 
•f  the  French  army  as  much  as  possible.  On.  the  Slst  they  had  re-passed  the  Borys- 
tlwiies  at  Slob-Pniwa,  always  closely  followed  by  our  advanced  guard.  The  commercial 
establishments  at  Smolensko  were  quite  untouched  on  the  Borysthenes,  in  a  fine  snburb» 
to  which  the  Russians  set  fire,  for  the  sole  purpose  of  retarding  our  march  a  single  hour, 
Kever  was  war  conducted  with  so  much  inhumanity — the  Russians  treat  their  own  conn- 
try  as  they  would  that  of  an  enemy.  The  country  i^  fine,  and  abundantly  supplied  with 
every  thing.  The  roads  are  admirable.  Marshal  the  Duke  of  Tarentum  continues  to 
destroy  Dunaboorg.  The  wooden  materials,  palisades,  &e.  which  were  immense,  served 
Id  make  fenx-de-joie  in  honour  of  the  16tb  of  August.  Prince  SchwatKuburg  writes 
from  0ssiati,  oh  the  17tb,  that  his  advanced  gt^ard  has  pursued  the  xnemy  on  the  road 
lo  Divin;  that  he  has  uken  some  hundreds  of  prisoners,  and  obliged  the  eneiny  to  bom 
bis  baggage.  General  Biaaclii,  however,  who  commands  the  advanced  guard,  has  sac* 
ceeded  in  seixing  800  baggage  waggous,  which  the  enemy  could  neither  carry  off,  nor 
destroy.  The  Russian  araiy  under  Tormasoff  has  lost  almost  all  its  baggage.  The  equi- 
page for  the  siege  of  Riga  has  begun  to  move  from  Tilsit  for  the  Dwina.  General  St. 
Cyt  has  taken  a  position  on  the  Drtssa.  The  route  of  the  enemy  at  the  battle  of  Polotsk 
ta  the  18th«  was  complete.  The  brave  Bavarian  General  D^roy  was  wounded  on  the 
field  of  honour,  at  the  age  of  7^,  after  neaj'ly  60  years'  service. — His  aiajesty  has  nomi- 
nated him  a  count  of  the  empire,  with  a  revenue  of  30,000  francs.  The  Bavarian  corps 
behaved  witir  much  bravery. — His  majesty  has  granted  it  rewards  and  honours.  The 
enemy  gave  out  that  he  would  make  a  stand  at  Doroghobouj.  He  had,  according  to 
costoin,  thrown  up  earth,  and  constructed  batteries.  The  army  having  xhewii  itself  in 
#rder  of  battle,  the  emperor  repaired  thiiber;  but  the  enem3'*s  general  thought  better  of 
it— 'beat  a  retreat — and  abandoned  Doroghobouj,  a  city  containiug  ten  thousand 
aouls,  and  eight  steeples.  Head  quarters  were  there  on  the  t6th,  aud  on  the  27th  at 
Slawkovo.  The  advanced  guard  is  close  to  Viasma.  The  viceroy  luaiuauvres  on  the 
left,  at  two  leagues  from  the  great  road ;  the  Prince  of  Eckmuhl  on  the  great  road ;  and 
Prince  Poniatowski  on  the  left  bank  of  the  Osma.  The  capture  of  Smolensko  appears 
to  have  had  a  sad  effect  on  the  spirits  of  the  Russians.  It  was  called  Smotcnsko  the  sacred; 
SmpUuAif  ihe  throng  I  the  key  rf  ^lotcow;  besides  a  thousand  other  common  sayings* 
Wkcevfr  hat  SmoUasko  has  Moicow,  say  the  peasants.  The  heat  is  excessive;  it  has  not 
lained  for  a  month.  The  Duke  of  Belluno,  with  the  9th  corps,  30,000  men  strong,  has 
set  out  (torn  Tilsit  for  Wilna.     This  corps  is  to  form  the  reserve. 

SIXTEENTH  BULLETIN  OF  THE  GRAND  ARMY. 
VuuwM,  Avgusi  31. —TUt  head  q«iartersof  tlie  Emperor  were,  ou  the  27th  at  ^awkovo; 
on  the  C8tli,  near  Senlovo;  on  the  S9(h,  in  a  pastle  one  league  in  the  rear  of  Viasma; 
and  on  the  30tb,  at  Viasma;  the  army  marching  in  three  columns — the  left  formed  by 
the  Viceroy,  proceeding  by  Kanouchkino,  Zuamenkb!,  Kostcrectkovo,  and  Novoe — the 
centre  formed  by  the  King  of  Naples,  the  corps  of  the  Prince  of  Eckmuhl,  the  Duke  of 
Elcbiugeo  and  the  guards  marching  on  the  grand  road^the  right  by  the  Prince  Ponia* 
towtky  marcliing  on  the  left  bank  of  the  Osna  by  Volosk,  Louchkc,  Pokroskoe,  and 
Slonckino*    Oa  the  f  7tb  the  eacmj  wiiluiig  to  leit  on  the  Osma,  oppoiite  the  village 
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Biebk«,  tuok  •  position  with  his  Vear-gnard.     The  King  of  Naples  directed  his  cavalry 
•n  the  left  of  the  eneiny>  which  amoanted  to  7  or  8000  cavalry. — Scverel  charges,  took 
place,  all  to  oor  advantage.     A  battallion  of  the  enemy  was  penetrated  by  the  4tfa  regi* 
Bcnt  of  lancers.     A  baudred  prisoners  were  the  result  of  this  small  affair.     The  posW 
lions  of  the  enemy  were  curried,  and  he  was  obliged  to  qoicken  his  retreat.     On  lb« 
S&h,  the  enemy  was  porsaed.    The  advanced  guards  of  three  French  columns  came  op 
with  the  rear-gnard  of  the  enemy ;  thej  exchanged  several  cannon  shot.    The  enemy 
was  driven  every  where»     General  Coant  Caulincourt  entered  Yiasma  on  the  t9th,  at 
day-bremk.     The  enemy  had  burned  the  bridges,  and  set  fire  to  several  quarters  of  the 
city.     Viasma  is  a  town  of  15,000  inhabitants ;  there  are  4000  burghers,  merchimts,  and 
artisans;  there  are  59  churches.     Considerable  resources  in  flour,  soap,  drugs/&c.  and 
larg^  magasines  of  brandy  were  found.     The  Russians  burnt '  the   magazines,  and  the 
ioest  houses  in  the  town  were  on  fire  at  our  arrival.     Two  battalions  of  the  25th  were 
employed  with  much  .activity  in  extinguishing  them.     We  got  it  under  and  saved  thtee* 
quarters  of  the  town. — ^Tbe  Cossacks  before  they  left  it,  committed  the  most  dreadful  pil* 
kge,   which  has   made  the   inhabitants  say,  that  the  Rossiaris  think  Viasroa  will  be  no 
longer  under  their  dominion,  since  they  treat  it  in  so  burbaroos  a  manner.     All  the  po*  /' 
polation  of  th^  towns  retires  upon  Moscow.     It  is  said  there  are  now  one  million  and  e 
half  of  souls  in  that  great  city.     They  fear  the  result  of  these  crowds.    The  inhabitantt 
say  thatOeneral  Kootousoff'has  been  appointed  commander-in-chief  of  the  Russian  army* 
and  that  he  took  the  command  on  the  ^Qth.     The  Grand   Dake  Constantine,  who  had 
returned  to  the  army^  having   fallen  ill,  has  quitted   it.     A  little  rain  has  fallen,  whick 
has  laid  the  du^t  that  incommoded  the  army.     The  weather  to*day  is  very  fine — it  wiH 
last,  as  they  believe,  to  the  I9tb  October,  which  gives  us  still  40  days  campaign*      ^ 

IMPERIAL  DECREE. 
Eead-^uarten,  Siawckovo,  Aug,  tO. — Napoleon,  Empiror  op  the  Fkincr,  &c.— 
We  have  decreed,  and  do  decree  as  follows: — The  general  of  division  Count  Gonvion 
St.  Cyr,  is  appointed  a  Marshal  of  the  Empirc.-^Our  minister  at  war  is  charged  withtbe 
execution  of  the  present  decree.

SEVENTEENTH  BULLETIN  OF  THE  GRAND  ARMY. 
Gkjat,  September  3.— The  head  quarters  were,  on  the  31st  of  Aogus'K  at  Velitchero; 
on  the  1st  and  f  d  September,  at  Ghjat.  The  King  of  Naples,  with  the  advanced  guards 
bad  his  head-quarters  on  the  1st  ten  werstsin  advance  of  Ghjat;  the  Viceury  hac^  his  the 
nme  distance  in  advance  on  the  left;  and  Prince  Poniatowiiki  had  puslied  forward  twe 
leagues  on  the  right.  Some  discharges  of  artidery  and  attacks  with  the  sabre  were  ex* 
dianged  in  each  direction,  and  a  few  hundreds  of  prisoners  were  taken,  'i'be  Ghjat 
river  empties  itself  into  the  Wolga.  Thus  we  are  in  possession  of  the  course  of  those 
waters  that  flow  into  the  Caspian  Sea.  The  Ghjat  is  navigable  to  the  Wolga.  The 
city  of  Ghjat  contains  a  population  of  eight  or  ten  thousand  iuuls.  Many  of  the  houset 
are  built  of/Stone  and  brick.  There  are  many  parish  churches,  and  several  manufac- 
tories of  linen  cloth.  It  is  perfectly  cle«r  that  agriculture  has  made  great  prdgresa  in 
this  country  within  the  last  40  years.  It  no  longer  bears  any  resemblance  to  the  dee- 
criptions  which  are  given  of  it.  Potatoes,  pulse,  and  cabbages,  grow  there  in  abuif 
dance— the  granaries  are  lull.  The  present  is  the  harvest  season ;  and  we  enjoy  now  the 
tame  weather  here  as  we  have  in  France  at  the  commencement  of  October.  The  deserters, 
the  prisoners^  the  inhabitants,  all  agree  that  the  greatest  contusion  prevails  at  Moaoow,

Aibed  over  the  Borylthenea.  l|hejr  alio  aet  fife  to  Doroghoboiy*  to  Viasoaa,  and  to 
QhpfX ;  but  the  Prepch  came  up  in  tinifB  to  extinguiab  it.  This  pMj  be  eaaaly  conceived* 
Tbe  French  have  no  jnterett  inbnrning  thoae  towHi  which  belong  to  tbem«  and  in  denri* 
ting  themsel vea  of  the  reaoorcea  which  ihej  afford.  The  oeljara  have  been  every  where 
filled  witlr.brandy»  leather,  and  every  ap^ea  of  article  that  ia  uadul  to  an  armyf-^U 
the  oountry  be  wasted,  if  tbe  inhabitants  anffer  more  than  a  state  of  war  warrants,  tbo 
fipoU  ia  in  the  Hussjans.  The  army  rested  on  tlie  td  and  Sd  in  the  vicinity  Qlyat.  U 
la  poaitively  iNiser^,  that  th?  enemy  is  employed  in  forming  an  intrenched  camp  in 
irontof  Afejaisfc,  and  haa.eatablished  lines  before  Moscow.  At  the  battie  of  Kraanoi* 
Colonel  Macheuf,  of  tlie  si^th  light  cavahy,  was  wounded  with  a  bayonet  at  the  bead  aC 
lit  regiment,  in  tlie  midst  of  a  square  of  Russian  infantry,  which  he  bad  penetmted  wilb 
the  greatest  intrepidij^.    We  have  thrown  alx  bridget  over  the  Gl|jat. 

The  following  is  one  of  the  Rpssian  iirticlea  alluded  to  in  the  seventeenth  bulletin; 

MILITARY  INTELUGENCE. 
**  On  the  4th  (16th)  of  August  the  Emperor  Napoleon,  at  the  head  of  his  whole  army* 
100,000  strong,  made  his  appearance  bcrtore  Smolensko.  He  was  received  about  ais 
wersta  from  the  city,  by  the  corps  of  lieatenant>geueral  Rajewski.  The  battle  commen* 
ced  at  six  o'clock  in  the  morning,  and  at  noon  became  most  bloody.  The  courage  of 
tlie  Russians  overcame  numbers,  and  the  enemy  was  overthrown.  The  corps  of  General 
|>octorow,  which  had  arrived  to  replace  that  of  Rajewski,  attacked  the  enemy  on  tbe 
5th  (17th)  at  day-light,  and  the  engagement  lasted  till  night-fall.  Tbe  enemy  waa 
lepulsed  at  every  point ;  and  the  Rumian  soldiers,  full  of  that  courage  and  intrepidity 
which  animates  them  in  the  defence  of  their  country,  fought  with  desperation,  invoking 
tbe  aasistanoe  of  the  Almighty.  But  during  this  time  the  city  of  Smolensko  was  a  prey 
to  the  fiamea,  and  oar  troopa  took  a  position  between  the  Dnieper,  the  village  of  Peneva, 
and  Doroghobouj.  The  capture  of  Smolenako,  which  waa  reduced  to  aahea  by  the 
•nemy,  cost  them  more  than  fO,000  men.  The  inhabitants  had  all  left  it  previoaa  to 
tte  battle.  The  loss  in  killed  and  wounded  on  our  side  amounts  to  4000  men  The 
brave  Generali  Sfcalen  and  Bulla  are  amongst  the  fwrmer.  We  have  made  a  great  num* 
ber  of  prisoners,  and  whole  battaKona  of  the  enemy's  army  were  obliged  to  lay  dows 
their  arms  in  order  to  escape  death.  Three  regiments  of  cossaeks^  and  three  of  cavalry^i 
overthrew  sixty  s(|uadrena  of  th4  enemy's  horse,  commanded  by  the  King  of  Naples.'

At  eight  o'clock  the  positions  of  the  enemy  were  carried,  his  redoubts  taken,  and  oar  ai« 
liBery  crowned  bis  heights.  The  advantttge  of  position  which  the  enemy's  batteries  bad 
•Rjojed  for  two  hours,  now  belonged  to  us.  The  parapets  which  had  been  occupied 
against  ms  during  the  attack,  were  now  to  oor  advantage.  The  enemy  now  saw  the  bat- 
tle lost,  which  he  thought  had  only  commencH.  A  part  of  his  artillery  was  taken ;  the 
TMt  WHS  withdrawn  to  his  lines  in  the  rear.  In  this  extremity  he  attempted  to  restore 
tbcr  combat,  and  attack  with  all  his  masses  those  strong  positions  which  be  was  anabJe  t» 
fPTOteet.  Three  hundred  pieces  of  French  cannon,  placed  on  these  heights,  thundered 
vpon  his  masses,  and  his  soldiers  died  at  the  foot  of  those  parapets  which  they  bad 
nised  with  so  much  )aboor«  and  as  a  protecting  shelter.  The  King  of  Naples,  with  the 
csrahy,  made  various  charges.  The  Duke  of  £lcbiBgcn  covered  himself  with  gtorj« 
•nd  displayed  as  much  intrepidity  as  coolness,  llie  empcrur  ordered  a  charge  of  the 
front,  the  right  in  advance;  this  movement  made  us  masters  of  three  parts  of  the  field  of 
Vtttle.  Prince  Poniafowslti  fought  in  the  wood  with  various  success.  There  btiil  re« 
■mined  to  the  enem^-  Ins  redoubts  to  the  rip;ht.  Uciiercl  Co'int  Moraud  marched  thither, 
and  carried  them ;  but  at  nine  in  the  morning,  attacked  on  all  sides,  he  could  not  main- 
tsin  himself  there.  The  enemy,  encouraged  by  this  advanta^'c,  made  his  reserve  and  bit 
last  ^troops  advance  to  try  his  fortune  again.  The  imperial  guards  formed  a  part  of 
them.  He  attacked  our  centre,  which  formed  the  pivut  ot  our  riglti.  For  a  moment  it 
W8S  feared  that  he  m^ht  curry  the  village,  which  was  burnt ;  the  division  Friaxkt  ad  van* 
eed  thither;  80  pieces  of  French  cannon  immediately  arrest,  and  then  overwhelm  the 
enemy's  columns,  which  sto7>d  for  two  hours  in  close  order,  under  the  chain-shot,  not 
daring  to  advance,  unwilling  ro  retire,  and  renouncing  the  hope  of  victory.  The  King 
of  Md pies  decided  their  uncertainty.  He  caused  the  4th  corps  of  cavalry  to  make  • 
charge,  who  penetrated  ihrongli  the  breaches  which  uur  cannon-shot  had  made  in  the  con- 
densed masses  of  the  Husi>ian%  and  the  squadrons  ol  their  cuirassiers;  they  dispersed  on 
all  sides.  The  general  of  division  Count  Cauiaincourt,  governor  of  the  emperor's  pages, 
advanced  at  the  head  of  the  5lh  regiment  of  cuirassiers,  overthrew  every  thing,  and  en- 
tered the  redoubt  on  the  left  by  its  gorge.  From  this  moment  there  was  no  longer  any  uncer- 
tainty, the  battle  was  gained.  He  turned  upon  the  enemy  tiie  t\  pieces  of  cannon  which 
were  found  in  the  redoubt.  Count  Cauiaincourt,  who  had  distinguished  himself  in  this 
fine  charge,  has  terminated  his  carreer.  He  fell  dead,  struck  by  a  bullet — a  glorious 
death,  and  worthy  to  be  envied.  It  was  now  two  in  the  afteinoon;  ilie  enemy  had  lost 
all  hope;  the  buttle  was  ended,  the  cannonade  still  continued;  the  enemy  fought  for  e 
retreat  and  safety,  but  no  longer  for  victory.  Ti^  loss  of  the  enemy  is  enormous;  from 
It  to  13,000  men,  and  from  8  to  9000  Russian  horses,  have  been  counted  on  the  field  of 
battle ;  60  pieces  of  cannon,  and  5000  prisoners  have  remained  in  our  power.  We  have 
bad  t500  killed,  and  thrice  that  nmuber  wounded.  Our  total  loss  may  be  estimated  at 
10,000  men;  that  of  the  enemy,  at  from  40  to  50,000.  Never  was  there  seen  such  a 
field  of  battle.  Out  of  6  dead  bodies,  there  were  five  Russians  for  one  Frenchman. 
Forty  Russian  generals  were  killed,  wounded,  or  taken;  General  Bagration  was  wonn-* 
ded.  We  have  lost  the  gmeral  of  division  MoQibruii»  killed  by  a  caimon  ball;  General 
Count  Cauiaincourt,  who  was  sent  to  occupy  his  place,  was  killed  by  a  shot  of  the  same 
kind,  an  hour  afterwards.  I'he  generals  of  brigade  Compere,  Piauzonne,  Marion,  and 
Huart,  were  killed ;  seven  or  eight  generals  were  wounded,  the  most  of  them  slightly. 
The  prince  of  Eckmubl  has  received  no  iajery.    Tb«  French  troops  covered  thcmselt et 
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with  glorj,  aud  duplayed  their  great  superiority  to  tlie  Russian  troops.  Such«  in  a  fern 
words,  is  a  sketck  of  the  battle  of  Mo&kwa,  fought  a  few  leagues  in  the  rear  of  Mojaiak» 
and  twentjr-fire  leaga^  from  Moscow^  near  the  little  river  Moskwa.  We  fired  60,000 
cannot  shot,  which  are  already  replaced  by  the  arrival  of  800  artillery'  cans,  which  pass- 
ed SiDoIenako  previous  to  the  battle.  All  ihc  woods,  and  villages  irom  tiie^ field  of  iMit* 
tie  to  this  place  are  covered  with  dead  and  wounded.  We  have  found  here  2000  kiUed 
or  amputated  Russians.  A  number  of  generals  aud  colonels  are  prisoners.  The  ei»» 
pcror  was  never  exposed ;  neither  the  foot  nor  horse-guards  were  eiigaged,  or  lost  * 
single  man.  The  victory  was  never  uncertain.  Had  the  enemy  when  driven  fiKMB  hit 
intrenchments*  not  endeavoured  to  retake  them,  our  loss  would  have  been  greater  than 
bis;  but  be  destroyed  his  army  by  keeping  it,  from  eight  o'clock  till  two,  under  thefim 
Af  oar  lotteries,  and  in  obstinately  attempting  to  regain  that  which  was  lost.  This  wift 
the  cause  p[  £is  immense  loss.  Every  one  distinguished  himself.  The  King  of  Napka 
and  the  Duke  of  ELchingcn  were  peculiarly  conspicuous.  Tlie  artillery,  and  parties^ 
larly  that  of  the  guards,  surpassed  itself.

REPORT  TO  HIS  MAJESTY  THE  EMPEROR  AND  KING. 
"  SiEB — The  result  of  the  examination  of  the  prisoners,  of  whom  the  greater  part 
ignorant  recruits  or  men  taken  before  the  close,  and  off  the  field  of  battle,  as  well 
almost  all  of  them  wounded  with  bullets,  and  the  greater  part  dying,  has  afforded  bm 
the  following  inCormation  with  regard  to  some  divisions  of  the  enemy's  army.  First-— Tb« 
12th  division,  forming  part  of  the  7th  corps,  composed  of  the  infantry  regiments  of  Sao* 
leasko,  Narva,  Alexopol,  aud  New  Ingria,  as  well  as  of  the  6th  and  41st  regiments  of 
foot  chasseurs,  aud  commanded  by  Major-general  Palitxin,  who  had  succeeded  General 
Knlbakin,  wounded  at  Mohilow,  received  its  recruits  which  were  drawn  from  dep6tt 
and  brought  op  by  Miloradowita  on  the  3d  instant,  in  consequence  of  which  the  regiment» 
of  infantry  were  raised  to  800  each,  and  the  chasseur  regiments  to  I'JOO,  which  makea 
the  strength  of  this  division  to  have  amounted,  before  the  battle  to  4800  men,  exclusive 
of  two  companies  of  artillery^  with  twenty 'four  pieces  of  cannon,  from  six  to  twelve 
pounders.  On  the  day  of  the  battle  of  the  7ili  of  September,  this  division  was  stationed 
in  the  centre  of  the  first  line.  About  two  in  the  afternoon  it  had  already  sustained  great 
lou,  and  was  In  want  of  ammunition.  A  lieutenant  of  the  rcgiuieut  of  Alexopol,  named 
Peter  Voronin,  who,  having  been  'Sent  to  the  reserve,  to  demand  more,  lost  his  way 
'  among  the  brnsh-wood,  and  was  taken  after  the  retreat  of  the  army,  declares,  tJiat  Gen. 
Bajewski,  commanding  the  corps  d'arm^e,  received  a  severe  contusion,  which  obliged 
him  to  quit  the  field  of  battle,  and  that  the  gcneral-in*chief.  Prince  Bagration,  was 
woonded.  All  the  prisoners  of  this  division  agree  in  stating,  that  it  lost  more  than  half 
its  number,  and  that  its  confasion  was  complete  at  the  time  of  its  retreat;  and  that  it 
owed  its  safety  solely  to  Platow  and  Uvaroff,  who  covered  it.

Mtle^  Viivma.  ^  Thiftf— Th«  labond  diviaion  df  grenadiiera;  coriaiating  of  tfa^  regimetili 
0f  AatitcaD>  f  anagaria,  Khrtf.  Hoae6w,  Little  Roaaia,  and  Siberia,  commanded  by  Mnea 
Clunlea  of  Keckleifbinrgfa,  and  Ibmnng'part  of  the  8di  corps  of  Boroadin,  was  Rationed 
eathe  5ch  of  Septettfber,  at  the  great  redoobt  which  waa  taken  on  the  aaibe  day,  and 
irtNtte  it  leit  ita  ca^noh,  a  etfltfiiel,  and  more  than  the  half  of  its  nfeh.  The  regiments 
df  this  dfviabit  we^^  quite  MX  dh  arriving  at  Smelensko;  bottliey  had  liot  mme.than 
jmOoadi OK  the  5ih,  befoi-e  the  action,  and  nombered  not  more  tbah  from  f  to  BOO 
eaoiS  en  the  ihomiag  of  the  7thi  wlwn  they  were  in  6ie  Ullage  which  they  were  charged 
to  defend,  in  advance  of  the  batteries  of  the  left  flank.  It  was  at  this  time  that  the 
Prince  of  MeckfentMgh  was  wootided.  Foerth — The  second  corps  of  Bagavont  liad 
manmavred  on  tlie  6th  and  7th,  in  order  to  advance  to  the  left  of  the  line,  to  aopport 
the  5d  corps;  All  the  prisonera  assert  that  not  one  half  of  it  retamed  to  Mojaisk.  The 
nrasheteer  regiments  of  Minsk,  Tobolsk,  Volhynia,  and  Krementschog,  as  well  as  lhe-4th 
and  S4th  chasseurs  of  the  4tb  division,  commanded  by  the  Prince  of  Wurtemberg^ 
amoanted  to  800  men  each,  and,  after  the  battle,  none  of  them  could  muster  400.

This  corps  had  few 
officers  killed,  but  many  wounded.  Fifth.  The  24th  division  of  the  6th  corps,  which 
leaa  stationed  in  the  grand  central  battery,  mustered  after  the  battle  only  30  men  each 
company,  though  two  dajs  before  they  amounted  to  100  each  in  the  regiments  of 
Schirwanick,  Butinkas,  Usa,  and  Tomsk;  while  the  companies  of  the  19th  and  40th 
chasaeurs  amounted  to  115  men  each,  by  means  of  recruits  drawn  from  Novogorod- 
Sewersky.  Sixth.  The  second  division  of  the  guards,  composed  of  the  IsmalloflF  and 
Lithuanian  regin>ents  of  grenadiers,  and  of  two  cbassenr  regiments  of  the  goards  and  of 
Finland,  under  the  orders  of  General  Lawroff,  were  stationed  in  line  in  the  rear  of  the 
three  batteries  on  the  left  of  the  centre.  These  regiments  suffered  considerably  from 
the  artillery ;  but  that  of  Ismailoff  having  advanced  with  the  bayonet,  waa  so  vigorous!/ 
charged  by  the  cavalry,  that  not  more  than  40  men  each  c#mpany  were  left  to  it.  Gen. 
Krapowitskiy  commandbg  abrlgade,  and  the  colonel  of  the  regiment  of  lamailoff  weifs' 
there  wounded.

— Dispatches,  qf  which  the  following  are  extracU 
and  copiet,  have  beeo  this  day  received  at  Earl  Batharst's  office,  addressed  to  bit 
lordihip  by  General  the  Marqait  of  WelUugton,  dated  Madrid,  Srxii  and  30iU  August^ 
and  Vdladolk).  7th  and  8th  September.— JOSEPH  BUONAPARTE  has  continued  bi| 
march  towards  Valencia,  and  according  to  the  lost  accoujits  which  I  have  rrccived,  hit 
rear  guard  was  on  the  19th  at  La  Kuda.     I  have  received  a  letter  of  the  IT^th  iVoia 
lieutenant  general  Maitland,  who  had  marched  froiu  Alicant,   and  was  at  Muutforte.— • 
General   Roche  was  at  Alcoy,  from  wheiicc  Suchet  had  retired  to  St.  Feiippc ;  and  it 
was  supposed  he  was  about  to  cross  the  Xucar.     General  O'DonncIl  was  on  the  samo 
day  at  Yecla,  in  Murcia.     The  enemy's  troops  from  Vaihdolid  drove  in  majur-goneral 
Anson*8  picquGts  atTudcla,  on  the  18th.     The  major  general,  however,  still  maiulaius 
them  on  the  left  of  ibe  Douro.     The  enemy  have  moved  a  body   of  troops  trom  tho 
neighbourhood  9f  Valladolidy  consisting  of  about  six  thousand  infantry,  and  twelve  hun- 
dred cavalry,  under  general  Foy,  which  on  the  17th,  carried  off  the  garrison  of  Toro.— - 
They  then  were  joined  by  a  body  of  infantry  of  thf:  same  strength,  which  h-d  JHcrwisc 
marched  frora  the  Pisucrga  on  the  Rio  Scco,  and   the  whole  were,  on   the  ^Orh,  ahout 
two  leagues  d'lstant  from  Bencvente,  the  Gallician  troops,  with  the  ex(  eptioii  of  tht 
cavalry,  which  still  remained  at  Beueveute,  having  marched   towards  A^torga.     Tht 
enemy  bad  left  the  garrison  of  Zamora  still  bloc|^aded  by  the  Conde  d'Amarantc  ;  but  I 
have  reason  to  believe  that  they  will  relieve  that  garrison  on  their  return  iVoiu  iheir  ex- 
pedition towards  Astorga.     By  accounts  from  Cadiz  of  the  9tli,  I  learn,  that  general 
Cru  had  returned  to  that  port  with  the  detachment  which  had  been  sent  to  the  eastward 
for  the  relief  of  general  Ballasteros.  t  Another  expedition  had  immediately  been  fitted 
oot    These  troops  had  been  landed  at  Huelva  on   the  14th  and  15th  instant,  but  the 
tnemy  evacuated  and  destroyed  the  castle  of  Niebla  on  the  12lb. 

Mmiritt,  Augtut  SO,  1812.^-SINC£  I  wrote  to  yonr  lordship  on  the  S5th  instant,  I 
kave  receif ed  repons  tbat  the  garrison  of  Astorga  M  forraadtred  by  capUulatioa  o% 
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tiw  tdth,  to  the  number  of  one  thoataad  two  hindred  men.  Geneml  Foy  arrived  «t  La 
Banesa  for  their  relief  on  the  f  lft«  with  the  detacbttent  which  I  informed  jou  was  in 
march  for  that  parpose;  and  Ims  paities  fsund  the  place  abandoned  by  the  Spanish 
tcoeps,  Che  French  garruon  having  been  carried  away  as  prisoners. 

VMtiolid,  Somber  7,  1812. — Mr  Lord— UPOX  referring  to. my  dtsp;itch  (o  your 
lordshi|i,  of  the  f4th  of  Jaly,  as  printed  in  the  London  Gaiette  of  the  16th  Aiigiist»  I 
observe  chat,  although  I  reported  my  sense  of  the  conduct  of  (he  German  brigade  of 
heavy  cavalry  under  major  •general  Baron  Bock*  on  the  t3d  July,  I  omitted  to  include 
the  HMmt  of  the  aMuor-general  in  the  enumeration  which  the  dbpatch  contains  of  officers 
who  had  opportunities  of  distinguishing  theasselves.  I  beg  to  take  this  opportunity  of 
vectiQniig  ttu*  emtsnon,  and  of  asiraring  your  lordship  that  the  major-general  distin^uhad 
liimself  in  the  operations  which  led  to  (he  charge^  and  in  the  charge  made  by  the  gallant 
troops  fDider  his  command,  as  he  has  upon  every  occasion  which  has  offered  since  he 
Ins  been  under  my  command.  From  my  personal  observation*  and  the  reports  which  I 
have  received  since  the  action  of  the  9tA  df  July,  I  am  afraid  that  I  have  omitted  the 
■ames  of  arany  other  oiBceca  who  bad  opportunities  of  distinguishing  themselves*;  and 
in  a  case  in  which  all  ^lid  their  duty  in  a  manner  so  honourable  to  tnemselvcs  and  their 
country,  the  limits  of  a  dispatch  do  not  permit  the  mention  of  the  names  of  all  who  hav« 
drawn  the  notice  of  their  superiors  by  their  conduct:  I  nrast»  however,  correct  thn 
amission  of  which  I  have  been  guilty  in  the  case  of  lieutenant.colonel  Arentschildt>  and 
Che  isthnssanef  the  King*s  German  legion,  who  were  distinguished  by^eir  conduct 
thcosm^Mut  the  whole  of  the  day  -of  the  Sf  d  of  July;  and  likewise  in  that  of  lieutenant* 
colonel  Eliey,  the  assistant  adjutant-general,  who  attended  lieutenant-general  Sir  Staple- 
ten  Cotton  throughout  the  action,  was  wounded  by  a  bayonet  in  the  charge  made  by 
asajor-general  Le  Marcfaant's  brigade^  and  had  two  horses  killed  under  him.  I  have 
the  honour  to  be.

VsiUdtUd,  September  7, 181«.— I  QUITTED  Madrid  oi;  the  1st  instant,  in  order  to 
direct  the  movements  of  the  troops  ordered  to  be  collected  at  Arevalo,  as  reported  in 
my  dispatch  of  the  30th  August.  We  moved  from  Arevalo  on  the  4th,  and  passed  the 
Dooro  ott  the  6(h,  at  the  fords  of  Herrera  and  £1  Abrojo.  After  general  Foy  bad  found, 
that  the  garrison  of  Astorga  had  surrendered  by  capitulation,  he  returned  tt  the  Enfa, 
and  marclked  upon  Car  vajatets,  with  a  view  to  surprise  and  cut  off  the  Portuguese  militia, 
which  liad  been  employed  under  lieutenant-general  the  Conde  D*Amaraute,  in  the 
blocka  *€  of  Zamoim.  The  Iheuteaant-general,  however,  made  good  his  retreat,  without 
loss,  to  the  frontiers  of  Portugal ;  and  general  Foy  carried  pflfihe  garrison  of  Zaroora  on 
the  99th  August,  and  marched  for  Tordesillas.  I  cannot  avoid  to  draw  your  lordship's 
attention  to  the  conduct  of  the  Conde  D' Amarante,  and  of  the  militia  under  his  com- 
mand, in  these  operations.  The  zeal  of  the  militia  of  the  province  of  Tras-Ios-Montes, 
tn  voluntarily  servinf;  beyond  the  frontiers  of  the  kingdom,  deserves  the  highest  com« 
mendud.m.  The  whole  remains  of  the  army  of  Portugal  having  been  thus  collected  be* 
tween  this  place  and  Tordesillas,  we  found  their  advanced  guard  yesterday  strongly 
posted  on  the  heights  of  La  Cisterniga;  and  I  know  that  there  was  a  considerable  body 
of  troops  in  and  alxiut  tbi's  town.  As  it  was  late  iu  the  day  before  our  troops  had  crossed 
the  Douro,  we  did  not  mv^ve  forward  till  this  morning.  Tlie  enemy  retired  from  La 
Cisterniga  during  the  nighr.;  and  they  abandoned  the  town  on  our  approach  to  it  in  the 
morninf;,  and  rlrossed  the  Pii^nerga,  and  blew  op  the  bridge.  They  were  closely  followed 
by  the  honenrable  lieutenaat-coloneJ  Frederick  Pontenby  with  a  detachment  of  the 
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Ifth  liglit  dragooot  tbnm^  the  town ;  bnt  mmdc  time  Imviikg  clapted  befote  tbe  iafantiy 
coaki  cooM  ap^  the  eaemjr  could  not  be  prevented  from  destrojiog  the  bfidge.  Tbej 
^en  retired  tloog  the  r^ht  of  tbe  Pisoerge  to  Deenes,  where  their  retr  wi)^  probehlj 
halt  thk  night.  When  general  Fojr  moved  toward*  Astorga,  the  armj  of  QalKcia  reti- 
nd;  and  aince  hb  nuffch  to  ihc^Douro,  they  have  again  advanced  to  the  Eala.  The 
EmpccBnado  baa  infomed  me  that  general  Villa  Campa  had  taken  prisonera  the  troopa 
which  bad  been  the  garriaoo,  and  had  evacaated  Cnen^  after  the  aorrender  of  the 
Betiro.  Theae  troopa  amonnted  to  one  thouaand  men,  with  two  gvns,  and  belonged  tn 
Sadiel'i  a»^.    Mjr  laat  accoonta  from  lieutenant-general  Maiiland  are  of  the  f  4tb«

I  have  received  a  diapatcb  of  the  f9th  from  Heatenant-general  Sir  Rowland  Hill,  from 
Llercna»  to  which  plate  the  general  had  moved  in  poraait  of  the  troopa' mid er  general 
OroaeC  He  iends  me  the  encloaed  letter  from  colonel  Skenett»  (already  pabli»hcd> 
who  command*  the  Britiah  and  Portogoese  troopa,  which  compose  part  of  the  detach- 
mcnt  imder  general  Crua»  from  which  I  Jeam  that  the  allies  had  entered  Seville  on  tiie 
fT'lb.

— Extract  of  a  letter  from  captain  Harper,  of  hia 
Ma^eaty's  sloop  Saracen,  to  Admiral  Sir  Richard  Bickerton,  hart,  dated  Spitbead,  f  8d 
instant,  and  transmitted  by  the  last-mentioned  officer  to  J.  W,  Croker,  esq. — WHILST 
proceeding,  in  pursuance  of  your  orders  on  the  flat  instant,  last  evening  et  snn*set,  tjuck 
hasy  weather,  Beachy*bead  bearing  N.  by  W.  distant  seven  or  eight  miles,  1  observed^ 
in  the  S.S.E.  two  large  luggers,  in  chace  of,  and  very  near,  three  deep-laden  English 
vessels.  1  instantly  nmde  all  sail  for  their  protection,  and  after  a  short  -but  anxioua 
chace,  aocc^eded  in  capturing  Le  Courier,  French  logger  privateer,  of  fourteen  gone 
and  mty  men,  commanded  by  Mr.  Juan,  and  belocging  to  Calais.  The  French  captain 
and  two  of  the  crew,  were  desperately  wounded  before  they  surrendered.  The  other 
logger,  named  L'Honorine,  of  equal  force,  fiaving  got  at  a  great  distance  whilst  securing 
the  one  I  boarded,  and  darlr  night  coming  on,  I  am  sorry  it  was  nut  in  my  power  ^to 
capture ;  but  I  completely  drove  her  off  the  coait,  and  I  have  every  reason  to  believe 
that  the  three  vessels  they  were  in  chace  of,  escaped.

Extract  of  a  dispatch  from  lieutenant-general  Sir  George  Prevost,  to  Earl  Bathurst, 
dated  Montreal,  August  17,  1812. — I IIAVK  the  honour  to  inform  yuur  lordship,  that 
an  invasion  of  Upper  Canada  took  place  on  the  12th  July  iast,  the  enemy  having  on 
that  day  crossed  the  river  Detroit  with  a  force,  composed  of  regular  troops  and  militia, 
together  with  forty  or  fii\y  cavalry,  aiuouniing  in  the  whole  to  about  two  thousand  three 
hundred  men,  uudt;r  tlic  command  of  brigudier-general  Hull,  and  took  post  at  Sandwich. 
The  militia  in  the  neigbbourbood  not  being  able  to  oppose  uny  elfectual  resistance,  rc« 
treated  upon  tlieir  ap()roach  towards  Fort  Amhertsburg,  about  twelve  miles  distant  — 
Part  of  the  enemy's  force  having  since  advanced  to  within  six  miles  of  that  fort,  several 
skirmishes  have  taken  place  between  them  and  tlie  troops  of  the  garrison,  which  have 
constantly  terminated  in  favour  of  the  latter,  with  the  loss  of  several  men  on  the  part  of 
the  enemy,  and  of  only  one  soldier  of  the  41  st  killed,  and  another  wounded,  and  a  simi- 
lar loss  on  the  part  of  the  Indians;  and  I  am  happy  to  say,  that  on  these  occasions,  bis 
Majesty's  41si  regiment  in  a  particular  manner  distinguished  themselves.

Ibrtrcss  of  Callinger,  and  the  intoperable  obstacles  which  occasioned  its  failure.  Tbi» 
detail  is  contained  in  a  dispatch  from  colonel  Martmdell,  eomnu^nding  the  troops,  dated 
the  4th  ultimo.  We  have  the  honour  to  transmit  a  copy  of  that  dispatch,  together  with 
the  copj  of  a  letter  from  the  adjutant -general,  in  which  the  former  has  been  commnnt- 
cated  to  goverament.  We  participate  most  cordially  in  the  applause  bestowed  by  his 
excellency  the  commander-in-chief,  and  by  colonel  Martindell,  on  the  exemplary  gal^ 
laotry  and  perseTering  intrepidity  manifested  by  the  officers  and  men  engaged  in  this 
assault;  an  assault  which,  although  it  failed  in  the  immediate  attainment  of  its  object*' 
can  scarcely  be  deemed  unsnccessful ;  since  to  the  terror  inspired  by  it  roust  be  ascribed 
the  subsequent  snrrend(>r  of  this  almost  iropre;;nahle  fortress,  on  ternf,  and  in  a  manner 
which  have  maintained  the  credit  of  our  arms,  without  any  sacrifice  of  dignity,  or  anj* 
concessions  of  materi-A)  importance  to  onr  interests.  We  cancnr  also  entirely  in  tW 
praise  bestowed  by  the  commander-in-chief  on  the  dlstin/uished  xral,  judgment,  and 
exertions  of  colonel  Martindell,  in  conducting  the  arrangen:  *nts  and  aperations  of-  thd 
late  serTice  iu  Bnndlecuud.  We  deeply  lament  the  loss,  in  killed  and  mounded,  which# 
by  the  return  accompanying  colonel  Martindell's  dispatch,  yotir  lionoarable  court  will' 
find  has  attended  this  enterprise ;  but  we  have  the  satisfaction  Vo Jenm,  that,  with  rerj 
few  exceptions;  the  wounded  are  in  a  state  of  recovery,  and  that  the  total  number  of 
those  who  have  been  killed,  or  who  have  died  of  their  wounds  including  ofiiccrs,  does 
not  exceed  nineteen  or  twenty.

— Sir — T  AM  directed  by  the  commander-in- 
chief  to  request  you  will  lay  before  the  right  hon.  the  gov-gen.  in  council,  the  enclosed 
copy  of  a  dispatch  dated  the  4th  ult.  but  only  received  this  murtiing,  from  col.  Martindell, 
commanding  iu  Bundlecand,  detailing  the  particulars  of  the  assault  on  Callinger,  on  the 
morning  of  Feb.Sd,  and  transmitting  a  return  ot  the  killed  and  wounded  in  that  most  gal- 
lant enterprise.  Although  the  commander-in-chief  deeply  laments  the  loss  sustained  by 
the  British  troops  in  the  attempt  to  carry  Callinger  by  storm,  his  excellency  considers  the 
early  surrender  of  that  celebrated  fortress  to  the  British  power,  as  the  immediate  conse- 
quence of  the  impression  made  on  the  mind  of  the  en(*my,  hy  the  dctennined  sptrit  shewn 
in  the  assault  of  the  breach,  and  by  the  severity  of  the  loss  he  ex|>erienced  on  that  occa- 
sion. The  commander-in-chief  trusts  that,  ahliough  the  exertions  of  lieutenant-colonel 
Mawbey,  of  his  majesty's  5dd  foot,  and  of  the  brave  ofhcers  and  men  who  acted  under 
him  oti  this  arduous  service,  were  not  crowned  by  the  immediate  succe«>s  which  ihey 
deserved,  owing  to  the  formidable  natural  obstacles  which  opposed  them,  their  zeal  and 
gallantry  will  not  be  viewed  the  less  entitled  to  the  distint;uished  Hpprobiition  of  his 
lordship  in  council.  Reverting  to  the  arrangements  made  for  assembling  the  force  befure 
Callinger,  and  for  investing  .the  place,  as  well  as  to  the  progress  of  the  siege,  tlur  c<im« 
mander-ic-chief  finds  jnst  occasion  for  bringing  to  the  favourable  notice  of  government, 
the  conduct  of  colonel  Martindell  in  the  general  direction  of  the  important  service  con- 
fided to  his  experience  ajid  ability;  and  the  persevering  zeal  and  exertions  manite^ted 
by  all  descriptions  of  the  troops,  the  detachments  of  the  European  cavalry,  aitiilery,  and 
infantry,  the  native  infantry  and  pioneers  in  the  laborious  operations  of  the  siege  prior 
to  the  assault  on  the  f  d  February.  The  right  honourable  the  governor- general  in  cou  ncil 
will  have  noticed  with  peculiar  tatistactioD,  in  colonel  MartindelPs  former  dispatches^ 
the  testimony  borne  to  the  serv^ices  rendered  by  the  artillery  and  engineer  departmenta 
tbrougfaoot  the  siege;  and  to  the  exemplary  valour  dispUiyed  by  captain  Smyth,  thit 
directing  engineer,  on  the  morning  of  Feb.  Sd.

G.^H.  FagBDy  adjutant-seheral.— — Sin — WIl'H  reference  to  my  letter  to  your  ad- 
dress of  the  2d  instant*  reporting  the  failure  on  the  morning  of  that  day,  I  huve  now . 
the  honour  to  transmit  a  return  of  the  killed  and  wounded,  and  to  state,  tor  the  infor- 
mation of  his  excellency  the  coramander-in-chieC  tliat  the  storming  party  consisted 
«f  five  companies  of  his  majesty's  5Sd  regiment,  twelve  companies  of  grenadiers, 
and  nine  companies  of  light  infantry  of  the  line,  divided  into  three  columns  of  eight 
companies  each,  exclusive  of  the  grenadiers  and  light  infantry  of  his  majesty's  53d, 
^nder  captain  Fraser  of  that  corps;  and  the  following  is  the  disposition  that  was  made 
on  the  day  previous  to  the  attack.  The  forlorn  hope,  consisting  of  a  serjcAnt  and  twelve 
privates  of  his  majesty's  53d  regiment,  were  to  lead,  followed  by  the  grenadiers  and 
liglit  infantry  of  that  corps.  The  lst«  or  leading  column,  consisting  of  the  remaining 
three  companies  of  his  majesty's  53d,  and  five  companies  of  grenadiers;  the  second  co- 
lumn composed  of  eight  companies  of  grenadiers  and  light  infantry*  under  the  command 
of  lieutenant  colonel  Fraser,  of  the  1st  battalion  of  the  11th  regiment,  and  the  third 
column,  of  eight  companies  of  grenadiers  and  light  infantry,  under  the  comioaud  of 
major  Cumberledge,  of  the  2d  battalion  of  the  2d  regiment.  The  grenadiers  and  li^hk 
infantry  of  his  majesty's  536,  after  gaining  the  summit  of  the  breach,  were  ordered  to 
file  to  the  right  and  left  along  the  rampart. .  The  1st  column  was  instructed  after  enter- 
ing the  breach,  to  push  along  the  north  front;  the  second  through  titc  ^ruve,  ne»i;ly  in 
the  centre,  and  the  3d  column  along  the  south  side  of  the  fort :  the  several  columns  were 
U>  co-operate  and  support  each  other  as  circumstances  may  hdve  required.  The  top  of 
the  breach  was  crowded  by  the  enemy  during  the  whole  of  the  storm,  .exposed  to  a  most 
severe  fire  of  cannon  and  musketry,  which  destroyed  ihem  in  great  numbers.  The  foot 
of  the  breach  being  high,  it  was  impossible  to  get  to  it  without  the  assistance  of  ladders, 
and  all  those  that  got  up  them  to  the  top  of  the  rock,  which  is  the  foot  of  the  breach* 
were  as  instantly  knocked  down  by  the  constant  shower  of  heavy  stones.  To  these  in- 
stirmouniable  obstacles  is  to  be  ascribed  the  failure  on  the  2d  instant,  and  I  beg  you  will 
be  pleaded  to  assure  his  excellency  that  the  conduct  of  lieutenant-colonel  Mawbey,  and 
that  of  ever}'  officer  and  man  employed  on  the  storming  party,  was  such  as  to  meet  my 
entire  approbation ;  and  at  the  same  time  that  I  regret  the  loss  of  some  brave  officers  and 
men,  with  our  want  of  complete  success,  I  am  satisfied  that  the  whole  did  every  thing 
in  the  power  of  men.  I  have  further  the  satisfaction  to  assure  his  excellency,  that  the 
lustre  of  our  arms  has  not  been  tarnished  on  this  occasion,  but  on  the  contrary  the  per- 
severing bravery  and  great  exertions  of  the  troops  has  struck  terror  inro  the  enemy  and 
the  surrounding  country.  I  directed  major  Kelly,  with  the  troops  under  his  command 
in  the  town,  consisting  often  companies  of  native  infantry,  to  divert  the  attention  of  the 
enemy  while  the  principal  attack  was  going  forward,  by  making  a  false  attack  on  the 
gateway,  and  if  opportunity  offered  to  enter  the  fort  by  the  dau&eway  leading  up  to  it; 
but  the  natural  strength  of  the  passage  is  such,  added  to  the  state  of  preparation  of  the 
enemy,  that  it  was  nut  practicable  to  do  any  thing  effectual  in  this  quarter  ;^  and  I  beg 
you  will  be  pleased  to  assure  his  excellency  that  the  major  and  his  part}'  did  all  that  it 
was  possible  for  them  to  do,  under  existing  circumstances,  and  that  his  conduct,  and  that 
of  his  officers  and  men  merit  every  praise.

Derentng'Streei,  October  H,  1812. — A  dispatch,  of  which  the  following  ban  extract, 
has  been  this  morning  received  at  Earl  Bathurst's  office,  addressed  to  bis  lordship  by 
General  the  Marquis  of  Welimgton,  K.B.  dated  Villa  de  Toro,  near  Burgos,  Slst  Sep- 
Ctember,  1812.— I  CONTINUED  to  follow  the  enemy  with  th^  troops  under  my  command 
611  the  16th,  when  I  was  joined  at  Pampllega  by  three  ditisioni  of  infantry,  and  a  small 
libdy  of  cavalry,  of  the  army  of  Gallicia ;  hit  excellency  the  captain*general  Castanos 
IfaVing  arrived  at  head  quarters  on  the  14tlr.     The  enemy  had,  on  the  16tbj  taken  »- 
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ftroug  position  on  the  hei|^ts  behind  Celada  del  Canino,  aiuJ  arraugemeuCs  were  iBa4€ 
to  attack  them  on  the  nomiiig  of  the  17th,  but  the  euemj^  retired  iu  the  night,  and  they 
were  driven,  on  the  17th,  to  the  heiglits  dose  to  Burgos.     Tbe^  retired  througli  the  toim 
in  the  night,  leaving  behind  them  some  cluthiog  and  other  atores,  and  a  large  quantity 
ot  wheat  and  barley ;  and  the j  have  since  conti|iued  tl^eir  netreat  to  Briviesca,  wbex«,  ift 
is  reported,  they  have  been  joined  by  seven  thousand  conscripts.     It  is  likewise  reported, 
that  the  Prince  of  Esling  has  been  ordered  by  the  local  government  of  Franue,  to  coa« 
«nd  take  tJif  command  of  the  army.    The  castle  af 'Burgos  commands  the  passages  of 
Che  river  ^danzpn  in  the  neighbourhood,  and  the  roads  communicating  irith  them,  •• 
completely,  that  we  could  not  pass  the  river  till  the  19th,  when  we  eifected  that  operatiotf 
JB  two  colomnSf  the  .^tb  division  and  brigadier-general  Bradford's  brigade  above,  and  tb« 
irst  division  and  brigadier-general  Pack's  brigade,  and  major-general  Anson's  cavalry^ 
below  the  town.     Burgos  is  situated  in  that  division  of  Spain  allotted  to  the  army  of  tha 
north,  and  general  Caffarelli,  lyho  had  been  hereon  the  17th,  bad  placed  in  the  castk» 
garrison  of  the  troops  of  that  army,  consisting,  as  is  reported,  of  two  thousand  five  ima« 
4red  men.     The  enemy  had  taken  considerable  pains  to  fortify  the  castle  of  Biu^oi^ 
and  had  occupied  with  a  horuwork  the  hill  pf  St.  Michael's,  which  has  a  considerahte 
command  over  some  of  the  worls  of  the  castle,  at  the  distance  of  three  hundred  yarda. 
They  had  likewise  occupied  omer  parts  «f  that  hill  with  fleches  and  other  works  fer  lbs 
protection  of  their  picquets  and  outposts.     As  soon  as  the  ilrst  division  crossed  the  Axu 
lanzon  on  the  19th,  the  enemy's  out-posts  were  drtvcu  in  by  the  light  infantry  battalKUi 
of  colonel  Sterling's  brigade,  under  the  command  of  the  honourable  major  Cocks,  «ap>    i 
ported  by  brigadier  general  Pack's  brigade,  and  tiie  eneniy's  outworks  oo  the  hill  of  St. 
Michael's,  with  the  exception  of  the  hornwork,  were  occupied  by  our  troops,  which  wtt% 
pasted  close  to  the  homwork.     As  soon  as  it  was  dark,  the  same  troops,  with  the  additi^ 
«f  the  4'id  regivnent,  attacked  and  carried  by  assault  the  hornwork  wliich  the  enemy  had 
occupied  in  strength.     In  this  operation  brigadier-general  Pack,  licuteuaut  colonel  Hill 
of  the  1st  Portuguese  regiment,  colonel  Campbell  of  the  16th,  raajur  Williams  of  the 
4th  Caf  adores,  major  Dick  of  the  42d  regiments  and  the  honourable  major  Cocks  of  the 
79th  regiment,  commanding  the  Kght  infantry  battalion,  distinguished  themselves;  the 
latter,  in  particular,  led  the  attack  of  the  enemy's  posts  in  the  morning,  and  entered 
the  hornwork  by  its  gorge  .at  night     We  took  three  pieces  of  cannon  and  one  captain^ 
ond  sixty  two  prisoners;  but  I  am  sorry  to  add  that  our  own  lo!»s  was  severe,  as  appears 
t>y  the  enclosed  return.     It  was  impossible  to  ascertain  the  exact  slate  of  the  works  of 
the  castle  of  Bursos,  till  we  had  obtained  possession  of  the  hill  of  Saint  Michael's.     Since 
the  19th,  we  have  been  employed  in  establishing  onrselves  on  the  hill  of  Saint  Michael's 
and  iu  constructing  those  works  which  are  heft  calculated  to  forward  our  future  opera- 
Cioos.     The  whole  of  the  army  have  crossed  the  Arlanzon,  with  the  exception  of  the 
6th  division,  and  one  divuion  of  Spanish  infantry.     I  have  accounts  from  Sir  Rowland 
Hill  of  the  14th;  he  was  then  at  Truxillo,  and  had  received  my  orders,  and  was  to  be 
at  Oropesa  on  the  18th.     I  have  not  heard  that  marshal  Soult  has  yet  left  Granada;  be* 
waa  still  there  on  the  8th.    General  BaUastcros  had  followed  the  enemy's  movements 
from  the  Ouadalete,  and  had  been  very  successful;  he  was  at  Loxa  on  the  6th.     The 
enemy  had  abandoned  Andujar  tend  Juen.     The  last  accounts  I  have  from  Alicant  are 
of  the  10th  instant.    Joseph  Buonaparte's  army,  and  that  of  Sachet,  were  still  in  Vv 
lencia.     I  have  no  late  accounts  from  Cadiz.

Vowning'ttreet,  October  6,  1812. — CAPTAIN  COORE,  aid-de-camp  to  lieutenant- 
general  Sir  George  Prevost,  governor  inchief  of  his  Majesty's  provinces  in  North  Ame- 
rica,  arrived  this  morning  with  dispatches  from  the  lieutenant-general,  addressed  to  Earl 
Dathurst,  oni^  of  his  Majesty's  principal  secretaries  of  ^tate,  dated  Montreal,  August  ^6, 
181C,  of  which  the  foHowiug  is. an  e&tract  and  a  copy. — My  Lona — 1  FEEL  the  greatest 
sutisfactiou  in  truni>iui|iing  to  yuur  lordship  a  letter  which  I  have  this  day  received  by 
eikpress  from  major-general  Brock,  announcing  to  me  the  surrender  of  Fort  Detroit,  on 
the  16th  instant,  by  brigadier-generul  Hull,  with  the  army  under  his  command,  exceed- 
ing two  thousand  five  hundred  men,  together  with  twenty-five  pieces  of  ordnance.     In 
my  dispatches  of  the  I7tli  and  f!4th  instaut,  I  had  the  honour  of  detailing  to  your  lord- 
ship, the  opcratiuns  which  had  taken  place  in  Upper  Canada,  in  consequence  of  the  in« 
vasion  of  that  province  by  the  army  of  the  United  States,  brigadier-general  Hull  having 
crossed  the  Detroit  river  on  the  I'Jth  of  last  month,  with  twu  thousand  three  hundred 
mi*o,  consisting  of  regular  cavalry  and  infantry,  and  militia,  bringing  with  him  several 
fSeld  pieces ;  and  having  driven  in  the  militia  towards  Amherstburg,  first  advanced  to 
Sandwich,  and  afterwards  approached  Amherstburg  with  a  part  of  his  army  to  the  river 
Canard,  about  five  miles  from  the  fort,  where  he  was  foiled  in  three  attempts  to  cross 
that  river,  and  suffered  a  considerable  loss.     The  garrison  of  Amherstburg  consisted,  at 
that  time,  of  a  subaltern's  detachment  of  the  royal  artillery,  commanded  by  lieutenant 
Truu^htou;  of  a  d^achmsnt  of  three  haodred  lucn  of  the  41st  regimeotj  uader  the  cob« 
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ttmd  of  cmptmia  Moir,  and  of  abont  as  roanj  of  the  militia ;  the  vrh^le  under  the  command 
of  lieotenant-colonel  Saint  George,  inspecting  field  officer  of  militia  in  the  district.-*" 
General  Brock,  relying  opon  the  strong  assorances  I  had  given  bim  of  a  reinforcement 
M  prompt  and  as  effectoal  as  the  circumstances  under  which  I  was  placed  bj  this  new 
war  woold  permit  me  to  tend,  adopted  the  most  vigorous  measures  for  the  safety  of  that 
part  of  the  frontier  which  had  been  attacked.  In  these  measures  be  was  most  opportune* 
ly  aided  by  the  fortunate  surrender  of  Fort  Michilimackinac,  which  giving  spirit  and 
confidence  to  the  Indian  tribes  in  the  neighbourhoods  part  of  whom  had  assisted  in  its 
capture,  determined  them  to  advance  upon  the  rear  and  flanks  of  the  American  army, 
as  soon  as  they  beard  that  it  had  entered  the  province.  The  certainty  of  the  expected 
reinfarcenents,  and  the  weakness  ot  the  enemy  on  the  Niagara  frontier,  had,  in  the 
neaatime,  induced  General  Brock  to  detach  from  the  garrison  of  Fort  George,  fifty 
men  of  the  41st  regiment,  under  captain  Chambers,  into  the  interior  of  the  country,  for 
the  purpose  of  collecting  such  of  the  Indians  and  militia  as  might  be  refdy  to  join  him, 
and  of  afterwards  advancing  upon  the  left  flank  of  the  enemy.  Sixty  men  of  the  same 
regiment  were  also  detached  from  that  garrison  to  Amberstburg,  and  forty  to  Long 
Point,  to  collect  the  militia  in  that  quarter.  Having  made  these  dbpositiuns,  and  having 
previously  sent  forward  colonel  Proctor  of  the  41st  regiment  to  Amherstburg,  where  he 
arrived  and  assumed  the  command  on  the  26th  of  last  month.  General  Brock  ^proceeded 
himself  from  York  on  the  5th  instant,  for  Fort  St.  George  and  Long  Point  on  lake  £rie» 
which  hist  place  he  left  on  the  8th  following  for  Aroherstburg  with  forty  rank  and  file  of 
tbe  41st  regiment,  and  two  hundred  and  sixty  of  the  militia  forces.  Whilst  gen.  Brock 
was  tbos  hastening  his  preparations  for  the  relief  of  Amlierstburg,  the  prospects  of  the 
American  army  under  geheral  Hull,  were  becoming  every  day  more  uufavourable,  and 
their  situation  more  critical.  The  intelligence  of  tjie  fall  of  Michilimackinac  had  reached 
tbem,  which  they  knew  must  expose  them  to  an  attack  of  the  Indians  on  one  quarter,  at 
the  same  time  that  they  were  threatened  on  another  by  the  force  approaching  under 
captain  Chambers ;  an  Indian  tribe  of  the  Wyaudots,  whom  thev  had  in  vain  attempted 
to  bribe,  aided  by  a  detachment  of  the  4l8t  regiment  from  Amherstborg,  had  succeeded 
in  catting  off  ilieir  supplies  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  river,  and  in  intercepting  tlietr 
dbpatches^  which  described,  in  very  strong  terms,  their  apprehensions  and  despondency. 
The  losses  they  had  sustained  in  their  different  actionsi  upon  the  Canard  river,  as  well 
M  those  for  protecting  their  supplies,  together  with  the  mode  of  warfare  pursued  by  the 
Indians,  had  greatly  discouraged  and  dispirited  them,  and  had  convinced  general  Hull 
bow  hopeless  any  attempt  would  be  to  storm  Fort  Amherstburg,  without  great  reinforce* 
laents,  ai^d  a  battering  train.  It  was  under  these  circumstances,  at  this  critical  period, 
ind  when  the  enemy  were  beginning  to  consult  their  security  by  intrenching  themselves, 
that  general  Brock  entered  Amherstburg  with  a  reinforcement,  which  he  was  fortunately 
enabled  to  do  on  the  IXth  instant,  without  the  smallest  molestation,  in  consequence  of 
oar  decided  naval  superiority  on  the  lakes.  To  liis  active  and  intelligent  mind  the  ad- 
vantages which  the  enemy's  situation  afforded  him  over  them,  even  with  his  very  inferior 
force,  became  iramediataiy  apparent;  and  that  he  has  not  failed  most  effectually  to  avail 
Jiiuuelf  of  those  favourable  circumstances,  your  lordship  will,  I  trust,  be  satisfied  from 
tke  letter  which  I  have  the  honour  of  transmitting.  Having  thus  brought  to  your  lord- 
tkip's  view,  the  different  circumstances-  which  have  led  to  the  successful  termination  of 
the  campaign  on  the  western  frontier  of  Upper  Canada,  I  cannot  withhold  from  major- 
general  Brock,  the  tribate  of  applause  so  justly  due  to  him  for  his  distinguished  conduct 
OB  this  occasion,  or  omit  to  recommend  him,  tlirougk  your  lordship,  to  the  favourable

George  Frevost,  bart.— Sir — I  HASTEN  to  apprise  jonr  excellency  of  the  capture  of 
this  w€ty  important  post.  Two  thousand  five  hundred  troops  have  this  day  surrendered 
prisoners  of  war,  and  about  twenty-five  pieces  of  ordnance  have  been  taken  without  the 
.  loss  of  a  drop  of  British  blood.  I  had  not  more  than  seven  hundred  troops,  including 
militia,  and  about  six  hundred  Indians,  to  accomphah  this  service.  When  I  detail  my 
good  fortune,  your  excellency  will  be  astonished.  1  have  been  admirably  supported  by 
colonel  Proctor,  the  whole  of  ray  staff,  and,  I  may  justly  say,  eviKy  individual  under  my 
command.

general  Hull's  invasion  of  Upper  Canada,  which  has  terminated  most  gloriously  to  hit 
I^iajesty's  arms,  in  that  officer's  defeat  and  surrender,  as  a  prisoner  of  war,  with  the  whoU 
of  the  north-western  army,  together  with  the  Furt  Detroit,  and  three-and-thirty  pieces  of 
ordnance.

States'  regiment  accompanying  ir,  I  trust  that  officer  will  have  the  honour  of  delivering 
to  your  lordship.

Head-qttarten,  Detroit,  August  17, 1812. — Sir— I  HAVE  had  the  honour  of  informing 
your  excellency,  that  the  enemy  effected  his  passage  across  the  Detroit  river  on  the  12th 
ultimo,  without  opposition,  nnd  that  after  establishing  himself  at  Sandwich,  he  had  ra- 
vaged the  country  as  far  as  the  Moravia  town.  Some  skirmishes  occurred  between  tl>e 
troops  under  lieutenant-colonel  St.  George  and  the  enemy  upon  the  river  Canard,  which 
uniformly  terminated  in  his  being  repulsed  with  los^.  I  judged  it  proper  to  detach  a 
force  dowa  the  river  Thames,  capable  of  acting  in  conjunction  with  tlie  garrison  of  Am- 
herstburg  offensively,  but  captain  Chambers,  whom  I  had  appointed  to  direct  this  de» 
tachment,  experienced  difficulties  that  frustrated  my  intentions.  The  intelligence  re* 
ceived  from  that  quarter  admitting  of  no  delay,  colonel  Proctor  was  directed  to  assume 
'  the  command,  and  his  force  was  soon  after  increased  with  sixty  rank  and  file  of  the  41st 
regiment.  lu  the  mean  time  the  most  strenuous  measures  were  adopted  to  cvunteraet 
the  machinations  of  the  evil-disposed,  and  I  soon  experienced  the  gratification  of  recei?* 
ing  Toluntary  offers  of  service  from  that  portion  of  the  embodied  militm  tbe  roost  easily 
collected.  In  the  attainment  of  this  important  point,  gentlemen  of  tJie  first  character  end 
influence  shewed  an  example  highly  creditable  to  them;  and  1  cannot  on  this  occasion 
•md  meatiomiig  tbe  ejaential  assistance  I  deaf  ed  from  John  M*DoneU,  esq.  bis  AIa« 
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jesij^s  attorney-geDeinl^  who,  from  the  begioning  of  the  war,  has  honoured  me  with  liis 
services  as  nj  proTincial  aid^de-camp.     A  sufficiency  of  boats  bemg  collected  at  Long 
Point  for  the  eonrejance  of  three  hondred  meni  the  embarkation  took  place  on  the  8tll 
instant,  and  in  five  dajs  arrived  in  safety  at  Amherstburg.     I  found  that  the  jadicioui 
arrangement  which  had  been  adopted  immediately  upon  the  arrival  of  colonel  Proctor, 
had  compelled  the  enemy  to  retreat,  and  take  shelter  under  the  guns  of  hb  fort :  that 
officer  commenced  operations  by  sending  strong  detachments  across  the  river,  with  a 
view  of  catting  oiF  the  enemy's  communication  with  his  reserve.    This  produced  two 
amart  skirmishes  on  the  5th  and  9th  instaat,  in  both  of  which  the  enemy's  loss  was  very 
constderablej  whilst  ours  amounted  to  three  killed  and  thirteen  wounded ;  amongst  tb« 
latter  I  have  particularly  to  regret  captain  Mnir  and  lieutenant  Sutherland,  of  the  41st 
regiment,  the  former  an  officer  of  great  experience,  and  both  ardent  in  his  Majesty'i 
service.    Batteries  had  likewise  been  commenced  opposite  Fort  Detroit,  for  one  eighteen* 
ponoder,  two  twelve,  and  two  ive  and  a  half  inch  mortars;  all  of  which  opened  on  the 
evening  of  the  15th,  (having  previously  summoned  brigadier-general  Hull  to  surrender) 
aid  although  opposed  by  a  well  directed  fire  from  seven  twenty-four-pounders,  such  was 
their  eonstructioQ,  under  the  able  directions  of  captain  Dixon  of  the   royal  engineers^ 
that  no  injury  kas  sustained  from  its  effect.     Tlie  force  at  my  disposal  being  collected 
in  the  course  of  the   15th,  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Sandwich,  the  embarkation  took 
place  a  little  after  day-light  on  the  following  rooming,  and  by  the  able  arrangements  ef 
IteotCBant  Dewar,  of  the  quarter-master-general's  department,  the  whole  was,  in  a  short 
time,  landed  without  the  smallest  confusion  at  Spring  Well,  a  good  position,  three  miles 
west  of  Detroit.    The   Indians,  who  had  in  the  mean  time  effected  their  landing  two 
niles  below,  moved  forwards  and  occupied  the  woods,  about  a  mile  and  a  half  on  our 
left.    The  force  which  I  instantly  directed  to  march  against  the  enemy,  consisted  of 
thirty  royal  artillery,  two  hundred  and  fifty  41st  regiment,  fifty  royal  Newfoundland 
regnaent,  four  hundred  militia,  and  about  six  hundred  Indians,  to  which  were  attached 
three  six-pounders,  and  two  three-pounders.     The  services  of  lieutenant  Troughton, 
commanding  the  royal  artillery,  an  active  and  intelligent  officer,  being  required  in  the 
field,  the  direction  ef  the  batteries  was  intrusted  to  captain  Hall,  and  the  marine  de* 
{Mrtmeot,  and  I  cannot  withhold  my  entire  approbation  of  their  conduct  on  this  occasion. 
I  crossed  the  river,  witb  an  intention  of  waiting  in  a  strong  position  the  effect  of  our  force 
vpoQ  the  enemy's  camp,  and  in  the  hope  of  compelling  him  to  meet  us  in  the  field;  but 
receiving  information  upon  landing,  that  colonel  M'Arthur,  an  officer  of  high  reputation^ 
liad  left  the  garrison  three  days  before  with  a  detachment  of  five  hundred  men,  and 
liesring  soon  afterwards  that  his  cavalry  bad  been  seen  that  morning  three  miles  in  our 
^^h  I  dedded  on  an  immediate  attack.     Accordingly  the  troops  advanced  to  within 
<>Qe  iDtIf  of  the  fbrt,  and  bavhig  ascertained  that  the  enemy  had  taken  little  or  no  pre* 
cotkm  towards  the  land  side,  I  resolved  on  an  assault,  whilst* the  Indians  penetrated 
^  ctmp.    Brigadier-general  Hull,  however,  prevented  this  movement,  by  proposing  a 
***sti(m  of  hostilities,  for  the  purpose  of  preparing  terms  of  capitulation.    Lieutenant* 
coioDei  John  M'Donell  and  captain  Glegg  were  accordingly  deputed^y  me  on  this 
^on,  and  returned  within  an  hour  with  the  conditions  which  1 1^^  ^^^  honour 
l^reaidi  to  trananut.    -Certain  censiderations  afterwards  induced  me  to  agree  to  the  two 
^Pplementary  articles.    The  force  thus  surrendered  to  his  Majesty's  arms  cannot  be 
Wonted  at  lest  than  two  thousand  five  hundred  men.    In  this  estimate  col.  M'Arthur's 
<ietidmient  Is  inclBded,  as  he  surrendered,  agreeably  to  the  terms  of  capitulation,  io 
^  oimna^f  the  ertniag,  witii  the  eicepdon  of  two  hundred  men,  whoui  he  left  escorlr 
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ing  a  taltiable  cooToy  at  some  little  distance  ia  his  rear ;  but  there  can  be  no  donbt  the 
officer  commanding  will  consider  himself  equally  bound  by  the  capitulation.     The  ene- 
my's aggregate  force  was  divided  into  two  troops  of  cavalry ;  one  company  of  artillery 
regulars;  the  4th  United  States  regiment;  detaehments  of  the  1st  and  3d  United  States 
regiment,  volunteers;  three  regiments  of  the  Ohio  militia ;  one  regiment  of  the  Michigan, 
territory.    Thirty-three  pieces  of  brass  and  .iron  ordnance  have  already  been  secured.—- 
When  this  contest  commenced,  many  of  the  Indian  nations  were  engaged  in  active  war- 
fare with  the  United  States,  notwithstanding  thecon»taut  endeavours  of  this  government 
to  dissuade  them  from  it.     Some  of  the  principal  chiefs  happened  to  be  at  Aroherstburg^. 
trying  to  procure  a  supply  of  arms  and  ammunition,  which  for  years  had  been  withheld^ 
agreeably  to  the  instructions  received  from  Sir  James  Craig,  and  since  repeated  by 
your  excellency.     From  that  moment  they  took  a  most  active  part,  and  appeared  fore- 
n»ost  on  every  occasion ;  they  were  led  yesterday  by  colonel  Elliott  and  captain  M'Kee, 
and  nothing  could  exceed  their  order  and  steadiness.     A  few  prisoners  were  taken  bj 
them  during  the  advance,  ^hom  they  treated  with  every  humanity ;  and  it  affords  mt 
much  pleasure  in  assuring  your  excellency,  that  such  was  their  forbearance  and  attentioa 
to  what  was  required  of  them,  that  the  enemy  sustained  no  other  loss  in  men,  than  what 
was  occasioned  by  the  Are  of  our  batteries.     The  high  sense  I  entertain  of  the  abilities 
\  and  judgment  of  lieutenant-colonel  Myers,  induced  me  to  appoint  liira  to  the  important 
command  at  Niagara;  it  was  with  reluctance  I  deprived  myself  of  his  assistanoe^  bothad 
no  other  expedient;  his  duties  as  bead  of  the  quarter-master-general's  department  were 
performed  to  my  satisfaction  by^  lieutenant-colonel  Nicholls,  quarter-master-general  of 
the  militia.     Captain  Giegg,  my  aid-de-camp,  will  have  the  honour  of  deliveriug  this 
dispatch  to  your  excellency ;  he  is  charged  with  the  colours  taken  at  the  captuve  of  Fort 
Detroit,  and  those  of  the  4th  United  States  regiment.     Captain  Glegg  it  capable  of 
giving  your  excellency  every  inforiuation  respecting  the  state  uf  this  province,  and  I 
shall  esteem  myself  highly  indebted  to  your  excellency  to  afford  him  that  protection  to 
which  his  merit  and  length  of  service  give  him  a  powerful  claim.     I  have  the  honour 
to  be,  &c.

— I  should  have  mentioned  in  the  body  of 
my  dispatch  the  capture  of  the  Adams ;  she  is  a  fine  vessel,  and  recently  repaired,  but 
without  arms.

leligion,  of  which  all  persons  both  civil  and  military  will  take  notice,  and  govern  tbem- 
felves  accordingly.

Mesilatf,  My  Sf « 181t.-~MT  Lfimb— t  HAVE  the  hononr  to  mfom  jo«r  fordshtp 
that  several  large  armed  Tcsiels  liaring  assembled  at  Pietra  Nero*  for  the  pnrpoee  of 
carrying  to  Naples  the  contributions  of  Lower  Calabria*  in  oil,  silks,  &c.  &c.  I  conoeived 
it  an  object  to  attempt  their  destroction.  For  thb  porpuse  I  selected  three  hnndfed 
«aitten*  and  trained  them  to  the  minagemeat  of  small  arms ;  and  having  received  ialbr- 
■Mdott  of  the  enemj's  being  ready  to  depart,  I  left  Messina^  with  a  light  division  of  tfao 
Joiilla*  and  landed  near  Pietra  Nero;  but  the  enemy  having  heard  of  oar  intention, 
leere  so  completely  prepared,  that  I  found  it  necessary,  after  some  skirmishing,  to  re- 
embark.  The  division  of  gun-boats  of  captain  Natoli  appearing  at  this  moment,  I  called 
them  to  our  assistance,  and  again  attacked  the  enemy,,  who  bad  now  assembled  a  very 
considerable  foree,  consisting  of  the  3d  Neapolitan  regiment  of  the  linoi  commanded  by 
colonel  Patria,  a  troop  of  cavalry  and  Polish  lancers,  the  legionaries  of  Palmi,  and  all 
tiie  armed  peasantry  of  the  vicinity,  independent  of  the  crews  of  the  armed  vessels,  each 
df  which  bad  twb  heavy  guns  in  her  bow,  which  they  fired,  hoisting  French  colours  on 
our  approach.  Two  batteries  of  three  thirty-sii-pouoders  commanded  the  beach  within 
a  few  yards.  The  quick  and  well  directed  fire  of  the  gun-boats  soon  silenced  the  fire 
of  the  batteries,  and  under  the  cover  of  grape  and  musketry,  I  pot  on  shore  the  smalh 
arm  men,  and  about  thirty  of  the  foreign  corps  of  marine  artillery,  who  advanced  in  an 
admhrable  style  against  the  enemy's  line,  and  beat  them  up  the  hill,  destroying  a  nombery 
9nd  uAing  others  prisoners;  at  this  time  another  division  of  seamen  disembarked,  and 
in  a  few  minutes  eleven  large  vessels,  laden  with  silk,  ^c.  &c.  were  in  flames,  or  blown 
Vp;  and  the  guns  in  both  batteries  spiked  and  disabled.  From  the  different  reports  of 
the  prisoders,  there  could  not  be  less  than  twelve  hundred  men  assembled  at  Pietra  Nero 
to  protect  their  vessels,  and  the  French  general  Manh6,  having  had  intimation  of  our 
intention,  had  himself,  on  the  day  ptevions  to  the  attack,  visited  the  defences  of  Pietm 
Kero,  made  the  officer  commanding  there  acquainted  with  our  object,  and  was  himself 
on  the  spot'during  ttre  attack.  Yonr  Tordsliip  will  therefore  be  able  to  form  a  jodgment 
of  the  ardour  and  gallantry  of  our  men,  so  very  inferior  in  numbers,  and  having  .to  aet 
against  a  reg^ilariy  orgaoissd  body ;  no  men  could  behave  better  than  the  seamen  of  thn 
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flotilla,  and  the  narioe  artillery  oa  thb  occasion.  Of  the  former  I  regret  to  aay  tbat 
tkrce  have  been  kiUed  aiid  ae  vca  w^onded ;  of  the  latter,  two  killed  and  teven  wounded. 
Four  officers  and  tbirty-six  privates  have  been  made  prisoners  belonging  to  the  enemj*s 
artillery  and  3d  regiaeiit;  three  others  deserted  to  as  £rom  the  enemy's  ranks,  and  joined 
oar  men  in  the  porsuit.  Lieut-col.  Lucchcsi  and  captain  NatoU  were  very  active,  and 
colonel  Robinson  played  off  Congreve's  rockets  to  good  effect  among  the  cavalry.  No 
damage  iias  baca  received  by  the  boats  of  the  flotilia.

A  letter 
fma  captain  Mollis,  of  the  Achille,  stating,  that  on  the  17th  of  July,  the  boats  of  that 
ftbip  and  tbeCerberos  captured  or  destroyed^  off  Venice,  tweWe  sail  of  the  enemy's  Uar 
hsoooloet.  And  also  a  letter  from  captain  Rowley,  of  the  Eagle,  reporting  tlie  captum 
by  storm,  on  the  SOtli  July,  and  subsequent  destruction  of  the  battery  of  cape  (^este,  in 
the  Adriatic,  by  a  detachment  from  the  35th  regiment,  and  a  party  of  marines,  under 
csptain  Rutherford,  of  tbe  S5th,  embarked  in  the  boats  of  the  Kagle,  under  lieutenant 
Cannon;  and  the  captore  by  the  latter  of  an  enemy's  gun-boat  ou  the  22d.

La  Fidellc;^ 
a  government  transport,  loading  with  ship  timber.  And  also  a  letter  from  captain  Shiaw^ 
of  his  Majesty*s  sloop  Philomel,  giving  an  account  of  his  having,  on  the  24th  of  August 
run  on  shore  a  French  Polacre  privateer,  near  Valencia,  where  she  was  (^umt  by  tbt 
otw  on  obatidooiiig  her.

— My  Lord — ^I  AM  most  happy  in  baring  to  begin 
jny  C9iiespeAdenoe  Hem  Sc  Felertborgh,  by  annoancing  that  the  arms  of  his  imperial 
pn^esljy  have. been  eiotorious  in  a  nmst  obstiBate  and  general  action,  fonght  on  the  Ttll 
Saplember,  at  the  village  of  Brodino,  betireen  Mejsiske  and  Tjatc,  on  tlie  grHir  rand 
6mn  Smoiensfco  to  Moeoow.  it  appears  that  Boonapaite  bad  concentrated  his  foroea 
nAer  the  aAur  of  Saiolensko.  Prmce  Koatoosoff,  on  hit  part,  had  selected  a  position^ 
gnd  Jud  established  his  force*  In  its  vicinity.  On  the  4th  of  September  the  enemy  made 
a  teconootsance  in  force,  and  eras  driven  back  with  lost.  On  the  5th  of  September  the 
French  attacked  tlie  left,  and  were  repulsed  with  considerable  slaughter,  both  in  the 
action  and  in  the  retreat,  and  witli  the  loss  of  seven  or  eight  pieces  of  xirdnance.  On 
the  6th  of  September  nothing  of  consequence  took  place;  but  Prince  Koutotisoffbroughr 
op  his  reserves,  completed  his  dispositions,  and  added  several  intrench meiits  and  bat* 
teries  on  Ms  left,  '  On  the  7th  of  September,  under  cover  of  a  thick  mist,  the  Frendb 
•gain  attacked  the  left  with  great  impetuosity,  and  with  all  the  means  and  soccessioni 
•f  fresh  troops  that  thry  have  hitherto  employed  in  their  most  desperate  eiertiona.  They 
were  reoetved  hy  the  divisions  of  grenadiers  belonging  to  the  left  wing,  ■commanded  by 
Prinee  Bagmtion;  and  the  centre  of  the  Rossiah  line  having  in  its  turn  attacked  the 
laam  diracted  against  the  left,  the  affair  became  general.  Prince  KontousoflT  dates  bit 
dtfpatch  6om  tlie  field  of  battle.  The  eiferoy  are  stated  to  have  covered  their  retreat 
by  the  Wiitemberg  infantry,  and  by  large  corps  of  cavalry.  General  Platow,  however* 
with  the  Cossacks,  followed  them,  and  killed  or  took  great  numbers.  The  enemy  re* 
tirod  upwards  of  tliirteen  versts.  I  have  dcutned  this  dispatch  two  days,  in  expectation 
nf  further  necnts,  and  of  a  more  detailed  report,  but  as  letters  have  been  received  aa 
lata  aathe  9tli  September,  I  have  thought  it  expedtent  lo  transmit,  in  its  ^hesent  fbrm» 
thn  aaconnt  of  an  affair  which  nrast  for  ever  add  Instre  to  the  military  achieveaMntl  of 
thiannpire,  and  whieh,  though  it  may  iiot  be  decisive^  mast- at  least  prove  a  most  im- 
imrtnnt  Ibitura  «o  the  history  of  thb^war.  I  have  seen  letters  fhrns  distingnithed  oiBcera 
nf  great  asperianae^  ihey  nonaider  thit  aa  by  te  tlie  aott  dreadful  and  dcttnictive  c^- 
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gagjCBMrit  they  ever  vit»€Me4«  iiifioitetf  bvywmd  tiAit  of  PrassUn  £yl« w.  Several  fea«ri| 
afficcrs  have  been  wounded,  betides  thoeo  named ;  and  tiie  loss  of  oficera  of  etiier  feafee 
is  stated  to  have  been  in  proportion  to  that  of  the  men.     I  have  nut  heard  tbe  lUiMiatt 
loss  eftiaiated  at  lets  thaa  twenljr-4ve  llwusand  men.    Tlie  less  of  the  -PreiMb  tbeeld  h% 
tniaitely  greater,  because  ef  tbe  pertoit,  and  because  the  fire  of  their  artillefj  eeate4 
at  an  eartj  hour,  while  that  of  tbe  Russians  eontineed  as  long  as  the  gens  eoeld  he 
brooght  to  bear.     The  nea^raised  troops  from  Moscow  were  brougtit  up,  and  appear  te 
be  perfectly  efficient.     Tbese  who  were  engaged  behaved  well.    The  right  wing  was  aot 
■Bcb  called  apon;  and  of  the  guards,  one  battalion  only  is  stated  to  have  settained  wmf 
loM.    Reports  have  hcee  received  of  the  janctioe  of  tbe  lieid  of  tbe  army  from  MoMa-^ 
fiiwitfa  geeeral  Tormasoff's  eorpa,  which,  with  another  eerpi,  coasisting  of  aeverel 
4inaoDt,  wbich  has  joined  that  oAcer>  wiU  amount  to  an  army  of  eighty  Hiousand  awn 
«f  dM  best  descriptiea.    The  cor|>s  of  eighteen  thousand  men  which  embarked  at  Hd- 
■Dgl!in»  has  landed  at  Bevel,  and  is  by  this  time  near  Riga,  wiiicb  will  lead  to  aa  im* 
ardiste  feinforcement  of  general  Wittgenstein's  corps.    Too  much  praise  cannot  be  givcai

|od  ilierda  a  roost  elllcitDt  co'Operalion  tuwards  a  Miccesbfu]  accotuiilish- 
L.  There  is  milbing,  on  the  une  hand,  more  obooxious  to  a  free  people^ 
a  bongbty  contempt  even  of  ilieir  liiitnoon :  and  there  is  noiliing,  on 
ilher  Itand,  more  dimgei-out  to  a  slate,  than  an  anxious  and  syslematifi 
•ompliauCfe  with  tliem.  Our  readers,  p^rliapg,  will  apply  these  cursory  ob- 
aervalion*  for  tliemselves,  as  ibry  proceed  through  tbe  fuUowiog  Darratlve. 

In  our  Cbrooiclt  for  Wt  month,  we  curried  down  our  history  of  ih*  cur* 
^i  caiBjUU£n  to  Augntt  20,  1613,  at  which  thne  the  Klarquis  ^YelUugtoa 
poueeitioD  of  Madrid,  and.occopied  in  the  itrangement  of  tbe  provi- 
{onal  ^vnicueiit.      As  these  occasions  dctHioed  hioi  from  litis  date  (ill  iha 
>t  of  the  eDtning  mouth,  we  »hall  cmjihiy  thU  interval  in  throwing  a  cursory 
ew  over  the  proceeding*  of  the  enemy  in  different  parts  of  Spain,  uod  there* 
r  exbibit  t«  the  rtadcr  a  briuf  iMa  nf  the  state  of  the  Peninsula  at  this 
Ti»d.      Let  me  be  allowed  to  express  a  hoj>e,  ihnl  I  shall  not  have  collected 
k1  arranged  ibese  maleriala  and  documents  of  the  current  campaign  in  vain» 
Sot  that  tome  writer  of  belter  talent  than  myself  will  avail  bimselTof  what 
I  fadve  heaped  to  his  hand,  and  by  relating  them  in  the  snilable  dignity  and 
method  of  tiistory,  give  a  record  worthy  of  the  acts.     1  think  J  may  procure 
•uch  a  writer  the  assistance  of  (be  Marijuis  of  Wellesley,  and  he  shall  certain- 
ly be  welcome  to  whatever  I  myseKcitn  give, 

Ot  all  the  towns  in  the  Peniosula  which  remained  in  poBMSslon  nf  ltd 

Spaniards,  there  was  aoi>e  more  important,  as  well  by  its  position,  as  by  It* 

■trengtb,  than  Cadiz.     Cadiz  is  to  Spain   »hst  Lisbon  and  its  Imes  are  to 

lugaL     ll  ia  the  citadel  of  its  strength  and  refuge;    tbe  centre  of  it)  de> 

JMc*  and  comiDunicatioD.    A  happy  position  enables  it  to  defy  every  bostil* 
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attempt  of  a  power  wlio  is  not  in  possession  of  the  sea.     Cadiz,  tlieretore,  is 
the  present  seat  of  the  Spanish  government,  and  the  only  fortress  in  which 
the  independence  and  sovereignty  of  the  kingdom  can  be  said  to  reside.     The 
enemy  had  made  several  attempts  to  possess  themselves  of  it:  in  the  first 
place,  by  the  seduction  of  a  party  within  its  walls;  and  when  this  failed,  by 
a  rapid  march  to  ^uprise  it.     The  courage  and  alacrity  of  the  Duke  of  Albu- 
querque saviKl  it  in  the  latter  instance,  having  entered  it  only  twenty-four 
hours  before  the  arrival  of  the  French  army.     From  that  period  to  the  sum- 
mer of  the  present  year  it  was  besieged  by  a  French  army,  and  as  the  inge- 
nuity of  the  French  engineers  had  much  improved  their  artillery,  and  particu- 
larly the  projectile  power  of  their  mortars,  much  mischief,  alarm,  and  con- 
sequent depression  and  intrigue,  had  ensued  in  the  city.    It  was,  moreover,  as 
jEi  consequence  of  this  siege,  totally  cut  off  from  all  supplies  from  the  main 
land;  and  thereby,  to  the  great  distress  of  a  numerous  population,  compelled 
to  receive  its  support  from  sea.     It  was  therefore  a  most  valuable  advantage 
.  to  the  allied  cause,  when  the  battle  (^f  Salamanca,  and  the  consequent  occu- 
pation of  Madrid,  compelled  the  French  to  rai^e  this  siege  and  investment. 
This  event  occurred  on  the  night  and  morning  of  the  24th  and  25tli  of 
August   181?,  whilst  the  Marquis  of  Wellington  was  at  Madrid.     They 
withdrew  by  the  way  of  Xeres  and  Seville.     They  left  behind  them  a  numer- 
ous artillery,  and  a  large  quantity  of  stores  and  powder.    This,  therefore,  wa» 
one  of  the  fruits  of  the  occupation  of  Madiid,  namely,  the  raising  of  the  siege 
of  Cadiz,  the  diminution  of  the  force  of  the  enemy  by  the  ruin  of  so  much  of 
his  heavy  artillery,  and  the  levelling  of  woiks  which  had  cobtJiim  so  much, 
time  to  construct. 

This  abandonment  of  Cadiz  was  iminediately  followed  by  another  equalfy 
important  advantage.  For  the  purposes  oi  defence  and  military  contribu- 
tion, the  kingdom  of  Spain  is  distributed  by  Buonaparte  into  military  dis- 
tricts, each  district  having  its  own  C()mm4ndcr  and  army.  Tlie  four  pro- 
vinces of  Andalusia,  (designated  as  kingdoms,  by  reference  to  their  history 
utider  the  Moors)  were  under  Marshal  Soult,  who  had  fixed  his  hcad-quaitcrs 
at  Seville.  He  was  here  in  the  midst  of  that  garden  of  the  Peninsula  and 
Europe— the  south  of  Spain,  and  the  banks  of  tiieGuadahjuiver,  (composed  of 
the  four  abovementioned  kingdoins,  Seville,  Jaen,  Murcia,  and  Granada),  a 
disUict  to  which,  in  natural  fertility  and  heavenly  climate,  no  Euicpean  king- 
dom can  produce  a  parallel,  and  wliich,  by  the  peculiar  blessing  of  heaven  and 
nature,  unites  the  florid  beauty  of  tropical  luxuriance  with  the  health  and  vi- 
gour of  European  teiupciature.  It  has  been  the  bappy  boast  of  ibis  region  of 
beauty,  that  in  every  age  it  has  rendered  its  inhabitants  poets;  and  such  is  th« 
influence  attached  almost  to  its  very  name,  that  the  pluin  and  humble  writer 
of  this,  who  is  certainly  any  thing  but  a  poet,  forgets  lor  a  moment  the  dia 
and  array  of  battle,  and  teels  inclined  to  take  the  pabtoral  rccd,  and  to  tij^ 
even  his  own  strains  on  the  banks  of  the  Dcetis.

To  return,  however,  to  the  thread  of  our  narrative.  Marshal  Sotilt  and 
the  army  of  the  south,  having  the  advantages  of  such  quarters  as  these,  wer^ 
io  higher  condition,  both  ab  to  iofan,try  and  cavalry,  than  any  of  the  other 
French  divisions,  and  indeed  exhibited  frequent  proofs  of  it  id  their  superior 
spirit  and  activity.  It  was  an  undoubted  advantage,  therefore,  that  it  waa 
another  consequence' of  the  occupation  of  Madrid,  that  compelled  marshal 
Soak  to  evacuate  the  whole  of  this  district,  and  to  put  himself  in  march  for 
Valencia.  The  city  of  Seville  was  evacuated  at  the  same  time  with  that  of 
Cadiz,  and  thus  the  whole  of  Andalusia  very  shortly  cleared  of  its  consuming 
enemy. 

The  retreat  of  the  French  from  Seville  was  not  so  imdisturbed  as  was  their 
abandonment  of  Cadiz.  It  was  signalized  by  a  gallant  affair  on  the  part  of 
an  P'nglish  force  under  colonel  Sk^rrett,  an  ufllcer  who  had  already  distin- 
guished himself  in  the  memorable  defence  of  Tarifa.  About  forty  miles  east  of 
Se%'ille,  on  the  north  side  of  the  Guadalquiver,  is  the  small  town  of  Manzanilla. 
On  the  20th  of  August  18 1 2,  at  the  time  that  the  French  were  evacuating  A  nda* 
lasia,  colonel Skerrett  had  his  position  in  this  town,  having  with  him  a  force  of 
800  English  and  Portuguese,  and  about  600  Spaniards  under  general  Cruz.  The 
Colonel  deemed  that  it  would  be  a  benefit  to  the  service  to  hang  closer  upon  the 
retreating  enemy,  and  with  this  view  resolved  to  inuke  a  forward  moverneni 
^Qpon  Seville.  The  French  had  pushed  out  a  corps  of  observation  in  his  im- 
mediate neighbourhood,  at  San  Lucvir.  The  Colonel  began  his  af)erutions  oi: 
the  morning  of  the  24lh  August,  by  marching  against  them.  The  enemy, 
who  were  certainly  inferior  in  number,  though  they  ought  to  have  beep  supe- 
rior in  disciphiie,  were  driven  out  with  success,  and  the  allied  force  establish* 
ed  itself  in  San  Lucar  without  the  loss  of  a  man.  They  remained  there  \h« 
25th,  and  on  the  evening  of  the  following  day,  the  26'th,  made  a  night  march 
for  Seville.  They  reached  t^  heights  iniiiif  diat<:ly  above  the  city  at  six 
o'clock  on  the  following  morning.  I'he  town  of  Seville  is  situated  on  th« 
south  side  of  the  Guadalquiver,  but  the  suburbs  (called  I'riana)  are  on  tb# 
iH>rth  side  of  that  river,  and  are  joined  to  the  town  by  a  bridge  hrom  the  on« 
to  the  other.  As  the  allied  force  had  approached  it  from  the  north,  cfaey 
bad  of  coorse  to  force  these  suburbs  in  the  fit^l  instance,  and  the  bridge  in* 
the  next,  before  they  could  force  the  main  town,     laimediately  upon  -thehp 
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arrival  on  the  heights,  at  «ix  o'ckyck  in  the  aiomiog  •£  August  27th^  the  al- 
lied force  formed,  the  Spanish  in  advance.  The  French  advance  was  driven 
in,  the  cavalry  retired,  leaving  their  infantry  in  the  plam  between  the  heights 
and  river,  on  which  were  the  city  and  subuFba*  This  easy  retreat  of  tl\e  ca« 
¥alry  was  to  sedoce  the  Spiinish  into  the  front  or  flank  of  a  redoubt*  by  which 
the  road  was  commanded  on  the  left,  and  it  ao  far  aoswcred  its  purpose,  that 
the  Spanish  were  led  to  attack  it,  and  thereby  nnoecessarily  lost  a  great 
aumber  of  men.  Colonel  Skerrett,  with  better  judgment,  descended  immsp 
lately  into  the  plain,  so  as  to  turn  the  redoubt,  and  he  further  masqued  it  bj 
a  detachment  of  the  Portuguese.  He  bow  coodoiaoded  the  B^uttA  to  be 
asade  ki  Iwo  columns :  general  Cnut  to  take  l^e  right,  and  onake  a  detoar  sa 
as  to  attack  the  suburbs  on  that  flank;  whilst  himself,  with  ike  English  ami 
PorHiguese,  marched  directly  forward  by  the  high  road  ia  front  The  right 
fimseeded  ia  this  .direction,  and  as  soon  as  it  was  9ean  that  they  -had  arrived 
as  the  destined  spot,  colonel  Skerret  hastened  his  own  march  with  incrsdiblt 
rapidity,  the  artillery  And  cavalry  advancing  at  a  gallop,  and  the.gaesadiaia 
af  the  guards  and  infantry  following  them  almost  with  equal  speed-  This 
rapidity  answered  two  purposes:  a  greater  impetus  andaieaKR/aai  wcre^TSO 
to  the  charge,  and  the  enemy  prevented,  by  want  pf  time,  from  destroying  tha 
bridgf •  I'hese  purposes  were  both  iuUy  answered.  The  eoeny,  estiinaCttig 
the  amount  of  the  force  by  the  apparent  fury  of  the  .onset,  immediately  ftba»- 
diMied  the  gate,  by  which  the  high  road  eiHered  upon  the  long  street  of  tha 
suburbs,  and  Aed  along  it  to  the  bridge.  The  allied  forces  foUowsd  them  with 
the  same  speed.  I'he  euetny  here  wade  a  momentary  stand,  gave  a  discharga 
of  musquttry,  and  which  was  further  supported  by  grape-shot  playing  from 
the  other  side  of  the  river.  The  grenadiers  of  the  gpards,  however,  ^tstf 
shortly  drove  them  from  this  poiiition,  and  tlie  whole  allied  force  instantly 
entered,  passed,  and  carried  ihe  bridge.  A  general  route  now  ensued,  and  the 
town  became  our  own. 

We  have  related  this  aflkir  the  more  in  detail,  as  in  fact,  both  as  to  ita 
plan  and  conduct,  it  is  one  of  the  most  gallant  partisan  actions  during  tbs 
war,  and  should  be  held  as  a  model  of  design  and  alacrity. 

Wa  have  frequently  had  occasion  to  call  the  attention  of  our  readers  to  tha 
active  ability  and  undoubted  military  talent  of  marshal  Suchet,  the  com- 
mauder  of  the  forces  in  Valencia,  lie  is  beyond  a  doubt  the  most  able  of 
the  French  generals  now  in  Spain.  He  has  the  reputation  of  uniting  tha 
vigorous  aluerity  of  Souk  with  the  military  knowledge  and  collected  and  ea* 
during  mind  of  Masseoa.  He  was  formed  in  the  school  of  .the  revolntioo, 
aad  if  the  revolution  gave  him  his  decision  in  peril,  his  patience  in  privaliooy 
aad  his  inventive  prudence  in  embarrassment,  it  has  given  him  likewise  his  i^ 
jrocitjf  in  victory,  and  his  contempt  of  all  laws,  humiMi  and  divine,which  may 
stand  ia  tha  way  either  of  his  spoil  or  objects.  An  historian  of  due  moral 
fsdiiBg  will  bs  aawiUing  to  praise  hirni  lest  he  should  recommend  bis  vic^f 
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by  his  milkary  reputatioD.  But  a  military  writer  feels  compelled  to  acknow- 
ledge,  that  Earope  has  few  to  equal  him,  and  alaiost  none  to  exceed  him: 
Talii  cmn  <tf ,  uitMam  et  vir  probus  csset. 

Valencia  waa  oow  the  poiut  of  concentration  to  which  all  the  Frencb 
ibrces  were  tending.  Jo&epli,  and  tho  army  of  the  centre,  were  approaching 
from  Ibe  Bortb,  whilst  Soult  was  hastening  from  the  south  and  east.  Mar- 
shal Sucbet  was  preparing  to  receive  them,  and  m  making  such  provision  bm* 
should  enable  the  collected  force  to  march  for  Madrid,  and  to  evacuate  Vft- 
leocia  with  the  least  possible  inconvenience  to  future  operations.  lie  was  in- 
deed kept  in  some  checiL  by  the  English  and  Spanish  expeditionary  force 
landed  at  Alicaut.  But  a^  it  had  not  been  foreseen^  at  the  time  this  ex- 
pedition left  Gibraltar,  that  the  French  would  concentrate  such  a  forcd 
in  Valencia,  and  would  march  up  thilher  from  all  points,  the  army  at  Ali- 
cant,  if  so  it  might  be  called,  had  not  suflicicnt  strength  for  any  forward  ope- 
ntion.  There  were,  moreover,  some  erroneous  conceptions  on  the  part  of  its 
commander.  But  these  are  too  indistinctly  before  us  to  allow  of  our  speak* 
iog  with  more  latitude.  And  the  reader  will  be  pleased  to  remember,  that 
we  are  writing  fragments  of  history,  Mctnoires'pour  sercity  Syc,  and  not  his- 
tory itself.  Suffice  it  to  say,  therefore,  that  the  Alicaot  expedition  was  some- 
what worse  than  useless. 

It  now  remains  to  transfer  a  cursory  view  to  the  army  of  Portugal,  and 
the  army  of  the  nofth,  and  lib  thiir  movements  during  the  Marquis  Welling- 
ton's temporary  abode  in  Madrid.  It  will  be  seen  that  they  did  not  lose  the 
opportunity  with  which  this  absence  presented  fhem. 

When  the  Marquis  of  Welhngton  transferred  his  head  quarters  from  Moja- 
dos  to  Cuellar,  and  thence  to  Madrid,  he  left  a  considerable  body  of  iufantiy 
and  cavalry  on  the  north  ^ide  of  the  Douro,  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the 
bridge  of  Tudela,  under  major-generals  Clinton  and  Anson;  and  moreover, 
|l»ueral  Santocildes,  with  the  Spanish  Gallician  army  at  Tordesillas,  a  few 
miles  easterly  on  the  same  bank  of  the  river.  The  English  major-generals 
were  commanded  to  keep  on  the  defensive,  as  much  as  was  possible ;  to  main- 
tain thetnsdves  as  kiifg  as  the  enemy  did  not  advance  in  great  force  on  the 
north  of  the  Douro ;  but,  if  tbey  deemed  it  necessary,  to  pass  the  river^  and 
concentrate  at  Arevalo.  General  Santocildes,  haviug  a  different  kind  of 
force,  was  left  to  pursue  a  desultory,  but  effectual,  partisan  warfare.  Ide  ac- 
cordingly commenced  it  with  great  spirit.  He  entered  Valladolid  on  the  6ih 
(August);  took  Tordesillas  by  capitulation  on  the  7th  ;  and  tbence  proceed- 
ed to  besiege  Toro,  a  few  mides  lower  down  the  same  bank  of  the  Douro.-— 
The  French  army  of  Pertugal,  however,  having  now  become  informed  of  the 
Marquis  mi  Wellhigton's  abseeoe^  re-a4vanced  from  Burgos  to  Valladolid, 
and  on  the  12th  (August),  entered  that  city,  with  a  body  of  seven  thotisand 
iofantryf  and  fifteen  hundred  cavalry.  The  general  and  Gallician  army  of 
course  retreated,    The  tnemy  next  advanced  towards  Toro,  and  of  course 
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taised  the  Spanish  sieg>,  and  carried  oflf  their  own  garrison.  From  Toro, 
being  informed  of  the  pressing  danger  of  Astorga,  thvy  put  themselves  in  rapid 
inarch  for  Astorga;  they  reached  La  Baneza,  within  a  few  mites  of  it,  on  the 
21st,  and  had  the  mortification  to  learn,  that  the  place  had  surrendered  on  the 
19th.  I'his  was  a  great  success  on  the  part  of  the  allies,  as  the  garrison  was 
twelve  hundred  strong.  After  this  failure,  general  Foy,  being  much  reinforced, 
inarched  for  Zamora,  another  town  and  fort  on  the  Douro,  where  the  enemy 
bad  a  strong  garrison.  The  Spanish  general,  the  count  Amarande,  was  oc- 
cupied id  the  siege  of  it;  and  general  Foy  took  ^uch  a  line  of  march,  and 
made  his  movements  with  such  speed,  in  the  expectation  of  coming  upon 
bis  left  dank  by  surprise,  and  preventing  him  from  reaching  Portugal;  and 
he  indulged  these  hopes  the  more  particularly,  as  the  count  was  in  the  angle 
between  two  rivers,  having  the  Douro  in  his  front,  and  the  Esla,  (by  passing  of 
which  he  could  alone  escape),  on  bis  flank.  The  count,  however,  being  timely 
informed  of  th^s  movement,  rapidly  passed  the  Esla,  and  thus  put  himself  and 
army  in  safety.  This  was  a  skilful  and  good  military  miivement  on  both  sides. 
General  Foy  having  reached  Zamora,  carried  oft  the  garrison  of  that  town 
oh  the  29lh  of  August,  and  fhence  marched  forTurdesillas.  Hither  he  was 
followed  by  the  other  French  forces  from  Burgos,  and  thus,  on  the  li^st  day 
of  September,  the  greater  part  of  the  French  army  of  Portugal  wa?  collected 
between  Tordesillas  and  Valladolid,  on  the  line  of  the  Douro;  the_Eiiglish 
tinder  major-generals  Clinton  and  Ans(m*having  thereupon  passed  to  the 
south  side  uf  the  river,  and  collected  themselves  at  Arevalo. 

Such,  therefore,  was  the  general  state  (»f  alTaii-  m  lb"  peninsula,  when  the 
Marquis  of  Wellington,  upon  this  forward  n»  >v.»r,v  ni  «  f  Uit  army  of  Ptutugal, 
ffeemed  it  necessary  to  quit  Madrid,  and  irurrufiiiirflv  |^"t  bm).v.*lt"  at  the  head 
of  his  army,  assembled  for  this  purpose  at  Arev;:lf>.  S.  ;rh  tbis  purpose  he 
left  Madrid  Septfmber  1st,  and  arrived  on  ih"  Umowiii.  w'.,  ht  at  liis  army. 
As  another  important  operation,  the  march  and  sjcMTf  oi  l^ui.oj,  i»)a\  be  said 
to  have  comm«  need  here ;  and  as  the  pl:m  and  conduct  ot  ihis  sie:.  e,  ^nd  (that 
we  may  dojutiice  to  our  enemies)  ihe  gallant  delence  ot,it,  I'Oth  require  and 
merit  the  must  distinct  narration,  we  shall  defer  this  part  of  our  narrative  to 

I 

our  next. 

It  may  not  be  impertinent,  however,  to  our  present  subject,  to  observe, 
)  that  Arevalo,  where  the  army  waj;  thus  concentrated,  and  whence  the  march 
to  Burgos  began,  is  a  considerable  town,  on  the  high  road  from  Madrid  to 
Corunoa,  and  82  miles  from  Madrid.  The  route  and  distances  are  as  follow  : 
Madrid  to  Rosas  12  English  miles,  thence  to  the  Fscurial  i6,  thence  to  the 
pass  in  the  Guadarama  mountains  4,  thence  to  San  Raphael  8,  thence  to 
Villa  Castin  12,  thence  to  Labajos  8,  thence  to  Espiuosa  16,  thence  to  Ai 
"valo  6— Total  from  AJadrid  82. 
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November  1810.— LORD  WELLING!  ON  was  at  tins  date  in  his  lines 
mi  Torres  VedraSy  and  Massena  in  front  of  him.  llis  loidship  had  first 
taken  up  a  Hne  from  Alhandra  to  Torres  Vedras,  but  this  he  bhurtly  changed^ 
throwing  his  leit  flank  back  by  Mafra,  ani  occupying  a  laLge  of  mountains 
ivbich  extended  from  Alhandra  to  the  coast  near  Mafra.  In  this  position 
there  were  three  main  features — namely,  the  passage  of  Bucellas,  the  Cabecf 
de  Montachique,  and  Mafra,  through  each  of  which  points  a  road  leads  frooi 
Torres  Vedras  to  Lisbon.  1  hese  parses  are  extremely  strong  by  nature,  and 
were  further  strengthened  by  redoubts  and  batteries,  thrown  up  for  their 
defence,  under  the  direction  of  colonel  Fletcher  of  the  engineers.  The  right 
of  the  position,  leaning  upon  the  Tagus,  was  covered  by  that  river,  and  the 
gun-boats  stationed  upon  it,  and  which  were  afterwards  found  to  be  of  great 
use.     The  following,  at  this  date,  was  the  position  of  the  allied  army. — 

Second  divisioA,  generftl  HilJ'i,  the  right,  resting  at  Alhandra  on  the  Tagus,  and 
flanked  by  gun-boats.  The  brigades  of  generals  Lumiey  and  Houji;hton  at  HuceUaa* 
Light  division,  Crawturd'3«  and  5(b  division,  LeithN,  under  canvas.  First  division.  Sir 
B.  Spencer,  centre  and  left.  The  generar^  head  quarters  in  Sabreira.  Third  diviaion, 
PIcton's,  Torres  Vedraa.  Fourih  division.  Cole's,  Dias  Turtas.  Sixth  division,  A. 
CacDphell's,  Btholdiera.  Cavalry,  liCi»«t  quarters  of  Sir  S.  Cotton,  at  Mafra.  The  Por- 
tuguese brigades  in  the  batteries',  intermixed  wiiii  tlie  British.  General  Pack  in  com« 
mai.d  of  the  fort,  on  the  most  elcvuted  point,  and  in  the  centre  af  the  intrenched  line. 
Marquis  Romaiia  and  Spanish  troops,  abour^  10,000  in  number,  were  with  Lord  WH- 
linglon.  Bngadter-gencrai  Faue,  with  a  body  of  cavalry,  was  detached  to  the  sooth 
bank  of  tlie  Tagus,  in  order  to  prevent  the  enemy  foraging  in  the  Alentejo.  Masseq^ 
had  his  right  on  Sobral,  and  hb  left  Hank  at  Villa  FrRoca.  Hit  infuntry  was  chiefl/ 
hotted  in  a  pine  wood  about  four  miles  in  the  rear  of  Sobral. 

Such  was  the  state  of  things  at  this  period. 

November  14^  As  the  strength  of  Luid  Wellington's  position  , rendered  it 
hopeless  to  force  H,  and  it  became,  moreover,  necessary  to  Massena  to  draw 
nearer  to  his  own  sources  of  supply,  he  this  d  > y  withdrew  t'roni  his  position 
at  Sobral  and  Villa  Franca,  retiring  from  Lis  right  by  the  road  of  Alemquer, 
towards  Alcoentre,  and  from  his  left  by  Villa  Nova,  continuhig  his  retread 
to  Santarem.  If  the  reasons  of  this  movement  be  stated  in  detail,  they  ap* 
pear  to  be  chiefly  the  five  following.  1 .  1  hat  he  could  entertain  no  reason- 
able hopes  of  forcing  the  British  position.  2.  That  the  country  around  hiiB 
was  exhausted.  3.  That  by  moving  to  Santarem  he  secured  the  passage  oif 
the  Zezere,  and  consequently  a  retreat  into  Spain,  by  the  line  of  Castello 
Branco.  4-  That  by  drawing  nearer  to  Abrantes  he  might  he  better  able  to 
cover  the  attack  of  that  place  by  a  part  of  his  force,  and  possibly  obtain 
possession  of  the  bridge  over  the  Tagus  at  that  point,  which  would  further 
enable  him  to  draw  supplies  from  the  province  of  Alentejo,  or  the  opposite 
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side  of  the  Tagus.  Laslly.  It  brought  him  neiirer  to  his  expected  reinforce- 
mejits ;  and  the  country  in  his  re  ir  having  not  as  yet  been  quite  exhausted, 
afforded  some  corn  and  forage  for  his  cavalry  ;  particularly  in  the  vicinity 
of  Golegai),  and  the  banks  of  the  I  agus* 

November  15.  At  day-light  on  this  morning,  it  was  perceived  by  the  Bri- 
tish army  that  the  enemy's  piquets  were  withdrawn,  and  soou  after,  that  be 
had  quitted  Sohral,  and  was  in  full  retreat  on  the  road  to  Santarem.  There 
was  some  difBcuhy  in  collecting  the  troops  for  the  pursuit,  and  it  was  not  till 
the  17th,  that  any  considerable  force  could  be  assembled  in  Alemquer. — 
Next  morning,  the  18th,  the  troops  after  a  short  halt,  were  under  arms 
before  day  break,  and  passing  through  Coi  regada,  Villa  Nova,  and  Azara- 
buja,  arrived  in  the  evening  at  Cartaxo,  a  small  town  about  ten  miles  from 
Santarem.  Lieutenant-general  Hill  was  sent  at  the  same  time  across  the 
Tagus  at  Valada,  on  his  route  towards  Abrantes* 

November  1 9.  The  front  division  of  the  British  marched  from  Cartaxo  at 
day-break,  and  at  eight  o'clock  halted  upon  a  plain,  to  allow  the  rear  of  the 
column  to  close  up,  after  which  the  troops  proceeded  on  the  road  to  Santarem, 
in  eight  of  which  they  arrived  about  nine  o'clock.  General  Anson's  brigade 
of  cavalry  was  detached  on  the  Rio  Mayor  road;  and  several  corps  of  British 
and  Portuguese  infantry  were  also  moving  upon  the  enemy's  right. 

The  object  of  this  general  movement  of  the  army  on  ibis  morning  was,  ta 
make  ^n  imnoediate  attack  upon  the  French  position  at  Santarem.  The 
ftrmy  was  now  on  its  march  for  this  purpose.  The  plan  of  this  attack,  as 
communicated  to  the  general  officers,  was  as  follows :~The  light  division 
was  to  advance  along  the  marshy  plain  which  extends  to  the  Tagus,  on  the 
right;  Sir  William  Krskine's  brigade  was  to  engage  the  enemy's  attention  on 
the  left;  whilst  the  brigade  of  guards,  preceded  hy  the  light  companies,  and 
supported  by  major-general  Cameron's  Highland  brigade,  was  to  push  across 
the  bridge  and  narrow  causeway,  in  order  to  storm  the  lower  ranges  of  heights, 
on  which  the  French  were  discovered  in  considerable  force. 

This  plan,  however,  was  exposed  to  throe  great  difficulties — 1.  The  army 
had  to  pass  over  the  Rio  Mayor,  and  causeway,  both  of  which  were  com-r 
manded  by  the  enemy's  artillery;  the  causeway  was  blockfd  up  by  ahbatis, 
and,  as  was  supposed,  mined  in  its  whole  length.  2.  The  lower  ranges  of 
heights  were  directly  commanded  by  the  upper,  and  by  the  city  of  Santarem  : 
it  was  moreover  necessary  to  pass  another  causeway  to  reach  them,  and 
which  was  commanded  in  the  same  manner,  by  the  guns  of  the  enemy, 
3.  The  ascent  to  the  heights  was  difficult  in  the  extreme,  and  it  became 
almost  evident,  as  the  reconnoisance  advanced,  that  even  if  the  army  should 
storm  the  lower  ones,  it  would  become  impossible  either  to  proceed  farther, 
or  to  remain  there  in  position*  Under  all  these  circumstances  the  plan  was 
very  properly  laid  aside,  and  the  troops  were  put  into  quarters.  Head  quar- 
ters at  Cartaxo. 

l^ovembcr  22.  The  troops  were  ordered  under  arms,  and  the  baggage  sent 
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off  to  the  rear  uf  Cartaxo,  in  consequeuce  of  tbe  enemy  making  a  movement 
on  tbe  left.  General  Pack's  brigade  of  Portuguese  infantry,  wiiicb  bad  ad- 
vanced towards  bis  rigbt,  was  obliged  to  retire,  after  some  skirmisbing. — 
This  moveuaent  was  by  Junot's  corps,  for  tbe  purpose  of  a  reconnoisance,  upon 
completing  which  the  French  returned  to  Santarem. 

November  30.  The  following,  at  this  dale,  was  the  position  of  tbe  army* 

Tbe  guards  and  general  Cameron's  brigade  in  Cartaxo,  where  were  the  head 

quarters.     General  Crawford's  division  advanced  in  front,  supported  by  a . 

brigade  of  cavalry ,  observing  tbe  enemy.     General  Picton's  division  at  I'orres 

Vedras;  general  A.  Campbell's  at  Alemquer;  gcneial  Cole's  at  Azambuja; 

and  general  Leith's  upon  tbe  left  at  Alcoentre.     Lieutenant-general  Hill's, 

and  major-general  Fane's  division  of  cavalry  on  tbe  left  bank  of  the  Tagus; 

to  which  marshal  Beresford  was  shortly  afterwards  likewise  sent. 

Massena's  position,  when  completed  some  time  afterwards,  was  as  follows: 
The  three  corps  of  his  army  were  cantoned  in  Thomar,  Torres  Novas,  and 
in  the  tpwns  and  villages  betwixt  Santarem  and  the  Zezere,  over  which 
river  he  threw  a  bridge,  and  collected  a  number  of  boats,  with  the  intention^ 
as  was  supposed,  of  transporting  bis  army  across  the  Tagus,  into  the  province 
of  Alentejo.  He  constructed  also  a  battery  on  tbe  rising  ground  above  the 
town  of  Panhete,  and  thus  commanded  tbe  navigation  of  both  rivers. 

General  Drouet  occupied  Leira;  general  Clarapede,  Pinhel,  Trancora,  and 
^e  district  of  the  Coa,  for  the  purpose  of  keeping  up  the  communication  with 
Almeida,  Ciudad  Rodrigo,  and  Salamanca. 

^^cb,  therefore,  at  this  date,  or  nearly,  were  the  positions  of  tbe  two  armies, 
'u  front  of  each  other. 

January  18)1.  Massena's  difHculties,  however,  now  daily  increased.-— 
There  were  three  circumstances  with  respect  to  his  position,  which  peculiarly 
annoyed  him.  1.  The  garrison  of  Abrantes  was  almost  immediately  in  his 
'■ear,  j^i^j  harassed  his  convoys  by  frequent  sallies.  2.  The  Portuguese  411  ill* 
^'^  Had  ordenanza,  under  generals  Silveira  and  Miller,  and  colonels  Trant, 
vil&on,and  Grant,  bung  upon  all  the  roads  about  Gutirda,  Franco^o,  and 
AiQcieida,  thereby  interrupting  bis  line  of  operation  and  communication, 
^^  frequentl/  intercepting  and  destroying  his  supplies.  3.  Marshal  Be- 
'^^ord  being  .on  the  other  side  of  the  Tagus,  equally  cramped  all  his  foraging 
^P^ditions  in  the  Alentejo.  These  several  corps,  therefore^  thus  acting  on 
bis  rear  and  flanks,  made  the  transport  of  his  convoys  and  foragiiig  expcdi*  * 
tiotis  at  all  times  difficult  and  insecure,  and  weakened  their  main  aimy  by  the 
niiriierous  detachments  necessary  to  cover  them. 

Qoe  of  these  efforts  of  tbe  Portuguese  deserves  a  more  distinct  mention.— 

^^  the  30th  of  December  1810,  general  Silveira  attacked  the  division  o^ 

g^eaeral  Clarapede,  at  Ponte  de  Alvade,  near  I  rancoso,  but  was  unfortunately 

repulsed:  the  attack,  however,  was  made  with  so  much  spiiit,  that  the  enemy 

lost  noore  in  the  conflict  than  they  gained  by  tbe  victory.     The  French  upou 

^^f  part  attacked  lym  ^t  VUla  de  Ponte  ob  th^  Htb  of  January  iSil^ 
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and  obliged  bim  to  retire  with  dome  loss  to  Lamego.  Od  the  13th  he 
passed  the  Doiiro,  at  Pezoda  Regoa,  where  he  mahitatned  hhoself,  and  pre- 
Tentfld  General  Glarapede  frum  cfossingf  in  pursuit  of  him.  At  the  same 
tiBid,  the  Portuguese  general,  Bacellar,  with  a  corps  of  militia  and  ordenanza, 
took  up  a  position  on  the  Pavia,  on  the  enemy's  left  flank,  whilst  Colond 
Wilson  was  00  their  rear  at  Castro  Diaro.  These  movements  induced  Ge- 
aetal  Glarapede  to  retire  upon  Francoso,  and  subsequently,  by  order  of  Ge- 
neral Drooet,  to  occupy  Guarda.  ^ 

.  Under  all  tb6se  circumstances  <if  difficulty  and  embarrassment,  Mas9eoa» 
as  well  for  the  purpose  of  present  relief,  as  to  facilitate  his  future  operations, 
tamed  hfs  views  to  the  French  corps  in  the  south  of  Spain,  and,  as  may  be 
conjectured  from  their  immediate  nuivements,  solicited  or  commanded  thdA 
to  effect  a  diversion  in  his  favour,  by  directing  their  operations  towards  the 
Aleutgo.  They  accordingly  obeyed  his  invitation,  and  immediatdy  directed 
Ibeir  march  for  Badajos  and  the  Guadiana. 

January  9v  181  i.  Marshals  Soult  and  Mortier  advanced  to  the GtHuliana, 
and  thence  invaded  the  province  of  Alentejo. 

'  January  19.  Lord  Wefliligton  was  well  aware  of  the  designs  of  the  enemy 
te  these  operations,  and  he  therefore  persuaded  the  Marquis  R6maiia,to 
order  the  icAmediate  march  of  the  Spanish  army.  The  Marquis,  himself, 
wai  too  IH  to  attend  his  army  in  person,  and  in  four  days  afterwards  died 
at  Cartaxa;  open  hearing  of  which.  General  Mendt^abd  halted  the  Spanish 
army. 

January  93.  ]\farshal  Soult  took  possession  of  Olivenza,  and  this  was 
tlie  day  on  which  Marquis  Romana  expired.  Romana,  as  I  believe,  was 
rather  a  virtuous  than  a  vigorous  character ;  he  was  rather  pushed  into  s 
great  action,  than  that  he  embraced  it  of  his  own  accord.  But,  as  I -speak 
only  from  conjecture,  and  may  probably  injure  the  memory  of  a  braVe  man, 
i  would  not  have  any  of  your  readers  take  his  character  from  me.  I  most 
observe  by  the  way,  that  it  is  much  to  ])e  lamented,  that  none  of  the  pub- 
lished narratives  of  the  campaigns,  say  a  word  as  to  the  characters  of  tht 
principal  actors.  I  wish  they  would  take  a  lesson,  in  this '  respect,  from 
some  of  the  writings  in  your  inimitable  Chronicle.  After  the  taking  o 
Olivensa^  Marshals  Soult  and  Mortibr  proceeded  to  iovest  Badajos,  am 
pushed  some  cax^alry  on  the  Alentc^  side  of  the  Guadiana. 

January  ?8.  Mendizabel  again  advanced  with  the  Spflhish  artny,  ani 
after  some  triflrtg  operations,  threw  himself  into  Badajos,  the  FrencI 
qavalry  retiring  as  he  advanced. 

Febhiary  19-  General  Blendisabel  withdrew  his  army  from  Badajos,  oi 
the  9th  of  Febhiary,  and  took  up  a  position  od  the  ridge  bf  Le  Christovat 
which  commanded  a  most  ettensive  view  iu  every  direction,  Notwitlii 
•taoding  this  advantage,  which  he  appears  wholly  to  have  neglected,  th 
French  army  crossed  the  Guadiana  and  the  Gebora,  attack^  him  in  hlj 
(ositioat  and  totally  dtiieated  hiuu    Tfali  enemy  was  thus  enabled  io  lA 
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down  qmetly  before  Badajos,  and  accordingly  began  the  siege  in  form,  and 
within  about  three  weeks,  (i.  e.  March  1 1),  the  town  was  theirs. 

And  that  I  may  not  have  hereafter  to  break  the  thread  of  my  journal,  I 
shall  briefly  mention,  in  this  part  of  it,  that,  whilst  these  proceedings  were 
going  on  in  the  Alentejo,  the  battle  of  Barossa  was  fought,  near  Cadiz  ;  the 
resnlt  of 'which  was,  that  General  Graham  obtained  a  most  decided  victory. 
Il  is  DOW  time,  however,  to  return  to  Massena,  who  derived  little  value  from 
these  diversions  in  his  favour. 

March  5.  From  the  14tb  of  November,  the  day  ef  his  retreat  from  bis 

first  lines,  to  this  day,  the  5th  of  March  1811.     That  is  to  say,  nearly  four 

months,  Massena  remained  at  Santarem,  but  he  had  now  remained  long 

'€myngh.     No  farther  provisions  coufd  be  obtained.     The  country  before  him 

'Was  in  complete  possession  of  Lord  Wellington ;  the  country  behind  him 

was  covered  by  the  militia  and  ordenanza;  an  English  army  was  on  the 

Other  side  of  the  Tagus,  to  hinder  his  passage  or  even  forage  into  the  Alen* 

tejo^  and  the  roads,  at  all  times  difficult,  were  now  impracticable  for  the    * 

waggons  from  Almeida.     As  he  was  thus  without  the  supplies  necessary  to 

.  etiable  him  to  retain  his  position,  so  was  he  likewise  destitute  of  any  object 

and  probable  hopes  in  so  doing. 

**  In  this  state  of  things,"  says  the  French  official  report  of  the  retreat, 
^  the  Prince  of  Esiing  had  to  make  his  choice  only  of  three  mea;sures.  The 
first  was,  to  attack  the  English  in  their  lines  before  Lisbon ;  but  the  prin* 
cipals  of  military  tactics  forbade  this,  inasmuch  as  his  heavy  artillery  could 
not  be  brotight  up.  The  second  was,  to  pass  the  Tagus,  and  to  form  a  junc- 
tfon  with  the  army  of  Andalusia,  and  by  that  means  open  a  cornniunicutioa 
with  Blidajos,  Seville,  and  Madrid,  and  subsequently  change  the  plan  of  the 
campaign,  and  the  line  of  operation.  The  third  measure  was,  to  repass  tha 
Mondego,  bearing  upon  Gaarda,  and  thence  to  Ciudad  Uodrigo,  where  there 
Wei^  shoes,  clothing,  money,  &c. .  TTie  Prince  of  Ksling  decided  upon  ttis." 

Under  all  these  rircumstamces,  therefore,  Massena  commenced  his  retreat' 

1*h6  roads  from  Bantarem  to  the  Mondego,  to  which  his  march  was  neces- 

%aiily  directed,  are  to  the  no^rth,  and  are  three  in  number;  that  is,  throu|{t> 

£spinhal,  Ancio,  and  Pombal.     On  this  day,  therefare,  the  enemy  put  him« 

%elf  upon  his  retreat  in  these  directions.     The  main  body  of  their  army 

moved  ialmedintely  on  Pombal,  and  on  the  9th,  being  joined  by  some  of  the 

other  divisions,  collected  in  force  upon  that  position.     On  the  10th,  the 

niaia    body  moved  forwards  for  lledenha,  leaving   the    rear-guard  under 

Marshal  Key,  on  the  position  of  Pumbal.     On  the  1 1  tb,  the  main  body 

again  moved  ;  the  rear«guard,  however,  keeping  its  position  till  night.     It 

withdrew  in  the  night,  then  followed  in  the  line  of  its  retreating  main  army, 

and  bd  the  ib'orning  of  the  12th,  was  found  in  a  strong  position,  in  the  ad* 

▼ance  of  the  rter  of  the  main  body|  in  the  neighbourhood  of  tb^  town  of 

Bcdeoha. 
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IcaDUot  deny  myself,  here,  the  pleasure  of  an  extract  from  the  l6th  Nwu« 
b«r  of  the  Military  Chronicle,  (Vol.  HL  p.  251.) 

**  The  military  reader  will  perceive,  that  the  order  of  this  army  on  their 
retreat  was,  as  it  were,  in  two  masses ;  the  main  Wing  one,  and  the  rear* 
goard  another;  and  that  the  main  body  was  under  the  command  of  a  ge- 
neral, whO|  by  his  prudence,  his  promptne38,  and  his  ability,  was  only  not 
deemed  invincible,  because  he  had  been  actually  foiled  by  Lord  Welling- 
ton ;  whilst  the  covering  rear  guard  was  under  another,  who  had  been  long 
exercised  in  all  the  variety  of  war.  The  conduct  of  the  retreat  answered  to 
tlie  reputation  of  these  commanders.  Every  position  was  a  future  military 
lesson  to  all  those  who  repelled  them.  The  nature  of  the  country  indeed 
was  peculiarly  favourable  for  such  positions ;  the  roads  being  through  clefts 
of  mountains,  and  thus  necessarily  flanked  by  the  heights  on  both  aides* 
The  merit  of  Ney,  however,  was  eminently  displayed  in  the  choice  of  them, 
and  in  improving  the  advantages  of  nature  by  the  most  consummate  mili- 
tary skill.  Whilst  Ney  thus  covered  the  retreat  of  the  main  body,  the  main 
body  in  its  turn,  under  the  immediate  command  of  the  commander-in-chief, 
so  directed  its  march  and  its  stations,  as  to  be  at  hand  to  receive  and  pro- 
tect its  rear, — guard  the  latter  when  too  hardly  pressed,  falling  gradually 
hack,  and  thereby  bringing  its  enemy  with  it  upon  the  main  army,  waiting 
the  mass,  and  in  the  most  favourable  position  to  receive  it.  Such  was  tho» 
^neral  conduct  and  arrangement  of  a  retreat,  the  brilliaucy  of  which  almost 
leads  us  to  forget  the  occasion.'^ 

March  6.  For  the  sake  of  exhibiting  the  first  movements  of  Massena  in 
connection,  and  thereby  showing  the  line  and  character  of  the  retreat,  I  have 
passed  beyond  the  proper  date,  to  which  1  now  return.  It  was  seen  on  the 
4th,  that  the  enemy  hud  something  in  contemplation.  A  large  convent  in 
Santarem  was  perceived  on  lire.  At  dusk,  on  the  5th,  the  picquets  were 
missed,  and  the  enemy,  about  midnight,  were  seen  in  motion  about  the  town. . 
At  day-break  on  the  6th,  the  allied  army  was  put  in  motion,  and  in  the 
course  of  the  day,  the  1st,  4th,  and  6th  divisions  of  infantry  arrived  in  the 
town  of  Suntareu).  It  appeared  that  the  enemy's  position  here  bad  been 
very  strong. 
The  enemy  usually  kept  about  sixteen  battalions  in  the  town. 

March  7*  The  troops  were  under  arms  at  an  early  hour.  The  goardft 
and  King's  German  legion  inarched  to  Pernis,  and  the  4th  and  6th  divi- 
sions to  Golegao,  The  French  who  had  quitted  Pernis  the  day  before,  had, 
destroyed  the  two  arches  of  the  bridge,  but  these  had  been  speedily  restored 
by  the  stall'  corps,  for  the  passage  of  infantry.  The  river  on  which  Pernis 
is  situated,  is  the  Aveila,  a  small  stream,  which  flows  thence  easterly  to  the 
Tagus..  Pernis  is  on  the  road  from  Santarem  to  Torres  Novas,  and  thence 
to  Pombal  and  Coimbra.  From  Santarem  to  Pernis  is  12  miles,  from 
pernis  to  Torres  Novas  thesame,  and  from  Torres  Novas  to  Pombal  54, 
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and  from  Poin^»al  lo  Coimbru  28  English  miles.  1  ht  country  about  Pernit 
is  beautiful  in. the  extr«*:)ie,  but  the  French  had  committed  great  excesses  on 
the  unfortunate  inhabitants. 

March  8.  The  artillery  of  the  1st  division  crossed  the  river  above-meii* 
lioned  (the  Aveila)  at  a  tord  a  little  b(  iow  the  bridge  at  Pernis ;  and  wero. 
put  in  park,  on  the  opposite  heights.  'I'he  troops  remained  in  their  quarters, 
in  preparation  for  instant  movement  upon  order. 

March  9*  The  guards  and  Kiij^*s  Gernvan  legion  marched  from  Pemii, 
and  early  in  the  afternoon  reached  1  orres  Novas.  After  two  hours  they  were 
again  in  knotion,  and  halted  for  the  night  in  the  village  of  Sudes.  1  he  roads 
were  so  bad,  that  th<^  artillery  was  obliged  to  take  a  circuitous  route  to  tbi 
right  through  Atalaya. 

The  high  road  from  Thomar,  through  Ancio  to  Coimbra,  throws  out  a 
right  and  left  branch,  so  a?  to  ibrm  a  tork  of  threr.  tongues ;  the  right  brandi 
(the  right,  as  you  proceed  from  Thoinar)  is  to  Ei^pinhal ;  the  middle  road  is 
the  higli  way  to  Cuimbra  through  Ancio  ;  the  third,  or  left,  is  to  Coimbra 
through  Pom^'al.  It  was  now  ascertained  that  the  enemy  were  in  retreat  in 
three  divisions  along  these  roads  ;  Massena  being  on  the  Porabal  or  left  road, 
Loison's  division  on  the  Anci6  or  centre  road,  and  general  Regnier  with  the 
second  cor^.s  on  the  Espinhal  road.  Ail  these  roads  equally  led  to  the 
Mondego. 

March  10.  The  third  regiment  advanced  to  Pyalvo,  eight  miles  fn»iii 
Sudes,  and  about  two  from  Thomar,  which  was  on  the  right  of  it.  The  bri* 
gade  then  proceeded  on  its  march,  and  about  noon  came  up  with  the  rear  of- 
the  4th  division  on  the  high  road  honi  Thomar  to  Leira.  Early  in  the 
afternoon  it  hailed  near  the  village  oi  Cachuiras.  Colonel  de  Grey's  brigade 
of  cavalry,  the  King's  German  legion,  nnd  the  4th  division  on  the  sanie 
ground.  Th«>  whole  of  the  troops  in  bivouac.  Major-general  lloughtone 
corps  from  the  2d  division  reached  the  caiup. 

March  11.  The  troops  were  in  motion  at  day  break,  and  proceeded,  left 
iu  front,  on  the  road  to  Pombal.  The  Gth  division  joined  the  column,  tl|B 
head  of  which,  after  a  long  and  fatiguing  march,  arrived  near  the  town  at 
dusk.  The  enemy  had  set  fire  to  the  town,  having  failed  in  their  attemfit 
to  hold  the  ancient  castle,  from  which  they  were  driven  by  the  light  division. 
About  nine  P.  M.  the  enemy's  forces  in  front  of  the  town  were  observed 
going  out,  but  a  considerable  force  remained  in  bivouac  at  the  distance  of  a 
league.  In  the  course  of  this  evening  the  whole  army  was  collected  near 
P4>mba1,  and  Lord  Wellington  was  thus  in  front  of  the  enemy,  who  withdrew 
in  the  night,  and  took  the  road  for  Redinhaand  Cordeira* 

Pombal  is  situated  on  the  high  road  from  Lisbon  to  Coimbra,  into  which 
road,  therefore,  the  enemy  had  now  got.  From  Pombal  to  Redinha  is  eight 
English  miles,  firom  Redinha  to  Cordeira  twelve,  and  from  Cordeira  to 
Coimbra  and  the  river  Mondego,  nine. — Total  from  Pombal  to  Coimbra^  or 
|fae  Mend^  S^  miles* 
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.  Miirrh  12.  The  BrUinh  army  moved  along  the  road  lo  Redioba,  wiwrt 
they  foand  the  enemy's  rear-  guard  in  position.  Upon  reconnoitring  the  pust^ 
It  was  seen  to  be  well  chosen.  A  defile  was  in  front,  throngh  which  it  was 
aeceMary  to  pass,  and  which  was  commanded  by  the  field  pieces  of  the 
totmy.  They  were  drawn  up  at  the  farther  mouth  of  the  defile,  their  right 
in  a  wood,  and  their  left  on  the  high  ground  abova  the  river  Re dinha,  with 
that  village  in  their  rear.  Lord  Wellingtooi  however,  did  not  hesitate  to 
attack  them,  which  service  was  executed  by  Sir  Brent  Spencer,  with  the  3d, 
4th,  and  light  divisions.  By  forcing  the  position  in  the  wood,  he  drove  them 
to  the  heights,  and,  by  a  movement  on  their  left,  compelled  them  to  abaiidea 
this  post  likewise,  aitd  to  fall  back  on  their  main  body  at  Cordeira.  Tbt 
army  bivnuacqued  fur  the  night  at  Redinha. 

March  13.  Lord  Wellington  again  came  op  with  the  enemy  at  CordHra. 
Htr«  he  fimud  tbem  again  in  strong  portion.  Major-gciieral  Pirtoo  waa 
therefore  moved  along  the  heights  on  the  right,  whils!  the  artillery  and  main 
body  moved  upon  the  high  road.  As  this  movement  of  major-general 
Picton  endangered  the  enemy's  left  flank,  they  left  their  ground,  and  continued 
their  retreat.  Soon  after  mid-day,  the  columns  closed  up,  and  bivouacqoed 
within  a  league  of  Cordeira,  which  was  observed  to  be  on  fire.  Some  par* 
tial  skirmishes  with  the  enemy's  rear  and  our  light  divisions. 

March  14.  The  army  again  moved  forwards,  and  found  the  enemy's  rear 
fpard  in  another  strong  position  near  Casul  Nova,  about  ibur-^niles  from 
Cordeira.  Lord  Wellington  had  again  recource  to  fiank-movements ;  moving 
major-general  Cole  on  their  right,  and  major-general  Picton  on  their  le(L 
The  enemy  were  thus  c<inipelled  to  continue  their  retreat.  General  Regnier, 
who,  as  above  said,  had  taken  the  Espinhal  road,  and  bad  been  followed  by 
major-general  N  igbtingale,  effected  a  junction  this  day  with  the  main  body 
under  Massena;  and  the  whole  French  army  was  now  assembled  in  one 
solid  mass. 

March  15,  The  army  again  moved  forwards,  along  roads  strewed  with 
horses,  destroyed  carriages,  and  baggage,  and  a  multitude  of  dead  and 
wounded  of  the  enemy,  the  usual  wrecks  of  a  retreat.  F.arly  in  the  afternoon 
they  passed  through  the  smoking  ruins  of  Miranda  de  Corvo.  The  enemy  was 
found  in  a  most  formidable  position  upon  the  Ceira  riser,  having  one  whole 
cprps  as  an  advanced  guard  in  front  of  Foz  d'Aronce.  By  again  moving 
his  divisions  upon  their  left  and  right,  and  attacking  them  briskly  in  fronts 
Lord  Wellington  compelled  the  enemy  to  abandon  tliis  position,  and  with  a 
considerable  loss.  This  was  much  increased  by  a  dexterous  movement  of  the 
English  95th.  It  was  dark,  and  there  was  a  thick  fog,  when  a  body  of  the 
enemy  was  seen  moving  off  their  ground  in  two  parallel  columns.  The9^th 
got,  UDperceived,  into  a  woody  cover  between  them,  and  immediately  fired  oa 
them  from  difierent  sides.  The  fire  was  instantly  returned,  upon  which,  the 
95t)i  withdrew  with  the  same  dexterous  secrecy,  whilst  the  French,  as  they 
passed  the  cover,  successively  opened  a  heavy  fire  upoib  each  other.    Th« 
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darkness  of  the  oigbt  added  to  the  confusion,  and  many  hundreds  of  them 
were  thus  killed  and  drowned  in  passing  the  Ccira  river. 
« March  l6.  At  four  in  the  morning  of  this  day  the  enemy  blew  up  the 
bridge  over  the  Ceira,  keeping  a  force  on  the  opposite  bank  to  watch  the 
fords.  The  British  ^rmy  was  obligeci  to  halt  all  this  day  for  supplies,  tbe 
roads  being  very  bad,  and  tbe  heavy  rains  having  entirely  rut  them  up. 

March  17.  The  enemy's  rear  guard  moved  off  durmg  the  night,  and  at 
day-break  the  advance  of  the  British  forded  the  river  near  tbe  bridge.  Soon 
after,  the  1st  division  crossed  at  a  ford  about  a  mile  above,  upon  which  the 
enemy  had  brought  two  guns  to  bear  on  tbe  preceding  day. 

March  18.  The  army  moved  towards  the  Ponte  de  Marcella,  over  which 
tbe  whole  of  the  enemy  had  now  retired,  and  destroyed  the  bridge.  The  head- 
quarters and  army  halted  at  Fomteiro  for  the  night.  The  enemy  was  in 
force  on  tbe  opposite  side  of  the  Alva.  On  the  evening  of  this  day  he  re- 
tired, and  made  the  best  of  his  way  to  Celerico,  which  be  reached  on 
the  21st. 

March  ip.  The  army  moved  to  Moita,  and  his  lordship  was  compelled  to 
wut  in  this  position  for  his  supplies  till  the  ?6th. 

March  26.  Lord  Wellington  moved  to  Govoca,  on  the  27  th  halted,  and 
on  the  28th,  into  Celerico,  whence  the  enemy's  army  had  moved  to  Guarda. 
On  the  29th,  the  British  moved  upon  Gnarda,  upon  which  the  enemy  retired 
and  took  up  a  position  at  Sabugal  on  the  Coa.  The  British  army  upon  this 
halted  three  days. 

April  2.  The  army  moved  towards  the  Coa,  and  took  up  their  position  at 
night  within  four  miles  of  that  river.  Upon  rrconnoitring  tbe  position  of 
tbe  enemy,  it  was  found  to  be  very  strong,  the  river  being  difficult  of  access 
throughout  its  whole  course;  indeed  the  position  was  seen  to  be  only  ap« 
proachable  on  one  quarter —  namely,  on  il^  left,  above  Sabugal. 

April  3.^  The  army  moved  forwards  soon  after  day-break,  to  turn  the  posi- 
tion of  the  enemy  upon  this  quarter — i.  e.  by  an  attack  upon  them  in  Sabugal, 
where  was  general  Regnier  with  the  second  corps  of  the  army.  The  enemy 
were  dislodged  in  the  most  gallant  manner,  and  a  very  considerable  quantity 
of  tents  and  baggage  fell  into  the  hands  of  the  light  division.  This  division 
indeed,  distinguished  itself  in  a  most  glorious  manner,  and  received  the 
pointed  thanks  of  the  commander  of  the  forces.  The  light  division  (juartered 
in  Sabugal  this  evening. 

April  4.  The  bead  quarters  moved  into  Sabugal,  and  the  army  was  halted, 
and  quartered  around  it. 

April  5,  £,  and  7«  Theuurmy  moved  onwards,  and  on  the  latter  of  these 
days  the  whole  of  it  had  passed  the  Portuguese  frontier,  and  entered  Spain: 
and  the  whole  French  army  was  likewise  on  the  Spanish  side  of  the  frontier, 
so  that  OD  tbe  morning  of  the  8th,  there  was  not  a  French  soldier  in  Portugal, 
The  English  aimy  now  took  up  a  position  on  the  Duas  Casas,  and  a  few

April  2U  Lord  WcDJiigMio  Ibis  daj  joined  onnbol  Beicsford  at  Bofclajos. 

As  the  coone  oi  my  jouml  kX^»m%  the  penoa  oCLonl  Wdlingtoo,  and 
tbe  opcnuiont  of  the  main  army,  I  hacve  aoc  hitherto  iotcmiptied  it  to  notice 
the  procecdingi  in  the  Aknteio  by  the  army  of  ihe  sooth  ondcr  marshal  Be* 
loifotd.  It  is  nccessaiy  to  give  n  brief  pic  tore  of  the  sitaatkm  io  which  Lord 
IVeDiogtpn  Iband  him  opoo  joining  him  at  this  dale. 

Whilst  Lord  W.  was  in  parsnit  of  Minens,  be  was  infarmcdof  the  danger- 
of  Badajos  from  the  sieg^  of  marshals  Soolt  and  Mortier,  and  immediately 
detoched  marshal  Bexesibrd  to  iu  relieL 

The  marshal  moved  from  Abrantes  on  the  18th  of  March^  bot  was  in^ 
mediately  inlbrmed  that  the  ganiaon  of  Badajos  hitd  surrendered  on  the  llth. 
He  continned  his  march,  however,  into  the  Akntejo;  and  having  been  re- 
inAirced  by  mafor-generai  Cole's  dUisioo  of  infimtiy,  he  advanced  on  the  25lh 
of  March  against  C«impo  Major*  The  ISth  light  dragoons,  and  some  Per- 
tognese  CAvalry,  cbarg^  the  enemy  drawn  op  io  line  to  receive  them,  broke 
them  in  the  most  gallant  st  jle,  and  pursued  them  almost  to  the  gates  of  Ba- 
dajos. A  few  days  afterwards,  (April  Ub  and  5tb)  the  marshal  crossed  the 
Gnadiana  at  Jwnroenha,  and  drove  the  enemy  beKire  him  to  the  Serra  Mo* 
rcoa,  major-general  Cole  in  the  mean  time  besieging  Otiveoza. 

Olivensa  sarrendered  on  the  15th  of  April,  upon  which  faarshal  Beresford 
retomed  to  Badajos,  and  commenced  his  investment  of  that  city*  Such  were 
the  circumstances  in  which  Lord  Wellingion  t'oaud  him  on  bb  arrival  on 
the  21st  of  April. 

April  2*2.  Lord  Wellington  reconnoitred  Badajos  with  marshal  Beresford* 
Tbey  were  escorted  by  the  two  light  battalitnis  of  the  kings  Geniuia  legion, 
and  two  equadmns  ol  Ponuguest;  cavalr)-.  This  escort  was  attacked  by  three 
regiments  iioir.  the  garrison,  and  some  skiruushiug  took  place,  in  which  the 
Portuguese  ?hov;eii  great  sieailiae::S.  It  was  6aid,  however,  thai  Lord  iVel- 
lingtun  had  a  very  p.urow  escape,  as  at  one  time  he  was  almost  surrounded 
by  the  enemy's  iroof  v. 

April  23.  The  garri>on  of  Klvas  (  Portuguese")  had,  with  great  labour,  con- 
structed a  bridge  of  boats  across  the  Guadiaou,  and  the  siege  of  Badajos  was 
about  to  commence,  when,.ui:l-)rtunaltly,  on  tUe  ivight  ol  the  2dd,  this  bridge 
was  carried  away  by  a  sudden  rise  of  the  river,  in  consequence  of  the  heavy 
rains.  Lord  WelKngton  thf  refure  directed,  that  the  operations  of  the  siege 
should  be  delaved  until  this  brid^  e  was  re-established,  but  that,  iu  the  mean- 
time,  the  city  should  be  closely  blockaded. 

April  0,1  •  Having 'received  information  that  Massena  was  again  collecting 
his  forces  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo,  Lord  Weilingtou  quitted 
Marshal  Beresford's  army  this  day,  and  proceeded  for  bis  own.  This  journal 
fhould  regularly  follow  bim,  but  as  the  procecdiogi  in  the  Aleutejo  were  very 
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important,  and  will  be  best  understood  by  being  related  together^  we  shall 
cursorily  narrate  them  here. 

The  marshal  continued  his  operations  against  Badajos^  and  on  the^fth  of 
May  the  place  was  completely  invested  by  the  allied  army,  and  by  a  Spanish 
corps  commanded  by  Don  Carlos  d'Kspagne.  On  the  following  day  the 
batteries  were  opened  against  fort  St.  Christoval,  and  the  garrison  returned  a 
very  brbk  fire  upon  the  besiegers.  Marshal  Soult,  however,  having  learned 
the  danger  of  the  town,  was 'now  rapidly  advancing  to  its  relief;  upon  infor- 
matioQ  of  which,  marshal  Beresford  deemed  it  necessary  to  raise  the  siege^ 
and  to  march  forwards  to  give  him  the  meeting  upon  the  road  by  which  he 
was  advancing.  On  the  1 2th,  he  sent  bis  artillery  to  Elvas,  and  on  the  i5th, 
took  up  a  position  at  Albuera,  where  he  was  joined  in  the  course  of  the  night 
by  general  Blake,  and  a  corps  under  Don  Carlos  of  Spain.  On  the  morning 
of  the  l6tb  was  fought  the  memorable  battle  of  Albuera,  the  result  of  which 
was  the  repulse  and  subbequeiit  retreat  of  the  enemy.  \Ve  now  return  to  our 
Journal. 

Apiil  29*  Lord  Wellington  (coming  from  marshal  Beresford)  arrived  at' 
Villa  Foriiiosa,  his  former  bead  quarters. 

May  1.  On  theeveningof  tbis  day  Lord  Wellingjton  received  information 
t^hat  Massena  had  assembled  a  council  of  war  at  Ciudad  Rodrigo,  which  was 
Ai tended  by  twenty-six  general  opicers,  and  that  the  supposed  conclusion  of 
it  was  a  determination  to  attempt  the  relief  of  Almeida,  or  at  least  to  bring 
oflf  the  garrison.  The  previous  demonslrations  of  the  French  on  the  farther 
iDanlf  of  the  Agueda  confirmed  tbis  report,  and  his  lordbhip  accordingly  pre- 
^red  to  receive  them. 

May  2.  Tbe  whole  of  the  enemy's  army  crossed  the  Agueda  this  day,  and 
^rove  the  light  division  out  of  Gallegos. 

May  3.  Lord  Wellington,  upon  seeing  the  purpose  of  tbe  enemy,  the  prece* 
^ing  day,  had  moved  his  troops  fcum  tbeir  cantonments,  and  on  the  morning 
of  this  day  took  up  a  concentrated  position  betwixt  the  villages  of  Fuentes  de 
Tlonor  in  Spain,  and  Villa  Formosa  in  Portugal,  eight  English  miles  from 
JVlmeiddy  and  sixteen  on  the  Portuguese  side  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo. 

On  the  afternoon  of  this  day,  the  enemy  commenced  their  operations  by 
«n  attack  on  the  village  of  Fuentes  de  Honor,  the  main  point  of  our  position. 
He  at  first  obtained  possession  of  it  by  the  superiority  of  his  force,  but  a 
little  before  dusk  was  dislodged  by  colonel  Cadogan  and  the  7l8t  regiment, 
«Qd  our  troops  remained  in  possession  of  it. 

May  4.  On  the  4th,  the  enemy  contented  himself  with  reconnoitring,  but 
in  th^  night  of  this  day  moved  Junot's  corps  to  the  right,  for  the  purpose  of 
attacking  the  British  force  opposite,  with  the  advantage  of  numbers.  Lord 
Wellington,  however,  anticipated  this  movement,  for  in  the  same  night  he 
made  a  corresponding  secret  movement  to  the  quarter  on  which  he  foresaw 
the  point  of  the  meditated  attack. 
May.  f.  The  enemy  bcjg^  their  pperatipns  this  day  at  six  in  the  morning. 
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Th^\  I'  •*■•  i!  wn  ujon  p^eiierul  Houston,  who  had  ihe  left  of  the  British  posi- 
tion, and  compell^  hioi  lo  give  way.  He  fell  back  on  the  brigade  of  guards, 
and  the  Itt  division,  which  were  posted  on  some  broken  and  rocky  ground, 
intersected  with  inclosures  of  stone  walls  and  copse  wood,  and  having  a  small 
river  the  Tiiron  in  the  rear.  The  major-general  executed  this  retrograde 
movement  with  great  steadiness  in  the  face  of  a  very  superior  force.  The 
German  cavalry  enabled  him  to  do  this  by  the  incomparable  gallantry  with 
which  they  covered  the  mtfvement.  The  light  division,  which  had  formed 
on  the*  left  of  major-general  Houston,  followed  him  in  this  retrocession,  being 
'attacked  by  cavaliy  they  retired  in  an  echellon  of  squares,  a  favourite  ma- 
noeuvre ot  Buonaparte. 

Having  tlius  accomplished  these  movements,  a  new  line  was  now  formed: 
major-general  Houston's  division  going  to  the  right  of  the  1st  division,  and 
having  on  its  left  general  Crawford  with  the  light  division  in  reserve.  Be- 
yond were  those  of  major-generals  Picton's,  A.  Campbell's,  and  Sir  William 
Erskine's.  The  left  of  the  w  hole  was  on  Fort  Conception,  covering  Almeida, 
The  principal  part  of  the  cavalry  remained  on  the  right.  Brigadier-general 
Pack  was  stationed  with  the  queeh's  regiment  and  a  brigade  of  Portuguese 
Infantry  to  watch  Almeida,  from  whence  guns  were  iired  at  intervals  as 
Hignahi. 

The  7th  division  crossed  the  river  Turon  a  short  time  afterwards,  and 
formed  upon  a  bill  in  the  rear  of  the  line  abovementioned,  as  it  was  intended 
to  take  up  a  new  line  in  this  position,  should  the  commander  of  the  forces 
have  deemed  it  necessary  to  have  retreated  from  the  former  one. 

The  engagement  continued  the  whole  of  the  day,  it  ceased  with  the  night, 
when  the  enemy  were  found  in  the  same  position  as  at  the  commencement 
of  the  action.  They  had  not  gained  a  foot  of  ground,  and  therefore  were 
Ultrrlv  lolled  of  their  purpose. 

Mux  7th.  The  two  armies  still  retained  their  positions  in  front  of  each 
Otlu-r,  unil  were  occupied  in  burying  their  dead.  The  English  worked  hard 
in  thiON^in^'.  U|»  fiold-works  to  strengthen  their  position. 

Mav  S.h.  Ihe  enemy  having  rectived  a  reinforcement,  it  was  expected 
\\\  \\  \\\\s  \\\»uld  renew  the  attack,  but  they  began  their  retreat  at  day-break. 

M  K\  Vlh.    Hie  French  conlinucd  their  retreat.

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Their  object  was  to  destroy  the  outer  rampttrt,  and  tfaey  had  laid  their  minet 
accordingly.  Bat  the  commanding  engineer,  as  was  believed,  |>erisbed  ia 
one  of  the  chambers  of  the  mines,  by  which  accident  only  a  part  of  them 
was  sprung,  and  thus  a  good  portion  of  the  intended  mischief  avoided. 

May  17th.  As  matters  were  now  at  rest  on  this  part  ^f  the  frontier,  and 
Lord  Wellington  received  letters  from  Marshal  Beresford,  stating  that  Marshal 
Soalt  was  advancing  to  raise  the  siege  of  Badajos,  his  Lordship  \e(t  Almeida, 
and  departed  for  the  army  of  the  south.  His  Lordship  reached  Marshal  B. 
on  the  19tb,  the  day  after  that  on  which  Marshal  Soult  had  commenced  his 
retreat  after  the  battle  of  Albnera. 

May  ^6thL  General  Luniley  having  followed  the  rear  of  Marshal  Soult 
^th  the  British  and  Portuguese  cavalry  to  Usagre,  the  enemy  there  made 
liead  against  him,  and  made  a  desperate  charge  on  him  on  this  day.  Geo* 
Lsmky  had  taken  an  advantageous  position  on  some  good  ground  on  this, 
(the  Badajos  side)  of  the  village,  the  enemy  were  on  the  farther,  or  Seville 
aide.  Three  of  their  regiments  dashed  through  Usagre  in  a  most  gallant 
manner,  but  had  scarcely  formed  when  they  were  charged  by  Gen.  de  Grey's 
^Hjrade  of  heavy  cavalry,  and  completely  overturned.  The  French  were  io^ 
nediately  broke,  and  took. to  flight.  The  nature  of  the  ground,  however, 
^id  not  permit  the  Major-general  to  follow  up  his  advantage.  * 

Jone9d.  The  siege  of  Badajos  being  resumed,  the  batteries  were  opened 
^if  day  against  Fort  St.  Christoval. 

Jane  6th.  A  breach  having  been  effected  in  this  fort,  an  attempt  was  made 
^liis  day  to  carry  it,  but  failed. 

June  9-  Another  assault  was  made,  and  failed. 

June  13.^  Baring  those  operations,  Soult,  who  had  retired  to  Seville  after 
tte  action  of  the  l-6'th  of  May,  was  busied  in  collecting,  in  the  Eslremador^ 
the  whole  French  force  in  the  centre  and  south  of  Spain.  Drouet's  corps  was 
l>rought  from  Toledo;  Marmont  was  moved  down  from  Castile;  and  seveial 
battalions  drawn  off  from  the  blockade  of  Cadiz.  Lord  Wellington,  thero> 
fore,  turned  the  siege  of  Badajos  into  a  blockade,  and  took  post  with  the 
greater  part  o(  bis  army  at  Albuera,  on  the  ISth  of  June^  On  the  same  day, 
the  enemy's  advanced-guard,  consisting  of  about  10,000,  arrived  at  Lus 
Santos. 

June  17.  Lord 'Wellington  quitted  Albuera,  Tsised  the  siege  of  Badajos, 
crossed  the  Guadiana,  and  took  a  strong  position  between  Elvas,  Campo 
Major,  and' Aroncfaes. 

As  Marniionf  tnoved  off  towards  Estremadura,  Sir  Brent  Spencer  also  al% 
tered  his  position,  and  kept  in  a  parallel  direction  with  the  French  columns^ 
Slid  when  the  enemy  crbssed  the  Tagus  at  Alraar.iz,  Sir  Brent  crossed  with 
his  army  at  Villa  Velho,  and  joined  Lord  Wei(iii^on  upon  the  Cayes,  near 
Aronches. 

Jane  3^.  The  enemy  rsconnottred  tlM  position  of  the  army  with  a  largi 
k^  of  cavali^.    This  feree^  however,  was  attacked  near  Campo  Major,  by 
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mi^or-gffiend  de  Grey't  brigade  of  Brittsb,  and  brigadier-general  Maddan's 
lirig^de  of  Portogueee  cavalry,  aad  repulsed  wkbout  his  being  aUe  to'  tee 
Ibal  position.  *  '.  ' 

It  had  been  arranged  by  Lord  WeHugton,  that  as  Soult  advanced  with  his 
immense  force  up<^i  the  allied  army,  Blake,  with  his  corps,  should  endeavour 
to  gel  round  his  flanks,  and  proceed  towards  Seville  and  Madrid,  liroui  which 
places  almost  every  description  of  troops  had  been  drawn  off;  and  so  wdl 
<lid  Lord  W^ipgton  occupy  Sodt's  attention  by  his  manceuvres^  that  Blake 
was  at  Castellegos  before  the  marshal  was  aware  of  his  being  in  hie  rear. 
Had  Blake  moved  on,  a3  had  been  arranged,  it  might  have  been  of  peM  nx^ 
Dient;  but  as  Soult  immediatdy  detached  a  force  in  pursuit  of  l)im,  tha 
Spaniards  bepan  to  think  more  of  their  own  safety,  than  of  the  ariangemants 
agjPeed  upon. 

As  marshal  Soult  found  that  Lord  Wellington  was  too  wdl  prepared  for 
blm,  xhe  immediatdy  drew  off  his  troops  from  the  neighbourhood  of  Badajjosy 
and  retired  towards  the  centre  of  Spain, 

July  18.  I^rd  Wellington  remained  in  hit  position  till  this  day,  when,  as 
all  appearance  of  the  eoemy  had  ceased,  the  allied  army  went  into  canton* 
ments,  the  commander  of  the  forces  in  Portaiegre.        .  n 

August  2.  Marmont  having  passed  thcTagus  and  established  himself  al 
Placeatia;  Lord  Wellington  found  it  necessary  to  make  a  corresponding 
movement,  and  accordingly  crossed  the  same  river  at  Villa  V^a,  and  agpon 
fiaed  his  bead-qoarters  at  Fuente  Guinaldo,  about  eight  miles  from  Ciudad 
Rodrigo.  The  infantry  was  pushed  forward  on  the  Salamanca  road,  and  all 
fommunicatiqn  cut  off  betwixt  Ciudad  Rodrigo  and  that  place. 

September  23.  The  blockade  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo  was  continued  till  this 
day*  On  this^  day,  the  Brifish  and  Portuguese  army  were  assembled  on  the 
line  of  the  Agueda,  in  order  to  oppose  a  frontto  the  enemy,  who  were  known 
to  be  bringing  a  convoy  from  Salamanca  destined  for  the  relief  of  Ciudad 
Rodrigo. 

September  24.  At  two  in  the  atternoon,  the  head  of  the  convoy  was  seen 
to  be  entering  the  fortress,  and  in  the  course  of  the  afternoon  and  night  the 
whole  arrived.  It  was  accompanied  by  an  army  of  55,000.  The  English 
withdrew  behind  the  farther  bank  of  the  Agueda  as  the  French  advanced. 

September  29*  The  enemy  moved  against  the  Sd  division,  under  general 
^icton,  and  took  two  pieces  of  Portuguese  artiUery.  I'be  5th  regiment  then 
charged  them  in  the  most  gallant  style,  retook  these  two  pieces,  and  subse- 
quently retired  with  the  77th  regiment  in  one  square,  and  the  Idth  Porto- 
inese  regiment  forming  another,  before  the  French  cavalry,  who  repeatedly 
charg^  three  sides  of  the  British  squai^  without  effect.  Ibis  was  one  of  tha 
bravest  affairs  during  the  campaign.  As  major-general  ColviUe  withdrew  oa 
this  part  of  the  position,  major-general  Campbell  likewise  withdrew  the  6tli 
division  behind  the  Duas  Casas,  to  the  woods  in  front  of  Nove  d'Aver. 

'paiM  retHpt  was  followed  by  the  whole  of  the  English  line,  w^ich  en|eiii 
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its  teibpoFary  intreocacnenu  at  Fuente  Guinaldb  in  the  course  of  the  same 

evemngy  and  of  the  ioUowing  luorning.    The  French  followed  this  movomenf 

80  far  as  to  present  tbeaiselves  in  front  of  Fuente  Guinaldo  on  the  morning 

of  the  26th;  but  as  Lord  Wellington  declined  a  battle,  they  shortly  withdrew 

again  behind  the  Agueda ;  and,  a  tew  days  afterwards,  both  Marmont  and 

Lord  Wellington  resumed  not  only  their  former  positions,  but  almost  their 

farmer  relations  and  views.     Marmont  posted  himself  at  Placeptia,  and  Lord 

Wellington  took  up  the  same  line  around  Ciudad  Rodrigo  as  before.     And 

thus  ended  the  cainpaign  of  this  year. 


JOURNAL  0F4N  OFFICER  IN  THE  EIGHTY-THIRD 

REGIMENT. 

IT  should  be  remembered  that  the  main  body  of  our  army  was  destined 
to  assault  the  enemy  posted  in  that  city,  while  general  Beresford,  supported 
by  general  Silveir^,  wab  to  penetrate  by  Tras  os  Montcs;  and,  by  dispossessing 
the  cQemy  of  the  bridges  over  the  Tamega  and  the  Cabado,  cut  off  all  retreat 
by  the  pass  of  Ruivaes,  or  by  the  town  of  Amarante.  The  more  effectually 
to  secure  the  success  of  this  portion  of  the  plan  of  the  campaign,  a  brigade 
of  British  infantry,  with  five  companies  of  the  60th  rifle  battalion^  and  two 
squadrons  of  British  light  dragoon's,  were  placed  under  marshal  Ikresford*! 
controul.  I'his  brigade,  commanded  by  major-general  Tilson,  advanced  hj 
ii separate  road;  and  it  therefore  behoved  general  Beresford-  to  communicate 
with  the  ofHcer  commanding  it,  which  Beresford  appears  to  have  attempted; 
bat  imprudently  intrusted  his  letter  to  th%  ordenanza  or  armed  peasantry. 
In  this  communication,  it  is  supposed,  he  directed  Tils<m  to  march  and  oc;^ 
cupy  a  particular  position,  known  to  command  the  entrance  to  one  of  the  de- 
files through  which  the  enemy  must  necessarily  have  passed.     But  the  mes- 

r 

Mogerdid  not  deliver  this  important  letter  till  it  was  too  late  to  make  the  re- 
quired movement:  the  enemy  therefore  met  with  no  opposition,  and  passed 
A  defile  where  a  few  hundred  men  with  two  pieces  of  cannon,  might  have  suc- 
cessfully resisted  as  many  thousands.  To  this  misplaced  confidence  in  an 
ignoraot  and  dastardly  ordenanza,  one  of  the  most  essential  parts  of  the  plan 
"^"cd,  and  it  was  no  longer  possible  to  surround  or  enclose  the  enemy  in 
"^<^  formidable  defiles  which  every  where  intersect  the  Serra  de  Gerez. 

It  was  also  regretted  that  the  army  halted  on  the  17th  of  May :  for  many 
<^fficers  positively  declared,  that  if  the  advanced  brigades,  instead  of  sojoorn- 
^  fttSaUmonde  and  Raivaes,  bad  moved  rapidly  forwards,  the  rear  guard  of 
^  eueniy  would  have  been  destroyed ;  on  the  other  hand,  it  must  be  admit- 
^  ^t  had  we  continued  a  warm  pursuit  oi  the  rear-guard,  and  the  main 
'^^y*  under  Soult,  had  by  any  accident  paused  and  subsequently  faced  about, 
^^  <Hinelv^  would  have  been  roughly  handled,  as  our  army  was  in  a  very 
^  'Ute.    One  brifpule  (under  brigadier-general  A*  C.)  wcwiitig  to  rejfort 
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hadj  instad  of  following  the  road  to  Mootalegre^  wandered  oo  that  leading  to- 
wards 6arcdlo8,  while  general  Hill'st  general  Sonntag's,  and  general  R.  Stew- 
art's brigades  had  rcgularijf  halted  at  Braga,  so  that  the  only  foree  which 
could  have  been  brought  to  bear  against  the  enemy  would  have  beao  the 
brigade  of  foot  gaards^  the  two  brigades  of  GermanSy  and  that  of  general 
Cameron. 

General  Silveira  (who  had  been  ordered  to  post  himself  between  Roivais, 
Campos,  and  Villa  de  Ponte)  also  miscalculated  his  time,  for  he  arrived  there 
only  to  witness  the  filing  of  the  enemy's  columns  from  the  narrow  straight 
into  the  plain.  Had  Silveira  been  more  active  in  bis  movements,  he  might 
with  the  force  under  his  commandi  (which  was  not  despicable  either  in  num-. 
bers  or  discipline)  have  closed  the  da&les  leading  into  Galicia,  when  Uit 
enemy,  unable  to  manauvre,  would  ^Idmately  have  been  compelled  to 
snrreuder.  .' 

In  respect  to  the  attack  on  Oporto  it  may  be  observed,  that  if  the  measure 
was  on  our  part  prudent,  and  promising  beneficial  effects  to  the  caose  of 
Portugal,  Souk's  retreat  (regard  bad  to  the  means  and  views  of  France)  waa 
equally  proper  and  polidcdl ;  and  in  fact  much  credit  redounds  to  that  gen»' 
ral  for  his  ready  decision  to  withdraw  his  troops  from  a  town  he  knew  waa 
not  tenable  for  any  length  of  time.  It  must  be  recollected  that  marshal  Soolt 
had  itot  only  to  dread  the  British  army  in  his  front;  that  force,  though  re- 
spectable in  every  light,  caused  him  the  least  uneasiness :  his  principal  r«Bp 
son  for  alaim  arose  from  the  hostile  behaviour  of  the  towns-people,  whona 
he  knew  were  almost  without  exception^  not  only  inimical,  but  exasperated  in 
the  highest  degree  against  liis  army;  and  he  was  persuaded  that  the  peasantry 
were,  if  possible,  still  more  inveterate :  for  be  had  ascertained  several  thou- 
sands were  embodied  and  brought  to  some  state  of  military  subordination  by 
Silveira,  who  not  only  maintained  himself  at  Chaves,  but,  with  the  aid  of 
some  old  regulars,  threatened  to  force  the  passage  of  the  Tam^a  at  A  ma- 
ran  te,  where  general  Loisou  (who  had  lately  obtained  possession  of  that  post) 
was  stationed  with  a  brigade,  a  force  so  small  that  it  was  hardly  a  match 
for  his  enemies,  daily  increasing  in  strength  and  confidence.  Nor  was  Soult's 
attention  confined  to  his  neighbouring  foes:  for  his  emissaries,  who  gave 
him  tolerably  correct  information  of  our  movements,  apprised  him  that  ge- 
neral Beresford,  with  a  corps  of  Portuguese  regulars  and  militia,  strengthened 
and  encouraged  by  the  presence  of  nearly  3000  British,  was  advancing  by 
the  Lamego  road,  with  an  intention  of  acting  on  his  left  flank. 

In  addition  to  all  these  objects  of  disquiet,  Soult  saw  how  improbable  it 
was  he  should  obtain  such  reinforcements  and  supplies  from  France  or  the 
interior  of  Spain  as  could  alone  enable  him  to  maintain  his  station  on  the 

• 

Douro.  Weighing,  then,  the  resources  in  his  power,  he  perceived  they  wera 
quite  inadequate.  He  saw  that  he  could  not  retain  the  inhabiUnts  of  Oporto 
in  subjection,  controul  the  neighbouring  peasantry,  ensure  a  supply  of  pro» 
tisioos.  4tnd  r^eabineBty  .tq  tbs  g^rrisoo>  aui  at  the  same  tine  deftnil  thn 
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eity  from  external  assailants:  it  therefore  became  his  duty  to  withdraw,  and 
be  very  prudently  did  so  (cm  the  day  previous  to  that  on  xbhich  Sir  A.  IVelUsle^f 
attacked  the  ptacej  leaving  only  a  rear-guard  of  about  5000  men  to  dispute 
the  passage  of  the  Douro,  and  keep  in  check  the  advanced  parties  of  the 
British  airmy. 

How  far  the  neglect  of  providing  guides  for  the  several  British  divisions  ii 

to  be  lamented,  I  will  not  pretend  to .  say :    it  was  well  known,  howevefi 

throughout  the  army^  that  between  Coimbra  and  Salamonde  some  brigades 

wandered  on  a  wrong  road,  which  could  not  have  occurred  if  proper  persons 

tiad  been  appointed  to  show  the  way.     Many  officers  likewise  regretted  th« 

omission  of  transporting  the  troops  across  the  Douro  successively  as  tkeif 

came  «p,  and  asserted,  that  had  Sir  A.  Wellesley  done  so  instead  of  wdting 

the  arrival  of  the  guards,  (who  had  that  day  fallen  into  the  rear)  a  far  greater 

number  of  the  enemy  would  have  been  taken  prisoners.     Few  persotis  saw  ft 

necessity  for  delaying  the  pursuit  of  the  enemy  after  expelling  him  frooi 

Oporto,  though  various  gebtlemen  thought  Sir  A.  Wellesley  was  influenced 

to  do  80  by  the  hope  of  refreshing  his  men,  abd  bringing  the  artillery  and 

cavalry  across  the  river,  which  could  not  have  be^n  effected  without  serious 

mcoiivenience,  until  the  bridge  was  refiaired.    The  motive,  however)  for  not 

following  the  enehiy.  beyond  Salamonde  is  with  more  difficulty  discovered  and 

justified;  it  is  true,  the  extract  given  from  Sir  Arthur  Wellesley's  dispatch, 

dated  Ruivaes,  says  *'  he  halted  to  ascertain  which  road  the  French  took,*^ 

bat  this  is  evidently  a  itiiscenception  of  the  copyist,  or  an  expression  dropped 

in  the  moment  of  hurry  and  confusion,  as  Sir  A.  Wellesley,  in  the  very  same 

communication  states,  that  *'  the  road  might  every  where  be  traced  by  the 

dead  cattle,  burnt  houses,  &c.  &c."  and  if  I  mistake  not,  the  foot  guards 

exchanged  shot  with  the  fugitives,  whose  cooking  fires  wtrc  in  full  glare  when 

wr  brigade  reached  Salamonde;  indeed,  some  of  our  men  regaled  themselves 

bpon  the  meat  which  the  enemy,  in  their  great  hurry  to  be  off,  bad  led  roast* 

iog,  or  in  the  kettles;  and  I  further  observed,  that  on  the  following  day,  when 

we  resumed  uur  march  forward,  the  route  was  lined  with  dead,  fatigued,  and 

tick  soldiers,  who  even  then  served  as  guides  to  our  advance.     It  is  ne* 

Vertheless  true,  that  had  we  continued  rapidly  to  advance,  some  inconvenience 

most  have  arisen  from  want  of  supplies ;  for,  as  it  was,  the  leading  brigades 

experienced  such  want  of  bread,  that  Sir  A.  Wellesley  was  under  the  necessity 

of  noticing  the  deficiency  of  that  necessary  article,  and  making  some  amends 

for  the  loss  of  it ;  but  as  a  paragraph  appeared  in  general  orders  respecting 

the  short  sopply  of  bread,  I  shall  beg  leave  to  transcribe  those  orders^  issued 

between  the  1 3th  and  the  SSth  May,  which  in  any  manner  allude  to  our  ti« 

tnation  or  our  movements,  and  amongst  these  will  be  found  that  relating  to 

the  supply  of  bread. 

^  MontaUgre,  May  19, 1809.— Art.  2.  The  different  brigades  will  leave 
at  Braga  such  men  as  are  unfit  to  march.    A^  assistant-surgeon  from  each 
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bngiide  will  take  cbarge  of  tbein  until  ao  hospital  can  be  established.     Art.  3 
The  following  proportion  of  officers  must  likewise  be  left  by  each  brigade  ii 
charge  pf  the  sick — to  every  30  men  one  subaltern;  to  every  liundred  raeo 
one  captain  add  one  subaltern ;  if  the  number  be  under  30,  then  one  serjeao 
only;  and  for  «very  30  exceeding  tliat  number,  be&ides  the  officers,  one  sei 
jeant>Bndone  corporal.     Art.  4.  When  bread  cannot  be  delivered   to  tb 
troops,  they  must  have  two  pounds  of  beef  for  their  rations.     Art.  ii.  It  i 
to  be  understood  by  the  soldiers,  that  wine  forms  no  part  of  thfir  rations;  i 
i^  giveo  to  them  at  the  pleasure  and  responsibility  of  the  xromniander  of  tfa 
forces,  and  must  be  discontinued  when  circumstances  prevent  the  procuring 
it.     Art.  6.  The  ration  of  bread  is  to  be  increased  to  one  pound  and  a  haU 
which  the  commanding  officers  of  brigades  will  direct  to  be  delivered  as  sooi 
as  their  assistant-^cummissaries  report  they  can  make  issues  to  that  amount 
Art.  7-  All  horses,  mules,  bullocks,  6cc,  taken  from  the  enemy,  must  be  ten 
^ered  to  the  commissary-general,  who  will  buy  such  of  them  as  may  be  fouBi 
fit  for  cavalry,  artillery,  or  commissariate  purposes.     Art.  $.  All  purchase 
of  captured  horses,  mules,  &c.  contrary  to  the  above  order,  will  in  future  b 
coosidered  null  and  void,  anless  purchased  for  the  purpose  t)f  conveying  camj 
ketlles,  &c.  by  officers  commanding   troops  or  companies,  with  the  l^now 
ledge  and  consent  of  general  officers  commanding  their  respective  brigades 
Art.  10.  Tbe  commander  of  the  forces  having  reason  to  believe  that  manj 
horses,  mules,  &c.  are  kept  even  by  common  soldiers,  and  maintained  in  i 
way  inconsistent  with  discipline  and  good  order,  desires  officers  commandin| 
regiments  and  brigades  to  ascertain  the  number  of  horses  and  mules  attachec 
to  the  corps  under  their  command,  and  enforce  the  immediate  sale  of  thoa 
pot  allowed  to  be  kept  by  the  regulations  of  the  army.     Art.  11.  The  com 
mander  of  the  forces  is  much  concerned  to  learn  that  the  unmilitary  habit  o 
firing  off  muskets  in  quarters^  which  he  attributed  to  troops  supposed  not  8( 
well  disciplined  as  those  of  his  Majesty,  should  be  ascribed  equally  to  thos< 
from  whcm  he  expected  a  better  example.     Art.  12.  He  strictly  forbids  th< 
continuation  of  this   unsoldier-like   practice,   and  directs  that  any  soldie 
found  guilty  of  discharging  his  firelock,  without  the  sanction  of  his  officer 
shall  be  puni^^hed  for  disobedience  of  orders.  Art.  IS.  Soldiers  are  uccouiitabh 
fi>r  the  quantity  (>f  ammunition  in  their  possession,  and  aiiy  one  found  t( 
have  made  away  with  it,  must  be  tried,  and,  if  convicted,  punished.    Art.  14 
This  is  iu)t  the  only  irregularity  of  which  the  commander  of  the  forces  hai 
reason  to  complain.     Art.  15.  Under  tlie  pretence  of  taking  hoises  from  th< 
enemy*  soldiers  have  taken  them  from  Portuguese  gentlemen,  and  liaye  even 
tfone  so  lar  as  to  t4ke  two  horses  belonging  to  the  lOih  light  dragoons,  which 
the  quarter-master -general  has  had  at  reviews.     Art.  l6.  The  particular  at- 
tention gf  oflkers  commanding  brigades  and  regimenls  is  culled  to  tlic  conduct 
of  wjldicrs  under  their  command.     Art.   17.  Company  ofliccrs  must  attend 
to  their  men  in  qiftirters  as  well  at  on  a  march,  or  the  army   will  very  soon 
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be  no  better  than  a  babditii.  If  those  practices  are  coutinued,  the  cammanrlec 
of  the  forced  desires  officers  commanding  brigades  will  direct  the  rolls  to  be 
called  every  hoar,  in  order  |hat  all  abseatees  may  be  punished;  and-  he  iff 
furthermore  determined,  that  those  troops  which  plunder  shall  be  pnt  to  the 
rear,  instead  of  the  front  of  the  column.  Art.  Ift.  The  provost  marshal  vilk 
take  charge  of  all  the  French  prisoners  between  Montalegre  and  Braga;  m 
company  of  the  2d  battalion  9th  foot  is  accordin^y  placed  at  bis  disposal;, 
and  must  march  to-morrow  morning  at  day-li^  for  the  village  af  Vallacn, 
situated  on  the  high  road  from  Montalegre  to  Huivaes.  The  provost  willy 
this  afternoon,  remove  to  Vallaca  all  the  prisoners  a€  Montalegre,  and  on  th^ 
read  between  that  and  the  former  place;  the  provost  must  make  requisition 
00  the  commissary -general  for  as  many  carts  aa  may  be  necessary  to  conveff 
the  prisoners  to  Braga:  if,  hpwever,  conveyance  be  wanting  on  any  part  of 
the  road  for  a  number^  be  will  leave  those  he  cannot  take  forward  iu  charge 
of  a  small  guard,  and  adopt  such  measures  as  will  insure  their  subsistence 
until  he  can  assemble  eaniages  enough  to  convey  them  to  Braga." 

**  Rmivaps,  Mt^  20,  1809.-:!-Art.  V.  The  commander  of  the  forces  calls 

the  attention  of  officers  commanding  brigades  and  regiments,  to  the  following 

extract  of  a  letter  from  the  bishop  of  Braga;  it  points  out  very  forcibly  how 

aecessary  it  is  for  company  officers  to  watch  .over  the  conduct  of  soldiera 

voder  their  command, .and  how  certainly  want  of  discipline  and  good  order 

must  defeat  the  best  combined  operations^.     Art.  2.  The  bread  so  irregularly 

Kixed  by  the  soldiers  in  the  rear,  was  intended  for  those  brigades  at  head 

<|Harlers,  who  were  consequently  in  want,  and  unsupplied  with  their  rations; 

Art.  3.  Extract*  **  1  likewise  avail  myself  of  this  opportunity  to  inform  your 

Excellency,  that,  notwithstanding  my  earnest  endeavours  to  have  supplies  of 

provisions  of  all  kinds  dispatched  forward  for  the  use  of  the  army  under  yoof 

comu>aad,  I  have'Dot  hitherto  succeeded  to  tiie  extent  I  promised,  no  account 

of  the  arbitrary  manner  iu  which  the  provisions  are  taken  possession  of  at 

this  place,  by  the  ditferent  soldiers  of  your  Excellency's  array,  and  which  con^ 

duct  prevents  a  regular  return  or  receipt  from  being  given  to  the  owners. — 

Id  order,  therefore,  to  prevent  a  recurrence  of  those  irregularities,  I  request 

that  your  EKcellency  will  have  the  goodness  tagive  positive  orders  that  in 

future  no  person  but  commissaries  shall  take  jiossession  of  pnmsioos  brought 

io  here  for  the  use  of  the  British  army.  Fa4  vcisco." 

'*  Oporto^  Mu^  33,  ISOp.-^Tbe  quarter-master- general  will  forthwith  raise 
A  corps  of  mounted  guides,  who  are  to  be  under  the  immediale  superintendance 
of  bis  department.  This  corps  will  receive  cavalry  pay  and  allowances ;  the 
officers,  non-commissioned  officers,  and  privates,  will  be  mounted  at  the  pub- 
lic expence>  eiiber  upon  horses  oi  on  mules.  The  strength  of  the  corps  will 
Was  follows^  viz.  four  officers  (witis  the  same  rate  of  pay  and  allowances  as 
cornets),  six  serjeantSi  six  corporals,  two  farriers,,  and  twenty  privates.    Art. 
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2.  Authorises  officen  on  the  adjutaot  aod  quarter-tnaster-general's  staff  to 
charge  against  the  public  the  hire  of  post  horses  when  ordereil  to  any  distant 
place  on  daty,  as  sneh  officers  in  Portogal  are  not  allowed  to  keep  tbt  samo 
number  of  horses  as  officers  in  similar  stations  in  other  parts  of  the  world;, 
and  it  being  very  necessary  that  a  communication  between  the  different  divi* 
nons  of  the  army  should  be  kept  op,. through  the  medium  of  staff  officers. 
Art  S.  Permits  genersls  Sherbrooke,  HiU^and  Murray,  to  take  from  among 
tba  infantry  each  ona  blaoksmith,  for  the  service  of  themselves  and  staff,  in 
order.that  they  may  not  in  fiiture  be  delayed  through  want  of  such  men,  nor 
Ifacir  horses  become  disabled  for  want  of  shoes,  as  frequently  happened  daring 
the  northern  campaign.  Each  of  these  officers  was  likewise  allowed  to  draw 
ferage  for  one  mule  to  carry  the  smith's  tools.  In  the  same  manner,  and 
Suraimilar  reasons,  two  smiths  were  attached  to  the  commandant's  staff;  it 
being  understood,  however,  that  the  first  purchase  of  the  mule  war  to  be  nt 
thffsole  expenice  of  those  who  benefit  by  the  indulgeaee. 

^  After  6.0. — Art.  1.  The  commander  of  the  forces  has  been  informed, 
and  indeed  hafl  observed,  that  notwithstanding  the  orders  issned  by  the  late 
commander-in-chief,  as  well  as  those  by  himself,  much  private  baggage  ia 
moved  upon  bullock  cars:  officers  must  have  felt  the  Inconveniences  attend- 
ing this  mode  of  transporting  it,  and  found  that  it  was  scarcely  possible  for 
the  baggage  to  keep  op  with  them  even  at  present;  and  when  the  army  movet 
in  larger  divisions,  it  will  become  quite  impossible:  but  the  public  inconver 
aiences  resulting  from  this  mode  of  transporting  private  baggage  is  still 
greater.  The  commander  of  the  forces  at  the  same  time  is  aware,  that  on 
forced  marches,  and  in  bad  weatherj  animals  provided  for  carrying  will 
kaock-up,  but  he  nevertheless  hopes,  that  the  officers  of  the  arnay  will  consi* 
der  the  prohibition  of  conveying  any  beggage  on  bullock  cai  s  (excepting  such 
as  is  specified  in  the  orders  of  the  late  commander-in-chi^O  &>  ^  necessary 
measure,  and  that  those  who  have  baggage  to  carry,  will  provide  themselves 
ivith  mules  or  horses  for  that  purpose.'^ 

**  Oporto,  May  134,  1809. — Art.  9.  The  army  being  likely  to  encamp  at 
an  early  period,  the  commander  of  the  forces  is  disposed  to  supply  officera 
with  tents  from  the  public  stores,  in  the  proportion  of  one  for  each  field  officer; 
one  for  the  officers  of  each  company,  and  one  for  the  staff.  It  will,  however, 
be  necessary  for  those  oflicers  to  whom  tents  are  issued,  to  provide  means 
for  carrying  them,  without  increasing  the  demand  fur  forage.  Art.  3.  Offi* 
cers  commanding  regiments  will  send  to  the  quarter-master-general,  through 
the  generals  commanding  their  brigades,  nominal  returns  of  all  officers  desi^ 
rous  of  obtaining  tents,  and  state  the  number  reqmred  by  the  regiments  und^E* 
their  command,  according  to  the  above  proportion.^

proceeded  the  following  morning  to  Ovar;  ^  which  will  form  the  subject 
of  another  coipmunicatioq. 
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rriTISRAKT  FROM  PBTBRSBURGH^  THROUGH  MOSCOW^  TO  TULA  ANtf 

VORQfiTETZ. 

ON  the  morning  of  the  third  of  April  1800,  we  (Dr.  Clark  and  Mr.  Cresp) 
left  Petersburgh  on  our  road  to  Moscow,  and  thence  to  Tula^nd  Voronetz. 
This  is  the  great  southern  road  ofRussia,  which,  commencing  at  Petersbu^gh, 
and  tesminating  on  the  sea  of  Asopb,  extends  across  the  whole  Russian  do- 
minionSf  length-ways,  i.  e.  from  north  to  south.  From  Petersburgh  to  Mos- 
cow is  about  500  miles,  from  Moscow  to  Tula  120,  and  from  Tula  to  Voro- 
netz 170. 

We  arrived  with  great  expedition  at  Tsarskoselo.    In  setting  out  from  Pe- 
tersburgh for  the  sooth  of  Russia,  the  traveller  must  bid  adieu  to  all  thoughts 
of  inns,  or  even  houses,  with  the  common  necessaries  of  bread  and  water. — 
He  must  not  always  hope  to  find  even  clean  straw.    He  will  do  well,  there- 
fore, to  take  every  thing  with  him.    A  pewter  tea-pot  should  be  the  first  arti* 
cle»  not  a  silver  one,  or  it  would  be  sure  to  be  stolen ;  to  this  he  should  add  a 
kettle,  a  saucepan,  tea,  sugar,  cheese,  and  some  bread  baked  into  rusks.    If 
he  travels  in  winter,  he  may  carry  frozen  food,  such  as  game  and  fish,  which 
being  congealed,  and  as  hard  as  a  flint,  will  not  suffer  from  the  jolting  of  hit 
carriage.    Wine  may  be  used  in  a  cold  Countr^,  but  never  in  a  hot  one.    He 
should  likewise  take  withiiim  a  small  cruet  of  good  vinegar,  as  a  spoonful  of 
^negarin  aglass  of  pure  water  will  give  him  instant  coolness  and  spirits,  when 
his  tongue  is  parcfied  with  heat  or  thirst,  and  his  blood  in  a  ferment  by  the 
motion  of  his  long  journey. 

Novogorod,  ISO  English  miles  from  Petersburgh,  was  the  next  place  of 
>ioy  consequence  through  which  we  passed.  It  was  half  buried  in  snow  when 
^eTeached  it  on  the  morning  of  the  5th  of  April.  We  managed,  however,  to 
get  to  the  cathedral,  to  see  the  pictures  and  idols  of  the  Greek  church,  and 
which,  with  many  others  dispersed  through  Hussia,  were  introduced  lung  be- 
fore the  art  of  painting  was  practised  in  Italy.  I  had  given  a  few  pounds  io 
a^ussian  officer  for  his  god;-  this  consisted  of  an  oval  plate  of  copper,  on 
^^ich  the  figure  of  a  warrior  was  beautifijlly  painted  on  a  gold  ground.  This 
warrior  proved  afterwards  to  be  St.  Alexander  Nevski,  and  there  was  hdftdlj 
khutor  a  post-house  along  the  road,  which  did  not  contain  one  ur  more  of 
tbe  same  kind  of  paintings^the  figures  on  a  gold  ground,  and  sometimes 
Protected  in  front  by  a  sUveccoat  of  mail,  leaving  only  the  faces  and  hands 
^^  Ihe  images  visible. 

I^e  cathedral  of  Novogorod,  dedicated  to  St.  Sophia,  in  imitation  of  the 
name  given  to  the  magnificent  edi6ce  erected  by  Justinian  at  Constantinople, 
yas  built  in  the  eleventh  ceptury .    Many  of  the  pictures  seem  to  hav^  been 
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llliere  from  'iBe  time  in  which  the  €hurch  was  finished.  Dttle  can  he  said  of 
the  merit  of  any  of  them ;  they  are  more  remarkable  for  tingularitf  than 
beauty.  ^  li^^the  Home  of  »  sort  of  anti-chapel|^  as  yo«  eater,  m  aem  the  re^ 
presentations  of  monsters  with  many  heads;  and  such  a  strange  astemblage 
of  imaginary  beings  as  might  be  supposed  in  a  fagan,  rathej^than  a  Christian 
lemple.  The  different  representations  of  the  virgin  throughout  Russia,  will 
fhew  to  what  a  pitch  of  absurdity  supefstMon  has  been  carried.  There  are 
principally  three:  the  Virgin  of  Vladimir;  the  Virgin  with  the  Bleeding 
Cheele ;  and  the  Virgin  with  Thre€  Hands. ,  .... 

It  is  not  only  in  the  churches  that  such  paintings  are  preserired,  every  room 
throughout  the  empire  has  a  picture  of  this  nature,  large  or  small,  called  ihm 
Bogk,  or  god,  stuclc  up  ia  one  corner;  and  to  which  every  person  who  enttra 
offers  adoration,  before  any  salutation  is  made  to  the  master  or  mistress  of  the 
Bouse.  This  adoration  consists  in  crossing  and  bowing  the  head  in  a  verj 
ludicrous  manner. 

^  Th6  contrast  of  the  present  state,  and  ancient  history  of  Nuvogorod,  bat 
^cited  the  melancholy  feelings  of  all  travellers.  It  is  known  in  Kussian  hia- 
lory  by  the  name  of  Novogorod  the  Great,  and  in  former  days  it  seema  to 
liave  merited  it.  Nomade  Slavonians  were  its  founders,  about  the  time  that 
the  Saxons,  under  the  invitation  oi  Vortigern  £rst  came  into  firitain.  Four 
centuries  afterwards  a  motley  tribe  from  the  plains  and  marshes  of  the  Find- 
land^  gulf  made  it  Iheir  metropolis.  Nearly  a  thousand  years  have  passed 
away,  since  Ruric  the  Norman,  gathering  them  together  at  the  mouth  of  the 
Volchova,  laid  the  foundation  of  the  Russian  empire,  aiTd  fixed  his  residence 
and  metropolis  in  Novogorod. 

Vladimir,  a  succeeding  so veretgu,  divided  his  estates  between  his  twelve 
sons,  upon  which  there  arose  three  independent  princes,  and  a  number  of 
pietty  confederacies.  The  seat  of  govern ii>ent  was  succcshively  removed  from 
Novogorod  to  Suzcdal,  Vladimir,  and  Moscow.  Novogorod  then  adopted 
a  mixed  government,  partly  monarchical,  partly  republican,  like  that  of  Flo- 
rence in  Italy.  In  the  middle  of  the  13lb  century  it  was  distinguished  by  the 
rictories  of  its  grand  Duke  Alexander  Nevski,  over  the  Swedes,  on  the  banks 
of  the  Neva,  and  by  its  remote  situation  escaped  the  ravages  of  the  Tartars 
in  the  14th.  In  the  15lh  century  it  submitted  to  the  yoke  of  Ivan  the  First, 
and  in  the  l^th  was  ravaged  and  desolated  by  his  successor  Ivan  the  Second. 
The  building  of  Petersburgh,  by  attracting  all  the  commerce  of  the  Baltic  to 
itself,  fully  accomplished  the  ruin  of  Novogorod.  , 

The  fortress  of  Novogorod  is  large,  but  of  wretched  appearance.  It  waa 
constructed  after  the  plan  of  the  Kremlin  of  Moscow,  towards  the  end  of  the 
15th  century,  and  contains  the  cathedral.  Upon  the  bridge  leading  to  this 
fortress  from  the  town,  is  a  small  chapel,  where  every  peasant  who  passes  de- 
posits his  candle  or  his  penny.  Devotees  may  be  seen  during  the  whole  day 
bowing  and  crossing  themselves  before  the  piciitres  it  contains*  The  super* 
•tition  of  this  people  is  astonishing,  that  of  a  Roman  Catholic  country  will 
bear  no  comparison  with  it. 

The  snow  increased  very  fast  in  our  way  from  Novogorod  to  Tver,  but  we 
had  afterwards  barely  sufficient  to  pass  on,  and  in  some  places  the  earth  was 
t>are.    As  the  seasons  in  Russia  are  always  the  same,  this  may  be  taken  ai 
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the  estafylisrhed  state  of  the  weather  at  this  time  of  the  year,  that  is  to  sa^,  in 
the  beginning  of  April. 

It  is  perfectly  a  mistaken  nation  that  the  road  from  Petersburgh  to  Moscow 
is  a  straight  line,  through  forests;  the  country  is  generally  open,  a  wide  ajid 
fearful  prospect  of  hopeless  sterility^  where  the  fir  and  the  birch  are  apparently 
the  only  trees.  The  soil  is  for  the  most  part  sandy,  and  apparently  of  a  na- 
ture to  set  agriculture  at  defiance.  Towards  the  latter  part  of  the  journey 
corn  Mds  appeared,  of  considerable  extent.  Our  progress,  instead  of  be- 
ing in  a  strait  line,  was  asf  devious  as  possible.  In  all  the  province  or  distri^ 
of  Valday,  the  land  is  hilly,  not  to  say  mountainous.  The  heights  of  Valday 
if  the  common  temi  in  the  country,  for  this  part  of  the  road. 

The  female  peasants  of  Valday  have  a  costume  which  resembles  orie  ia 
Switserland.  It  consists  of  a  shift  with  full  sleeves,  and  a  short  petticoat, 
with  coloured  stockings.  Over  this,  in  winter,  they  wear  a  pelisse  of  lambs- 
vool,  as  white  as  the  snow  around  them ;  it  is  litied  with  cloth,  and  adorned 
with  gold  buttons  and  lace.  The  hair  of  the  unmarried  women,  as  in  most 
parts  of  Russia,  is  braided,  and  hangs  to  a  great  length  down  their  back.  On 
their  heads  they  wear  a  handkerchief  of  coloured  silk.  The  married  women 
<wear  their  hair  trussed  up.  The  male  peasants  of  Russia  are  universally  ha- 
bited, in  winter,  in  a  jacket  made  of  a  sheep's  hide,  with  the  wool  inwards ;  a 
square-crowned  red  cap,  with  a  circular  edge  of  black  wool  round  the  rim. 
These,  with  a  long  black  beard,  sandals  made  of  the  bark  of  the  birch-tree, 
and  legs  bandaged  in  woollen,  complete  the  dress. 

ITic  whole  journey  from  Petersburgh  offers  nothing  that  will  strike  a  tra^ 
▼eller  more  than  the  town  or  village  of  Jedrova:  it  consists  of  one  street,  as 
broad  as  Piccadilly,  formed  by  the  gable  ends  of  wooden  houses,  (whose  roofs 
project  far  over  their  bases),  and  terminated  by  its  church.  This  is  a  spe- 
cimen of  all  the  secondary  towns  in  Russia;  the  houses  are  only  so  many 
wooden  stables,  having  their  gable  ends,  instead  of  their  fronts,  to  the  road, 
and  having  only  small  wooden  holes  instead  of  windows. 

The  forests,  for  the  most  part,  consist  of  poor  stinted  trees,  and  the  road; 
inuimmer,  is  described  as  the  most  abominable  that  is  possible.  It  is  then 
formed  by  trunks  of  trees  laid  across,  parallel  to  each  other;  it  may  easily 
he  conceived  what  horrible  jolting  it  occasions  to  the  traveller. 

The  breaking  of  our  sledge  at  Poschol  furnished  us  with  an  opportunity  of 
haTingan  interesting  peep  at  the  manners  of  the  peasantry.  The  woman  of 
the  house  was  preparing  a  dinner  for  her  family,  who  were  gone  to  church. 
f(  consisted  of  soup  only.  Presently  her  husband,  a  boor,  came  in,  attended 
by  his  daughters,  with  some  small  loaves  of  white  bread,  m^t  larg'er  than  a 
Pigeon's  egg^  these,  I  supposed,  the  priest  had  consecrated,  for  they  placed 
l^cm  with  great  care  before  the  Bogh,  Then  the  bowing  and  crossing  began, 
and  they  went  to  dinner,  all  eating  out  of  the  same  bowl.  Dinner  ended, 
^^^y  went  jegularly  to  bed,  as  if  .to  pass  the  night  there.  Having  slept  about 
^Q  bour,  one  of  the  young  wonien  called  her  father,  and  presented  him  with 
*  pot  of  vinegar,  or  quass,  the  Russian  beverage.  This  picture  of  Russian' 
'^^inners  varies  little  with  reference  to  the  prince  or  the  peasant.  The  first 
"^^^Weinan  of  the  empire  lives  a  mode  of  fife  little  superior  to  that  of  the 
^^futes.   You  will  find  hini  throughout  llie  day  with'  h'w  neck' bare,  hfe  bearcf 
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lengthened,  and  bis  body  wrapped  in  a  sbeep-skio— eating  raw  turnips,  ami 
drinking  quass.  Sleeping  one  ha(f  of  the  day,  and  growling  at  his  wife  and 
family  the  other.  "  Tiie  same  feelings,  the  same  wants,  the  same  gratifica* 
lions,  characterize  the  nobleman  and  the  peasant-^the  system  of  the  go- 
irernment,  whatever  may  be  the  personal  character  of  the  prince,  is  despotic 
through  all  its  orders,  and  the  people  are  all  slaves.  They  are  all,  therefore, 
high  and  low,  rich  and  poor,  alike  servile  to  superiors— haughty  and  croel 
to  their  dependants ;  ignorant,  superstitious,  cunning,  brutat,  barbarous, 
dirty,  and  mean.  The  Emperor  canes  the  first  of  his  grandees-^princes  and 
nobles  cane  their  slaves,  and  the  slaves^  their  wives  and  daughters.  *  £re  the 
sun  dawns  in  Russia,  flagellation  begins ;  and  throughout  its  vast  empire 
cudgels  are  going  in  every  department  of  its  population,  from  morniDg  unttl 
night."    (Dr.  Clark^s  own  words ^  lUttraUy). 

Vishnei  Voloshok  is  a  place  of  considerable  importance,  remarkable  for 
the  extensive  canals,  forming  the  great  inland  navigation  of  Russia.  A 
junction  has  been  formed  between  the  Tvertza  and  the  Masta,  uniting,  by  a 
navigable  canal  of  four  thousand  miles,  the  CaspiaR  with  the  Baltic  sea* 
There  is  not  in  the  world,  I  believe,  an  example  of  inland  navigation  so  ex- 
tensive, obtained  by  artificial  means,  and  with  so  little  labour,  for  the  Volga 
is  navigable  almost  to  its  source,  and  two  miles  and  a  half  is  all  that  has  been 
cut  through  in  forming  it.  The  town  itself  is  full  of  buildings  and  shops  ;  it 
is  spacious,  and  wears  a  stately,  thriving  appearance. 

From  Vishnei  Voloshok  we  came  to  Torshok,  about  50  miles  distance,  re- 
markable for  a  spring,  superstitiously  venerated,  and  attracting  pilgrinia 
from  all  parts.  It  has  no  less  than  twenty  churches,  some  of  which  art 
built  of  stone.     It  is  altogether  a  thriving  town. 

At  Tver,  about  49  miles  farther,  there  is  a  decent  inn,  to  which  is  an- 
nexed a  shop,  as  is  sometimes  seen  in  more  northern  parts  of  Europe.  The 
situation  of  Tver,  upon  the  lofty  banks  of  the  Volga,  is  very  grand.  It  has 
a  number  of  stone  buildings,  and  its  shops,  as  well  as  churches,  merit  parti- 
cular regard.  The  junction  of  the  Volga  and  the  Tvertza  is  near  the  Street 
oj Millions,  Pallas  speaks  of  the  delicious  sterlet  taken  from  the  Volga,  with 
which  travellers  are  regaled  in  this  town,  at  all  seasons  of  the  year. 

The  journey  from  Tver  to  Moscow,  in  the  winter,  with  a  kibitka,  is  per- 
formed in  fifteen  hours.  The  road  is  broad,  but,  in  certain  seasons,  such  as 
at  the  melting  of  the  snow,  It  is  as  bad  as  possible. 

About  60  miles  from  Tver,  we  came  to  a  small  settlement  between  two 
hills;  this  is  marked  in  the  Russian  map  as  a  town,  and  called  Klin.  It 
hardly  merits  such  a  distinction.  On  the  right,  as  we  left  it,  appeared  one 
of  those  houses,  constructed  for  the  accommodation  of  the  Empress  Catha- 
riue,  on  her  journey  to  the  Erimca, 

The  rising  towers  and  spires  of  Moscow,  greeted  our  eyes  four  miles  before 
we  reached  the  city.  The  counti^*  around  it  is  flat  and  open,  and  the  town," 
spreading  over  an  immense  district,  equals  by  its  majestic  appearance  that 
ofRome,  when  beheld  at  an  equal  distance.  As  we  approached  the  barrier 
of  Moscow,  we  beheld  on  the  left,  the  large  palace  of  Petrossky,  built  of 
brick.  It  wears  an  appearance  of  great  magnificence,  though  the  style  of 
^rchite^urs  i^  cumbrous  and  heavy.    It  was  erected  for  the  accommodation 
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of  the  Russian  sovereigns,  during  their  ^visits  to  Moscow.    It  is  about  three 
miles  from  the  city. 

Arriving  at  the  barrier,  our  passports  were  examined.    This  entrance  to 
the  city,  like  most  others,  is  a  gale  with  two  columns,  one  on  each  side,  sur- 
mounted by  eagles.     On  the  left  is  the  guard-house.     Within  this  gat^  a 
number  of  slaves  were  employed,  renit)ving  the  mud  fro?ti  the  streets,  whic^ 
bad  been  caused  by  the  melting  of  the  snow.     Peasants  with  tkeir  kibitkas, 
in  great  numbers,  were  leaving  the  town.     Into  these  vehicles,  the  slaves, 
amused  themselves  by  heaping  as  much  of  the  mud  as  they  could,  thrown 
in  unperccived  by  the  drivers,  who  sat  in  front.    The  superintending  officer 
chanced  to  arrive  and  detect  them  in  their  filthy  workt  and  we  hoped  that 
he  would  instantly  have  prohibited  these  insults  to  the  poor  fellows.     His 
conduct,  however,  only    served  to  atford  a  trait  of  the  national  character. 
Instead  of  preventing  any  further   attack  upon  the  kibitkas,  he  seemed 
highly  entertained  by  the  ingenuity  of  the  contrivance  ;  and,  to  encourage 
the  sport,  ordered  every  peasant  to  halt  and   to  hold  his  horse,  whilst  they 
filled  his  kibitka  with  the  mud  and  ordure  of  the  streets,  covering  with  it 
the  provisions  of  the  poor  peasants,  with  which  they  were  going  peaceably 
to  their  families.     At  this  unexampled  instance  of  cruelty,  some  of  the 
peasants,  more  spirited  than  \he  rest,  ventured  to  murmur.    Instantly,  blows, 
with  a  heavy  cudgel,  on  the  head  and  shoulders,  silenced  the  complaints  oif 
these  poor  wretches. 

The  accommodation  for  travellers  is  beyond  description  bad,  both,  at 
Pelerslnirgh  and  Moscow.  In  the  latter,  none  but  necessity  would  render 
them  sufferable.  They  demand  three  rubles,  (seven  shillings  English)  a-day, 
for  a  single  room,  or  kennel,  in  which  an  Englishman  would  not  keep  a 
cleanly  dog.  The  dirt'on  the  tioor  can  only  be  removed  by  an  iron  hoe,  or 
a  shovel.  These  ,  iaces,  moreover,  are  entirely  destitute  of  beds.  They 
consist  of  bare  walls,  withf  two  or  three  old  stuifed  chairs,  ragged,  rickety, 
and  full  of  vermin.  The  walls  themselves  are  still  more  disgusting,  as  the 
Russians  load  tlienfi  with  the  most  abominable  filth. 

Our  first  visits  were  from  two  or  three  idle  officers,  lounging  about  as  spies« 
who  entered  our  apartments,  examined  every  thing  we  had,  and  asked  a 
number  of  frivolous  and  impertinent  questions,  with  a  view  to  extort  money, 
The  greatest  difficulty  was  that  of  keeping  them  from  indulging  their  na- 
tional habit,  that  of  stealing  every  thing  within  their  reach. 

Weremained  at  Moscow  till  the  31st  of  May,  and  on  the  evening  of  that 
^^y  reached  Molodtzy,  tJie  first  station.  The  next  day,  June  the  first,  we  ar* 
n^ed  at  Cdo  Molody.  Its  inhabitants  were  once  in  good  clrcwmstances, 
^ttt  they  are  now  completely  ruined  by  their  present  master.  The  tyrant 
**5a  fine  house  near  the  church,  on  the  left  hand  side  quitting  the  Tillage, 
wlween  Molodtzy  and  Celo  Molody,  we  passed  through  Podalzk,  prettily 
•ituated  between  two  hills,  on  the  river  Mockra.  The  late  Empress  con* 
fcrrcd  00  Podalsk  tJie  name  and  honours  of  a  town,  but  the  perverse  malice 
of  the  Enoperpr  Paul,  degraded  it  again  into  a  village. 

From  Celo  Molody  Our  journey  was  performed  with  great  expedition,  and 
ov^  good  roads,  to  Grischinka,  and  toSerpuchoff*,  which  last  place  perfectly 
i^emblei  Newmarket,  in  situation,  appearance,  and  surrounding  tcencry. 
m.v,    HO.  26.  R 
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Exactly  on  the  spot,  ^^hich,  vihh  referenct:  to  the  lowii^  corretpondt  with 
the  course  at  Newmarket^  before  descending  into  Serpuchotif^  it  a  church- 
yfird ;  here«  among  graves  and  tombs,  we  saw  several  women  of  the  country 
practising  a  custom  strictly  oriental-- that  of  visiting  the  sepulchres  of 
friends  long  buried^  bowing  their  heads  to  the  ground,  touching  the  graves 
ifvitb  their  ibreheads^  weeping  loud,  and  uttering  short  prayers. 

Serpuchoif  is  a  handsome  little  town  on  the  river  Kara.  It  contains  a 
Citadel,  enclosed  by  a  strong  rampart,  and  has  a  Wey wood  with  his  chan- 
cery. In  the  market  we  observed  some  shops,  solely  appropriated  to  the 
sale  of  labkas,  or  Russian  sandals,  made  of  birch  wood.  It  is  not  true,  there* 
lore,  that  every  inan  makes  his  own. 

At  every  station  on  the  route  there  is  an  officer,  called  the  post-master, 
^hose  duty  It  is  to  superintend  the  post,  and  to  see  that  travelers  are  regu- 
larly supplied  with  horses.  Some  of  these  fellows,  however,  will  not  furnish 
horses  without  4  bribe,  even  when  the  imperial  order  is  produced.  We 
vere  compelled  to  give  one  to  ihe  post-master  at  Serpuchoflr,and  hit  manner 
of  extorting  it  was  as  \illanous  as  the  thing  itself.  He  had  recourse  to  a 
thousand  shuffles,  whilst  one  of  his  men  hinted  to  us  what  he  wanfed.  I 
could  hardly  believe  what  I  beard,  and  should  have  been  ashamed  to  offer 
it,  if  be  had  not  afterwards  told  me  <u>  himself.  Horses  now  came  quick 
enough,  and  half  a  dozen  fine  speeches  int6  the  bargain. 

About  three  quarters  of  a  mile  from  this  town  we  crossed  the  Oka  by  a 
ferry.  This  river  falls  into  the  Volga  at  Columna.  It  is  a  noble  piece  of 
vrater,  almost  as  broad  as  the  Thames,  and  well  stocked  with  fish.  We  had 
been  detained  so  long  at  Serpuchoff,  that  evening  was  coming  on  when  we 
arrived  upon  its  banks.  Peasants  were  seated  in  groups  around  different 
iires,  singing  and  boiling  their  fish  upon  the  shore.  The  forests,  as  is  usual 
in  Russia,  resounded  with  the  melody  of  nightingales,  and  the  moon  full  and 
splendid,  rose  over  the  fine  scene. 

We  arrived  late  the  same  night  at  Celo  Zavody,  and  waited  there  till  sun- 
rise. It  is  a  very  pleasing  sight  to  see  the  young  villagers  return  in  the 
evening  from  their  labours.  They  walk  with  flo^%ers  in  their  hats,  moving 
slowly  up  the  village,  and  singing  a  kind  of  hymn.  Each  person,  as  in  a 
duet  song,  bears  a  separate  part,  and  the  etTect,  from  the  exact  observance 
of  time  and  tune,  is  very  interesting.  Vegetation  had  been  very  rapid,  even 
in  the  short  interval  of  our  journey  from  Moscow,  and  the  peasants  were 
already  decked  with  the  early  dowers  of  the  year.  The  whole  territory 
around  ut,  on  all  sides,  is  a  flat.  The  great  oriental  plain  may  be  said  to 
extend  from  Moscow  to  Tobolskoy,  in  Siberia.  Some  part  of  the  county  of 
Cambridge  presents  a  striking  resemblance  of  the  scenery. 

There  is  no  reason  to  fear  any  adventures  at  inns,  in  the  writings  of  But* 
sian  travellers!  except  in  large  towns  such  houses  are  never  seen,  and  eveo 
there  they  are  abominable.  Better  accommodations  are  to  be  found  in 
the  huts  of  Lapland  peasants,  than  in  Russian  inns.  In  Russian  inns,  the 
rooms  consist  of  bare  walls,  filthy  beyond  description,  destitute  alike  of  beds 
and  chairs.  I  would  advise  every  Englishman  travelling  in  Russia,  to  learq 
to  smoke  tobacco,  a  practice  which  will  preserve  him  from  dangerous  in* 
fection,  and  overwhelm  any  unpleasant  odours.    It  will,  moreover,  counter* 
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act  certain  consequences  of  continual  traveiling  and  want  of  re^t;  wiil  repel 
vermin,  and  will  afford  coitlfort  in  long  fasting,  upon  dusty  plains,  upon 
lakes,  rivers,  unwholesome  marshes,  and  chilling  dews.  It  also  promotes 
the  digestion  of  the  bad  food  he  must  necessarily  encounter. 

The  next  day,  June  3d,  we  passed  through  Vazany  and  Celo  Volotia,  to 
Tula,  the  caplbal  of  the  government  of  the  same  name,  and  the  Sheffield  of 
Kussia.    Sometiipe  before  we  reached  it,  it  exhibited  a  considerable  appear* 
ance.    A  very  handsome  church,  with  white  columns  appeared  above  the 
town,  whieh  occupies  an  extensive  vale,  and  is  filled  with  spires  and  dooms. 
The  entrance,  both  on  its  northern  and  southern  side  is  by  triumphal  archos, 
composed  of  wood,  painted  to  represent  marble.     In  former  times  Tula  was 
a  dangerous  place  to  visit,  as  the  inhabitants  used  to  pillage  travellers  evea 
Id  the  open  streets.    Now  it  is  the  great  emporium  of  hardware  for  the  whole 
empire,  containing  a  manufactory  of  arms,  of  cutlery,  and  of  other  works  ia 
polished  steel.    As  soon  as  you  arrive  at  the  inn,  a  number  of  persons  crowd 
the  room,  each  bearing  a  sack  filled  with  trinkets,  knives,  ink-stands,  incense 
pots,  silk  reels,  and  cork  screws.    Their  work  is  showy,  but  very  bad,  and 
viH  not  bear  the  smallest  comparison  with  our  English  waresr.     Indeed  they 
stamp  all  their  goods  with  the  names  of  English  towns,  and  English  artificers^ 
imltatiDg  even  the  marks  of  the  Sheffield  manufacturers,  and  adopting  all 
their  models.    They  are  able  to  fabricate  ever)*  thing,  but  they  can  finish  no- 
thing.  Some  of  the  workmen  had  been  sent  to  England  for  instruction  by  the 
'ate  Empress,  and  I  asked  one  of  them  why  their  wares  were  so  badly  finished  ? 
"C  replied,  they  were  not  able  to  bestow  the  necessary  time ;  for,  as  every 
^i^icle  is  the  produce  of  the  labour  of  a  single  person,  the  high  price  of  the 
«^<)c1itiona1  labour  of  such  complete  finishing  would  never  be  obtained.    The 
'^te  empress  bought  up  almost  all  the  work  which  her  English  workmen  com- 
pleted, and  spared  no  elfort  to  encourage  and  reward  them. 

T'ola,  in  its  present  condition,  is  not  likely  to  prove  any  advantage  to  the 
empire,  because  the  inhabitants  are  unable  to  raise  the  water  wanted  to  put 
th«  works  in  motion.  Tlic  machinery  is  ill-constructed,  and  worse  preserved. 
Workmen  with  long  beards  stood  staring  at  each  other,  not  knowing  vhat  to 
^o,  whilst  their  intendants  and  directors  were  either  intoxicated  or  asleep.— 
TThey  pretended,  however,  to  issue  from  the  imperial  manufactory  thirteen 
hundred  musquets  a-week;  but  the  name  of  musquet  is  degraded  by  such 
things  as  they  produce;  it  is  wonderful  any  troops  can  use  them:  besides 
^ing  clumsy  and  heavy,  they  miss  fire  five  times  out  of  six,  and  are  liable  to 
l^urst  whenever  they  arc  discharged. 

The  streets  of  Tula  are  paved,  and  its  shops  and  public  places  have  an  ac« 
*'*vc  and  bustling  air.    The  number  oi  merchants,  including,  I  suppose,  shop- 
keepers, is  estimated  at  4000 ;  and  some  of  them  are  very  rich.  Its  commerce, 
independent  of  its  hardware,  consists  of  European  merchandize,  Greek  wines;^ 
tt&d  various  productions  of  Turkey.    The,  imperial  manufactory  of  arms  em- ' 
p\oys  6000  workmen^  and  the. total  number  of  inhabitants  is  estimated  at 
30,000,    It  stands  in  a  smooth  valley,  on  the  borders  of  the  river  Upa.    It 
mither  wants  wood  for  fuel,  nor  a  sufficient  quantity  of  water  for  all  the  ne- 
^^MAry  operations ;  the  only  vrants  are  skill  and  knowledge.    The  generality 
^tkc  houses  in  Tula  are  of  wood,  but  there  are  certainly  a  great  number  vf 
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^tdn«,  and  this  bomber  intreaies  daily.  We  obi^rved  women  employed  in 
fepairing  the  pavemeht  of  the  i treets»  which  are  kept  io  good  ordeh  The 
drets  of  the  youhg  females  displays  their  person  to  advantage,  tt  is  a  white 
slipy  covering  thie  arms  and  hbdy  in- front,  and  is  fastened  behind  with  tape. 
It  is  drawn  dose  over  the  breast,  and  th<^  held  tight  by  a  bottdh. 

We  left  Tula,  and  proceeded  due  south  for  VoronetZ4    Aft^  ascending  the 

Mghts  aboVeTula^  we  were  carried  into  a  wide  and  desolate  plaib,  covered 

&bty  by  a  thin  sod,  on  ^bich  herds  of  cattle  were  grazing.    Nothing  could 

€«|(ial  the  road  by  which  we  were  now  passing.    Tht  whote  distance  rrom 

TNila  to  Vorone'tz  was  like  a  bowling  green,  being  a  firm,  hard  turf,  exactly  like 

Akat  which  covers  the  SolAh  Downs  in  Sussex.  Over  Ihe'firtt  part  of  the  Toed 

from  Tula,  were  a  variety  of  small  copses  in  patches,  but  in  every  other  res* 

Met  the  pliiin  resembled  a  vaist  ocean,  one  vast  uniform  level.  A  few  mtles  from 

Tbia,  on  looking  back  from  the  elevated  plain  above  it,  this  towii  preteott 

dneof  the  most  pleasing  prospects  in  Russia.  '  The  town  itself,  with  itsnume- 

ious  white  buildings,  domes^  towers,  and  rising  spires,  is  a  fine  object*    TVeet 

ippeStr  skirting  the  suburbs  and  do\vns,  and  spreading  here  and  there  in  the 

^Tley,  whilst  cattle  graze  all  around  it.    At  the  same  time  the  ear  is  greeted 

by  the  cheerful  lioise  of  industry,  from  different  manufactures;  by  the  ring- 

fng'oTbefis,  'the  lowing  of  herds,  and  the  loud  chorus  of  the  peasants,  singing 

their  national  airs,  and  accompanying  them  with  the  wild  notes  of  tlieir  rustic 

ipipes.    We  were  passed  at  the  same  time  by  numerous  caravans  from  the 

Ukraine  and  the  bon,  and  the  whole  together  constituted  a  scene  of  life,  ao- 

*  fivity,  and  rural  joy,  which  appealed  very  forcibly  to  the  feelings. 

We  passed  through  Dediloff,  a  most  miserable  town,  twenty  miles  from^ula. 

It  consists  of  several  timber  huts,  coarsely  thatched  with  straw.    The  walls 

oY  these  cottages  are  formed  by  trunks  of  trees,  laid  horizontally  upon  each 

other,  and  the  interstices  filled  with^mud.     It  stands  in  a  wide  open  district, 

half  at  the  top,  and  half  at  the  bottom  of  a  hill. 

The  next  day,  June  5th,  we  passed  through  the  town  of  Boghoroditz,  On 
an  eminence  above  this  place,  Bobrinsky,  son  of  the  late  empress,  by  Orlof, 
lias  a  magnificent  seat,  with  an  estate  of  the  finest  corn  land  in  Russia.  It 
covers  an  extent  of  sixteen  square  miles,  and  contains,  as  w^  reported,  70,000 
peasants.  Nothing  indeed,  for  many  miles  on  this  road,  is  seen  but  corn- 
fields :  it  is  the  richest  country  in  the  empire.  The  peasants  carry  their  sur- 
plus corn  to  Tula  aud  Kalouga.  This  place  also  affords  plenty  of  honey  to 
those  towns. 

From  Boghoroditz  we  crossed  boundless  plains,  without  a  single  enclosure, 
until  we  came  to  Celo  Nikitzov,  seated  in  a  fertile,  and  very  cultivated 
country.  The  town  is  like  all  the  secondary  towns  in  Russia,  a  collection  of 
wooden  huts.  We  journeyed  hence  to  Bolskoy  Platy,  a  smaN  village;  sooo 
ifter  passinji;  which  we  saw  the  rare  spectacle  of  a  beautiful  wood.  We  after- 
wards came  to  Estrcniof,  a  small  insigniticant  town  on  a  high  hill,  at  the  foot 
of  which  flows  the  river  Mecza,  which  runs  into  the  Don.  From  thence  we 
proceed  to  Celo  l^alnia,  and  thence  to  Eletz. 

Eletz  is  a  large  paved  town  of  considerable  extent,  situated  on  the  riverf 
£letz  and  bossna.  It  stands  on  a  lofty  steep  hill,  and  maintains  a  consider* 
able  commerce  In  cattle  anil  corn.    Agriculture  here  is  in  a  very  flourithiau 
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State,  and  the  environs  abound  with  wood.  Its  inhabitants  consist  of  mer> 
ckants  irticans^and  soldiers.  Its  merchandise  is  derived  from  Moscow  aB4 
the  Ukraine,  an4  it  carries  on  a  great  internal  trade  in  the  sale  of  honey  and 
leather,  Elets  is  renowned  for  tlie  celebrity  of  its  forges;  the  jiumber  of 
smiths,  and  other  artificers  in  iron,  amounted  to  two  hundred. 

From  £let2  we  continued  our  journey  to  Zadonetz.  In  all  this  route  we  wert 
continually  met  by  caravans  from  the  Don,  the  Crimea,  and  other  parts  of 
ihesouth  of  Russia.  These  caravans  formed  a  line  of  waggons^  thirty  orfortjr 
in  number,  laden  with  brandy,  corn,  wool,&c.  Sometimes  they  consisted  6t 
cattle  only,  cows,  liorses,  sheep,  and  hogs,  all  moving  in  the  same  prMsis- 
ctioua  herd,  accompanied  by  Russians,  Cossacks,  &c.  Ac  At  a  short  di§* 
ftioce  from  Zadonete  we  crossed  the  Don  by  a  ferry.  The  river  exhibited  ii 
hruad,  clear,  and  rapid  current.  The  town  stands  upon  a  hill  above  it,  a«d 
oace  formed  one  of  a  line  of  forts  from  this  place  to  Zaritzin,  to  prevent  the 
incursions  of  the  Tartars  and  Cossacks.  It  appears,  like  all  the  towns  in  tJblt 
road,  to  be  in  a  thriving  state. 

From  Zadonetz  our  journey  conducted  us  through  the  sweetest  country 
imaginable,  covered  with  woods  full  of  flowers,  fruit  trees,  and  a  number  of 
plants;  plainly  indicating  an  approach  to  warmer  climates.  Apple  and  other 
Ifroit  trees  Yprrng  wiM  among  young  oaks,  and  vegetables  are  here  tn  great 
i^riety  and  plenty. 

As  we  advanced  through  Celo  Chlebnoy,  we  beheld,  at  a  distance  upon «tir 
right  band,  the  Don,  rolling  in  a  very  niajectic  and  devious  course,  wbikt 
Che  full  moon  cast  her  light  upon  its  waters.  We  halted  for  the  night  at  a 
place  called  Bestuzevka,  almost  a  solitary  hut,  in  the  midst  of  wide  plains, 
Tbe  next  morning,  June  7th,  we  resumed  our  journey,  and  very  expeditiously 
reached  the  town  of  Voronetz,  a  very  considerable  place,  upon  a  river  of  the 
aame  name,  and  neaV  the  spot  where  it  falls  into  the/Don.

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PERMANENT  RANK  GRANTED  TO  TUB  GERMAN  LEGION. 

HAVING  very  lately  stated  to  you  my  sentiments  relative  to  tbe  policy 
^f  employing  foreigners  in  tbe  British  service,  more  particularly  on  tbe  boniji 
service,  and  of  the  feelings  of  disgust  with  which  tbeir  rise  and  advancement 
la  the  army  is  viewed,  nut  only  by  tbe  British  army,  but  the  whole  country, 
I  cannot  but  suppose  the  very  recent  instance  of  rpyal  favour  bestowed  ool 
the  German  legion,  by  giving  tbera  permatient  rank  in  tbe  service,  will  he  re* 
garded  as  not  only  highly  impolitic, 'but  really  unjusit  and  cruel  to  the  whole* 
body  of. the  British  army;  they  are,  in  consequence  of  this  regulutipr^,  liajble 
to  have  these  Germans  now  put  over  their  heads  into  every  regiment  of  tha 
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::  at  all  events  they  must  expect  to  have  them  iuuodaced  evely  dny  mto 
corps  which  have  been  constantly  oo  Bervice»  shedding  their  best  blood  in 
their  country's  causoy  and  who  will  most  ondonbtedly  feel  it  a  degradation 
to  have  foreigners  of  any  description  introduced  amongst  thenu  And  for 
what  has^his  high  distinctiou  been  conferred  upon  them?  What  have  they 
dboe?  I  allow  that  a  few  squadrncs  of  their  hussars  have  been  serviceable  to 
Marquis  Wellington  on  several  occasions :  that  the  iofantry  also  have  ibog|i( 
by  the  side  of  British  troops,  with  courage  and  steadiness;  but  is  this  reason 
snfficient  for  giving  permanent  rank  in  the  army  to  fifteen  hundred  foreig|i 
officers,  whilst  there  are  constantly  as  many  names  of  British  subjects  oa 
the  commander-in  <chtef  's  list  of  commissions.  I  am  far  from  denying  to  the 
German  l^ion  their  share  of  praise  fnr  services  in  the  peninsolay  but  thsee 
services  have  been  over-rated»  and  are  overpaki,  to  the  injury  of  the  whole 
British  army.  They  are  certainly  favourites  of  those  who  possess  the  highest 
tank  and  offices  in  the  country ;  and  they  are  now  eligible  to  be  promoted 
into  any  regiment  in  the  service.  Can  it  be  doubted  that  they  will  soon  make 
their  way  into  every  corps  ?  that,  in  consequence,  officers  of  family  and  fop- 
lane  will  retire  in  disgust  from  the  service?  that  those  of  bog  and  active 
service  will  thereby  often  lose  their  turn  of  promotion  ?  that  the  whole  army 
wMI  fed  aggrieved  \ — I  am  convinced  I  now  speak  the  sentiments  of  thai 
army  which  is  become  the  admiration  of  their  country,  and  of  the  world. 

I  have  already  stated  my  conviction  that  the  only  proper  service  for  onr 
Ibreign  troops  is  the  colonial  service.  Let  the  60th  regiment  be  increased,  if 
they  are  only  destined  to  s^rveout  of  Britain,  and  in  a  quarter  of  the  world 
where  their  services  are  of  equal  importance  with  the  British ;  but  they  cau- 
:|K>t  be  so  any  where  else  except  in  the  West  Indies.  Let  half  the  officers  be 
Ibreign,  if  you  chooie,  and  1  have  no  objection  to  their  getting  permanent 
rank ;  but  to  put  in  all  the  officers'of  the  German  legion  on  that  footing,  musi 
he  highly  injurious  to  the  army,  and  obnoxious  to  the  country  in  generaU

P«rtf,  SepUmher  19, 181f . — T1IE  dispatches  sent  to  the  minister  at  war,  by  the  aHk 
4e-cmiDp  of  the  General  inChief  of  the  army  of  Portogali  have  informed  us  of  tlie  move- 
mcDts  of  chat  anuy  lo  the  termination  of  the  affair  of  Aropilcs,  near  Saiaroauca,  aud  m% 
have  teen,  that  the  French  army  having  re-taken  a  position  behind  the  Douro,  the  cne* 
-ttiy  made  no  further  deiuon»tration  which  announced  the  project  of  acting  offensively. 
The  deteils  relative  to  these  last  events  are  centaiiied  in  the  undermentioned  report^

— Moniikvr — THEMnterruption  of  the  communicationt  witlk 

France  aince  the  opening  of  the  campaign  having  prevented  roe  from  giving  you  the  soe» 

cenive  accounts  of  the  events  which  have  passed,  I  shall  commence  this  report  from  tha 

iOoment  at  which  the  English  bfgan  operations,  and  I  am  going  to  have  the  honour  fa 

place  before  you  in  detail,  all  the  movements  which  have  been  executed,  to  the  onhappj 

^veot  which  has  just  taken  place,  and  which  we  were  far  from  expecting.     In  the  roontli 

5>f  May  I  was  informed  the  English  army  would  open  the  campaign  with  very  powerful 

ttieana,     I  informrd  the  King  of  it,  in  order  that  be  might  adopt  such  dispositions  as  Iva 

^liooght  proper,  and  T  likewise  acquainted  General  Caffarelli  with  it,  that  he  might  take 

XKieasuret  for  sending  me  succours  when  the  munient  should  liave  arrived.    The  extremie 

-^^ifficnlty  of  procuring  subsistence,  and  the  impossibility  of  [provisioning  the  troops  mhtn 

-Assembled,  prevented  me  from  having  more  than  eight  or  nine  battalions  in  Salamanca. 

fcot  all  were  in  readiness  to  join  me  in  a  few  days.     On  the  lYth  of  June  the  enemy*c 

.^rroy  passed  the  Agaeda;  on  the  14tb,  in  the  morning,  I  was  informed  of  it,  and  the  or- 

^er  for  assembling  was  given  to  the  troops.     On  the  16th  the  English  array  arrived  be* 

^ore  Salamanca.     In  the  night  between  the  16th  and  17th  I  evacuated  that  town,  lear* 

MDg,  nevertheless,  a  garrison  in  the  forts  I  had  conitructed,  and  which,  by  the  extreme 

■^ffyvi ty  used  in  their  construction,  were  in  a  state  of  defence.     I  marched  six  leagues 

i^rom  Salamanca,  and  then  having  collected  five  divisions,  I  approached  that  town ;  I 

^rorc  before  me  the  English  advanced  posts,  and  obliged  the  enemy's  army  to  shew 

what  attitude  it  reckoned  upon  taking;  it  appeared  determined  to  fight  upon  the  fine 

rising  ground  and  strong  position  of  San  Christoval. — The  remainder  of  the  array  joined 

me '  I  manceovrefi  round  the  position,  but  I  acquired  the  certainty  that  it  every  where 

pcesented  obstacles  difiicult  to  be  conquered,  and  that  it  was  better  to  force  the  encroj 

to  come  upon  inother  field  of  battle,  than  enter  into  action  with  them  upon  ground  which 

gave  tbem  too  many  ad  ventres;  besides,  different  reasons  made  me  desire  to  prolong 

the  operations:  for  I  had  just  received  a  letter  from  General  Caffarelli,  which  announced 

to  me  that  he  had  collected  his  troops,  and  was  going  to  march  to  succour  me,  whilst  taj 

Dfeieiice  would  have  tnspended  the  siege  of  the  fort  of  Salamanca.     Things  remained 

in  ibis  state  for  tone  days,  and  the  armies  in  presence  of  each  other,  when  the  siege  of 

the  fort  of  Salamanca  vigoroosly  commenced. — On  account  of  the  trifling  distauce  which 

^re  was  between  the  Frencfr'trmy  and  the  place,  and  by  means  of  the  signals  agreed 

BpoB,  I  was  tr€Tj  day  informed  of  tbe  situatioo  of  the  pla^e.— Jboie  oa  the  |6th  ai4 
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f7tb  inforned  lue,  that  the  fort  could  hold  out  five  dajs;  then  I  decided  to  execut^:^  i5| 
passage  of  the  Toriiira»  and  acl  upon  the  left  bauk.    The  furt  of  Atba.  which  I  had  ^^arf. 
fully  preserved,  gare  roc  a  passage  oyer  that  river,  a  new  line  of  operationst  Hud  a^^zx/n, 
portant  point  of  support.     I  made  dispositions  for  executing  tliis  passage  on  the    m-night 
between  the  28th  and  29lh.     During  the  night  of  the  J7th  the  fire  redoubled,  vnmrl  the 
tnemy,  fatigue^]   with  a  resistance  which  to  them  appeared  exaggerated,  fired  re </ ^ot 
balls  upon  the  fort.     Unfortunately  its  magnnnes  contained  a  Urge  quantity  of  mood,  »* 
took  fire,  and  in  an  in^jtant  the  fort  was  in  flames.     It  was  impossible  for  the  hrave gn^''' 
ffisoa  who  defended  it  to  support^  at  the  sauie  time,  the  euoiny's  atmcks  and  the  (^ 
which  destroyed  their  df'ft:nce%  magaaipes,  and  provisions,  and  placed  the  soldiers  thei 
lelves  in  tlie  moat  dreadful  situation.     It  was  thin  obliged  to  surrender  at  discretioi 
•fter  having  had  the  honour  of  repulsing  two  assaults,  and  causing  tht*  enemy  a  loss 
Ivore  than  1500  men,  vix.  double  their  own  force.     This  event  hctppeocd  on  the  ?8th 
Boon.     The  enemy  having  uo  further  oijcct  by  this  operation,  past  the  Toruios,  and  oi 
the  contrary,  every  thing  indicating  that  it  would  be  prudent  to  await  the  reinforcement' 
announced  in  a  formal  manner  by  t1\e  army  of  the  north,  I  d€;cided  on  re-approackin| 
the  Douro,  and  pas&ing  that  river  in  case  the  enemy  should  march  towards  us,  and  there  t( 
take  up  a  good  line  of  defence  until  such  time  tui  the  moment  for  acting  on  the  offensive 
jhould  appear.     On  the  28th  the  army  departed,  and  took  a  position  on  the  Guarcna 
•Ik  tlie  39th,  on  the  Trabanjos,  where  it  sojourned.     The  enemy  having  followed  lh« 
Aoverooiit  with  the  whole  of  his  forces,  the  army  to«k  a  position  on  the  Zopardiel,  ai 
•B  the  3d  it  passed  the  Douro,  at  Tordeaillas,  a  place  which  I  cluyse  for  the  jiivot  of  rojr 
aolions.     Tbe  line  of  the  Douro  is  excellent.     I  made  with  detail  every  dispositiocB 
which  might  render  sure  a  good  defence  of  this  river,  and  I  had  no  cause  to  doubt  my 
being  able  to  defeat  every  enterprise  of  the  enemy,  in  case  they  should  attempt  the  pat- 
'iBge.     The  5d,  being  iIk!  day  after  that  we  lt.ad  passed  the  Douro,  he  made  several  as- 
semblages of  his  forces,  and  some  slight  attempts  to  effect  this  passage  to  Folios,  a  point 
which,  for  him,  would  be  very  advantageous.     The  troops  which  I  had  disposed,  and  a 
few  cannon  shot,  were  sufficient  to  make  him  immediately  give  up  his  enterprise.     In 
continual  expectation  of  receiving  succours  from  the  army  of  the  north,  which  had  been 
promised  in  so  solemn  and  reiterated  a  manner,  I  endeavoured  to  add,  by  my  own  in- 
.duftry,  to  the  means  of  the  army.     My  cavalry  was  much  inferior  to  that  •(  the  enemy. 
The  English  had  nearly  6000  horse,  English  or  German,  withniit  counting  the  Spaniards 
formed  into,  regular  troops.     I  had  no  more  than  2000.    With  this  disproportion,  in  what 
manner  could  one  manoeuvre  his  enemy?    How  avail  one's  self  of  any  advantage  that 
night  be  obtained?    I  had  but  one  menns  of  augmenting  my  cavalry,  and  that  was  by 
taking  the  supernumerary  horses  from  the  service  of  the  army,  or  such  as  belonged  to 
individuals  who  had  no  right  to  have  them,  or  to  such  as  had  a  greater  number  than  they 
.  are  allowed.     I  did  not  Hesitate  making  use  of  this  weans,  the  imminent  interest  of  the 
4urmy  and  tlie  success  of  the  oper  .lions  being  at  stake.     I  therefore  ordered  the  seixare 
of  sueh  horses  as  were  under  this  predicament,  and   I  likewise  seixed  a  great  number 
which  were  with  a  convoy  coming  from  Andalusia,  all  upon  estimation  of  their  valne^ 
jwd  making  payment  for  them.     This  measure,  executed  witli  security,  gave  us,  in  the 
'•pace  ol  eight  days,  1000  more  horsemen,  and  my  cavalry  united  amounted  to"  more 
thaji  3000  ooaibatanis.-— Meanwhile  I  no  less  hoped  to  receive  succonrs  from  the  army

— Generals  Bonnet  and  Clausell,  and  the  General  of 
brigade  Menne  are  wounded.  I  beg  your  Eicellency  to  receive  the  assurance  of  asj 
high  consideration.

After  the  first  movements  of  the  English  army,  his  Catholic  Majesty,  under  Whose  otw 
den  were  placed  all  the  French  armies  in  Spain,  was  determined  to  unite  all  the  dispo- 
•able  troops  he  bad  belonging  to  the  army  of  the  centre,  to  march  at  the  same  time  wi& 
the  Marshal  Duke  of  Ragusa  against  the  enemy.  On  the  SOtb  July  his  Majesty  had  m 
effect  assembled  a  considerable  corps,  at  the  head  of  which  he  had  advanced  betweca 
the  fist  and  34th  of  July  to  Arevalo«  The  retreat  of  the  army  of  Portugal  having  taken 
place  before  his  Majesty  could  join  it,  he  was  obfiged  to  confine  himself  to  checking 
Lord  Wellington's  army,  which  he  has  successfully  done  by  this  diversion.  The  greater 
part  of  the  enemy's  forces  having  marched  upon  the  army  of  the  centre,  bis  Cathelii 
Majesty  at  first  thought  of  covering  Madrid,  and  sending  from  it  the  persons  most  at- 
tscbed  to  his  service,  and  the  most  important  objects.  A  considerable  convoy,  escorted 
by  Darmagnac  and  Falombini's  divisions,  have  been  fortunately  conducted  towards  Va» 
ienda.  On  the  18th  August  the  King  had  hb  head-quarters  at  Villa  Robledo.  The 
Satention  of  his  Majesty  was  to  unite  the  troops  of  the  army  of  the  centre,  according  t# 
circttotstances,  either  with  the  army  of  the  south  or  the  army  of  Arragon,  to  fight  the

limcow,  September  16,  1812. — ^After  the  battle  of  the  Moskwa,  the  French  army  pur* 
sued  the  enemy  upon  Moscow,  by  the  three  routes,  Mojaisk,  Svenigorod,  and  Kalooga. 
The  king  of  Naples  was  on  the  9th  at  Koubinskoe,  the  Viceroy  at  Reuza,  and  Prmoa 
Poniatowski  at  Feminskoe.  The  head-quarters  were  on  the  12th  transferred  from  Mo- 
jiisk  to  Peselina;  on  the  13th  they  were  at  the  castle  of  Berwska;  on  the  14th,  at  mid« 
iiy,  art  Mit^rtd  MoaeoiK.    Th«  enemy  b^d  raised  on  \jbt  Sparrow  Mountain^  two  wenUT 
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liofli  tbc  €kj,  BOMC  redonbU*  which  he  abaofdoned.  The  ckjf  of  Moscow  is  as  iarge  m 
Paris;  it  is  aa  extreaieljr  rich  city,  full  of  palaces  af  all  the  nobles  of  the  emjNre.  Hm 
Hotiiaa  Goveraar*  RoMopchin,  wisbad  to  ruin  thii  fiac  citj  when  be  saw  it  abaadoncc 
h>>tbe  Runian  anaj.  He  bad  anoed  3»Oeo  malcfsctors.  whom  he  had  taken  from  tbi 
daf  sods;  he  aba  saoyBooed  together  sii  thoossnd  satellites, and  distributed  ara»  aiaoi^ 
froB  the  arseaaU  Oar  advsnced  gaard  arrired  la  the  centre  of  the  city»  was  re 
bj  a  lira  af  aosketrj,  which  Issued  frmi  the  Kreailio. — ^Tbe  king  of  Naptes  or 
4cied  a  batter j  of  a  few  pieces  of  cannon  to  be  opened,  dispersed  this  rabble,  and  tool 
paasenisn  of  the  Kreadia.  We  Rave  found  in  the  arsenal  60,000  new  moskeU,  and  IfC 
pieces  of  cannooy  on  their  carriages.  The  aost  eoiaplelc  anarcbj  reigned  in  tba  atj\ 
toBW  dranhen  ■adaicn  ran  through  its  different  ^Barters,  and  every  where  set  fire  Ic 
Ibcia.  The  Governor  Bostopcbin  bad  caused  all  the  merchants  and  shopkeepers  to  ba 
aarried  oi^  through  whose  instroniantalitj  order  might  hare  been  re»estabUsbed.  lIoM 
than  400  French  and  Germans  were  arrested  by  his  orderi;  ia  ine,  h"  hiid  takes  tkt 
praoaation  of  carrying  off  the  firemen  with  the  fire  eagiaes;  so  that  the  most  cottpleM 
anarchy  has  desolated  this  great  and  fine  city,  and  the  flames  are  devouring  it.  We  ban 
lomid  in  it  considerable  resources  of  every  kind.  The  Emperor  is  lodged  in  the  Kxeiai 
lin,  which  is  in  the  centre  of  the  city,  like  a  kind  of  citadel,  surroaudcd  by  high  wails,— « 
Thirty  thousand  wounded  or  sick  Russians  are  in  the  hospitals,  ebaudoued,  without  snc* 
aour,  and  witliout  aourisboMnt.  The  Russians  acknowledge  titat  tbey  lo»t  fifty  thousand 
Men  in  the  battle  of  the  Moskwa.  Prince  Bagratioii  was  morlaliy  wounded.  A  list 
Ims  been  made  af  the  Russian  generals  wounded  or  killed  in  the  batile-4t  amonats  la 
botmeen  forty-five  and  fifty.

Jiramp,  Stpttmber  17,  181£.— Tlie  Russians  have  celebrated  Te  JJcum  for  the  battle 
^Polotsk.  Tt  Drams  have  been  sung  for  ilie  battles  of  Riga,  for  the  bottles  of  0»trov- 
no,  and  fur  that  of  Suioienftko.  Accerdiug  to  the  Uus6>2au  accouut»,  they  were  every 
where  conqnerors,  and  tl>cy  drove  llic  French  to  a  great  distance  from  the  field  of  bat^ 
tie.  It  was  then  amidst  the  strains  of  the  Russian  Tc  iJeuma  that  the  army  arrived  at 
Moscow.  There  tbey  thought  themselves  conquerurs,  at  least  the  populace  thought  so^ 
for  well  informed  persons  knew  vvhat  was  passing.  Moscow  is  the  €Htrtp6t  uf  Asia  and 
of  Europe.  Its  warehouses  were  immense;  every  house  was  provided  lor  eight  months 
with  necessaries  of  every  description.  It  was  only  tiie  evening  before,  and  the  day  oi 
our  entrance,  that  the  danger  became  known.  We  found  in  the  house  of  the  miserable 
Kostopchin  some  p(){)cr$,  and  a  letter  half  wcuten ;  he  ilcd  without  finishing  it.  Moscow, 
one  of  the  finest  and  richest  cities  in  the  world,  is  no  more.  On  the  14th  the  Russians 
set  fire  to  the  Exchange,  to  the  Dhzbt,  and  (he  Hospital.  On  the  16th  a  violent  wind 
arose.  Three  or  four  hundred  rufli^ns  set  fire  to  the  city  in  five  hundred  ditferent  placei 
at  the  same  moment,  by  order  of  the  Governor  Rostopchin.  Five-si&tlis  uf  the  houses 
were  built  of  wood;  the  fire  spread  with  a  prodigious  rapidity;  it  was  an  ocean  of  flame. 
Churches,  of  which  thorc  were  1600,  above  iOOO  palaces,  immense  magasines,  nearly 
all  have  fallen  a  prey  to  the  f.ames.  The  Kremlin  has  been  preserved.  Their  loss  ia 
incalculable  for  Russia,  for  her  commerce,  and  for  her  nobility,  who  had  left  all  there. 
It  is  not  over-rating  its  value  to  state  it  at  many  milliards.  About  100  of  the>e  incen* 
diaries  have  been  apprehended  and  shot ;  all  of  them  declared  that  they  acted  under 
the  orders  of  Rostopchin,  and  the  Director  of  the  Police.  Thirty  thousand  sick  and 
wounded  Russians  have  been  burnt.  TLa  richest  commercial  houses  in  Russia  are  raib* 
•d.    The  sliotk  atost  be  considerable.    The  clothing,  the  magwises/  and  the  t^vf^ 
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I  of  tke  Russian  arm;  bare  been  consumad.  They  have  thus  lost  every  Chin^; 
tkcj  waakl  raaaove  notbiiig>  because  they  always  thought  it  itepossible  for  os  to  readi 
Moscow,  and  bceavse  thay  were  willing  to  deceive  the  people.  When  they  saw  all  m 
tht  htnds  of  the  French,  they  conceived  the  borrihic  pr«  jrci  of  destroying  by  fire  this

fint  capital,  this  holy  city»  the  centre  of  the  empire ;  and*  they  have  reduced  to  beggary 
100,000  respectable  inhabitants.  This  is  the  crime  of  Rostupchin,  executed  by  feloiii 
Viheirttd  htm  tAte  prooos.  The  resources  which  tlie  army  had  fovnd  are  oonseqoentljp 
aaoh  dinnialied;  however,  we  have  ooHecied,  and  are  still  collecting  a  number  of  ne* 
cmariss.  AU  the  cellars  are  nntmched  by  the  Are,  and  the  inhabitaati,  during  the  last 
tusnty-fair  bo«m>  had  saved  many  articles.  They  endeavoured  to  stop  the  progreM  of 
Ibe  iMies,  but  tlw  Governor  bad  taken  the  horrid  precaution  to  carry  off  or  des^oy  all 
Aseagioea*  The  mmj  isreoovering  from  its  fatigues;  iLhas  abundnnce  of  bread,  po* 
tMoos,  cabbages,  and  other  vegetables ;  meat,  sailed  provisions,  wine,  brandy,  sugar,  cof* 
fce,  and  in  sburt,  provisions  of  aH  sorts.  The  advanced- guard  ia  twenty  werata  on  th« 
foadtorKMsaa,  by  which  the  enemy  is  retreating.  Another  French  advanoed-gaard  ii 
fi  the  road  to  St.  Petersburg,  where  the  enemy  lias  not  a  ^single  soldier.  The  tempera- 
twe  is  still  that  of  autumn;  the  soldiera  have  found,  and  continue  to  iind,  a  number  el 
Hi***  Md  fcsa  for  the  winter.     Moscow  was  ttie  depot  of  those  articles.

— The  advanced-guard,  commanded  by  the  king  of  Naplei^ 
is  opon  the  Nara,  twenty  leagoes  from  Moscow*.  The  enemy's  army  is  upon  tlie  K*- 
longa. — Some  skirmishes  have  taken  place  for  the  last  three  days*  The  king  of  Naplea 
lias  had  all  the  advantage^  and  always  driven  the  enemy  from  their  positions.  Tb^ 
Cossacks  hover  opon  oar  flanks.  A  patrole  of  150  dragoons  of  the  guard,  oommaadedf 
hy  Major  Marthod»  has  fallen  into  an  ambuscade  of  the  Cossacks,  between  the  rMul  of 
Moscow  ind  Kalooga«  The  dragoons  sabred  900  of  them,  and  opened  themselves  m 
passage,  but  they  left  20  men  upon  tlie  field  of  battle,  who  were  taken  prisoners ;  aaongsC 
Ibem  is  the  major,  dangerously  wounded.  The  Duke  of  Elchingen  is  at  Boghocodock« 
The  advanced-guard  of  the  Viceroy  is  at  Troitsa,  upon  the  road  to  Demifjrow.  The  oo» 
lours  taken  by  the  Russians  from  the  Turks  in  different  wars,  and  several  curious  tliingt 
loond  in  the  Kremlin,  have  been  sent  off  for  Paris.  We  found  a  Madona»  enriched 
with  diamonds ;  it  has  also  bpen  sent  to  Paris.  We  add  here  a  statistical  aeconnt  of 
Moscow,  which  was  found  among  the  papers  of  the  police.  It  appears  that  Rostopchin 
las  emigrated.  At  Voronovo  he  set  fire  to  his  csstle,  and  left  the  fotlowiog  writing  at- 
tached to  a  post:  "  I  have  for  eight  years  embellished  this  countiy-house,  and  I  have 
lived  happy  in  it  in  the  bosom  of  my  family.  The  inhabitants  of  this  estate,  to  the 
■umber  of  1720,  quit  it  at  your  approach* }  and  I  set  fire  to  my  house  that  it  may  not 
be  polluted  by  your  presence.  Frenchmen,  I  have  abandoned  to  yoo^ay  two  Moaoow 
houses,  with  the  farnitare,  worth  half  a  million  of  rubles;   here  you  will  only  find

Tha 
weather  is  very  fine.  Tlie  first  snow  fell  yesterday.  In  20  days,  it  will  be  necessary 
we  should  be  in  winter-quarters.  The  troops  which  Russia  had  in  Moldavia  have  joined 
Oeneral  JTormasow.  Those  from  Finland  have  been  disembarked  at  Riga.  They 
■larched  out  and  attacked  the  lOth  corps :  they  have  been  beaten :  3000  men  were  made 
prisoners.  We  have  not  yei  the  racial  account  of  this  brilliant  af&ir,  which  does  so 
much  honour  to  General  D' Yorck.  All  our  wounded  hare  been  removed  to  Smolensko« 
Minsk,  and  Mohilow.  A  great  number  have  been  restored  to  health,  and  have  rejoined 
their  corps.  A  great  many  private  letters,  between  St.  Petersburg  and  Moscow,  make  ua 
well  acquainted  with  the  situation  of  this  empire.  The  project  of  burning  Moscow 
having  been  kept  secret,  the  greater  part  of  the  nobles  And  private  indiv^uals  had  re^ 
moved  nothing.  The  engineers  have  taken  a  plan  of  the  city,  in  which  those  houses  art 
marked  which  were  saved  from  the  flames.  It  results,  that  we  did  not  succeed  in  saving 
■ort  than  the  tenth  part  of  the  town;  the  other  nine  teathi  exist  no  longer.

— Siu — IT  is  with  extreme  concern  I  have  to  request  you  will  be  pleased 
to  lay  before  the  lords  commissioners  of  the  Admiralty  iha  enclosed  copy  of  a  letter  from 
captain  Dacres,  of  his  Majesty's  late  ship  Gucrriere,  giving  an  account  of  his  having 
sustained  a  close  actian,  of  near  two  hours,  on  the  19th  ultimo,  with  the  American  frigat* 
Constitution,  of  vary  superior  force,  both  in  guns  and  men,  (of  the  lattar  almost  double^ 
when  the  Guerriere  being  totally  dismasted,  she  rolled  so  deep  as  to  render  all  further 
eiforts  at  the  guns  unavailing,  and  it  became  a  duty  to  spare  the  lives  of  the  remaining 
part  of  her  valuable. crew,  by  hauling  down  her  colours.  The  masts  fell  over  the  sidf 
from  which  she  was  about  to  "foe  engaged,  in  a  very  tavourable  position  for  raking  by  th* 
enemy.  A  few  hours  after  she  was  in,  possession  of  the  enemy,  it^as  found  impossible 
to  keep  her  above  watery  she  was  therefore  set  fire  to  and  abandoned,  which  I  hopf 
will  satbfy  their  Iprdships  (he  was  defeuded  to  the  last.  Captain  Dacres  has  fully  de^ 
tailed  the  particqlars  of  the  action,  as  well  a>  the  very  gallant  coaduct  of,  and  the  sup- 
port he  received  frqm^  tli^  w.luile  of  hjs  officers  and  ship's  coi\^pauy,  ajid  I  am  happy  tQ 
liear  he  if,  with  the  rest  Qf  thp  wounded,  dping  ^H  ;  they  have  been  treated  with  tht 
greatest  humanity  and  kindnes!!*  and  an  eichaugo  huvuig  beei\  agreed  oi^  (  am  in  dailj 
expectation  of  their  arrival  here^ — ^  list  of  the  killed  and  wounded  is  herewith  seat^ 
whicii^  I  regret  to  say,  is  very  large.

Majesty's  late  ship  Qaerr|ere,  by  the  Americs^u  frigate  Constitution,  after  a  severe  actioi^ 
9n  the  19th  August,  in  latitude  40  deg.  i^Q  mio>  N.  and  longitude  65  deg.  W.  At  twfli 
P.M.  beuig  by  the  wind  on  the  starboord  tack«  we  saw  a  tail  on  our  weather  beai^ 
bearing  down  on  as.  At  three  made  her  out  to  be  a  man  of  war,  beat  to  quarterly  mtt\ 
|tepared  for  action.    At  four^  she  clofiug  fatt^  wore  to  prevent  her  raking  us,    4^  (im 
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minatrs  past  four  boMt«d  our  colours,  and  fired  sever..!  shot  at  ber;  at  twenty  minotet 
past  four  she  hoisted  her  colonrs  s.^d  retonied  uur  fire,  wore  several  times  to  avoid  being 
raked,  exchanging  broadsides.  At  five  she  closed  on  our  starboard  beam,  both  keeping 
up  a  heavy  fire  and  steering  free,  bin  loteBtiou  being  evidently  to  cross  our  bow.  At 
twenty  mmntes  past  five  our  misen  mast  went  over  the  starboard  quarter  and  brought  the 
ship  up  in  the  wind;  the  eneiuy  then  placed  himself  on  our  larboard  bow,  raking  as,  a 
few  oiUy  of  our  bow  guns  bearing,  and  his  ^rape  and  rifi^men  sweeping. our  deck.

rolling,  her  main  deck  ^uus  uu<^cr  water,  an«l  ull  attcmpt5  to  ^ct  her  baforc  the  wind  being 
fruitless;  when  qalling  my  few  remaining  officers  together,  they  virre  all  of  opmion  that 
•Oy  further  resistance  would  only  be  a  needless  waste  of  lives,  I  ordered,  tliough  reluc- 
tantly, the  colours  to  be  struck.  The  loss  of  tl>i'  :>hip  is  to  be  ascribed  to  the  earl^-  fall 
|if  the  raixen  Tnast,  which  enabled  onr  opponent  to  choose  his  position.  I  am  sorry  to 
ley  we  suffered  teverel^  in  killed  and  wounded ;  and  mostly  whilst  she  lay  on  our  bow, 
from  ber  grape  and  musketry,  in  all  fifVecu  Irillcd  nnd  sixty-three  wounded,  many  df 
ibem  sevcjely ;  none  of  the  wntinded  officers  quitted  the  deck  till  the  firing  ceased. — 
The  frigate  proved  to  be  the  United  Stales  ship  Constitution,  of  thiriy  twcmy-four- 
poonders  v\i  her  main  deck,  and  twenty-four  thirty -two  pounders  ai.d  two  eighteen^ 
poanders  on  her  upper  deck,  end  four  hundred  and  seventy-six  men;  her  loss,  in  com- 
parison with  oars  is  trifling,  about  twenty,  the  first  lieutenant  nf  marines  and  eight  killed, 
and  first  lientenant,  nnd  mnster  of  the  ship,  and  eleven  men  wounded;  her  lower  mast^ 
badly  wounded,  and  stern  much  shattered,  and  very  much  cut  up  about  the  rigging.^- 
tfhe  Guerriere  was  so  cut  op,  that  all  attempts  to  get  her  in  would  iiave  been  useless. 
Assoon  as  the  wounri'd  were- got  out  of  her,  they  set  her  on  fire,  and  I  feel  it  my  duty 
to  state,  that  the  conduct  of  captain  Hull  and  his  oflicers  to  our  men  has  bet-n  that  of  a 
brave  enediy,  the  greatest  care  being  taken  to  prevent  our  men  losing  (he  smallest  trifle^ 
end  the  greatest  :i(tention  being  paid  to  the  wounded,  who,  through  the  attention  and 
skill  of  Mr.  Irvine,  surgeon,  I  hope  will  do  well.  I  hope,  though  success  has  not  crowned 
our  efforts,  yea  will  not  think  it  j>'csifmptuuus  in  me  to  say,  the  greatest  credit  is  due  to 
the  officers  and  ship's  company  for  their  exertions,  particularly  when  exposed  to  the 
heavy  rakmg  fire  of  the  enemy;  I  feci  pariicularly  obliged  fur  the  exertions  of  lieutenant 
Kent,  who*  though  wounded  early  by  a  splinter,  continued  to  assist  me;  in  tbe  second 
lieutenant  the  service  has&ufifered  a  severe  Ivss;  Mr.  Scott,  the  master,  though  wounded^ 
was  particularly  attentive,  and  used  every  exertion  in  clearing  tbe  wreck,  as  did  th^ 
warrant  officers.  Jjieutcnant  Nicholl,  of  the  royhl  marines,  and  his  party,  supported  the 
boBonreble  character  of  their  CQrpS|  and  they  suffered  severely.  I  must  recommend 
Mr.  Snow,  mastert-inate,  who  commanded  the  foremost  main  deck  guns,  in  the  ebseucq

Downing'itrttt,  October  17,  181  J. — A  dispatch,  of  which  the  following  is  an  eitrad^ 
bas  been  thi<»  morning  received  at  Earl   Bathurst's  office,  addressed  (o   bis  lordship  by 
General  the  Marquis  of  Wellington,  dated  Villa  Toro,  the  5tli  October  18l2.-^ONEof 
the  mines  which  had  been  prepared  lukder  the  exterior  line  of  (he  castle  of  Burgos,  was 
exploded  at  midnight  ol'  the  29ili,  and  effected  a  breach  in  the   wall,  which  some  of  tbe 
party,  deatiued  to  attack  it,  were  enabled  to  storm;  but  owing  to  the  darkness  of  the 
fiight,  the  detachments  ulio  were  to  support  the  advanced  party,  missed  their  waj,  and 
the  advance  wore  diiven  oft  the  Ureacb  again  before  they  could  be  effectually  supported. 
The  brcuch  etFectcd  by  the  w'lnt  was  not  of  a  description  to  be  stormed,  except  at  the 
moment  of  the  explosion,  and  it  was  necessary  to  improve  it  by  fire,  before  the  attempt 
could  he  repeated.     But  all  our  endeavours  to  construct  bdtlerics  in  the  best  situatioq 
to  fire  upon  the  wall  tailed,  in  consequence  of  the  grea^  supefiority  of  the  enemy's  fire. 
In  the  mean  time  another  mine  had  been  pld«.ed  under  the  vvall,  which  was  ready  yester- 
day, and  a  fire  was  opened  yesterday  morning,  from  a  battery  constructed  under  cover  of 
the  hurnwork.    Tbe  Are  from  this  battery  improved  the  breach  first  made;  and  the  explo* 
sion  of  the  mine,  at  five  o'clock  yesterday  evening,  eflfected  a  second  breach.   Both  were 
immediately  stormed  by  the  2d  battalion  of  the  21th   regiment,  under  the  command  of 
captain  Hcdderwick,  which  I  had  ordered  into  the  tre&ches  for  that  purpose;  and  our 
troops  were  established   within  the  exterior  line  of  the  works  of  the  castle  of  Burgos. 
The  conduct  of  the  C  1th  regiment  was  highly  praiseworthy ;  and  captain  Hedderwick 
tnd  lieutenants  Holmes  and  Frascr,  who  led  the  two  storming  parties,  particularly  dis- 
tinguished themselves.     I  am  happy  to  add^  the  operation  was  effected  without  suffbriog 
t  very  severe  loss.    The  enemy  are  still  upon  the  Ebro,  and  have  not  made  any  attempt 
to  interropt  oar  operations.

In  the  last,  at  three   iu  the  morning  of  the  8th,  wc  had  the  ttisfortunc 
lose  the  honourable  major  Cocks,  of  the  79th,  who  was  field  officer  of  the  trenches, 
wtf  lilted  in  the  act  of  rallying  the  troops  who  had  been  driren  in.     I  have  frequeo'^Ki^ 
bad  occasion  to  draw  your  lordship's  attention  to  the  conduct  of  maj»r  Cocks;  and      ia 
tine  instance  very  recently,  in  ihr  attack  of  the  hornwork  of  the  castle  of  Burgos;  anc)  / 
consider  his  loss  as  one  of  the  greatest  importance  to  this  army  atid  to  bis  Majesty's  met' 
vice.     Notwithstanding  the  rfibris  of  the  enemy,  our  troops  are  established  within  abpoC 
one  hundred  yards  of  the  enemy's  intenur  line,  which  we  have  in  ourpower  to  aasaa/t; 
and  we  have  effected  a  good  breach  in  another  part  of  the  same  line,  and  oar  troops  arcT 
established  close  to  the  breach.     We  are  carr;^ing  on  our  works  under  ground,  and  I 
lope  that  I  shall  have  another   mine  in  readiness  in  a  day  or  two^     The  enemy  havt 
not  made   aky  movement  to  interrupt  our   operations ;  they  are  still  upon  the  Ebro.— 
By  tlie  accounts  which  I  have  from  lieutenant-general  Sir  Rowland  Hill  of  the  7tb  inst. 
it  appears  tliat  marshal  Souit  joined  Joseph  Buonaparte  on  the  frontier  of  Valencia  and 
fiurcia  on  the  t9th  s^iember.     A  detachment  of  marshal  Soult's  army  occupied  Alba- 
cete  on  the  3d  instant,  and  a  small  detachment  of  cavalry  was  as  far  forward  as  Mioaya 
en  the  6lh  instant.     I  have  nut  yet   heard  of  General  Ballasteros  having  passed  the 
Sierra  Morena,  or  at  all  of  hisi  movements  since  the  17th  of  September,  when  he  entered 
Oranada ;  nor  have  1  heard  from  major-general  Cooke,  since  he  received  my  directions 
for  the  movement  of  the  troops  under  his  command.

ForeignHffficet  Nowemher  11,  181?.— A  dispatch  •f  which  the  following  is  a  copj,  has 
been  this  daj  received  from  hit  eicellency  general  Viflcount  Cathcart,  his  Majesty's  am- 
bnsssdor  extraordinary  and  plenipotentiary  at  the  «oort  of  Saint  Petersburgh,  addressed 
to  Lord  Viseonnt  Castlereagh,  one  of  his  Majesty's  principal  secretaries  e£  state,  dated 
St.  Petersburgh,  October  27, 1812.— -My  Lt)bd— I  HAVE  the  pleasure  to  acquaint  yoar 
lordship  thAt  the  guns  are  now  firing,  and  TeDenm  is  to  be  sung  to-morrow  in  the  cathe- 
dral, for  a  most  brilliant  aflfair  on  the  18th  between  the  advanced  guards  of  the  French 
and  Russian  arroirs  near  Moscow,  in  which  the  former,  under  Murat,  were  defeated  with 
great  loss ;  and  for  the  deliverance  of  Moscow  by  general  Winxingerode  on  the  tSd  of 
October.  The  bulletin  is  not  yet  published,  but  I  have  the  honour  to  enclose  a  copy  of 
Ibe  note  I  have  this  rooming  received,  by  the  Emperor's  command.  I  have  also  enclosed 
4  translation  of  the  official  account  of  the  defeat  of  marshal  St.  Cyr,  by  count  Wittgen- 
stein, and  of  the  storming  of  Po^0tzk  on  the  90th  October,  as  also  that  of  the  lefnilse  of 
marshal  Macdonald's  corps  by  general  Sternheil.  Lieutenant-general  count  Wittgea- 
-  itein  has  been  promoted  to  the  rank  of  general  of  cavah-y*  and  I'e  Deum  for  bis  victory 
-was  sung  yesterday.  It  appears  that  prinee  Sehwartaenberg  has  retired  to  tlie  westward. 
leaving  some  corps  which  have  been  cut  oflf;  that  the  province  of  Volhynia  it  entirely 
cleared  of  ihe  enemy;  and  that  admiral  Tchichagoff may  probably  have  reached  MiBife« 
aboat  or  soon  after  the  21st  October.

'  Translation  of  first  ciidosarc.— St.  Petersborgh,  October  27, 1812.— ON  tbe  18th  q{ 
October  Marshal  KoutousofT  havmg  learnt  that  the  corps  of  Vict«>r  had  qnitltd  Svoh 
lensko  to  reinforce  the  grand  army,  resolved  to  attack  the  advanced  gaard«  under  the 
•rdcrs  of  Murat,  being  45,000  strong,  in  face  of  our  troops,  in  order  to  defeat  the  aaoie 

'  before  the  junction  of  Victor,  and  before  Napoleon  could  support  him  with  the  main  body 
of  his  army.  The  attack  completely  succeeded:  thirty-eight  pieces  of  cannon  fell  into 
our  hands,  as  well  as  a  standard  of  honour  beloi>ging  to  the  ftrst  regiment  of  cuirasaiera. 
We  have  made  1500  prisoners,  amongst  whom  is  a  general.  Two  thousand  men  were 
left  on  the  field  of  battle.  Our  loss  is  inconsiderable.  On  the  2iil,  the  corps  of  gen. 
AVinzingerode  entered  Moscow,  and  obliged  the  garrison  which  the  enemy  bad  left  init^ 
to  evacuate  that  capital  in  such  hasite,  that  the  French  hospitals  remained  in  our  power. 

Second  enslu!>urc. — Extract  from  the  report  of  general  count  Wittgenstein  to  his  impe- 
rial Majesty,  dated  Polotzk,  the  20th  October  1812. — AFTER  a  hard  engagement  for 
two  days  with  the  enemy,  thanks  to  the  Almighty,  marshal  Guuvion  St.  Cyr  is  on  the 
other  side  of  the  Dwinu,  and  I  am  in  Poiutzk,  with  the  corps  intrusted  to  my  command. 
On  the  6th  instant  I  directed  lieutenant-general  prince  Jaschevil  to  attack  with  his  de« 
tachment  the  enemy  on  the  ftide  of  the  village  Gura.vitchne,  whilst  lieutenant-general 
count  Stcinhel!  continued  bis  march  this  way  on  the  left  bank  of  the  Dwina.  The  eoe>- 
my's  advanced  guard  received  me  at  the  village  Guravitchiie,  from  whence  it  was  driven 
into  the  lines.  The  engagement  was  most  bloody,  it  began  at  six  in  the  morning,  and 
lasted  till  night.  I  kept  my  ground,  and  coinpelled  the  enemy  to  retreat  within  bis  in- 
trcnchmenti,  whence  he  kept  up  a  very  heavy  cannonade  in  all  directions.  The  Ibl- 
lowiug  morning,  the  7th,  I  did  not  undertake  any  thing,  because  I  waited  for  the  attack 
of  lieutenant-general  count  Steinheil  on  the  other  side  of  the  Dwina,  which  took  place 

^accordingly.    He  drove  the  enemy^rom  the  village  Bolonia^  and  pursued  him  towards 
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Folouk.     I  receWed  this  intelligence  a  little  before  dark,  and  in  order  to  profit  of  th« 

situation  in  wbich  the  enemjr  found  himself,  I  attacked,  ou  the  evening  of  the  7lh,  at 
five  o'clock,  and  drove  him  out  of  his  strong  intrcnchments,  to  wbich  success  lieutenant- 
general  count  Stcinheil's  movement  greatly  contributed.     The  enemy  then  threw  him- 
self into  the  town,  which  b  surrounded  by  a  double   palisade,  where  he  maintained 
himself  nearly  the  whole  night,  keeping  up  a  constant  fire  of  musketry  on  all  sides  from 
behind    the  palisades,  a»  well  as  out  of  the  houses.     I  gave  orders  for  my  ordnance  to 
fire  upon  them  with  rou|id  and  grape,  and  at  last  directed  my  advanced  guard  to  storm 
the  place  in  two  divisions,  tlie  first  under  the  command  of  major-generals  Platoff  and 
Diebitcb^  and  the  other  under  the  command  of  colonel  Riediger,  of  the  Grodno  regiment 
of  hussars.     Lieutenant-general  Caaanove,  as  soon  as  he  perceived  that  his  troops  wer^ 
dose  before  Polotdt^  threw  himself  also  upon  the  enemy,  and  was  the  first  who  marched 
with  them  into  the  town.     In  this  manner,  at  three  in  the  morning  of  the  8th,  the  placo 
was  carried.     The  loss  of  the  enemy  must  be  extraordinarily  great,  for  all  the  places  of 
action  are  covered  with  dead  bodies;  and  according  to  the  report  ef  the  inhabitants,  h% 
was  employed   the  whole  of  the  preceding  day  in  carrying  wounded  men  to  the  other 
tfde.     Marshal  Oouvion  St.  Cyr  is  himself  wounded  in  the  leg.     We  have  taken  priso- 
tk^n  forty-five  staff  and  superior  officers^  and  two  thousand  rank  and  file :  among  tb« 
former  there  are  two  colonels.     We  have  also  taken  one  piece  of  cannon,  and  a'consir 
derable  quantity  of  provisions  in  tlie  magoaine,  which  the  enemy  had  not  time  to  destroy. 
The  enemy's  loss  would  have  been  much  greater  if  the  lieutenant-general  count  Steinheil 
bad  been  able  to  follow  him  to  Polotak,  but  to  his  great  mortification  be  was  stepped  bj^ 
lli«  intervention  of  a  superior  force  five  wersts  from  the  town.     Our  loss  is  not  inconsidc« 
r»ble ;  of  the  generals,  are  wounded   major-general  Dalk  in  the  head.  Prince  Libirgkoi 
and  Harman,  who  have  slight  contusiona.     Colonel  Rute  of  the  S6tb  Jagers  severely 
wounded  in  the  leg,  and  the  gentleman  of  the  bedchamber,  Mordvino,  a  commander  ta 
the  first  PetersbuFgb  militia,  has  lost  his  leg  by  a  cannon  shot.     J. can  say  nothing fuxther 
of  your  imperial  Majesty's  troops,  than  that  they  have  fought  with  the  greatest  possibly 
valour;  that  the  1st  Pt'lersburgh  militia,  upon  its  arrival  in  ray  camp,  was  distributed  in 
the  dilTerent  regiments,  and,  to  the  delight  of  every  body,  these  warriors  have  fought 
wkb  Mich  good  will  and  courage,  fhat  they  could  not  be  exceeded  bv  their  comrades^ 
the  old  soldiecs,  and  tltey  have  diiitinguished  themselves  in  a  particular  manner  in  column4» 
with  tbe  bayohct,  under  the  direction  of  tlieir  brave  leader  Senator  Bibikoff.     Wc  hav« 
fiew  killed,  but  nauy  wounded,  and  the  more  from  its  having  been  almost  impossible  to 
keep  the  men  bar.k  in  column,  from  their  eagerness  to  throw  themselves  into  the  enemy '• 
hBtterica  and  Ikiei.    There  is  also  a  report  of  tbe  21st  of  October,  by  lieutenant-general 
•ount  Steinheil,  detailii^  the  particulars  of  his  engagement  with  the  corps  of  Macdonald,  ^ 
•n  the  left  bank  of  the  Dwin^,  having  failep  in  ivitb  the  enemy  on  the  7th,  near  tl|« 
tiver  Utcbatchy    He  drove  tbem,  in  concert  with  count  Wittgenstein,  within  four  werstpf 
of  Polotsk,  %t  the  aame  time  that  count  Wittgenstein  stormed  that  place.    The  extreroo 
darknesi  of  the  night  prevented  further  proceedings.     Without  countiag  killed  ^od 
wounded,  general  Bteioheil  made  one  colonel,  one  staff  officer,  thirty  .seven  other  officers, 
and  five  hundred  non-commisfiooed  officers  and  privates,  prisoners.     The  lieutenant- 
general  speaks  in^  the  highest  terms  of  commendation  of  the  usistanct  he  depved  froia

IN  our  Chronicle  of  last  month,  we  carried  down  the  operations  of  th« 

Slarquis  Wellington  to  September  Sd,  1812,  at  which  time,  having  at* 

•embled  his  army  at  Arevalo,  and  having  put  himself  at  its  head,  he  wat 

%b»at  to  commence  his  march  for  the  Douro,  and  thence,  crossing  tliat 

river,  to  pursue  the  French  to  the  Ebro.  It  has  been  already  mentionefl^ 

t:bat   Arevalo  is  a  considerable  town  on  the  high  road  from  Corunna  to 

Aladrid,  being  about  eighty  English  miles  to  the  west  of  Madrid,   and 

€orty  from  Tordesillas  on  the  Douro,  which  is  higher  up  upon  the  sam^ 

voad  to  Corunna.      Arevefo,  therefore,  in  a  direct  line,  is  about  thirty 

xxiiles  due  south  of  the  Douro;  and,  accordingly,  the  road  from  it  to  thie 

v^eareat  ford,  of  tliat  river,  Herrera  and  El  Abrojo,   is  of  that  length* 

from  either  of  thfse  fords  to  Valladolid  is  ten  miles.     That  we  may  not 

bave  to  interrupt  the  sequel  of  our  narrative  by  these  topographical  ex* 

plaoationst  we  shall  here  summarily  observe,  that  the  intended  line  of 

jonareh  and  operation  was  ou  the  great  road  from  Valladolid  to  Burgos  ; 

^nd  thence,  in  the  event  of  success,  to  Miranda  on  the  Ebro,  which  is  so 

far  of  the  high  road  from  Madrid  to  Bayoone :     The  detail  of  this  road 

is  briefly  as  follows,-^From  Valladolid  to  Cabezon  8  miles,— thence  tp 

I>aenas  IG, — ^thence  to  Torrequemada  8, — thence  to  Venta  del  Moral 

l6, — thence  to  Celada  l6, — and  thence  to  Burgos  16.     Total  from  VaU 

ladolid  to  Burgos  80  English  miles.      From  Burgos  to  Miranda  on  the 

JEbro  is  44  miles,-— i.  e.  from  Burgos  to  Monasterio  15,— thence  to  Bri* 

biesca  9, — and  thence  to  Miranda  on  the  Ebro  20.     As  the  country,  be* 

youd  the   Ebro  contains  many  strong  fortresses,  it  was  not  intended^ 

nor  even  in  any  degree  expected,  to  push  the  operations  beyond  that 

river. 

The  present  position  of  the  enemy  was  on  the  line  of  the  Douro  (th# 
north  bank)  from  Tordesillas  to  Valladolid,  and  they  were  supposed  to 
reckon  about  18,000  effective.  Lord  Wellington  had  with  him  his  lst» 
i(th,  6th,  and  7th  divisions,  amounting  with  the  cavalry  to  20,000  Biv 
liib,  t0  which  are  to  be  add^d  Pack's  and  Bradford's  Portugueat  bri* 
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gadett,  and  some  Spanish  troops.  The  4th  divisioD  was  at  Madrid  ;  aod 
the  2d  and  3d  divihions,  and  a  considerable  force  in  Spanish  and  m 
Portuguese  troops,  were  with  General  Hill,  in  Andalusia,  watching  the 
evident  assemhlement  and  concentration  of  the  French  armies. 

Such  therefore  was  the  brief  state  of  affairs,  under  which  the  march 
upon  Burgos  was  made, — the  Marquis  Wellington  having  with  him 
about  30,000  troops  of  different  descriptions,  and  General  Hill  about 
95,000,  to  watch  Joseph,  Suchet,  and  Soult, — General  Maitland,  more* 
over,  being  at  Alicant,  and  Bullasterps  harrassing  the  enemy  by  expedU 
tionary  movements  in  Mnrcia,  and  Granada. 

Under  these  circumstances  the  Marquis  begun  his  march  from  Are» 
Telo,  Sept.  4th  ;  passed  .the  Douro  on  the  6th,  at  the  fords  of  Herreia 
and  El  Abrojo ;  and  entered  Valladolid  on  the  7th.  AVhilst  the  army 
vas  crossing  the  Douro,  on  the  6th,  the  enemy  had  taken  a  position  on 
a  range  of  opposite  heights,  the  heights  of  Cisterniga,  between  Vallado* 
lid  and  the  Douro,  and  made  a  shew  of  defence  and  opposition ;  bnt 
they  withdrew  in  the  night,  and  fell  back  upon  Valladolid.  As  the 
allies  approached  this  town  on  the  following  morning,  the  enemy 
abandoned  it,  but  destroyed  the  bridge  before  our  infantry  could  reach 
them. 

The  army  continued  its  movement  upon  Burgos  the  seven  following 
jays,  the  enemy  retiring  before  it,  and  making  no  appearance  of  a  stand 
till  the  l6th.  But  on  the  evening  of  this  day,  baving  reached  a  most 
favourable  position  on  the  heights  behind  Celada,  l6  miles  from  Burgos, 
they  assumed  an  air  of  resistance ;  and  it  was  thought  that  they  intended 
to  await  an  attack.  Arrangements  were  accordingly  made  to  force  their 
position  on  the  following  morning,  but  tliey  were  found  to  have  retired 
in  the  night.  In  the  course  of  the  day  of  the  17th  they  were  driven  to 
the  heights  close  to  Burgos,  from  which  likewise  they  withdrew  in  the 
night,  and  continued  their  retreat  to  Bribiesca. 

Thus,  on  the  morning  of  the  18th  of  September,  the  army  was  in 
front  of  Burgos,  and  may  be  said  to  have  here  commenced  a  siege,  in 
^hich  the  historians  of  the  different  nations,  without  any  just  iropnta* 
tton  upon  their  truth,  may  each  claim  for  their  country  the  palm  of  ac« 
tive  and  patient  courage  ;  and  in  which  even  ourselves  are  doubtful  to 
vhom  to  assign  the  mounting  or  descending  scale.  The  town  was  as 
bravely  defended  as  it  was  bravely  assailed  ;  and  the  ardent  and  perse- 
vering  enterprise  of  the  attack  was  met  by  the  same  vigorous  and  vig^ 
lant  alacrity  in  the  defence.  Nothing  is  wanting,  indeed,  to  the  perfect 
reputation  of  this  garrison,  but  that  this  defence  md  made  a  part  of  a 
better  cause.— In  defence  of  their  country  from  invasion,  or  in  the  prose- 
ration  of  their  rights  in  honourable  warfare,  the  memory  of  the  gallant 
defenders  of  Burgos  would  have  outlived  the  earthen  ramparts  which  they 
had  maintained.  But  it  is  the  duty  of  history  to  act  the  judge,  where 
her  first  filings  would  lead  her  to  play  the  advocate.    It  is  treachery  ta 
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the  best  intereeU  of  mankind  to  array  wron^  and  robbery  in  the  fame 
and  glory  which  belong  only  to  the  union  of  courage  and  fortune  and 
rirtue. 

Burg^  is  the  capital  of  Old  Castile,  and  was  indeed  the  cradle  of  the 
Castflian  kings  and  monarchy.  It  is  memorable  in  the  history  of  Spun 
ind  Europe  for  the  noble  stand  which  it  repeatedly  made  against  the 
Saracens.  Nothing  now,  however,  remains  of  its  antient  name  and  mag« 
Diftcence,  but  a  large  irregular  town,  and  the  ruins  of  its  citadel.  In  the 
illotment  of  the  military  districts,  Burgos  is  in  that  part  of  Spain  as- 
rigned  to  the  army  of  the  North,  and  as  it  is  on  tlie  great  road  from 
Bajonne  to  Madrid,  it  was  considered,  after  the  retreat  of  Masseua^  as  a 
ntical  and  dangerous  point,  and  therefore  put  into  a  state  of  defence, 
fhe  ruins  of  the  castle  were  very  strong,  being  stone,  and  of  deep  foun- 
lation,  and  being,  moreover,  very  strongly  situated  on  the  brow  of  a  hill, 
ommaiiding  the  river  (the  Arlanzon]  on  which  the  town  stands,  and  the 
Mids  on  both  sides.  These  ruins  they  repaired,  and  further  strengtb- 
Bed  by  additional  earthen  ramparts.  Beyond  the  hill  on  which  the 
Mtle  is  situated  is  another  eminence,  called  St.  Michael's  hill,  on  which 
lej  erected  a  horn-work.  Adjoining  to  the  castle  is  a  church,  which 
ley  converted  into  a  fort.  The  above  works  were  included  witinn  three 
iatinct  lines  of  circumvallation,  which  were  so  carried  and  connected  as 
^  form  an  oblong  square,  and  each  to  defend  and  to  support  without 
^angering  (in  the  event  of  being  itself  lost)  the  others.  After  the  do- 
sot  of  Marmont,  a  still  greater  attention  was  g^ven  to  this  fortress  in  pro* 
OTtion  to  the  augmented  danger  of  the  advance  of  the  allies.  Greneral 
yalSerrelli,  the  commander  of  the  army  of  the  north,  liad  been  in  the  ci« 
idel  on  the  day  preceding  the  arrival  of  the  British  army,  and  had  leA 
:  to  the  garrison  by  whom  it  was  so  well  defended.  They  exceeded  two 
hoasand  men. 

Aa  Bui^os  is  on  the  north  side  of  the  Arlanzon,  whilst  the  allied  army 
ms  on  the  south,  and  as  the  castle,  moreover,  as  has  been  above  said, 
ommanded  both  the  river  and  the  roads,  the  Marquis  had  some  diffi« 
ulty  to  prepare  the  passage,  and  the  remainder  of  the  day  of  the  18th 
raa  employed  in  making  the  necessary  arraugementp.  On  the  following 
lay  this  operation  was  effected.  The  ontworks  of  the  hill  of  St.  Mi- 
bad  were  immediately  seized,  and  the  brave  troops  posted  close  to  the 
lom-work.  They  waited  only  for  the  darkness  of  the  night  to  crown 
he  fortune  of  the  day  ;  the  horn-work  was  then  itself  attacked  and  €»r- 
ied,  and  thus  the  whole  of  St.  Michaers  hill  obtained.  This  hill,  of  it- 
elf,  however,  was  Merely  an  out-work  to  the  main  fortress,  inasmuch  as 
he  possession  of  it  only  brought  us  in  front  of  the  outermost  of  the  three 
inefl,  behind  which  were  the  castle  and  body  of  tlie  work. 

As  the  allies  bad  now  possessed  themselves  of  thia .eminence,  they  ob- 
tmned'with  it  a  -better  knowledge  of  the  defences  of  the  fort,  and  acam« 
mmding  view  of  some  of  the  worktt    It  was  impossible  to  refuse  joslkv 
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ta  the  skill  of  the  enemy.      They  had  demolished,  in  an  incredibl 
fthort  time»  the  houses  which  adjoined^  and  thereby  improved  their  lini 
€^  defence.    They  had  raised  ramparts  of  earth  and  biscuit  barrels,  mu<l 
constructed  flecbes  and  redans  to  cover  the  batteries  and  6ally-gate«» 
These  works,  considering  the  quality  of  the  materials,  and  the  pressure  of 
the  time,  were  of  a  construction  at  once  so  solid  aiul  so  accurate,  as  to. 
command  the  general  praise  of  the  British  engineers!  whilst  the  Pofto- 
jgoese  regarded  them  with  astoatshment«    A  proof  of  the  value  of  this 
-kiiid  of  knowledge  (field-work),  and  more  particularly  as  it  exists  in  the 
French   army,  where*  almost  every  soldier  can  assist  the  artillery,  and 
take  his  share  in  the  work  of  attack  and  defence  in  sieges,— It  is  necet* 
■aary  ta  confess,  that  the  paticjice  of  our  owu  privates  was  more  ezem« 
plary  than  their  dexterity. 

From  the  Ipth  to  the  29d  (Sept.)  the  allies  employed  their  tiaic  m 
falsing  their  own  works,  upon  St.  Michaers  Hill,  in  front  of  the  exterio|r 
'line  of  the  enemy;  and  more  particularly  in  fortifying  and  completing 
the  bom-work  of  which  they  possessed  themselves.  Every  thing  beitt|^ 
jready  on  the  evening  of  the  92d,  it  was  relived  to  give  the  first  regular 
assanlt.  Accordingly,  at  the  hour  of  eleven  at  night,  the  storming  body 
was  moved  forwards  in  two  columns,— -the  one, -consisting  of  Portuguese* 
to  the  south-west  flank  of  the  castle ;  and  the  other,  of  British,  under 
Itf  ajor  Lawrie,  to  the  front.     The  plan  of  the  attack  was,  that  the  Pot* 

-  tnguese  should  engage  and  occupy  the  eminence  on  the  above-mentioned 
flank,  whilst  Major  Lawrie*s  party  should  escalade  the  parapet  in  front* 

The  Portuguese,  who  were  to  begin  the  attack,  commenced  with  much 
spirit.  They  were  opposed  to  a  deep  ditch,  and  to  a  lofty  parapet  on  th« 
opposite  side,  and  therefore  had  to  descend  into  the  one,  and  to  iight 
their  way  up  the  other.  It  may  be  necessary  to  mention,  as  we  write  to 
the  public  as  well  as  to  the  militar}',  that  the  shelving  side  of  the  ditch 
which  adjoins  to  the  parapet,  is  teehnically  termed  the  Scarp,  and  the 
opposite  side  of  the  ditch  (the  side  nearest  an  advancing  enemy),  the 
Counterscarp.  They  were  stopped  at  the  very  edge  of  this  descent  into 
the  ditch.  Their  attack,  therefore,  as  a  diverbion,  became  nugatory, 
and  failed  in  the  first  instance. 

In  the  meantime,  the  party  in  front,  under  Major  Lawrie,  haviug  aeen 
tbe  Portuguese  commence,  advanced  with  the  most  determined  bravery 
to  the  escalade ;  and  (having  the  same  works  in  opposition  to  them  as  the 

-  Portuguese)  in  an  instant  reached  the  edge  of  the  counterscarp,  and  in  tlie 
tame  instant  descended  it ;  cleared  the  palisades  at  the  bottom  and  op* 
|>osite  side,  and  planted  their  ladders  to  the  parapet.  The  first  assailants 
penetrated  to  the  top  of  the  parapet,  and  a  fierce  contest  took  place,  both 
there  and  In  the  bottom  of  the  ditch.  The  assault  was  repelled  with  at 
much  spirit  as  it  was  made,  and  the  ditch  and  scarp  were  covered  with 

-  dead  of  both  the  parties.  Amongst  tbete  was  the  gallant  leader  himself. 
Major  Lawrie; 
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This  gallantry,  however,  was  rendered  useless  by  the  total  failure  of 
the  PortQguese  diversion*  After  much  severe  lighting,  therefore,  and  a 
great  consequent  loss,  the  party  was  withdrawn, — a  matter  itself  of  great 
peril  and  difficulty,  inasmuch  as  their  ardour  hud  carried  them  nearly 
into  the  lines.  It  was,  indeed,  a  just  matter  of  congratulation  on  the 
following  moruiog,  that  the  whole  of  this  .party  had  escaped  being  made 
prisoners*     So  narrow  was  the  interval  between  success  and  captivity. 

The  total  British  and  Portuguese  loss,  on  occasion  of  this  storm,  did 
|iot  fall  short  of  400  killed  and  wounded. 

It  would  be  of  little  professional  instruction,  and  of  less  general  inte- 
rest, to  follow  the  detail  of  an  irregnlar,  and  therefore  iuartiiidal  siege, 
from  day  to  day, — we  shall  confine  ourselves,  therefore,  to  the  attacks. 
Of  those  during  the  wliole  siege  there  were  five,  viz.  Ist,  tlie  one  on  the 
19th  (Sept),  when  St.  MichaePs  hill  and  the  hornwork  were  taken.  td» 
The  one  on  the  night  of  the  fi2d.  3d,  On  the  29th.  4th,  On  the  4th 
1>f  October.  5th,  On  the  Idth. — The  two  first  have  been  already  de« 
tailed. 

After  the  failure  of  the  storm  on  the  3^  (Sept.),  a  mine  was  directed 
-under  the  same  exterior  line.  It  was  exploded  on  the  midnight  of  the 
119th ;  and  a  breach  (erroneously  deemed  practicable)  effected  in  the  pa« 
rapet.  A  storming  party  was  immediately  advanced  ;  and  in  the  same 
.Bioment,  for  the  purpose  of  diversion,,  a  strong  column  directed  in  front 
^  the  town.  The  storming  party  unlucklily  missed  its  way,  and  thereby, 
tbeaffiur  failed. 

Between  the  following  day  and  the  4th  of  October,  another  mine  was 

*  conducted  near  to  the  same  point,  and  the  former  breach  was  improved 

by  fire  from  our  batteries.    This  mine  was  exploded  in  the  afternoon  of 

the  4th,  and  the  result  was  a  second  practicable  breach.       These  two 

bleaches  were  immediately  stormed  by  the  3d  battalion  of  the  24th,  di- 

^ded  into  two  parties,  under  Captain   Hedderwick  and  Lieutenants 

•Jbiolmcs  and  Fraser.      This  assault  was  completely  successful,  and  the 
-allies  were  thus  established  within  the  exterior  line  of  the  castle.     The 
loss  was  severe,  but  not  beyond  the  value  of  the  service. 

The  enemy,  however,  did  not  leave  the  allies  in  tranquil  possession  of 

•  this  position.  They  made  two  vigorous  sallies  to  interrupt  the  works 
•gainst  the  second  line.— That  we  may  do  justice  to  an  excellent  officer, 
we  shall  here  beg  leave  to  give  the  words  of  the  Marquis  Wellington. 
^  In  the  lust  of  these  sallies,  at  three  in  the  morning  of  the  8th  of  Octo«i 
ber,  we  had  the  misfortune  to  lose  the  Hon.  M^ijor  Cocks,  of  the  79tb, 

.  who  was  Field  Officer  of  the  trenches,  and  was  killed  in  the  act  of  rally" 
ing  the  troops  who  had  been  driven  in.  I  have  frequently  had  occasion 
to  draw  the  attention  of  your  Lordship  to  the  conduct  of  Major  Cocks, 
mnd  in  one  instance  very- recently,  in  the  attack  of  the  horn-work;  of  the 
^astl^  of  Bui^^;  and  1  consider  his  loss  as  one  of  the  greatest  impioct* 
Mca  to  this  army  and  to  his  Majesty^s  service,'' 
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Jit  is  pleasing  when  merit  is  thus  pmised  and  acknowledged  by  th^ 
•o  well  understand  it ;  and  who>  having  the  example  of  it  in  t(ieir 
person,  and  a  perfect  knowledge  of  all  its  degrees  in  their  owu  mil 
give  to  their  opinion  the  weight  of  a  jadgment,  and  to  their  testim^ 
that  of  a  record.*-PraJse  of  this  kind  is  at  once  a  present  leputation-i 
ft  certain  passport  to  posterity.  And  Major  Cocks  we  presume  desert 
it  all.  He  entered  the  army  young ;  and,  though  possessed  of  rank  ai 
fortune  and  certain  promotion,  he  seemed  to  deem  them  only  as  publii 
distinctions,  which,  as  the  accidental  gift  of  society,  obliged  him  to 
turn  in  public  merits.  He  was  accordingly  the  first  in  all  aervices 
peril  and  difficulty.  And  this  alacrity  was  the  more  comniendable» 
being  founded  rather  in  a  sense  of  duty  than  in  the  impulse  of  a 
sanguine  temperament.  In  his  ordinary  tenour  he  was  distif^uiabed 
only  by  a  decent  composure ;  and  by  a  habit  of  temper  and  miud  which 
ft  casual  observer  would  have  termed  cold  and  reluctant.  It  was  only 
under  a  sense  of  honour  that  he  became. fervid  and  precipitate.  The  ym» 
ter  of  this  had  the  pleasure  of  knowing  him  long  and  intimately..  Let  it 
be  permitted  to  him  to  hail  his  memory  with  this  peace  and  farewelL 

The  operations  against  the  second  line  were  now  continued,  with  oocft« 
iional  interruptions  indeed  on  the  part  of  the  garrison.  A  breach  was 
(tfiected,  and  a  mine  was  in  progress ;  but  from  the  want  of  the  materiab 
of  siege,  and  particularly  of  a  battering  train,  the  advances  were  aloWy 
ftnd  it  was  seen  that  the  success  was  doubtful.  There  were  only  throe 
eigh teen-pounders,  and  no  muterials  or  instruments  but  what  were 
made  upon  the  spot.  It  is  a  duty  of  candour,  however,  to  acktiow* 
ledge,  that  no  blame  could  justly  attach  to  any  one,  as  these  privatioma 
were  necessary  circumstances  of  the  enterprise.  The  siege  of  Burgoa 
was  an  expeditionary  operation,  and  at  no  point,  either  of  the  march 
of  the  army  towards  it,  or  during  the  time  occupied  in  the  siege,  could 
the  Marquis  eitlier  have  taken  a  train  with  him,  or  have  sent  for  it  and 
waited  its  arrival.  There  were,  in  fact,  two  trains  on  the  Spanish  fron- 
tier,— the  one  at  Ciudad  Rodrigo,  and  another  at  Badajos ;  but  the  na- 
ture of  the  operations,  the  distance,  and  the  roads,  rendered  them  totallj 
immoveable.  A  question  has  been  here  put,— rwhy,  then,  did  the  Mar« 
quis  undertake  this  siege,  and  did  not  the  result  disappoint  his  calcd* 
lations.  To  this  there  are  several  answers.  1st,  Upon  the  forward  mardi 
and  assemblement  of  the  enemy  on  the  Douro,  it  became  necessary  imt 
him  to  repel  them,  and  his  march  and  pursuit  for  this  purpose  brought 
him  in  front  of  Burgos.  ^  There  was  nothing  in  the  external  character 
of  the  castle  and  works  of  Burgot  so  as  to  justify  any  apprehension  of  ita 
long  defence.  The  body  of  the  castle,  as  reported  by  the  engineers, 
was  a  repaired  ruin,  and  the  out-works  were  field-works  of  earth.  If 
the  apparatus  of  attack  was  incomplete,  so,  likewise,  was  that  of  defence. 
In  a  word,  both  the  attack  and  defence  were  of  the  same  expeditionepy 
character  and  mean^.    9.  The  lauigOBge  of  the  private  correspondence  ef 
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tklft  mtmy  wis  talMtuitiliHy  m  followi^  and  conlmint  a  fbll  antwet  t6 
tbis  aod  all  timilar  olqectioDt, — that  the  Talue  of  the  place,  aixl  the 
imj  beiog  there^  lendered  it  incKapenttble  to  make  ao  efTort  to  ac-^ 
qnirc  it,— 4hat  the  Marqnia  had  hopes  of  eflecting  this  aequisitioii,  but 
certaii^j  no  aMOied  ezpectatiooy— that  the  event,  therefore,  might  dw- 
mppoint  his  withes,  but  not  deoeWe  him^-^bat  the  rery  diaracter  of  the 
defence,  galbnt  as  it  was,  was  such  as  to  encoarage  the  continuance  of 
the  attacky-'^ndi  advantages  beiog  so  nearfy  gained,  end  so  narrowit 
eluded,  as  if  gained  would  have  been  necessarily  followed  by  the  captors 
tif  the  f)laee.  The  garrison,  moreover,  were  wtthoiit  water,  and  saflTcred 
great  eeverities  by  having  to  bivouach  in  narrow  quarters. 

On  the  morning  of  the  18th  (Oct.),  a  breach  having  been  effected, 
and  amine  having  been  prepared  ander  the  church  of  St.  Roman,  it  iras 
lesolved  that  the  mine  shoaM  be  exploded  the  same  evening,  and  that 
Upon  anchezploeiim  the  breach  should  be  stormed,  and  the  line  (the  se^ 
tond  line)  esoakded.— Accordingly^  at  the  appointed  time  in  the  even^ 
iag,  the  attacking  p«ny  was  divided  into  three  columns^-^^the  one,  nndef 
Lieat.-Colonel  Browne,  composed  of  Spanish  and  Portuguese,  were  to 
attack  die  chufi:h,-^he  second  pftrty,  composed  of  a  detachment  of  the 
Oermta  Legion,  under.  Major  Wurmb,  were  to  storm  the  breach,  whiUt 
the  thifd  party,  composed  of  the  Guards,  were  to  escalade  the  line.  At 
this  moment,  the  mine  Mew  up,  and  being  the  appointed  signal,  tbtf 
purties  at  once  rushed  forwards  to  their  assigned  points. 

The  explosion  of  the  mine  carried  away  the  whole  of  the  wall  which 
defended  that  points  and  Lieut.4I!olonel  Browne  succeeded  in  lodging 
hm  purty  on  the  mknt  and  outwork.  The  enemy  retreated  to  a  second 
parapet  behind  the  church,  and  immediately  set  fire  to  the  powder  whictf 
wua  placed  in  the  church,  the  explosion  of  which  brought  the  roimi  of 
the  church  upon  the  heads  of  the  advancing  assailants.  .This  occasioned 
nmch  lots  and  confusion ;  and  a  flank  fire  of  the  enemy,  coming  in  aid, 
asaupdled  the  LieuL^olonel  to  suffer  the  retreat  of  his  men,  and  tu' 
cuntent  himself  with  saving  them  from  dinorder. 

In  the  meantime  Major  Wurmb  had  directed  his  party  against  the 
bread).  The  distinguished  gallantry  of  this  assault  merited  a  more  sur» 
ocvful  result.  The  breach  was  carried  in  an  instant,  and  a  considerable 
nmaber  sfi  the  party  in  the  same  moment  got  into  the  borly  of  the  place. 
But  here  began  the  conflict.  The  enemy  opened  upon  them  such  a  de* 
stmctive  fire,  both  from  the  third  line,  and  from  the  body  of  the  castle, 
tad  brought  down  upon  them  such  superior  numt^ers,  that,  af^erthelovS 
«f  dieir  gallant  leader,  and  a  great  proportion  of  their  number,  they 
were  compelled  to  retire,  and  almost  in  the  moment  of  victory  toevacn^ 
4il«  what  they  had  so  bravely  gained. 

The  third  party,  the  Guards,  experienced  a  similar  success  in  the  cooh 
-menceflient,  and  a  similar  disappointment  in  the  result.  They  succeede  Y 
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ID  escalading  the  line,  but  were  compelled  to  retire  before  the  superior 
numbers  aud  fire  of  the  enemy* 

It  would  be  waut  of  due  mUitary  symfKitby  not  to  add  in  this  pirt 
the  eloquent  acknowledgement  of  the  illustriotis  General  to  the  meriti 
of  his  men.  In  his  official  dispatch,  dated  Cube^*on»  Stitli  Oct.  1812,  the 
Marquis  Wellington  thus  writes  of  them: 

'*  It  is  impossible  to  repreaent  in  adequate  terms  my  sense  of  the  coo* 
duct  of  the  Guards  aud  German  Legion  upon  thi»  occasion,  and  I  to 
quite  satisfied,  tliat  if  it  had  been  possible  to  maintain  the  posts  whidi 
they  had  gained  witli  so  much  gallantry,  these  troops  would  have  main* 
tained  them.  Some  of  the  men  stormed  even  the  third  Ime,  and  one  of 
th^m  was  killed  in  one  of  the  embrasures  of  its  parapet/' 

The  army  of  Portugal  and  the  armyof  the  North,^or  the  two  armies  were 
ill  fact  so  near  each  other,  as  to  com|K>se  ooe  united  army,  had  not  suffered 
the  continuance  of  these  operations  without  some  attempt  to  interrupt 
them ;  hut  we  have  hitherto  been  unwilling  to  break  the  continuity  of  our 
narrative,  and  therefore  have  not  noticed  them  according  to  tht^ir  dates* 
They  had  now,  however,  attained  a  streugth  aud  importance,  and  a  con- 
sequent front  and  confidence,  that  it  becomes  necessary  to  divert  to  theiD* 

These  two  armies  were  stationed  on  the  high  road  from  Burgos  to 
Miranda  on  the  Ebro,  a  continuation  of  the  great  French  road  from  M8<* 
drid,.  through  Burgos,  to  Bayoime.  From  Biurgoa  to  Miranda  on  ^^ 
£hro  is  40  English  miles.  The  detailed  route  is  as  follows, — From  Bur* 
gos  to  Quiutana  (a  village]  IS  miles, — thence  to  Monasterio  (a  smsH 
town)  4  miles, — thence  to  Bribiesca  (a  town)  6,-— thence  ta  Pancorvo  (a 
most  tremendous  pass  through  a  horrible  chain  of  mountains)  10  milcsr- 
— thence  to  Miranda  on  the  Ebro  (i.      Total  40  miles. 

Above  the  villa^^e  of  Monasterio,  on  that  side  of  it  which  was  furthest 
from  Buri^Qs,  was  a  range  of  hills  :  this  was  the  position  of  the  Englidi 
outposts.  The  army  of  Portugal  were  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Bribi- 
esca. Aud  the  army  of  tlie  North>  under  Geueral  Caffer^elli^  had  its 
liejad-quarters  at  Pancorvo. 

.  The  principal  attempts  of  these  armies  were  on  the  1 3th  and  16th  of 
Qctober.  On  the  former  of  these  days,  General  Macune,  who  was  in 
command  of  the  French  at  Bribiesca,  moved  forwards  a  considerable 
body  of  infantry  and  cavalry  c^ainst  our  pobts  at  Monasterio,  but  was 
gallantly  repulsed  as  well  by  the  pobts  themselves  as  by  a  detachment  of 
the  German  Legion. 

On  the  18th,  the  army  of  Portugal,  luivingbeen  previou«ly^ 'strongly 
reinforced,  by  the  arrival  of  some  expected  levies  from  France,  read-^ 
vanced  against  the  same  posts,  und  possessed  thems|;lves  of  the  hills  and 
town.  It  now,  therefore,  became  necessary  to  lead  the  army  against 
them,  and  accordingly,  with  the  exception  of  that  portioi^  of  it  required 
for  the  siege,  the  Marquis  assembled  the  troops,  and  placed  the  allial 
mrmy  on  some  heights  between  Burgos  and  Quintana.      This  movement 
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h:i>»  made  on  the  IQtli  (October).  The  enemy  asscnibied  their  army  at 
.Monasterio  on  the  same  day.  On  the  evenin;?  of  the  followinjy  day,  the 
20th,  they  moved  a  force  of  ncuHy  10,0C0  men  to  drive  in  the  out-posts 
at  Quintaua,  and  which  (according  to  order]  withdrew  as  they  approacli- 
ed.  TJie  Marquis  had  now  recourse  to  a  flank  movement;  the  result 
gave  luiii  an  advautage,  upon  seeing  of  which  the  enemy  ag^in  fell  back 
upoo  IMonastcrio. 

And  tlm  manceuvre,  indeed,  was  the  last  operation  of  the  siege  of 
BargoSy  for  on  the  following  day,  the  21st,  a  letter  from  Sir  R.  Hill  re- 
|>orted  such  a  state  of  affairs  upon  the  Tagus,  tliat  the  Marquis  found  it 
to  be  an  act  of  necessity  immediately  to  raise  tlie  siege,  and  to  fall  back 
upon  the  Douro.  Accordingly,  the  siege  was  raised  the  same  night,  and 
the  army  in  murch  on  the  following  morning.  As  the  circumstances 
urhieh  XgA.  to  this  retreat,  ami  more  particularly  the  retreat  itself,  require 
ami. deserve  the  most  distitict  iWrration,  we  shall  defer  the  continuation 
to  our  next.

1  believe  I  have  got  the  army  (the  younger  officers)  to  read  more  than 
any  one  ever  did  before  me;  and  if  they  will  be  pleased  to  continue  in 
the  same  course,  and,  instead'of  losing  their  mornings  at  billiards,  to  give 
iiQ  hour  of  them  to  the  gradual  perusal  and  study  of  the  books  which  I 
am  giving  them,  I  shall  not  be  afraid  of  the  effect  of  the  bastard  philo- 
sophy an<i  new  principles  of  the  day  upon  them.     The  mind  is  like  the 
^>odv  ;  give  it  solid  and  wholesome  food,  and  due  exercise  and  cultiva- 
tion, and  its  natural  habit  is  health  and  vigour     It  will  defy  the  fashions 
^nd  caprices  of  opinion  as  a  good  and  healthy  habit  of  body  defies  the 
Varieties  and  vicissitudes  of  weather.     1  have  no  apprehension  of  the  intc* 
^"^sts  of  truth,  as  long  as  the  tribunal  to  which  it  appeals  (reason  and  com- 
^xion  seiise)  retains  its  natural  preception.     Opiniones  defet  dies :  judicia

On  tbe  6th  of 
April  be  carries  tbe  place,  partly  by  assault,  partly  by  escalade.  Tbe  bcrolc  con* 
^ttct  of  (be  Engliab  army  cannot  be  more  appropriately  praised,  tban  by  saying  Ibnt 
botb  officers  and  men  sbeired  thcmselret  tbe  wortby  brotbers  of  tbe  con«|nerors  of 
Aboukir  and  Trafalgar.  The  Freuch  also  did  their  duty  :  biit  Soult  committed  «

We  might  be  tempted  to  believe  tbat  the  pleasures  of  Seville  hsve  msde  the  DnkC 
of  Dalmatia  forget  tbe  principles  of  war  which  he  learned  with  Kleber,  and  iss^ 
proved  under  Buonaparte,  and  of  which  the  Duke  made  such  abappy  application  tl 
Austerlitz,  Jena,  and  Bylao— April  6)  1819. 

89  The  Portuguese  militia,  wbo  had  taken  a  position  at  Guards,  while  Lord 
Wellington  was  on  the  banks  of  tbe  Guadiana,  are  attacked  and  defeated  by  a  di- 
vision of  Marmont's army — April  14. 

90.  General  Hill,  after  a  march  of  seven  days  through  a  mountainous  country, 
takes  Almara£  by  assault,  destroys  tbe  works  of  the  enemy,  and  fortunately  retumi 
to  bis  position  near  Badajoz*— May  19. 

91.  General  Ballatteros  attacks  General  Couroux  in  his  position  near  Bomos. 
The  Frencb,  having  drawn  the  Spaniards  into  an  nufaVourable  situation,  cbatge 
them  with  vigour,  and  compel  them  to  take  to  flight — June  1.

93.  Of  three  forts  in  Salamanca,  St.  Cayctano  i^  taken  by  assault.  La  Merced  bf 
escalade,  and  St.  Vicente  surrendered  by  capitulation — 27th  June. 

94.  Miirmant's  advanced  (j^ard  attacks  Sir  Stapleton  Cotton  near  Castrejon. 
Tbe  Enclifth  efTcct  their  retreat  in  the  greatest  order— I8th  July. 

95.  Tbe  French  army  passes  the  Douro.  After  neveral  effective  movements  by 
tbe  two  armies,  from  the  r6tb  tothe99d  of  July,  Marmont  engages  Lord  Welling- 
ton at  Salamanca.  The  English  are  the  conquerors.  Two  eagles,  several  pieceaof 
cannon,  and  a  great  many  prisoners,  are  the  fruits  of  this  victory.

7  now  send  you,  therefore,  a  memoir  upon  this  province,  and  yon  will

P'X>vioces  separaiely.    This  is  the  only  way  in  which  topography  can  be"

^■^i^li  it  is  thus  taught,  your  Chronicle  will  he  peculiarly  useful.     Th«' 
'^^imtinct  and  general  manner  of  tlie  best  geographers  is  totally  use* 
'^^^>  not  only  for  any  military,  but  even  for  any  practical  purpose.     Lef 
^•^y   one,  for  example,  refer  to  the  account  of  Portugal,  in  PinkertonV 
^^■^ Ominous  quartos  of  geogpraphy,  and  then  be  pleased  to  answer  me/ 
^■*^t  they  have  learned  from  it.      I  am  sorry   to  have  to  speak  in  this* 
'^^^uer  of  a  laborious  work,  but  I  feel  it  is  justice  to  say,  that  it  is  the 
^^^^%t  heavy,  tasteless,  and  even  inaccurate  work,  in  our  lani^oiage.     I  in* 
^^ti<]^  M  far  as  respects  the  geography  of  the  belligerent  countries,  to

*X1m  province  of  Biscay  is  divided  into  three  districts, — i.  e.  Biscay*' 
P^^per,  Alava,  and  Ouipuscoa.  Its  bounds  may  be  seen  in  any  com-' 
^^^n  map,  and  therefore  I  pass  them  over.  It  touches  in  its  northern' 
|***^its,  on  the  Pyrenees,  which  separate  it  from  France.  Its  general  face 
'*  ^vety  mountainous.  The  district  of  Biscay-proper  was  the  autient  Can- 
^^ria  of  the  Romans.  Bilboa  is  its  capital,  and  Leguietro  and  Laredo 
*ta  chief  towns.  The  principal  towns  of  the  district  of  Alava  are,  its  ca- 
pita Vittoria,  and  the  towns  of  Salvaterra,  Lancnjo,  ami  Trivino.  The 
PHucipal  towns  of  Guipuscoa  are,  Tolosa,  the  capital  of  it,  and  Vergara, 
^^<?entia,  Fontarabia,  and  St.  SebasUin.  The  two  last  are  strongly  for- 
^^«d,  and  may  probably  give  Lord  Wellington,  should  he  get  beyond 
a  good  deal  of  trouble.

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Ti)e  detail.  oCtl)£  to\}qgT^*\}y  of  this  province  I  shall  oow  describe,  ai 
in  naj  former  m^naoirsy  by  followia^  jts  principal  roadf*  of  w&ich  there  is 
one  vbich  pastes  tlirough  the  wliole  f  3(tent  of  the  province.  This  is  (be 
great  French  road,  which  begini^at  Bayonne,  and  thence  passes  througfi 
Vittoria,  Miranda  de  £bro,  Burgos,  and  Valladolid,  to  Madrid,  and  is 
the  principal  French  road  into  the  kingdom  of  Spain. 

From  Bayoone  to  M^dndfW  375  English  miles.     The  detailed  route 
is  as  follows.     From  Bayonue  to  St.  Juan  de  Luz,  15  miles, — thence  to 
tlie  banks  of  the  Bidasoa  (the  river  which  separates  France  from  Spain, 
and  Biscay  from  the  Pyrenees),  15, — thence  toHemani,  6, — thence  to 
Tx^losa  (a  large  town),  2^2,— thence  to  Vergara,  12, — thence  to  Monf]ni- 
gon,  8, — thence  to  Vittoria,  26, — ^thence  to  Miranda  de  Ebro,  20,— 
thence  to  Bribiesca.  CO,-^thence  to  Burgos,  24, — thence  to  Tprreque- 
mada,  48, — thence  to  VaUadoU<],  39,— ^thence  to  the  bridge  over  the 
Duero,  5, — thence  to  Olniedo,  l6,-*thence  to  Martin  Munos,  32,^- 
thence  to  Elspinar,  20, — thence  to  Puerto  de  Guadarrraroa,  20, — thence 
to  the  village  of  Guadarrama,  6, — thence  to  Rosas,  12, — thence  to  Ma- 
drid 16.     Total  from  Bayonne  to  Madrid,  375  English  miles. 
.  On  leaving  Bayoune,  the  road  for  twelve  miles  is  through  a  rough  and 
rugged  country,  the  roots  of  the  Pyrenees ;  after  which  the  traveller 
reaches  the  small  town  of  St.  Juan  de  Luz.      On  leaving  it  he  shortly 
reaches  a  small  arm  of  the  sea,  which  runs  in  a   kind  of  cleflt  of  the 
country,  over  which  he  passes  by  a  bridge.     On   the   further  side  of  it 
ore  the  suburbs  of  Sibourne,  and,  a  little  way  onward,  the  town  of 
Orogne.     Four   miles  further  he  reaches  the  river  Bidasoa,  crosses  it, 
and  then  finds  hiuiselfout  of  France,  in  the  Spanish  province  of  Biscay, 
lie  next  reaches  the  town  of  Irun,  tlic  first  town  on  this  side  ;    it  ts  very 
ill  built.     The  streets  are  crooked  and  uneven,  but  the  parish  church  is 
liandsorae.      This  town  is  about  two  miles  from  tlie  wooden  bridge  over 
the  Bidasoa.      The  traveller  next  reaches  Ilernaui,  a  large  village,  or 
considerable  borough,  which  is  the  second  place  in  Spsun,  as  you  come 
from  France  by  this  road.      It  issituated  in  a  cheerful  vatlev,  rendered 
fertile  by  a  little  river,  which,  by  reason  of  its  serpentine  windings,  the 
traveller  frequently  meets  again  as  he  approaches  Vittoria,     There  arc 
some  handsome,  though  small,  stone  brid<^es  over  it.     This  valley  is  sur« 
rounded  by  mountains  which  a[ipear  ready  to  fall  upon  Ilernaui,  and  to 
bur}'  it  under  them. 

From  Hernani  to  Tolosa  is  2-2  miles.  On  leaving  IIern%ni,  the  road 
for  12  miles  is  over  hills,  after  which  they  separate,  as  it  were,  so  as  to  m" 
close  and  shelter  a  very  narrow  but  most  beautiful  valley.  The  eyes  of 
the  traveller  are  here  delighted  by  an  infinite  variety  of  objects;  mul- 
berr}',  walnut,  and  other  beautiful  and  umbrageous  tree<<,  are  grouped 
around  the  little  and  comfortable  insulated  houses,  the  whiteness  of  which 
forms  a  pleasing  contrast  to  the  verdure  of  the  trees  and  6elds.  Hills 
rising   above  one  another  present  an  amphitheatre,  wliere  cultivation 
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seems  extended'  to  the  very  summits  of  thi  forests.  Sometimes  the  'tni- 
▼eller  dLscovers  a  fittle'  village,  bear  to  Whidi  is  a  mftgni6ceDt  biiildfiig^» 
lifting  its  turreted  aiid  eastellaled!  head  froiVi  amidit  the  embosomiii*^ 
tr«es.  The  parish  charch  is  usually  btfaiitifiilly  situated,  and  is  -alcDOst 
always  an  antient  Gothic  building.  This  scen'ery  is  improved  by  a  num- 
ber of  wild  rivulets  cie^cendiiig  from  the  rocks  and  hills,  and  on  the  banks 
of  which  are  situated  those  kindofmiHs,  from  which  yon  would  ex(icct 
to  see  ueat  beautiful  girls,  resembling  th<:  heroines  of  the  tule^  m  Don 
Quixotte.  One  of  these  streams  uiiekinders  most  romantically  through 
the  valley  of  Tolosa. 

Xolosa  is  the  antient  Iturissa ;  it  is  a  small  and  very  handsome  town, 
sittiated  in  a  pleasant  valley,  upon  the  two  rivers  Oria  and  Araxes,  the 
latter  of  which  you  cross  by  a  beautiful  bridge,  defended  by  a  tower. 
This  town  was  founded  by  Alphouso  the  Wise  of  Castile,  and  %iu8  com- 
pletely  peopled  in  139 1»  by  Sancho  the  Brave*  It  has  a 'parish  charch, 
and  two  respectable  convents,  and  a  market  every  Saturday.  The  streets 
are  very  well  paved,  and  are  lighted  at  night.  The  fields  in  its  adja- 
cency are  very  fertile  ;  prodncing  wheat,  maize,  and  chesnuts. 

From  Tolosa  to  Vergara,  the  next  stage,  is  13  English  miles.  The 
road  through  the  great  highway  from  France  to  Madrid,  is  through  the 
moat  lovely  fields  imaginable,  resembling  the  cross-roads  in  Kent  or 
Devonshire.  The  road  passes  through  the  small  but  aetive  town  of 
Alegria,  and  thence  to  Villa  Franca  and  Villa  Ueal,  two  hamlets.  It 
xiext  ascends  a  mountain,  then  descends  it,  and  in  a  short  way  reaches 
Vergara*.  Vergara  is  a  small  but  brisk  town,  celebrated,  before  the  war, 
for  souie  excellent  schools,  which  the  Patriotic  Society,  for  National  Im- 
provement, had  established  there.  These  schools  appear  to  have  been  of  a 
very  respectable  nature,  from  the  following  list  of  what  was  taught  in 
Xhem,  viz.  reading,  writiug,  the  Latin  grammar,  arithmetic,  the  belles 
lettres,  mathematics,  drawing,  music,  and  dancing. 

From  Vergara  to  Vittoria  is  28  miles,  and  the  number  of  habitations, 
whether  viUagen  or  country  houses,  which  almost  touch  one  another, 
.  make  ^e  road  from  Vergara  to  Vittoria  resemble  a  long  street.    The 
beauty  of  this  grand  road,  the  charming  view  of  the  Zadorra,  which  me- 
iaoders  in  the  \*alley,  and  the  windings  of  which  are  continually  present- 
iiig   themselves  to  the  eye  of  the  traveller,  form  a  charming  prospect. 
But  it  if  rendered  still  more  delightful  by  the  appearance  of  easy  cir- 
cumstance in  the  villagers,  and  by  meeting  a  great  degree  of  cleanliness 
in  the  ions*    The  road  tlms  passes  to  the  village  of  Montdragon,  thence 
to  the  foot  of  the  mountain  Salenas,  which  it  ascends  for  some  length, 
and  thence  descends  into  lower  ground.     The  whole  country  is  admira^ 
hty  strong  in  positions  for  a  military  retreat.     The  mountains  gradually 
become  lower,  and  the  features  of  the  country  soflen  as  th^  road  ^p<- 
proacbes  Vittoria,

i|3Ce>schooi,  ia  whioh  aa*  hundred  and  fifty  boanderti  used  to  be  edatMed 
•in>readiAg»  writing,*aritbaietic,  and^tha  Chfittian  catoehiiBy  at  die  pab- 
Jia  aspeacei  The  public  pioBienadei  tikawiae  dcterte  notice. ,  The  paapk 
'IH«»;or  rather  weia»  iddntirioaa  and  actrve,  and  tbeie  was  every  frbcaaaa 
air  of  animationfy  cheerfalness,  and  content,  because  indnsttj  aad  labaar 
were  safe  of  eneooiagenient  and  employment.  The  town  has  thrae  aa- 
anal  festivals  at  ^umd  periods  ia  every  ycar«*-«ane  for  all  the  yaong  na« 
aMUTiedtasen,  4he  other  for  aH  yoang  maidens,  and  the  third  lor  htti- 
bapdeaad  wiires.    This  is  a  trace  and  a  relic  of  antient  simplicity. 

>  Fre8i..Vittoiia  to  Miranda  dcf  Ebro  is  80  miles;  .On  leaving  Vittaria, 
the.  road  crosses  the  river  Ariensa  over  a  stone  bridge,  and  eotaia  upon 
a  plain,  16  miles  in  length  and  10  in  breadth.  This  plain  is  cheerfoi, 
well  cultivated,  extremely  fertile,  full  of  trees,  and  very  popalous. 
There  are  three  hundred  villages  and  hamlets  in  it,— at  least  so  it  is  said. 
The  road  goes  through  it  in  its  length.  The  traveller  passes  thnsu^ 
the  .Uttle.  towns  of  La  Puebla,  and  Arminon.  The:  road  frequently 
passing  by  the  riverside,  which  is  planted  with  trees*  Yon  thence  as- 
cend a  hill,  and  descend  into  a  very  straight  handsome  road,  raised  like 
a  causeway,  which  continues  £our  miles,  when  it  brings  you  to  Miranda 
de  Ebro.— Miranda  de  Ebro  is  a  considerable  town,  beautifalfy  aitoated 
on  the  Ebro,  over  which  it  has  a  noble  bridge  of  eight  arches.  The 
town  .con^ins  a  large  square,  which  is  embellished  with  fountains.  It 
is  surrounded  on  all  sides,  but  that  of  the  river,  by  mountains^  upon 
arhose  brow  u^fi  the  remains  of  an  antient  castle,  and  the  ruins  of  several 
towers,  which  once  adorned  and  defended  it.  It  is  still  capable  off  b^ng 
4nade  a  very  strong  place,. and  one  of  the  keys  of  the  Ebro,  and»  doubtr 
less,  has  been  so  made ;  which,  by  the  way,  is  a  sufficient  answer  to  those, 
who  were  absurd  enough  to  speculate  upon  the  possibility  of  Lcffd  WeU 
Jington's  passing  to  the  Pyrenees.  He  would  have  had  to  ibrce  a  chain 
of  citadels  almost  as  strong  as  that  of  Aidsjos.  The  castle  of  Miranda 
de  Ebro  is  built  upon  a  rock,  from  #hich  descends  a  beautiful  stream, 
watering  the  places  beneath,  and  turniag  many  mills  upon  its  banks. - 
.  From  Miranda  de  Ebro  to  Briviesea,  or  Bribiesca  (b  and  v  being  the 
same  letter  in  Spanish),  is  20  English  miles.     The  road,  upon  leaving 
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'MiwrnoA^jerj  «liolrtl|i«ac^iuk  the>iDOiintttii»  P)tikm!Mrbo»  Mie^f  themoun- 
tmUm  of 'tbtteheiB  adted^be  Sierm  de  O^ca.  The  ibeent  iff  th^  «uiiimit 
o£  Psiworbo  it  Terf  lofif  and  tedioas.  The  Vdbdf  ptsset  two  Tilliges  aalt

Jmr,  except  wheiie  it  comes  forward  to  hauig  over  him.  It  is  impossible 
to  iflMgine  «  icene  more  tremendously  awful  than  thia  spot,  which  is 
callod  the  Garagantade  Pancorvo,  or  the  Throat  of  Panoorvo.

« t-Ffoin  Briviesca  to  Burgoa  b  il4  milek  On  leavtag  Brtviescathe  tra- 
l^lev  passes  a  valley  interspected  with  the  most  romaatic  villager  The 
saad  next  asceods  a  mountain*  It  thus  reaches  the  village  of  Monasterio, 
aiz  miles  distant  froai  Miranda,  and  about  sixteen  distant  from  Burgos. 
Thb  chy  is  visible  from  tiie  snmmit  of  the  mountain.  The  road  mi  de- 
ac^ndiog  enters  a  beautiful  place,  perfumed  on  all  sides  by  flowering 
abrabaand  wild  floweh).     In  Ms  manner  you  approach  Burgos. 

'  Autgos  is  built  on  the  declivity  of  a  hill,  which  slopes  along  the  plain 
ton  the  riirer  Castle,  whioh  the  recent  siege  has  rendered  so  memorable. 
l^otliiug  was  reoMliaftng  of  it  but  the  walls  till  the  French  engineers  r^ 
liaindaiid  fiMtified  it.  I  say  nothing  more  of  it  here,  as  an  account  of 
U  has  afypeared  in  all  the  pablic  papersw 

.  JFrom  Burgos  to  Torrequeoiada  is  48  miles.  The  road  goes  for  a  good 
Jtoagtb along  the  banks  of  the  Arknson,  thoagh  not  immediately  near  it. 
9t  passes  through  the  village  of  Qaintanellas,  Burtel,  Estepar,  and  Ce» 
lada,  the  kst  of  which  is  16  miles  from  Burgos.    You  then  p^  succes- 
alvely  the  thitee  villages  of  Villazapoqne,  Villadrido,  aod  Venta  del  Mo- 
ral,, which  last  isat  thecontiuence  of  the  two  rivers  Arlanza  and  Arlanzon. 
.The  «oad  next  ascends  two  very  steep  hills,  at  the  foot  of  ^which  is  the 
liaer.  Pisaeiga,  and  a  small  town,  Quintana  de  la  Puente,  situated  upon 
ikJ    Here  is  a  iiotie  bridge  of  stone  of  eighteen  arches.      You  thus  ai>* 
jgm  at  Tarraquismada,  a  small  towo,  where  you  again  meet  the  Pisuerga, 
aad^ibd'ainMber  excellent  bridge. 

..From  Toh^uemada  to  Yalladolid  is  36  English  miles.  The  road 
passes  -over^a  plain  tdll  yon  reach  a  hill,  on  the  top  of  which  is  situated 
Daeuas*  This  is  said,  to  be  the  Eldana  of  Ptolemy,  and  is  a  plentiful 
andluxariuut  cpnatiyu  The  road  next  proceeds  to  Cabezon,  and  after- 
wards, through  a  noble  avenue,  to  Yalladolid. — I  say  nothing  of  this 
lown^  as  every  tcaveUedis  fulliofiitw 
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Fma  ValladoUd-to  the  |mip  owcr  tl^a  |](iici^«(t^^if«)(^  (ie  ^^) 
is  5  miiet.  The  whole  way  is  a  sandy  road,  through  a  fine  wood.  The 
Pneute  de  IHiero  is  a  Tillage  as  well  as  a  bridge. 

From  Puente  de  Dnero  to  Olmedo  is  16  miles.     Olmedo  is  a  small 

towD  situated  on  a  hill  io  froot  of  an  ektebuve  plaid.     It  was  formerly 

surrounded  by  walls»  some  remsiiis  of.  which  are  Tisilde.        , ,  v  . 

'  From  Olmedo  to  l^Iartin  Monos  u  32  miles.     The  road  has  nothiog 

worthy  of  notice.    Mart  in  Muoos  is  an  tatieat  bat  {hdmsidctaUe  fbwn. 

From  Martio  Manos  to  Espinar  is  90  miles.  The  road  is  through  a 
Yery  wild  country.  It  becomes  pleasanter  as  it  leaehes  Labayos.  A  ^hoft 
disttnce  from  this  is  a  bridge  over  the  river  Almofta. '  fTht  -oinaitfy  i« 
btre  fertile  and  beautiful.    Espinar  is  a  mere  village. 

From  Espinar  to  Pberto  de  Goadarrama  is  90  milek  The  mad  is  at 
first  over  a  dreary  plain  of  ibout  fdnr  miles  broad ;  mt  tiie  end  ^rit^ott 
eome  to  tlie  fM>t  of  the  Gnadarrama  mountains,  whidi  sep«mte  Oki 
Caatle  from  New  Castile.  At  the  foot  of  this  mountain  stands  the  Veola 
de  Ouadarrama,  an  inn  elected  at  the  public  expenee.  The  soad-up  la 
the  top  is  of  v^ry  easy  ascent,  having  been  rendered  so  at  au  eooroiAa* 
txpence.  This  summit  is  called  the  Piierto  de  Guadanama,  and  theie 
is  a  monument  on  it  to  the  memory  of  Ferdinand  the  Sixth,  at  wiisse  ex-i 
pence  the  road  was  made.  From  this  spot  there  is  a  beautiful  paospect 
aver  both  the  Castiles.  Eminences  and  inequalities,  mtd  even  4ofty 
hills  disappear.  The  whole  forms  but  one  vast  plain,  a  wide  expanse, 
where  extent  seems  interminable  to  the  eye. 

From  the  Puerto  de  Goadarrama  to  the  village  of  Gnadarrama-iseight 
miles,  ami  thence  to  the  village  of  Rosas  12.  As  you  descend  from  the 
Puerto  de  Guadarrama,  yon  see  the  Escurial  about  eig^t  miles  on  y^Hnr 
right.  You  shortly  come  to  the  village  of  Guadarrama,  and  thence  to 
the  village  of  Rosas.  The  road  is  uniformly  good,  and  the  scenery  pleis* 
ing  and  various.  Thrills  are  skirted  with  villages,  and  clothed  with 
pines,  and  oaks,  or  royal  forests  of  boundless  extent. 

Froita  Rosas  to  Madrid  is  16  miles.  It  crosses  over  a  plain  at  the  ftot 
of  the  Guadarrama  mountiun.  Tliis  place  is  fertile  and  well  cultivated^ 
When  the  road  reaches  the  river  Manzaoares,  it  crosses  a  noble  bridge, 
called  the  Segovia,  and  thence  enters  Madrid  hjr  the  St.  Vincent  gate. 

This  great  road  from  Buyonne  to  Madrid  thus  traverses  three  f>ro» 
vinces  of  Spain  :  namely,  Biscay,  Old  Castile,  and  New  Castile.  It 
leaves  Biscay  and  enters  Old  Castile  at  Miranda  de  Ebro ;  and  it  leaves 
Old  CoHtile  and  enters  New  Castile  at  the  Puerto  de  Guadarrainay  or 
summit  of  the  Guadarrama  mountain.

fThe  present  line  ofMaUhal  Macdottald*8  Operaiwns.J 

ON  the  28th  of  Maj,  1785,  we  (Mr.  Coxe,  Lord  Herbert,  and  ano- 
ther) took  our  leave  of  Petersburgh,  for  Riga,  being  debirous  of  feeing 
the  provinces  of  Bsthonia,  and  Livonia*  which  had  been  conquered  from 
the  Swedes  by  Peter  the  Great.  The  road  from  Petersburgh  to  Riga  i« 
south,  a  little  inclined  to  the  west.  From  Peteriiiburgh  to  Riga  is  407 
miles, — and  the  route  and  distance  as  follow :  from  Petersburgh  toKipene 
(a  pott  house),  27  English  miles, — thence  to  Jambourg  (a  considerable 
town},  §0,— thence  to  Narva  (a  town),  16,— thence  to  Tsichoudlie,  27, 
tbence  to  Klein  Pounsern,  20»— -thence  to  Nennal,  27» — thence  to  Torr 
laa,  l-8,«»theoce  to  Dorpt  (a  town),  32, — thence  to  Teylitz,  54, — thi^pce 
to  Wolmar  42, — thence  to  Rooss,  28 — thence  to  Engelgardsho^T,  15, — 
thence  to  Riga  41.  Total  from  Petersburgh  to  Riga,  407  English  miles. 
From  Riga  to  Mittau,  is  30  miles,  and  there  is  only  one  post  betweeu 
them,  at  Alay. 

All  the  country  between  Petersburg,  on  the  north,  and  the  river  Duna, 
on  which  Riga  is  situated  on  the  south,  is  occupied  by  three  provinces, 
namely,  by  Ingria,  in  which  the  government  of  Petersburgh  is  situated  ; 
Esthonia,  which  contains  the  town  and  government  of  Revel ;  and  Livonia, 
of  which  the  capital  is  Riga.  As  the  two  latter  provinces  were  a  source 
of  bloody  wars,  for  two  centuries,  between  Russia,  Sweden,  and  Holland, 
tlie  following  brief  summary  of  their  history  may  not  be  unnecessary. 

In  1158,  some  merchants  of  Bremen,  bound  to  Wisby  in  the  isle  of 
Gothland,  driven  by  distress  of  weather,  landed  at  the  north  of  the  Duua, 
traflicked  with  tlie  natives,  and  gradually  established  a  settlement.  A 
respectable  German  priest  who  accompanied  them,  acc^uired  the  language 
of  the  country,  and  converted  several  of  the  barbarian  and  pagair  natives 
to  Christianity.  According  to  the  custom  of  that  age,  an  order  of  knight- 
hood, first  called  the  Knights  of  Christ,  and  afterwards,  with  more  |iro- 
priety,  the  Knights  of  the  Sword,  was  instituted  for  the  propagation  of 
Christianity  by  force  arms.  These  military  missionaries  gradually  over- 
reu  the  country,  and  reduced  the  antieut  inhabitants  to  religion  and 
CKHnparpitive  civilization. 

In  1231,  these  knij^hts,  being  incorporated  in  thp  Teutonic  order, 
styled  themselves  the  Knij^hts  of  the  Cross;  and,  in  1521,  purchased  the 
province  of  Esthonia  from  the  king  of  Denmark.  AValter  Plettcnburpr, 
chief  or  general,  having  obtained  from  the  grand  master  of  the  Teutonic 
Order  the  jurisdiction  of  Livonia,    was  considered  as  Independent,   and 
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ftdmitted  bj  tbe  enperor  Chirles  V.  uniNig  the  priiices  of  the  Gemao 
empire. 

The  cniel  diBsention  of  the  knights  soon  weakened  their  dominiool 
In  155^  the  archbishop  of  Riga,  being  imprisoned  bj  Walter  Fursten- 
burgh,  general  of  the  order^  implored  the  assistance  of  his  aacle»  Sigis- 
mnnd  Augostus*  king  of  Poland.  Sigismnnd  immediately  armed  in 
favour  of  his  nephew ;  invaded  Livonia,  and  compelled  Walter  Fursten* 
burgh  to  release  the  archbishop  to  liberty ;  and  to  conclude  a  treaty,  by 
which  he  acknowledged  Himsdf,  and  the  province  of  Livonia,  dependent 
on  the  crown  of  Poland. 

Ivan  Bassilivitch  was  Grand  Duke,  or  Czar  of  Muscovy,  at  this  pe- 
riod. As  his  ancestors  had  possessed  Dorpt,  and  other  neighbouring 
towns  in  Livonia  and  Bsthonia,  he  now  availed  himself  of  these  disarn- 
tions  to  put  in  his  claim  to  these  provinces.  He  accordingly  eatend 
Livonia  with  a  powerful  army,  in  the  resolution  to  annex  it  to  Urn  Rus- 
mui  empire.  In  this  imminent  danger,  the  city  of  Revel,  and  tbe  inhft* 
bitants  of  Esthonia,  threw  themselves  under  the  protection  of  the  king 
of  ^edeu,  who,  in  taking  posaesrion  of  that  province,  claimed  Livonia 
as  its  appendage.  At  the  same  time,  the  Russians,  entering  Livonia,  met 
with  little  resistance ;  took  Furstenburgh,  the  Grand-matter,  priaoiBcr, 
and  over-ran  the  country.  Gothard  Kefler,  who  was  appointed  Gmid* 
master  in  tbe  place  of  Furstenburgh,  unable  to  resist  die  Russiaii  aims, 
hastily  concluded  a  treaty  with  Sigismnnd  Augustus ;  ceded  Livonia  to 
the  crown  of  Poland,  on  condition  of  reserving  to  himself  the  duchies  of 
Courland  and  Semigallia.  Livonia  at  this  time  was  over*ran  by  tbe  Pole^ 
tbe  Swedes,  and  tbe  Ru8«ans. 

In  this  state  of  affairs,  Ivan  Bassilivitch  conferred  on  Magnus,  prince 
of  Denmark,  the  nominal  sovereignty  of  that  province.  Theae  two 
monarcbs,  however,  being  worsted  by  the  king  of  Poland,  in  tbe  year 
1581,  ceded  all  Livonia  to  the  crown  of  Poland  ;  but  tbe  king  of  Sweden 
continued  in  possession  of  Esthonia ;  and,  by  one  of  the  articles  of  the 
peace  of  Oliva,  obtained  possession  of  all  Livonia.  They  were  afters 
wards  wrested  from  Sweden  by  Peter  tbe  Great,  and  in  the  year  1791, 
were  confined  to  the  Russians  by  tbe  peace  of  Rystadt. 

The  country  had  nothing  worthy  of  remark  till  we  reached  Narva.  It  is 
situated  on  the  river  Narva,  which  divides  Ingria  and  Esthonia.  Narva  is 
about  100  miles  from  Petersburgh, — S4  from  tbe  point  where  the  Narva 
issues  from  the  Piepus  Lake,  and  eight  miles  from  its  mouth,  bj  which 
it  discharges  itself  into  the  gulf  of  Finland.  The  river,  therefore,  crosses 
the  road  ;  and  on  one  side  runs  towards  the  lake,  and  on  tbe  other  to- 
wards the  sea.  The  houses  are  built  of  brick,  stuccoed  white,  and  it  haa 
more  the  appearance  of  a  German  than  of  a  Rubsian  town.  In  the  sub« 
urbs  called  Ivangorod,  are  the  colossal  remains  of  an  antient  fortress, 
built  by  Ivan  Bassilivitch  the  Great. — It  bangs  over  the  steep  banks  of 
the  Nar?a  in  a  very  picturesque  manner.

Nor  is  It  wooderfol  that  the  veteran  troops  of  Sweden  should  triuvph  ovef 

such  a  raw,  uudiseipriiled  army.    Six  thousand  Russians  fell  in  the  en* 

gage^obient ;  the  whol^  of  their  arjtillery  was  lost,  and  the  greater  part  of 

the  mnlitry  surrendered  to  the  conqueror.      The  nuo^ber  of  prisoners 

waa  so.  great,  that  t^  officers  alone  were  detailed ;  the  rest  were  driven^ 

like  m  flcyeV  •f  sheepi^to  the  distance  of  a  league  from  Narva,  and  there 

disimasea!.  .    . 
PMr  flie  Great,  not  i|ispirlfted  with  fats  loss,  exclaimed,  **  I  expected 

tint  life  Swfadei^  would  beat  my  th>^;  but  in  time  they  will  teech  U4 

csmtfAi' fUtin**    Nor  was  tl|is  pitdiction 'fong  before  it  was  verified, 

111  Ite'llliici  live  yeftrs  from  the  defeat  of  Narva,  he  revenged  the  disKo-, 

aOttr  ofhisVirms  on  that  unfortunate  day,  by  taking  the  town  by  ivMatilt, 

in  wbioi'fa^^ve  a  singular  proof  of  his  humanity.      He  traversed  tlie 

streeti  6n  horseback,  with  his  drawn  sword  in  his  hand ;  restrained  his 

troopi'jthmi  pillage;  kill^  two  who  refused  to  desist;  placed  guards  at 

the  ddors^'of  the  churches  and  town-house,  where  the  magistrates  and  ci*

The  town, 

moreo'^,' Was  nearljr  burned  a  few  years  since,  but  has  been  nnce  rebuilt. 

It  Wlkituat^  on  ft  small  river,  the  Enissac,  ovet  which  it  has  a  stone

lUga,  the  capital  of  Livonia,  contains,  within  the  fortificatidbs,  9000 
inhriUtdhts,  and  in  the  suburbs,  .15,000.

-frd^fts  aibiiiifiofi  ou  the  Dilna,  a  river  which  is  navigably  from  the  fltnir 
tiers  «f  the  gbvehmient  of  Polotsk  to  the  Baltic,  gUps  of  burden  come 
v^  dose-to  the  ivalhi  of  Rig^  whiph  is,  therefiore,  next  to  Petersburgh, 
the  mok  cMnmercial  town  th  -the  Russian  imi^re, 
»H)^  -thi^'  Oooi^'  at?'  Rtgai^  it  ^  floating  wooden  bridge,  «>  feet  \h 
l)teMtli,'«id^e600^  ii?  lenglft^  A  tow  6f  piles  extenda-ftmn  one  sboitt to 
the  other ;  each  pile  is  fron^  tS  to  40^fcet  loag,  and  appears-  almit  f^T 
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above  tlie  level  of  the  water.  To  these  piiea  the  parti  of  the  bridge 
inlootely  iuUmci  by  means  of  iron  chains,  Csed  to^  the  tvamireraa 
beams.  The  bridge  rises  and  falls  with  the  river ;  and*  v&de?  the  wheels 
•f  <beavy«>laden  carriages,  playa  aa  if  actuated  by  a  spring.  It  is  the  fa- 
aUaoable  walk,  and  is  an  agreeable  buny'soeoe,  when  crowded  with  pea* 
|rie,  and  lined  on  each  side  withshipe,  taking  in  or  unloading  their  car- 
goes. In  the  beginning  of  winter,  when  the  frost  sets  in,  the  bridge  is 
temoved ;  and  the  whole  is  laid  down  again  in  the  spring. 

.  On  leaving  Riga  for  Mittau,  we  creased  the  Diiaa,  and  passed  throagh 
•  fat  sandy  country,  which  eontinuedilsr  sixteen  miles.  The  country 
then  greatly  improved,  both  in  beauty  and  fertility.  In  this  manner  we 
reached  Mittau,  the  capital  of  Courland.  It  stands  in  the  mSdst  of  a 
ftftile  and  agreeable  country  ;  and  contains  a  mixture  of  brick  houses, 
iibccoed  white,  and  wooden  buildings.  The  palace  of  the  late  dukes  is 
ail^reat  pile  of  buildings,  with  a  large  and  handsome  suite  of  apartments 
tHaiost  totally  unfurnished.  Its  magnificence  and  extent  jnstiiesthe 
witticism  of  a  traveller,  who  said,  that  ^the  palace  was  larger  thaii  Uie 
dukedom.** 

"fThe  duchy  of  Courland  and  Semigallia  is  bounded  on  the  north  by 
^  IBaHic,  on  the  east  by  Livonia,  and  on  the  south  and  west  by  Poland 
Its  length  is  950  miles,  and  its  average  bfeadth  40.  The  country  is, 
ttpon  the  whole,  beautiful ;  swelling  into  gentle  hills,  and  fertile  in*  com, 
liemp,  and  flax.  The  scenery  is  mostly  open  ;  but  in  some  parts  clothed 
with  forests  of  pine  and  fir,  dotted  with  occosional  groves  of  fine  oaks, 
and  sprinkled  with-  much  underwood.  The  villages  are  neat  and 
numerous.

Bruif  U^^^Tks  on  the  Character  and  Composition  of  the  Russian  Ar^ 
flrifiSx  b^  Sfir  Robert  IViison,  4/o,  pages  280.  London. 

Resources  of  Russia  in  a  tear  with  France.  8ro.  pages  56. 

THIS  work  of  Sir  Robert  Wilson  (we  feel  persuaded  he  will  pardon 
uathat  candour,  of  which  he  is  an  example)  is  the  production  of  an  able 
but  intcanperate  mind,  a  mind  which  has  not  been  accustomed  to  submit 
its  fcelings  to  its  judgment,  and,  therefore,  which  plays  the  orator,  or 
rather  the  poet,  even  in  its  reasonings  and  matter  fact.  The  book  is  the 
exact  picture  of  the  man.  It  is  full  of  vigorous  feeling,  strong  painting, 
and  extravagant  combinations,— deficient  in  taste,— -deficient  in  correct- 
(both  of  aiaertioB  and  reasoning)^  but  never  deficioit  in  vigour^  and

|ood  and  honourable  iotentioti»k     We  cannot  divest  ounelves  of  that 
kindnesS)  which  belongs  to  such  an  officer  as  Sir  Robert ;  but  truth  com-* 
1  pels  us,  as  we  have  to  speak  of  htm,  to  express  our  opinion  very  simplj* 

And  this  opinion  is,  that  there  is  not  a  man  in  the  British  army,  who  has 
more  of  the  elements  of  a  great  character  than  Sir  Robert ;  and,  there* 
fore,  we  cannot  help  feeling  a  lively  regret,  that  a  want  of  prudence,  a 
wiQt  of  sobriety,  a  want  of  habits  of  correctness,  particularly  quatenus  ad 
quatffirmatf  should  have  somewhat  divested  even  such  talents,  and  such 
virtoei,  of  the  estimation  which  belongs  to  them* 

The  above  opinion  refers  chiefly  to*  the  subject  matter  in  this  work 

of  Sir  Robert,— -with  respect  to  the  mere  literary  merit,  we  must  speak 

in  general  with   high  praise.       Some  of  the  descriptions  are  in  the 

heit  style  of  the  historical  picturesque, — brief  and  instaneously  striking, 

ia  a  word,  the  just  feeling  of  the  mind  most  happily  caught  and  ren^ 

dered.    But  here  again  tlie  same  iutemperateness  occasionally  leads  him 

into  the  florid,  the  turgid,  and  (what  is  the  same  thing)  the  vapid.    We 

<^ould  produce  instances  both  of  this  excellence  and  defect  in  the  same 

page. 

As  our  attention  is  more  to  facts  than  words,  we  did  not  intend,  in  the 

first  instance,  to  uotice  the  peculiar  diction,  or  mere  verbal  style  of  this 

^^ork.     But  it  is  so  egregiously  faulty,  that  we  feel  it  incumbent  upon

This  Work  of  Sir  Robert  consists  of  two  distinct  parts  :  the  first,  the 
Brief  Remarks  on  the  Character  aud  Com  portion  of  the  Russian  A  r«> 
my, — ^the  second^  a  Brief  Sketch  of  the  Campaigns  in  Poland,  iu  ld(l6, 
and  1807*  We^all  confine  our  attention,  for  the  present,  to  the  former 
|)art ;  and  shall  avail  ourselves  of  its  flMrts,  and  occasionally  of  its  illttBo 
tration^  to  assist  us  in  the  following  inquiry,  that  is,— -What  is  the  actual 
strength  of  the  Russian  army,  and  %hat  is  ultimately  to  be  expected  of 
them  in  the  present  contest*  We  feel  ourselves  compelled  to  say,  how« 
ever,  that  we  are  obliged  to  exercise  our  judgment  with  respe<:t  to  his 
statements^  There  are  chiefly  four  works  which  the  reader  should  con* 
suit  to  obtain  an  adequate  idea  of  the  present  state  of  the  Russias : 
Clarke's  Travels,  Tooke's  Survey,  the  Sketches  of  the  Strength  of  France 
and  Russia  (reprinted  in  the  MrlLtary  Chronicle),  and  this  work  of  Sir 
Robert.  By  taking  them  all  together,  and  chastising  the  conclusions  of 
one  by  the  other^  he  will  have  a  chance  of  hitting  the  point  of  truth  and 
accuracy;  and  neither,  on  the  one  hand,  believe  Russia  the  most  tre- 
mendous power  in  the  worlds  nor,  on  the  other^  assert  her  to  be  raised 
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\j  one  degree  above  the  barbvitm  of  the  Tartu*  hordes.  Theve  are 
t  tvro  ezlremety-^tbe  two  opposite  opinious  of  Sir  Robert  and  Dr. 
Arke  %  and  both  of  thein»  from  a  desire  of  contradicting  each  other, 
m  to  ut  to  have  gone  equally  too  far. 

To  come,  'hoirever»  to  our  present  parpose,«»the  actual  niilitaiy 
"eugth  of  the  Russian  empire. 

The  Russian  army,  like  the  other  armies  of  Europe,  may  be  consi- 
ired  as  composed  of  the  five  followiug  species  of  force,  or  heads  of  ser- 
ce,**-iiamely,  the  Infantry,  Guards,  Cavalry,  Artillery,  the  Staff,  and 
e  Commissariat.  We  shall  endeavour  to  give  a  brief  picture  of  each 
'  these  in  it»  turn. 

INFANTRY.  The  infantry  of  the  line  consists  of  one  hundred  and 
cty-eight  regiments,  and  each  regiment  of  three  battalions.  The  esta- 
ishment  of  each  battalion  is  600  men  ;  and  orders  were  issued  from  the 
ar-office,  at  the  commencement  of  the  present  contest,  that  every  regv- 
eif!it  and  battalion  should  be  completed  up  to  this  number.  If  these 
iera  had  been  executed,  the  Russian  infantry  would  have  exceeded 
ree  hundred  thousand  men  ;  but,  if  we  take  them  at  two  hundred,  thou- 
ad,  we  shall  he  nearer  to  the  actual  ^ective.  These  regiments  are 
ipoaed  into  twenty-eight  divisions,  each  diviiiion  containing  six  regi- 
euta,  or  eighteea  battalions,  together  with  a  due  proportion  of  cavalry 
id  mrtillery. 

The  numerical  force  of  an  army,  however,  is  of  little  of  value,  if  it  be 
^t  seconded  by  due  military  qualities.  In  this  respect  tlie  Russian  has 
character  so  peculiarly  his  own,  that  it  becomes  necessary  to  display 
ID  some  detail.  The  military  character  of  the  Russians  has  all  tlie 
rtues  and  vices  of  barbarism.  A  succession  of  able  princes,  to  the 
•ath  of  the  last  Empress  (we  say  nothing  of  their  virtues)  has  in  a  great 
leasure  anticipated  the  slow  progress  of  time,  in  civilizing  the  higher  or- 
!!•,  such  as  the  couirt,  the  nobility,  and  rich  merchants  of  the  residence  ; 
It  neither  their  warmth,  nor  their  radiance,  could  penetrate  very  fiir  into 
le  darkness  of  the  boundless  wilderness,  over  which  they  reigned.  In 
m  extremes  of  Russia,  therefore,  the  peasantry  have  still  their  original 
laracter,  and  must  forcibly  remind  the  classical  reader  of  wliat  the 
riters  of  the  middle  age  fScriptares  Aug,  Hist. J  repeat  with  so  much 
>rror  of  those  Barbarians,  who  ultimately  overtlirew  their  empire. 
Sir  Robert  Wilson*  in  a  few  sentences  of  his  work,  so  briefly,  and  yet 
»  fully,  paints  the  character  of  the  Russian  infantry,  that  it  will  save  us 
laoy  words  to  transcribe  him,  and  we  do  it  with  so  much  more  satisfuc- 
on,  inasmuch  as  it  shews  how  ably  he  can  write  when  he  chooses, — that 
to  say,  when  he  is  content  to  be  simple,  and  to  wjrit^  from  his  owu 
itad,  without  labouring  to  be  sonorously  vapid,  and  pompously  inane.

AVc  iiiterrrii|tt  tiiia  quotation  to  expresa  uur  most  decided  praite  of 
the  just  and  vignrous  paiiitins  winch  is  diplajed  in  it, — it  is  coudeii^ed 
■nd  forcible,  and  at  once  prtrsents  th«  image  to  the  mind  and  impres^ei 
it  there.  We  must  except,  however,  from  the  praise  of  justice,  the  pai> 
sages  which  we  have  marked  in  italirs.  There  ie  notliiiig  sodaiigeroui 
as  aiithisesis  ;  it  is  an  hundred  to  one  that  it  leuds  those  who  use  it  into 
error.  Instead  of  being  religious,  icithottl  SupcTstitiou,  the  Russian  boI- 
tJtera  are  the  most  BUperstitkuus  of  maukitid.  A  hlock  of  wood,  like  the 
figureof  the  ancient  Hermes,— in  other  words,  like  a  Christina*  log, 
shaped  witli  a.  hatchet  into  human  shape,  stands  in  the  corner  of  eveiy 
cottage, to  represent  the  guardiiin  saint  ofevery  family  ;  and  every  pea- 
sant, at  rising  and  retiring,  nt  entering  or  leaving  the  house,  salutes  it 
with  as  low  a  reverence  a*  he  would  the  emperor  himself.  And,  sgaio, 
it  is  certainly  true,  tliat  the  Russiuns  possess  all  the  energetic  charactew 
ristics  of  a  barbarian  people  (why  not  a  barbarous  people, — why  this 
dilettanti  and  im[iure  style  of  converting  a  substantive  into  an  adjective], 
but  it  is  not  true,  that  they  unite  "  the  advantages  of  a  civilized  one." 
Oil  fhe  contrary  even  the  virtues  of  the  Ruswiao  soldier  are  marked  with 
the  character  of  barbarism.  Their  active  courage  is  a  precipitate  blioti- 
ness, — their  passive  courage,  a  fool-hardy  and  most  destructive  obstiDM^  j 
and  their  military  honour,  an  antisocial  barbarism.  The  foIloiriDg. ex« 
amples  from  Sir  Robert  himself  are  both  the  best  ananer  to  hit  own 
errors,  and  the  strongest  proof  of  what  ve  hare  above  aaserbed.

"When  General  Brninfscn  was  retiring  from  Eylan,  considerable  numbers  of 
■tng^lers  fbiron)  what  thry  tertned  Corps  of  Marauders,  who,  placing  Ihrmaplvra 
under  the  orden  of  a  chief  choi en  by  themsetrei  (perhapi  ■  ■erjcaD(  or  corporal  to 
■  tbuuiind  men),  left  tbeir  camp  and  coioan,  apd  lived  by  violence  and  npjnc  Id 
llieir  way  bumeward*.  A  party  of  Ruiiian  officer?,  who  bad  been  taken  at  Laad. 
sberg,  were  marcbing  to  Pragur,  on  parole,  but  uudcr  the  charge  of  wme  French 
olIicFrs.  One  of  thene  cnrpa  of  marauders  surpriirJ  them  in  their  way  ;  and,  after 
tome  Ttulence,  were  iudiicrimlnatrly  proceeding  tn  dispatch  the  French,  when  the 
Busaian  officers  Inter rered.—esplaiiicd  (o  them  (be  natare  of  patole,  or  good  rai(b, 
adding,  that  their  honor  obliged  even  themaelvea  (tbi  Roiiian  officers)  to  refaae  the 
opiwrlunlty  of  rrlcate.  The  marauder  captain  slapped  forward,—"  Will  yon"  ad- 
dmsing  liimieir  to  the  Rumibb  officers,  "  join,  and  cammand  nt,  and  ccaduct  ^ 
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t^^or  oonau-y.  If  to,  wt  are  bonnd  to  obey  you,  bat  witb  tim  annexed  comlitioB« 
that  f  ou  do  not  iatarlbre  wUb  oar  intctition  of  patting  to  death  the  French,  who  are 
in  yoar  company .**  The  officers  replied  in  the  negative.  The  maraudera  then  as. 
lembled  as  a  conrt-martial }  and,  after  a  due  deliberation,  the  leader  readvanced« 
and  deUrercd  its  decree.—"  The  French,  for  their  atrocious  conduct  to  Russian 
prisoners,  on  every  occasion,  have  merited  death. — Execute  the  sentence.**  Obedi- 
ence was  immediate,  and  the  victims  were  sjuccessirely  shut  (i.  e.  murdered).  This 
lawlesa  asaassination  being  completed,  silence  was  again  ordered,  and  the  leader  re-' 
aasamed  his  harangue.  Now,  degenerate  Russians,  receive  your  reward.  You  hare 
entcffcd  into  engagements  with  the  most  hated  enemies  of  your  country,  and  are, 
therefore,  our  worst  enemies,— more  unnatural,  more  wicked,  and  less  entitled  to 
oar  mercy  than  those  we  have  slain.  We  have  unanimously  doomed  you  to  death.** 
The  signal  was  immediate,  and  fourteen  officers  were  thus  massacred  fur  a  persever- 
ingTirtue,  of  which  history  does  not  record  a  more  affecting  and  honorable  trait. 
The  fifteenth  (Colonel  Arsinoef,  of  the  imperial  guards)  was  supposed  dead,  tlie 
Ml  of  the  mnsqnet  having  entered  just  above  the  throat.  He  was  stripped,  and 
the  body  abandoned  on  the  firosen  and  freexing  snow.  Towards  night,  after  several 
hoards  torpor,  sense  returned  ;  and  whilst  he  was^  contemplating  the  horror  of  the 
past  and  present  scene,  surrounded  by  the  Corpses  of  his  murdered  friends,  and  in 
momentary  apprehension  of  the  return  of  the  ruffians,  he  perceived  a  light,  towar-ls 
which  he  staggered  with  joyous  expectation  ;  but  when  he  approached  the  hut,  a 
tXwMaoar  of  forces  alarmed  his  attention.  He  listened,  and  recognixed  the  carousing 
Bwrdcrers.  He  withdrew  from  immediate  destruction  to  a  fate,  as  he  imagined,  no 
i«aa  certain,  but  less  rude  and  revolting.  He  had  still  sufficient  strength  to  gain 
the  borders  of  a  no  very  distant  wood,  where  he  passed  the  night  without  any  cover- 
:«!;  on  his  body,  or  any  application  to  bis  open  wounds.  A  good  providence  pre- 
ferred him  till  the  morning,  when  he  was  seen,  reliered,  at:d  ultimately  sent  bark 
to  Petersburgh.  The  emperor  ordered  him  to  pass  the  regiments  in  review,  that  he 
»i|rbt  designate  the  offenders,  but  he  declined  to  do  so,  that  he  might  not  denationa- 
!ise  the  Russians.** 

We  mast  express  our  hope,  that  in  a  second  edition  of  his  works,  Sir 
Robert  will  say  no  more  of  the  discipline  and  civilization  of  the  Russian 
K>ldier,  when,  in  the  same  breath,  and  in  the  same  paj^e,  he  produces 
these  eiamples  of  desertion,  free-bootery,  i^orance  and  contempt  of 
the  usage  of  civilized  nations,  and  savage  unrelenting  murder. — ^Nor  does 
3ir  Robert  mention  this  as  a  solitary  instance, — he  brings  it  forward  as 
m  example  of  National  Character, 

But  we  will  take  a  further  example  of  this  **  discipline.'

**  The  most  difficnlt  of  all  operations  is  a  Russian  retreat,  such  a  moyement  being 
totally  contrary  to  the  principle  pf  Ri|ssian  warfare,  and  to  the  practice  of  Suwarr^w. 
When  Beniqgsen  retired  from  Yankova,  on  the  approach  of  Buonaparte,  and  sought 
Ko  evade  the  enemy  by  forced  marches  in  the  dark  nights  of  a  Poland  winter,  although 
QOyOOO  men  thundered  on  in  close  pursuit,  the  Russian  murmur  at  retreat  was  so  im- 
posingly audacious,  the  clamour  for  the  battle  so  loud  and  reiterated,  and  the  incU 
pient  disorder  so  frightfully  extending,  that  Beningsen  was  obliged  to  promise  ac- 
quiescence with  their  demand,  and  to  soothe  their  discontents  by  assuring  them 
Hilt  he  was  marching  to  find  a  suitable  theatre  of  combat.  Yet  when  this  army, 
wearied,  lamished,  and  diminished  by  the  loss  of  I0,000  men,  entered  at  Eylau, 
iMr  aUlP^cment  for  battle^  order  ugenerated  as  with  the  British  at  Comnna :  the 
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of  fono«r  0CNriety  ud  the  conidoice  of  tpproMliHif  Tlctory,  lAcervd 
the  isott  CHhmasted  \  aad  a  speetator  would  have  Mppoacd  that  the  joyoM 
wation  conmeaioratcd  a  mccets,  iuttaad  of  htimg  an  anticipaiioB  of  the  aoal 
fpiloary  trial  that  was  yet  upon  the  records  of  thii  Mood j  war.   SmIt  waa  their 
jMuf  ardimr  to  retrieve  imaginary  ditgrace,  aad  profit  of  a  Hbevty  to  cv^^age, 
whea,  in  theeireaing  before  the  battle,  Benininea  ordered  the  Tillage  of  Ryteoy  vh 
had  been  abandooed  by  aBistahe,  to  te  iic€orered««-aod  allerwarda  recalled  the 
vpoa  leeiog  the  snperiority  of  the  enemy,  the  troope  rcftiied  to  obey  the  ofder  of 
call|  and  mshcd  oa  to  their  parpote.** 

We  cannot  (miit  observing,  in  this  place,  that  tlie  abore  paacige  it 
the  b^t  style  of  Sir  Robert,  and  therefore  we  could  not  peisnade  on  reel 
to  quote  it  without  an  omiMion,-— for  in  the  middle  of  the  abov« 
in  hia  book  occurs  the  following  jargon,  **  m  victory  migki  hav^ 
michieted  ^igainst  them  without  the  glont  f^  m  ntbdued  remtrntce**   Wi 
cannot  say,  indeed,  that  we  did  not  understand  what  Sir  Robert 
means ;  but  we  certainly  did  not  understand  it  without  much  round 
ration. 

From  what  we  have  above  said,  one  conclusion,  we  thinks  will  sirik 
every  one,  and  that  is,  that  the  Russian  infantry  soldier,  in 
in  constitution,  in  active  and  passive  courage,  very  nearly  reteoaUea 
Englishman ;  and  that  an  English,  or  rather  an  Irish  peasant,  taken  firom 
husbandry  work,  is  very  nearly  his  exact  counterpart.  The  resembiancn, 
at  least,  is  so  strong,  that  the  most  effectual  way  of  describing  the  one  is 
by  following  him  through  a  parallel  with  the  other ;  marking  off  the  dif« 
ference  in  their  similar  qualities,  and  ascertaining  the  point  at  which 
their  common  virtues  and  defects  run  off  from  their  parallel,  and  diverge 
into  some  national  characteristic 

There  are  three  main  military  qualities  in  tlie  field, — steadiness  in  the 
giving  and  receiving  fire,-^an  impetuous  and  at  the  same  time  con- 
stant spirit  and  firmness  in  giving  and  receiving  the  bayonet, — and  the 
formation  and  development  of  masses ;  or,  in  short,  of  any  necessary- 
movements  in  the  moment  of  battle. 

Now,  it  is  almost  unnecessary  to  observe  of  the  English  soldiery,  that 
it  requires  the  most  rigorous  and  long«-continued  discipline  to  subdue 
their  national  impatience  into  a  passive  reception  of  fire.  It  is  equally 
difficult  to  keep  them  at  such  a  distance  from  the  enemy,  who  are  within 
their  sight*  and  therefore,  as  they  think,  within  their  reach,  soas  to  be  con- 
tented with  mere  mosquetry  discharges.  Those  who  have  been  in  action 
know  the  difficulty  of  keeping  the  line  under  such  circumstances*  They 
most  have  heard  a  kind  of  running  murmur, — •*  Why  do  we  stand  here 
to  be  shot  at, — why  not  forwards,  and  bayonet  them.*'  It  is  indeed  a 
feature  in  the  English  soldier  to  have  a  warm  contempt  for  tliis  use  of 
his  musquet,  as  if  it  were  the  arm  only  of  those  who  feared  to  come 
to  close  quarters.  To  say  all  in  a  word,  therefore,  they  will  not,  for 
a  continuance,  give  or  receive  fire, — such  fire  always  provokes  them 
to  rush  forwards,  and  to  do  their  business,  as  they  think,  in  a  more 
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effectual  manner*    Half  of  our  victories,  and  some  of  our  very  rare  fail- 
urea,  have  been  owing  to  this. 

The  Russian  armies,  with  the  same  courage  as  our  own,  differ  very 
pvidely  from  them  in  this  military  quality  of  giving  and  receiving  fire. 
The  Russian  soldiers  will  stand  fire  with  more  steadiness  than  any  armies 
m  the  face  of  the  globe,«»they  are  perfectly  immoveable, — a  brick  or 
itone  wall,  which  you  may  batter  down,  and  strew  the  ground  stone  by 
ito&e  with  its  rains,  but  which  you  cannot  move.  The  eighteenth  French 
bulletin  presents  a  melancholy  instance  of  thi€  obstinate  courage.  **  The 
RcMBMis,*'  says  the  bulletin,  '<  again  presented  themselves  before  the  re- 
doubts which  they  had  Idst,-— unable  to  advance,  and  unwilling  to  retire ; 
Ihey  stood  two  hours  before  us  in  condensed  masses,  and  suffered  our 
canooa  to  play  through  them.  Hence  the  horrible  slaughter  of  this 
battle.'' 

With  respect  to  the  second  military  quslity,— that  of  the  use  of  the 
bayonet,  the  Russians  and  English  are  on  a  par,  and  exceed  every  other 
nation  on  the  globe.  Unfortunately  the  skill  of  Buonapart^  enables  him 
to  make  dispositions  so  as  to  elude  the  charge  by  the  bayonet,  and  to  put 
tbe  issue  of  the  battle  on  military  positions  and  opportune  movements. 
But  the  French  have  never  stood  a  moment  when  the  imperial  guards 
have  been  able  to  bring  them  to  the  charge  of  the  bayonet.  Buonaparte 
knows  this,  and  never  fails  to  make  dispositions  to  avoid  the  possibility  of 
aiich  an  appeaL 

In  the  third  quality,  that  of  skill,  dexterity,  and  versatility  of  move- 
ment, the  Russians  are  woefully  deficient.  It  may  be  said  of  a  Kussiau 
army,  what  naturalists  say  of  the  crocodile, — they  lose  the  advantage  of 
their  mighty  strength,  and  otherwise  impenetrable  defence,  from  want 
of  joints  by  which  to  turn  themselves,— from  the  want  of  flexiblity  and 
versatility  of  movement.  We  have  seen  battles  gained  or  saved  by  a 
movement  made  only  in  the  very  midst  of  them, — ^by  a  timely  change  of 
position  from  left  to  right, — from  centre  to  rear, — by  develloping  from 
mass  into  smaller  column  or  line,  or  parsing  from  line  into  column. 
The  Russians  can  scarcely  effect  any  thing  of  this.  They  have  no  idea, 
bot  that  of  their  fighting.  They  fight  an  army  as  our  British  sailors 
ight  a  ship,— endeavour  to  get  abreast  of  it,  and  batter  it  to  pieces,  or  be 
themselves  battered  in  the  attempt.  If  they  have  any  feeling  in  the  hor- 
Tible  slaughter  around  them,  it  is  only  that  of  pride  and  obstinate  endur- 
ance. They  take  the  bull  by  the  horns  as  a  matter  of  pride.  Their  art 
of  war  is  like  their  art  of  carpentry, — they  prefer  the  axe  to  the  saw,  and 
main  strength  to  military  skill.  Every  campaign,  and  none  more  than 
the  present,  exhibits  fatal  proofs  of  the  truth  of  the  antient  maxim, — 
Vis  amsihi  expers  mole  ruit  $ui. 

Whoever  has  considered  an  English  soldier  in  the  field,  must  have  ob- 
served two  prominent  traits  in  him,— a  high  (and  in  him  a  most  just) 
•elf-esteem  and  value  of  hi^  country,  and   a  consequent  comparative 
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ccmtempt  and  under-rating  of  all  othen» — tbaae  tnuU  are  equally  en  .^i« 
\dent  in  the  Russian.     The  Russian  imagines  Russia  to  be  the  miw   ^t  t 
IpoWerful  empire  in  the  world,  and  that  all  other  kings  are  only  so  mao^ 
hospodars,  or  barbarian  chieik,  in  sedition  against  their  mighty  master 
the  Emperor  of  all  the  Russias.    He  values  himself  as  a  worthy 


of  this  body.    Rome  herself>  in  all  her  plenitude  of  conquest  and  domi 
nion,  did  not  condense  a  greater  mass  of  pride  and  pretensioD»  in 
single  terra,  **  A  Roman  Citizen/*  than  an  inhabitant  of  the  Dniepr^=^ 
and  the  Volga  does  in  the  term,  **  A  Russian."    An  anecdote  frsm 
Robert  Wilson  contains  a  striking  illustration  of  this  trait*    A  party  o- 
Russian  soldiers  were  making  their  dinner  upon  a  hill,  and  were  quietly 
seated,  when  a  party  of  French  horse,  dressed  in  the  European 
rushed  upon  them.     The  Russians,  without  rising  from  their  postarei 
lobked  them  full  in  the  face,  and  then  burst  into  a  loud  laugh,  which 
disconcerted  the  vnemy,  that  they  made  a  wheel  rounds  and  retired 
out  making  any  attack. 

As  to  the  ranere  manual  and  the  marches,  the  Russians  are  said 
perform  them  well.      They  exercise  with  great  precision,  and,  on 
ptrade,  form  the  column  and  the  square  with  great  exactness  and 
J>idity. 

Their  dress  is  better  in  the  design  than  in  the  materials,  <*  Their  a| 
iMMntments"  says  Sir  Robert,  **  are  so  cumbersome,  and  their  arms  so- 
heavy  and  coarse,  that  on  60,000  British  stand  being  distributed,  they 
were  given  Or  reserved  as  distinctions  for  meritorious  soldiers.  Their 
pay  is  about  half  a  guinea  a  year ;  their  regular  food  of  the  coarsest  and 
plainest  quality,  and  so  precarious,  and  so  scantily  provided  by  goven>* 
ment,  that  theusuai  and  best  mode  of  supply,  even  in  their  own  country , 
is  by  rapine •  They  carried  no  tents  in  the  late  war,  and  constantly  hi* 
vouaced  without  shelter  in  the  depth  of  the  severe  winter,  nor  had  they 
any  additional  covering  to  their  ragged  great  coats,  in  which  they  always 
marched.'* 

The  officers  6f  the  Russian  infantry  (with  the  exception  of  the  very 
highest  ranks)  are  totally  a  diflerent  kind  of  men,  either  from  the  French 
or  English  ofHceni,-^they  ore  generally  from  the  lowest  class  of  the  pco^ 
pie,  and  totally  without  education.  The  nobility,  accordingly,  avoid  the 
infantry  service  as  totally  beneath  them,-— a  circumstance  which  tends  to 
perpetuate  the  evil.  The  pay,  indeed,  of  the  infantry  officers  is  so  poor 
as  not  support  tliem  in  a  condition  superior  to  that  of  a  footman.  This 
defect  is,  unhappily,  irremedable.  There  are  in  Russia  but  two  classes 
of  people,<^the  nobility  and  peasantry.  Wliere  the  former,  therefore^ 
would  not  serve,  the  Government  is  necessarily  compelled  to  give  the 
commissions  to  the  other.  The  Government,  however,  have  endeavoured 
to  administer  a  partial  remedy  by  the  employment  of  foreigners,  who  fill 
every  part  of  the  infantry.    The  army»  however,  still  feels  the  \vant  of 
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egimental  officers  of  a  proper  character.  Their  waut  of  discipline  must 
«  imputed  to  this  defect. 

There  is  one  quality  of  the  Russian  soldier  which  is  entitled  to  high 
raise. — They  are  extraordinarily  kind  and  considerate  to  their  men. 
Iiey  share  with  them  every  hardship  with  that  §^Uant  spirit  and  generous 
nnpathy,  which  are  the  best  encouragement  to  the  same  patient  end ur-i 
90e  in  the  soldier.  They  are  examples  of  abstinence  and  privations  of 
I  kindsy — are  fond  of  distinction,  and  receive  stars  and  honours  with  the 
KMt  vehement  satisfaction.  They  are  withal,  generous,  hospitable,  and 
rotherly  towards  each  other,  in  a  most  boundless  degree  ;  the  property 
r  one  is  the  property  of  all,  and  they  share  ^their  solitary  loaf  to  its  last 
ruat. 

The  superior  officers  are  men  of  education,  and  do  not  diffier  from 
le  military  character  in  other  countries.  Even  these,  however,  are  not 
>  universally  well  informed  as  amongst  ourselves.  Gambling  is  but  too 
revalent  amongst  them  ;  but,  according  to  Sir  Robert,  they  have  virtue 
[loagh  to  be  ashamed  of  it,  and  never  invite  the  British  officers  to  take 
part  with  them.  Sir  Robert,  likewise  (we  should  suppose  hastily),  as^ 
»rts  that  the  vice  of  drunkenness  does  not  degrade  them.  We  must  be 
(lowed  to  express  a  different  opinion* 

The  Russian  officer,  in  spite  of  his  occasional  activity,  is  inclined  to 
idolent  habits,-^loves  his  sleep  after  food,  and  dislikes  to  walk  or  ride 
ur*  His  general  mode  of  conveyance,  even  when  passing  from  one  can^ 
mmeut  to  the  other,  is  a  waggon  ;  and  the  number  of  these  carriages 
itli  the  Russian  army  is  Qiie  of  the  iiiost  serious  impediments  to  its 
lovepi^nts. 

The  following  imecdotes,  in  Sir  Robertas  works,  are  striking  illustra- 
ona  of  the  above  general  character  of  the  Russian  officer. 

**  A  yonng  Hussar  Lieutenant  was  shot  by  a  cannon-ball,  in  a  charge  near  Papen- 
eim, — ^his  leg  was  shattered,  and  a  friend  was  lamenting  his  misfortune.  "  Yes, 
ideed,*"  replied  he,  <*  it  is  very  great,  for  had  I  been  wounded  but  a  few  more  paces 
irfher,  I  should  hare  gained  the  Order  of  St.  George,**  replied  he  with  a  sigb. 

**  When  the  table  is  laid,  every  man  is  welcome,  and  the  table  of  the  Commander 
I  ChJieff  Beningsen,  was  constantly  surrounded  j  being  in  fact  an  open  tab|e  for  as 
lany  as  could  stand  in  the  room,  and  it  was  a  constant  rule,  that  no  foreigner  pre- 
sot  should  want  a  seat. 

**  J^  British  guest  observed  upon  some  occasion,  that  a  certain  sentipient  ^as 
uly  Roman, — *'  And  way  not  a  Russian  sentiment,"  said  Coi^nt  Osterman,  *^  why 
ite  Rome  as  our  superior  in  worth.** 

**  When  the  Emperor  was  at  Barstenstein,  he  brooght  into  the  room,  which  was 
lied  with  officers,  a  French  paper,  in  whicl|  was  a  Physiological  Enquiry  into  the 
tiancter  of  the  Russians,  from  observations  on  the  prisoners.  *'  Look,  geiitlcmen/* 
aid  his  Majesty,  **  the  French  thought  as  wild  beasts,  and  are  surprized  to  find  us 


len.** 


The  Russians  are  not  without  Light  Infantry,  though  they  do  not  ex-» 
it  in  a  great  proportion ;  but  the  variety  of  popvilatio/%  In  tbe  Bn^siao^ 
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empire  may-AtmlitleM  afforJ  tiie  best  lUtcriptioii  ef  tight  troops.    SitaM 
ria  is  said  to  produce  a  most  hardy  and  light*bodied  popolaitiott^  ''^l^  ^' 
ftbly  suited  to  this  ssorvice.      The  chassesrs  of  the  imperial  guanis  mi 
from  this  provinoe.  *      r 

IMPERIAL  GUARDS.    The  Ouards  are  picked  out  of  the  whaif 
Rnssiao  popalation ;  and  ia  such  a  vast  northern  country,  where  the  km^ 
man  frame  attains  its  fullest  possible  growth  both  of  breadth  and  lMi^i||^. 
it  may  be  conjectured  what  a  collection  these  imperial  guards  most 
bibit.     They  are  7)000  in  number,  and  the  tallest  and  best  shaped  mw 
in  the  empire. 

CAVALRY.    The  Russian  cavalry  will  not  sink  in  comparison 
with  the  English  ;  "  Their  heavy-horse  are  matchlens  for  an   union  itf 
shse,  strength,  activity,  and  hardiness ;  they  have  the  bulk  of  the  Britisli, 
cart4ior8e,  but  have  too  much  blood  to  be  coarscw    After  the  battle  df  j 
Eyisru,  when  the  imperial  cavalry  of  the  guards  were  ordered  irmn  9^ 
tersburgh  to  join  the  army  in  Poland,  the  men  were  sent  in  wagg«>na  aa 
far  as  Rigs,  and  the  horses  accompanied,  at  the  rate  of  fifly  milea  Mch 
day.    From  thence  they-  were  ridden,  and  proceeded  to  their  station,  at 
the  late  of  thirty-five  miles  each  day ;   and,  after  a  march  of  700  miles, 
ao  conducted,  they  appeared  in  such  high  condition,  that  the  regnlar 
garrisons  of  no  capital  in  Europe  could  present  a  finer  cavalry  parade. 
The  Hussar  horse  has  nothing  remarkable  except  that  he  is  longer  loined 
than  the  Hungarian  horse,  with  equal  blood  and  force  of  constitution. 
In  the  severity  of  the  extremest  Poland  winter,  they  were,  for  above  six 
months,  always  at  the  piquet   post  without  any  shelter,  and   for  three 
months  of  that  time,  had  no  other  sustenance  than  the  old  thatch,  strip- 
ped from  the  roofs  of  the  cottages.      The  appointments  are  of  the  best 
quality,  and  the  dress  simple  and  handsome.      They  are  not,  indeed, 
very  graceful  riders;  but  the  seat  is  firm,  the  hand  light,  and  tlie  body 
well  placed." 

*'  The  Raisian  dragoons  are  alert  and  intelligent,— -charging  with  rapidity  and 
union,  and  in  battle  as  brave  and  as  firm  as  the  best  cavalry  in  Enro^.  At  Eylan 
they  sustained  the  tremendous  fire  with  heroic  fortitude,  and  made  some  desperate 
and  successful  attacks.  At  the  battle  of  Friedland,  when  Buonaparte  had  forced 
the  Russian  left,  and  got  possession  of  the  bridges  over  the  Aller,  notwithstanding 
their  losses  on  a  day  where  they  had  repeatedly  charged,—- notwithstanding  their  ex- 
posed position,  and  the  extreme  danger  of  remaining  longer  in  the  field,— yet,  aoi- 
nkated  with  a  generous  resolution  to  save  the  centre  and  right  wing  of  their  army, 
they  rushed  across  the  plain,  charged  the  advancing  centre  of  the  enemy,  and  there- 
by enabled  their  own  infantry  to  effect  their  retreat,  over  an  almost  impracticable 
ford,  in  the  presence  of  Buonaparte  and  8o,ooo  men.'* 

'  ARTILLERY.  No  artillery  can  exceed  that  of  the  Russian  armies ; 
it  seems,  indeed,  to  be  their  chief  weapon,  and  they  more  with  a  greater 
quantity  of  it  than  other  army  in  Europe.  Their  horses  are  powerful  to 
a  d^vee.  According  to  Sir  Robert,  their  strength  and  spirit  are  so  great. 
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that  they  will  plunge  throagh  the  ditches  filled  with  yieldiog  srow^-* 
[^ndtbough  so  deep  ts  to  cover  their  bmcks,  and  bury  the  guns  altogether. 
^  When  the  centre  and  right  wing  retired  through  the  Aller,  after  the 
battle  of  Friedland,  at  a  point  discovered  on  the  emioency,  the  artillery 
horses  were  partly  swimming,  and  were  afterwards  compelled  to  ascend 
the  banks,  whi<;h  were  almost  perpendicular*  If  the  horses  had  possessed 
less  strength  and  activity,  the  whole  must  have  fallen  into  the  hands  of 
the  enemy.  The  drivers  are  stout  men,  and  the  artillery-men  are  of  the 
[*  best  description*  But  the  officers  are  very  insufficient  from  the  want  of 
education." 

^  Wken  the  Rvfian  army  was  in  Polaad,  about  500  pieces  of  firld-rannon  mofed 
with  it  generally,  and  were  actually  in  the  battle  of  Eylau.  Beningsen  had  indeed. 
tell  ISO  pieces  behind  him  in  reierve,  which  Ibrtaaately  escaped  Bcmadotte*s  co- 
Htara,  and  only  entered  the  field  in  the  evening  before  the  general  action.  Its  safety, 
indeed,  wai  owing  to  the  capture  of  a  courier,  by  which  Beniogacn  obtained,  on  the 
owe  hand,  information  of  Bnonaparte*s  intention  to  assemble  bis  army  and  attack 
kni ;  and,  on  the  other,  by  the  interception  pf  Bemadotte^s  orders  fo  manoeuvre  on 
his  right  and  rear,  he  procured  a  delay  of  two  days,-— important  days,  for  they  pre- 
acrved  the  Russian  army,  as  well  aS  the  rcsenre^annon,  by  enabling  them  to  reach 
£ylan  without  such  forther  impediment.  This  eieessive  anmber  of  cannon  was 
certainly  out  of  all  proportion  to  the  infantry,  which  never  exceeded  80,000  men, 
«aid  was  particularly  inconvenient  and  embarrassing  in  countries  and  seasons  where 
Ibrage  was  not  to  be  procured.  Occasionally,  indeed,  by  the  delays  it  compelled, 
^  endangered  the  safety  of  the  army.** 

**  The  Russians,  however,  usually  do  not  attach  too  much  reputation  or  disgrace 
to  the  possession  or  loss  of  a  gun.    They  think  it  better  to  fight  it  f  o  the  last  mo- 
nienC,  and  let  an  enemy  gain  it  clearly,  than  withdraw  it  too  soon  for  a  preservation 
also  preserves  the  enemy. 


RUSSIAN  STAFF.  The  Russian  staff  is  formed  upon  the  plan  of 
the  Crerman  staif ;  and  as  far  as  respects  the  detail  of  returns  and  reports, 
exceeds  that  of  every  other  army  in  Europe.  But  here  the  praise  must 
end.  The  returns  and  reports  are  made  in  all  due  method,  and  are  then 
deposited,  neglected,  and  forgotten.  The  practice  of  the  staff  goes  not 
beyond  the  men. 

COMMISSARIAT.  This  may  be  dismissed  in  three  words, — 
There  is  none  at  all ;  or  what  is  next  to  it, — When  time  has  been  given 
for  the  collection  of  magazines,  the  army  does  well  enough  ;  but  where 
the  magazines  are  lost,  or  the  army  is  compelled  to  leave  them  at  a  dis-i 
tauce,  every  one  must  nearly  take  care  of  himself.  It  was  from  want  of 
food  that  Beningsen  was  compelled  to  retire,  after  the  battle  of  £ylau« 
COSSACKS.  As  the  infantry,  cavalry,  and  artillery,  form  the  regu- 
lar troops,  so  the  Cossacks  form  the  irregular.  We  must  not,  however, 
in  the  use  of  this  term,,  imagine  them  to  be  totally  without  order  or  dis- 
cipline. Sir  Robert  Wilson  gives  an  account  of  them  which  is  peculiarly 
picturesque,  and  we  presume  as  just  as  it  is  striking.  It  is  almost  iu« 
justice  to  his  reputation  to  condense  this  account  into  itfi  mere  substance  ; 
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\ia\at  of  iluly  tliereforc  lo  add,  tlial  llje  following  is  t  •■^•e 
MibsUntial  inatlcr,  but  pomtwltat  aliiidijed  of  its  si)iril  ami  eltM]ueii«==^s;, 
of  hii  picture  of  the  Cossatkfi.

His  main  poiul  of  honour,  beyond  CTen  thai  of 
conrage  ilaelf,  in  ncTer  lo  be  lurpriaed, — never  (a  offer  any  advanlage  to  bis  enemy 
by  bia  negligence. 

"  Mounted  on  a  very  little,  ill-condilioued,  but  well-bred  horse,  ithich  can  walk 
at  Ihe  rate  of  Bve  mlica  an  hour  with  caie,  or  diapnte  the  race  with  the  awiftett, — 
with  Bihort  whip  on  hiawrial  (sa  beweara  no  apur),  armed  with  the  lance,  a  pistol 
io  hit  girdle,  and  a  aword,  he  thuns  uo  competitor  in  tiagle  comhal ;  and,  in  (be 
late  war,  carried  terror  and  death  into  every  oppoaing  sqoadron  in  Ihe  field.  Nothing 
could  iland  agaiaat  ihcir  charge.  The  Cuiraaaicra  alooe  preserved  some  confidence, 
nod  appeared  lo  baffle  Ihe  arm  and  the  skill  of  the  Coasack  ;  but  in  iht  battle  of 
Eyian,  when  the  enirassien  made  Iheir  desperate  charge  upon  the  Rntaian  centre, 
and  paaaed  thro^[li  an  inlerval,  Ihe  Coaaacka  inatautly  bore  down  upon  tbem, — 
tpearcd  them,  nnboraed  Ibcm,  and  in  a  few  momenta  appeared  Ihemaelfet  in  (be  ar- 
monrof  fivchundrcd  and  thirty  of  them  whom  they  had  ttrcwedon  Ihe  plain  The 
Coitacka,  however,  only  wore  these  spoils  for  the  day  ;  they  then  made  a  anbaerip- 
lioa  amungit  Ihrmsctvit,  and  wilh  Ibe  money  thus  raited,  Iraotntitted  them  ai  me- 
moriala  of  tlieir  proweas  to  Iheir  kindred  on  ihe  Con  and  the  Vn1|;n." 

"  When  Murat,  after  the  tmltle  uf  Eyiau,  advanced  towards  Koningtberg,  Ihe 
t'uitackt  attacked  him  with  to  much  vigour  and  auecesa,  at  to  compel  him  lo  re. 
lire,  and  Buonaparte  lo  abandun  all  Ihe  open  country.  And  aflecnards,  in  the  Rua- 
aian  retreat  (being  aupporled  by  regular  cavalry)  Ihcy  made  tuch  dcapprate  allacki, 
that  Buonaparte  «Bi  compelled  lo  fi>[ui  tqnarti  with  bia  infantry :  and,  qd  oneoc-

casion  was  himself  in  mich  danger,  that  the  whole  French  cavalry  was  hronghc 
down  in  fall  gallop  to  coTer  him. 

^  It  was  in  this  retreat  that  the  Hctman  Plato w  proved  himself  one  of  the  most 
eminent  warriors  of  his  age.  Buonaparte  was  pressing  with  his  whole  force  upon 
the  rtar-guards  of  Platow  and  Bagration,  being  resoUed  to  overwhelm  them,  wbiist 
they  were  in  the  act  of  passing  the  river  and  hridge  to  which  they  were  rapidly  dc- 
acending.  The  Cossacks,  who  were  with  this  rear,  saw  the  danger  of  their  sitaa- 
tion,  and  began  to  press  hack  and  on  one  side  in  confusion.  Platow  checked  them» 
but  foaad  the  disorder  increasing.  He  immediately  sprung  from  his  horse,  exclaim- 
ing at  the  same  time  to  his  Cossacks,  '*  Let  those  who  are  base  enough  abandon 
their  Hetman.'*  The  corrected  lines  paused.  He  gradually  moved ;  with  a  waving 
band  hept  back  those  that  trespassed ;  sent  his  orders  with  calmness ;  reached  the 
town  in  order  ^  halted  at  the  bridge  till  every  man  had  passed,  destroyed  k,  am|^ 
still  on  foot,  proceeded  to  the  other  side  of  the  town ;  nor  could  the  must  tremeud* 
ous  cannonade,  and  the  incessant  fire  of  the  French  battalions,  crowning  the  oppo- 
«itc  heights,  and  commencing  their  vollies  as  they  formed  successively,  accelerate 
his  pace,  or  induce  him  to  remount  his  horse,  till  he  saw  every  thing  in  safety  aii4 
order." 

**  It  must  not,  however,  be  imagined  that  the  Cossacks  are  suited  to  act  in  line, 
though  occasionally  successful  even  in  that  form.  Their  peculiar  service  is  in  the 
charge  en  masse,  or  what  in  Germany  is  called  the  swarm  attack, — i.  e.  without 
any  systematic  formation, — in  a  crowd,  and  erery  man  trying  to  get  before  his 
fellow.'' 

**  Their  horses  are  guided  only  by  the  snaffle,  and  they  can  twist  and  bend  their 
course  through  the  most  intricate  country  at  full  speed  ^  and  Platow,  in  front  of 
Ueibberg,  charged  into  a  pine-wood  filled  with  French  infantry  en  tiralleur  (who 
had  during  the  whole  day  disputed  it  with  4000  Russian  infantry),  and  carried  it 
in  an  instant." 

**  The  Hetman,  generals,  and  the  officers,  presented  also  not  only  an  example  of 
courage,  but  of  a  successful  career  of  merit,  in  a  service  where  each  had  obtained 
his  station  by  individual  exertion.  Platow  himself  had  once  served  in  the  ranks; 
and  his  saccessor  will  be  like  him,  the  roost  disinterested  soldier  of  his  uatiim. 
So  enthusiastic  was  their  ambition  to  contend  with  the  French  in  the  last  war,  that 
old  and  young  flocked  as  warriors,  and  a  patriarch  of  a  hundred  years  old  couched 
his  lance  in  the  fields  of  Poland. 

"  If  any  military  man  should  doubt  this  account,  let  him  consider,  whether  any 
hody  of  men  armed  with  sabres  like  our  cavalry,  can  i*esist  a  lance  projecting  above 
ten  feet  beyond  the  horses  heads,  sustained  by  the  firmest  wrists,  and  impelled  with 
the  activity  of  the  race-horse. 

**  The  Cossack  is  not  first  armed  with  the  lance  when  he  proceeds  to  war,— >it  is 
the  constant  exercise  of  his  youth  and  boyhood,  so  that  he  weilds  it^  alt  hough  f^oiu. 
14  to  IS  feet  iu  lenf^th,  with  the  same  address  and  freedom  that  the  best  swordsman 
in  Europe  would  use  bis  weapon. — It  thus  becomes  a  truly  invincible  weapon. 

**  The  Russian  cavalry  has  swam  the  Danube  and  the  Vistula  in  regular  lines  a5 
well  as  the  Cossacks,  but  no  cavalry  has  power,  like  them,  to  march  for  days  and 
nights,  climbing  hills,  swimming  rivers,  and  winding  through  vallies.  Ten  thou- 
sand such  warriors  would  obtain  the  superiority  in  any  field,  and,  in  the  course  of 
one  campaign,  would  ruin  tlicir  adversaries  by  the  mere  excess  of  duty. 

**  They  and  their  horses  have  alike  constitutions  of  iron  temper,— no  toil,  no 
weather,  no  privation,  impairs  them. 

^-  The  equipment  of  a  Cossack's  horse  is  light, — a  snaffle,  a  lialter,  the  tcce  of  a 
paddle,  and  a  cushion  containing  his  property.

X vikif^iW^'v  aa  X^V^ti^y  probably  recognize  me  an^ug  your  earliest  friendi 
4^nI  vVku^KUHlcuU  :-*ttnd  that  iq,  that  you  will  obli^^o  i|s  with  a  Portmit 
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and  the  Life  of  His  Royal  Highmfst,  Fiisid  Manbal,  th«  Duke  of  Kent. 
Yoa  willy  at  the  mune  timet  confer  ao  iofiiiite  ohligation  oo  every  officer 
of  the  Royal  Soott,  the  reg^iment  over  which  Hit  Royal  UighneM  presides^ 
with  so  much  honour  to  himself,  and  advantage  to  the  service»  and  ou 
the  army  at  large.-— I  sincerely  deplore  that  such  transcendent  ability 
should  have  been  so  long  eclipsed,  and  the  coi^itry  deprived  of  those 
first  rate  military  talents,  which  His  Royal  Highness  is  known  to  possess* 
There  was  a  time,  when  a  most  unjust  prejudice  was  stirred  up  against 
tliisiUostrious  l^nch  of  the  Royal  Family,  for  his  attempting  to  check 
the  intemperate  and  habitual  drunkeness  that  prevaded  the  garrison  of 
Gibraltar ;  and  which  His  Royal  Highness  did,  in  a  most  public-spirited 
way,  by  suppreuing  part  of  the  wine-housei,  though  by  that  means 
he  materially  decreased  his  own  revenue  as  governor  :  this  was  however 
soon  viewed  in  its  true  light,  when  it  was  discovered  that,  instead  of 
censure.

MILITARY  SYSTEM. 


Sir.— PERHAPS  llie  period  might  be  thought  rathei  too  distant  for 
me  to  enter  into  a  vindication  of  my  letter  on  Military.  System  ;  wIiIl^U 
has  been  treated  with  unmerited  and  boasted  severity  by  J.  P.  but  when 
1  state,  that  since  November  last,  1  have  beeu  stretclied  upon  the  bed  of 
bickness,  I  tnist  it  wjll  plead  as  a  sufficient  apology  for  such  delay*. — 
ft  is  not  my  desire  to  dip  my  pen  in  gall. — I  pretend  to  no  powers. of 
criticism, — ^and  my  only  ambition  is,  that  tlie  arguments  I  advance 
might  be  didpastsionately  read,  And  as  dispassionately  refuted  : — 

**  Say  tbat  you  love  me  not :  bnt  say  oot  so 
1b  bitterness:"— 

• 

To  enter  more  explicitly  into  the  argument  of  Military  System.  F 
shall  arrange  the  respective  branches  under  the  following  heads, — First, 
Whatever  relates  to  tactic,  regulations  for  dress,  and  all  the  immediate 
essentials,  for  the  formation  of  the  army,  revts  with  the  Commander  in 
Chief,  liable  to  the  disproval  of  the  executive  alone.  Secondly,  Tlie 
Commander  in  Chief  has  the  regulation  of  the  recruiting  service  vested 
in  him.  Thirdly,  All  plans  relative  to  expeditions  are  delmted  on  in  the 
eabinet,  and  are  liable  to  a  rejection  or  approval  by  a  majority  of  votes, 
fourthly.  All  plans  respecting  fortifications,  and  such  works  as  are 
deemed  necessary,  to  be  thrown  up  on  the  coast,  are  submitted  to  l\ir!i-> 
ament,  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  a  gmnt  of  money  to  carry  them  into 
effect ;  consequently  such  plans  become  open  to  severe  iDrvestigation. 
Fiftly,  All  inventions  and  improvements  in  the  artillery  ard  fully  exa- 
mined and  tried  by  a  competent  number  of  officers,  in  that  department, 
at  Woolwich,  before  they  are  adopted  by  Government. 

The  present  Commander  in  Chief  is  fully  adequate  to  the  gfeattesk 
imposed  on  him,  and  has  acquitted  himself  in  the  Augean  labour  to  the 
universal  approbation  of  tlie  wholo  army.  It  is  to  his  indefatigable  exer- 
tions and  wise  system  of  tactic  that  oor  soldiers  have  obtained  that  excel- 
lence of  discipline,  which  has  humbled  our  vaunting  and  arrogant  foe ; 
and  has  placed  us  on  an  equality  in  military  science  with  any  of  the 
£ttropean  power?.  Would  it  be  just,  nay,  would  it  be  politic,  to  curb 
tiie  ButWity  of  one  wlio  has  deserved  so  well  of  hu  country ,-^by  ap*.

Sir. — IT  has  struck  me  with  great  surprise,  that  am^ng  all  your  cor- 
respondents not  one  has  touched  on  the  shameful  delay  in  the  distribu- 
tion of  prize-property  or  money. — I  have  made  an  extract  from  a  small 
but  excellent  pamphlet,  lately  published,  on  that  and  various  other  sub- 
jects. It  is  addressed  to  the  Court  of  Directors  of  the  East  India  Com- 
pany, and  signed,  a  Bengal  Officer.  1  here  give  it,  with  the  hope  that 
some  other  more  competent  than  myself  will  state  his  opinion  on  the 
matter  in  question,  and  strike  out  some  plan  which  may  ultimately  lead 
to  the  soldier's  benefit.

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Extract, — The  i'otlowiti*^  iiistaoces.  wliich  are  selectdd  from  mauv 
others,  will,  I  conceive,  sumciently  point  ont  the  hee^ttity  winch  eki6U 
lor  a  regulation,  for  tlie/>rom/;/  and  just  <]i»tribtition  oTiiU  prie«-propeitj. 

Ill  17T4,  or  duridp;  what  is  termed  the  first  RotnUa  campnign,  prm- 
property  was  taken  by  tliearmy  to  a  coiisldemble  amount,  ft  p^rt  of  which 
Wits  not  distrihuted  till  twenty-six  years  afterfvardu  (in  1800).  Wbit 
wa^  the  consequence  ?  When  Bcedgeg^liecr  and  i-arious  other  pliiccv were 
tuken,  the  troops  employed  did  not  trouble  a  government  they  ccwUl  no 
longer  trust,  but  shared  their  booty  on  the  spot.  i^j. 

Chin»eerah  was  taken  in  1783,  and  the  pnze«money  wastiot  paid  foe 
twenty-two  years  (1805);  and  even  then,  those  that  shared  ougbt  to 
have  thanked  Admiral  Hughes  or  his  executors,  who  did,  1  have^udcN 
stood,  prosecute  the  Company  for  it.  .       *  . 

A  great  part  of  the  prize-property  is  still  due  to  the  army  which  iook 
Seringapatam,  tliirteen  years  ago ;  as  also  tlie  army  whicli  aenred  under 
Lord  Lake,  iu  1803 — 4.  Nor  has  any  paj  t  of  that  taken  at  the  battle  of 
Peig,  or  by  the  capture  of  that  fortress,  in  1804,  yet  Keeu  issued '^  to  ilie 
army  which  to  nobly  carried  it. 

In  the  Navy,  if  a  frigate  or  siiip  of  war  is  taken,  the  officers  and  men 
are  as  sure  of  their  prize-money  as  they  are  of  their  personal  pay«  And 
uiay  I  ask  what*the  army  has  done  not  to  require  a  simiUr  iudulgence  ? 

If  government  lays  claim  to  a  certain  part,  why  notop^ly  dccfaureit? 
and  let  each  individual  know  what  share  he  is  entitled  to.,  1  will  make 
bold  to  say,  that  a  regulation  to  Ihis  etfect  is  not  more  required  in  justice 
to  the  army,  than  it  is  essential  to  the  dearest  interests  of  4he  govero-; 
inent  it  serves.  For  if  public  honour,  probity,  and  f^ith,  are  thus  lost 
sight  of,  wliat  will  be  the  consequence?  The  distribution -af  all  price- 
property  (to  the  survivors  on  the  spot)  u^ust  ^n^ye :  whilst  plundering  and 
alllts  attendant  evils  are  thereby  encouraged,  and  the  government,  which 
grasps  at  all,  will  lose  that  share  it  would  otherwise  have  possessed.    - 

P.  S.  The  complaint  in  this  extract  is  addressed  to  the  Indittn  Govern- 
inrnt,  but  the  cap  will  fit  t]ie  Government  at  home  equally  aa  well: 
w  itness  the  payment  of  the  Walcherin  prize-tiioney  lH!>t  month,  being 
more  than  three  years  after  that  expedition  took  place.  I  shauld  be 
p[Iad  to  know  who  has  been  fattening  on  the  inttrent  of  that  money  during 
tke  above  period  ?  Wi^Ui  regard  to.  the  npn-payraent  of  the  Dcig  prise- 
money,  as  mentioned  in  the  extract,  I  can  myself  vouch  for  the  truth  of 
it,  added  to  which,  a  few  weeks  since,  a  brave  young  fellow  of  the  Tt)th 
regiment,  who  lost  his  leg  and  was  dreadfully  cut  about  the  body  in  that 
hatlle,  and  who  at  present  works  hard  for  his  existence,  applied  to  me  to 
be  informed  when  the  payi^cnt  wonld  take  place,  saying,  that  he  uevci- 
had  received  a  fVirthing.  I^tlus  not  hard  ?  Is  it  not  cruel  ?  And  doc$ 
it  not  loudly  call  for  redress  ? 
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.  .IU[AJOIL-<^?i£ttAL  BOWES.,  of  the.  6th  nmtnent  of  foot,  h«(l 
seiTflA  <»ear}y.tvrQp|ty  ;e»»iu.difit!rcnt  partfl|--*Amei;ic^^  Ireland  (rebel- 
]ioi»)K  Po#lu^l>.apd  Spiiiu;  aud  hud  never,  in  all  that  period,  been 
above  ooe^year  jii  G^glaud  at  a  time.  He  volunteerrd  his  services  in 
Spal^  ;  aud  at  the  battle  of  Vim iera  received  the  tirst  tliauks  of  the 
House  of  jUomuiQiis  and  u  medallion.  He  was  then  appointed  second 
in  <:oiBmaiui  at  Gibraltar,  under  General  Ciunpbell,  his  relation. — Ke- 
mained  there  some  little  time,  but  a^in  petitioned  the  Duke  of  York  to 
be  $suti  to  Spain.  At  the  stonuiug  of  Badajos  he  was  twice  wounded  : 
inthj^afiDaud  tliigh.  In  the  latter  by  a  novel  kind  of  weapon, -^u  plug 
loaded  with  balltk  For  his  conduct  there,  he  again  received  the  thankii 
of  bis  country.  After  a  painful  recovery,  bis  brigade  wasorder^^d  bv 
Lord  Wellington  to  storm  fort  Caitano,  near  Salamanca^  150  chosen 
mea  were  picked  out  for  the  enter  prize,  but  though  only  a  captiifu's  com* 
mand»  so  aolicttous  was  the  General  for  the  enterprize,  tlrat  he  would  lead 
them  himself.  At  the  foot  of  the  ladder  he  received  his  third  wound, 
and  was  carried  to  the  regiment  to  have  it  dressed.  But  iinding  his  men 
repulsed,  in  spite  of  all  his  oQiccrs  could  do  to  restrain  him,  he  would  re- 
tarn  to  the  attack,  and  wan  killed  at  the  top  of  the  fortifications, — leacU 
iagOQ  bis  aieo*  He  died  in  the  arms  of  a  French  officer,  and  was  buried 
vhecc  lie  fell,  leaving  a  name  behind  him  creditable,  but  mournful,  to 
fais  family.  To  Yorkshire,  of  which  he  was  a  native,  ho  did  honour  ; 
ibr  a  character  of  more  uuMdlied  worth,  of  more  humane  feerin<r,  ur 
more  nudauuted  bravery,  never  Tu-ed. 

Tbe  family  of  which  he  was  the  head,  tlie  Foords  of  Hislerton,  have 
lo«t,  it  said,  in  the  present  war,  the  following;  part!»  of  it: — 

Captain  Toollope  (who  married  Miss  Foord),  killed  in  Egypt. — Cap- 
tain Foord,  ill  the  West  Indies. — Colonel  Dodsworth  (who  married  iMi^s 
D.  Foord),  in  the  East  Indies.— Captain  Johnson  {aide  de  camp  to  the 
Ciieueral  Boweb),  by  the  side  of  the  General  at  Badajos.-^And  the  Geoc- 
r«l  Foord  Bowe»,  after  being  wounded  four  times,  in  less  than  as  many 
niootlis^  kiHed  at  Caitano.  The  oidy  remaining  brother  is  the  llev.  W. 
f^oordy  as  we  understand,  Chaplain  to  H.  K.  H.  the  Prince  Regent. 

General  Bowes  took  the  name  of  Bowes  in  obedicnee  to  the  will  of  hl^

ISHOSPITALITY  TO  THE  ARMY. 

The  Picti  JVair. 
Sf  R.-^I  FEEL  under  sitcli  peculiar  obligations  for  the  many  favours 
cmd  excessive  hospitality  I  have  received  from  the  ecclesiastical  and  se- 
«*nlar,  and  *^  worthy  and  independent,**  inhabitants  of  this  plucc,  that  any 
thing  short  of  a  public  acknowledgment  would  ill  suit  the  sincerity  and 
fervour  of  my  gratitude.  I  may  in  truth  «ay  with  a  great  uuthor,  ''  I  can  : 
no  more  forget  a  friendship  than  I  can  forgive  an  insult/* 
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A  few  moatlis  ago  I  returned  to  my  native  countryi  after  lenring  three 
years  abroad,  where  dang^ra,  hard8hi(>s,  and  privations,  are  tolerably  &- 
miliar;  and  that  word  comfort  very  seldom  heard  of.  Rctnming,  how- 
ever, to  my  native  land,  H.  R.  H.  the  Duke  of  ■»  remofved  me  to 
this  seat  of  Pictish  learning  and  hospitality,  to  re|iair  my  wcsned  aptrits 
and  exhausted  health,  and  (I  hope)  prepare  fpr  the  next  campaign.  To 
be  serious,  however,  on  a  laughable  subject,  I  have  vegetated  here,  in  a 
nch,  populous,  and  extensive  city,  for  two  months,  and  have  nerer  but 
once  partaken  of  the  iiospitality  of  any  one  inhabitant ;  or  e^'er  been 
asked  "  to  eat  of  their  bread,  or  drink  of  their  cup,"  or  darken  their 
threshold, — and  this,  not  from  any  great  number  of  military,  for  there 
are  but  five  or  six  officers  in  the  town,— not  from  want  of  the  meant,  for 
here  are,  I  am  told,  bishops,  prebends,  and  canons,  without  number,  the 
richest,  too,  in  all  England  ;  and  plenty  of  fat  citizens.  I  have  been  in 
most  parts  of  this  country,  and,  from  what  I  have  before  seen,  the  cus- 
toms and  manners  must  have  been  excessively  changed  within  the  last 
three  years,  or  this  same  city  has  customs  and  peculiarities  of  its  own* 

In  the  primitive  ages  of  the  world  the  churchmen  were  remarkable  for 
their  hospitality  ;  and,  if  I  mistake  not,  it  is  even  enjoined  by  come  of 
the  very  statutes  of  this  realm.  I  have  even  heard,  that  in  Spain  and 
Portugal  the  clergy  are  by  far  the  most  hospitable,  and  seldom  omit  of- 
fering a  part  of  their  scanty  fare  to  a  stranger,  and  particularly  to  the 
army, — Knowing  that  the  ecclesiastical  establishment  of  every  coantry 
is  better  paid  than  any  other,  and  the  army  worse,-^hat  the  one  is  a 
protection  to  the  other,  and  from  which  it  derives  and  continues  its  ex- 
istence.— I  have  heard  of,  and,  I  may  say,  almost  seen,  the  priests  in 
that  country  imniolateil  at  the  ultar  of  their  God.  These  little  matters 
may  probably  have  taught  their  clergy  a  portion  of  humility,  and  to  re* 
spect  and  pay  some  little  distant  attention  to  those,  on  whom  their  de* 
fence  so  frequently  and  in  so  great  a  measure  depends.  Heaven,  how* 
ever,  forbid  that  such  scenes  may  ever  be  realized  in  this  happy  land* 
I  must  say,  to  the  credit  of  the  catholic  clergy  in  England,  Ireland, 
Spain,  Portugal,  France,  or  tlie  other  parts  of  Europe  I  have  had  an  op* 
port  unity  of  vibiting,  that  I  have  invariably  found  them  more  kind,  more 
benevolent,  more  humane,  less  reserved,  and  certunly  far  more  hospita« 
ble,  than  those  of  the  church  of  England.  Fortunately,  doring  my 
three  months*  rustication,  I  never  did  want  a  dinner ;  a  lew  herrings  and 
potatos,  or  a  mutton  chop,  is  the  utmost  delicacy  I  ever  require ;  the 
service  has  taught  mc  a  lessoni  of  abstinence,  and  therefore  do  not 
suppose  that  1  am  chagrined  at  the  privation  of  venison,  turtle,  and  the 
luxuries  of  the  church  : — no,  I  feel  that  a  certain  respect  is  due  to  erery 
professiout  in  which  a  mau  conducts  himself  with  propriety,  and  not  lets 
to  the  army  ;  and  I  do  humbly  think,  that  I  never  saw  the  profession  to 
which  I  have  the  honour  to  belong  treated  with  more  marked  indiffer* 
ence,  not  to  say  marked  contempt.  1  appeal  to  my  brother  officers ! !  i 
whose  feelings  will  no  doubt  strongly  vibrate  in  unison  with  my  own.

SiRr*-!'  HAVE  oceisioilally  tddrewed  you  on  the  subject  of  iKe  Lo- 
cal Militiit,  find  em  now  tempted  to  recapitalute  the  substance  of  what 
has  already  been  said ;  because  the  new  era,  which  commences  with  the 
geuenfl  ballot,  affoTds  government  a  most  favourable  opportunity  to  in- 
troduce any  regulations  the  good  of  the  service  may  appear  to  requiro; 
Add  td'this,  if  the  war  in  the  Peninsula  is  to  be  prosecuted  with  that 
vigour  which  can  alone  bring  it  to  a  favourable  termination,  we  must 
pobsess  the  means  of  recruiting  the  army  to  a  great  extent,  and  at  tlie 
(tame  time  provide  ^  force  at  home  capable  of  defending  us  in  the  ab- 
sence of  the  fegular  troops.  Now  the  principal  objects  of  the  I ^ocal 
Militia  were  to  obtain  reiTuits  for  the  army,  and  provide  a  force  for  the 
defence  of  thtf  couhtrj%'  by  one  and  the  same  means.  But  when  the 
training  was  limited  to  fourteen  days,  it  was  evident  these  objects  were 
abandoned,  'and  that  the  country  would  remuin  subject  to  a  heavy  ex- 
pence,  much  inconvenience,  and  some  risk  (I  allude  to  the  depots), 
without  any  adequate  advantage.  ^ 

Some  men  are  naturally  inclined  to  the  profession  of  arms ;  others  ac- 
quirethe  habits  and  propensities  which  lead  them  to  embrace  a  military 
life.  But  the  Local  Militia-man,  after  his  fourteen  day s^  annual  training, 
unweaned  from  his  former  habits,  unsettled  in  his  new  ones,  ill-accu?-^ 
tomcd  to  the  restraints  of  discipline,  and  fatigued  and  disgusted  with  the 
acquirement  of  first  principles,  is  of  all  men  the  least  likely  to  enlist. 
Nor  is  it  possible  the  Local  iVFilitia,  in  fourteen  days*  annual  training, 
should  be  able  to  cope  with  regular  troops  in  a  general  action.  They 
have  certainly  improved  beyond  expectation  ;  but  any  one  who  looks  a 
little  3*ce[>er  than  the  surface  must  perceive,  that  the  very  foundation  of 
military  courage  is  wanting,  viz.  that  confidence  in  themselves  and  in 
their  officers  which  can  alone,  in  the  absence  of  enthusiasm,  enable  men 
to  encounter  new  and  unexpected  dangers  unmoved  and  unappaled. 

A  faKe  estioiate  of  its  military  strength,  is  one  of  the  most  fatal,  and 
not  uiitreqiient,  errors  a  nation  can  fall  into*  Eveu  statesmen  cannot 
always' distinguish  genius  in  a  general,  nor  estimate  at  their  just  value 
the  mllUary  virtues gf  the  troops;  after  mistaking  the  materials  of  an 
anny,  for  an  army  ;  and  deeming  an  aptitude  for  business  a  sufficient  in- 
dication of  military  talent. 

I  am  sorry  to  find,  notwithstanding  the  reduction  of  men  in  the  Local 
Militia,  tliat  government  intends  keeping  up  the  same  number  of  regi- 
ments as  before.  This  appears  to  me  an  unnecessary  expeuce ;  and  a 
Estrange  i^egtect  of  an  excellent  opportunity  to  get  rid  of  some  of  the  de- 
lfts. If  titrpng  regiments  are  objected  to  from  having  been  found  un- 
weildy  in  the  field.  I  have  a  plan  which  will  practically  obviate  that  ob- 
jection    Instead  of  the  usual  Light  Com  pan}',  I  propose  that  cirery  re« 
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immm^  clflibtd,«nHd,MdtraiMd»«  Sharp.

•  lemfoe  io  adraoce  of  Moacow,  he  ettabliilied  Mversl  redoubts  to  defend  (he  town; 
jbe  remained  there  till  the  last  moment.    On  the  uth  Septeiiiber,  seeitt^  the  French 
army'mArc^  tAwards  him,  be  took  bis  resolution,  and  eTacuated  the  petition,  pasKinf 
throni^h  Moscow.     He  crossed  through  the  city  with  his  besd-qnarten  at  balC-past 
0  o'clock  in  tba  morning.  Our  advanced  gnard  passed  throof  h  it  an  boar  after  obon. 
Tkfi . Commandant  of  the  Rasaian  rear-fuard  requested  to  be  allowed  to  defile  in 
Iba  city  iHlhout  ftring  ;  it  was  allowed  him,  but  in  the  Kremlin,  tbe^canaille,  armed 
by  the  GoTernor,  msde  a  resistance,  and  were  immediately  dispersed.    Ten  thou- 
sand Roasian  soldiers  were  the  uest  and  following  days  collected  iu  -ti-j  city,  iuto 
which  they  were  bningbt  by  their  thirst  lor  plunder }  they  were  old  and  good  soldien  ; 
they  augmented  the  number  of  prisoners.    On  the  isth,  i6th,  and   17th  of  Sep. 
the  Russian'  General  commanding  the  rear-gnerd,  said  that*  they  should  fire  no 
longer,  that  they  ought  to  fight  no  more,  and  talked  much  about  peace.  He  mnrchrd 
upon  the  road  of  Kolomna,  and  our  advanced  guard  placed  itself  fire  leagues  from 
3Ioskwa,  upon   the  bridge  of  the  AT oskwa.     During  this  time,  the  Russian  army 
left  the  Kniomaa  road,  and  took  that  of  Kalouga,  by  cross  roads.     He  thus  made 
the  half  tour  of  the  city  at  six  leagues  distance.    The  wind  carried  thither  clouds 
of  flanse  and  smoka,  &c.    This  march,  according  to  the  statements  of  the  Russian 
Officers,  was  tombrt  and  religious-— consternation    filled  their  souls;  the)' assert, 
that  Officers  and  soldiers  were  so  penetrated,  that  the  most  profound  silence  reigned 
throughout  all  the  army  as  during  prayers.    We  quickly   perceived  the  eneroy^s 
■aarch.^— The  Duke  of  Istria  marched  to  Disna,  whieh  a  corps  of  otyservatiou. 
The  King  of  Naples,  at  first,  followed  the  enemy  upon  Podol,  and  afterwards 
marched  upon  their  rear,  threatening  to  cut  biro  off  from  the  Kalouga  road.    Al- 
thoaglf  the  King  only  had  with  him  the  advanced  guard,  the  enemy  only  allowed 
thanffelvta.time  toeracute  the  intrenchments  they  had  constructed, and  marche4 
aix  leaguas  in  the  rear,  after  a  glorions  battle  for  the  advance  guard.    Prince  Poni- 
•towaki  took  a  position  behind  the  Nara,  at  the  confluence  of  l«ba.     General  Lau- 
rii^oii. .  |ii^ing»  on  the  Sth  October,  gone  to  the  Russian  head- quarters,    the  com- 
BunicKlianB  were  re-established  between  our  advanced  posts  and  those  of  the  enemy, 
irhjty  betifcen  themselves,  agreed  not  toattatkeach  other  without  giving  three 
iMyira notice  \  but  onihe  lath,  at  seven  o'clock  in  the  morning,  four  thousand  Cos* 
4ucks.caaie  out  from  a  wood,  situate  within  half  cannon  shot  of  General  Sebastian!, 
>i«jnBiing  the  extreme  lelt  of  the  advanced  guard,  who  had  neither  been  occupied  nor 
(impeded  that  day.     They  made  an  attack  upon  this  light  cavalry  at  a  time  when 
thay  wcfe  on  loot  at  the  distribution  of  meal.    This  light  cavalry  could  nut  form 
b^i^  at  a  quarter  of  a  league  at  farthest.     Whilst  the  enemy  penetrated  by  this  hole, 
m  park  oC  twalve  pieces  of  cannon,  and  twenty  caissons  of  General  Sebastiaui,  were 
t^Uorn  IB  a  ravine,  with  baggage  waggons,  in  number  30,  in  all  65  waggous,  instead 
qi  190,  as  stated  in  the  last  Rulletin.    At  the  same  time,  the  enemy's  regular  ca- 
•walryy  and  two  columns  of  infantry,  penetruted  iuto  the  bote.    They  hop<*d  to  gain 
Cbt_^froG^  and  the  defile  of  Voroaowo  before  us— but  the  King  of  Naples  was  there-^ 
1m  was  oaborseback.    He  marched  and  penetrated  the  Russian  line  of  cavalry  in  ten 
«E  twelve  different  charges.     He  perceived  the  division  of  six  enemy's  battalions, 
cooimanded  by  Lieutenant  General  >Iuller,  charged  and  penetrated  it.  This  division 
fras  caaasacred— ^eutcuant-Genev4l)Muller  was  killed  •,  whilst  this.wss  passing, 
•Gener^  Poniatowski  soccesfnlly  repulsed  a  Russian  division.'    The  Polish  C^neral, 
Fischer,  was  killed  by  a  ball.    Tbeie#iamy  not  only  suffered  a  loM  superior  tooori, 
but  have  the  shame  of  baring  violticd  the  truce  concluded  bcrween  the  advanced 
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titrd,  a  tkiogr  fiardly  erer  «lone.     Our  Iom  UBonnts  to  800  men  in  killed,  wounded, 
and  cakcn.    That  tf  Ilia  eneonr  isdoablt :  aevmlRnnian  oflktirircfe  taken ;  two 
of  their  Generals  were  killed  ;  on  this  day  the  Kiaf^  of  Naples  has  prored  what  pre- 
sence of  mind,  valonrj  and  a  knowledge  of  war  can  effect.  In  general,  thronghovt 
all  this  campaign,  this  Frimje  has  shewn  himstlf  worthy  of  the  saprene  rank  in 
which  he  is  placed.     Howetrer,  the  Emperor  wishing  to  oblige  the  enemy  toertniBte 
his  intrenched  camp  and  drire  them  sereral  marches  back,  in  order  to  be  able  tran- 
qnilly  to  proceed  to  the  coontries  chosen  for  bis  winter  qaarten,  and  actually  necet- 
sary  to  be  occupied  for  the  esecution  of  his  niterinr  projects,  on  the  17th  ordertd 
General  Lanriston,  with  his  adTsnced  guard,  to  place  himself  behind  the  defile  of 
Winkowo,  to  order  that  his  morements  might  not  be  perceired.     After  Hoieow 
had  ceased  to  exist,  the  Emperor  had  determined  either  to  abandon  this  heap  of 
rains,  or  oiT.y  occupy  the  Kremlin  withaooo  men ;  but  the  Kremlin,  after  fitteea 
-days  labour,  was  not  judged  sufficiently  strong  to  be  abandoned  lor  twenty,  ortbtrty 
days  to  its  own  forces.    It  would  have  weakened  and  incommoded  th^  army  io  it« 
morementSj  without  giving  n  greftt  adr^tsge.    If  we  wished  to  protect  Moscow 
from  the  beggars  and  plunderers,  90,000  men  wauld  hare  been  necessary.    Moscow 
is  at  present  a  truly  unhealthy  impure  sink.    A  population  of  fiO0,O0O|  wanderiDJir 
in  the  neigbbonring  woods,  dying  with  hunger,  come  to  these  roins,  to  seek  wliat 
remains,  and  yegetables,  in  the  gardens,  to  support  life.    It  appeared  ueslesa  to 
roropromise  any  thing  whatererfor  an  object  which  watf  of  no  military  importsDCP-^ 
and  which  has  now  become  of  no  political  hnportance.    All  the  magaalnes  whickm 
were  in  the  city  baring  been  careAilly  examined,  the  others  emptied,  the  Emperoa" 
raused  the  Kremlin  to  be  mined.    The  Ihike  of  Istria  caused  it  to  be  blowasf*' 
at  two  o^clock,  a.  m.  on  the  33d.  ^^the  arsenal,  barracks,  magasiaes,  all  were  de^ — 
stroyed.  This  ancient  citadel,  which  takes  its  date  from  the  foundation  of  the  M 
narchy,  this  first  palace  of  the  Cxars  has  been  destroyed.     The  Duke  of  Treri 
Ima  marched  for  the  Nerejs.    The  Emperor  of  Russia's  Aidc*de'€aimp,  Baroa 
Winzingerode,  baring,  on  the  38d,  attempted  to  penetrate  at  the  head  of  500^ 
Cossacks,  was  repulsed  and  taken  prisoner  with  a  young  Russian  ofiicer,  nametT 
Narisken.     On  the  19th,  the  head-qjoiarters  were  in  the  ra»tle  of  Troitskoi ;  they 
remained  there  on  the  30th.    On  the  Slst  they  were  at  Ignation ;  the  e«2d  at  Po- 
menskoi,  all  the  army  baring  made  two   flank  marches,  and  the  23d  at  Borow^l. 
The  emperor  reckons  upon  marching  on  the  34th,  to  gain  the  Dwino,  and  takin; 
n  position  which  will  bring  him  within  80  leagues  of  Petcrsburgh  and  Wilna,  a 
double  adranta|i:e  ;  that  is  to  say,  twenty  marches  nearer  hi* means  and  his  object. 
Of  4000  stone  honses  which  were  in  Moscow,  not  more  than  300  remain.    It  has 
been  said  a  fourth  remained,  because  in  that  calculation  800  ch arches  were  compre- 
hended, a  part  of  which  arc  undamaged.     Of  eig^ht  thousand  houses  of  wood,  nearly 
fire  hundred  remain.     It  was  proposed  to  the  Emperor  to  burn,  what  remained  of 
the  city,  to  treat  the  Russiaus  in  their  own  way,  and  to  extend  the  measure  rouoil 
Moscow.    There  are  3000  villager,  and  as  many  country  houses  and  chateanx.    It 
was  pro])Osed  to  form  four  columns  of  3,000  men  each,  and  charge  them  with  bora- 
inc:  erery  thing  for  ao  leagues  round  Moscow.    That  will  learn  the  Rossians,  said 
they,  to  make  war,  according  to  rule,  and  not  like  Tartars.    If  they  burn  a  riUagCf 
or  a  house,  we  must  make  them  answer  for  it  by  burning  100.     The  Emperor  re- 
fused to  allow  these  measures,  which  would  hare  aggravated  the  misfortunes  of  this 
population.      Of  9000   proprietors,  whose  castles  woold  have  I>ceu   burned,  one 
hundred  perhaps  would  have  been  sectaries  of  the  Blurat  of  Russia,  but  8900  are 
brave  men,  already  too  much  the  rictums  of  some  wretched  mm.     To  punish  one 
hundred  guilty  persons^  8900  would  hare  been  ruined.     We  must  add,  tliat  it  would 
absolutely  hare  left  without  resources  300,000  poor  boors,  inuoccnt  of  everything- 
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The  BiBpenir,  therefore,  Gootented  bimMlf  with  ordering  the  deitructioo  of  tbt 
ciudel  md  military  tfltablisbmento,  aeoording  ta  the  psagei  «f  waVy  vifcbour  doing 
any  tbiug  to  ruin  indlTtdualSy  already  too  anbappy  by  tbe  couf«i|ttCuceaof  kbit  w;ir. 
The  iabal/itantB  of  Rnssia  do  not  recollect  inch  a  aeason  aa  we  have  Lad  for  tbei 
laat  twenty  days.  It  is  tbe  sun  and  fine  days  of  a  journey  from  Fontaiubleav^ 
The  army  is  in  an  extremely  rich  country ;  it  may  be  compared  to  the  best  ia 
France  or  Germany.— -(iHoailear,  Nov.  ]6). 

TWENTY-SEVENTH  BULLETIN  OF  THE  GRAND  ARMY.

VtnJayOtt,  S7.—ON  the  2ltt,  Prince  Poniatowskixuarcbed  npou  Varcja.  Tbe 
flsd^  the  army  was  about  to  follow  this  movement,  but  in  tbe  afternoon  we  learnt 
that  the  eoepy  bad  quitted  his  entrenched  camp,  and  was  on  marqb  tu  the  little 
town  of  Malioardsla? its.  It  was  fonnd  necessary  to  march  after  him,  and  obstruct 
his  intentions.  The  Viceroy  reoeired  orders,  to  march.  Dclson*s  dirision  arrivc4 
on  tbe  23d,  at  six  in  the  evening,  on  the  Icft-hapk,  took  possession  of  the  bridge, 
;and  eaused  it  to  be  repaired.  In  the  night  bctweim  the  ^3d  and  34th,  the  Russian 
division  arrired  in  tbe  town,  and  took  possesion  of  the  heights  on  the  right  bank^ 
which  are  extremely  advantageous.  On.  the  S4th,  at  day*break,  the  battle  com^ 
nenced.  During  this  time  tbe  enemy ^s  army  appeai*ed  quite  entire,  and  took  n 
•position  behind  the  town.  The  divisions  Delson,  Bronssier,  and  Pino,  and  thr 
Italian  guard  were  successively  engaged.  This  engagement  does  tbe  greatest  ho- 
noar  to  the  Viceroy,  and  tbe  fourth  corps  of  the  army .^T wo- thirds  of  the  enrmy^a 
army  were  engaged  to  maintain  his  position ;  but  this  was  in  vain,  for  the  town  waa 
taken  an  well  as  the  heights.  The  enemy  retreated  so  precipitately,  that  he  wa* 
obliged  to  throw  so  pieces  of  cannon  into  tbe  river.  Towards  night,  Marshal  Prince 
Eckmnhl  debouched  with  his  corps,  and  all  tbe  army  was  in  battle  with  its  artil- 
lery on  the  fiSth,  in  the  position  which  the  enemy  occupied  the  night  before.  The 
Emperor  moved  his  head  quarters  on  the  24lh,  to  the  village  of  Gboroduia*  At  se- 
ven in  the  morning,  6000  Cossacka,who  bad  stepped  into  tbe  wood,  made  «  general 
huzza  in  the  rear  of  bis  position,  and  took  six  pieces  of  cannon  which  were,  parked. 
The  Duke  of  Istria  set  off  at  a  gallop  will  all  the  horse  guards :  this  horde  was  sabred, 
driven  hack,  and  forced  into  the  river;  the  artillery  it  had  taken  was.  recovered,  and 
several  of  his  waggons  were  captured ;  600  of  these  Cossacks  were  killed,  voundeil 
or  taken ;  do  men  of  the  guards  were  wonnded,  and  three  killed.  The  General  of 
Division,  Count  Rnpp,  had  a  horse  killed  nnder  him :  the  intrepidity  of  which  thin 
General  has  given  so  many  proofs,  is  shewn  on  every  occasion.  At  tbe  comroence- 
incnt  of  tbe  charge,  the  Cossack  officers  called  the  goard  which  they  remembered 
(Muteadim  de  Paris)  Paris  Dainties.  The  Major  General  of  Dragoons,  Letort, 
distinguished  himself.  At  eight  o*clock,  order  vas  re-established.  The  Emperor 
inarched  to  Malioardslavita,  reconnoitred  the  position  of  tbe  enemy,  and  ordered 
an  attack  for  the  next  morning  \  bat  in  the  night  the  enemy  retreated.  Priace  Ecfc- 
•mnhl  followed  him  for  six  hours.  The  Emperor  then  let  him  go,  and  directed  tbe 
movement  upon  Vercja.  On  tbe  96th,  head-quarters  were  at  Borowsk,  and  on  tbe 
ayth,  at  Verja.  Prince  Eckmnhl  is,  to-night,  at  Borowsk;  the  Duke  of  Elchingen 
at  Mojask.  It  is  beautiful  weather,  the  roads  are  excellent )  it  is  the  end  of  au- 
tumn ',  this  weather  will  last  eight  days  longer,  and  at  that  perod  we  shall  have  ar- 
rived in  our  new  position.  In  tbe  battle  of  Maloiardslavita  tbe  Italian  gnard  dis- 
1in<ruishcd  itself.  It  took  the  position,  and  maintained  it.  The  General  Baron 
Dc'izuns,  a  distinguished  Officer,  was  killed  with  three  balls.  Our  loss  was  1500 
men  killed  or  wounded,  that  of  the  enemy  is  6  or  7000.  We  found  on  the  field  of 
battle  1700  Russians,  amongst  whom  were  1 100  recruits,  dressed  in  grey  jackets, 
having  hardly  served  two  months.    The  old  Russian  infantry  is  dcstnayed :— •the

Crciseral 

tVlttgMstein  having  been  relnforecd  by  the  Russian  divisions  fh>m  Finland,  and 

by  a  gfvat  anmber  of  troops  firom  the  militia,  attacked,  on  the  isth'  October,  Mar- 

ahal  Gouvion  8t.  Cyr  :  he  was  repvlaed  by  that  Marshal,  and  General  Wrede,  who 

took  more  than  9000  prisoners,  and  covered  the  field  of  battle  with  his  dead.    On 

the  gotb  nit.  Marshal  Gouvion  St.  Cyr,  having  been  infbrmed  that  Marshal  the 

Duke  of  Bellnno,  with  the  9th  corps,  was  marching  to  reinforce  him,  repassed  the 

Dwiaa  and  marched  to  meet  him,  in  order,  oo  having  effected  a  junction  with  him, 

to  fight  l^ittgeniteio,  and  oblige  him  to  repass  the  Dwina.    Marshal  Gouvion  St. 

Cyr  bestows  the  highest  eulogiums  upon  his  troops.    The  Swiss  division  distiv- 

guished  lt«e1f  by  its  sang  froid  snd  bravery.     Colonel  Goehcnue,  of  the  86Ch  rrgi.  , 

mrnt  of  Light  Infantry,  was  wounded.-— Marshal  St.  Cyr  received  a  ball  in  the  foot. 

Marshal  the  Duke  of  Reggio  has  arrived  to  replace  him,  and  retaken  the  command 

of  the  91  corps.    The  health  of  the  Emperor  has  never  been  better. 

REPORT  VR09f  LIEUT.-GENERAI.  COUIIT  WREDE. 

CyaososAs  aear  Bakintttckyt  93d,  Oct.  1819.  Being  ignorant,  if  BT.  the  Marshal 
Ctmnt  Gouvion  St.  Cyr  has  been  able,  for  the  last  two  days,  to  give  your  Excellency 
any  intelligence  concerning  the  position  which  I  occupy  with  the  6th  corps  of  Ba* 
varians,  the  1st  brigade  of  French  light  cavalry,  and  the  brigade  of  cuirassiers  of 
Creneral  L*Ileritier,  I  now  make  it  my  duty  to  inform  your  Excellency  of  the  move- 
ments which  1  have  made  since  the  day  before  yesterday.  Perhaps,  my  Lord  Duke, 
you  have  been  apprised  that  on  the  19th,  the  enemy,  who,  on  the  ]8tb,  had  been  , 
so  bravely  aad  completely  beaten  before  Polotsk,  has  by  liis  superior  force,  gained 
rourh  ground  on  General  Corbineau,  who  was  charged  to  preveut  the  enemy*s  pas- 
sage of  the  Onschats,  and  to  come  by  the  rear  on  Polotsk.  The  enemy  having  been 
at  the  moment  debouching  from  the  town  of  Polotsk,  M.  the  Marshal  Count  Gtvu- 
vion  St.  Cyr,  caused  me  to  be  called,  to  engage  me  to  take  the  command  of  the 
troops  which  he  had  reunited  on  the  left  bank ;  to  prevent  the  me  my  from  de- 
bouching. I  took  the  command  just  as  his  tirailleurs  were  coming  out  of  the 
wood.  It  was  a  battalion  of  the  brave  i9th  French  regineBtof  thclioclhat  I  ibund 
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had  the  most  to  lapport,  and  to  whom  I  gave  ^rden  ,^y;bfr|ie  wUii  bayonetv  90' 
it  was  necessary  to  bavi  the  enemy  drireB  ba(}k  half  |i  Ifffuei  throof^  Uie^deMe,. 
before  the  ni)(bt  came  on.    This  expedilioRPfrfoinDcdj  |f[..th<:MiK«bal  Cov^t  Go»*r 
Tion  St.  Cyr  put  under  my  orders  the  i^tb,  ^tb^ai^d.  194th  r«flmeaU  of  iofaRtryi 
the  9d  Swiss  regiment^  the  7th  cairassiers,,  tod.  the  )iri|;a4tof  Xfienml  G^bineaf^ 
to  endeavonr,  taking  with*  me  a  Bavarian  brigade,  very  few  in  numbers,  to  repulse 
the  enemy  from  the  other  9ld<Lof  theOusthats,4>n  Ac  aiurilwff  <»f  llbe  fi9d.  I  divided 
the  corps  into  three  cplnmns,  myself  leading  that  of  tb^icMfilM,  the  left  btrog  com- 
manded by  General  Baron  Ameyj  ^qd  the  right  by  tb<  Bavarian  Creneral  0eStrtffli. 
At  half  past  fonr  o^clock  in  the  morning  the  enemy  attadbtd  me  on  the  ^eile,  at  ther. 
moment  when  I  was  myself  preparing  to  make  my  attack.     At  1  had  given  orders  ooi . 
to  fire,  nor  to  punish  the  insolence  of  the  enemy,  excepting  with  the  bayooei  ooly/- 
he  was  in  the  course  of.  ap  hour  and  ft  half  driven  through  ther  defile  which  is  thrc*^ 
leagues  in  length.  The  bffive  igih  and  37ih  regipncnta  of  the  line,  commanded  by  their  * 
worthy  Brigadier-General  Grundlier,  covered  thenselvea  with  gk>ry. .  Two^lonehi,r 
one  major,  a  great  nmnberof  officers,  and  1800  men,  were  ^lade  prisoners.  After  hav* 
ing  debouched  from  the  wood,  I  attacked  tbn  chief  corps  of  General  Stengel,  placed  f 
OD  the  left  bank  of  the  Onschatt,  having  with  him  a  numerous  cavalry  and  artillery.  < 
In  the  space  of  half  an  hour,  the  Bavarian  artillory,  which  I  had  with  me,  silenced" 
that  of  the  enemy,. and  I  passed  the  Ouschatz  by  wading.  If  Genreal  Baron  Amey,  to 
wbom  I  bad  given  orders  to  march  down  from  Rudnia  by  the  left  of  the  Ouschatz^  ' 
to  take  the  enemy  on  his  right  flank,  bad  been  able  to  arrive  at  this  juncture,  it  ie  ^ 
most  likely  the  whole  of  the  enemy^s   corps  would  have  been  destroyed.    I  was  ia 
pursuit  of  the  enemy  on  the  road  to  Disna,  when  I  received  orders  from  M.  the  Mar- 
shal Count  Gouvion  St.  Cyr  to  return  towards  Polotsk,  his  Excellency  having  re-> 
solved  to  await  the  arrival  of  the  9th  corps,  which  is  under  the  command  of  the 
Marshal  Duke  de  BcUnno.

Oct.  SO. — By  my  last  of  the  17th  inst.  I  informed  your  Highness,  that  th/p  3d 
corps  would  probably  be  attacked  on  the  following  day  by  all  the  forces  united  under 
the  orders  of  the  Count  de  Wittgenstein.    I  have  spoken  to  yon  of  the  reinforce, 
ments  which  he  had  received  from  St.  Petersbnrgh,  and  which  amounted  to  ]7,oua 
men,  including  in  that  number  6  or  8000  men  which  had  been  scraped  together  in 
St.  Peter«burgh  and  its  environs.     He  has  further  received  the  9 1st  division,  which 
was  fresh  arrived  from  Finland  *,  one  part  of  this  division  only  has  had  an  eogsge- 
nent  in  an  affair  against   the  Prussians.    They  have  formed  a  junction  with  the 
troops  under  Wittgenstein,  at  Disna,  on  the  16th,  at  the.  moment  when  he  hadtlis- 
lodged  the  post  which  1  had  placed  there.    On  the  I8th,  at  6  o^clock  in  the  morn- 
ing, M.  de  Wittgenstein  debouched  before  Polotsk  in  fonr  columns,  and  extend- 
ing his  troops  past  my  position,  nnd  profiting  by  the  enormous  superiority  of  which 
he  was  possessed  to  take  the  reverse,  and  without  any  danger   made  himself  mas- 
ter of  the  position  which  I  had  occupied  on  the  left  bank  of  tiie  Polota,  in  the 
face  of  that  which  he  had  before  occupied  on  the  DriKsa.    His  first  serious  attack 
was  against  a  battery  a  barb^tte^  which  I  had  caused  to  be  established  on  an  advan- 
tageous position,  and,  which  it  was  necessary  at  any  rate  to  occupy,  in  order  not  to 
expose  to  the  enemy  the  weakest  part  of  my  position,  that  is  to  say,   the  front 
of  the  town,  which  offered  uo  other  difficulty  than  a  palanka,  the  front  of  which 
I  had  covered,  but  which,  not  being  yet  finished,  was  every  where  open,  and  prin- 
cipally at  the  two  little  bastions  which  were  to  support  it,  but  were  as  yet  scarcely 
marked  out ;  I  nevertheless  brought  some  pleets  of  cannon  there,  which  did  n  ecr* 
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Tice.  The ' battery  <ftf  la  71iu<7/ene  was  takca  tnd  retaken  three  or  fbar  times.  It 
was  dcfeniled  by  the  troops  of  the  stb  division,  comriiaoded  by  the  General  of  Divi- 
sion ISTaixon.  The  defence  of  this  front  of  tlie  attack  does  hiin  infinite  honour, 
as  likewise  to  the  corps  chars;cd  with  its  defence,  that  is  to  say,  the  2d  and  37th  of 
the  tine  and  the  ]  ith  of  li^t  infantry,  as  likewise  two  squadrons  of  the  ]4th  regi- 
ment of  cuirassiers,  commanded  by  M.  Rembcrfi^.  Two  squadrons  of  the  li<;l:t 
troops  of  the  8th  lancers  and  20tli  chasseurs,  commanded  by  the  Chef  d*£scadron 
jTorrf,  who  led  the  right  of  the  8th  division,  and  whose  conioct  in  all  the  charges 
trhich  he  received  or  made  against  forces  so  disproportionate  as  theirs  merits  the 
l^catcst  enlogiums.  The  enemy  deployed  another  of  his  col uosna  before  the  front 
of  the  6th  division,  commanded  by  M.  the  General  Le  Grand.  He  principally  di- 
rectcd  his  attack  against  a  battery,  which  was  not  completed,  00  the  left  bank  of 
the  Polota,  and  which  thus  became  the  centre  of  the  division  Le  Grand.  Three  or 
four  times  he  endeavoured  to  obtain  possession  of  it,  and  was  always  rep«ltcd  with 
that  loss  which  is  ever  experienced  when  such  enterprisea  do  not  succeed.  Pp  to 
the  afternoon,  the  enemy  had  not  dared  to  attack  the  front  of  the  right  bank  of  the 
Polota,  some  points  of  which  were  tolerably  well  entrenched  and  finished  3  bnt 
about  four  oVlock  they  debouched  form  the  road  of  Seiber  and  Riga,  and  furiously, 
and  in  a  crowd^  marched  upon  the  left  flank  of  the  town,  supported  by  the  column 
which  debouched  from  the  Neval  road.  I  wished  to  have  allowed  all  that  fine  ardour 
to  have  been  spent  upon  two  redoubts,  constructed  and  occupied  by  the  Bavarian 
artillery  and  troops  necessary  to  their  defence,  commanded  by  General  Vincente; 
hut  the  Swiss  of  the  second  division,  commanded  by  General  Merle,  as  well  as  the  3d 
regiment  of  Croats,  in  opposition  to  the  settled  dispositions,  precipitated ibcmselves 
among  the  Russians,  and  met  their  fury  with  a  remarkable  bravery  and  sang  Jroid. 
We  at  last  brought  the  Russians,  who  made  this  attack,  under  the  walls  of  the  town, 
where  the  cariiaii^e  wc  caused  them  from  the  morning  upon  all  the  points  of  their  whole 
army,ouly  terminated  with  night.  The  Russians,  notwithstanding  their  superiority^ 
li'fl  the  ground  heaped  with  corpses,. and  did  not  succeed  in  any  of  their  attacks. 
Notwithstanding  the  success  obtained  on  this  da^,  I  was  uneasy  in  the  evening,  re- 
specting the  success  my  cavalry  mi;;ht  have  met  with  upon  the  left  bank  of  the 
Dwiua.  On  this  day  1  had  deprived  myself  of  the  greater  part  of  my  cavalry  to  be 
easy  respecting  my  rear.  In  the  evening.  General  Corbineau,  whose  brigade  of  horsc^ 
extremely  fatigued,  had  not  penetrated  beyond  the  Ouschats,  and  had  met,  accord- 
ing  to  his  account,  with  some  cavalry  and  a  few  infanti*y.  As  he  was  perfectly  satis* 
fied  in  this  respect,  having  at  his  disposition  three  battalions  of  Bavarian  infantry, 
I  wailed  the  following  day  wiih  much  tranquillity.  On  the  19th,  at  break  of  day, 
we  saw  the  enemy  in  movement  upon  the  line,  occupied  in  rectifying  their  position, 
and  forming  a  half  circle  round  ours. — Ahout  ten  o'clock  an  aide-de-camp  of  Gene- 
ral Corbineau  arrived,  and  informed  me  he  had  before  his  brigade  500o  men  and  V2 
squadions  of  cavalry*  1  lost  not  a  moment  in  taking  a  regiui'ent  out  of  each  of  the 
three  divisions  of  the  second  corps,  taking  in  preference  those  which  might  he  most 
easily  withdrawn  from  before  the  enemy,  who  would  not  then  have  failed  to  renew 
his  attacks,  and  only  waited  to  do  it  at  the  appearance  of  this  corps,  the  arrival  of 
which  be  impatiently  expected.  Towards  noon,  these  troops  defiled  upon  the  heights 
behind  Polotsk  \  tlie  enemy  clearly  perceived  the  object  of  this  movement,  but 
thought  it  was  a  kind  of  reserve  behind  Polotsk.  I  assembled  those  troops  under 
the  command  of  General  Amey.  I  joined  to  them  the  seventh  regiment  of  curus- 
siers,  of  Donmcr's  division,  who  had  not  hitherto  met  the  enemy  in  proceeding  up 
the  Dwina.  At  the  same  time,  I  ordered,  that  as  soon  as  it  was  dusk,  the  whole  of 
the  army  should  cross  to  the  left  of  the  Dnna.  Towards  the  fall  of  day,  at  the  mo- 
ment in  which  we  began  to  withdraw  the  artillery  from  the  advanced  works,  some 
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imprndenC  person  net  fire  to  General  I^  GraniVs  barracks,  which  in  a  moment  com* 
maiucatfcl  throo^h  the  whole  line,  and  ^ve  the  enemy  certain  proof  that  we  were 
retirius;.     Then  he  beiraa  to  fire  from  all  hit  battrricSy  and  threw  into  the  town  a 
quantity  of  shells  and  other  incendiary  projectiles,  to 'set  it  on  fire,  in  which  he  in 
part  Boccceded,  bopinff  by  this  to  prsTcnt  our  artillery  movements,  and  blow  np  our 
cai8f(ons.     This  cannonade  and  buidbardment  were  supported  by  a  general  attack. 
We  saw  each  other  as  if  in  fitli  duy-light,  by  the  light  of  the  burning  town  \  and 
this  attack  did  not  cense  until  the  moment  when  the  last  man  had  repassed  to  the 
left  blink  of  the  Duua ;  but  in  the  midst  of  these  attacks,  and  of  the  confusion  caused 
by  firing  the  town,  thc.troo{>s  conducted  themselves  with  the  utmost  bravery,  and 
ibc  retreat  was  performed  in  the  best  order.     At  midniglit  all  the  artillery  was  re- 
tired, and  the  whole  body  of  the  troops  had  passed  over  at  half  past  two  o'clock  in 
the  morning.     I  iramcdintely  reinforced  with  two  regimoifts,  which  wtre  the  first 
thai  passed  the  troops  that  I  had  put  under  the  orders  of  General  Amey,  and  who 
had  auccc^ded  in  the  evenin<;  in  confusing  the  enemy  in  the  defiles  near  to  Salonk, 
bat  were  not  yet  in  sight  of  M.  de  Wittgenstvin^s  army.    ^Vith  these  troops  there 
was  a  column  of  Bavarians,  of  about  600  or  700  men  strong.    1  re-united  the  wholf , 
«nder  the  command  of  M .  Merle,  to  whom  I  gave  orders  to  act  immediately  against 
the  front  of  General  Steinhcil,  and  to  repulse  him  with  vigour  and  to  throw  him  past 
the  Oaschatz,  as  I  conld  then  support  his  atrack  with  another  part  of  the  army,  if 
it  should  become  necessary.     At  the  moment  that  these  troops  put  themselves  in 
motion,  Ih^py  fell  in  with  those  of  the  enemy.     The  corps  of  M.  de  Steinheil  was 
broken,  and  aftrr  a  great  loss  in  killed,  driven  to  the  other  side  of  the  Bolonia, 
leavini;  in  our  hinds   12  or  1500  prisoners,  among  whom  .were  18  officers  of  diflTe- 
rent  ranks,  and  among  others  a  captain  of  an  English  vessel  employed  in  the  Etat 
Major  of  M.  Steinheil,  and  who  saiil  he  had  been  three  weeks  in  the  Russian  service. 
The  aJTasr  givrs  greatkonour  to  M.  Count  Wrengal,  who  directed  it,  and  to  Gene- 
ral Amey,  who  seconded  him  welt.     1  owe  the  greatest  enlogiam  to  the  good  coo-  ' 
duct  of  the  troops,  to  the  seal  and  intelligence  of  the  officers  of  all  ranks,  and  of 
the  wBole  araiy,  who  have  seconded  me  well,  among  whom  I  shall  mention  Messrs. 
the  Generals  Le  Grand,  I^Ierlc,  Ban»u  Lanrenccs,  my  chief  of  the  General  Staff ; 
Aabry,  commander  of  the  artillery  of  the  2d  corps  }  Dede,  coamandiT  of  the  esgl- 
■ccrs  %  and  M.  the  Adjutant.C<»mmaiidaot  Dalbignae,  who  have  on  this  day  ac- 
4|aired  new  rights  on  his  Majesty*s  favour.    I  shall  have  the  hoaoar  to  address  to ' ' 
yoar  Higbatss,  in  a  few  days,  from  this  place,  a  list  of  the  oflfice^s  who,  by  their 
good  conduct,  have  loerited  preferment.    Our  loss  is  not  very  considerable,  ia  Cbtn* 
pariooB  with  that  of  the  eneflsy,  which  is  enor^os.    General  Le  Grand  has  had  a 
horse  lulled  under  hioiy  and  received  two  contusions.    Colonel  Gaicfienene,  Aid^ 
de-Csonp  to  his  Majesty,  is  omobg  the  nnmbcr  oftbewoiiBded.    I  have  the  honour 
to  infiimi  your  EaccUeneyy  that  a  ball  which  1  hove  recfhred  hi  my  left  fMt,  and 
wbich  hiudcrs  ne  from  marchiaf^  or  mountinf  on  horsebask,  will  oblige  me  to  quit 
the  active  command  of  the  corpi  d*arai£e  for  ten  or  twelve  days.— I  hafe  j^ven  It  uf^ 
to  Count  Le  Grand.    I  reckon  npoH  remaiailig  at  only  oVw  march  fWrai  the  corps 
d^ormeii,  to  be  ready  to  resume  my  functions,  hoping  to  be  still  useful  to  the  corpfe 
d^orm^  by  my  council,  if  General  Le  Grand  approves  them ;  but  I  expect  in  a  (cm 
4ays  the  Duke  of  Begg i«.    Thegth  eorps,  under  the  command  of  the  Duk«  of  B*l- 
laoo^  p  in  march.    Our  juneliou  effected,  we  will  briskly  push  the  RuMisn  army

J)mniwg"Str€ft9  Nov.  179  1813.r~DISPATCHE8,  of  which  the  MIovHit  ^ 
exlracti,  h«?e  beeo  iUit  day  receired  at  earl   Bathnraf^s  office,  addreascd  to  bit 
lordsliip  by  general  the  narqveas  of  Wellinjirtoii,  dated  Cabe^on,  96th  and  Sfth 
Oct.   R«eda,  sist  Oct.  and  ad  Nov.  1819. — 1  HAVE  been  so  much  occnpied  by  the' 
noTementa  and  operations  of  the  army  since  the  I8th  imtfant,  that  I  ba^e  not  been 
able  to  vrite  to  yoor  lordship.    The  operations  of  the  eastle  of  Bnrj^  eontiiinid 
nearly  in  the  atale  in  which  they  were  when  I  addressed  your  lordship  on  the  tllh 
in#Unt,  till  the  I8tb.   Having  at  that  time  receired  a  supply  of  mvsket  mmmtMltlMi 
ft-««i'.Sanlandcr,  and  ba?infr,  while  waiting  for  that  necessary  artfcle^  rOHnltlied 
a  iniaa  under  tlie  chnrch  of  St.  Roman,  which  atood  in  an  ontwork  of  tW  mmd 
liiie,  I  determined  that  tlie  breach  which  we  had  effected  in  the  second  Kne  abe^M  ' 
b^atormed  on  tbnt  erening,  at  the  moment  this  mine  should  explode ;  and  tbnt  nt  Hw 
aabie  time  the  line  should  be  attacked  by  eacalade.    The  mine  succeeded,  and  Heal- 
te#aiit-colmiel  Browne  lodged  a- party  of  the  ^b  Cacadores,  and  a  detachmac  aC 
BpMttah  troops  of  the  regiment  of  Asturiaa  in  the ontworir.    A  detaebment ei  ihm* 
Khig^a  German  legion,  under  maior  Wurmb,  carried  the  breach,  and  a  detaefcm<toc 
of  tiM  guards  saccecdcd  ia  cacalading  the  line ;  but  the  enemy  brought  such  a  im ' 
«liMi  these  two  laat  detachmenta,  from  the  third  line,  and  the  bodyof  the  caattfit-  '.

thi^  tapport  idlotted  to  them,  that  they  were  obliged  to  retire,  sutferlng  coaildm*  f 
able  k»se.-  *  Migor  Wanab  waa  unfertonately  killed.    It  ia  impossiUa  to  lapataaiig  * 
in^Ml«fiaate'tirai9  my  sea^e  nf  the  conduct  of  the  guards  and  Cicrmaa  legioB  «poft  ^ 
^la  oecaalotf';  nad  I  am  quite  satisfted,  that  if  it  had  heed  possible  to  maiataintlM  y 
poets  wftidi  -they  had  gained  with  ao  much  gallantry,  these  troops  wonid  have  aaiv^-d 
taiaed  4b.aa.  'Seme  of  the  men  stormrd  even  the  third  line,  and  one^aa  killed  far  d 
OB*«ril«liipib8Bifwef-  af  that  line )  and  1  had  the  saUsfacfion  of  oeeinv  thai  IIJv 
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could  breach  the  wall  of  the  castle  we  should  carry  the  place.     Another  mioc  waa 
commenced  under  the  secoad  line  from  the  church  of  St.  Roman,  of  which  we  re- 
mained in  possession.    The  enemy  had  on  the  13th  moved  forward  a  considerable 
hodyof  infimtry,  and  6  squadrons  of  cavalry  from  Briviesca  to  reconnoitre  our  out- 
posts at  Monasterio.     Tlicy  attacked  the  picquet  at  the  bridge  in  front  of  that  town, 
but  wer€  repulsed  by  the  fire  of  a  detachment  of  the  infantry  of  tlie  Brunswick  Ifgion. 
lo  this  affair,  licuteuaot-culonel   the  honourable.  Frederick  Ponftonby,  who  com- 
manded at  Monasterio,  was  wounded,  but  not  severely,  and  1  hope  1  shall  soon  again 
ha?e  the  benefit  of  his  assistance.     1  had  long  had  reports  of  the  enemy's  intention 
to  advance  for  the  relief  of  the  castle  of  Bnrgos  with  the  army  of  Ptirttigal,  rein- 
forced by  troops  recently  arrived  from  France,  and  with   that  part  of  the  army  of 
the  north  which  was  disposable  ;  and  they  did  advance  in  considerable  furce  against 
the  post  at  Monasterio  on  the  evening  of  the  istli.  The  subaltern  of  the  Brunswick 
legion,  who  commanded  a  picquet  in  St.  Olalla,  disobeyed  his  orders  in  remaining 
ia  that  Tillage  upon  the  approach  of  the  enemy,  and  he  was  taken  with  his  picquet. 
The  enemy  consequently  obtained  possession  of  the  heights  which  command  the  towa 
of  Monasterio,  and  our  outpost  was  oblij^ed  to  retire  on  the  morning  of  tl^  19th  to 
the  Barges  side  of  the  town.     I  assembled  the  troops,  excepting  those  necessary  for 
carrying  on   the  operations  of  the  siege,  as  soon  as  it  appeared  by  the  euemy*a 
ttovenyent  of  the  T8th,  that  they  entertained  serious  intentions  of  endeavouring  to 
raise  it,  and  placed  the  allied  army  on  the  heights,  having  their  rigKt  at  Ibeas,  01^ 
the  Arlanton,  the  centre  at  Rio   Vena  and  Magaradas,  and  the  kit  at  Soto  Pal- 
Itcio.     The  encmy^s  army  likewise  assembled  in  the  neigUIwurhood  of  Monasterio. 
They  moved  forward  on  the  evening  of  (he  20th  M-ith  about  ten  thousand  men  to 
drive  in  our  outpost  at  Quintana  Palla,  and  OInios.   The  former  withdrew  by  order, 
but  the  latter  was  maintained  with  great  spirit  by  the  Chasseurs  Britauuiqucs.    See- 
ing a  fair  opportunity  of  striking  a  blow  upon  the  enemy,  I  riquesled  lieutenant- 
general  sir  Edward  Paget  to  move  with  the  ist  and  5th  divisions  upon  the  enemy** 
right  flank,  which  movement  having  been  well  executed,  drove  them  back  upon 
3Ionasterio,  and  our  posts  were  replaced  in  Quintana  Palla.     On  the  morning  of 
the  dl5t.  1  received  a  letter  from  Sir  Rowland  Hill,  of  Hie  17th,,  in  which  he  ac- 
qoainted  tie  of  theencmy^  intention  to  move  towards  the  Tagus,  which  was  already 
fordnblc  by  individuals  in  many  places,  and  was  likely  to  become  so  by  an  amy* 
The  caatic  «f  Chinchilla  had  surrendered  on  the  9th  instant.    ,The  enemy's  force 
in  Vftlencia  was  supposed  to  amount  to  not  less  than  seventy  thonsaud  men^  a  very 
large  ffcvportion  of  which,  it  was  expected,  would  be  disposable  for  service  out  of 
thttt  kingdom.    I  had  desired  lieutenant-general  Sir  Rowland  Uill  to  retire  from  hie 
poeition  ee  the  Tagus,  if  he  should  find  that  he  could  not  maintain  himself  in  it  with 
admurttye ;  and  it  was  necessary  that  I  should  be  near  him,  in  order  that  the  corpe 
vwin  ny  coamand  night  not  be  insulated,  in  consequence  of  the  movements  whicb 
W  aboald  ftiid  himself  under  the  necessity  of  making  ^  I  therefore  raised  the  siege 
of  Bnrgee  oe  the  night  of  the  20th,  and  moved  the  whole  army  back  towards  the 
0ooro.    I  felt  aeverely  the  bacrifice  I  wes  thereby  obliged  to  make*    Yonr  lordahip 
is  ttrere  that  I  was  never  very  sanguine  in  my  expectations  of  suceess  in  the  siege  of 
ttmipm^  BOf withstanding  that  I  considered  success  was  attainable,  even  with  the 
vaeent  in  ny  power,  within  a  reasonably  limited  period.    If  the  attack  made  oa 
fife  884  or  the  89th  bad  aucceeded,  I  believe  we  should  have  taken  the  place*  not* 
withatandlag  the  ability  with  which  the  governor  conducted  the  defence,  and  tlit 
fnlbntry  with  wliieb  it  was  executed  by  the  garrison.    Oar  meant  were  limiied  (  , 
b«t  it  appeared  to  me,  that  if  we  ahonid  sncceed,  the  advantage  to  the  canae  would 
be  great,  and  the  final  snccesa  of  the  campaign  would  have  been  certain.    I  had  . 
<#«ry  rcniOB  to  be  satisfied  with  the  condnct  of  the  oficers  and  troops  faring  thm 
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•tege  of  Bargos,  paticularly  with  the  brigade  of  guards.     During  the  Utter  part  of 
'the   siege  the  weather  iras  very  nnfarourable,  anil  the  troops  aufff  red  much  fir«i« 
the  rain.    The  olBcert  at  the  head  of  the  artillery  aud  engineer  dcpartmenta— liea- 
tenant-colonel  Robe,  and  lien  tenant-colonel  Bnrgoyne,  and  lientenant-colonel  Dkk-- 
'son,  who  commands  the  reserve  artillery,  rendered  me  every  assistance  :  and  the 
failure  of  success  is  not  to  be  attributed  to  them.     By  their  activity  yre  carried  off 
tvcry  thing  in  the  conrps  of  one  night,  excepting  the  three  eightee»-po«Bders  de- 
stroyed by  theenemy*s  lire,  and  the  eight  pieces  of  cannon  which  we  bad  taken  from 
the  enemy  on  the  night  of  the  iQlh  ultimo  in  the  storm  of  the  hornwurk.  HaTing  aent 
our  cattle  to  meet  the  equipment  expected  from  Santander,  we  had  not  the  saeans  of 
moving  the  latter.  The  enemy  was  not  aware  of  our  movement,  and  did  not  follow  at 
till  late  on  the  29d,  when  ten  thousand  men  encamped  on  this  side  of  Bnrgot.    The 
British  army  encamped  at  Cdada  del  Camino  and  Hornillos,  with  the  light  cavalry 
at  Estcpan  and  Baniel.    We  continued  onr  march  on  the  following  day,  the  rigfarof 
the  army  to  Torquemadn,  the  left  to  Cordcvilla,  at  which  place  we  croased  the 
l^isuerga.     The  enemy  followed  our  movemen^  which  their  whole  army.     Onr  rear 
guard  consisted  of  two  light  battalions  of  the  king*s  German  legion,  under  coUmmI 
Halkett,  and  of  major-general  Anson^s  brigade  of  cavalry  :  and  major-general  Bock^s 
brigade  was  halted  at  the  Ventadel  Pozo  to  give  them  support.     The  whole  under 
the  command  of  licut.-gcn.  sir  Stapleton  Cotton.  Don  Julian  Sanchez  marched  on  the 
left  of  the  Arlaozon ;  and  the  party  of  gucnllas,  heretofore  commanded  by  the  bte 
Martinez,  on  the  hills  on  the  left  of  onr  rear  guard.    Major  general  Anson^s  brigade 
charged  twice  with  great  success,  in  front  of  Celada  del  Camitio,  and  the  enemy 
was  detained  above  three  hours  by  the  troops  under  licnteuant  general  sir  $.  Cotton 
in  the  passage  of  the  llormaza,  in  front  of  that  village.   The  rear  guard  continued  to 
fill  back  in  the  best  order,  till  the  guerillas  on  the  left  having  been  dnven  in,  they 
rode  towards  the  flank  of  the  rear  guard  of  major  general  Ansou^s  brigade,  sad 
four  or  five  squadrons  of  the  enemy   mixed  with  them.     These  were  mistaken  for 
Spaniards,  and  they  fell  upon  the  flank  aud  rear  of  our  troops.     We  sustained  some 
loss,  and  lieutenaut  colonel  Pclly,  of  the  ] 6th  dragoons,  having  had  his  horse  shot, 
was  taken  prisoner.    The  delay  occasioned  by  this  misfortune  enabled  the  enemy  to 
bring  up  a  very  superior  body  of  cavalry,  which  was  charged  by  niaj.-gen.  Bock*B 
and  major^gen.  Anson^s  brigades,  near  the  Venta  del  Pozo,  but  unsuccessfully,  and 
onr  rear  guard  was  hardly  pressed.    The  enemy  made  their  charges  on  the  two  light 
battalions  of  the  king^s  German  legion,  formed  in  squares,  but  were  always  repulsed 
with  considerable  loss  by  the  steadiness  of  these  two  battalions.     They  suffered  no 
loss,  and  1  cannot  sufficiently  applaud  their  conduct  aud  that  of  colonel  Halkett  who 
commanded  them.    The  exertions  and  conduct  of  lieutenant  gcucral  sir.  S.  Cotton, 
and  of  the  officers  and  staff  attached  to  him  throughout  this  day,  were  highly  me- 
rltorioui,   and   although  the  charge  made  by  the  cavalry  was  not   successful,  I 
bad  the  satisfaction  of  observing  great  steadiness  in  their  luovcnieots.    M«jor  Bull's 
troop  of  horse  artillery,  under  major  Downman  and  captain  Ramsay,  distingnishcd 
themielTei.    The  army  continued  its  march  on  the  24th,  and  took  up  its  gmaad 
on  the  Carrion,  with  its  right  at  Duenas  and  its  left  at  Villa  Muriel,  and  tlM  lat  l^at- 
talion  1st  guards  joined  us  from  Coruna.    1  halted  here  on  the  85th,  and  the  cncmjr 
ntiacked  onr  left  at  Villa  Muriel.    They  were  repulsed,  however,  by  the  fifth  divi- 
sion of  infantry,  under  the  command  of  major  general  Oswald,  in  the  abseacc  of 
lieutenant  general  Leith  on  account  of  indisposition.     I  had  directed  the  third 
bittation  of  the  Royals  to  march  to  Palencia,  to  protect  the  destnactioo  ot  the 
bridfOi  over  the  Carrion  at  that  place,  but  it  appears  that  the  enemy  assembled  in 
luich  force  at  that  point,  that  licut.-colonel  Campbell  thought  it  neccasary  to  retire 
TiDa  Moricl,  and  the  coemy  pasMd  the  Carrion  at  Palencia.    This  rcnderedi 
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in  aeceasarj  to  change  onr  frout,  aud  1  directed  M.  General  Otwald  to  throw  haek 
OBr  lefty,  and  the  Spanish  troops  upon  the  heights,  and  to  maiutaii^ttfte  Carrion  with 
the  right  of  the  fifth  diTisioa.  The  bridge  of  Vilhi  Muriel  was  destroyed  5  but  tbf 
■niTny  diicoycAXid  a  ford,  aud  passed  over  a  considerabie  body  of  infantry  aud  ca- 
valry. I  made  M.  Geueri^l  Priuglc  and  M.  General  Barnes  attack  these  troops  ua- 
4er  the  orders  of  lUf.  General  Oswald  ^  in  which  attack  the  .Spanish  troops  co» 
operatpd,  and  they  were  driven  across  the  river  with  considerable  loss.  Tlie  fire 
•poo  the  left  had  been  very  severe  throughout  the  day  ^  from  which  we  suilered  m 
great  deal ;  and  M.  Generid  Dun  Miguel  Alava  was  unfortuuatcly  wounded  while 
firgiiig  00  the  Spanish  infantry  in  the  pursuit  of  the  enemy.  1  broke  up  this  morning 
frona  the  Carrion,  aud  marched  upon  Cabe^on  del  Campo,  where  1  have  crossed  the 
Pisoerga.  The  enemy  appear  to  be  moving  in  this  direction  from  Duenas.  1  pro- 
pose to  halt  here  to-morrow.

Extract  of  a  dispatch  from  the  marquess  of  Wellington,  dated  Cabe^oo,  Oct.  SSy 
1819— SINCE  I  wrote  to  your  lordship  upon  the  36th,  I  have  had  an  opportunity 
of  seeing  the  cncmy^s  whole  army,  as  they  placed  themselves  opposite  to  us,  on  the 
Pisuergn,  yesterday.  They  arc  cciiaiuly  in  very  great  strength.  The  army  of 
Portugal  has  received  a  reinforcement  uf  ten  thousand  men,  including  cavalr^,  from 
Trance  :  and  I  have  reason  to  believe  that  there  arc  two  divisions  of  infantry  now 
with  this  army  belonging  to  the  army  of  the  north.  The  cavalry  of  the  army  of 
the  north  is  corthinly  with  the  army  of  Portugal,  and  they  have  at  least  five  thon- 
sand  good  cavalry.  No  event  of  importance  has  occurred  since  I  addressed  your 
lordship  on  the  •?6lh.  The  enemy  formed  their  army  in  the  plain  in  our  front  yes- 
terday. They  have  cannonaded  differeut  parts  of  our  line  without  doing  us  any 
injury,  excepting  that  lieutenant-colonel  Robe,  of  the  royal  artillery,  was  wonnded 

severely,  but  not  dangerously,  yesterday. Rueda,  Oct.  31,  18 12. — THE  enemy 

crossed  the  Currion  on  th^  36th  and  27th,  and  formed  their  army  on  the  heights  near 
Cijales,  on  the  last  of  those  days,  opposite  our  position  on  the  left  of  the  Pisaef^, 
■nd  their  advanced  guard  about  two  miles  in  front  of  their  main  body,  and  half  that 
distance  from  Cabe^on.  On  the  28th  they  extended  their  right,  and  endeavoured 
to  force  the  bridges  of*  Simancas  aud  Valladolid,  the  former  of  which  wasdeiraded 
by  Colonel  llalkett,  with  his  brigade  of  the  7th  division,  and  the  latter  by  lieutenant 
general  the  earl  of  Dalhousia,  with  the  remainder  of  the  7th  division.  At  length 
colonel  Halkett,  hiding  hard  pressed^  blew  up  the  bridge.  He  at  the  saoke  time 
detached  the  Brunswick  Oels^  regiment  to  Tordesillas,  towards  which  quarter  tb« 
vnomy  detached  troops  on  the  evening  of  the  98th.  As  soon  as  I  found  that  tkfv 
was  the  case,  I  thought  it  proper  to  break  up  from  the  Pisnerga  and  to  croaa  th% 
Douro,  which  object  was  effected  without  difficulty  on  the  sgtb  instant,  by  tiie 
bridges  of  Pnente  Douro  and  Tndela.  The  bridge  af  Tordesillas  was  destroyed  em 
tkt  enemy's  approach  to  that  town^on  the  cTtningof  tk«  88tbj  and  I  bad  tcAt  «dci«  . 
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to  tke  re^mept  of  BruuswicV  Oels  to  take  post  na  its  ruins,  in  sncb  Mimrr  at  to 
preTcnt  the  coeony  from  repairing;  the  bridspe.  1  had  the  mortification^  howerer^of 
kaniini;^  on  the  ni^ht  of  the  39tb,  Ibvt  this  regiment  had  been  obUofed  to  abandoa 
iti  puaty  and  at  I  had  sifen  the  i;nem>*s  whole  army  in  march  towards  Tordesillas  am 
that  ereoing,  it  vasobTions  that  no  time  was  to  be  lost.  I  therefore  marched  the 
army  at  nn  early  hour  yesterday  morning  to  their  left,  and  posted  the  troops  on  the 
l^ighta  between  Rueda  and  Tordesillas,.  immediately  opposite,  and  near  the  bridge 
of  Tordesillas.  We  found  the  bridge  nearly  repaired  on  oar  arrival,  but  the  enemf 
bad  made  nu  attempt  to  pass  it,  and  they  have  now  no  large  assembly  of  troops  ia 
this  neighbourhood.  I  learn  that  some  of  them  marched  last  night  towards  Valla« 
dolidy  and  others  towards  Toro.  I  have  received  letters  from  lieutenant  general, 
sir  Rowland  Hill  of  the  99th.  The  Tagus  was  every  where  fordable,  and  the  enemy 
bad  passed  a  kmall  body  of  troops  over  at  Fuente  Doenas.  Sir  Rowland  Hill  had 
collected  his  troops  on  the  Jacamah.     He  was  likely  to  receive  my  orders  to  more 

apon  Anvalo  on  the  99th. Rueda,  Nov^  2, 1913. — I  TAKE  the  opportunity  of 

the  return  of  the  messenger  Myers  to  Coruna,  to  inform  you  that  the  army  have 
contlaued  in  the  position  in  which  I  plnced  them'  on  the  30tb  of  October ;  and  the 
enemy  have  made  no  attempt  to  pass  the  Douro.  The  bridge  of  Tordesillas  is  re« 
^paired,  and  they  are  employed  in  the  repair  of  that  of  Toro.  Their  troops  are  ex- 
tended along  the  Douro,  from  the  latter  place  to  Valladolid.  Id  the  mean  time,. 
the  troops  under  lientenat. general  sir  Rowland  Hill  will  arrive  this  day  and  to-mor- 
row on  the  Adaja.  The  General  received  my  orders  to  break  up  from  his  positiom 
oa  the  Jaramah  on  the  39th,  and  he  intended  to  cnrry  them  into  execution  nn  the 
■ioming  of  the  30th.  He  had  intended  to  destroy  the  I^tiente  Larga,  but  the  mine 
ftiled ;  and  the  enemy  having  collect*  d  a  large  body  of  troops  between  the  bridge 
and  Araiijoez,  they  immediately  attacked  our  post  on  the  bridge,  but  were  repulsed 
with  considerable  loss  by  the  ^d  battnliou  47th  regiment,  and  a  dctacfamcat  of  the 
9Stby  under  the  command  of  colonel  Skerret,  1  hare  not  received  the  return  of  our 
loss  apon  this  occasion,  but  1  understand  it  is  but  forty  men.  No  officer  was 
toeched.  Lieutenant-general  sir  Rowland  Hill  mcnf  ioiin  in  high  terms  the  conduct 
of  the  troops.  These  circum<(tance3  delayed  the  marrli  from  the  right  of  lieutenant 
general  sir  Rowland  HilKs  position  till  the  evening  of  the  30th,  and  has  since  con-, 
tinned  it  without  being  at  all  molested  by  the  enemy.  The  building  called  La 
Cbina,  in  the  Retiro,  and  all  the  guns,  stores.  Sec.  whi^'h  that  work  contained^ 
wbicb  bad  not  been  carried  away,  were  destroyed  before  the  troops  were  withdrawn 
-from  Madrid.  The  Spanish  divisions  of  Don  Carlos  d'Eflpana  and  Comte  de  Penne 
Tiilemnr  are  with  lieutenant  general  sir  Rowland  Hill.  A  small  body  of  the  enemy** 
troops  were  at  Valde  Moro  on  the  3 1st,  and  entered  Madrid  at  10  oVlock  on  the 
morning  of  the  |st  instant.  I  have  accounts  from  the  North  stating  that  Longa 
bat  tnken  n  convoy  escorted  by  three  hundred  men,  near  Victoria.

yuur  Lordship,  that  His  Majcsty^s  forces,  aided  by  the  militia  and  Indians  stationed 
on  the  Niagara  frontier,  have  completely  repelled  a  second  attempt  of  the  enemy  to 
iwade  Upper  Canada,  and  that  a  rictory  has  been  gained  which  has  left  in  ouc 
T©L.   V.    jNO.

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possession  nioe  hnudred  of  Ihf  American  army,  and  their  cnmmandcr,  Brifsdier- 
General  Wadswortb,  who  ■nrrondered  himself  on  the  field  of  battle  to  Majur-Gc- 
neral  Sbeaffc.  Tlis  Majesty  and  the  eountry  have  to  deplore  the  loss  of  an  able  sad 
most  gallant  officer  in  Major-Ceneral  Brock,  who  fell  early  in  the  battle  at  thebesd 
of  the  flank  companies  of  the  49th  regiment,  while  nobly  enconraging  them  tosnstsis 
their  position,  in  oppsition  to  an  infinitely  su]>erior  force,  until  the  reinforcemenli 
be  bad  ordered  to  advance  to  their  support  should  arrive.  Fur  further  particulanof 
this  splendid  affair,  I  beg  leave  to  refer  your  Lordship  to  3fiOo'^'^<^"^^'  Shea8e*s 
report,  herewith  transmitted.  I  also  transmit  a  general  order  I  have  Just  issaed 
to  the  forces  in  the  British  American  provinces  on  the  occasion  of  this  importaat 
success,  »s  It  contains  a  statement  of  tlie  services  rendered  by  all  who  had  the  good 
fortune  tu  maintuin  on  that  day  the  fame  of  His  Majesty's  arms,  and  to  convince 
our  deluded  neij^hhours  that  thrir  superiority  in  uuinhcrs  cannot  intimidate  His 
^laji'sty^s  army,  nor  shake  the  fidelity  of  his  Canadian  subjects,  ^ot  having  re- 
ceived the  return  of  the  killed  and  wuundcd  on  the  i:]th,  nor  that  of  the  ordaancc 
and  stores  captured  from  the  <ncmy,  I  am  under  the  necessity  of  deferring  sendiag 
them  to  yonr  Lordship  until  the  next  opportunity,  11  hen  I  also  expect  to  forward 
thcyolours  taken  from  the  Americans,  to  be  laid  at  the  feet  of  His  Royal  tfigboeu 
the  Prince  Rej^cnt.  Captaiii  Fulton,  my  Aide-de-Camp,  will  have  the  honour  of 
d<;liverin^  this  dispatch  to  your  Lordship.  He  is  very  capable  of  affording  sarb 
information  as  your  Lordi-hip  may  require  respecting  the  state  of  Hik  3Iajest]f*i 
Ciuadiau  provinces.  Eight  ccunpanies  of  the  Glengary  levy  are  in  motion  to  re- 
inforce Cpper  Canada.

Fort  GcoTp€yOcl.  13, 181 J  — Sir, — I  HAVE  the  honour  of  informing  yonr  Excet- 
hnu  y,  that  the  cntniy  made  an  attack  with  a  considerable  force  this  morning  before 
du|  1i:;ht,  oil  the  position  of  Que^stown.     On  receivins^  intelligence  of  it,  Major- 
Gcwcral  Brock   immediately  procfcdcd  to  that  post,  and  I  am  excessively  giitvtd 
ill  havinp:  to  ndil,  that  he   fell  whilst  gallantly  cheering;  his  troops  to  an  extertion 
for  maintaining  it.    Wllh  him,  the  i>osition  wok  lust ;  but  the  enemy  was  not  alk>ved 
to  retain  it  long.     Iteinfbrecnients  having  been  scut  up  from  this  post,  coropoiicJ 
of  regular  troops,  militia,  and  Indians,  a  muvemcut  w.u   made  to  turn  his  IvfV. 
while  sonic  artillery,  undt-r  the  able  direction  ot  •.  aptain  flulcroft,  supported  by  a 
body  of  infuntry,  engaged  his  attention  in  front.     This  operation  was  aided  too  by 
;he  judicious  position  Hhich  Norton,  and  the  Indians  with  him,  had  taken  on  the 
v'tKidy  brpw  of  the  high  grimnd  above  Qucenstnwn.     A  cwinmunication  being  thus 
opcucd  with  Chipa^wa,  a  junction  was  formed  with  succours  that  had  licen  ordered 
from  that  post.     The  enemy  was  th^'n  attacked,  and,  after  a  short  but  spirited  con- 
flict,  was  compli  lely  dclVati  d.    1  had  the  satisfaction  of  receiving  the  sword  of  tb«-ii 
rtMnniandcr,  Brigadier-General  Wadsworth,  on  the  tield  of  battle;  and  many  officers, 
with  upwards  of  nine  hundred  men,  were  made  prisoners,  and  more  may  yet  be  ex- 
pected.    A  St  uul  of  rolonrs  aud  one  six   pounder  were  also  taken.     The  action  did 
not  terminate  till  nearly  three  o'clock  in  the  arternoon,  and  their  loss  in  killed  and 
Mounded  mu^t  have  been   c<.usider.ihlc.     Ours  I  h«  lieve  to  have  been  comparatively 
small  in   nomhersi  no  oflirer  was  killed  besides  Majtir-Cieneral  Brock,  one  of  the 
mobt  gallant  and   zeahjus  officers  in   His  Majesty's  service,  whose  loss  cannot  be 
loo  much  deplored,  and  Lieutniaut-C  olonel   M*Donell,  Provincial  Aide.de.Camp, 
^vhose  gallauhy  and  merit  nn.Uredhiin  \*orlliy  of  his  chief.  Captains  Dennis  and 
Milliams,  commanding  the  flank  companies  of  the  49lh  regiment,  which  were  sta. 
lioiird  at  QueenstowD,  were  wounded,  bravely  conteniling,  at  the  head  of  thfir  men, 
against  supviior  numbirs  j  hut  I  am  glad  to  have  it  in  my  power  to  add,  that  Cap- 
rnin  Dennis  furlunaldy  was  able  to  keep  the  tield,  though  with  pain  and  diffic^ty  j 
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mnil  Captaiu  William^s  wouod  is  not  likely  to  deprWe  me  long  of  Iiis  serricei.  T  anl 
particularly  iadebted  to  Captain  Holcroft,  of  tlie  Royal  Artitleryy  foi^his  jadicioua 
andakilfnl  co-operation  with  the  guns  and  bowitfers  under'hii  iokmedtate  Bupertn- 
tendance,  the  well-directed  fire  from  which  contributed  inaterially  to  the  fortanatii 
result  of  the  day.  Captain  Derenzy,  of  the  4 1st  regiment  brought  up  the  relnfurne^ 
ncnt  of  that  corps  from  Fort  George  ;  and  Captain  Bullock  led  that  of  the  same 
regiment  from  Chipawa  ;  and  under  their  command  those  detachments  acquitted 
tbemsclTes  iu  such  a  manner  as  to  sustain  the  reputation  which  the  4l8t  regiment 
bad  already  acquired  iu  the  vicinity  of  Detroit.  Major-General  Brock,  soon  after 
bii  arrival  at  Quecostown,  had  sent  down  orders  for  battering  the  American  Fort 
Niagara :  Brigade- RIajor  Evans,  who  was  left  in  charge  of  Fort  George,  directed 
the  operations  against  it  with  so  much  effect  as  to  silence  its  fire,  and  to  force  the 
troops  to  abandon  it,  and  by  his  prudout  precautions  he  prevented  mischief  df  a 
most  Krions  nature,  which  otherwise  might  have  been  effected,  the  enemy  having 
used  heated  shot  in  firing  at  Fort  George.  In  these  services  he  was  most  effectually 
aidied  by  Colonel  Claus  (who  remained  in  the  fort  at  my  desire),  and  by  Captain 
Yigoreux,  of  the  royal  engineers,  Brigade-Major  Evans  also  mentions  the  conduct 
of  Captains  Powell  and  Cameron,  of  the  militia  artillery,  in  termi  of  commendation. 
Lieutenant  Crowtber,  of  the  4 1st  regiment,  bad  charge  of  two  thr^c- pounders  that 
bad  accompanied  the  movement  of  our  little  corps,  an^l  they  were  employed  with 
very  good  effect.  Captain  Glegg,  of  the  49tb  regiment,  Aide-de-Camp  to  our  la- 
mented friend  and  General,  afforded  me  most  essential  iissistance  \  and  I  found  the 
services  of  Lieutenant  Fowler,  of  the  4 1st  regiment,  Assistant  Dcputy-Quartcr- 
Mastcr-Gencral,  very  useful.  1  derived  much  aid  too  from  the  activity  iind  intelli- 
gence of  Licutonaut  Kerr,  of  theGlcngary  feuciblcs,  whom  I  employed  iu  commu- 
nications with  the  Indians  and  other  flanking  parties.  I  was  unfortunately  de- 
prived of  the  aid  of  the  experience  and  ability  of  Licutenant-Colonel  III  vers,  De- 
puty Qnai'tcr-Master-Creneral,  who  had  been  sent  up  to  Fort  Erie  a  few  days  beltu-c, 
on  duty  which  detained  him  there.  Lieutenant-Colonels  Butler  and  Tlarke  of  the 
militia,  and  Captains  Hatt,  Duraod,  Rowc,  Applegarth,  James  Crooks,  Cooper, 
Robert  Hamilton,  M'Ewcn,  and  Duncan  Cameron,  and  Lieutenants  Richardson 
andThomu.s  Butler,  commanding  flank  companies  of  the  Lincoln  and  York  militia, 
led  their  men  iutu  action  with  great  spirit.  Major  Merritt,  commanding  the  Nia- 
gara dragoons,  accompanied  me,  and  gave  me  much  assistance  with  part  of  his 
corps.  Captain  A.  Hamilton,  belonging  to  it,  was  disabled  from  riding,  and  at- 
tached himself  to  the  guns  under  Captaiu  llolcroft,  who  speaks  highly  of  his  ac- 
tivity and  usefulness.  I  beg  leave  to  add  that  volunteers  Shaw,  Thomson,  and 
Jarvisy  attached  to  the  flank  companies  of  the  49th  regiment,  conducted  themselvek 
with  great  spirit ;  the  first  was  wounded,  and  the  last  taken  prisoner  :  I  beg  leave 
to  recommend  these  young  men  to  your  Excctlency^s  notice.  Norton  is  wounded, 
bat  not  badly  :  he  and  the  Indians  particularly  distinguished  themselves,  and  I  have 
Very  great  satisfactiou  in  assuring  your  Excellency  that  the  spirit  and  good  conduct 
of  His  Mi^ty^s  troops,  of  the  militia,  and  of  the  other  provincial  corps,  were  emi- 
nently conspicnous  on  this  occasion.  I  have  not  been  able  to  ascertain  yet  th^ 
number  of  our  troops,  or  of  those  of  the  enemy  engaged  :  ours,  I  believe,  did  not 
exceed  the  number  of  the  prisoners  we  have  taken ;  and  their  advance,  which  ef- 
fected a  landing,  probably  amounted  to  thirteen  or  fourteen  hundred.  1  shall  do 
inyself  the  honour  of  transmitting  to  your  Excellency  further  details  when  t  shall 
tiavc  rcrceived  the  several  i-eports  of  the  occurrences  which  did  not  pass  under  my 
own  observation^  with  the  return  of  the  caaualties,  and  those  of  the  killed  and 
woandedy  and  of  the  ordnance  taken.     1  have  the  honour  to  be,  &c.

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AiUutamt-Gentratt  Qgice,  Head-(^rtert,  Montreal,  2Ut  Octobtr  1813.- 
lLALOKDCRt.**fIi8  Exc«]ieBcy  the  Cominander  of  the  Forces  bu  receired  «nof- 
ftcUl  report  from  Migor-General  Sheafie,  of  the  hrilUiuit  Tictory  arhicred  on  the 
13th  iaHtant,by  a  portion  of  the  troops  under  his  command,  OTCt  a  diTision  of  the 
rnemy^s  army,  which  etfected  a  landhig  at  Qncenstowo  under  corcr  of  the  ni^t. 
That  post  was  ncrertheless  defended  with  nndaontrd  gallantry  by  the  two  flank 
companies  of  the  49th  regiment,  animated  by  the  presence  of  their  gallant  and 
evcr-lo-lic-lamented  chief,  Migor-Gciieral  Brock,  whose  valoable  life  was  on  this 
occasion  dcrotcd  to  his  connlry^s  service.  These  companies  displayed  exemplary 
discipline  and  spirit,  althongh  the  Captains  of  both  were  wounded,  and  soccecdcd 
in  keeping  the  enemy  in  check  until  the  arriyal  of  Hiajor-General  SheaflTe  with  rein* 
forcements.  The  disposition  of  the  forces  and  plan  of  attack  adopted  by  Major- 
Cieneral  Sheaffe,  cannot  receive  a  higher  or  more  just  praine  than  by  stating  that 
nine  hundred  prisoners  of  war,  under  the  command  of  Brigadier-G«'nrra1  IVads' 
worth,  surrendered  their  arms  to  a  force  inferior  in  nnmbrrs,  and  without  sustain- 
ing any  considerable  loss  on  our  part.  A  six-poundcr  and  a  stand  of  colonl-s  have 
been  taken  from  the  enemy.  Bfajor-Genrral  SbeaflTe^s  report  of  the  zcnl  and  un- 
daunted gallantly  that  animated  every  officer  and  soldier  of  his  army,  aflbrds  the 
Commander  of  the  forces  the  most  heartfelt  satisrartiun,and  will  be  a-  most  gmtify- 
ing  duty  to  His  Excellency  to  bring  before  the  notice  of  His  Royal  Hi^hnt-ss  the 
Prince  Regent.,  Lieutenant-Colonel  Myers,  Deputy  Quarter-Mastrr-General,  was 
stationed  in  charge  of  Fort  Erie,  and  succeeded  in  completely  silencing  the  fire  of 
the  enemy,  drove  a  detachment  from  the  encampment  nenr  the  Black  Rock,  «?(- 
stroyed  a  barrack,  in  which  was  a  considerable  depot  of  ammunition.  Its  explosion 
must  have  killed  many.  Tlie  Caledonia,  lately  captured  by  the  enemy,  was  de« 
stroyed  at  her  moorings.  Licuteuant  Colonel  Myers  speaks  highly  of  the  discipline 
of  the  detachment  of  the  49th  regiment  under  Major  Ormsby,  and  of  the  skill  and 
spirit  with  w^ich  the  guns  were  sen'ed  under  Captain  Kirby  and  Lieutenant  Bry- 
Bon,  of  the  militia.  Essential  service  wn^  rendered  by  Brigade-Major  Evanv,  lef^  ia 
charge  of  Fort  George  ;  a  well-directed  fire  from  that  work  succerded  in  silencing 
the  enemy^s  battries  on  the  opposite  side.  Captain  Vigonreux,  royal  engiorertf, 
Colonel  Claus,  and  Captains  Powell  and  Cameron  of  the  militia,  were  zealous  ami 
Indefatigable  in  their  exertions,  particularly  in  extinguishing  fires  which  bmke  our 
in  the  Conrt-House  and  other  places,  from  red-hot  shot  fired  by  the  enemy.  Cap- 
tains Dennis  and  Williams,  of  the  flank  companies  of  the  49th  regiment.  Lave  par- 
licularly  distinguished  themselves  \  the  former  ofhrer  retained  the  command  of  his 
company  of  grenadiers  totheend  of  the  conflict,  though  suffering  seveicly  frona  his 
wound.  To  Captain  Holcroft,  of  the  royal  artillery,  the  highest  praise  is  due  fur 
his  successful  and  judicious  co-operation.  Tlie  well  directed  fire  of  the  nrtillrry, 
militia  as  well  as  regular,  is  the  best  proof  of  the  indefatigable  zeal  and  talents  of 
that  officer.  Major  Merrit,  commanding  the  Niagara  dragoons,  accompanied  and 
rendered  essential  assistance  with  part  of  his  corps.  Captain  A.  Hamilton,  be- 
loogiug  to  it,  was  disabled  from  riding,  and  attached  himself  to  t|je  guns,  under 
Captain  Holcrofl,  who  speaks  highly  of  his  activity  and  usefulnrss.  Lieutenant 
Crowther,  4 1st  regiment,  had  charge  of  two  field  pieces,  which  were  employed  with 
good  effect.  Captains  Derinzy  and  Bollock  are  represented  to  have  maiutainetl  tbt 
bigh  reputation  of  the  4ist  regiment,  in  the  detachment  under  their  resiiectivecom- 
nands.  Major-General  SheafTe  reports  having  received  essential  service  from  Cap. 
tain  Glegg,  the  Aide-de- Camp  to  M^jor-General  Brock,  Lieutenant  Fowler,  4]st 
regiment,  Depnty-Assistant-Quarter-Master-General,  and  Lieutenant  Kerr,  of  the 
Glengary  Light  infiintry  fencibles,  employed  with  the  flanking  party  of  Indians. 
Tb«  caiucal  atrvlcea  nad  Udenta  of  Lieutcmiut-Coloucl  Mncdonuel,  l^roviacia^ 
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Aklr-de-Cainp  and  Attoney-C^cacrjl  of  tUe  proriaco,  are  recorded  by  the  wust 
hOBoonible  testimony  of  the  gallant  General,  whose  stepa  be  followed  during  hie 
sliort  but  glorioiis  career,  nor  quilted  him  in  death.  Volvntcert  Shaw,  Thornton, 
and  Jarria,  aitncbcd  to  the  flank  companies  of  tbe  49th  refpment,  condnGted  Ibem-" 
selves  with  freat  spirit,  the  first  was  wounded  and  tbe  last  taken  prisoner.  Tbe 
Majur-Gencral  particnlarly  mentions  the  serrices  of  Lientennnt-Cokmela  Butler  and 
Clark  of  tbe  militia,  and  Captains  Hatt,  Durand,  Ruwe,  Applcf  artb,  James  Crooks, 
Cooper,  Rubert  Hamilton,  M*£wcn,  and  Duncan  Camer<in,  and  Lieutenant  RicL- 
anb'on,  audThomaH  Butler,  curaraanding  flank  compauies  of  the  Liuculn  and  York 
mnitia,  who  led  their  men  into  action  with  great  spirit.  The  Mijor.General  re- 
ports tbe  conduct  of  tbe  Indians  employed  on  this  occasion  as  meriting  tbe  bii^best' 
praise  for  their  good  order  and  spirit,  and  particularly  names  the  Chief,  Norton, 
«ho  was  wounded.  Several  gentlemen  rotnuteered  their  services  in  the  field,  and 
shared  In  the  honour  of  the  dny.  Mr.  Clinch  and  Mr.  IVilcov  were  nf  the  number, 
aad  tbe  Major-General  witneosed  the  zealous  conduct  of  many  others  not  named  in 
this  report.  Migor-General  SbeafTe  had  humanely  consented  to  a  cessation  of  of- 
feasivc  hostility,  on  tbe  solicitation  of  Major-General  Van  Ransellcr,  for  the  porposo 
•fallowing  tbe  Americans  to  remove  the  bodies  of  tbe  slain  and  wounded.

Ob  the  9th  tho  oocoij  drove  in  the  piqooia  of  M^oi>- 
dfoeral  Loof*a  brlcode  of  eovalry^  io  front  of  Alha  ^  and  M^jor- General  Long  vaa 
iMftfC  to  withdrow  his  troopa  thronfh  Albo  00  the  momiog  of  the  lOth.    In  the 
coorae  of  thtday,  tho  enemies  whole  army  approached  onr  pobitioua  on  the  Tornea, 
mi  tkftf  ottaeked  the  troopa  In  Alba  with  twenty  piecca  of  cannon  npd  a  consider- 
■|lo  iodj  of  infbatry.    They  made  no  impreasion  on  tbcn,  bowerer,  and  withdrew 
tho  coMoa  and  greater  part  of  the  troopa  on  tliat  nigbt,  nnd  tliia  attack  was  ncTcr 
ifatvod*    I  enclose  Lientenant-General  Hamilton*!  report  to  Sir  Rowland  Hilt  of 
IM  inaaactlona  at  Albn,  which  were  highly  creditable  to  the  troopa  employed. 
tnm  the  lOtb  till  the  I4tb  the  time  was  passed  in  rarious  recoonoisaanceS|  aa  well 
if  titt  Ibeda  of  theTonnea  as  of  the  position  which  the  troops  under  my  command 
ocesffed  OP  the  ri|bt  of  that  river,  in  front  of  Salamanca— Mid  on  the  utb  the 
cncaiy  crtwaed  that  river  in  force,  at  tbfce  fords  near  Lucinaa^  about  two  leoguca 
above  Allm.    I  immediately  broke  up  from  St.  Christoval,  and  ordered  the  troopa  to 
move  towiirda  Arapiles  ;  and  as  soon  as  1  bad  ascertained  thedirectioo  of  the  ene- 
my^a  march  from  the  furds,  I  moved  with  the  second  dirision  of  iu|antry,  and  all 
the  cavnirj  I  could  collect,  to  attack  tbem  ;  leaving  Lieutenant-General  8ir  Row- 
land  Hill  with  the  fourth,  and  Lieutenant-General  Hamilton's  dirisiona,  in  firoutof 
Albn,  to  protect  this  movement,  and  the  ad  divisiuu  in  rcseive  on  the  Arapiles,  to 
fecaro  the  possession  of  that  position.    The  enemy,   bowercr,  were  alremly  t«io 
namerona,  and  too  strunoly  posted  at  Moxavbes  to  be  attacked  \  and  1  confiord 
myself  to  n  cannonade  of  tbeir  cavalry,  under  cover  of  whivh  1  reconnoitred  their 
position.    In  the  evening  I  withdrew  all  the  troops  from  the  neighbourhood  of  AK 
ha  to  the  Arapiles,  leaving  a  small  Spkiuiiih  garrison  in   the  castle,  and  hat'iug  d^ 
ftroycd  the  bridge.    In  the  course  of  the  night  nnd/ollowing  murniiig  I  moved  the 
greateat  part  of  the  troops  through  Salamanca  ;  and  placed.  Lie uteQUttt-Gen*rul  Sir 
Edward  Paget  with  the  1st  divisiim  of  infantry  on  the  right,  at  AldcaTtjada,  in 
order  to  secure  thut  passage  fcr  the  troops  over  the  Zungutn,  in  case  the  move- 
menta  of  the  enemy  on  onr  right  flank  should  render  iit  ncrvscary  fur  mc  to  mako 
choice  cither  of  giviog  up  oiy  commuuication  with  Ciudad  Rodrigo  or  Salnmaucn. 
Oa  the  I5tb,  in  the  morning,  1  fouud  the  enemy  fortifying  their  pusition  at  Moaar* 
bet,  which  they  had  taken  up  the  night  before  •,  at  the  same  time  that  they  wire 
moving  l>odics  of  cavalry  amd  infantry  towards  their  own  left,  and  to  ovr  communis 
citioDS  with  Cindad  Rodrigo.    It  was  obvious  that  it  was  the  eui.my*s  intention  to 
a(t  opon  our  communlcntions ;  and  os  they  were  too  stroug,  and  too  strongly 
posted  for  me  to  think  of  attacking  tbem,  1  determined  to  move  npon  Cimlad  Rod- 
rigo.    I  therefore  put  the  army  iu  march  iu  three  columns,  and  crossed  theZnngaeo, 
aad  then  passed  the  encm>*s  left  flank,  and  encamped  that  night  on  tho  Vamusn. 
We  continued  our  march  successively  vn  the  i6tb,  17th,  mtb,  and  this  day,  when 
-  part  pf  the  army  crossed  the  .Ag^cda,  and  the  «  hole  will  cross  that  riYer  to-mOrrow. 
The  enemy  followed  our  mwvement  on  the  iGth,  with  a  large  body,  pmbahiy  the 
«hule  of  the  cavalry,  and  n  cousii  I  arable  body  of  Infantry,  hot  they  did  not  attempt 
tu  preaa  npon  our  rear.    They  took  advantage  uf  the  gronnd  to  cannonade  oar  rear- 
g^ardj  conaistingof  the  light  division,  under  Mn>er'Generai  Charles  Alten,  on  tho

.  wliklH  silMc  tbf  iMb^'lias  b«ca  worae.tbaa  I  t^ve  ev«r  known  atthis  scnnDo  of  tbe 
)fcar.  I nnaorry  lo n4i,  Ibnt  w« hnve  hnd  tbn nMtlbrtnne  to loie  Ii«utCIlant-Gro^ 
Mi  Sir  Edward  PafCtfirho  waa  taken  priaooer  on  tke.  ijtk.  He  commanded  tjbc 
oentre>rol«nn,  and  the  fail  of  rain-%aviof  frently  iajared  the  roadi  and  awelledtbe 
KT«leta»ther«watBninterTnl  kctween  tbe  sth  and  7th  diviiiona  <»f  infiutry..  Sir 
Edward  rode  to  tbe  rear  alone,  to  diacoTcr  the  canae  of  tbia  intcrral,  and»  at  tbe 
iH)nd  pataed  tkroof^  a  wood,  either  a  detachment  of  the  enemy*!  cavalQ-  Jiad  |o( 
ofM*  the  road,  or  henriascd  tbe  road,  and  felt  into  their  band*  in  tbe  wood,  i  pi- 
^ratand  that  Sir  Edward  waa  not  wounded,  but  I  cannot  vnflicicntiy  mgvet  th«Ion 
of  hfa  aitlatanec  at  tiiia  noaicitt.  In  my  diipatcb  of  the  7th  inat.  I  comtmomc^.rd 
toyourLordahip  my  opinion  of  the  Btrrufifh  of  the  enemy,  aa  <ar^  Xcon^jn^r 
of  Itlhim  the  rrporta  I  h«d  receired,  and  from  whot  1  had  K^eOt  I  barf  aiare 
learnt  that  <3eneral  Caffardili,  with  the  army  of  the  Nortbt  rertainl?  rcnkaimd 
joined  with  the  army  of  Portnral.  J'tteph  Baonaparte  left  Madrid  on  tbo  aU^  init. 
nodHrrivcdntPenarandaontbe  8th,  leaving  at  Madrid  the  civil  anthoritief-of.  his 
fCOTernnent,  and  a  small  gnrrlBon.  These  anth(»rities  and  troops  cracoatcd  Nad- 
ridon  the  7th,  and  marched  for  Castile;  and  Colonel  Don  Juan  Palarea  the  Medi- 
co took  posBession  of  that  city.  Yoar  Lordship  will  hare  seen  General  BaIlasl<rof*i 
letter  of  the  S4th  of  October,  to  the  Regency,  from  wbirh  yon  will  observe,  Ihat  lit 
had  disobeyed  the  orders  of  tbe  Governnirnt,  given  to  him  at  my  sngfcatioa,  to 
march  into  La  Mancha  and  hang  upon  the  enemy^a  left  flank,  becnose  the  ftegeafy 
and  Cortes  had  offered  me  the  chief  cummand  of  the  Spanish  armies.  Tbe  whole 
of  the  enemy's  disposable  forre  in  Spain  was  therefore  upon  the  Tonnes  In  the  mid- 
dle of  this  month ;  and  they  were  certainly  not  less  than  80,000  men,  bnt  aiare 
probably  ()n,000  ;  of  these,  io,000  were  cavalry  ;  and  as  the  army  of  Pdrtagsl 
alone  bad  lOO  pieces  of  cannon,  it  ia  probable  that  they  bad  not  less  In  nil  the  atmlrt 
than  300  pieces.

The  enemy,  af^er  this  affair,  of  which  I  had  the  honour  to  transmit  to  your  LAdship 
a  report  in  my  dispatch,  retreated  behind  the  river  Bfoza.  Buonaparte  waa  not  heard 
of  out  of  Moscow  or  its  vicinity  till  after  this  period.  The  only  detachment  of  any 
importance  made  by  the  French  in  a  northern  direction  was  the  one  stationed  at  Oe- 
metriuff,  which  was  recalled  in  ^reat  haste,  as  soon  as  the  evacuation  of  Moscov 
was  determined  on.  The  Russians  occupied  the  latter  city  on  the  2^d  of  October, 
with  the  loss  of  Licnteuant-General  Winzingerode,  most  treacherously  carried  off 
with  his  Aide  de-camp,  Captain  Narishkin,  while  advanced  with  a  flag  of  ^cc  to 
remonstrate  against  a  protracted  and  unnecessary  resistance  on  the  part  of  the  rev- 
guard.  On  the  24th  Oct.  the  French  army  was  reconnoitred  by  an  officer  of  Cos- 
sacks belonging  to  the  corps  of  I^Toscow,  who  saw  four  camps,  one  on  the  new  Ka- 
louga road,  near  Borofsk,  and  three  en  the  left  bank  of  the  t^tva.  In  the  night 
of  the  94th  of  October,  General  Doroeoff  was  ordered  to  occupy  Mala-Jaroslaff,  a 
post  town  on  the  new  Kalonga  road,  between  Bnrofsk  and  that  place ;  the  general 
already  found  it  occupied  in  force  by  a  French  detachment ;  a  rery  obstinate  con- 
test immediately  took  place,  in  the  course  of  which  the  troops  on  both  sides  were 
reinforced,  and  the  town  was  taken  and  retaken  eleven  times.  Ths  Marshal  in  tbo 
mean  while  put  his  army  in  motion  by  the  left,  and  arrived  at  Mara. Jaroalaff,  es- 
tablishing  his  head-qnarters  two  wrests  to  the  southward  of  that  town,  which  waa 
burned,  and  detaching  a  considerable  corps  under  General  Platow,  to  Mcdiaa 
on  his  left,  where  he  took  eleven  pieces  of  cannon,  and  left  the  tiiwn 
with  dead.

Major  Nicholas  was  born  at  Asliton  Keynee,  near  Cricklade,  in  Wilt<p 
sliirc,  on  the  1 2th  day  of  December,  1 785.   He  waa  the  third  son  of  Ro« 
bcTt  Nicholas,  Esquire,  formerly  member  for  Cricklade,  and  man}'  yean 
chairman  of  tlie  board  of  excise,  by  Charlotte,  the  sixth  daughter  of 
Admiral  Sir  Thomas  Frankland,  Raronet.     On  his  father^s  side  he  wu 
collaterally  related  to  Sir  Edward  Nicholas,  principal  secretary  of  State 
to  C-hurles  the  First  and  Second ;  and  un  his  mother^s  was  lineally  deir 
cended  from  the  )*rotecter,  Cromwell.      He  received  his  grammatical 
education  at  Mr.  Newcomers  school  at  Hnckney»  and  was  admitted,  upon 
tlio  nomination  of  the  Marquess  Cornwall  is,  a  Cadet  of  Woolwich  Aca* 
demy,  the  end  of  the  year  17d9«     He  obtained  his  commisrion  of  Lieiw 
tenant  of  Engineem  in  1(^01,  and  was  lirtjit  on  duty  at  Dover,  dnriiig 
thf  formation  of  the  great  works  upon  the  western  heights,  betwixt  180X 
Hiul  1 H05.    In  the  spring  of  160G  he  wai»  ordered  to  atteiMl  the  expeditiofa 
to  Sicily  ;  and  in  the  interval  of  this  time  to  his  death,  he  was  enifaced- 
in  eleven  actions,  viz:  St.  Enph€niia,]\laida,  Rob'Cttalst  an<l2d,  Bagnora^ 
Alexandria,  Scylla  1st  and  ^d,  Alcanitz,  fiaros&a,  and  Badiijos. 

At  the  battle  of  Maida,  he  had  his  boat-cloak  bhot  through,  and  wa^ 
bimself  unhonsed.      He  descriln^s  it  thus, — From  Monteleone  in  Cala— - 
bria,  1 1th  July,   180(t.      "  We  landed  on  the  first  of  July  with  600(^ 
mon,  fully  ex|K?ctin^  the  Calabrian  peasantry  to  join  us,  even  to  a  man  ^ 
but  utter  waiting  tlnxe  or  four  day^i.  nnd  not  limiin^  our  army  much  i 
crcasod  bv  thei'alabn^e,  w*hiUt  that  of  the  ewcmv  was  increa^iiisr  ever 
day,  by  a  roUc«'iioii  of  his  soaticrtd  fcvop.  we  dt-tcrmincd  to  engage  him 
before   he  should   become  too  nnnitrous  for  our  small  armv  :  we  then>- 
tVro  marehed  t'loiu  our  qu»rt<  :>  a  it: tit  after  miduiLi't,   and  arrived  ia 
Ir.'iix  o\'  our  i:»tiiiy  on  tisr  4«h  ci  Ji;!;. .  at  half  past  e:i:ht,  a.   ro.

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CQDtact  with  each  other,  that  the  French  light  infantry  turned  and  fled* 
The  blaugbter  ivhich  ensued,  was  decisive ;  the  spot  was  corerecl  with 
tlieir  killed  and  wounded.  Our  men  followed  tbem,  and  in  less  than 
three  hours  had  destroyed  nearly  the  vhole  corps.  Bnt  this  charge  was 
the  beginning  of  the  battle  ou  our  right  ;  for  soon  after  the  light  in- 
fiintry  had  arrived,  a  most  heavy  and  destructive  fire  from  our  left  and 
centre  was  kept  np  for  an  hour,  when  they  began  gradually  to  retire. 
Their  cavalry  made  some  attempt  to  charge ;  but  our  lads  huzzaed 
themastiiey  came  on,  when  they  always  retired.  We  followed  up  our 
victory  for  a  mile  or  two,  und  then  halted,  our  troops  being  fatigued, 
and  the  enemy  flying  in  all  directions. 

The  riding  and  galloping  over  the  dead  and  limbless  was  shocking 
work*  Our  loss  was  small  compared  with  theirs.  They  had  killed 
about  600j  wounded  and  taken  the  first  day ;  the  4th,  about  700 ;  but 
so  many  have  been  taken  since,  that  we  have  now,  the  11th,  1500  wound- 
•d  and  prisoners,  not  iucluding  4  or  500  in  small  villages  and  posts,  who 
have  surrendered.  One  return  is  63  killed,  and  S40  missing.  1  can  only 
account  for  this  diflereuce  in  killed,  by  our  men  firing  low,  and  the  ene* 
my  high  ;  their  shots  general ly  going  over  the  soldiers*  heads  and  falling  in 
the  rear,  which  made  our  staff  and  mounted  officers*  situation  more  danger* 
«us ;  and  it  is  the  greatest  miracle,  how  30  or  40  ofHcers  riding  about  to  the 
rear  of  a  line  engaged,  never  further  than  fifty  yards  from  the  men,  and  ge- 
neraUy  closer,  should  escape  ;  however,  we  were  all  very  fortunate.  Sir 
JiohB  Stuart  was  struck  in  the  l>oot  and  on  the  saddle,  and  was  once  thrown 
firom  his  horse,  bv  a  shell  that  fell  under  his  horse's  fuet.  I  was  flose  to 
him  at  the  moment.  He  was  not  hurt.  One  horse  was  shot  (Lefebvre's)  ; 
but  I  had  tiie  most  narrow  escape  of  any  ;  u  cannon-ball  carried  away 
my  htrge  boat-cloak  and  |)ad,  which  wai  strapped  on  beliind  ray  sad- 
die,  which  by  the  shock  was  thrown  on  one^  side ;  and  my  horse,  rearing 
and  plunging,  threw  me  on  the  ground;  however  no  accident  happened 
but  ti\e  loss  of  my  cloak.  A  f;fw  iuches  more  must  have  carried  .away 
the  whote  of  my  hind  quarters  ;  but  the  shot  (of  small  calibre)  passing 
through  the  cloak,  whicli  was  very  large,  and  lined  with  green  baize,  lost 
its  effect  in  going  by  me.  Hud  my  cloak  not  been  there,  I  should  have 
been  disabled.  The  sliot  only  passing  so  near  luy  body  was  suflicient  ta 
destrov  me. 

Some  thousand  pounds  have  been  taken,  perhaps  eitjht  or  ten  ;  but 
much  is  still  concealed  ;  and  i  feor  we  arc  too  lenient  to  discover  it.  Sol- 
diers must  never  reckon  on  prize-money.  We  are  now  in  possession  of 
the  whole  of  luwor  Calabria ;  have  so  far  reduced  the  French  forces,  that 
they  cannot  tu;^a;^e  us  again,  until  reinforcements  arrive  from  Naples, 
and  the  Nortiiward,  which  it  will  Ix;  folly  to  wait  for;  as  they  will  pour 
down  in  niiinhevs,  and  >vith  the  peasantry,  not  sufficiently  w  our  favour, 
with  our  small  force  wa  sliould  ultimately  be  the  sufferers  :  therefore 
^lie  sooner  we  embark  the  better.      We  iiave  beuteu  their  Egyptiaa

bra«^giiT(^GenerHly  and  he  can  never  again  hold  up  his  head.  He  bad  the 
most  utter  contempt  for  the  English  by  land,  and  had  instilled  into  his 
troops  the  same  ideas. 

We  followed  him  twenty  or  thirty  miles,  but  he  fled  before  ns  ;  and  it 
would  have  been  folly  to  liave  pursued  a  flying  enetny  (whoae  troops 
can  alwax-s  move  quicker  than  ourn)  and  harrassing  our  men  with  the 
prospect  only  of  taking  some  more  prisoners,  who  might  be  stragglinf 
in  their  rear, — we  have  therefore  been  content  with  our  victory,  hare  le- 
tired  towards  the  Faro,  and  I  believe  the  intention  is,  soon  to  retam  to 
Sicily. 

Never  did  a  General  get  so  well  out  of  a  scrape;  the  countiy  nol 
joining  our  standard  in  suflUcient  numbers,  and  the  enemy  being  nearly 
double  what  was  ex^tected,  put  us  in  a  situation,  from  which  nothing 
but  tl>e  bravery  of  our  troopfi  could  rescue  us.  We  have  gained  as 
great  a  battle  as  eve.r  wiis  contended  for ;  our  line  was  never  brokeu  ; 
mud  what  perhaps  the  annals  of  military  history  could  never  before  re* 
)ate,-:-<-Two  regiments  were  on  the  full  charge  against  each  other,  each  (I 
conclude,  till  the  moment  they  turned)  determined  on  each  otbers  de- 
struction to  a  man.  If  this  does  not  shew  the  consumomle  bravery  of 
a  British  soldier,  what  can  ?  The  French  made  certainly  an  excellent 
and  iine  charge,  and  the  men  were  little  strong  fellows ;  but  oart  were 
better.  Had  I  been  a  private  soldier  on  that  day,  1  could  uot  now  taj 
so  much  ;  but  I  was  a  mere  spectator,  galloping  about,  carrying  orders, 
Ice— and  am  at  liberty  to  extol  the  bravery  of  the  day.  I  have  now  seeii^ 
a  great  battle,  and  undergone  two  weeks  hard  campaigning,  and  mnst 
say  that  a  soldier^s  life  during  active  duty  before  an  enemy  is  laborious 
in  the  extreme ;  and  their  spirits  can  only  be  kept  up  by  continually 
leading  them  to  action  and  victory.  As  we  are  now  to  return  to  Sicily, 
1  care  not  how  soon  (after  haying  finished  my  tour  of  that  island)  I  return 
to  you,  to  amuse  you  all  with  anecdotes  and  my  brown  phiz.  I  never 
was  so  fatigned  as  when  I  got  on  my  horse  to  march  to  the  field  :  I  bad 
been  on  horseback  the  whole  day  before,  returning  only  at  seven  o^clock 
on  the  evening  of  the  3d,  when  I  got  some  bread  and  cheeseandwine  ;  and 
St  half  past  eight  was  ordered  to  post  a  regiment  in  a  wood  in  the  dark, 
from  whi'jh  I  did  not  return  till  eleven.  I  then  laid  down  for  an  bour 
under  a  tree  by  my  horses,  and  was  waked  at  twelve  by  the  General's  ser- 
vants to  mount,  as  the  army  was  to  move  in  half  an  hour.  I  was  seven 
days  without  taking  off  my  clothes,  sleeping  with  a  blanket  and  cloak 
(until  I  lost  that)  under  the  busihes.  Such  is  a  soldier's  life  in  a  cam« 
paign,  in  an  unpolished  country  like  the  south  of  Italy.  It  was  on  the 
plains  of  Maid'a,- and  the  battle  is  therefore  so  called.*' 

In  the  same  month  he  was  at  the  taking  of  Scylla  castle.  Of  that 
^icge  he  wiote  thus,  "  nobody  can  judi^e  of  the  fatigue  who  has  not  ex« 
perienced  it:  I,  though   an  Assistant-Quarter-Master-General,  turned 

giueer  dgaiu,  aud  to  give  you  an  idea  of  it,  at  first  starting,  I  wm  90 
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hours  without  moviog  off  the  batteries.;  beginning  tlie  Sd  p.  m.  one 
day,  working  all  night  and  tiU  1^  next  day;  up  at  three  next  morning, 
working  till  three  in  the  afternoon,  and  so  on.  Two  days  ai'tcr  the  cat- 
tle surrendered  1  was  obliged  to  go  to  Messina,  having  a  slight  attack  of 
the  fevei^:  however,  having  taken  it  in  time,  lam  now  nearly  well,  and 
expect  to  be  out  to-morrow  or  next  day.  1  have  got  out  of  bed,  and  co- 
vered myself  with  a  blanket,  to  write  this  letter.  Immediately  I  au\ 
well,  I  shall  reinstate  my  equipage;  and. I  will  not  be  so  modest  in  my 
feqneit  for  leave  to  see  antiquities  as  I  was  when  last  near  Naples." 

Soon  afterwards  he  was  selected  by  General  Sir  John  Moore,  to  make 
the  tour  of  Sicily  witli  him  and  Lieutenant-Colonel  Banbury;  and  upoti 
hit  retum  going  with  the  Expedition  to  Egypt,  on  the  2Gth  of  March 
fbllowing  he  wrote  from  Alexandria — *'  We  landed  on  the  l6th  with 
1,100  men  to  the  west  of  Alexandria.  In  the  night  of  the  18th  stormed 
the  Turkish  outworks  and  intrenchments  and  drove  them  within  their 
walls.  They  came  out  to  capitulate  on  the  Slst.  We  entered  on  tlie 
122d.  Had  we  had  all  our  force,  we  should  have  taken  every  thing  by 
storm  with  the  bayonet  that  ni^ht.  The  remainder  of  the  army  lauded 
and  came  up  to  us  after  the  capitulation.  We  had  therefore  all  the  ho^ 
Bour,  &C.  Three  frigates,  one  corvette,  three  hundred  pieces  of  cannon, 
one  hundred  and  fifty  of  which  were  brass.  The  first  seven  days  I  never 
pulled  off  my  clothes  or  changed  my  linen,  and  lived  on  the  soldier's  ra- 
tion. Our  transports  could  not  land  any  thing  but  some  few  casks  of 
pork  and  biscuit,"  Soon  after  the  taking  of  Alexandria,  upon  the  31st 
of  April,  he  says,  *^  We  landed  in  this  country  ignorant  of  its  politics^ 
and  the  disposition  of  its  different  tribes,  who  had  the  possession  of  it ;  wc 
had  been  led  to  expect,  since  our  arrivel,  that  the  Mamelukes  would  join 
us;  but  they  have  never  appeared.  We  took  possession  of  Alexandria  by 
surprise,  but  found  that  we  could  not  exist  there  while  the  enemy  was 
in  possession  of  the  adjoinin'g  country,  who  cut  off  all  our  supplies.  A 
detachment  of  our  army,  under  the  command  of  Mujor-Geueral  Wai- 
chope,  consisting  of  1,400  men,  with  four  light  field-pieces  (4-pounders; 
inarched  to  Rosetta.  I  accompanied  this  force.  We  were  led  to  expect 
by  those  whom  government  had  pointed  out  as  the  most  able  men  to 
give  us  all  the  information  necessary,  that  this  town  had  but  few  troops, 
and  would  fall  an  easy  prey  into  our  hands ;  but  the  result  was  far  other- 
wise. The  town  is  surrounded  by  sand-hilts,  under  cover  of  which  we 
mounted  up  to  the  the  walls,  and  drew  up  our  men  on  the  west  ridge 
towards  the  town,  where  we  found  the  exterior  walls  all  conne(;ted  and 
enclosed,  pierced  with  small  holes,  just  big  enough  for  their  muskets, 
from  which  they  fired  in  tremendous  vollies,  and  in  perfect  securi- 
ty ;  our  men  falling  in  great  numbers.  Tins  exposure  was  soon  found 
imprudent ;  and  the  men  laid  down  on  their  faces,  just  under  the  ridge,^ 
ready  to  jump  up  if  the  enemy  should  come  out.  However  this  was  no^ 
gaining  our  object.     The  town  was  to  be  taken.     The  men  had  only  6^ 
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rounds  of  amniunitioo,  part  of  which  had  already  been  erpeBdedin  skir-* 
mishiDg  before  we  came  op,  and  a  propoftion  bad  been  fired  at  those 
walls  from  whence  the  destruction  came.  ^ 

We  now  moved  a  short  distance  to  another  part  of  the  to^n  ;  wber^ 
we  were  told  by  onr  gnidcs  there  was  an  opening  into  the  sitre6ts»    W€ 
again  mounted  the  ridge,  and  charged  down  with  tialf  our  force  direetly 
to  the  walls ;  where  we  found  a  little  door  barricadoed,  which  with  ioiae^ 
diAculty  we  forced  open^  and  our  men  entered  b%'  one  aud  two;  tboMf 
remaining  outside  falling  rery  fast;  at  la^t  we  got  800  or  109O  mcB  ttM 
the  town.     But  the  scene  became  more  bloody  aud  melancholy  tlNm  be^ 
fore  ;  every  door,  window,  and  entrance,  was  equally  stopped  an^secmdy 
as  the  outside  ;  and  in  breaking  open  the  door  of  one  house  they  wcfS 
knocked  down  from  the  windows  of  the  next.      One  General  commaod'* 
hug  was  soon  killed,  having  receiiTd  three  wounds  before  he  fell ;  our 
second  m  command,  wounded  and  blinded  ;  our  ammunition  expended^ 
a&d  two  of  our  gunv  taken.      Nothing  was  then  to  be  done  but  to  con* 
suit  with  our  wounded  General,  who  was  lying  on  his  side,  on  the  oat* 
side  of  the  walls.      We  agreed  to  retire :  for  it  waar  soon  fbmid  that  ba^ 
yonets  and   empty  poaches  would  not  take  a  town  of  this  descriptioif.' 
The  troops  had  so  divided  themselves  in  the  streets  (which  were  not  mertf 
than  ten  feet  wide,  but  with  buildings  of  fifty  feet  high)    that  not  more 
than  half  the  men  heard  of  the  retreat.      We  therefore  placed  a  druDN 
boy  belli nd  a  tree,  and  made  him  beat  the  retreat  to  his  comrades,  whs 
remained  in  tlie  town;  who  at  last  came  out  ranning  the  gauntlet  froai 
the  walls  to  the  ridge,  where  we  were  waiting  for  them.   Some  few  of  ouf 
men  had  got  into  one  or  two  of  the  houses  ;  but  on  entering  the  lower 
floor  the  battle  was  not  lialf  over;  for  they  had  to  fight  their  way  iuts 
the  upper,  aud  so  on  to  the  top.     We  now  retreated  towards  the  sea,  be* 
ing  able  to  carry  but  few   of  our  wounded  with  us  ;    those   remaining 
were  barbarously  butchered  by  the  Turk^,   whose  cavalry  cnme  out  ami 
deliberately  cut  off  llio  heads  of  our  poor  lielpless  comrades.     WeseiC 
our  wounded  round  to  Alexandria  by  the  men  of  war's  boats  ;  and,  hav^ 
ing  got  more  ammunition  from  the  niivy,  beu^an  onr  marcii  wifh  heavy* 
hearts  homewards,  liavini^   lost  one  (.General  killed,  one  wounded,  wh<^ 
tvas  carried  down  on  a  camel  to  tlie  rjea-side,  and  five  hundred  and  Bfb^^ 
men  killed  and  woundctl. 

On  entering  Alexandria,  we  found  another  detachment  of  the  army, 
rather  stroujxer,  orcicrcJ  to  j)roceed  to  Rosttta,  with  a  strong  force  of  ar<* 
tillery,  to  destroy  tlio  town  ;  the  whole  5triMiu;tli  about  two  tliousand  two 
hundred.  Of  course  it  was  not  my  turn  to  go  with  tins  force  ;  I  applied  i 
was  refused;  applied  a;^ain,  statin;^  modestly  tliat  I  miii;ht  be  of  some 
service  from  knowing  the  situations,  &c.  This  succeeded  ;  all  heads  of 
departments  went ;  as  in  fact  it  was  the  main  body  of  the  army  now  in 
motion.  We  arrived  a^aiu  before  Rosetta  ;  but  a  different  system  of  at* 
fack  was  to  be  adhered  to.     Wc  were  to  dcktroy'thc  town  with  sliot  and 
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shell.      We  made  batteries  innumerable  ;  but  the  difficulty  of  hriiigiog 

shot  aad  vhelli  from  Alexandria  prevented  our  keeping  up  so  hot  a  fire 

-as    ire   could   wish.      We   continued  in  Uum  povition  before  the  towUi 

amongft  tlie  saud-hills,  from  the  S9d  of  March  to  the  21»t  of  April ;  the 

Tnrka  maJcing  sorties*  and  annoying  us  vrith  shot  and  shell  daily  during 

the  wliole  time.     Whenever  they  came  out,  we  always  drove  ihem  ;  but 

our  force  diminished  daily.   We  lest  in  these  skirmishes,  and  by  shot  and 

dhdUv  about  ten  men  a  day.  But  the  melancholy  facts  are  to  come.  One 

General  was  wounded  early  in  the  siege  slightly.      We  bad  detached 

A  party  of  3<K>  men  to  a  strong  post  (EUHame<l),  or  rather  pass,  by  which 

reinforcements  might  come  either  into  the  town  or  attack  us  in  the  rear* 

The  Turks,  at  iirst,  appeared  in  small  numbersr  in  front  of  this  position, 

chiefly  cavalry.     We  augmented  our  force  there  to  five  hundred,  and  as 

they  appeared  in.  greater  strength   we  increased  it  to  seven  hundred. 

Uowerec,  on  the  morning  of  the  21st«  we  received  a  note  from  the  cota^ 

jnandiug  ofiicer  of  thai  post,  saying,  that  fifty  or  sixty  large  boats  called 

Xserma* .which  can  contain  about  one  hundred  and  fifty  men  each,  in  all 

MX  or  .seven  thousand  men,  iiud  come  down  the  Nile,  and  were  landing 

in. front  of  tlieir  position  ;  and  that  he  should  prepare  to  retire  iipon  ug 

(the  distance  between  us  about  three  miles,  and  a  large  sandy  plain)* 

We  saw  directly  there  was  nothing  foi:- it,  but  to  fight  our  way  back  ts 

Alexaiidrin.      We  immediately  preparetl  to  join  our  comradei;,  who^  we 

concluded,  were  coming  towards. usi     V\>  blew  up  our gani>owder,  spik* 

e«l  all  our  guiis,iu  fact  deiltrojjred  all  we  could  not  carry  away,  and  were 

off  in.  two  hours  after  receiviiig  bis  note.     The  sight  was  beautiful.  They 

foll«w«5fl  Us  from  the  t()\vn,  we.  iletiriug  in  the  highest  order,  keeping  at « 

distance,  iitto  the  plain;  where  we  formed  a  hollow  square,  placing  our 

baj^gage  and  wounded  in  the  middle.-     The   covalry  now  came  out  of 

the  town,  beautifully  mounted.      Wd  continued  marching  in  this  fomi 

> towards; out  comrades,  through  the  plain  ;  the  cavalry  galloping  round. 

aad  round  us,  but  could  make  no  impression.     As  we  halted  we  gave 

rthem  tome  tliots  Jrom  the  few  guos  we  brought  away,  which  always  dis* 

pcrs^xi  them«  whenever  they  had  collected,  as  if  to  make  a  charge*    Our 

JElrHaiped  detachment  had  been  seen,  from  tlie  hills  near  Rosetta,  about 

mn  hour  before  tb'the  pbia,  in  a  square ;  the  cavalry  repeatedly  charging 

^^hem,-  and  as  often  dhven  back  by  their  bayonets— our  comrades  could 

^ot  be  fodud  when.'  we  arrivM  ^  the  spot ;  but  we  saw  ^e  Turkish  ca* 

vali^  bfldnging  to  the  great  force,  feeding  their  horses  near  the  hill,  with 

the^gt^test  unconcern,  close  to  the  positiou  wh^re  our  troops  had  beeu 

posted.     We  were  now  puzzled  in  the  extreme,  not  finding  our  brother 

^dierii,  who  had  beeVi  lighting  so  gallantly  an  hour  or  two  before,  ^very 

inoioent  in  hopes  of  seeing  us  come  up  to  their  relief,  the  enemy  in  posr 

wemw^  of  Uie  strong  pa.s6,  and  not  a  vestage  of  a  re4*coat  to  be  seen  iu 

aay  direciioo.    ^\'e  tfould  not  advance  against  so  superior  a  force,  and  in 

■  pMsettiqupf  the  strong  hold.     We  concluded  they  wpre  all  c\it  to  piecfv 
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or  takea  priioaera  after  having  fired  away  all  their  ammanitioii,  wbik  ia 
hollow  iqaare  ;  the  Torks  then  either  remaiuing  at  a  distance^  and  kill* 
ing  them  likeciow*;  or,  having  completely  sorrouuded  them  and  orer- 
powered  them  with  mimbers.  We  coiild  do  no  more  than  make  the  best 
oi  onv  way  home.  -  The  main  body  never  attacked  us :  they  were  either 
too  mach  ocoupied  by- those •bra^t  fellows,  or  were  afr^d  to  meet  as  ia 
the  plain. 

To- this  moment,  the  3 1st,  we  are  ignorant  of  their  fate.  ColonA 
Macleod  cammanded ;  they  consisted  of  De  Ro1le*s  light  infintry ,  TStli 
grenadiers,  d5th  light  in^ntry,  three  companies  of  De  Holiest,  atid4ne 
or  two  other  companies  of  the  TBth,  and  another  company  (I  forget  of 
which). .  De  Rollers  light  company  had  been  nearly  cut  to  pieces  the dsjr 
before  by  the  Turkish  cavalry. 

AVeare  now  in  Alexandria,  having  lost  about  fifteen  hundred  men, sue 
-GeneiaV killed,  and  two  wounded,  Walchope,  Stewart,  and  Mcde. 
The  latter  has  lost  an  eye,  the  former  wounded  slightly  in  the  sns. 
To  the  first  expedition  I  went  an  Engineer,  and  Assistant-Quartei^Mst- 
ter^eneral  to  the  second ;  was  second  in  both,  but  was  soon  at  the  top 
again,  for  Green  and  Bnrgoyne  had  been  obliged  from  illness  to  retarato 
Alexandria.  I  had  done  nothing  bat  in  my  own  profession  throngh  the 
wliole,  nor  will  I  trouble  the  Quarter-MasterwGeneral's  office  so  longv 
there  is  a  sand*bag  or  a  platform  to  be  laid. 

*    We  are  now  to  fight  our  last  battle,  if  they  come  down  upon  us  witfits 
these  old  wallsi  .  Wlmt  with  illness  and  slanghter,  we  have  not  nore 
than  three  tlioocisnd  four  hnndred  men  ;  the  greater  part  foreigners  sod 
Sicilians,  not  to  be  depended  upon  as  I  know.      I  have  not  slept  in  my 
bed  ten  times  since  I  have  been  in  Egypt.     We   have  cut  through  the 
canal  again,  and  a  tough  job  it  has  been,  I  assure  you.      The  Swedish 
engineer  who  had  repaired  it,  had  formed  it  in  the  strongest  manner,-* 
with  immense  piles  caissons  of  stone,  &c.  (all  to  be  removed)  andanittt" 
ynense  body  of  fat  Nile  black  clay  besides.     If  we  were  in  quiet  posiei* 
sion  of  this  country,  I  should  not  dislike  remaining  here  some  montbi* 
but  in  a*  very  short  time  it  will  be  miserable.     Our  supplies  cut  off,  ^^ 
are  already  ordered  to  buy  but  a  certain  quantity  of  bread  per  day,  9V^ 
shall  soon  l>e  reduced  to  biscuit  and  salt  pork.     But  I  hope  govemme^ 
wi4l  soou  M«al  ourremainiog  force,  or  else  reinforce  us  with  ten  thcF'^ 
Mud  weii«  and  every  thing  in  proportion.     The  Turks  have  already  scr^ 
to  A\\  they  will  allow  us  to  retire  quietly  from  the  country  ;  but  if  i^^ 
T««MicH  that  tliey  will  come  down  with  their  whole  force  and  destr^^ 
cv<efv  uiaM.^* 

A  dAruuMMacemust  not  here  be  omitted,  which,  though  not  mentior^ 
«  v>«  luusslf.  ia  engraved  on  the  mind  and  memory  of  the  excellent  gc^ 
who  has  since  mentio^ied  it  with  great  feeling.— When 
dangeffonsly  wounded  in  the  eye.  Major  Nicholas, 
.^  i^iiia»  Janes,  bore  him  in  their  arms  out  of  iJtiHt  scene  of  cti^ 
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Mttge  in  the  streett  of  RosetU,  and  placed  him  on  the  csUnel  which  cai^ 
riad  him  to  Alezandria.      And  itiis  rehiarkahle  that  that; gallant  ofltioer« 
Capfain  Jamea  (son  of  Sir  Walter  James)  fell  at  Badajns  jv^tf  befibrehim»: 
aiid  woa  buried  close  to  Major  ;Ni<^Ia4^  on  the  top  of  .the  great  ;brett<^' 

The  taro  nnfortuaate  affaJraiitRo^ia  were  not  of  a  ailture  to  call  for> 
any  mention!  of  the  great  merit  icKsplayeA  by  onr  officers  and  men  ;  **  btft; 
bad  they  been  sncccisfnl  in  the-seoond-attack/*  8aysMajor:NrchoIa8,'*5,i' 
am  ooiifident  I  should  haVe  been  mehtionU  in  handiott«r'term8:by  Gc«ft' 
nenl  Stewart,  from  the  kind  and  flattering  retearks'. he faiadb  to  me  lor 
mj  activity  at  the' batteriesy  and.  as'l'  was:  senior'^ngifnb^r-thei  greatisb 
put  of  the  time."  ■  ■   *■'  '•'         :  '^.'l'     •■    >    -   »    =  •   ■ '' 

On  his  retam  to  Messina  fh>m  this  txp^itiolh'  he  was'tfiuch  interest^* ■ 
in  his  reconnoitring  the  eoetny,  by  mixing  occaAonally  wilh  the  brigands^ ' 
or  armed  peasantry  of  Calabria,  called  the  Maisi*fabo\it  Gob  df  whom 
were  at  Scylla,  and  eight  hundred  at  Reggio)i  and'  ^ho  had  been  sb  foit> 
miidable  to  the  French  in  all  their  movements  in  the  mountains,  that  th<^ 
were  harrassed  by  them  and  annoyed  in  the  extreme.'  These'  banditii 
were  most  daring  intrepid  fellows,  cruel  and  savage,  though  much  at« 
tached  to  the  English.  They  clothed  themselves  in  a  durk  coarse  jacket 
and  breeches,  never  shaved  or  cut  their  hair,  and  were  in  appearance  the 
most  horrid  ruffians  imaginable.  They  were  remarkably  good  shets,  and 
understood  the  mountainous  war  in  perfection*  **  With  these,**  says 
Major  Nicholas,  **  1  have  mi!ced,  and  seen  much  of  them  of  late  ;  have 
attended  them  in  some  of  their  excursiotis,  and  have  frequently  taken 
tbem  as  my  guides  and  guards.  Lately  I  received  a  very  good  rifle  gun 
a*  a  present  from  one  of  their  leaders,  with  whidi  I  am  not  a  little 
pleased.**  Nor  was  this  to  be  wondered  at,  his  conciliating  cheerful  dts« 
position  and  manners,  readily  adapting  themselves  to  every  condition 
of  men,  with  whom  the  nature  of  his  profession  obliged  or  induced  h\m, 
for  the  benefit  of  his  country,  to  be  intimately  associated. 

On  the  ^Oth  of  February,  1808,  he  says,  **  Yon  will  see  my  name  in 
the  letter  of  Colonel  Robertson  to  General  Sherbrooke,  dated  Messina^- 
Feb.  33,  1808,  which  letter  will  describe  the  evacuation  and  opemtrons 
of  the  French  against  Scylla,  in  which  I  bore  a  conspicuous  part.  It  is 
the  first  time  my  name  has  appeared  in  public  pridt,  and,  if  opportnni* 
ties  offer,  it  may  not  be  the  last.**  In  that  dis[)atch,  Colonel  Robertson^ 
speaking  of  the  obstacles  which  they  oppofied  to  tire  eneiiiy  by  cutting 
across  tlie  paths  leading  to  the  heights  of  Milia  down  tn  Scylla,  says, 
**  This  work,  as  well  as  the  leveling  fences,  &c.  proceeded  rapidly  and 
eflfectually  under  the  direction  of  Captain  Nicholas,  'Assistant-Quarter* 
Master-General;*'  and  again  in  the  same  dispatch,  he  says,  **  I  cannot 
conclude  without  expressing  my  particular  thanks  to  Captain  Nicholas, 
Assistant^Quarter-Masten-General,  wh«)se  abilities  and  activity  rendered 
iiim  eminiently  useful.** 

Major  Nichplas  was  with  the  Col<wel  at  the  attack  of  Bagtiora,  where

tiw  voltigeura  of  the  99fl  light  iD^Eiotry  were  cut  to  pieces  ;  and  was  also 
on  that  occasion  handsomely  mentioned  in  the  letter  of  Mfririce  to  Geoe» 
rpl  Sherbrooke,  on  which  he  observes,  **  my  staff  situation  gives  me  those 
opportonttieaf  which  otherwine  would  not  offer  thrmselveawas  1  doio^ 
the  duty  only  of  my  own  immediate  |>rofetaion.  I  think  IsbaU  continue  to 
proaper.  Fortune  seems  to  decide  in  my  favour.     I  knt  nothing  by  go- 
iug  to  Egyi^t ;  on  the  contrary  saw  some  active  and  bloody,  aervice  ;  sad 
my  not  going  with  Sir  Jdhn  Moore  (as  he  liad  dtwply  l>efore  regretted  tht 
not  dtHug]  haa  been  moat  advantogeouis  for  met  in  every  point  of  view« 
1'  know  1  oould  never  become  a  tx>tally  idle  man,  either  in  the  cbuntry- 
or  in   London.     The  life  of  a  BuHid-street  Buck,  or  a'  country  Sports- 
iiSaUt  would,  I  suspectk  little  suit  my  habita,  formed  as  they  have  been 
to  military  activity,  and  constant  employment ;  uor  do  I  know  to  what 
occupation  I  tould  tarn  my  mind,  or  indeed  what  situation  I  could  be- 
lU  for,  however  interest  or  fortune  might  tempt  me  to  give  up  my  profe»- 
»ioiiv      i  have  always  been  seeking  credit  and  reputation  ;  and  when  I 
bhall   be  debarred  of  such  purautts,  I  know  not  what  otiier  objects  can 
ttuppty  their  place,  or  to  what  I  could  for  a  constancy  turn  my  thoughts. 
Uaviug  made  a  tour  of  the  principal  towns,  and  country  to  the  west* 
ward,  of  Sicily,  General  Sberbi'ook<i  brought  home  Mujor  Nicholas's  mi* 
Iftary  report  thereof  for  the  then  Secretary  of  State  for  the  War-Depart- 
lueut.     This  report  was  at  the  time  highly  spoken  of«  and  at  once  fixed 
Ins  reputation,  sliewing  him  to  be  of  p;rcat  promise  in  liis  line  of  engi* 
necr.     In  the  following  year>  I6O99  we  tind  him  sent  on  a  \nTy  confiden* 
tial  mission  by  Sir  John  Stewart,  chargc<l  not  only  with  guns  and  ammn* 
iiitioo  for  th^  Spanish  army,  but  intrusted  with  most  private  and  special 
communications  and  inquiries,  as  circumstances  might  oflor  for  the  exer- 
cise of  his  discretion*      Whilst  on  this  important  service  his  ardour  led 
liim  to  be  present  at  tl>e  battle  Alcanitz  ;  and  on  the  04th  of  May,  I8O9,- 
lie   writes   thus  from  Alcanitz  in  Arragon««p-'M  joined ihe  army  under 
General  Blake,  on  the  20th,  which  consisted. of  nine  thousand  infantr}-, 
and  six   hundred  cavalry.      The  French  attacked  us,   while  we  were' 
posted  in  a  strong  position,  outside  of  this  town.     They  brought  witli 
them  seven  thousand  infantry  ami  four  hundred  cavalry.     They  made 
repeated  attempts,  by  bringing  fresh  battalions  to  force  our  right,  but 
were  always  beaten.     Our  cavalry   [the  Spanish)  charged  very  injudici- 
ously the  enemy,  and  were  beaten.    The  French  then  attempted  to  force 
our  main  body.     A  forlorn  hope  of  six  hundred  men  reached  within  80- 
yards  of  our  centre.     The  cavalry  again  ran  awoy*     The  infantry  began  - 
tp  run  also.     Confusion  and  disorder  were  becoming  general  throughout- 
our  lines,  and  I  thought  tlie  day  was  lost ;  when  the  courage  of  these  six. 
hundred  failed   them.      They  failed,  beiqg  unsupported  by  their  com« 
mdes.    The  day  was  now  over ;  they  retired  in  every  direction.    The 
Spaniards  are  in  great  spirits ;  reinforcements  are  coming  in,  and  we  shall, 
move  in  a  day  or  two  towards  Saragossa«  where  the  enemy  ha«  retir«d» 
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Ukd  be  againengaged  with  him.     The  cavalry  are  cowards.     The.  m^ 

»f  the   infantry  are  brave,   but  faaTfe  rery   bad'officeisto  lead  thetn*' 

Blake**  firniDeM  sared  the  day.     Tiie  battle  iasted  froni  g  tiU  If.'^    .   ' 

In  his  official  letter  to  hie  department  lie  says,  *^  Thatijleneiul'a>ldi*« 

incIiiuitiOD  to  move  made  the  9cen^  no  looker  ihtertsting  to  mr ;  I  tlhefe*' 

lore   left  his  army  and  proceeded  into  Catalonia,  wiiere  their  want- o£ 

energy-was  but  too  evident,  in  their  pemitttiog  so  great  a  sapdiiority  «E 

tcgttlar  troops^  us  well  ^- an  armed  peasautry ^- to  i«iiiaan>ai moat  idle 

fiecUiura  of  the  motions  of  the  enemy ;  at  a  time  when  a  combined  operas 

tiott  might  hareexpellfld  the  French  fronii  almost  all.  theiv- fitroiig-hd<jt*** 

It  was  at  thU  time  that  l»e  urged  hisfriendaat  hrnne^  that  he  might,;*in« 

stead  of  returning  to  England  (for  which  he  had  obtained  leave)  remain ia 

Spain  ;  **  for,"  says  be,  '*  as  I  shall  have  s^en  most  of  the  Spanish  ar«^ 

Bies*  smd  acted  wicfa  them,  It  would  bea  great  mortification  to  be  obliged 

to  retire,  when  iu  the  midbt  of  such  activity  and  service."    But  on  the  5tfai 

of  Jane,  writing  from  Ischia,  he  nafB,  **  I  heard  at  Tarragona  of  the  pre- 

pmrations  in  Sicily  for  an  exfiedition  to  the  main  land  ;  and  though  1  was 

en  the  point  of  moving  towards  Barcelona,  to  be  present  at  tlie  prelected 

attack,   I  instantly  determined  on  returning  'to  Sicily  with  all  possible 

dispatch ;  and  at  any  expence  to  join  the  army  with  which  i  hud  been 

so  long  acquainted  ;  andon  tlie  6th  of  June<I  embabkediat  Tortosa,  and 

notwithstanding  I  wasdetained  at  Minorca  caxda^s,.!  landed  at  Trepani 

on  the  20th,  having  hired  a  small  privateer,  for  which  I  paid  one  hundred 

poaids*  '  I  travelled  day  and  nighi  en  Tioiseback,  and"  entered  Messina 

within   four  days,  a  distance  of  fnar  hundred   And 'forty  miles,  over  a 

mountainous  country.     The  expedition  had  sailed  «  fsmiight..    I  rested 

myself  two  dayv,   re-stocked  my   portmanteau,  and  joined  the  armr, 

some  days  after  th^  got  possession  of  this  island.     I  am   most  fortu^ 

nate.     I  have  seen  Spain  and  a  battle^'^nd  am  returned  in  time  to  share 

in  all  the  pleasures  of  this  campaign,  haviiig  escaped  all  the  fat/goe  of 

its  prepamtion ;  and  as   this  island  fell  into  our  Imndn  with  hardly  any 

resistance,  I  have  lost  no  service.     I  am  in  inoat  perfect  health*     My 

journey  to  Spain  has  much  established  me.      1  do  not  think  I  have  sttf« 

fered  from  the  pain  in  my  chest  fpr  these  last  three  months  which  1  have 

been  absent;   excepting  in  my  ride  of  t^ro  hundred  and  forty  miles, 

when   that  excessive  fatigue  brought  it  on  for  one  day ;  as  I  had  lain 

down  to  rest  only  three  hours  in  each  twenty-*four  during  those  four  days 

and  nights.     The   roods  admitted  only  of  my  travelling  five  miles  an 

hour,  and  my  anxiety  to  join  the  army,  before  they  had  effected  any 

thing  of  consequence,  would  sdmit  of  no 'delay*      I  have  seen   quite 

enough  of  the  Mefliterranean,  am  very  tired  of  my  staff  sttuatioii,  and 

begin  to  fear  losiug  ground  and  practical  information  in  my  professibn;

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This  complaint  in  his  chest  had  indeed  been  tiie  principal  iodQccnxeat 
to  him  to  return  to  England ;  as  he  had  been  so  seriously  ill  on  leaving 
Alexandria,  from  a  hnrt  he  receired  ob  his  left  breast,  by  jumping  iDto 
thallow  water  <head  foremost,  and  striking  upon  a  sunken  rock^  that  his 
friends  and  surgeon  had  but  faiiit  hopes  of  his  recovery ;  and  they  who 
took  leave  of  him  on  his  embarking  had  little  expectation  of  his  arrival  in 
Sicily.  His  breathing  and  lunga  were  much  affected,  and  his  auifrao^ 
who  knew  hit  constitution,  liaving  attended  him  for  nearly  three  yevs* ' 
dreaded  a  rapid  decline^  as  he  could  not  raise  his  voice  above  a  km  wbis« 
p9ftf  and  was  so  weak  that  the  least  irritatioii  threw  him  into  fits. .-  The 
heat  of  the  climate  had  previously  much  weakened  him,  but  as  the 
Toyage  from  Egypt  was  long,  by  care  and  attention  he  regained  hb 
health ;  the sea^air  working  the  change;  and  though  he  went  on  boaid 
almost  a  skeleton  he  landed  stout ;  the  climate  of  Sicily  after  Egypt  be* 
ing  as  winter  after,  summer* 

The  surgeon,  to. whom  he  was  at  this  time  indebted  for  csre  and  aU 
tention,  was  Mr.  Fitzpatrick,  of  whom,  on  that  getleman*s  return  to.Eng- 
land,  he  said,  **  I  assure  you  he  is  a  very  clever  man  and  understood  my 
constitution  better  than  any  body  I  ever  met  with*-  He  was  with  me  in 
J£gypt|  aud  1  must  r^ret  his  departure.**  We  mention  these  expressions, 
because  we  shall  find  this  humane  and  dcilful  friend  and  surgeon  attend- 
ing  htm  hereafter,  and  recdving  in  his  arms  tlie  last  breath  of  his  dying 
friend. 

When  Major  Nicholas  arrived  in  England,  the  latter  end  cf  1809,  Dr. 
Baillie  considered  his  luiigs  sound  and  unhurt ;  and  indeed  he  recovered 
health  and  spirits  rapidly,  whilst  his  family  hud  tlie  pleasure  of  his  soci- 
ety betwixt  the  months  of  October  1809  and  March  1810.  About  this 
time  he  received  an  order  to  embark  as  the  second  engineer  officer  for 
the  defence  of  Cadiz.  When  he  communicated  this  order,  and  until  the 
last  hour  of  his  departure,  his  countenance  bore  only  the  cltaracter  of 
exultation  in  the  prospect  of  future  glor}'.  But  in  that  last  hour,  once 
the  eye  of  affection  was  observed  to  overflow,  which,  being  perceived, 
was  hastily  wiped  away.  It  was  the  tribute  of  filial  and  fratemsl  love, 
and  fell  not  unnoticed  or  unremembered  ;  and  it  gave  the  painful  ob* 
servers  a  keen  presentiment,  that  it  would  be  tlie  last  interview  with  oue» 
in  whose  interesting  society  they  had  passed  such  short  but  happy  mo« 
ments.  From  Plymouth,  on  the  S8th  of  March,  he  wrote,  "  That  w  long 
as  his  friend  and  cotemporary.  Major  Macleod,  was  with  him,  who  was 
then  going  part  of  the  road  to  Bath,  he  bore  the  change  very  well,  but 
when  left  to  himself,  he  had  time  to  review  the  pleasures  oi^days  past^ 
and  to  examine  those  to  come,  and  tliat  tlie  prospect  was  not  so  pleasing 
to  him  as  when  he  had  travelled  the  same  road  in  October.  Such,  says  he, 
is  the  nncertsinty  of  a  soldier's  life,  and  I  believe  it  will  ever  continue 
the  same  as  to  me  while  I  remain  in  the  army,  aud  that  louking  forward 
to  settling  any  where  while  the  war  lasts  will  be  folly.      If  I  cao   get 
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well  tiinmgh.  tbis  trip,  I  ho|)e  something  may  turn- up  on  my  retan^ 
which  may  wprk  »  chauge.*'      ^ 

Sooa  after  his  arrival  at  Cadiz,  he  was  joined  by  that  accomplished 
engineer,  his  intimate  friend  in  Sicily,  Major  ChaHes  Lefebvre.  It  had 
happened,  that  some  of  those  differences  common  to  human  nature  (aiid 
partly  attributiible  to  the  dilficulties  vhich  must  frequently  attend  inti- 
betwiat  the  sapurior  |md  inferior  officer)  had  made  a  violent 
'betwixtr  these  two  friends  far  a  time.  But  it  was  impossible,  on 
an  eipbnation  which  had  previously  taken  place  in  England,  that  ever 
the  memory  of  it  could  Jast,  betwixt  two  officers  so  highly  gifted  with  all 
tbe  bast  qpalities  of  the  heart-;  and  the  happiness  of-Mnjor  Nicholas  wais 
ooBiplete  in  seeing  his  old  friend  arrive  to  be  again  his  commanding  o^ 
lioer*  This  was,.  howiever«  to  be  of  abort  date,  for,  on  the  23d  of  April, 
from-lalskide  Leon,  he  wi itet,  **  Thi* ha^beeh  am^ancholy  week  to  hM» 
Lefebvn  left  me*  thii  morning,  to  cofaoert  mieafiores  with  the  Adnrinri 
for  brinf^ng  off  the  garrison  of  Matagorda,  the  moment  they  could  no 
longer  bold  out. '  An  I  meditated,  Ibe  biaach  Waa  practicable  thismoming, 
and  th^  troops  were  ordered  off.  Poor 'Lefebvre  was  tbe  laet  in  the  fort-; 
andvaahewas  about  ta  place  his  io6t  onthehldder  to^  descend,  a  cannoD- 
ball  Clirried  off  hi»  head  and  ghoniders.  I  had  nesunied  my  former  intr- 
macy  with  him,  and  living  in  tha  same  house,  I  knew  all  that  was  going 
ou»  !and  we  concerted  all  our  plans  together  for  the  defenee  of  this  island. 
These  losses,  and  other  distressing  reflections,  have  quite  unmanned  m^. 
1  am  now  aealcng  up  Ims  papers,  boxes^  &c.  Pleasant  task  !  and  what  m 
more  distressing,  1  liave  to  write  to^his  brother  at  Lisbon,  who  but  a  day 
or  two  ago  gave  the  intelligence  of  Whinyate*a  probable  fate.  I  send 
this  letter  in  the  Generars  private  bag,  that  you  may  the  sooner  get  it, 
and^aveyou  the  distressing  uncertainty  on  hearing  of  an  engineer's  hav'- 
ing  fallen  here.**  Captain  Whinyates,  of  the  Royal  Artillery,  his  first 
coQsin^  is  the  person  here  alluded  to ;  but  the  intelligence  was,  happiTy 
for  that  tery  pr<>mising  young  officer's  countty  and  friebds,  not  rerifi^. 
About  this  time  he  writes,  *^  I  am  called  upon  for  my  plans  of  tele- 
graphs which  I  had  projected  in -Sicily,  and  for  other  militikry  memo- 
randums and  papers,  which,  as  this  will  be  rather  a  larger  business  thah 
'I;  9t  tty  departure  from  England,  imagined,  I  shall  have  occasion  fof. 
They!  in  Sicily  gave  me  the  charge  of  the  telegraphic  communication  and 
improvemeuts,  which  General  Stewart,  who  was  in  Egypt,  has  mentiod- 
ed  ;  and  1  am,  in  consequence,  called  upon  for- ray  projects. 

Government  n^w  received  his  report,  **  The  result  (as  he  says]  of  his 
baving  been  hard  at  work  in  riding  over  our  position  and  making  up  his 
mind  as  to  the  proper  mode  of  defending  the  island."  This  report  was 
given  in  to  Major  Lefebvre,  by  whom,  with  that  officer's  own,  it  was  pre- 
sented to  and  read  by  the  Regency  of  Spain  and  the  British  minister ;  and 
«fterwavds  forwarded  to  Lord  Liverpool's  office  and  the  Ordnance  De- 
partment;   Those  who  recollect  that  report,  or  have  since  referred  to  it. 
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acknofvletlge  it  to  be  full  of  "most  valuable  obsenration  and  professional 
knowledge.      indeed  it  wa&  admired  and  approved  by  all ;  and  we  vtor 
tare  to  predict,  that  that  report  alone  will  preserve  respect  for  his  memo- 
Ty  in  hl8.owncorps»  had  not  his  subsequent  conduct  more  especially  to* ' 
deared  him  to  it» 

Upon  Major  Nicholas  that  excellent  naval  officer  Sir  Richard  Kestet 
relied,  for  ascertaining^,  by  tri^nometry,  the  distance  at  which  his  fleet 
might  be  out  of  the  range  of  the  enemy's  shells.  This  h*d  been  done 
by  him  before  .as  to  the  town  of  Cadiz;  and  he  had  demonstrated  at  a 
rery  early  period  of  the  siege,  that  the  French  would  be  able  to  tbreir 
their  slielU  into  the  town,  and  even  to  reach  our  navy.  He  was  awaiei 
that,  at  Seville,  the  French  were  forming  a iafger  description  of  raortua> 
,and  that  if  they  made  but  two  or  three  sach«.and  even  if  cach^in  its-tran* 
aport»  cost  them  iii20JM)0,  and  should  they  be  able  to  throw  iDto  the 
.streets  fifty  s»hflli«  ouly,:iheic  «od  would  at  that  tiose  have  been  fully  an- 
swered ;  and  hisopioioatwas,  thatlhere  was  not  rauch.of  the  anchorage 
which  WjOUld  be  safe,  from  the  Kiotei^s  yriuds,  ai^  lat'the  same  time  out 
of  the  raug^e  of  shells  from/ the  ehemy ;  and  that  it  would  not  be  possiUt 
ibr  a  large  fleet  of  merchant*men  and  men  of  war  to  remain  there  through 
Ih?  winter.  As,»to  the  shells,  so  l6iig  ago  as.  the  28th  Sept  ISIO,  the 
French  did  actually  throw  two  shells  into,  the  streets. 

Tiic  backwardness  of  the  Spaniards  to  furnish  materials  and  permit 
removal  of  buildings  had  much  auaoyed  Major  INicholas,  and  he  had 
meditated  for  some  time. the  getting  away  to  join  the  army  in  Portugal* 
•'  For"  says  he,  "  when  tbe  war  is  over,  I  should  ever  regret  not  having 
belonged  to,  and  having  positively  hcen  with  the  army  in  Portugal.*' 

On  the  ^th  of  Oct.  ISIO,  he  writer  from  la  Ula,  "  I  have  this  moment 
received  an  ordqr  to  tak<;. charge  of  the  engineer  department  during  the 
absence  of  Captain  Birch,  iwho  is  going  immediately  to  Cadiz  to  try  tbe 
effect  of  change  of  air  ;  and  if  he  does  not  find  himself  better,  he  goes 
to  England,  leaving  me  commandant.  H^  will  most  probably  not  re- 
turn, either. from  not  finding  his  health  improve  so  speedily  as  would 
make  it  an  object  resuiniug  tlim  command,  or  another  officer  ^^'\\\  be 
named  in  his  place;  fisthey  wiU;of  course  think  me  too  young  to  hare 
the  charge  of  the  department.  This  naturally  will  prevent  my  going  t6 
Portugal.  I  do  not  feel  tliat  I  have  knowledge  enough  of  my  pro- 
fession to  bear  so  much  responsibility  on  my  own  shoulders;  however,  I 
shall  do  my  utmost*  and  hope  to  God  I  shall  not  discredit  mynelf  orthc 
corps.  Tliere  is  not  much  going  on  now.  We  have  only  eight  hundred 
men  at  work  ;  but  the  preparations  of  the  enemy  may  give  us  more  ac«> 
tive  employment  shortly  ;  and  convinced,  as  the  Spaniards  are,  of  the 
intentions  of  the  Frenclr,  to  effect  a  partial  landing  and  to  establish 
tlicmselves  betwixt  tlie  narrow  neck  between  la  Ula  and  Cadiz,  and  divide 
the  pobitiou  and  forces  ;  still,  through  either  jealousy,  9r  natural  in^ctir 
vit^,  thejr  canpot  be  induced  to  throw  up  batteries  and  work^j  to  ifiect 
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the  enemy.  My  ideas  are  all  waudcring  at  present,  as  Captuiu  BircU 
goes  to  night,  and  I  have  much  to  arrange  with  hiui.  1  am  quite  well» 
but  full  of  anxiety  for  the  future.'* 

At  La  Isla  his  early  aud  lute  exertions  for  its  defence  were  conspicu- 
ous, and  the  constant  theme  of  praise.  Whilst  recouiioitriiig  the  marshy 
stations,  he  was  frequently  obliged  to  strip,  aud  swim  from  bank  to  bank, 
through  the  dikes,  aui^was  ofteu  up  to  his  kuees  in  mud  and  water  :  a 
fatigue  and  exertion  almost  beyond  his  strength,  yet  rendered  light  to 
Unit  by  the  approbation  of  two  men  so  capable  of  appreciating  a  soldi* 
er*«  eoa'gies  and  exertions,  as  were  his  General,  Sir  Thomas  Graham» 
and  our  Minister,  Sir  Henry  Wellebley.  To  this  distinguished  friend- 
ship Major  Nicholas,  at  the  very  early  age  of  t24  years,  owed  the  honour 
of  bffing  recommended  to  remain  in  the  command  and  construction  of 
the  whole  of  those  important  works ;  aud  which  he  held  above  a  year  and 
a  half,  with  the  general  applause  of  the  army  abroad,  and  the  eutire  8a« 
tisiaction  of  the  ordnance  department  at  home. 

In  the  beginning  of  the  year  J 811  he  had  accompanied  General  Sir 
Thomas  Graham  to  the  battle  of  Barossa, — when,  just  as  he  had  got  on 
boanl,  he  received  intelligence  of  the  death  of  his  next  brother,  Lieute-* 
nant  Thomas  Nicholas,  wrecked  in  the  Satellite,  at  night,  as  she  pro^ 
ceeded  to  burn  the  Elize,  lying  off  Tatatho,  on  tiie  coast  of  France  ;  his 
elder  brother.   Captain  Robert  Nicholas,   having  been  wrecked  ofl*  St* 
Domingo,  in  the  Lark,  in  one  of  those  white  squalls  peculiar  to  that  sta- 
tion, the  year  before,  as  he  wasjust  made  Post  Captain  into  the  Garland. 
His   letter   on  that   occasion,    from  the  transport,   would  raise  a  doubt 
whether  he  was  at  that  moment  satisfied  with  his  profession  ;  but  those» 
to  whom  that  reflection  would  be  most  painful,  attribute  his  submitting 
to  such  momentary  feelings,  from  sea-sickness  much  distressing  him  ; 
and  especially  as  he  had  been  often  known  to  consider  the  wishes  of  his 
friends  at  home,  after  the  death  of  his  two  brothers,  that,  notwithstanding 
his  own  strong  military  propensities,  his  excellent  faculties  had  not  rather 
have  been  directed  to  the  study  of  the  law.  The  result  of  which  had  always 
been  [and  it  was  heard  with  uncommon  satisfaction  as  related  by  one  of 
his  intimate  friends  aud  u  brother  officer),    that  he  had  naid  in  the  most 
determined  tone,-^*'  Such  wishes  are  very  natural  and  aifectionate,  but  L 
was  born  to  be  a  soldier,  and  a  soldier's  life  and  its  habits  suit  me  best." 
Yet,  he  approved,  on  these  melancholy  occurrences,  the  change  of  pro* 
fession  for  his  youngest  brotl)er.     *<  Even,'*  said  he,  ^*  if  our^listres^ing 
losses  did  not  urge  us  to  it,  the  lawyers*,  from  the  experience  I  have  liad 
of  my  own,  is  the  line  decidedly  to  be  preferred,  where  the  parent  ciin 
answer  tlie  expence  of  the  su{)erior  education,  and  afterwards  afford  the 
neces.«ary  income.'*     In  this  state  of  mind  he  sailed  ;  and,  on  the  6th  of 
March, from  La  Isla,  he  writes  thus, — **  lam  now  returned  to  my  quar-. 
ters  at  La  Isla,  after  a  most  glorious  victory,  obtained  by  the  British 
alone  over  an  immense  sui^eriority  of  the  enemy  in  point  of  numbers ;  at  a 
TOL.

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ynoment,  when  the  allied  troops  ought  to  have  been  together,  to  porsae 
the  plan  of  operations,  previously  in  a  general  manner  agreed  upon.  We 
were,  by  order  of  the  Spanish  General,  sent  into  a  thick  wo<>d,  into  part 
or  which  their  troops  also  entered ;   when  an  account  was  brought  ns  of 
the  enemy  being  upon  the  very  ground  we  had  twenty  noinntes  before 
occupiecl.      We  immedidtely  marched  back,  and  engaged  the  Freocl, 
as  we  came  out  of  the  borders  of  the  wood,  under  the  most  disadvanf^pe- 
ous  circumstances  of  situation,  and  excessive  futigue  of  twenty  homV  pre- 
Tious  marching,  with  three  days*  provisions  on  the  raen^s  backs,  to  which 
troops  could  by  any  contrivance  be  exposed.      Every  part  of  our  liae 
was  engaged  and  exposed  to  a  galling  fire,  in  forming,  aa  they  filed  oat 
ef  the  wood.     Not  a  Spaniard  shewed  himself,  but  to  plunder  the  dead 
tnd  dying.     Never  was  British  superiority  more  evident.     Our  numberi 
Amounted  to  4^300,  theirs  to  8,600,  commanded  by  Marshal  Victor :  we 
4Hive  lost  in  killed  and  wounded  about  li^OO;  their  loss  I  should  not 
imagine   to  l>e  many  more  than  ours ;  as  we  had  not  time  to  (ire  much, 
but  advanced  on  with  the  bayonet,  while  they  poured  on  their  wfiole  firer 
They  had  two  Generals  killed,  and  one,  our  prisoner,  wounded.     The 
battle  lasted  one  hour  and  a  quarter.   1  was  up  with  the  enemy  the  whole 
time,  and  escaped,  as  did  my  horse.      The  oldest  soldiers  amongst  us 
allow  it  to  be  the  hottest  battle  they  we're  ever  in  or  heard  of.  It  exceeds 
Maida  and  Alcanitz  :    1   assure  you  they   were  nothing  in  comparison. 
Captain  Birch  and  myself  were  puWicly  thanked  on  the  field  of  battle  for 
the  assistance  we  rendered  General  Graham,   in  these  words.— **  There 
kre  no  two  officers  in  the  anny  to  whom  I  am  more  indebted  than  to  you 
two,  stretching  out  his  hands  to  us:  you  have  shewn  yourselves   as  fine 
•   fellows  in  the  field  as  at  your  redoubts."     I  hope  he  will  not  forget  rae 
in   his   public  letter.     An  eagle  is   taken.     The  name  of  the  battle  i§ 
Barossa.     The  S[>aniards  had  the  finest  oppontunity  of  raising  the  siege: 
had  they  fought,  tlie  enemy  must  have  been  totally  destroyed,  or  have 
retired  on  Seville.     They  had  all  their  troops  with  them,  and  these  were 
beaten  by  the  Enj^lish  alone.      But,  alas  !  like  all  our  victories,  honour 
will  be  the  only  reward  which  falls  to  us.      We  have  retired  again  into 
La  Isla,  disgusted  with  our  ally,  and  left  them  to  pursne  their  object  as 
they  can.     It  was  yesterday  we  fought.     It  is  like  a  drfam.     It  was  the 
inost  glorious  day  England  ever  saw  :  I  wish  the  eyes  of  the  world  had 
been  upon  us.     I  have  not  had  time  to  indulge  in  melancholy  reflections 
since  I  received  your  letters  in  the  harbour ;  but,  as  I  galloped  through 
the  fire,  I  thought  of  the  pleasure  of  meeting  my  mother  and  brothers, 
and  never  saw  death  with  more  indifference.      The  men  fell  too  fast  to 
be  counted.— In  short,  never  was  there  greater  slaughter  or  a  more  dis- 
tinguished battle  and  victory.    I  have  been  riding  over  the  field  of  Ijattle 
to  make  a  sketch  to  go  home  with  the  Generars  letters,  so  that  I  am  very 
much  tired  ;  yet  the  late  scenes  ai^e  so  dancing  before  ray  eyes,  that  I  can 
d»«othittgcbe  thanwalk  aboat  the  streets,  talking  with  every  one  1  meet 
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of  what  lias  passed.  The  Cortes,  to-day,  are  takiug  iiito  consideration 
the  conduct  of  the  Spanish  Gt- iierals.  Our  men  and  our  soldiers*  wives 
meet  and  abuse  both  Spanish  ofFu'ers  and  men  as  they  pass  in  the  streets; 
so  that  it  is  probable  some  disturbance  will  happen.  The  Portuguese 
mfautry,  wh«r  fought  admirably,  publicly  abuse  them  in  tlie  streets." 

In  a  subsequent  letter,  dated  La  Isla,  18th  April,  18  J 1,  he  says,  speak- 
ing of  the  engineer  corps  at  Barossa,  **  We  have  generally  least  to  do  iii 
action;  but  in  this  we  did  much;  and  I  had  tlie  better  opportunity,  as 
hardly  any  of  the  Greuerars  own  staiT  were  near  him.  lie  had  sent  tliem 
away  to  lessen  his  and  their  dangerf  as  the  enemy's  sharp-shooters  all  tire 
on  mounted  men  in  groups.  I  was  well  mounted.  I  spared  neither 
faorae  nor  self  to  assist  the  General :  I  did  it,  because  I  loved  the  man ; 
and  perceiving  my  opportunity  of  gaining  credit,  I  did,  what  haft  been 
seldom  done  before — I  galloped  down  a  line  of  our  men,  who  had  be- 
gan to  fire  too  soon,  and  stopped  them.  The  General's  eyes  were  on  me. 
tii  every  action  1  have  been  in  before  1  have  not  been  perfectly  satisfied 
with  myself;  always  thought  I  plight  have  done  more;  but  at  Barossa  I 
inwardly  feel  and  am  satisfied  I  did  honour  to  our  name.  I  know  that 
no  officer  who  saw  me  in  that  action,  and  who  may  hereafter  hear  my 
name  mentioned,  but  will  exclaim.  How  gallantly  he  behaved  in  the 
eyes  of  us  all  !  and  I  am  also  certain  the  General  is  %'ery  sensible  of 
ttie  great  service  1  was  of  to  him  in  the  hottest  of  the  fire.  You  must 
excuse  my  vanity,  if  vanity  it  be,  to  say  this  to  you  and  to  you  alL 
Others  than  relations  would  view  it  as  such  ;  do  not,  therefore,  subject 
me  to  it.  1  am  quite  well ;  indeed,  1  have  not  been  so  well  these  six 
years;  and  the  twelve  months  active  service  here  has  done  me  as  much 
good  uS  the  live  years  in  Sicily  did  me  harm." 

Such  were  tlie  feelings  of  a  soldier  sensible  of  having  done  his  duty* 
Yet  says  lie,.on  tlie  subject  of  his  brother's  change  of  his  profession,  and 
on  a  question  gf  its  turning  ou!  well, — **if  you  allow  desponding  m(v- 
ments,  or  fancy  that  my  brother  may  be  better  in  my  line,  you  will  not 
only  undo  all  you  have  done  as  to  your  own  spirits  in  securing  him  to  a 
certainty  to  us  all,  but  you  will  damp  his  ardour,  if  he  perceives  it,  and 
leave  an  opening  to  his  reflecting  on  the  change  being  disadvantageous  : 
For  what  do  1  gain  after  three  battles,  two  sieges,  Rosetta  twice  ? — No- 
thing, but  empty  honour,  and  that  only  twice  publicly,  leading  to  no- 
tbing  but  momentary  and  in\»'ard  satisfaction  !'* 

Vet  we  need  iiot  doubt  of  his  mind  being  fixed  in  the  love  of  his  pro- 
fession, who  c6uld  so  describe  its  victories  and  so  feel  its  praise  ;  and, 
who,  in  the  melancholy  mood  in  which  he  undauntedly   rode  over  the 

field  of  Barossa

Such  heroic  conduct  could  not  fail  to  be  honourably  spoken  of  by  hit 
General  iu  the  public  dispatch.    Not  being  of  tufBcnent  Uaok«  ht  did 
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iK>t  obtaic  the  medal  :  but  he  obtained  what  was  of  infiuitely  higher  va^ 
lue  to  a  person  of  his  ardour. — For,  on  thanking  the  General  by  letter 
for  having  noticed  him  by  name,  Sir  Thomas  Graham  returned  an  an- 
swer, whicti,  in  a  soldier*^  estimation,  must  have  very  far  exceeded  any 
buch  general  distinction  as  a  medal ;  and  in  speaking  of  that  letter  Le 
has  been  often  heard  to  say,  *«  He  ftever  would  part  with  it.  It  should 
remain  near  his  heart  for  ever."  We  are  sure  there  is  no  soldier  but 
will  feel  deli'^ht  in  th6se  unaffected,  friendly,  and  encouraging  seo^- 
ineuts  i^hich  it  conveys,  evincing,  with  all  the  dignified  feelings  of  the 
General,  all  4he  paternal  affections  of  a  brave  and  honourable  man. 
Let  the  soldier,  therefore,  read  what  none  but  the  generous  soldier  coald 
have  written  to  so  young  an  officer. 

••My  Dear  Nicholas, — Youhaveyourself  to  thank  for  the  notice 
I  took  of  you  in  my  dispatch.  My  general  rule,  in  order  to  avoid  the 
difficulty  of  selection,  as  well  as  the  appearance  of  lavishing  praise,  was, 
to  confine  my&elf  to  namethose  only  who  were  in  command  of  corps  or 
detachments ;  but,  fortunately  for  me,  you  were  so  near  me,  and  were 
on  several  occasions  by  your  zeal  and  cool  judgment  of  such  important 
aervice  to  me,  as  called  injustice  for  an  exception  in  your  favour.  Adieu, 
any  dear  Nicholas. — Very  truly  yours,

It  was  ver}-  naturally  to  be  expected  that  having  so  largely  contributed 
to  put  la  Isla  de  Leon  in  such  a  state  of  defence  tliat  the  French  General 
liad  never  been  able  to  promise  himself  success  in  an  attack,  that  the  mind 
of  Major  Nicholas  began  to  feel  that  there  was  little  more  for  an  engineer 
to  do  there,  but  that  much  was  going  forward  elsewhere. — ••  I  hope," 
Mays  he  (in  a  letter  from  Cadiz,  dated  Jan.  30th,  1B12),  some  day  to  get 
free  of  this  garrison.^— It  is  too  much  to  be  so  long  shut  up  here  :  no- 
thing but  the  honour  of  having  the  command  keeps  me  here.*'  On 
tfie  13th  of  February  he  writes, — •*  I  embark  this  evening  iu  a  boat  for 
Ayamonte,  from  whence  I  ride  up  to  General  Hill*s  division  near£lvas« 
I  hope  to  he  present  at  the  siege  of  Badajos,  which  there  is  every  prospect 
of  being  undertaken.  I  have  been  so  long  shut  up  in  this  garrison,  that 
I  am  determined  to  amuse  myself  in  Portugal,  for  six  weeks  or  two 
months,  according  to  circumstances.  I,  of  course,  still  belong  to  Cadiz, 
and  retain  my  command  here.  Mr.  Wellesley  very  kindly,  unasked, 
gave  me  a  letter  of  recommendation,  and  I  have  one  also  from  Mr.  S}'- 
denham,  which  you  will  recollect  he  was  so  good  as  to  give  me  on  leav- 
ing England,  to  Lord  Wellington.  If  much  activity  is  going  on  in 
Portugal,  •!  may  probably  attach  myself  to  General  Graham,  and  follow 
his  fortune."  On  the  5th  of  March,  from  Elvos,  he  says, — ••  The  prepa- 
rations for  the  siege  of  Badajos  are  in  forwardness.  My  next  movements 
are  not  yet  determined  on,  not  having  yet  heard  from  the  command- 
ing engineer.  I  am  rather  limited  in  my  examinatibus  of  the  coantrj, 
&€•  having  only  the  one  honie  I  brought  from  Cadiz^  unable  as  .yet  to 
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meet  with  another ;  the  anny  being  in  possession  of  every  beast  in  the 
country,— -oily  horsed  mule,  or  ass.  I  am  meeting  my  old  acquaintance 
ererv  clay  :  all  is  bustle  and  activity.  The  divisions  of  the  army  are  mov- 
ing in  every  direction,  and  the  battering  frain  asseml>ling  here.  In  my 
ride  through  the  province  of  Algurve  1  passed  through  some  of  the  most 
pictoresque  forest  scenery  I  could  hare  imagined  ;  fuissed  by  the  Prince 
Regenfs  palace  and  park  at  Villa  Vicu)8a.  The  British  officers  were 
\»uiting  wild  boars :  I  had  not  time  to  mix  in  the  fun.  which  I  much  re- 
gretted. I  am  quite  well,  and  iu  high  spirits  at  the  pros{>ect  of  more  ac- 
tiWtj  than  Cadiz  afforded."  On  the  8th  of  March  he  says,  "  The  hard- 
riiipa  of  war  are  not  felt  in  this  army ;  every  one  lives  in  good  style, 
and  all  dress  well.  In  the  Portuguese  towns,  erery  comfort,  both  in 
eatables  and  dress,  can  be  bought,  all  English  ;  in  short,  Portugal  a[)- 
pears  an  English  province.  I  am  very  happy  to  have  moved  to  the 
more  active  and  warlike  scenes  in  Portugal.  I  hope  to  return  to  Cadiz 
with  laurels.  My  great  object  is  to  be  well  spoken  of  in  the  public 
dispatch.  I  recommended  three  of  my  best  subalterns  and  some  of 
my  men,  who  had  by  me  been  drilled  to  sapping  for  sieges,  the  whole  of 
whom  Lord  Wellington  immediately  ordered  from  Cadiz  ;  flattering  to 

mer 

Of  Philippon,  on  March  the  l6th,  he  says,  "  The  Governor  of  l^adajos 
is  a  good  soldier  and  engineer,  and  u  determined  man,  elated  with  hav- 
ing twice  beaten  us  off."  • 

From  the  trenches,  on  the  20th  of  March,  he  says,  "  The  rains  begftn 
the  night  we  arrived  here,  and  with  only  short  intervals  have  continued 
ever  since.  We  are  in  tents;  and  this  wet  weather,  though  it  does  not 
much  delay  the  progress  of  our  attack,  still  it  is  a  very  considerable  an-' 
noyance  to  us  personally,  and  makes  the  labours  very  unpleasant;  and 
as  we  have  only  twenty  engineers  instead  of  forty,  the  duty  becomes  very 
fiitiguing :  however,  with  flannels,  thick  shoes,  and  large  cloak,  I  hope  to' 
keep  myself  in  good  order  through  the  siege.  It  will  probably  last  three 
weeks  longer.  We  hjn'e  as  yet  lost  very  few  men.  The  French  made  a 
laliie yesterday  about  two  o'clock,  but  did  us  very  little  damage ;  but  their' 
cavalry,  taking  advantage  of  our  being  occupied  in  driving  back  their  in- 
iantr}',  galloped  round  the  zigzag  into  oi^rs,  the  engineer^*  camp,  took 
two  or  three  ofRcers  prisoner,  and,  tying  them  to  their  saddles,  cantered 
off  with  them  some  hundred  yards  ;  but,  on  their  falling  from  fatigue, 
let  them  go.  I  was  in  my  tent  at  the  first  of  the  sortie  :  I  jumped  on  my 
horse,  without  saddle,  and  galloped  to  the  spot,  and  was  nearly  taken 
prisoner  by  their  cavalr}\  These  last  three  nights  I  have  been  in  the 
trenches,  about  three  hundred  yards  from  the  walls.  I  am  therefore  very 
sleepy,  and  cannot  write  any  more.  I  shall  be  very  much  disappointed 
if  I  do  not  get  brevet  rank." 

On  the  25th  of  March  he  writes,  **  We  have  as  yet  every  prospect  of 
f^cceflS|  and  to  day  tlie  wiud  has  changed  and  we  hope  for  dry  weather.- 
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The  file  of  twcnty-fite  24-poaiiders  tnd  6?c  bowitaen  open  upon  t|i€ 
defcnceo  to  doj  ;  the  litack  bos  now  lasted  eight  days.  Aboot  dghl 
SMNO  will,  I  think,  pot  ns  io  pwcuion  of  the  phce;  and  it  it  proUbie 
that  the  &fte  of  Cnidbd  Rodrigo  will  deter  the  Commandant  of  Ba44qi 
tnm  holding  oot  to  the  last  and  leceiviog  the  atormiog  portj,  ^  lie 
nnnj  has  not  yet  aoflered  any  great  lotf  in  making  the  appna^kn 
Ahoat  fiftrty  oc  fifty  a  day  would  include  eteiy  casualty:  The  lijjfjrtipa 
of  this  town  might  oblige  the  enemy  to  relire  from  Cadis.  I  MMtik 
alldetefmine  what  I  shall  do  after  the.  l^iiMMSt. is  Qver.  lamvciytm^ 
ond  tpet  through,  and  in  five  muDolasshaU  be  bet«een,my  blanke|iu  Gsoi 
night,  or  mther  morning.  Cokr.  i^  is  day-Kght.**  29tb  SiLxrdi  fajt  iqik. 
^  The  attack  proceeds  prosperously.  We  begin  to  breach,  I  bdicffiL 
to«morrow.  The  GoTemor  appcan  determined  to  hold  out ;  boti.lMe- 
erer,  the  French  soldiers  will  notlikert^.  iqut  the  storming  porty.  Qv 
saccem  at  Rudrigo  in  Ibrciog  the  brfacht.  and  our  bavbg  here,  tee 
nigfalsago,  taken  by  main  force  an  oiit«post,  defended  by  t«o  h«wM 
and  thiny  men  (of  which  afaont  seventy  were  taken  prisoner**  .the  leH 
daoghtared),  will  perhaps  make  them  dread  oor  bayonets  and  oapitnlite 
vhen  the  bifach  is  prsctieaUe.**  Hera  ftiUowao  passage  written,  we«t 
•ore,  with  the  greatest  bitterness  of  sorrow, — **  I  have  lost,**  says  he^ 
^  nqr  beloved  friend  Mnkaster,  killed  in  .the  trenches  by  a  cannoiMiift. 
His  eliBCtt  left  by  wil)  to  my  care !  :,This  part  of  our  profesMoo  isde* 
ttructive  to  the  lives  of  bur  officers.** 

Captaiu  R.  E.  Mulcaster,  of  the  Royal  Engineers,  was  the  ton  «f  . 
CSeneial  Mulcaster,  and  from  the  commencement  <^  his  military  lift 
had  been  in  constant  correspondence  with  Major  Nicholas,  and  shewed 
uUke  tlie  greatest  promise.  His  xesl,  as  his  friend'sy  was  incessant  to  pio* 
mote  tlie  honour  of  his  corps ;  and  in  the  long  correspondence  betwiit 
thtHiift  on  their  diiferent  stations,  nothiof;^  seems  to  prevail  of  the  levity 
of  young  men,  but  the  most  confidential  and  faithful  narrative  of  mill* 
tary  truusactions,  for  the  benefit  of  each  other,  and  especially,  for  the  le* 
guUtiou  of  their  branch  of  the  service*     The  efforts  of  both  of  them  in 
the  Irvuohes  before  Ba^ajos  were  conspicuously  marked  by  the  most  in- 
dvlhti^able  exertions ;  and  both  possessed,  what  has  been  considered  in 
every  one  of  our  best  officers  as  congenial  with  the  character  of  the  true 
soliiier^  the  warmest  affection  for  those  near  connections,  whose  happincM 
a>  much  depended  on  their  own. 

\}kk  Iv4viiig  hi"!  command  at  Cadiz,  but  for  so  short  a  time  as  he  pro* 
IK^^ft  Majur  Nicholas  arranged  all  his  papers  and  baggage;  and  settled 
tkilh  hiti  a^^'Utft  as  every  brave  and  considerate  man  should  do,  so  that 
vtj^  oik;  %ho  JiouUI  liave  the  sad  office  of  reviewing  his  labours,  might 
iitul  cwu>  thiug  arranged  in  that  order  in  which  his  mind  had  beep  ao- 
t  u  .uuu^sl  U»  pluce  every  the  minutest  transaction  it  contemplated. 

vS«  ih«  ^si  of  April  he  writes,  **  We  expect  to  have  two  or  three 
lM«4wUi?a  lu  Ihit  villi  ef  the  body  of  the  phu»  practicable  lor  stormwg 
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on  the  morning  of  the  4th,  and  I  hare  no  doubt  but  we  shall  b«*  com- 
plete! j  toccessful.  After  the  siege  is'  over,  I  believe  I  shall  trait  a  few 
days  to  see  the  result;  that  is,  whether  SouU  will  have  pushed  oo,  and 
brought  about  a  general  action.  He  has  been  and  is  advancing,  for 
therclief  of  Badajos ;  but  I  understand  cannot  be  here  before  the  6th  or 
7th,  I  then  shall  go  to  Lisbon  ;  see  the  positions  and  defences  that  were 
occupied  by  our  troops  last  year ;  then  sell  my  horses  and  return  to  Ca* 
diz;  either  trarelling  again  through  the  Algarve  to  Ayanionte,  and  from 
thence  t)»ke  boat,  or  finding  a  vessel  sailing  for  Cadiz  embark  in  her. 
Bat  if  there  should  appear  any  probability  of  Lord  Wellington's  moving 
Mmthward  to  raise  the  siege  of  Cadiz,  I  of  course  shall  not  move  from  this 
army.  Remaining  commandant  at'Cadiz,  which  is  now  bt'come,  and  likel? 
to  continue,  a  quiet  garrison,  is  not  what  I  ought  or  indeed  do  wish  for. 
My  profession  is  that  which  requires  constant  activity,  and  to  he  engaged 
in  every  sen'ice  in  which  I  possibly  can,  to  make  me  a  good  oflficer:  in* 
dependent  of  its  being  absolutely  necessary  to  push  and  get  employed  iu 
such  services  as  the  present,  to  obtain  rank  and  reputation.  I  think  I  shall 
|;et  brevet  for  this  siege.  For  Rodrigo,  which  was  on  a  much  smaller 
scale,  three  officers  were  promoteil.  Here  I  am  second  of  those  who  are  eli- 
gible for  promotion.  On  my  arrival  at  Cadiz  I  frhall  most  likely  make  ar- 
rangements for  giving  up  t'nc  situation  to  whoever  they  may  think  projicr 
to  appoint  from  Englaud  ;  and  I  i«hall  return  to  Lisbon  and  establish  my** 
self  in  this  army.  The  weather  is  delightful,  and  I  am  in  good  health  and 
enjoying  myself  very  much.  Our  uniform  is  changed  to  scarlet  with  a 
gold-laced  dress-coat. — I  dislike  the  change  on  account  of  the  colour  and 
the  expence  ;  but  I  shall  order  nothing  till  I  know  whether  I  am  to  have 
the  brevet  rank  ;  as  it  makes  a  diflerence  in  the  epaulettes.** 

In  the  dead  of  the  night  preceding  that  of  the  storming,  he  volunteered 
to  reconnoitre;  and,  laying  aside  all  fear  of  discovery  by  the  centinels^ 
and  of  the  dangers  of  the  water,  stripped  and  forded  the  inundation  o^ 
the  Revellas,  to  ascertain  the  safest  passage  for  our  columns ;  and  so  at- 
tached was  he  to  Sir  Thomas  Graham,  that  even  this  incident  had  formed 
part  of  his  last  respectful  and  affectionate  communication  of  every  nota- 
ble occurrence. 

It  was  just,  as  it  was  naturally  to  be  expected,  that  to  a  young  officer 
of  such  enterprlze,  courage,  and  ability,  should  be  confided  the  leading 
and  shewing,  as  engineer,  the  troops  of  the  advance  to  the  great  breach  : 
there,  after  twice  essaying  to  reach  the  top,  he  fell  wounded  by  a  mus- 
ket-ball grazing  his  knee-pun  and  a  bayonet  thrust  in  the  great  muscle 
of  his  right  leg,  his  left  arm  being  broken  and  his  wrist  wounded  by 
iDusket-shot.  f 

In  a  letter  which  the  Hon.  Mujor-Gcneml  Colvllle  wrote  to  his  brother** 
in-law,  Mr.  Frankland,  Canon  of  WelU*  cathedral,  and  uncle  to  the  Ma* 
jor«  he  says  (having  himself  fallen  at  the  lirst  onset  witli  a  severe  wound 
in  hii  tbi^by  with  which  he  swooned^  and  i^hich  prevented  bb  resaming 
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the  command)/  **  that  the  last  soand  which  he  heard  ^as  the  voice  of  that 
valuable  young  man  and  excellent  officer  Captain  Nicholas,  emphatical- 
ly exhorting  his  men  in  the  ditch.**      Notwithstanding  the  distreai  in 
which  Major  Nicholas  laid  from  these  injurious  wounds,  upon  seeing 
aome  of^his  oldest  friends  and  comrades,  Colonel  Macleod  and  Captaio 
James,  fall,  and  especially  upon  hearing  the  soldiers  demand,  who  should 
lead  them'  to  the  third  onset  ?     He  rallied  ;  at  that  instant  ordering  two 
of  his  men  to  bear  him  up  in  their  arms.     One  of  these  brave  supporten 
was  killed  at  the  top,  and  at  the  same  moment  he  received   himself  a 
musket-ball,  which   passed  through  the  chest,   breaking  the  third  and 
fourth  rib,  near  the  cartilege  uniting  it  with  the  sternum,  and  coming 
out  above  an  inch  and  a  half  above  a  line  drawn  from  the  lower  point  of 
the  scapula  and  the  spine,  breaking  the  processus  bone  of  the  vertebra. 
This  shock  precipitated  him  from  tlie  top  to  the  bottom  of  the  breacfa, 
where  he  laid  for  a  long  time,  considerably  injured  otherwise  by  bruises 
in  his  right  side,  and  in  his  lower  extremities.     At  length  he  was  carried 
off;  and  most  unfortunately  was  hastily  dressed,  as  it  is  supposed,  by  s 
surgeon  of  the  line ;  who  appears  to  have  had  no  hope  of  his  recoverr, 
and  therefore  gave  him  some  wine,  intending  it  probably  as  a  cordial  to 
support  him  in  his  last  extremity.      It  was  not  discovered  where  he  was 
by  Mr.  Fitzpatrick  till  he  had  dressed  all  his  other  patients.     This  skil- 
ful and  successful  surgeon,  who  was,  as  we  have  befure  related  from  hioi- 
•elf,  his  old  and  intimate  friend  and  well  acquainted  with  his  constitutioui 
first  applied  himself  to  elevate  the  ribs,  to  assist  his  breathing,  which 
gave    him  great  relief ;    and    on  the  third  day  it  was  found  possible  to 
remove  him  from  his  tent  into  Badujos,  at  abont  the  distance  of  a  m'A<^ 
and  a  half.      This  removal  he  bore  so  well,  that  Sir  Richard  Fletcher* 
the  commanding  engineer,  (who  benevoleiiUy  atteniled  him  on  the  way  J« 
with  his  other  anxious  friends,  thought  there  were  some,  though  veryslig^^^^ 
hopes  of  preserving  his  life.    After  his  wounds  hud  been  first  dressed,   ^^^ 
.  was  able  to  write  a  letter  to  his  father,  thus, — **  My  dear  Sir   (which    ^^ 
altered  to  Fatiier), — The  breaches  were  stormed  last  night,  and  Bada^  *^* 
ta^cn.  I  had  the  honour  of  shewing  and  leading  the  troops  of  the  advai^^  ^^ 
to  the   threat  breach.      I    am  wounded  in  the  followiiig  manner, — O        ^^ 
muskot-ball   tliroiigh  the  left  arm,  breaking  it  about  the  middle,  belc===^^^^ 
the  elbow  ;  another  through  my  left  sidt,  brt^aking,  I  believe  one  or  i^^^ 
of  my  ribs  ;  two  very  slight  wounds,   one  on  the  knee-pan,  and  one  *^ 

the  calf  of  my  rig'at  leg  ;  ditto,  wrist  of  the  kft  arm.      Adieu  !  my  d^^^*' 
father.     Vonr  most  alTectionatc  son,  W.  Nh.uolas.'* 

*•  Camp  be/ore  Badajos,  April  Ithy  18U>." 

On  the  4th  day  he  said  to»  Captain  Ganlincr,  of  th*^  Royal  Artille  ^^^^ 
(who  had  accompanied  him  from  Cadiz),  *•  It  is  worth  while  gettir:^^''' 
wounded  to  feel  the  delight  of  recovering  one's  strength  and  overcomir 
pain.*'  Aand  about  this  time  he  sent  a  message  to  General  Sir  Tho 
Graham,  to  request,  tliat  Lord  Wellington  might  be  made  acquidnt 
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id  his  hope  to  be  promoted  on  his  l^rdship*s  notice  of 
dispatch.  Tiiis  message,  Sir  Tlioiims  Graham,  with 
indnessy  peculiar  to  his  generous  mind,  immediately 
s  Lordship  ;  who  was  i)Ieased  to^express  himself  to  tliis 
was  no  otiicer  who  need  be  under  less  anxiety  of  his

expire(!.  This  happened  in  the  afteruoou  of  the

aas  Graham,  writing  home  upon  the  occasion  of  his 
;ere  can  be  any  consolation  to  his  family  and  friends 
duable  a  life,  it  is  in  the  reflection  that  no  soldier 
mself  more. — His  zeal  and  skill  were  acknowledged  ;. ' 
iuct  that  gave  such  an  example  of  intrepidity  to  the 
e  assault,  can  never  be  forgotten.*'  And  Sir  Richurd 

■■»  \ 
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Fletcher,  as  the   commanding  engineer,  observes,  *•  We  are  boood  to 
believe  that  the  virtues  which  distinguished  him  will  neither  be  forgotten 
nor  unrequited  in  that  world  to  which  he  has  been  so  early  called.*— He 
was   followed-  to  the  grave  by   his  brother  officers,  all  of  whom  sensibly 
felt   the  loss  which  the  corps  of  engineers,  and  the  army  itself  had  sus- 
tained, and  was  buried  close  to  the  breach  on  which  he  so  nobly  feli.'* 
Nor  would  the  generous  feelings  of  Sir  Richard  Fletcher  permit  Untd 
quit  Badajos  before  he  had  placed  a  memorial  on  the  spot  where  replied 
the  body  of  this  respected  soldier,  for  on  the  21st  November,  1812>ke 
writes  thus  from  Cuidad  Kodrigo  to  his  father, — **  I  wish  that  any  In- 
guage  oPmine  could  have  conveyed  in  an  adequate  manner  the  high  leoae 
I  entertained  of  the  zeal,  the  intelligence,  and  the  general  worth  of  Cap- 
tain Nicholas.      It  may  be  in  some  measure  soothing  to  your  woaaded 
feelings  to  know,  that  before  I  quitted  Badajos  I  had  caused  a  plaio  al- 
tar-tomb to  be  placed  over  the  grave  of  my  lamented  friend  ;    with  sn 
inscription,  stating  the  glorious  cause  in  which  a  life  was  closedi  tbit 
had  been  so  highly  honourable  to  the  individual,  and  so  useful  to  hii 
country." 

Such  testimonies  as  these  and  of  such  high  authority  must  justify  sod 
excuse  the  feelings  with  which  these  memoirs  approach  their  close.— We 
have  always  highly  appreciated  the  honourable  and  correct  conduct  (if 
military    men,  having   experienced  through   the  greater  part  of  life  the 
friendship  of  one  very  old  general  officer,  far  more  ennobled  by  his  pri- 
vate virtues,  than  by  his  rank.      They  have  always  appeared  to  us  to  be 
firm  and  sincere  in  their  friendship  ;  in  proof  of  which  we  cannot  resiiit 
acknowledging  the  consolatory  and  useful  attentions  rendered  to  the  h- 
mily  of  Major  Nicholas  by  several  officers,  some  of  vv horn  were  his  oldest 
friends,  viz.  Lieutenant-Colonels  W.  H.  Bnnbur}',  W.  IL  Ford,  and  J. 
T.  Jones,  Majors  G.  Macleod  and  R.  Gardiner,  Captains  C.  F.  Smith, 
W.  Gosset,  and  E.  Whinyates,  who  have  strongly  evinced  the  high  regard 
which  they  have  felt   for  the  worth   and  amiable  qualities  of  their  la- 
mented friend,  and  whose  own  high  characters  will  be  a  lasting  record  of 
the  merits  of  their  brave  associate.     But  there  is  one  officer.  Lieutenant 
J.  H.  Pitts,  of  the  Engineers,  recommended  by  Major  Nicholas  to  be  sent 
for  from  Cadiz,  where  he  had  been  his  Adjutant,  who  constantly  attended 
his  sick  bed,  bore  him  the  affection  of  a  son,  and  paid  him  the  same  kind 
attentions  as  if  such.     It   will   not  be  in  the  power  of  time  to  obliterate 
from  the  memory  of  his  family  the  delightful  obligation  raised  by  the  me« 
rit  of  such  kind  offices ;  iju  an  occasion  when  their  value  must  have  been 
80  precious,  in  the  moments  of  excruciating  pain  and  in  the  hour  of  death. 

Little  remains  to  be  added  but  that  on  the  receipt  of  the  public  dis- 
patch of  the  Marquess  Wellington,  his  grateful  country  conferred  that 
rank,  which  he  so  ardently  had  sought,  of  Major  by  Brevet. 

We  cannot  omit  giving  here  the  remarks  of  a  penton,  who  recommeDd* 
ed  him  to  be  placed  by  the  Marquess  Cornwallis  at  the  Acadcioy  of 
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Woolwich, — **  Inexpressible,"  said  that  kind  and  benevolent  fneud» 
**  would  have  been  Lord  ConiTvallis's  delight,  to  have  known  he  liad 
deviated  froai  his  utnial  appointments  of  the  sons  of  military  men,  to 
have  added  such  an  officer  to  his  profession.'* 

In  the  midst  of  the  highest  pride,  but  of  the  bitterest  sorrow,  no  other 
motive  has  induced  the  compiler  of  this  memoir  to  submit  ,the  inci- 
.denii  of  so  useful  a  life  to  the  public  eye,  than  that  bf  doing  justice  to  a 
galVnit  toldier*s  memory,  and  giving  his  fair  example  for  imitation,  A 
soldier  who  was  beloved  in  his  own  little  corps — little  only  in  point  of 
nomberB ;  for  under  the  regulations  of  the  late  Duke  of  Richmond  and 
the  Marquess  Cornwallis,  it  hus  been  growing  great  in  reputation,  and  ra* 
pidly  advancing  to  that  high  pre-eminence,  which  when  it  shall,  in  pro* 
oesa  of  time,  consist  of  officers  educated  under  the  admirable  system  now 
prevailing  at  Woolwicli,  will  surpass  the  best  times  of  engineering  under 
the  French  monarchy  :  and  then  may  it  be  hoped,  that,  to  the  officers  of 
that  inestimable  corps,  feeling  not  less  ardour  and  thirst  of  fame  than 
they  do  at  present,  •  there  will  appear  less  necessity  for  extreme  risque 
and  running  foremost  into  danger,  to  obtain  that  estimation,  which^ 
when  they  shall  become  the  indispensible  advisers  and  attendants  of  a 
great  army,  will  ever  distinguish  the  peculiar  peril  which  attends  their 
services. 

We  conclude  this  memoir  with  the  beautiful  passage  in  the  late  Bi- 
shop of  London's  8th  Lecture, — "He  who  undertakes  An  occupation  of 
great  toil  and  great  danger,  for  the  purpose  of  serving,  d^^fendiug,  and 
protecting  his  country,  is  a  most  valuable  and  respectable  member  of  so- 
ciety ;  and  if  he  conducts  himself  with  valour,  fidelity  and  humanity, 
and  amidst  the  horrors  of  war,  cultivates  the  gentle  manners  of  peace, 
and  the  virtues  of  a  devout  and  holy  life,  he  most  justly  deserves,  and 
will  assuredly  receive  the  esteem,  the  admiration  and  the  applause  of  his 
grateful  country  ;  and,  what  is  of  still  greater  importance,  the  appro- 
bation of  his  God." 
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The  foUou'in^  Memoir  it  from  the  eloquent  and  learned  pen  of  Dt* 
€2lark^  of  Cambridge.  If  there  he  one  hook  which  a  soldier  should  pos^ 
sess  above  another^  it  is  the  Travels  in  Europe  and  Asia  of  this  gentle^^ 
man  and  scholar.  They  afford  an  example  at*once  of  eloquence  and  po» 
iiteness,  liberal  and  learned  piety ^  active  cnterprize^  and  just  and  pio 
iuresque  description. 

THE  fleet  with  our  army  arrived  in  Marmorice  harbour,  upon*  the 
const  of  Coria^  oh  the  28th  of  December,  19M.    Having  wailed  there 
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uearly  two  months,  durinpf  which  time  a  small  reinforcement  arrired  from 
£n^and,  it  sailed  for  Eji^pt  on  the22d  of  February,  1800.  The  troop 
in  health  and  spirita,  arrited  irr  Aboutir  bay  npoii  the  2d  of  March,  at 
10,  a.  m.  A  sham  descent  had  been  practised  in  Marmorice  to  cxerdse 
the  soldiers.  It  was  fonnd  by  this  that  six  thonsand  men  niif^ht  beland^ 
ed  in  the  most  perfect  order,  and  ready  for  immediate  action  ha  iiitihott 
•pace  of  twenty-three  minutes.  Their  passaj^e  had  been  boiitefon^. 
Several  Greek  traii^porta  parted  from  the  fleet  during;  a  g^le  of  niai 
and  disappeared  for  many  days  with  part  of  the  12tn,  the  2^h,  and 
Hompesch*s  rej^imentsot  dragoons.  From  these  circumstances  and  ^ 
Fatenesft  of  the  day,  thft  laniling;  was  postponed  tilt  the  foHowing  day,  anil 
a'nd  tlierefore  a  great  adrantage  lost.  Had  the  landing  been  attempted 
then,  there  would  hare  been  no  opposition.  The  enemy,  although  long 
T)efore  informed  of  our  approach,  was  totally  unprepared,  and  the  livet 
of  many  brare  soldiers  would  hare  been  spared.  The  nrmy  was  miablc 
lo  land  on  the  following  dnrj',  and  thus  the  enemy  gained  tune  to  collect 
their  forces.  Prq)arations  were  accordingly  made  for  a  stout  resistance. 
The  succeeding  morning  was  equafly  unfavourabFe,  and  six  da3's  were 
lost  in  the  same  manner.  During  all  this  time  the  English  fleet  conti- 
nued in  sight  of  the  French  army,  and  were  at  length  so  little  regarded, 
that  the  French,  becoming  dupes  to  the  delay,  actually  believed  that  the 
whole  was  merely  a  feint  to  cover  operations  in  another  quarter;  and 
that  our  real  intention  was  to  steal  oQ'  In  the  night,  and  land  at  Jafife, 
upon  the  Coast  of  Syria. 

This  delay,  however,  was  not  solely  owing  to  the  weather.     A  part  of 
ft  may  be  referred  to  another  cause.     Major  M'Aarras,    chief  engineer, 
had  priiceded  the  fleet  from  Marmorice  to  reconnoitre  the  count rj-.    He 
had   been  twice  on   the  Egyptian  shore,  and  with  the  greatest  siiccess. 
He  had  observed  the  lake  of  Aboukir ;  had  surveyed  all  the   adjoining 
territory  ;  ascertained    the  different  heights  ;  and  selected  a  convenient 
spot  for  landing.      Having  (inihhed  all  his  plans,  he  unfortunately  ren- 
tured  on  sliore  a  third  time  to  confirm  their  accuracy,  and  was  observed 
l)v  a'French  armed  boat  at  the  very  instant  he  was  putting  off  to  return 
to  hts  ship.       The  wind  was  again^Jt  him,  and  the  crew  of  his  boat,  find- 
in**-  every  efl'ort  ineffectual,   fell  alongside  the  enemy,  and  surrendered. 
By  a  moat  dastardly  instance  of  cruelty  on  the  part  of  the  French,  they 
pouted   a  volley  of  musquetry  into   the  boat,  after  the  surrender  Inid 
taken  place  ;    by    which  Major  M'Arras  was  killed.     Our  fleet   arrived 
yery  shortly  after  this  disaster,   and  the  commander-in-chief,    instead  of 
obtaining  the  information  expected,  was  compelled  to  wait  till  the  busi- 
ness of  reconnoitring,  now  become  more   difficult   than  ever,  could  be 
again  accomplished. 

Thus  was  the  descent  of  our  army  postponed  until  the  8tb  of  March 
(1800]*  The  French  had  thus  gained  even  more  time  than  they  thought 
proper  to  use  as  the  means  of  defence,  and  were  stationed  on  Ihe  sandy 
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heights  eastward^  and  \vithi|i  <;iin-shot  of  Abonkir  custle,  between  tlmt 
fbrtren  and  the  entrance  to  the  luke  Said.  The  spot  selected  for  land- 
ing was  iuimediately  un<ler  this  hill,  und  that  a  worst'  pisice  could  hardly 
have  been  chosen  is  evident  from  thi^  circumstance,  that  the  enemy  hud, 
besides  their  artillery  upon  the  heights,  a  coverinp^  for  their  flanks  of 
eight  field  pieces  on  the  rij^ht  and  four  upon  the  left.  These,  together 
with  the  guns  of  the  cattle,  bore  down  upon  the  place  of  landing.  The 
dty  prior  to  that  of  the  descent,  signals  were  made  to  cook  three  days* 
profinons  for  the  troops,  and  for  the  bouts  of  every  description  to  put  off 
Irom  their  respective^  ships,  and  to  repair  to  the  Mondavi  brig,  as  a 
point  of  rendezvous,  when  a  false  tire  should  be  shewn  from  the  Foudro- 
yant,  the  ship  of  the  commander-in-chief.  On  the  foUowing  morning, 
the  8th  of  March,  at  three  o'clock,  a.  m.  the  expected  signal  was  made* 
Every  boat  instantly  repaired  to  the  several  ships  to  take  in  their  quota 
of  troops  ;  and  then  proceeded  to  the  appointed  station,  close  in  under 
the  hill,  about  three  miles  from  the  enemy,  whence  they  were  to  move 
according  to  the  order  of  battle.  S^lius  they  all  remained,  until  the 
whole  of  the  reserve  was  collected  around  the  Mondavi. 

Never  was  anything  conducted  with  greater  regularity.  The  French, 
to  their  astonishment,  as  they  afterwards  related,  instead  of  beholding  a 
number  of  men  landed  pell-mell,  saw  the  British  troops  preparing  a  re- 
gular line  as  they  advanced  in  their  boats,  although  the  wind  was  directly 
in  their  teeth,  and  finally  landing  in  regular  order  of  battle,  under  the 
heaviest  fire  perhaps  ever  experienced.  Shells,  cannon-balls,  and  grnpe- 
shot,  coming  with  the  wind,  fell  like  a  storm  of  hail  uhoat  them,  yet  not  a 
■oldier  quitted  his  seat  or  moi'cd,  nor  did  a  single  sailor  siirink  from  the 
hard  labour  of  his  oar.  Not  a  musket  was  suffered  to  be  charged,  until 
the  troops  could  form  upon  the  strand.  They  were  commanded  to  sit 
still  in  the  boats ;  and  this  command,  with  inconceivable  firmness,  did 
these  men  obey  ;  with  the  exception  only  of  returning  for  etieh  volley  of 
shot  from  their  enemies  three  general  cheers,  an  effect  of  ardour  in  which 
their  officers  found  it  impossible  to  restrain  the ni.  The  feelings  of  tliose 
who  remained  in  the  ships  were  not  proof  ag:iinst  such  .a  sight.  Sevend 
of  our  brave  seamen  wept  like  children,  and  many  of  liiose  upon  the 
quarter-decks  who  attempted  to  use  telescopes,  su  lie  red  the  glasses  to 
fall  from  their  hands,  and  irnve  vent  to  their  tears. 

But  the  moment  of  triumph  was  at  hand.  For  three  long  miles,  y)ull- 
ing  in  this  manner  against  the  wind,  did  our  brave  tars  strain  every  sinew. 
Several  boats  were  sunk  by  the  bursting  of  the  shells,  and  about  two 
hundred  and  seventy  men  were  killed  before  they  reached  the  shore.  At 
length,  with  all  their  prows  touching  the  beach  at  the  same  instant,  the 
boats  grounded.  Then  a  spectnelc  was  presented  tjiut  will  be  os-et  me- 
morable.— Two  hundred  of  the  French  cavalrv  aetnnllv  charged  into  the 
lea,  and  were  seen  for  a  lew  se<:oiids  hacking  the  men  in  the  b(»at?; :  these 
rlants  were  everv  one  killed.      It  was  now  ahont  ten  o'clock  in  the 
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forenoon  ;  and  within  the  space  of  ^ix  minutes  from  this  iai|>ortant  cn«Uf 
the  content  wa»  decided.  The  42d  regiment,  leaping  up  to  their  middle 
in  wuter»  formed  rapidly  upon  the  Hliore ;  and  with  a  degree  of  impattcncis 
nothing  could  restrain,  without  waiting  to  load  their  munketay  broke 
from  the  main  line  before  it  could  be  formed,  and  ran  gallantl  j  up  the 
l^ill,  sinking  deep  in  the  sand  at  every  step  they  took.  In  this  perilew 
situation  a  body  of  French  cavalry  pushed  down  upon  them  ;  but  insteid 
of  being  thrown  into  any  disorder,  they  coolly  received  the  charge  upon 
the  points  of  their  bayonets ;  and,  the  rest  of  the  army  coming  up,  roruted 
the  enemy  on  all  sides.  The  French  fled  with  the  greatest  precipitation* 
Our  troops  had  been  taught  to  expect  no  quarter,  and  therefore  none 
was  given.  The  wounded  and  the  dying  neither  claimed  nor  obtained 
mercy  ;  all  was  blood  and  death.  Humanity  remembers  some  things 
she  may  wish  to  forget.  Let  us  express  a  hope  that  British  glory  will  not 
often  be  thus  impaired  by  such  unnecessar}*  havoc  on  a  subdued  enemy* 
Our  loss  in  killed  and  wounded  amounted  to  five  hundred  and  sixty. 

When  our  troops  landed,  Jacques  Abdallah  Menou,  commander-in- 
chief  of  the  French  armies  in  Egypt,  was  in  Cairo.  Intelligence  had 
been  re^ieiitediy  sent  to  him,  accompanied  by  entreaty,  that  he  would 
hasten  to  the  relief  of  Alexandria.  The  French  described  him  as  a 
pompous,  obstinate,  corpulent  man,  entirely  absorbed  in  composing  or 
in  delivering  harangues  to  his  soldiers.  No  persuasion  could  induce  him 
to  move.  He  considered  the  affair  of  our  invasion  as  of  little  importance. 
Until  our  army  had  actually  gained  footing  in  the  Country,  and  twice  de- 
feated the  French  troops,  he  took  no  measures  to  interrupt  their  pro- 
gress. According  to  the  French  statement,  General  Friunt,  with  a  body 
of  cavalry  amounting  to  fifteen  hundred  men,  was  the  only  force  upon 
the  spot  to  Of) pose  the  landing  of  the  English  army.  Had  the  resistance 
l>een  greater,  und  INIenou  present,  it  is  believed  that  the  superior  advan* 
tages  of  the  French  position  would  have  rendered  a  descent  upon  the 
coast  impracticable. 

A  skirmish  took  place  upon  the  i2tli  of  March.  lu  this  affair  the 
12th  regiment  of  dragoons,  by  too  precipitate  a  charge,  sufi^ered  verjr 
considerably.  Colonel  Archdale,  who  commanded  it,  lost  an  arm,  re- 
ceiving a  shot  in  the  very  instant  he  was  raising  his  sabre  as  a  signal  for 
his  troops  to  advance.  This  did  not  prevent  him  from  leading  his  men 
gallantly  through  a  body  of  the  enemy,  much  superior  in  numbers. 
Captain  Butler  of  the  same  regiment  was  also  taken  prssoner.  This 
brave  but  rash  action  was  publicly  noticed  by  the  commander-in-chief, 
and  a  caution  added  against  the  ill  elTects  of  such  intemperate  valour. 

On  the  13th,  the  following  day,  our  army  attacked  and  drove  the 
enemy  from  the  heights  to  which  they  had  retreated  after  tlie  action  of 
the  8th.  This  battle  was  desperately  fought  on  both  sidts.  The  result, 
however,  proved  the  superiority  of  the  English  bayonet.  The  French 
were  found  to  have  used  on  this  occasion  bullets  and  caunon*shot  of  cop-

per  aud  bran,  generally  deemed  a  dbhonourable  practice^  as  calculated 
ouly  to  gratify  cruelty  and  malice.      The  slightest  wounds  so  inflicted 
are  said  to  be  mortal.      This  species  of  ammunition  was  obtained  from 
the  sheathing  of  the  ships  in  the  port  of  Alexandria.      Several  of  those 
iialls  were  exhibited  in  the  fleet,  hud  some  of  them  we  afterwards  found 
in  the  sand  where  the  action  took  place.     This  action,  it  was  reported* 
was  not  duly  followed  up.     The  enemy  were  allowed  to  establish  them- 
selves  in  a  most  advantageous  position,  upon  some  heights,  whence  it 
was  found  extremely  difficult  to  dislodge  them.   To  this  place  our  army 
pursued  them,   and  then  retreated  to  an  eminence  near  some  ruins,  ren« 
dered  afterwards  renowned,  as  the  theatre  of  the  most  dreadful  carnage 
during  the  battle  of  the  21st. 

Auout  the  19th  (March)  Menou  arrived  in  Alexandria,  pouring  forth 
a  torrent  of  abuse  against  the  garrison  and  troops  who  had  opposed  tha 
landing  of  the  English  army.  He  reproached  them,  in  one  of  his  turgid 
harangues,  with  ^*  aUowing^  to  their  tveriasting  shame,  an  army  0/ heroes 
to  he  chastised  hy  a  mob  of  English  school-boys.''*  The  fat  figure  of 
Menou,  added  to  his  blustering  and  gasconading  manner,  rendered  him 
a  pleasant  object  of  ridicule  to  thfc  nuturrl  vivacity  of  the  Frenchmen, 
who  distinguished  him  by  the  name  of  the  '*  Cochon  General."  Imme« 
diate  preparations,  however,  were  made  for  a  general  attack  upon  the 
English  with  his  whole  force,  pour  les  amneantiry  as  he  expressed  it. 
The  day  for  this  great  ^ent  was  fixed  for  the^lnt,  when  our  army  was 
to  be  surprised  before  day-light  in  its  encampment,  routed,  and  tumbled 
into  the  lake  iiboukir. 

At  the  hour  appointed  the  attack  was  mr.de.      In  the  beginning  of  it 

the   French  conducted  themselves  with  admirable  skill.      It  is  certain 

our  £lrmy  did  not  then  expect  them,  although,  for  two  preceding  niglits, 

the   soldiers   had  been  ordered  to  lie  down  upon  their  arms,  and  to  be 

ready  at  a  moments  notice.     They  came  silently  on«  and  in  good  order. 

With  amazing  perseveretice  they  crept  even  upon  their  hands  and  knees^ 

through  the  fear  of  alavming  our  videttes.      The  French  videttea  were, 

however,   observed  to  draw  nearer  and  nearer  to  ours,  until,  at  length, 

the   English   sentinel   observed  the  French  army  close  behind,  coming 

slowly  on  in  a  line.     This  man  gave  the  alarm,  by  tiring  his  piece,  and 

retreating  with  all  possible  expedition.     .  The  French  instantly  and  ra« 

pidly  charged  up  the  hill,   beginning  a  false  attack  upon  our  left,  and 

carrying  a  redoubt  by  means  of  the  bayonet,'— intending  thus  to  draw 

our  attention  from  its  right,  where  the  main  assault  was  intended.     This 

project,   however,  was  soon  perceived  by  our  commander,  and  failed  of 

its  eti'ect.     It   was  still  dark.     Tlie  firing  ceased  upon  the  left,  and  was 

soon  heard  very  warm  upon  the  right.  To  that  point,  therefore.  General 

Abercrouibie  directed  all  Ium  attention,  although  both  armies  discharged 

their  artillery   without   discerning  a  single  object,  except  during  the 

fiaslies  pf  the  cannon^  when^  as  an  officer  belonging  to  the  reserve  as« 
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•Qred  at,  the  French  army  was  not  otherwise  ▼itible,  although  now  •» 
l^r»  than  bj^^the  a|>pearaDce  of  a  long  black  line,  disclosed  during  tboi^ 
jmioiiientury  coruscations.     As  duwn  ap^ieared,  the  f  reach  were  foaod  la 
have  succeeded  in  turning  our  rij^ht  wing ;  and  a  party  of  their  cankj* 
were  actually  se^n  advancing  to  the  rear  of  the  28th  regioieut.  The  pn^ 
deuce  and  gallant  conduct  of  this  regiment  gave  the  Hri^t  favourablatayt 
to  the  conflict  of  the  day.     Ca%'alry  in  the  rear  of  the  infantry,  hii^gv* 
jaerally  the  power,  to  throw  them  into  dijiorder.     It  was  at  tbia  erilieil 
inpnient  decisive  as  to  the  fate  of  Egypt,  that  an  Adjutant  of  the^&tk 
gave  the  word,  "  Rear  rank^  rigki^abouif  ^tfce."      This  was  feady| 
obeyed;. and  the  soldiers,   with  astouii»liing  firmness  and  preseoee  if 
nrind,  sustained  a  severe  attack  in  front  and  rear  at  the  sauie  time  with* 
opt  R  single  mau  moving  from  his  place.     At  this  juncture,  the  434  re- 
gtQient  coming  up  to  aid  ,the  tt8th,  were  themselves  overwhelmed  and 
broketi  by  a  body  of  the  enemy's  cavalry.     Still,  tliough  dispersed,  tbcf 
resisted  to  a  man ;  and  were  seen  so  intermingled  with  the  enemy»  that 
the  flank  companies  of  the  4{>th,  stationed  in  the  openings  of  the  rainr 
upon  the  right,  were  afraid  to  fire  for  fear  of  destroying  tlfem.      MeoM 
had  promised  a  Louis  to  every  French  soldier  who  should  be  oooGeiued 
ID  cstablishiag  a  position  in  that  building ;  and  several  attempts  were 
nuMje  for  the  parfMse.    The  58tli  iiad  been  stationed  there  i  a  the'begin* 
uing  of  the  action,    with  a  part  of  the  23d,  and  had  already  repalaeda 
column  of  the  enemy  in  its  attack  upon  this  place ;  when,  during  the  so* 
vere  conflict  sustained  by  thte  38th  in  front,  three  columns  forced  in  be» 
hind  the  redoubt  where  that  regiment  was  stationed,  and  while  some  of 
tliem  remained   to  carry  on  the  attack  upon  its  rear,  the  principal  part 
penetrated  into  the  quadrangular  area  formed  by  the  ruin.      Here  they 
were  received  by  the  58th  and  S3d,  and  followed  by  a  part  of  the  43d^ 
who  cut  off  their  retreat,  so  that  a  most  desperate  conflict  ensued.     Our 
men  attacked  them  like  wolves,  with  less  ardour  than  valour,  displaying 
a  degree  of  intrepidity  nothing  could  resist.     A#ier  ex(H:nding  all  their 
ammunition,  they  had  recourse  to  stones  and  the  but-ends  of  their  pieces, 
truusfixiug  die  Frenchmen  with  their  bayonets  against  the  walls  of  the 
building,  until  they  had  covered  the  sand  with  the  blood  and  bodies  of 
their  enemies ;  where  they  remain  heaped  at  this  hour,  a  striking  monu« 
ment  of  the  horror  of  that  day.     Not  fewer  than  seven  hundred  Frencln 
men  were  bayonetted  or  shot  among  those  ruins. 

By  some  unaccountable  negligence,  the  princiiml  part  of  the  artillery 
and  ammunition  had  not  been  brought  to  the  station  then  occupied  by 
our  array ;  hence  originated  a  saying,  that  the  French  had  been  beaten 
by  an  enemy  destitute  of  artillery.  Certain  it  U,  that  both  the  38th  and 
4^d>  regiments,  towards  the  termination  of  the  contest,  were  reduced  to 
the  necessity  .of  throwing  stones.  Genihral  Sir  Ralph  Abercrombie,  with 
A  view,  as  it  is  related,  of  rallying  th#43d,  hastening  towards  thedread* 
fttl  conflict  in  the  jnio  U|h>d  the  right,  was  ueaflf  surrounded  by  a  party 
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of  Freucl)  cavalry.  A  dragoon  made  a  thrust  at  him;  but  Sir  Haiph^ 
recelviag  it  between  his  breast  and  his  left  arm,  wrested  the  weapon  from 
his  antagonist.  At  this  instant,  an  English  soldier,  seeing  another  ride 
tow2Lrds  the  General  to  aim  a  blow  at  him,  and,  being  without  ball, 
thrust  his  ramrod  into  his  piece,  and  with  it  shot  the  dragoon.  Soon  after 
Sir  Rttlph  was  seen  without  his  horse,  the  animal  having  been  shot  under 
Inm;  when  Sir  Sidney  Smith  coming  up  supplied  him  with  that  whereon 
he  WIS  mounted.  It  was  on  this  occasion  that  Sir  Ralph  presented  to 
Sir  Sidney  the  sabre  he  had  wrested  from  the  dragoon.  Soon  after  our 
venerable  Commander  received  iu  his  thigh  the  fatal  shot  of  which  he 
ai\erwards  expired. 

Victory  now  declared  itself  for  the  English,  and  it  may  be  said  to  date 
from  the  moment  when  Abercrombie  recieved  his  mortal  wound.  Five 
FreDch  Generals  were  killed.  Meuou's  horse  was  sliot  under  him.  It 
is  said  that  he  wept  when  he  beheld  the  fate  of  the  day,  and  exerted  liim* 
«elf  in  vain  endeavours  to  rally  his  retreating  army.  Amongst  the 
wounded  on  our  side  were  Generals  Cakes,  Moore,  Hope,  ami  Sir  Sid- 
ney Smith.  The  loss  sustained  by  the  French  was  not  less  than  four 
thousand.  Eleven  hundred  of  their  dead  were  buried  by  our  own  troo])S« 
After  the  action  both  armies  maintained  the  same  positions  they  had  oc« 
cupied  before  the  battle.    . 

After  the  21st  of  March,  the  affairs  of  the  expedition  remained  at  a 
stand.  It  was  upon  the  17th  of  April  that  I  arrived  at  the  army.  The 
xleath  of  Sir  Rulph  Abercrombie  had  then  thrown  a  gloom  over  every 
thing.  Although  General,  now  Lord  Hutchinson,  followed  precisely  the 
plan  which  was  understood  to  be  General  Abercrombie's,  the  regret  of 
the  army  and  navy  was  only  expressed  by  murmurs  and  discontent.  No 
one,  however,  as  tho  event  has  proved,  could  have  devised  a  more  wise 
scheme  for  the  uliiioate  deliverance  of  Egypt.  He  directed  the  opera- 
tions of  the  army  successively  to  the  different  stations  held  by  the  dis- 
persed forces  of  the  enemy  :  subduing  them  one  after  another,  instead  of 
allowing  them  to  combine  their  strength,  he  was  enabled  to  eflect  what 
no  other  plan  of  carrying  on  tlie  campaign  could  possibly  have  brought, 
to  pass.  If  matters  did  not  proceed  as  speedily  as  before,  they  pro- 
.   ceedcd  safely  and  surely. 

The  first  effort  was  to  cut  off  all  communication  between  the  garrison  of 
Alexandria  and  the  rest  of  Egypt.  This  was  effected  by  destroying  the 
canal  of  Alexandria,  and  thereby  not  only  preventing  a  supply  of  fresh 
water,  but  also  causing  the  waters  of  the  lake  Abonkir  to  fall  into  the 
antient  bed  of  the  lake  Marcotis.  We  were  present  during  this  opera- 
tion. The  canal  was  cut  through  in  two  places;  the  torrent  rushing  ve- 
hemently down  a  steep  of  eight  feet,  soon  carried  away  the  intervening 
•  mound,  and  produced  an  inundation  extending  to  such  a  prodigious  dis- 
tance over  all  the  desert  to  the  cast  and  south  of  Alexandria,  that  before 
the  middle  of  May  the  French,  than  whom  no  people  ^hew  more  alert- 
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ness  in  converting  even  disaster  to  some  advantage,  had  a  flotilla  of  gun- 
boats on  tliis  new-created  sea. 

About  this  time,  Fort  Julien,  upon  the  Rosetta  branch  of  the  Nile, 
vras  taken  by  the  English  and  Turks,  which  was  followed  by  the  evacu- 
ation of  Uosctta.  Rahraunie,  an  important  fort,  was  then  attacked  aod 
carried  ;  by  the  capture  of  this  place  all  communication  with  Aieiaii- 
dria  was  said  to  be  interrupted.  Immediately  after  this  captwe  the 
English  army  began  its  march  to  Cairo.  Their  route  was  aloog  the 
'banks  of  the  Nile.  They  proceeded  about  ten  miles  a  day,  aufferiflg 
much,  as  well  from  the  heat  aA  dews,  Berelos  and  Damiata,  upon  the 
coast,  were  abandoned  by  the  French  ;  and  progressively  the  whole 
country  conquered,  and  Egypt  (and  therein  India),  delivered  froia 
French  possession  and  invasion. 


LORD  WELLINGTON. 


AS  the  narrative  of  the  Marquis  of  Wellington's  retreat  extendi 
to  great  length,  and  we  are  unwilling  to  render  it  incomplete  by  break- 
ing  it  into  two   numbers,  we  have  deemed  it   preferable  to  defer  it

JOURNAL  OF  THE  CAMPAIGN  OF  1812. 


JANUARY  4th  1812.— The  French  raise  the  siege  of  Tariffa. 

Jan.  9th. — Valencia  and  General  Blake  with  his  whole  army  sur- 
render to  Marshal  Suchet.  Blake  was  only  in  fault  for  shutting  himself 
up  in  an  untenable  town. 

A  battering  train  of  fifty  pieces  of  heavy  ordnance,  having  been 
landed  at  Oporto  from  England,  was  conveyed  by  water  to  Lamego* 
From  Lamego  it  was  transported  by  land  to  Almeida,  and  not  less  than 
4000  bullocks  were  employed  in  this  service  for  several  months.  The 
whole  of  the  train  did  not  arrive  at  Almeida  till  about  the  beginniog 
of  January. 

Jan.  7th. — The  allied  army  under  Lord  Wellington  remained  in  the 
cantonments  till  this  period,  waiting  for  the  arrival  of  their  artillery.  The 
light  divisions  were  advanced  in  front  observing  the  enemy's  movements. 

Jan.  8th. — As  the  battering  train  had  now  reached  Almeida,  Lord 
Wellington  began  Ihe  invest  mint  ol'  Ciudad  Rodrigo.  Before  this  place 
cov^ld  be  even  approached,  it  was  necessary  to  take  or  destroy  a  pali- 
sadoed  redoubt,  which  had  been  ( itcted  on  the  hill  of  St.  Francisco,  as 
also  three  fortified  convents  connected  with  that  work.  This  operation 
was  given  to  Major-General  Crawford,  who,  as  soon  as  it  was  dark,  sent 
Colonel  Colboroe,  of  the  fi fty-sccond>  with  a  detachment  of  the  light 
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division,  to  take  the  fort.  The  attack  was  vety  ably  conducted  >)y  Col. 
Colborne  ;  oar  brave  fellows  stormed  it  in  gallant  style,  making  two 
captains  and  fortyi-seven  men  prisoners.  Captain  M ein  of  the  fifty-se- 
cond, who  led  the  storming  party,  was  severely  wounded,  but  our  loss 
was  trifling.-^In  consequence  of  this  success,  the  army  broke  ground  the 
fame  night  within  600  yards  of  the  city,  notwithstanding  that  the  enemy 
lie\d  the  fortified  convents. 

Jan.  14th.— 'Our  fire  was  opened  this  day  from  twenty-two  pieces  of 
ordnance,  which  formed  three  batteries  in  the  first  parallel.  On  the 
nigiit  of  this  day,  likewise,  the  approadi  was  opened  with  the  second  pa- 
rallel, and  the  besiegers  established  in  it  within  150  yards  of  the  walls 
of  the  place.  This  operation  was  rendered  secure  on  the  right  by  Gene* 
ralSir  Thomas  Graham  havins:  surprised  the  enetny's  detachment  in  the 
convent  of  Santa  Cruz,  and.  General  Culville  equally  secured  it  on  the 
left  by  getting  possession  of  tlie  convent  of  St.  Francisco. 

Jan.  15,  l6,  and  17th,  were  spent  in  completing  the  second  parallel 
and  the  approaches  to  it,  and  in  erecting  a  battery  in  the  neighbourhood 
of  the  convent  of  St.  Francisco,  which  opened  on  the  18th. 

Jan.  19th. — The  breaches  in  the  Fausse  Braye  wall,  and  in  the  body 
of  the  place,  effected  by  the  batteries  in  the  first  parallel,  were  considered 
practicable,  as  also  a  breach  in  the  suburbs  of  St.  Francisco,  which  had 
been  made  by  the  batteries  opened  on  the  15th.  Marmont  was  now  to 
all  appearance  advancing  with  a  powerful  force  from  Salamanca,  for  the 
purpose  of  raising  the  siege;  Lord  Wellington,  therefore,  saw  that  no 
time  was  to  be  lost,  and  accordingly  determined  to  make  an  instant  at- 
tempt on  the  city  by  storm. 

The  third  and  light  divisions  were  fixed  upon  for  this  important  ser* 
▼ice,  as  they  happened  to  be  the  troops  on  duty  that  day  (the  army  tak-* 
ing  the  duties  of  the  trenches  by  divisions  during  the  siege).  They  were 
formed  into  five  columns.  The  two  right,  conducted  by  Lt.-Colonel  C. 
Toole,  of  the  second  Portuguese  Ca^adores,  and  Major  Kidge,  of  the 
fifth  regiment,  were  destined  to  ^otect  the  advance  of  the  third  column 
(which  was  composed  of  General  M*Kinnon*s  brigade)  to  the  top  of  the 
breach  in  the  Fausse  Braye  wall.  The  fourth  column  was  composed 
of  the  43d  and  5^d  and  part  of  the  95th  regiments,  and  directed  by 
Oeneral  Crawford.  This  was  destined  to  attack  the  breach  on  the 
left  in  the  suburbs  of  St.  Francisco,  and  to  cover  the  left  of  the  attack 
at  the  principal  breach  by  the  troops  of  tlie  third  division  under  General 
Picton.  General  Pack's  Portuguese  brigade,  which  formed  the  fifth 
column  was  directed  to  make  a  false  attack  upon  the  south  face  of  the 
fort.  Besides  these  columns,  the  94th  regiment,  under  the  command  of 
L.t.*Colonel  Campbell,  was  ordered  to  descend  into  the  ditch  on  the 
right  of  General  M'Kinnon's  column,  for  the  purpose  of  protecting 
that  column  against  the  obstacles  which  it  was  supposed  the  enemy 
would  construct  to  oppose  iti  pfogreti  to  the  principftl  breach  in  the 
Fau8«e  Braye  wall. 
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The  assault  was  made  according  to  these  arrangements, — M^jor 
Ridi^e,  with  Ins  column,  escalnded  the  Fausse  Braye  wall,  and  stormed 
the  principal  breach  in  the  main  body  of  the  place,  along  with  the  94tli 
regiment,  which  had  moved  along  the  ditch,  and  had  stormed  the  breach 
of  tlie  Fausse  Braye  wall  in  front  of  "General  S^rKinnon's  brigade,  so 
that  it  not  only  covered  the  arlvance  of  that  brigade,  but  eveu  preceded 
it  in  the  attack.  Generals  Crawford  and  Vaudeleur,  with  the  tnmpsoti 
the  left,  were  equally  forward  in  their  movements  ;  and  in  less  than  half 
an  hoar  from  the  commencement  of  the  attack,  the  city  was  iu  oar  p«* 
session.  General  Pack  converted  his  fulse  attack  into  a  real  one*  The 
Portuguese  troops  scaled  the  walls  in  every  direction  ;  and  the  advanced 
guard,  under  Major  Lynch,  followed  the  enemy's  troops  frona  the  ad- 
vanced works  into  the  ^'ausse  Braye,  where  they  made  prisoners  all  that 
opposed  them. 

Major-General  M*Kinnou  (of  whom  you  have  given  such  an  admirable 
life,  and  which   1   know  to  be  a  most  correct  one)  was  blown  up  by  the 
explosion  of  one  of  the  enemy's  mines  near  the  breach.     General  Craw- 
ford (who  appears  to  have  been  one  of  your  correspondents)  received  his 
mortal  wound  in  leading  on  his  division  ;  and  Major  Napier,  one  of  the 
bra\;est  men  in  the  army,  lost  an  arm.      Major-General  M*Kinoon,  at 
l^'ou  have  related  in  your  life  of  him,  had  the  singular  fortune  to  be  the 
schooUfellow  of  Buonaparte,  and  the  best  monument  to  General  Craw* 
ford  is  in  the  hearts  of  his  countrymen.     I  very  much  wish  that  the  Mi« 
litary  Chronicle  had  been  as  full  in  the  latter  biography  as  in  the  former. 
The  value  of  this  capture  of  Ciudad  Rodrigo  was  very  great. —  1st,  It 
erected  a  wall,  and  a  very   strong  one,  against  any   new  invasion  of  the 
Portuguese  frontier,      ^d.  It  was  so  much  gained  towards  clearing  the 
country  between  the  Douro  and  the  Tagus.  3d,  It  intercepted  the  com- 
munications of  the  enemy  between  the  North  and  South  of  Spain,  and 
thereby  rendered  the  operations  of  their  armies  in  the  North,   and  theif 
army   in    the   south,  two  distinct  lines,  having  the  allied  army  between 
therti.     4th,  It  paved  tlie  way  for  the  siege  of  Badajos*     5th,  It  greatly 
raised  the  credit  and  popularity  of  the  allied  cause. 

Marshal  Marmont  collected  his  forces  at  Salamanca,  but  finding  he 
was  too  late,  he  retired  to  his  former  position.  Lord  Wellington  em- 
ployed the  Gfth  divison  in  repairing  the  walls  and  works  of  Ciudad  Rod- 
rigo whilst  the  rest  of  the  army  began  to  lile  off  to  the  south,  in  order  te 
assemble  in  the  Alentejo,  and  thence  proceed  to  the  siege  of  Badajos. 

Feb.  4th. — Whilst  these  operations  were  proceeding  on  the  west  fron« 
tier  of  Spain,  the  French  continued  their  operations  with  much  spirit  iu 
the  subjection  of  the  .western  or  Mediterranean  provinces.  General 
MontbruQ  cannonaded  Alicant  on  the  14th  of  Jan.  and  summoned  it  to 
surrender,  but  was  compelled  to  retreat  on  the  iCth.  Marshal  Suchet 
attacked  general  Lacy  (a  Spanish  General)  on  the  heights  of  Altasalla, 
pear  Tarragooa^  aud»  though  the  Spaniards  fought  with  great  bravery. 
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defeated  him  aud  d^rove  him  into  tlie  mouuUinn.  The  buUle  was  on  the 
S4lb  of  JanuarjT-  The  Btrong  lortress  of  Peniscpla  was  likewise  taken 
by  them  (the  Freach)  on  the  4th  of  February  ;  but. they  received  a  re* 
pulse  at  Cartamn,  near  M ala}^a»  by  General  Ballasteros,  Feb.  l6tb. 

March  l6th'.-— Lord  WelUu^oo,  having  collected  his  troops  in  the 
Alentejo,  inarched  against  Badujos,  and  commenced  the  siege  this  day. 

March  39th. — On  this  day,  previous  to  the  opening  of  tlie  breaching* 
Intleriesy  the  enemy  made  a  sortie  u|ion  the  Portuguebe  troops  under 
Geoetal  Hamilton,  who  invested  the  place  on  the  right  of  the  Guidiana ; 
bat  they  were  immediately  repulsed  with  some  loss. 

March  31st.-— We  began  to  (ire  upon  the  face  of  the  bastion  to  the 
•onth-west  of  the  angle  of  the  Fort  of  Trinidad,  and  upon  the  flank  of 
the  bastion  Santa  Maria,  with  twenty-six  pieces  of  artillery  formed  in 
two  butteries  in  the  second  parallel. 

April  3d. — The  (ire  of  the  battereiswai  constant  and  tremendous  from 
the  3l8t  to  the  evening  of  this  day,  and  not  less  than  sixty-four  shot 
were  thrown  per  minute. 

April  4th,— A  third  battery  of  six  pieces  was  opened  upon  the  ra- 
velin of  St.  Ubque. 

April  5th. — On  the  evening  of  this  day  the  breaches  were  declared 
practicable.  Bat  as  the  enemy  api>eared  to  be  making  the  most  foruii- 
dable  preparations  to  repel  any  assault,  Lord  Wellington  determined  to 
wait  till  the  third  breach  was  also  practicable. 

April  6th.—- This  third  breach  was  deemed  practicable  on  the  evening 
of  this  day,  and  his  Lordship  accordingly  determined  to  storm  the  place 
without  an  hour*s  delay. 

The  arrangements  for  this  purpose  were  made  a<t  follow!^ :  The  third 
division  under  Geneml  Picton,  was  directed  to  attack  the  castle  by  esca- 
lade, while  the   guards  in  the  trenches,  which  were  furnished  that  day 
from  the  fourth  division,  should  attack  the  ravelin  of  St.  Roque  on  the 
left  of  the  ca«tle.      Tiie  fourth  division,  under  Mujor-General  Colville, 
•nd  the  light  division,  under  Colonel  Barnard,  were  ordered  to  attack  the 
"breaches  in  the  bastions  of  Trinidad  and  Santa  Maria.      Major-General 
Walker,  with  his  brigade,  was  to  make  a  false  attack  upon  the  fort  of 
Pardeleras,  and  other  works  on  the  banks  of  the  Guidiana  ;  and  General 
Power,  with  the  Portiignebe  troops  under  Ihs  command,  had  orders  to  at- 
tack the  tete  du  pont  and  fort  of  St.  Christoval  on  the  right  of  that  river* 
The  attack  commenced  exactly  at  ten  o'clock  at  night.  The  breaehes 
were  attacked  in  the  most  gallant  manner  by  the  fourth  and  light  divi- 
•ioni,  who  got  almo^nt  to  the  covered  way  before  they  were  perceived  bj 
the  enemy.  But  General  Phillipon  had  brought  the  bra ve»t  of  his  troops 
to  that  point,  and  every  obstacle  that  the  shortness  of  the  time  would  ad- 
IDit  of  was  opposed  to  their  advance  ;  and  notwithstanding  the  most  de^ 
tcrmiued  and  almost  desiderate  eiibrts  which  were  m«l«  by  our  brave 
feUowa  to  overcome  these  obstacles,  they  were  three  times  repulsed,  and 
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unable  toeSictinen  entry  by  the  brenulter.  Many  a  gallsnt 
m  tecrifice  to  bis  braver}-,  and  sucu.-aB  had  atmoat  became 
when  the  Commaiider  was  inrormed  that  General  Picton  wa* 
lion  of  the  caatle. 

This  cheering  information  soon  spread  through  the  ranks,  and 
rctanied  to  the  charge  with  an  im|tt;tiiosity  that  nothing  cou 
and  in  ten  minutes  mere  they  were  in  possession  of  the  place. 
Walker  succeeded  in  his  attack  upon  the  Pardeleras,  which 
nossession  of  by  the  15th  Portuguese  infantry,  under  Colonel 
and  the  Bth  Ca(;adoTa«,  under  Major  Hill.  Genera!  Walker  i 
the  barrier  on  the  Ollven^a  road,  and,  entering  the  covered  i

•caled  the  face  of  that  bastion.  Pbillipon  fled  with  a  few  troi 
fort  of  St.  Cliristoval,  but  ut  the  break  of  the  following  day  [1 
surrendered  the  fort  and  garrison. 

April- 1  Uh. — When  Marshal  Soult  was  informed  of  the  inn 
Badajot,  he  collected  tlte  whole  of  his  troops  in  the  south  of  !■ 
left  Seville  on  the  1st  of  April,  and  marched  towards  Uadi 
the  third  of  April  he  was  joined  by  the  troops  under  Genen 
and  on  the  4th,  be  reached  Llerena.  Sir  Thomas  Graham  ati' 
Flill,  being  in  advance  with  the  troops  destined  to  cover  the 
back  [according  to  ordem)  as  Soult  advanced  ;  but  the  FrencI 
bad  not  advanced  beyond  Villa  Franca,  wbeii  he  was  inforn 
surrender  of  the  city.  This  came  upon  him  like  a  thundcr-c 
■peculated  upon  a  defence  of  at  least  ten  days  longer.  He  [ic 
Burcd  his  steps  backwards  towards  Seville.  On  the  morning  t 
of  April  ourcuvalrv-  came  in  contact  with  his,  and  a  brisk  aftu 
in  which  we  took  about  100  firisoners  and  the  !iame  number 
together  with  a  I^ieut.-Colonel  aud  two  Captuiu^. 

Whilst  Soiilt  thus  advanced  directly  to  the  relief  of  Radajo, 
preparing  to  raise  the  siege  by  main  force,  Marmont  upon  his 
the  effect  of  a  diversion.  With  this  purpose  he  suddenly  mar 
Ciudad  Kodrij^o  and  Almeida;  invested  those  cities,  and  eve 
his  advanced  guard  us  far  as  Castello  Branco.  But  as  the  cupti 
dajos  was  so  quickly  executeil,  he  had  not  time  to  do  niu<'h  mi 
strong  proof  of  the  advantage  of  Lord  Wellington's  culerity,  i 
swer  to  those  who  complain  of  liis  having  Tttonncd  the  toun  prt 
and  thereby  unnecessarily  lost  many  valuable  lives.  In  the 
this  diversion,  however,  Marmont  obtained  a  partial  succps 
Portuguese  militia,  who  had  taken  a  position  at  Guardii,  and  < 
in  contact  with  the  French.     They  were  dcfeateii  as  a  maitet 

April  2t)th. — ImniediHtuly  after  the  atfairof  Badujon,  l^rd 
ton  advanced  to  the  relief  of  Almeida,  Ciudad  Kodrigo,  &c. 
mont  retreated  aahis  Lordship  advanced.  Marmont  crossed  tl 
with  his  whole  force,  April  •^d,  and  Lord  Wellington  once  : 
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blished  his  head  quarters  at  Fuentc  de  GuiDaldo,  whilst  the  CDemy  goii-> 
tiuued  to  retreat  from  the  frontier. 

In  this  manner,  in  the  face  of  two  armies^  each  nearly  equal  to  hit 
own,  and  either  oJP  which  in  a  very  few  days  would  have  become  superior 
to  him.  did  Lord  Wellington  succeed  in  taking  two  strong  frontier 
towns,  and  thereby  established  himself  in  a  very  formidable  line  imme* 
diately  across  the  only  passiable  roads,  by  which  the  French  could  repeat 
their  invasion  of  Portugal.  It  was  a  most  decided  success  of  the  genius 
and  alacrity  of  the  Commander  of  the  forces. 

May  12th. — Lord  Wellington,  however,  like  his  great  parallel  in  io« 
veution  and  expedition,  Julius  Csesar,  deemed  nothing  to  be  done, 
vf  liilst  any  thing  undone  remained  behind  ;  and  seemed  to  think  that 
the  successful  conclusion  of  one  afiair  formed  only  an  auspicious  com* 
ineucement  for  an  ensuing  one.  He  now  therefore  prepared  to  crown 
the  success  of  these  sieges  by  another  euterprize  worthy  to  succeed  them* 
His  designs  had  frequently  been  counteracted,  and  still  more  frequently 
endangered  by  the  rapid  co-operation  and  conjunction  of  the  French 
armies  in  the  North  and  South  of  Spain, — namely,  by  tliose  in  Madrid 
and  those  in  Andalusia, — and  those  in  Leon  and  Old  Castile,  with  those 
of  Soult,  &c.  It  was  manifest,  therefore,  that  it  would  be  a  great  point 
gained,  if  he  could  prevent  such  co-operations  and  conjunctions  for  the 
future  by  rendering  them  impossible,  or  at  least  difficult.  Now  the 
river  Tagus  was  between  the  armies  in  the  North  and  ^  South ;  and 
the  road  by  which  these  co-operations  were  effected,  was  therefore  over 
the  bridges  of  that  river,  and  more  particularly  over  the  bridge  of  Al- 
meida, which  was  the  direct  road  of  the  French  armies  in  their  ad« 
vance  towards  a  union  with  each  other.  The  French  accordingly  kept 
a  strong  post  at  this  passage.  Lord  Wellington  saw  the  advantage  of 
surprifting  it,  and  General  Ilill  was  accordingly  ordered  this  day  (Maj 
J  2th)  to  execute  this  service* 

May  19th.— General  Hill,  as  I  have  above  related,  left  Almendralejo 
(liis  position  when  he  received  Lord  Wellington's  orders  for  this  service) 
en  the  li2th  of  May,— he  reached  Jaraicego  on  the  l6th,^  and  on  the 
morning  of  the  1 9th  arrived  at  the  destined  point.  The  1st  battalion  of 
the  50th,  and  a  part  of  the  71st  regiment,  immediately  stormed  and  took 
the  fort  Napoleon,  which  contained  nine  piecet*  of  cannon,  and  a  garrison 
of  between  four  and  five  hundred  men.  They  drove  this  garrison,  at 
the  point  of  the  bayonet,  through  the  several  intrenchments  of  tKe  fort 
and  across  the  bridge,  and  the  impresbion  that  the  assault  made  u|K>n 
the  enemy  was  such,  that  he  immediately  abandoned  fort  Kagnsa  on  the 
other  side  of  the  river,  and  iled  in  great  confusion  towards  Naval  Moral. 
.  Thus  both  of  these  forts  (one  being  ut  the  foot  of  the  bridge  on  one  side 
of  the  river,  and  tiie  other  on  the  other),  as  well  as  the  apparatus  of  the 
bridge,  were  completely  destroyed,  together  with  the  work-shops,  roaga« 
^iues,  and  every  piece  of  timber  that  could  be  found.      Such  a  speedy 
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dettructiop  of  such  a  strong  tete  du  |M)nt  has  not  been  exceeded  during 
the  war.  General  Hill  immediately  returned  to  the  position  from  which 
he  hod  marched. 

June  13th. — Tlie  Encrli^h  army  now  deemed  itself  in  a  condition  to 
advance  towards  other  oflensive  operations  upon  a  larger  scale,  and  this 
day  crossed  the  Ai^ueda,  and  marched  forwards  in  three  columns. 
.  June  l6th.— The  allied  army  arrived  on  the  Vaimusa,  a  sinall  rirulet 
about  six  miles  from  Salamanca*  The  enemy  at  first  made  a  shew  of 
maintaining  their  position  in  Salamanca,  but  evacufited  it  on  tbe  evening 
ef  this  day,  leavin<;  a  ji^rrison  of  800  men  distributed  in  three  forts 
erected  upon  the  ruins  of  some  colle<^4E!s  and  convents  which  the}*  had  de« 
molished.  The  nanies  of  these  forts  were,  St.  Cayetana,  La^Mercedi 
ftod  St.  Vincente. 

June  l/th. — ^The  allied  army  crossed  the  Tormes  by  two  fords  id  the 
neighbourhood  of  Salamanca,  and  the  three  forts  were  immediately  in* 
ye&ted  by  the  6th  division.  Tlie  remahider  of  the  allied  army,  not  occn- 
pied  in  the  siege  of  these  three  forts,  was  formed  in  a  covering  posi- 
tion upon  the  heights,  extending  from  the  neighbourhood  of  Villares 
to  Moresco. 

June  20th.—- When  the  enemy  evacuated  Salamanca  on  the  l6th,  thfy 
retired  upon  the  Duero  by  the  way  of  Toro;  and  between  the  iGth  and 
the  19th  collected  all  their  troops  (except  General  Bonnet^s  division)  be* 
tween  Zaniora  and  Toro.  Having  thus  collected  his  force,  he  now  moved 
forwards  from  Fuente  Sabuco  towards  the  front  of  the  line  of  the  allied 
army.  The  advanced  posts  of  the  allies  retired  in  good  order  as  thC 
etieniy  thus  advanced.  * 

June  21st.— Marmont  came  in  front  of  the  line  of  the  allied  army,  and 
remained  in  position  there  during  tlie  whole  day.  At  night  he  esta- 
blished a  post  on  the  right  flank  of  the  allies.  The  poq)08e  of  his  ad» 
vance  was  evidently  to  conimunicute  with  the  forts  in  Salamanca. 

June  22 d.— The  enemy  were  driven  from  their  position  on  our  right 
flank. 

June  33d.-— The  enemy  now  took  up  a  new  position.  He  established 
himself  with  his  right  on  the  heights  near  Cubesa  Villosa,  his  left  on  the 
Tormes  at  Huerta,  and  his  centre  at  Aldeu  Rubia»  The  allied  army 
changed  its  front  to  a  corresponding  opposition  ;  having  their  right  at 
6t.  Martha»  the  advanced  guard  at  Aidea  Linjua,  and  a  brigade  of  dra« 
goons  on  the  left  of  the  Tormes. 

June  24tli. — ^The  enemy  tliis  day  crossed  the  Tomiies  at  Huerta  in  the 
hopes  of  eilecting  a  communication  with  their  fortSt  They  were  followed, 
however,  in  this  movement  by  the  Hrst  and  seventh  divisions  under  Sir 
Thomas  Graliam,  and  General  Le  Marchant's  brigade  of  cavalry.  See* 
iug  these  decisive  pre[»arationii,  the  enemy  recrossed  the  river  the  aaule 
jirveuiug  and  resumed  their  former  position. 
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June  28th,—- The  allied  army  broke  up  this  day,  and  proceeded  to 
follow  the  enemy.  On  the  30th  it  reached  and  encamped  upoo  theCroa- 
rena,  the  bead^quarters  being  at  Fuente  Lapeoa. 

July  Ist. — ^The  allieil  army  continaed  its  march  from  the  Guarena  to 
*tbe  Trabaniff'on  the  road  towards  Tordesillas.  The  advanced  guard  at 
La  Nava  del  Rey,  about  14  miles  from  Fuente  Lapena,  28. from  Sala- 
manca, and  40  from  Tordesillas  and  the  Duero,  The  French  were  at 
-  Alagoa  this  morning,  from  which  they  continued  their  march  tow&rdii 
Rueda,  the-  high  rand  to  TordeaitlaB,-<-Rtteda  being  eight  miles  only 
from  Tordesillas. 

July  2d.— -The  advance  of  the  allied  army  came  in  contact  with  the 
rear  of  the  enemy  near  Rueda,  and  drove  them  in  on  their  main  body  at 
Tordesillas.  The  whole  French  army  then  took  their  position  upon  the 
north  of  the  Duero,  with  their  right  upon  tlie  heights  opposite  Polios^ 
their  centre  at  Tordesillas,  and  their  left  at  Siniancas  on  the  river  Pisu- 
erga.  The  left  of  the  allies  (which  was  the  advance)  moved,  as  above 
said,  upon  Rueda,  and  the  right  and  centre  towards  Medina. 

July  3(1. — The  allied  left  was  moved  to  Polios  opposite  the  right  of 
the  enemy. 

July  15th. — Marmoiit  being  joined  by  General  Bonnet  and  his  divi- 
sion (July  7tb),  now  prepared  for  an  advance;  he  now  moved  all  bis 
-troops  to  the  right  of  their  piosition  on  the  Douro,  and  concerted  his  ar- 
my between  Toro  and  San  Roman  on  the  line  of  the  Douro.  He  made 
tliis  movement  as  a  feint  this  day  (July  13th)  to  cover  his  real  purpose 
of  suddenly  crossing  the  Douro  at  Tordesillas,  and  making  a  rapid  ad- 
vance towards  Salamanca. 

July  l6th. — In  the  evening  of  this  day,  aoonsiderablebody  (as  afeint^ 
crossed  the  Douro  at  Toro ;  late  at  night  they  recrossed,  aiul  suddenly- 
moved  the  whole  army  to  Tordesillas.— Lord  Wellington  itad  penetrated 
their  purpose,  and  in  the  course  of  the  same  evening  moved  his  own 
army  to  his  left  so  as  to  cross  the  enemy's  intended  line  of  march,  and 
to  concentrate  himself,  in  advance  of  them,  upon  the  Gu arena.  This 
movement  was  justly  admired  on  both  sides. 

July  17th. — Marmont  crossed  the  Douro  at  Tordesillas,  and  by  a  rapid 
inarch  of  40  miles  in  one  day  reached  La  Nava  del  Rey  the  same  night.. 
On  the  preceding  night  of  the  l6th.  Lord  Wellington,  in  pursuance  of 
his  intention  to  concentrate  his  army  on  the  Guarena,  had  sent  forwards 
the  fourth  and  light  divisions  of  infantry  and  General  Anson's  brigade 
of  cavalry  at  Castrejon.  As  there  was  no  time  to  recal  these  troops,  after 
intelligence  had  been  received  of  the  enemy  being  at  Nava  del  Rey,  they 
were  consequently  in  a  very  dangerous .  situation.  Generals  Le  IVfar« 
chant,  AlleD,  and  Boc4c,'  were  accordingly  jsent  forwards  on  the  night 
of  this  day  (the  17th),  to  bring  them  off,  or  to  assist  them. 

July  16tb.-^The  French  army,  as  had  been  appreheiided,  raached 
Castrejon  on  the  da#n  of  this  day,  and  iaamediaul^  attpcliaA  Sir  Staple- 
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fon  CottoQ  and  the  adfanced  potts.  Sir  Stapletoa  deleiidcd  ImMelf 
widi  equal  skilt  aed  gallantry  till  the  arrival  of  Generals  Biarcfaant,  AU 
len,  and  Bock.  But  m  the  left  flank  of  hit  position  was  tuned*  Sir 
StBpleton  Tetlred  to  Tordetillas  de  la  Orden,  and  theuce  to  tbe  GaHU, 
whrdi  he  eroeied  in  the  face  of  the  enemy's  whole  forre,  where  dwf  aw 

-reeeirrd  by  the  allied  amy.    The  enemy  followed  to  GaaffCBa,  wti  fc^ 
gan  taking  op  a  position  on  one  sidot  whibt  the  allies  were  oa  thtalhcr. 
The  Gnarena  river  is  formed  by.  fonr  small  streams*  which  nmle  to* 
low  Caai^L     Whilut'  the  enemy  weretiiking  up  their  poaiftioa  wpm 
the  heights  on  the  right  of  that  rirer.  Lord  Wellington  placed  tlielbailk, 
tiflh*,  and  light  divisions  on  the  opponte  heights,  and  directed  the  re- 
mamd^r  of  the  army  ta  cross  the  river  at  YalleM,  as  Marmont  appened 
desirous  of  turning  his  right  at  that  point.    Shortly  after  bis  arrival,  hov* 
eviar*  the  enemy  croased  at  Castillo,  on  his  left  instead  of  on  his  (Lord  W*s) 
right,  and  consequently  pressed  upon  the  left  of  the  allies*  and  eodeavoar- 
ed  to  tater  the  vall^  of  CanizaK    General  Allen's  brigade  of  cavalry, 
supiKHted  by  the  third  dmgoons*  charged  the  enemy's  cavalry  at  that 

'poiAt*  and  took  General  Carrier  and  a  number  of  prisoners.  The  ene- 
tny*s  infantry  now  advanced  in  support  of  tbe  cavalry,  but  as  CSeneral 
Alien  was  now  rdnforced  by  General  Ansou*s  brigade  of  British*  and  Ge- 

.nend  Hervey's  Portugaese  brigade  of  Portuguese  infantry*  the  French 

infantry  were  also  defeated  and  driven  back  at  the  point  of  the  bayonet. 

July  19th. — ^I^farmont  withdrew  all   his  troops  from   the  right*  and 

marched  by  Tarrag^ona*  apparently  with  the  intention  of  turning  the 

.right  of  the  allies.  Seeing  this  movement*  Lord  Weltint;ton  crossed  the 
Guarena,  in  the  course  of  this  night  (the  19th),  at  Vallesa  and  £1  Olmo, 
in  the  expectation  of  having  some  advantage  over  Marmont  in  the  plain 
of  Vallesa, 

July  20th.— It  waft  discovered  soon  after  daj-Iight,    tliat  several  co- 
lumns of  the  enemy  %vere  moring  to  the  left  along  the  heights  of  the 

.Guai^na,  which  river  he  had  crossed  at  Cauta  la  Piedra.  The  allied 
army  made  a  correspondent  movement  to  its  right  by  Canta1i#euo*  and 
encamped  at  Cabesa  ViUosa*  liaving  the  sixth  division  and  Geueral  Al- 
ten*i^  cavalry  on  the  Tormes  at  Aldea  Linjna. 

JuTy  ^J^st. — Loti  Wellington  concentrated  his  array  on  the  Tormes, 
and  Marmont  also  moved  towards  that  river,  whicli  lie  crossed  in  the 
Course  of  the  afternoon,  at  the  fords  between  Huerta  and  Alba  de  Tor- 
mes^  and  advanced  on  Uie  road  leading  to  Ciudad  Rodrigo*  The  allied 
army  likewise  crossed  the  Tonnes  by  the  bridge  of  Salamanca  and  the 
tlie  fords  in  that  neighbourhood,  and  took  up  a  position  with  its  right 
upon  one  of  the  two  heights  called  Dos  Arapiles,  and  its  left  on  the 
Tormes^  below  the  fort  of  Santa  Martha.  The  third  division*  and  Ge- 
ueral Durban's  Portuguese  cavalry  were  left  at  Cabririaos,  on  the  right 
of  the  Toemes*  as  Lord  Wdlingtou  conceived  it  probable*  that  when 
Maimont  fMnd  the  allias  prapaccd  U  meet  bun,  uA  imiDcdiatel/  across 
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kill  line  of  march,  he  might  alter  his  plans,  and  manoeuvre  on  the  other 
bank,  which  wan  rendered,  imleed,  more  probable,  iiuumMch  as  htt  ttiU 
kept  a  force  on  the  hei^its  above  Ribia  Faente.  The  enemy  continued 
his  active  operutiouB  even  during  the  night  of  this  day.  lie  got  posses- 
flion  of  the  village  of  Calvarusude  Ariba,  and  the  heights  near  it — called 
Naeatra  Lenora  de  la  Pena.  During  this  night,  likewise.  Lord  Welling- 
%DD  received  the  important  intelligence,  that  the  French  General  Chauvel 
}md  arrived  at  Polios  witii  the  cavalry  and  horse  artillery  of  thj^  army  of 
the  North,  and  would  join  Marmont's  army  00  the  S2d  or  23d  at  farthest. 
Ja\y.  Hid. — The  operations  of  this  most  eventful  and  memorable  d}ky 
comoBenced  with  the  first  day-light.  The  enemy  begup  the  di^y  by  sue- 
ceediag  in  gaining  the  more  dit^nt  of  tli«  height!^  tlie  Dps  Arapiles,  ii> 
ocMMequence  of  having  bin  troops  concealed  iu  the  woods  nearer  that 
height  than  any  part  of  the  allied  army.  As  this  |>osition  enabled  hiq^ 
to  anuoy  the  aliies.  Lord  Wellington,  to  elude  as  much  as  possible  this 
iuconvenience,  extended  his  right  in  potence  to  the  heights  beyond  i\ui 
village  of  Arapiles,  and  occupied  that  village  with  his  light  infantry. 
The  fourth  division  was  placed  upon  these  heights,  and  the  third  divisipn 
was  recalled  from  the  other  side  of 'the  Tormes,  and  placed  behind  Aldea 
Tejada.  General  Bradford's  brigade  of  Portuguese  infantry,  and  the 
Ouerillas  of  Don  Carlos  of  Spain,  were  moved  to  the  neighbourhood  of 
l^as  Torres,  between  the  third  and  fourth  diviaiions. 
.-  1  cannot  here  deny  myrtelf  the  pleasure  of  an  extract  from  the  Mihf 
tary  Chroiiicle,  Number  -24  (the  last  Number  of  Volume  fourth). 
,  **  Thus  on  the  morning  of  this  day,  July  ^^i,  1613,  a  day  which  has 
added  another  layer  to  the  fabric  pf  our  national  glory, — a  day  which,  as 
the  stream  of  time  curries  it  down  to  our  long  descending  posterity,  every 
generation  through  which  it  passes  shall, hail  as  the  proud  memorial  of 
their  ancestors ;  on  the  morning  of  this  day,  which  arose  in  clouds  and 
jo  tempest  on  the  face  of  nature,  and  iu  anxiety  and  expectation  on  the 
minds  of  men,  but  which  finished  in  a  bright  and  glorious  setting  sun, 
radiating  and  illuminating  the  heaveos  around,  but  still  not  so  bright  and 
glorious  as  was  its  accompanying  victory,— on  the  morning  of  this  day 
the  two  armies  found  themselves  on  the  held  of  battle  ;  Lord  Wellington 
covering  t;he  town  of  Salamanca  and  the  road  to  Ciudad  Rodrigo,  and 
MarmoDt  extending  along  some  hills  and  a  plain  in  front  of  him.'' 

**  The  field  of  battle  may  be  briefly  described  as  follows.— The  river 
Tormes  washes  (he  \yaUs  of  Salamanca,  and  thence  flows  about  >{0  miles 
to  the  south,  to  Alva  de  Tormes,  after  which  it  takes  a  sweep  or  turn  to 
the  west,  where  it  meets  the  feet  and  liigh  grounds  of  the  Portuguese 
frontier.  These  high  grounds  arc  parallel  to  that  part  of  the  river» 
which*  as  above  described,  flows  soutlM^rly  from  Salamanca.  The  field 
of  .battle,  therefore,  was  a  kind  of  long  parallelogram,  of  about  twenty 
ipiles  from  north  to  south,  and  six  or  eight  from  east  to  west.  The 
uorthern  side  was  Sajagnanca,  the  eastern. aad  soutl^ern  sides,  the  course

of  the  Tqnnet  (between  which  nver  and  the  Portognete  fnmlser  the  tve 
aroiieft  were),  eud  wettern  eide,  the  high  grooodsi  or  at  leMt  the  Toiigb 
gnwod  of  the  Portuguese  frontier.**  (See  Bfiliteiy  ChroDide,  VeL 
4th,  page  334.) 

Marmont,  at  ftated  in  the  official  dispatch^  employed  the  morning  k  a 
▼ariety  of  erolatione  and  rooTementa ;  aboat  two  o>lock  he  6xed  aakif 
pUin,  that  of  embracing  our  position  ou  the  two  Arapilet,  from  wbiil  ha 
liiight  be  able  to  embrace  our  line»  and*  render  difficult  any 
to  our  right.  -  With  this  purpose  he  began  extending  his  left 
cover  of  a  heavy  cannonade.  In  this  extensiou  of  his  line,  Loid  Wd- . 
Hngton  saw  both  the  necessity  aud  advantage  of  an  immediate  attack,^ 
and  he  instantly  proceeded  to  execute  it.  The  right  of  the  British  poih 
sitioii  was  immediately  reinforced  with  the  fifth,  sixth,  and  seventh  divi* 
8ion8,-^the  former,  under  Geo.  Leith,  being  placed  behind  the  village  ef 
Arapileiy  and  the  latter  in  reserve.  As  soon  as  the  troops  had  reached  the 
stations,  the  battle  was  instantly  ordered  to  begin  by  two  movement^-"* 
.  he.  Bfajor-Gfeneml  P^keoham  wfis  ordered  to  move  forwards  so  as  la 
turn  the  enemy^s  left  (the  side  on  which  they  were  extending),  and  G»* 
neral  Bradford  with  the  Portuguese  brigade,  and  the  sixth  and  seventh 
divisions,  to  make  the  attack  in  front  (whilst  M.-General  Pakenham  was 
operating  on  the  flank).  These  movements  were  both  executed  iaa 
mastarly  style,— General  Pakenham  threw  himself  across  the  enemy's 
flank,  and  Creneral  Bradford  began  in  the  same  moment  a  spirited  at- 
tack upon  bis  front. 

In  this  manner  was  the  battle  commenced.  The  remainder  of  the  bat- 
tle was  very  simple.  The  enemy  became  clubbed  together  by  the  coo* 
current  attack  upon  the  flank  and  front,  and  their  confusion  was  very 
shortly  followed  by  a  complete  defeat. 

July  i3d  to  90th.-*Lord  Wellington  pursues  Marmout  from  the  field 
of  battle  to  the  Douro  ;  and  tlience  to  Valladolid  ;  which  the  Britidi 
enter  on  the  lust  day  of  July. 

August  Ist — Lord  Wellington  advances,  by  a  flank  march,  to  CueU 
lar,  on  his  way  towards  Joseph  Bonaparte  and  Madrid.  He  remains  at 
Cueliar  till  the  6th. 

August  10th. — General  Mailland  arrived  at  Alicant. 

August  19th. — The  army  and  Lord  Wellington  enter  Madrid. 

Augusf^Oth. — ^The  French  under  Marshal  Sonlt  abandon  Seville. 

AugusT  24th. — ^Colonel   Skerret  makes  an  assault  upon  the  French 
recir  at  S^villie,  and  takdi  the  town  by  arumlt. 
"  Auifust  ItSih.' — ^The  French  abandon  Cadiz. 

August  29th.— General  Foy,  having  failed  in  carrying  off  thegarriseo 
of  Astorga  (that  place  having  surrendered  on  the  91st  (Aug.),  advanced 
on  this  day  (the  99th)  to  Zamora  ;  brings  off  the  garrison,  and  joins  the 
greater  part  of  the  French  army  of  Portugal,  now  assembled  oo  the  north 
ofth(  Donto  betweenrTMdfeultas'wd  Valh|dolid. 
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Sept.  1st — Lord  W.  in  consequence  left  Madrid  this  day,  and  put 
himself  at  the  head  of  his  army  at  Arevelo,  and  on  the  6th  crostea  th# 
Dooro  and  follows  the  enemy  in  pursuit  towards  Burgos. 

Sept.  19th. — Lord  Wellington  reaches  the  front  of  Burgos, assaulti 

and  takes  St.  Michaers  hill,  and  tlius  commences  the  siege. 

Sept.  22d. — Lord  Wellington  assaults  the  first  line  of  circumvalla^ 
tioQ  of  the  works  of  Burgos,  and  fails. 

Seyt.  99th. — Lord  Wellington*  makes  another  assault  on  the  same 
line  and  again  fails. 

Oct  4th. — Lord  Wellington  msikes  a  third  assault,  and  succeeds  in 
taking  the  first  line. 

Oct.  1 1th. — Mak^  a  fourth  assault. 

Oct  18th.— Makes  a  fifth,  which  likewise  fails. 

Oct.  21  St. — ^Raises  the  siege  and  retreats  to  Salamanca,  and  thence 
to  Freynada,  where  the  army  goes  into  winter-quarters.  The  enemy, 
haring  united  their  armies,  followed  him  iu  this  retreat ;  but  neither  pre- 
▼ented  his  union  with  Sir  Rowland  Hill,  nor  effected  any  thing  of  im* 
portance. — And  thus  this  Campaigpi  ended.

ON  BREVET  RANK  TO   THE  STAFF. 

Sib,— WHEN  the  Prince  of  Wales  was  appointed  Regent,  the  army 
were  aware  that  they  had  every  thing  to  expect,  and  to  do  justice  to  his 
Royal  Highness  he  is  fulfilling  their  most  sanguine  expectations.  *<  His 
Royal  Highness  is  himself  a  soldier,"  and  respects  the  profession.  He 
well  knows  and  estimates  the  merits  of  the  army,  and  is  aware  that^ 
amall  as  that  army  is,  unaided  by  allies,  they  hare  demonstrated  to  the 
world,  that  the  French  are  not  only  not  invincible  but  tiiat  they  cannot 
stand  against  an  equal  number  of  British, — and  that  their  example  in 
Spain  has  produced  the  glorious  resistance  of  Russia ;  has  shaken  the 
tj'ranton  his  throne;  and  become  the  watch-word  and  ultima  spes  of  the 
expiring  liberties  of  mankmd.  The  army  certainly  never  attained  a 
higher  pitch  of  glory  than  at  present,  and  though  the  most  honourable 
department  under  government,  in  times  like  the  present,  is  undoubtedly 
the  worst  paid  :  poverty  may  be  truly  said  to  be  the  badge  of  the  pro- 
fession. This  is  sufficiently  proverbial,  and  we  have  only  to  regret  that 
the  exhausted  finances  of  the  country  may  not  at  this  time  admit  of  bis 
Hoyat  Highness  realizing  his  promise  of  making  *^  thecircumstances^f 
an  ofiicer  equal  to  the  situation  of  a  gentleman.'*  Look,  however^  on 
which  side  we  will,  every  branch  of  our  military  system  is  improved  an« 
der  his  Royal  Highness's  auspices,  who,  if  he  cannot  immediately  ad« 
Tance  our  pay,  has  given  rank,  and  ret pcctability,  and  that  is  to  us  infi- 
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oitely  dearer*  In  yoar  4th  Voluiue  there  is  a.ktter  BigDed  Quintiiis 
Curtiiimou  <*the  Smolumeiitt  of  Staff  Officers/' ~  which  coataint  nodi 
useful  ioformatioDf  and»  in  additioo,  1  beg  leave  to  submit  a  few  thonghiii 
suggested  by  his  letter,  with  regard  to  the  inferior  officers  on  thfi  stiff, 
who  are  now  obliged  to  give  up  their  regimental  rank,  and  .conseqagtttiy 
all  prospect  of  nltimate  promotion.  1  mean  particularly  with  rtffuito 
the  A(iyuta;its  of  recruiting  districts,  on  whom  it  bears  with  |iscalisr 
hardship,  many  of  whom  have  been  15  or  l6  years  in  such  situatioss>ind 
are  generally  old  officers  who  have  seen  much  service  previously  to  thdr 
appointment.  I  am  told  they  have  but  two  sliilliugs  a  day  beyond  thorpif 
a^  lieutenants  and  no  other  emolument,  wJiich  certainly  sever  can  be  coih 
ndered  a  compensation  or  equivaleut  for  giving  up  tlieir  regimental  rsak; 
and  I  believe  tKey  are  likewise  subject  to  be  reduced  to  the  half  pay  of 
a  lieutenant*  Through  the  benevolence  and  goodness  of  his  Royal  Higlw 
nesa  the  Prince  Regent,  influenced  no  doubt  by  the  suggestions  of  Ui 
jrc^al  brother  the  Commander  in  Chief,  the  Brevet  of  Captain  is  about 
.being  extended  to  Lieutenants  of  a  certain  number  of  years  standing 
when  surely  it  would  be  but  common  justice  to  extend  the  Brevet  ti 

• 

the  Adjutants  of  districts,  and  of  whom  there  are  not  above  thirty  allts* 
gether  in  England,  Ireland,  and  Scotland.  It  would,  too,  add  to  thdr 
respectability  and  consequence  in  their  districts,  wliere  all  the  supefia* 
tending  officers  of  the  recruiting  service  will  otherwise  rank  above  the*, 
and  be  in  many  other  points  of  view  beneficial  to  the  service,  a^  Captaioi 
could  then  accept  the  appointment,  who  are  now  precluded  unless  tbey 
give  up  their  rank  ;  and  many  of  whom  within  my  own  knowledge,  nji 
even  majors,  would,  after  an  age  of  service,  gladly  accept  the  appoint- 
ment of  Adjutant  of  a  district—- and  possibly  it  would  be  for  the  ad  via- 
tage  of  the  service  if  none  under  the  Brevet  of  Captain  were  appointed 
Staff  Adjutants. 

I  have  troubled  you  with  these  hints,  hoping  that,  through  the  medivni 
•f  yoar  excellent  work,  they  may  reach  the  ears  of  those  who  have  the 
power  at  well  as  incUuation  to  extend  the  proposed  Brevet  to  a  very  aseCal 
and  deserving  body  of  men,  who  would  otherwise  be  for  ever  precluded.

ON  MILITARY  EDUCATION  Or  CAVALRY. 

Sir,— IS  it  nol  extraordinary,  that  among  the  improvements  which 
pre\'Rde  every  other  branch  of  the  military  establishment  of  the  country, 
the  cavalry  should  have  passed  so  long  unnoticed,  and  especially  when  it 
is  asserted  by  our  enemies,  and  acknowledged  by  ourselves,  that  tliere  is 
Iwrdly  an  Officer  of  Cavalry  in  the  Service  capable  of  commanding  oo 
an  extensive  scale  ?  Tlie  Engineers  and  Artillery  are  undoubtedly  the 
best  officers  in  our  service,-r-and  from  wlieuce  does  it  arise  ?r-Becauie 
they  are  regularly  eduqited  for  the  ankix«    The  Officers  of  Infantry  are 
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rapidly  improving  under  the  influence  of  the  establiihmeuU  of  Marlow, 
Wikham^  &c.  and  yet  tlie  Cavalry,  who  are  confesac'dly  the  most  want- 
ing, remain  in  statu  q^o  ante  helium. — Surely  it  wiU  some  day  be  evi- 
dent bow  absolutely  necessary  it  is,  that  Officers  of  Cavalry  should  be 
very  differently  instructed.  Our  men  have  the  hearts  of  lions,  and  would 
carry  every  thing  before  them  if  well  officered.

REGULATION  OF  MILITARY  UNIFORM. 

Sir, — IT  was  stated  in  the  pablic  prints  some  time  a«^o  that  officeni 
would  in  future  beexpocted  on  all  occasions  to  appear  in  uniform  ;  such  a 
regalation  I  sliou Id  extremely  commend,  if  it  were  not  for  the  increase  of 
expence  :  unfortunately,  our  Ways  and  Means  are  already  too  limited—- 
«hort  purses  and  long  faces  are  very  familiar  acquaintance  to  the  gene- 
nlity  of  Knights  of  the  Blade. — In  Loudon  there  is  a  most  nonsensical 
and  ridiculous  prejudice  in  our  tril>e  against  appearing  in  uniform,  as 
much  so  as  if  it  were  really  a  disgrace. — I  have  often  myself  slunk  into 
a  coach,  which  I  could  ill  afford  to  pay  for,  like  a  thief  on  his  road  to  the 
gallows,  rather  than  be  seen  in  regimentals^  tlio ugh  obliged  to  appear  in 
them  before  the  Colonel  of  my  regiment — such  is  the  ibrca  of  exauiple. 
—«"  It  looks  so  like  a  gentleman  having  no  other  coat  to  put  on,'*  and  a 
thousand  other  reasons  are  adduced  equally  childisli.     If  the  army  be.  not 
ashamed  of  such  absurd  members,  they  have  no  need  to  be  ashamed  of 
the  army.      I  would  at  all  times  have  it  known  that  a  man  is  a  soldier, 
and  is  entitled  to  the  rank  of  a  gentleman ;    and,  therefore,  as  it  might 
be  highly  inconvenient  to  he  always  in  unifo(;m,  every  officer  in  my  opi- 
nion ought  to  wear  the  button  of  his  regiment  on  all  his  coloured  clotlies, 
not  excepting  great  coats,  we  should  not  then  have  the  army  so  di»- 
^raced  by   a  parcel  of  Scamps  and  Self-appointed  Captains,  from  tlie 
dread  there  would  be  of  meeting  with  officers  of  the  regiments  to  which 
these  fellows  might  assume  to  belong.      Even   General  Officers  might 
wear  a  Staff-button,  according  to  their  rank.— Old  England  must  be- 
come more  and  more  a  military  country,  and  these  distinctions  more  ne- 
cessar}%     Nor  would  it  alone  exclude  the  Barbers*-Clerk«  and  Stay-Ma- 
kers' Apprentices  from  assuming  Army-Characters,  but,  what  is  of  more 
importance,  we  should  then  be  better  known  to  one  another.  You  some- 
times see  officers  meet  in  country'  places,  who  possibly  have  no  doubt  of 
each  other  being  military  men,  and  look  as  shy  as  '*  two  strange  cats  in  a 
gutter,'* — when   the  regimental  button  would  be  at  once  an  introduc- 
tion.   I  cannot  conclude  without  strongly  recommending  some  such  dis- 
tinction, and  at  the  same  time  advising  all  my  brother  officers  to  become 
brother  Masons. — Officers  cannot  be  too  tirmly  united,  nor  can  we  do  bet- 
ter than  imitate  our  superiors;  all  the  Mule  Brauchesof  the  Royal  Fa- 
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jDtlj  are  Masont.-— The  Dakes  of  Gloucester  and  Richmondy  Loil 
•Hutcluiiaon,  Lord  Moirm,  Lord  Harrington,  Sir  John  Stewart  tin  GoMt 
of  Mttda,  Sir  John  Doyle,  &c.  &€•  are  likewise  Pree-Ma^na.  It  woiU 
unite  na  frequently  more  intimately,  and^  exclusive  of  other  adfantipi^ 
ia  the  beat  totrodoction  in  the  world.  J.  L 


PARALLEL  BETWEEN  BONAPARTE  AND  MARWi 

WELLINGTON. 

Sia,— THE  following  sketch  of  a  Parallel  between  Bonapaitcml 
Marquis  Wellington,  in  the  last  Campaign,  is  at  your  senrice^— 

The  objects  these  great  men  had  in  riew  were  diametrically  oppcaite; 
4Mit  there  is  a  remarkable  resemblance  in  their  conduct  and  fortune  dn* 
ing  the  last  campaign  in  many  particulars.— Bonaparte  and  HsrqB» 
Wellington  opened  the  campaign  by  possessing  themselves  of  the  StMSf 
Places  on  the  Frontiem  of  the  Countries  they  were  about  to  enter.  Tkb 
done,  they  advanced,  and  after  a  variety  of  manoeuvres,  compelled  thar 
enemies  to  give  them  battle.  Both  gained  great  victories,  and,  in  est- 
Sequence,  both  were  enabled  to  reach  the  capitals,  the  possession  of  wkidi 
was  to  lead  to  such  important  results. 

At  Moscow  Bonaparte  thought  he  had  succeeded  in  the  subjogstion 
of  the  Continent.  In  Madrid  Marquis  Wellington  fondly  hoped  be  hsd 
insured  the  liberties  of  Spain.  But  thebattle  of  Borodino  and  the  dp* 
ture  of  Moscow  only  served  to  rouse  the  Russians.  Whilst  the  victsiyt^ 
Salamanca  and  the  possession  of  Madrid  seemed  at  once  to  extiugniiii 
the  energies  of  the  Spaniards. 

At  this  point  fortune  failed  both  Bona]Mirte  and  Marquis  Welliogtsa: 
lor  after  some  hesitation  they  found  it  expedient  to  abandon  Mo«oes 
and  Madrid.  Marquis  Wellington  attempted  to  penetrate  tf^.jthe  Nolti^ 
Bonaparte «t6  the  South.  Both  were  compelled  to  relinquish  these  ob* 
jects,  and  both  were  forced  to  retreat  through  an  exhausted  country  bf 
the  way  they  came,  followed  by  a  harrassing  enemy,  and  ultimatelf 
driven  back  to  the  very  point  from  which  they  ad\'anced,  sustaiaisg 
losses,  through  the  unfavourable  state  of  the  weather  and  the  exertions  rf 
the  enemy. 

The  successes  of  these  great  men  were  tlie  result  of  extraordinary  ti- 
lents.  Their  misfortunes,  and,  if  I  may  be  allowed  to  say  so,  their  fiMiltii 
mrose  in  the  one  because  he  had  too  great  a  contempt  for  his  enemies* 
In  the  other  because  he  had  too  &vourable  an  opinion  of  his  friends*

They  likewise  should  be  exercised  particularly  to  fire  with  promptitude 
and  accuracy  — In  each  regiment  there  arc  8  captains  of  the  first  class,  10  of  the  sd, 
and  10  bf  the  ad  ^  14  lieutenants  of  the  ist  class,  14  ditto  of  the  ad. — ^The  captains 
of  the  1st  class  are  the  four  senior  (five  oYily  of  the  jst  class  are  mentioned,  inehid- 
iag  the  captain  of  grenadiers,  allhoagh  tbe  preceding  article  describes  their  number 
to  be  8),  they  Command  each  the  fir^t  company  of  fuzilcers  of  each  battalion.— The 
captain  of  grenadiers  is  chosen  by  tbe  colonel,  and  is  always  ranked  as  of  the  first 
class,  whateyer  may  be  his  length  of  tervice^i— >When  one  of  the  lour  senior  captains 
is  attaphed  to  the  dep6t ;   he  is  replaced  at  his  company  by  the  1st  captain  of  the  sd

— The  capitaine  dfhabilUment  has  the  particular  command  of  one  of  the  dfp6t 
COMfiBiet.-^The  Jientcnants  charged  with  the  different  details  are  attached  to  the 
dtp^t  companies/— The  officers  attached  to  the  dep6t  cannot  be  withdrawn  from  ,it 
but  in  virtne  of  an  order  from  the  minister.— -Every  retpment  has  an  eagle,  carried 
Vjr  tfaagle- bearer,  haTin^  the  rank  of  lieutenant  or  sub-lieutenant,  und  of  ten  yeara 
ftudinfcat  least  in  the  service,  or  having  made  at  least  the  four  camjMiisrnR  of  Ulm,

— Asreeuble  to  the  I5th  article  of  instruction  to  the  dirertor'C^ae' 
ralttf  reviews,  date<l  11th  Sept.    Itt08,  every  conscript  become  the  only  child  of  a  vW 
dow,  the  eldest  of  orphans,  or  tiie  father  of  whom  has  attained  hiit  7»d  year,  sinre 
the  eporh  fixed  for  the  last  de{)artmcnt  of  the  conting:ent  of  activity  of  his  rbs.% 
aud  every  cooarript,  who,  since  the  same  epoch,  has  had  n  brother  pot  in  activity  as 
a  conscript,  has  a  right  to  be  placed  at  the  end  of  the  depot,  on  conformina:  himself 
to  tlic  dispo«itions,  and  producing  the  certiticate,  required  by  the  said  iustmctioB. 


CIRCULAR  LETTER 

JTROM   THE   MAIiQl  19   OF   WELLINGTON    TO   THE    C03IMJINDINC    OFriClRf  Ot 

BATTALIONS. 

Sir, — I  have  ordered  the  army  into  cantonments,  in  which  I  hope  that  circum* 
stances  will  enable  me  to  keep  them  for  some  time,  flurino^  which  the  troops  will 
receive  their  clothing:,  neceffsuries,  ice.  which  arc  already  in  progress,  hy  different 
line:^  of    romninnicafion,  to  the  several  divisioiif*  and   brigades. 

But  besides  these  objects,  I  must  draw  your  attention  in  a  very  particular  manner 
to  the  btate  of  discipline  of  the  troops.  The  discipline  of  every  army,  after  a  long 
and  active  campaign,  becomes  in  some  degree  relaxed,  and  requires  the  utmost  at- 
tention on  the  part  of  the  Genrrals  and  other  Ofljcers,  to  bring  it  back  to  the  state 
in  which  it  ought  to  be  for  service  \  but  I  am  concerned  lo  have  to  observe,  that  the 
army  under  ray  command  has  fallen  off,  in  this  respect,  in  the  late  campai|ni,  to  a 
greater  degree  than  any  army  with  which  I  have  ever  served,  or  of  which  I  have 
ever  read.  Yet  this  army  has  met  with  no  disaster-,  it  has  suffered  no  privations, 
which  but  trifling  attention  on  the  part  of  the  Officers  could  not  have  prevented, 
And  for  which  there  existed  no  reason  whatever  in  the  nature  of  the  service  ;  nor  baa 
it  suffered  any  hardships,  excepting  those  resulting  from  the  necessity  of  being  ex- 
posed to  the  inclemencies  of  the  weather  at  a  moment  when  they  were  most  severe'. 

It  must  be  obvious,  however,  to  every  ofiicer,  that  from  the  moment  the  troopa 
commenced  their  retreat  /rum  the  neighbourhcod  of  Burgos  ou  the  one  hand,  and 
from  MAdrifl  on  the  other,  the  officers  lost  all  commnnd  over  their  men.  Irregula- 
rities and  outrages  of  all  descriptions  were  committed  with  impunity ;  and  losses 
ba^c  been  sustained  which  ought  never  to  have  occurred. 

Yet  the  necessity  for  retreat  existing,  none  was  ever  made  in  which  the  troops 
made  such  short  marches  *,  none  on  which  they  made  such  long  and  repeated  halts'^ 
aud  none  on  which  the  retreating  armies  were  so  little  pressed  on  the  rear  by  the  ene- 
jsy.  We  must  look,  therefore,  for  the  existing  cvils^  and  for  the  situation  io  which 
we  new  find  the  army,  tcfsome  cause  besides  tbcae  restUtiagfiroin  ika  operatioaa>  IIl 
wbjcli  we  have  been  engaged. 
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I  hnre  no  b^itation  in  aftribntiii}^  these  CTih  to  the  habitual  inattention  of  the 
Officert  of  the  re^iinenta  to  their  duty,  as  prescribed  by  the  standing  regulations  of 
the  fervice,  and  by  the  orders  of  this  army. 

I  am  far  from  questioning  the  7i*a1,  still  less  the  s^allantry  and  spirit  of  the  Ofliorit 
of  the  army ;  and  I  am  quite  certain,  that  as  thi  ir  minds  can  he  convinced  of  the 
aeeesaity  of  minute  and  constant  ii^tention  to  understand,  nrollect,  and  carry  into 
dcecvtioD  the  orders  which  have  been  issued  for  the  |>erfi>rmaoce  nf  tlieir  duty,  and 
that  tfae  strict  performance  of  this  duty  is  necessary  to  enable  the  army  to  serve 
the  country  as  it  ought  to  be  served,  they  will  in  future  give  their  attention  to 
thnt  points. 

Unfortunately,  the  inexperience  6f  the  Officers  of  the  army  has  induced  many 
to  conceive,  that  the  period  during  which  an  army  is  oh  service  is  one  of  relaxation 
from  all  rnle,  instead  of  bcin|^,  as  it  is,  the  period  during  which  of  all  others,  every 
rule  for  the  res^ulation  and  control  of  the  conduct  of  the  soldier,  for  the  inspection 
and  care  of  his  arms,  ammunition,  accoutrements,  necessaries,  and  field  equip- 
ments, and  his  horse  and  horse  appointments,  for  the  receipt  and  issiie  and  care  of 
his  provisions,  and  the  regulation  of  all  that  belongs  to  his  food,  and  the  forage  for  his 
horse,  roust  be  most  strictly  attended  to  by  the  Officer  of  his  company  or  troop,  if  it 
ia  intended  that  an  army,  a  British  army  in  particular,  shall  be  brought  into  the  field 
of  battle,  in  a  state  of  efficiency  to  meet  the  enemy  on  the  day  of  trial. 

These  are  the  points,  then,  to  which  I  most  earnestly  intreat  you  to  turn  your  at- 
tention, and  the  attention  of  the  Officers  of  the  regiments  under  your  command, 
Portuguese  as  well  as  English,  during  the  period  in  which  it  may  be  in  my  power  to 
leave  the  troops  in  their  cantonments.  The  Commanding  Officers  of  r  'giments 
mast  enforce  the  orders  of  the  army,  regarding  the  constant  inspcctiou  and  super- 
intendance  of  the  Officers  over  the  conduct  of  the  men  of  their  companies  in  their 
cantonments  ;  and  they  must  endeavour  to  inspire  the  Non-commissioned  Officers 
with  a  sense  of  their  situation  and  authority  ;  and  the  Non-commissioned  Officers 
mnst  be  forced  to  do  their  duty,  by  being  constantly  under  the  view  and  superintcn- 
dance  of  the  Officers.  By  these  means,  the  frequent  and  discreditable  recourse  to 
the  authority  of  the  Provost,  and  to  punishments  by  tbe  senate  of  Courts  martial, 
will  be  prevented  ;  and  the  soldiers  will  not  dare  to  commit  the  offences  and  out- 
rages, of  which  there  are  too  niaiiy  complaints,  when  they  know  that  their  Oncers 
and  t*^eir  Non-commissioned  Officers  have  their  eyes  and  attention  tnrned  to« 
wards  them. 

The  Commanding  Officers  of  regiments  most  likewise  enforce  the  orders  of  the 
army,  regarding  the  constant,  real  inspection  of  the  soldiers*  arms,  ammunitiouy 
accoutrements,  and  necess.nrics  ;  in  order  to  prevent  at  all  tines  the  sharo<L'ful  waste 
of  ammunition,  and  the  sale  of  that  article,  and  of  the  soldiers*  necessaries.  With 
this  view  both  should  be  inspected  daily. 

In  regard  to  the  food  of  the  soldier,  1  have  frequently  observed  and  lamented  in 
the  late  campaign,  the  facility  and  celerity  with  which  ihc  French  soldiers  cooked, 
in  comparison  with  those  of  our  nnny. 

The  cause  of  this  disadvantage  is  the  same  with  that  of  every  other  description, 
the  want  of  attention  of  the  Officers  to  the  Orders  of  the  Army,  and  to  tbe  conduct 
of  their  mm  ;  and  their  consequent  want  of  authority  over  their  condnct.  Certain 
men  of  each  company  should  be  appointed  to  cut  and  bring  in  wood,  others  to  fet(;h 
water,  and  others  to  <;rt  the  meat,  kc.  to  be  cooked  ;  and  it  wonid  soon  be  found, 
if  this  practice  were  daily  enforced,  and  a  particular  hour  for  seeing  the  dinners;' and 
for  the  mm  diniuiTf  named  as  it  ought  to  be  equally  as  for  tbe  parade,  that  cook- 
jng  would  no  longer  require  the  inconvenient  length  uf  time  which  it  has  lately  been 
found  to  takC)  and  that  the  soldiers  would  not, be  exposed  to  the  privation  of  their 
food  at  the  moment  at  which  the  army  may  be  engaged  in  operationa  with  the  cnemj*^ 
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Yon  will  of  course  give  your  attention  to  the  field  exercise  and  diacipUoe  of  tbc 
troops.  It  is  Very  desirable  that  the  soldiers  aboald  not  lose  the  habits  of  unrcbisf  ^ 
and  the  division  shquld  march  10  or  19  miles  twice  in  each  week,  if  the  westha 
should  permit,  and  the  roads  in  the  neighbourhooir  of  the  cantonments  of  the  diri* 
sions,  should  be  dry.  But  I  repeat,  that  the  great  object  of  the  attention  of  tki 
General  and  Field-oflScers  must  be,  to  get  the  Captains  and  Subalterns  of  thei«fi» 
tnents  to  understand,  and  to  perform  the  duties  required  from  them,  as  the  only  i 
by  which  the  discipline  and  efficiency  of  the  army  can  be  restored,  and 
(luring  the  next  campaign. — 1  have  the  honour  &c.

WAR  BETWEEN  FRANCE  AND  RUSSIA. 

TWENTY-KINTH   FRENCH    OPFICIAL-BULLETIN. 

*'  3fofodeschnOf  Dec.  3.    To  the  6th  November  the  weather  was  fine»  and  the  more* 
ment  of  the  army  executed  with  thf  greatest  success.    The  cold  weather  began  oo 
the  7th  •,  from  that  moment  we  every  ni^ht  lost  several  hundred  horses,  and  nvmf 
bers  of  men  died  in  conscjucnce  of  bivouacking.     Arrived  at  Smolensko  we  had 
already  lost  many  cavalry  und  artillery  lior;(es.     The  Russian  army  from  Volhynia 
was  opposed  to  our  right.     Our  ri^ht  left  the  Minsk  line  of  operations,  and  took 
for  the  pivot  of  its  operations  the  Warsaw  line.     Ou  the  gth,  the  Emperor  was  in*   • 
formed  at  Smolensko  of  this  change  in  the  line  of  opei'ations,  and  conceived  what 
the  enemy  would  do.     However  hard  it  appeared  to  him  to  put  himself  iu  move* 
inent  during  so  cruel  a  season,  the  new  state  of  things  demanded  it.     He  expected 
to  arrive  at  Minsk,  or  at  least  upon  the  Beresloa,  before  the  enemy  -,  on  the  I3th 
he  quitted  Smolensko  ;  ou  the  16th  he  slept  at  Krasnoi.     The  cold  which  began  tbt 
7th,  suddenly  increased,  and  on  the  1 4th,   l5lh,  and  ]6th,  the  thermometer  was  16 
and  18  degrees  below  the  freezing  point.     The  loads   were  covered  with  ice  ^  th« 
cavalry,  artillery,  and  baggage  hoi ses  perished  every  night  not  only  by  hundredS| 
but  by  t1iousaiuls,p  articularly  the  German  and  French  horses.  In  a  few  days,  more 
than  30,000  horses  perished— our  cavalry  were  ou  fool— our  artillery  and  our  bagi' 
gage  were  with  without  conveyance.     It  was  necessary  to  abandon  and  destray  a 
good  part  of  our  cannon,  ammunition,  and  provisions.     This  army,  so  fine  on  the 
6th,  was  very  diflerent  on  the  14th  :  almost  without  cavalry,  without  artillery,  witlk- 
out  transports.     Without  cavalry,  we  could  not  reconnoitre  a  quarter  of  a  leagne*s 
distance ;  without  artillery  we  cuuUl  not  risk  a  battle,  and  firmly  await  it  :  it  was 
requisite  to  march,  in  order  uot  to  be  coustraincd  to  a  battle,  which  the    want  of 
ammunition  prevented  us  from  desiring  ;    it    was  requisite  to   occupy  h  certaia 
space  not  to  be  turned,  and  that  too  without  cavalry,    which  led    and    connected 
the  columns.     This  difficulty,  joiued  to  a  cold  which  suddenly  came  on,  rendeted 
our  situation  miserable.     Those  men,  whom  nuture  had  not  sufficieutly  steeled  to 
be  above  all  the  chances  of  fate  and  fortune,  appeared  shook,  lost  their  gaiety,  their 
good  humour,  and  dreamed  but  of  misfortunes  and  catastrophes ;  those  whom  she 
has  created  superior  to  every  thing,  preserved  their  gaiity  and  their  ordinary  man- 
ners, and  saw  fresh  glory  in  the  different  diflicuUies  to  be  surmounted.     The  cae- 
my,  who  saw  npou  the  reads  traces  of  that  frightful  calamity  which  had  overtakea 
the  French  army,  endeavoured  to  take  advantage  of  it.     He  surroundad  all  the  co- 
lumns with  his  Cossacks,  who  carried  off,  like  the  Arabs  in  the  deserts,  the  trains 
and  carriages  which  separated.     This  contemptible  cavalry,  which  only  make  nois^ 
and  is  not  capable  of  penetrating  through  a  company  af  voltigeurs,  rendered  theillA 
telics  formidable  by  favour  of  circumstances.    Nevertheless  the  enemy  had  to  repcatt 
•f  all  the  tcriotft  attempts  which  he  wished  to  undertake :  they  were  •Tcrthrowu  1^ 
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the  Viceroy,  before  whom  they  were  placed,  and  lost  many  men.     The  Duke  of 

Elchimgen,  with  3,000  men,  had  blown  up  the  ramparts  of  Sroolensko.     He  was 
sarronnded,  and  found  himself  iu  a  critical  position,  but  he  extricated  himself  from 
it  with  that  intrepidity  with  which  he  is  distinguished.     After  having  kept  the  ene- 
my at  a  distance  from   him  during  the  whole  day  of  tine  ]8th,  and  constantly  re- 
pulsed him  at  ni^ht,  made  a  movement  on  the  right,  passed  the  Borysthenes,  and 
deoeired  all  the  calculations  of  the  enemy.     On  the  igth,  the  army  passed  the  Bo- 
rysthenes at  Orza,  and  the  Russian  army,  being  fatigued  and  having  lost  a  great 
mamher  of  men,  ceasvd  from  its  attempts.     The  army  of  Volhynia  had  inclined  on 
the  ]6di  upon  Minsk,  and  marched  upon  Borisow.    General  Dombrowski  defended 
the  bridge-head  of  Borisow  with  3,uoo  men.     On  the  23d  he  was  forced,  and  obliged 
to  evacuate  this  position.     The  enemy  then  passed  the  Bcresina,  marching  upon 
Bobo  ;  the  division  Lambert  formed  the  advanced  guard.    The  second  corps,  com- 
manded by  the  Duke  of  Reggio,  which  was  at  Taeherein,  had  received  orders  to 
march  upon  Borisow,  to  secure  to  the  army  the  passage  of  the  Beresina.  On  tl;e  34th, 
the   Duke  of  Regirio  met  the  diviwion,  Lambert,  four  leagues  from  Borisow,  at- 
tacked and  defeated  it,  took  9000  prisoners,  six  pieces  of  cannon,  500  bisLggagc 
waggons  of  the  army  of  Volhynia,  and  threw  the  enemy  on  the  right  bank  of  the 
Beresina.     General  Berkeim,  with  the  4th  cuirassiers,  distinguished  himself  by  a 
fine  charge.    The  enemy  could  only  secure  his  safety  by  burning  the  bridge,  which  is 
is  more  than  300  toises  in  length.     Nevertheless,  the  enemy  occupied  all. the  pas« 
sages  of  the  Beresina  ;  this  river  is  forty  toises  M'idr,  and  had  much  floating  ice  on 
it,  but  its  banks  are  covered  with  marshes  30<t  toises  long,  which  present  great  ob- 
•tacles  in  clearing  it.  The  cnemy^s  General  had  placed  his  four  divisions  at  the  diffe- 
rent debouches,  where  he  presumed  the  French  army  would  attempt  to  pass.     On 
the    s6th,at  break  of  day,  the  Emperor,  after  having  deceived  the  enemy  by  differ- 
ent movements  made  during  the  day  of  the  25th,  marched  upon  the  village  of 
Stadzcauea,  and  caused,  ik  spite  of  an  enemy*s  division,  and  in  its  presence,  two 
bridges  to  be  thrown  over  the  river.    The  Duke  of  Reggio  passed,  attacked  the 
enemy,  and  led  him,  fighting,  two  hours.    The  enemy  retired  upon  the  tete-du-pont 
of  Borisow.    General    Legrand,  an  officer  of  the  first  rate  merit,  was  badly,  but 
not  dangerously,  wounded.     During  the  whole  of  the  26th  and  27th,  the  army 
passed.     The  Duke  of  Belluno,  commaifding  the  9th  corps,  had  received  orders  to 
follow  the  the  movement  of  the  Duke  of  Reggio,  to  form  the  rear-guard,  and  keep 
io  check  the  Russian  army  from  the  Do^a,  which  followed  him.    PortaunauxU  divi- 
aion  firomed  the  rear-guard  of  this  corps.    On  the  27th,  at  noon,  the  Duke  of  Bel- 
luno arrived  with  two  divisions  at  the  bridge  of  Studzeanea.     Portannaux*8  division 
set  out  at  night   from  Borisow.     A  brigade  of  this  division,  which  formed  the  rear- 
guard, and  which  was  charged  with  burning  the  bridge,  marched  at  seven  in  the 
evening,  and  arrived  between  10  and  11  c^clock  ^  it  sought  its  first  brigade  and  its 
General,  who  had  departed  two  hours  before,  and  which  it  had  not  met  with  in  its 
rout.     Its  researches  were  in  vain  ;  some  uueasiness  was  them  conceived.     All  we 
bave  been  able  to  learn  is,  that  the  first  brigade  set  out  at  five  oVlock,  missed  its  way 
at  six,  went  to  the  right  in  place  of  proceeding  to  the  left,  and  marched  two  or  three 
leagues  in  this  direction ;  that  during  the  night  and  benumbed  with  cold,  it  rallied 
at  seeing  the  enemy's  fires  which  it  mistook  for  those  of  the  French  army.     Thit 
cruel  mistake  must  have  caused  us  a  loss  of  2,000  infantry,  300  cavalry,  and  three 
pieces  of  artillery.     Reports  state,  that  the  General  of  Division  was  not  with  hit 
column,  and  had  marched  alone.    All  the  army  having  passed  on  the  morning  of 
the  28th,   the  Duke  of   Bellnno  guarded  the   tete-duponi  npon    the  left  bank; 
the   Duke   of;  Reggio,  and  behind   him   all  the  army,  was  upon  the  right  bank 
ef  the  Borisow,  having  been  evacuated,  the  armies  of  the  Duna  and  Volhynin 
communicated:  they  planned  an  attack  on  the  98th,  at  break  of  day.    The  inkt  of 
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Ref  910  caused  the  Emperor  to  be  informed  that  he  was  attacked.  Half  au  houraftn* 
warda  the  Dake  of  Belluno  was  on  the  left  bank.      The  Duke  of  Elchiofren  immedi. 
ately  fallowed  the  Duke  of  Refj^^io,  and  the  Duke  of  Treviso,  the  Duke  of  Elchioffs. 
The  battle  berameirarni.  Tlte  eiuiuy  wishing;  to  turn  our  right,  Geo«^^at  DooB«rc, 
cummauding  the  5th  divlRon  of  cuirasaterR,  which  made  part  o(  the  sd  corps  thitrt* 
mained  on  the  Duna,  ordi-red  a  charge  of  cavalry,  by  the  4th  and  5th  regimrntso^ 
cuirasftiers,  at  the  moment  whi  n  the  legion  of  the  Vistula  was  engaged  ia  tbevwA, 
to  pierce  the  centre  of  the  em  my,  who  nas  defeated  and  put  to  the  route,  witk^ 
enemy *s  cavalry  which  came  to  the  assistance  of  its  infaittry.     6,o(K)  prisoners, Its 
standards,  and  six  pieces  of  cannon,  fell  into  onr  hands.     On  his  %ide  the  Dnkcrf 
Belluno  ?igtirousIy  charg^cd  the  enemy,  defeated  hiiu,  took  from  5  to  600  prisoaciii 
and  did  not  sutfer  him  to  advance  within  the  roach  of  the  cannon  of  the  bridi^e.   Get. 
Fournier  made  a  fine  eharj^e  of  cavalry,     in  the  Imttle  of  Ikresina,  the  ansfof 
Volhyoia  sAiTered  much.     The  Duke  of  Rc)|rgio  was  wounded,  but  Ii^  wound  isisot 
daugeroits.     He  receiv<'d  a  ball  in  hii:  side.     Tbe  next  day  (the  d9th)  we  remaiaed 
on  the  field  of  battle.     We  had  to  make  our  ^clioire  between  tvm  rontes«— that  tt 
Minsk,  and  that  to  Wllna.     The  road  to  Minsk  led  throns^h  the  middle  of  afomt 
and  uncultivated  marbhes,  where  it  was  impo5sihle  for  the  army  to  subsist  itself. 
On  the  contrary,  the  mad  to  Wilua  led  through  a  viry  fine  country.     The  army  Ik- 
ing  without  cavalry,  deficient  of  ammunition,  and   horribly  fatigued  by  50  dsyi 
march,  carrying  in  its  train  all  the  sick  and  wounded  of  so  many  linttles,  stood  ptatly 
in  need  of  getting  to  its  magazines.     On  the  30th,  tbe  head.quarters  were  at  Plecb- 
nitsi ;  on  the  jst  Dec,  at  Slaikc  ;  and  on  the  ad^  at  Molodetschno,  wbare  thesrny 
received  the  first  convoys  from  VVilna.    All  the  wounded  Officeraand  soldiers,  and 
whatever  else  could  be  of  embarrassment,  with  the  baggage,  &c.  were  aent  off  to 
^Tilna.     To  say  that  the  army  stands  in  need  of  re-establishing  its  discipline,  of  re> 
freshing  itself,  of  remounting  its  cavalry,  completing  its  arfillery,  and  its  materislii 
this  is  the  result  of  the  Expose  which  has  just  been  madffi     Its  repoae  is  of  thefifst 
necessity.     The  materials  and  tbe  horses  are  coming  in ;  General    Bonreier  bsi 
already  more  than  20,000  remount  horses  in  the  different  dejiots.     The  artillery  ki* 
already  repaired   its  losses. — ^The  Generals,  Officers,  and  soldiers   have   saifercd 
greatly  from  want.     Numbers  have  lost  their  baggage  by  the  loss  of  their  burses, 
and  several  by  effect  of  tb«:  Cossacks*  ambushes.     The  Cossacks  have  taken  numbcrt 
of  isolated  persons,  of  geographical  engineers,  who  were  taking  positions,  and  of 
wounded  Ofiicers,  who  were  marchisg  without  precaution,  preferring  running  tb0 
risk  to  marching  slowly,  and  going  with  the  convoy.     Tbe  reports  of  the  Genersl 
Officers  commanding  the  different  corps,  will  make  known  what  officers  and  soldicrl 
have  chiefly  distinguished  themselves,  and  the  details  of  these  memorable  eveatft 
lu  all  these  uioveraents  the  Emperor  has  been  continually  marching  in  tbe  middle 
of  his  guards.— -The  cavalry  commanded  by  Marshal  Duke  of  Istria,  and  the  ioftOr 
try  commanded  by  the  Duke  of  Dantzic.     His  Majesty  has  been  well  satisfied  with 
the  fine  spirit  shewn  by  his  guards.  They  have  always  been  ready  to  shew  themscHrci 
every  where  that  their  presence  was  needful :  but  circumstances  have  always  been 
such,  that  their  apptai-ance  alone  was  sufficient,  and  that  they  never  were  in  a  cast 
which  required  them  to  charge.     The  Prince  of  Neufchatel,  the  Grand  Mairshal, 
the  Grand  Equerry,  and  all  the  Aides-de-Camp  and  Military  Officers  of  the  house- 
hold, have  always  accompanied  his  Majesty.     Our  cavalry  was  dismounted  to  sack 
a  degree,  that  it  was  necessary  to  collect  the  Officers,  who  had  still  a  liorse  reroain- 
ing,  in  order  to  form  four  companies  of  ISO  men  each.     The  Generals  there  perr 
formed  the  functions  of  Captains,  and   the   Colonels  those  of  subalterns.     This 
sacred  squadron,  commanded  by  General  Grouchy,  and  under  the  orders  of  tbt 
King  of  Naples,  did  not  lose  sight  of  tbe  Emperor  in^nll  these  movcncnta.— Thi

and  Berthtcr.    It  is  bardty  to  be  conceived  that  this  rear-^ard  it  least  can  coatinve 
its  mnrch  without  halting,  in  which  case,  Mith  the  assistance  of  the  1i|;ht  troops, 
the  Rassian  army  viU  bo  enabled  to  overtake  them.     They  have  before  them  the 
gallant  and  active  Count  Wittgenstein,  whose  character  for  zeal  and  enterprize  it 
so  well  established,  and  they  have  also,  on  the  Minsk  road,  to  encounter  Adairsl 
ThicbagoiT,  with  the  l^Idldnvian  army,  which  is  to  be  hoped  may  haTe  tine  iid 
notice  cither  to  unite  with  Count  Wittgenstein  to  wait  for  them  on  the  above  maed 
road,  or  to  move  to  either  flank.     Marshal  KutusufF  has  sent  out,  amo^g  Others, 
a  considerable  detachment,  which  was  at  EInec,  nearer  to  Smolensk,  under  Lkmt* 
General  ShepteofT  on  the  Ist  of  Nov.  and  which  may  have  the  means  of  intcq^osmg 
delay.    Tlios  the  fruits  of  the  incursions  of  the  French  to  Moscow,  at  the  expoet 
of  the  lives  of  so  many  brave  officers  and  men,' seem  to  have  been  limited  loAe 
burning  and  destruction  of  that  city,  and  to  the  ruin  and  desolation  of  the  iakaK* 
tants  and  proprietors  near  the  great  roadj  and  in  the  vicinity  of  Moscow,  while,  oi 
the  other  hand,  it  will,  to  the  latest  period  of  history,  reflect  lustre  on  the  spirit 
and  patriotism  of  the  Russian  Euipire.    The  last  accounts  from  Count  Wittgenstein 
arc  dated  the  3d  November,  at  Tchashnik,  two  stages  east  of  Lepel.     After  the  tf- 
fair  of  Polotzk,  that  General  detached  a  corps  to  observe   Macdonalft;  whilst  he 
sent  General  Strvh<^il  on  the  road  to  Viloa,  who,  after  having  cut  off  the  Bavarisa 
corps  from  that  of  St.  Cyr,  and  entirely  dispersed  it,  with  the  loss  of  cannon  tnd 
colours,  joined  Count  Wiltgcnntein,  who  proceeded  to  attack  the  remainder  of  tlie 
French  under  the  command  of  Le  Grand,  3Iarshat  St.  Cyr  having  retired  on  accooat 
of  his  wound.     This  rorps  was  reinforced  by  Marshal  Victor  at  the  head  of  fiftert 
thousand  men,  and  having  taken  post  near  Tchasnik,  was  there  defeated  on  the  Sltt 
October  by  Count  Wittgenstein,  who  considering  the  enemy*8  posltitm  a  good  ois 
for  himself,  has  continued  to  occupy  it,  detaching  a  corps  to  take   possession  of 
Witepsk.    Admiral  TchichagftfT's  last  dispatches  of  the  22d  of  October,  from  Breifc- 
tow,  report  the  success  of  a  detachment  under  General  TchapHtz,  who,  on  the  20th 
of  October  took  the  Polish  Genvral  Konothaff  with  the  whole  of  the  3d  regiment  of 
Hnlans,  of  the  French  guard.     Prince  Schwartzenberg  had  crossed  the  Bog  withoat 
giving  the  Admiral  an  opportunity  of  bringing  him  to  action.     Admiral  Tchichapff 
and  Count  Wittgenstein  had  reciprocally  sent  detachments  to  ascertain  each  olhen 
position.     Sir  Robert  Wilson,  with  his   usual  activity,  has  been  in  every  action, 
and  bus  contrived  to  see  every  remarkable  occurrence  ;  his  last  dispatches  are  date4 
Viasraa  ihc  4th  of  November  ;  his  accounts  tally  with  the  official  bnlletins,  whidi 
have  been  published  here.     Lord  Tyrconnel  has  joined  Admiral  Tcfaichagoff*  by 
whom  he  has  been  received  with  every  possible  attention  ;  his  letters  of  the  22dof 
October,  have  been  received  by  Sir  Robert  Wilson  at  Viasma,  and  by  myself.    Hif 
Lordshi4)  speaks  in  high  terms  of  the  condition  of  all  the  corps  of  (hat  army,  wbicb 
he  had  not  until  then  the  means  of  seeing.     Having  obtained  the  £mperor*8  permii- 
sion  for  Major-Gentral  Dornberg  to  serve  as  a  volunteer  in  the  army  nuder  Gcaertl 
Count  Wittgenstein,  I  have  given  to  the  General  officer  instructions  similar  totbost 
of  Sir  Robert  Wilson  and  Lord  Tyrconnel,  and  1  expect  by  the  next  courier  to  hsYe 
the  have  the  pleasure  of  learning  his  safe  arrival  at  the  head-quarters  of  that  army.

St,  P€ter$bMrgh,  ^ov.  15.— >Mv  (»ORD,-- 1  avail  myself  of  the  departure  of  a  Spa- 
nish courier  to  acquaint  your  Lordship,  that  acveral  officers  arrived  here  in  the 
CQurse  of  last  night,  dispatched  from  the  head-qaarters  of  Marshal  Kutusoflf,  at  El- 
nee,  OB  the  9th  November.  The  Field-Marshal  reports,  that  the  Bight  of  the  enemy 
continvcs  vith^increased  precipitation  ;  and  that  the  pursuit,  by  the  several  corps 
of  lihe  Russian  army,  has  been  constant,  vigorous,  and  successful,  a  part  only  of 
the  fdatioB  of  the  affairs  which  have  taken  place  has,  as  yet,  been  published;  thft 
jcmsiader  is  in  the  press:  the  following  are  the  most  important  particulars.  Oa 
the  5tK  November,  General  ^lillaradovitch  rcach«<l  a  village  40  versts  from  Viasma^ 
on  the  road  to  Smolensko,  in  pursuit  of  the  enemy.  General  Platow  marched  to 
the  right  of  the  road,  to  endeavour  to  reach  the  head  of  the  column,  while  the  main 
army  moved  on  the  left  of  it,  under  the  Field-Marshal,  towards  Eluec.  Sir  Robert 
Wilson  describes  the  march  on  the  main  road  as  one  which  exhibited  scenes  of  de- 
struction ^rithont  example  in  modm-n  war,  from  the  number  of  dead  and  dying  mcn» 
mnd  carcasaes of  horses,  many  of  them  cut  up  for  food;  peasants*  houses  every  where 
on  fire,  ammnnition  carriages  blowing  tip,  and  quantities  of  wrecii  of  every  descrip* 
tion.  It  may  be  observed  that  the  frost  is  set  in,  and  is  stated  to  have  been  front 
10  to  15  degrees  (Reaumur).  The  effect  of  famine,  intig^e,  and  cold  upon  a  flying 
army,  through  a  country  full  of  exasperated  peasants,  may  be  easily  understood.  In 
the  course  of  this  march  the  Cossacks  took  two  standards  from  the  flulans  of  the 
imperial  guard,  who  are  left  behind  with  the  army  now  retreating,  and  the  enemy 
also  abandoned  a  howitzer.  On  the  moruing  of  the  7th  Nov.  General  Miluradovitck 
entered  Dorogobugsh.  The  enemy  attempted  some  i*esistance,  but  wax  driven  from 
his  advantageous  position  by  the  Russian  chasseurs,  with  the  loss  of  SOo  men  taken 
prisoners,  exclusive  of  the  sick  and  wounded.  In  this  attack,  and  on  the  preceding 
4ay,  one  howitzer  and  three  guns  were  taken,  and  upwards  of  140  ammunition' 
waggons.  The  number  of  killed  at  this  place  must  have  been  very  great,  but  I  have 
nut  yet  heard  it  estimated.  Two  Russian  officers  of  note  were  retaken  on  this  orca- 
sion.  The  enemy  are  described  to  be  in  a  state  of  much  insubordination,  and  it  was 
understood  that  their  march  is  directed  upon  Smolensk.  On  the  Qth  of  November^ 
Marshal  Kutusoff  had  arrived  at  EInee,  where  he  received  a  report  from  General 
Platow,  of  his  having  overtaken  four  divisions  of  the  French  army,  under  the  com- 
mand of  BeauharnoiB,  upon  the  road  from  Dorogobugsh  to  Doughovtchstchina. 
That  General  states,  that  the  Cossacks  charged  through  this  body,  dividing  it  into 
two  parts,  with  great  slaughter,  and  the  capture  of  63  pieces  of  ordnance,  which 
bad  been  already  brought  in  and  counted,  aud  some  standards  ^  many  plans  and 
papers  of  consequence,  and  upwards  of  :iOOO  prisoners,  among  whom,  as  well  a* 
among  the  killed,  are  many  officers  of  rank  and  distinction.  Part  of  the  remains  of 
this  corps  fled  in  the  direction  of  Dorogobugsh,  and  the  other  part  in  the  direction 
of  Doughovtchstchina,  closely  pni*sued  by  the  Cossacks  and  light  cavalry.  General 
Sanson,  Quarter-Master-Gcneral  of  the  whole  French  army,  was  taken,  with  5uO  men 
of  different  rauks,  upon  the  right  flank'of  General  PlatQw,  near  Doughovtchstchina. 
Major-General  Kutusoff,  who  has  been  entrusted  with  the  command  of  the  corps 
Utely  under  the  orders  of  Geu.  Winzingcrode,  had,  by  extraordinary  marches, 
reached  the  main  army  with  his  cavalry.  An  officer  has  been  intercepted  with  let- 
ters from  Beaiihamois,  which  will  be  published  to-morrow,  and  which  will  afff^rd 
indcUbU  proof  of  the  slate  in  which  Buonaparte  has  left  this  part  of  his  army.  Tbfse 
letters  are  addressed  to  Berthier.  It  does  not  appear  that  the  march  of  the  French

Btfore patsing  the  Vopy  Nov.  5,  ISIS.-^I  enclose  yonr  Highness  a  letter  whieb  I 
wrote  yrsjrrday,  bat  which  contd  not  come  to  hand,  as  the  officer  who  waa  tbe 
liearer  uf  it  was  taken  into  a  wrong  road  by  bis  gnide.  Yonr  Highness  will  be  snr- 
prised  to  find,  that  I  am  only  arrired  at  the  Vud  ;  yet  I  set  out  this  morning  at  fire 
4uV1ock  from  2asell ;  bnt  tbe  road  is  so  intersected  by  rarities,  that  it  required  extra- 
tirdinafy  efforts  to  artiVe  here.

|»erished  at  onrc ;  screral  carriages  were  eren  furnished  three  times  with  fresh  sets. 
The  iirmy  has  not  been  harassed  in  its  progress,  to-day w-^nly  a  few  Cossacks  bare 
appeared  without  artillery,  for  which  I  cannot  account.  If  I  may  believe  tbe  i«- 
port  of  a  roUigeur,  wbo  was  sent  out  mars^ding,  a  column.of  infantry,  artillery,  and 
cavalry  is  taking  the  same  direction  with  us,  namely  towards  Douboutchina.  To 
Blight  I  intend  sending  a  strong  reeonnoissance  to  Douboutchina,  and  hope  to  ar- 
lirc  there  to-morrow,  if  the  enemy  does  not  prereut  by  it  serious  opposition ;  fi>r  I 
must  frankly  own  to  yonr  Highness,  tbf  sufferings  during  tbe  last  three  days  bare 
«o  much  dispirited  the  soldiers,  that  I  think  them  little  able  at  present  to  make  an 

'  effort.  Many  men  bare  died  wHb bongcr or  cold;  others,  being driren  to dcape- 
tation,  avffer  tbCMHlrw  io  be  tnkcft  by  tb«  eneny^— I  nte,  ite.  -

Ambassador  Ex- 
traordinary and  Plenipotentiary  to  the  Emperor  of  Rnssia,  dated  at  St.  Petersburgh^ 

the  33d  and  85th  of  Nov.  18W. St.Pelersburghf  Nov.  33. 1819. — My  Loed,— In 

my  dispatch  of  the  I5tb  instant,  I  had  the  honour  to  detail  such  operations  of  >Tiir- 
slial  KutusoflPs  array  as  bad  come  to  my  knowled^  up  to  the  Qth  of  Not.  since  that 
date  no  report  has  been  received  of  the  further  proceedings  of  the  corps  entrusted  to 
General  PlatofT.    The  Field  Slarshal  had  calculated  to  rcadi  Krasnoi  on  the  I4th 
instant ;   but  although  be  bad  approached  with  in  a  few  wcrsts  of  that  place,  I  have 
■oi  heard  that  his  head  quarters  wre  established  there  on  the  itith.  His  last  dispatch 
of  the  latter  date  announces  his  intention  of  forwarding  a  journal  of  the  preceding 
days,  which  will  contain  important  relations,  but  it  has  not  as  yet  been  received. 
On  tbc  9tli  of  November  Count  OrlofT  Dcnizoff,  being  advanced  pn  the  roads  towards 
^molensko  and  Krasnoi,  received  intelligence  of  the  march  of  the  French  corps 
from  Smolensko  in  the  direction  of  Kulouga,  composed  of  fresh  troops  i  ntended  for 
Ibe  different  regiments  of  guards  ;  this  force  was  under  the  command   of  General 
Barragoay  D^Hillier,  having  with  him  Gefleral  Charpentier  and  Brigadier  General 
A n^ereau,  brother  to  the  Marshal  of  that  name.  They  were  distributed  in  the  three 
villages  of  Yasvin,  Lakoff,  and  Dolgomust.  A  di«pusition  of  attack  was  immediately 
made  by  three  partizan  corps,  commanded  by  Captain  Seslavin,   Cohmel  DavidofF, 
and  Captain  Phigner.    The  result  was,  that  the  corps  under  Charpentier  was  nearly 
cut  to  peiccs  \   that  Barraguay  D'Hillier  having  patiently  heard  a  cannonade  for  se- 
veral hours  in   the  quarters  of  Angereau^s  division,  made  good  his  retreat  to  Smo- 
lensko ^  and  that  Augereau^a  corps  of  three  thousand  men,  after  losing  nearly  one- 
third  of  their  number,  laid  down  their  arms  and  capitulated  to  Captain  Phigner,  wha 
bad  not  1,500  men  and  who  appears  to  have  conducted  this  afi'air  with  infinite  ad- 
dress and  gallantry.     In  this  corps  were  two  squadrons  of  cavalry,  well  mounted. 
^The  prisoners  amounted  to  one  General,  sixty  staff  and  other  ofiicers,  and  two  thou- 
sand rank  and  file.     The  officers  who  eapiluluted  stated  the  object  of  their  march 
by  that  route  was  to  open  another  communication  in  the  direction  of  Kalouga ;  they 
were  notaw;ire  of  the  retreat  of  their  army.    Since  this  affair,  three  General  Ofli- 
cers,  upwards  of  twenty  pieces  of  cannon,  and  four  thousand  prisoners,  have  been 
taken  near  Smolensko,  but  the  particulars  are  not  yet  reported.  On  the  I4th  instant, 
General  Count  Wittgenstein  was  attacked  by  Marshal  Victor,  who  had  orders  to 
drive  him  to  the  other  side  of  the  Dwina.    The  enemy  was  repulsed,  with  the  loss  of 
two  to  three  thousand  men,  and  was  pursued  the  next  morning  in  his  retreat  to- 
wards Scnno,  when  six  hundred  prisoners  were  taken.     I  have  the  honour  to  inclose 
•  copy  of  major-general  Baron  Dornberg's  report  of  this  affair.     Nothing  material 
Dceorred  at  this  post  till  the  I8th,  when  Count  Wittgenstein  was  joined  by  colonel 
Chernichef,  aide-de-camp  to  his  imperial  ^lojesty,  who  had  been  detached  by  admi- 
ral Tchichagoif,  with  a  small  corps  of  light  cavalry,  to  discover  and  ascertain  general 
count  Wittgeustcins's  position.     In  the  course  of  this  expedition,  the  colonel  had. 
the  singular  good  fortune  to  rescue  major  general  Baron  Winzingerodc  and  his  aide- 
de-camp,  captain  Nurishkin,  between  Vilua  and  ^linsk  ;  they  were  proceeding  to- 
wards  the  frontier,  under  an  escort  of  gens  d'armcs,  and  had  been  marched  from 
Verrea,  where  they  were  presented  to  Buonaparte,  with  the  French  guards  under  the 
charge  of  Junot.     Colonel  Chirnicbef  also  took  three  couriers,  one  coming  from, 
•nd  the  other  two  going  to  Paris.     From  thetic  sources  of  inlellipeuce  it  is  ascer- 
tained, that  Buonaparte  was  at  Smolen.sko  on  the  l.'llh  instant.     Artrs^iral  Tchicha- 
koft  intended,  according  to  his  route,  to  arrive  at  Mink  on  the  17th  instant.  Colonel 
Cbfrnichcf  arrived  at  the  palace  yesterday,  accompanied  by  the  prisoners  he  has 
Kcleued,  and  bringing  with  him  the  intercepted  dispatches.

TbU  was  eae- 
cnted  in  a  masterly  manner :  they  retired  in  cchiqnier,  under  a  very  beary  ire,  as  if 
it  waft  10  a  field  day. .  In  the  position,  tbe  French  were  receiv^ed  by  a  wefl-directcd 
ire  from  the  artitkryi  ^X  ^^ich  ihey  mast  bare  Tost  a  great  nomb^  in  billed  and 
wounded,  1  suppose  between  two  and  three  thonsand.  Ttie  firipig  only  ceased  aboal 
•even  ip  the  evening.  Tbe  French  had  made  strong  demi^nstimllona  on  Ikoth  wings, 
but  the  centre  was  chiefly  engaged.  This  morning  fbey  began  tbeir  retreat  towatdi 
Senno.  The  troops  who  are  in  pursuit  haVe  as  yetmade  id>oat  six  hundred  pHnoncn. 
It  is  really  a  pleasure  lo  see  these  troops  fight.  Tbe  new.raiiwd  mllitSa  lie  witb  tbe 
oldest  regiments.

■ent  them  th«re  to  retire,  but  to  advance  and  beat  the  enemy,  whicb  they  were  wil- 
ingtodo.

Lieutenant  General  Sheppelef  reports,  that  a  detachment^ 
sent  by  him  on  the  S9th,  met  a  body  of  the  enemy,  and  drove  it  out  of  £hiee}  pari 
of  tbc  Don  Cossacks  pursued  it  ou  tbe  Smolensko  road.    The  heaiUquartess  of  tbe 
urmy  were  this  day  at  the  village  ot  J^ibcofi*.    'Hov.  is.— Lieut..General  CoantOr- 
loff  Denisofi[  learning  tbat  a  considerable  foraging  party  of  the  enemy's  cavalry  and 
artillery  depot  were  diapersed  in  the  villages,  attacked  tbem,  killed  upwards  of  one 
thousand  five  hundred,  made  one  thousand  three  hundred  prisoners,  and  took  one 
thousand  horses,  and  four  hundred  carriages,  mostly  loaded  with  stores.  Two  corps 
of  General  Millafadovitch  advanced  to  the  village  of  IrergkoiT.    Tbe  army  baited. 
Nov.  13  -Captain  Nascbokin,  of  the  hussars  of  the  guards,  detached  by  Adjutant- 
General  Count  Orgeroff,  attacked,  a  detachment  of  the  enemy  in  the  villege  of  Ilmorai, 
with  some  chasseurs  aud  light  cavalry;  the  combat  lasted  four  hours,  when  the  eoe* 
my  retreated  to  tbe  village  of  Michailolf,  where  he  pursued  aud  took  tbem.    Oe- 
tachmcnts  under  Colonel  Prince  Radbolk,  aud  one  sent  out  by  M^jor-Gcneral  Carpo, 
made  upwards  of  one  hundred  prisoners.     General  AliUaradovitcb  reportf  on  the 
19th  of  Nov.  tbat  Major-Geoeral  Neoff  had  made  one  hundred  and  fifty  prisoners 
at  Charvanaoff.    M^jor-Gcueral  Volosdiui  reports,  that  Colonel  Krciganobski  de- 
feated a  detachment  of  seven  hundred  men  under  Ma^or  Aherjen,  killing  a  part,  and 
making  prisoners  the  remainder,  three  hundred  and  seventy  men,  eighteen  officers, 
andon^staflr  hurgeon.    Miyor-General  Platofi' reports  on  the  91b  Nov.  |ha|  having 
pursued  Bcauhamois*s  corps,  he  came  up  with  it  at  the  river  Bone,  near  the  estate 
called  Ysndsoff,  and  without  regarding  the  advantages  of  his  position,  he  attacked 
the  enemy;  on  this  occasion,  besides  numbers  of  killed  and  wounded^  he  took  thirty- 
three  piece8~of  cannon  and  two  hundred  prisoners.  He  (ucther  reports^  that,  during 
Ibe  pursuit  of  Beauliaru(vis*s  corps  ou  the  ^tb  of  Nov.  69  guns  were  tak^n  and  not 
62i  as  formerly  reported.     Gentral  PUtoff  is  now  pursuing  tbe  |«maiiii  yf  tbe 
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same  corps.  Adjutaat-Geiicral  Orloff  DeuizofF  attacked  the  enemy  on  their  march, 
to  Krasuoi,  killed  five  hundred,  and  took  four  hundred  on  the  Ji^th  iaataiit.  The 
next  day  he  took  some  prisoners,  some  of  which  were  ofHccrR.  Nov.  14. — Admiral 
TchichagofT  roportx  on  the  j  ith  instant,  having  left  in  the  principality  of  Warsavr 
a  corps  Qudcr  the  command  of  General  Sachen.  He  marched  with  the  remainder  to 
Prcyuii,  int(*nding  to  pursue  his  march  through  Slonim  and  Neswich,  to  Miu»ky 
where  he  proposed  to  arrive  about  (he  17th  or  1f>th  November  ;  that  he  had  sent  or* 
dcrs  to  Major-General  Leiders  and  Lieut-Gciicral  Eartle  to  march  upon  the  same.

15.-— .Major  General  Platon  reports  on  the  iith  instant,  that  Beauharnois's 
eorps  having  turned  fcom  Duckotchina  road  towards  Smolensko,  he  continues  to 
turround  it,  and  cutoff  all  provisions  and  forage.  Adjutant-General  Count  Orjer- 
off  reports,  under  date  of  the  l4th  of  November,  that  he  attacked  the  village  of 
Krasnol.  The  yagers,  disrei^arding  the  fire  of  grape,  attacked  the  enemy's  columns 
with  their  bayonets,  and  after  a  conjbat,  in  which  our  artillery  and  cavalry  were 
alio  engaged,  took  possession  of  the  town  ;  but  observing  strong  columns  of  the  ene- 
my m  viug  from  Smolensko  upon  Kraanoi,  they  fell  back  three  worsts,  to  the  farm 
of  Kulkoff.  In  this  affair  one  Colonel  and  250  rank  and  file  were  taken.  Lieuto- 
nant-General  Count  Ostcrman  Tolstoy,  reports,  that  being  with  his  division  of 
infantry  on  the  14th  in  llie  village  of  Kovisoff,  and  learning  that  the  enemy  was 
within  half  a  werst  of  that  place  j  he  detached  a  squadron  of  the  KalmopuUky  re- 
giment, which  killed  a  part  and  took  ten  prisoners.  General  Millaradovitch  reports, 
00  the  12th,  that  being  at  the  village  of  Knageneiui,  he  sent  a  patrolc  upon  tho 
road  from  Smolensko  to  Krasuoi,  to  reconnoitre  the  enemy,  which  returped,  havin|^ 
made  seventeen  prisontirs.  The  same  day,  Count  Ostermau  Tolstoy  sent  the  Pskofki 
regiment  of  dragoons  to  examine  the  state  of  the  villages  occupied  by  the  enemy. 
Tills  regiment,  perceiving  three  squadrons  of  cavalry,  attacked,  and  took  five  offi- 
cers and  two  hundred  and  ninety  men.  The  enemy  remained  also  this  day  ia  the 
Tillage  of  Usuff.  Adjutant-General  Count  Orlofi*  Denizoff  also  lent  in  two  Gene* 
raU  of  the  division  of  Geiieral  Almiras,  and  a  Brigadier-Gcncrai  Burt,  with  an  ac- 
count of  his  haviug  taken  twenty  pieces  of  cannon,  near  the  town  of  Krasuoi. 

St.  Petersburgk,  Nov.  25,  IS\2. — My  Lord, — In  addition  to  ray  dispatch  of  the 
Q3d  inst.  I  have  now  the  happiuess  to  inclose  a  translation  of  reports  which  have 
been  received  from  Field  Marshal  Prince  KutusofiT,  of  the  I8th  and  liuth  instant, 
containing  the  details  of  the  total  defeat  of  the  divi<«iou5  of  the  French  army,  un-. 
der  the  cemmands  of  Marshals., Davoust  and  Ney.  Near  two  hundred  cannon  and 
twenty  thousaud  prisoners  have  been  taken  in  these  afi*?irs.  Buonaparte  is  stated  to 
hare  l>ccn  with  Marshal  Davoust's  corps  in  the  night  from  the  l6th  to  the  l/th,  and 
to  have  left  the  field  of  battle  at  full  speed.  Every  measure  of  precaution  that  could 
be  thought  of  at  this  distance,  has  been  provided  for  by  the  Emperor  to  prevent  the 
escape  of  the  enemy  ;  and  it  appeals  that  every  exertion  has  been  made  by  the  se- 
reral  commanders  of  corps  near  Smolensko.  Bitunaparte  has  probably  sent  forward 
bis  favourite  gfuards,  the  Polish  divisions,  and  part  of  the  Italian  i  but  if  Admiral 
TchtchagofiThas  arrived  at  his  ground, it  does  not  appear  that  this  corps  would  es- 
capeto  tbe  frontier.

General  WiltfensteSn  Is  reinforced  by  the  earshy 
H^rmerly  under  General  Winzlngerode,  for  the  present  commanded  by  Major  Gene- 
rit  Kvtifesoff,  who  has  made  a  most  rapid  march  to  BaMnowltcb,  wliere  be  arriTcd 
time  enonf  h  on  the  isth  to  receive  400  prisoners  from  one  of  the  French  ditisiont. 
He  has  also  taken  two  Generals  and  one  Colonel.  The  French,  with  their  nsnal  sa- 
Tage  and  ssrrilefrions  ferocity^  wantonly  blew  np  tberenerable  cathedral  of  Sn^leB- 
■|:o  before  thc7  left  that  place.  Te  0eum  has  been  snn|^  this  day  in  the  great  cathe- 
dral ^  iu  presence  of  their  Imperial  Majesties  and  the  whole  Covrt ;  the  **  Baton  de 
MarescliaP  of  Marshal  Daroast,  and  such  of  the  eagles  and  colonra  taken  in  the 
last  affair  as  are  already  arrived  here,  were  prerionsly  bronght  to  the  cathedral|ia 
which  the  ether  nomeroni  trophies  of  war  are  already  deposited.

The  Commander  In  Chiefs  General  Field  Marshal  Prince  Kntaaolf,  from  his  head 
,  quarters  at  the  villages  of  Dubrovo,  submits  to  his  Imperial  Majesty  the  two  follow- 
ing reports  ; — First  Report,  dated  the  ]8th  of  Noveihber.  After  the  battle,  near 
Viasma,  of  the  32d  October,  my  army  made  every  effort  to  turn,'  if  not  all  the  ene* 
my^s  corps,  at  least  its  advanced  guard,  on  the  road  from  Jelna  to  Krasnoi,  in  which 
it  completely  succeeded  on  the  17th  and  lath  of  November.  The  16th  of  Nov. 
the  army  made  a  movement  by  advancing  five  weirsts,  as  far  as  the  town  of  Kras- 
noi. The  advanced  guard  fell  in  with  the  enemy,  who  were  completely  defeated  by 
Lieutcnant-Gcneral  Onverow.  On  this  occssion  we  became  mastera  of  one  stand- 
ard, some  cannon,  and  made  a  great  number  of  prisoners,  one  of  whom  was  a  Ge- 
neral (icneral  Millaradovitch,  comroandinpr  the  advanced  guard,  wilh  the  2d  Ugbt 
corps  of  infantry,  and  the  3d  uf  cavalry,  perceiving  the  corps  commanded  by  Mar- 
shal Davonst  advunco  nt*ar  KraKiiui,  detached  thither  Lieu  tenant- General  Prince 
Galitzin.  The  enemy,  conceiving:  himself  turned  on  all  sides,  began  to  deG:nd 
himself.  Our  artillery  made  a  terrible  carnage  in  the  encmy^s  ranks.  Napoleon  him-* 
self  \i'as  an  eye-witness  of  the  battle  ;  and  not  waitin^:  ^*^^  l^c  issue,  he  fled  with 
Ills  wluilc  suite  to  the  village  of  Liadam,  and  abandoned  the  corps  of  Davoust.  The 
battle  lasted  the  whole  day  ;  the  enet«iy  were  completely  defeated  and  dispersed  in 
the  noij^lihourin^  wood,  for  a  distance  of  five  wersts  along  the  banks  of  the  Dnieper; 
thus  the  corps  of  General  Davoust  has  been  completely  destroyed.  The  loss  in  killed 
and  woundt  d  is  immense.  We  have  made  prisoners  two  Generals,  fifty-eight  Offi- 
cers of  diflerent  ranks,  nine  thousand  one  hundred  and  seventy  men,  seventy  cannon, 
three  standards^. and  taken  the  b4ton  of  Marshal  Davoust.  On  the  I7tb  Nov.  being 
informed  that  the  corps  of  Marshal  Ney^  forming  the  rear  sfuard  of  the  enemy,  wss 
moriug  in  the  road  leading  to  Krasnoi,  1  made  the  following  dispositions  .--Second 
Report.  In  order  to  obtain  a  certain  victory  over' Marshal  IJcy,  and  to  cut  off  en* 
tirely  his  communication  with  the  rest  of  the  army,  1  reinforced  General  Millara* 
duviteh  with  the  8th  corps,  giving  him  orders  to  prevent  the  MarsbaPs  advance, 
and  to  take  a  position  near  the  villages  Syroherenic  and  Tcb^rniska.  Major  Gene- 
ral Lonrkouski  perceived,  about  three  iu  the  afternoon,  the  enemy  advancing.  The 
thickness  of  the  fog  prevented  him  from  ascertaluiug  his  numbers,  who  kept  march- 
ii|g  forwards  till  they  were  close  to  our  hattericK.  The  enemy  attempting  in  vain 
to  pierce  through  our  lines,  received,  at  the  diMtauceof  240  paces,  a  general  dis- 
charge of  musketry  and  of  40  pieces  of  cannon  :  the  cfTecl  of  this  fire  upon  the  ene- 
my was  extremely  fatal.  Finding  he  had  no  hope  of  escaping,  he  at  length  sent  a 
flag  of  trnce  to  General  Millaradovitch.  At  midnight  the  whole  corps  d*armes  of 
tbe  enemy,  amounting  to  13,000  mcD>  we're  obliged  to  lay  down  their  arms.    All 
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their  artillery,  in  namber  S7  pieces  of  canaoni  all  the  haggife,  8iid>iivlitary  chett» 
were  the  fruits  of  our  victory.  In  the  number  of  priBooers  are  above  one  hundred 
officers  of  different  ranks.  Marshal  Ney  was  wounded,  but  saved  himself  by  flifhf, 
and  was  pursued  by  the  Cossacks  beyond  the  l>uieptfr.  The  Igss  of  the  enemy  is 
.enormous  :  according  to  the  report  of  the  prisoners,  four  Generals  of  Division  wei^e 
wounded.  We  have  not  lost  above  five  hundred  mep  in  killed  and.wonuded.  The 
Buny  is  at  present  at  Krasnoi,  and  the  advanced  guard  at  Dowbrownui  from  whence 
we  shall  follow  the  movements  of  the  enemy.  Qeneral  Platow  .infurms  me  by  a  pri- 
vate letter  annexed,  that  the  enemy  left  behind  him,  seventeen  wersts  from  Smolen- 
•1(0,  a  great  quantity  of  artillery,  ammounting  to  112  pieces.

AfUer  the  signature  of  my  re|K>rt  to  your  Highness,  Captain  Parkin  arrived  with 
the  rations,  and  states  that,  at  the  ilistance  of  seventeen  wt-rsts  from  Smolenskp, 
on  the  great  road,  he  had  counted  one  hundred  and  twelve  cannon,  besides  a  great 
pinmberof  tumbrils  and  caiTinges.  i  urn  not  able  to  Kind  your  Hif(hucBs  a  report 
in.  form,  not  having  received  it  from  the  Govcruur  of  Saioleiisku.

— Copy  of  a  Letter  from  Capt.  John  Sorman  Carden, 
late  of  his  MajcstyN  ship  the  Macedonian,  to  JohnWiison  Croker,  Esq.  dated  on 
board  the  AimTlcan  ship  United  States,  at  Sea,  Oct.  Q8, 1812.-^IR,— It  is  vith  tbe 
deepest   rc*^rct  1  hare  to  acquaint  you,   for  the  information  of  my  Lords  Commifsi- 
oners  of  the  .Admirnlly,  that  his  Majcsty^s  late  ship  Macedonian  was  captured  on  the 
$Sth  by  the  United  States*  ship  United  States',  Commodore  Decatur,  Commander. 
The  detail  is  as  follows  : — A  sh<»rl  time  after  day-liglit,  steering  N.  W.  by  W.  with 
the  wind  from  the  Southward,  in  latitude  29  deg.  N.  and  longihide  29  deg.  30  m.  W. 
in  the  execution  of  their  Loi-dAhips*  orders, a  sail  was  seen  oq  the  Icc-beum,  which  I 
immediately  stood  for,  and  made  out  to  be  a  large  frigate  onder  American  colours  : 
mt  nine  o^cluck  I  closed  with  her,  and  she  commenced  the  action,  which  wc  retare* 
«d  ;  but  from  the  enemy  keeping  two  points  off  the  wind,  I  was  not  enabled  to  get  as 
close  (o  her  as  I  could  have  wished.     After  an  honr*s  action  the  enemy  backed  aud 
came  to  the  wind,  and  I  was  then  enabled  to  bring  her  to  close  battle.     In  this  sita- 
ation  I  soon  found  the  enemy's  force  too  superior  to  expect  success,  unless  some  very 
fortunate  cliniice  occurred  in  our  favour  *,  and  in  this  hope  I  continued  the   battle 
to  two  hours  and  ten  minutes,  when  having  the  miaen  mast  shot  away  by  the  board, 
topmast  bhot  away  by  the  capti:,  main-yard  shot  in  pieces,  lower  masts  badly  wound- 
ed, lower  ringing  all  cut  to  pieces,  a  small  proportion  only  of  the   fore-sail  left  to 
the  fi>re-yar<l,  all  the  guns  on  the  quarter  deck  and  forecastle  disabled  bnt  two,  and 
filled  with  wreck,  two  also  on  the  main-deck  disabled,  and  several  shot  between 
wind  aud  water,   a  very  great  proportion  of  tbe  crew  killed  and  wounded,  and  the 
eoemy  comparatively  in  good  order,  who  had  now  shot  ahead  and  was  abont  to  place 
himself  in  a  raking  position,  without  our  being  enabled  to  retoru  the  fire,  being  a 
perfect  wreck  and  unmanageable  log  ;  1  deemed  it  prudent,  though  a  paiuful  extre- 
mity, to  surrender  his  Majest)'s  ship,  nor  was  this  dreadful  alternative  resorteil   to 
till  every  hope  of  success  was  removecj,  even  beyond  the  reach  of  chance,  nor  till,  I 
trust,  their  Lordships  will  be  aware  every  effort  had  been  made  against  tbe  enemy 
by  myself,  my  brave  oflicers  and  men,  nor  should  she  have  been  surrendered  whilst 
a  man  lived  on  board,  had  she  been  manageable.     1  am  sorry  to  say  our  loss  is  very 
severe  ;— I  find  by  this  day's    muster  thirty-six  killed,    three  of  whom  lingered  • 
tthort  time  after  the  battle,  thirty-six  severely. wound«d,  many  of  whom  canuot  re- 
i^over,  aud  thirty-two  slicrhtly  wounded,  who  may  all  do  well  -,  total  one  hundred  and 
'fbur.  The  truly  nolle  and  animating  conduct  of  my  ofHcers,  and  the  steady  hfmvery 
of  my  crew,  to  tbe  last  moment  of  the  battle,  must  ever  render  them  dear  to   their

— Dispatches,  of  which  tbe  following^  are  copiet, 
bave  bci*n  rtceircd  by  Viscount  Castlereagh,  His  Majesty's  Principal  Secretary  ol 
State  for  Foreign  Affairs,  from  General  Viscount  Catbcart,'R.  T.  his  Majesty's  Am- 
bassador Extraordinary  and  and  Plenipotentiary  to  the  Emperor  of  Russia^  dated 
the  30th  NovembiY,  and  6th  and  7th  inst. 

**  St.  Petersburgh,  Nov.  30,  I819.— My  Lord,— «In  my  dispatch  of  tbe  95th  io^ 
atant,  I  had  the  honour  to  state  to  your  Lordship  the  important  and  brilliant  snc- 
ceas  of  his  Imperial  Majesty's  arms  in  the  aflairs  of  the  17th  and  istfa,  in  tbe  ftulner 
•  of  which  Marshal  DavJust's  diTision  was  defeated  and  dispersed  with  great  lose, 
Bonaparte  and  the  Marshal  flying  from  the  field  of  battle ;  and  in  the  latter,  Mar^ 
thai  Ney^s  dirision,  near  tbe  same  place,  said  to  hare  consisted  of  18,000  men,  ap« 
pears  to  have  been  completely  accounted  for  by  tbe  numbers  killed  and  wonnded. 
In  addition  to  those  who  afterwards  laid  down  their  arms.  I  also  stated  tbe  general 
diatribution  of  the  armies  as  they  stood .  at  that  time.  I  hare  now  the  bonovr  to 
acquaint  yonr  Lordship,  that  General  Field  Marshal  Prince  Kntosolf  SnwIenflkl 
teporta,  on  tbe  99d  Norcmber,  from  Lanlky  Farmi  that  Bonaparte,  witb 
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left  Orcha  on  the  20th  November,  and  marched  on  the  road  to  Korhanuff^  and  that 
ou  the  2lst  the  remaining  troops  of  the  enemy  marched  out  of  the  former  place, 
leavings  twenty-six  g^ns^and  some  hospitals,  in  which  were  upwardHof  fifty  wound- 
ed French  officers.     General  Count  Platoff  is  ordered  to  follow  the  army  marching 
«n  Kochaaoff.      A  detachment  under  Major  General  Ermaloff,  consistinpf  of  fonr* 
teen  battalions  <>f  infantry,  some  cavalry,  and  two  companies  of  artillery,  is  directed 
to  move  by  Orsha  to  reinforce  Count  Platofif.     The  advanced  guard  of  the  main 
mrmy,  under  Geueral  Millaradovitch,  consisting  of  the  2d  and  7th  divisions  of  ia- 
fantry,  and  the  2d  division  of  cavalry,  was  to  cross  the  Dnieper  on  the  23d,  at  Kopys, 
mnd   wars  to  direct  its  march  upon  Tolotchina,  to  join  General  £rmaloff*8  detach- 
ment.     The  main  army  will  rrossthc  Dnieper,  at  Kopys,  on  the  ^4th,  and  march  by 
Starasel  to  TsetzershioflT,  from  whence  it  may  be  directed  accordint^  to  circninstunces 
cither  upon  Bobra  or  Bereziuhoff.     General  Wittgenstein  reports  on  the   2tth  No- 
vember, from  the  village  of  Cherai,  that  Admiral   TchichngolF  wus  at'  BorisofF  oa 
the  24ih  instant,  whence  General  Langeron  informed  the  Count,  by  letters  of  the 
92d  instant,  that  Crenerdl  Coinit  Lambert  wus  at  Borisoff  on  the  21st,  where  he  de- 
feated the  whole  corps  of  Dembroffski,  taking  six  canunn,  two  colours,  and  3,000 
prisoners,  driving  them  on  upon  the  road  to  Orsha, ;  that  Count  Lambert  hud  also 
taken  at  KaidanofV  two  guns,  and  from  S  to  3,000  prison  ts,  and  that,  including  the 
hospitals  at  Minsk,  in  the  lust  eight  days  upwards  of  )  l,uoo  prisoners,  and  24  ^uns 
had  been  taken.    Victor  and  Oudi not  have  retired  from  before  Cjunt  Witl^^eusteia 
upon  Borisoff ;  the  tatter  is  marching  in  pursuit  of  them,  and  ou  the  23d,  took  800 
prisoners  and  many  carriages.     Count  VViltgensteiu  reports,  that  Geueral  PlatufT  it 
marching  against  the  great  body  of  the  enemy^s  corps  upon  Toulouchiuow,  by  which 
It  appears  the  enemy  is  enclosed  on  three  sides — General  Platolf  in  his  rear,  Admiral 
Tchichagoff  in  their  front,  and  Count   Wittgenstein  ou  their  flank.     A  report  waa 
received  yesterday  of  anothei» General  Oflicer,  whose  name  1  have  not  heard,  having 
been  taken  prisoner;  and  I  have  also  understood  that  accounts  are  received,  that 
General  Ertle  was  arrived  at  Egoumen.      The  detachment  under  General  Sucken  it 
understood  to  be  fully  adtquate  to  keep  Prince  Schwartzcnberg  in  check.     The  at- 
tempt to  blow  up  the  cathedral  of  Smolensko  failed,  the  match  having  gjue  out  be- 
fore it  reached  the  mine.     The  fate  of  Marshal  Ney  has  not  been   ascertained.'— I 
have  the  honour  to  be,  &c.  ^  (Signed)        *<  Cathcart." 

St.  PeUrsburghy  Dec.  6  — "  M  Y  Lord— I  b^ve  the  honour  to  transmit  the  Report 
«f  the  defeat  of  Victf)r*s  corps  by  General  Count  Wittgenstein,  ou  the  27th  Nov.— 
It  would  seem  that  this  corps  had  altered  its  direction  from  Borisoff,  and  was  pro- 
reeding  up  the  left  bauk  of  the  Berezina,  when  it  was  charged  by  Count  Wittgeo- 
atein.  On  the  iGth,  at  daybreak,  the  Count  pursued  Bonaparte  on  a  road  which 
leads  to  Vilna,  still  upon  the  left  bank  of  the  Berezina.  A  brid(i;c  hud  becu  throwR 
•rer  the  river,  at  a  place  about  thirty  wersts  from  BorisolT,  where  there  waa  am 
advantageous  position  for  the  enemy*s  rearguard,  and  fv»r  covering  the  passage.  Ir 
this  day*s  march  the  French  lost  the  whole  of  their  equipages  and  plunder,  and 
were  vigorously  and  repeatedly  attacked  at  the  bridge.  The  position  uu  the 
left  bank  being  continually  reinforced  by  fresh  troops,  was  contested  till  nighty 
ivhen  it  was  evacuated,  and  the  bridge  was  dtstroyeti  as  so«'D  as  the  rear  guard 
had  passed.  There  is  a  cross  road  from  this  point  which  leads  to  the  great  road 
%o  Vilna,  and  it  was  the  iuteution  of  Cnnnt  Wittgenstein  to  pitrsue,  as  boor' 
as  be  either  received  pontons,  or  reestablished  tSte  Lrtdgo.  General  PlHtoffhad 
already  got  to  the  right  bank,  probaidy  at  B^ri^ofif.  Admiral  Toiaciiagoflfs  qnar* 
ters  appear  to  have  beeu  at  no  i;reat  distance,  but  no  patticulur  r-  port  of  thedis* 
fributlon  or  saovementa  of  this  part  of  the  force,  has  as  yet  been  r>  reined,  since  the

— Dispatches,  of  which  the  following  arc  copie*, 
have  been  received  by  Viscount  Castlereagb,  His  Majesty*s  Principal  Secretary  ol 
State  for  Foreign  Affuirs,  from  General  Viscount  Cathcart,'K.  T.  his  Majesty's  Am- 
bassador Extraordinary  and  and  Plenipotentiary  to  the  Emperor  of  Russia,  dated 
the  30th  November,  and  (>th  and  7th  inst. 

"  St.  Petersburgh,  Nov.  30,  iHia.— My  Lord,— In  my  dispatch  of  the  25tb  in^ 
ttant,  1  fiad  the  honour  to  state  to  your  Lordship  the  important  and  brilliant  sue- 
cets  of  his  Imperial  MajrstyV  arms  in  the  aiTairs  of  the  17th  and  isth,  in  the  foftnef 
of  which  .Marshal  DavJu^t's  division  was  defeated  and  dispersed  with  great  loss, 
Bonaparte  and  the  Marshal  flying  from  the  field  of  battle  ;  and  in  the  latter,  Mar- 
thai  Ney's  division,  near  the  same  place,  said  to  hove  consisted  of  18,000  men,  ap« 
pears  to  have  been  completely  accounted  for  by  the  numbers  killed  and  wonnded, 
in  addition  to  those  who  afterwards  laid  down  their  arms.  I  also  stated  the  general 
distribution  of  the  armies  as  they  stood. at  that  time.  I  have  now  the  honovr  to 
acquaint  yoar  Litrdshlp,  that  General  Field  Marshal  Prince  KatnaoflT  SmolenskI 
f  eportt,  on  the  9!^  ^t  ft'om  Laniky  Faroi,  that  Bonaparte,  witk  bis  gvnd^ 
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left  Orcha  on  the  SOtb  November,  and  marched  on  the  road  to  Korhanufi'^  and  that 
ou  the  2lst  the  remaining  tniops  of  the  enemy  marched  out  of  the  former  place, 
leavings  tirenfy-six  g^ns,and  some  hospitals,  in  which  were  upwardn  of  fifty  wound- 
ed French  officers.  General  Count  Platoff  is  ordered  to  follow  the  army  marching 
on  Kochaaoff.  A  detachment  under  Major  General  Ermaloff,  consistitiiif  of  four* 
teen  battalions  <>f  infantry,  some  cavalry,  and  two  companies  of  artillery,  is  directed 
to  move  by  Orsha  to  reinforce  Count  Platofif.  The  advanced  guard  of  the  main 
mrmy,  under  Geueral  Millaradovitch,  consisting  of  the  2d  and  7th  divisions  of  ia- 
fantry,  and  the  sd  division  of  cavalry,  was  to  cross  the  Dnieper  ou  the  23d,  at  Kopys, 
mnd  wars  to  direct  its  march  upon  Tolotchina,  to  join  General  £rmaloff*s  detach* 
inent.  The  main  army  will  rross  the  Dnieper,  at  Kopys,  on  the  ^4th,  and  march  by 
Starasel  to  TsetzcrshioflT,  from  whence  it  may  be  directed  accordini;  to  circninKtunces 
cither  upon  Bobra  or  Bereziuhoff.  General  Wittgenstein  rei>orts  on  the' 24th  No- 
vember, from  the  village  of  Cherai,  that  Admiral  Tchichngotf  was  at'  BorisofF  oa 
the  34th  instant,  whence  General  Langeron  informed  the  Count,  by  letters  of  the 
SS'd  instant,  that  General  Count  Lambert  was  at  Borisoff  ou  the  21st,  where  he  de- 
feated ttie  whole  corps  of  DcmbrofTski,  taking  six  cannon,  two  colours,  and  3,000 
prisoners,  driving  them  on  upon  the  road  to  Orsha,;  that  Count  Lambert  hud  hIso 
taken  at  KaidanofV  two  guns,  and  from  S  to  3,000  prison  ^rs,  and  that,  including  the 
hospitals  at  Minsk,  in  the  last  eight  days  upwards  of  )  ),uoo  prisoners,  and  24  gunt 
had  been  taken.  Victor  and  Oudinot  have  retired  from  before  Ciunt  Witlsfensteia 
upon  BorisofF;  the  tatter  is  marching  in  pursuit  of  them,  and  ou  the  23d,  took  800 
prisoners  and  many  carriages.  Count  Wittgenstein  reports,  that  Geueral  PlatufT  it 
inarchiug  against  the  great  body  of  the  enemy^s  corps  upon  Toulouchinow,  by  which 
it  appears  the  enemy  is  enclosed  on  three  sides— General  VlatolTin  his  rear,  Adtuirul 
Tchichagoff  in  their  front,  and  Count  Wittgenstein  ou  their  flank.  A  report  wa» 
received  yesterday  of  anothei» General  Officer,  whose  name  1  have  not  heard,  having 
been  taken  prisoner*,  and  1  liave  also  understood  that  accounts  are  received,  that 
Oeneral  Ertle  was  arrived  at  Egoumen.  The  detachment  under  (reneral  Sacken  \% 
understood  to  be  fully  adequate  to  keep  Vriuce  Sehwartzcnberg  in  check.  The  at- 
tempt to  blow  up  the  cathedral  of  Smoltusko  failed,  the  match  having  gnie  out  be- 
fore it  reached  the  mine.  The  fate  of  Marshal  Ney  has  not  been  ascertained.'— I 
have  the  honour  to  be,  &c.  (Signed)        "  Cathcart.** 

St.  Pft€rskursfk,  Dec.  6  — "  My  Lord— -I  have  the  honour  to  transmit  the  Report 
of  the  defeat  of  Victor's  corps  by  General  Count  Wittgenstein,  ou  the  27th  Nov.— 
It  would  seem  that  this  corps  had  ultrrcd  its  direction  from  BorisofT,  and  was  pro- 
rei*ding  up  the  left  bank  of  the  Berezina,  when  it  was  charged  by  Count  Wittgco- 
stein.  On  the  iGth,  at  daybreak,  the  Count  pursued  Bonaparte  on  a  road  which 
leads  to  Vilna,  still  upon  the  left  bank  of  the  Berezina.  A  brid^^c  had  beeu  throwR 
•Tcr  the  river,  at  a  place  about  thirty  wersts  from  BorisolT,  where  there  was  aa 
adTaotageous  position  for  the  cnemy*s  reari(uard,  and  for  covering  the  passage.  Ii|. 
this  day*s  march  the  French  lost  the  whole  of  their  equipages  and  plunder,  and 
were  vigorously  and  repeatedly  attacked  at  the  bridge.  The  po:«ition  on  the 
left  bank  being  continually  reinforced  by  fresh  troops,  was  contested  till  nighty 
Hrhen  It  was  evacuated,  and  the  bridge  was  dtstroyed  as  sotn  hs  the  rear  guard 
bad  passed.  There  is  a  cross  road  from  this  point  wliieb  lead«t  to  the  great  road 
to  Vilna,  and  it  was  the  intention  of  Cnnut  Wittgenstein  to  pursue,  as  soon.' 
as  he  either  received  ponton^,  or  reestablished  ti'.e  Lri'Jgt\  General  Platoffhad 
already  got  to  the  right  bank,  probaitly  at  CMrisofif.  Admiral  Tritici.igoflf's  qnarr 
ters  appear  to  have  beeu  at  no  i;reat  distance,  but  00  patlicular  r-  port  of  thedis* 
fributioa  or  coovementa  of  this  part  of  the  force,  has  as  yet  been  r<  rtived,  since  the 
alTair ,of  Coant  Lambert.  "It  appears,  however,  frtm  the  conrlusiou  of  Count 
Iffitt^^asteio't  Uit  report  that  iit  ejf|>ecU  the  couccrt  and  supp-.rl  both  of  the  44*

fled  in  niai-m  and  disorder  within  the  walls  of  Ihe  fortress,  were  they  were  exposed  to  a 
4lrc  of-grup^.shot  from  the  neighbouring  heights.  Whilst  the  Cossacks  and  the  chaf« 
seurs  were  engaged  in  the  Fauxbonrg,  the  enemy  made  a  sortie  in  two  coluroas,  with 
eight  pieces  of  cannon  and  a  mortar,  resolutely  determined' to  re  possess  themaelv<% 
of  the  Fauxboar!^ — but  Major-General  KoutcmckofFwitlwhls  Oosaticks,  and  Cehwcl 
KaysarofT  with  his  chasseurs,  fell  upon  them,  and  liaviAg  repulsed  the  infantry,  took 
their  cannon.  The  Fauxbonrg'w^  retaken,  when  night  put  an.end  to  the 
On  the  4th  the  enemy  established  themselres  behind  the  palisadoes,  keeping 
aion  of  the  left  bank  of  the  Dnieper  whilst  hia  columns  quitted  the  town  with  pre* 
eipitation.  Connt  Platoff  caused  Te  Deum  to  be  sung  in  presence  of  the  troopa,ac- 
coe(ipni;»<>d  by  a  discharge  of  artillery  ai>d  a  hurrah  of  the  soldiers.  The  enemy  on 
quitting  the  town,  sprung  the  mines  which  they  had  formed  under  several  placea  of 
the  fortress,  which  set  fire  to  the  houses  of  the- Fauxbourg  of  Pctersburgh,  which  were 
situate  opposite  the  fortress.  The  Aidc-dc-Carop,*  General  Baron  Atetteraakonael* 
sky  reports,  thatthc  officer  wbom  be  had  detached  with  tbree  squadrons,  had  diaror 
vercd  an  enemy's  column  at  three  vcrsts  from  Winnisa-Louki,  and  baring  aanouad- 
•ed  tbero,  he  sent  theStual»s-Rottmeistcr  of  the  hussars  of  the' Akimfieldt  guards, 
with  a  proposal  to  lay  down  their  arms.  This  commission  he  executed vvth  coas- 
plete  success— the  number  of  prisoners  amounted  to  two  thousand  five  bmndred  flaen. 
Intelligence  has  been  received,  that  the  detachment  under  Count  Oscharofaky,  has 
occupied  Mohilow  after  bavins;  dislodged  the  enemy..  Provisions  and  forage  awfi- 
cient  to  subsist  the  whole  army,  during  ten  dajrs,  were  found  in  the  ph 
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1.

of  their  sincerity.    My  readers  will  be  as  muck  surprised,  as  I  am  myaelf,  when,  I

In  the  third  volume  of  the  Military  Chronicle  is  the  Narrative  of 
an  Kxpcdition  to  Caudy  and  Retreat  thence  by  Major  Johnston,  3d  Ceylon  reri- 
ment.  The  Marquis  of  Buckingham,  without  any  other  knowledge  of  the  uritcr 
than  from  his  published  Narrative,  sent  immediately  for  the  Major;  made  him  the 
highest  compliments  upon  the  distinguished  ability  he  had  manifested  in  that  march 
and  retreat,  adding  that  be  had  sent  to  him  for  the  purpose  of  soliciting  his  friend- 
ship, and  requesting  him  to  make  use  of  Stowc  as  his  own  house.  Upon  another 
occasion,  1  myself  (the  Editor)  had  tlie  honor  (totally  unsolicited)  of  a  letter  from 
Mr.  Dardis,  the  Marquis's  secretary,  in  which  the  IMarquis  made  me  a  voluotary 
offer  of  something  still  more  substantial  than  patronage.  I  have  never  obtruded 
my  political  feelings  or  sentiments  on  the  readers  of  the  Military  Chronicle  *  but 
it  will  be  pardoned  me,  1  presume,  for  subjoining  in  this  place,  tbat  this  testi- 
tttony  to  the  Marquis  is  from  one  whose  political  opinions  are  not  those  of  the 
Marquis's  parly.

MILITARY  BIOGRAPHY. 


GENERAL  ABERCROMBIE. 

WOULD  it  not  seem  as  if  some  men  were  persecuted  by  a  peculiar 
and  constant  rigour  of  fortune.  If  it  were  consistent  with  truth  and  pro^ 
priety  that  a  Prose-writer  might  assume  the  imagery  and  sentiments  of 
Poetry,  might  we  not  say  that  the  life  of  some  men  is  a  Drama,  in  which 
Fortune  and  Merit  appear  in  direct  conflict,— as  if  each  were  desirous 
of  shewing  how  necessary  is  the  concurreuce  of  one  with  the  other ;  th^t 
Merit  without  FoKune  is  means  without  opportunities,  and  that  Fortune 
without  merit  is  a  meteor  that  expires  in  its  flash. 

The  reader,  perhaps,  will  apply  this^bservation  to  the  following  brief 
memoir  of  General  Ahercronibie ;  an  oflicer  as  meritorious  as  any  in 
the  army,  and  most  certainly  as  unfortunate.  Twice  a  captive,  and 
in  both  cases  under  circumstances  of  peculiar  hardship,— in  the  first, 
arrested  in  the  very  commencement  of  his  promising  course  of  reputa^i 
tion  ;  and,  in  the  latter,  intercepted  at  the  very  goal  of  its  aceomplish- 
Qient. — It  was  the  late  of  the  father  not  to  live  to  enjoy  the  glory  he  had 
acijuired  ;  it  is  the  fortune  of  the  son,  like  a  child  hunting  the  horizon, 
to  pursue  a  glory  that  alwuys  flies  before  him,— ^always  in  his  sight,  and 
as  it  were  always  within  his  reach,  but  never  within  his  grasp. 


General  Abercrombie  is  the  second  sou  of  the  late  Sir  Ralph  Abei^ 
crombie.  He  was  born  in  the  year  1770,  and  of  course  is  now  in  his 
4Sd  year.  As  his  ikther  was  at  that  time  in  the  commencement  of  his 
military  life, — or  rather  at  that  part  of  it  in  which  an  ardent  mind  carries 
all  the  warmth  of  its  nature  into  a  favourite  profession,— the  subject  of 
this  memoir  was  devoted  from  his  birth  to  the  military  condition,  and 
almost  nursed,  and  as  it  were  cradled,  for  a  soldier.  This  remark  will 
be  well  understood  by  those  who  knew  the  particular  disposition  of  Sir 
Hal  ph.  It  was  one  of  the  features  of  his  character  to  lay  a  solid  ground^ 
work  for  any  remote  intended  operation.  General  Abercrombie,  we  pre^ 
tume,  was  educated  upon  this  plan.  A  writer  of  good  talents,  and  very 
agreeable  humour,  but  somewhat  deficient  in  the  learning  which  he  pro« 
fesses  to  appreciate,  and  still  more  deficient  in  the  knowledge  and  prac-« 
tice  of  military  life,  has  recently  published  a  book  under  the  name  of 
«'  professional  £dttcation/*  in  a  part  of  whicbi  after  having  rendered  tha 
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same  service  for  the  gentlemen  of  the  bar,  he  has  marked  out  the  detail 
of  a  distinct  course  of  education  for  the  future  officer.      According  to 
the  whimsical  proposition  of  this  geutlemao,  every  one  from  his  infancy 
should  be  irrevocably  destined  to  some  certain  profession,  and  that  his 
education,  a  id  to  introduce  a  new  word,  even  his  eduction,  should  from 
his  very  cradle  have  a  direct  view  and  regard  to  form  him  to  an  aptitude 
for  his  condition.     Thus  tlie  future  officer,  as  it  were,  should  be  enlisted 
in  his  long  frocks.     All  his  amusements — all  the  images^  presented  to  his 
eyes,   all   his  habits  and  his  notions  should  lie  carefully  made  military; 
his  school-yard  should  be  a  parade,  and  his  nursery  a  camp  ;  he  should 
learn  to  spell  in  the  Army-List,  and  to  read  in  the  Articles  of  War  and 
the  Mutiny  Act. — These  are  the  frivolities  of  a  pleasant  but  superficial 
author.      Nor  should  we  have  seriously  noticed  them,  but  that  his  just 
reputation  in  another  kind  of  writing,  and  his  respectable  conditioii  ia 
life,  and  good  company,  have  giVen  a  fashion  and  currency  tohisopinioo^ 
which  renders  it  a  duty  to  mention  them  with  some  censure.     The  best 
groundwork  for  the  education  of  an  officer  is  the  same  general  education 
with  which  it  is  usual  to  prepare  for  the  other  liberal  professions.  There 
are  chiefly  two  errors  to  be  guarded  against,— ^in  the  first  place,  that  the 
subject  be  not  too  soon  removed  from  his  school,   which  was  lately  too 
irequently  the  case,  under  the  apprehension  that  he  was  losing  time  that 
might  more  usefully  be  employed  in  the  regiment.    A  year  or  two  may 
certainly  be  gained  in  this  way,  but  is  it  not  gained  at  more  than  its  worth, 
when  its  price  is  such  a  serious  detraction  from  the  future  worth  of  tlie 
man.     The  second  error  is,  that  the  usual  classical  course  is  of  no  ad* 
vantage  to  a  young  man  intended  for  a  military"  life.      The    best  use  of 
this  classical  course  is,  that  it  exercises,  and  therein  corroborates  the  fa- 
cultie$»,   and  eflectually  renders  the  powers  of  the  mind  capable  of  any- 
thing.     Ii  is  another  use,  that  it  forms  the  taste,  and  even  the  faculties 
of  reasoning  and  judging,    by  rendering  the  purest  models  of  just  logic 
and  of  commanding  eloquence,  the  elemental  books  in  daily  and  hourly 
use.    The  mind  is  thus  formed  to  correct  taste  and  knowledge,  as  surely 
and  as  insensibly,  as  in  a  virtuous  family  it  is  formed  to  just  morals  and 
manners.      It  is   formed   by  that  great  mistress  of  life,  Examplb,— -by 
the  certain  etfect   of  whicli   we  become  what  we  are  in  the  habit  of  be* 
holding;  and  the  bwcetness  and  majesty  of  the  Roman  poets  and  orators 
become  repeated  in  ourselves. 

The  above  digression  will  not  appear  impertinent,  when  so  many  offi- 
cers have  sulllred  from  a  defect  of  this  nature  ;  and  have  to  regret  that 
their  parents  so  unfortunately  preferred  promotion  to  instruction. 

As  he  passed  the  earlier  part  of  his  life  under  the  immediate  inspection 
of  his  father,  and  accompanied  him  in  all  his  services  and  expeditions, 
the  detail  of  his  early  military  career  would  be  but  the  recapitulation  of 
the  campaigns  of  his  father.  Suffice  it  to  say  that  the  son  accompanied 
him  botii  in  India  and  on  the  Continent,  and  learned  the  art  of  war  iu 
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the  practwc  of  it.  Sir  Ralph  was  here  a  very  sufficient  instrucior,  and 
m  his  earlier  life  anited,  we  presdme,  a  due  proportion  of  ardour  to  hii 
known  and  characteristic  caution. 

At  the  short  interval  afforded  by  the  peace  of  Amiens,  the  i\Tujor-Ge- 
Tieral  made  a  visit  to  the  French  tovkxt.  And  as  he  had  not  the  j^ood 
fortune  to  effect  his  escape  in  time,  he  was  amongst  the  detenus.  As  a 
tailitary  man,  he  experienced  much  favour  from  the  French  government; 
He  was  in  some  degree,  however,  repaid  for  this  misfortune,  by  his  hav- 
ing the  opportunity  of  witnessing  an  interesting  scene, — that  of  the  pre- 
cipitate and  headlong  course  of  a  nation,  lately  proclaiming  the  rights 
•nd independence  of  man,  into  a  new  servitude,  A  few  able  and  proffli- 
Ifate  intriguers  had  planned  and  executed  a  military  despotism  as  a  mat^ 
ter  (^veltish  pructence  ;  they  were  content  to  share,  as  subordinates  to 
•notker,  what  they  could  not  retain  iu  supreme  for  them$:elves.  Thii 
fortune  of  Buonaparte  threw  him  a  witling  instrument  in  their  way.' 
The  people,  moreover,  for  themselves,  preferred  tlie  chances  of  an  untried 
despotism  to  the  certain  and  known  evils  of  contending  anarchies.  UiH 
der these  circumstances  Buonaparte  became  Emperor. 
•  By  'some  recommendation  to  the  French  government,  Major-GcReral 
Abercrombie  was  permitted  to  return  to' England  in  the  year  1807,  npotf 
the  condition  that  he  should  not  serve  tillitxchanged.  About  a  yeai* 
flftbei*.  General  Brennier,  who  had  been  taken  ])ri8oner  at  the  battle  of 
Vimeira,  was  by  the  inter\entioii  of  a  mutual  ii'iend'sent  back  to  France, 
inexchange  for  General  Abercrombie,  subject  to  the  approbation  of  the? 
French  government.  No  exception  was  made  in  a  stipulated  time,  and 
Oeiieral  Abercrombie,  having  returned  home,  was  appointed  to  the  com*^ 
mand  of  the  forces  at  Bombay. 

As  the  main  purpose,  however,  of  these  Biographies  is  not  so  much  to 
deal  in  scattered  details,  as  undcY  the  name  of  the  article,  which  is  the 
subject  of  the  memoir,  to  give  a  eonnccled  narrative  of  some  campaign 
or  expedition,  in  which  he  may  have  acted  in  chief,  we  now  hasten  to  , 
the  relation  of  an  expedition  which  is  certainly  not  so  well  known  as  its 
importance  merits,  and  the  fortunate  conclusion  of  which  will  be  con- 
nected by  |K)sterity  with  the  name  of  General  Abercrombie.  The  cap- 
ture of  the  Kles  of  Bourbon  and  Mauritius  at  once  secured  and  com- 
pleted our  dominion  in  the  Indian  s(i»a. 

The  positions  of  the  enemy  in  the  Isles  of  France  and  Bourbon  had 
produced  peculiar  anhoyarice  both  to  our  government  atid  trade.  As  the 
governor  of  the  latter,  General  De  Caen,  was- an  oflicer  of  equal  activity 
and  ability  (having  been  an  adventurer,  we  believe,  in  early  life,  and 
being  thereliy"  formed,  in  the  instructive  schools  of  necessity  and  enter- 
prise, bothto'dare  and  to  suffer)  the  isle  of  F"  ranee  became  a  point  of 
rally  and  refuge  for  the  intrigues  of  the  Indian  chiefs  ;  the  English  go- 
Ifernoieatt  iu  India  were  frequently  cootrouled,  and  bometimes  very  se- 
ikyiitl^  endaogeredi  by  their  effect.    The  harbours,  moreover,  of  these 
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^present  armain(*Dt  i-  ilirectcd  towards  obtamtn|;  the  IbIc  of  Bourdon,  io 
^tih'is  Gncious  Majcrly,  King  George  111.

Tbe  enen.y  reckons  upon  our  landing  in  tbe  Soutb,  or  East  side  of  tbe'  Island, 
flUftd  making  regular  advances  against  St.  Denis  and  St.  PauPs.' 

Were  sucb  a  meas«grf^pursued  in  tbe  reduction  of  the  Island^  our  loss  must  km  , 
very  severe  and  success  very  doubtfdl,  arising  from  tbe  natural  strength  of  tkc 
country,  and  tbe  exposing  our  force  to  tbe  fire  of  their  marksmen,  without  bci«|^ 
able  to  return  a  shot.  But  these  are  not  all  the  advantages  which  tbe  enemy  would 
derive,  and  no  doubt  reap  from  our  landing  at  any  distance  from  bis  capital  ^  sacli 
a  measure  would  give  him  time  to  collect  and  concentrate  bis  force ;  which  at  8f . 
Denis  be  can,  in  two  days,  reiuforce  to  3317  men,  leaving  St.  PauPs  and  tbe  South 
West  side  of  the  Island  secure  and  garrisoned  with  1^6  men. 

In  order  to  ensure  tbe  object  of  this  Expedition,  with  tbe  least  possible  lost  to 
tbe  force  which  has  been  placed  under  my  orders  and  direction,  and  with  a  view  df 
having  it  in  tbe  most  efiective  state  towards  tbe  ulterior  object  o\  the  expedition  j  it 
is  my  determination  to  strike  tbe  first  blow  at  tbe  very  heart  of  the  enemy,  and  hav- 
ing dispossessed  bira  of  his  capital,  our  further  operations  must  be  guided  by  hif 
future  discomfiture  and  disposition. 

Tbe  following  plan  of  attack  is  laid  down  for  the  guidnnce  and  regulation  of  tile 
oflicers  commanding  brigades  ;  from  whose  tried  zcul,  experience,  and  judgment, 
I  trust  that  His  Majesty's  and  the  Honourable  Cuniy>any*s  arms  will  be  crowned 
with  the  most  complete  success.  I  expect  as  much  from  the  discipline  of  tbe 
troops,  as  I  do  from  their  known  bravery  and  courage. 

By  the  ordeis  of  the  26th  ultimo,  the  force  is  told  off  into  four  brigadefl,  and, 
in  concert  with  Commodore  Rowley,  ^ppprtioned  to  His  Majesty*s  Frigates  for  the 
purpose  of  accelerating  their  debarkation.

ed aeeording  ta  the  dtstribntionoftfaOieguna.  It  may  be  necessary  to  order,  that 
whererer  those  gnni  appear,  the  nearest  troopi  are  to  take  immediate  poneasion  of 
tbcm.  The  batteries  on  Ihe  sea-hce  being  spiked.  Lieutenant  Col.  Campbell  will 
BCcnpy,  with  bia  biigade,  the  position  which  bis  liglit  troop*  arc  already  foimcd 
on  tbe  wett  of  the  town. 

The  3d  brigade,  or  the  reserve,  under  the  coinmand  of  Lienltnanl  Colonel  Mac- 
leud,  afiei  landing,  la  to  advance  toward*  the  enemy's  capital  by' the  road  leafng 
'fi'um  St.  Marie,  preaervinga  distance  of  9eo  yards,  orlbeieabouti,  from  tbe  Ibarth 
brigade.  Lieutenant  Colsuel  Macleod  will  he  pleased  to  datach  one  company  to 
Bupport  tbe  movementa  of  the  light  troopi  of  (he  adrance,  aad  also  OBc  Compaaj  !• 
onpport  tbe  right  of  tbe  4tb  brigade  oadcr  Lieutenant  Coloiiel  Campbell. 

The  moTcmcnti  of  the  third  brigade  moit  drpeodMnch  apon  tbe  dchaoe  in'* 
by  A*  CB«Biy,  aad  tbe  assittuco  TC^wind  by  the  bm<k  btifads,    Tk«iat|pna^af 
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•ffic«r  ii  bowercr  confident,  that,  whaterer  be  the  defence  of  the  enemy,  or  the  difll* 
calties  presented,  they  will  be  toon  OTercome  by  the  reserve,  and  the  other  brigades, 
conducted  by  leaders  of  snch  experience  and  judg^meat. 

JLieotenaat  Colonel  CampbelPe  brif^adc  having  saccecded  in  spikiog  the  foni  on 
batteries  towards  the  sea^face,  and  taken  up  its  position  on  the  western  side  of 
Ibe  town.  Lieutenant  Colonel  Macleod's  brigade  will  form  in  the  rear  and  south  of 
the  town,  taking  care  that  its  rear  is  protected. 

The  J  St  brigade  under  the  command  oi  Lieutenant  Colonel  Fraser,  is  to  form  th« 
rear  column,,  and  follow  the  motions  of  the  sd  brigade  at  the  distance  of  300 
yards.  Lieutenant  Colonel  Fraser  will  be  pleased  to  detach  one  company  to  sup* 
^ort  th«  left  of  the  reserve;  and  he  shall  receive  such  other  orders  from  time  to 
time,  as  may  roost  tend  to  ensure  the  object  of  attack-- his  brigade  is  to  form  close 
to  the  town,  with  its  rear  towards  the  Butor. 

The  ydi  brigade^  under  the  conunaiid  of  Lieutenant  Colonel  Drnmrnond,  is  to  oc* 
enpy  the  batteries  at  La  Possession  ;  and,  Inverting  the  guns  frum  the  sea,  is  to, 
direct  them  againat  the  enemy  as  occasion  offers.  Having  performed  this  duty. 
Lieutenant  Colonel  Drummond  is  ordered  to  post  his  brigade  on  the  strongest 
ground,  that  the  place  will  admit  of,  contiguous  to  hia  battery,  from  whence  hip 
guns  can  have  influence;  upon  the  advancing  enemy. 

The  1st  brigade  shall  be  immediately  embarked  at  St.  Dennis,  for  the  purpose 
•f  reinforcing  the  sd,  and  Lieutenant  Colonel  Fraser  shall  be  furnished  with  the 
necessary  instructions  for  his  future  operations  on  the  Possession  side  of  St.  PauKf, 

The  ^Deputy  Quarter  Master  General  is  directed  to  give  the  necessary  instruc- 
tions to  the  Agent  of  Transports,  that  8  six-poundcrs  complete,  and  so  artillery* 
nen,  as  also  the  remainder  ef  the  sd  brigade,  with  50  pioneers  attached,  are  em^ 
barked  on  board  the  same  ship  which  is  to  stand-in  direct  for  La  Possession^  fol- 
lowing His  Majesty's  ship  Sir i us. 

It  is  very  desirable,  that  Lieutenant  Colonel  Drummond  should  detach  a  small 
force  on  his  left,  towards  St.  Denis,  in  order  to  guard  the  strong  pass  over  La  Pe^ 
tite  Chaloupe,  and  it  is  also  proper,  that  be  should  destroy  all  sigual  posts  within 
his  reach,  at  the  same  time  guarding  against  any  of  his  parties  being  cut  off  frote 
their  first  position. 

Should  the  light  troops  of  the  advance  arrive  at  the  Butor  without  being  disco* 
vered,  which  is  not  to  be  expected,  the  guard  house  on  the  west  of  the  Butor^ 
marke^  No.  1 1,  should  be  the  first  object — they  are  then  to  enter  the  Butor  redoubi 
by  the  rear,  which  is  open,  paying  particular  attention  in  guarding  against  a  very 
deep  ditch  (upon  examination  no  ditch  was  found)  which  is  dng  in  front  of  th« 
l¥cst.  North,  and  South  faces.    The  Battery  Royal  should  be  th«  next  object. 

The  Commanding  Officer  fully  expects,  that  Msgor  Taynton  will  use  every  possible 
exertion  to  ensure  the  service  of  the  four  and  one-half  inch  howitzers,  at  the  first 
attack  of  the  enemy *s  capital.  They  are  to  be  supported  by  two  six-pounders  from 
the  Madras  Brigade,  and  the  two  Bombay  six-pounders  under  Captain  Mackintosh, 
wbo  is  attached  to  Major  Tuynton'^s  brigade. — ^The  mounted  men,  attached  to  the 
artillery,  are  to  be  in  readiness  to  land,  and  to  act  as  dragoons,  or  gunners,  accord* 
iiig  %Q  pircuPAStanccs. 

The  troops  are  to  land  with  one  day^s  provisions  and  grog— 'the  men  are  not  to 
load  upon  any  account,  or  under  any  pretence,  without  orders  from  the  Officers 
commanding  brigades.— Every  thing  during  the  night,  or  before  day-light,  is  to 

be  cariled  by  the  bayonet. 

The  Commanding  Officer,  however,  wishes  it  to  be  understood,  (hat  the  troopa 
^re  to  load  at  day-ltght,  should  the  Brigadiers  judge  such  a  measure  necessary. 

Jlie   Ljeat  Colonel  caa  assure  the  detachment,  that  nothin|^  but  a  perffct 
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kiiawl<-il£«  oftbe  lutTtre  a(  Ihe  conalry,  and  the  mudc  uf  dcrcnce  vliii-b  the  ewsj 
i*  prcgiBreil  lu  iaak«,  could  iailuceliiui  lo  aiitlioriie  a  ihol  to  Im  fired.

Ou  the  following  day,  the  3d  of  July,  the  fleet  weighed  anchor  and 
fltood  towards  the  rendezvoos,  which  was  tweoty-fivejeagues  to  windward 
of  Bourbon.  Here  the  frigate  joined  oA  the  Gth,  attd  the  Europeau 
llloops  were  embarked  on  board  of  them. 

At  night  the  whole  squadron  made  sail  for  the  island,  and  at  ten  o! clock 
hi  the  morning  the  Boadicea,  Iphigenia,  Magicienne,  and'Nereide,  were 
mt  anchor  within  musquet  shot  of  the  shore,  between  the  Butor  River 
lUid  Ste  Marie,  and  were  joined,  in  the  course  of  four  or  five  hours,  by 
fte  majority  of  the  convoy,  which  liad  been  in  some  measure  dispersed 
by  the  darkness  of  the  night.  The  Sirius  had  gone  down  to  Grande 
Cbaloupe,  to  land  Colonel  Eraser's  brigade  to  leeward  of  Saint  Denis* 

The  debarkation  of  the  troops  immediately  commenced  from  tlie  Boa« 
dicea,  Iphigenia,  and  Nereide*  Lieutenant  Colonel  Macleod  and  460 
flien  were  pushed  on  shore  through  a  tremendous  surf ;  but  the  sea  waa 
#0  high,  that  it  was  impossible  to  hold  any  further  communication  with 
tfaem.  A  small  schooner  and  three  l>oat8  were  dashed  to  pieces,  and  al 
transport  which  was  run  on  shore,  as  a  break-water,  shared  the  same  fate^ 
The  beach  was  too  steep  to  allow  her  to  ground  at  a  sufficient  distance  to 
be  of  any  u<ie»  As  the  plan  of  operations  was  altered  by  this  event,  it 
wag  necessary  to  convey  to  the  force,  that  was  landed,  fresh  instructions 
bowtoact»  Lieutenant  Foulstone,  of  the  69th  Regiment,  volunteered 
to  convey  these  on  shore,  and  succeeded  iu'the  perilous  attempt,  by  diw« 
iDg  through  the  surf,  from  whence  he  was  dragged  by  a  boat-nook. 

In  consequence  of  these  orders.  Colonel  Macleod  marched  his  spnall 
Ibfce  t»  Ste  Marie,  which  he  carried  with  the  bayonet  in  the  most  gallant 
manner  during  the  night.  He  then  published  a  proclamation  la  Fnench^ 
III'  the  Ml«wTng  effect : 

**  Inhabitants  of  Bourbon. !— ^^  We  appear  before  you  in  the  name  of* 
0«Nr  King.    The  force  we  have  brought,  leaves  to  resistance  no  chance 
of'  success*    We  are  not  come  to  harass,  but  to  preserve,  Bourbon,  and 
ire  anxiotts  that  its  acquisition  should  be  ansta^ned  with  the  blood  of  its 
iDlMbitantSk 

*<  Resistance  must  inevitably  be  followed  by  disaster  and  defeat,  and 
Irill  only  serve  to  plufige  this  beautiful  island  into  all  the  hoTr#iof  war 
and  bloodstied,  and  all  the  raitfortaoes  inaepteiibly  oonn^ted  witb^  bea^ 
ttlitiet. 
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**  What  can  compensate  the  calamitict  which  menace,  and  moat  in* 
evitably  afflict  those  who  oppose  us  ?  not  the  incapacity  of  France^  which 
has  80  long  oppressed  and  left  yon  defenceless  and  unprotected  ! 

**  Yon  all  know,  that  this  island,  so  pecularly  favoured  by  natirre,  has 
remained  torpid  and  oppressed  through  the  insatiable  exactions,  and 
ruinous  oppression  of  its  government.  It  is  time  that  it  should  emerge 
frdtti  this  state  of  depression,  weakness,  and  insignificance,  and  occupy 
its  natural  pre-eminence  among  the  islands  of  India, 

*<  The  colonies  of  France  and  Holland  have  already  successively  sub* 
liiitted  to  our  power*  There  remains  now  but  the  Isle  of  France ;  which, 
Abandoned  to  its  own  internal  capacities  of  defence,  awaits,  with  soiki* 
tude,  onr  meditated  approach. 

**  The  indulgence  of  England  to  the  colonies  which  she  haa  acquired 
from  other  powers,  has  been  so  unequivocally  deuMMistvated  w  the  last 
And  present  war,  that  it  is  unnecessary  to  expatiate  on  the  advantages  they 
obtained  in  riches  and  value,  while  they  were  so  fortunate  as  to  remain 
under  a  government  which  united  a  vigorous  protection,  with  the  most 
religious  adherence  to  national  faith,  and  to  every  principle  of  sound  and 
generous  policy. 

•  **  Your  tranquillity,  secured  by  the  vigilance  and  activity  of  Britaioy 
will  leave  you  at  leisure  to  cultivate  those  blessings  which  nature  has 
lavished  ai6  profusely.  Your  commerce,  agriculture,  and  manufacturea 
will  expand ;  and  new  and  unexplored  paths  to  wealth  will  be  open  to 
the  spirit  of  a  discerning  and  adventprous  people.  Your  religion  sliali 
be  venerated  and  preserved^  and  your  municipal  immunities,  liberties 
and  privileges  confirmed  and  extended. 

'*  No  new  taxes  or  contributions  shall  be  levied.  All  unjust,  burtlien- 
some,  and  oppressive  imposts  and  exactions  shall  be  abolished.  Not 
only  the  internal  commerce  of  the  island  shall  be  free,  but  the  inhabitants 
AhalL  be  permitted  to  trade  with  all  the  pdrts  of  India,  under  tlie  same 
regulations  as  British  subjects. 

**  Remain  then  quietly  in  your  homes:  their  sanctity  shall  be  inviol- 
able. Receive  the  English  as  friends,  and  do  not  be  tempted  to  an  in- 
effectual and  unequal  strtiggle,  which  must  produce  evils  and  calamities 
to  which  this  island  is  yet  a  stranger. 

**  You  are  not  ignorant,  tlmt  the  seeds  of  dissatisfaction  were  sown 
tongago  among  the  Blacks,  by  your  own  government,  and  that  they  have 
since  been  slowly  ripening.  And  it  is  known  to  some  among  you,  tkst 
proposals^  have  been  made  from  them,  which  would  soon  overturn  the 
very  elements  of  order  and  government,  stain  your  island  with  blood,  and 
menace  tlic  extinction  of  property,  peri»onal  security,  and  every  thing 
dear  to  mankind* 

*'  Bu^hismodeof  warfare,  and  this  kind  of  auxiliaries^  are  equally 
incomimtible  with  the  spirit  and  sentiments  of  Britons* 
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.  *^  Remain  then  quietly  in  your  houses ;  receive  us  as  friends*     Your, 
internal  tranquillity  shall  be  secured  by  your  own  laws ;  your  externa]^ 
by  fleets  and  armies  accustomed  to  conquest ;  and  your  shores,  no  lon- 
ger threatened  and  insulted,  shall  be  strangers  to  hpstile  invasion.'* 
',  Such  was  the  tenour  of  the  Proclamation. 

The  force  which  was  thus  in  possession  of  Ste  Marie's  kept  in  check. 
all  that  part  of  the  island,  and  prevented  the  junction  of  eight  hundred 
Ben,  tlMit  were  already  on  tlieir  march  to  St.  Denis. 

By  this  time  Lieutenant  Colonel  Eraser's  brigade  had  landed  at  Grande 
Cfaaloupe,  and  pushed  forward  a  party  over  the  heights  above  it,  ta 
drive  away  the  enemy's  riflemen  who  kept  up  a  harassing  Are.  This 
service  was  gallantly  performed,  and  the  body  of  the  brigade  moved  for«i 
ward  rapidly  over  the  mountains  towards  St.  Denis.  On  these  moun- 
tUDS  they  halted  during  ihe  niglit.  At  four  o'clock,  on  the  morning 
of  the  8th,  it  began  to  descend,  and  was  no  sooner  discovered  by  the 
enemy's  sentries,  then  they  commenced  a  heavy  fire  of  cannon,  shells, 
and  musketry,  upon  Col.  Eraser's  column.  He  still  continued  to  de- 
scend, and  found  the  enemy  at  the  bottom  of  the  bill,  drawn  up  in 
two  columns,  with  a  field-piece  attached  to  each,  and  supported  by  the 
heavy  cannon  mounted  on  the  redoubt,  ready  to  receive  him  on  the  plain. 

He  immediately  ordered  a  charge ;  when  his  brigade  rushed  on  the 
enemy,  who  remained  firmly  at  their  guns,  until  they  were  driven  fronr 
them  by  the  bayonets  of  the  grenadiers.  Col^  St  Susanne  escaped  with 
difficulty,  and  the  second  in  command  was  wounded  and  taken  prisoner. 

The  enemy  still  undismayed,  attempted  to  form  under  the  parapet  of 
the  redoubt,  but  were  obliged  to  abandon  it,  leaving  a  brass  six  pounder 
which  was  immediately,  turned  against  them.  The  four  twelve  pounder» 
in  the  redoubt  were  found  spiked,  l>ut  two  of  them  were  soon  rendered 
fierviceable  by  the  exertions  of  Lieutenant  Abdy  of  the  artillery.  The 
batteries  to  the  west  of  the  river  St.  Denis  were  then  immediately  stormed 
by  tbe  grenadiers,  and  their  guns  spiked. 

The  Magicienne  had  weighed  anchor  and  set  sail  for  Grande  Cliajoupe 
on  the  preceding  night,  and  arrived  at  that  place,  about  day  break,  on 
the  8th ;  and  in  less  than  an  hour.  Lieutenant  Colonel  Drummond's 
brigade  was  landed,  and  proceeded  up  the  precipice,  to  the  road  lead- 
ing to  St.  Denis,  with  little  opposition  ;  a  party  of  about  100  chasseur^ 
faavang  fled  at  their  approach. 

.  The  Boadicea  and  Nereide  followed  the  Magicienne  into  Grande  Cba« 
lonpe,  and  landed  the  remainder  of  the  fi)rce,  which  proceeded  on  the 
flame  route  as  Colonel  Drummond's  brigade. 

About  2  o'clock  this  brigade,  after  a  severe  march  over  rugged  and 
lofty  mountains,  accompanied  by  the  enemy's  chasseurs,  who  hung 
upon  their  flanks,  halted  in  sight  of  St.  Denis,  which  la^  in  the  plan» 
at  the  bottom  of  the  clifl'  on  which  they  were  posted* 

There  are  few  instances  of  a  march  so  arduous^  over  a  country.of  pre« 
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cipices,  surrounded  by  a  harassing  enefDy*  being  performed  with  more 
exemplary  order,  firmness^  discipline,  and  alacrity. 

From  this  elevated  station  the  prospect  was  enchanting ;  St.  Denis  and 
the  gardens  around,  with  its  river  winding  down  from  the  mountains  be* 
bind,  appeared  like  a  beautiful  map,  spread  out  beiieatb,  where  each 
object  could  be  traced  with  scrupulous  exactness.  There  was  htde  time 
allowed  to  contemplate  thef^eautiesof  this  landscape. 
*  The  besieged  had,  an  hour  before,  made  a  vigorous  sortie  ia  hopes  of 
retaking  the  redoubt;  but  Colonel  Fraser  advancing  with  that  gallantry, 
his  situation  irresistably  inspired,  led  his  men  to  the  charge^  ^  and  tk 
enemy  fled  to  the  town,  broken  and  dismayed ;  leaving  him  iu  possessioa 
of  some  prisoners. 

Colonel  Drummond  now  led  his  forces  down  the  mountain,  exposed 
to  a  heavy  fire  from  the  cannon,  grape,  shell,  and  mtisquetry,  of  the 
Town,  which  it  was  impossible  to  return,  or  avoid.  Colonel  Fraser, 
however,  kept  up  a  brisk  fire  upon  the  enemy,  till  he  was  joined  by  Co- 
lonel Drummond*8  brigade. 

There  was  now  a  respectable  force  in  the  plain,  under  cover  of  the 
redoubt,  and  a  small  hill  in  its  rear,  and  preparations  were  made  for 
storming  the  town. 

At  this  period  the  Commandant  appeared  on  the  heights ;  and,  after 
having  ordered  the  detachment  of  the  66th  regiment  to  proceed  to  IjL 
Possession,  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  any  reinforcement  arriving  from 
Saint  Paul's,  was  proceeding  down  the  precipice,  with  his  usual  iiOpe* 
tuosity,  ^hen  a  Flag  of  Truce  was  sent  out  to  treat  for  the  capitulation 
of  Saint  Denis-,  and  the  whole  island  of  Bourbon,  and  hostilities  ceased. 
This  capitulation  was  signed  the  same  day,  and  on  the  following  moro« 
ing,  the  9th,  our  troops  marched  into  Saint  Denis,  and  occupied  the 
different  posts  with  as  much  regularity,  decency,  and  order,  as  if  they 
had  been  at  quarters  in  any  town  of  England  ;  and  such  was  the  confi- 
dence  of  the  inbabitatits  in  the  British  character,  that  they  were  found 
quietly  in  their  houses  busied  in  their  different  occupations. 

The  acquisition  of  the  Isle  of  Bourbon,  however,  was  only  the  first  and 
preliminary  step  of  the  expedition,  the  main  and  uliniate  object 'of 
which  was  the  Isle  of  France.  It  was  necessary,  however,  to  wait  the 
arrival  of  the  troops  from  the  Cape  and  Bombay,  before  the  successful 
forces  proceeded  to  the  attack  of  this  strong  Island.—- But  the  fortune  of 
the  enemy  seemed  to  recover  during  this  suspension.  A  coincidence  of 
nnfortunute  events  gave  them  a  most  uncxi>ccted  advantage  over  our 
blockading  squadron.  They  succeeded  in  the  face  of  the  unrivalled  he- 
roism and  even  the  superior  numerical  force  of  the  British  navy.  Our 
losses  followed  each  other  in  rapid  succession  ;  their  causes  were  purely 
accidental,  but  their  amount  and  their  effect  were  no  less  serious.  The 
public,  however,  is  siifficieutly  in  possession  of  these  events.  The  pem« 
liar- fate  of  Captain  Corbet^  a  most  deserving  officer^  is  much  anddeser- 
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redly  lamented;  and  the  gallantry  and  suffering  of  Captains  Pym of 
the  Sisters,  and  Willoughby  of  the  Nereide,  have  received  the  just  ai>» 
planse  of  the  service.— The  French  thus  became  masters  of  the  sea,  and 
tbey  had  eveA  the  audacity  to  form  the  blockade  of  St.  Deois. 

M^hilst  this  state  of  affairs  was  thus  proceeding,  the  other  divisions  frona 
ihe  Cape  and  India  had  sailed.  On  the  SSd  of  November,  1810,  the 
whole  united  at  Rodriques,  and  on  the  same  day  the  fleet  weighed  ao- 
dior  and  sailed  for  its  ultimate  destination. 

<3eneral  Abercrombie,  the  commander  of  the  forces,  preceded  the  ez»- 
pediliM  for  the  purpose  of  reconnoitriug,  and  it  was  upon  this  service 
that  two  of  the  enemy's  ships  fell  in  with  the  Ceylon,  iu  which^as  the 
Geoeiral,  and  captured  him  with  1200  men.  Commodore  Hamlin,  a  breve 
fmd  sMGces^ul  Frenchman,  was  the  commander  of  these  vessels,  and  re- 
oeived  in  person  the  sword  of  General  Abercrombie.  Being  aware  of 
the  proposed  destination  of  the  British  commander,  the  <  Frenchman, 
liaviog  made  hb  compliments,  could  not  abbtaia  from  an  ironical  salljs 
observing,  that  he  presumed  he  would  have  the  honour  to  introduce  the 
ifajor^General  rather  sooner  perhaps  than  he  expected  to  General  De 
Caen*  General  v  Abercrombie,  however,  was  fortunately  recaptured 
frithin  a  few  hours ;  upon  which  he  politely  thanked  M.  Hamlin  for 
his  kind  intention  of  introduction,  and  now  felt  exlremely  happy  to 
Jiava  it  in  his  power  to  return  the  compliment  by  introducing  him  to 
Commodore  Rowley. 

la  the  mean  time  the  expedition  continued  its  course  from  the  Isle  of 
Rodriques  for  the  Isle  of  France;  and  on  tlie  20th  of  November,  1810, 
the  fleet  consisting  of  70  sail,  (chiefly  men  of  war  and  India^men)  an« 
«hcired  in  a  narrow  passage  formed  by  the  Island  called  Coin  de  Mire 
wsd  the  land.  At  this  moment,  about  a  league  to  the  Westward,  H 
grand  explosion  was  perceived.  It  was  seen  in  the  coast,  that  the  enemy 
tNid  abandoned  Fort  Marlasttri,  and  blown  up  a  portion  of  its  works* 

To  cover  the  landing,  two  brigs  of  war,  drawing  little  water,  anchored 
on  the  reef,  within  one  hundred  yards  of  the  beach.     The  boats  contain* 

« 

ing  the  reserve,  consisting  of  grenadiers  and  light  infantry,  collected 
oqtside  the  reef,  and  proceeded  to  the  shore,  with  parade  precision.  Be- 
fore the  evening  closed,  10,000  men,  with  three  days' provisions,  and 
tbetr  complement  of  guns,  stores,  and  unmunitioii,  had  disembarked 
without  accident  or  resistance. 

The  column  moved  by  the  right,  along  the  beach,  for  about  a  mile, 
after  which,  inclining  to  the  left»  it  fell  into  a  close  wood,  by  a  narrow 
bad  road.  Here  the  advanced  guard,  under  Colonel  Keating,  was  en- 
iKmntfred  by  a  picquet  of  the  corps  retreating  from  Grand  Bay.  That 
officer.  Lieutenant  Ash,  and  a  few  men,  were  wounded. 
•  *  The  army  continued  to  move  on  during  the  night — it  halted  at  One  in 
4kt  oionung,  and  the  men  were  permitted  to  repose  for  a  few  hoars.

About  tt  u'dork,  Oenerai  De  Caen,  some  mounted  oSirers,  u»4 
about  SO  «<  .is  hiiMiiT  guard,  ajipearad  within  an  hundied  j-ards,  ia 
front  of  our  line,  hjiviiij  just  &urpri«ed  and  cut  to  jiiecp«a  snisU  picqaet, 
whid)  he  fell  n\tan  \n  the  wood.  We  underslund  iliat  he  made  a.  gowl 
KConnoiwinpe,  nearly  esttnating  our  force.  Having  none,  as  jet,  bnt 
-Amounted  cnvnlry,  lie  was  [tiirsued  by  the  liglit  compsnies  of  the  13th 
and  50th.  A  (en  of  his  men  were  killed,  and  lie  hiniBelf  received «W 
lhT«H([li  his  hut,  and  wt.        ^.,.  ^-      in  the  1<^. 

On  the  1st  December,  a  c»i[y<  ^.«  ui  ached  on  the  ri^ht,  under  C«t 
M'Cleod,  to  seize  the  batterie*  of  ibe«u  and  Tortuea.  Some  of 
them,  shewing  little  resistanie,  wi-rv  alrcrady  poaoetted  by  parties  of 
»«iincn  f(Oiit  the  squadron.  The  rtmaiuder  (the  eueniy  having  spiked 
or  withdrawu  his  ^iis]  were  succeskiv«;ly  e\'acuikt«d  an  our  troojM 
Bitproiirhed  theui. 

At  Sve  o'clock,  the  army  broke  into  columns  of  >ectioD»,advauciDgl^ 
the  rcntre,  through  the  road  uhich  traverses  the  wood  in  thai  diraclioB. 
The  whole  led  by  the  reserve,  com|io«ed  of  the  flank  brigsde,  and  toe 
Itaiik  companies  of  the  .'><)th,  nndcr  Major  General  Warde. 

Tiic  euluiiin  luid  not  vet  iiLiielrHled  three  hundred  paces,  when  a  dc> 
suUory  fire  was  commenced  by  the  enemy's  light  tr»opfc  Sevenl  iMt 
were  knocked  down  in  the  column ;  but  our  traopc,  of  •  amifaur  detcfip* 
tUn,  opposed  them  evidently  with  more  correct  c&ct. 

•  They  were  overtaken  while  endeavouring  to  destroy  «  wooden  fan^ 
•ver  the  Seche.  They  had  only,  however,  succeeded  in  niaijig  tfae  plHkt 
from  the  beams  which  supported  them,  and  ourtrosp*  Aled  ont  tiM 
b«uas  without  ttny  other  inconvenience.  ■ 

The  field  pieces  were  taken  down  over  the  bed  ef  the  river,  w 
thesiimmerKeason,  is  practicable g  and, ia  half  an-bouv,' by  them 
exertions  of  the  sailors  who  dragged  then),  tbey  regaiocd  thdr  poatiwe 
at  the  head  of  their  respective  bngadef.  i-    ■ 

The  enemy's  line  supported  its  left  on  the  Pirebot,  exlwdiny  ■Mriy 
parallel  to  the  wood  at  the  diftanc*  of  two  bundled  pacea-ANB'il^  «uid 
reaching  its  \eh  to  a  gentle  eminence,  on  wltich  were  s  planteCa'faaaM 
and  offices.  It  consisted  of  about  3,500  men,  with  finv  field  pietmd 
a  hoititzcr,  under  the  command  of  General  Vandemaen.  ThcCapaah* 
General  de  Caen,  with  the  chief  part  of  bis  ftvce,  remained  witMa 
(he  lines. 

AtPirebot,  there  was  a  signal  post,  from  whence  every  ,iROMBe<iik'«f 
oar  army  coutd  be  discerned.  -  .      .■ 

'  The  skirniish  of  light  troops  continued,  until  the  head  of  thaoalaBa 
emerged  from  the  wood,  the  eaefny's  line  then  ({ave*  eert  ef-«fafcMd 
volley,  andidaring  the  onavidable  delay  necnsary  {•rfmy'tbMMIkpa 
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which  had  cleared  the  defile,  the  column  in  different  parts,  as  it  lay 
alon^  the  winding;  of  the  road,  was  exposed  to  a  shower  of  g;rape,  well  dl* 
rected,  but  t^enerally  too  much  elevated. 

Those  who  were  mounted,  were  consequently  most  exposed,  and  at 
this  time,  two  field  officers  were  killed  and  one  wounded.   » 

The  grenadiers  of  the  59th  were  the  first  formed,  and  haying  reserved 
their  fire,  and  being  supported  successively  by  all  the  flank  companies  of 
tfce  resen-e,  they  rushed  on  to  the  charge.  The  enemy  waited  till  our 
men  arrived  within  about  Bf^y  paces  of  then),  when  they  bpoke  and  retired 
with  precipitation.  Leaving  in  our  possession  their  field  pieces  and  some 
tumbrils  of  ammunition.  They  were  then  seen,  scattered  over  the  plaiu 
hastening  to  their  lines. 

A  corps  now  ascended  thePirebot,  and  having  taken  down  the  French^' 
hoisted  on  that  post  the  English  ensign.     This  afforded  to  the  army,  a 
moment  of  exultation— ^ And  the  shouts  which  followed  it,  reverberated 
in  cheering  eclioes  through  the  adjacent  hills. 

When  within  about  a  mile  of  the  French  lines,  and  where  the  ground 
admitted  it,  the  army  deployed.  This  and  some  c(ni8equent  movement 
of  the  cor|is,  occupied  at  least  an  hour,  during  which,  the  enemy  fired 
with  little  execution,  from  a  battery  of  heavy  ordnance  and  extensive 
command,  on  the  right  extremity  of  the  lines. 

From  the  intense  heat  of  the  weather,  exhausted  state  of  the  troops, 
and  lateness  of  the  day,  it  was  found  impracticable  to  make  the  necessary 
arrangements  for  a  general  assai^lt.  The  army  retired  about  four 
hundred  paces,  but  being  still  within  range  of  the  enemj*s  shot,  took  up' 
a  position  some  distance  in  thp  rear,  with  its  left  on  tlie  Pircbot. 

In  the  night  a  party  of  marines  joined  the  army.  In  those  climates 
they  are  usually  dressed  in  white  and  blue,  and  from  the  obscurity  of  ob* 
jects,  the  similitude  of  dress  caused  them  to  be  easily  taken  for  French 
soldiers — ^the  alarm  of  surprize  spread  through  the  ranks,  several  corp« 
stood  to  their  arms  and  some  gave  fire.  By  this  unfortunate  accident 
some  lives  were  lost  and  many  were  wounded. 

On  the  same  night,  the  enemy *s  lin^  are  said  to  have  been  disturbed 
by  a  fklse  alanni  during  which  the  timidity  and  irresolution  betrayed  by 
the  national  goards,  it  is  thought,  had  sopne  influence  in  disposing  Ge-  . 
neral  de  Caen,  to  capitulate. 

On  the  2d,  we  received  a  flag  of  truceattheoutports. 

Amingements  were  now  in  train  for  a  general  assault.  The  enemy, 
however,  at  an  early  hour,  revised  his  propot<ition^,  yielded  the  most  offen- 
sive articles,  and  a  negociation  was  regularly  opened  ;  the  termination  oF 
which  was  perhaps  accelerated  by  the  junction  in  the  course  of  the  day, 
ef  the  Cape  squadron  with  2000  land  troops  on  board.  And  at  six  in  thf 
morning  of  the  9d  of  December,  the  grenadiers  of  the  British  army« 
marched  into  the  lines  and  principal  forts  and  batteries  of  Port  Louis. 
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Oar  total  lots  did  piye  exfeu  §00  iiiai»  juid  that  «iF  the  eMtoj  mght

Before  we  proceed  to  relate  the  further  progress  of  this  retrcatt  itia  a 
matter  of  justice  to  Lord  Wellington,  and  will  greatly  assist  the- jadg^ 
ment  and  conception  of  the  reader,  to  make  a  brief  tablet  of  .the  atalEof 
things  under  which  it  was  commenced,  Und  which  followed  vpaiLk.to 
its  conclusion.  The  merit  of  success  is  only  in  the  difficulties ovcfeomct 
.  There  were  four  armies  at  this  period  South  of  the  Doiupa,^  dmti  af 
Joseph  Buonaparte,  Suchet,  Soult,  and  a  kind  of  expeditsaauy  fsica 
employed  on  the  blockade  of  Cadiz,  and  which,  though  under  Sank  as 
commander  of  the  forces  in  Andalusia,  was  to  all^pnrposeaa-dMlincldi* 
vision.  It  will  be  seen  that  all  these  had  now  united  and  ware  mi  laaring 
in  a  column  towards  the  Tagus  and  the  allies.  '  -.-     Vi  <  «.  ■ 

On  the  day  previous  to  the  battle  of  Salamanca,  Josepb  BnopafMrta 
bad  put  his  army  in  motion  from  Madrid  towards  Salamanca-  witk  tha 
purpose  of  uniting  himself  with  Marmont.  He  left  Madnd  Joiysu^ 
and  on  the  29d  the  battle  was  fought.  Marmoni's  flighty'  ^hoiitMiv-«a|^ 
too  impid  and  disastrous  to  allow  eVen  the  detaehaiettt.^f  a  Oiwlaifppd 
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Joseph,  thns  ignorant  of  the  defeat  and  its  consequences,  continued  to 
lulvance  towards  the  allies  till  the  25th,  when  he  had  reached  Blascho  San- 
.cho.  An  indistinct  report  of  the  defeat  here  reached  him,  and  he  turned 
back  as  rapidly  as  he  was  before  advancing.  He  continued  this  retrograde 
moTement  on  the  26th.  (July).  On  the  S7th  h«  received  the  first  re* 
golar  accounts  of  the  defeat  of  Marmont,  of  its  extent,  and  of  the  present 
difficalties  of  the  army  of  Portugal.  He  in  consequence  stopped  his 
retreat  upon  Madrid,  faced  about  on  the  high  road  towards  the  allied 
«lrifay,  and  made  an  appearance  of  advancing  against  the  allies.  The  ob- 
ject of  this  movement  was  evidently  to  divert  the  allied  troops  from  the 
the  pursuit  of  Marmont.  Joseph,  however,  did  not  succeed  in  this  de- 
sign. Lord  Wellington  continued  the  pursuit  across  the  Douro.  Having 
eSected  this  purpose  he  turned  his  attention  to  Joseph,  and  on  the  1st 
«f  August  moved  towards  him  as  far  as  Cnellar.  Joseph  Buonaparte  re- 
tired as  his  Lordship  advanced.  On  the  l6th  of  August  a  part  of  the 
tifo  armies  came  in  contact,  and  the  French  had  a  partial  success  against 
the  Portuguese  at  Hosas.  Lord  Wellington,  however,  continued  his  ad- 
^rance  upon  Madrid, — and  Joseph  prudently  hastened  his  retreat  through 
the  Gnadarrama  nionntains^  and  took  the  road  for  Valentia.  He  reached 
this  point  of  his  destination  without  any  further  impediment,  and  on 
the  S5th  united  himself  with  Marshal  Suchet  at  Valentia.  As  the  army  of 
Joteph  was  under  the  eifectual  command  of  Marshal  Jourdan,  it  is  per- 
haps the  less  necessaiy  to  say  anything  of  the  character  of  the  king  him« 
•elf.  Suffice  it  to  say,  that  he  had  a  moderation  and  indecision  about 
him  which  very  ill  suited  the  dangers  and  difficulties  of  his  aflairs,  and 
were  infinitely  more  honourable  to  his  natural  virtues,  than  in  the  opinion 
of  Frenchmen,  they  were  to  his  military  and  royal  talents.  It  was  an 
effect  of  this  character,  that  even  his  soldiers  did  not  fear  him,  though  a 
Buonaparte,-— nor  even  the  Spaniards  (such  at  had  tried  him)  thoroughly 
faate  him,  though  •  usurper.  The  French  generals  were  strongly  discon-^ 
tented  with  this  impolitic  forbearance.  They  represented  that  it  was  to- 
tally inconsistent  with  the  possible  success  of  the  cause.  That  it  wa* 
acceMary  both  to  consider,  and  to  act  under  such  consideration,  that  the 
Qtarpatioo  was  a  legitimate  government,  and  therefore,  that  all  opposi- 
tiicm  to  it  was  treason  and  rebellion.  That  mercy  and  moderation  on  the 
one  mde  had  no  equal  chance  against  ferocity  and  general  massacre  on 
the  other.  That  the  Guerillas  and  peasantry  and  even  the  regular  Spa- 
nifb  armies  spared  no  French  soldier.  That  nothing,  therefore,  could 
be  hoped  but  from  the  system  of  terror  and  military  execution  exercised' 
in  its  full  rigour.  As  far  as  respected  his  own  personal  conduct,  and  what 
WM  immediately,  under  his  own  controul,  these  representations  were  in 
Tain.  It  is  to  the  interest  of  mankind  that  history  should  honestly  and 
fterleMly  Mt  down  whatever  stands  before  it.  When  the  future  historian^ 
tiieieliii^,  ihall  hare  to  record  the  usurpation  of  Joseph  Buonaparte,  let 
lAffl.add  tbftt  the  ambitioa  of  bis  brother,  and  the  nulicious  splendor  of 
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his  fortuuCf  pushed  him  iutoa  couKe,  in  irhich  he  wanted  tbt.drlibente 
wickedness  to  succeed,— that  he  uever  forgot  his  moderation  cveo  in  his 
most  rigid  necessities^  and  that  in  a  war  which  lie  considered  as  neailjr 
Civil  he  shed  no  blood  but  in  the  field. 

.  The  second  army  was  that  of  Marshal  Sonlt.  Tliis  Marshal  was  at 
Senile  when  he  received  the  commands  of  Joseph  to  march  for  the  point 
of  concentration  with  Suchet*  He  accordingly  ev^oated  Seyilkt  tud 
put  himself  in  march  for  Grenada.  At  Grenada  he  collected  his  magfs^ 
j(ines,  and  In  the  beginning  of  September  again  put  himself  in  mareh 
for  Murcby  on  the  further  frontier  of  which  he  was  joined  by  Joseph 
JSnonaparte.  They  continued  their  march  for  Valentin,  and  on  the  39th 
of  Sept  united  themselres  with  Marshal  Sachet  in  that  city.  We  bars 
so  often  spoken  of  the  talents  of  SouU  that  we  conceive  it  annecessanr 
to  add  that  he  is  the  ablest  of  the  French  Generals  now  in  Spain.  The  main 
features  of  his  military  character  are  an  intuitive  sagacity yancLtelf-caikc* 
tioii,  at  any  moment  in  which  he  pleases  to  exercise  them  ;  a  moat  singu- 
lar quickness  in  seeing  and  in  deciding  every  point  in  the  most  perplexed 
state  of  tttfairs  ;  and  what  is  very  uncommon  in  minda  of  his  sauguiae 
temperament,  and  therefore  peculiarly  characteristic  of  tlie  man,  at  once 
grave  and  prodent  in  adopting  a  purpose,  aud  most  precipitate  and  al- 
most furious  in  its  execution.  Add  to  this,  an  invincible  gravity  of 
deportment,  aud  a  demeanor  in  total  contrariety  with  his  mind,— the  one 
cold,  reserved,  and  retreating,  and  the  other  flaming  at  the  first  touch 
of 'fortune  or  opportunity.  Aud  you  may  add,  moreover,  and  without 
injusticev  gentlemanly  manners,  a  ready  French  colloquial  wit,  and  an 
evident  self-estimation  of  liis  own  talents  without  any  ofiensive  or  osten- 
tatious obtrusion  of  them. 

The  third  French  army,  a  portion  of  which  was  put  in  motion  towards 
Suchet,  was  the  army  of  Catalonia  under  General  Decaen.  The  greater 
part  of  this  army  (which  might  amount  to  30,000)  was  indeed  occupied  iu 
the  garrisons  of  Figucras,  Barcelona,  &c.  and  therefore  may  be  supposed 
not  to  have  been  available  iu  t^iis  general  concentration  of  the  enemy. 
But  according  to  the  reports  before  us  General  Decaen  had  a  moveable 
force  of  7000  men,  which  on  any  suitable  occasiou  he  augmented  by 
drafts  from  his  garrisons  to  11,000.  A  part  of  this  force  accompanied  tlie 
united  armies.  Geueml  Decaen  is  an  officer  of  good  reputation  aud  ex- 
perience. He  was  on  the  staff  of  General  Moreau  in  tlie  celebrated  re- 
treat through  tl>e  Black  Foi-est.  He  was  afterwards  Governor  of. the  Isle 
of  France  and  French  India.  lie  there  acquired  great  reputation  by  bis 
udvantageous  and  improving  use  of  small  resources.  He  was  taken  pri« 
soner  by  us  on  tlie  capture  of  the  Island,  but  exchanged,  sent  to  France, 
'and  thence  went  to  Spain.  \ 

Tlic  fourth  army  was  that  of  Marshal  Suchet,  the  ordinary  head* 
fiuarters  of  which  were  in  Valcntia,  anil  which  had  been  designated  as 
tiie  point  of  general  asscmblemcnt  for  the  French  Force*  buchct^sanaf- 
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was  ttbout  3-2,000  men.  Upon  receiving  the  orderri  of  the  king,  he  pro^ 
deeded  iiuniediat«fly  to  the  deroolition  of  the  works  of  the  town^  under 
hi$  command,  witk  the  purpose  of  leaving  garrisons  only  in  the  citadels* 
which  he  strengthened  by  ditches  und  other  works,  lie  thus  enabled 
himself  to  maintain  his  district  with  a  smaller  force,  and  thereby  ren* 
dertd  the  greater  part  of  it  available  for  tiie  required  'purpose  of  match- 
ing against  the  English.  The  united  French  forces  thus  obtained  au 
«ddition  of  about  1 6,  or  18  thousand  experienced  soldiers. ' 

The  French  liesieging  army  under  General  V'illareil  was  inbout  18,000* 
tfod  having  raised  the  siege  of  Cadiz  on  the  20th  of  August,  followed  the 
line  of  march  of  Soult. 

Thus,  on  the  beginning  •f  October,  four  French  armies,  certainly  not 
falling  short  of  80,000  men,  were  united  in  Valentia,  and  began  their 
match  for  the  Tagus,  on  the  high  road  from  Valentia  to  Aranjuez.  The 
united  force  was  nominally  under  tlie  command  of  the  King,  but  effec- 
tively under  that  of  Marshal  Soult,  the  necessity  of  affairs  giving  to  him 
the  preference  due  to  his  acknowledged  superiority  of  talent.  To  oppose, 
this  overwhelming  force.  Lord  Wellington  had  the  armies  of  Generals 
Ilill,  Maithind,  and    Ballasteros.      As  Soult  moved  from  Andalusia 
to  Valentia,  General  Hill,  accompanying  him  by  a  lateral  march,  foW 
lowed  by  the  principal  road  from  Estremadura  through  Aranjuez  to  Ma- 
drid. He  was  at  Aranjuez  when  the  enemy  had  pul;  themselves  on  march 
from  Valentia.     General  Maitland  had  landed  with  his  expedition  on  the 
10th  of  August,  but  was  unable  to  attempt  any  operation  by  reason  of 
the  strength  of  Suchet.     This  expedition,  therefore,  performed  no  other 
service  than  of  detaining  a  part  of  the  force  of  Sachet  and  Decaen  to 
watch  it.     General  Ballasteros  had  followed  the  Ioom:  march  of  the  ene- 
my with  good  effect  as  fur  as  Lorca  in  Grenada ;  but  when  the  Regency 
ex|Mre8sed  the  intention,  afterwards  fully  executed  by  the  Cortes,  of  de- 
idartDg  Lord  Wellington  Captain  General  and  Commander  in  Chief  of 
all  the  Spanish  Armies,  Ballasteros,  by  a  mischievous  jealousy,. refused 
to  move,,  and  ttms  became  perfectly  useless.    General  Cooke  and  Colo- 
nel Skerret  were  released  by  the  evacuation  of  Andalusia,  and  accord- 
ingly marched  up  to  General  Hill ;  but  the  army  of  the  latter,  including 
ail  detachments,  Spanish,  Portuguese,  and  British,  did  not  exceed  one 
tliird  of  the  actual  army  of  the  King,  which  was  now  advancing  on  Aran- 
jucz.e«^Itwas  under  these  circumstances  that  General  Hill  reported  bis 
aiUiaAkti^ to  the  Marquis  Wellington,  in  a  letter,  dated  October   17th, 
tbe  .substance  9f  which  was, — that  his  force  was  totally  inadequlite   to 
niaiptataiug^hc  badge  of  Aranjuez  against  the  superiority  of  the  enemy, 
mid  that  marecft'ef  the  attempt  would  answer  no  useful  purpose, — ^that 
the  Tagus  both  to  the  right  and  left  of  Uie  bridge  had  become  fordable, 
imd  tibattthe  enemy,  tliereibre,  could  pass  over  it  on  either  flank.     That 
tlifiirrauperaority,  inortiover,  was  such,  that  they  would  necessarily  endea« 
Tfiiri.t9.iat(ir|ioie. iji^Wiflves,  by  tpme  tfuch  flaiik*movemeDt,  betijeea 
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General  Hill  and  Lord  Wellington,  and  that  therefore,  according  to  his 
Lordship's  prerious  orders,  he  (General  Hill)  was  preparing  to  retire 
from  this  position  on  the  Tagus,  and  to  put  himself  on  march  towards 
his  Lordship.  This  letter  was  received  on  the  morning  of  the  %lsty-« 
and  tlie  Marquis,  as  above  stated,  raised  the  seige,  and  put  himself  in 
march  for  the  Douro  the  same  night.  The  united  army  of  the  enemjr 
reached  the  Tagus  near  Aranjuez,  on  the  24th  of  October ;  and  on  the 
two  following  days,  the  85th  and  36th,  General  Hill  withdrew  his  army 
oyer  the  bridge,  and  began  his  retreat. 

Such,  therefore,  was  the  state  of  things  under  which  tlie  retreat  of 
Lord  Wellington  was  commenced,  and  through  which  it  proccededt 
General  Hill  nearly  two  hundred  miles  from  him,  and  follon-ed,  in  bis 
immediate  rear,  by  three  united  French  armies.  Generals  Cafferelli  and 
Sonham,  moreover,  immediately  upon  his  own  rear,  with  an  army  nearly 
equal  to  his  own,  and  with  a  superior  cavalry.  And  his  own  army 
•  •  *  ♦  ♦  ♦ — The  fault,  however,  was  in  the  subordinate  part  of  the  Suffi 
and  most  certainly  not  in  the  regimental  officers  nor  men. 

We  now  return  to  the  thread  of  our  Narrative,  which,  for  the  sake  of 
distinctness,  we  shall  pursue  in  the  form  of  a  journal,  this  being  the  form 
of  the  documents  from  which  we  are  writing. 

October  <21. — The  retreat  began  at  sunset  of  this  da}**,  and  with  the 
exception  of  a  small  furce,  left  to  blockade  the  castle,  the  army  was  in 
full  march  with  the  first  darkness  of  the  night.  The  iirsit  Division,  be- 
ing on  the  heights  on  the  other  side  of  Burgos  towards  Monasterio,  liad 
to  full  back  u|K>n  the  town  and  bridge,  and  to  pass  the  latter  under  the 
cannon  of  the  castle,  by  which  it  was  fully  commanded.  I'he  diviiuon 
did  not  reach  Burr^os  till  near  midnight;  it  succeeded  in  passing  tlie 
bridge  without  alarming  the  enemy,  and  followed  the  rest  of  the  army. 
About  6  in  the  morning  the  army  reached  Celadadel  Camino,  the  light 
cavalf}*^  being  in  advance  on  the  flanks  at  two  small  villages,  Estevan 
and  Bailor. 

October  2i!. — ^The  army  remained  in  bivouac  three  or  four  hours,  and 
thence  continued  its  retreat  to  Aledad  de  Cirna,  8  miles.  The  troops  left 
in  blockade  of  the  castle  retired  at  day-break  of  this  day,  and  joiner!  the 
army  on  its  march  from  Celada  to  Aledad.  The  enemy  did  not  discover 
the  retreat  of  the  uUlcs  till  late  on  this  day  ;  they  then  collected  about 
10,000  strong,  and  moved  rapidly  towards  them.  Lord  Wellington, 
however,  had  prepared  for  them  by  composing  his  rear-guard  of  tried 
troops  and  good  strengtiu  It  consisted  of  two  light  battalions  of  the 
King's  German  I^egion,  ninlcr  Colonel  Halkct ;  and  IVIajor-General  An- 
son and  Major-General  Bock's  brigades  of  cavalry.  Tlie  whole  was  under 
the  direction  of  Sir  Staplcton  Cotton ;  and  it  was  fully  understood  by 
these  troops,  as  well  as  by  their  Commander,  that  the  safety  of  the  army 
in  a  good  measure  depended  upon  their  steadiness  and  conduct,  inos* 
Buch  as  the  French  were  greatly  topcrior  ia  cavalry.   Lord  Wdliogton. 
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likewitie,  now  received  information,  tfa«t.  the  army  of  the  t^atn^.  «l^C9 
greatly  superior  to  what  he  had  estimated*  The  eoemy  did  opt  neacll 
the  amly  this  day. 

October  ^.— >The  army  contiaued  its  retreat  towards  TorrequeinbdiU 
The  enemy's  whole  army  were  now  on  the  pursuit  (if  this  terdk  lias  aay 
propriety  on  the  present  occcatiion).  They  reached- Celswla  del  Clmiuo 
as  oor  army  left  Aledad  for  Torrequemada.  Majoi^Gen^ral  Ansoa  hero 
Miarg^  them  twice  with  great  success.  The  road  was  crossed  by  a  ri? ih 
let  in  the  immediate  front  of  the  village.  The  British  reaiwguavd  took  . 
a  determined  station  on  the  bank  nearest  to  Celada,  and  thus  detained 
tbe  enemy  nearly  three  hours  before  they  could  force  a  passage.  The 
fear«^uard  then  retired  slowly  towards  the  main  army,  and  the  enemy^ 
having  become  cautious,  and  awaiting  the  arrival  of  more  troops,  left  a 
considerable  interval  between  themselves,  and  this  guard.  The  gaeriUas, 
who  had  been  hovering  in  a  kind  of  scattered  swann  on  the  flank,  nowr 
took  Courage,— T-entered  this  interval,  and  made  an  irregular  charge  oil 
tbe  enemy.  They  were  driven  back  as  a  matter  of  course ;  and  four  or 
JBve  squadrons  of  the  enemy,  having  mixed  with.  them>  were  allowed*'  to 
approach  us.  They  were  mistaken  for  Spaniards,  nor  were  we  uode^ 
ceived  till  they  fell  upon  the  flank  and  rear  of  our  troops.  Very  ooiisi« 
lierable  loss,  and  still  more  confusion,  was  the  consequence.  Lieut.  GoU 
Pelly,  of  the  light  dragoons,  was  amongst  the  prisoners. 

Nor  was  this  the  whole  of  the  misfortune  of  this  unlucky  mistake.  The 
•nemy  availed  tliemselves  of  the  delay  and  confusion  to  bring  up  tbo 
|*reater  part  of  their  cavalry,  and  matters  began  to  assume  a  very  serioni 
aspect.  Major-Generals  Bock  and  Anson  made  a  charge  upon  theiQi 
but  were  immediately  compelled  to  retire.  The  superiority  oftk^  «|iQy 
ipy's  cavalry  was  indeed  overwhelming.  They  had  at  least  thirty  «qua« 
drons  opposed  to  eight  on  our  side.  Our  men  had  no  difficulty  in  chai|^ 
idg  thrdugh  one  line,  and  breaking  the  second ;  but  they  were  then  met  Vj 
a  third  ;  and  whilst  they  were  preparing  to  charge  that  likewise,  they  fbfiod 
themselves  shut  in  by  the  first  line  closing  on  their  rear,  so  as  to  oblige 
them  to  make  a  third  charge  to  extricate  themselves.  Tbe  fitilure  .pf 
tfais  charge  of  our  rear-guard  necessarily  occasioned  some  confusion,  aqd 
erea  dispersion  ;  and  the  enemy  availed  themselves  of  it  to  press  tbeif 
advaatage  with  much  vigour.  Lord  Wellington  now  hastened  ta  the  spol 
aad  ordered  Colonel  Halket  with  a  brigade  of  light  infantry  to  their  as* 
•tstanca.  The  Colonel,  formed  the  brigade  into  squares  in  echelloo* 
The  enemy  immediately  charged  it,  and  were  received  with  a  fire  from 
every  fronA  and  flank  of  each  echellon  as  they  came  within  its  aim.  The 
aftct  wais  prodigious.  The  enemy  were  not  merely  arrested  io  their  pro« 
gress^  botapparently  .pamc<»struck.  They  did  not  even  return  the  fire. 
Vat  setneatedia  aoi^ioB  and  dismay.  Colonel  Halket  was  loudly  and 
Amf  1 1  iiUy  fraisfld  both  bf  his  Lordship,  aud  the  army.  It  would  he  a 
ipBUl'ioMiniidcaiidoaB  aaA  tbe  expreasiaa^  cf 
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our  warm  ad  mi  ration.  It  would  be  too  much,  perlmpii,  to  say  that  he 
■aved  the  rear-{^uard :  but  be  asiu redly  performed  a  most  valuable  service. 
C^ct.  2 -1th.  The  army  continued  its  retreat  to  Duenas,  bavini^  destroy* 
the  bridge  over  the  Fisuergiiat  Torrequemada.  The  enemy  followed, 
but  were  more  shy  than  on  the  preceeding  day,  eridently  remembering 
their  reception.  It  must  not  be  denied,  however,  that  the  suffering  and 
distress  whicli  necessarily  accompany  a  retreat  began  to  shew  theras^ves. 
And  as  the  enemy *&  army  began  now  to  press  upon  the  rear,  having  had 
time  to  collect  in  their  full  force,— as  their  cavalry  were  greatly  auperioc 
to  our  own,  and  as  the  roads  and  weather  were  unfavourable  to  tlie  most  es« 
treme  degree — heavy,  sandy,  and  {)erpetual  rains ;  and  add  to  thia  the  Da» 
ture  of  the  route,  which  was  every  where  crossed  by  rivers  and  ravines  ;  all 
these  circumstances  began  to  convert  the  difficulty  and  embarrassment 
into  a  degree  of  actual  danger  and  distresf,  which  reqoired  the  perpe« 
tual  exertion  of  the  abilities  of  the  Marquis.  As  the  purpose  of-  tlieie 
'^  Hfemorials,**  as  we  have  before  »t<ited,  is  to  serve  as  materiala  for  bi»* 
tor}-,  and  not  to  assume  the  pretension  of  being  history  itself,  it  will  be 
tuhicient  briefly  to  enumerate  tlie  main  features  of  the  present  state  of 
the  retreating  army.  They  were  as  follow  :•— 1.  Tlie  duties  of  the  infe- 
rior departments  ot  the  statf  were  very  ill,  not  to  Hay  very  ignonintly 
executed.  Every  tiling  wa8  confusion.  This  greatly  added  to  the  distress 
of  tiie  army.  Tlie  situation  of  aifaira  would  allow  no  repose  but  in  aheirt 
.bivouacs.  And  nothing  could  have  rendered  such  bivouacs  iu  auy^  de- 
gree means  of  refreshment  and  rest  and  comfort,  but  the  utmost  order 
and  dispatch  in  settling  the  positioosr  ai^d  providing  food,  water,  and 
fuel  in  the  instant.  From  the  want  of  this  order  and  dispatch,  the  men 
were  absolutely,  for  successive  days,  without  an  ounce  of  bread,  though 
the  iirmy  abounded  in  it,  and  nothing  was  wanting  but  the  distribution  of 
it.  As  to  fuel  for  cooking,  the  men  availed  themselves  of  the  absolute 
want  of  it  as  an  excuse  for  going  in  search  of  it,  in  the  course  of  which 
they  either  fell  into  tlie  hands  of  the  enemy,  or  committed  the  most 
ffightful  outrages  on  the  peasantry  and  farmers.  We  may  almost  take 
upon  ourselves  to  say,  from  the  documents  before  us,  that  more  prisoners  * 
were  lost  in  the  bivouac,  than  in  the  actual  engagements  with  the  enemy. 
The  bivouac  was  hailed  by  the  ill-disposed  as  the  means  of  escape,  plun* 
der,  and  desertion.  The  men,  perhaps,  would  disappear  for  some  days, 
during  which  they  were  employed  in  marauding  ;  they  would  then  return  '» 
under  the  pretence  of  hafing  escaped  from  the  enemy,  by  whom  they 
stated  themselves  to  have  been  taken  prisoners  on  the  day  they  had  been 
missed.— The  losses  of  the  army  in  these  circumstances  became  truly  t 
alarming.— 2.  Some  of  the  regimental  oflioers,  and  soiqe  of  the  briga-  - 
diers  (we  lament  to  say  it)  entirely  neglected  their  duty  of  supervision  and 
inspection,  and  appeared  as  if  tli^  considered  the  retreat  as  a  mere « 4 
rare.  The  greater  part  of  the  mapeh  was  of  course  in  long  columns.  It 
is  evident,  therefore^  umaid  have  prevented  the  disorder 
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and  indiscipline  of  a  retre«t  but  a  constant  vigilance  along  the  whole 
depth,  and  it  was  accordingly  the  duty  of  the  officer  to  be  ,per|)etiiany 
on  every  part  of  his  brigade*  From  the  neglect  of  this  duty,  there  was 
9,  continual  depi^rture,  or  not  to  use  words  of  unnecessary  delicacy  itbeo  - 
the  public  service  is  concerned,  a  perpetual  desertion  from  both  flanks. 
Instead  of  dense  and  continuous  coluninsy  the  army  moved  as  it  were  in 
^UMiTJii.  It  is  in  the  very  nature  of  the  best  conducted  retreat  to  tend  to- 
wards a  flight*  An  army  is  a  kind  of  machine  com(M>sed  of  aninflnite 
number  of  individual  parts,  having  no  mutual  connection  but  in  the 
moral  union  of  discipline  and  military  law.  Take  away  this  discrpline, 
and  yoor  army  necessarily  becomes  disorganised  into  it^  com ponet)tutomK» 
You  have  a  mob  of  individuals,  but  no  army.  A  panic  will  disperse 
tbem,aod  even  a  sense  of  duty  (under  the  existence  of  this  state  of  indi»- 
^lioe)  will  orJy  dulA  them  together,  instead  of  retsoriog  them  to  the 
union,  order,  aod  energy  of  a  military  whole,  in  natural  connection  with 
its  mequbera.  d.  From  the  above  causes,  the  losses  in  prisoners  became 
viery  considerable.  The  enemy,  indeed,  seeing  the  state  of  the  retreats 
nnd  the  unprecedented  laxity  of  command  and  obedience,  seem  to  havQ 
confined  themselves  to  this  advantage, — ^they  endeavoured  to  elude  the 
necefsity  of  any  attack,  and  to  content  themselves  with  intercepting  th^ 
straggling  bodies.  And  their  success  in  these  attempts  corres|x>i)ded 
with  what  might  be  expected.  They  took  to  the  amount  of  Two, 
TuKB,  or  Four  Hundred  of  our  men  a  day. 

The  army  this  day  marched  to  Duenas,  and  took  up  its  ground  on  iht^ 
Carrion,  with  its  right  at  Duenas,  and  its  left  at  Villa  Muriel.  The 
fitst  battalion  1st  guards  here  joined  the  army  from  Corunna.  Duenas 
is  a  mere  village,  8  miles  from  Torrequemada,  and  l6  from  Cabezon.  I^ 
is  said  to  be  the  Eldana  of  Ptolemy,  and  the  country  is  bedutit'ul. 

October  95.*-The  army  halted  this  day  on  its  position  at  Duenas,  be* 
hind:the  Pisnerg^,  having  that  river  between  itself  and  the  enemy.  Th^ 
Pisuerga  at  Duenas  is  a  considerable  stream,  being  swelled  by  having  the 
\r«tersof  the  Carrion  and  Alarcon  poured  into  it,  which  juuciion  takes  . 
place  about  four  miles  on  the  Burgos  side  of  Duenas.  In  the  Military 
Chronicle  for  December  is  a  memoir  on  the  province  of  Old  Castile,  \\k . 
which  the  topographical  character  of  the  line  of  this  retreat  is  related  in 
detuL  It  will  be  there  seen,  that  the  road  from  Burgos  to  Valladolid  has 
one  very  considerable  advantage  for  a  retreating  army  ;  that  is  to  say, 
that  .it  is  crossed  every  tenor  twelve  miles  by  a  river,  over  which  the 
road  passes  by  a  bridge  or  ford.  The  Marquis  of  W/^llington  availed 
himielf  ofthis  advantage.  He  took  up  his  several  positions  u^ion  the  far* 
thtr  side  cf  these  rivers,  destroyed  the  bridges^  and  tlius  interposed  the 
stvesm  as  a  barrier  between  himself  and  the  enemy.  He  thus  secured 
bifl&self  from  surprise  in  his  bivouacs ;  and  the  easy  defence  of  the  foixls 
gnvt  bim  a  considerable  advantage  over  the  enemy.    Hehud  time  to  re* 
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treat  iu  full  leisure  l>eforc  big  rear  was  forced.  The  enemyy  for  example, 
iipon  reaching  the  bunks  and  (inding  the  bridges  destroyed,  had  to  seek 
for  a  ford,— -they  moved  down  the  line  of  the  stream  on  the  one  or  the 
other  flank  with  this  purpose,  and  were  accompanied  in  their  movement  by 
a  division  of  the  allied  army  on  the  opposite  side.  Upon  finding  the  ford 
the  parties  came  in  contact.  If  the  enemy  succeeded  in  forcing  it,  it  be- 
came necessary  to  drive  them  back,  or  that  the  army  should  coiitioue  its 
uiarch  to  avoid  being  turned  in  flank.  But  it  more  frequently  hap\>ened, 
that  the  enemy  did  not  attempt,  or  did  not  succeed  in  forcing  the  ford, 
till  the  main  army  was  actually  a  league  or  two  on  its  march,  and  that 
the  rear-guard  abandoned  the  defence  because  no  longer  necessary. 
Such  was  the  general  character  of  the  manoeuvres  of  both  armies  during 
the  retreat.  The  one  defending  itself  by  skilful  positions ;  and  the 
other  endeavouring,  by  meuus  of  distant  fords  on  the  right  or  left,  to 
get  on  the  flanks.— The  enemy  made  an  attempt  of  this  kind  during 
the  halt  of  this  day.  Our  5th,  6th,  and  7th  divisions  were  posted  on  the 
banks  of  the  river,  and  defended  it  in  front.  Having  observed  this  dis- 
position, the  enemy  made  a  sudden  march  to  their  right,  reached  Placen- 
<:ia,  and  crossed  the  bridges  at  that  town.  Tiiey  thus  came  upon  the 
left  of  the  allied  pas'rtion  at  Villa  Muriel.  Lord  Wellington  ordered 
an  immediate  change  of  front.  The  enemy  at  the  same  time  were  crosbiii^ 
over  the  river  upon  a  newly  discovered  ford.  They  w^ere  attacked  in  tli^ 
instant,  and  repelled  with  great  loss  by  the  5lh  and  Spanish  divisio!is, 
who  charged  and  bayonetted  many  of  tliem  mid-deep  in  the  river.  Thv 
Spaniards  behaved  with  extraordinary  courage.  And  the  gallantry  cC 
our  own  men  deserved  more  eloquent  praise  than  it  is  our  huaible  talent 
to  give  them.  Why  do  not  such  acts  call  forth  an  historian  worthy  to 
record  them  ?  The  British  army  never  appeared  greater  than  under 
circunibtances  in  wliich  any  other  army  would  have  been  lost.  It  i> 
true,  indeed,  that  it  knew  not  how  to  retreat,  because  such  retreat  is 
opposed  both  to  its  feelings  and  to  its  practice.  But  when  its  enemy,  in 
confidence  of  its  apparent  disorder,  rushed  forwards  to  reap  the  ex- 
pected fruits  of  their  advantage;  they  were  taught  in  the  instant  that  in  a 
brave  people  danger  is  but  the  occasion  of  glory,  and  that  they  uiiglit 
venture  the  rear,  but  not  the  front,  of  a  British  army.  Never,  indeed,  ic 
courage  moie  formidable  than  when  a  sense  of  honour  awakens  ii  in  \U 
full  stature. 

October  ^26th. — The  army  marched  this  day  from  Duenas  toCubecon, 
where  it  again  took  up  a  position  behind  the  Pisuerga,  as  the  bridge 
was  here  very  strongly  built,  it  was  resolved  rather  to  fortify  it  than  to 
destroy  it.  This  was  accordingly  executed,  and  the  army  took  up  its 
position  at  its  foot.     The  enemy  soon  arrived  at  the  opposite  bank. 

October  27th. — The  army  halted  this  day  in  the  above  position  at 
Cabecon.     The  enemy  had  now  assembled  their  whole  army  on  the  op-

postte  side  of  the  Plsuert^a,  and  this  day  tliey  made  a  display  of  it  by 
drawing  themselves  outin'arniy  along  the  bank  of  the  river.  They  ap- 
peared in  great  strength.  Lord  Wellington  reconnoitred  therh  in  person^ 
and  thus  mentions' his  inrerei>ces  in  his  dispatch:  *' I  had  an  oppor- 
tunity of  se^fin'gthe  enemy's  army  yesterday  (Oct.  27) »  as  they  placed 
themselves  cppoj^ite  to  us  on  the  Pisuerga.  They  are  certainly  in  very 
great  btrength.  The  army  of  Portugal  has  received  a  reinforcement  of 
ten  thousand  men,  including  cavalry,  from  France ;  and  I  hav(^  reason  to 
believe  there  are  two  divisions  of  infantry  now  with  this  army  belonging 
to  the  army  of  the  North.  The  cavalry  of  Cafferelli's  army  is  cer- 
tainly with  it,  and  they  have  at  least  five  thousand  good  cavalry.*' 

October  28th. — ^The  army  still  continued  halted  in  the  above  position 
(Cabecon).  The  enemy  this  day  extended  their  right,  and  made  an  at- 
tack on  the  bridge  of  Simancas.  The  Simancas  bridge  (over  the  Pi- 
tuerga)  was  defended  by  Colonel  Ilalket,  who  so  much  distinguished  ' 
himself  on  the  S4th.  He  resisted  their  attempt  for  a  long  time,  and  being 
at  length  very  hardly  pressed  he  blew  it  up.  Seeing  tliemselves  foiled  ia 
this  quarter,  the  enemy  detached  a  considerable  force  towards  Tordesillas, 
with  the  purphsc  of  seizing  tiie  bridge  over  the  Douroat  that  town.  Co- 
ronel  rialket,  with  equal  skill  and  alacrity,  saw  and  understood  the 
movement,  and  upon  his  own  part  immediately  detached  (he  Brunswick 
Oela'  regiment  to  the  defence  of  the  menaced  point.  If  it  were  pos- 
sible to  abstract  ourselves  for  a  moment  from  the  necessary  miseries 
of  the  war,  and  to  regard  it  as  a  game  of  skill  and  chance  played 
by  one  human  mind  against  the  other, — if  we  could  imagine  the 
^*  Ludum  fortunrr  gravcsquc  prlncipum  hiimicltaa  it  iras,  to  be  a  game 
of  chess  or  drafts,  in  which  the  stake  was  any  thing  but  human  blood  and 
happiness,  it  would  be  allowable  to  express  an  unmixed  satisfaction  at  Uie 
manner  in  which  we  see  the  contest  maintained  in  the  Peninsula,  where 
knowledge,  talent,  and  every  military  quality,  are  occasionally  so  equally 
pitted  against  the  other.  As  the  several  actions  of  the  campaigns  in  For* 
tiigal  have  been  progressively  related  in  the  successive  numbers  of  the 
Military  ('hronicle,  we  presume  it  is  unnecessary  to  recal  to  our  readers 
the  many  similar  instances,  in  which,  in  one  and  the  same  moment,  the 
one  of  two  opposed  Commanders  has  conceived  a  happy  movement,  and 
the  other,  anticipating  the  play  of  his  rival  from  what  would  have  been 
his  own,  taken  the  means  to  disa])point  it ;  so  that  the  prcjiaration  and 
prevention  of  the  enterprise  have  started  as  it  were  from  the  same  point 
of  time  and  place,  and  moved  side  by  side  to  the  attempt  and  its  defeat* 
There  has  been  no  general  in  modern  time  who  has  exceeded  Lord  Wel- 
lington in  this  preventive  prudence  and  defensive  promptitude.  I  have 
not  the  honour  to  know  Colonel  Ilalket,  and  1  presume  he  is  a  German, 
but  I  have  a  warm  satisfaction  in  giving  him  this  justice.  It  is»  indeed,  a 
natural  and  honourable  prejudice  to  feel  preferaLly  for  own  countrymen* 
Sut  it  is  a  want  of  military  generosity,  and  still  more  of  n<itionni  justice. 
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Pctobcr  ^, — Colonel  Hitlket*8  detachinipt  h«d  anii«d  hi'  tiae.' Ao 
prco^iDg  evening  to  dettrof  the  bridge  of  Tordenllas ;  but  u  ihb 
poiat  WM  very  critjcelf  end  thet  fbe  forcipg'of  the  Donro  hj^  the  encmj 
woi^d  hevejplacedthein  on  the  line  of  our  commaitietliofi^  tiie  BferqM 
dee)neJ  it  necetnr;  to  heiten  to  that  ipot,  and  he  tbb  day  pat  htmielf 
in  march  for  that  purpose.  He  croned  the  Donro^l^  flie  bridges  of 
Ptate  deiPnero  and  Tudela»  and  thence  marched  to  Roeda  which  he 
reaeiied  tfaeaame  di^« 

October  dOth.-^Tlie  English  army  was  now  in  position  on  the  South 
dT  tKe  Puerov  immediately^  opposite  Tordesilfasy  on  tW  North  side. 
The  ien^my  were  at  TordestlW  The  river,  therefore.  Was  between  ibt 
two  iarmies.  The  enemy  and  oarselves  remained  in  this  position  ftsm 
this  day,  the  SOth,  to  the  7th  of  November*  The  enemy  oocopied  thcsn* 
selves  in  this  interval  in  repairing  the  bridge,  in~Coltecting  the  baggage 
and  proviiiions,  and  in  seizing  the  towns  of  Toro,  Tordesillas,  ValladoRd, 
and  the  North  line  of  the  Douro.  The  Marqnis  of  Wellington  em« 
ployed  the  same  interval  in  refreshing  and  reposing  his  army,  and  in 
waiting  for  the  junction  of  General  Hill. 

Nov.  6.— -We  shall  avail  ourselves  of  the  same  suspense  of  operations 
to  transfer  our  attention  to  the  movements  of  this  general. 

It  has  been  above  related,  that  the  united  French  armies  under  Joseph 
Buonaparte  and  Marshal  Soult  had  put  themselves  on  march  fnim 
Valentia  for  IVl^adnd,  on  the  beginning  of  October.  From  Valentin  to 
Madrid  is  220'£nglish  miles ;  the  route  and  distances  as  follows.  From 
Valentia  to  Alcira  24  miles,  thence  to  San  Felippe  16,  thence  to  Venta 
del  Puerto  12,  thence  to  Almania  8,  theitce  to  El  Villar  34,  thence  to 
Chinchilla  12,  thence  to  Albacete  IS,  thence  to  -La  Cvlneta  12,  thence 
to  Roda  12,  thence  to.Minaya  12,  .thence JoJBelmonte  SO,  thence  to 
Ocana  l6,  thence  to  Tarancon  28,  thence  to  Fontidugenas  on  the 
Tagus  19,  thence  to  Aranjnez  28,  thence  to  IbtSM  48,  total  220.  The 
tinited  armies  experienced  no  impediment  ^ill  they  reached  Chinchills« 
This  is  a  village  and  fortres?  upon  a  hi)U  andbeing  iinmedi^ly  across 
the  road,  it  was  necessi^ry  to  take  it  in  oni^r  tf>  epjrore  their  communica- 
tion. The  bravery  of  the  garrison,  and  the  felicity  of  the  site,  gave  it 
ian  advantage  which  did  not  belong  to  the  military  character  of  its  worksj, 
and  delayed  their  march  some  daf  s.  But  it  was  compelled  to  surrender 
by  capitulation  on  the  ^th.  The  unijb^  9^^^  ^1)^^  pursued  tqeir  march 
without  further  obstacle,  and  on  the  24th  (October)  were  in  front  ofthe 
Tagus  and  General  HilU  "^ 

General  Hill's  position  was  at  Aranjnez  for  the  purpose  of  defending 
the  bridge  and  the  line  ofthe  Tagus.    It  was  in  vain,  however,  to  indvlge 
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any  hopes  of  thU  defencen  whilst  fhe  river  had  becofoe  iordable  iu  several 
parts  both  to  the  right  and  left  of  the  bridge.  It  was  in  these  circum- 
stauces  that  General  Hill  traasmitted  his  report  of  the  17th  of  October  to 
the  Marquis  at  Burgos.  Aod  as  the  Mi^rquis  had  given  him  the  discre- 
tioio  of  maintaining  or  quitting  the  line  according  to  his  own  judgmept» 
he  now  deemed  it  the  moment  for  commencing  his  rietreat.  He  accord- 
ingly  crossed  the  Tagus,  burned  the  bridge,  iaiid  on  the  26th  of  Octo^ 
ber  hi^  whole  army  waa  on  the  Madrid  side  of  that  river.  He  continued' 
his  retreat  to  Mladrid,  which  he  entered  on  the  3 1st.  From  Madrid  the 
line  of  retreat  was  to  Arevalo  on  the  Adaja,  wnere  the  two  armleis  were  to 
be  put  in  communication^  Arevalo  being  about  2B.  miles  from  Rueda.^ 
From  Madrid  to  Arevalo  is  82  miles,  i.  e.  from  Madrid  to  Rosas  I'i, 
thence  to  the  Escurial  l6,  thqnce  to  the  pass  in  tlie  Guadarraroa^Oiou^- 
tains  4,  thence  to  Villa  Castin  20,  thence  to  Sabajos  8,  thence  to  Espenosa 
16,  and  thence  to  Arevalo  6.  Total  82.  It  may  be  imagined  what  must 
have  been  the  sufferings  of  their  army  over  such  a  route  as  this.  The 
army  accordingly  suffered  greatly  in  the  mountains  under  the  road  and 
weather.  But  they  effected  their  communication  with  the  Marquis  on 
the  6th  without  any  further  loss. 

The  two  armies  were  thus  in  union  on  this  day.     We  must  defer  thft 
narrative  of  their  united  retreat  to  our  nest.     Suffice  it  to  say,  that  Gene* 
ral  HilTs  army  suffered  still  more  from  the  ill-conduct  of  its  staff  (the 
subordinate  part]  than  the  Marquis's;    By  some  inconceivable  erro^r,  the 
plentiful  stores  in  Madrid  were  destroyed  when  the  army  was  in  greijt 
want  of  them.     The  marches  were  long  and  over  the  most  horrible  ro^^s ; 
the  clothing  wretched,  and  the  army  for  days  t<^ether,  without  fireadti 
or  on  a  most  miserable  alldwance.     No  order  in  ^narking  out  tK.e  ground  ^ 
for  the  bivouacs.     The  time  allowe4fi>r  rest  and  cooking  was  con^qra^,.- 
iD  the  s^rch  of  means  and  place.     Add  to  this  the  autumnal  inclemency/ 
•f  the  «wtather,  perpetod  rains,  and  iiu^jy^ssable  roads,  and  some  in^e«. 
<}iiate  BOtion  may  be  foraied  of  the  character  of  this  retreat.  e.    .

I  conceive  it  unnecessary  to  recommend  this  work  to  sudi  of  ourmilP 
tary  readers,  as  are  acquainUM  with  the  character  of  this  writer,  who 
is  the  RobertsoQ  of  France.  It  is  the  history  of  Portugal,  written  with 
the  spirit,  the  picturesque  painting,  and  the  elaborate  fidelity  of  a  master.

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JOURNAL  of  CAMPAIGNS  from  1 809  to  1819, 
By  the  late  Ma  job-General  M'Kinnok. 

A  \VAK  profuse  bryond  any  thing  in  modern  history's  in  the  blood  of 
oflicers  and  men,  he»  scarcely  produced  two  more  afflicting  iocideots, 
than  the  low  of  Generals  Crawford  and  M*Kiunon.  We  unite  them  ti)ge- 
tlier  in  our  regard,  as  a  common  fortune  and  a  common  character  uuited 
them  in  their  hves.  Both  of  them  were  men  of  uncommon  natural  talents; 
and  in  both  of  them  were  their  natural  powers  and  promptitude  improved 
by  the  effect  of  an  education  peculiarly  military  ;  and,  in  both  of  them 
l.ikewise,  had  experience  and  the  practice  of  war  improved  a  genenl 
theory  into  practical  skill ;  and  thereby  rendered  theroj  bj  their  united 
cB'ect,  the  most  finished  officers  in  the  army. 

It  is  another  praise  common  to  both  of  these  excellent  men,  that  they 
recommended  the  effect  of  their  military  example  by  their  private  virtuety 
and  seconded,  moreover,  their  virtues  by  their  manners  and  accomplish- 
ments. The  army  has  not  the  reputation  of  being  a  suitable  school  for 
domestic  morality.  Yet,  in  all  the  private  relations  of  life,  no  one  could  be 
more  exemplary  tlian  these  lamented  generals.  It  is  accordingly  difficult 
to  say,  whetlier  they  were  more  beloved  than  admired.  The  certain  ef- 
fect of  a  brilliant  glory  is  to  attract  and  to  detain  all  eyes  upon  its  radiance; 
aud  to  subdue  fortune,  and  the  minds  of  men,  in  one  and  the  same  victory. 
Jiut  our  airections  are  never  excited  hut  by  virtue.  It  is  in  our  nature  to 
aihuin.'  whut  is  great,  and  it  is  in  the  same  nature  to  love  only  what  is  good. 

Wc  hliall  ijow  proceed  to  a  brief  account  of  this  posthumous  journal 
of  Citneral  iMackinnon,  and  shall  premise  it  by  giving  its  preface,  which 
at  once  explains  tlie  motive  and  authority  of  the  publication,  and  recomx 
mends  it  as  much  to  tltc  benevolence  of  the  army,  as  its  intrinsic  merit 
and  interest  appeal  to  their  justice. 

— 111  offering  this  small  work  to  tbc  public,  it  is  humbl]^  hoped 
that  the  in(lu|(;;c'iice  of  the  reader  will  be  jj^raotcd  to  a  giCat  extvut.— -It  uercr  baviii^ 
been  iiit(  inlcd  to  stray  beyond  the  partial  eyes  of  relatives,  muchjallowancc,  there* 
i'^vQ^  must  be  made  for  matter  and  lanij^uago;  for  what  may  be  amiisini;,  or  ctcd 
dtrnied  valuable,  in  the  closet  of  fricudsbip,  may  be  very  uu6t  to  meet  the  less  pre- 
judiced jnds^ment  of  the  world. 

Conscious  how  little  this  journal  is  calculated  to  withstand  the  scrutinizing  se- 
verity of  criticism,  it  may  be  observed,  that  at  no  time  durint;  the  period  of  writiui; 
it  did  a  th'ju^rht  occur  that  it  was  destiu'.^d  to  approach  the  bar  of  the  public,  but 
pcrfurintd  with  all  tho  freedom  of  familiar  iuterroui-se ;  yet  the  farts  n:irra(rd  are 
ffiundi  d  on  obrcrvation,  and  a  strict  rrgtird  to  truth. 

The  frequent  repetitions  (unavoidable  in  thi^  mode  of  Communication)  miy  appear 
tedious  ;  but  the  interest  excited  by  the  i^reat  content  in  which  the  uohappy  coud- 
iries  are  enn^nfrei!— the  Wriltr's  De^^cription  of  the  Manners  and  Customs  of  the  In- 
liTibitants — his  Observations  ou  their  .Muvh-  of  Cultivation,  Production!*,  &c. — and 
his  KcmarUs  on  their  general  A ppeaiMUc,  will,  in  sonic  measure,  it  is  hoped, 
make  amendM.

As  a 
specimen  of  the  execution  of  the  work,  (simple,  modesty  and  intelligent) 
w«  subjoin  a  part  of  the  journal  for  the  year  1809* 

Vomptugn  in  Portugal  of  1809. 

April  9th.  1809. — ^This  day  we  leave  Lisbon  with  the  brigade  of  guards, 
and  pass  through  the  tillages  of  Povoa  and  Alverca,  on  the  Tagus,  And 
arrife  at  Alhandm,  where  we  remain  for  the  night.  The  Tagus  here  con* 
trtUris  itself;  the  right  bank  on  which  we  are  is  very  hilly  ;  the  country 
covered  with  olives,  vines,  and  occasionally  orange  gardens.  Large  resseKs 
come  to  this  port  from  Lisbon.  The  marshy  low  islands  of  the  Tagus 
opposite  to  this  place  are  fiill  of  cattle. 

April  10th. — This  day*s  march  the  country  is  much  the  same  along  the 
Tugiis :  pass  through  Villa  Franca  and  Castanheira,  beautifully  situated 
amtingst  the  finest  orange  groves  I  have  yet  seen  :  beyond  Villa  Franca 
a  very  wFde  valley  branches  away  from  the  Tagus.  After  a  naarch  of 
about  ten  miles  we  alnrive  at  Villa  Nova— -a  very  poor  village;  it  must, 
however,  afford  quarters  for  about  2000  persons.  The  situation  is  beauti- 
ful, commanding  the  valley  of  the  Tagus  and  qfnother  running  up  the 
country ;  the  hills  about  here  are  covered  -with  pines,  the  vallies  only  in 
cultivation.  • 

April  1 1th.—-****  and  myself  are  lodged  at  this  place,  in  a  house  with- 
out furnituire  or  window  frames ;  but  in  this  delicious  climate  neither  are 
wanting.     We  halt  this  day. 

April  14th. — Continue  our  march  to  Alcoentre ;  the  whole  road  lead- 
ing over  uncultivated  ground ;  the  -distance  I  calculate  at  15  miles ; 
during  which  space  we  otily  passed  one  house,  which  appeared  like  aeon- 
vent,  Wt  was  not  so.  The  country  we  passed  was  mostly  sand,  and 
prettily  undulated  ;  and  at  a  distance  to  the  north,  is  perceived  a  cotisi- 
derable  mountain,  called  Junto*..  The  country  was  covered  with  the 
gumcesttts,  and  in  many  parts  there  were  cork  and  fir  trees  to  a  very 
j[arge  si^,  and  which  were  the  only  trees  I  could  see.  Alcoentre  js 
•ometbing  tnore  than  a  viHage,  and  contains  a  castle  of  the  Count  de 
Viniieira,  which  is  the^nly  thing  like  a  chateau  I  have  observed  in  the 
couidtry  v  it  is  much  out  of  repair,  like  all  the  buildings  I  have  seen  iu 
Portugal. 

April  15th. — ^Set  out  at  5  oVlock  this  morning  ;  arrive  at  10  o'clock  ; 
I  callniliritl^the  distance  at  10  ihiles.  The  country  uncultivated,  except 
'ti^r  the  ilttle  vilhage  of  ^Stera ;  two  miles  from  thence  pass  through  a 
pme  and  cork  wood,  the  latter  much  larger  than  those  we  met  with  in 
yMefday's  iftarch :  soil' moiitly  sand,  in  some  partitof  the  road  very 
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Apnl  21st.— 3iaRli  thk  dqr  frwi  Rw  MafDr  to  BaUlha,  1 1  hoaii 
k.  aUwt  ^  ■lile^  acvHa  the  J«ato  BMMiataiusy  which  ve  now  have 
ea  oar  nc:bi :  their  mianBtaave  whk^  which  is  the  character  of  all  the 
•tooeasthas  part  of  the  oaantiy ;  ft  appeals  to  ne  to  bca  doae  graioed 
aaad  stoacw  At  the  foot  the  hSIa  b  aa  alire  plaotatioa  for  near  M.oules 
ia  Wa^th«  aad  aaeqaai  bceadth  ;  bat  I  aaiaai¥»danog  this  daj*s  marcb^ 
1  caaaaa have  seealeaft  than 20,000 acres plaatadia rows:  in  soaie places 
theie  is  cahivatioB  aaderthcaia  hot  generally  heath.  We  passed  through 
aareial  scattered  villages— Caadiciraa  at  S  leagues;  Moscano  at  4} ; 
Cwiatos  t> ;  and  Batalha  7»  ttom  Rio  Mayor.  The  convent  of  Baitalha 
is  too  celebrated  for  me  not  to  say  a  few  woids  in  its  praise.  I  under- 
iiaad»  that  tbe  particulars  of  this  exquisite  piece  of  worlunaoahip  will 
ilMiillj  be  givca  in  Bagland.  The  great  entrance  was  built  by  the 
ihaader«  Jaha  L;  it  ia  araaascated  with  innumerable  figures;  and  from 
^  aatase  of  Ae  staa^  whidfc  appiaachei  to  white  marble,  tbe  work  is  in 
the  bigbcat  pnaamam ;  the  wiadaa  oter  the  door  is  e^oally  worked^ 
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and  in  a  Tery  p^cbliiir  style  of  elegance :  the  cloisters  are  more  beautiful 
than  any  I  have  eVer  se^,  exce^'M  Barlem  ;  ie  this  one  particular  it  is 
exceeded,  th^  chapter-house- joins  the 'Cloister,  and  though  simple,  itii 
ibrnis  are  peculiarly  elegant.  But  this  inimitable  pile  of  bbllding  is 
rendered  most  celebrated  by  the  unfinished  royal  chapel,  the  great  en- 
trance to  which,  in  labour  and  minuteness,  exceeds  the  ivory  work  of 
China,  the  ornaments  being  cfntirely  tilagreed,  it  could  only  have  been, 
done  in  the  hardest'  and 'finest  grain  stone;  its  shape  is  singular,  being 
the  segment  of  three  circles  :*  the  other  parts  of  this  chapel,  ^hich  is  a 
ctrcle  of  large  dimensimts,  are  ornamented  with  exquisite  taste  and  great 
labour  in  every  part,  beyond  any  thing  that  ever  came  under  my  obser- 
▼ation :  it  never  was  roofed  in,  and  is  consequently  more  ruinous  than 
the  other  parts  of  the  convent,  which  makes  it  denrahle  that  drawings 
should  be  taken  of  every  part  of  it.  I  can  take  upon  myself  to  say,  that 
there  is  not  sifbh  a  specihien  of  gothic  architecture  in  France  or  £og- 
latid.  In  Spain  there  may  ;  the  ornam^rrtsand  general  style  of  the  building 
are  Tpiite  different  from  th^Kie  in  the  two  former  countries,  wlrich  is  to  be 
attributed  to  the'tnixtufe  of  Moorish-Architecture.  The  inhabited  parts 
of  this  boilding  are  modern.  As  the  convent  is  rich,  the  monku  treated 
the  oflUcers,  to  the  i\ttu)ber  of  thirty,  to  a  dinner.  Butalha  is  situated  iu 
a  rich  valley,  with  fine  oak  timber. 

April  22.— Continue  onr  march  to  Le}'ria,  8  miles,  8  hours  march. 
The  fine  old  castle  of  this  last  town,  situated  on  a  lofly  rock,  soon  ap« 
peaiv.  Leyria  is  placed  at  the  union  of  two  rich  vallies,  and  is  distant 
about  1<3  miles  from  the  sea ;  but  as  there  is  no  port  but  for  fishing- 
boats,  ther*  is  no  trade.  It  would  be  very  easy  to  make  a  canal  for 
paisagc'if  they  could  make  any  thing  of  the  port:  I  should  like  to  see 
it  done,  as  the  country  it<  rich,  the  agriculture  good,  and  the  people  inteU 
ligent.  Much  might  he  done  in  this  country  if  they  once  get  rid  of  their 
monks,  and  their  government,  both  of  which  we  are  come  to  support. 

April  27;— -Went  again  yesterday  to  Batalha,  and  dined  in  the  hall 
with  the  monks ;  there  are  only  tivelve  fathers:  there  is  a  table  round 
three  sides  of  the  hall,  the  whole  was  covered  with  cloths,  and  you  only 
sit  on  one  side  with  your  back  to  the  wall :  the  hall  is  vaolted,  and  may 
be  about  100  feet  long,  and  forty  broad.  I  find  that  Mr.  Murphy,  in  a 
work  which  appears  in  numbers,  has  given  every  particular  of  this  mo« 
nastery.  His  work,  I  believe,  is  called  "  Speciniens*of  Gothic  Architec- 
ture." The  chapter-room,  which  I  again  viewed  with  new  pleasure,  is 
tlic  most  perfect  room  I  ever  beheld  ;  it  is  about  6l  feet  long,  and  of  the 
same  breadth  I  the  view  from  the  end  opposite  the  door,  which  embraces 
the  windows  and  the  beautiful  cloisters,  is  beyond  any  thing  I  ever  saw  ia 
point  of  eflfecf.  I  still  thiiik  the  tlobr  of  the  tinfinished  royal  chapel  the 
mnst  laboured  production  of  Hie  later  gothic  style.  The  outride  of  thir 
Uuilding  ia  finishlsd  with  equal  care ;  the  roof  is  of  stone,  with  a  spire  of 
open  work,  and  many  of  the  exterior  ornaineDts  (of  i^hieh  thert  is  a  great 
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ttbuudance]  hay^.  ^^i^^  mucb^  iifjaryt^t  by  (be  gneat  tarthqiiakc  of  1784 
The  convent  jUelf  itbuik  round  iif^cpaL«»urt-yardfl|  filled  with  oniigt 
trees,  wbich  I  am  auiured  pi-odiM;e  fr^itnine  mootki  in  every  yeavis  Thi 
monks  have  th^  appearance  of  great  ioHoc^nfce  and  simplicity ; .  tfaey  aii 
not  allowed  io  go  qut  of  the  couveoit. without  ie^ ve  of  the  superior ;  ibrit 
dress  is  a  white  gown  and  pelariue ;  w)>eD  they  go  ovt  they  weai^a  sortoi 
cocked  hat  The  library  is  very  ipsigpificant^  and  sfemiAglgr  negletitodl 
they  may,  perhaps^  have  hid  tbej|r  best  books,  as  the  room. was  osed  asi 
bed-Hchamber  for  the  officers,  when  the  troops  march^tbrongb  thetowm 
iMayi. — ^ThedOth  of  April  we  received  an  orderfonav  soiviediato 
piirch  at  10  o^clock,  and  got  out  on  ous  way  about  i  A»    We  arrfvod  ii 
Pombat  about  6  in  the  evening. .  Tlie  road  lay  over  bealha  till  we  d«* 
scended  into  the  valley,  where  the  town  i»  sitiMted ;  it  has  its  castle,'  liloe ' 
Le^ria,  placed  on  the  summit  oC  a  d^ched  hill ;  I  had  time  to  get  up 
ioit  before  it  became  dark;  th^  river  can  be  distioguiAed  for  8' or  ^10 
miles,  runuiiig  through  ^a  extensive  and  fertile  vaUey.    March  the  n#xt 
morning  for   Condusea.      We  were  this  day  7i  hours  on   the  rtNiri, 
the  latter  part  of  which  was  indifferent.  .  It  appears  to  me,  that  the  fine 
road,  which  I  presume  was  intended  (by  the  Marquis  de  Pomlbal)  to  com-* 
mtlnicate  between  Lisbon  and  Oporto,  has  only  reached  thoixillatfeeC 
Redinha ;  from  thence  to  Coimbra  it  is  narrow  and  iU  paved  \  boloivthe 
other  hand  the  country  becomes  de)ightful» every  where  cultivated,  osety 
where  fruitful ;  and  the  general   features  beautiful  beyond  description.' 
Condusea  is  placed  in  an  enchanting  valley,  near  the  ruins  of  the  ancient 
CoimbricQ,  which  are  stiU  very  perfect.     From  hence  a  three  hours* 
march  carried  us  to  Coimbra.    The  intermediate  country  presents  all. the 
undulations  of  Wales;  the  greatest  fertility ;  the  vineyards  crown  the 
summits  of  the  hjlls,  and  are  interspersed  with  olives,  oranges,.apricot8,and 
almost  ev^ry  variety  of  fr^it  trees ;  and  to. add  to  the  enchantment,  you 
have  occasionally  the  oak  and  pine^aud  rills  of  limpid  water— -nothing  i* 
wanted  to  make  tiie  banks  of  the  Moodego  one  of  tlie  most  desirable 
spots  in  nature.     You  have  a  magnificent  view  of  the  city  on  the  road  be- 
ibre  your  arrival,  which  commands  a  continued  aspect  of  the  river  abov^ 
and  below  the  town  for  many  miles.     The  •  situation  of  the  town  is  the 
happiest  I  ever  recollect  seeing.     The  university  contains  a  library, 
finely  built,  and  a  considerable  collection  of  books.    The  situation  of  the 
observatory  is  very  good,  and  in  addition  to  the  climate,  must  unite  every 
advantage  for  observation.     The  university,  which  is  the  only  one*in 
i'ortugal,  contains  seven  chairs  of  droit  cononique,  ten  of  droit  civik>» 
■even  of  medicine,  one  of  mathematics,  and  one  of  music:  it  has  18  col- 
leges,  but  the  students  reside  in  the  town ;  the  buildings,  therefore,  are 
-allotted  to  the  different   professions  and  classes.    The  convetits  in  this 
town  are  very  large  and  numerous,  amounting  in  the  whale  to  six  of  men, 
and  two  of  women.    The  convent  of  St.  Cruz,  which  is  at  this  moment 
the  beB«)poiii|vters  of  oiir  «nRy»  is  the  brgesty  having  several  immense 
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galleries,  eue  that  I  mc'asurfd  ^as^  140  yards  in  length,  and  another  of  loi^ 
yarda*  Tlic  gardens  are  the  finest 'til  Portugal.  The  library  contains 
anilnmense  numhcr  fif  ancient  M,S.  but  all  relating  to  divinity,  and  a 
very  complete  <H>llection  of  French  joariials  of  science.  I  am  quartered, 
with  half  the  regiment,  in  the  convent  of  the  order  of  St,  Bernard  :  we 
ieatit  every  day  with  the  monks,  who  cirtertain  as  sumptuously.  1  have  to 
myself  a  sitting  and  a  bed-room,  with  apartments  adjacent  for  my  ser- 
vants.' The  massive  silver  which  is  in  my  dressing- room  would  make  a 
service  of  plate  in  England.  The  bridge  over  tlie  Mondego,  although  it 
lA  only  apparently  remarkable  for  its  length  (1  should  suppose  of  about 
700  yards),  yet  has  the  {Hjculiarity  of  being  bnilt  upon  another  bridge,, 
wbieli  itself  had  been  chouked  by  the  drifting  of  the  sand  frfim  the  upper 
part  of  the  river ;  and  as  far  as  I  can  jndge,  a  similar  fate  awaits  the 
present  bridge,  which  may  in  time  force  them  to  bu'itd  one  ad  iiitiuilnm. 

May  6.— Coimbru.— -I  believe  I  have  observed  that  there  is  a  coat  of 
sand- diffused  over  every  part  of  Portugal  from  Lisbon  toCoimbra.  The 
land  is  much  better  treated  than  I  had  reason  to  expect ;  manure  is  ge« 
nemlly  used,  and  the  ploughed  lands  harrowed^  the  oxen  are  of  a  very 
lar$^  »ize,  and  universally  use<l  for  draught.  They  have  a  very  ingenioi^s 
way  of  irrigating  their  lands-;  1  oliserved  it  particularly  on  the  banks  of  the 
Lis,  above  Leyria ;  bat  there  must  be  a  current,  in  which  case  the  water 
i^  made  to  draw  itself  up  ;  by  which  means,  land  above  the  natural  bed 
of  the  fiver,  may  be  watered  ^\ithout  any  manual  labour,  th^  machinery^ 
which  is  extremely  simple,  being  once  prepared,  and  proper  furrows 
made  for  the  reception  of  the  water  on  the  lands  intended  for  irrigation. 

May  13. — Oporto. — Our  marches  to  this  place  have  been,  on  the  9th 
to  the  village  of  Mogofort* s,  a  march  of  9  liours — on  the  10th  to  Alber- 
gufia  Nova,  12  hours'  march.  Immediately  after  passing  the  Vonga, 
the  head  of  our  column  was  engjiged  with  about  800  French  cavalry,  and 
700  infantry— this  day  they  made  little  resistance.  At  AlbergaviaNova 
I  took  up  my  quarters  where  15  French  soldiers  had  lodged  until  withia 
six  ikiurt  ofaur  arrival.  The  village  had  been  completely  plundered  ; 
all  the  furniture  broken,  and  every  other  sort  of  depredation  committed 
—I  need  only  say,  that  they  have  acted  up  to  this  system  all  the  way  to 
Op(>rto«  On  the  11th  we  marched  to  Souto  Redondo,  only  four  or  live 
hours*  I  was  fortunate  enough  to  get  into  a  carpenter's  shop,  with  five. 
of!i<^ers«  The  troops  in  our  front  hari  been  engaged  for  several  hours  this 
day,  principally  about  Fcini^  which  may  be  five  miles  in  front  of  Souto 
Redondo.  Souie  men  were  lost  on  both  sides  ;  our  number  1  have  not 
ascertained  ;  we  may  liave  taken  200  prisoners.  Our  advance  got  within 
two  miles  of  Oporto,  and  ported  tiieniselves  opposite  to  a  corps  of  5000 
French,  which  had  come  out  of  Oporto  to  cover  the  retreat  of  their  ad-» 
iranced  corps.  Tlie  whole  of  tlie  French  withdrew  at  dtisk — pass  the 
brid^  ^t  night,  which  they  completely  destroyed  by  fire.  At  three 
a'clopk  in  the  moriuug  of  the  13th  imirch  in  ten  bour»  to  the  river/ Four 
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Brititili  regiments,  under  Gen.  Paget »  cross  the  Doiiro  in  boats,  four 
miles  uliove  the  town.  By  this  bold  measure,  which  no  one  dreamt  of, 
the  Frtnch  to  a  considerable  amount  left  the  town  in  coufoston, abait- 
doniiig  bome  guns  and  several  ammunition  wao^^ons.  They  took  [toA  iu 
force  on  a  ridge  of  hills  about  four  miles  on  the  Atnrarante  road,  from 
wheiice  tl;ey  retired  in  the  night — the  details  will  be  giren  in  Sir  Arthor's 
dispatciies.  We  crossed  the  Douro  in  the  town,  during  which  tiuie  the 
French .  were  still  filing  out  of  it. 

Having  dismissed  the  fighting  part  of  my  account  of  Oporto,  I  wiU 
DOW  proct:ed  to  give  you  a  very  imperfect  account  of  the  town.  Like 
Lisbon,  it  is  builton  very  irregular  ground,  indicative  of  the  convuIsKHS 
of  nature  which  it  has  undtTgone.  It  is  situated  about  thretf  miles  from 
the  sea.  As  the  river  is  very  much  confined  between  the  mountains,  it 
is  not  above  250  yards  over  at  the  town,  though  it  carrit?8  a  %-ery  large 
body  of  water.  1  have  observed  that  this,  and  most  other  rivers  in  Piw- 
tugal,  are  not  discoloured  by  the  floods,  which  is  a  proof  of  the  soil  bein^ 
sand  ;  1  luive  not  seen  any  other  soil  from  Lisbon  to  Bruga,  a  distance  of 
250  miles.  The  town  of  Oporto  is  ill  built  ;  but  has  a  great  appearance 
of  opulence.  The  Bishop's  palace  is  remarkable  for  the  magniHcence  of 
its  staircase  :  it  was  plundered  like  the  rest  of  the  town,  by  the  Freccb 
— tliirty  people  were  kiftleJ  in  tlie'different  corners  of  the  building  durin«: 
the  plunder,  which  lasted  tliree  days,  and  cost  the  city  near  a  thousoud 
of  its  inhuuitants  iiiussacrcd  in  cold  blood.  If  an  inhabitant  refused  hii 
purst*,  he  was  often  run  through  the  body — but  away  from  the  scene  of 
horror. — Tlie  public  b'.jililinj^s  at  Oporto  are  not  ecpial  to  those  of  Co* 
iinbra.  I  did  not  observe  any  remarkable  church;  its  environs  are  pic- 
turesque and  well  cultivated. 

IMay  14. — Leave  this  place;  inarch  to  Vil-a  Nova,  11  hours;  bad 
road  ;  country  inclosed  ;  pass  a  river  like  tlie  Wye.  About  four  n>iles 
before  our  arrival  at  Villa  Nova  the  countrv  continues  beautiful,  and 
most  of  it  cullivated. 

May  16. — March  to  Braga,  6  hours;  country  still  inclosed,  and 
equally  ])ieturefc(|ue  and  beautiful,  more  like  Kii'^land  would  be,  had  it 
vines,  obves,  and  oranges.  Braga  is  a  considerable  town.  I  am  lod^rcd 
with  a  grocer,  who  has  given  me  a  good  dinner,  coffee,  and  a  good  recep- 
tion. Tiie  Fr(  IK  !i  army,  which  .ve  are  now  pursuing,  is  two  leagues  olf, 
on  the  road  to  Chaves, 

May  ll>. — Pursue  the  French  for  12  hour.-^ ;  come  up  with  them  at 
Salanionde,  in  the  mountains,  on  the  road  to  Chaves — drive  thtm  out  of 
the  town,  which  they  had  de^t^oyed.  The  nttat  k  wiis  made  by  the  i:uard« 
and  two  field-pieces  :  the  main  body,  preeeiled  by  the  light  infantry,  at- 
tacketl  tl;e  enemy  in  the  main  road — s<  ven  companies  su]»p)orting  their 
right  up  to  the  summit  of  the  mountains.  This  nij.;lit  we  sleep  on  the 
ground*  The  French  having  lighted  their  lires,  they  s-ervcd  our  men 
to  cook  their  dinners,  and  dry  their  clothes,  which  were  uct  through,  i; 
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liaviiig  rained  the  whole  of  th's  da}-.  I  wi^l  here  [>ny  a  tribute  to  Sic' 
Arthur:—!  was  near  him,  Uy  his  orders,  when  the  aitack  was  ahoiit  to 
coiBiaeuce;  and  lean  coutidtMitly  siiy,  that  he  gave  his  o- tiers  for  the 
arraugements  preceding  the  attack,  in  the  coolest  and  most  tletermined 
manner.  If  I  had  never  t^c*tn  hiiu  but  at  that  moment,  i  eouhi  deride 
upau  his  being  a  great  man  of  a  ^reat  mind.  Hi^  twjduct  during  this 
short  campaigQ  givea  him  the  fir«tt  rank  amo:ig  the  Bnush  generals  of  the 
day. 

May  17tli.r— Continue  our  pursuit  to  Freoscas,  near  Montalegre,  14 
lM>urR.  The  rear  guard  was  stationed  this  nigiit  two  leagues  to  the  norlli^ 
word  of  MoDtal^lcre,  ia  Spain,  Here  we  hand  the  ctieiiiy  over  to  Gen. 
Beresford^  a:*  they  have  destroyed  the  whole  of  their  aitillery,  the  Por^i 
taguese  may  be. able  to  finish  the  business— we  are  calkd  elsewhere. 
TiMi  whole  of  the  country  from  Braga  to  Montalegre  consists  of  broken 
precd pices;  the  distance  may  be  50  miles  ;  and  the  roads,  or  rather  paths, 
along  which  we  went  were  situa'ted  in  the  gorges,  about  half  way  between 
the  summit  and  river.  We  generally  coasted  along  ihe  Rio  de  Monte 
Alegro,  which  islim|)id  in  the  extreme,  not  even  discoloured  by  tiie  rain; 
There  is  a  bridge  and  fall  near  Reuvannes,  equul  to  any  thing  in  Switzer- 
land for  beauty  :  upon  the  whole  the  mountain  scenery  is  not  surpassed 
in  any  |>art  of  the  world;  the  industrious  inhabitants  have  cultivated 
^▼ery  spot  where  soil  is  to  be  found.  The  mountains,  to  a  certain  height, 
are  covered  with  wild  chesnut ;  these  sjnd  maize  constitute  the  food 'of 
the  inhabitants,  who  are  a  fine  race  of  people,  at  least  the  men,  we  saw 
little  oi't^e  women. 

-June  5th, — CoiwAra.— Having  returned  precisely  the  road  we  went,  I 
shall  not  enter  into  any  particulars.  As  the  religious  orders  in  this  part 
of  the  world  are  drawing  to  a  period,  I  cannot  help  giving  some  details  of 
tbe  convent  of  Santa  Cruz  at  this  place  :  it  is  the  second  in  point  of  wealth 
ia  the  kingdom,  Alcobaca  being  the  richest. — The  rents  of  the  convent 
are  estimated  at  80,000  crusadas,  equal  to  ]  ^^^OOO  at  3s.  the  crnsada ;  in 
^his  account  is  not  reckoned  gardens,  quintas,  vineyards  for  their  own 
use,  and  many  other  advantaged.  They  po5scss  one  estate  near  Figueras, 
nvhich  may  contain  12  square  miles  of  good  ground  ;  and  have  the  tythes 
^.twelve  parishes.  The  monks  seem  to  me  to  lead  a  life  of  the  greatest 
indolence,  having  nothing  to  do  but  to  pray,  eat,  drink  and  sleep.  The 
^ct  up  at  five  in  the  morning,  dine  at  half-past  eleven,  go  to  bed  at  half* 
past  twelve,  get  up  at  half-past  two,  and  u:oto  bed  again  at  half-past  ten. 
They  are  only  allowed  to  go  to  a  country-seat  thirty  days  in  the  year, 
i^ad  ou  particular  occasions  to  pay  visits  in  the  town  ;  but  they  must  go 
in  their  carriage,  a*  they  are  not  permitted  to  walk  the  streets.  If  a  monk 
bas  a  sister,  he  is  only  allowed  to  see  her  once  in  the  year.  This  convent 
16  of  the  order  of  St.  Augustine;  the  monks  are  called  canons  regular ; 
there  ought  to  be  eighty  monks  agreeable  to  the  institution,  but  they 
{^ve  qnly  &fty: :  they  have  forty  servants  in  the  convent,  besides  out  ofr 
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door  servants,  and  four  carriages  for  the  use  of  the  monks  :  they  are  occu- 
pied ou  orrlinary  occasions  three  houn  of  the  day  in  pfAyers,  the 
rest  of  the  lime  is  tlieir  owu.  Our  stay  at  Coimbra  this  time  was  only 
two  days.     We  are  now  on  our  way  to  Ahrantes. 

J*] lie  7. — Pombjir— At  Condieixa  I  visited  the  remains  of  the  ancient 
Coiiubrica  :  nothing  but  tlie  walls  remain,  which  are  of  considerable  ex- 
tei*t»  and  the  fields  inclosed  within  it  are  covered  with  broken  pieces  of 
Roman  pottery  ;  medals  I  understood  frequently  to  be  found  heie,  but  I 
couUI  not  procure  ti.e  sight  of  any  at  Condeixa*  This  is  mentioned  ia 
**•  Silvdras'  Antiquities  of  Lusitania,"  as  one  of  the  most  consideTahit 
Roman  colonies,  and  is  noticed  by  Pliny.  It  is  certainly  in  a  most  fritil- 
ful  valley  ;  and  I  never  saw  a  country  more  abundantly  supplied  witk 
springs  ;  oue  of  which,  near  Condeixa,  is  the  most  considerable  after  the 
Fontaine  de  ^'ochise  1  ever  beheld.  This  fine  valley  appears  to  contioue 
equally  fruitful  till  it  joins  the  Mondego  opposite  to  Figueras.  As  I 
have  met  with  notiiing  worthy  of  remark  between  this  place  and  Leyria, 
which  I  have  not  given  in  the  former  part  of  this  Journal,  I  shall  proceed 
to  the  unbcHten  tnict. 

June  S. — March  from  Leyria  in  9  hours  to  Aldea  da  Cruz,  a  small 
village  near  Ourem. — The  roads  intolerably  bad,  like  all  other  cross  ro^ 
in  Portugal  ;  we  had  to  cross  some  high  ground  ;  but  the  greater  part  of 
the  road  leads  through  pleasant  vallies,  well  cultivated,  and  producing 
vines,  liiflian  corn,  flax,  rye,  wheat,  and  abundance  of  frurf.  The  village 
where  uii  IuiU^mI  for  the  night  was  extremely  neat;  the  houses  appearing 
to  be  coustujitlv  white-vvas»hed.  The  convent  and  castle  of  Ourcm  stand 
on  a  lofty  an«)  isolated  hill,  which  commands  a  very  distant  view  of  the 
Tai^u^i,  and  ot  the  tine  country  bordering  on  that  river,  and  the  Zezere, 
of  which  I  shall  have  to  speak  hereafter. 

Juno  9tli. — Continue  our  route  to  Thomar  ;  (n-rive  after  a  7  hours' 
ni;»rcli.  TliCi  :iituation  of  the  town  is  exceedingly  fine  ;  before  you  arrive 
at  it,  you  have  u  view  of  a  magnificent  aqueduct  over  a  valley,  at  least  800 
yards  broad,  and  ofa  great  height,  in  double  arches  ;  the  lower  row  gothic, 
the  upper  row  of  the  ciicnlar  form ;  the  mass  of  stone  and  labonr  required 
in  completing  this  stupendous  work  must  have  been  great,  when  1  am 
sure  that  its  solid  mass  is*  three  times  that  of  Westminster-bridge:  it  is  a 
work  of  the  Moor:*.  Part  of  the  convent  of  Christ,  and  some  buildinsfs 
in  the  town,  seem  to  have  l>eeii  erected  by  this  race  of  industrious  peo- 
ple. The  town  of  Tlioinar  is  very  neat,  and  contains  some  good  house** ; 
it  is  situ.ited  on  a  river  which  falls  into  the  Zezere;  the  waters  are  beuuti- 
fully  limpid,  which  -one  might  have  supposed  would  have  supplied  the 
town  without  the  use  of  the  acqnednct, 

June  1 1th. — March  this  day  at  five  o'clock  ;  in  (5  honrs  get  to  Punhete. 
Tlif^  tirbi  p:irt  of  the  rosid  leads  through  a  beautiful  vale,  whose  waters  are 
in<histriou:>ly  used  in  irrigating  the  lands  by  the  means  of  wheels,  which 
arc  sc(  in  motion  by  the  current  of  the  river.     At  the  end  of  about  four 
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miles  we  turned  out  of  the  valley,  and  pass  hiiU  covered  ivith  tnyrtle^^ 
gumcestus,  wild  lavender,  and  other  odiferous  plant«,  which  embalm  iltSe:' 
air  to  an  inconceivable  d(?y:ree.     On  one  of  the  hilU  ue  have  a  fine  viet^  * 
of  the  Tagus  from  Abraute»  to  Sauturem,  the  distance  of  40  miles.     At 
Punhete  wepas$  the  Zezere  on  a  bridge  of  boats.     At  jthe  entrance  ofthie 
lown^  immediately  near  the  bridge,  I  have  my  quarters.     My  landlord  * 
liu  charge  of  the  materials  for  repairing  the  bridge.     The  situation  of' 
Paubet^  is  one  of  the  happiest  in  nature  :  it  is  placed  at  thecoiviiux  of  th« 
Tagusand  Zezere,  bqth  of  which  rivers  ai«  navigable-— the  former  up-  t<v 
Abf antes,  with  flat  boats  of  a  considerable  size — ^t he  latter  up  to  Barca  ^ 
Kova.     The  navigation  of  the  Tagus,  it  muBt  be  observed,  in  commou  ' 
with  most  other  rivers  in  Portugal,  is  frequently  interrupted  in  summer ;   - 
ftod  as  the  soil  is  sandy,  the  sand-banks,  of  which  there  are  great  num- 
bers, are  apt  to  shift,  to  the  detriment  of  navigation.     1  am  sorry  I  have 
il  not  in  my  power  to  give  some  account  of  the  manners  of  the  people. 
The  small  towns,  among  which  I  class  Punhete,  seem  to  have  but  feir 
gentry ;  but  there  is  no  want  of  intelligence  among  tlie  lower  orders* 
All  their  women  go  barefooted;  and  those  of  the  middling  classes  ar^ 
ibnd  of  decorating  themselves  with  gold  chains  and  ear-rings,  which  seein 
to  be  a  necessary  part  of  their  dress ;  they  still   use  hair-powder ;  are 
lively,  and  seem,  as  far  as  I  have  observed,  correct  in  their  manners  and 
moirals.     The  men  appear  to  me  to  be  very  fond  of  talking.     One  sel- 
dom meets  with  a  man  in  the  higher  class  who  would  be  called  well-in- 
Ibrfiied  in  England  '^  nor  is  there  scarcely  a  man  in  the  country  at  tins 
noment  (June  13)  aware  of  the  dangerous  state  of  afl'airs,  or  how  «oon 
they  are  again  likely  to  be  under  the  controul  of  France.  At  Santa  Cruz,     ' 
Coimbra,  a  convent  occupied  by  gentlemen,  (and  some  of  them  pretended 
to  be  naenof  learning),  I  could  not  observe  that  one  of  them  was  appre- 
hensive for  the  future ;  nor  could  I  persuade  the  librarian   (one  of  those 
who  had  the  best  head  and  most  cultivated  miud)  that  the  blow  which 
was  likely  to  fall  on  Austria,  would  operate  in  Portugal ;  and  finally,  and 
most  materially,  against  the  convents,  I  wished  him  to  understand  that  I 
considered  this  as  the  moment  in  which  they  ought  to  be  occupied  in 
nuking  a  provision  for  the  future.     When  the  French  were  last  in  this 
country,  the  convents  were  obliged  to  give  two-thirds  of  their  reveilues 
as  a  war  contribution,  and   all   their  plate  to  be  received  at  a  valu- 
ation of  their  own,  under  a   penalty  of  paying   four-fold  if  any  part 
was  concealed.    The   country-houses,  (called   quintas)  of  the  gentrvi 
of  whi<f'h  there  are  but  few   at  a  distance  from   Lisbon,  are   gene- 
rally furnished  in  the  worst  style;  what  few  pictures  they  have,  which 
are  alwaya 00, religious  subjects,  are  painted  in  a  style  infinitely  inferiol* 
to  the  signs)  of  our. large  towns ;  tlieir  tables  and  chairs  are  of  commoa 
deal,  or  the  first  ^ood  that  falls  under  their  hands ;  their  chairs  are  usu-  ' 
ally  backjed.|B(^d  fj^«4  witl^  leatiier,*  and  oruiiaic&ted  with  large -brass 
nails,  such  as  you  sometimes  see  iu  England^  of  the  manufactory  in  tbt 
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reiijn  of  Henry  V.  ThtTo  seems  td  me  to  be  little  or  no  timber :  the 
pines  Ishiive  »cen  are  oF  no  nize,  except  tliote  near  Leyria;  the  oliye  is 
by  fur  the  most  prevulent  wood,  and  occa»ionaUy  you  see  the  cork  tr«, 
which  is,  I  believe,  only  used  for  its  bark— the  bottom  or  trunk  of  the 
tree  it  stripped  wititout  injuring  it,  and  in  the  coane  of  time  it  renews 

I 

itself.  There  is  a  great  deal  of  good  wine  iu  the  country  ;  with  little 
labour  it  would  produce  the  finest  in  tlie  world — but  is  by  do  meant 
ttrong.  At  Condeixa  I  tasted  some  very  light,  and  not  inferior  to  tiie 
petit  bonrgogne  you  driiik  at  Paris.  At  Bacellas,  and  Sacavem,  the 
wines,  generally  white,  are  excellent.  At  Oporto  you  ^tt  very  good 
wines,  prinripally  from  Laniego,  up  the  Douro.  Beyond  Bragayandia 
the  Tras  les  Montes,  the  wine  is  sour  and  bad  :  at  all  these  places  it'gc- 
ncrallv  sells  for  about  4d.  a  bottle,  in  the  retail.  The  want  of  deaali- 
ness  in  the  towns  of  Portugal  has  justly  been  complained  of:  I  oefd 
only  say,  that  the  f^trects  are  universally  used  for  every  purpose.  Oporto, 
and  the  towns  to  the  north  are  an  exception  ;  the  inhabitants  of  tliost 
countries  have  a  decided  advantage  over  their  brethren  of  the  south. 

June  27. — Tile  army  is  again  set  in  motion.  This  day  we  marched  ia 
4  hours  to  Abrantes  :  a  town  which  gives  Junot  the  title  of  Duke*  Tlie 
scafloldiRg  for  the  ilhiintnations  on  this  important  occasion  still  remaia 
— moy  they  never  serve  again  in  honour  of  a  man  who  has  been  to  great 
an  enemy  to  Portu^^al.  The  town  is  »aid  to  contain  about  3,500  {ier« 
sons :  its  streets  are  narrow,  and  badly  paved  ;  and  it  is  situated  on  a 
Itjfty  hill,  they  arc  so  steep,  that  it  is  inipobsihle  to  ride  in  many  of  them 
in  siafety.  The  Portu^neseare  at  this  moment  constructing  detacheil  works 
of  defence.  The  town  is  about  a  mile  from  the  Tugus  :  the  view  of  the 
river  and  adjacent  country,  whieh  is  covered  with  the  olive,  is  remarkably 
iine  and  very  extensive. 

June  28. — March  at  2  o'clock,  A.M.  8  hours;  arrive  at  grouD<l 
marked  out,  where  wc  construct  huts*.  Two  or  three  hoyses.are  digrJ* 
tied  Viy  the  name  of  St,  Domingo  in  the  maps.  Next  day,  u^Dth,  kihcx 
an  8  hour<%*  march,  find  hnts  constructed  for  us  near  a  little  deserted  vil* 
lage  called  Cmlej^os.  The  following  day,  30th,  being  8  hours  on  the 
marcli^  we  got  shelter,  such  as  it  was,  at  Sobreria  Formosa— -and  couid 
get  bread  to  purchase  ! 

July  \A. — St'ven  hours  carries  us  from  honcc  to  the  neighbourhood  of 
the  small  vilh^e  of  Sarzedas,  and  again,.2nd,  6  hours  brings  us  to  Castle 
Braneo,  the  residence  of  the  Bishop  of  Guarda :  he  has  a  fine  pake;, 
and  tine  L^nrdeiis  fille<l  with  ill  executed  statues;  some  Kings  of  Portu- 
gal, others  Bishops  with  their  mitres  ;  these  are  intermixed  witH  bu?i« 
of  Komnn  Emperors,  heathen  gods.  Saints,  our  Saviour,  the  ^'i'•giu,  end 
tome  men  with  large  wigs,  whom  I  take  to  be  Portuguese  ministers  of 
renown  in  Portugal,  and  probably  now  here  else— men,  who,  I  doubt  net. 
endowed  many  holy  establishments,  and  contributed  to  the  inipoverijii- 
ment  and  misery  of  the  country.

IN  the  memoir  of  this  officer,  as  first  of  his  private  friends  is  menti* 
oned  Lieutenant-colonel  W.   H.  Bunburj,    which  should  have  been

MEDICAL  DEPARTMENT. 

SiRy— AS  I  understand  the  Medical  Department  is  shortly  to  be  taken 
Mito  consideration  by  government  for  its  better  regulation,  I  am  induced 
fco  trouble  you  with  these  few  remarks  concerning  the  relative  duties  of 
regimental  surgeons,  and  tlieir  assistants,  for  I  am  well  convinced  from 
repeated  observations,  tliat  the  service  suffers  materially  from  the  several 
duties  not  being  better  regulated,  or  more  liberally-  explained  :  in  fact» 
I  conceive,  there  should  be  no  difference  between  them,  except  as  to  the 
pay ;  tbe  assistant  has  passed  his  examination  and  is  found  fully  qualified » 
and  the  whole  charge  of  the  sick  frequently  devolves  upon  him  ;  surely 
then  it  is  humiliation  enough  that  he  has  less  pay  than  the  surgeon,  why 
is  he  to  be  held  up  in  the  light  of  an  apprentice,  and  implicitly  obliged  to 
obey  the  dictates  of  one  only  his  equal  in  point  of  medical  erudition.  If 
regiments  surgeons  are  to  be  set  up  for  teachers,  this  difference  might 
be  allowable ;  but  where  the  assistant  is  already  instructed,  is  it  fair,  or 
honourable,  to  set  a  master  over  him  ?  Let  them  be  called  1st,  2d,  Sd^ 
surgeons,  and  so  on,  and  allow  them  to  consult  freely  together,  and  g^ve 
their  opinions  candidly,  which  they  cannot  do  now.  Agreeably  to  some 
late  regulations,  an  assistant  receives  his  orders  from  the  surgeon  as  a 
private  from  an  officer,  or  as  a  servant  from  his  master.  The  surgeoa 
goes  round  the  wards,  writes  the  prescriptions,  and  gives  the  book  over  to 
the  atsistint,  with  orders  to  make  up  the  medicines,  dress  the  sores, 
apply  the  bandages,  make  up  the  accounts,  in  short,  ^11  the  drudgery, 
and  thea  walks  away  to  pursue  his  amusements,  or  if  he.  has  any  private 
patients,  visits  them.  There  is  no  room  for  remonstrance,  if  the  surgeon 
chuses  to  insist  upon  It.  The  assistant  may  even  be  compelled  to  do  what 
his  judgment  points  out  to  be  wrong  ;  under  these  circumstances,  ob- 
servation and  judgment  must  yield  to  stupidity  and  rashness;  for  it 
may  not  always  happen  that  the  surgeon  is  possessed  of  superior  abi- 
lities^  or  even  if  he  should,  he  may  not  be  inclined  to  listen  to  the  rea** 
sonings  of  the  other. 

As  there  can  be  i>o  doubt  that  these  regulations  give  great  disgust  to 
many  in  the  serricej  and  prevent  others  from  entering  into  it,  I  liope  these 
few  remarks  will  excite  the  attention  aud  interference  of  one,  to  whoni 
any  error  in  the  service  needs  only  to  be  pointed  out  to  cause  &ucb  orders 
to  be  set  aside.  DsciVf.

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WHISKERS. 

<*  Wbiskcrs!  qaolli  1l>c  Queen ! !  Whiskers !  quotfa  tlie Madam  Busiuet  '.--Whiskers! 
'  quoth  the  Qiiceo.'*  Steme. 

Sir, — My  text  is  from  the  immortal  Sterne,  wKo seems  to  have  considered 
a  pair  of  w  hiskcrs  a  ticklish  and  comical  subject, — and  so  it  appears  did  the 
Qiueii  of  France,  to  whom  he  alludes,  and  so  did  the  Madam  Bossnef. 
—  lUit  tho'  they  miiy  tickle  the  fancies  of  the  ladies,  I  shall  say  nothing 
ahout  them,  but  in  a  serious  and  military  point  of  view  ;  and  as  an  im- 
purtant  subject  that  has  lately  excited  so  much  discussion. — The  questioa 
viilh  me  is,  whether  they  are  soldier-like  or  not  ? — It  is  more  than  pn^ 
liable  that  the  earliest  inhabitants  of  the  earth  wore  them  from  necessity 
before  the  use  of  the  puuiicc-stone  or  razor. — In  later  times  whiskers, 
uiustachiocs,  and  beards,  have  been  alternately  worn  and  discontinued. 
In  all  the  tine  models  of  Grecian  and  Roman  sculpture  the  beard  it 
almost  invariably  preserved-— except  among  such  squeamish  milk-sops  u 
Apollo,  Ganymede,  or  Adonis. — The  Jupiter,  the  3Iars,  and  other  fabu- 
lous divinities,  are  never  designated  without  a  beard  :  and,  what  would  be 
the  Farnesian  Hercules  if  beardless. — It  is  likewise  true  that  all  modem 
nations  attach  in6iiitely  more  importance  to  this  exterior  and  manly  or« 
iiament  than  our  own  country  :  even  the  French  seldom  place  a  man  in 
the  flank  companies  of  their  regiments  unless  he  has  a  formidable  pair 
of  >\hiskers  or  mustachioes  ;  and  we  all  know  the  importance  attuche^to 
thum  by  the  Cossacks,  the  Croalions,  and  all  the  Northern  tribes.  A  good 
I'ouj^h  weathcr-bcatffD  frontisj)icce  is  aebecominga  soldier  as  tlie  assump- 
tion of  wliihkers  and  a  martial  appearance  is  absurd  and  ridiculous  in  a 
|)arccl  of  shoemakers,  attorneys'  clerks,  and  cock-milliners,  the  refuse  of 
the  inns  of  court,  and  the  heroes  of  Craubourne-alley. — It  is  most  true 
that  a  pair  of  mustachioes  or  whiskers  will  not  add  one  particle  to  the 
courage  of  any  man.  Courage  is  an  animal  property  with  which  he  muht 
be  born  or  he  never  can  acquire  it;  and  indeed  the  ner\'es  of  the  same 
person  may  be  widely  ilifFerent  at  difiereiit  periods.— 'Education  will, 
no  doubt,  give  a  higher  sense  of  honour  or  shnmc — or  "  make  a  stain  like 
a  wounJ* — and  thus  atld  an  increase  of  stimulus,  but  will  certainly  relax 
rather  than  strengthen  the  nervous  system. — Even  ■  in  our  army  their 
adoption  seems  becoming  far  more  common,  tho'  the  opinions  of  m:iny 
of  our  generals  have  completely  varied  on  the  subject.— I  liad  the  honour 
of  being  intiftiately  known,  indeed  related  to  the  family  of  a  general  officer 
M'ho  became  in  an  instant  most  invetcrately  hostile  to  me,  and  did  me  a 
serious  injury  in  the  opinion  of  my  brother  officers  and  the  regiment,  with- 
out any  otiier  posbibic  motive  I  could  ever  assign  than  that  of  my  haviuL' 
let  my  wliiskers  sprout  too  luxuriously,an(l  to  which  he  had  a  great  objec- 
tion :  possibly  an  antipathy  to  cats  may  arise  from  a  similar  cause.  Th« 
lute  General  Simcoc  had  a  similar  aversion, — On  the  parade,  at  Exeter, 
when  he  iaspected  a  regimeut  of  militia,  whose  greuadier  company  bad 
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miistachioes,  he  very  deliberatdW  ciilkd  4*  the  commandini^  of&cer  and 
asked  him  *^  If  they  had  the  Duke  of  York's  order  for  making  beasts  of 
themseWes."  And  bein«^  answered  in  the  negative,  coolly  ordered  that 
everj'  man  of '  them  should  be  shaved  before  tbey  quitted  tlie  parade. 
There  are,  however,  many  of  our  6rst-rate  officers  of  a  verj'  different 
^pillion.  And  where  in  the  world  shall  we  see  such  a  family  as  that  of 
our  revered  and  beloved  monarch,  every  one  of  whose  illustrious  tons 
wears  whiskers.  The  arn^y,  therefore,  appear  a  good  deal  divided  on 
this  important  question.  The  navy  seem  to  give  a  preference  to  whiskers. 
«—Tha^  gallant  veteran.  Admiral  Macbride,  it  is  well  known,  does  not 
Kke  very  young  men  for  his  ship^s  company,  and,  expressing  himself  to 
a  friend,  observed  ^*  Give  me  those  boys  with  whiskers  like  goosebeny- 
buahes,  and  every  individual  bristle  fit  to  make  a  tooth-pick  T' — For  my 
own  part,  I  most  assuredly  think,  they  are  calculated  to  inspire  terror,,  so 
much  so  that  some  of  the  Guerillas,  who,  by  the  bye,  have  likewise  rons- 
tachioesand  beards,  often  frighten  their  own  horses  as  well  as  the  French ; 
and  otiiers  of  them  would  frighten  even  the  devil. — As  I  therefore  con- 
clude they  are  certainly  more  soldier-like  and  martial  1  shall  continue  to 
wear  them  until  interdicted  bv  order: — when  mustachioes  and  a  beard 
tre  added,  of  course  a  man  becomes  infinitely  more  ferocious  and  terrible. 
—How  very  much  it  is  to  be  deplored,  that  that  redoubtable  hero» 
the  Baron  Geramb,  should  have  taken  away  such  a  prodigious  parr 
cf  whiskers  out  of  the  country,  or  that  the  baron  could  not  have  been  pre- 
vailed upon  to  have  left  them  behind  him  as  a  model  for  future  ages.— 
It  is  likewise  to  be  regretted  that  two  of  the  most  celebrated  wisker* 
undoes  of  Bond-street,  should  have  smoothed  their  pretty  faces  and  po-» 
iished  them  with  tlie  cream  of  roses  ;  when  one  of  them  looked  full  as 
^rim  as  the  Grand  Turk  or  the  Saracen's  Head,  and  the  other  as  magna- 
nimous as  eitiier  Gog  or  Magog.  Possibly  some  of  your  numerous  cor- 
respondents, more  equal  to  so  important  and  serious  a  subject,  will  fa^ 
Vour  yqu  with  a  more  elaborate  opinion  on  this  subject :  as  a  soldier  I  am 
an  advocate  for  whiskers. — In  other  respects  too,  and  which  I  take  shame 
to  myself  for  nearly  omitting  to  mention,  I  am  at  a  greal  loss  to  decide, 
and  that  is,  whether  they  are  more  agreeable  or  not  to  the  ladies.  There 
are  two  lovely  lasses  of  whom  I  am  equally  enamoured,  the  one  a  Dul- 
cinea  Portugueza,  who  swears  by  the  cross  and  St.  Antonio  de  Lisboa, 
that  she  will  abjure  me  for  ever  if  I  retain  a  single  bristle, 4ind  the  other 
a  little  Venus  of  my  own  country,  who  is  equally  positive  tliat  she  will 
have  nothing  to  do  with  me  if  I  do  not  immediately  shaVe  off  every  hair !

.ON  FGEEIGNERS  IN  THE  BRITISH  SERVICE. 

Sib;-— I  cannot  help,  in  justice  to  the  Hanoverian  and  German  oA-. 
%ilfi'<eqitdpye4  ip  our  service,  replying  to  the  letter  of  one  of  your  coiv 
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respondents,  onder  the  tignstare  of  **  The  Soldier's  Friend."  I  gire 
that  gentleman  credit  for  bis  intention^  bat  in  fatare  would  recommend 
his  anderBtandtng  sootetliing  more  of  the  subject  before  he  undertakes  to 
vrite,  and  etfpeciaily  to  condemn  without  discrimination  or  mercy,  la 
one  instance  he  may  be  right,  and  that  is,  that  it  possibly  may  be  impo- 
litic to  appoint  any  foreigner  to  the  cofbnaand  of  a  military  district  iu 
England  :  there  may  be  many  substantial  reasons  adduced  against  tiiis 
practice.  But  if  tliat  gentleman  had  witnessed  the  atchievements  of  our 
foreign  troops,  and  mobt  particularly  of  the  German  Legion,  he  would 
not  speak  thus  slightly  of  them,  or  think  their  services  at  all  over«rated 
when  admitted  to  regular  promotion,  and  all  the  advantages  we  can  our- 
selves derive  from  the  service.  J  speak  from  experience.  No  Power  ca 
earth  can  boa^t  of  a  finer  body  of  men  than  the  King's  Gennan  Legiout 
better  disciplined,  or  more  brave :  and  at  the  same  time  more  loyslly  at- 
tached to  the  government  of  Great  Britain.  They  are  attached  from 
principle,  the  cause  of  Englund  is  the  cause  of  Germany  and  of  the  civi* 
lized  world,  and  even  Frenchmen  themselves  1  have  heard  avow,  that 
they  were  not  indifferent  to  the  fall  of  that  Colossus  who  has  so  long  tf* 
rannized  over  them.  To  the  officers  of  the  Gennan  Lq^on,  I  am  glad 
of  an  opportunity,  though  anonymously,  of  paying  a  tribute  due  to  their 
merit ;  and  1  must  at  least  say,  that  there  cannot  exist  gentlemen  of  a 
higher  sense  of  honour,  or  with  greater  military  ardour,  and  that  tJiey  are 
an  honour  to  our  semce  and  inferior  to  none.  Have  they  not,  in  the 
very  actions  to  which  your  correspondent  refers,  borne  their  full  share  of 
the  hardship  and  peril,  and  been  the  deserved  partakers  of  our  glory  and 
our  triumph  ?  why  therefore  deny  them  a  fair  sharo  of  our  advantages  ?— 
I  would  too  refer  this  gentleman  to  the  details  of  the  glorious  victory  of  Sa* 
lamanca.  Believe  me,  I  do  not  tliiuk  there  is  a  British  officer  serving  ou 
.  the  Peninsula,  who  will  not  perfectly  coincide  in  admiring  and  applaud- 
ing their  gallantry,  and  who  will  not  be  rejoiced  that  the  government  have 
properly  estimated  their  semces,  and  given  them  permonent  rank.— We 
know  no  prejudice,  and  have  no  possible  jealousy  on  this  score.  There 
was  a  time  when,  \  candidly  own,  I  did  as  indiscriminately  censure  the 
admisbion  of  foreign  troops  into  our  service,  but  it  was  before  they  were 
tned,  and  I  now  as  candidly  acknowledge  my  error.  Your  correspondent 
admits  they  may  make  good  soldiers,  but  asks,  **  are  they  to  be  trusted 
and  immediately  put  in  charge  of  an  advanced  post  ?"  To  this  I  an- 
swer, *'  Yes."  The  let  and  2d  Hussars  of  this  very  Legion  are  almost 
invariably  in  the  advance,  and  are  considered  better  adapted  to  that  duty 
than  our  own  troops :  they  seem  as  if  they  had  been  born  in  the  field, 
and  never  completely  at  home,  but  when  in  it.  1  must  digress  to  men- 
tion a  circumstance  within  my  own  knowledge  of  a  private  in  the  first  of 
tliese  two  regimenti.*- About  this  time  last  year,  when  all  kinds  of  forage 
weie  peculiarly  scarce  and  the  horses  dying  by  dozeos  from  absolute 
wint^^this  man,  on  a  march  up  tfie  countryy  was  billelted  in  tW  tatnt 
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h^ase  with  me,  and,  I  didcoyered,  had  potkively  given  his  three  jday'a 

beef  for  a  few  pouods  of  corn  for  his  horse  ! ! !     While,  as  a  coutrast* 

many  of  our  own  men  were  sriLitig  the  little  corn  that  could  he  procured 

to  buy  riim.-r*The  desertions  from  tiie  French,  at  the  time  I  left  the 

army,  were  immense,  and  not  only  Gtermansi  Swiss,  Poles,  and  Italians*.

tl\e.^rmy." — Indeed,  in  what  part  of  my  letter  are  these  "  labours"  t<^ 
be  found  ?  this  I  should  like  to  know,  as  the  discovery  may  be  useful 
tp  me  upon  a  future  occasion.-— All  tliat  I  wished  to  prove  was  that 
some  non-commissioned  officers  might  be  worthy  of  holding  commissions, 
not, that  above  all  men  they  only  were  deserving  of  that  honour,  for  t 
trust,  i  may  be  credited  wiien  I  say,  that  so  ridiculous  an  idea  was  never 
entertained  b)'  me  ;  this  therefore  on  the  part  of  my  opponent  is  not 
only  ^'  a  round  assertion,"  and  '*  an  assertion  without  proof,''  btit,  permit 
me.tpadd,  an  assertion  contrary  to  the  fact,  and  I  think  that  H.  K.  did 
npt  act  wisely  in  noticing  a  letter  which,  according  to  his  own  mode  of 
reading,  contained  so  pieposterous,  so  absurd  a  proposition. 

jf  at  the  time  of  writing  my  former  letter,  I  could  have  foreseen  that 
it  would  luiYe  been  the  occasion  of  any  thing  like  a  controversy,  it  should 
not  have  been  published  ;  as  it  has  however  gone  forth,  and  condusiod* 
not  the  mokt  faji^have  been  drawn  from  it,  I  cannot  refrain  from  noticing 
and  endeavouring  to  obviate  them ;  but  as  no  necessity  can  exist  for  any 
further  correspondence  between  H.  K.  and  my^lf,  this  letter  is  the  last 
fvith  which  I  shall  trouble  you  on  this  subject. 

It  perhaps  may  not  be  displeasing  to  II.  K.  to  learn  from  me,  whom 
he-seems  to  think  fastidious,  that  his  last  plan  has  not  tiie  objection  which 
applied  to  the  first.

Children  in  Gibraltar.

It  is  a  well  knoirn  tnUh»  that  regiment*  ^nce  tent  here,  are  likely  to 
remain  three,  6ve,  or  seven  jeare,  and  sometimes  longer. — ^That  an  o& 
cer*s  family  therefore  must  accompany  him  is  obvious,— >he  arrives  then 
with  his  children  severally  ripe  foredncation.— What  then?  Here  there  is 
no  English  school  worthy  of  note ;  no  teachers  of  reputation  ;  no  books ; 
no  probable  means  of  procuring  it.  Thus  the  officer  who  day  by  day 
full  cheerfully  sustains  all  the  toils  and  anxieties  of  the  strictest  garrisoD, 
sustains  too  in  the  same  moment  the  still  more  painful  anxities,^-that  ill 
a  father*s  hopes  may  be  destroyed  in  the  uncultivated  minds  of  bis 
children. — ^l^he  vice  that  youth  imbibes  from  idleness  often  proves  fattl. 

Institutions  of  various  denominations  are  every  day  increasing,— some 
for  defence,  some  for  commerce,  and  many  for  amusement.  The  As« 
sembly*Rooms'  for  splendour  ^nd  unrivalled— I  am  an  advocate  for 
such, — none  warmer ;  nevertheless,  I  cannot  but  with  deep  regret  reflect^ 
that  60  much  cost  was  lavished  on  a  ball-room,  and  none  on  a  aeminarr. 

Tlie  munilicence  of  our  present  Royal  Governor  (H.  R.  H.  the  Duke 
of  Kent)  is  well  established :  numerous  grants  already  acknowledge  it 
here,  therefore,  I  am  convinced,  that  even  a  single  hint  is  all  that  is  re- 
quisite to  reap  in  this  his  necessary  patronage.— A  little  School,  erected 
on  the  nation's  busis,  would  gratefully  perpetuate  its  founder's  memory*

ACtOCi\T  OF  THE  LEGION  OF  HONOUR. 
b;:ing  a  continuation  of  the  couas  d'admimistration  militaiec. 

Recompeiices  determined  by  tlte  decree  of  4th  Nivose,  f/for  8. 

AFTER  the  decree  of  tlie  4th  Nivose,  year  8,  the  grenadiers  and  so1« 
diers  who  distinguished  themselves  by  brilliant  actions  received  fusees  of 
honour,  mounted  in  silver.  The  drummers  received  drumsticks  of  ho* 
nour,  n^ounted  with  silver.  The  soldiers  of.the  cavalry,  musquetoons 
or  carbines  of  honour,  mounted  in  silver;  and  the  trumpeters,  silver 
trumpets  of  honour.  These  fusees,  drumsticks,  musquetoons  or  carbines, 
and  trumpets,  bore  an  inscription,  containing  the  names  of  the  soldiers 
to  whom  they  were  granted,  and  the  action  for  which  they  had  obtained 
them.  Every  military  liaving  obtained  one  of  these  recompeoces  enjoyed 
6  centimes  i^xtra  pay  per  day, 

Tlie  soliiitT  who  took  a  stand  of  colours  from  the  enemy,  made  pri- 
soner a  superior  oRicer,  arrived  the  first  to  take  possession  of  a  piece  of 
cannon,  hail  a  rii^ht,  according  to  the  nature  of  his  service,  to  the  above 
recompeutrs.  # 

Sabre's  of  honour  wore  granted  to  oflloers  and  soldiers  who  distinguish- 
ed tlieiii selves  hy  actions  of  extraordinary  valour,  or  who  rendered  ser- 
vices exirt-mrly  important.  Every  m  litary,  having  obtained  a  sabre  of 
honour,  t^njoyed  double  pay, — Such  was  the  mode  of  recompence  de- 
creed to  the  military  who  iiad  distinguished  themselves,  until  the  esta« 
blishment  of  the  Legion  of  Honour  was  created  by  the  law  of  the  Syth 
Florcaljvear  10, 
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Thia  legion  is  composed  of  a  graud  council  of  administratioo,  and  of 
sixteen  cohorU,  each  of  which  has  its  particular  chief  place.— «The  ein'« 
peror  is,  of  right,  chief  of  the  legion,  and  president  of  the  grand  council 
of  administration. — Each  cohort  is  composed  of  seven  grand  officers,  bav<* 
inga  salary  of  5000  francs. — Twenty  commandants  at  2000  fr.  Thirty 
officers  at  1000  fr.  Three  hundred  and  fifty  legionaries  ut  9,50  fr.—- * 
These  stipends  are  levied  on  the  estates  attaclied  to  each  cohort. — The 
members  of  the  legion  of  honour  are  so  for  life. — The  grand  council  of  ad-^ 
ministratioD  names  the  members  of  the  legion.— -AH  the  military  wbo 
have  received  arms  of  honour  are  members  of  the  legion. — The  military 
who  have  rendered  essential  services  to  the  state ;  the  citizens  who,  by 
their  knowledge,  their  taleuts,  or  their  virtue,  have  coutribuled  to  esta<« 
blish  or  defend  the  principles  of  government ;  or  have  caused  justice  and 
the  public  administration  to  be  loved  and  respected,  may  be  ranked  mem- 
ben  of  the  legion  of  honour. — The  military  of  every  degree,  members 
of  the  legion  of  honour,  are  divided  into  sixteen  cohorts,  coufurmable  to 
the  tables  annexed  to  the  decree  of  the  27th  Messidor,  year  10. 

£very  individual  admitted  into  the  legion  of  honour,  swears  upon  his 
honour  to  devote  iiimself  to  the  service  of  the  state. 

The  decoration  of  the  members  of  the  legion  of  honour  consists  of  a 
star  of  five  double  rays,  the  centre  of  the  star,  surrounded  by  a  wreatli 
of  oak  and  laurel,  represents  the  liead  of  the  Emperor,  with  this  inscrip- 
tion,— Napoleon^  Empereur  des  Fran^aiSf  and  on  the  reverse  the  French 
eagle  holding  the  thunderbolts,  with  the  following  inscription,  llunneur  ei 
JPatrie,  The  decoration  is  enamelled  in  white :  it  is  of  gold  for  the  ^rand 
officers,  the  comnmlidants  and  officers^  and  in  silver  for  tlie  legionaries^ 
and  attached  to  one  of  the  button-holes  of  the  dress,  bv  a  waved  red  rib« 
boo.  The  members  of  the  legion  ought  to  wear  their  decoration  at  all 
timeA.-»The  grand  decoration  of  the  legion  of  honour,  consists  of  a  red 
ribbon,  passing  from  the  right  shoulder  to  the  left  side,  to  theendjof 
which  is  attached  the  eagle  of  the  legion,  by  a  waved  red  ribbon  ;  and  a 
plate  of  embroidery  in  silver  (on  the  left  side  of  the  mantles  or  habits)^ 
composed  of  ten  rays,  in  the  middle  of  which  is  the  eagle  of  the  legion, 
with  these  words,  Uonneur  et  Patrie, — This  decoration  is  only  conferred 
bj  the  Emperor  on  the  grand  officers,  the  number  of  whom  cannot  ex** 
ceed  sixty. 

The  members  of  the  legion  of  honour  have  the  title  of  Chevalier.  Thia 
title  is  transmissabl^to  their  descendants  direct  and  legitimate,  natural 
and  adoptive,  from  male  to  male,  according  to  the  order  of  progeuiturei 
but  in  order  to  obtain  letters  of  transmission,  it  is  necessary  to  prove  to 
the  archchancellor  of  the  empire,  the  possession  of  a  net  revenue  of  at 
least  3000  francs. 

The  military,  members  of  the  legion  honour,  have  a  right  to  be  ad« 
minted  into  the  military  colleges  established  in  the  residence  of  the  chief 
Ifhuses  of  thjB  cohorti.— -These  military  are  received,  in  virtue  of  the  au«

if  the  legionary  has  a  stipend  of  retirement,  or  a  petsonal  and  BittA 
Tfkenue,  the  gratification  is  diminished  by  a  sum  equal  to  the  toUA  of 
tW  stipend  of  retirement  and  personal  revenue,  added  together.  'All 
the  members  of  the  cohort  are  payed  tft  the  end  of  eveiy  three  months, 
by  the  treasurer  of  the  cohort.  On  the  abstracts  of  refview,  delivc4M  by 
the  inspectors  (or  muster-masters)  and  on  the  Certificates  of  life  examined 
by  the  chancellor  of  the  cohort. — The  quality  of  a  member  of  the  tenieii 
of  honour  is  lost  by  the  same  causes,  as  those  by  which  the  quality  of  i 
French  citizen  is  lost,  conformable  to  the  4th  article  of  the  eonstitiition* 
The  exercise  of  the  rights  and  prerogatives  of  a  member  of  the  legion  of 
honour,  may  be  suspended  by  the  same  causes  as  those  which  auapeod 
the  rights  of  a  French  citizen.  No  infamous  punishment  can  lie^fO" 
cuted  on  a  legionary,  until  he  has  been  degraded. '  For  this  degHwIatioB 
the  president  of  the  tribunal,  or  the  prerident  of  the  council  of  waiyon 
the  requisition  of  the  reporter,  pronounces,  immediately  after  the  Myfaig 
of  the  sentence,  the  following  formula.-— <«  You  have  behaved  didioiMV^ 
ably ;  I  d^lare,  in  the  name  of  the  legion»thaC  yon  1»t^  eeaisd'  1o*l»t 
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member  of  it."  The  breakiog  of  a  legionary  NoQ-comuiisiioned  offiqer, 
and  the  degradation  of  a -legionary  soldier,  cannot  take  place  witbput  tlif 
authoritj  of  the  minister  of  war,  nor  can  he  give  that  authority  uatil  be 
has  informed  the  Grand  ChanoeUor«  who  takes  the  orders  of  tiie  chief  of 
the  legion. 

MEMOIR  OF  THE  DUKE  OF  ALBVBiQUERQUE. 

Sxa, — YOUR  act  hav«ig  noted  the  death  of  the  Duke  of  Alburquer* 
que,  and  your  having  inserted  a  brief  memoir  of  his  gallant  countryman, 
the  Alarquis  de  la  Uomana,  will  I  hope  excuse  me  in  sending  you  these 
few  lines.  The  small  portion  of  information  which  is  conveyed  by  tliis 
letter  aspires  /'  neither  to  the  importance  of  liistory,  nor  attempts  the  de- 
tail of  biography,"  by  contemplating  tlte  resplendent  talentb  of  so  great 
a  man»  the  writer  is  aware,  that  the  warmth  of  an  enthusiast  may  occasi- 
onally be  conspicuous  in  tliis  imperfect  tribute  to  a  memory  that  must 
be  dear  to  every  admirer  of  the  glorious  struggle  on  the  Peninsula. 

On  the  18th  of  February,  1811,  died,  in  the  37th  year  of  his  age,  of  a 
\iolent  fever,  after  a  short  illness,  the  most  excellent  Senor  Don  Joze 
Maria  de  la  Cueva,  Duke  of  Alburquerque,  Grandee  of  Spain,  Knight 
pf  Uie  IMilitary  Order  of  Santiago,  Grand  Cross  of  the  Spanish  Order  of 
Charles  III.  and  Ambassador  Extraordinary  from  his  Catholic  Majesty 
Ferdinand  VII.  to  his  Britannic  Majesty.     In  rank  and  possessions  this 
nobleman  was  amongst  the  first  in  Spain  under  the  old  government. 
The  Duke  had  passed  his  life  in  military  service.     He  entered  the  army 
ID  1795,  when  twenty-one  years  of  age,   and  displayed  in  the  war  then 
carried  on  against  France,  the  presages  of  that  courage  and  skill  whicli 
have  since  been  so  fully  developed;  and,  during  the  present  contest,  he 
bad  not  for  an  instant  quitted  the  service  of  his  country.    He  was  a  pure 
Spaniard,  detesting  the  dominion  of  France,  to  which  Godoy  had  subju- 
gated his  country,  and  to  avoid  the  humiliating  spectacle  which  the  influ* 
ence  of  tliat  favourite  exhibited,  offered  his  services  in  the  army  which 
(be  JVIarquis  Romana  led  into  the  north  of  Europe.     The  first  intelli- 
gence of  the  new  disgraces  which  were  preparing  for  his  beloved  country, 
reached  him  w^en  in  Frinen  with  that  distinguished  officer.     Though 
saffering  from  ill  health,  he  determined  to  return  home,  and  hastened 
with  expedition  to  Paris,  where  he  first  heard  the  particulars  of  the'base 
transactions  then  going  forward  in  Si>aip.     Tlie  Spanish  grandees,  who 
were  assembled  in  that  city,  endeavoured  by  persuasions  and  threats  to 
pievent  him  from  returning  to  join  the  patriotic  party  on  his  native  soil. 
He  escaped  the  dangers  of  the  road,  and  having  joined  his  countr3rraen  in 
Val^ikcia,  in  June,  1808,  he  there  organized  an  army,  which,  under  his 
'l^Dnupaodt  inarched  to  Madrid.     lie  published  a  manift^sto,  addressed  to 
-Ib^  teqfuits  and  peasantry  on  his  CKtensive  estates,  which,  in  language  at 
voM!e  pajUciotic  an4  energetic,  called  on  them  to  arm  in  the  cause  of  their 
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cmmlirf •  ^  He  lesiieued  tht  rents  of  those  who  had  suffered  by  the  in- 

■  ctirMDfiM'«f  the  enemy,  remitted  their  ii'iies,  and  by  his  liberal  donations 

tvtheVoluntairr  defenders  of  the  cbnntry^  did  every  thing  in  his  pov^r 

tb'HsliBt'  the  tta^umtfii  cause  r  and  here  let  Englishmen  pause  and-  con* 

lempiate  this  part  of  ht^  character.     He  distingnished  himself  at  the  bat- 

^tle  of  Medcllin ;  arid,  by  his  conduct  at  Tala?ere,  where  be  commanded 

the  Sflanpflh  oavolryf  obtained  the  confidence  of  Lord  "Wellington,  aiiid 

the  praise  of  the  allied  armies.     He  bad  the  singular  good  {brtuoe  uefcr 

S»  have  sustained  a  defeat  when  he  had  the  power  to  direct  bis  oim  o^- 

imtnons.      Cadiz  was  preserved  by  a  rapid  uid  skilful  march,- ^hich  lie 

conducted  in  January,  1810.  Never  did  an  army  endure  greater  fatigues 

.Bii|d  privations;   and  never  did  general  share  in  them  with  more  readi- 

altfss  than  this  gallant  officer,  who  has  merited  the  everlasting  grat'^ade 

.^f  his  country  by  disobeying  its  treacherous  government,  as  muirh  as  by 

|he  exertions  he  subsequently  made.  V  '' 

When  Cuesta  was  removed  fromHiis  command,  the  British  ambasst- 
i^r  urged  tlie  appointment  of  the  Duke  of  Alburquerque  to  succeed 
him  :  an  appointment  so  proper  in  itself,  and  so  acceptable  to  the  Spa- 
fiisb  army,  that  nothing  could  have  prevented  its  adoption  but  that  ptl- 
;tryjeal9a9}'  which  instigated  the  Central  Junta  to  decline  every  soggei- 
|Ion  made  by  their  ally.  It  is  some  consolation  to  the  Duke,  wlioi  added 
tiQ  all  the  qualities  of  a  good  officer,  the  purest  and  most  ardent  affection 
for  his  coiintr}',  to  have  received  in  his  latter  moments  tJic  approbation 
of  the  Cortes  (see  inclosure  No.  Q)^  who  owe  to  him  the  seat  of  their  de- 
liberations. The  Duke  of  Alburquerque  will  I)e  lamented  by  S])aiR  as 
,au  ardent  patriot,  and  a  gallant  soldier ;  by  England,  as  a  firm  friend  ; 
and  by  mankind  as  an  honest  man.  All  London  knows,  and  was  wit- 
pehs  to  the  general  feeling  of  respect  and  melancholy  witli  which  every 
lankof  the  people  (not  the  populace)  from  the  princes  of  the  blood  to 
thfi  lowest  individual  of  the  realm,  followed,  to  the  repository  of  theillus- 
.triousdead,  the  funeral  obsequies  of  the  hero  whose  heart,  steeled  as' it 
was  against  adversity  inflicted  by  the  open  enemies  of  his  countr}%  burst 
at  a  series  of  ungrateful  treatment  from  his  pretended  friends,  which  my 
^g^ood.  wishes  to  the  cause  of  Spain  prevent  me  from  detailing :  the  perso- 
nal attcndatice  of  the  members  of  our  government,  and  other  distin- 
guish^ persons,  retlecis  considerable  credit  on  themselves  and  on  the 
national  character.  For  whatever  could  command  respect,  admiration,  or 
ipnatitude,  on  account  of  high  birth,  of  distinguished  office,  of  unshaken 
loyalty,  of  zealous  and  tried  patriotism,  of  courage  and  conduct  against 
the  common  enemy;  all  this,  and  much  more,  was  centered  in  the  cha- 
racter of  this  lamented  nobleman,  indeed,  from  the  corresponding:  ac- 
l^ounts  of  all  who  have  known,  or  have  said  any  thing  of  this  distingvdsb- 
pd  nobleman, -from  the  testimony  of  the  Marquis  Wellesley  in  the  Houib 
flPee rSy  downwards,  his  merits  must  have  been  eminently  eoospictiousii 
)»s  ze^l  for  his  country's  aet vice.  H^«f  pear;  to>bove  l^n  «&imtttxl*wilk 
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m  proper  sense  of  what  wm  due  to  the  patriciaD  rank  be  held  in  hiaown 
country,  to  hare  felt  a  just  indignation  at  the  atrocious  attempts  of  a 
foreign  tyrant,  and  to  have  seen  with  shame  and  scorn  the  timidity*  and 
treachery  of  others  of  his  own  rank  «nd  station.  He  fell  prenwturdjr, 
the  victim  of  a  sensibility  too  acute  and  too  refined.  It  is  when  cases 
like  the  present  occur  that  the  world  should  be  shewn,  and  especiaH^ 
^France  should  know  it,  that  valour  exercised  in  the  came  ofpabKc  vir- 
tue, loyalty,  and  patriotism,  shall  not  pass  by  unregarded,  while  foul 
iotrigue,  unjust  invasion,  and  barbarous  spoliation,  are  leading  adventn«i 
rers  to  thrones.  Europe  may  see  with  wonder  and  admiration,  that  there 
ivan  asylnm  of  safety  for  oppressed  and  expatriated  princes,  mnd  of  fao* 
Bonr  for  those  who  have  nobly  contended  against  the  common  usurper* 
tad  that  the  ashes  of  the  brave  may  rest  in  the  country  of  British  royalty 
and  greatness,  secure  from  that  ferocious  cruelty  which  forbad  the  city 
of  IBrunswick  the  melancholy  satisfaction  of  becoming  the  repository  of 
its  departed  prince.  Had  it  pleased  Providence  to  protract  his  esi«fel9^ce» 
and  restore  him  to  health,  the  decree  of  the  Cortes,  of  the  14th  January, 
i811»  would  have  placed  him  where  he  wished  to  be,  and  have  cheered' his 
heart  with  the  gratifying  experience  that  he  did  not  serve  an  nngratefal 
coputry.  It  is  the  more  to  be  regretted,  that  the* full  reparation  offered 
by  the  Cortes  for  all  the  wrongs  which  he  suffered  from  the  Junta  of  Ca- 
diz, was  not  known  to  him  some  weeks  previous  to  his  death.  It  might 
bavQ  prevented  the  unfortunate  catastrophe,  which  his  friends  and  thote 
oTSpain  have  to  deplore.  In  addition  to  this  honourable  testimbny  friMn 
the  Cortes,  the  Regency  had  sent  orders  by  the  packet  which  arrived  <biit 
It  few  hours  after  the  death  of  the  Duke»  for  him  to  proceed  to  Galicia* 
for  the.  purpose  of  assuming  the  chief  command  in  the  North  of  Spftii^; 
mdA  General  Mahi  was  to  be  appointed  to  a  command  in  Murcia.  *  >  <•: 
Let-  as  now,  in  -closing  this  subject,  invoke  the  shade  of  this  great- ii«» 
parted  sbldier,  to  inspire  those  who  now  have  the  direction  of  tbe  affidM 
of  bb  Couulrymen  with  a  spirit  congenial  with  his  own ;  we  sliall  theOf 
at  all  events,  terminate  our  struggles  with  magnanimity,  .and  le«v«ly^ 
ganby  no  cause  for  exultation.  .^  '.

'  3euor,*^The  instailatioil  of  your  Majesty  is  an  event  -as  <fortunate  for 
8psM,  Bs'it'was  desired  by  all  who  know  her  true  intereit,  and  there  is 
(Rftaifily  no -good  Spaniard  wbo  does  not  regard  it  a$.  an  epoch  of  the 
If^oit  flittering  hopcs^  under  the  auspices  of  your  Majerty • 
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No  one,  Senor,  can  exceed  me  in  this,  nor  in  an  ardent  desire  to  mcr^ 
fice  my  life  in  defence  ofthe  country.  Before  that  great  eTent»  which  I 
consider  so  fortunate  for  my  country^  I  every  day  exposed  my  life  in  de« 
ftnce  of  our  sacred'cause :  for  honour  and  for  that  cause  I  haye  abai^ 
doned  my  property,  forgotten  my  safety,  and  spared  no  fatigue  or  sacri* 
fice  which  the  general  good  required.  This,  and  much  more,  is  easy 
when  honour  is  the  reward.  For  it  men  fight :  it  forms  good  officer^ 
who  never  can  oxist  without  it ;  and,  in  short,  it  is  indubitable^  that  ia 
the  career  of  arms,  tliere  is  felt  no  o'ther  inspiring  stimulus—*!  do  not  say 
to  great  actions,  but  even  to  the  fulfilment  of  the  roost  comoion  duties 
in  the  face  of  an  enemy,  particularly  in  armies  which  have  not  bsca 
able  to  conquer :  for  in  conquering  armies,  private  interest  may  have 
some  place,  being  gratified  with  the  spoils  of  the  countries  whack  they 
subdue. 

I  conuder  your  majesty  as  deeply  penetrated  with  this  truth,  and 
am  fuHly  persuaded  that  your  majesty  will  support,  with  all  your  power, 
this  principle  of  military  honour,  so  essential  to  the  salvation  of  the  coon* 
try.  I  feel  also  convinced  that  you  w^l  receive  with  satisfaction  the 
subjoined  memorial,  which  I  have  the  honour  to  present  as  one  ofthe 
fist  fruits  of  the  iqvaluable  decree  establishing  the  liberty  ofthe  press. 
To  this  liberty  I  owe  the  power  of  shewings  that  military  honour  %upportr 
itself  in  Spain,  and  that  by  it  those  doubts  may  be  dispersed  which  were 
propagated  against  me  and  the  army  under  my  command.  Its  honour 
and  mine  cannot  rest  satisfied  with  ambiguous  phrases,  and  measures 
procured  by  stealth ;  it  becomes  necessary  to  prove  to  the  world  the 
propriety  of  its  conduct,  displaying  at  the  same  time  the  malice  or  the 
ignorance  of  thove  who  have  sought  to  throw  censures  upon  it^  Since  my 
departure  from  Cadiz,  up  to  this  date,  I  have  sacrificed  this  point  of 
honour  to  isilence  ;  and  1  cannot  do  less  than  represent  to  your  Majesty 
that  this  sacrifice,  made  with  arms  in  my  hands,  and,  still  mof%,  when  I 
p^Dssessed  the  good  will  of  the  army,  offended  as  well  as  myself,  was  so  ex* 
pensive  to  me  that  it  well  nigh  cost  me  my  life,  such  was  the  effort  I  was 
forced  to  make  to  subdue  my  feelings.  But  the  sacred  name  of  country  and 
the  consideration  that  it  would  tend  to  ruin  the  important  service  I  had 
just  performed  of  saving  Cadiz,  since  the  least  commotion  would  have 
determined  the  enemy  to  attack  the  different  points  of  the  Isla,  which 
were  then  in  nearly  a  defenceless  state,  and  that  being  in  possession  ofthe 
Isla  he  would  soon  be  master  of  Cadiz,  were  considerations  sufficiently 
powerful  to  silence  the  voice  ofoiiended  honour.  But  the  internal  strug- 
gle which  1  underwent  was  greater  than  my  physical  strength,  and  my 
constitution  butVerd  not  a  little  as  well  as  my  mind.  Abused  however  as 
i  have  l^een,  and  my  conduct  aspersed,  1  could  not  without  vindicating  it 
remain  in  command.  Tlie  former  ;;overnment  endeavoured  to  give  me 
satii^idctiou  through  indirect  means  and  urged  me  to  continue,  but  neither 
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my  houour  nor  my  health  permitted  it.  Separated  at  last  from  the  army, 
1  began  to  breathe  again,  satisfied  with  the  teatimouy  of  my  conscience* 
Tranquil  with  regard  to  .my  conduct,  the  idea  of  halving  &ei;v^djny  coi;^- 
try>  even.by  my  silence  and  retreat,  has  supported  me  till  this  hapjpjr 
moKpenty  at  which,  I  hope,  from  the  rectitude  and  energy  of  youc 
Majesty,  tliat  you  will  direct  that  public  satisfaction  be  given  to  theaxo^

On  the  13th  General  Platoff  reports,  that  Lieutenant  General  Martinott  having 
attacked  the  enemy,  with  Major^Gcncral  KoutenikofTs  brigade,  as  he  was  march- 
innf  on  the  higli  road,  killed  ftve  hundred  of  them,  and  made  four  huudred  prisoners, 
amongst  whom  was  Genera)  Dseworofsky.  The  head-quarters  were  at  Sturoselije. 
Nov.  15.— Lieutenant-Genrral  Schf-fclert^s  report  of  the  lOth  states,  that  the  major 
part  of  the  niiercbants  of  Ratstaff  Pulosott,  together  with  the  citizens  of  thai  town^ 
aiiimatefl  by  the  love  of  their  country,  had  equipped  a  detachment  of  one  hundred 
cavalry  ;  and  having  armed  them  with  pikes,  swords,  and  muskets,  during  the  whoKs 
of  the  continuance  of  the  military  operationa  in  the  government  of  Smolensko  (hey 
had  made  several  excursions,  in  which  they  had  many  affairs  with  the  enemy,  wfth 
advantage  to  themsclvM,  hy  which  means  they  in  fact  saved  their  town  from  bein^ 
plundered.    The  head-quarters  al  Krouglo. 

Report  from  the  General  of  cavalry  Count  Wittgenstein  to  his  Imperial  3Iigedty^ 
dattd  Staroc  Boryssow,  Nov.  09 Ih.— Yesterday  I  had  (he  honour  mfrnt  subtnlksivety 
to  report  to  your  Imperial  Mojesly,  upon  the  defeat  of  the  cordis  of  Marshal  Vicl6l^, 
from  whom  the  troops  of  your  Majesty  took  four  cannon,  two  standard!:,  slkty- 
sevcn  staff  and  other  officers,  and  three  thousand  prisoner!),  independently  of  k 
considerable  number  in  killed  and  wounded.  After  this  victory  there  surren'lci'cdy 
the  General  of  Division  Parthtnaut,  the  General  of  Brigade  Billin-,  the  Chief  of 
the  StaflT  D^EIert ;  Generals  Canins  and  Blamont,  flVe  colonels,  fifteen '>ieutenanr- 
colonels,  two  hundred  and  twenty-four  officers,  and  seven  thousand  eight  linndr^4 
privates ;  amongst  these  were  two  whole  regiments  of  cavalry,  fully  mounted,  the 
one'  a' Saxon  regiment,  and  one  of  Berg.  I  afterwards  resolved  on  attacking  Na'po* 
Icon  himself:  which  I  did  not  fail  to  perform  on  (he  same  day.  The  enemy  ap* 
proached  thi  jfissage  of  the  Bcretina  in  great  force,  and  stupt  there  to  defend  ft 
with  the  greatest  obstinacy^  in  ordfcr  to  save  hit  artillery  and  baggage  :  without  his 
infc  diacoiiccf  ted  by  his  great  efi4>rts,  I  drove  him  back  the  disttfnee  of  thrre  versts. 
The  engafement  lasted  the  wholtday.  To-day  I  compelled  him  to  crots  tin;  rivrr 
near  Stoadcazie,  where,  afler  having  passed  it,  he  burned  the  bridgtr ;  but  having 
received,  pontooa  from  Admiral  Tchichagoff,  I  am  at  this  moment  occupied  iu  getr 
tiqf  ihem  tbro»n  on  the  river.  I  shall  pass  it  immediately,  and  shall  act  in  cof|« 
^amttunt  with  him  luid  General  Platoff.  Yesterday  we  took  from  the  enemy  one 
iicldrpUce,  ud  m%^  fifteen  hundred  pritoncrt.    Tg^day  we  look  twelve  picoet  at 
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cannon,  and  a  dontidrrable  naniher  of  them  he  cant  hiaielf  into  the  rirer.  I  kare 
iilso  talcen  B  nniAber  of  officers  and  men  ;  others  are  continually  arriTinfTy  so  thai 
Thave  not  as  yet  been  able  to  tdce  any  acconnt  of  them  ;  they  brinf^  ui«  besides, 
ab  many  camafea,  bclonfinf^  to  Bonaparte  as  well  as  to  prirate  Individuals,  thit 
(he  distance  of  half  a  rerst  is  covered  with  them,  so  as  not  to  allow  persons  to  past 
cither  on  fbot  or  on  horseback.  I  hare  been  obli|fed,  therefore,  to  dispatch  thxtt 
companies  of  militia  to  clear  a  passaipe  only  for  the  troops.  Upon  these  carrisfns 
most  of  them  lately  the  property  of  Moscow  ftmilies,  waa  tband,.  besides  a  great 
booty  for  the  troops,  a  quantity  of  church  plate  and  other  effects,  which  the  eaeay 
had  stolen  at  Moscow.  We  are  occnpied  in  collecting  it  alto^her,  in  order  to  tcsJ 
it  to  the  Governor-General  of  Moscow.  In  reporting  this  most  humbly  to  your 
Imperiatl  Majesty,  I  lay  at  thesama  tinie*at  your  feet  theslhndards  which  I  hare 
taken  from  the  enemy.  We  have  lost,  daring  these  three  days,  above  three  tboo- 
sand  men. 

Report  of  Admiral  TchichagofT,  on  fhe  road  of  Ostaehero,  on  the  99th  of  Nor. 
Seeing  the  possibility  of  corafmanicatinfc  directly  with  Si.  Peteraborgh,  I  profit  of  it, 
to  m^ke  known  to  jrour  Majesty  all  that  liaa  happened  since  my  last  report.    The 
following  day  after  my  arrival  at  Miusfc  I  reinforced  my  advanced  guard,  and  or* 
.  dered  General  Lambert  to  go  on  the  side  of  Borisow.    On  the  2l6t  of  Nov.  heat- 
tacked  at  the  break  of  day  the  redoubts  occupied  by  the  rear  guard  of  Gfaeral 
Dombrowsky,  who  had  arrived  in  great  haste  from  Bercsina  to  take  possession  of  it. 
The  resistance  was  very  great ;  they  funght  a  long  time,  and  with  fury.     Your  Ma- 
jesty possesses  in  Count  Lambert  an  active,  conrageoos,  and  able  General,  capable 
of  surmounting  every  diffirnlty,  who  having  perceived  the  importance  of  this  pest^ 
In  which  the  enemy  had  collected  all  their  force  to  maintain  themselves,  decided  to 
take  it,  and  completely  succeeded.     The  enemy  lost  two  thousand  men  in  killed, 
and  wc  have  made  as  many  prisonei:*.     The   remains  of  the  corps  of  Dowbroasky 
have  been  pursued  and  dispersed.     In  the  mean  time,  whilst  my  advanced  guard 
was  going  from  Minsk  to  Borisow,  General  Ichaplitz  was  sent  to  Lcmbin  to  obserre 
the  passage  of  the  Berisina,  and  Colonel   Loukowkin  to  take  possession  of  every 
tiling  that  the  enemy  had  been  obliged  to  abandon.     Some  detachments  of  Dom- 
browsky had  really  crossed  that  river.  Colonel  Loukowkin  attacked  them,  and  took 
from  them  a  colonel,  many  officers,  three  hundred  soldiers,  and  one  colour.    The 
passage  of  the  river  near- Borisow  had  been  judged  so  important,  that  the  enemy 
turned  towards  it  all  his  attention.     In  consequence,  Oudinot  was  detached  to  rein- 
force Dombrowsky,  but  the  tete-du-pont  established  on  this  side,  rendered  fruitley^ 
all  their  endeavours.     The  enemy,  determined  to  force  his  passage,  made  demon- 
strations  upon  my  points,  and  he  succeeded  at  last  in  finding  a  very  strong  position 
at  13  vcrsts  from  Borisow,  where  he  placed  a  battery  of  30  pieces  of  cannon,  and 
having  on  its  flanks  marshes  and  heights.      He  efTected  the   passage  of  the  river 
nnder  the  protection  of  his  batteries,  so  as  to  render  it  impossible  fojr  us  to  prevent 
it,  particularly  as  the  river,  nt  the  plar«*  nhere  he  effected  his  passage,  at  as  very  nar- 
row, so  that  the  infantry  crossed  it  on  horseback.     On  the  27th  and  :28th  we  heard 
a  cannonade,  first  on  the  right  and  theu  on  the  left.     The  Counts  Wittgenstein  and 
PlatofT  approached.    Communications  were  established  between  us.     Ou  the  iSth 
1  attacked  the  enemy  in  front,  at  the  same  time  that  Wittgenstein  found  himself  al- 
ready engaged  with  the  troops  which  defended  the  passage  of  the  river  on  the  op- 
posite side;    Some  prisoners  informed  us  that  Napoleon  waa  in  person  at  thb  battle, 
with  all  his  force,  which  amounted  to  about  70,000  men.— The  corps  oC  Oudinot 
and  Victor,  that  formed  part  of  it,  were  composed  of  soldiers  who  bad  not  anB'ered 
much,  as  they  were  still  provided  liotli  with  artillery  and  cavalry.     The  guaid  of 
Napolenii  is  likcwiae  in  tolerable  condition.    The  enemy  waa  driven  back  to  the  tli»> 
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tsnce  of  four  or  five  vertts,  with  tbe  los^of  one  cumon,  nhiiiy  olficen,  some  hun- 
dreds of  priione r«,  and  a  considerable  number  of  killed.  Lieateuant-Genrral  Sac- 
^n,  whom  I  left  in  the  environe  of  Brut,  has  perfectly  executed  my  orders.  The 
Prince  of  Schwarlzenber^  has  twice  approached  Slonim,  but  General  Sarken  hav- 
ing attacked  Refnicr  two  days  succesnvely,  forced  hiin  to  retreat  and  join  Prince 
Achwartienberg.  LieutenaBt-€rencral  Hegpoter  lias  lost  one  pair  of  colours  and  looo 
inrisouen.  1  have  just  learnt,  that  the  enemy  is  retreating^  from  before  me,  havinf^ 
tost  one  more  caanon  and  some  bagfa^e.     I  am  i^oinff  to  pursue  the u.

He  first  contemplated  the  post ihility  of  assembliaf  sodi.a  nami  §oigcit  \m  tf^On 
ael  as«  ct>mbined  with  a  numerous  flotilla,  shouhl  enable  him  to  dif^mbarfc  in  Ea|- 
land  an  army  snfficieot,  io  his  conception,  to  snbjofiBtc  fthit  oo««|fyf$  aM^thpn|li 
the  coaqaest  of  Great  Britain  be  hoped  to  realise  bis  piojoct«f.  WT— ■>!  <W|ha. 

By  the  adoption  of  aa  enlarged  and  provident  system  of  intonml  lirimni^  a»im 
the  viAknir  of  His  Majesty's  fleets  and  armies,  this  dcsifo  woo.eatirelf^ftw^ntidi 
^MA  the  naval  force  of  France,  after  the  most  signal  dcieals^  wao?camprilfdjli»  ff^ia 
from  the  ocean. 

.  An  attempt  was  then  made  toefiectnale  ttio  same  pnrpoae  by  otlier;wnaic  a 
System  was  brought  forward,  by  which  the  Rakr  of  France  bopod  At  aooilillatatbs 
commerce  of  Great  Britain,  to  shake  her  public  Credit,  and, to  deatioy  ber  Hfrnfa^t 
to  render  uselas  her  maritime  Superiority,  snd  so  to  avail  himself  of  bia  co«liaca|sl 
ascendancy,  as  to  constitate  hiatelf  in  a  great  measure  tba  arbiter  of.Mic  ^fVh 
notwithstanding  the  destniclion  of  his  fleeU. 

Wih  this  view,  by  the  Decree  of  Berlin,  isUowed  by  that  of  Milao«  ba  dadand 
the  British  territories  to  be  in  a  stste  of  bbicfcade  *,  and  that  all  Coameroo  or 
currospoDilence  with  Grrat  Britain  wat  prohibited.  He  decreed  that  every 
and  cariio,  which  had  entered,  or  wat  found  proceeding  to  a  British  port,  ot 
under  any  circumstances,  had  been  visited  by  a  British  ship  of  war,  should  be  law- 
ful prise  :  he  declared  ail  British  goods  and  produce,  wherever  firand,  and  however 
acquired,  whether  coming  from  the  Mother  Country  or  from  her  coloaies,  subfect 
to  conhscatiuu  :  he  further  declared  to  be  denationalised,  the  flag  of  all  neatnl 
ships  that  suuld  be  found  offending  against  these  his  Decrees  :  and  he  gave  to  this 
|nvjpi*t  of  universal  Tyranny,  the  name  of  the  Continental  System. 

Fur  these  attempts  to  ruin  the  commerce  of  Great  Britain,  by  means  snbvertivc 
of  the  clcarcf  t  rights  of  neutral  nationii,  France  endeuvonred  in  vain  to  rest  her 
justification  upon  the  previous  conduct  of  His  Majesty's  Government. 

Under  circumstances  of  anparelleled  provocation.  His  Majesty  had  abi^taioed  from 
any  measure,  which  the  ordinary  mles  of  the  Law  of  Nations  did  not  fvlly  warraat. 
Never  was  the  maritime  superiority  of  a  Belligerent  over  his  enemy,  more  coaspkte 
and  decided.  NeviT  was  the  opposite  Belligerent  to  formidably  dangcroas  io  bis 
power,  and  in  bis  policy,  to  the  liberties  of  all  other  nations.  France  bad  already 
trampled  so  openly  and  8>-«tcmatically  on  the  most  sacred  rights  of  Neutral  Fowcrty 
as  might  well  hsve  jnstified  the  placing  her  out  of  the  pale  of  civiKaed  aatttftof. 
Yet  in  this  fxiremc  case,  Great  Britain  had  so  used  htr  naval  asceadaaey,  tbalbcr 
enemy  could  find  no  just  cause  of  complaint :  and  in  order  to  give  to  tbco 
decrees  the  appearance  of  retaliation,  the  Ruler  of  France  was  obliged  to 
principles  of  maritime  law  unsanctioned  by  any  other  authority,  than  hia  own 
bitrary  will. 

--  The  pretext 8  fur  these  Decrees  were,  first,  that  Great  Britain  hadexcrdMAlbe 
rights iif  war  against  private  persons,  their  ships  and  goods  ^  as  if  the  only  o^stf 
af  leffitimate  hostility  on  the  ocean  were  the  public  property  of  a  State,  or  aa  if  te 
Edicts,  and  the  Coartaof  France  Itielf  bad  not  at  all  timer  enforced  tbif  right  with 
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ir }.  •ecowUy,  tb«t  Che  Britiiih  orders  of  blockade,  initend  of  being 
cdftftwd:  to  lbttiicd-4Mntt,  b«d  m  France  Mserted»  beea  nnlavfully  extended  to 
rmiiMMiil  fm«M  nd  ports,  Md  to  tbe  mouths  of  rivcri  j  and  thirdly  that  they, 
bad  l>eett'applt<5dlo  ptacatf  aad  to  coasts,  which  neither  vere,  nor  could  be  actually 
blocftadcd.  Thcrlntof  these  charf^es  is  not  founded  on  fact  \  whilst  tbe  otbersy 
cren  by  tbe  admission  of  the  American  Government^  are  utterly  groundless  in  point

viii%,''WAItllllhoald:touefa'itt  Great  Britain,  or  be  visited  by  British  ships  of  war* 
RVfil^Aiy,  lavtftli 'previously  taaued  the  Order  of  January  ito?^-  as  an  act  of  mi- 
tigMW'VM^^IMCIollV'v^is*  at  lenfH^ -compelled,  by  the  persevering  vit)leBce  of  tha 
AUWff^  aMtlA'icblitlMied  scqniBBcenoe  of  Neutral  Powers,  to  cevuit^  upoo  France, 
iflrA*fiiiM''i$fln^ttM  umnner,  tlie  nicusure  of  her  own  injustice ;  by  dedarinfCv  in  an 
OMI*  M -IMMCtl;  bearing  4hltc  the  iitb  of  November  1807,  that  no  neutral  vessel 
should  proceed  to  France  or  to  any  uftbe  countries  from  which,  in  odcdtence  to  the 
Aetdli^'9m%toeie;  British  commerce  waacxclnded,  wilbont  first  toacbing  ai  a 
f  b^in  QrMt  Britain,  or  her  dependencies.  At  the  same  time  His  l^Irjesty  intW 
mMMTflla' readiness  to  repeal  the  Orders  in  Coaocil,  whenever  Fraiioe  should  re* 
seind  her  Decrees,  and  return  to  tbe  accnstomed  prnici|ilefl<of  maritime  wnrlare^ 
afriPM  if  atibaeqnent  period,  as  a  proof  of  His.H^estyV  sincere  desire  to  accom* 
modate,  as  far  as  possible.  His  defensive  measures  to  the -convenience  of  Neutral 
YVMrCM^  the  operation  of  the  Orders  in  Counail  was,  by  en  order  issued  in  April 
rM9,'lfittited  to  a  blockade  of  France,  and  of  the  countries  subjected  to  her  imngM» 
dHil^'  dtmHftilmi 

9y¥tcms  «f  ^olenee,  oppression,  and  tyranny,  can  never  be  suppressed,  or  epran 
^6tMd,  if  the  Power  against  which  sach  injustice  is  exercised,  be  debarred  from 
the '  right  of  f*11  and  adequate  retaliation  !  or,  if  the  measures  of  the  retaliating 
P9#W,  are  to  be  considered  as  malters  of  just  offence  to  neutral  nations,  whUtt 
the/  vltfasnreli  of  original  aggression  and  violence^  are  to  be  tolerated  with  indifie*- 
Mlfe«^  MHflfeissiou',  or  complacency. 

The  Government  of  the  United  States  did  not  foil  to  remonstrate  against  the  Oi^ 
dcrft' 1ft  Council  of  Great  Britain.  Although  fhey  knew,  that  these  Orders  would 
lie  T#roked,  if  tbe  Decrees  of  France,  which  had  occasioned  them,  were  rcpeaUAlp 
they  resolved  at  the  same  moment  to  resist  the  conduct  of  both  Belligerents,*  !»• 
Mead^Df' rvquirlng  France  ia  thefirat  instaneo  to  resciwi  her  Decrees.  Applying 
itiMf  im^tstly  Ike  same  measure  of  Vesentmeat  to  the  aggressor,  and  to  the  paatsr 
aMflCVcd,  thty  adopted  measures  of  coramercialireaistance  against  both— a  syslemi' 
^  ftatfetaiet,  which,  however  varied  In  the  successive  Acts  of  Embargo,  Noii«Io» 
tkwifse,  or  Noa-Iroportation,  was  evidently  aneqaal  in  its  operation,  and  princi- 
pally Itvhiled  ngainst  the  superior  commerce,  and  maritime  power  orCsaat  Britain. 
'fttaaahM  partiality  towaiSis  France  was  observable,-  in  their  negotiations,  as  in 
iWHr  wtemnH  af  alleged  resistance. 

'"li^lentfon'waa  made  to  both  BelUgereats  for  a  revocation  of  4hcir  respectiv* 
c<Maldf  blit'.lhe  terms  in  which  they  were  made  were  widely  different. 
*.  <lf^Vrantr  was  reijuired  a  revocation  only  of  tbe  Berllii  and  Milan  I^ecrees,  aU 
fhouf^  many 'other  edicts,  grossly  violating  the  neutral  commerce  of  the  United 
StAfoKtanltieea  promulgated  by  that  Power.  No  security  was  demanded,  that  tie 
BttftofkMl  miali  Decrees,  even  if  rtvokedi  ^onld  not  under  some  other 'form-  ba 
MdslhUislMfli-  add  a  direct  engagement  was  offered,  tliat  upon  snehi  revocation,  the 
ifaMWluvWfihBnetit -would  lake  part  ia  the  war  agaivat  Great  Britain,  if  Gftaf 
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Britain  did iMfT  imAictUfttcly  reiKrind  her  Ordm^^-Wlierca*  ao  cormpondivf  cn- 
|pig«tfneiit  wmi  offered  to  Gtest  Britaiil,  of  whom  it  itm  rvqvfred,  not  only  that  the 
Ot^n  \n  Cooneil  ihcmld  be  repeated,  hot  that  no  others  of  ■  ohnilar  natwo  shoaU 
beisiued,  and  that  the  hloeksde  of  May  ]8o6,  thimid  be  nlno'  •bondonc J.  ThU 
Mdrkade*  mtablislied  end  enfurced according  to  aceufltomed 'practice,  badnotbcea 
objected  to  by  the  Untied  Stntca  at  the  time  it  waa  inncd.  Ita  |at>viaiont  vctc  oo 
the  contrary  reprcnentcd  by  the  American  Minister  resident  in  London  at  the  tiae, 
to  hare  been  so  framed,  as  to  afford  in  his  jndfrment,  a  proof  of  the  fticndly 
fosilioo  of  Che  Briti»h  Cabinet  towards  the  United  States. 

tStttX  Britain  was  thns  cMled  npon  to  abandon  one  of  ber-  taoat  important 
time  lights ;  by  acknowledging  the  Order  of  btoekade  in  qnestioa>  to  be  one  of  Ike 
edicts,  ^hich  riotated  the  commerce  of  the  Uniled  Statea,  although  it  hadaerer 
been  ao  roniRdered  in  the  previoas  aegociationa ;  ^aad  althongk-fhe  PrcaMeatof  Ibe 
United  "Statfa  had  Tcceatly  consented  to  abrogate  the  Koft-Interctwifae  iAct,  oa  tk 
mAe  conditioB  vf  the  Orders  in  Council  beinff  rerohed ;  thereby  iNatlactly  adadttiac 
these  orders  to  be  the  Only  edicts^  which  fell  within  the  contemplation  of  the  li«> 
aadifr  which  he  acted. 

A  proposition  ao  hostile  to  Xjrreal  firitaio  coald  not  bat  he  pro^poMioaably  ca- 
bouraglng  to  the  pretensions  of  the  enemy.  As  by  that  alied«t4ig  that  tha  Mochade 
of  nay  isoG,  was  illegal,  the  American  Government  Tirtually  jaatifiedyao  fitfas 
depended  on  them,  the  Freoeh  Decrees. 

After  this 'proposition  bad  been  made^  the  French- Minister  f»rFoff«iga  AAas, 
If 'Hot  in  concert  with  that  Goremment,  at  leaat  in  conformity  with  ita  virvs,  io  a 
iis^tcfi,  dated  the  5th  of  Aagnst  1810,  and  addrevaed  to  the  American^ Miaiakr 
Ksldent  at  Paris,  >statcd  that  the  Berlin  and  Milan  Decreca  wede  revoked^  «ad  Ikst 
their  operation  wonld  ccave  from  the  ibt  day  of  Norcmber  following,  provided  His 
Majesty  would  reroke'liis  Orders  in  Cuuncil,  and  renounce  llie  new-  priaciplei  vi' 
hhicktide;  or  that  the  United  States  would  cause  their  rights-lo  be  respected ;  mean- 
hiCT  thereby,  tba't  they  would  resist  the  retuUatory  meuaures  of  Greut  Britain. 

Although  the  repeal  of  the  French  Decrees  thus  announced  war  cridently  coo- 
tingent,  cither  on  cooressions  to  be  made  by  Great  Britain,  (concessions  to  which  it 
WAS  obvious  Great  Britain  could  not  submit,)  or  on  measures  to  l>e  adopted  by  the 
Udlted  States  of  America;  the  American  Preuidcat  at  once  considered  the  repeal 
is  absolute.  ■  Under  that  pretence  the  Noii^importation  Act  waa  Ktricily  cnforcid 
against  Great  Britain,  whilst  the  ships  of  war,  and  merchant  ships  of  the  enemy 
were  received  into  the  harbours  of  America. 

The  Amencan  Government,  assuming  the  ret>eal  (»f  the  French  Dccreea  to  beab- 
aolnte,  and  effectual,  most  unj\istly  rrquired  Great  Britain,  in  conformity  to  her 
declaratv>mr,  to  revoke  her  Or<lers  in  Council.  Tlie  British  Government  deakd 
that  the  repeal,  wliich  was  anaoanced  in  tlic  letter  of  the  French  Minister  for  Fo- 
rergn  Affairs,  wasanch  as  ought  to  satisfy  Great  Britain;  and  in  order  to  atcertaia 
the  true  character  of  the  measure  adopted  by  France,  the  Goveroment  of  the  UaiItU 
Stotes  was  called  upon  to  produce  the  Instrument,  by  which  the  alleged  repeal  .«»f 
the  French  Decrees  had  l>cett  cfTected.  If  tbise  Decrees  were  really  revoked,  aarh, 
an  iaatrawGOt  mast  exist,  and  no  satisfactory  reason  could  be  given  for  withhold- 
ing it. 

At  length,  on  the  ftistof  May  1812,  and  not  l)cfore,  the  American  Miaiater  in 
I^ndon  did  produce  a  copy,  or  at  least  what  purported  to  be  a  copy  oC  6ach  aa  in* 
airament. 

It  professed  to  bear  date  &8th  of  April- 1611,  long  subsequent  to  the  dispatch  of 

the  French ^Iluistcr  of  Foreign  AfTairsof  the  stU  of  Augtist  iBio,  or  even  the  day 

"  aaaied  tfaerein  vis.  the  tst  November  t'olluwia";,  ^rhcn  the  operation  o#  the  French 
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Decree*  wm   to  ceafe.      This   inRtramcot   cxpreuly  declares  tli»t  the   French 
Decreet  were  repealed  in  consequence  of  the  American  Lei^ialalure  having*  hy  4tcir , 
Act  of  the  \%i  March  1811,  provided,  that  British  ships  and .  merchandise ^ should 
be  enclnded  firom  the  porta  and  harbour*  of  the  United  iita4es» 

By  this  instrument,  theonly  document  prodnced  -by  America  ^s^ a.  repeal  of  the 
French  Decreet^  it  appears  beyond  a  posNibility  of  jiuiiht  or  ciiYil,>that  the  allcg^'d 
nepeai  of  the  French  Decrees  was  conditional,  as  Great  Britain  had  asarrted;  and 
not  ahs^rfute  or-£nai,  as  had  been  maiotaincd  by  Ainei-ica :  that  they  were  not  re- 
pealed at  the  time  they  were  stated  to  be  repeakd  by  the  Amcric^n.(itfTCrniiif4t: 
tjbjat  they  were  not  i[epealed  in  conformity  with  a  proposition,  simnltaneoiisl|r,  vs^t  to 
both  Belligerents,  but. in  conseqneoceof  a  previous  Act  on  the  part  of  the,  Amecican 
Government,  they  were  repealed  in  farout  of  one  Belligerent,  fo  the  prcj^dic^  c\f,Uia 
other  ;  that  the  American  Government  having  adopted  meatiures  restrictive  .i^fipn 
the  commerce  of  both  Qclligerents,  in  cpnsequence.of  Edicts  issued  by  both,frfaiviud- 

.  «d  these  measnres*  as  they  affected  that  Power,  which  was  the  aggressvf ,  wJ^ilRft 
they  pat  them  in  full  operation  agaipst  the  party  aggrieved;  althoagh  l,fa^  .^cts 
•f  both  powers  continued  in  force)  and  laatly  that  they  cscludcd-tUr  ahif«Aof 
narybehinging  to  one  Bell igerent, whilst  they  admitted  into-tAieir  ports  and  harbours 
Uie.  ships  of  war  belonging  tdjhe  othcry  in  violation  of  ona  of  ^  ylaiafsta  and 
most  ossential  dntios  of  a  Neutral  Nation.  n  •       i- 

Althoagh  the  Instmmeiit  thus  produced  waa  by  no  meana  that  general  .«nd  uu* 
f  dified  revocation  of  the  Berlin  and  Milan  DeCuraM,  which  Great  QriUia.had  con- 
tinually  demanded,  and  had  a  full  right  to  claim  }  and  although  this  lustrumant, 
mnder  all  the  circumstaiices  of  its  appearance  at  that  moment,  for  -the  f^nX  time, 
iraa  open  to  the  strongest  suspicions  ^  its  aothenticity;  yet  as  tbf  l^inislcr  of  the 
Uoiicd  Jiiiilatea  prodnced  it,  as  purporting  to  be  a  copy  of  the  lnstruB»ent  of  rev^oa- 
tion,  the  .Government  of  Great  Britain,  desirous  of  reverting,  if  •possiblo»  tpi^be 
nactent  and  accustomed  principles  of  Maritime  War»  determined  npon  vejo^g 
conditionally  thi?  Orders  in  CounciK  Accordingly  in:tha  movth  of  Juae^nal,  J||ia 
Boyal  Hichness  the  Frincis  Kefceat  was  pleased  tq  declare  in  Council,  in  the  name 
and  on  the  behalf  of  Hia  Alajesty,  that  the  Orders  in  Council  ahonld  be  favo|fJMl» 
98  far  as  respected  the  ships  and  property  of  the  United  States  from  tl^.  istof 
Aofust  following.  This  revocation  wns  to  coatinHe  in. force  provided. the. Govern- 
nent  of  the  Uiiitnl  States  should,  within  a  iime  to  bc  limited^  repeal  thfMr  K^ti^c- 
tiveLnws  against  British  commerce.  His  Ulajcsty^s  Minister  in  AMicriieawVt^*- 
pressly  ordered  to  declare  to  thcGovemmeiikt  of  the  United  States,  tbat  <|  tl(ia«aea- 
aure  bad  been  adopted  by  the  Prince  Regent  in  the  earnest  wish- and  hoA^i-e^t^^c

<Aa  If  to  throw  additional  obttaclet  ia  the  way  of  peace,  the  American  Congiess- 
at  the  tMe  timep«c«ed«  1aw,prohibitinf  all  iutcrcourse  with  Great  Britain,  of  tach 
a'tcftor,  at  deprii^cd  the  Ekccntive  Gm'tminent,  accordiag  to  the  Prmidcat^  own 
cdnMrtt^tion  of  that  Act,  of  all  power  of  reitoringf  the  relationn  of  friendly  Inter- 
course  between  the  two  States,  so  for  at  least  aa  concerned  their  commercial  inler- 
eonrse,  ahtit  Congress  thoatd  rc-asscmblc. 

T%e'Pre«idcnt  of  the  United  States  hat,  it  is  true,  since  proposed  to  Great  Britain 
an  Atrfoittice  {  not,  however,  on  th» admission,  that  the  caose  of  war  hitheHo  relied 
on  ^alremdred ;  bat  on  condition,  that  Great  Britain,  as  a  preliminary  stepj  shovM 
do 'iawlsy  a  cause  of  war,  now  brought  forward  as  such  for  the  first  time;  natnely, 
thiit  Ae  should  abandon  the  exerelte  of  her  undoubted  right  of  search,  to  take  from 
Amertcan  mi*rchant  vessels  British  teamen,  the  natural*bom  aubjects  of  His  Ma- 
jesty ;  and  tMs  coneesfioto  was  required  o|x>n  a  mere  assurance  that  lawa  would  be 
enacted  hf  the  Li^latnre  of  the  United  States,  to  prevent  such  seamen  from  en- 
tering'int^' their  sertlcc;  but  independent  of  the  objection  to  an  exclusive  reliance 
on  a  For^gtf  Stale,  fo^  the  conaertatton  of  ao  rital  an  interest,  no  explanation  was,* 
or  conld'be  uilhMed  by  the  Agent  who  was  charged  with-  this  Overture,  either  at  to' 
the  main  principles,  upon  which  such  laws  were  to  be  fuuadcrl,  or  as  to  theprovi- 
aions  whldi  It^at  praised  they  ahoutd  contain. 

Thfs'proi^oaition  having  been  objected  to,  a  second  proposal  was  made,  again 
oiTering  an  Armistice,  provided  the  British  Government  would  secretly  stipulate  to 
renounce  the  exercise  of  this  right  in  a  Treaty  of  Peace.  An  Immediate  and  forknal 
abandonment  of  its  cxerrl^e,  as  preliminai^  to  a  ceasatlott  of  hostilities,  was  not 
demanded;  but  His  Royal  Highnest  the  Prince  Regent  w«a  rehired,  in  thcttme 
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and  OB  tlicbebalf  of  Hit  Msjetty,  Mcretly  to  abandoo,  what  UiCtfi^iliBtr  f^erture 
had  propoaed  to  him  pnbUcly  lo concede.  .  .  r-        ;  n-^  :-•,..  ■) 

Tliit  most  offensiTC  propositioa  vrat  alio  rejected,  beings  accompapied  ^^Im» 
forner  had  been  by  other-  deoiaiids  of  the  moat  cxceptiomaWe  iuimrc9^d.^»|iieciai<y 
of  iBdemoity  ^-all  American  Teasels  detained  and  condeauied  under.  th«  Qr^ecv^H. 
Conoeilf  or  under  what  were  termed  illegal  blockadea— a  coiB|>UaAO»  w.itJU«hid^ 
demands,  exclaaive  of  all  other  objectiont^woald  have  amounted  t^  Vi  abnotiatc  socn 
render  of  tbe  rights,  on  which  those  Orders  and  Blockades  were  fonjgided. 

Had  the  American  Government  been  iinceve  in  rcpresenling  the  Onlersr  in  Cooih 
cil,aathe  only  sulQocl  of  difference  between  Great  Britain  and  thre.UalttdifSlateSy 
ealeulated  to  lead  to  boitiUtiaa ;  it  might  have  been  expected>  eo  toon  m  |hf  Kcvox* 
cation  of  those  Ordcn  had  been  officially  made  known  to  them,  th^t  they  wonld 
have  spontaneously  recalled  their  *'  letters  ofrmarquO)"  and  manifested  a  disposition 
immediately  to  restore  the  relations  c»l  peace  and  amity  between  the  Two  Powers. 

But  the  conduct  of  the  Government  of  the  United  States  by.  no  means  corres- 
ponded with  such  reasooabia  expcctatioM. 

The  OrderinConn^-of-thesadof  Jancy  bcfaig  oficially  communicated  in  Ame*. 
rica,  tbe  Government  of  the  United  States,  saw  nothing  in  tbe  Repeal  of  theOrdtrS) 
in  Coancil,  which  should  of  itself  restore  Peace,  unless  Great  Britain  were  pre- 
pared, in  tbe  fivsi  instance,  substantiaUy.  to  rcliuqnish  tbe  right  of  impresiiog  her 
own  seamen,  when  found  on  Iward  American  Merchant  Ships. 

The  proposal  of  an  Armistice,  and  of  a  simnltaneoua  Repeal  of  the  restrietlve 
measures  on  both  sides,  subsequently  made  by  the  commanding  officer  of  HislCii^. 
jesty^s  naval  forces  on  tiie  American  coast,  were  received  in  thnaama  hostjiki  spirit 
by- the  Government  of  tbe  United  States.  The  soapemiiou  of  the>pmetio«  of  im- 
pffwssment  was  insisted  upon,  in  tbe  correspondence  which  passedoa/that  oceasipB^ 
as  a  vieeessary  preliminary  to  a  cessation  of  hostilities :  Mcgodntionyit  w«b  stated^ 
might  take  place  without  any  suspension  of  the  exercise  of  thib  Right,*^  and^^jso-. 
without  any  ArmistiGe 4}eiiig concluded  ;  but  Great  Britain  wastcqaired  pKVfonfiy! 
to  agree,  without  any  knowledge  of  tbe  adequacy  of  the  system  which  oould^  aiih*. 
stituted,  to  aegociate  upon  the  basis  of  accenting  the  legialative.  Regulations  of  »a. 
foreign  State,  as  tbe  sole  equivalent  lor  the  exercise  of  a  rights  which  she  )kad  iclt 
to  be  essential  to  tbe  support  of  her  maritime  power.  ,  ■ 

If  America,  by  demanding  this  preliminary  coacemioM,  intends  to  deny  the. ¥tli-^ 
dity  of  that  Right,  in  that  denial  Great  Britaia  cannot  acqaieitce;  nor  wiUehejiTO 
countenance  to  each  a  pretension,  by  acceding:  to  its  suspeasion,  mochUHto^ts 
abandonment,  aa  a  basis  on  which  to  treat.    If  the  American  Govcrnment«bafl,  4^ 
vised^or  coneelves  it  can  devise.  Regulations,  which- may  safely  be:  accepted  by  . 
Great  Britain,  as  a  substitute  for  the  exercise  of  the  right  ia.^iiflstiQn^  it  is  for  dtemi 
to  bring  forward  such  a  pla^fur  conaideratiiiMi.    TheBritithGovDrnmeathas  Mrer  , 
attempted  to  eselode  this  question  from  amongst  those,  oo  wliivK  the  two  St^|e» 
might  have  to  negotiate :  It  has,  on  the  coalrory,  maiformly.profsasvdits  vfMli^tM. 
to  recrive  and -discuss  any  proposition  oa  thia  sulQOct»  conning  from  th»AB^ri|Ciui« ; 
Oovemmeat-:  It  has  nover  asserted  ai^  exclusive  rig^t,  as  to  the  impressment  o£ 
British  stamen  from  American  vessels,  which  it  was  not  prepamdiitOTackBaw<\ 
ledge,  as  appertaining  equally  to  the  Government  of  the  Uoited  Staleas  with  rcspec^; 
to  American  seamen  when  found  on  board  British  meMJbsnt  ship^*«^uti|kcwnot, . 
by  acceding  to  aucb  a  basis  in  the  first  instanee,  ^ther  assnpie)  *of  adnutythBt  tori^ 
praeticable,  which,  when  attempted  on  former  ocearions,)  has.  always  bean  found. .t«. 
h€  «lteod«d  with  gwat  difficulties  ;  snob  difficnUics^af  the  Briti^  ComuHsaiofMCft. , 
Iwiieoi^  expressly  deoiafod^-alleii  an  attcnttvo  c^nsidevatioa of  th*  svgipsiitioaqy^ 
hHMght  forward  by«hc  gnmmfosiaMeiw  oft  thoyart  .•#>»frio%  t|«yf  Jiierq,  ^mM%. 
tp  snrmoiint. 
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Whilst  Ihia  proposition,  traiismiltet)  through  the  British  Admiral,  was  peodin^ 
in  America,  toother  communication  on  the  subject  of  an  armistice  was  aoofficiallj 
made  to  the  British  GoTcromeot  in  this  eonntry.  The  Agcot,  from  whom  this 
propofiitkm  was  received,  acknowledged  that  he  did  not  consider,  that  he  had  aay 
authority  himself,  to  sign  any  agreement  on  the  part  of  his  Government.  It  wu 
obvious  that  any  stipulations  entered  into,  in  tonsequeace  of  this  overture,  would 
have  been  binding  on  the  British  Government,  whilst  the  Govemment  of  the  Uailed 
Slates  would  have  been  free  to  refuse  or  accept  them,  according  to  the  circain-. 
•tanees  ofthe  moment :  This  proposition  was  therefore  necessarily  declined. 

After  this  deposition  ofthe  circumstances  which  preceded,  and  which  havafoU. 
lowed  the  declarstion  of  war  by  the  United  States,  IIm  Royal  Highneaa  the  Priaca 
Regent,  acliiiff  in  the  name  and  on  the  behalf  of  Hia  B(iucsty»  feels  himself  califd 
upon  to  declare  the  leading  principles,  by  which  the  conduct  of  Great  Britain  hat 
been  regulated  in  the  transactions  connected  with  these  discussions. 

His  Ro>-al  Highness  cun  never  acknowledge  any  blockade  whatsoever  to  be  ille- 
gal, which  has  been  duly  notified,  aud  is  supported  by  an  adequate  fcrce,  Bcrely 
npon  the  ground  of  its  extent,  or  bcc&nse  the  ports,  or  coasts  blockaded  arc  not  tt 
the  same  time  invested  by  land.  •. 

His  Royal  Highness  can  never  admit,  that  neutral  trade  with  Gi«at  Britain  eta 
be  constituted  a  public  crime,  the  commission  of  which  can  expose- the  ships  af 
any  power  whatever  to  be  denationalisecL 

Hi«  Ro^al  Highness  can  never  admit,  that  Great  Britain  can  be  debarred  of  iti 
right  of  just  and  necessary  retaliation,  throngh  the  fear  of  eventually  aflcctingthc 
interest  of  a  neutral. 

His  Royal  Higliness  can  never  admit,  that  in  the  exercise  of  the  nndoabted  and 
hitherto  undisputed  right  of  searchiug  neutral  merchant  vessels  in  time  of  war,  the 
impressment  of  British  seamen,  whea  found  therein,  can  be  deemed  any  violation  of 
a  neutral  flag.  Neither  can  he  admit,  that  the  taking  such  seamen  from  on  bosrd 
such  vesscis,  can  be  considered  by  any  Neutral  Slate  as  a  hostile  measure,  or  a 
jnttifiabte  cause  of  war. 

Tuere  is  no  right  more  clearly  esttvllished,  than  the  right  which  a  Sovereign  has 
to  the  alleginnce  of  his  subjects,  mure  especially  in  time  of  war.  The  allegiance  is 
no  optional  duty,  which  they  can  decline,  and  resume  at  pleasure.  It  is  a  call 
which  they  arc  Imund  to  obey  :  it  began  a ith  their  biith,  and  can  only  terminate 
with  their  cxi«tenre. 

If  a  similarity  of  language  and  manners  may  make  the  exercise  of  this  Right 
more  liable  tu  partial  mistakes,  and  ccrasional  abuse,  when  practisted  towarda  tea- 
sels of  the  United  Statitt,  the  same  circumstances  make  it  also  a  right,  with  the  ex- 
crci<('  of  which,  in  regard  to  such  veshcls,  it  is  more  difficult  to  dispense. 

But  if,  to  the  practice  ofthe  I'nited  States,  to  harboor  British  sramcn,  be  added 
their  assnmed  ri^lit,  to  transfer  the  allegiance  of  British  subjects,  and  thus  to 
canrclfhejorirdiclion  of  their  legitimate  Sovereign,  by  acts  of  naturalisation  and 
e(rtifir£l09  of  cilixcnship,  which  they  pretend  to  be  as  valid  out  of  their  own  ter- 
ritory, aM  within  it,  it  is  obvious  that  to  abandon  this  ancient  right  of  Cireat  Britain, 
and  to  admit  these  novel  prrt  en  lions  of  the  United  States,  would  bu  to  expose  to 
danger  the  viry  foundation  of  our  mat  ilimc strength. 

M'iihouteutcrinij;  minutely  into  thi'  otiier  topici<,  which  have  been  brought  for- 
ward by  the  Gorernnient  of  the  l.nited  StaU'i»,  it  may  be  proper  to  remark,  that 
whatever  the  Declaration  ofthe  United  States  may  have  asserted.  Great  Britain 
never  did  dpniaud,  that  thf'y  sluiuld  foice  British  manufactures  into  France ;  and 
she  formally  declsrrd  her  willingncM entirely  to  forego,  or  modify,  iu  concert  with 
tlie  United  States,  the  System,  by  which  acommrrcial  InLercoune  with  the  enemy 
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iiail  bi*Gu  a1!owoi!  uncTer  tiie   prutccliim  of  Licences  ;  provided  ibc  UniUd  StaUs 
\routd  act  Towards  her,  Htid  towards  France  with  real  impnj-liiiljly.  ,,  .        ,^^  .^^ 

Tlic  Government  of  Anid'ico,  if  the  diflTiYoncis   between  rStates  arcnpt  ipteripifu 
a^fift^hasas  little  ri^ht  to  notice  the  a/Tair  of  the  Chesapcak.     The  aggjfs^iup,,!!^ 
this  instance,  on  the  part  of  a  British  officer  was  ackuoulcd^ed^.  hiB  coaducLnnA  . 
4 fktfpprorcd,  and  a  reparation  was  regularly  tendered  by  Mr.  Foster  on  ibe  part  uC 
Ifis  Mftjesty,  and  accepted  by  the  Government  of  the  United  States. 

~ltis  not  h^B  unwarranted  in  its  allnsionto  the  mission  of  Mr.  Henry;  a. mission 
undoitakfu  wiihout  the  nnthority,  orereu  knowledge  of  Hih  Majesty'**  Goycrpmeuly 
arid  wTiiHi  Mr.  Foster  was  authorized  formally  and  oflicially  to  disavow. 

The  bharge  of  cS:citinflr  the  Indiana   to  offensive  measures   against  fhe  Uuitcd  ,- 
fifatM,  is  equally  void  of  foundation.     Hcfore  the  war  begun,  a  policy  the  most  opt. 
pn<fUe  had  been  uniformly  pursued,  and  pruof  of  llii«  was  tendered  by  Mr.  Foster  to 
th«*  American  Goveriinienl. 

I^ncltfirc  the  cknsofl  of  war  which  have  been  put  forward  by  the  Govcnimcnt  of 
th^  tJnttei!  States.  But  the  real  origin  of  the  present  contest  will  be  found  in  that 
ap)fit,  whhh  has  long  unhappily  Actuated  the  Councils  of  the  United  States :  their 
marked  partiality  in  palliating  and  assisting  the  aggi'cssive  tyranny  of  France  ;  Ihcir 
9}4ffnnliftc  rndGaroiira  io  inflame  their  people  ai;ainst  fhe  defcniiivc  measures  of 
Great Brtlaln';  their  ungenerous  conduct  towards  Snain,  the  intimate  ally  of  Grent 
Britain;  and  their  uowiA'thy  desertion  ofthccause  of  ut!ier  neutral  nations.  It  is 
fhrljii^t'fUe 'prevalence  of  such  councils,  that  Anierica  has  been  associated  in  pu!icy 
witfi  Ffimc^y-ftnd  cominlttcd  in  war  Against  Great  Britain. 

And  under  what  conilnct  on  the  Fiance  has  the  Government  of  the  United  States 
thiiti'4cH(l8rself  to  the  enemy  ?  The  contemptuous  violation  of  tkc  6oniinrrcial 
TtM'ffif  the  voiir  1800  between  Franco  and  the  United  Stales;  the  treacherous 
scftu^tf  of  tilt  American  vessels  and  cargoes  in  every  harbour  subject  to  the  coiitrout 
of  t1l« Trench  arm'^;  the  tyrahnical  principles  of  the  Berlin  and  Milan' Decrees, 
and  the  ronflsentioBS  iind^T  them  *,  the  subsequent  condemnations  under  the  Raih- 
bouiUct  Decree,  antedated  or  concealed  to  render  it  the  more  eflfl'ctual ;  the  Frencli 
conmicr^tft  regulations  which  render  the  traflic  of  the  United  States  with  France 
alAMyHt  i()d!K>i7  ;  the  bnmingof  their  merchant  ships  at  sea,  long  aifter  the  alledgcd 
repffal  of  the  French  Decrees— all  these*arts  of  violence  on  the  part  of  iPrance  pro- 
duee  from  the  <jrOTernmcnt  of  the  United  States,  only  siich  complaints  as  cud  in 
acqnicsrence,  and  submission,  or  are  accompanied  by  suggestions  for  enabling; 
Fraarcv  to  |fire  the  semblance  of  u  legal  furm  to  her  asnrpaTiuns,  by  conVcrtTn^ 
then  into  -nranicipal  regulations. 

Thtt  dispostticm  of  the  Government  of  the  United  States — this  complete  subser- 
viency to  the  Ruier  of  France^^— this  hostile  temper  towurds  Greiit  Britain— arc  evi- 
dent la  almget  every  page  of  the  offinal  correspondence  of  the  American  with  the 
Freoch  Goi-emment. 

AgaiiTit  this  coarse  of  conduct,  the  real  caase  of  the  present  war,  the  Prince  ' 
Keicent  flolemnly  protests.  Whilst  contending  against  France,  in  defence  not  only' 
of  the  liberties  of  Great  Britain,  but  of  the  world,  His  Royal  Highness  was  dutitled 
to  look  fiir  a  lar  different  result.  From  their 'cmnmon  origin— 'frdni  their  commoii 
intercfit— from  their  professed  principles  of  freedom  and  indepeod^tice,  the  United 
States  were  the  last  Power,  in  whirh  Great  Britain  could  have  expected  to  Had  a 
willbii;  ittstramettt,  and  abettor  of  French  Tyrannjr. 

Ditap^toted  irthis  His- jnst  expectation,  the  Prince  Regent  win  Mill  pdrsu'e 
the.  policy,  which. the  British  Government  lias  so  long*,  and  invuriabty  uiaintaiiiedy 
in  repelling  i&jistice,  undin  sufrporting  the  general  r^hts  of  nations  ;  and,  under 
the  flwBMr  fit  P#l»videnee,  relying  on  the  justice  of  his  cause,  and  the  tried  loyalty 
and  f  rniness  of  the  British  nation,  His  Royal  Highness  conlldeutly  looks  forward 
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to  a  8uccc8:ifa1  issue  to  the  contest,  in  which  He  has  that  bceo  compelled  most  re- 
luctantly to  engage.     fWestmimter^  January  9,  1813.^ 

AdmiraUy-Officey  January  12,  1813. — A  LETTER  has  beeo  receired  at  Ibis  Of- 
fice from  Captain  Lumby,  of  His  Majcsty^s  ship  the  Narcissms,  addressed  to  ioha

totaling,  that  on  the  preceding  day  the  boats  of  that  ship  under  the  directions  of

tcer  Joseph  and  Mary,  of  four  guns  and  seventy-three  men :  in  the  approach  of  tlie 
bfiats  under  the  tire  of  the  privateer  they  had  one  man  killtrd  and  one  voaodtd: 
the  euf  my  had  three  wounded,  and  surrendered  at  the  moment  the  boats  were  pre* 
paring  to  boar(^.

His  Majesty^B  Ambassador  Extraordinary  and  Plenipotentiary  at  the  Court  of  St. 
P^tersbargh.  Sf.  Petersburgh^  Dec.  la,  i9i<j. — My  Lord, — I  NOW  avail  myself 
•fa  Swedish  courier  to  forward  translations  of  two  bulletins,  v\z.  one  from  Migor- 
Gcoeral  Kutaso£F,  Aide-de-Camp-Generul,  of  the  2d  December,  aud  one  from  Gene- 
ral Count  Wittgenstein,  of  the  4tb  December.  Your  Lordship  will  pereeivc  by  their 
Miports,  that  the  passage  of  the  Berezyna  has  cost  the  Fr»'nch  upwards  of  twenty 
Uioosand  men,  killed,  wounded,  drowned,  and  prisoners,  aud  that  the  remains  of 
Buonaparte^s  army,  with  which  he  is  still  present,  are  endeavouring  to  proceed  to 
Vcleika,  while  General  Wittgenstein's  corps  is  moving  upon  its  right,  and  with  every 
expectation  of  getting  before  it;  the  Moldayian  army  upon  the  left,  is  moving  upoa 
Mulodetchno,  and  the  main  army,  under  Count  TormazoiT,  is  moving  in  a  parallel 
direction  to  that  of  the  Moldavian  army,  at  no  great  distance  from  it,  while  Count 
Platoffy  with  a  strong  detachment  of  Cossacks,  lip-ht  cavalry,  and  light  irlillerj^ 
withtbe  infantry,  under  General  ErmalofT,  is  understood  to  be  in  front  of  the  Freuch^ 
ip  the  very  line  they  ore  pursuing.  The  French  force,  as  stated  by  tht  Admiral^ 
ia  evidently  much  over-rated.  The  last  place  named  by  Count  Wittgenste^  (Ne- 
meutchina)  is  one  or  two  stages  north  from  Wilnn.  The  Russian  Patriotic  levies 
continue  to  come  forward  with  unabated  zeal,  and  a  new  iirmy  of  tifty  thousand  in- 
fantry and  twenty  thousand  cavalry,  from  some  of  the  southern  provinces,  is  report- 
ed ready  for  service  and  assembled.  Th^  French  march  at  night,  aud  halt  during 
the  day,  in  hollow  squares ;  surrounded  as  they  are  by  Cossacks,  their  supplies 
must  be  very  precarious,  and  numbers  are  said  to  be  found  dead  of  cold  and  famine 
on  every  ground  their  army  quits.  The  Field-Marshal  is  with  the  Moldavian  Ai*« 
my.  Marshal  Macdouald  is  reported  by  the  Commandant  at  Ri^a,  to  occupy  an 
arc,  cutting  o^lT  the  angle  formed  by  the  Dwina  with  the  Baltic  ;  his  ri^ht  at  Frede- 
ricksbam,  his  left  at  Tukuma,  and  his  centre  at  Eskay.  He  menaces  Riga,  but  pro- 
l^ably  with  intention  to  prevent  interruption  to  the  supplies  he  wishes  to  send  to 
meet  the  French  army.

dQted  Beresyna^  Dec.  2. — BV  my  last  report,  I  had  the  satisfaction  to  acquaint  your 

I/pperial  Majesty  of  my  arrival,  together  with  my  corps,  at  Bal>inowittsby.    I  tt.ere 

'received  the  first  intelligence  which  reached  me  of  Count  Wittgenstciu*(»  corps,  who 

was  establishing  the  communication  between  himself  and  our  i^rand  rrmy.     In  the 

ipean  time,  1  not  only  did  not  crease  to  act  on  theeuemy^s  flank  duritig  his  retreat^ 

but  obliged  his  advanced  guard  to  keep  on  a  regular  defensive  from  Orsha  to  Borys- 

sofT.      On  account  of  the  continued  attacks  of  my  detachments,  the  enemy  every 

where  met  the  Cossacks  on  his  road  ;  and  the  corps  under  my  command  took,  in 

the  different  skirmishes  I  had  with  him,  three  generals,  seventy-three  staff  and  other 

officers,  and  five  thonsand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-nine  privates.  At  least  as  many 

ipore  have  been  killed.

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Report  from  tkM  GfneralfffCar^tnf  Cortnt  JVittgemsten^  to  Hit  Imperial  X^jittx^ 
daieH  En  Bivouac^  near  Kemeny  Dec.  4.  IM3f  EDIATELY  after  Napolcmi  hal 
effected  his  pashage  orer  the  Berezyiia,nicar  Stoodeiiaie,  I  sent  off  the  Aide-di. 
CaiDp-Geoeral  Kntnsofl*,  wtio  had  jasf  anrired,  with  the  whole  of  his  corps  of  Usht 
cavalry  to^f^epel,  in  order  that,  aft<;r  having  crossed  the  riTcr,  he  might  be  caablcd 
fo  act  on  the  enemy *s  flanlc,  and  at  the  fame  time  keep  ubaer^'iDg  the  remaias  of  Iht 
BaTariant,  under  Gen.  M'redr,  and  who  were  at  Doktschitxe.  ArriTed  at  Lepel,  ht 
learned  that  these  Bavarians  had  already  quitted  the  place,  and  were  marchiif  ky 
Dol^inofT  and  Wileyka,  and  were  endeavouring  to  unite  themtehrci  with  the  auia 
body  of  the  army  at  Smorgonia.  In  consequence  of  this  iufbrmation,  he  tent  aAct 
them  a  detachment  under  Lieut .-Cul.  Tcsteobom.  The  latter  reports  to  me,  oi 
the  9d  instant,  that  having  overtaken  the  rear-guard  at  Dolginoff,  it  had  ben 
beattn,  and  twenty-six  officers  and  one  ^thooiand  privates  had  been  taken  pti- 
aonrrs ;  and  in  rousequence  of  the  occupation  of  Dolginoff  by  our  troops,  the 
intended  junction  of  this  corps  had  been  entirely  prevented.  Admiral  Tchicha^ 
being  in  pursuit  of  the  enemy  by  the  road  of  Molodetchno^  and  in  order  that  ev 
troops  should  not  presft  one  another  on  the  same  road,  and  by  that  means  retard  oar 
movements,  I  am  taking  the  direction  of  Kostenewitscb,  Narotach,  and  Nctta- 
ftisrhky,  thus  acting  on  the  flank  of  the  enemy,  and  endeavouring,  particvlary  with 
my  Cossacks,  even  to  cut  him  off  entirely.  At  Nomentschin  I  shall  be  able  to  act 
in  concert  with  Admiral  Tchichagof ;  and  at  the  same  time  to  keep  in  check  M«c- 
donald*^  army.  The  enemy's  loss,  during  the  three  days  1  have  puraaed  him,  and 
from  the  difficulties  I  opposed  to  him  in  crossing  the  Beresyna,  must'be  abore 
twenty  thousand  men ;  as  I  have  already  sent  off  as  prisoners  thirteen  thoaaand,  sail 
his  loss  in  killed,  wouuded,  and  drowned,  roust  amount  to  more  than  seven  tboo- 
sand.  Independently  of  the  t^relve  pieces  of  cannon  taken  from  the  enemy,  and  of 
Vhich  I  have  already  most  humbly  made  my  report,  he  has  lost  three  otherf,  bt-

Majesty. 

SI.  Petcrsbur^hy  J)ec.  17,  181-2.  My  Lord,— IN  my  dispatch  of  the  12th  instaat 
your  Lordship  would  find  bulletiii<i,  containiii<;  reports  of  Miyor-Gen.  KutusolT  of 
the  3d  December,  and  of  Count  Wittgenstein  of  the  4th  December.  These  reports 
described  Buonaparte,  with  tbe  remains  of  his  army,  as  marching  from  Zembioe 
upon  Wilna,  through  Vilcika  ;  the  Admiral  and  General  Count  Wittgenstein  moviof 
itl>on  the  same  point  of  Wilna,  the  former  through  Molodetchno,  the  latter  by  Na- 
rotch  and  Ncmentchina.  In  this  part  of  the  pursuit,  the  Russian  corps  have  kturk 
very  close  to  the  enemy  ;  but  the  light  troops  which  got  before  him,  were  not  of 
suftlcicnt  force  to  stop  him.  His  course  was  altered  in  consequence  of  some  of  the 
ffink  attacks,  and  he  arrived  at  Molodetchno  instead  ofVeleika;  and  having  gain- 
ed sonic  time  by  destroyin;;  Ibe  bridge,  be  continued  his  march  throoq^h  Snoorgoao 
to  Wilna,  which  place  he  appears  to  have  reached  on  tbe  loth  Decemt>cr.  The  ad- 
vanced guard  of  the  several  Russian  columns  arrived  in  the  immediate  neighboor.

Tchichv^^olf,  iu  hid  first  report  of  the  5th,  states,  that  Major  Ccn.  Count  Oronrkii 
had  ])ursned  the  enemy    to  MoliMletehno,  taken  five  hundred  prisoners  and  eijrht 
pieces  of  cannon.      Ily  his  second  repot  t  of  the  7 th   Dec.  it   appears  that  his  r:<i.- 
^ard,  under  the  orders  ofMajtirCcn.  Tchablitz,  Lad  |irrs<rcd  so  close  upon  the 
cu«ny*8  i^ar,  as  to  carry  ofl*  tlu-ir  jiqneti*,  and  sniiseqnenlly  entirely  to  destroy  that 
corp;i  ner  Smor^ni^  at  vhieh  place  their  main  hody  halted,  and  were  not  a  little 
surprised  to  see  our  Cosr^oeks  Kppear,  when  they  immediately  fled  with  such  precipi- 
tation as  to  leave  all  tlsf^ir  r.iai;:tzines.

It  is  a  book  m 
great  request  abroad,  and  is  as  much  in  fashion  in  foreign  Courts 
for  its  politeness  as  amongst  the  learned  for  its  authority.

Our  second  is,  that  of  having  formed 
around  us  a  club  of  Ofj^cers  educated  at  the  public  scltools  of  West* 
minster y  Eaton^  and  Harrow,  and  uniting  them  with  us  in  the  effort 
to  excite  a  desire  of  reading  and  polite  literature  throughout  the 
RegimtJtts.  It  is  to  this  Club,  that  the  Army  owes  the  Military 
Chrtrficle,  the  Military  Classics,  and  all  the  Works  published  at 
their. Office^

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LORD  CAVAN. 


LORD  CAVAN,  an  Irish  EarU  and  Coldnel  of  the  77th  regiinent>  i« 
the  son  of  the  late  Lord  Cavaoy  and  was  born  in  the  year  176S.  Hia 
lilt  her  'was  a  nobleman  of  worth,  and  his  mother,  in  an  age  of  levity  and 
fiishionable  dissijuition,  was  happily  distinguished  for  her  domestic  qua** 
lilies*  We  do  not  feel  inclined  to  assume  the  harsh  and  ungracious 
province  of  a  Caisor  Morum^  but  it  may  be  allowed  usi  perhaps,  to 
lament,  that  the  contagion  pf  foreign  manners,  and,  what  is  worse^ 
of  foreign  principles^  has  in  some  degree  tainted  our  ancient  simpli<« 
city ;  and  that  in  a  foolish  admiration  and  consequent  imitation  of 
what  is  externally  gay  and  brilliant,  we  have  in  too  many  instances  de*> 
parted  from  what  is  solid  and  substantial.  We  have  certainly  no  objectioa  ^ 
that  foreign  graces  should  be  engrafted  upon  our  English  worth ;  but 
let  not  the  polish  of  character  injure  the  ground.  Let  us  iiot  exchange 
the  peculiar  boast  of  our  country,  the  domestic  worth  of  our  women,  for 
the  levity  and  the  insignificance  of  France* 

Lord  Cavan  received  the  usual  education  which  is  given  to  young  men 
intended  for  the  army.  In  this  point,  perhaps,  he  may  be  considered  like 
ttiauy  other  military  men,  as  having  been  educated  rather  by  the  expe* 
rsence  and  practice  of  life,  than  to  owe  much  to  the  schools.  It  was  the 
unhappy  error  of  the  times  some  years  since,  that  a  soldier  required  no 
other  education  than  what  was  afforded  by  the  regiment.  The  eifect  of 
this,  however,,  was  seen  in  the  end  of  the  American  war,— we  might  al** 
most  say,  in  the  beginning  of  the  present.  There  were  many  soldiers, 
and  DO  generals ;  many  til  to  fight  a  battle,  but  none  to  command  ;  ro&« 
By  equal  to  the  ordinary  routine  of  the  field,  but  none,  or  almost  none, 
to  exercise  their  discretion  in  a  large  scene  of  action,  and  to  act  with  duo 
kuowledge  and  prudence,  without  immediate  instructions  from  their 
calHuet^  It  is  neither  our  purpose,  nor  to  our  interests,  to  give  offence  y 
but  this  Work  would  ill  deserve  its  publid  favour,  and  most  certainly. 
would  not  have  attained  it,  if  it  had  not  sometimes  considered  what  was 
useful  before  what  was  pleasing,  and  made  its  appeal  rather  to  tho 
Qumly  judgment,  than  to  the  vanity  or  passions  of  its  readers. 
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I^r<l  Cavaa  euter^  th^  ari^  ear^  id  life ;  aod  his  first  service,  we 
believe^  was  in  the  American  war.  We  hare  frequently  observed  of  ihift 
war,  that  it  gave  our  army  a  peculiar  character.  It  may  be  md,  indeed, 
that  by  the  introduction  of  a  new  species  of  force,  and  pf  a  new  method 
of  campaigDin^^,  it  gave  a  similar  new  character  to  every  army  in  Europe, 
and  rendered  the  Art  of  War  more  efTectnal  to  the  destruction  of  man« 
kind.  It  was  the  American  War  that  first  introduced  Rifles  ;  it  was  the 
American  War  that  Rrst introduced,  or  at  leaat  carried  to  any  extent,  the 
the  system  of  Shari)-shooting  and^  Bush-fighting,  Lord  Cavan,  we  be* 
lieve,  in  common  with  many  other  excellent  officers,  was  formed  in  this 
school ;  and  therein  learned,  that  gallantry  aiid  promptitude^  that  patient 
Endurance  of  labour  au4. privation,  which  notoriously  characterise  all  the 
officers  of  Corowallis. 

His  next  service  was  on  the  Continent  of  Europe.  We  have  so  fre- 
quently related  in  long  and  minute  detail  the  events  of  the  Expeditioaf 
lb  Holland  and  to  Flanders,  thai  we  shall  refer  our  veadera  to  these  nar« 
ratives,  contenting  ourselves  witti  saying,  that  LonI  Cavan  waa  foremoit 
amongst  those  who  were  themselves  conspicuous.  In  all  the  actions  of 
those  periods  Cavan's  Brigade  was  daily  repeated,  with  the  moat  marked 
and  merited  applause,  as  having  greatly  distinguished  themselves^  and  it 
is  almost  needless  to  say,  that  the  merit  of  a  brigade  is  most  frequently 
but  the  communicated  example  of  their  leader.  It  is  not  unjustly,  io* 
deed,  that  the  mere  merit  of  a  victory  is  attributed  personally  to  tbe 
General.  The  force  of  Example  is  no  where  so  eminently  seeu  as  in  the 
field  ;  every  soldier  is  aa  it  were  the  impress  of  his  Commander,  it  it 
an  infallible  conclusion,  therefore,  from  the  merit  of  a  Brigade  to  infer 
that  of  its  Leader. 

Lord  Cavan  had  su(?ceeded  his  father  in  his  title  and  estates,  in  1789. 
In  1798  he  became  colonel  of  the  77th  regiment,  and  in  1805  was  ap- 
pointed Major  General. 

Lord  Cavan's  next  service  was  in  the  Egyptian  Expedition.  It  would 
be  to  tread  over  beaten  ground  to  repeat  what  no  Englishman  can  forget. 
But  a  part  of  this  Ex  ped  ition  (we  say  a  part,  because  the  whole  of  the  Cam* 
paign  is  properly  to  be  considered  as  an  historic  Whole)  is  not  so  well, — 
nor  indeed  scarcely  at  all  known  to  English  readers ;  though  it  at  once 
abounds  in  military  adventure,  and  exhibits  at  the  same  time  the  active 
ability  and  profligate  ambition  of  the  Conqueror  of  the  age.  We  allude 
to  the  previous  conquest  of  Egypt,  by  Buonaparte,  and  to  the  memorable 
battles  which  precedt?d  the  arrival  of  General  Abercrorobie.  I  shall  en- 
deavour to  snpplythis  defect;  and  shall  have  the  opportunity,  in  theoc-* 
cfcution  of  this  purpose,  of  presenting  to  the  reader  what  ought  to  be^ 
the  hands  of  every  military  man,  and  what  I  have  often  wished  to  give,  a 
translation  of  General  BERTHiBa*9  Journal  of  the  Acts  of  Buo« 
TtJt?ABTS  IN  EoYPT.       By  uniting  this  Narrative  to  our  preceding 
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I^moirty  the  reader  will  have  before  him  the  whole  of  the  cninpaigns  in 
Egypt     1  proceed  to  give  it,  therefore,  without  further  preface. 

June  19th,  IW^  Buonaparte,  with  the  French  expedition,  sailed  froBi 
France  the  latter  end  of  May,  and  arrived  before  Malta  on  the  lOtK  of 
Jonc.      He  employed  eight  days  in  taking  possession  of  the  island^  and  ' 
organizing  a-proviaional  government.    He  quitted  it  6n  the  l#th,  having  • 
emtruftted  the  command  to  General  Vaubois. 

Jane  30th.  The  wind  blew  freshly  from  the  north'^west  as  the  fleet  left 
Malta.   The  armament  came  within  sight  of  the  island  of  Candia  on  the  • 
35th  of  June  ;  on  the  ft9tl)  it  was  off  the  coast  of  Africa  ;  on  the  morning 
of  the  30th  the  tower  of  the  Acabs  was  discernable  ;  and  in  the  evening  the 
fleet  came  before  Alexandria.  The  commander-in-chief  immediately  took 
measures  to  inform  the  French  consul  of  his  arrival,  and  to  prt)cure  in- 
telligence with  respect  to  the  English  and  to  the  situation  of  the  country. 
•  July  1st*     The  consul  came  on  board  the  ad  mi  mi's  ship.      He  stated- 
that  the  appearance  of  the  fleet  had  occasioned  the  immediate  adoption* 
ol  measures  against  the  Christian  inhaUtantsof  the  city,  and  tlmt  he  had- 
much  difficulty  in  effecting  his  escape.      He  added,  that  two  day;*  only- 
before,  i.  e,  on  tlie  ^ih  of  June,  Admiral  Nelson,  and  the  Eaglish  fleet 
had  passed  Alexandria,  and  after  consulting  the  English  consul  had  di«- 
rected  thier  course  to  the  north-east.     He  lastly  informed  as>  that  it  was 
resolved  to  defend  the  city  and  forts  of  Alexandria  to  the  utmost — a» 
there  was  reason  to  apprehend  that  the  English  fleet  might  suddenly  ap- 
pear, and  attack  us  before  the  expedition  had  landed,  the  commander^' 
iiwchief  (Bnooaparte)  saw  that  not  a  moment  was  to  be  lost  in  landing 
the  troops.     He  fixed  on  Poifit  Marabou  for  that  purpwe,  and  gavein«. 
stent  ordera  for  the  fleet  to  approach  it.     This  was,  however,  found  im-*  • 
passible  ;  and  the  armament  accordingly  remained  in  its  situation.  Tliis 
waaat  a  distance  of  about  ten  miles  from  the  sliore;  the  wind  blowing 
with  violence  from  the  land    (that  is,  exactly  in  the  teeth  of  those  wlio 
shonld  attempt  a  landing),  and  the  waves  dashing  against  the  breakers 
which  surrounded  the  coast.   It  was  under  these  difficult  circumstances** 
that  the  landing  was  te  be  executed. 

Buonaparte,  anxious  at  once  to  set  an  example,  and  to  superintend  the- 
landing  in  person,  threw  himself  into  a  boat,  and  made  for  the  Poiat, 
and   was  in   the  instant  followed  by  a  number  of  boats  under  General**- 
BoD4ind  Kleber.      The  sea  in  an  instant  was  covered  with  boats,  which 
etemmed,  as  if  in  defiance,  the  furious  impetuosity  of  the  waves.     The 
galley,  which  carried  Buonaparte,  approaclied  the  breakers  wl;ich  cro.<u.- 
ted  and  opposed  the  entrance  iqto  the  creek  of  Marabou  ;  he  there  waited- 
for  the  boats  which  were  making  after  him,  but  they  were  unabledurn^g-- 
the  night-to  penetrate  the  ledge  of  breakers.     At  length,  being  early  in 
the  morning  of  the  2d  of  July,  tlM  generaUin-cliid'  eiiected  a.  landing  at . 
the. head  of  the  foremost  tpeops,  who  iaifDediutely  formed  iu  .the  desert 
ahotiV  I"^  u^^  ^'osx^  Alexandria. 
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.  Jaly -ft.  It  was  now  about  two  o'clock  ip  the  noraing.  Baoa^parti 
immedtatoly  made  a  cunory  inspection  of  tiie  tniope  ivfaich  liatf  landed., 
He  found  it  to  consist  of  one  thousand  men  of  General  KleBer'sdirisioa; 
^ghtetti  hundred  of  Meoou's,  and  fifteen  hundred  of  Bon*a :  the  sitae- 
tion  of  the  sKipping*  and  the  nature  of  the  coast  of  Marabon,  rendered  it 
ii|i)»faeticable  to  land  either  the  horses  or  tlie  artillery;  nor  were  the di* 
Yisioos  of  Desaiz  and  Regnier  yet  landed.  Buonaf^rtev  how^ert  knar 
diat  time  was  of  more  importance  than  numbers.  He  resolved  to  tsle 
advantage  of  the  earlincss  of  the  honr»  and  accordingly,  putting  hiandf 
at  the  head  of  the  troops^  instantly  marched  for  Alezaadria.  He  left  it 
in  command,  thaft  all  the  other  divisions  shonid  formes  they  landed,  aad 
fpllow  bis  line  of  advance. 

The  road  was  through  a  desert.  Buonaparte  marched  on  foot.  Gcoenl 
Ceffiuelli«  who  had  a  wooden  leg,  was  recommended  to  wait  till  a  hsns 
was  landed ;  bat  declined  the  delay,  and  braved  the  ftftigne  oCa  jiaiafol 
march.  AboQt  half  an  hour  before  day*light,  one  of  the  advanced  gasids 
was  attacked  by  a  party  of  Arabs,  but  who  dispersed  into  the  doMft  ss 
the  main  body  advanced* 

The  army  halted  within  cannon  shot  of  the  city,  and  an  attempt  wss 
made  to  parley.  It  was  answered  only  by  the  frightful  shouts  of  awa^ 
women,  and  children,  and  a  desultory  cannonade  from  the*  walls.  Baa* 
naparte  instantly  ordered  the  charge^  The  army  now  rushed  tothe  wslh, 
and  scaled  them  iu  all  partii,  generals  and  soldiers  endeavouring  to  oot« 
step  each  other  in  promiscuously  mountiug^them.  General  Kleber  wss 
wounded  by  a  ball  in  the  head ;  Meuou,  covered  with  coi^tusions,  wss 
precipitated  from  the  parapet.  The  enemy  received  them  with  stoDCS 
apd  rousquetry.  The  walls  were  soon  covered  with  the  French ;  the 
besieged  fled  into  the  town,  and  all  wfis  terror  and  confasion. 

Buonaparte,  who  did  not  wish  to  destroy  tlie  city,  now  called  off  the 
troops ;  he  sent  for  the  esptain  of  a  Turkish  vessel  that  lay  in  the  old 
|u>rt,  and  employed  him  to  make  known  to  the  inhabitants  of  Alexan- 
dria his  respect  to  their  liberties,  their  properties,  and  their  religion^-— 
that  his  expedition  had  no  object  but  the  extirpation  of  the  Mamelukes ; 
and,  the  city  f^hoiild  be  protected  upon  the  sole  condition  of  its  instant 
sarreuder  aiKl  tranquil  submission.  The  inhabitants  accepted  these 
terms,  and  the  town  was  accordingly  delivered  up  to  the  French. 

July  (ith.  Buonaparte  saw  the  advantage  of  time,  and  resolved  tolose 
none  of  it.  He  employed  only  four  days  in  organizing  a  provisional  go« 
vernment  for  Alexandria.  On  the  morning  of  this  day,  (July  the  6th) 
be  put  the  army  in  march  for  Cairo.  There  are  two  routes  from  Alex* 
andria  to  this  city  ;  the  one  through  the  desert  by  Damanhour,  the  other 
by  the  sea-side  to  Rosetta.  The  army  proceeded  by  the  former.  From 
Aleicandria  to  Damanhour  is  45  English  miles. 

July  8th.  The  army  arrived  at  Damanhour  this  day.  During  their 
march  they  were  greatly  harrassed  by  the  Ambs,  who  had  filled  up  all 
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the  wells.  The  soldiers  suffered  the  most  extreme  torments  under  a 
/par«?hing  thirst.  The  army  of  Alexander,  in  a  similar  extremity,  had 
nearly  mutined  against  the  conqueror  of  the  world ;  the  French  only  ac* 
celerated  their  march.  / 

July  9th.  The  array  retrained  halted  at  Damanhour. 

July  lOth.  At^un-rlse,  the  army  commenced  its  march  forRamanieh, 
about  12  miles  from  Damanhour.  It  took  a  position  about  nine  in  the 
morning.  The  soldiers  now  discovered  the  Nile ;  accoutred  as  they  were, 
they  plunged  in  and  drank  plentifully  of  its  waters.  They  were  spaedily, 
however,  recalled  to  their  colours.  A  corps  of  about  800  Mamelukes 
.was  perceived  approaching  in  order  of  battle ;  the  soldiers  ran  to  their 
arms.  The  enemy,  however,  retired,  and  took  the  route  to  Damanhour, 
in  the  road  to  which  they  were  met  by  the  French  rear  under  Kegnier. 
They  fought  bravely,  but  were  of  course  dispersed. 

July  1  ith  a^d  19th.     The  army  halted  at  Ramanieh. 

When  the  army  had  begun  its  march  from  Alexandria^by  the  route  of 
Damanhour,  General  Dugna  had  been  sent  with  a  division  along  the 
other  route,  for  the  purpose  of  taking  possession  of  Rosetta,  and  enabling 
a  flotilla  of  gun-boats  to  enter  the  mouth  of  the  Nile,  and  to  ascend  it.' 
He  was  then  to  join  the  main  army  at  Ramanieh.  The  general  executed 
his  commission,  and  this  day  joined  the  armies.  He  reported  that  he  had 
taken  possession  of  Rosetta  without  any  obstacle,  and  that  the  flotilla 
would  arrive  there  on  the  following  day. 

July  I3th.  The  army  put  itself  on  march  from  Ramanieh  on  the  pre- 
ceeding  night,  and  reached  Mincet  el  Sayd,  15  miles,  before  day«break« 
It  rested  a  short  time,  and  then  resumed  its  march. 

It  had  proceeded  but  a  short  way,  when  the  Mamelukes,  in  number 
about  four  thousand,  were  discovered  at  the  distance  of  a  league.  Their 
right  was  covered  by  the  village  of  Chebrisse,  in  which  they  had  placed 
acme  pieces  of  cannon,  and  also  by  the  Nile,  on  which  they  had  a  flotilla 
of  gOB-boats.  Buonaparte  sent  immediate  orders  to  his  own  flotilla  to 
continQe  ita  course,  so  ais  to  come  up  with  and  engage  the  enemy's  ves* 
sels,  at  the  same  moment  that  he  should  make  his  attack  on  the  villago 
of  Chebrisse. 

Buonaparte  now  marched  the  army  au  pas  de  charge^  and  approaching 
Chebrisse,  perceived  the'Mamelukes  ranged  in  order  of  battle  in  front 
of  the  village.  He  made  a  moment's  reconnoisance  of  tlieir  position,  and 
then  formed  his  army.  It  was  composed  of  live  divisions  ;  each  division 
formed  a  square,  presenting  a  front  of  six  deep  ;  the  artillery  was  placed 
at  the  angles,  and  the  cavalry  and  baggage  in  the  centre.  The  grena* 
diersof  each  square  formed  platoons  which  flanked  the  divisions,  and. 
were  intended  to  reinforce  the  points  of  attack.  The  army  had  scarcely. 
been  thus  formed  when  the  Mamelukes  advanced.  They  rushed  on  ia 
crowds^  without  order  or  form,  and  wheeled  aboqt  on  the  flanks  and  tha 
iroir*    Pther  masses  rvsbed  with  impetuosity  towi^Fds  the  front,    Th«gr 
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vvere  suffered  to  approach  until  the  grapenihot  coqld  effectually  play 
Upon  them,  when  the  artillery  opened,  aad  put  iben  to  flight.  Someaf 
the  bravest  rushed  sabre  in  hand  upon  the  platoons  on  the  flanks  ;  ths 
onset  was  received  with  firmness,  and  nearly  the  whole  were  killHl  by 
the  fire  of  small  arms  or  by  the  bayonet.  The  village  of  Chebrivce  vas 
carried  immediately  afterwards  ;  and  the  enemy,  army,  Oid  flotilla,  fled 
in  disorder  towards  Cairo*     The  army  this  day  rested  at  Cbebrisse. 

July  14th.     The  army  marched  to  Shabbur. 

•July  Idth.  The  army  marched  to  Comsberifi*.  It  was  incessantly 
harassed  during  tiie  march  by  die  Arabs  ;  ibere  wte  oo  adraDcing  farther 
than  th^  distance  of  a  cannon*shot  without  falling  into  an  ambuscade. 
When  they  took  a  prisoner,  they  condncted  him  to  their  can>p,  and  there 
leisurely  cut  his  throat.  AH  the  villages  at  which  the  army  arrived,  were 
abandoned.  Ntitlier  men  nor  cattle  were  to  hp  seen.  The  soldien  l^ 
upon  heaps  of  corn  though  they  had  no  bread  to  eat.  They  were  equally 
destitute  of  aftimal  food,  and  supported  themselves  on  bruised  corn. 

July  iG,  17,  and  lAth.  The  army  continued  its  march  towards  Cairo* 
On  the  l6th  it  rested  at  Algam  ;  on  the  17th  at  Abbona  Shabbi ;  and 
.on  the  18th  at  Wardam. 

July  l^th.  Marched  from  Wardam  to  Omeldihar.  Upon  reachit|; 
ibis  place,  Buoiia|Mirte  was  informed  that  Mufad  Bey,  at  the  bead  of  sil 
thousand  Mamelukes  and  a  host  of  Araba  and  Fellaps,  was  io trenched 
at  the  village  of  Embaba,  oti  some  high  ground  near  Curo,  waiting  the 
approach  of  the  French.  Buonaparte  resolved  tliat  they  should  not 
wait  long. 

July  20th.  Accordingly,  at  two  o'clock  in  the  morning  of  this  day, 
the  army  set  out  from  Omeldinar  for  Embaba.  From  Omeldihtrto 
Embuba  is  20  miles,  due  south ;  indeed  the  whole  route  from  Alez« 
andria  to  Cairo  was  from  north  to  south,  and  parallel  to  the  coarse  of 
the  Nile.  At  day-break,  the  division  of  Geneml  Desaix^  which  formed 
the  advance,  observed  a  corps  of  about  six  hundred  Mamelukes,  which) 
however,  soon  retired.  At  two  in  the  afternoon,  the  army  arrived  attbs 
Tillages  of  Eberaeh  and  Butis,  about  two  miles  from  Embaba,  and  with* 
in  sight  of  the  enemy's  army  on  that  position.  The  heat  was  ioiense, 
and  the  army  greatly  fatigued,  which  induced  Buonaparte  to  halt. 

The  Mamelukes,  however,  i^o  sooner  perceived  the  army,  than,  witll 
the  purpose  of  compelling  an  action,  they  came  forth  from  the  village 
inta  the  open  plain,  and  instantly  formed  in  ftt>nt  of  the  French  right 
A  more  imposing  spectacle  never  presented  itself.  The  cavalry  of  the 
Mamelukes  were  covered  with  armour  rlBsplendent  with  polished  silver 
and  gold.  Beyond  their  left  were  beheld  the  celebrated  Pyramids,  die 
imperishable  mass  of  which  had  survived  so  many  empires,  aad  braved 
9w  more  than  thirty  centuries  the  outrages  of  time.  Behiitd  their  nghl 
Was  the  Nile,  the  city  of  Cairo ;  the  \n\h  of  Mokattam^  and  the  field»ef 
ftt  ancient  MemphfSi  -     ^ 
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A  thousand  feelings  and  reflections  arose  at  tlie  si^ht  of  these  cele- 
brated p^iius,  where  the  fortune  of  war  had  so  often  decided  the  fate  of 
empires.  The  army,  impatient  to  come  to  action,  almost  assumed  of 
itself  the  order  of  Lmttle ;  the  line  was  formed  in  the  echellon  order>  and 
by  divisional  which  by  flanking  each  other  refused  its  right.  Buomiparte 
MOW  ordered  the  line  to  advance, — "  Go,"  said  he,  (with  a  spirit  and  mag* 
niticence  of  mind  worthy  of  tlie* scene),  **  Go,"  said,  he,  pointing  to  the 
Pyramids,  **  and  think  that  from  the  heights  of  those  monum«pts,  forty 
ages  survey  your  condupt  i"* 

*rhe  army  was  now  upon  the  very  point  of  moving,  when  the  Mame* 
lukes,  who  had  till  now  appeared  irresolate,  rushed  forward  to  the  at- 
tack,— making  a  feint  against  the  centre,  but  Suddenly  sweeping  round, 
with  barbarous  impetuosity,  on  the  divisions  of  Desaix  and  Keginer, 
wiiich  formed  the  right.  They  intrepidly  charged  these  columns,  which, 
lirm  and  immoveable,  reien*ed  their  fire,  until  the  enemy  advanced  with- 
\i\  half-mu»ket  shot.  It  was  in  vain  that  the  ill-directed  valour  of  the 
BTamelukes  endeavoured  to  break  through  those  walls  of  fire  and  ram- 
parts of  bayonets ;  they  were  repelled  with  incredible  loss,  and  after 
leaving  the  field  strewed  with  their  dead  compelled  to  retire. 

While  Desaix  and  Reginer  thus  successfully  repulsed  the  Mameluke 
cavalry,  the  divisions  of  Bon  and  Menou  advanced  rapidly  against  the 
intrenched  village  of  Embaba.  Two  battalions  were  detached  on  th« 
flank  to  burn  the  village  ;  while  the  rest  of  the  divisions  advanced  in 
front.  Both  movements  were  executed  in  the  same  time.  The  Mame- 
lukes unsuccessfully  came  forward  to  meet  the  front  companies ;  they 
unmasked  forty  pieces  of  bad  artillery,  and  fought  with  bravery  and  de- 
speration. The  divisions,  however,  advanced  ivith  such  rapidity,  that  the 
enemy  had  not  time  to  reload  their  guns.  The  intrenchments  were  car- 
ried by  the  bayonet ;  the  camp,  as  well  as  the  village  of  Embaba,  were 
soon  in  the  possession  of  the  French. 

MTiiUt  this  was  going  forward,  fitlteen  hundred  Mameluke  cavalry 
and  an  equijil  number  of  Fellahs,  whose  retreat  was  cut  off  by  Generals 
Marmout  and  Rampon,  occuf>ied  an  intrenched  position  behind  a  ditch 
communicating  with  the  Nile.  Tiiey  were  called  upon  to  surrender,  but 
refused.  It  was  in  vain,  however,  that  they  performed  prodigies  of  va- 
lour in  their  defence.  None  of  them  ^scaped  the  fury  of  the  soldiers; 
they  were  all  either  put  to  the  sword  or  drowned  in  the  Nile. 

*  Who  will  say  after  this,  that  Bnoeaparte  is  an  ordinary  man  j  yet  I  have  been 
blamed  f^r  iniiisting  that  be  is  not.  Wliat  in  fact  is  wantini^  iu  such  a  man  bat  virtue 
to  render  him  an  example  to  modern  times  of  what  were  the  ancient  heroes.  Sic 
Castor  et  Pollux  et  Vagui  HercuUs,  It  is  at  unce  false  and  little-minded  to  deny  him 
his  m^terly  mind,  and  most  commanding  talents.  How  much  nobler  is  it  to'acknow^ 
ledge  them^  and  yet  not  to  fear  them.  When  I  confess  him  to  be  what  he  is,  and  yet 
()o  not  dread  him  as  an  enemy,  I  feel  ai  an  English  gentleman  ;  on  the  other  hand, 
if  I  sboolifeonteiid  with  f^'iv  Kobert  in  abuse,  I  sbunld  feel  only  as  as  a  Newspaper 
wfltcr.  E01T9B*

Memoir  of  Beruadotte. 


This  -iction  finished  the  battle.  Murad  Bey,  seeing  the  village  of  Em* 
baba  carried^  and  his  cavalry  defeated  by  Desaix,  attended  only  to  re* 
tVeat,  which  he  now  hastily  commenced ;  and  continued  beyond  Gizt* 
Thoup;h  the  French  were  greatly  wearied^  having  inarched  and  fought 
for  nineteen  hours  without  remisbion»  they  followed  him  up  with  the 
same  spirit  as  that  with  which  they  had  fought  him,  and  took  a  position 
for  the  night  in  front  of  Giza. 

Such  was  the  memorable  battle  of  the  Pyramids.  Forty  pieces  of  can* 
lion,  four  hundred  camels,  together  with  the  baggage  and  stores  of  the 
enemy,  fell  into  the  hands  of  the  victors.  Nevei^  did  a  victory  of  equal 
importance  cost  so  little  to  the  victors.  Never  was  the  superiority  of  Eu- 
ropean discipline  and  tactics  over  the  ill-directed  valour  Qf  brave  barba* 
rians  more  indisputably  manifested.  The  Mamelukes  were  mounted  on 
superb  Arabian  horses,  richly  caparisoned  ;  their  armour  was  magnifi- 
cent, and  their  purses  well  stocked  with  gold.  These  spoils  in  tome  de- 
gree compensated  Clie  soldiers  for  their  excessive  fatigue  during  an  inter- 
val of  fifteen  day s^ their  only  nourishment  had  consisted  of  a  few  vege- 
tahles,  without  bread — They  were  frequently  without  water,  and  always 
without  shelter  under  the  direct  burning  rays  of  a  tropical  sun. 

July  ^.  The  immediate  result  of  the  Battle  of  the  Ptbamids 
was  t4ie  conquest  and  quiet  submission  of  Egypt.  The  principal  inha- 
bitants of  Cairo  presented  themselves  to  Buonaparte  this  day,  and  for- 
mally delivered  up  the  city  and  country.  Two  days  afterwards  (July 
26,  1798)  Buonaparte  removed  his  head-quarters  into  that  city,  and  im- 
mediately employed  himself  in  arrangitig  its  government,  and  in  distri- 
buting the  provinces  under  French  generals  and  intendants. 

Such  and  so  rapid  was  the  conquest  of  Eg}  pt  and  of  the  military  peo- 
ple of  the  Mamelukes  under  the  vigour  and  ability  of  Buonaparte  ;  and 
in  this  manner,  m  the  short  space  of  about  14  >days,  was  conquered  and 
overthrown  the  most  extraordinary  empire  which  the  world  has  seen,  tliat 
of  a  nation  of  soldiers  from  their  birth.

**  VcKpasian  was  a  hrave  and  aeuluus  captaiu,  who  ai^vaya  beaded  bia  army,  jodi* 
ciously  (boftc  the  cucaiupincnts,  was  by  nig^ht  and  day  occupied  dbout  the  safety aod 
fl^loi'v  of  his  troops,  rushed  when  necessary,  sword  in  hand,  into  the  ranks  of  bis 
foes,  was  very  ahstnnious,  simple  in  bis  dress  and  habits  as  a  common  soldier,  aad, 
bad  he  not  been  avaricious,  was  cjuite  equ^l  to  the  ancient  lloman  generals.**    .

JOHN  BERNADOTTE  was  born  on  the  26th  of  January  1763,  tt 
Pajyi»  the  capital  of  Beam,  the  birtb  place  of  the  great  Heury,    Hj«  fii* 
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ther,  a  geiitleiuau  of  moderate  fortune,  followed  tlie  profession  of  the 
-law,  and,  hy  bis  love  of  justice,  and  natural  inclination  to  QMljge,  gaiped 
ihe  esteem  and,  attacbmeMt  of  all  his  fellow-citizens.  He  took  Qire  early 
to  inspire  his  son  with  such  noble  sentiments ;  but  was  not  fortunate 
enough  in  his  attempts  to  adorn  his  mind  with  that  classical  knowledge^ 
'Which  x)pen8  to  youth. the  vast  field  of.tlie  scienc^es.  The  vivacity  of  the 
youthful  John,  and  the  inconveniences  inseparably  attached  to  doine«tic 
Vacation,  opposed,  in  this  latter  instanqe^  the  goodiotedtio^isQf  bis 
•virtuous  father. 

Beam,  a  province  of  France,  situated  .to  the  north  of  the  Pyrenees, 
Ii;i8<alway8.fuirni»hed  excellent  soldiers.  The  inhabitants  are  w^H  iptude^ 
robust,  active,  courageous,  soher,  lively,  but  very  sel^ab..  Agv^eably  to 
'the  manners  of  the  country,  Bernadotte  was  early  ipq red. to, fatigue  .and 
.hardship.  Although  his  parent's  circumstances  well  allowed  bii^  being 
superbly  clothed,  aud  brought  up  delicately,,  he  himself  took  great  de- 
light, ill  winter  as  well  as  in  summer,  to  run  })boi4t  b^re-headed  an4 
bare-footed,  with  the  children  of  the  louver  classes,  and  .his  Aavo.i|rit^ 
Aliment  was  bread,  with  some  fruits.     Very  soon  weary  of  the  monoto^ny 

«  .of  his  inijkt ructions,  and   hurried  on  by  the  i>ti:eqgth  of  his  passions,  he 

.gave  way  to  his  strong  natural  inclination  to  a  military  life.     At  the  age 

.of  fifteen,  eloping  from  his  fatber^s  bouse,  he  enlisted  i/i  the  reginie^t 

-of  royal  marines^  in  which  corps  he  served  in  the. Cast  Indies  during  the 

American  war,  under  tlie  ordcbi  of  M.  de  Bussy,  and  with  the  squadroa 

of  Dailly  de  Suffrein. 

If  Bernadotte's  present  situation  authorizes  us  to  consider  him  a^ 
one  of.Fortune^s  favourite  children,  we  may  also  equally  a^ert,  that  Na« 
ture  has  done  much  '\y\  his  ftwour :  he  is  of  an  active  make,  vigorous,  and 
well  proportioned  ;  of  the  height  of  five  feet  five  inches,  (French  meft* 
sure),  with  large' black  eyes  ;  his  mouth  agveeably  set  off  by  asmile,.in« 
dicative  of  benevolence.  His  dre^s,  formerly  very  simple,  is  now  very 
elegant;  his  addrc^ss  prepossessing,  but  if  any  thing,  rather. too  easy. 
He  is  too  fond  of  spcfaking  much,  a  foible  which  may,  however,  be  the 
more  readily  excused,  as  he  always  speaks  well.  His  amenity  in  society 
has  often  been  matter  of  wonder,  to  those  who  had  only  seen  him  when 
underarms,  as  he  is  then  uncommonly  strict:  he  requires  of  his  officers^ 
that  they  should  treat  all  those  who  have  business  to  transact  with  them, 

'  with  the  greatest  attention,  without  any  distinction  of  rank  or  wealth. 
^There  was  a  period  when  his  enviers  availed  themselves  of  this  kind  of 
popularity,  to  represent  him  to  the  Directory  as  a  man  dangerous  to 
liberty ;  his  fair  proceedings  having  so  greatly  conciliated  the  affection 
of  the  army,  and  the  esteem  of  almost  all  the  representatives  of  the  na- 
tion. Bernadotte  cannot  be  better  depicted  than  by  referring  to  the  re- 
ply nutde  by  a  serjeant  of  grenadiers  (taken  prisoner  at  the  aflkir  of  Neu- 
marky  the  day  after  the  buttle  of  Teiningen),  to  the  Archdnke^Charlef, 
tawheni'  be  had  bee%.eot}duc^d»i«lil«bscrrin9  in.  him  both.m'aunenLjMMl

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mt  intelNgencei  mncb  abofe  his  rank.  The  prinot  asked  him  the 
of  the  general,  and  the  detcription  of  hii  pervon  >-^**  He  b  called  Beroft* 
dotte/*  replied  the  grenadier,  hanghtily :  **  Ma  looka,  to  us,  are  like  an 
eagte't ;  and  he  has  often  proved  to  yo»  that  he  baa  n  lion's  heart*** 

After  ttiese  details  of  Bemadotte,  it  wiH  be  easily  imagined,  tint  bii 
commanders  soon  disiingoisbed  bim  from  the  mass  of  aoMieia.  He  w« 
madf  n  corporal  a  year  after  bb  enlistment,  and  waa  nppmntcd  serjrant 
on  his  retorn  to  France  in  1783.  Gifted  with«  live).y  knagtnntion,  soU 
judgment,  a  happy  memory,  and  great  firmness  of  character^  be  well  m^ 
rited  his  nomination  ns  adjataint  vnder-officcri  His  n^gtmeut  was  tboi 
garrisoned  at  Marseilles.  Some  short  time  after  his  appointmtnl^  the 
Jacobins,  with  which  that  town  abounded,  succeeded  ia  inciting  thessk 
diere'to  rise  upon  their  offieers«  This  was.  in  1789*  after  the  taking  of 
the  Bastille.  The  mob  went  in  a  body  to  the  raudence  of  the  oolonsl, 
M.  the  Marquis  d'Amberty-  with  the  firm  resolutaon  of  cutting  off  hk 
head,  and  carrying  it  about  id  trioniph»  aa  the  lroph3r  of  a  rictory  ob- 
tained oventhe  AristocratSr  •  At  that  period  those  sinister  projcctB  were 
almost  as  soon  executed  as  conceii'ed ;  and  it  would  Have  been  all  over 
with  that  brave  officer,  if  a  lucky  chance  had  not  bronght  Bemadotte  ta 
his  hotel,  at  the  moment  the  rioters  approached.  In  spite  of  thrtr  horrid 
yells,  he  succeeded  in  making  himself  heard,  and  he  had  scarcely  begaa 
to-8pettk  about  order,  discipline,  justice,  and  humanity,  when  hewasin^ 
terrupted  by  accUmations,  iiominating  liiro  colonel  in  the  place  of  the 
Marquis  d*Ainbert,  whose  death  was  determined  on,  and  In.  wbLeh  be  wss 
required  to  concur. 

Berandotte,  who  perceJTed  at  the  ffrst  glance,  that  the  soldiery  of  his 
vegiment  participated  in  his  sentiments,  and  with  regret  found  themselves 
eonibunded  with,  and  in  the  midst  of  these  cut-throats,  began  by  cajoU 
ing  them,  and  drawiug  them  thu&near  to  him,  made  them  sensible  of  the 
mme  io  which  some  viVIains  sought  to  render  them  accomplices.  Wheo 
he  perceived  himself  sufficiently^  in  force  to  protect  the  abode  of  the  cop 
lonel,  dropping  his  tone  of  persuasion,  he  assumed  that  of  a  man  who 
knows  how  to  ensure  obedience,  and  exclaimed  with  a  loud  voice,  ^*  Mar- 
aeillese,  as^  you  assure  me  that  I  possess  your  confidence,  I  will  pmve  ta 
you  that  I  deserve  it  r  I  then  absolutely  declare,  that  I  will  not  allow 
you  to  dishonour  yourselves  b}*  a  most  base  assasvination..  If  the  colon«l 
is  guiUy,  the  law  will  render  justice  i  citizens  and  soldiers  are  not  exe- 
cutioners ;  I  request  you  then  to  retire,  as  before  you  will  obtain  the 
•head  of  out  colotiel,  you  must  deprive  me  and  the  brave  men  who  sur- 
round me  of  ours.'* 

These  few^words>  pronounced  with  energy,  seconded  by  the  resolnte 
countenance  of  Bemadotte  and  his  comrades,  who  from  assailants  hsd 
become  protectors^  overawed  the  multitude,  who  immediately  dispersed* 
This  conduct  of  BcAiadotte  did  not  remain  long  unrewarded ;  he  was 
nade  a  sab-liautanant.    He  passed /tpidly  tbrongh  the  diSsrent  atafes 
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of  promotiou  to  that  of  colonel,  which  he  obtiiined  in  1793,  in  the  Army 
of  the  North.     He  commanded  the  72d  regiment  of  line  infantry. 

The  death  of  his  intimate  friend  General  Gof^uet,  afforded  him  ano- 
ther opportunity  of  displaying^  that  superior  strength  of  mind  and  cha- 
racter with  which  nature  had  endued  him.  Prior  to  the  Revolution  Go- 
guet  was  a  physician.  A  desire  of  making  his  fortune  had  led  him  to 
the  army  :  abilities,  coosiderahle  information,  daring  spirit,  and  exalted 
patriotism,  brought  him  through  the  space  of  a  year  from  the  rank  of  a 
common  soldiei;to  the  eminent  station  of  general  of  divi^k)Il•  With  all 
his  talent?,  he  was  deficieut  in  the  expcrieitce  necessary  in  the  rank  he 
held,  in  order  successfully  to  c^ommand  his  troops.  This  defect  proved 
fatal  to  him.  Id  a  rout,  his  soldiers,  deaf  to  his  voice,  running  away 
with  the  utmost  precipitation,  he  lost  his  presence  of  mind  to  such  a  de^ 
gree,  as  to  endeavour  to  rally  his  soldiers  by  blows  of  the  sabre  :  a  sol- 
dier whom  he  bad  thus  struck,  fired  straight* upon  him  with  his  musket, 
and  killed  him  upon  the  spot. 

Beruadotte  informed  of  the  sad  fate  of  his  friend,  in  whose  divi:kiou 
he  was  employed,  went  the  very  same  day  to  the  regiment's  camp  in 
which  tlie  assassin  served,  and  required  that  he  should  be  arrested  and 
punished  in  the  most  exemplary  manner.  Both  officers  and  soldiers  an- 
swered him,  that  the  author  of  Goguet's  death  was  not  guilty,  a«  he  had 
only  repelled  force  by  force.  The  impunity  attending  such  a  circum- 
stance might  give  rise  to  the  most  dangerous  consequences  to-  discipline  : 
this  powerful  motive^  and  an  anxious  de^ire  to  avenge  his  friend,  in- 
duced Bernadotte  to  persist  in  his  demand:  he  requested  the  colonel  t» 
assrmble  the  officers  and  subalterns  ;  they  in  consequence  met  immedi- 
ately. Bernadotte  convinced  them  how  reprehensible  they  would  be  in 
shielding  the  assassia  of  their  general  and  their  friend  iVom  the  severity 
of  Uie  laws,  and  proved  to  them,  that  the  result  of  this  culpable  indul- 
gence would  expose  them  to  a  similar  fate,  should  tliey  act  in  confor- 
mity to  a  r^ulatioQ  which  autlwrizes  the  striking  of  any  one  runnin|^ 
away  from  the  enemy.  The  murderer  was  then  arrested,  condemned^ 
and  immediately  shot. 

Bernadotte  com maockd,  in  1794,  Kleber's  advanced  guard,  consisting 
of  six  battalions  of  grenadiers  of  old  troops  of  the  line  :  that  corps  wuis 
encamped  near  the  abbey  of  Lanes,  upon  the  right  bank  of  the  Sautbre. 
For  sonM  days  the  raiu  had  been  falling  in  torrents,  and  'the  camp,  6t&« 
tioned  in  a  field  fresldy  ploughed,  was  one  complete  hciip  of  mud.  Se- 
veral Jacobinical  uuder-officers  met  together,  and  determined  that  a  de- 
putation of  twelve  Serjeants  should  repair  to  General  Kleber,  in  order 
to  represent  to  him,  '*  that  be  was  in  the  wrong,  to  suffer  them  to  Ite 
stationed  en  so  unwholesome  a  spot,  whilst  at  the  sauic  time  there  was  ia 
the  viciuity  of  his*^ position,  a  number  of  very  rich  villages,  where  they 
would  be  very  comfortably  quartered/'  A  scrjea tit-major,  a  very  fiue 
dcdaimer^  was  chobeo  as  the  orator  of  the  baud.     Kleber  made  nu  otlier 
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reply  than  bj  Bending  for  Bernadotte»  and  ordering  iihoa,  io  dieprewnce 
of  the  depntation,  **  teach  your  gr^adiera  tliat  a  camp  is  not  a  dafat" 
'NdtwithatandiDg  the  dreadful  letton  afibrded  him  by  Uie  tragical  dorth 
of  Goguet,  he  was  no  longer  master  of  himself,  but  fell  upon  tiir  bo^ 
of  deputies  with  heavy  strokes  of  the  sabre ;  and  these  gentlemeD,  thus 
te-conducted  to  the  camp*  were  received  by  the  hisses  of  tliaf  comradob 
"which  took  from  them  all  inclioation  of  aguo  asking  to  change  timr 
quarters. 

Some  few  days  after»  Kleber  marched  with  the  Artey  of  die  ArdenM^ 
to  attack  an  Austrian  corps  ported  near  Mtrcliienne^ao-Poift.    BerMk 
^otte  had  the  command  of  the  right.    This  wall  the  first  time-lie  eic^ 
cised  the  function  of  general  in  the  field  of  battle.    <lcnefad*I>lilMiii, 
-who  commanded  the  troops  of  the  centre,  wished  to  aYuil  hiawelfof  lUi 
-circumstance,  to  cover  his  attack,  and  expose  Bemadotte'sy,^  ofdniif 
•him  to  stretch  himself  more  on  the  right.    -Bernadottii  replied,  tht^kk 
had  received  his  orders  from  Kleber,  and  that  he  would,  in  no  instanee. 
change  his  arrangements.    'Kleber,  who  happened  to  step  in^'oeosand 
Duhem,  and  approved  of  Ben\adotte*s  conduct.    The  engagement  htf» 
log  taken  place,  both  parties  fought  with  great  fury :  'the  position  of  the 
Austrians  was  very  strong:  their  line  was  placed  iipon  a' hillock,  pro- 
tected I)}'  defiles  and  ravines ;  their  right  leaned  upon  the  Sambre,  aod 
their  ^efl  was  covered  by  redoubts  and  abattis.  Greneral  Lorga^s  colnmn, 
detached  to  turn  their  left,  fiad  been  retarded  by  the  badness  of  the 
roads.    Klcber,  impatient  at  this  delay,  conceived  he  would  be  success- 
iul  without  that  succour,  and  had  ordered  a  general  attack  to  be  made. 
-He  remsiined  himself  with  the  right.    After  a  very  brisk  fire  ofmuAetiy, 
the  position  of  the  Austrians  ^as  carried  at  quick  marcn.     The  enemy's 
troops  bein;;  chosen  ones,  efi*ected  a  very  order!  v  retreat  by  MarchienUe- 
au-pont,  and  posted  themselves  upon  the  left  bunk  of  the* Sambre,  in 
order  to  protect  Charleroi.  Kleber,  who  had  never  lo^t  sight  of  Bemadotte 
during  the  whole  of  the  action,  was  deli^ed  with  the  coolness  and  pre* 
-aence  of  niiud  with  which  he  directed  the  troops,  and  availed  himself 
of  the  ad  v  uiitnges  of  the  ground.    Although  that  general  was  very  sparing » 
of  his  corapHiiieiits,  he  said  to  Bemadotte,  in  the  presence  of  the  army, 
**  You  have  manoeuvred  like  an  old  general ;  and  I  shall  find  it  equally 
m  pleasure,  as  it  is  also  a  duty,  to  announce  to  the  Representatives,  that, 
tliough  it  is  only  your  first  attempt  as  a  general,  you  have,  by  your  ability, 
'shewn  yourself  worthy  of  commanding  your  brave  grenadiers.**— Saint 
'Just  and  Duquesnoi,  two  great  partisans  of  Robespiei^e,  were  with  the 
army.     During  the  battle  they  remained  in  an  inn,  with  the  General  in 
Chief,  Charbonnier.     As  soon  as  they  learnt  the  retreat  of  the  eoemy, 
they  immediately  ran  to  tlie  field  of  battle.     In  the  name  of  the  Conveu- 
tion,  they  returned  hearty  thanks  to  the  troops,  and,  upon  Kleber^s  re« 
port,  bestowed  on  Bemadotte  tlie  firatemal  embrace.    Such  was  then 
tbt  atrength  of  opinion,  that  these  two  individual^  who  wtra  red-iiot  Jfr 
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cobins,  possesBiQg  no  other  real  merit  than  their  impudence  and  boastiogt 
iverc  as  much  respected,  and  much  more,  in  another  way,  dreaded,  by 
every  one  in  the  army,  than  Lewis  the.  Fourteenth  could  possibly  have 
been,  when  that  monarch  put  himself  at  the  head  of  his  troopv  ;  from 
which  we  may  conclude  how  much  their  embrace  tended  to  accredit 
Bernadotte, 

Jourdau's  arrival  with  40,000  men  of  the  Army  of  the  Moselle,  fur« 
uished  the  means  of  laying  siege  to  Charleroi.  Bernadotte  continued 
serving  under  Kleber  in  the  ^ing  of  the  Army  of  tlie  Sambre  and  the 
Meuse.  He  maintained  his  reputation  in  the  battle  of  Fleurus.  At  the 
siege  of  Maestricht  he  was  charged  with  the  attack  of  the  fort  of  AVyck, 
At  that  period  he  had  no  knowledge  of  the  operations  of  a  siege :  this  he 
frankly  acknowledged,  and  coniided  entirely  in  his  artillery  and  engineer 
officers*  He,  every  day,  whatever  might  be  the  weather,  visited  the 
tcench^  and  encouraged  the  workmen.  They  entreated  him  to  retire, 
observing  to  him,  that  he  ran  very  great  risk,  without  any  prospect  of 
advantage.  His  answer  was,  **  that,  considering  his  soldiers  as  his  children, 
it  was  his  greatest  pleasure  to  share  in  their  daggers,  and  witness  their 
zeal  in  well  executing  his  orders." — This  adroit  behaviour  received  a 
double  recompense  ;  first,  by  attaching  more  and  more  the  officers  and 
soldiers,  who,  whatever  they  may  say,  are  always  fond  of  seeing  their  ge- 
nerals at  tlieir  head  ;  and,  secondly,  by  inducing  the  workmen  to  hasten 
their  work.  There  was  buit  one  general  cry  among  them— *<  Let  us  be 
of  good  cheer,  and  work  double  tides,  to  shelter  our  brave  general,  who 
thus  exposes  himself  as  one  of  us.'* — I  have  seen  Bernadotte  shedding 
tears  of  the  sweetest  sympathy  in  seeing  himself  thus  beloved  by  his  troops'* 
1  bad  brought  General  Jourdau  the  news  of  tiie  taking  of  Coblentz  by 
Marceau.  Kleber  retained  me  with  him  until  tiie  end  of  the  siege ;  and 
1.  had  often  ppportanities  of  seeing  Bernadotte,  and  of  examining  the 
progress  of  his- attacks  directed  by  the  colonel  of  engineers,  Detroye,  an 
officer  of  great  merit,  who  was  killed  in  172>9»  at  the  siege  of  St.  Jeaa 
d'Acre. 

iJpon  the  reduction  of  Maestricht,. Kleber's  corps  advanced  to  the  bor- 
ders of  the  Rhine,  and  took  the  left  of  the  army.  Bernadotte's  division 
successively  occupied  Cjologtie,  Bonn,  and  Coblentz.  At  the  period  of 
the  first  crossing  of  the  Rhnie  in  1795,  Bernadotte  was  charged- with  the 
blockading  of  'Ment^,  on  the  Casscl  side,  upon  the  right  bank  of  that 
river.  H«  had  his  head-quarters  at  Biberich,  in  the  Prince  of  Nassau V 
castle,  who  had  taken  his  flight.  Not  a  single  devastation  was  made,  nor 
was  any  contribution  exacted.  The  prince's  steward  had  but  to  praise 
tlie  honourable  proceedings  of  Bernadotte,  who  confined  himself  to  oh- 
taiuing  only  the  mer^  necessaries  for  the  troops  of  his  division.  Whilst 
the  army  of  Italy  gave  itself  up  to  every  excess,  the  French  upon  the 
iUrine  observed  a  discipline  uaexampled  in  the  times  of  Tureune,  of 
Goodly  of  Saze^  &c*    A  peataat  having  preferred  a  complaint,  that  two 
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stuff  officers  hud  broken  open  his  granary,  to  get  oats  for  their  horses, 
Saint  Just  ordered  them  to  be  shot  at  the  head  of  the  arniv.  The  inha- 
bitantH,  in  consequence,  oflercd  up  their  prayers-  for  our  success  against 
the  Aastrians,  whose  custom  was  then  to  ask,  and  pay  with  hlows-of  tfae 
cudgel ;  which  metliod  the  French  did  nqt  delay  to  adopt,  as  soon  as 
they  were  freed  from   the  presence  of  the  Deputies  of  the  Conveution. 

Jourdan,  equally  a  novice  in  politics  as  iu  war,  could  not  persuade 
himself  that  Clairfa'it  would  dare  to  violate  the  neutral  territory*  of  Hanan, 
and  his  astonishment  was  at  its  hei;i^ht,  when  he  learnt  that  the  Austrians 
liail  cro^i8cd  the  Maine  above  Frankfort,  and  directing  their  march  to- 
wards Wetzlar,  threatened  to  turn  the  French  camp  by  its  left.  Instead 
of  immediately  marching  with  the  army  80,000  strong,  which  he  could 
dispose  of,  still  continuing  to  blockade  Mentz,  he  made  the  most  dis« 
graceful  retreat  ever  recorded  in  history.  Klebcr,  Murcenu,  and  Beroa- 
dotte,  were  for  giving  battle,  which  Jourdan  opposed.  When  Clairfait 
saw  that  our  retreat  was  real,  he  retrograded,  and  forced  the  lines  of 
Mentz.  Bernadotte's  division  was  dis^mtched  to  the  Hundsruck,  to  op- 
pose the  corps  sent  by  Clairfait  in  that  direction,  to  prevent  our  imped- 
ing him  in  the  pursuit  of  the  Army  of  the  Rhine.  On  the  taking  of 
Creutznach,  a  small  town  upon  the  Nahe,  Bernadotte  experienced  the 
mortiBcation  of  seeing  his  advanced  guard  repulsed,  owing  to  the  fault  of 
its  commanding  oflicer,  who,  presuming  he  had  only  to  do  with  light 
troops,  hud  dashed  into  the  town  without  first  causing  it  to  be  searched 
by  his  sharp-shooters.  AVhilst  the  enemy  was  making  a  stout  resistance 
upon  the  bridge  of  the  Nahe,  some  Pandours  (troops  half  barbariaii) 
rUshed  from  an  ambuscade,  and  succeeded  in  taking  some  French,  whose 
heads,  agreeably  to  their  usual  custom,  they  cut  off,  a  few  paces  distant 
from  their  comrades,  who  not  being  sufficiently  in  force  to  rescue  them, 
were  obliged  to  retire  to  the  main  of  the  division,  spread  upon  the  heights 
round  Creutznach.  On  hearing  of  this  barbarous  conduct,  Bernadotte 
felt  the  strongest  indignation  ;  he  put  himself  at  the  head  of  his  in'fantr}', 
attacked  the  Austrians?,  overthrew  them,  and  pursued  them  so  closely, 
that  they  crossed  the  bridge  pell-mell  with  them :  General  CuftareMi, 
chief  engineer  of  the  right  wing  of  the  army,  an  officer  of  great  dis- 
tinction lx)th  for  his  talents  and  virtues,  had  a  leg  carried  off  by  a  can- 
non-ball by  the  very  side  of  Bernadotte. 

The  following  fact  will  afford  an  idea  of  the  terms  on  which  the  French 
Oenenils  lived  with  their  troops.  Whilst  Bernadotte  was  pursuing  the 
enemy,  Gegeral  Poncct  was  marching  through  Creutznach  with  his  di- 
vision, in  order  to  support  him  as  a  corps  of  reserve;  Poncet  was  in- 
formed that  several  officers  had  quitted  the  ranks,  and  were  refreshing 
themselves  at  an  inn.  The  general  hastened  thither,  and  ordered  the 
officers  to  rejoin  their  regiments  ;  they  refused  to  do  so,  alledging  that 
they  had  eaten  nothing  for  36  hours.  Poncet  fell  upon  them  with  fiat 
strokes  of  the  sabre,  and  many  of  them  took  to  flight.     One  more  obsti* 
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iiate  than  the  rett,  placed  his  hand  upon  his  sword,  and  said  haughtily  to 

Poncet,  "  that  he  had  always  been  partial  to  the  point  and  not  the  blade.? 
The  General,  an  excellent  fencer,  answered  hitn,  *'  as  you  like,**  and  at;*, 
tacked  ihe  officer,  who  parked  in  the  presence  of  more  than  twenty  wit^ 
Desses.  After  five  or  six  thrusts  without  effect,  Poncet  run  his  sabre 
through  the  body  of  his  adversary,  who  fell  dead  at  his  feet  ''  It  Is 
thus,*'  said  Poncet  wiping  his  sabre  on  the  clothes  of  the  deceased,  **  I 
treat  all  arguern.*'  It  will  be  easily  supposed  that  the  spectators  of  thli 
catastrophe  took  quickly  to  tlieir  het.l8.  Poncet  quietly  rejoined  his  d'\* 
visidn,  aad  claimed  a  deal  of  merit  to  himself  for  this  adventure,  although 
it  was  a  dreadful  censure  upon  a  General  reduced  to  a  similar  extremity  ! , 
Had  Bernadotte  found  himself  in  a  such-like  predicament,  all  the  officers 
of  his  division  would  have  done  themselves  a  gratification,  in  making  a 
rampart  for  him  of  theFr  bodies. 

-.Towards  the  end  of  December,  1795,  an  armistice  was  concluded, 
betwen  the  two  armies.  Bernadotte*s  division  was  quartered  upon  the 
banks  of  the  Rhine  ;  his  head-quarters  were  at  Bop^iart :  his  employ-* 
ment  was  the  visiting  of  quarters,  the  review  of  troops,  giving  them  in* 
atructions,  and  particularly  attending  to  their  subsistence.  His  greatest 
pleasur)^  was  to  converse  on  military  matters  with  the  officers  of  his  staffs 
His  table,  furnished  by  the  bailiff  of  the  district,  was  very  frugal,  and 
to  avoid  the  expence  which  would  have  attended  a  number  of  tables,  hi^ 
required  that  all  the  officers  of  his  staff  should  take  their  meals  with  him« 
He  had  still  a  great  repugnance  to  study  :  he  felt  himself  very  uncom-  • 
fortable,  when  by  chance  he  happened  to  be  alone  ;  and  he  was  seeu^ 
laying  aside  all  etiquette,  dressed  in  a  plain  blue  coat  with  a  large  shaggy 
fox-skin  cap,  calling  upon  his  friends  to  take  a  walk  with  him  upon  the 
banks  of  the  Rhine. 

He  had  thus  passt^d  the  winter  from  1795  to  I79G,  and  was  preparing^ 
t4><begiu  a  new  campaign,  wheu  an  event  of  a  singular  nature  occurred, 
which  deeply  affected  him.  One  of  his  near  relatives,  and  wliat  was 
•till  more,  a  very  dear  friend,  was  condemned  to  the  gal  lies  for  eight 
years,  having  been  found  guilty  of  forging  a  certilicate,  in  order  to  save 
«  friend's  life,  who,  without  that  attestation,  wuuld  have  been  guillotined* 
This  uews  struck  Bernadotte  like  a  thunderbolt*  We  were  at  table 
rwhen  the  letter  announcing  tliis  misfortune,  was  delivered  to  him.  Jour-> 
dan,  general  in  chief,  was  present ;  he  had  come  to  Boppart  to  review 
the  troops,  previous  to  commencing  military  operations.  Bernadotte 
tras  nearly  overpowered  by  the  first  imprcsiiion  ot^  his  grief.  Recovered 
from  a  fainting  fit,  he  melted  into  tears,  and  wished  to  set  oil' for  Pan&:« 
Jouniaa  observed  to  him,  that  he  could  not  do  without  lilm.  I  theu 
o&red' myself  to  fulfil  his  intentions. 

Two  hours  afterwards  1  was  on  the  way  to  Paris,  with  letters  for  tlm 
principal  autliorities.  Fifteen  days  sufficed  to  annul  the  sentence,  and 
jlQ  restore  to  liiieriy  tlie  wortliy  and  unibrtunate  man. 
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During  my  stay  at  Ptiris,  Bernadotte  had  crossed  the  Rhine  nith  hv 
division.  He  hod  advanced  upon  the  Lower  Labn,  uhiUt  Kleber  witU 
the  left  of  the  anny  manceiivred  in  the  envinrons  of  Wetzlaar.  Prince 
Charles  had  united  the  diflerent  corfM  of  his  troof>s»  aud  had  on  the  15th 
of  June  successfully  attacked  the  whole  line  of  the  Freochf  who  wrre 
ohliged  to  fetrtot,  and  to  take  their  former  position  upon  the  left  bank 
of  the  Rhine.  Bernadotte  was  obliged  to  yield  to  numbers,  but  he  aUv 
contested  for  victor}'  rn  the  engagements  of  Nasssau^  Ehrenbreitsteiny  and 
the  plain  of  Neuwied.  His  division  crossed  the  Rhine  on  the  19th  of 
June.  On  that  very  day  I  arrived  frorti  Paris  at  his  head-qoartert  at 
Coblentz  :  the  details  I  gave  him  of  the  success  of  my  exertions  for  hit 
relation,  and  the  very  great  favour  he  enjoyed  with  the  Directory  and 
the  different  Authorities  of  the  capital,  tended  to  Calm  the  grief  be  felt 
at  the  check  the  army  had  lately  experience. 

Morean's  successes  n|K>n  the  Upper  Rhine  obliged  the  Archduke  ts 
tnarch  with  the  choice  of  his  troops  to  oppose 'him.  Jourdan  took  id« 
tantage  of  that  division  to  recross  the  Rhine.  On  the  2d  of  July  Ber* 
nadotte  passed  the  river  in  two  liarges^  which  carried  only  three  hundred 
grenadiers.  Although  his  division  consisted  of  twelve  thousand  men, 
without  waiting  for  a  second  landing,  he  marched  upon  the  enemy,  who 
occupied^Rendorf,  a  village  near  the  Rhine.  The  Austrians  weresor- 
prised  in  their  beds.  General  Fink  escaped  in  his  shirt,  through  a  wimlotr 
which  overlooked  the  garden  of  his  house.  He  lo»t  all  his  l>aggage. 
He  rallied  the  troops  of  the  neighbouring  cantonments,  who  had  run  to- 
gether upon  hearing  the  noise  of  the  cannon.  He  wished  to  rcoccnpf 
Bendorf,  but  Bernadotte  had  been  reinforced  with  fresh  troops,  and  all 
the  eflorts  of  the  Austrian  General  proved  useless  :  he  was  obliged  to  re- 
treat upon  Moiitubaur,  closely  pursued  by  Bernadotte's  advanced  guard. 

This  General  was  equally  successful  at  Visbaden,  Koingstt-in,  and 
Burg  Eberach.  Every  where  the  troops  observed  the  most  rigid  disci- 
pline, and  only  exacted  of  the  inhabitants  the  mere  means  of  subsistence. 
Bernadotte  was  in  iliat  respect  peculiarly  severe.  The  following  anecdote 
will  afford  a  proof  of  my  assertion  :  The  magistmtes  of  Selingestadt,  a 
small  town  upon  the  xMaiiied,  between  Frankfort  and  Achaflenburg,  were 
delighted  that  tiieir  jurisdiction  had  been  exempted  from  military  quar- 
ters, and  in  order  to  testify  their  acknowledgujent  to  the  General,  thfy 
came  to  Aclialfeuburg  to  pre*<cnt  him,  \\\  the  name  of  tlicir  fellow  citi- 
zens, with  two  very  fine  saddle  horses  :  "  Keep  back  yoiir  presents,"  re- 
plied Bernadotte,  "  if  you  have  not  liad  troops  lodged  upon  you,  it  is 
because  the  good  of  the  service  did  not  require  it:  tell  your  fellow-citizens 
that  the  republicans  are  inimical  to  plundering,  and  that  they  only  iight 
ibr  liberty.*'  1  was  present  upon  this  occasion  :  I  considered  the  reply 
worthy  of  the  ancient  Romans  ;  but  it  pained  me  to  see  the  mortification 
of  thoie  good  Cieruians  who  oiiercd  thus  willingly  a  present  so  useful  in 
tiiue  of  war.    I  followed  them<— they  requested  mcto  accept  of  them

myself:  I  told  theA  that  I  mi^ht  purchase  them,  and  offered  them  two 
hundred  Louis  in  mainkits.  Tliey  accepted  iriy  proposition  with  joy,  and 
gave  me  a  receipt  for  that  pap^r  money  in  which  Government  made  our 
pay.  1  soon  after  mounted  one  of  the  horses  and  repaired  to  the  parade. 
As  800D  as  Bernadottc!  perceived  me,  he  ordered  me  into  arrest.  I  then 
shewed  him  my  receipt.  He  fell  a  laughing  at  the  manner  in  which  T 
had  kept  the  horses,  without  hurting  appearances,  end  I  gave  him  up 
tlie  finest  at  the  same  price, 

Jourdan,  having  decided  upon  pursu'mg  the  Austrian  arnlyon  the  Bo-^ 

^  beuiian  side^  ordered  Bernadotte^s  division  towards  llatisbon,  to  endea-t 
vour  to  establish  a  communication  with  Moreau.  The  Archduke  took 
a  very  able  advantage  of  the  error  which  Jourdan  committed,  in  not 
marching  with  the  whole  of  his  troops  to  form  a  junction  with  the  Army 
of  the  lihine.  That  Prince  crossed  tiie  Danube  with  a  chosen  corps: 
Ills  advanced  guanl  attacked  Beruadotte's  outpost  on  the  21st  of  August, 
and  forced  them  to  retreat  upon  the  main  of  the  division,  encamped  on 
the  heights  near  the  village  of  Teiningen*  On  the  22d,  the  Archduke 
attacked  the  French.  The  engagement  was  sanguinary,  and  success  was 
diversified  during  the  whole  day.  The  village  of  Teiningen  was  taken  and 
retaken  several  times — tlie  streets  were  strewed  with  dead  bodies,  and  tOr 
wards  the  evening  the  village  was  set  on  fire;  the  enemy  being  persuaded 
that  that  was  the  only  means  of  dislodging  the  troops  which  were  in-* 
trenched  in  the  houses.  Meanwhile,  the  Archduke  caused  his  right  to 
march  to  attack  Bernadotte's  left.  The  86th  regiment  of  line  infantry, 
which  was  upon  that  point>  was  obliged  to  retreat.  Bernadotte*s  position 
l»ecame  very  critical,  should  he  not  succeed  in  repelling  the  Austrians, 
%vho  by  the  advantage  they  had  obtained,  foqnd  themselves  masters  of  the 
grand  road  of  Neumark,  the  only  one  by  which  the  French  could  retreat. 
Convinced  of  the  necessity  of  retaking  the  ground  lost  by  the  left,  Ber- 
iiadotte  placed  himself  at  the  head  of  his  jreserve,  consisting  of  a  battalion 
of  grei^adien*,  ,of  the  37th  regiment  of  line  infantry,  and  of  the  7th  re- 

-  giment  gf  dragoons,  which  composed  a  forceof  about  four  thousand  strong, 
**  Vovi  know,  my  friend»"  said  the  General  to  them,  **  what  care  I  have 
always  taken  of  yx)ur  welfare  since  I  had  the  happiness  of  commanding 
such  brave  fellows  as  yourselves.  The  moment  now  presents  itself  of  testi- 
fying your  grateful  sense  of  it,  deserving  well  of  your  country,  audcovcr« 
ing  yourselves  with  glory. 

Although  they  had  fought  from  day4>reak,  and  that  it  was  then  nearly 
night,  tli^se  few  words  served  to  reanimate  the  soldiers,  and  caused  them 
to  forget  theTatigues  of  the  day.  They  all  exclaimed,  with  the  greatest 
enthusiasQ),  that  they  were  ready  to  follow  their  General  to  the  very  bot« 
tou)  of  hell.  Bemadotte  then  ordered  to  beat  the  charge,  and  march  iu 
close  column  against  the  enemy's  line,  who,  staggered  by  this  darin|f 
'movement,  though  three  times  more  numerous,  made  but  a  weak  resist 
iigDce^  Imd  retired  in  disorder  to  their  former  position.    The  Archdul^e^ 
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despairing;  of  carryin*^  Bernadotte^s  position  by  main  force,  ordered  tbe 

iirin{>;  to  stop,  aod  detached  General  Starry*s  division,  threatenin!^  to 

turn  the  left  of  the  French,  whilst  the  cohimns  of  cavalry  scoored  the 

country  npon  the  right,  pursuing  the  light  troops  towards  Fen  mirk. 

Tliese  urningements  occasioned  Bernadotte  a  deal  of  anxiety  for  his  line 

of  operations,  and  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  evening  of  tbe  same  day,  be  re- 

treated  to  Neuniark. 

Duriug  this  inarcii  an  accident  occurred,  which,  with  less  disciplined 

troops,  might  have  been  attended  with  the  most  fatal  cansequence.  To* 

wards  midnight  a  howitzer  caisson  took  fire,  in  the  centre  of  tne  columo: 

the  explosion  was  snccessive,  and  similar  to  a  mUning  fire  of  artilleiy. 

The  troops  in  the  van  and  in  the  rear,  conceiving  the  centre  attacked, 

formed  themselves  in  battle  array,  as  if  exercising,  loudly  requiring  to  he 

led  forward  to  the  enemy.     I  have  often  heard  Bernadotte  express,  that 

this  confidence  of  the  troops,  notwithstanding  the  darkness  of  the  night, 

and  the  great  losses  they  had  experienced  in  the  affair  of  the  day,  wonld 

always  appear  to  him  as  the  most  pleasing  moment  of  bis  life.  Tbe  Arch* 

duke  Charles  had  the  command  of  twenty-five  thousand  men ;  Bema* 

dotte  had  no  more  than  ten  thousand.     It  is  evident,  that  with  proper 

abilty  and  boldness,  not  one  Frenchman  would  have  Scaped,  particulady 

considering  the  nature  of  the  ground  around  Neumark,  which  is  a  vast 

plain,  and  the  great  superiority  of  the  Austrian  cavalry,  which  was  four

NARQUrS  WELLINGTON. 


IN  our  Militiiry  CbronicleW  last  month,  we  carried  down  tlie  narra- 
iive  of  the  Retreat  from  Burgos  to  Nov.  5th,  1812  ;  at  which  time  we 
led  tlie  Allied  Army  in  bivouac  on  the  south  of  the  Douro,  and  near  to 
tlie  brifl^e  of  Tordcsillas,  tbe  enemy  being  at  the  same  time  on  the  op- 
posite side  at  Torde^illas,  and  of  course  the  river  and  the  bridge  divid« 
ing  the  two  armies,  Tlie  Allied  Army,  having  taken  this  position  on 
the  30tb  of  October,  had  remained  in  it  till  this  period,  employing  this 
interval  of  time  in  repose,  refreshment,  and  in  waiting  for  the  arrival  of 
General  Ilill  at  Arevalo.  The  enemy  employed  the  siune  inter\'al  ia 
possessing  themselves  of  the  towns  of  Toro,  Valladolid,  and  Palencia; 
10  repairing  the  bridge,  and  in  collecting  provisions  to  enable  them  toad* 
vance.  On  the  morning  of  the  6th  of  November,  General  Hill  lu^ving 
previously  arrived  at  Arevalo,  and  having  thence  advanced  two  marches 
towards  T^alamanra  ;  the  enemy,  moreover,  having  repaired  the  bridge^ 
«nd  thereby  having  tbe  meaui  of  crossing  tlie  Douro  i^henever  thiq^ 
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pleased,  the  Marquis  deeme<l  it  time  to  continue  his  retreat,  and  ao 
cordingly,  breaking  up  from  his  position,  he  put  the  Allied  Army  oa 
inarch  towards  Salamanca* 

From  Tordesillas  to  Salamanca  is  75  miles,  tliat  is  to  say,  from  Tor* 
desiUas  to  Caj^trejon,  28,  thence  to  Pitucgua,  25 ;  and  thence  to  Sala^ 
nianca,  l6  ;  total,  75  English  miles.  The  army  reached  Castrejou  on 
the  6th,  and  Pituegua  in  the  evening  of  the  7th. 

The  enemy  did  not  immediately  follow  this  retreat  of  the  allies.  They 
appeared  to  be  collecting  their  detacbmeuts  and  provisions  with  the  pur- 
pOKCof  crossing  the  Douro,  and  uniting  themselves  with  the  army  of  the  . 
Aouth  and  centre,  advancing  from  Madrid,  under  Soult  and  the  king.  li 
will  beseeii  by  the  map  of  that  river,  as  given  in  ouf  Military  Atlas,  that 
it  was  not  ^n  the  power  of  the  Marquis  to  preyent  this  purpose.  He  con- 
tinued his  march,  therefore,  with  the  purpose  of  taking  a  position  on  the 
heights  of  St.  Christoval,  in  which  he  might  make  his  stand  against  iht 
united  army  with  the  advantage  of  having  the  ground  in  his  favour. 

It  may  be  some  refreshment  to  the  mind  of  the  reader,  as  it  certainly  \% 
to  that  of  the  writer,  to  turn  a  moment  from  the  contemplatiou  of  the 
scenes  and  images  of  war,  to  the  more  tranquil  prospect  of  the  scenery 
of  nature.  In  this  retreat  from  Burgos  to  the  Douro,  and  thence  to  Sa- 
lamanca, the  army  was  traversing  the  noblest  provinces  of  the  Spanish 
monarchy, — provinces,  in  which  every  hill  almost  was  the  memorial  of 
ftutient  valour,  and  every  plain  and  valley  the  scene  of  an  act  worthy  of 
fbe  Greek  or  Roman  muse.  It  was  in  the  fields  of  Leon  andCastile* 
that  Gonsalvo  de  Cordova  and  the  memorable  Cid,  the  Heroes  of  His- 
tory  and  Romance,  the  Chevaliers  of  antlent  days, — ^when  piety  dignified 
valour,  and  the  generous  virtues  of  knighthood  carried  the  gi'aces  of 
"Peace  into  the  horrors  of  War,  issued  forth  to  the  defence  of  their  coun- 
try, and  spread  the  glory  of  the  Spanish  name  as  far  as  the  limits  of  thfr. 
civilized  world.  How  changed  is  the  scene  now  !  Under  the  effect  of 
a  long  succession  of  weak  and  wicked  princes  the  Spanish  name  and 
national  character  live  only  in  their  history  ;*  and  a  Nation  of  European 
^lulattoes  has  replaced  the  Heroes  of  her  early  days.  History  does  not 
'exhibit  a  more  melancholy  contrast  than  in  the  former  and  present  state 
of  Spain.  <*  By  the  waters  of  Babylon  we  sat  down  and  wept,  when  we 
remembered  thee,  O  Zion."  It  is  impossible  for  a  scholar  and  gentle- 
man, even  imperfectly  acquainted  with  the  antient  Annals  of  Spain,  tb 
look  down  the  streams  of  the  Douro  and  the  Tagus,  and  to  call  up  before 
bis  fancy  who  once  inhabited  the  ruined  castles  on  their  banks,  and  who

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now  inluibit  them»  without  lamenting  the  vicissitudes  of  Nations^  aud  tie 
ignoble  ruin  of  a  great  Name. 

Like  Leaves  on  Trees  the  Race  of  Man  is  found, 
Now  green  in  yonth,  now  withering  on  the  ground  ; 
Another  race  (he  following  spring  supplies. 
They  fall  successive  aud  successive  rise,— - 
So  Generations  each  to  each  give  way. 
By  turns  they  flourish  and  by  turns  decay.

Kov.  8. — ^The  Allied  Army  continued  its  march  this  day,  and  readied 
'tlie  intended  position  of  St.  Christoval, — about  five  miles  in  front  and  to 
tlie  north  of  Salamanca.  The  army  was  iiere  on  auspicious  ground,  and 
looked  down  u|>on  a  Theatre,  which,  hut  a  few  pa6t  weeks,  had  presented 
the  magnificent  spectacle  of  their  f^lory.  It  was  impossible  not  to  feel 
elevated  as  the  memory  of  that  illustrious  day  arose  to  their  imagination. 
The  fortune  of  the  Country  seemed  to  invite  them  again  to  repeat  tiie 
splendid  Dnuna.  The  dej[>arted  Heroes  of  the  Battle  of  Salamaoia 
seemed  to  rise  before  their  miud^s  eye  ;  and  in  the  name  of  England  aud 
Castile,  of  freedom  and  of  patriotism,  to  invoke  them  to  justice  aud  to 
vengeance.     This  was  the  feeling  of  every  man^s  mind. 

^Vhilst  Lord  Wellington  had  thus  taken  his  position  on  the  ridge  of 
St.  Chrieitoval,  Sir  Rowland  Hill,  a  worthy  companion  in  the  course  of 
honour,  had  readied  the  Tormes,  and  crossed  that  river  at  Alva.  By 
the  command  of  the  Marquis,  he  immediately  occupied  the  town  uud 
castle  of  Alva  de  Tormes,  leaving  General  Humilton*s  division  in  front 
on  tile  opposite  side,  as  a  support  to  the  advance  against  the  approach  cj* 
the  enemy. 

Nov.  y. — Whilst  the  British  General  was  thus  preparing  to  receive  the 
expected  attack  of  the  enemy,  they,  upon  their  own  part,  were  advanc« 
ing  with  equal  alacrity  to  the  point  of  conflict^  The  united  army,  under 
Joseph  Buonaparte  and  Soult,  had  entered  Madrid  on  the  1st  and  2d  of 
November, — they  quitted  it  on  the  4lh,  on  their  marcjj  to  Salamancdj 
»nd  reached  Pencranda  on  the  8th.  On  this  day,  the  Qth,  the}*  reached 
the  immediate  neighbourhood  of  Alva  de  Tormes,  aud  drove  in  it  the  pic- 
<]uets  or  Major-General  Long's  brigade  of  cavalry.  Their  divisions  con- 
tinued niiiTching  up  the  whole  day  and  night,  and  gradually  appeared 
in  great  strength. 

It  has  been  above  said,  that  Lieu  tenant-General  Hill  had  been  com- 
manded to  occupy  the  town  and  castle  of  Alva  de  Tormes,  upon  the 
hiurh  road  to  which  the  enemy  were  in  march,  and  that  to  tliis  end  the 
Lt.-General  had  posted  Major-general  iioward*s  brigade  in  the  town, 
and  Lt,-;^enenil  Hamilton's  division,  of  which  General  Long's  brigade 
was  a  pan,  in  advance  on  the  line  of  the  enemy's  approach.  General 
Hamilton  prepared  with  equal  judgment  and  s[)irit  for  the  execution  of 
his  duty.    He  employed  the  day  in  garrisoning  aud  in  provisioning  the 
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the  castle,  in   barracadoing  the  streets  and  buildings,  and  in  raising  a 
temporary  wall. 

Nov.  10. — The  enemy  had  now  advanced  in  such  strength  in  front  of 
M»vjor-general  Long's  cavalry,  that  the  Lient-general  deemed  it  prudent* 
to  call  this  brigade  into  the  town.  It  was  accordingly  retired  into  Alva- 
very  early  this  morning.  About  ten  o'clock  in  the  morning  the  enemy 
appeared  on  tlie  heights  in  the  evident  act  of  making  a  reconnoisance  of 
the  ground  and  positions  of  the  allies.  About  two  o'clock  they  com* 
menced  firing,  and  continued  until  it  was  dark.  The  enemy's  light 
troops  advanced  to  the  very  foot  of  the  parapet  which  had  been  throwa 
up,  but  the  three  regiments  of  Howard's  brigade,  that  is  to  savj  the  51st, 
the  71  at,  and  92d,  exhibited  a  spirit  and  steadjness,  which  the  enemy  ha<J 
the  prudence  to  treat  with  proper  respect.  They  at  length  withdrew  th^ 
vannon  and  the  greater  part  of  the  troops. 

Nov.  1'2.— The  enemy  employed  this  and  the  succeeding  day  in  re» 
'peating  h\s  reconnoisance,  and  as  they  dre>v  out  theit'  forces  upon  the 
lieights  it  was  seen  that  their  strength  was  very  great.  The  marquis  esti- 
mated them  at  80,000;  and  of  these  10,000  were  cavalry,  and  ti>ere'waf 
.not  much  short  of  200  pieces  of  cannon.  As  they  brought  their  guns  to 
hear  on  Alva  de  Tormes,  Howard's  brigade  was  compelled  to  quit  that 
town  with  much  loss,  and  to  withdraw  themselves  to  the  Salamanca  skle 

•  of  the  river. 

Nov.  14.— The  army  of  Joseph  and  Soult,  having  now  apparently  re- 
solved on  their  plan  of  operation,  crossed  the  Tormes  this  day  at  some 
fords  near  Lucina,  about  eight  miles  above  Alva.      As  soon  as  Marquis 
'  Wellington  was  informed  of  this  movement,  he  broke  up  from  St.  Chris- 
'  toval,  and  hastened  towards  their  line  of  march  with  the  purpose  of  at« 
*^  tacking  them.     Upon  reaching  them,  however,  he  found  that  they  had 
'  not  only  recovered  the  probable  confusion  of  their  passage  over  the  ford, 
but  that  they  had  taken  a  strong  position  at  Mozarbes,  about  15!  miles  to 
the  west  of  Alva,  and  towards  the  Ciudad  de  Rodrigo  road.     The  Mar- 
quis,  therefore,  instead  of  attacking  them,  confined  himself  to  a  can- 

•  nonade  of  their  cavalry,  under  cover  of  which  he  made  a  reconnoisance  of 
their  position. 

It  was  not  difficult  to  understand  what  was  their  present  purpose,  and 

•  what  would  l>e  their  immediate  movements.   Their  army  was  so  superior 

•  that  it  was  evidently  their  interest  to  comj)el  a  battle,  if  they  could  pro- 
cure it  on  more  favourable  ground  than  the  heights  of  Arapiles.  Th^e  - 
vas  one  evident  method  to  effect  this  purpose,  and  this  was  to  interpose 
themselves  in  the  plain  country,  between  our  army  and  Ciudad  Rodrigo* 
and  thus  compel  us  to  fight  in  order  to  recover  or  sechre  our  positions. 
The  Marquis  Wellington,  therefore,  adopted  the  conclusion,  that  such 

•  would  be  their  attempts  upon  the  following  morning,  and  accordingly 
took  immediate  measures  to  prevent  iL     From  Salamanca  to  Ciudad 

-^  Kodrt^  is  80  miles,  the  latter  town  being  so  touch  to  the  ioqth-ea&t  of 
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tfie  fonntr.  Now  there  were  two  rmds  to  it ;  the  odCi  uid  the  ftborter  oof  f 
was  IQ  the  rear  of  Lord  WellingtoD»  and  therefore  in  hia  (>ower ;  the 
6ther  one*  which  formed  an  aogle*  with  the  former,  waa  in  the  frout  of 
bim,  and  was  near  the  positioD  of  the  enemy  at  Moxarbea^  In  the  rear 
of  IfOrd  Wellington,  and  between  him'  and  the  road  6nt  mentioned,  was 
the  small  river  or  rivnlet,  called  the  Zunguen,  and  which  therefore  the 
Wrmj  would  have  to  cross  to  gain  the  high-road*  '  The  Marquis,  theie-. 
fore,  anticipating  tlie  purpose  of  the  enemy,  placed  Sir  Edward  Paget  id 
%  position  which  secured  the  passage  of  this  rimlet,  and  hating  made 
iliese  dispositions,  and  collected  all  h'ts  army  on  the  Arapiles^  awaited 
the  event 

It  was  now  genemlly  expected  throughout  the  army,  that  the  follow- 
jng  morning  would  o[»en  with  another  battle  of  Salamanca,  and  this  con- 
jecture was  farther  supported  by  the  feigned  bustle  and  activity  of  the 
jirmy  of  the  enemy.  Their  drums  were  beating  as  if  to  arms  the  greater 
part  of  the  night ;  and  every  thing  wore  the  air  of  their  d^terminatioo 
to  fight 

Nov.  15th.  Ou  the  morning  of  this  day,  the  Marquis  found  that  hit 
conjectures  were  justified  by  the  event  The  eAemy  were  moving  bodiei 
of  cavalry  and  infantry  towards  their  left,  tliat  is  to  say,  towards  that 
Ciudad  Rodrigo  road,  which  was  nearest  to  them.  His  Lordship,  there- 
fore, deemed  it  now  time  to  begin  his  retreat,  which  he  accordingly  im- 
mediately commenced.  Putti^ig  the  army  in  march  in  three  columns, 
he  crossed  the  small  river  Zunguen,  and  thus  entered  the  high-road  to 
Ciudad  Rodrigo.     He  reached'Munillia  in  the  o'ening. 

Nov.  iGtb.  From  Salamanca  to  Ciudud  Rodrigo,  as  before  stated,  is 
.  60  English  miles,  and  the  route  and  distance  are  as  follow  :— From  Sala- 
manca to  Muni  Ilia  10  miles,  thence  to  Bovecla  20,  tlience  to  San  Mooias 
IG,  thence  to  Sanctos  Spiritus  20,  and  thence  to  Ciudad  Rodrigo  iG-^ 
Total  80  miles.  The  reader  will  be  better  enabled  to  form  a  judgment 
of  the  retreat  by  having  an  accurate  conception  of  the  ground  over  which 
the  army  had  to  march.  It  may  be  briefly  described  as  follows: — The 
line  of  the  Portuguese  frontier  is  a  chain  of  lofty  irregular  mountains. 
At  the  foot  fif  them,  on  the  Spanish  side,  after  some  rough  knolls  usu« 
mlly  found  at  the  roots  of  mountains,  is  a  plain  or  marshy  ground,  whichp 
like  all  levels  similarly  situated,'  ib  the  bed  and  source  of  the  waters  drain- 
ing  from  the  mountains,  and  is  therefore  intersected  almost  ever}'  hun- 
dred yards  by  rivulets,  rivers,  and  springs.  One  of  these  rivers,  the  Tor- 
mes,  rises  in  this  manner  in  the  plain  near  the  roots  of  the  mountains  of 
.  Guarda,  and  thence  flowing  in  a  semicircular  course  from  the  east  round 
to  the  north,  and  passing  the  city  of  Salamanca,  empties  itself  into  the 
"Douro.  The  Tormes  thus  forms  an  arch  or  bow,  the  string  or  cfaoid  of 
which  is  the  line  of  the  frontier  mountains*  The  plain  intercepted  be- 
tween the  river  and  this  line,  which  may  be  deemed  the  plain  of  Ciudad 
Bodrigo  and  Salap  ^  80  nules  in  lengthy  and  about  40  ia. 
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breadtli;  Sulamanca  oil  tiie  north  bank  of  the  Tormes  being  its  extreme 
nortlieru  point,  and  Ciudad  Kodrigo  its  southern.  It  was  throu^U 
.tbifi  plain  tliat  the  army  was  now  making  its  retreat  into  the  mountains, 
and  the  diiBculties  of  sucii  ground,  a iong  the  most  horrible  roads,  and 
■iamidst  torrents  of  rain  and  the  most  extreme  violence  of  (he  equinoxia^ 
H'iuds,  may  be  more  easily  imagined  tlum  tliey  can  be  described.  1  "^ 
xliifs  of  tiie  mountains  received  the  winds  as  into  so  many  lakes,  and 
thence  poured  them,  with  accumulated  violence,  upon  the  front  of  the 
army.  The  scene  resembled  what  us  man}'  of  us  as  have  been  to  the 
Cape  or  ludia  may  have  seen  in  Cape  Town  ;  when  the  tempest,  having 
{gradually  collected  itself  on  the  Table  mountain,  suddenly  pours  dowa 
like  a  torrent  of  waters  or  a  discharge  of  artillery  on  the  town  beneath, 
and  sweeps  every  thing  before  it. 

And  add  to  this  an  enemy  on  the  rear,  animate  with  the  notion  of  be- 
ing in  successful  pursuit  of  an  army  over  whom  they  have  so  many  mor 
lives  of  vengeance,  an  army  that  had  so  often  defeated  them,  that«  vie* 
tory  over  them  would  at  once  have  completed  their  glory,  and  their  re« 
irenge,  and  in  one  and  the  same  blow,  redeemed  the  lost  honour  of  a9 
many  former  battles,  and  given  a  new  laurel  to  their  conquerors. 

The  army  halted  this  day  at  Boveda.  The  constant  heavy  rains,  tli^ 
excessively  cold  and  high  winds,  and  the  deep  bad  roads,  greatly  fa- 
tigued the  men^  tlie  enemy's  ca vain*,  moroever,  greatly  pressed  on  them, 
and  followed  them  even  to  their  bivouac.  It  became  necessary,  there- 
fore, to  be  consUmtly  on  their  guard,  instead  of  employing  this  necessary 
interval  in  repose  and  refrei^inneut  ;  and  to  keep  the  enemy  in  check 
with  the  guns.  The  march  had  been  much  impeded  with  the  baggage 
and  artillery  ;  and  there  was  nearly  u  total  want  of  supplies.  A  ))oand 
of  wheat  Hour  was  issued  (from  the  most  cross  misruanagement]  instead 
of  baked  bread  ;  and  the  men  ha<i  to  bake  it  as  tiiey  could.  No  fuel* 
no  method  in  cooking,  no  regularity  ;  every  thing  in  confusion,  in  in- 
discipline, and  in  suffering. 

Tlie  effects  were  as  might  be  expected.  A  most  considerable  losii  ia 
prisoners  and  missing.  The  greater  part  of  the  men  reported  under  the 
last  head  consisted  of  such  as  contrived  to  straggle  froiji  the  flanks  aud 
rear ;  some  of  them  with  the  sole  purpose  of  plunder,^  and  others  with 
design  of  finding  a  shorter  way  to  Ciudad  Rodrigo,  -Cknd  tinding  a  more 
plentiful  support  in  the  casual  plunder  amongst  the  villages  that  fell  to 
their  share  in  the  bivouac.  Upon  the  army  reaching  its  cantonment  a  few 
days  afterwards,  the  greater  parC  of  these  fugitives,  or  rather  deserters, 
returned  to  their  companies.  The  universal  pretext  of  the  whole  was  the 
flame^  they  had  been  taken  by  the  enemy,  but  had  the  gopd  fortune  to 
have  effected  their  escape.  Many  of  them,  however,  actually  did  fall 
into  the  hands  of  the  enemy,  and  experienced  from  them  what  they  w^U 
-desecved. 

Nov«  17th.  The  army  continued  its  retreat  tQWurQi  San  IV^opisyi.  Thft 
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road  and  weather  the  Mime,  Throughout  the  whole  of  tliic  route,  the 
Ciudac!  Rodrigo  road  is  rtpeatediy  crossed  by  rivulets,  ravines,  and 
ditches,  which  are  dry  in  the  summer,  and  therefore  then  require  do 
bridges  ;  and  in  winter  there  is  so  little  traffic  that  the  want  of  bridgesit 
no  public,  tiiough  it  may  be  an  individual,  inconvenience.  The  greater 
part  of  them,  therefore,  have.no  bridges,  though  in  winter  they  become 
deep  and  broad.  The  autumnal  rains  had  now  filled  them,  and  the  ar- 
my had  in  consequence  to  wade  through  them,  and  the  baggage  aud  ar« 
tillery  to  get  over  as  they  could.  This  circumstance,  being  added  to  the 
roads,  the  rains,  and  the  winds,  the  activity  of  the  enemy,  and  the  fa* 
tigne  of  our  men,  greatly  augmented  the  general  distress,  and  the  com* 
nmnder  of  the  forces  was  much  dissatisfied  with  some  of  the  subordinate 
ofiiivrs. 

The  iirmy  sustained  the  loss  of  a  valuable  officer  on  the  march  of  thi^ 
day.  The  road,  on  which  the  other  divisions  were  marching  in  columns, 
was  ilaiikod  on  each  side  by-woods^  and  the  .5th  and  the  7th  division  of 
infantry,  having  lost  sight  of  each  other  were  separated.  There  was  thus 
an  interval  uf  about  a  mile  between  the  front  of  the  one  and  the  rear  of 
the  other.  A  troop  of  Portuguese  cavalry  had  been  directed  to  flank  tlie 
left  of  the  road  ;  a  party  of  the  French  cavalry,  however,  fell  in  with  them 
«nd  drove  them  off.  The  Portuguese,  galloping  from  the  wood  to  the 
road,  sought  cover  amongst  our  rear;  and  being  pursued  by  the  enemy, 
led  the  hitter  amongst  the  baggage.  A  considerable  quantity  of  baggage 
iras  thus  tuken  and  de&troyed.  Lieutenant-General  Sir  Edward  Paget 
came  up  at  this  moment  to  inquire  tlie  cause  of  the  separation  of  the 
diviBions,  and  thus  fell  into  the  hands  of  the  enerov. 

It  is  a  dury  of  candour  to  add,  that  no  blame  whatever  must  be  at- 
tached to  the  Portuguese.  They  conducted  themselves  with  similar  gaU 
lantry  in  every  service  which  was  entrusted  to  them.  They  are  certainly 
not  equal  to  English  troops,  nor  is  it  to  be  expected  as  the  character  of  the 
people  is  always  timt  of  the  government.  They  were  repeatedly,  how- 
ever, entrusted  with  the  defence  of  fords,  flanking  positions,  &c.,  and 
upon  all  thebc  occasions  they  were  not  wanting  in  what  might  be  reason- 
nWy  calculated  of  them.  It  was  totally  a  different  thing  when  they  were 
led  to  charge  the  French  dragoons.  No  one  was  then  to  blame,  but  the 
officer  who  was  sufliciently  inexperienced  to  lead  them. 

The  enemy  came  up  in  great  force,  before  the  rear  divisions  could 
close  up,  and  opened  a  tremendous  cannonade  on  us*  As  the  ground  was 
wet,  it  was  not  so  destructive  as  it  otherwise  would  have  been,  but  onr 
loss  was  very  considerable.  It  is  a  matter  of  some  astonishment,  rn  what 
inanner  the  Trench  could  have  brought  forward  such  a  strength  of  anil* 
ler}\  They  cannonaded  uh  in  position,  and  the  position  of  some  of  the 
divisions  were  considered  as  not  having  been  well  chosen. 

Nov.  18th.  The  army  continued  its  march  to  San  Spiritus;  and  the 
fommander  of  the  forces  to  Ciudad  Rodrigo,     As  the  allies  approitcbe4 
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Ciuiiad  Rodrigo,  the  enemy,  deeming  any  further  pursuit  to  be  periU 
0U8,  began  to  relax  in  their  former  vigour,  and  to  fall  Lalrk  upou  theic 
main  bo<ly«  It  was  now  found  that  the  loss  on  the  preceeding  day  had 
been  very  serious*  The  bad  weather  continued,  and  the  divisions  were 
much  broken  up  by  th^ir  fatigue  and  sufferingSi 

Nov.  19th.  The  army  moved  up  to  Ciudad  Rodrigo  and  its  vicinity^ 
Bnd  the  enemy  retired.  The  retreat,  therefore,  may  be  considered  as 
having  triumphed  here,  as  on  the  following  dietys  the  army  only  moved 
towards  the  place  intended  for  their  cantonments,  namely,  Freynada,  Es* 
pesa,  Almadilla,  and  Villa  Formosa,  &c.  On  the  24th  the  troops  were  iu 
cantonment,  and  the  campaign  of  1612  ended. 

Such  was  the  conclusion,  and  suth  were  the  incidents  of  a  retreat,  ia 
nrhich,  upon  every  possible  occasion  for  the  exeix^ise  of  their  valour,  the 
army  never  disappointed  .the  confidence  of  its  commander  ;  and  only 
failed  in  discifdine,  because  the  discipline  of  a  retreat  was  in  opposition 
to  their  national  valour.  If  it  be  contrary  to  the  laws  of  gravity  that  mat^ 
ter  should  ascend,  is  it  not  equally  contrary  to  the  natural  impulses  of 
courage  that  it  should  retreat  before  its  natural  inferior  ?  The  *'  Mens 
tedere  nolens,*^  the  •*.  Virtus  repuUce  nesicia  sordidce,*^  are  no  le^s  the 
characteriitic  of  the  British  battalions  than  of  the  Roman  cohorts.  H 
It  be  deemed  that  we  have  spoken  with  unnecei»ary  severit}'  upon  the 
incidental  excesses  of  this  retreat,  we  have  only  to  answer,  that  we  should 
have  thought  ourselves  to  be  much  wanting  in  the  grave  consideration  of 
our  duty,  if  we  had  thus  Mattered  the  army  at  the  expenee  of  its  best  in-s^ 
terests.  The  fovour  of  the  military,  by  means  of  the  great  circulation  of 
this  work,  has  put  us  in  possession  of  an  instrument  by  whicli  much  good 
may  be  effected  ;  and  the  abuse  of  it,  therefore,  to  purposes  of  falsehood » 
would  incur  the  double  offence  of  good  neglected,  and  of  evil  done.  And 
let  me  he  allowed  to  add,  that  as  I  praise  with  warmth,  I  must  be  per« 
Hiitted  to  censure  with  freedom^  Editor.

ILLVStRATFOlS  OF  THE  SEAT  OF  WAR. 

Itinerary  from  Dantzic  to  Berlin. 

I  LEFT  Dantzic  for  Berlin  in  the  beginning  of  the  month  of  Octo- 
ber, 1804.  From  Dantzic  to  Berlin  is  two  hundred  and  eight-five 
English  miles.  The  route  is  as  follows  :— From  Dantzic  to  Duuemon«e 
20  Englibh  miles,  thence  to  Wurtzen  20,  thence  to  Stolpe  20,  thence  to 
Slave  15,  thence  to  Cuslin  20,  thence  to  Kurliu  J 5,  thence  to  Pinnow 
90,  thence  to  Neugerten  20,  thence  to  Sturtguard  20,  thence  to  Pyrita' 
15,  thence  to  Koninj«;sburg  pn  tlie  Oder  20,  thence  to  Angermunde  15, 
thence  to  Eberswald  15,  thence  to  Bernan  15,  and  thence  to  Berlin  15— 
ToUl  285  English  miles. 

Upon  leaiing  Dantzic,  nothing  can  be  more  delightfully  gay  than  the 
Country,  though  the  soil  does  not  appear  very  fertile.  I  paHsed  the  town 
and  abbey  of  Oliva ;  the  latter  is  celebrated  for  containing  in  one  of  its 
chamberb  the  table  on  which  was  signed  the  famous  treaty -of  Ohva. 
Every  Prussian  we  passed  seemed  to  be  dressed  very  curiously, — having 
a  cocked-hut  and  a  night-cap.  I  can  say  nothing  of  Dtmemorse  nor  of 
the  next  stage  Wurtzen,  only  that  they  are  fresh  and  lively  looking  Prus- 
sian towns.  I  was  much  pleased  with  the  Prussian  farm-houses  along 
tha  toad ;  they  rtrainded  me  very  forcibly  of  the  substance  aud  comfort- 
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of  the  farmers  in  my  own  country.  They  were  either  tiled  or  thatched  ; 
in  the  latter  case  very  neatly,  so  as  to  induce  the  idea  of  comfort.  Some 
of  them  were  built  with  brick,  and  Others,  of  light  brown  clay,  but  the 
ftiTourlte  colour  ia  a  vivid  Besh.  The  ground  exhibited  the  marks  of 
high  cultivation  ;  the  soil  appeared  to  be  a  sandy  loam,  ca|>able  of  bear- 
ing all  sorts  of  vegetables.  I  passed  through  Stolpe  ;  this  is  a  smaU  city, 
but  full  of  houses,  and  surrounded  with  corn  and  meadow  lands,  and  th« 
itihahitants  seem  to  live  with  much  elegaace  and  cheerfulness. 

From  Stolpe  to  Slave  is  15  miles  over  an  open  pleasant  country  of 
arable  lands  well  inhabited.  From  thence  to  Cusiin  is  20  miles,  and 
the  road  all  throughout  is  equally  agreeable.  Custin  was  burned  down 
»ome  years  since,  but  has  been  rebuilt  with  elegance  and  regularity.  In 
the  market-place  is  a  stone  statue  of  the  father  of  Frederick  the  Great. 
From  Cusiin  to  Kurlin  is  15  miles,  and  thence  to  Pinnow  ^. 

The  road  to  Berlin  has  one  great  advantage  for  a  traveller,  \*hether  he 
seeks  only  objects,  or  whether  he  is  on  the  lookout  for  frequent  halts  for 
rest  and  refreshment.  There  is  a  constant  and  rapid  succession  of  towns 
and  villages,  thou-gh  very  few  scattered  cottages.  '  Upon  every  accjivity 
the  traveller  commands  six  or  seven  spires  rising  from  the  little  stumps 
of  trees,  and  clusters  of  houses  f  the  road  to  etch  of  these  eomnuuiities 
for  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile  is  paved,  though,  from  the  manner  of  such 
pavements,  it  is  difficult  to  say  for  what  purpose. 

My  adventures  upon  the  road  were  very  few,  except  that. ray  driver  wasf 
^ery  fond  of  quitting  the  main  road  for  every  short  cut,  in  which  case 
we  were  frequently  obliged,  carriage  and  all,  to  spring  as  well  as  we  could 
over  a  small  ditch.  We  frequently  passed  through  the  most  beautiful 
avenues  of  majestic  oak,  and  stately  lindens.  I  found  the  inns  very 
poor.  At  Pinnow  I  slept  upon  a  bed  of  straw.  In  the  best  room  are 
generally  the  depot  of  the  Sunday  gowns,  the  best  crockery,  two  or  three 
filthy  straw  beds,  a  stove  of  black  Dutch  tiles,  a  corn  chest,  a  chair  with 
a  broken  back,  and  some  jars  of  butter.  Adjoining  there  is  generally  a 
room  for  the  daughter  or  upper  servant  of  the  host,  who  reclines  hcc 
Kweet  person  upon^a  be<]  placed  upon  a  corn-bin,  and  surrounded  by  the 
winter  stock  of  potatoes.  If  a  traveller  fasten  the  door  of  his  bed  room» 
he  will  be  under  the  necessity  of  rfsing  to  open  it  twenty  times  after  he 
is  in  bed,  that  the-  master  or  mistress  may  have  access  to  sonielliing  de« 
posited  in  his  chamber. 

On  the  following  day  I  passed  through  Masau,  and  thence  to  Sturt- 
gard,  the  capital  of  the  Prussian  Pomerania.  In  this  place  \>  a  cathedral 
church  of  great  antiquity,  built  of  brick,  and  also  three  other  Lutheran 
churches.  The  service  is  in  French.  The  winter  was  now  rapidly  setting 
in,  and  in  every  post-house  the  stoves  were  warmed.  K^'fore  one  of  theni 
s^ffl^  peasant  children  were  reposing  upon  forms,  and  their  mother  stand- 
ing with  her  back  against  it,  fast  asleep.  The  peasants  erect  their  ovens, 
vhich  9Xe  made  rf  clay,  about  seven  feet  high,  and  in  the  shape  of  a 
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dome,  at  the  extremity  of  their  orchard^  and  it  is  reiy  plcawnt  to  aee 
the  childran  waiting  for  the  hot  rolls,  and  ruDuiDg  about  under  the  ap|rie 
trees.  All  the  roads  and  bye  laoeiliff  Pi^ussia  are  abundantly  supplied 
with  direction  posts,  in  which  the  direction  is  given  by  a  negro's  bcad| 
and  two  long  arms*  « 

On  ^he  next  da^,' our  route  continued  through  Koningsherg  on  the 
Oder.  This  town  has  a  very  pool  pods  church,  embellished  with  a  noble 
6rgan,  and  images  of4he  apiMles  and  angels.  From  tlience  the  rosd 
continues  to  Ang^rmunde,  where  the  Oder  is  passed  on  a  wooden  bridge.' 
On  the  north  bank  is  a  |tately  palace  and  garden  belongiug  to  the  mar- 
grave of  Schevedt,  with  a  vetj  neat  town  of  the  ^ame  name  adjaceat 
The  avenue  to  the  bridge  and  town  is  thrown  up  between  meadow  lands, 
and  paved  and  planted  otyeach  side  with  willows  and  wild  chesnut  trees* 
The  sceit  rv  is  rich  and  pretty.  The  palace  of  the  margrave  makes  the 
'  more  striKing  figure  as  it  is  tha  only  object  of  the  kind  between  Dant** 
^ic  and  Berlin.  It  is  only  in  England  that  almost  every  .village  has  its 
mansion  hoose. 

Tlie  garrison  towns  along  this  road  are  numerouSf  and  at  each  of  these 
the  traveller  must  inform  the  guard  of  his  name,  c^ondition,  and  motive 
of  travelling.'  The  soldiers  looked  to  great  advantage ;  they  were  em* 
.  ployed,  on  most  of  thefr*parades,  iu  performing  their  favourite  manosuvre 
that  of  forming  hollow  squares  by  sections^  The  Prussian  musket  primes 
itself,  and  tlie  time  is  thus  saved  ;  but  it  is  a  question  to  me  (or  rather 
no  question  at  all,  as  a  Norfolk  man)  whether  more  is  not  lost  by  the 
uncertainty  on  one  hand,  and  the  diminution  of  the  projectile  force  in  the 
barrel  by  the  large  touch-hole  on  the  other,  than  is  gained  by  the  sav'iDg 
oftirae«  With  this  improvement,  however,  such  as  it  isi  a  Prnssian 
soldier  can  load  and  fire  twelve  times  iu  a  minute^ 

The  road  continues  to  improve  iu  richness  and  pleasantness  to  Eber«« 
^wald  aud  thence  to  Berlin.  Eberswald  has  a  large  brick  church  800 
years  old.  The  latter  part  of  the  road,  upon  enteriug  Brandeuburgh,  is 
through  dark  forests,  the  latter  of  which  Frederic  is  said  to  have  highly 
valued,  as  a  kind  of  barrier  against  an  enemy.  But  Berlin  is  in  every  re- 
spect an  open  town,  and  when  an  enemy  coming  from  Russia  or  Poland* 
shall  have  crossed  the  Vistula,  there  is  nothing  to  hinder  him  from  over<» 
running  the  country  to  the  very  streets  of  Berlin.  But  it  is  totally 
another  thing  to  remain  there,  unless  they  are  in  possession  of  Oantzic^ 
the  strongest  fortress  in  the  north  ;  and  which  no  army  could  leave  be*'^ 
hind  it — of  the  depth  and  dreariness  of  the  forest  of  Brandeuburgh  no  ooe 
can  form  a  notion  but  those  who  have  waded  through  them ;  we  quitted 
tliem  with  great  joy  to  roll  over  a  noble  road,  of  about  an  Bnglish.mile 
in  length  edged  with  linden  trees,  and  at  the  end  of  it  reached  the  wall 
which  surrounds  Berlin^  and  entered  that  city*

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COURTS  MARTIAL. 

Sir,— I  HAVE  long  waited  in  expectation  that  some  of  your  nun[)er*> 
ous  and  well-informed  correspondents  would  have  treated  on  the  sub- 
ject of  courts  mantial ;  but  as  they  appear  to  be  nearly  altogether  silent 
t>ii  that  head,  I  bcsf  leave  to  offer  a  few  observations  :— 

I  conceive,  that  it  would  be  higWy  l»eneficial  to  the  army  in  general 
if  the  appointment  of  deputy-judge-advocate  was  diflfierently  arranged. — 
T'his  situation  requires  to  be  tilled  by  a  man  of  talent,  and  by  a  man 
who  has  been  well  read  in  the  civil,  as  well  as  in  the  militar}'  laws  of  his 
.country  ;  it  is  his  special  duty  to  be  careful  that  the  proceedings  of  the 
court  are  strictly  legal— and  to  guide  it  in  points,  which  might  arise, 
touching  the. civil  law. — But,  alas!  how  seldom  does  it  occur,  that  the 
t>f!icer  who  is  appointed  to  fill  this  important  employment,  possesses  the 
necessary  qualifications  ? — and,  how  can  it  be  well  expected,  that  he  can 
efficiently  fill  this  situation,  when  perhaps,  he  is  taken  from  the  imme<- 
diate  command  of  a  platoon — and  this,  too,  for  the  purpose  of  directing 
men  in  the  propriety  of  their  proceedings  who  arc  oldeKin  }^ars  and  in 
experience  than  himself  ?— for  I  have  to  inform  you,  that  such  a  thin^ 
iias  occurred  as  that  of  a  subaltern  tilling  the  office  of  deputy-judge- 
advocate  when  the  junior  member  of  the  court  has  been  a  captain* 

Before  we  yield  our  opinions,  or  subject  those  opinions  to  be  controuU 
ed  by  another,  it  is  necessary  that  a  degree  of  confideuce  should  exist  in 
the  known  abilities  of  the  person  to  whose  guidance  we  submit  ourselves* 
Can  a  court  repose  the  required  confidence  in  a  deputy-judge-advocate 
who  is  inferior  to  the  junior  member,  in  rank  and  in  experience,  and 
who  probably  does  not  even  pique  himself  on  a  knowledge  of  the  civfl 
law  ?  It,  therefore,  too  frequently  occurs,  that  in  cases  where  it  is  ne- 
cessary that  this  officer  should  give  his  decided  opinion  the  court  is 
cleared  and  its  sentiment  is  taken. 

More  fully  to  illustrate  the  argument,  we  will  for  a  moment  suppose, 
that  the  court  is  in  doubt  whether  the  testimony  of  the  witness  can  be  le^ 
gaily  received  ;  in  such  an  instance  it  naturally  looks  up  to  the  deputy- 
judge-advocate  for  advice  ;  but  instead  of  linding  the  required  informa- 
tion, this  officer,  in  his  turn,  is  compelled  to  fly  to  the  court  for  its  opi- 
nion. Is  it  not  then  deplorable,  that  the  advocate  of  the  crown,  whose 
province  it  is  to  dictate  to  the  court,  should  seek  and  act  upon  its  deci- 
sion in  cases  of  difficulty  ? — This  is  highly  incorrect,  and  indisputably 
does  away  with  the  necessity  of  a  deputy-judge-advocate. 

In  all  legal  points,  whetiier  civil  or  military,  the  court  ought  to  be 
-guided  by  tliis  officer*s  opinon  ;  its  power  aloue  consisting  in  the  right 
of  invettigAtion,  finding^  the  verdict,  and  awarding  the  punishmeut ; 
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for  I  hold  it  to  be  incontehtable — thut  the  court  cannot  act  cootrar}*  ta 
the  opiijion  of  the  deputy-jud^^r^advocatey  on  It^gal  points,  howeTer  iiw 
clined  it  mi^ht  be  to  differ  with  him. 

When  char;;es  are  exhibited  against  a  man  of  such  a  natpre  as  to  af« 
feet  either  his  life,  or  his  commission,  he  stands  in  a  most  perilous  situa- 
tion ;  therefore,  too  much  car^  cannot  be  taken  that  no  inaccuracies 
should  occur.  The  court  is  always  patient,  aud  willing  to  grant  a  fair 
and  impartial  hearing  ;  but  it  is  the  lot  of  human  nature  to  err^-and  to 
err,  a  court  must  be  liable,  unl^<(s  assisted  by  a  person  competent  to  set 
it  right  in  case  of  doubt.  Let  it  be  clearly  understood,  that  I  do  not 
mean  to  say  or  imply,  that  those  officers  who  afe  appointed  depatjv 
jud{;c-advocufes,  arfi  not  men  of  strict  honour,  and  also  of  good  militpiy 
tibililies;  but  I  wibh  to  sl^ir  the  impropriety  of  military  men  holding 
at  all  this  situation,  when  iHs  improbable,  and  not  to  be  expected,  that 
they  can  possess  the  necessary  requisites  to  form  a  deputy -judge-ad- 
vocate. 

The  judge-advocate  is  a  gentleman  versed  in  law  ;— and  why  should 
pot  his  deputies  be  men  of  that  profession  ?  To  remedy  this  evil,  I  would 
pro|K>se  with  all  humility,  the  following  mode  :*^ 

First,  That  in  each  of  our  colonies,  a  resident  practitioner  of  the  law 
should  be  employed  as  deputy-judge-advocate,  with  a  salary  equivaleut 
to  his  trouble  ;  and  at  the  same  time  striking  off  the  usual  emoluments. 

Second,  Thut  a  certain  number  of  deputies  (all  men  regularly  bred  to 
the  law,  aiul  not  holding  any  commission  in  the  army},  should  be  ap<7 
pointed  to  aqconipany  our  armies  on  expeditions,  having  the  pay  and 
allowances  of  a  ticld-rofficer ;  and,  in  case  of  being  ordered  from  place  to 
place  on  duty,  his  travelling  expences  to  be  also  allowed  him  ;  the  usual 
emoluments  to  be  struck  off. 

I  should  conceive  that  three  deputies,  exclusive  of  those  resident  iu 
the  colonies,  would  be  sulBcient,  and  the  ex  pence  to  government  vioulJ 
not  be  much  greater  than  it  is  at  present.  I  do  not  present  this  plan  to 
you  as  perfect ;  but  it  might  be  the  means  of  inducing  some  of  }'our  cor» 
respondents  either  to  improve  on  it,  or  to  propose  one,  that  would  prove 
piore  effectual ;  for  the  evil  I  complain  of  calls  loudly  for  a  remedy.  1 
have  laid  a  stress  more  particularly  ou  the  civil  as  the  military  law  is  ge* 
nerally  and  easily  understood.  T.  T. 

Note.— T  perfectly  aip-ee  with  this  intelligent  Corrcipondent.  There  is  notkiiif 
to  be  more  regretted  in  Count  Martial  than  the  absolute  insuBSciency  of  the  fremter 
part  of  the  nenibcrs ;  and  i  know  no  way  of  casing  this  so  effectual,  as  would  be  the 
drawing  up,  by  authority,  of  a  system  of  principles  and  instructions,  andrenderini 
it  a  circular  regulation  book  in  the  army.  In  my  brother's  regiment,  (1  regret  that 
t  cannot  mention  it)  the  most  shameful  indecencies  hare  arisen  from  this  ignorance ; 
in  one  case,  one  of  the  evidences  was  allowed  to  state  that  he  would  not  belicTC  the 
other  on  his  oath,  and  the  cridence  of  both  was  received  without  note  or  censure j 
and  the  matter  passed  over  by  the  members  of  the  court  at  a  tbiag  of  no  coocera. 
I  have  often  had  it  ia  my  purpose  to  draw  ap  a  wark  of  tba  kind  ^I  bava 
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but  it  would  take  more  time  thaa  I  can  well  afford.  If  this  ^entteman,  or  some  o^ 
our  other  CorrespODdents,  would  undertake  it,  it  would  give  me  much  pleasure  to 
contribute  my  portion,  but  I  cannot  venture  it  alone.  The  point  chiefly  wanted  is 
••-the  law,  and  principles  of  evidence  as  applicable  to  courts  martial.-^lt  is  in  eyi- 
dence  that  we  see  such  egregious  blunders.  Editor. 


IMPROVEMENT  OF  THE  RECRUITING  SYSTEM. 

Sir,— THE  British  army  has  improved  rapidly,  and  is  improving 
daily,  under  the  auspices  of  His  Royal  Highness  the  Comniander-in'^ 
chief,  who  is  undoubtedly  entitled  to  the  warmest  thanks  of  his  countr}*. 
There  is  yetj  however,  one  thing  essentially  wanting,  and  that  i^t  a  more 
efficient  mode  of  recruiting.  **  We  want  numbers  !"  Conscription  i^  un- 
doubtedly incompatible  witfi  the  spirit  of  our  glorious  and  enviable 
constitution.  But  it  appears  to  me,  that  to  a  certain  extent,  a  compuU 
«atory  means  of  procuring  men  might  be  highly  advantageous  to  the 
state,  without  materially  encroaching  on  the  liberties  of  the  subject;  and 
certainly  not  more  objectional  than  the  impressment  of  seamen,  or  evea 
the  ballot  for  the  militia.  And  this  might  be  done  by  establishing  a 
censor  in  London  and  all  the  large  towns  in  the  kindgom  ;  and  enrolling 
all  men  of  a  certain  age,  who  haVe  no  ostensible  or  probable  means  of 
supporting  themselves,  and  who  are  without  families,  and  compel  them  to 
enter  into  the  service  of  their  country.  Thus  would  society  get  ricf  of 
some  of  its  superfluous  and  worthless  members,  and  crimes  be  less  fre- 
quent; nor  should  we  hear  of  the  gangs  of  pick-pockets  paradiiig  the 
streets  of  the  Metropolis  in  mid-day,  in  defiance  of  justice,  and  to  the 
disgrace  of  the  country.  Nor  do  1  see  why  this  plan  might  not  be  car- 
ried into  effect,  by  the  pblice  and  magistracy  of  the  kingdom,  under  tfce 
authority  of  parliament,  without  military  interference.  I  am  cdkifident; 
that  in  London  alone,  thirty  thousand  men  might  be  picked  up  who  live 
by  their  ways  and  means  ;  nor  would  they  be  missed,  but  by  the  infre- 
quency  of  murders  and  depredations.  The  new  system  of  recruiting  is 
highly  commendable,  and  will  beyond  a  doubt  produce  a  far  greater 
number  than  the  old  one  ;  yet,  still  I  fear  far  short  of  the  number  want- 
ed. In  the  present  mode,  however,  there  may  yet  be  improvements. 
From  the  excessive  responsibility  of  the  district-surgeons,  very  many  re- 
cruits are  necessarily  objected  by  them,  who  are  afterwards  freq'iently 
accepted  without  an  objection  by  the  regimental  surgeons ;  and  other  re-i 
cruits  are  altogether  excluded,  and  lost  to  the  service.  In  my  humble 
estimate,  the  respotisibility  of  a  district-surgeon  should  not  exceed  that 
of  a  surgeon  of  a  regiment ;  nor  is  there  any  one  reason  on  earth,  that  I 
am  aware  of,  to  have  established  such  an  absurdity.  Another  improve-* 
ment  I  beg  to  suggest  rj,  that  the  adjutants  of  districts  should  be  per- 
mitted to  recruit  for  all  the  regiments  in  the  service,  for  which  they  can 
[hrocare  men  ;  and  oiany  of  them  have  very  sufficient  leisure.  At  pre- 
amlj  if  a  recrQitisig  oi^cer  bimself,  for  any  regiment  th*t  has  not  a  re^ 
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troitiog  party  iu  tbe  dittricty  cannot  list  a  man.     Th«  tO] 

•fficen  can  tuily  receive  tiicn  for  the  parties  in  their  ow»  immediate  su- 
periiitendance>  Why  not^  therefore^  order  adjutants  of  districts  to  re« 
emit  generally.  I  cannot  too  mnch  applaad  the  new  regalation  of 
taktng  fifty  boys  for  each  regiment,  who  will  be  regalariy  trained  up  » 
non-commissioned  officen,  and  form  that  connecting  chain  between  tbe 
officers  ami  men  so  much  wanted.  It  is  the  great  superiority  of  the- non- 
commissioned officers  of  the  guards,  that  give  those  regiments  their  cha* 
tacteristic  excdleiice*  J.  A. 


ON  PROMOTION. 

"  Let  the  failed  is4e  wiace, 
**  My  witbenare  anwrnog '/* 

Sir, — IT  must  be  acknowledged  on  all  hands,  that  the  present  illustki* 
ous  commander-in-chief  is  in  a  most  superior  degree  calculated  for^ths 
high  and  important  situation  which  he  fills  with  so  much  honour  to  him* 
self  and  advantage  td  the  semce ;  indeed*  throughout  his  majesty's  do- 
minions, I  firmly  believe  there  is  not  an  individual  who  would  be  as  eli- 
gible as  His  Koyal  tlighness;  nor  is  it  his  least  recommendation  for  thst 
exalted  office,  that  he  cauuot  from  his  rank,  dignity,  and  independence, 
be  biu»ed  by  the  paltry  consi«leratious  of  ministerial  influence,  or  parlia- 
mentary interest*  Yet,  wliat  must  the  country',  wliat  must  the  army 
tlii'nk  of  the  late  promotion  of  a  major-general,  already  holding  a  lucra- 
tive and  important  command,  being  appointed  to  a  regiment,  who  never 
saw  one  day*s  service  in  his  life  !  Holding,  unblushing,  two  situations, 
such  as  might  have  been  a  deserved  recompeuce  and  blessing  to  the  de- 
clining days  of  a  couple  of  hoary  veterans,  who  had  borne  the  summer's 
parching  heat,  the  winter's  chilling  cold ;  expended  their  youth  amidst 
toil  aiid  hardships,  and  been  lavish  of  their  best  blood  in  the  service  of 
tlieir  country. — "Oh  !  oli !  ■  tts  foul !" — It  is  verifying  the  old  proverb, 
<— *'  That  a  campaign  at  the  Horse  GKiards  is  of  more  consequence  than 
ten  on  the  Continent  or  Peninsula."  In  the  army  nothing  but  merit  or 
service  should  be  coiufidered  a  recommendation.  Is  it  not  absolutely  as- 
tonishing to  see  men  affecting  to  look  big,  and  assuming  honours,  to 
which  they  have  no  shadow  of  claim,  and  to  the  exclusion  of  the  de- 
serving^ And  how  can  army  men  stand  by  as  pos»ive  spectators,  and 
tamely  see  such  an  injury  done,  such  an  insult  offered  to  their  whole 
profession,  without  a  shrug  or  a  remonstrance  ?  I  have  had  the  honour  of 
knowing  the  general  to  whom  I  allude,  so  long  ago  as  the  year  1790,  and 
consequently  before  the  French  revolution  ;  and  since  that  time  he  may, 
to  be  sure,  have  marched  and  counter-marched  from  Acton  to  Ealing, 
from  Ealing  to  Acton,  **  but  never  quitted  Terra  Firma,"  or  as  we  say,. 
*<  smelt  powder,  or  saw  an  enemy  :"  possibly  he  may  be  one  of  the  ge* 
fierab  mentioned  in  the  Star/  as  likely  to  g9  to  see  service.    We  nsay  b0 
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told  that  these  thiugs  do  not  often  occur ;  no,  God  forbid  they  should  I 
— bat  let  it  be  indelibly  stamped  on  our  recollections^  that  one  instance 
becomes  a  precedent.  An  Englishman.

THE  BATTLES  OF  RAMILLIES  AND  SALAMANCA 

COMPARED. 

Sir, — I  HAVE  taken  the  liberty  of  sending  you  a  comparison  drawu 
betwe^  the  battles  of  Ramillies  and  Salamanca  ;  aikl  I  shall  esteem  it 
as  a  favour  if  you  will  give  it  place  in  your  Military  Chronicle,  if  you 
think  it  worthy. 

On  Whitsunday,  in  17O6,  the  two  armies  were  in  sight  of  each^other 
by  eight  o'clock  in  the  morniu<; ;  the  confederates  commauded-in-chief 
by  the  Duke  of  Marlborough  ;  the  French  army  by  Marshal  de  Villeroy. ' 

The  enemy  stretched  its  right  to  the  tomb  of  Hautemont,  towards  the 
Mehaigne^  being  composed  of  the  household  Uoops,  sustained  by  eight 
brigades  of  horse ;  having  before  it  the  village  of  Franquinie,  where  the 
Marshal  de  Villeroy  had  posted  four  battalions ;  the  left  extended  towards 
Au^reglisle,  in  which  there  was  a  biKly  of  foot ;  there  were  also  three  vll-» 
lages  in  front ;  one  on  the  right,  another  in  the  centre,  and  a  third  ou 
the  left*  The  first  line  occupied  these  three  villages  ;  the  left  and  front 
were  covered  by  a  little  rivulet;  the  right  was  open,  which  was  the  reason 
that  the  household  troops,  and  the  greatest  part  of  the  horse,  were  posted 
there.  The  Duke  of  Marlborough  drew  up  his  troops  in  order  of  battle ; 
with  his  right  near  Tolz,  on  the  Vause,  having  a  little  morass  before  it  i'^ 
the  left  extended  towards  the  Mehaigne,  near  Brancha. 

The  cannonading  began  about  half- past  one  in  the  afternoon  ;  and  at 
half  an  hour  after  two,  the  action  commenced  on  the  Duke's  left,  be- 
tweeo  the  household  troops  of  France  and  the  Dutch  horse,  commanded 
by  the  Couot  de  Tilly.      The  Dnke  of  Marlborough,  who  was  pn  the 
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right  of  his  own  line,  perceiving  that  wing  perfectly  secured  by  the  bkh 
rass  on  its  front,  placed  himself  at  the  head  of  the  greatest  part  of  6k 
cavalry,  which  he  withdrew  from  thence  to  reinforce  his  left ;  at  the  same 
time  bringing  up  his  body  of  reserve  to  the  same  point ;  and  as  he  rode 
along  the  line  he  gave  directions  for  the  centre  to  engage :  the  right  wing 
had  only  to  maintain  its  ground,  which  was  strongly  defended  by  the 
morass  in  its  front.  As  soon  as  the  cavalry  reached  the  left  they  chai^ 
tlie  enemy  ;  while  the  corps  of  reserve,  before  mentioned,  marched  ioeoe 
column  to  take  the  household  troops  (which  composed  the  right  wiog) 
in  flank  ;  at  the  same  time  some  squadrons  took  advantage  of  the  spaces 
between  those  of  the  enemy,  to  penetrate  their  line,  and  attack  the  re* 
verse  flank  of  this  wing,  and  by  this  means  nearly  surrounded  it.  Upoa 
this,  the  enemy  gave  way,  and  fled.  The  second  line  retired  to  the  left; 
the  enemy  attempted  to  form  and  retreat  in  good  order,  but  was  efea* 
tuftlly  dispersed;  the  victorious  army  contiouing  its  pursuit  until  two  ia 
the  morning. 

Let  us  now  look  to  the  positions  of  the  two  armies,  at  the  battle  of  Sa« 
lamanca,  and  follow  their  movements. 

On  the  22d  of  July,  1812,  the  two  armies   fronted  each  other;  the 

allies  commanded  by  the  Marquis  of  Wellington ;  the  French  by  Mar« 

shal  Marmont. 

The  Marquis  of  Wellington  placed  the  troops  in  a  position,  of  which 

the  right  was  upon  cue  of  the  two  heights  called  Dos  Arapiles ;  and  the 
left  upon  the  Tormes  below  the  fords  of  Santa  Martha,  covering  thetowa 
of  Salamanca,  and  the  Ciudad  Rodrigo  road  ; — "  however,  the  enemy, 
having  possession  of  the  more  distant  of  the  Arapiles,  rendered  it  neces- 
sary far  his  Lordship  to  extend  the  right  of  the  army  in  potence,  to  the 
heights  behind  the  village  of  Arapiles,  and  to  ocupy  that  village  with 
light  infantry  ;  here  the  fourth  division  under  the  command  of  the  lion. 
Lt.-General  Cole  was  placed." 

According  to  Marshal* Marmont's  account,  the  left  of  his  army  occu- 
pied an  insolated  point  of  the  Arapiles ;  the  right  occupied  and  defended 
the  plain  of  Calbaraca,  which  is  protected  by  a  large  and  deep  ravine. 
A  division  formed  a  second  line  destined  to  support  it.— Four  divsions 
were  posted  at  the  head  of  the  wood  en  masses  behind  the  position  of  the 
Arapiles,  and  could  march  equally  on  both  sides  ;  whilst  another  diri- 
sion  occnpied  the  left  head  of  the  wood,  which  formed  a  point  extremflf 
uneven,  and  of  very  difficult  access  ;  and  which  was  lined  with  twenty 
pieces  of  artillery.  The  dragoons  remained  in  the  second  line  to  the 
Ti[^ht  of  the  army.  About  two  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  the  enemy  de- 
termined on  his  plan  ;  and  extending  his  left,  he  moved  forward, 'with 
the  apparent  intention  of  embracing  our  post,  on  that  of  the  two  Ara- 
piles, which  we  posseseed.  The  extension  of  the  enemy's  left  gave  the 
Marquis  of  Wellington  an  opportunity  of  attacking  him  ; — notwithstand« 
iDg,  his  troops  occupied  strong  ground^  and  hia  positioawas  well  defend* 
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ed  with  cannon.  To  do  this  with  the  greatest  effect  his  Lordship  re- 
inforced his  right  with  Lieut.-Gen.  Leith's  division,  which  he  placed  be- 
hind the  viljage  of  Arapiles,  on  the  right  of  the  Hon.  Lieut.-Gen.  Cole's 
■  division  ;  having  Major-Gen.  Clinton^s  and  Major-Gen.  Hope's  divisions 
in  reserve.  No  sooner  had  these  troops  taken  their  stations,  than  tlie 
Marquis  of  Wellington  ordered  Major-Gen'.  Pakenham's  divii^ion.  Gen. 
lyUrban's  cavalry,  and  Lieu.-Col.  Harvey,  with  two  sqnadrons  of  the 
14th  light  dragoons,  to. move  forward  in  columns,  to  tum  the  enemy*8 
l«ft  on  the  lieights  ;  while  Brigadier-Gen.  Bradford's  brigade,  Lt.-Gert. 
i>eith's,  and  Lt.-Gen.  Cole's  divisions,  and  the  cavalry  under  Lt.-Gen. 
Sir  StapletoD  Cotton  attacked  him  in  front— supported  in  reserve  by 
Major.-Gren.  Clinton's,  and  Major-Gen.  Hope's  divisions ; — while  Dod 
Carlos  D'Espana*9  Spanish  divibion,  and  Brigadier-Gea,  Pack  supported 
the  left  of  the  Hon.  Lt.-Gen.  Cole's  division,  by  attacking  that  of  Dos 
Arapiles,  which  the  enemy  held.— The  attack  upon  the  enemy's  left  was 
Imade  in  the  manner  above  described,  and  completely  succeeded. — The 
enemy's  right,  however,  reinforced  by  the  troops  which  had  fled  from 
(lis  left,  a4id  by  thotte  which  had  now  retired  from  the  Arapiles,  still  con- 
tinued to  resist ;  and  it  was  dark  before  this  point  was  carried :  the  ene^ 
my  then  fled  through  the  woods. 

Thus  ended  a  battle,  in  which  the  Marquis  of  "Wellington  displayed 
the  conduct  ^f  a  Fabius,  and  the  fire  of  a  Marcellus.  The  leading  fea- 
tures of  these  two  battles  bear  a  striking  analogy — both  being  gained  by 
the  attack  of  one  part  of  the  enemy's  line — by  making  that  attack  in  front 
and  flank  at  the  same  moment — by  so  doing,  with  a  superior  number—^ 
and  that  superior  number  being  drawn  from  the  extremity  of  one  flank 
to  the  other  ;  one  flanks  of  course,  acting  only  on  the  defence. 

Tlie  following  migVit  serve  as  a  reference  to  the  numbers  of  the  divi- 
sions; and  perhaps  give  the  reader  a  better  idea  of  the  disposition  made 
jjy  hi^  Lordship  for  the  attack  of  the  enemy's  left  flank  : —

«  The 'Emperor  pays  Four  Millions  to  his  Commissaries  mod  is  plandrrcd  of  oily 
Twa.-— I  am  plundered  of  my  Four  Millions,  but  instead  of  paying  an  Army  ofCoa- 
«Diisarie8, 1  have  all  fighting  men  in  my  army.'*         Frederick  the  Great. 

Sir, — I  HAVE  long  intended  to  send  you  a  few  hints  on  the  Britidi 
Commissariat,  that  occurred  to  me  during  my  service  in  Spain  and  Por- 
tugal, in  which,  let  me  premise,  lam  alone  influenced  by  the  good  of  the 
service,  and  not  from  any  motive  of  private  pique  or  personal  resentin«iil» 
— i.and  in  the  onset,  too,  let  me  candidly  state,  that,  geBerally  f peaking, 
that  department  Jias  been  conducted  with  intelligence,  xeal  and  activity, 
and  has  deserved  the  thanks  of  the  army :  but  it  has,  ueverthelen, 
abounded  with  peculation,  or  how  is  it  possible  that  almost  eveiy  asiift- 
ant  Commissary,  who  has  been  serving  on  the  Peninsnla  the  last  three 
or  four  years,  has  amassed  a  private  fortune  of  fifteen  or  twenty  thoanod 
pounds  ! ! !  Yet  this  is  a  well  known  fact.  You  will  excuse  me  using 
the  appellation  '*  Assistant  Commissary  "  without  making  Generals  of 
them,  as  it  appears  among  soldiers  a  profanation  of  that  term  to  apply 
it  to  a  dealer  in  beef  and  biscuit,  or  a  pen  and  ink.  man  :  and,  indeed, 
our  friends,  the  officers  of  engineers,  have  great  cause  to  rejoice,  that  from 
the  late  alteration  in  their  uniform  they  cannot  in  future  be  taken  for 
Commissaries.  In  His  Majesty's  instructions  to  the  Commissariat  there 
is  the  following  clause,  which  I  extract  from  the  publication  of  Le  Mesu- 
rier  :  "  you  are  faithfully  and  honestly  tp  perform  and  discharge  the  duty 
and  tri|st  herein  reposed  in  you  and  you  are  pot  directly  or  indirectly  to 
derive  tlie  smallest  advantage  whatever  beyond  your  stipulated  pay;  ex» 
cept  the  regular  allowances  of  provisions  and  articles  usually  furnished 
from  the  department  of  the  Quarter-Master  and  Barrack-Master  Gene- 
ral [if  such  should  at  any  tiqie  be  allowed  you]  under  pain  of  immediate 
dismissal  and  to  be  subject  to  such  other  punishment  as  a  Court  Martial 
«hall  inflict/*  Qui  habet  aures  ad  audicndum  audiat  ?  This  is  tolerahly 
strong  and  explicit.  The  pay  of  an  assistant  Commissary  is  fifteen  shiU 
lings  a  day,  with  very  liberal  allowances,  which  is  surely  sufficient, 
when  you  consider  that  they  are  never  in  danger,  and,  as  they  give  no  se- 
curity, incur  no  great  responsibility.  I  do  not  mean  to  include  the  mi- 
litary Conimissaries,  having  never  had  an  op|>ortunity  of  judging  of 
them  by  theii*works  :  nor  did  I  ever  hear  of  any  of  tjiem  making  a  for- 
tune. They  are  not,  possibly,  let  into  all  the  arcana  and  secrets  of  the 
trade.  It  is  an  absolute  truth,  that  an  assistant  commissary  on  a  march 
had  no  less  than  seventy-three  public  mules,  that  is  to  say,  4iired  by  go- 
vernment, to  transport  his  private  baggage,  besides  five  ox-wains,  and  a 
very  tolerable  private  stud,  subsisted  from  the  public  stores  !  ! !  I  heard 
from  a  commissariat  clerk,  that  there  were  four  of  these  same  mules  la- 
den with  plate,  fourteen  with  wines,  &c.  and  the  rest  with  proTisions  and 
•tlier  good  things,  **  not  to  be  sneezed  at'*  in  a  campaira  in  Portugal  I 
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The  hire  of  a  mule,  with  its  rations,  tronld  not  amooiit  to  less  than  ten 
shiUiugs  per  diem,  exclusive  of  tiie  mnliteer  and  his  subsistence !  !  1  And 
li«it  remembered,  that  at  that  time  rations  for  one  mule  only  were  allowed 
between  two  subalterns  \ ! !  Some  of  the  means  by  which  their  fortunes 
have  been  made,  I  will  humbly  endeavour  to  point  out,  and,  having  bro« 
ken  the  ice,  leave  it  to  abler  hands.  It  frequently  happens  that  soldiem 
l>eiog  ordered  from  the  diiferent  Hospitai  Depots  to  the  army,  or  pass- 
ing through  them,  have  to  draw  their  rations  where  there  is  an  order  that 
to  prevent  drunkenness,  there  shall  be  but  one  day's  wine  orsptrit  i:»sue<i 
to  tbeia  though  possibly  it  may  be  three  or  four  days*  march  to  the  next 
commissariat  station.  The  Ration  Return,  notwithstanding  all  the  or-r 
ders  that  can  be  issued,  is  almost  invariably  made  out  for  the  three  or 
four  days,  the  longest  period,  and  the  same  number  of  days'  wine  or  spi-* 
nits :— but  the  commissary,  having  too  conscientious  a  regawi  for  tht 
heakh  «f  the  men,  as  constantly  enforces  the  order — unless  by  an  over* 
tight  U  may  be  omitted  once  in  fifty  times.  By  this  means  the  conoiis* 
aary  gets  a  return  for  three  or  four  days'  wine  or  spirits  and  issues  lor  ojie  \ 
Who  pockets  the  differeuce?  In  the  issues  of  corn  I  have  likewise  seen 
this  trict  played <>q  a  more  extended  scale  and  to  greater  advantage.  The 
muliteers  and  their  cattle  are  generally  foraged  from  the  English  com* 
missariut  stores.  I  have  known  au  ••rder  that  they  should  only  receive 
mtions  four  days  where  they  had  to  perform  a  march  of  eight,  thereby 
limiting  them  to  half  rations.  Their  returns  too  were  invariably  made 
for  eight.  This  netted  something  handsome,  no  doubt,  and  there  could 
be  n^  difficulty  in  making  the  cheque  tally  with  the  return,  nor  could  it 
well  be  discovered,  as  these  orders  often  issue  from  the  chief  commissaiy 
at  the  station,  on  a  scarcity,  or  the  apprehension  of  one.  The  rascalities 
practised  by  the  Portuguese  commissariat,  in  adulterating  and  watering 
the  wine  and  spirits,  are  too  proverbially  infamous  to  call  forth  my  no« 
tic^ : — I  have  seen  the  wine  put  into  tubs  for  days  before  it  was  issued, 
and  consequently  as  dead  as  ditch  water,  to  enable  them  to  operate  upon 
it  the  more  commodiously.  There  are  some  branches  of  this  trade  that 
do  QOt  appear  to  be  well  understood  to  the  unsuspicious  and  illustrious 
miod  of  the  Commander  of  the  forces.  Trusting  that  I  have  for  Auce 
sufficiently  amused  messieurs  the  commissaries,  and  trespassed  too  long 
on  your  patience,  I  will  for  the  present  take  my  leave,  and  endeavour  in 
some  future  number  to  contribute  a  little  farther  to  their  entertainment.

LOCAL  MILITIA. 

Sir, — IT  was  the  opinion  of  the  Marquis  Wellesley,  that  in  the  pre- 
sent crisis  of  our  afl'airs  ue  should  appropriate  the  money  usually  ex- 
pended on  the  Local  Militia  to  more  important  serrices.  In  this  opi- 
iiion  I  perfectly  coincide,  but  would  go  yet  further  and  abolish  this  Mii 
litia  altogether,  unless  we  can  aflbrd  to  render  it  an  efficient  force.  But 
we  treat  the  Local  Militia  as  we  treat  the  Spaniards^  by  saying  a  f  enoj 
the  expenditure  of  a  Pound  is  of  no  av^il. 
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It  came  out  in  the  coarse  of  the  debate  od  Marquia  Welle^ey's  mo- 
tion, that  we  were  obliged  to  keep  4,000  regular  troops  at  home  last 
-•ummer  in  order  to  preserve  the  peace  of  the  country. 

From  this  I  infer  that  the  Local  Militia  were  not  deemed  competent 
to  cope  even  with  a  INIob  ;  although  they  were  at  that  very  period  train- 
ing for  the  fourth  time,  and  had  consequently  attained  the  degree  of  per* 
-fection  allowed  by  the  present  regulations.  I  have  stated  in  a  -former 
letter,  that  we  train  just  enough  to  give  the  Local-Militiaman  a  distaste 
to  a  military  life,  and  that  we  might,  therefore,  recruit  with  better  sue* 
cess  from  the  plough-tail  than  from  the  ranks  of  the  Local  Militia.  If 
Ihen  this  body  is  not  fit  to  oppose  to  a  mob^  and  obstructs  recruitin^^ 
what  is  it  good  for  ?  I  can  see  no  one  advantage  arise  to  the  country  in 
return  for  all  the  money  expended. 

A  Member  lately  observed  in  the  House,  that  it  was  necessary  to  call 
out  the  Local  Militia  to  make  the  men  acquainted  with  their  officers. 
i-And  is  this  an  object  worth  so  great  an  expence,  and  so  much  inconveni- 
ence ;  is  this  a  reason  for  cloging  industry  and  impeding  the  recruiting

ROUTE  OF  THE  FIRST  DIVISION  IN  THE  Cj4MPAIGX 

OF  1810. 

N0VEMB£1R  l809.-«T1ie  army  remaiued  in  c-anCouments !» tke  i»> 
rinity  of  Badajos,  having  tetined  thitber  ii>  a  retreat  from  the  battle  of 
Talavani#  Badajos  in  a  very  consickrable  town»  having  12,600  iohaiw- 
.taiits.  It  is  situated  od  the  Guidiaaa,  and  lias  a  fine  bridge  over  it  of  9C 
archei.  The  army  remained  in  these  positions  till  the  latter  end  of  De- 
cember. 

December  17*  The  brigade  (the  third)  was  pot  on  UMrrch  this  day  kt 
Vizeu  in  the  province  of  Beira,  which  place  it  was  to  reach  on  the  4th  ef 
January.  The  route  and  distance  was  as  follows : — From  Badajoa  ta 
Barbecena  18  miles,  thence  to  Montforte  19  miles,  thence  to  Portskgie 
16,  thence  to  Crato  l6,  thence  to  Ponte  de  Soro  24,  thence  to  AbrantCi 
l6,  thence  to  Punhete  12,  thence  to  Thomar  12,  thence  to  Ourem  12, 
tlience  to  Leira  l6^  thence  to  Pombal  20,  thence  to  Condeixa  20,  thence 
to  Coimbra  8^  thence  to  Mealhada  12,  thence  to  Martigao  16,  thence  ta 
Tondella  l6,  thence  to  Viseu. 

Dec.  18.  The  brigade  marched  to  Barbecena  8  miles.  The  BHmrli 
was  over  one  of  those  beautiful  heaths  which  abound  in  the  Alentejo^ 
clothed  with  flowering  gums,  myrtle  and  rosemary.  Here  and  there 
were  clumps  of  olive  groves,  which  greatly  add  to  the  beauty  of  the 
country.  Nothing  is  wanting  but  a  good  government  and  a  s^'stem  of 
liberty  to  render  Portugal  a  Paradise.  As  it  is,  it  is  the  vineyard  of  the 
sluggard,  a  wilderness  of  flowers  and  fruit,  where  nature  flaunts  rn  all 
her  gayest  colours,  and  every  month  has  its  peculiar  livery. 

Dec.  19.  To  Montforte  12  miles.  The  country  continued  to  be  ex- 
tremely picturesque  and  well  wooded;  such  a  country,  in  short,  as  a 
poet  would  wish  for  a  summer  pedestrian  ramble.  It  vs  only  in  Por- 
tugal and  Spain  that  you  find  the  beautiful  images  of  La  Sage  in  his  Gil 
Bias  not  merely  realized  bnt  exceeded.  There  is  not  a  finer  pastoral  scene 
in  any  poet  than  where  he  takes  Gil  Bias  into  the  country,  and  exhibits 
him  reposing  under  the  shade  of  his  woods,  and  listening  to  the  story  of 
Scipio,  who  is  lying  on  the  grass,  and  relating  it  to  him,  when  the}*  are  sud- 
denly interrupted  by  the  sound  of  a  gun,  and  upon  going  to  enquire  the 
cause  find  it  the  arrival  of  a  sporting  friend.  Montforte  is  a  town  of  some 
note,  with  an  ancient  castle  now  in  ruins.  Here  is  likewise  a  monastery 
and  nuunery  dedicated  to  Santa  Francisca.  The  nuns  are  said  to  be  very 
agreeable  and  lively  in  their  manners. 

Dec.  20.  To  Portalegre  16  miles.  The  road  was  still  thmugh  a 
t!ountry  of  the  same  beauty  and  variety  as  before  ;  indeed  nothing  can 
exceed  the  wild  sweetness  of  the  scenery  of  the  Alentejo.  The  road  fre- 
quently led  through  fosests  of  oaks  and  pine^.  Portalegie  is  a  ver}*  con- 
siderable town,  finely  situated  upon  the  declivity  of  a  very  fine  range  of 
lulls  which  extend  towards  the  Tagus  The  surrounding  country  is  rich 
and  well  cultivated^  and  from  the  commanding  situation  of  the  town  there 
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are  some  delightful  prospects.  From  Montforte  may  be  seen  Villa  Vi- 
cosa  and  Portalegre,  and  from  Pont  de  Soro  may  be  seen  Portalegre  and 
.Abrantes. 

:  Dec.  22.  Tlie  brigade  was  united  at  Portalegre,  and  marched  in  one 
divi&ion.  It  then  continued  its  march  to  Crato.  The  road  upon  leaving 
-the  beautiful  environs  of  Portalegre  enters  upon  a  wild  and  uncultivated 
country.  Crato  is  an  old  town  surrounded  by  Moorish  walls,  and  like 
most  of  the  towns  in  this  province,  and  indeed  throughout  Portugal, 
having  its  ancient  castle.  These  castles  are  more  pleasing  from  the  help 
they  give  to  the  imagination  than  iv  their  actual  appearance.  I  never 
see  one  of  them,  but  that  I  imagine  I  see  the  mornii^g  sun  gilding  the 
)>attlements  five  centuries  back,  and  knights  and  barons  bold  issuing 
forth  to  the  chase  or  tournament. 

With  store  of  ladies',  whose  bright  eyes, 

Rain  inflaence,  and  decide  the  prize 

Of  wit  and  arms,  where  all  contend 

To  wio  her  imilet  which  all  commend.  ' 

Dec  23.  To  Poute  de  Soro  l6  miles.  Between  Crato  and  Ponte  de 
Soro,  the  road  rather  falls  oiT  in  the  point  of  cultivation.  But  as  the 
road  approaches  to  the  banks  pf  the  Tagus,  the  scenery  becomes  more 
bold  and  romantic. 

Dec.  24.  To  Abrantes  l6  miles.  The  road  leads  through  a  beautiful 
jdistrict  in  a  line  with  the  course  of  the  Tagus.  The  appearance  of  the 
castle  of  Abrantes,  from  the  Alentejo  bank  of  the  river,  had  a  very  impo- 
sing air  of  grandeur.  Abrantes,  like  most  towns  of  consequence  in  Por- 
tugal, is  situated  upon  a  hill,  and  has  its  old  castle.  During  the  whole 
of  the  march,  the  troops  were  cheerfully  supplied  by  the  inhabitants  with 
whatever  they  had  for  sale  at  a  moderate  rate.  L^pon  the  whole  they 
behaved  not  barely  well,  but  with  gratitude.  The  appearance  of  the 
country  (according  to  a  good  image  in  General  Mackinnon*s  published 
Journal)  may  be  represented  by  what  may  be  imagined  in  an  Engli^ 
season  uniting  spring  and  autumn  together,  the  leaves  in  many  placet 
continuing  on  the  vines  and  oak,  and  the  appearance  of  a  new  vegetatioa 
in  the  fields  and  hedges. 

Dec.  26.  To  Punhete  12  miles.  The  road  was  through  the  lovely 
vale  of  Abrantes,  which  is  esteemed  the  granary  of  Portugal.  The 
orange  trees  tinted  with  the  yellow  foilage  of  autumn^  and  bending  be« 
ueath  the  weight  of  their  golden  fruit,  gave  a  richness  to  the  scenery 
which  vied  with  the  beauties  of  summer. 

Dec.  26.  To  Thomar  12  miles.  This  is  a  considerable  town.  Therei 
ia  an  old  convent  in  it  wliich  is  supplied  with  water  by  a  superb  aque-* 
duct  constructed  for  the  purpose  by  Philip  the  Third.  The  church, 
which  is  approached  by  a  noble  flight  of  step«i,  is  a  pure  and  costly  re* 
snaiu  of  the  Arabesque. 
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Dec.  27.  To  Ourem  12  mites.  The  little  end  pleasant  town  of  Oo- 
rem  i«  beautifully  sitUBted'oa  the  side  of  a  hill,  whose  sanaiit  is  crowned 
by  the  ruins  of  an  ancient  Moorish  buttle.  The  road  is  through  the  same 
kind  of  delightful  country.  The  beautiful  rirerLeris  meaiiden  thnmgfa 
the  scenery ;  its  banks  are  varied,  but  its  stream  always  fresh  and  pladd. 
The  ancients  placed  the  river  of  Lethe  in  the  Peninsula,  and  I  think 
'with  justice,  fori  could  forget  any  country  in  the  world  but  Euglandia 
ihe  6elds  of  Portugal.  What  a  Paradise  might  this  be  rendered  with  a 
little  toil  and  a  little  money. 

Dec.  2^  To  Leira  \6  miles.  This  city  is  situated  in  a  fertile  ralleyt 
watered  by  the  Leris.  It  is  the  see  of  a  bishop,  and  a  town  of  note  in  the 
history  of  Portugal.  By  the  way  I  must  inform  yon,  tbat  the  best  and 
only  good  history  of  Portugal  is  written  by  a  bishop^  and  yon  woold 
do  well  perhaps  to  have  it  translated.  Yertot's  History  is  a  most  adaiini- 
ble  narrative  of  the  restoration  of  the  house  of  Braganza  ;  you  may  reiy 
properly  terra  him  the  Robertson  of  France«  it  is  a  beautiful  piece  of 
writing,  (particularly  the  character  of  the  Duke  of  Bragau^)  and  I  coo- 
gratulate  the  army  upon  having  a  military  work  of  so  much  taste  as  the 
Chronicle,  which  thus  gives  them  the  most  valuable  books,  and  books 
very  much  out  of  the  common  way,  such  works  being  hitherto  only  10 
"the  hands  of  men  of  learning  and  statesmen.  I  say  statesmen,  for  yon 
will  not  visit  a  gentleman  in  the  Corps  Diplomatique,  whether  English 
or  foreign,  without  seeing  all  Yertot's  works  in  his  library. 

To  return,  however,  to  Leira.  Its  first  appearance  is  particularly 
'striking.  On  a  high  isolated  rock  stands  the  ruins  of  an  old  castle, 
proudly  overlooking  the  city,  and  forming  a  remarkable  contrast  with 
the  bishop^s  palace,  a  handsome  modern  building  immediately  below. 
Nearly  adjoining  h  the  cathedral,  which  has  nothing  slrikinu^  in  its  exte- 
rior appearance,  hut  is  richly  decorated  within.  In  the  palace  area  few 
pictures,  but  none  of  any  merit.  The  principal  suite  of  apartments  opens 
to  a  terrace,  commanding  rich  and  beautiful  views  of  this  picturesque 
country. 

Dec.  30.  To  Pombal  ^20  miles — and  3l8t,  to  Condei.va  20.  In  gene- 
ral the  ronds  of  Portugal  are  in  the  worst  possible  order,  and  the  dis- 
tances between  the  towns  computed  in  the  most  arbitrary  manner.  The 
Portujjuetie  league  is  sometimes  three  miles,  and  sometimes  four,  and 
sometimes  six.     Pombal  is  a  small  town. 

Jan.  1st.  To  Coimhra  8  miles.  This  is  a  very  pleasant  road.  From 
the  summit  of  a  hill,  from  which  is  the  first  view  of  the  city,  the  road 
leads  by  a  winding  direction  for  above  a  mile  through  a  wood  of  Olives 
to  the  bridge  over  the  Mondego,  on  the  northern  bank  of  which  Coimbn 
is  situated.  Coimbra  is  the  seat  of  learnrng,  and  contains  the  only  uai* 
versity  in  Portugal,  Amongst  its  students  in  better  times  was  the  Poet 
CamoenSy  a  poet  worthy  of  any  age  and  natitm.  The  vale,  throQj^ 
which  the  Mondego  glides^  is  of  great  extent  and  beaatyy  and  is  such  u 
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vould  of  itself,  almosit,  have  rendered  any  roan  of  good  imagination  a 

l>oet.      There  is  a  greater  coanexioo  than  many  people  ^ould  imagine 

between  the  scenery  in  which  a  poet  is  born,  and  the  tone  and  character 

^  hia  mind.      The  wildneaa  of  the  woody  tracts  of  Staffordshire  and 

Warwickshire  may  be  seen  in  the  beautiful  forest  scenes  of  Shakespeare 

And  the  polished  beaaty  of  the  vale  of  the  Mondego,  and  the  flower  banks 

^  the  Liria,  may  be  recognised  in  the  graceful  melody  of  Camoen^a 

Sonnets. 

The  library  of  the  college  of  Coimbra  is*very  extensive,  and  is  fitted 

up  in  an  elegant  style.      From  the  top  of  a  high  tower,  to  which  the  aar 

cent  is  by  a  narrow  winding  staircase,  there  is  a  very  fine  view  of  the  sur* 

rounding  country,  and  of  the  course  of  the  Mondego,  till  it  reaches  the 

ocean. 

The  g^ardens  of  Santa  Cruz,  (exactly  opposite  the  city]  were  at  this 
advanced  season  of  the  year  very  delightful ;  the  way  to  them  was 
through  the  dormitory  of  the  convent,  from  which  a  path  led  to  the  quin« 
ta  or  country-house,  seated  ia  an  orange  grove.  The  appearance  of  every 
thing  about  the  quinta  bespoke  wealth  and  comfort :  a  suite  of  apart- 
ments terminating  with  a  billiard-room,  opens  to  a  terrace  from  which 
there  is  a  charming  view  over  the  extensive  gardens.  The  cellars  are 
filled  with  the  produce  of  their  own  vineyards.  During  the  first  stay  of 
the  army  in  this  city,  a  table  was  kept  for  the  officers  at  Santa  Cruz,  and 
a  handsome  entertainment  daily  provided. 

Jan.  9.  To  Mealhada  ]  9  miles  and  thence  to  Martigoa  l6.  The  road 
is  over  the  mountain  of  Busaco,  abrupt,  steep,  and  rugged.  From  the 
top  of  this  mountain  is  a  most  extensive  'view  of  the  sea  and  coast,  from 
Mondego  bay  towards  Oporto.  On  the  summit  of  Busaco  the  towers  of 
a  convent  of  the  order  of  the  La'  Trappe  appear  to  rise  out  of  a  beanti<« 
fol  wood.  The  extensive  grounds  were  inclosed  within  a  lofty  wall ;  and 
it  is  scarcely  possible  to  conceive  a  more  sequestered  spot'than  the  side 
of  this  monastery. 

The  mountain  descends  into  a  well  cultivated  valley,  in  which  the  vil« 
lage  of  Martigoa  is  sitaated. 

Jan.  Sd.  To  Tondella  l€  miles.  The  conntry  continued  the  same, 
SDOst  beautifully  varied  by  hill  and  dale,  mountain  and  valley. 

Man.  4th.  To  Vizeu  15  miles.  The  country  the  same.  Vixen  is  a  con* 
aiderable  town,  said  to  be  founded  by  (he  Proconsul  X)ecius  Brutus.  It 
is  a  bishop's  see,  and  may  contiain  about  30oO  inhabitants.  There  are 
many  good  houses,  and  upon  the  whole  a  great  appearance  of  wealth  and 
comfort.  Near  the  town  are  the  remains  of  a  Roman  camp  of  very  large 
dimensions.  What  a  surprising  people  were  these  Romans,  when  their 
fery  camps  and  positions  survive  two  thousand  years!  They  were  truly  a 
great  people.  Every  thing  about  them  was  in  perpetuum.  They  lived 
JTpr  posterity.  Allow  me  to  refresh  vour  memory  in  pne  instance*  In  that 
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inestimable  work,  the  Coii'in  HiftOlfitGdliy^ljyoo  have  promised  ns  im- 
mediate translations  of  StAtboy  and  Ptoleaiy^'iieither  of  which  have  erer 
beeu  translated,  and  botl|  of  whoiB  are  moi|, truly  noble  works.  Yoo 
cannot  give  them  too  soon ;  they  would  have  particular  interest  at  the 
present  lioie,  as  Strabo  contains  the  ancient  geography  of  Spain  and 
Portugal ;  and  some  of  the  officers  now  in  Spun  and  Poftugal  (many  sf 
whom  are  men  of  as  much  learning  as  accomplishments)  would  have  an 
opportunity  of  verifying  the  disputed  correspondences  of  the  ancient  and 
modem  places.  You  should  print  l)im  with  D' Anvil le,  his  equal  and  best 
commentator.  The  three  geogpraphies  printed  at  the  same  time  woukl 
be  worthy  of  you.*  The  chief  merit  of  your  Military  Chronicle  is  the 
the  easy,  graceful^  and  unostentatious  way,  in  which  it  evidently  means 
the  union  of  learning,  accomplishments,. and  the  most  gentlemanly  man* 
ners.  The  war  has  produced  one  excellent  effect  on  tbe  army.  The 
glory  of  the  army  in  the  Peninsula  has  excited  a  general  militaiy  spirit 
throughout  the  kingdom  ;  the  flame  has  reached  our  public  schools  and 
colleges  ;  and  thus  sent  a  portion  of  very  superior  young  men  into  our  re- 
giments. Your  Chronicle  is  one  effect  of  this  spirit*  and  it  collects 
tliem  all  around  you.    You  are  wor^y  to  lead  them.  W.

Continnation  of  the  )otnml  of  MKtary  bperationa  from  the  utb  to  Ibe  i9tb 
Bee.  Dec.  13.— General  Torma^soff  reports  on  the  iitb,  that  tba  diScMBt  pat- 
ties, detached  by  the  Aide^-Camp  General  Wasiltschikoff  had  discovered  at 
lieza  an  Austrian  corps  of  3000  men,  whose  advanced  posts  of  cavalry  occapu 
Novogrodeck  and  Gavion ;  but  that  a  detachment  of  the  enemy,  who  were  retreat* 
ing  with  rapidity,  had  been  defeated  by  the  Coisacs  under  the  Aide-de-Camp  G» 
aeral  Count  Oscharoffsky.  Dec.  i4.f-^Mijor-General  Toatschfcoff  arrived  on  the 
lOtb,  with  his  corps  at  Minsk,  and  immediately  sent  two  regiments  of  Cossacs, 
ander  tlie  command  of  Colonel  Grekoff,  towards  Novoswrrscbena,  in  search  of  the 
enemy,  aud  in  order  to  form  a  communication  with  the  detachment  under  Count 
Oscbaroffsky.  Dec.  i5.-*Connt  Oscharoffsky  reports,  on  the  14th,  that  be  eatoed 
on  the  13th  instant,  with  bis  detacment  into  the  town  of  Lida,  having  pushed  bis 
advanced  postn  even  as  far  as  under  the  walls  of  Bieliexa ;  but  having  been  iaftmied 
that  the  AuBtrian  troops  bad  quitted  that  place,  and  bad  moved  towarda  Gtodaa, 
he. immediately  ordered  two  regiments  of  Cossacs,  under  the  command  of  Coloasl 
Aodrianoff,  to  occupy  it,  and  to  send  parties  on  the  roads  to  Grodno  and  to  Sloaiai. 
Dec.  16.— ^Ue  also  reports  on  the  isth,  that  the  Austrian  General  Moore,  was  ga 
the  14th  with  his  detachment  at  Rouschany,  and  that  being  watched  by  the  Cossacs, 
be  was  continuing  bis  march  towards  Grodno.  Dec.  17.— <2eneral  Count  Plaloff 
reports,  on  the  I5th,  that,  continuing  to  pursue  the  enemy  cloaely,  he  arrived  oa 
the  14th  of  this  month,  at  ten  o^clock  iu  tl>e  morning,  at  Kowuo ;  aad  that  the  ene- 
my, uniting  with  the  troops  in  the  town,  which  was  surrouuded  with  intreucbascats, 
having  redoubts  upon  its  heights,  mainuined  and  defended  himself  with  obstinacy 
opening  at  tlie  same  time  a  very  considerable  fire.  The  caauonade  eoatiaaad  aa 
both  sides  till  dark.  In  the  mean  time.  Count  Platoff  ordered  bis  reginicats  of 
Don  Cossacs  to  pass  the  Niemen  upon  the  ice,  to  menace  the  enemy  upon  the  kft 
bank  of  the  river,  and  to  force  him,  by  that  means,  either  to  abuudou  the  towa 
us  quick  as  possible,  or  to  surrender.  Towards  night,  two  columna,  oae  alter  the 
•ihcr,  BMde  a  sortie  horn  the  towD|  bat  they  bad  hardly  patted  the  river,  when  te 
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Cocsact  vigorouily  attacked  them  with  their  pilccs,  and  dispersed  them,  leaving  a 
conrtderaMe  namhcr  of  IciHed  on  the  spot.  One  party  of  them  fled  alon^  the  river 
teward^  Tiltit,  another  took  the  road  to  Wilkowisk  bein)(  porsued  by  the  (lite  of 
the  Cotsaes.  Amosf^t  the  killed  was  found  a  General  of  rank,  as  was  proved  by 
bfft  \HAn%  decorated  with  the  chief  order  of  the  le^pon  of  hooonr.  Many  say,  that 
it  wnt  Bffarshal  Ncy,  an  commander  of  these  troopa.  In  this  attack  Major  Karatsch^ 
kowitsch  took  a  Ac««mc«/,  two  standards  were  also  taken.  At  the  capture  of  KounQ 
were  made' prisoners  60  staff,  and  other  officers,  and  abore  five  hundred  privates^ 
without  reckonittf  the  invalids  that  were  found  in  the' hospitals.

Even  in 
tIKt  fown 'were'fbnttd  seven  hundred  add  leveaty-nine  artillery  tumbrils  complete, 
and  iMth  alF  tbeif  ammunition,  and  in  the  magazines  three  thousand  tschetwert  of 
rye  and  corn.  Msjov  Generel  Tontsbhkoff  reports,  that  having  united  his  corpa. 
with  the  detacfamc^  of  Colonel  Knorring,  he  will  quit  Minsk  on  the  I3th  of  this 
month  to  go  to  N\i)^oswerschenne.  General  Tormassoff  reports  on  the  J3th,  that- 
tlie  Ibnrth^  sixfV,  and  eighth  iHNrpa,  and  the  van-gpuard  of  the  Aide-dcCamp  General. 
Wasiltschikoff,  take  up  their  cantonments  in  the  districts  of  Wilna,  Lida,  Oscho- 
nioni,  and  Wilkomirsk,  having  stationed  the  advanced  posts  of  cavalry  of  the  lat.* 
t^  plaee,  at  the  village  of  Bocksti,  upon  the  Berexena,  and  at  Doudi,  as  well  ■• 

strong  pickets  of  Cossacs  at  Nikolacff,  upon  the  Niemen. ^To  day  the  regi- 

rocntsof  hor^e  guards,  aj>d  the  chevalier  gard^^  as  well  as  the  regiments  uf  infantry, 
have  entered  Wilna  under  the  command  of  His  Imperial  Highness  the  Grand  Duke 
Constantine.— In  defiling  before  the  Field  Marshal  General  Prince  de  Smolensko. 
eaeh  man  expreased  his  joy  by  three  hurrahs.  All  the  troops  of  the  guards  have 
Wiken  np  their  quarters  in  the  town  and  in  the  suburbs,  as  well  as  their  cantonmeote 
in  the  neighbourhood.  December  18.— The  head-quarters  of  the  Field  Marshal  at 
IVIIna. 

Jonrtial  of  the  Military  Operations  from  the  19th  to  the  ssth  Dec.  18 12.  Dec. 
19.— The  Aide-de<*Camp,  General  Wasiltschikoff,  arrived  to-day  with  his  detach-. 
hient  at  Mosty.  Dec.  jO. — ^The  Lientenant-General  Schepeleff  reports,  that  on 
the  loth  Dec.  he  detached  1000  men  of  the  militia  of  Kulouga,  to  Bobrouisk.  Thn

delivered  the  prisoners,  viz.  four  officers,  five  sub-officers,  and  forty-two  soldiers  ; 
and  also  todk  from  him  one  officer  of  Gens  d*Armes  and  one  hundred  soldiers.  Hi^ 
fnrfher  states,  that  he  had  ordered  his  detachment,  consisting  of  the  19th  rew 
f  intent  of  Chasseurs,  the  Husnars  of  Marienpot,  and  a  company  of  flying  ar^ 
tlHery  td  advance  to  Grodno,  in  order  to  repose  after  its  long  and  fatiguin|r 
inarches  ;  and  that  he  was  himself  going  with  the  Cossacs  to  Bialystock.

Colonel  Grekoff 
being  with  two  regiments  of  Cossacks  at  Holbzach,  made  prisoners,  by  a  party 
which  he  had  detached,  fonr  men  of  an  enemy's  patrole  of  the  Hussars  of  Kien- 
mayer.  '  Dec.  9t.— Lieutenant-General  Sacken  reports,  on  the  isth  of  December, 
that  be  should  march  on  the  13th  of  Dec.  with  his  corps  to  Pinsk,  from  thence  to 
Slonim)  and  that  after  the  battles,  which  took  place  on  the  isth,  I4th,  isth,  an4 
|6th,  at  Gomoataiti  and  Wiikowitk^  his  right  flank  occupied  Kowle  and  Kolkn^ 
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anil  hit  Irft  bank   I^nbnmt^.     Ailiniral  Tchlcliaicoff'  irporta,  on  tbe  ibtb,  that  W 
is  arrived  with  hia  army  at  JvRino,  and  that  Major-GeDeral   Lantlakoy,  wbooi  be 
had  sent  ivith  a  detachment  of  light  troopT  from  Jeszno  to  Prenn,  f«11  in  with  tbe 
enamy  at  this  last  plare,  attacked  him  on  two  aides,  repaUfd  him,  and  madepritn- 
ners  fi%'e  ufficcni  and  one  hundred  and  eif  hty  toldirrt.     Another  party,  vnder  tbe 
orders  of  Lieutenant- Colonel  Dantaoflf,  having  been  deUehed  along  tbe  right  bnk 
of  the  Nierorn,  attacked  the  enemy  near  Ponny  with  the  bnyonet,  and  made  t«o 
handri'd  and  scteutcen  prisoner*.

Another  party  tin- 
dt'r  llir  oidrrtt  of  Licuicnnitt  Colonel  of  Artilkry  Kt  stoniaroff,  disrort  red  the  ene- 
my or.  the  2:ul  at  (vrinkiscbki,  and  havinj?  attacked  him  in  the  evening;:,  made  pri- 
soiiers  iM'oofjicers  and  thirty  soldiers,  and  also  took  two  hundred  new  muskets.    Hi< 
Imprriul  Majesty  arrived  thik  day  in  good  health  at  his  army  at  Wilna.      Dec.  •2^. — 
Genci.il  Phitoff  n'port^  on  the  2l»t,  that  sinef  his  re|>ort  of  the  rapture  f)f  Kowiio, 
several  ma-jazines  have  lucn  disrovered,  and  one  hundred  and  scvrntv  tunuelets  of 
brandy  ;  that  thirty  thousand  new  inufketA  i%ith  bayonets  wcrefbund  in  ore  of  the 
churches;  and  that  a  like  nunilKT  had  been  1)iirnt  at  thcarstnal,  of  wliicli  nothin* 
remained  but   the  iron.     Dec.  24.— General  PlatoflT  also  reports  on  the  i>3d,  that 
two  hundred  barrels  cf  flour,  one  hundred  :ind  fifty  of  rye;  five  huiidred  of  t»ats, 
andfil'ty  ipiintals  «>f  hay,  were  found  at  Kalwary ;  and  five  hundred  muids  of  flour, 
and  twM>  bundrt'fl  of  flour  at  ^Vilkovich.

— My  Lord,— I  HAV^  the  hononrherewiA  to 
transmit  to  your  Ixirdship  copies  of  two  proclamations,  together  with  a  nonisal 
list  of  the  General  Officers  who  have  Iiecn  taken  prisoner^  by  the  Rnssian  araiOy 
which  t  have  just  received  from  Wilna,  but  wihich  have  not  yet  been  publisbed  her«' 
"No  further  official  intclligeuce  of  military  oi>erations  has  been  receircd  here  siocc 
my  lust.  Private  letters  of  the  30th,  from  Liebau,  mention,  that  tlie  French  trabps 
stationed  at  that  place  marched,  on  the  3'id  of 'December,  for  Memel ;  from  wbieh 
it  appears  impossible  that  they  should  not  have  been  cut  off,  if  they  attcmpedlTihit, 
which  was  occupied  on  the  nth  by  Count  Wittgenstein,  who  was  nearer  to  Konif^ 
berg.

Dcclar  JtioTi. — At  the  moment  of  my  ordering  the  armies  under  my  command  to 
pass  the  Prussian  frontier,  the  Emperor,  my  ma»tor,  directs  me  to  declare,  tlist 
this  step  is  to  hft  considered  in  no  otiier  light  than  as  the  inevitable  consequence  of 
the  military  operations.  Faithful  to  the  principles  which  have  actuated  his  coodoct 
at  all  times,  His  Imperial  Majesty  is  guided  by  no  view  of  conquest.  The  senti- 
TOcnts  of  modern tion  which  have  ever  characterised  his  policy  arc  still  the  sam.*, 
after  the  decisive  success  with  which  Divine  Providence  has  blessed  bis  legitimate 
efTorts.  Peace  and  independence  shall  be  their  result.  These  His  Majesty  offers, 
together  with  his  asKistance,  to  every  people,  who,  being  at  present  obliged  to  o^ 
pose  him,  shall  a!>andon  the  cause  of  Napuleon,  in  order  to  follow  that  of  theirretl 
idtfTi'st.  I  iiivitr  them  to  the  fortunate  opening  which  the  Russian  armies  have  pro* 
dticcd,  auflfo  uiiite  themselves  with  them  in  the  pursuit  of  an  enemy  whose  preei« 
pitaie  flight  has  discovered  its  loss  of  ])ower.  It  is  to  Prussia  in  particular  to  wbidi 
this  iiivitution  is  addressed.

Proclamal ion. •^yVhcu  the  Emperor  of  All  the  Russians  was  eompelledj  by  avsr 
of  aggression,  to  take  arms  for  the  defence  of  his  states,  His  Itfperiti  Mnjcify,ftvm 
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the  acconcy  of  his  combiaatioQt,  wai  enabled  to  form  nn  efttimsteof  the  traportant 
results  vhich  that  war  mlpht  produce  with  respect  to  the  independence  of  Europe; 
The  most  heroic  coastaaey^  the  greatest  sacrifices,  hare  led  to  a  series  of  triumphr, 
aod  when  the  Commaiider  in-Chief,  Prince  Kontousoff  Smolensko,  led  his  rictori- 
ona  troops  beyond  the  Niemen,  the  same  priaciplcs  still  coatinncd  to  animate  the 
Sovereif^.  At  no  period  has  RuHia  heen  accustomed  to  practise  .that  art,  (too 
much  resorted  fo  in  modern  wars,)  of  c«a{geratio^,  by  false  statements,  the  success 
of  her  arms.  But  with  whatever  modesty  her  details  might  now  be  ]iennrd,  they 
would  appear  incredible.  Omisr  witnesses  arc  necessary  to  prore  the  facts  to 
France,  to  Germitey,  and  to  Italy,  before  the  slow  progress  of  truth  will  fill  ihnse 
countries  « ith  mourmng  and  constcruiitfoa.  Indeed  it  is  difficult  to  conceire  that 
in  a  campaiga  of  only  four  months  duration,  one  hundred  and  thirty  thousand  pri- 
soners should  hare  been  taken  frum  the  enemy,  bi.-iBides  nine  hundred  pieces  of 
runuon,  forty- nine  stand  of  colours,  and  all  the  waggon  train  and  baggage  of  the 
army.  A  list  of  the  names  of  all  the  Generals  taken  ie  hereunto  annexe  d.  It  will 
l»e  easy  to  form  an  estimate  from  that  list  of  the  number  of  superior  and  subaltern 
officers  taken.  It  is  sufficient  to  say,  that  out  of  three  hundred  thousand  men,  (ck- 
vlusire  of  Anstrians,)  who  penetrated  into  the  heart  of  Russia,  not  thirty  thousand 
of  them,  even  if  they  should  be  faroured  by  fortune,  will  rvfr  rrridit  their  country. 
The  manner  in  which  the  Emperor  Napoleon  repassed  the  Russian  frontiers  can 
■ssuredly  be  no  longer  a  secret  to  Europe.  So  much  glory,  and  so  many  adrantoge^, 
rauoot,  however,  change  the  personal  dispositions  of  His  Majesty  the  Emperor  of 
nil  the  Russias.  The  grand  principlfs  of  the  incleprndenee  of  Europe  have  alwaya 
formed  the  basis  of  his  poiiry,  fur  tbst  policy  is  fixed  in  his  heart.  It  is  beneath 
liis  character  to  permit  any  endeavours  to  foe  made  to  induce  the  people  to  resist 
the  oppression  and  to  thf ow  olT  the  yoke  which  has  weighed  them  down  ibr  tWfpty 
years.  It  is  their  Oovefniuf  nts  whose  eyes  ought  to  be  opened  by  the  actual  sltua«.

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and  anchored  off  the  Pu,  where  I  vm  joined  by  the   bu^gei»  with  two  pm-bcMii, 
and  fifteen  vesscli  laden   with  oil,  each  tcbm-I   rarryiof    froa  a  six  to  aa  eight 
ponoder,  which  had  heen  captured  by  the  boats  that  day ;  the  partipilara  of  Ihit

HAVING  received  information  that  s(  veral  vessels  were  lading  with  ship  timber  for 
the  Venetian  Govrrument,  at  Port  Lema,  on  the  roast  of  istria,  I  yesterday  evening 
dt-tached  the  boats  of  this  ship,  under  the  direction  of  Lieutenant  0*Briao,  Firvt 
Lieutenant,  to  bring  them  out,  which  I  am  bappy  to  say  he  completely  effected, 
thongli  they  were  laying- under  the  protection  of  one  French  sebcck  of  three  gnaa 
and  two  French  gun-boats.  Lieuicnaiit  O'Brien  received  information  of  this  unex- 
pected force  of  tlie  rnemy  from  two  merchant  vessels  he  captured  at  the  entrance  of 
the  port,  and  who  stated  tbeir  force  to  be  very  superior  to  bis  own ;  notwithstanding 
this  lie  proceeded  to  the  attack,  and  very  gallantly  carried  tbem  by  boarding,  as  well 
as  the  timber  vebs<;)s.

HovounABLC  Sir,— WITHOUT  enteriRg  upon  any  of  the  political  points  o« 
irbicb  yon  did  me*  ti^e  honovr  to  consult  with  roe,  previous  to  the  adoption  of  hds^ 
lilities  againal  the  Saltan  of  Djocjocarta,  I  shall  proceed  to  report  to  you  the  yariooa 
operations  of  our  small  force,  and  the  measures  adopted  under  my  authority  Am* 
jMngiog  this  insolent  and  refractory  Sovereign  to  n  sense  of  what  was  due  to  thea»- 
yramacy  of  the  British  Government  apon  Java. 

On  the  aftcmooo  of  the  l8th  instant,  you  did  me  the  honour  to  acqnalnit  me,  th4l 
4lic  Sultai^  of  Djoc jocarta,  had  refused  his  acquiescence  to  those  terms,  which  xm 
-your  wiadom  you  had  i>een  pleased  to  offer;  th4t  confident  of  the  strength  ufbm 
dbrtified  poaitioo,  he  bad  determined  to  brave  the  consequences  our  power  might 
inflict,  and  that  he  had  aasembled  his  army  froni  all  parts  of  the  kingdom,  wli^ 
arere  prepared  and  determined  on  resistance.  The  troops  I  had  collected  at  ihia 
IMriod  of  the  service,  though  few  in  numbers,  were  formidable  in  gallantry ;  i^f 
«oa»iated  altogether  of  about  six  hundred  firelocks,  a  proportion  of  artillery,  ancf 
iwo  troops  of  hia  Majesty*s  83d  dragoons.  The  remainder  of  ovr  force,  with  onr 
^ncipal  supply  of  ordnance,  were  coming  forward  under  tiie  orders  of  Lieutenant* 
Colonel  Mac  Land,  and  were  expected  to  join  my  head^qnartcrs  during  the  course  of 
that  night.  Hostilities  had  in  some  measure  commenced  upon  the  previous  even- 
fn%.  On-our  arrival  at  Djocjocarta,  Lieutenant-Colonel  VVatsou  reported,  that  a 
considerable  body  of  the  Soltan*s  troops  had  left  the  Krattao,  through  the  east  gat^. 
Mid  had  proceeded  upon  some  offensive  or  predatory  excursion,  which  I  thought  it 
Bsy  duty  immediately  to  prevent.  I  accordingly  desired  a  detachment  of  fifty  4lra> 
foona  tocacovt  me  on  a  reconnoitering  party,  and  i  proceeded  with  my  stafi* along 
tbe^CMt  wall  of  the  Krattan,  and  pursued  them  on  a  road  to  the  eastward,  whicU 
•be  peoplaof  tlM  .country  reported  they  had  taken  ;  after  a  very  circuitous  nwii^ 
^f^iiA  iHptm  Ibe  •dTirons  oi  Ibe  town,  vthevf  we  foiMd  Ui^  1^o4ic#itf^ 
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th«.  enemy  collectedy  wbo  wen  well  aimed,  and  evidenUf  p»|Mfcd  Ibr  rcriitaacc 
At  this  iierlod,  ycni  bad  not  comnmnicatcd  to  nc  any  floal  determlBati«mwith  re- 
spect to  tlM  Saltan  of  Djocjocarta,  ^ad  I  was  tbercfoee  witMwId  by  acBtiiMnltsf 
bonotir,  Iron  dispersing  those  people  by  Ibriee  of  arvsv  wbieb  1  had  afteiwaidi  ita-

In  this  affair  I  regret  to  say,  that  owe  dbjennt,  and  km 
dragoons'  were  wonnded,  the  aeijenat  nod  one  of  the  prifntca  daugansnaty,  sad 
In  another  part  of  the  town,  a  seijeanfa  petrala  of  twenty^llve  dragoons,  wm 
fiercely  attacked  by  a  cousiderable  nnmber  of  the  Saltan^  ^>wipa^  whom  they  eat 
their  way  throngh,  with  the  loss  of  one  man  killed,  and  one  woondcd. 

I  shall  now  return  to  the  afternoon  of  the  I8th,  when  j»r$ry  thing  wna  preparrd 
for  offeiisivc  operations,  as  well  as  onr  scanty  supply~o#  ammunition  would  admit. 
I  am  always  an  adtocate  for  promptuen  and  decision,  and  i  a|n  aware,  Ihat  aay 
measure  of  a  contrary  nature,  would  not  only  weaken  thi  confidence  of  oar  troops, 
libt  increase  the  iasolence  of  the  enemy.  I  therefore  directed  Mi^  Butler  to  opra 
a  fire  from  our  fort,  which  was  immediftely  retom^  by  the  Saltan,  but  with  ia- 
considersble  effect.  Captain  Teesdale,  of  the  royal  qavy,  was  wounded,  and  a 
magastne  in  the  battrry  having  accldeotly  blown  up,  I  lost  the  senrices  of  two  so- 
tire  officers.  Captain  Young  and  Lieutenant  Hauter,  wbo  were  severely  burnt  by 
the  explosion.  Light  parties  were  detached  to  scour  the  villagea  on  the  Hght  ami 
left,  and  a  body  of  the  Soltan*s  troops  kept  Major  ]>alton,  and  part  of  bis  battO' 
lion,  on  the  aleK  duriog  the  night)  they  were  attacked  four  successive  times  with 
great  spirit,  but  they  repulsed  the  enemy  with  steadiness  and  good  condact. 

At  about  three  oVIock  in  the  afternoon,  I  became  exceediagly  anxious  for  the 
arrival  of  Lieutenant-Colonel  ^f  ac  Leod  and  his  party.  I  had  received  no  icpoit 
whatever  of  his  progress,  and  1  was  apprehensive  that  he  had  encountered  sons 
difficulty  upon  the  road,  which  might  retard  the  service.  I  therefore  detached 
Lieutenant  Hale  with  twenty-five  dragoons,  to  obtain  some  information  respcctisf 
him,  and  I  afterwsrds  supported  him  with  a  further  rcinfb'rcemeut  of  forty  men, 
under  the  command  of  Lieutenant  Keir,  of  the  same  regiment.  The  first  detarhw 
ment,  under  Lientenant  Hale,  wes  repeatedly  attacked  by  large  bodies  of  the  Sol^ 
tan*s  infantry,  in  situations  where  cavalry  were  unable  to  act.  The  promptitude 
and  celerity  of  this  officer^s  advance,  excited  my  warmest  approbation  ;  he  was  se- 
verely wounded  himself,  and  lost  five  of  his  dragoons  in  the  conflict ;  but  notwitb- 

^  standiug  his  perilous  and  hampered  situation,  he  executed  his  important  trust  by 
joining  Lieutenant-Colonel  Mac  Leud.  On  the  following  ft)renoon,  the  whole  (^ 
this  party  arrived,  consisting  of  a  detachment  of  the  royal  artillery,  the  grenadiert 
of  his  Majesty^B  59th  regiment,  and  the  flank  companies  and  rifle  Company  of  his 
Jtfajesly^s  yitb.  This  reinforcement  determined  me  upon  my  plan  of  operations. 
The  palsce  or  K rattan  of  the  Sultan,  is  surrounded  by  reg^lsr  worlis  about  three 
miles  in  circumference ;  at  each  corner  there  is  a  formidable  bastion,  enfilading  the 
cnrtain,  and  the  principal  entrance  in  front  is  strongly  defended  by  cannon.  The 
whole  of  the  fortification  is  surrounded  by  a  wet  ditch,  and  the  gate-waya  are  aH 
provided  with  draw-bridges,  to  prevent  the  passage  across.  'VV'ith  all  these  obstacles 
to  onr  success,  I  relied  npon  the  gallantry  of  my  troops,  and  determioed  upon  the 
assault  on  the  morning  of  the  ^otb  instant.    In  all  the  preparation  necessary^  I  ici' 

salved  much  assistance  from  Licntenaut-Colsnel  Mackenxia,  of  the  Kngiaeoia,  and.

that  could  possibly  be  obtained,  and  with  whom  in  concert  I  arran^d  the  plan  of  • 
Attack. 

The  principal  part  of  the  force  was  divided  into  two  columns  j    the  leadinj^  one 
commanded   by  Lieutenant-Colonel  Watson,  of  his  Majesty's  utb  foot,  and  the  ^ 
other  by  Liewtenant-Colonel  Mac  Leod,  of  his  Majesty's  59th  regiment ;  Lieute- 
nant-Colonel Dewar,  of  the  3d  Bengal  Native  Infantry,  commanded  a  smaller  par-  • 
ty,and  made  a  detour  towards  the  rear  of  the  Krattsm.     Major  Grant  conducted  a 
central  attack  in  front.     At  half  an  hour  before  day  the  columns  under  Lieutenant 
Colonel  Watson,   and   Lieutenant-Colonel  Mac  Leod,  moved  forward  U>  the  east ' 
curtain,  under  cover  of  the  fire  from  our  fort.     They  were,  however,  discovered  by  • 
the  enemy,  before  the  scaling  ladders  were  planted.    The  alarm  was  instantly  given 
afong  the  works,  which   only  increased  the  activity  and  emulation  of  our  troops.  ' 
Lt-Cul.  Watson  advanced  iu  the  most  gallant  stile,  and  soon  obtained  possession  of « 
the  r.impart.     Part  of  Major  Dalton's  battalioQ  crossed  the  dit(h  at  the  north  east 
bastion,  under  Captain  Leys,  and  running  along  the  berm,  admitted  Lieut-Colonel 
Mac  Leod  with  the  second  column,  who  blew  open  the  Prince's  gate  and  entered. 
The  action   then   became  general.      Blajor  Dalton,  with  part  of  the  light  infantry^ 
battalion,  led  in  a  spirited  stile  to  the  south  gate,  where  they  admitted  Lieutenant 
Colonel  Dcwar,  and  saved  the  life  of  the  Prince  Regent.  The  gallant  ]4ib  proceeded  - 
to  scour  the  ramparts,  and  the  capture  of  b!ie  Sultan  rendered  the  victory  complete. 
I  have  the  honour  to  report  to  you,  that  during  this  arduous  conflict,    the   Toomo* 
goug  SemrMxl  Deuingrar  was  killed.      Lieut.-Col.   Dewar  bad  the  good  fortune  to 
encounter  his  party,  and  as  he  was  known  to  be  the  most  powerful  Chieftain  in  the  - 
interest  of  the  Sultan,  and  his  instigator  in  every  hostile  proceeding  against  the 
British  Grovernment,  1  consider  this  event  as  of  the  greatest  political  importance. 

About  the  conclusion  of  the  assault,  1  was  myself  severely  wounded  in  the  arnw 

Thus,  with  less  than  one  thousand  firelocks  actually  engaged,  we  have  defeated 
upwards  of  seventeen  thousand  men,  and  afforded  a  lasting  proof  of  our  superiority 
and  power.  I  shall  refrain  from  entering  into  further  particulars,  as  you  were  pre- 
sent upon  the  spot,  and 'our  cordial  commaoications  with  each  other  have  rendered 
them  unnecessary. 

I  have  the  honour  to  inclose  you  the  copy  of  a  General  Order,  issued  opon  the 
occasion,  together  with  the  returns  of  killed  and  wounded,  and  ordnance  captured.  > 

I  have  the  honour  to  solicit  your  particular  attention  to  the  valuable  services  of 
Mr.  Crawford,  resident.  It  is  impossible  I  can  convey  to  you  how  deeply  I  am. 
impressed  with  a  sense  of  his  talents  and  exertions.  From  the  period  of  my  arrival, 
until  the  conquest  of  K rattan,  he  was  uniformly  active  and  assiduous,  and  hi*  per- 
aonal  exposure  in  the  assault  of  the  works,  merit  equally  my  thanks  and  commen- 
dation. Mr.  Robinson,  of  the  civil  aervice^  and  Mr.  Hardie,  were  also  volnnteera 
npon  the  occasion.  I  cannot  speak  too  highly  of  their  eagerness  and  zeal.  Mr. 
lUeahs,  assistant  to  the  resident,  was  essentially  usefui  in  conducting  Lievtenant* 
Colonel  Dewar's  party  to  the  south  gate.     I  have  the  honour,  &c.  ^

J}jocjo€artay  June  21,  1S19..— *THE  commander  of  the  Forces  congratulates  the. 
tjroopty  he  had  the  honour  personally  to  command,  upon  the  late  glorious  result  of 
their  arduous  and  honourable  enterprise.  It  confirms  him  in  the  opinion  he  had  so 
jnatly  entertained  of  theit  discipline,  firmness,  and  gallantry,  and  it  affords  a  me* 
aaorable  proof  to  the  enemies  of  the  English  Government,  that  British  soldiers^ 
vhen.naited  by  these  valuable  qualities,  must  not  only  conquer  but  be  irresistible^ 
\%  was  tte  conviction  of  their  super-eminence  that.deta*mioed  him  in  a  mcMorf^ 
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where  nothing  bat  bravery  conld  sncceedy  and  it  was  the  aff»waooe  of  their  iatrcpidity, 
that  nrgt-d  bim  to  an  assault  where  maltitodes  of  niea  were  prepared  for  reatstaacf. 
The  event  hat  proved,  that  hia  confidence  wat  by  no  meaoi  oiaplaccd.  Theeae* 
my  has  been  rooted  from  a  regularly  fortified  position^  and  aeventcen  tbonsaad 
■sen  have  been  conquered  and  dispersed.  The  ptTson  of  the  Snltoa  has  been  nfely 
aecured,  and  the  circumstances  attending  hia  seizure,  reflect  so  ainch  (credit  apott 
the  troops  in  general,  that  thr  Commander  of  the  Forces  cannot  snficicnily  express 
hia  admiration  and  applause.  In  the  beat  of  the  storm  his  person  waa  rcapecled. 
his  lamily  was  placed  in  security  and  protection,  and  no  part  of  the  property  mm 
•ither  pillaged  or  molcittid. 

This  remarkable  iiislauce  of  steadiness  and  discipline  shall  be  bronght  to  the  no« 
tice  of  higher  authority,  and  it  will  be  the  duty  of.  Colonel  Gilleapie,  to  obtain  far 
this  force  the  approbation  they  have  so  justly  earned. 

To  Lieutenant-Colonel  Watson,  who  commanded  the  leading  colnmn,  the  Coni- 
sianderof  the  Forces  caunot  convey  the  tense  he  cntertaina  of  hit  diatuignishBd 
bravery,  and  of  the  qnickness  and  celerity  with  which  he  conceiTcd  and  execatcd 
the  atttack. 

The  auissated  stile  in  which  Captain  Johnson  and  Lientcaant  Haotcr  crossed  the 
tlie  ditch,  and,  at  the  bead  of  the  14th  Greuisdiers^  escaladed  the  rampart^  nadrr 
the  fire  of  the  East  bastion,  could  only  I'  equalled  by  the  ardour  and  aeal  of  tbeir 
'gallant  follower*. 

The  prompt  and  decisive  movement  of  Lieutenant  Colonel  M'Cleod,  to  force  bit 
passage  by  the  Prince*B  Gate,  and  support  the  leading  column,  waa  eqoally  dariag 
and  meritorious.  The  long  detour  of  Lieutenant-Colonel  Dewar  and  hit  hattalioa, 
towards  the  Southern  Gate,  and  his  well-timed  entrance  through  that  passage,  con- 
tributed  materially  to  the  success  of  the  day,  and  indeed  the  whole  of  the  officers 
aud  soldiers  employed  upon  this  spirited  assault,  have  distinguished  themselves  so 
aqnally,  that  it  will  be  difficult  for  the  Commander  of  the  Forces  to  discover  which 
part  was  mure  coni»picuoiis  than  another.  It  is  ri^ht,  however,  to  specify  Captain 
Leys,  and  part  of  thr  Li^lit  Infantry  Battalion,  who  crossed  the  ditch  at  a  fordable 
part,  and  climbed  to  an  cm bi  azure  upon  each  others  shoulders. 

It  is  also  just  to  mention  the  conduct  of  Major  Forbes,  who  attacked  the  right 
of  the  Sultau^s  Square,  and  detached  Lieutenant  Douglas,  with  a  small  party  of  his 
Majesty's  78th  Regiment,  to  cover  the  guns  that  were  directed,  with  so  much  spirit 
and  eflect,  by  Lieutenant  Cameron,  of  the  Bengal  Artillery.  It  would  also  be 
wrong  to  omit  mentioning  the  spirited  conduct  of  Migor  Dalton,  and  his  battalion, 
who  scoured  the  ramparts  to  the  left,  and  admitted  Lieutenant  Colonel  Dewar  at 
the  South  gate,  after  preserving  the  life  of  the  Prince  Regent.  He,  therefore,  tt^ 
q^iefts  that  these  Officers  will  accept  his  best  thanks  for  their  valuable  services, aad 
communicate  them  to  the  troops  under  their  several  commands.  It  appears  that 
Lieutentfht  Donglas  had  the  Ivonour  of  capturing  the  person  of  the  Sultan,  with  hia 
small  dttacbmcnt  of  the  7ttb  Light  Company. 

Major  Butler  and  the  Foot  Artillery,  Captain  Byers  and  the  Royal  Artillery, 
Captain  Rudyard  and  the  Horse  Artillery,  and  Lieutenant  Dodly  and  the  Hussari, 
were  all  counpiruous  for  the  same  gallantry  and  zeal,  and  the  Commander  of  the 
Forces  communicates  his  thanks  to  Captain  Byers,  for  his  active  eicertiont  in  join- 
ing  Lieutenant-Colonel  M'Cleod*s  detachment,  with  the  ordnance  stores  ;  and  the 
tame  approbation  is  also  due  to  Captain  Colebrooke,  of  the  Royal  Artillery,  wkote 
activity  has  more  than  once  been  noticed.  Captain  Biers,  and  Lieutenant  Blaek 
rendered  effectual  assisttance  to  Lieutenant-Colonel  M*Leod,  in  blowing'  open  tho 
Princess  Gate,  with  one  of  the  Horse  Artillery  gun»»-Thit  valuable  corps  ia  always 
conspicuous  when  itt  servicet  are  required.

February^  IS  10,  about  one  month  previous  to  Paymaster  Manby  closing  hit  Qaar- 
terly  Accounts,  in  which  that  sum  was  finally  accounted  fur  Government,  \ii.  24tk 
March,  Ikjo.  Paymaster  ^rlanby  could  therefore  hdve  been  led  neither  into  error 
nor  inconvenience,  and  ti:c  accusation  set  forth  by  him  against  the  Prisoner  upon

Rclaltve  to  tlie  sd  Chaijre  exhibited  against  the  Prisunci*  by  Paymaster  MaDby^ 
Lieu tcuant-Cul unci  M^ulosh  has  clearly  proved  to4hc  Court,  that  although  he  had 
not  actually  paid  the  whule  sum  of  1201.  to  Messrs.  Shipdens  fur  uinc  at  the  time 
•j^ecified  in  the  charjre,  yet  that  he  neither  withheld  the  remainder  of  the  sum  •in- 
^udy  nor  endeavoured  to  deceive  his  Brother  Odicers,  hut,  on  the  contrary,  fully 
intiiButed  to  his  successor,  as  President  of  the  Mess  Committee,  (Major  N.  A. 
Mcin  of  the  65th  Reg^iment,)  and  to  lieutenant  Davidson,  (who  had  the  general 
chnr^re  of  the  Mess  Accounts  for  Licutcnaut-Culonel  M*lntosh),  that  he  had  not 
paid  the  whole  sum. 

**  It  further  has  made  evident  to  the  Court,  that  although  the  first  bill  Lieutenant- 
Colonel  M^utosh  fipBive  to  Messrs.  Shipdcns  for  5ll.  w:is  not  paid  at  the  Agents*, 
yet,  that  on  its  bein{;  returned,  he,  Lieutenant-Colonel  M*lntosh,  did  give  to 
Atcssrs,  Shipdens  full  and  satisfactory  bills  fur  ihe  amount  uf  6ol.  (receiving  a  b.t- 
lauce  in  cash,)  one  part  of  which  was  a  bill  for  30l.  drawn  on  the  Agents,  and 
cluly  honoured  \  and  the  remainder  a  like  sum  of  3(d.  was  an  acceptnnce  of  Pay- 
Tpaater  Mauby^s  of  a  bill,  all  of  uhich  matter  had  been  fully  and  completely  settled 
upwards  of  one  year  and  a  half;  of^yhich  fact  Paymaster  Manby  must  have  hceu 
perfectly  aware,  as  his  own  bill  (or  acceptance)  constituted  part  of  \he  liquidation 
^iven  by  Lieutennnt-Colouel  Mcintosh  to  Messrs.  Shipdens  on  the  above  monies.** 

*'  Relative  to  the  fact  of  the  Prisoner  having  requested  to  antedate  a  receipt  for 
tlteaum  he  had  in  pari  paid,  and  for  the  remainder  of  which  he  had  given  bil!s,  the 
Court  do  not  attach  any  criminal  conduct  to  Lieutenant  Colonel  M'lhtosh,  who 
appeared  only  to  do  so  from  a  wii>b  to  make  the  accounts  correspond  as  a  mere  mat- 
ter of  form. 

**  UndtT  the*c  circumstances,  together  with  the  situation  of  the  Mess  Accounts 
of  the  SOth  Regiment,  at  the  time  alluded  to,  and  a  firm  belief  on  the  part  of  the 
Court  that  no  shade  of  improper  conduct  did  aitach  to  Lieutenant-Colonel  M^Intosh^ 
the  Court  most  fully  exonerate  the  Prisoner  from  any  improper  motives;  but  can- 
not help  observing  that  the  Prosecutor,  Paymaster  Manby,  in  preferring  the  charge 
at  so  distant  a  period,  aiter  he  must  have  known  the  transactions  were  settled,  hat 
been  actuated  hy  very  different  feelings  from  those  connected  with  the  good  of  His 
Maji'sty's   Scivic^. 

.  **  Upon  the  3d  Charge  exhibilcdhy  Paymaster  Manby  against  the  Prisoner,  it  has 
hceu  fully  proved  to  the  Court  by  Lieutenant-Colonel  !M*lntosh  relative  to  the  85th 
Regiment  in  particular,  and  likewise  hy  the  evidence  of  Major-General  M^Kenzie, 
and  the  knowledge  of  the  Members  of  the  Court  individually,  that  it  is  not  usual  in 
t)ie  Service  to  lay  or  make  Inventories  of  the  effects  of  deceased  Officers  before 
Regimental  Courts  Martial,  and  no  proof  has  been  adduced  in  support  of  the  Pio* 
necution  to  shew  that  Lieotcnant-Colonel  Mcintosh  has  caused  or  excited  discontent 
on  the  part  of  the  Relatives  of  deceased  Officers,  as  had  been  made  the  suigect  of  in- 
vestigation, but  on  the  contrary,  as  far  as  the  Court  as  been  enabled  to  decide,  the 
Prisoner,  Lieut >.'nant-CoIonel  M4ntosh,  has  taken  due  care  of  the  effects,  and  dis- 
tribated  the  Amounts  with  justice.** 

''  Relative  to  the  4th  Charge  preferred  by  Paymaster  Manby  against  the  Prisoner^ 
the  Coujt  have  to  observe,  that  the  very  evidence  of  the  Prosecutor  himself  esta- 
blished, Lieutenant-Colonel  M^nto'sh  by  no  means  jenf  hun  a  challenge  to  fight  m 
dutl\  but  merely  required  an  explanation  of  au  highly  improper  passage  contained 
in  a  letter  written  from  the  Prosecutor  to  the  Prisoner.** 

The  Court  feel  they  should  neglect  their  duty  were  they  to  close  their  proceedin^rg 
without  remarking  that  the  circumstances  which  they  hare  been  called  upon  by  Pay. 
master  Manby  to  investigate,  arose  for  the  most  part  out  of  transactions  which 
have  occurred  long  since,  and  which  therefore,  htid  he  seen  them  in  the  light  which 
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lie  uow  .iii9i  rts  lie  dues,  *'  his  regard  for  rcctitndc  and  tra«  boDoar  sad  lorr  for  liif 
countr)'*  ought  to  have  occasioned  him  to  bving  forward  at  ooce,  iaitcad  of  aftrt 
a  laj>sp  of  two  yearn." 

**  They  conceive  it  further  incumbent  on  them  to  deprecate  in  the  atroDSest  naa- 
iirr,  the  ad%*»ntage  which  the  Prosecutor  has  taken  of  bis  priTilc^  nf  addrrssia^t 
the  Court,  to  make  statements  against  his  superior  Officer,  wbicb  he  bas  n<rt  at- 
tcni^ttcd  to  vrure ;  insinuations  apparently  vithoat  foundation,  and  arcasatioM 
which,  at  the  time  he  mark*  them,  be  most  bare  known  to  be  false.  And  the  Coart 
do  rcpet  that  the  malice  by  which  Paymaster  Manby  has  been  actoated,  in  prefer* 
r\\\^  the  charges,  should  hare  caused  an  officer,  bearinjT  sobijrb  and  so  distinfrwi^bcd 
a  character  as  Lieutenant-Colonel  M*Intosbbas  maintained  inHisM«jrsly*KS<rrice, 
thf-  n)orificutii>n  uf  baring  been  placed  two  mouths  in  arrest,  and  the  p<-rplrxity  aid 
trouble  of  vindicating  himself  from  such  accusations/^ 

'Mn  referreurc  to  the  two  charges  preferred  by  Colonel  Henry  Cayler  apiinfttke 
Prisoner,  the  Court  consider  it  their  duty  in  addition  to  the  foil  and  hnnnnrable 
acquittal  already  recorded  in  behalf  of  Drevet  Lieutenant-Colonel  Eneas  M^lntosb, 
to  state  thut,  with  respect  to  the  first  of  the  said  charges,  the  Court  do  consider  the 
pjpi-r  alluded  to,  as  a  document  solely  belonging  to  Lieutenant- Colonel  M*lnto»li; 
uud  which  for  his  ow  n  indemnification  he  was  entitled  to  retain,  but  that  tbe  Prisooer, 
very  properly,  as  a  Gentleman  and  a  Man  of  Honour,  offered  a  copy  of  the  paper 
to  Colonel  Cuyler ;  and  upon  the  second  charge  tbe  Court  did  not  find  any  thing 
eitht  r  improper  or  threatening  in  the  letters  written  by  Lieutenant-Colonel  M'Intn»h 
to  Colonel  Henry  Cuyler,  whose  manner  towai'da  him,  tbe  Prisoner,  at  the  tine  al- 
luded to  in  the  letter  dated  2Qth  June,  1812,  teas  at  ttast  equivocai^^* 

**  I  am  to  acquaint  your  Lordship,  that  His  Royal  Highness  the  Prince  Regent  was 
graciously  pleased,  in  the  Name  and  on  tbe  Behalf  of  His  Majesty,  to  approve  aad 
confirm  the  Findin<f  aad  Sentence  of  the  Court.     I  am,  &c.

My  Lord, — HAVING  laid  hcfore  the  Prince  JRegeut  the  Proceedings  of  a  Gt- 
neral  Court  Martial,  held  at  Hythe,  on  the  1st  and  2d  iu!»lant,  for  the  Trial  of  Brcrcl 
LicuttnuU-Colonel  Eneas  M^lnlobh,  of  the  b5th  Rrgiincut,  who  was  arraigned  apoa 
t»'je  nnder-nieiitioned  Charge,  viz. 

'*  Frr  fiaiiduUntly  causing  Paymaster  Manby y  when  President  of  a  Court  of  Inquiry, 
held  some  tiuu'  iu  the  latter  part  of  July,  1810,  for  the  purpose  of  settling  MaJ«r 
iM*  f  11  toshes  AccouniSy  as  President  of  the  Mess  Committee,  to  credit  bim,  jVa/or 
ISl^Intoshy  as  baring  paid  Ensign  Davidson  a  sum  of  money,  namely,  2bl.  5s.  8d.  3f. 
whircaF  ho,  Major  UPlrtosh,  did  not  pay  Ensign  Davidson  such  a  sum  of  money, 
hut  on  the  contrary  received  a  sum  from  Ensign  Davidson  ot  s>l.  I4s.  id.  3f.  on 
nTor.ntof  tli^  S*>th  Regimental  Mesj:,  and  which  sum  Major  M*Jntvsh  concealed 
ut  that  time  frvm  Paymasttr  Manby y  by  which  transactions  the  Mcsm  of  the  S6th 
Kc;;imrnt  has  been  wronged: — sueh  eonduct  being  unbecoming  the  character  of 
an  OtTirri"  and  a  (ientUmrin,  and  in  breach  of  the  .Articles  of  War," 
L'pon  which  Charge  the  Court  came  to  the  following  decision:—- 

The  Court  l.a^int^most  maturely  and  attentively  weighed,  and  considered  thf 
vhwh*  of  th'Tvidcnce  and  matter  that  has  been  adduced  in  support  of  the  Prosecv- 
tlou,  logelhrr  with  what  the  Prisoncrhath  offered  in  his  defence,  is  <tf  opinion,  that 
he.  Privet  LieultnantColonel  Eneas  M^ntosh,  85lh  Regiment  of  Foot  (^or  Bucks 
Volunteers),  is  Sot  Guilty  of  the  Charge  preferred  against  bini,  and  the  Court  dotk 
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there^Tore  most  fuHtf  and  hnnorahly  acquit  khn,  the  (foresaid  Brevet  Lieutenant  Colonel 
lEneng  Mcintosh,  of  the  same. 

The  Coart  feci  it  to  be  their  boundcn  duty  to  reprobate,  in  the  severest  teruis^ 
the  conduct  of  the  Prosecutor,  Paymaster  Manby,  in  thus  bringing  his  Fupcrior 
Officer  before  a  General  Court  Martial,  upon  a  charge  of  Fraud,  when  he  has  not 
produced  a  particle  of  evidence  to  substantiate  the  same. 

I  am  to  acquaint  yonr  Lordship,  that  His  Royal  Highness  vras  pleased,  in  the 
name  and  on  the  behalf  of  His  Majesty,  to  approve  and  confirm  the  finding  and 
sentence  of  the  Court ;  and  the  Prince  Regent  taking  in  view  the  conduct  and  ap- 
parent motives  of  Paymaster  Manby,  in  the  prosecution  of  his  superior  Officer, 
upon  this  and  the  former  Court  Martial,  was  further  pleased  to  command,  that  it 
should  be  intimated  to  that  Officer,  that  His  Royal  Highness  had  no  further  occa* 
aion  for  his  tcervices,  as  Paymaster  of  85th  Regiment. 

Your  Lordship  will  therefore  acquaint  me  with  the  day  on  which  the  Prince  Re* 
gent^s  pleasure  is  made  known  to  Paymaster  Manby,  as  from  that  day  he  will  cear:e 
to  receive  pay  in  Hit  Majesty's  Service.

— HAVING  laid  before  the  Prince  Regent  the  Proceedings  of  a  Gene- 

ra\  Court  Martial,  held  at  Hythe,  on  the  4th  September,  18 ij,  and  continued  by 

adjournments  to  the  1st  of  October  following,  for  the  Trial  of  Captain  John  Hylton, 

of  the   85th   Regiment  uf   Foot,  who  was   arraigned   upon  the    under-mentioned 

Charges,  viz. 

l«t.  **  For  scandalous  conduct,  highly  unbecoming  the  character  of  an  Officer  and 
a  Gentleman,  in  having  maliciously  asserted,  in  presence  of  Lieutenant  James^ 
isranty  Lieutenant  and  Adjutant  John  Connor^  and  other  Officers  of  the  85th  Regi- 
ment of  Foot  in  Portugal,  some  time  between  the  1st  of  June  and  31st  July,  1811, 
that  the  late  Lieutenant  Lewis  Appelius^  of  the  85th  Regiment  of  Foot,  had  pulled 
ISJojor  Nicholas  Alexander  Meiny  of  the  same  Regiment,  by  the  Nose,  and  kicked 
him  f  Major  MeinJ,  or  words  to  that  cflTect ;  and  in  having  afterwards,  at  Silver- 
hill  Barracks,  in  Sussex,  between  the  12th  and  I8th  of  October,  ]8l  l,  denied  ever 
making  any  such  assertions  to  any  person  whatever,  in  presence  of  Captain  John 
Cordon f  of  the  ad  (or  Queen^s  Royal)  regiment  of  Foot,  who  had  been  sent  by 
major  Meiny  to  inquire  if  he.  Captain  II ylton^  had  propagated  the  above  calumny  ; 
and  further,  by  making  a  similar  denial  to  Major  Mein  in  person,  between  the 
12th  and  ISth  of  October,  1811,  adding  that,  whoever  had  given  Major  Mein  in- 
formation that  he.  Captain  Ilyltony  had  made  such  assertions^  had  told  a  direct 
falsehood,  or  to  that  effect.

tant Connor,  of  the  same  regim«nt,  had  had  his  Nose  pulled,  and  his  Posteriors 
kicked,  or  words  to  that  effect,  and  making  similar  assertions  in  Portugal,  to  an 
Officer  or  Officers  of  the  same  regiment,  some  time  between  the  1st  of  June 
andsistof  July,  18 ii;  and  also,  in  having  in  his  possession,  and  shewing  a 
vrritten  Paper  to  Captain  Frederick  Campbell^  of  the  same  regiment,  stating  the 
sama^unfounded  calumny,  such  expressions  and  assertions  of  his.  Captain  (then 
JJeutenant)  IlyltoiCi  being  iofamous  falsehoods,  and  highly  prejudicial  to  Limte* 
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nant  and  Adjutant  Connor's  cliwactcr^  and  injariout  to  the  bamooy  of  ibe  »^tk 
Uegimetit." 
a.  **  For  biglily  unoflicer'like  and  improper  conduct,  in  falsely  and  malic ionslytt. 
scrtin;,  between  the  let  of  June  and  the  3ist  July,  1811,  in  Portviral,  tlut  be, 
Captain  Hylton^  (thro  Lieutenant)  had  caagbt  Lieutenant  mnd  Aijutmnt  Connor  im- 
properly li^trniiis:  at  bis,  Captain  Iltfltona^  window,  or  words  to  that  effect,  with  a 
Tiew  of  dcstroyini;  the  said  Lieutenant  and  Adjutant  Connor'^t  character,  a»  aa Of- 
ficer and  a  Griitleman,  and  prejudicial  to  the  harmony  of  the  said  85tb  repmeat.

14tb  of  July,  IS  12,  and  in  associatins;  with  the  said  Lieutenant  Richard  fVkHe,  ia 
the  habits  of  friendly  intimacy,  subsequently  to  having  made  the  above  ssserti* 
ons^  such  conduct  bein^  highly  injurious  to  the  established  rules  of  the  Service, 
and  subversiTe  of  good  Order  and  Military  Discipline.'* 

5.  "  For  disgracefully  boxing  with  Serjeant  Joseph  Taylor^  of  the  85th  Regtmratof 
Foot,  (now  a  Private)  between  the  ist  of  September  and  SOtb  of  November,  1810, 
at  Brabourno  Lers  Barracks,  Kent,  when  he,  the  said  Joteph  Tayior^  and  CaptntB 
(then  Lieutenant)  Hylfon,  severally  knocked  each  other  down,  such  coudactbciag 
known  to  the  Non-commissioned  Officers  and  Men  of  the  65th  RegiaiieBt,ai4 
highly  injurious  to  Captain  Hyltoii's  character  as  an  Officer  and  a  Geutleman,  sab- 
versivc  uf  good  Ordfr  and  Alilitury  Discipliue  in  the  85th  Regiment  of  Foot,  aad 
contrary  to  the  established  Rules  of  the  Sirvire/' 

Upon  whirh  Charges  the  Court  came  to  the  following  decision  :— 

The  Court  having  most  maturely  dilibcrated  upon,  and  most  attentively  weijbfd 

and  considered  the  whole  of  the  Evidence  aud  matter  that  has  been  brought  for. 

ward  in  support  of  the  Prosecution,  together  with  what  the  Prisoner  had  offered  io 

his  Defence,  is  of  opinion  with  respect  to  the  first  charge,  that  he  the  Prisoner  is

Not  Guilty  of  the  same,  and  the  Court  doth  therefore  Acquit  him  Captain  Jolin 
Hylton  of  the  snid  charge,  in  preferring  which  the  Prosecutor  do(s  not  appear  to 
have  been  actuated  by  any  improper  motive,  as  the  misconception  of  the  Prisoner*! 
mode  of  expression  gave  rise  to  the  charge. 

The  Court  arc  of  opinion  that  the  Prisoner,  Captain  John  Hylton,  is  guilty  of 
the  second  chnrji^e  exiiihi led  against  him. 

The  Court  are  of  opinion  that  the  Prisoner,  Captain  John  Hylton,  is  Not  Gailty 
of  the  third  charge  preferred  against  him,  and  the  Court  doth  therefore  Acquit  bis 
the  Prisoner  of  the  same. 

The  court  arc  ofu]>inion  that  the  Prisoner,  Captain  John  Hylton,  is  Not  GniUy 
of  the  first  part  of  the  fourth  charge  exhihitfd  against  him,  namely,  highly  impro- 
per and  unofficcr-like  conduct  in  asserting  to  Ensign  Donald  Robertson  aud  other 
Officers  of  the  snme  regimeut,  at  Brabournc  Lees  Barracks,  Kent,  some  time  be- 
tween the  iKtofMay  and  1st  of  December  1810,  that  Lieutenant  Richard  White  of 
the  same  regiment  was  a  coward,  or  words  to  that  effect,  aud  in  making  a  similar  ai- 
sertion  at  Cimpo  Maior,  in  Portugal,  to  some,  officers  of  the  8.^th  Foot,  between  the 
Sdd  June  and  the  QOth  July,  1811,  and  the  Court  doth  therefore  Acquit  biro  of  tie 
same}  but  the  Court  are  of  opinion  that  he.  Captain  John  Hylton,  is  Guilty  of  tbc  Ut- 
ter parts  of  the  fourth  charge,  namely,  po&itivcl)  denying  having  made  auy  assertiqa

before  a  Regimental  Court  of  Inquiry  in  the  Garrison  at  Hythe,  which  Coort  wa^ 
held  between  the  8th  and  14th  of  June  18)£>  (instead  of  the  8th  and  I4th  July  1813, 
as  set  forth  by  mistake  in  the  Special  Warrant  containing  the  charge),  and  in  asso- 
ciating with  the  said  Lieutenant  Richard  White  in  the  habits  of  friendly  intimacy 
subsequent  to  having  made  the  above  assertions,  such  conduct  bein<;  highly  injurious 
to  the  established  rules  of  the  service,  and  subversive  of  good  Order  and  Xlllitary 
Discipline. 

The  Court  are  of  opinion  that  the  Prisoner,  Captain  John  Ilylton,  is  Not  Guilty 
of  the  fifth  charge  preferred  against  him,  aud  the  Court  doth  thcrtrtore  Acquit  him 
fthe  Prisoner)  of  the  said  charge. 

From  the  culpability  of  the  Prisoner's  conduct  on  such  parts  of  the  char;^es  as 
the  Court  have  found  him  Guilty,  viz.  the  wliule  of  the  second  :iiid  the  latter  jrarts  of 
the  fourth  charge,  the  Court  doth  sentence  him,  the  aforesaid  Captain  John  ilyltou, 
to  be  cashiered. 

The  Court  have  not  failed  to  remark  the  palpable  falsehoods  which  the  witness 
Joseph  Taylor  has  been  guilty  of,  and  which  seemed  to  afford  the  p'ouuds  for  the 
fifth  charge  against  Captain  Hyltou  ^  and  they  regret  that  it  docs  not  appear  to 
tViem  they  have  sufljcicnt  jurisdiction  to  punish  the  said  Joseph  Taylor  fur  his  eri- 
dent  prevarications  and  false  assertions. 

The  Court  consider  it  necessary  to  explain  their  verdict  relative  to  the  A>urth 
cbmrgr:  their  intention  is  to  acquit  the  Prisoner,  Captain  John  Hylton,  of  highly 
improper  conduct  in  asserting  to  Ensign  Donald  Robertson,  &c.  &c. ;  but  the  Court 
^  not  acquit  him  of  asserting.  Therefore  there  exists  do  contradiction  in  their 
ftnding  the  Prisoner  Gnilty  on  the  latter  parts  of  the  said  charge  relative  to  his  de- 
nial of  having  made  the  assertion  before  the  Court  of  Inquiry  alluded  to  iu  the 
Iburth  charge,  and  in  his  associating  with  the  said  Lieutenant  White  on  terms  of 
friendly  intimacy  after  having  made  such  assertions,  Sic 

I  am  to  acquaint  your  Lordship  that  His  Royal  Highness  was  pleased,  in  the

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0^  THE  MILITARY  TOPOGRAPHY  OF  PORTUGAL, 

BY   GENERAL   DUMOtRIER. 


THE  whole  jexteiit  of  Portugal  is  about  three  hundred  aud  forty  Britith 
miles  in  lengthy  ai}d  from  one  hundred  aud  thirty  to  one  hundred  and 
forty  in  breadth ;  it  is  therefore  five  tiines  less  than  Spain*  But  the  adr 
vantages  of  its  situatioD,  the  assistauce  of  England^  the  weakness  of  its 
enemyy  the  impervious  nature  of  its  approaches,  and  the  number  of  its 
atrong  holds,  will  always  preserve  it  from  the  ambition  of  Spain,  were  all 
the  rest  of  Europe  to  remain  an  indiifferent  spectator  of  the  conflict. 
With  tliese  weapons,  it  will  always  baffle  the  efforts  of  the  Spaniards. 

Portugal  is  divided  by  geogpraphers  into  six  provinces,  three  of  which 
form  the  department  of  the  north,  viz.  Eutre  Douro  e  Minho,  (between 
Douro  uud  Minho)  Traz  oa  Monte»,  (behind  the  mountains)  and  Beira ; 
the  remaining  three  compote  the  southern  department ;  viz  Estrema^ 
dura,  Alemtejo,  (beyond  the  Tagus)  and  the  kingdom  of  Algrave. 

Entre  Dou.ro  e  Minho.^-TYke  province  of  Entre  Douro  e  Miuho  is 
'bounded  ou  the  north  by  Galicia  in  Spain  and  the  river  Minho  ;  on  the 
east  by  Trac  os  Moutes,  from  which  it  is  separated  by  the  mountains  of 
Santa  Caterina  and  Geres;  on  the  south  by  Beira,  from  which  it  is  di- 
vided by  the  river  Douro ;  on  the  west  by  the  ocean.  Its  length  is 
above  sixty  miles  from  iiorth  to  south,  its  width  about  forty,  from  eas^ 
to  west.  In  proportion  to  its  extent,  it  exceeds  every  otlier  province  in 
the  number  of  inhabitants. 

In  it  are  two  cities,  Braga,  tlie  capital,  and  o  Porto-;  twenty-six  town^ 
or  walled  burghs ;  the  principal  of  which  are  Viana,  Guimaraens,  Ponte 
de  Lima,  Villa  de  Conde,  Caminha,  Monzao,  Barcelos,  Valenza ;  it 
reckons  two  cathedral,  five  collegiate,  and  more  than  five  hundred  parish 
churches ;  it  is  watered  by  many  rivers,  which  distribute  fertility,  aud 
are  crossed  by  more  than  two  hundred  stone  bridges. 

The  chief  productions  are  corn,  wine,  oil,  wool,  and  flax ;  living  ia 
cheap;  game  and  fish  abound. 

It  is  divided  into  six  jurisdictions;  viz.  three  royal,  called  Corregedo« 
rias,  and  three  fei&dal,  called  Ouvidorias. 

Guimaraens  is  the  first  corregedoria,  extending  over  four  towns ;  ita 
district  is  large  and  populous,  containing  1^4,000  souls.  The  chiof 
town  stands  between  the  rivers  Dave  and  Viscla,  three  leagues  from 
Braga ;  it  was  the  residence  of  the  early  kings  of  Portugal,  the  birtl^-i 
place  of  Alphonsus  Ucnry,  who  first  assumed  the  regal  title.  Here  is 
a  collegiate  church ;  the  canons  possess  great  riches,  and  belong  to  the 
^higher  class  of  nobility.      In  the  fish-market  is  a  ruined. church,  dedi* 
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cated  to  St.  Janie«,  wliich  was  in  Pagan  days  the  temple  of  Ceres;  the 
town  contains  5000  iohabitantSy  and  is  defended  by  ah  ancient  ca«tW, 
Ijiiilt  on  an  eminenre.' 

The  second  corre^doria,  Viana,  consists  of  nine  towns  ;  thethost 
consi<Ierab1e  Mon^-ao  and  Pontc  de  Lima.     It  number»  p8,000  souls. 

Viana  \*  situateil  at  the  mouth  of  the  Lima,  with  a  harbour  once  rerr 
practicable,  but  of  late  years  the  band  banks  have  Accumulated,  and  no 
\essel  of  burden  can  get  in ;  it  is  well  built,  in  an  agreeabte  couDtrr, 
with  about  7000  inhabitants;  Alphonsus  III.  was  the  founder  in  1253. 
The  castle  of  St.  James,  raised  on  a  neck  of  laud,  with  bastiooii  cutio 
the  rock,  defends  the  entrance  of  the  port, 

ponte  de  Lima  boasts  of  great  antiquity,  attYit)uting  its  foundatioii'to 
tbo  Circeks  ;  it  stands  on  the  Lima,  ten  miles  aliove  Viana,  and  isa  neit 
little  town,  of  about  <2000  souls.  IVfonc^ao  whs  bnilt  by  AlphonsnsTlL 
about  nine  miles  from  Valen^a,  on  the  Minho;  contains  only  70O  pe(w 
4on5 ;  the  fortifi  oat  ions  might  be  made  very  respectable  with  modenite 
repairs. 

The  third  corrcgedoria  is  o  Porto  {"  tlie  Port*'),  or  Oporto,  or  Pdrto, 
in  which  are  one  city,  three  towns,  anvl  100,000  iohabitahts  ;  ntet  to 
liisbon  Oporto  claims  pre-eminence,  in  point  of  value,  o\'er  all  Portu- 
gal ;  its  port,  at  the  mouth  of  the  Douro,  is  famous  for  its  traffic,  wbick 
has  drawn  to  it  a  great  concourse  of  people,  especially  within  Wni  last 
thirty  years  ;  the  effects  of  the  tremendous  earthqdake  of  1 7^5  ^i^efe  IhH 
little  felt  here  ;  foreigners  swarm  at  Oporto,  and  carry  on  its  trade;  the 
English  are  the  most  numerous.  In  173f  this  place  contained  only 
'34,000  inhabitants,  the  number  is  now  nearly  double :  it  is  Often  and 
imfortiiied,  except  towards  the  sea,  where  two  forts  have  been  built. 
Living  is  cheaper  than  at  Lisbon,  society  more  agreeable.  After  the 
the  earthquake,  the  court  had  thoughts  of  reitioving  hither.  The  iounda- 
iionb  of  the  Douro  frequently  cover  the  quays  and  low  quarters  of 
the  c'ltv. 

The  firbt  ouvidoria  is  Barcelos,  containing  seven  towns,  and  «?0,OOQ 
souls.  The  town  of  Burcelos  gives  title  of  count  to  the  house  of  Brt^ 
^aiK^u ;  it  stands  nine  miles  from  Bi*agn,  and  has  a  collegiate  church, 
bnt  only  15,00  inhabitants 

Tlie  ouvidoria  of  Valen<;a  embraces  tlireo  towns,  of  wlijch  the  prin- 
cipal one,  A'aler.<;a,  was  founded  on  the  Minho  by  the  veteran  soldiers  of 
A  iriatus  ;  it  whs  once  regularly  fortifif  d,  but  tlie  works  have  long  beru 
in  a  state  ofrnin  ;  the  present  minister  has  directed  them  to  "be  restored ; 
Tuy,  tlie  frontier  town  of  Galicia,  is  not  out  of  cannon  shot  from  Vs- 
lenca,  which  uives  title  of  marquis  to  the  liouse  of  Vimioso.  The  popu- 
lation of  the  district  does  not  exceed  iiCjOOO,  timt  of  the  town  amounts 
only  to  yOO  souls. 

The  ouvidoria  of  Braj^a  includes  that  city  only,  and  34,000  inha- 
bitants, ofwiiutn  12,400  reside  at  Brni^a,  which  is  said  to  have  been 
fo&nded  by  some  Greeks  returning  from  the  siege  of  TrO}> ;  it  stands  ia 
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a  pleasant  plains  distant  seventeen  milei  from  the  sea,  watered  by  two 
rivers ;  t\^e  Cavado  09  the  north^  and  the  Deste  on  the  south  side.  This 
city  was  an  important  station  in  the  days  of  ancient  Rome,  and  still  shows^ 
as  proofs  of  itK  former  grandeurj  an  aqueduct  and  a  ruined  ampfiitheatrei 
it  is  well  built ;  the  see  of  an  archbishop,  to  whom  its  lordship  belongs^ 
who  assumes  the  title  of  Primate  of  Spain,  as  filling  the  most  ancient 
episcopal  chair  in  the  peninsula.  Five  councils  have  been  holden  here, 
and  1 14  prelates  have  worn  its  mitre,  some  of  which  are  held  in  high 
repu^,for  sanctity  and  learning;  the  famous  Bartholomew  of  the  my r* 
tyrs  at  their  head. 

The  six  jurisdictions  of  this  province  contain,  accordin,!^  to  the  last 
rates,  50*)L,Q00  inhabitauts,  who  are  in  easier  circuaiatunoes  in  general^  aa 
being  more  industrious  and  resolute  than  those  of  the  other  provinces. 
They  are  of  a  handsomer  brceil,  robust,  and  agil^„  frank  and  loyal  sub- 
jects, and  esteeme<l  the  hest  foot  soldiers  in  the  kingdom, 

£Dtre  Douro  e  Minho  is  exposed  in  time  of  war  to  nothing  more  dan* 
gerous  than  slight  desultory  attacks  on  the  frontiers,  which  towards  Ga^i- 
lioiaare  well  covered  by  the  Minho,  and  cut  through  with  innumerabla 
defiles  and  impenetrable  dells;  its  people  are  brave,  and  animated  by  a 
ipost  firdent  hatred  against  the  Castilians.  There  are  besides  some  for- 
treises,  especially  along  the  banks  of  the  Minho,  such  as  Talen9a,  Villa- 
iiOiva,  Lapela,  Mon9ao,  and  Melgaiso.  Many  large  streams,  tliat  niu 
across  tlie  frontier  .frpm  the  deep  recesses  of  the  mountains,  contribute 
greatly  to  the  streugth  of  the  country ;  every  river  that  waters  the  inner 
|jfurts  of  ihe  province  (viz.  the  Lima,  Ney va,  Cavado,  De§te,  Dave,  an^ 
^dsooer)  directs  its  course  from  east  to  west,  and  consequently  forou 
sa^iral  |)oiuts  of  defence,  and  posts  which,  joined  to  the  steep  mouu- 
tjiinsy  n^ust  render  an  irruption  on  tliis  side  very  difficult  and  hazardous* 
Ne^r  the  source  of  the  Lima  towards  the  north,  the  entrance  is  wider, 
but  th^re  alvoare  many  excellent  posts  along  tt)e  Vazzeas,  viz.  Tiar,  Pa- 
tadela,  Forte  da  Estrica,  and  Portela  de  Homem.  On  the  east  side,  the 
province  is  separated  from  Tras  os  Moutes  by  the  chain  of  Geres,  Santa 
Calerina,  and  Maram,  which  is  very  bard  to  pass,  and  very  eosy  to  defend, 
by  breaking  up  the  ways,  making  abattis,  throwing  up  breast-works  and 
redoubts ;  upon  the  whole,  this  province,  though  tempting  from  its  richesp 
It  in  little  danger :  tlie  Spaniards  have  never  made  any  great  impression 
upon  it ;  and  so  wellisit  calculated  to  defend  itself,  thatits safety  is  entrust- 
ed to  its  own  militia,  except  two  or  three  battalions  placed  in  the  garrisou 
of  Oporto.  Such  hitherto  hus  been  the  arrangement,  which  has  buiTicetl 
for  tbe  preservation  of  Oporto  against  hostile  attacks.  The  badness  of 
the  roads,  the  quantity  of  wood,  and  the  Hhrnptness  of  tite  mountains 
•tliat  hangover  this  city,  inspire  it  with  conPideiice  of  security,  and  per- 
haps ought  rather  to  excite  apprehensions,  if  tiie  Spaniards  understood 
the  art  of  making  war  with  light  troops. 

TVoa  ot  Mantes  f  (or  Tralos  Moutes  J — ^The  province  of  Traz  os 
•Akfnte^  i<  to  dtaominated  from  its  situation  with  regard  to  Eutre  Douro 
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e  Mihbo,  from  which  it  it  disjoined  by  the  ridge  oF  Mamm  and  Geres  on 
the  west  side ;  to  the  north  is  Galicia ;  tb  the  east  the  kingdom  «f  Leeo, 
and  to  tlift  south  Beira.  Its  surface  is  moontainons  and  dry,  bat  anr 
the  rirert,  the  narrow  slips  of  ptain  are  popiiloos  and  fertile.  It  cmd- 
prehends  two  cities^  Bmga  and  Miranda,  and  fif^y  towna  ;  reaches  about 
eighty-six  miles  from  east  to  west,  and  betweea  sixty  and  seventy  from 
tiorth  to  soutii ;  is  divided  into  two  corregedoriai  and  two  onTtdoriai, 

The  corregedoria  of  Torre  de  Moncorvo  contains  9§  b«rgbs  ind 
45,000  inhabitants.  In  1762,  the  Spaniards  placed  a  detacbroent  heiv. 
which  did  a  great  deal  of  mischief.  As  they  marched  to  attack  ft,  tber 
took  it  for  granted  they  were  to  meet  with  a  fortified  lourn,  and  it  wis 
•aid  that  a  corps  of  8000  Portuguese  were  tb  defend  It.  Tlie  aitDiiiib- 
ment  of  the  Spaniards  equalled  their  ignorance,  when  they  foand  Mob- 
corva  %vas  but  a  sorry  Tillage,  that,  for  the  last  Ihindred  yiears,  bad  bid 
neither  wall  nor  gate,  nor  had  it  seen  a  soldier  stationed  there  during  iM 
tliat  time. 

Tlie  corregedoria  of  Miranda  contains  an  episcopal  city,  IS  boi^. 
and  t4,000  souls.  Miranda  was  fortified,  but  in  the  ancient  style,  whn 
the  Spaniards  came  to  invest  it  in  1703;  >  powder  magaxine  blew  up 
accidentally,  tore  the  castle  to  pieces,  killed  600  men  of  the  gamsen 
and  of  the  town,  and  luid  the  place  open  to  the  enemy.  The  tame  dis« 
aster  had  befallen 'it  in  the  wars  fd^  the  Spanish  racceni^iB.  It  if  im- 
possible to  re-establish  this  fortress  to  any  good  effect,  aa  it  is  commanded 
l)y  the  heights ;  yet  a  post  here  would  be  a  great  barrier  against  Leon, 
and  he  an  advantageous  outlet  for  an  invasion  of  Spain  with  light  troops. 

The  ouvidoria  of  Bragan^a  comprehends  a  city,  19  towns,  and  75,000 
inhabitants.  Bragan^a  is  the  capital  of  the  province,  but  the  bi^hop'i 
tfee  has  been  removed  to  iVriranda  4  it  stands  tn  a  narrow  plain,  near  the 
baifks  of  the  little  river  Ferven^a,  only  nine  miles  from  Galicia,  and 
Leon.  Its  founder  is  said  to  have  been  Brigo,  the  fonrth  monarch  of 
Spain,  in  fabulous  times ;  but  it  has  another  full  as  honourable  and 
more  probable.  A  colony  was  settled  here  by  Augustus,  and,  in  honoar 
6f  his  great-uncle,  called  Julio  Briga.  It  bears  the  title  of  duchy,  and 
belongs  to  the  reigning  family.  Here  are  some  good  manufactories  of 
tilk,  velvet,  and  grogram.  Its  walls  are  antique^  defended  by  sizteea 
towers  ;  the  castle  pretty  strong.  In  point  of  relative  situation  to  Spain, 
it  resembles  Miranda,  and  contains  2700  inhabitants.  In  1762.  the 
Spaniards  lost  above  4000  soldiers  in  an  hospital  they  had  established  here. 

Chaves  iji  the  most  considerable  town  of  the  province,  and  the  resi- 
dence of  the  commnnder-iii-chief  of  the  northern  department.  Yesp^ 
slau  iit^t  settled  it,  and  buiit  fine  baths  here,  of  which  some  fragments 
reniavir  to  this  dsiy.  On  thv  river  Tamcga  is  still  to  be  seen  a  very  re- 
mar  kablo  bridge,  erected  by  Trajan.  There  are  fortifications,  but  ill 
clifliriilt  to  defend,  bein^*,  as  aW  the  rest  in  the  district  are,  commanded 
by  emineucey.  The  royal  family  possessies  the  seignory.  It  was  from 
Chaves  tliat  the  Spanish  general  detachedj  in  1768^  •  corpa  of  3000  w- 
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liinteera,  that  ivere  to  march  to  Oporto  as  avantcotiriers  of  the  army;' 
Alexander  Oreiily,  now  a  lieutenant-general  in  the  Spaiiinh  servicei^  in' 
high  esteem, 'was  put  at  their  head,  and  was  to  have  been  supported  by 
other  pArties.  He  pushed  on  as  Sir  as  Villa  Real  without  peeting  with' 
aoy  resistance,  but  there  he  learned  that  the  peasantry  iras  aiming,  and' 
that  the  defiles  were  dangerous,  upon  which  he  turned  back,  and  made  a 
very  disorderly  retreat ;  at  Villa  Pou9a,  and  as  far  as  Chaves,  the  pea-' 
tants  barraased  hini  exceedingly,  and  iMbd  the  glory  of  driving  him  back' 
with  loss  and  disgrace,  though  their  number  did  not  exceed  6oo,  nor^ 

■      ■ 

bad  they  a  single  military  man  with  them.  This  feat  was  highly  cele-' 
brated  in  Portugal,  and  the  particulars  of  it  repeated  with  great  pride; 
The  failure  in  this  operation  occasioned  the  retreat  of  the  Sanish  army 
to  21amora,  the  sieg^  of  Almeida,  iaud  all  the  confusion  and  blunders  of 
the  tempaign.  Portugal  was  at  that  time  without  troops  and  panic* 
^ruck  ;  hail  the  army  advanced  rapidly  upon  Oporto  it  must  have  taken 
it  without  firing  a  gun.  Grent  resources  would  have  been  found  there; 
both  in. money,  stores,  and  provisions,  and  an  excellent  climate  ;  the 
Spiuish  troops  would  not  have  ;  perished  as  they  did,  with  hunger  and 
want  of  acc<>mmodations ;  the  face  of  afiaini  would  have  been  totally 
changed,  > 

iThts  proritice  is  not  worth  an  attack  in  a  war  between  Spain  and  Por^ 
tagal ;  ^  it  is  ev((n  dangi!rous  for  the  Spaniards  to  penetrate  into  it,  as  they 
iftAind  to  their  cost  in  the  late  war;  40,000  men  advanced  to  Chaves^ 
Bragao^s,  and^Miranda,  without  magazines  or  provision  uf  any  sort,  and 
about  n  /tfunji -^f  their  number  died  there  of  sickness,  hunger,  and 
-^ant^trithout  a  single  point  being  carried  in  favour  of  the  general  at^ 
tack  6pon  PortugaL 

'  Btira* — ^TJie  province  of  Beira  is  the  largest  in  the  kingdom  ;  it  bor« 
ders  to  the  north  on  Entre-Douro  e  Minho  and  Traz  os  Montes ;  to  die 
east  on  Leou  and  Spanish  Estremadura ;  to  the  south  on  the  Portuguese 
Estremad^ira  and  Alentejo ;  and  to  the  west  on  the  Atlantic.  Its  lengtH 
eighty-two  miles,  its  breadth  above  one  hundred ;  -is  divided  into  six  cor- 
regedorias  atid  two  ouvidorins ;  contains  four  bisbopricks,  viz;  Coimbra, 
IHseu,  Guarda,  and  Lamogo ;  four  cities^  and  S34  little  towns,  with 
5G0,00p  inhabitants  :  in  some  parts  the  country  is  fruitful  in  wheat  and 
vye»  and  abounds  in  game,  and  sheep,  fish,  and  fruit ;  in  others,  an  uni- 
"^rereal  sterility  reigns.  The  climate  inclines  to  cold,  on  account  of  the 
quantity  of  mountains.  In  some  districts  near  the  sea  Beira  produces 
excellent  wine  and  oil,  as  good  as  that  of  Andalusia;  the  English  buy 
most  of  itj  as  well  as  its  lemons  and  oranges.  This  pro\'iiice  is  divided 
into  npperand  lower  by  a  lofty  ridge,  called  La  Serrode  Estrella. 

The  curregedoriac  of  Coimbra,  contains  one  city,  many  burghs,  and 
150,000  souls.  Cuimbra  (Conimbriga)  was  built  by  the  Romans,  about 
900  years  before  Christ,  on  a  spot  distant  one  league  from  the  present 
city  ;  but  the  Alani  liaving  destroyed  it,  Atnris  king  of  theconutry  raised 
it  anew  in  '4ta,-oo  the  banks  of  the  Mondego.     Coimbrm  is  celebnit^ 
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f(pr  itft.UQivenity,  founded  by  kiug  JDenis^  which  haa  seven  pit^fetsonhips 
fpr  diyinityi  seven  for  canon  law,  ten  for  civil  law,  »even  for.phjMC»  oa^ 
fpr  mathematica,  aufl  one  for  muflic. ..  The  city  haa  m  fiue  bridge  over  ihe 
Monde;^,  mid  mutters  10,000  inhabitants,  besidea  4000  atudt^nta^  The 
bifhop.ia  titular  Count  of  Arganik 

.  The  ouvidoria  of  Montemoro  Velbo  containa  dO«000  inhabitMits  ;  the 
BAcients  knew  it  by  the  name  of  Medobri|[;a.  .This  towa  stands  ootbe 
banltLs  of  the  Mondego,  thirteen  miles  from  Cotmbra,  and  h^s.  40P0  inba- 
bitants.  A  veiro^  comprised  within  this  "district,  is  a  sea-port  that  wprovn 
daily,  and  with  a  little  expence,  may  become  ezcelleut:  its.  aitnaCwD, 
and  the  fertility  of  the  environs,  have  allured  it  to  many  atraugera^  Ea- 
glish  especially,  who  carry  on  a  considerable  traffic  in  .oil.  Thia  is  the 
chief  town  of  the  duchy  of  Aveiro,  and  tecko^s  4400  inhabitants. 

The  ouvidoria  of  Feira  contains  4S,000  souls ;  it?  town,  with  title  of 
county,  is  supposed  to  Imve  been  founded  by  the  Austrians,  in  1000,  at 
the  distance  of  twelve  miles  from  Oporto.  ,li  offera  nothing  worthy  of 
Bo^ce.  .  , 

.  The  corregedoria  of  Viseu  includes,  an  episcopal  city,  and  22  small 
towns,  with  a  population  of  95,000  souls*  Visea  is  situate  in  the  centre  of 
the  provinces,  between  the  waters  of  theMondego  and  those  of  the  Vouga; 
it  was  founded  in  the  time  of  Sertorius,  by  the  proconsul  D»  Brutus, and 
called  Vicontium.  Two  towers  yet  remain,  of  Roman  construction,  on 
which  appear  the  eagle  and  the  names  of  Flaccus  and  Frontinius,  proba- 
bly t)>e  architects  or  overseers  of  the  building.  But  the  greatest  curiositf 
is  the  tomb  of  the  ill-fated  Gothic  king  Rodrigo,  who,  if  we  are  to  credit 
the  groundless  legend  of  the  Portuguese,  escaped  from  the  battle  of  Xeret 
and  the  destruction  of  his  empire,  became  a  monk  at  Viseu,  and  died  long 
after  in  dolour  of  sanctity. 

The  corregedoria  of  Lamego  comprdieuds  an  episcopal  city,  33  towns, 
and  G0,000  inhabitants.  Lamego  stands  on  the  Douro,  in  a  plain  sor- 
Touuded  by  mountains.  Its  origin  is  carried  back  to  some  fugitives  of  La« 
conia,  360  years  before  our  sera ;  Trujan  restored  it  by  the  name  of  Urbs 
Lamacsenorum.  Notwithstanding  many  disasters,  which  nt  various  pe^ 
riods  have  befallen  it,  the  inhabitants,  in  number  5000,  possess  consider* 
able  wealth.     Here  is  a  great  annual  fair  for  horned  cattle. 

In  the  corregfdoha  of  Pinhel  are  oo  towns  and  70,000  inhabttaotS4 
The  town  is  fortified  after  the  old  fashioD,  and  contains  noticing  remark« 
able.  Almeida  is  the  principal  place  of  the  district,  and  the  strongest 
ibrtification  in  Portugal.  It  has  six  royal  bastions  of  stone  and  as  mauy 
ravelins;  tliat  fronting  tlie  river  Coa,  which  runs  at  the  distance  of  a 
mile,  is  of  a  noble  extent,  and  furnished  wilh  a  cavalier,  for  the  purpose 
of  commanding  the  circumjacent  country  :  tiiere  is  a  good  ditch  and  co- 
vered way.  Nearly  in  the  centre  of  the  town,  on  a  lofty  monnd,  stands 
a  castle,  fan^us  for  its  strength,  and  magsizines  bomb-proof;  withm  its 
walls  are  welU,  and  at  a  small  dii^timce  a  fine  spring  of  water.  The  num« 
ber  of  aoula  in  tlie  town  S5000.  Tiic  aiege  and  surrender  of  this  place  t» 
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the  Spaniardu  in  17^2,  caused  the  lost  of  a  great  de4l  of  predoas  time, 
provisions,  aud  treasure,  without  obtaining  any  important  end  ;  the  tame 
thing  will  always  happen  when  the  tame  plan  of  a  campaign  shUll  be 
adopted  ;  for  the  conquest  of  this  fortress  is  of  no  importance  with  re* 
gard  to  the  real  frontier  of  Portugal ;  the  conqueror  of  Almeidia  is  t^6t 
more  certain  of  penetrating  to  the  heart  of  the  kingdom,  than  he  was 
*  before  he  look  it.  An  absurd  inveterate  prejudice  urges  us  often  to  8»- 
'crifiee  mHi  aud  money  before  useless  ramparts,  merely  because  the  an« 

*etirt0rt  of  our  enemies  have  been  such  sy^bmatic  fools  asto'fbrtify  then). 
The  corregedorin  of  Guarda  contains  an  episcopal  city,  30  burghs, 
'and  7000  '  souls.  The  city  of  Guarda  was  founded  in  1199,  by  kiWg 
Sahcho  I.  near  the  head  of  the  Mondego,  aud  at  the  foot  of  the  Serra  da 
Estrella ;  its  walls  are  of  ston^,  and  turreted ;  Its  castle  overlooks  tlie 
l^lain.  It3  population  ^000  penons.  The  prelatte  resides  at  C^sfteU 
branco.     The  plain  of  Guarda^is  much  abbve  the  level  of  the  whole  pro- 

'  vince,  and  commands  it  cobpletely ;  it  «^6bld  be  an  excellent  camp  for 
20,000  men.  Lord  Gal  way  in  his  Memoirs  decides  that  it  is  by  fisir  the 
beat  post  that  the  Portuguese  can  take  for  the  defence  of  Lisbon.  It  has 

'  before  it  Sabugal,  Penamacor,  Castelbranco,  &c.  for  advanced  stations, 
commands  the  defiles  that  lead  fromthem^  and  is  defended  by  woods  arid 
ewamps  in  front ;  while  the  river  Zezere  cbren  its  ri^t  flank  :  thus  it 
.would  protect  all  Beira,  and  the  towns  both  t>r  the  Tagus  and  the  Douro. 
The  corregedoria  of  Castt'lbranCo  is  composed  of  22  burghs,  atld 
40^000  inhabitants.     The  town  stands  between  two  streams,  the  Lirta 

'  Arid  the  Ponzul,  fifteen  miles  distant  from  the  Tagus ;  it  is  fortified 
iwith  a  double  wall,  Mven  towers,  fbur  gfttes,  and  an  old  castle  once'folv 
ididable,  and  contains  4000  inhabitants.  Iduiiha  a  Nova  (New  Idanha) 
is  a  burgh,  so  rich  and  abounding  in  provisions,  that  the  Spanibh'  anhy 

'  lived  upon  wliat  it  furnished  for  a  whole  month.     The  knights  of  the 

'  order  of  Christ  have  the  seignory.  Penamacor,  erected  by  Sancho  L  it 
on   an  eminence  thirty-five  miles  from  Almeida,  and  on  the  SfianishclV- 

~  nits ;  its  castle  commands  to  great  admntuge  the  whole  range  from  Cas« 
telbranco  to  the  Coa ;  but  its  fine  position  for  defence  has  not  been  ita- 
proved  by  any  works :  2500  inhabitants  form  its  population.     The  cook 

'  <)uest  of  Beira  can  only  be  achieved  with  ease  through  the  Portuguese 
Batremadura  and  the  plain  of  Leiria.  To  an  enemy  marching  from  the 
Tagus  towards  Coimbra,  the  province  becomes  an  easy  prey»  as  its  na- 
tural defence  of  mountains,  rainnes,  and  defilesj  which  guard  the  frontier^ 

'  are  by  this  line  of  march  turned  and  rendered  useless.     A  passage  along 

'  the  banks  of  the  Tagus  is  easily  forced,  for  there  the  walls  and  fortresses 
are  in  a  state  of  neglect  and  ruin. 

Tlie  Portuguese,  though  guided  in  general  by  very  erroneous  pritici- 

*  pies  in  their  wars  with  Spain,  seem,'  however,  to  have  blinded  their 
enemies  as  to  the  real  point  of  attack ;  indeed,  to  all  appearance,  they 
themselves  are  completely  ignorant  of  it,  for  they  are  now  working,  at  tn 

'  fDomioas  expence,  and  great  activity,  at  the  repair  dfthlitiimt  tisllMi

fortress,  Almeida;  they  are  also  lavishing  great  sums  upon  toe  forttfica- 
tions  of  ^Ivas,  in  order  to  deceive  the  S[)auiards,  and  induce  them  »1JU 
.to  look  upon  those  as  the  keys  of  Portugal ;  but  tliey  do  not  endearouc 
to  tind  out  what  other  openings  tlie  euemy  might  push  through  ;  a  line 
of  |K>sU  might,  with  ease  and  with  little  ex  pence,  be  formed  along  the 
mountains  and  the  course  of  the  rivers,  which,  by  a  very  simple  method 
of  fortilication  and  defence,  would  cover  Li>bonaud  Oporto  from  iusuU. 
But  to  state  the  matter  fairly,  the  Portuguei<e  government  is  not  so  nach 
to  blame,' as  it  knows  the  character  of  the  Spaniards,  and  has  rcaioa  tM 
think  they  will  always  esteem  Almeida  a  place  of  iufiuite  consequence, 
and  its  reduction  a  sufficient  reward  for  a  whole  campaign  ;  that  thcj 
will  always  commence  their  operational  by  the  iuvusion  of  Beim,  and  bgr 
tliat  prejudice  keep  the  war  at  a  distance  from  l*otli  Lisbon  and  Oporto, 
the  lots  of  which  would  endanger  the  whole  kingdom. 

The  reduction  of  a  few  places^  vfhich  at  ibe  peace  must  be  restored, 
whatever  men  and  money  they  may.  have  cost  you  to  take  and  preserve, 
are  nothing  to  throw  into  the  balance  of  a  negotiation :  this  truth  the 
Freuch  have  found  out  after  every  German  war.  In  the  present  state  of 
tilings,  Portugal  depends  upon  .Spaiu*8  adopting  a  false,  expensive,  qd* 
decisive  system  of  warfare — woe  to  Portu^l  if  Spain  should  discover  its 
error,  and  take  advantage  of  Portuguese  ignorance  and  negligence. 

To  return  to  the  siege  of  Almeida.  If  the  Spaniards  undertake  it, 
this  project  detains  them  far  from  Lisbon,  gives  time  for  decision  in  the 
.  Portuguese  cabinet,  and  for  the  arrival  of  English  succours.  The  for- 
tress, if  well  defended,  may  waste  a  whole  campaign,  and  wheu  taken 
will  be  of  little  use,  by  reason  of  its  distance  from  the  centre  of  opera- 
tions ;  meanwhile  the  enemy  may  take  post  in  the  gorges  and  defiles  of 
Beira,  entrench  themselves  in  the  fine  camp  of  Guardit;  and  so  ward  off 
from  Lisbon  the  blows  of  war,  against  which,  in  fact,  they  ought  prin- 
cipally to  be  directed.  I  even  affirm  that  were  all  the  provinces  of  Por* 
tugal  to  fall  into  the  hands  of  an  invader,  if  Lisbon  and  Oporto  be  not 
.reduced,  the  aspect  of  the  war  would  not  be  more  changed,  as  far  as  re- 
gards a  negotiation  for  peace,  than  if  nothing  bad  been  done ;  I  therefore 
am  confident  that  the  surrender  of  Almeida,  instead  of  promoting,  really 
n^tarded  the  progress  of  the  war.  After  taking  that  fortress,  the  remain- 
der of  the  campaign  was  spent  in  uncertain  wanderings  and  countermar- 
ches ;  the  minister  desregarded  the  advice  of  his  general,  the  Count  of 
Aranda,  who,  being  on  the  spot,  was  the  best  qualified  to  take  a  decided 
part  and  proper  measures.  All  militar}'  men  allowed  the  purity  of  his 
intentions,  and  his  prudence,  by  which  alone  he  re|)aired  the  mischiefs 
oc*casioned  by  the  disorder  in  the  supplies  and  hospitals,  and  enabled  the 
army,  by  a  restoration  of  health  and  order,  to  commence  the  following 
campaign  under  better  auspices.  His  plan  was  to  move  against  Coimbra, 
and  also  seize  upon  Oporto ;  the  only  way  to  derive  any  benefit  from  the 
capture  of  Almeida,  and  to  make  amends  for  the  lost  time.  It  ib  clear 
that  if  Aranda  could  have  put  this  project  in  execution,  the  war  of  Por< 
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tognl  would  have  ended  in  a  very  different  manner  ;  but  still  the  Count 
had  discerned  only  a  small  part  of  the  only  plan  capable  of  finishing  the 
war  of  Portugal  in  two -months,  for  he  would  have  left  time  for  the  ene- 
my to  co%'er  Lisbon,  and  to  render  the  approaches  extremely  difficult. 
'  After  taking  Alndeida  an  armj'  advances  into  Beira,  and  there  meets  with 
tTie  Serra  da  Estrella,  forming  a  tremendous  barrier  before  the  capital. 
Th^n  you  mustexpect  to  have  to  encounter  an  army  of  20,000  Portuguese, 
and  7000  British  soldiers:  what  is  to  be  done  against  such  a  force,  in- 
'tr«»K'hed 'among  tlie  mountains,  wlwre  tliere  is  no  passage  for  waggstiis 
and  M^lery,  especially  if  you  are  without  maps,  scouts,  light  baggagd^ 
ifi^Hiciines,  and  provisions,  harasssed  and  surrounded  by  30,000  bravQ 
%A\^  desperate  peassmts. 

Eitrtmadura, — Portuguese  Estretnadura  is  bounded  north  by  Beira; 
«ast  and  south  by  Alemtejo ;  west  by  the  Ocean :  is  one  hundred  and 
twenty  miles  long,  and  seventy  wide ;  divided  from  east  to  west  by  the 
Tagus,  which  falls  into  the  sea  a  little  below  Lisbon.  Its  soil  the  bcbt 
ii)  Portugal,  produces  all  its  different  sorts  of  fruit;  its  commerce  very 
considerable,  carried  on,  in  great  part,  by  the  Brazil  fleet.  It  contains 
two  cities.  111  towns,  and  060,000  inhabitants,  comprised  in  six  corrc^ 
gedorias,  two  ouvidorias,  and  46O  parishes,  exclusive  <tf  the  country  of 
Setuval,  which  contains  a  corregedoria  and  two  ouvidorias. 

The  corregedoria  of  IJsbon  comprises  only  that  metropolis  and  itsdiar 
trict,  but  reclcons  3GO,000  inhabitants.  * 

Usbon  is  situated  like  an  amphitheatre  along  the  Tagus,  upon  reven 
Ki^  hills  and  intermediate  eminences.  If  you  take  id  th^  suburbs,  its 
ll'hgth  reaches  near  four  miles,  by  two  in  width.  Its  latitude  38  d.  42  m^ 
SQ'%: ;'  '^ts  longitude  9  d.  3  m.  According  to  the  fables  of  antiquaries,  it 
WM  built  273  years  after  the  flood,  by  a  grandson  of  Noah,  called  Elisa ; 
then  rebuilt  by  Ulysses,  who  gave  it  the  naipe  of  Ulys^ipoua,  which  is 
rtinits  appellation  in  Latin.  It  was  a  municipium  qnder  the  Romaps( 
aild  itt  fsresent  is  the  seat  of  a  patriarch,  first  instituted  in  1708,  Its 
cdlle^e  of  cauons,  who  are  all  digtiified  with  the  title  of  Monsignore^ 
ifHd'are  chosen  from  the  first  families  of  the  kingdoi)i,  is  extremely  ri9h. 
The  patriarch,  on  solethn  days  and  functions,  presses  like  the  ppp^,  and 
his  canons  like  cardinals.  Tlie  city  is  divided  into  two  towns  qr  sees; 
th6  western  governed  by  the  patriarch,  and  the  eastern  by  an  archbishop, 
ivli6  is  however  subonliniite  to  the  patriarch.  The  number  ()f  })arishes 
is  thirtj^-seven,  of  convents  of  men  thirty-two,  and  of  ni^n^  eighteen* 

The  approach  to  Li»bon  from  the  sea  is  defended  by  tjie  forts  of  SuJur 
li^n  and  Bugio,  which  cross  their  fire,  and  cominand  the  bar  :  the  fornit;r» 
which'  stands  high,  and  was  built  during  the  mtnprity  pf  Don  Seba|ti|in9 
is  cut  out  of  the  solid  stone  in  an  irregular  style,  be^^aij^e  it  was  necessary 
to  conforhi  to  the  shape  of  the  rocks,  bqt  i^ almost  impregnable;  it. 
consists  of  five  irregular  bastions  and  a  ruveUn  on  the  land  si$]e,  other 
works  and  a  number  of  batteries  towards  the  river.  South  of  tlus  ca%U# 
is  th^  tower  of  Bugio,  or  St.  Laurence,  placed  on  a  mound  of  rock  and 
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•and  in  the  middle  jof  the  river,  iu  form  circular,  but  of  small  dimen- 
•ious;  the  batteries  numerous.  Between  tliese  two  forta  rons  the  bar  «f . 
Lisbon,  crossed  in  the  middle  by  a  bank  of  stone,  called  Os  Cachopos, 
which  bei^ns  at  the  distance  of  a  gun-shot  from  fort  St.  John,  or  St, 
Julian,  and  runs  up  above  ,siz  miles  to  the  S*  S.  W.  The  chaoael  oa 
the  north  side  is  called  the  Corredor,  (or  Barra  Pequena)  from  its  naiw 
Towneos,  and  is  not  attempted  witliout  a  leading  wind  andHhe  tide.  The 
southern  channel,  much  wider,  is  called  A  Carreira  da  AlcazoYa.  Tvo 
niiles  below  Lisbon  rises  the  tower  of  Bellem,  near  the  beach,  where  ?cs* 
aels  are  visited  by  the  ojfficers  of  the  customs.*  Don  Maooei  erected  it 
by  the  name  of  St.  Vincent,  To  the  south  of  it  stands  the  tower  of  Vdbi 
on  a  rock,  its  batteries  traversing  with  those  of  Bellem.  There  are  sons 
batteries  level  with  the  water>  but  very  ill  distributed.  Tbesituatiooof 
tjhe  city  is  extraordinary,  and,  from  its  great  unievenneaa,  little  susceptible 
of  regular  emb^lKshmeots.  Since  the  earthquake,  which  overwhelmed 
thirty  thousand  of  its  inhabitantf,  Lisbpn  is  little  better  than  a  heap  sf 
ruins,  of  tottering  palaces,  and  burnt  churches,  resembling  the  demali* 
tton  of  a  fortress  blown  up  with  gnapowder. 

The  climate  if  remarkably  pure  and  salubrious,  but  subject  to  violeat 
falls  of  rain,  stormi,  and  earthquakes.  The  streets  are  foil  of  filth,  and 
as  they  are  all  uneven,  hilly',  and  ill  paved,  the  only  vehicles  in  cominoa 
use  are  calashes,  drawn  by  two  mules.  The  only  level  space  is  called  the 
Rociof'and  runs  along  the  riter  side  about  a  mile  and  a  half,  being  near 
a  mile  broad  ;  here  formerly  stood  the  royal  palace,  overthrown  to  its  veiy 
foundations  by  th^  earthquake ;  the  Count  d'Oeyras  is  covering  this  space 
once  more  with  splendid  edifices,  and  straight  welUpaved  streets;  it  will 
be  ornamented  with  a  broad  quay,  an  arsenal,  and  a  custom-house. 

The  king  lives  at  Bellem,  three  miles  from  Lisbon,  encamped  io 
wooden  barracks,  for  he  dares  not  sleep  under  a  house  of  stone ;  nor  is 
he  to  blame ;  for  there  have  been  earthquakes  every  year  since  1755» 
And  had  it  not  been  for  the  necessity  of  being  near  so  fine  a  harbour, 
and  the  enormous  expence  attending  a  change,  the  whole  court  would 
have  been  removed  to  Oporto. 

The  port  of  Lisbon  is  indisputably  one  of  the  finest  in  Europe;  it  has 
f  reach  of  two  miles,  sheltered  from  every  wind,  easy  of  accesa  for  any 
tonnage,  and  for  any  number  of  ships ;  nothing  is  wanting  but  a  cooh 
modious  quay  for  landing  and  carrying  goods :  vessels  of  all  nations  flack 
hither,  and  a  prodigious  trade  is  carried  on  by  foreign  merchants;  most 
of  it  is  in  the  hands  of  the  £nghsh  ;  and  Lisbon  in  fact  may  be  coosi* 
dered  as  an  Englibh  factory,  both  on  account  of  the  number  of  British 
subjects  resident  here  in  great  state  aijd  affluence,  and  of  the  influence 
which  the  court  of  St.  James's  has  over  the  politics  pf  that  of  Portugal. 

The  corregedoria  of  Torres  Vedras  contains  18  towns  and  40,000  souk. 
This  town  was  an  ancient  Roman  prcesidium,  as  its  Latin  name  of  Turics 
Veteres  denotes. 

The  corregedoria  pf  Alf  nqner  copiprizes  eight  burghs  and  f  8,P0Q  19: 
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habitants.    Alenquer  was  built  by  the  Alani,  and  reckons  2000  souls  ;  it 
trould  be  an  excellent  post  for  a  corps  of  troops  to  awe  or  defend  Lisbon* 

Thecorregedoria  of  Leyria  is  composed  of  an  episcopal  city,  21  towns, 
and  60,000  inhabilants.  Leyria,  a  bishop^s  see,  stands  in  a  plain  near  the 
Lis  and  Lena,  with  a  strong  old  castle,  and  3600  inhabitants. 

The  corregedoria  of  Thomar  comprehends  19  towns  and  40,000  souls* 
Thomar  was  built  by  Don  Galdim  Paez,  grand-master  of  the  Knights 
Templurs  in  114^,  a  little  after  the  institution  of  the  order  of  Christ.  la\ 
1338,  King  Dennis  and  Pope  John  XXIL  assigned  to  the  latter  order 
all  the  possessions  belonging  to  the  former,  which  had  been  destroyed  io 
1312.     The  town  contains  3600  inhabitants. 

The  ouvidoria  of  Abrantes  has  but  two  burghs^  and  12,000  souls. 
Abrantes,  situated  on  the  right  shore  of  the  Tagus,  is  a  very  ancient . 
place.  In  the  reign  of  Augustus  it  was  already  a  municipium  :  John  V* 
erected  it  into  a  marquisate.  It  may  be  considered  as  the  k^y  of  the 
Tagas,  and  would  soon  become  a  considerable  place,  if  the  government 
were  to  fortify  it,  and  encourage  the  nhvigation  of  the  liver  up  into  the 
country. 

The  ouvidoria  of  Ourem  is  a  county,  belonging  to  the  reigning  branchy 
and  reckons  but  seven  burghs,  and  10,000  souls.  Ourem,  on  an  emi« 
iience,  has  1 800  inhabitants. 

The  corregedoria  of  Santarcm  contains  fifteen  towns  and  50,000  souls* 
Santarem  is  built  in  the  form  of  a  crescent  upon  the  Tagus,  about  fifty 
miles  from  Lisbon,  overlooking  a  noble  plain  ;  its  walls  are  ancient,  with 
six  gates,  and  an  old  citadel,  to  which  Alphonso  A^I.  added  a  pitiful  horn-* 
work,  without  curtain  or  out-works.  The  Romans  called  this  place  Sca<* 
labisand  Preesidium  Julium.  It  has  often  been  besieged  by  the  Moors, 
and  its  plains  have  frequently  been  the  scenes  of  victories  obtained  over 
them  ;  of^en  has  it  been  the  residence  of  kings,  and  now  is  very  rich,  con^ 
tainiug  8000  inhabitants,  and  a  chapter  of  the  order  of  Avis. 

The  county  of  Setuval,  on  the  left  side  of  the  Tagus,  comprizes  three 
jurisdictions;  the  corregedoria  of  Almada,  the  ouvidoria  of  Setuval,  ap- 
pertaining to  the  order  of  St.  Jago,  and  the  ouvidoria  of  Azeitao,  which 
belonged  to  the  house  of  Aveiro;  there  are  in  jt  20  towns,  and^20,00d  , 
souls.  Setuval,  which  our  sailors  have  corrupted  to  St.  LTbes,  was  founded 
by  Alphonso,  first  king  of  Portugal,  nearly  opposite  the  site  of  Caetobri- 
ga,  a' Roman  colony,  on  the  other  side  of  the  river  Caldao,  where  they 
stationed  their  fleet ;  the  place  is  now  occupied  by  the  village  of  Tnya* 
Setuval  exports  a  great  deal  of  salt,  oil,  oranges,  and  wine  of  excellent 
quality,  the  greater  part  of  which  goes  to  England.  The  town  is  well 
built,  environed  with  ancient  walls  and  massy  towers ;  but  from  the  in-* 
crease  of  population  a  secon^  town  has  been  formed  beyond  this  inclosure, 
and  this  has  been  fortified  after  the  modern  manner  by  John  1V«  with 
eleven  bastions,  two  demi-bastions,  a  horn-work,  a  fort  with  four  bastions, 
and  anoth&r  in  a  pe.Q,jt^on  form.  The  place  is  commanded  by  the  castle 
of  St.  Pbilip,  erected  by  Philip  III.  of  Spain ;  in  it  is  a  numerous  train 


of  arti]lei7»  «nd  fine  cittern.  Oo  the  tliore,. about  a  mile  off,  in  the  tovcr 
of  Oiitato,  a  light-house  ]oined  to  a  small  redoabt,  called  At  VidrHu 
There  are  1100  inhabitants,  many  of  them  in  affluent  circamstancci :  iti 
fed  wine  is  eqnal  in  repute  to  that  ipf  Oporto,  and  its  mascadioe  wiacit 
most  exquisite. 

The  Portuguese  lEstrcmli^ara  ooght  to  be,  in  all  wars,  a  primarj  ob- 
ject  with  the  Spaniards ;  this  fertile  province  can  supply  an  abundance 
of  proviiiioifii  fd^  an  array,  that  would  die  of  hunger  in  any  other  part  of 
l^ortngal.  The  ^agus  facilitates  the  carnage  of  stores  and  ammanitioa 
to  Lisbon,  which  is  the  point  whither  Spain  most  teed,  when  she  meani 
t6  make  peace,  to  indemnify  herself  for  her  losses  by  sea,  and  treat  opoa 
a  perret:t  ei|nality  with  her  InVeteVate  foes.  Her  own  weakness  ercn, 
*  *hd  the  tear  of  not  succieeding  in  tiTe  other  points  of  attack,  ought  to 
•prrit  her  up  to  a  Tigdirous  assault  on  this  quarter :  this  plan  of  warfsre 
must  be  rapid,  without  baggage,  and  without  sieges ;  the  event  of  a  bat- 
tb  ii  doubly  hazardous  for  the  enemy ;  contributions  in  kind  would  feed 
the  army,  and  those  imposed  in  specie  upon  Lisbon  would  cover  tiie  ex- 
pence  oT  the  campaign  ;  but  tile  attack  must  be  resolute  and  steady,  tk 
<:ountry  well  explored,  and  tlie  manoeuvres  executed  with  decision  aacf 
pVomptitude^  This  provin<%,  however,  is  susceptible  of  a  strong  6k* 
fence,  by  reason  o?  its  great  uneveiiness  of  surface,  and  <lf  the  moltitodc 
of  good  posttious  that  may  be  taken  to  protect  tlie  capitaL  Villa  Velka 
and  Abrantes  are  known  to  be  important  (/qsts,  but  the  Portuguese  hare 
never  yet  utteittpted  A  stand  th^re.  The  pld>n  of  Santarem  and  tlie 
heights  of  Alenquer  may  be  occupied  to  great  advantage,  as  a  means  of 
defence,  and  tlie  campaign  may  be  rendered  bloody  and  indecisive  by 
de&ultory  Engagements.  Even  the  metropolis,  though  an  open  place^ 
may  he  defend^  inch  by  inch,  if  tlie  I^ortugucse  be  resolute ;  and  its 
conquest  may  become  a  work  of  bloodslied  and  difficulty* 

y^/^m/e;o.-^The  province  of  Alemtejo  borders  to  the  north  upon  the 
Portuguese  Estremadura  and  a  part  of  Beira ;  to  the  east  opon  Spanish 
Estrcroadura ;  to  the  soutn  upon  the  Algarve ;  and  to  the  west  upon  the 
Atlantic  and  part  of  Portuguese  Estremadura.  It  is  one  hundred  and 
forty  miles  long,  by  eighty  wide.  Its  soil  varies  greatly  Us  to  its  produc* 
tions  ;  in  some  parts  it  is  surpribiugly  fruitful,  and  in  others  mountaio« 
OU6,  sandy,  or  burnt  up  and  desert.  The  climate  very  unhealthy,  especially 
in  summer,  on  account  of  the  vast  quantity  of  stagnant  waters,  and  tkt 
want  of  springs  and  ritrers.  Its  greiitest  products  are  corn,  wine^  lemons, 
citrons,  and  oranges ;  it  has  quarries  of  fine  stone,  and  many  sorts  of  rich 
marbles,  such  as  the  white  of  Estremoz,  the  green  of  Borba  and  Villa 
Yicosa,  the  red  and  white  of  Setuval  and  Arabida ;  the  clays  of  Moote- 
mor  o  Novo  and  Estremoz,  much  employed  in  pottery  w^re.  It  is  quite 
covered  with  fortified  places,  and  has  always  been  the  theatre  of  war  when 
tlieCastilians  have  invaded  Portugal,  and  frequently  the  scene  of  tlieir  de- 
feats. It  contains  four  cities,  upwards  of  100  burghs,  and  about  ^80,000 
iuhabitauU;  of  which  the  archbishopric  of  Evora  poasesseaa  315,000^ 
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the  bishopric  of  Elvas  40,000,  and  the  bishopric  of  PorUlegre  25^000. 
It  is  divided  into  eight  jurisdictions. 

The  corregedoria  of  £vora  contains  one  city  and  twelve  bnr^hs.  It  w 
a  place  of  great  antiquity,  and  was  the  abode  of  the  famous  Viriatus  and 
Sertorius,  the  latter  of  whom  added  towers  to  its  walls,  and  caused  its 
celebrated  aqueduct  to  be  erected,  called  Agoa  de  Praia.  John  IIL 
made  it  the  place  of  liis  residence,  and  strengthened  it  with  modern  for- 
tifications. It  is  surrounded  with  twelve  bastions  and  two  demi-basti- 
ons ;  to  the  north  it  has  also  a  square  fort,  composed  of  four  bastions 
and  as  many  ravelins,  through  which  passes  the  aqueduct  of  Sertorius. 
The  archbishop  of  Evora,  Don  de  Saldanha,  is  the  chief  judge  of  the 
kingdom,  whose  revenues  exceed  fiOO,000  crusades  per  annum.  This^ 
city,  which  contains  12,000  inhabitants,  was  taken  by  Don  Juan  of  Au- 
stria,  son  of  Philip  III.  in  l6(i3,  and  retaken  by  the  Portuguese,  who 
defeated  that  general  at  Ameixal.  £stremoz  is  the  residence  of  the  go- 
vernor of  Alerotejo ;  it  is  a  very  pretty  town,  situate  in  a  very  fertile 
country  :  it  is  surrounded  by  ten  bastions,  three  demi-bastion^,  several 
ravelins,  and  a  covered  way.  The  castle  is  very  ancient,  but  it  has  been 
strengthened  by  four  bastions  and  two  demi-bastions ;  it  is,  however, 
commanded  on  the  south  by  an  hill,  u|>on  which  a  square  fort,  calVed 
Saint  Joseph,  has  been  constructed,  with  four  bastions  and  a  ravelin, 
covered  by  a  tenaille  towards  the  country.  To  the  north  there  is  another 
height  at  a  considerable  distance  from  the  place,  defended  by  a  redoubt, 
called  Santa  Barbara.  Nevertheless,  with  all  this  appearance  of  strength, 
£stremoz  is  incapable  of  defeuce,  from  the  ancient,  decayed,  and  ill-con- 
structed state  of  its  fortifications.     It  contains  near  10,000  inhabitants. 

The  ouvldoria  of  Beja  comprehends  a  city,  and  three  towns  or  burghs ; 
it  is  situate  about  nine  miles  from  Evora,  and  about  two  from  the  Gua« 
diana,  in  a  fertile  and  cheerful^country.  Julius  Caesar^  gave  it  the  name 
of  Pax  Julia ;  it  contains  5000  inhabitants.  Moura  is  within  a  short  mile 
of  the  Guudiana:  its  fortifications  were  demolished  by  the  Spaniards  in 
the  wjur  of  the  succession,  and  they  have  since  received  little  or  no  re- 
parations, particularly  the  castle. 

The  Quvidoria  of  Campo  do  Ourique  contains  fifteen  burghs.  Ourique 
is  remarkable  for  little  else  than  the  victory  which  Alphonso  Uenriquez» 
iirst  king  of  Portugal,  obtained  over  five  JVIoorish  kings  or  governors, 
ISs  army  consisted  of  no  more  than  three  thousand  men,  by  whom,  an4 
the  revelation3  of  an  inspired  crucifix,  he  was  proclaimed  king  on  the  field 
of  battle.     It  belongs  to  the  order  of  St.  James. 

The  ouvidoria  of  Villa  Vi^-osa  belongs  to  the  house  of  Braganza,  and 
contains  twelve  burghs;  Villa  Vi9osa  is  ninteen  miles  to  the  west  of  Elvas, 
and  situate  in  a  very  fertile  plain  :  it  is  but  indifferently  fortified,  though 
famous  for  a  battle  gained  by  the  Marquis  of  Marialva  and  the  Count  of 
Schomberg,  against  the  Marquis  of  Carancene,  in  which  the  Spaniards 
lost  15,000  men.  Here  is  a  fine  palace,  and  a  beautiful  park  stocked  with 
deer,  belonging  to  the  Braganza  family. 
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The  corregedoria  of  EUas  consists  of  an  episcopal  city  and  six  barghi. 
Elvas  is  situate  fourteen  miles  to  the  west  of  Badajoz.  Though  itspo- 
airtion  is  elevated,  .it  is  commanded  by  several  heights,  of  which  the  two 
nearest  to  the  town  have  been  fortified.  Its  origtu  is  attributed  to  tke 
Gauls,  about  the  year  of  the  world  3009-  The  fortifications  are  not  very 
important ;  they  consist  of  four  royal  bastions,  as  many  demi-bat>tioDs, 
and  a  redan.  On  its  south  side  is  fort  La  Lippe,  which  the  general  of 
that  name  began  in  1763,  and  whose  works  are  nearly  finished  :  it  is  not 
well  calculated  to  defend  the  plarce,  and  demands  a  very  strong  garrison. 
Here  is  a  very  beautiful  aqueduct,  the  maintenance  of  which  ts  attended 
with  great  ex^^nce.  This  town  was  besieged  in  l658,  by  Don  Louis  de 
Haro  ;  but  the  Count  Cantanhede  came  to  its  relief,  forced  the  lines  of 
the  Castilians,  killed  GOOO  of  their  men,  and  took  a  thousatid  priiouers, 
with  their  artillery,  ammunition,  and  baggage. 

Oliveuza  is  situate  on  the  left  side  of  the  Guadiana.  Its  sitaation, 
seven  miles  from  the  river,  is  pleasant,  particularly  that  of  the  castle ;  it 
is  vtrry  populous,  and  contains^  near  5000  inhabitants.  Campo  Mayor^ 
situate  opposite  to  Alburquerque  and  Badajoz,  is  a  place  of  considerable 
importance  to  tliis  province.  Count  Schomberg,  the  saviour  of  Portugal^ 
strengthened  this  place  with  a  well-constructed  fort ;  but  the  fortifica-* 
tious,  and  a  part  of  the  town,  were  destroyed  l6th  September,  1732,  by 
the  blowing  up  of  a  powder  magazine ;  which  unfortunate  event  has 
greatly  weakened  a^  well  as  dispeopled  the  place,  though  the  works  have 
been  in  some  measure  repaired.  At  the  close  of  the  campaign  of  1762, 
the  Spaniards,  in  order  to  retrieve  their  reputation,  ordered  a  considerable 
detachment  to  take  Campo  Mayor;  hut  General  Don  Gregorio  de 
Muniara,  the  present  minister  of  war,  who  commanded  that  expedition, 
having  failed  in  arriving  before  it  till  it  was  broad  day*light,  did  not 
think  proper  to  hazard  an  attack,  and  retired  without  attempting  any 
thing. 

The  corrcgedoria  of  Portalegre  consists  of  one  episcopal  city  and  12 
burghs.  Portalegre  is  situate  on  a  gentle  elevation,  fifteen  miles  from 
Spain  :  its  fortilicutions  are  ancient  and  incapable  of  defence.  It  con- 
tains between  5  and  6OOO  inhabitants.  Arronches  is  between  Portalcirrc 
and  Campo  Mayor,  at  an  equal  distance  from  them  both.  It  owes  its 
foundation  to  the  ^rst  kings  of  Portugal,  and  is  fortified  in  the  ancient 
manner. 

The  ouvidoria  of  Crato  contains  twelve  burghs.  Crato  belongs  to  a 
priory  of  the  order  of  Malta,  and  is  inclosed  by  walls* 

The  ouvidoria  of  Avis  is  composeil  of  seventeen  burghs.  The  town  is 
situated  on  a  river  of  the  same  name,  and  forms  a  trhingle  with  Arayoloz 
and  Estrenioz.  It  is  the  principal  place  of  the  order  of  Avis,  which  was 
first  founded  at  £vora ;  it  has  but  few  inhabitants,  and  ^s  surrounded 
with  ancient  walls.  Its  territory  extends  several  miles,  and  belongs  to 
the  order. 
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Alemtejo  has  been  the  perpetual  theatre  of  triumph  to  the  Portuguet»e» 
and  defeat  tu  the  Spaniards  ;  nor  could  it  be  otherwise.  The  Spaniards 
formerly  maintained  the  ill-founded  opinion  that  Alemtejo  offered  a 
passage  to  Lisbon,  because  it  is  the  post-road.  The  Tagus,  furnished 
with  an  army  to  oppose  the  passage,  cannot  be  crossed  ;  an  army  whith 
enters  Alemtejo  cannot  extend  its  hostilities  beyond  that  province,  or'at 
most  to  Algarve.  But  the  conquest  of  them  both  would  effect  nothing 
of  importance,  and  can  never  give  a  shock  in  the  Portuguese  monarchy, 
whose  strength  is  to  be  found  in  Lisbon,  Oporto,  and  America.  The 
strong  places  of  Alemtejo  are  not  in  a  state  to  make  any  vigorous  defence ; 
but,  besides  the  expence  employed  and  time  lost  in  taking  them,  the 
climate  is  so  fatal,  that  an  army,  in  spite  of  every  precaution,  and  the 
utmost  exertions  of  medical  assistance,  must  necessarily  fall  a'prey  to 
hunger,  thirst,  and  epidemic  diseases.  The  Portuguese  icannot  wish  for 
a  more  fortunate  circumstance,  in  a  war  with  Spain,  than  that  their  ene- 
mies may  commence  and  push  on  their  operations  in  this  province. 

Algarve, — The  kingdom  of  Algarve  is  bounded  on  the  north  by  the 
province  of  Alemtejo  ;  on  the  east  it  borders  on  Andalusia  ;  and  to  the 
south  and  west  is  terminated  by  the  sea.  Its  length  is  about  ninety 
miles,  and  its  breadth  from  twenty  to  twenty-five.  It  was  conquered  by 
Sancho  II.  and  has  since  belonged  to  the  crown  of  Portugal,  notwith- 
standing the  ill-founded  claims  of  Spain.  It  was  afterwards  retaken  by 
the  Moors,  but  Alphonso  IlL  reunited  it  alto«:ether  to  his  dominions,  by 
the  capture  of  Faro,  The  length  of  coast  from  Cape  St.  Vincent  to  Al- 
meria,  with  the  opposite  shores  of  Africa,  comprising  Ceuta  and  Tan- 
gier, then  in  the  possession  of  the  kings  of  Portugal,  were  named  Al- 
garve ;  and  on  this  account  the  sovereigns  of  Portugal  have  preserved 
the  title  of  King  of  Algarve  on  this  side,  and  beyond  the  sea  in  Africa. 
This  small  country  possesses  an  uncommon  degree  of  fertility,  and  is 
capable  of  nourishing  four  times  the  number  of  its  present  inhabitants.^ 
It  produces  grain,  wine,  oil,  and  abundance  of  fruits,  as  figs,  grapes, 
and  sweet  almopds,  in  which  it  carries  on  a  considerable  trade.  The 
tunny  fishery  has  been  more  extensive  than  it  is  at  present,  but  it  still 
continues  to  fonn  a  principal  revenue  of  this  kingdom.  It  contains  four 
cities,  twelve  burghs,  sixty  villages,  and  65,000  inhabitants,  divided  in- 
to two  corregedorias,  and  one  ouvidoria. 

The  corregedoria  of  Lagos  comprehends  seven  burghs  and  one  city. 
Lagos  is  situated  on  the  south-east  shore  of  Algarve,  at  twenty^^four  miles 
from  cape  Saint  Vincent.  Its  bay  is  secure  from  winds  at  N.  N.  £.  and 
is  capable  of  receiving  the  largest  ships  (though  it  is  not  without  rocks), 
and  the  entrance  is  protected  by  a  battery  of  cannon.  Twenty  miles  of 
the  coast  from  Lagos  to  S^gres  are  defended  by  five  forts.  This  town 
was  first  built  by  the  Carthaginians:  it  is  fortified  in  an  irregular  man« 
ner,  but  possesses  a  good  citadel  called  Piahao,  which  is  the  residence  of 
the  governors  and  captains  general  of  this  kingdom.  Lagos  contains 
^800  iobabitaats.     VilU  Nova  4e  Portimao  is  nine  miles  to  the  epst  of 
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LagoH,  and  is  seated  on  a  rivrr  which  forms  a  spacious  and  secure  har- 
bour«  above  a  mile  broad,  and  three  hithoms  deep ;  but  the  entrance  is 
dangerous,  and  requires  the  assistance  of  a  pilot.  This  rirer  is  nafigible 
to  Sylves,  with  boats  only,  though  it  is  at  no  greater  distance  than  dght 
ratles.  Each  side  of  the  bar  is  defended  by  a  fort :  on  the  west  is  that 
called  St.  Catherine's,  and  on  the  ea^t  is  St.  John's.  These  two  towns 
contain  toi^ether  about  4000  souls. 

The  corregedoria  of  Tavira  comprises  a  city  and  three  burghs.  Tarin 
is  seated  on  a  bay  of  the  same  name,  about  seventeen  miles  from  Faro, 
and  fifteen  from  Ayamonte,  a  frontier  town  of  Andalusia.  The  bar  it 
low  and  irregular,  and  the  channel  at  the  entrance  is  five  fathoms  deep. 
The  harbour  is  protected  by  two  forts,  and  the  place  contains  about  5000 
inhabitants.  It  is  divided  into  two  towns  by  the  river  Sequa,  over  which 
there  is  a  Bne  stone  bridge.  Louie  is  a  small  town  eight  miles  N.  by 
W.  of  Faro,  of  an  ancient  appearance,  and  contains  upwanla  of  4000 
souls.  Alcoutim  is  situated  at  sixteen  miles  from  Castromarim,  o|)posite 
San  Lucar  de  Guadiana,  and  contains  only  1000  inhabitants*  It  is  the 
last  town  in  Algarve  on  the  side  of  Andalusia. 

Theouvidoriaof  Faro  comprehends  two  cities,  of  which  one  is  episcopal, 
a  single  burgh,  and  a  few  villages.  Faro  is  distant  seventeen  miles  from 
Tavira,  and  thirteen  ftom  the  fortress  of  Quartetra,  which  defends  the 
coast.  Its  bar  is  narrow  and  variable.  Its  fortifications  are  modern,  bat 
were  very  much  injured  by  the  last  earthquake,  which  made  great  de- 
vastation in  Algarve.  The  bis|;iopnc  of  Sylvcs  was  transferred  to  Faro  in 
1580,  and  the  town  itself  was  burned  in  1596  by  the  Enj^lish.  It  con- 
tains at  present  7^00  inhabitants,  and  possesses  a  considerable  trade, 
many  foreign  merchants  being  established  there.  Three  tmies  evpry 
month  a  packet-boat  arrives  there  from  Gibraltar,  for  the  benefit  of  the 
English.  At  about  three  miles  north  between  Faro  and  Louie,  there  is 
a  village  called  Estoy,  bnilt  on  the  ruins  of  the  ancient  Ossobona. 

The  kingdom  of  Algarve  is  almost  impenetrable  to  the  Spaniards ; 
nor  indeed  would  an  entrance  into  it  be  attended  with  any  advantage. 
Ill  the  various  wars,  therefore,  between  the  two  nations  it  has  remained 
undisturbed,  holding  forth  to  the  invader  no  other  temptation  but  in- 
ternal wretchedness.  Its  sea  coast  might  be  invaded,  and  its  tunny 
iishery  ruined  ;  but,  in  general,  the  inhabitants  of  Cadiz  and  the  coast 
of  Andalusia  have,  in  that  respect  more  to  lose  than  to  gain.  The  coast 
might  be  made  to  furnish  good  seamen,  if  the  government  encouraged 
snch  a  design.  But,  after  all,  this*  province  is  of  littte  importance  or 
utility  to  the  Portuguese  monarchy,  though  it  is  dignified  with  the  pom- 
pous title  of  a  kingdom. 

THE  AKMV. — Defects  of  the  Portuguese  army. — The  Portuguese 
army  has  been  in  a  most  contemptible  state  for  a  century  to  the  perio<l  of 
the  war  of  176^2.  In  consequence  of  fifty  years  of  peace,  a  most  de- 
structive earthquake,  several  famines,  and  a  most  abominable  conspiracy, 
|t  had  been  totally  neglected,  and  was  sunk  into  the  most  wretched  c«n^

ditioti.  It  wad  composed  of  from  8  to  10,000  men,  of  a  class  inferior 
to  peasants ;  without  uniforms,  without  armK,  f)egt;iiig  alms  or  assassinat- 
ing for  a  livelihood  ;  and  the  officers  of  these  troops  were  servants,  who 
mounted  behind  the  carnages,  or  served  at  the  tables  of  their  masters, 
when  they  were  n6t  on  duty.  In  the  war  of  17^2,  ,the  Count  de  Lippe, 
set  about  reforming  the  whole  of  it. 

The  Count  de  Lippe  has  rendered  an  essential  service  to  Portugal,  in 
new  modelling  its  army  ;  but  he  remained  there  too  short  a  time  to  carry 
his  rt'forra  into  effect ;  besides,  he  did  not  make  a  proper  choice  of  o(B'» 
cers  to  finish  the  work  which  he  had  begun. 

Wlien  war  was  declared  iu  1762,  Portugal  finding  itself  without  offi^ 
CCTS,  and  without  soldiers,  the  government  em pk>yed  every  means  to  en-* 
gage  foreign  officers  in  its  service.  Instead  of  applying  to  the  King  of 
Prussia,  or  the  Dutch,  for  a  body  of  able  and  tried  officers';  instead  of' 
holding  forth  adequate  remunerations  to  military  men  of  any  nation,  the 
Portuguese  government  introduced  into  its  army  a  great  number  of  fo- 
reigners, whose  vices  and  ignorance  tended  to  increaiie  the  disorder  and 
pusillanimous  spirit  which  prevailifd  in  it.  This  evil  was  cured  by  a  very 
Tiolent  remedy.  The  minister,  having  dissembled  his  resentment  at 
tiiese  abuses  during  the  war,  which  were  so  evident,  that  they  even  forced 
themselves  upon  his  observatioa,  employed  an  esfpedient  as  fatal  as  tlie 
abuses  themselves,  by  persecuting  and  driving  out  of  the  kingdom  every 
foreign  officer  without  distinction.  As  to  the  Portuguese  officers,  their 
pay  does  not  enable  them  to  live  better  thftn  the  common  soldiers,  whose 
comrades  and  relatiomt  they  ore.  The  eubaltern  posts  iare  filled  from 
among  the  inferior  classes  ;  and  their  hatred  of  foreigners,  arising  from 
their  having  one-half  more  pay  than  theoisclves,  prevents  their  associut-^ 
ing  with,  or  receiving  any  improvement  from  them ;  and  henc^  it  is  that 
they  remain  in  ignorance  and  wretchedness. 

I'he  Portuguese  soldier  is  obedient,  patient,  robust,  lively,  and  dex- 
terous ;  but  he  is,  at  the  same  time,  idle,  filthy,  and  disposed  to  find 
lault  with  every  thing  :  but  he  is  ca|Nible,  when  properly  attended  to,  of 
doing  credit  to  his  character.  His  aversion  to  the  Spaniards  should  bo 
encouraged,  but  he  should  be  made  to  comprehened,  that  he  cannot 
gain  any  advantage  over  the  superior  numbers  of  that  nation,fbut  by  su* 
perior  discipline.  The  mutual  contempt  which  these  nations  entertain  for 
each  other,  arises  from  their  ignorance  and  their  presumption.  It  is  ^'ery 
extraordinary,  when  it  is  their  mutual  interest  to  know  each  other,  that 
their  reciprocal  aversion  should  operate  so  powerfully  as  to  prevent  any 
useful  communicatioD  between  them.  Hence  it  is  that  a  war  betweeo 
Spain  and  Portugal,  will  consibt  of  little  more  than  groping  about  in 
the  dark,  because  neither  the  one  oorthe  other  Iwve  maps,  or  guides, 
or  MfNes. 

Tbex  defects  of  the  military  establishments  in  Portugal  might  hare 
been  easily  corrected  by  the  Count  de  Lippe.  But  to  attain  such  an 
«bje<;t,  a  hill  power  and  ihe  exercise  of  a  rigid  discipline  was  indispeiii»

sable.  It  would  be  aliK>  necessary  to  inake  the  appointmeiAts  of  the  Porta* 
gite«e  olfioerd  equal  to  tlioae  of  the  foreign  officers,  in  order  to  dissifiate 
the  {^rorelling  jenlounieM  and  contempt  that  subsist  .between  them,  and 
to  make  talents  the  only  distinction  ;  at  the  same  tinne.  to  eocotmsge  the 
foreign  officers,  who  live  in  a  continual  state  of  aospiciMi  aad  «listnift» 
by  making  them  equal  sharers  in  the  favoiir  of  governmietitt  and  aitaeb^ 
ing  them  to  the  country  by  solid  establishments.  Iii  sborl,  ii  would  be 
the  best  policy  to  reward  diligeuoe  by  attaching  to  it  honour  as  well  as 
emolument,  and  to  punish  indolence  by  disgrace  and  the  loss  of  fortune. 

STATE  OF  TI)£  ARMY.— /ij/on/ry,  cmvtdry,  light  iro9fi»^  ar- 
iUleryj  and  fortiJicatioHS.^^Tiie  state  of  the  Portuguese  amiy,  iodefieo- 
dent  of  its  marine  and  its  colonies,  consists  of  33  battalions,  cootainiag 
C6,000  infantry,  and  26  squadrons,  which  compose  about  404K>  cafalij. 
The  peasantry  also  form  a  militia  of  upwards  of  100,000  men,  wha 
serve  without  pay,  but  engage  with  great  fury,  and  are  Fery  formidable 
to  the  Spaniards,  by  their  manner  of  lighting ;  as,  from  the  ignofsaoe. 
of  their  generals,  the  neglect  of  their  officers,  and  the  want  of  diacipltue 
in  the  soldiers,  the  latter  are  ever  exposed  to  ambuscades,  aasasainatien^ 
and  sudden  attacks. 

The  Portuguese  army  is  in  a  tolerable  state  of  discipline  :  it  marches 
and  manoeuvers  well ;  but  it  onght  more, frequently  to  be  drawn  out  iota 
encampments,  that  the  little  lAanceuvers  of  exercise  might  be  applied 
to  the  great  operations  of  war.  The  battalions  are  composed  of  seven  con- 
panics,  one  of  which  consists  of  grenadiers,  of  140  men  each.  This 
formation  is  imperfect,  according  to  the  rules  of  tactics,  as  it  is  not  capa- 
ble of  square  divisions,  without  confusion.  There  are  many  other  faults 
in  its  evolutions,  the  greater  \mrt  of  which  proceed  from  the  same  prio- 
ciple.  Neither  are  the  troops  accustomed  to  remove  earth,  to  practise 
the  manoeuvres  of  attack  and  dtfence,  as  welt  as  tlie  art  of  fortification ; 
and  all  this  is  essential  in  a  country  like  Portugal,  where  war  must  be 
on  the  defensive,  and  carried  on  in  detail.  The  infantry  of  the  noith  is 
very  superior  in  discipline,  as  well  as  in  stature,  to  that  of  the  south, 
especially  of  the  capital  and  of  Elvas. 

The  cavalry  is  well  mounted  on  horses  from  Andalusia,  Beira,  and 
Traz  OS  Montes  ;  which  are  of  a  moderate  height,  like  those  of  the  $iia« 
nish  cnvalr}'^ ;  hut  they  are  all  geldings. 

It  is  a  problem  which  experience  alone  can  resolve,  whether  the  geld* 
ing  or  the  stone-horse  is  best  qualified  for  the  service  of  cavalry  ;  and 
if  the  quiet  disposition  of  the  one  is  equal,  in  point  of  effect,  to  thear* 
dent  spirit  of  the  other.  The  Spanish  cavalry  is  the  only  one  in  Europe 
which  consists  of  stune-horses,  and  it  is  of  acknowledged  excellence : 
but  it  muy  be  doubted  whether  it  possesses  sufficient  solidity  to  support 
a  line  of  infantry.  Cavalry  should  possess  these  four  qualities  ;  ordct, 
solidity,  force,  and  swiftness.  The  Spanish  cavalry  are  ikmoua  for  tht 
two  latter,  and  the  Portuguese  possess  the  two  former. 

Portugal  maintains  twelve  squadronn  of  cuirassiers  in  pretty  good  cen- 
ditiou  and  discipline.     Their  breast-plates  give  them  two  incontettablt 
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•dvftnUges ;  though  the  Spaniards  are  of  a  different  opinion,  as  they 
never  make  ose  of  them.  The  first  is,  that  they  afford  protection  to  th^ 
•oklier:  and  seeondly,  they  give  him  an  idea  of  his  superiority  over 
tfopi'who  are  not  clad  in  such  defensive  armour.  The  Portuguese 
<lragoons,  however,  will  never  equal  those  of  Spain. 

It  is  a  great  advantage  to  this  cavalry  to  keep  always  in  close  union 
with  the  iafontryy  and  never  to  engage  alone  in  the  plains  of  Atemtejo» 
iaiid  still  less  in  those  of  E^tremadura,  because  there  is  great  reason  to 
conjecture  that  it  would  fkil  in  an  engagement  with  Spanish  cavalry.  Its 
most  advantageous  place  is  in  the  line,  where  it  would  be  able  to  support 
the  lofaMtry  ;  and  in  battle  it  is  better  calculated  to  maintain  its  rauks^ 
to  cover  a  rcireat^  or  protect  the  forage.  It  would  execute  with  less  ac- 
tivity, but  with  more  certainty,  the  great  manceuvres  as  welt  as  the  de<« 
tail  of  its  service.  The  squadron  has  the  same  defect  as  in  Spain,  ia 
being  coai posed  of  fof^r  i^^Hqapaiiies  ,which  require  too  many  officers,  and 
renders  tlie  establish oAent  expensive. 

The  Portuguese  cavalry  has  this  advantage  over  tlmt  of  Spain,  that  it 
is  exercised  in  firing,  and  accustomed  to  leap  hedges  and  ditches  in  squa^ 
drons ;  a  manoiuvre  which  the  Spaniards  can  scarcely  believe  ;  butjwhich 
they  could  execute  better  than  any  other  cavalry,  if  they  were  exer- 
.cised  in  it. 

There  is  but  one  regiment  of  light  dragoons,  of  about  1*2,000  men, 
very  ill  exercised,  and  of  course  incapable  of  engaging  in.  that  kind  of 
war  for  which  they  are  designed.  The  colonel,  though  a  good  officer,  i# 
not  sufficiently  active  to  conduct  light  troo(>s.  Colonel  Louis  Hollard 
is  the  only  officer  capable  of  that  service  in  Portugal.  It  is,  nevertheii^ 
less,  indispensable  to  have  a  body  of  from  5  to  6000  light  troops  in  a  war 
with  Spain,  which  being  defensive,  the  only  attacks  U)at  the  Portuguese 
can  make  must  be  by  way  of  incursion. 

The  artillery  is  composed  of  Uiree  battalions,  but  in  a  very  bad  state  of 
discipline.  The  cannon  are  ill  made  and  clumsy.  The  minister  had 
the  good  fortune  to  engage  two  excellent  founders,  brought  up  undet 
the  famous  Maritz  ;  but  the  prevailing  prejudice  against  foreigners  has 
li^ot  the  better  of  actual  want,  and,  in  consequence  of  ill  treatment,  they 
have  been  obliged  to  desert  from  the  service.  There  are  no  field  pieces^ 
nor  any  small  cannon,  to  accompany  the  infantry ;  which  would  be  of 
tbe  greatest  use  in  such  a  country  as  Portugal,  where  there  is  a  post  at 
every  step.  There  are  three  colonels  of  artillery  ;  Colonel  York,  an 
£nglishman,  who  contributed  so  much  to  the  taking  of  the  Uavannah  ; 
Colonel  Macbean,  a  Scotclunan,  who  distinguished  himself  in  the  allied 
army  in  Westphalia ;  and  Lieuteuant^CoUnel  Hollard,  a  Swiss,  but  who 
}ias  been  both  in  the  service  of  Prussia  and  Deuimar k,  and  is  well  kuowu 
by  his  valour  and.  services.  He  is  the  only  person  capable  of  putting 
the  artillery  of  Portugal  upon  a  good  footing ;  though  he  would  be  emr» 
ployed  more  essentially  in  farming  a  body  of  light  troops. 

The  corps  of  engineers  is  ill  formed^  and  extremely  ignorant;  they  can 
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dn  little  more  than  rule  pa|>er  and  page  a  register.  NerertVeli 
are  two  eugiaeers  of  great  reputation  among  tfaeni ;  F«nc1l,  a  Svtdri 
who  served  wiUi  di«ti notion  under  Marbhal  Saxe,  and  MiroB,  a  Swin,a 
brave  and  most  excellent  officer ;  whoivas  menaced  witli  a- trial,  for  haviaf 
attempted  to  restore  the  fortificatiom  of  Almeida,  and  to  defend  it  aganft 
the  Spaniards,  tn  17<>3«  But  the  cowardice  of  the  gn^cmor  senwd  at 
hit  jiistiAcation.  The  School  of  Engineers  is  in  a  very  backward  states 
and  in  17^,  its  most  forward  scholars  bad  not  got  bejond  tbe  aeeoad 
book  of  Euclid. 

The  Portuguese  might  avail  themselves  of  their  foreign  engineenta 
procure  correct  maps  of  their  coontry ,  in  which  they  ar«  totally  dcBci- 
^t ;  at  least  they  might  obtain  typographical  survej^  of  the  chanis  oC 
tnnuntains,  of  rivers,  valleys,  and  frontier  plains,  that  every  post  might  be 
known  in  case  of  war.  Is  is  said  that  the  Couut  de  Lip[>e  made  hianelf 
l^ell  acquainted  with  the  country  which  he  pass4!d  thnmgb  in  17^  an^ 
that  he  was  actually  engaged  in  making  maps  of  it.  General  Frawr  fass, 
since  that  time,  made  a  tour  through  the  northetn  division  of  the  king- 
dom ;  but  he  hod  only  draftsmen  with  bim,  and  I  much  doubt  whether 
he  viewed  it  with  the  eye  of  a  master.  Colonel  Fonck  baa  aiko  been  cm- 
ployed  to  make  designs  of  the  frontiers ;  and  he  presented  to  tlie  nvinister 
a  plan  of  general  fortification,  which  id  suppooed  to  have  been  accepted. 

Ctenerahj  the  Staffs  Officettf  ^c.  theSmhshttneet  the  Minuter  of  War. 
—The  Count  de  Lippe  Hjthe  restorer  of  the  military  art  in  this  country. 
He  18  equally  amiable,  witty,  lesrned,  brave,  and  virtuous.  lie  is  inti- 
mately acquainted  with  the  sublime  parts  of  var,  well  skilled  in  tactics 
and  a  good  engineer.  lie  will  acquire  an  high  degree  of  reputation,  at 
the  head  of  the  Portagui;se  troops,  if  he  will  cease  to  neglect  them,  and 
return  again  to  re-establish  those  parts  of  the  army  which  have  fallen  ints 
disorder  since  his  absence,  and  to  complete  the  work  which  he  began, 
with  an  equal  degree  of  zeal  and  succe9».r 

The  second  general  is  an  old  Portuguese  devotee,  the  Count  Baron  <tf 
Arcos :  he  lets  every  thing  go  to  destruction,  because  he  is  incapable  of 
applying  a  remedy  to  any  ih'rn^. 

The  first  lieurenant-general  is  a  Scotch  gentleman,  Simon  Fraser,  the 
son  of  Lord  Lovat.  Fie  is  young,  and  served  only  two  years  in  Canada, 
as  colonel  of  a  regiment  of  Scotch  Highlanders,  after  having  been  a  bar« 
rister  at  law  during  the  former  part  of  his  life.  He  has  a  great  share  of 
ambition,  undaunted  courage,  a  g^eat  deal  of  presumption,  and  very  mo* 
derate  talents. 

There  are  two  field-marshals  of  distingui^ied  character :  a  German, 
named  Dohm,  a  creature  of  the  Count  de  Lippe,  a  brave  and  weil-in« 
formed  officer,  but  rather  too  much  of  a  courtier  ;  and  a  Scotchmaa, 
named  Mncklean,  a  brave  and  ancient  officer,  and  an  excellent  com- 
mander of  infantry.  The  rest  of  the  staft'are  Portuguese,  with  little  or 
no  military  qualifications,  and  those  whose  nauea  are  scarcely  known. 
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-The  court  of  Lisbony  therefore,  ought  to  procure  bt;tter,  aud  fix  them  in 
its  service  by  just  and  hooourable  treatment. 

There  are  some  colonels,  lieutenaot-colonelfi,  and  majors,  who  are  good 
officers,  bat  they  are  almost  all  of  them  strangers.  Colonel  Smith,  an 
£nglUhnran,  passes  for  a  good  engineer,  as  well  as  commander  of  caval- 
ry ;  Macdonuell,  Fitzgerald,  Campbell,  Forbes,  and  Chauucey,  are  good 
officers.  There  are  also  some  Portuguese  noblemen,  of  whom  there  are 
jrreat  hopes,  from  their  eeal  and  their  talents :  they  are  the  Marquis  de 
I^avradio,  the  Counts  de  Prado>  and  d'  Apoute,  Deluis  de  Miranda, 
Pinto,  Acunha,  &c. 

There  is  no  staff  in  the  Portuguese  array,  nor  that  of  Spain.  The  pobt 
of  mujoi^general  of  the  army  was  lield  by  a  Scotchman,  named  Preston^ 
who  retired  from  the  service  at  the  time  of  the  unfortunate  r^tfuir  of  Colo- 
-uel  Graveron.  This  post  has  been  supplied  by  two  ins|>ectors  of  the 
.troops.  The  employment  of  quarter-mi^ster-generat  is  very  difficult  to 
fulfil:  it  is  his  business  to  issue  all  the  orders  ;  to  provide  for  every  un- 
dertaking, whether  it  relates  to  military  o|>eratious»  or  to  Kub&istence  ; 
to  arrange,  direct,  and  conduct  the  passage  and  movements  of  the  troops, 
to  form  maps,  and  to  keep  all  tlie  archives  of  the  war.  There  is  neither 
in  S^iain  nor  Portngul,  companies  of  guides,  nor  a  train  of  waggons  iadeu 
with  pontoons,  planks,  &c.  There  is  no  miliary  board,  nor  any  fijied 
regulations  for  provision  or  forage.  The  great  number  of  places,  and 
the  small  extent  of  the  theatre  of  war  in  Portugal^  render  this  defect  less 
likely  to  be  felt ;  at  the  same  time  the  troo|)s  always  run  some  risk  of 
dying  with  hunger. 

A  commissary  named  Ferrari,  lately  passed  from  the  sen-ice  of  S|)oi» 
into  that  of  Portugal,  who  regulated  the  making  of  bread  fortlie  troops, 
•so  as  to  gain  33  per  cent,  for  tlie  government ;  and  in  case  of  a  future 
war,  be  will,  probably^  be  appointed  commissary* general  of  the  array. 

The  scarcity  of  forage  will  always  prevent  the  Portuguese  from  keep- 
ing the  field,  and  noaiotaining  a  large  body  of  cavalry  ;  luid  this  circum- 
stance proceeds  from  a  defective  state  of  agriculture.  Nevertheless,  tlie 
aupplies  for  a  Portuguese  army  might  be  easily  collected  in  two  or  three 
strong  places  in  the  back  parts,  from  w.bence  they  might  be  drawn  with 
"Conrenience  and  safety* 

'  The  military  hofpitals  form  no  coni;em  of  the  king,  as  a  community 
of  OKMiks  always  charge  themselves  with  that  branch  of  military  admi- 
obtration.  But  regular  and  fixed  hospitals  would  be  more  serviceable^ 
and  might  be  contrived. 

One  of  the  principal  objects  to  tlie  due  regulation  of  subsistence  du- 
ring war,  is  the.  manner  of  conducting  it,  at  least»  to  the  present  time. 
As  soon  as  the  Spaniards  enter  Portugi^l,  th^  kingpublibhes  a  declaru* 
tion,  by  which  be  enjoins  his.  subjects  to.fallrupQu  the  invaders,  and  tlw 
iMtional  hatred  excites  them  to  execute  this  ordinance.  The  Spanisk 
army  always  pushes  on ;  the  villages  are  depopulated,  and  their  iuhalii- 
<tMuts  fall.>back^apon  the.gapitaU     The  peasants  arrive  there  iu  croitds* 
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vith  their  wives  and  children  ;  so  that  the  king,  who  siiMild  IwfniotluD; 
more  than  his  army  to  niHintaiii,  finds,  at  the  end  of  two  or  three  oMNidif 
of  the  campaign,  two  or  three  hundred  thousand  addittooal  moaths  to 
feed*  Another  resulting  evil  is,  that  the  court  of  Madrid  avmila  itsdf  of 
the  famine  which  is  occasioned  by  its  invading  army,  indooes  the  Porto- 
guese  peastknts  by  kind  treatment  to  abandon  their  own  cpuntry,  or  tnu»* 
port  them  by  force  into  different  provincet  of  Spain,  with  their  wivi% 
children,  and  cattle. 

To  remedy  this  evil,  it  would  be  necessary  to  regnlfite  the  number  of 
militia  in  time  of  war,  and  to  prohibit  any  peasants  to  resist  the  cneny, 
to  abandon  their  villages,  or  to  disobey  tlie  conqueror,  to  whom  they,  of 
course,  belong,  till  the  force  of  arms,  or  retnming  peace,  deliTen  tiMVi 
from  a  foreign  yoke*  But  whatever  the  Spaniards  may  say  to  the  con- 
trary, this  war  of  the  peasantry  is  by  no^  means  important,  baf  to  rgoo- 
rant  and  undisciplined  troops.  The  burning  of  two  or  three  villageii 
and  the  hanging  of  as  many  monks  or  curates,  or  principal  penoosiotfae 
parish,  quickly  puts  a  stop  to  the  indiscreet  and  berlvaiioas  fory  of  the 
^'ountry  people. 

A  king  of  Portugal,  who  lias  found  the  means  of  regnlaling  bis  cs^ 
yiences  by  his  revenue,  will  be  able  to  sustain  a  war,  opon  equal  if  not 
snperior  terms  a<^iin8tSpa(n.  Tlie  article  of  sobMSlence  is  the  principil 
and  most  expensive ;  every  attention  therefore  should  be  gtveo  to  this 
fundamental  object.  Established  magazines,  and  economy  in  the  dis- 
pensation of  them,  form  the  basis  and  strength  of  that  defence,  which  is 
required  of  this  little  kingdom. 

The  war  department  is  not  under  proper  regulations,  and  its  official 
proceedings  are  dilatory.  The  advanced  age  of  the  Count  d*Oeyras  is 
a  public  inconvenience.  He  is  continually  occupied  in  various  less  ioi* 
portant  objects,  to  which  he  sa<frifices  his  precious  time.  The  minister 
of  war  is  Don  Louis  d*  Acunha;  araan  of  honour,  but  of  little  credit, 
and  who  does  nothing.  He  is  scarcely  known  by  one  half  of  the  military 
officers.  All  the  real  business  is  in  the  hands  of  a  confidentiai  persoo, 
and  secretary  of  Count  d'  Oeyras,  Don  Miguel  d*  Arriaga,  he  is  a  num 
of  great  merit,  integrity,  and  understanding ;  but  he  is  only  tlie  echo  of 
the  count,  and  that  minister  being  of  a  dilatory  character,  no  advantage 
is  derived  from  his  superintendauce,  so  that  the  administration  of  the 
army  is  every  year  becoming  worse  and  worse.  It  is  divided  into  twede* 
partments  ;  that  of  the  north,  which  comprehends  the  three  provinces  oT 
£ntre  Minho  e  Douro,  Traz  os  Montes,  nud  Beira ;  and  that  of  the 
south,  which  enibruce>  Estremadura,  Alemtejo,  and  Algarve. 

Titpographijy  Rivers^  MaunfainSf  and  fortified  P/scf<.— Topography, 
or  a  knowledge  of  the  position  of  places ;  of  the  course  and  currrent  of 
rivers;  of  the  extent  and  inclination  of  chains  of  mountains  ;  and  the  si* 
^nation  of  fortitied  places,  is  the  first  branch  of  military  science,  and  a 
necessary  part  of  tlie  detail  of  a  kingdom  in  a  state  of  war.  An  enemy 
must  be  acquainted  ^ith  these  natural  or  artifieinl  baieierif  either  to  avoid 
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or  0uriiiount  them  ;  while  the  citizen  ought  to  ksow  them  »till  better,  to 
employ  them  as  the  means  of  defence.  But  this  grand  and  leading  branch 
of  the  science  of  war,  is  not  duly  considered  by  many  nations,  particu- 
larly those  of  Spain  and  Portugal,  who  have  not  carried  on  one  single 
scientific  campaign  against  each  otlier^  since  the  foundation  of  their  re^ 
spectire  kingdoms. 

Portugal  is  watered  by  four  pnuci|)al  rivers,  which  may  serve  to  direct 
both  its  offensive  and  defensive  operations.  One  of  these  rivers,  the 
Guadiana,  which  runs  from  the  east  to  the  south-west  and  the  south ;  en- 
ters into  Portugal  between  Xerumena  and  01iven9a,  in  Almetejo,  and 
aerv^  in  its  course,  as  a  natural  ditch  to  that  province  and  the  little 
kingdom  of  Algarve,  dividing  the  latter  from  Andalusia*  Though  the 
Guadiana  is  a  considerable  river,  it  cannot  be  employed  to  any  purposes 
of  utility  in  the  present  war,  from  the  small  importance  of  the  provinces 
through  whiqh  it  flows,  and  because  it  is  incapable  of  being  navigated  by. 
boats  for  more  than  thirty  •six  miles,  fiom  Mertola  to  the  sea.  The  other 
rivers  run  from  east  to  west.  The  Minho  divides  a  part  of  Galicia  fron 
a  part  of  Entre  Minho  e  Douro ;  but  it  does  not  serve  as  tlie  leasts  defence 
to  the  latter  province,  which  may  be  attacked  without  crossing  this  river. 
The  Douro,  coming  from  the  kingdom  of  Leon,  enters  Portugal ;  and, 
after  dividing  it,  empties  itself  into  the  sea,  near  the  city  of  Oporto.  It^ 
is  navagable  by  boats  froip  Laroego,  a  CQttn»e  of  above  fifty  miles ;  its. 
banks  are  rich,  and  it  may  be  rendered  very  serviceable  if  that  place 
should  be  the  object  of  military  operations.  But  the  most  important  ri- 
ver of  Portugal,  the  key  of  Lisbon,  and  the  nursing  mother  of  those  ar-* 
mies  which  enter  into  tluit  kingdom,  is  the  Tagus.  For  about  seventy- 
two  miles  from  Alcantara  to  Abrantes,  its  course  is  interrupted  by  rocks 
and  falls,  and  consequently  incapable  of  navigation  :  but  from  Abrantes. 
to  tlie  yea,  which  is  ninety  miles;  it  is  navigable  by  vessels  of  consideivf 
able  burden,  which  may  convey  all  the  necessary  supplies  of  war.  itt 
right  bank,  though  mountainous,  is  very  abundant  in  provisions  and  cat-* 
tie,  and  is  covered  with  villages;  while  the  left  is  marshy  and  barren* 
From  Suntarem,  upon  the  right  bank^  to  Lisbon,  a  distance  of  fifty 
miles,  the  declivity  is  so  great,  that  tlie  first  of  tliese  towns  commands 
the  latter,  and  is  the  key  of  the  country.  Several  small  rivers  discharge 
themselves  into  the  Tagus ;  the  principal  of  which  are  the  Elga,  (which 
divides  Beira  from  Spain)  tlie  Ponsul,  the  Laca,  the  Zezere,  and  the  Ui(^ 
Biayo.  The  state  of  the  couutr}*  increases  tlie  means  of  defence,  and  the 
diftculties  of  attack.  All.  tliese  small  rivers,  which  descend  from  the 
mo>un tains  of  Beira  are  very  unequal  and  dangerous  in  their  course ; 
sometimes  they  appear  only  as  shallow  brooks  and  sometimes  as  rapid 
torrents^  'which  inundate  the  adjoinii^  country.  The  Count  de  Lippe, 
io  n^%y  being  encamped  at  Panhete,  after  the  march  of  tlie  Spaniards 
towards  Villa  Velha,  and  having  the  Zezere,  with  its  bridges,  in  bis  rear; 
this  river,  in  canteqaeuee  of  violeat  rains,  was  so  greatly  increased,  tliat 
the  bridges  wefiebrokifn  da«a,  ^nd  he  found  himself  iodosedf  without 
resource,  between  the  Tagus  and  the  Zezere.

The  proviDce  of  Beifa  has  not  to  many  strong  places  as  Alemtcjo; 
but  it  is  nevertheless  almost  impenetrable.  The  town  of  Almeida,  taken 
in  1762*  possesses  considerable  strength,  and  it  will  lie  still  stron<;er 
jfrom  the  repair  of  its  works  now  carrying  on  by  Colooel  Pantk'.  *  But 
this  town  does  not  cover  Lisbon,  «ad  senres  only  to  guard  the  eutmce 
into  the  upper  Beira,  which  tlie  Spanish  army  can  have  do  isduccBent 
to  obtain. 

Tlie  province  of  Traz  os  Monies  has'tio  strong  places  that  are  capable 
•r  dereoctf.  Bat  the  Spaniards  wall  knowt  by  iital  ex|imence,  thecob- 
scqnence  of  carrying  their  anna  into  a  proirince,  at  oncto  barren,  nsas- 
tainouHt  ^^^^  difficult  of  uccess.  Its  strong  places  have  been  ronatractcd 
in  low  situations,  which  are  commanded  on  all  sides,  such  as  MiniDda, 
Outeiro,  Bragan^i  and  Chavesw  Thiif  province  ia  intersected  by  rirers, 
hollow  ways*  and  mountaini :  purticulaily*that  of  Marom,  which  oolen 
Oporto,  Brugu,  and  the  province  of  Entre  Minho  e  Douro. 

Eritre  Minho  e  Douro,  iiossesses  two  ftrinci|Ml- places,  Valen^a  abd 
Moncao,  which  are  but  ill  fortified^  bat  whoee  condition  will  be  imme- 
diately improved  on  a  new  plan.  It  is  full  of  »mall  forts  and  ancient 
castles,  the  remains  of  former  wars,  which  may  serve  as  posts  to  check 
an  attempt  of  the  enemy  to  penetrate  to  Oporto.  That  city  is  entirelf 
•pen  and  very  opulent,  and  while  it  is  the  only  object  of  an  invasioo  on 
that  side,  is  well  worth  an  attempt.  At  the  mouth  of  the  Minho  is  tlie 
smull  town  of  Caminha,  a  regular  fortification,  but  commanded  on  all 
sides.     A  chef  d'ceuvre  of  scientific  infatuation. 

The  strongest  and  most  important  place  in  the  southern  division,  or 
the  left  bide  of  the  Ta;;us,  and  indeed  of  all  Portugal,  is  Elvas  ;  becanse 
the  Spaniards  cannot  penetrate  into  Alemtejo  and  leave  this  place  be- 
hind them:  as  well  as  Aluieidu,  it  requires  so  nunicrgiasa  g^rrisou,  as  to 
prove  an  inconvenient  dimunition  ol'  the  strengtli.  of  the  urmy.  It  is  in 
ancient  place,  with  irregular  bastions,  and  a  cordon  commanded  by  tvn 
mountains,  upon  which  have  been  constructed  the  forts  La  Lippe  aiid 
St.   I^ucia. 

The  leading  object  of  the  Portuguese,  in  a  war  with  Spain,  should  k 
to  cover  both  sides  of  the  Tagns;  and  for  this  purpose  Castello  de  Vide 
•n  the  left  bank  presents  an  excellent  position* 

The  sea  coast  is  defended  by  Setuval  and  the  fort  Sagres,  at  the  point 
•f  Cape  St.  Vincent.  Algarve  is  impenetreble,  and  the  islands  of  Ta« 
lira,  behind  which  ships  in  time  of  war  may  be  secure  from  privateen, 
are  fortiiicv),  though  they  received  considerable  injury  from  the  grest 
earth(juakc.  Estremoz,  as  well  as  Evoraand  Beja^  have  no  defence  but 
the  old  walls  with  which  they  are  invested* 

Portugal  has  about  15  or  20  strong  places,  and  not  more  tkao  8  or 
10,006  men  to  garrison  them,  without  disabling  its  army  from  keeping' 
the  field. 

The  army  of  Portugal  is  more  respectable  than  the  Spaniards  imagioei 
because  Ihey  judge  firom  the  condition  iu  wUdi  they  saw  it  daring  tise 
last  war. 
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AMONG  tlie  principal  events  of  this  last  age,  nope  dcseires  our  at* 
tebtioQ  more  than  the  revolt  of  Portug;aU  io  l640.  The  unantmHyy 
zoaU  aad  secrecy,  vrith  which  this  conspiracy  was  carried  on  for.  a  long 
tiHie,  betweea  persons  of  different  ages,  sexes,  and  qualities ;  the  ardour 
for  recovering  their  liberties,  which  animated  them  to  encouuter  difficulT 
ties,  in  appearance  insuperable ;  and  lastly,  the  complete  success,  and 
the  little  blood  lost  in  the  executioii  of  this  mighty  enterprjize,  make  i( 
truly  adniirable  and  surprising* 

This  work  was  written  in  French,  not  very  long  since,  by  the  Abbot 
Vertot,  since  author  of  the  History  of  Che  Revolutions  of  Sweden  ;  both 
which  works  have  been  received  with  the  approbation  of  the  public* 
The  materials  out  of  which  he  compiled  this  volume,  are  for  the  most 
part  *  printed  accounts,  journals,  gazettes,  and  the  relations  of  persons 
who  were  at  Lisbon  when  this  Drama  was  acted.  Most  of  ihese  are  in- 
deed ill  enough  written,  but  have  received  a  life  and  lustre  since  they 
have  been  touched  by  his  incomparable  pen.  I  might,  in  this  place, 
commend  the  vivacity,  politeness,  and  fidelity,  with  which  this  work  is 
written  ;  but  I  shall  rather  chuse  to  give  the  reader  a  view  of  the  state 
of  affairs  which  led  to  the  revolution  which  is  the  subject  of  it. 

Portugal  was  first  erected  in  the  year  1139  into  a  kingdom  by  AU 
phouso  L  who,  after  he  had  defeated  the  Moors,  refused  to  pay  that  ho- 
mage to  Spain  which  his  father  had*  After  him  Alphotiso  III.  his  great 
grandson,  had  Algarva  given  him  in  dowry  with  the  princess  Beatrix^ 
daughter  to  Alphonso  the  tenth  king  of  Castile,  which  still  gives  a  title 
to  the  heir  apparent  of  the  crown.  Thus  Portugal  continued  an  inde- 
pendent kingdom,  governed  by  its  own  princes,  till  the  brave  Sebastian 
unfortunately  perished  in  the  battle  of  Alcazar,  Aug,  4,  1378,  without 
leaving  any  issue  behind  him.  The  cardinal  Dom  Henry,  his  great  un- 
cle, succeeded  to  the  throne,  whose ,  reign  lasted  but  sixteen  months. 
Afler  his  death,  divers  princes  and  princesses  pretended  to  the  crown. 
Catherine,  dutchess  of  Braganza,  Philip  IL  king  of  Spain,  the  duke  of 
Parma,  the  duke  of  Savoy,  and  Dom  Antonio,  grand  prior  of  Crete, 
were  all  descended  from  Dom  Emanuel,  father  of  the  cardinal  king,  but 
in  different  degrees :  there  were  only  the  dutchess  of  Braganza,  and  the 
king  of  Spain  in  the  same  degree^  and  nearest  the  crown.  Catherine 
was  daughter  to  the  Infant  Edward,  and  Philip  was  son  to  the  empress 
Elizabetlj,Jboth  children  to  Dom  Emanuel*  The  grand  prior  was  only 
natural  son  to  the  infant  Dom  Lewis,  second  ton  of  Dom  Emanuel,  but 
his  party  gave  out,  there  was  a  secret  nuirriage  between  that  prince  and

these  pretensions  were  little  considered.  All  were  agreed,  and  the  moit 
able  laifyeni  had  detenpined,  that  the  aopgreot  right  iwa  in  th^f^ntcbev 
of  Araganza,  not  only  because  the  laws  of  the  kingdom  exclude  fo* 
reigners  from  succeeding  to  the  orown-f  Ifna^  lihewise  by  the  right  of  li- 
neal descent,  as  daughter  of  the  infant  Edward,  whose  title  could  not  be 
disputed  by  the  empress  Elizabeth^his  sister,  mptb^  to  the  king  nf  I^ito. 
AkI '^oiibtle^  this  datdiess, would  hare  been  aqknosfledgetl  as  qasm 
ot  Portugal,  bad  she  bad  the  power  necessary  to  assert  fier  rigfatfnl 

pr^tenrions*  . 
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'  THE  SpantaiPds  had  been  near*  threescore  years  in  posseskion  pf  th^ 
crown  gf  PcJrtogaK    Thilip  the  second,  king  of  Spain,  auer  the  doatbj 
of  Hebiy  cardirftft-'king,'  harf  forced  it  from  the  hoiise  of  Braeanza,  by 
the  help  of  a  formidable  army,  the  best  argument  to  support  a  t>ad  title/ 
This  kingdom  was  by  degrees  become  a  province  of  Spain,  and  the  Por- 
tuguese seemed  for  ever  to  despair  of  shaking  off  their  chains.      The 
great  men  did  not  dare  to  appear  in  a  splendor  suitable  to  their  rank,  or 
demand  a  due  respect,  for  fear  of  raising  jealousies  in  the  Spanish  minis- 
ters,  at  a  time  when  the  consideration  of  a  man's  wealth,  family,  or  merit, 
were  enough  to  render  him  suspected,  and  expose  him  to  ill  usage,    l^he 
gentry  were  banished  to  their  country  seats,  and  the  people  oppre!»ed 
with  excessive  taxes. 

It  was  a  maxim  with  the  Conde  Duke  d'  Olivarez,  first  minister  to 
Philip  the  fourth,  king  of  Spain,  that  new  conquests  ought  to  be  ex- 
hausted. He  knew  very  well  the  ancient  and  natural  antipathy  of  these 
neighbouring  nations  must  render  the  Spanish  government  hateful  to  the 
Portuguese ;  and  that  njition  could  never  tamely  see  all  places  in  the  state 
filled  with  strangers,  or  fellows  of  mean  extraction,  whose  only  merit  was 
their  entire  devotion  to  the  court.  For  this  reason  he  thought  the  best  , 
way  to  e^ablish  bia  roaster's  power,  was,  to  exclude  the  nobility  and  gentry 
iVom  all  employs  and  public  trust,  and  by  insensibly  impoverishing  the 
people,  to  leave  them  incapable  of  attempting  any  alteration  in  the  state. 
Besides  this,  he  judged  it  necessary  to  drain  the  kingdom  of  the  flower 
of  their  youth,  and  the  best  who  could  bear  arms,  and  to  em  ploy  them  in 
foreign  wars,  to  prevent  such  dangerous  people  from  disturbing  the  re- 
pose of  the  government. 

This  conduct,  which  possibly  might  have  succeeded,  if  it  had  been 
carried  to  a  certain  pitch ;  being  strained  too  high,  had  a  quite  contrary 
effect,  which  proceeded  partly  from  the  distress  in  which  the  court  was 
at  that  time,  and  partly  from  the  temper  then  of  the  first  minister,  natu- 
rally stiff  and  inflexible.  They  began  now  to  disregard  all  measures 
with  Portugal,  disdaining  to  use  the  ordinary  pretences  for  raising  money 
on  a  people.  In  short,  they  seemed  more  to  exact  a  contribution  in  an 
enemy's  country,  than  a  just  imposition  on  subjects.  The  Portuguese 
having  nothing  more  to  lose,  and  despairing  to  see  an  end  or  mitigation 
of  their  misery,  as  long  as  they  continued  in  their  present  condition,  be« 

^  Since  the  vear  1581. 
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gan  nbw  to  think  of  freeing  themeeives  from  the  severity  of  their  cniel 
inastqrsy  which  they  had  ever  esteemed  usurpers,  tind  ietolcrafole  tyrants. 

Margaret,  duchess  of  Mantua,  governed  Portugal  at  that  tioM  in  qna^ 
lity  of  vice-queen  ;  but  this  was  but  a  glHt^ting  title  wliich  ^lejcanrt  his 
given  to  a  very  huiited  power.  Tlie  secret  councils,  and  the  great  om- 
nageraent  of  affairs,  were  entrusted  in  the  hands  of  Mogael  Vaaoancellsi, 
a  Portuguese,  who  had  the  character  of  secretary  of  state  to  the  vice- 
queen,  but  was  indeed  an  absolute  and  independent  minister. 

This  man  received  his  orders  from  the  Conde  duke,  whose  creature  be 
V98,  with  yilwm  he  had  ingratiated,  and  made  himself  neoessarj  by  asb- 
gular  art  he  had  of  drawing  perpetually  considerable  sums  out  of  Poita* 
g^al ;  and  an  intriguing  wit,  which  enabled  him  to  accoaiplish  his  prinle 
designs^  He  liad  the  art  of  raising  feuds  and  animosities  aoiOBg  the  greit 
men  of  the  kingdom,  which  he  would  craftily  foment  by  his  favour,  sad 
affected  distinctions,  by  which  he  was  sure  to  please  and  engage  those  who 
received  them,  and  to  create  spite  and  envy  in  the  rest»  While  these 
divisions  continued,  he  concluded  all  was  safe,  persuading  bimself  tbe 
copteudiug  parties  would  be  wliolly  employed  in  satisfying  their  leseDU 
xnents,  and  not  have  leisure  to  attempt  any  thing  agaiust  the  setUsd 
government. 

There  was  no  man  in  Portugal  besides  the  duke  at  BraganaOf  who 
could  give  the  Spaniards  the  least  disquiet.  This  prince  naa  of  a  mild 
and  sweet  temper,  a  lover  of  ease ;  more  a  man  of  good  sensey  thaa  q«ick« 
ness  of  wit.  In  business  he  went  to  the  main  point ;  and  easily  iaade 
himself  master  of  wliat  he  applied  himself  to,  but  seldom  cared  forapf^ 
eation.  Duke  Theodosius  his  father,  a  hot  and  violent  man,  had  Isboured 
to  infuse  into  him  an  hereditary  hate  to  the  Spaniards,  whom  he  looked 
ou  as  usurpers  of  a  crown  which  belonged  to  his  family,  and  used  all  pos- 
sible means  to  fill  his  breast  with  the  ambition  of  regaining  his  Tight»  and 
all  the  heat  and  courage  which  is  necessary  for  so  great  and  hajacdoui 
an  enterprize. 

Dom  John  bad  indeed  imbibed  the  sentiments  of  his  father,- not  to  so 
high  a  degree,  but  in  such  a  manner  as  suited  his  calm  and  asodeFSte 
tem4>er.  He  hated  the  Spaniards,  but  not  so  as  to  be  in  pain  to  revenge 
the  injury.  He  had  ambition,  and  did  not  despair  of  re-ascending  the 
throne  of  his  ancestors  ;  but  in  this  he  did  not  shew  so  much  impatience 
as  duke  Theodosius  had  done ;  he  contented  himself  with  a  distantpros* 
pect  ot  a  crown,  without  hazarding  the  repose  of  his  life,  and  a  certain 
fortune,  which  was  already  the  greatest  that  could  consist  with  Ike  coo* 
dition  of  a  subject. 

lu  short,  it  is  most  certain,  if  he  had  been  precisely  what  duke  Theo- 
doi>ius  wished  him,  he  had  been  less  fit  to  obtain  what  he  designed  him 
for.  The  Conde  duke  observed  him  with  so  strict  an  eye,  that  if  bis 
manner  of  living  had  not  been  entirely  the  effect  of  his  natural  indiiis- 
tion,  that  vigilant  minister  would  have  soon  dcbciyed  it ;  and  tbis  nibt 
have  been  fatal  to  his  ease  and  fortune.    The  court  of  Spain  would  never 
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hBTc  entrasted  bin  with  so  large  a  power,  or  taffered  him  to  lead  an  un- 
noletted  life  in  the  heart  of  his  country • 

The  naott  reSned  politicit  could  never  have  taught  so  wise  a  conduct 
towards  the  ^fwards,  as  die  bent  of  bis  genius,  his  birth,  his  fortunes, 
KiB  title  ,to  the  crown  ;  but  by  the  laws  of  politics  it  is  ever  a  crime 
to  be  fomidabicw  This  he  knew  wellenough,  and  saw  pjaiuly  theire  was 
but  one  way  for  him  to  take :  and  this  his  inclination,  as  well  ^s  feasoHf 
led  him  to.  There  ras  but  one  way  to  lessen  his  offence,  and  that  was 
to  render  himself  lesa  feared.  To  this  end  he  concerned  himself  in  no 
manner  of  business,  and  seemed  wholly  bent  on  his  diversion  and  plea* 
Sfare."    He  acted  very  wall  this  part;  and  at  Villavveiosa,  the  ordinttry 

*yemdence  of  the  dukes  of  Braganza,  there  was  nothing  but  hunting* 
iftiatches,  entertainmeutti;  and  all  those  about  him  were  a  sort  of  peopfo 
lyroper  to  make  the  pleasures  of  a  delicious  country  relish.     lb  short, 

'itature  and  fortune  seemed  to  conspire ;  one  to  give  him  all  the  qualities 
ptoper  for  the  present  state  of  afReurs;  and  the  other  to  dispose  the  stat^'df 
siffiiirs  to  display  his  natural  qualities. 

.  These  did  not  shine  enough  to  give  the  Spaniards  grounds  (o  fear  ne 

tlfiould  attempt  to  make  himself  king ;  but  they  appeared  solid  enough 

for  the  Portuguese  to  hope  for  a  mild  and  easy  government  of  t))emse1ves, 

tfhouhi  they  re-place  him  on  the  throne  of  his  ancestors. 

fiis  oonduet  did  not  give  the  least  jei^Ionsy,  till  a  certain  accident 

-  HhmBtd  die  first  minister. 
"-Vhe  people  of  Evora  being  oppressed  with  new  taxes,  and  reduced  to 

'  chaspair,  roae ;  and,  ib  the  heat  of  the  tumult,  some  of  their  leaders  be* 
^w  to  eaclaim  against  the  Spanish  tyranny,  and  declared  publicly  for 
the  house  et  Braganza.  1  his  accident  made  the  court  sensible  how 
wneh  they  had  .mistaken  their  interest^  in  leaving  so  rich  and  potent  a 
Hiaiff  wkoae  rights  to  the  crown  were  so  clear,  in  the  midst  of  a  con* 
«piefcd  cauntry. 

For  this  consideration  the  council  of  Spain  resolved  to  secure  the  duke 

'  -of  Braganza,  or  at  least  to  send  him  out  of  Portugal.  In  the  first  place 
Aey  otfered  him  the  government  of  Milan ;  which  he  refused,  pret^hding 
hia  frequent  indisposition ;  that  he  had  not  a  sufficient  knowledge  of 
the  aftirs  of  Italy  to  acquit  himself  in  a  pott  of  so  much  diScnIty 
and  weight. 

The  minister  seemed  to  approve  his  reasons,  but  looked  out  for  some 
od>er  means  to  bring  him  into  court.     The  king*s  inarching  to  sni^press 

•ikie  Ttvttt  in  Catalonia,  was  the  matter  which  afibrded  the  next  pretenre. 
Upon  this  occasion  he  writes  to  him  to  come  at  the  head  of  th^  nobiKty 
#f4iis  oouatry,  to  join  the  troops  of  Castile  in  so  glorious  an  expedition, 
where  die  king  commanded  in  person.  But  the  duke,  who'had  a  just 
smspiciofi  of  whatever  came  from  court,  soon  discovered  this  artifice,  and 
iOlcevsed  himself  from  this  attendance ;  pretetidiog,  thaf  ^s*  birth  and 
quality  obliged  him  to  an  extraordinary  expenc^,  and^  his  ferftmed  wen^ 
W>fc  in  a  condition  to  support  it. 
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France  and  Spain  were  at  that  time  engaged  in  a  war,  and  the  Freadi 
fleet  l)ad  been  cut  off  the  coast  of  Portugal ;  and  thiaoccaskm  gavethit 
minititer  a  fair  colour  to  cover  hii  design.  It  was  neceaBary  to  appoiot 
some  general  to  command  the  forces  which  were  deaigned  for  the  de« 
/euce  of  the  coasU,  and  pref  enting  the  French  from  making  a  deseenL 
He  sent  tlie  duke,  therefore,  a  commission  for  this  purpoae,  which  was  la 
tilled  with  compliments,  and  intrusted  him  with  so  unlimited  a  power  ta 
ancrease  or  make  alteration  in  all  garrisons,  and  dispose  of  vesbels  in  the 
ports  at  his  discretion,  that  by  so  absolute  a  confidence  be  seemed  to  de« 
liver  the  whole  kingdom  into  his  hands*  But  this  fair  appearance  only 
concealed  the  snare ;  an4  at  the  same  time  he  sent  aecret  orders  to  Don 
Lopez  Ozono,  who  commanded  the  Spanish  fleet,  to  put  into  one  of  the- 
ports,  near  where  the  duke  should  happen  to  be,  upon  pretence  of  being 
driven  in  by  stresff  of  weather,  and  then  to  invite  hira  to  some  entertaia* 
ment,  and  when  he  was  aboard  to  bring  him  into  Spain.  But  fote  ar^ 
dered  matters  quite  otherwise ;  and  the  Spanish  admiral  being  surprised 
with  «  tempest,  lost  several  of  his  ships ;  and  the  rest  were  so  disperndt 
that  he  could  not  laud  with  them  in  Portugal. 

The  ill  success  of  this  project  did  not  dismay  the  Conde  duke ;  heinK 
puted  the  duke  of  Braganza*s  escape  wholly  to  chance  and  fortune,  con- 
cluding, that  all  things  must  necessarily  have  answered  bis  desires,  if 
Dom  Lopez  had  arrived  in  the  ports  of  that  kingdom  according  to  Us 
instructions.  And,  therefore,  be  invents  a  new  trick,  and  writes  to  that 
prince  in  the  most  obliging  mamier  he  could  imagine,  filling  his  letter 
with  the  highest  expressions  of  confidence,  as  if  he  had  been  a  partner 
witli  himself  in  the  ministry  and  government.  In  this  letter  he  complains 
of  the  misfortune  of  the  fleet,  and  how  sensible  he  was  of  the  loss  tliey 
had  sustained,  at  a  time  wlicn  the  enemies  were  so  formidable  at  sea; 
that  being  unhai)pily  deprived  of  the  naval  strength,  which  should  hare 
guarded  their  coasts,  the  king  wished  he  would  take  an  exact  review  of 
all  the  forts  and  harbours  of  that  kingdom,  which  might  be  exposed  to 
the  insults  of  the  French.  And  with  this  he  sent  an  order  for  forty. 
thousand  ducats  for  the  defraying  his  expeuces,  and  raising  more  forces 
in  case  it  should  be  needful. 

At  the  same  time  the  governors  of  the  citadels,  most  of  whom  were 
Spaniards,  liad  secret  orders  sent  to  secure  his  person,  when  a  favourable 
occasion  slioultl  present,  and  send  him  into  Spain. 

The  duke  of  Braganza  reflecting  on  these  high  marks  of  confidence; 
and  how  little  agreeable  this  was  to  the  usual  conduct  of  that  minister, 
l>egaii  to  susptfct  tiie  sincerity  of  his  intentions,  which,  in  the  end,  caosed 
the  author  to  fall  into  that  snare  which  he  laid  for  auother.  The  prince,. 
therefore,  writes  buck  to  assure  him,  that  he  accepted  with  abundance  of. 
joy  the  command  which  the  king  had  given  him;  that  he  hoped  by  his 
application,  and  zeal  for  his  service,  he  should  justify  his  choice,  and  shew, 
himself  worthy  of  the  favour  he  had  so  graciously  conferred  on  him. 

And  now  haviiiu;  a  nearer  prospect  than  before  of  re-mounting  the 
throne  of  his  ancestors,  he  made  use  of  all  the  pgwer  he  was  invested  with 
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to  put  lu9  friendii  into  all  posts  and  employs  where  they  nii^ht  one  day 
he  useful  to  him*  He  expended  the  Spanish  monies  in  inakini;  new 
oreaturei ;  and  when  he  vi»ited  the  forta,  it  was  always  with  great  atten<V 
ance,  which  made  them  d&^iMiir  of  seizing  his  person. 

The  whole  court  of  Spain  began  to  murmur  that  a  trust  of  so  high  a 
nature  should  be  lodged  in  him,  the  king  oidy  being  privy  to  thereasoira 
of  this  conduct.  Every  one  began  to  raii  at  the  conde  duke,  as  alliecl  to 
the  iionse  of  Braganza,  urging,  that  it  was  the  last  imprudence  to  make  n 
a  person  general  of  the  forces  in  Portugal,  who  liad  so  s^reat  pretensions 
to  tile  crown  pf  that  kingdom  ;  that  this  was  in  eflect  to  put  him  in  u 
coiiditioD  to  assert  his  title,  and  turn  his  arms  against  lUs  lawful  sovr- 
reign*  Tliis  served  only  to  confirm  the  king  in  his  resolution,  who  a{> 
4jroved  the  dcxign  l>etter  uhen  he  found  the  people  did  not  discern  tbt? 
secret  of  it.  Ii»  the  mean  time  the  duke  of  Braganza,  l^y  virtue  of  his 
new  employnient,  tniversed  all  parts  of  Portugal ;  iu  which  pcQgress  \ie 
laid  tbc  founchitioDs  of  his  restoratloiu  His  equipage  was  magnilicent« 
and  drew  the  eyes  of  xlie  people  wliere-ver  he  came.  He  heard  all  who 
came  to  him  with  threat  mildness  and  sweetness  of  tempej.  He  itept  the 
soldiers  from  committing  the  least  disorder  ;  frequFutly  .extolled  tlie  offir 
ccrsj  winning  them  by  all  the  recompences  which  were  in  Iiis  power  to 
bestow.  His  free  deportment  charmed  i!ie  nobility  ;  all  of  whom  he  re-> 
ceivcd  wiih  obliging  disUucUous,  according  to  their  vaint  and  quality  :  ' 
In  abort,  he  dispensed  bis  fa^'ours  wherever  he  came,  and  won  more  by 
hopea  of  future  benefits  tlmn  present ;  and  all  who  were  about  him  begaa 
to  esteem  it  the  greatest  happiness  which  could  beful  them,  that  so  noble  a 
prince  shouhl  be  restored  to  the  throne. 

The  party  who  adhered  to  his  interest,  omitted  nothing  which  might 
ronduce  to  establish  his  reputation*  Among  these,  none  laboured  more*  ' 
pfiectually  thaii  Pinto  Ilibeuro,  compt^dler  of  bis  houseiiold,  to  set  all 
machines  on  work,  and  fcinu  a  scheraefor  the  advancement  of  his  master. 
This  man  had  all  the  qualities  proi>er  for  a  business  of  this  nature :  He 
was  active,  vigilant,  had  great  experience  in  business,  and  a  violent 
|)assion  for  the  restoration  of  tlie  duke ;  doubtless  flattering  himself  with 
the  hopes  of  having  a  large  sliare  in  the  ministry,  whenever  he  should 
bring  this  to  pass.  The  prince  had  in  private  assured  him,  that  he  would 
lay  bold  of  any  fair  occasion  to  place  himself  in  the  tlirone,  but  was  re« 
solved  not  to  hazard  this  at  all  adventures,  as  a  man  who  had  nothing  to 
lose;  tliathe  might  manage  the  people,  and  gain  as  many  creatures  as  hit- 
could,  provided  himself  did  not  ap43ear  to  have  any  share  hi  what  he  did.'  ' 

Pinto  had  for  a  long  time  laboured  with  great  industry  to  observe  who 
were  disalfected,  and  to  encrease  tlie  number.  For  this  purpose  he  pri- 
vately raised  murmurs  against  the  present  government ;  sometimes  railiiif^ 
against  the  government  with  a  great  deal  of  warmth,  at  other  times  witli 
more  reserve,  according  to  the  character  or  humour  of  the  persona  he  wat 
with.  He  would  frei]ncntly  remind  people  of  quality  of  the  honourable  ' 
posts  their  families  had  formerly  enjoyed  when  PortugaHvas  governed  by 
i,td  natural  priocet.     But  nothing  exasperated  the  nobility  more,  thai^ 
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the  ftummoiiii  wliirli  the  kin>^  had  sent  them  to  attend  him  into  CaUlonft. 
Pinto  invei'^-hed  Hguiiibt  this  expedition,  representing  it  as  a  sort  of  la- 
nishraent ;  ur^ins^,  that  they  must  not  ho|ie  to  return  witfN^at  grrcat  f!if- 
iir  111  tics  ;  that,  besidi'S  a  vast  expcnce,  they  must  endure  the  hattrful  ii»t- 
leiice  of  tlie  S|>aninnlft;  that  the  court  of  Spain  had  n  prirate  iiiterattD 
rlfiitroy  the  hravest  men,  or  expose  them  in  all  places  where  there  mi 
most  <lan*]^*r,  and  least  glory  to  be  obtained. 

If  he  huppcne<l  to  be  amons;  citizens  or  merchants,  he  exclaimed  againt 
the  injustice  of  the  Spaniards,  who  Irad  ruined  Lisbon  and  the  whale 
country  of  Portugal,  by  transferring  the  trade  of  the  Indies  to  Ciidiz; 
he  entertiiined  them  with  nothing  elke  hut  discourses  of  the  extreme  ni* 
}:pry  they  were  reduced  to  by  so  tyrannical  a  goveroment :  extollin^  the 
Hollanders  and  Catalonians,  who  had  nobly  delivered  themselves.  In  the 
last  place,  he  suggested  to  tlie  clergy  how  they  had  violated  the  prinle<{« 
iind  immnnitios  of  the  church  :  that  the  most  considerable  diguilies  and 
benefices,  which  ought  to  be  a  reeompence  to  the  merit  'and  capacity  of 
the  Portuguese,  were  become  a  prey  to  foreigners. 

In  company  of  those  whom  he  kiiew  to  be  disaffected,  he  would  eier 
turn  his  discourse  to  his  master's  humour  and  manner  of  living.  Hen 
lie  would  complain  of  that  idle  life  in  which  he  seemed  to  be  buried,  ex- 
pressing his  great  regret,  that  the  only  person  who  waa  able  to  remedy 
their  grievances,  should  shew  so  little  affection  to  his  conntrr,  or  concera 
for  his  honour;  and  observing  these  discourses  tomalce  an  impre»ioDoo 
them,  he  pushed  matters  so  far,  as  to  flatter  some  with  the  glorious  title 
of  the  nssertcrrs  of  the  liberty  of  their  countr}',  raising  their  indignation 
at  tht^  ill  treatment  of  the  Spaniard,  and  to  give  others  hopes  of  advaiiciusc 
their  fortunes  by  a  revolution. 

In  short,  he  managed  the  temper  of  the  people  with  so  great  skill,  tbtt 
being  well  assured  of  divers  privately,  he  procured  a  meeting  of  the  nobi- 
lity, with  the  archbishop  of  Lisbon  at  their  head. 

This  prelate  was  descended  of  one  of  the  best  houses  (D'  Acn^na)  in 
that  kinirdom  :  wiis  a  man  of  learn insT*  an  able  statesman,  and  l>e]oted  lir 
the  people,  but  hated  by  the  Spaniards^,  whom  he  hated  no  \eii9,  bernu^ 
they  hud  preferred  the  orchhishop  of  Braga,  (Doni  Sebastian  de  M^ttos 
de  Noroj;nia),  a  creature  of  the  vice-qneen,  whom  they  ha<l  made  pre?i« 
deut  of  the  chamber  of  Oiiaco,  mid  given  a  share  in  the  administration 
of  affairs. 

Dom  Mi^nd  d'  Almeida  was  one  of  the  mo^^t  considerable  membera<tf 
this  company.  This  was  a  venerable  old  gentleman,  who  had  gained  a 
mighty  esteem  by  hi«*  worth.  lie  placed  his  glory  in  preferring  the  inte- 
rest of  his  country  to  his  fortunes,  and  could  not  without  indignation  see 
it  enslaved  in'  usurpers.  He  persisted  in  this  sense  his  whole  life  with 
great  bravery  and  resolution,  and  neither  the  advice  of  his  friends,  or  the 
intreaties  of  his  relations  could  ever  induce  him  to  go  to  the  palace,  nor 
make  his  court  to  the  Spanish  ministers.  The  steadiness  of  his  comlnct 
had  created  some  jealousy  of  him,  and  determined  Pinto  to  pitch  on  Urn 
to  make  his  declaration  to>  being  well  assured  he  should  not  hazard  any

thing  in  making  a  confidence  with  a  man  of  such  a  character,  and  one 
who  was  able  to  bring  so  great  a  uiiinber  of  the  nobility  over  to  his  (>arty* 

Dom  Antonio  d'  Alinada,  an  intimate  friend  to  the  archbiiihop  was 
there, and  Dom  Lewis  his  son ;  Dom  Lewis  d^  Acugna,  nephew  to  tliat 
prelate^  and  married  to  the  daughter  of  Dom  Antonio  d*  Alaiada,  the 
auwter  of  the  horse  ;  Mello,  Dum  George's  brother ;  Pedro  Mendoza, 
Dom  Rodrigo  de  Saa»  high  chamberlain,  and  divers  oflicer^  of  the  royal 
family,  whose  places  were  become  empty  titles,  since  Portugal  hud  lost 
hi*r  natural  kings. 

At  tliis  meeting  the  archbicihop,  who  was  naturally  elo(|neut,  displayed 
tlte  calamitous  state  of  that  kingdom ;  he  represented  to  them,  how  Philip 
the  second,  to  secure  his  conquest,  liad  destroyed  an  infinite  number  of 
the  nobility  :  that  he  had  not  spared  the  church,  witness  tlie  famous  britf 
of  absolution  (Conestagio)  which  he  had  obtained  of  the  pope  for  tlie 
massacre  of  two  thousand  priests  and  religious  persons,  whom  he  had  put 
to  death  to  sepure  his  usurpation  :  That  since  those  dismal  times,  the  Spa- 
niards had  not  changed  their  measures :  That  they  had  taken  off  a  great 
many  worthy  persons  for  no  otlier  crime,  than  their  love  to  their  country  : 
That  no  man  present  had  his  life  or  estate  secure  to  him :  That  the  great 
men  were  excluded  from  the  government,  destitute  of  employ,  and  negr 
lected  :  That  the  church  had  been  tilled  with  a  scandalous  clergy,  bince 
Yasconcellot  had  bestowed  benefices  as  rewards  on  his  creatures  :  That 
the  people  were  oppressed  with  taxes;  the  country  wanted  hands  to  till 
it,  and  the  cities  were  desolate,  being  exhausted  by  those  forces  which 
were  sent  into  Catalonia :  That  these  orders  to  summon  the  nobility  un^ 
der  a  pretence  of  attending  the  king,  were  the  last  shift  the  minister  could 
use  to  take  off  the  remains  of  those  gentlemen  whom  he  conceived  might 
be  an  obstacle  to  his  fieruicious  designs :  That  the  least  misfortune  which 
could  befal  them,  must  be  a  tedious  banishment,  and  they  must  wear 
away  their  liveti  in  the  heart  of  Castile,  while  new  colonies  were  possessed 
of  tlieir  estates  at  home  :  That  for  his  part,  in  this  deplorable  state  of 
things,^  he  should  chuse  to  die,  rather  than  sec  the  entire  ruin  and  de* 
struction  of  his  country,  if  he  had  not  some  hopes  that  so  many  worthy 
persons  were  not  met  together  to  no  purpose. 

This  speech  revived  in  tlie  company  the  uneasy  memory  of  tho?e  griev- 
ances they  had  so  long  labouretl  under.  Ever}-  one  was  earnest  to  give 
fiome  instances  of  the  cruelties  of  Vasconcellos ;  some  had  lost  tlieir 
states  by  his  injustice,  others  had  been  turned  out  of  tlieir  hereditary 
places  and  governments  to  make  room  for  his  creatures  ;  divers  of  them 
•liad  for  a  long  time  groaned  in  prison  to  satisfy  the  jealousy  of  the  Spa^. 
■nish  mioisters;  some  were  concerned  for  the  Io.4s  of  their  father's,  bro* 
thert,  friends  detained  at  Madrid,  or  sent  into  Catalonia  as  hostages  for 
the  fldelity -of  their  countrymen.  In  short,  there  was  no  one  in  this  pub- 
lic cause  who  had  not  some  pri\'ate  injury  to  revenge.  The  expedition 
into  Catalonia  incensed  them,  and  raised  their  indignation  to  the  lust  de« 
S^ree.  They  saw  plainly  this  did  not  proceed  from  any  neres:4ity,  which 
constrained  the  Spaniards  to  make  use  of  their  assistance,  but  a  design 
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of  that  court  to  rum  tlieni  by  so  long  a  march.  These  coDsidention^ 
joined  with  the  liopes  of  revenging  so  many  affronts  as  they  bad  recciTc^, 
determined  them,  and  maxSe  them  resolve  to  take  oil  proper  roeasnmto 
t^row  off  a  yoke  wliith  they  found  too  heavy  to  bear  ;  and  being deprifH 
of  all  hopes  of  mitigtftiiig  their  mihappy  condition,  they  reproached  their 
patience  as  a  baseness  and  meanness  of  spirit,  and  unanimously  agreed 
there  wnts  a  necessity  of  driving  out  the  Spaniard,  but  were  divided  vhst 
form  of  government  they  ought  to  prefer. 

One  part  of  the  company  were  for  a  republic,  like  that  of  HoUindr 
another  part  were  inclined  to  hare  a  king ;  and  of  this  number  some  pro- 
posed the  duke  of  Braganza,  others  the  Diarqnis  de  ViTlareal,  and  othen 
the  dnkft  d*  Aveiro,  all  three  princes  of  the  roj-a!  blood  of  Portugal,  csch 
ilelivering  his  mind  as  his  funcy  or  interest  Ted  him.  But  the  archbishop, 
who  was  devoted  to  the  house  of  Braganza,  d'extrously  using  the  anthc- 
lity  of  his  character,  made  u  remonstrance,  not  without  some  vehemence; 
iilledging,  thutthe  choice  of  government  was  not  arbitrary:  That  ihtj 
could  not  in  conscience  break  that  oath  of  Hdelitv  which  thev  had  taken 
to  Spain,  except  it  were  to  do  justice  to  the  rightful  hieir  of  that  croirir, 
which  all  the  ^Yorld  knew  was  the  duke  of  Braganza  ;  and,  therefore,  they 
must  resolve  to  acknowledge  hhn  as  their  king,  or  forever  remain  ander 
the  dominion  of  Spain.  In  the  next  place  he  desired  them  to  reflect  on 
the  |>owcr,  the  great  wealth,  and  the  vast  numberof  vassals  of  that  firiocc, 
on  whom  one  third  of  that  kingdom  depended ;  urging,  they  conld  neitr 
hope  to  drive  out  the  S[>aniards,  unless  they  had  him  at  their  head ;  uud 
tIi;itto  engage  him  in  an  affair  of  this  nature,  they  must  offer  him  the 
crown,  whose  right  was  induhitable,  as  being  the  first  prince  of  the 
blood.  From  iheiice  he  passed  to  his  good  qualities,  extolling  hi^  j^ra- 
dencc,  wisdom,  and  especially  the  sweetness  of  his  temper,  and  his  oblr- 
ging  behaviour.  In  short,  he  gave  so  happy  a  turn  to  this  matter,  tli^rt 
they  all  declared  for  him  as  their  king,  and  agreed,  that  nothing  should  be 
wanting  that  could  engage  him  in  this  design.  Thus  the  company  broke 
up,  having  first  agreed  on  the  time  and  phice  where  they  should  meet 
again,  to  consider  of  the  best  means  to  bring  the  iqattcr  to  a  speetly  nod 
successful  issue. 

Pinto  seeing  them  thus  disposed  in  favour  of  his  master,  writ  pri\-atejv 
to  him  to  come  into  the  neighbonrhood  of  Lisbon,  for  the  encouraging 
the  conspirators  by  his  presence,  and  taking  precise  measures  with  them 
for  the  execution  of  that  design.  This  crafty  man  put  in  motion  all  the 
wheels  in  that  affair,  without  appearing  to  be  any  farther  concerned  tbao 
a  private  person,  acted  by  a  zeal  for  the  public  service,  lie  seemed  it 
doubt  whether  his  master  would  enter  into  it,  upon  the  account  of  his  na- 
tural aversion  to  all  hazardous  undertakings,  which  require  appheatioa 
and  attendance.  He  started  some  difficulties,  which  served  only  to  re- 
move all  suspicion  of  any  understanding  between  him  and  his  master; 
and  yet  were  such  as  tended  rather  to  excite  their  ardour,  than  discou- 
rage them. 
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U|)on  the  advice  whifh  Pinto  gave,  the  duke  some  days  after  left  Villa- 
viciost«,  and  came  to  Almadu,  a  castle  near  Lisbon,  under  colour  of  visit- 
ing the  forts  of  that  kini^dom.  His  equipage  was  very  magnificent,  and 
he  had  a  vast  train,  composed  of  men  of  quality,  and  ofticers  of  the  army ; 
which  more  resembled  a  kinc^  tahing  po^^iieskiion  of  his  kingdom,  than  of 
a  governor  of  a  province  visiting  the  places  under  his  care  and  inspection. 
Being  near  Lisbon,  he  could  not  dispense  v.ith  paying  hiii  duty  to  the 
vice-queen.  When  he  entered  the  great  court  of  the  palace,  all  the  ave- 
nues were  filled  with  an  infinite  numlier  of  people,  who  crowded  to  see 
him  pass  along,  and  most  of  tiie  nobility  came  to  his  house  to  wait  on  him. 
It  was  a  general  holy-day  throughout  the  town,  and  all  people  were  over-* 
joyed  to  see  him  ;  there  seemed  only  to  want  a  herald  to  proclaim  hiia 
king,  or  resolution  enough  in  himself  to  put  the  crown  on  his  head. 

But  this  prince  was  too  wise,  and  had  too  much  experience  to  trust  sq 
im|>ortant  a  concern  to  the  sallies  of  a  fickle  and  inconstant  multitude; 
he  very  well  understood  the  vast  difference  between  those  vain  shouts 
which  the  people  soon  quit,  and  those  steady  motions  which  are  neces^ 
sary  to  support  an  enterprise  of  that  nature.  Thus  after  he  had  taken 
his  leave  of  the  vice-queen,  he  retired  to  Almada,  without  going  to  Bra- 
ganza-houee,  or  passin<i;  tlirough  the  city,  to  prevent  making  the  Spani- 
ards uneasy,  who  were  already  too  much  alarmed  at  the  transports  of 
the  people. 

Pinto  did  not  fail  to  observe  to  his  friends  the  fear  and  caution  which 
his  master  used  ;  urging,  that  they  ought  to  improve  the  opportunity  of 
his  stay  at  Almada,  to  break  the  matter  to  liim,  and  to  use  some  sort  of 
violence  to  engage  him  to  accept  of  the  crown,  which  was  at  this  time  ab- 
solutely necessary  for  the  public  good.  The  conspirators  approving  this 
advice,  appointed  him  to  obtain  of  his  master  some  favourable  occasion 
fior  making  this  proposition:  he  accepted  thi3  commission  without  much 
difficulty,  and  the  Duke  of  Braganza  agreed  to  an  interview,  on  condi- 
tion that  odIj  three  of  the  conspirators  should  meet  him,  not  judging  it 
proper  to  explain  himself  to  more. 

So  Miguel  d*  Almeida,  Antonio  d* Almada,  and  Mendoza,  came  to  him 
that  night;  and  being  introduced  privately  into  his  closet,  d' Almada, 
who  spoke  for  the  rest,  made  a  lively  representation  of  the  unhappy  state 
of  that  kingdom,  where  persons  of  all  conditions  were  exposed  to  the  in- 
justice and  cruelty  of  the  Castillians;  adding,  that  himself,  with  all  his 
greatness,  was  not  secure  from  their  attempts:  that  he  was  too  discern* 
ing  a  person  not  to  observe  the  industry  which  the  prime  minister  used 
to  destroy  him :  that  there  was  no  other  refuge  to  escape  his  ill  designs 
except  the  throne  :  that  in  order  to  put  him  into  that,  he  had  commission 
to  offer  him  the  services  of  a  considerable  number  of  persons  ol*ranki» 
who  would  sacrifice  their  lives  and  fortunes  with  pleasure  for  his  inte- 
rests, and  to  deliver  their  country  from  its  insolent  masters. 

In  the  next  place  he  told  him,  the  time  of  Charles  the  fifth  and  Philip 
the  second  was  past,  when  the  Spaniards  were  the  terror  of  £uro|Hr» 
and  gave  laws  to  their  neighbours  :  that  ibis  monarchy  which  had  ffu> 
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inerly  cooceived  such  vast  dengtu,  could  now  scarce  preserve  her  ancient 
territor}',  was  attiicked,  and  often  beat  by  the  French  aod  Hollanden: 
that  Catulonia  alone  employed  her  utmost  streog^  :  that  she^as  detfi* 
tute  of  troops  aud  mouey^  and  governed  by  a  weak  priace,  who  bisuelf 
was  governed  by  a  minister  hateful  to  the  kingdom.  He  wished  biin  te 
consider  the  alliance  and  protection  which  he  roi^ht  expect  from  those 
princes  in  £i]ro|>e  who  were  eternal  enemies  to  the  bouse  of  Austria: 
that  Holland  and  Cataloiiia  shewed  what  assistance  he  might  expect 
from  a  great  minister  (Cardinal  Richelieu),  whose  mighty  genius  seemed 
bent  to  ruin  that  house  :  that  the  sea  opened  a  way  for  receiving  all  ne* 
cessary  supplies.  In  short,  that  the  kingdom  being  emptied  of  the  Cas> 
tillian  garrisons,  which  the  king  had  been  forced  to  draw  out  of  PortogaJ, 
to  increase  his  army  in  Catalonia,  he  could  never  hope  for  a  more  £ivoar- 
ahle  juncture  to  assert  his  right,  and  free  his  country  from  tyranny  aod 
slavery. 

It  may  easily  be  thought  this  discourse  was  very  well  relished  by  the 
duke  of  Bragaiiza ;  but  he  with  that  coldness,  which  was  natural  to  hitt, 
so  ordered  the  expressions  of  his  reply  to  the  deputies,  that  he  seemed 
neither  to  lessen  or  encrease  their  hopes. 

He  told  them,  that  he  was  of  their  opinion  :  That  the  Spaniards  liad 
reduced  the  kingdom  to  a  deplorable  state :  That  himself  svas  not  exempt 
from  dan^r ;  Th-it  he  could  never  enough  commend  their  zeal  for  their 
country  ;  and  tint  he  was  in  particular  very  much  obliged  to  them  for 
the  favonrable  regard  they  had  for  his  interest :  but  af^er  all,  he  doubted 
if  the  time  was  yet  come,  to  think  of  such  violent  remedies  as  they  pro- 
posed, which  always  had  very  bad  consequences,  if  the  event  did  not  fall 
out  ns  was  projected. 

To  this  answer  (for  a  more  positive  one  he  would  not  give]  he  added  so 
many  caresses  and  obligintr  thanks  to  each  man  in  particular,  that  tliey 
went  away  s:itisfi€d  that  their  message  was  well  received  ;  but  that  they 
must  expect  the  prince  would  make  no  more  advances  in  the  matter,  thaa 
by  givin*^  bis  consent  when  things  should  be  in  a  condition  to  put  the 
succesH  out  of  doubt. 

After  the  deputies  were  gone,  he  agreetl  with  Pinto  what  new  measures 
were  best  to  be  taken,  and  so  went  back  to  Viila-viciosa;  and  now  he  be- 
«;an  to  feel  a  disqoiet  of  mind,  which  hindered  him  from  relishing  the 
pleasures  of  a  private  life. 

As  soon  us  he  wa.^  returned,  he  communicated  to  the  duchess,  his  wife, 
the  propositions  which  had  been  made  to  him.  This  princess  was  of 
b|»anish  extraction,  and  sister  to  the  duke  of  Medina  Sidonia,  a  grandee 
of  Spain,  and  a  governor  of  Andalusia.  She  had  by  nature  a  strong  in* 
clination  to  whatever  was  great  and  noble,  which  in  time  was  grown  up  to 
a  boundloss  passion  tor  glory.  The  old  duke  finding  mighty  things  were 
to  be  expected  from  her  wit  and  courage,  had  taken  care  to  improve  tlie 
gif\s  of  nature  by  a  suitable  education.  He  placed  about  her  the  fite^t 
persons  to  inspire  ambition  into  her  breast,  which  the  world  regards  ss 
lethlng  nublc,  aud  tlie  chief  virtue  of  a  prince.     She  learned  sevenl

tongues  with  a  gr^at  deal  of  ease,  but  nothing  could  come  near  that 
woudrouA  sweetness  with  wl)ich  she  expressed  herself  in  her  natural  Ian* 
gtiage.  In  the  sound  of  her  voice,  and  in  every  word  she  spoke,  was  a 
secret  charm»  which  ravished  all  who  heard  her.  Her  air  was  noble, 
great,  and  free,  fall  of  majestic  sweetness,  which  at  the  lume  time  in* 
^pired  love  and  respect  into  those  who  were  about  her. 

She  took  the  Portuguese  air  with  so  much  ease,  she  seemed  born  at 
Lisbon.  In  the  first  place,  she  was  careful  to  win  the  esteem  of  her  hus« 
hand,  which  she  perfectly  well  did  by  the  austerity  of  her  life,  by  a  solid 
devotion,  and  a  perfect  compliance  to  his  relish.  She  waved  those  plea- 
sures which  are  the  ordinary  amusement  of  persons  of  her  quality  and 
age,  and  seemed  to  employ  her  leisure  hours  in  those  things  which  might 
embellish  her  mind,  or  improve  her  judgment. 

'  The  dnke  of  Braganza  was  transported  with  the  happiness  of  enjoying 
so  finished  a  woman  :  He  had  an  infinite  esteem  for  her,  and  an  entire 
confidence  in  her :  He  never  undertook  any  thing  without  consulting 
with  her,  and  therefore  had  a  care  not  to  engage  in  an  affair  of  this  kind 
without  her  advice  and  opinion. 

He  discovered  to  her  the  plan  of  ihe  conspiracy,  the  names  of  the 
persons  privy  to  it,  their  zeal  and  warmth,  and  every  particular  that  had 
passed  nt  Lisbon,  and  the  conference  at  Almada.  He  added,  that  on  tha 
news  of  the  expedition  into  Catalonia,  he  plainly  saw  that  the  nobility 
would  revolt,  rather  than  be  compelled  to  leave  their  country :  That,  it 
was  to  be  feared,  upon  his  refusal,  they  would  look  out  for  another  head : 
That  notwithstanding,  he  could  not  forbear  confessing,  that  the  danger 
of  the  enterprize  startled  him  :  That  as  often  as  he  had  thought  of  this 
design  at  a  distance,  the  flattering  idea  of  greatness  had  made  an  agree- 
able impression  on  hi^  mind  ;  but  now  he  was  upon  the  |>oint  of  putting 
this  in  execution,  and  running  all  the  risks  of  so  hazardous  an  underta- 
king, he  could  not  look  without  dread  on  the  danger  which  he  and  his 
wH<o!e  family  were  about  to  throw  themselves  into.  That  the  fickle  humour 
of  the  multitude  was  not  much  to  be  relied  on,  the  edge  of  whose  cou- 
rage is  taken  off  by  the  least  difficulty,  and  they  easily  disperse  by  every 
blast  of  wind.  That  it  was  not  sufficient  for  him  to  have  the  nobility  on 
his  side,  unless  they  were  supported  by  the  great  men  of  the  kingdom, 
bnt  very  fiir  from  hoping  they  would  come  over  to  his  interest.  He  could 
not  bnt  foresee  they  would  be  the  most  cruel  of  his  enemies ;  the  natural 
pride  of  mankind  never  suflering  them  to  make  a  master  of  one  who  has 
once  been  their  equal. 

These  considerations,  with  several  others ;  as  the  power  of  Spain,  the 
small  assurance  of  foreign  assistance,  balanced  his  passion  for  govern- 
ment. But  the  duchess,  who  had  a  greater  firmness  of  mind,  and  a  more 
lively  ambition,  closed  wholly  with  the  conspiracy.  The  view  of  so  great 
an  undertaking,  served  only  to  excite  her  courage,  and  rou.^e  up  lier  ar- 
dent tliirst  after  greatness.  She  represented  to  her  Inibband  with  a  great 
deal  of  vehemence,  the  undoubted  rights  which  he  had  to  the  crown : 
That  iu  the  deplorable  state  to  t^hich  the  Castillians  Iiud  retluyed  Portu- 
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lea],  m  msn  of  h»  imnk  and  qvalitr  could  not  dt»peiise  with  remainiDgMiy 
lob^er  ibdificTC&t :  Tbat  hi»  childreo  aiul  po&tentj  woald  reproach  Lis 
EcefDcnr  «:th  a  poiillaDiiiiitr  bmcstli  bU  bloody  if  he  shonld  Imc  so  fs- 
ToOTAble  an  opportanitr.  Aficr  thi*  she  exaggenlcd  to  that  prince  the 
k«c«tsc<s  of  reigiiiD^  to  a  coaDUr  iibere  he  coald  oot  obey  without  fair; 
the  c)t&mi«  of  a  crown,  and  the  facilitv  of  seizing  it :  That  io  case  he 
ftbouWl  iBw»  of  that  foieign  aid  vbich  had  been  offered  to  him,  he  was 
pott  at  eaon^b  to  exptl  the  Spaniards,  especially  at  this  juncture,  wbca 
iLtrt  was  a  rerolt  in  Car&Ioaia.  In  fine,  she  so  skilfully  shewed  him  the 
croiro  on  its  OMMt  giitterin^  side,  that  she  determined  hiuu  But  in  this 
•he  agreed  with  him,  to  let  the  nnmber  of  the  conspirators  encrease,  be- 
fore he  tleciaitd  biaaself  mere  poutJrely»  and  not  to  appear  publicly  in 
tbl>  xnai:er  till  the  moment  of  its  execution. 

Ail  th:s  while  the  court  was  not  without  some  disquiet.  The  extrMr- 
dir.ary  marks  of  jor  which  the  people  of  Lisbon  had  shewn  on  the  duke 
of  Bnganza's  appearing  amoog^  them,  had  made  a  great  imprcniiap  oa 
the  miaister.  He  beg&n  to  suspect  private  clubs  were  held  in  that  city; 
and  >ome  rumours,  which  commonly  precede  great  events,  exceedingly 
encreased  his  uncasinesa. 

The  kin:;  held  sereral  councily  on  thii  occasion ;  in  which  it  was  re- 
solved, that  tur  the  effectual  deftating  tlie  Portuguese  hopes  of  a  revolt, 
the  duke  of  Bxagania,  the  only  perftuu  whom  they  had  occasion  to  fear, 
should  forthwith  he  sent  for  to  Madrid.  For  this  purpose  the  coode 
duke  sent  a  courtier  to  him,  witli  this  message ;  that  the  kiii^  had  a  miacl 
to  he  inibraieiJ  t'rom  hiinselt^aod  couferwith  him  concerning  the  state  of 
the  troui's  and  garrisonb  in  Portug^il:  Tl*at  he  was  mightily  wished  for 
at  c'.iurt  by  his  frieniU  ;  and  tiiat  he  could  not  doubt  he  should  be  rt- 
triivcti  in  a  maiitier  suitable  }o  }iis  birtli  and  merit. 

No  c-lc'^  of  titutider  could  have  surprised  hiin  more  than  this  news.  Tlie 
eanitrstnesis  azid  different  pretences  they  made  use  of  to  draw  him  out  of 
Portut;u1,  cou firmed  his  suspicion  that  they  had  a  design  ou  his  person, 
and  were  resolved  to  take  him  off.  They  had  left  pretended  employs  and 
faUe  caresses,  and  were  now  come  to  positive  orders,  which  would  ^ooa 
lie  tolKmed  by  force  and  violence  in  case  of  disobedience.  This  put  luoi 
into  a  panic  fear,  iiuagiuinj^  he  was  betrayed  ;  the  usual  fate  of  those  who 
have  ipreat  projects  in  their  head,  who  still  believe  the  world  is  busy  ia 
obiierving  their  steps,  and  guesses  at  the  secret  of  them.  Thus  did  that 
dilnJcnt  {>riaee  perplex  himself,  Uiinking  he  was  now  pluuged  in  ao 
ocean  of  l rouble. 

However,  to  gain  time,  and  have  leisure  to  give  the  conspirators  notice 
of  his  danger,  by  thcad\ice  of  his  wife,  he  sent  a  gentleman  of  his  house, 
a  person  of  ^reat  uddre^  and  fidelity,  to  Madrid,  to  assure  the  minister 
he  would  suddenly  attend  the  king.  To  this  man  he  gave  secret  instruc- 
tions, to  invent  from  time  to  time  d liferent  pretences  to  excuse  his  delay, 
hoping:  to  prevent  the  &torui  by  bringing  the  conspiracy  to  ripeness.  .4s 
^oon  as  this  gentleman  was  at  ^Madrid,  he  assured  the  king  and  fir»t  xni- 
ijister,  tltat  his  roaster  followed  iiim.    lie  took  a  great  house,  «hich  k 
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furnwhed  very  richly,  and  retained  a  great  namber  of  servants,  giving 
them  liveries  by  way  of  advance,  laying  out  very  considerable  sums  of 
money  every  day.  In  sliort,  he  omitted  nothing  to  make  them  believe 
the  prince  would  come  immediately,  and  appear  at  court  in  all  thesplen* 
^or  becoming  a  person  of  iiis  rank. 

Some  few  days  after,  he  feigned  to  have  received  advice,  that  he  was 
▼ery  ill.  At  last,  finding  this  would  not  hold  longer,  he  presented  a  me- 
morial to  the  first  minister,  praying  in  the  name  of  the  duke  his  master, 
the  king  would  assign  his  precedence  in  the  court. 

He  thought  this,  would  take  up  some  time  to  adjust,  and  meet  with 
opposition  from  the  great  men,  who  would  intervene  to  maintain  their 
rights :  But  tlie  minister,  who  began  to  suspect  these  delays,  soon  xe** 
moved  all  difficulties,  and  engaged  the  king  to  declare  in  his  favour,  in 
every  point  for  his  honour;  so  desirous  he  was  to  draw  him  out  of  Por* 
tngal,  and  see  him  at  Madrid. 

The  conspirators  no  sooner  understood  the  orders  which  the  duke  had 
received  from  court,  than  fearing  he  should  obey  them  they  sent  Mendoini 
to  confirm  him  and  engage  him  more  strictly  to  their  party.  They  made 
choice  of  this  gentleman,  because  being  governor  of  a  place  near  Villa^* 
vtciosa,  the  pretence  of  going  to  his  government  covered  the  secret  inten« 
tion  of  this  journey  from  the  Spaniards.  He  took  ah  opportunity  of 
meeting  that  prince  a  hunting;  they  struck  into  a  wood,  and  stopping: 
in  a  private  place,  Mendoza  laid  before  him  the  danger  which  he  eic posed 
himself  to  by  going  to  court:  That  he  would  absolutely  ruin  the  hopes 
of  the  nobility  and  people  by  putting  himself  with  too  rash  a  confidence 
into  the  hands  of  his  enemies  :  That  there  were  a  great  number  of  welU 
qualified  gentlemen  who  were  resolved  to  sacrifice  their  lives  arid  fortunes 
for  bis  service :  That  they  only  expected  4!otice  from  him  when  they 
should  appear :  That  the  critical  minute  was  now  come  when  he  roust 
chuse  either  to  die  or  wear  a  crown  :  That  it  was  hazardous  to  make  any 
farther  delays ;  and  he  must  not  doubt  an  afiair  of  so  great  importance^ 
^which  was  entrusted  in  so  many  hands,  must  needs  at  length  come  to  the 
knowledge  of  the  Spaniards.  The  duke  replied,  that  he  was  of  hi«  mind« 
that  he  might  assure  his  friends  that  he  was  resolved  to  put  himself  at 
their  head.  ^ 

Mendoza  returned  post  to  Lisbon,  acquainted  his  friends  with  the  sue* 
cess  of  his  voyage  ;  and  that  the  prince  desired  Pinto  might  come  tohim«" 
Him  they  sent  away  instantly  with  necessary  instructions  to  inform  th« 
duke  of  the  scheme  and  ways  by  which  they  intended  to  put  their  pro^ 
ject  in  execution.  When  Pinto  came,  he  acquainted  him  in  what  con- 
fvsion  the  court  at  Lisbon  was ;  the  vice-queen  oiade  high  complaints 
of  the  insolence  and  pride  of  Vasconcellos ;  that  she  could  no  longer  en« 
dure  that  all  the  dispatches  from  Spain  should  be  addressed  to  him,  while 
she  being  invested  with  a  glittering  title,  had  no  real  authority.  This 
complaint  was  the  more  to  be  regarded,  because  that  princess  was  a  per- 
son of  great  merit,  and  every  way  capable  of  discharging  the  extent  of  her 
trust :  bat  indeed  the  greatness  of  her  genius,  and  her  other  good  qua*-

•lidi&i,  were  the  pttneipa]  mson  whj  she  Imd  so  iocontiderable  •  shueii 
the  n^'emment  allowed  her. 

-'^  Pittto  obtctred  to  hi*  nitttter  how  this  miiaoderstandiag  farooifd  Iw 
deftigm,  and  that  he  conld  not  lay  hold  ai  a  fairer  ocoiiaoo  tlMm  thcKdi- 
^imns  at  ooarty  which  would  not  give  the  Spaoiah  mioistera  leave  ta  ah- 
Mrre  the  steps  he  shoald  take. 

The  duke,  who  perceiTed  the  strength  of  his  reaaoiia,  fiiond  hiimelf 
likewise  pressed  l^  that  geotlemao  whom  he  soit  to  Madrid.  Ht  re- 
lived letters  fronri  him  every  day»  asanring  him^  that  he  doald  not'fiad. 
liew  colours  for  his  ahaence,  or  deliide  the  oiiniater*  'wh»  woald  ooc  aay 
longer  hear  his  ^xcnses.  Thus  seeing  he  had  no  time  .to  loae*  be  resohed 
to  rise  without  delay.  And  now  to  g«n  time  for  the  dispoahig  his  UUm, 
he  commanded  his  agent  to  represent  to  the  Conde  duke  d^OKvaicsi^  Ihst 
he  should  have  been  at  Madrid  beforfe  that  tiraei  if  he  hud  had  nisaqr 
eiiongh  to  beor  the  expences  of  his  journey,  and  enable  bun-  to  msike  a 
^goQB  suitable  to  his  quality  and  character ;  and  thataaaoott'«sfeoolilil 
taiae  the  necessary  funds,  he  wonid  instaotiy  come  aw^  lor  the  eoart. 

When  he  had  sent  the  dispatch,  he  took  Pinto  with  hina  into  the-d^ 
cfaessVapartment,  to  consider  of  the  most  proper  meatia  to  put  their*de- 
aign  in  execntion.  And  after  some  debate,  the  doke  res^^ved  ontlai, 
that  it  was  necessary  to  secnre  Lisbon,  which  being  the  capital}-  wte  fife 
spring  which  moved  the  whole  kingdom  :  That  on  the.  same  day'thst 
city  shonid  'declare  for  him,  he  would  cause  himself  to  be  prselahstd 
king  of  Portugal,  in  all  the  cities  of  his  dependance :  That  those  of  M* 
friends,  who  were  governors  of  forts,  should  do  the  same  in  all  pla<^ 
where  they  commanded,  and  the  conspirators  should  raise  the  people  io 
all  the  tDwns  and  villages  which  belonged  to  them  ;  that  so  this  geueni 
insurrection  diffusing  itself  Kke  a  conflagration  through  every  part  of  the 
kingdom,  the  Spaniards  might  not  know  whither  to  bend  their  anas: 
That  he  would  fling  his  own  regiment  into  the  town  of  Elvas,  the  govrr- 
nor  of  which  was  at  his  devotion  :  That  as  for  the  manner  of  seising  Lis- 
bon, lie  could  not  prescribe  any  thing,  that  action  depending  wholly  oo^ 
the  time,  and  other  circumstances  when  they  should  attempt  it :  That, 
however,  he  was  of  the  opinion,  they  ought  to  make  the  first  attacks  on 
the  palace,  and  secure  the  person  of  the  vice-queen,  and  the  rest  of  the 
Sfiuiitards,  who  might  serve  as  hostages  for  the  surrender  of  the  citadel, 
which  otherwise  might  very  much  incommode  the  town  after  they  weio 
masters  of  it. 

He  gave  two  letters  of  credence,  one  to  d'  Almeida,  and  the  other  ta 
Mendoza ;  in  which  he  signified  to  them,  that  he  had  entmsted  the 
bearer  with  his  intentions  ;  he  only  added,  that  he  hoped  they  would  he 
faithful  to  the  assurances  they  had  given  him,  and  act  with  courage  and 
vigour  in  the  work  they  were  about  to  undertake.  After  this,  the  duke 
■sent  Pinto  to  Lisbon,  having  first  given  him  the  highest  marks  of  conf*' 
dence,  he  should  enjoy  the  same  place  in  his  affection,  after  a  revolntto^p 
that  he  now  had. 
'   As  sooQ  as  he  came  to  Lisbon^  he  delivered  his  letters  to  d*  MtJfmd^ 
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«ud  JMteado^a,  who  sent  immediately  to  Le  Mos  and  Core^,  whom  Pinto, 
had  formerly  brought  over  to  his  master's  interest.  These  were  two  rich 
citixens,  who  had  a  mighty  authority  with  the  people ;  they  had  passed 
thr#iigk  most  of  the  offices  of  the  city,  andiiad  a  great  namber  of  work- 
men who  depended  on  them.  These  men  had  taken  a  great  deal  of  pains 
to  fonient  and  cherish  in  the  minds  of  the  townsmen  an  aversion  to  the 
Spaniardsy  by  rumours  they  daily  spread  of  taxes  intended  to  be  raised 
the  beginning  of  the  next  year.  They  had  discharged  several  of  tli^ir 
workmen,  especially  the  most  mutinous,  pretending  the  badness  of  trade  . 
would  not  suffer  them  to  employ  them,  they  could  not  keep  them  any 
longer ;  while  their  real  intent  was  by  necessity  and  starving^  to  prepare 
tbsm.for  an  insurrection.  And  the  better  to  accomplish  their  ends,  they 
^  supplied  tiiese  starving  wretches  from  time  to  time*  keeping  them  at 
their  devotion.  Besides  this,  these  men  held  a  private  correspondence 
jviih  the  principal  persons  in  all  parts  of  the  town  ;  by  the  help  of  which,  ' 
they  assured  the  conspirators,  that  upon  notice  given  the  ui^ht  before 
the  execution,  they  would  engage  to  raise  the  people  at  any  hour  they 
should  assign. 

Pinto  being  thus  assured  of  the  inferior  people,  began  to  look  to  .the 
other  conspirators,  whom  he  urged  to  be  ready  upon  the.  first  alarm,  d^- 
sitiog  they  would  secure  their  friends  under  pretence  of  some  private 
quarrel^  without  making  them  privy  to  the  design  in  which  they  should 
be  employed.  In  this  conduct  he  gave  proof  of  an  extraordinary  pru^ 
dtqoe,  there  being  abundance  of  people  who  have  courage  and  resolution 
whei^  the  sword  is  in  their  hands,  who  are  not  able  in  cold  blood  to  bear 
thewetghtof  so  important  a  secret. 

Thus  finding  every  one  firm,  undaunted,  and  impatient  to  be  revenged 
on  the  Spaniards,  he  conferred  with  d'  Almeida,  Mendoza  d*  Almada^ 
wad  Mello ;  who  finding  all  things  in  such  a  condition  as  they  wished^ 
n^^veed  OB  Saturday  (1st  Dec.  1640)  the  first  of  December  for  the  ex- 
eei|tioA«  They  gave  notice  to  the  duke  of  Braganza  of  this  resolve, 
thatao  he  might  cause  himself  to  be  proclaimed  king  in  the  province  of 
Aleateio)  which  almost  entirely  depended  on  him  ;  and  agreed  before  the 
coittpany  broke  up,  to  have  another  meeting  (25th  of  November)  to  take 
the  last  -measures  for  the  action. 

The  25th  of  November,  at  night,  they  met  at  Braganza-house,  as  they 
had  agreed*  They  found  they  could  account  on  a  hundred  and  fifty 
gentlemen,  the  most  part^of  which  w^re  the  heads  of  their  families,  with 
all  their  domestics,  and  about  two  hundred  citizens  and  tradesmen  ;  and 
they  concluded  by  the  interest  of  these  they  should  bring  the  greatest 
part  of  the  people  over  to  them* 

The  death  of  Vasconcellos  was  resolved  on  as  a  victim  due  to  the  re* 
sentment  of  the  Portuguese,  and  some  proposed  to  trtat  the  archbishop 
of  Bragfi  after  the  same  manner.  They  represented  him  a^  a  man  whose 
great  abilities  rendered  him  formidable :  That  it  was  not  to  be  thought 
he  could  stand  as  an  unconcerned  spectator  in  this  public  confusion; 
That  possibly  be  might  put  himself  at  the  head,  of  the  Spaniartis^  and 
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.4beirore«tiire$;  and  whi&rtthey  were  busy  in  makiog  tbemielvei  ■aatot 
«f  the  palace^  be  might  thrpv.  himsel^ioto  the  citadel^  or  come  totbeai* 
mtaace  of  the  Tice-queeu,  to  ivhom  all  the  world  knew  be  vaa  detotcd : 
-That  iu  aa  afiair  of  this  nature  it  was  a  great  impradenoe  to  Ictfc 
••oemiea  behind  them  :  That  such  a  conduct  might  possibly  giTC  then 
occasion  to  repent  severely  of  their  ilUiimed  and  mistaken  pity« 
.  These  reasons  drew  the  greatest  part  of  the  company  to  consent  to  his 
death ;  and  this  prelate  bad  suffered  the  same  fate  as  VasGooceUos»  if 
{Dom  Miguel  d'  Almeida  had  not  taken  his  part.  He  remonstrated  to 
the  conspirators,  that  the  death  of  a  man  of  his  character,  and  in  so  Ugh 
«  dignity,  woold  render  them  odious  to  all  the  w<Mrkl :  That  such  an  sc« 
tion  would  draw  on  the  duke  of  Braganza  the  hatred  of  the  deigy  sad 
inqui^tion,  a  race  of  men  formidable  to  tlie'greate&t  princes,  and  add  the 
veproach  of  an  excommunicated  person  to  that  of  rebel  and  usurper: 
.That  the  prince  himsdf  would  be  deeply  affected  to  see  his  aocesnonto 
the  throne  blemished  by  so  bloody  an  action  :  that  himaelf  would  haft 
tn  Cjre  over  him,  and  take  effectual  care  to  prevent  his  undertaking  aay 
thing  to  the  prejudice  of  the  public  interest.  In  ifhort  he  spoke  so  nnch 
in  his  ftivour,  that  he  obtained  the  life  of  that  prelate,  of  his  friends,  who 
could  not  refuse  any  thing  to  a  man  of  his  worth. 
•  Nothing  farther  remained  to  be  adjusted,  but  the  order  they  shaald 
march  in,  and  the  manner  of  making  the  firft  attack.  At  last  it  was  le- 
aolved  to  throw  themselves  tn  four  different  parties,  into  so  many  sevenl 
parts  of  the  palace,  and  make  themselves  masters  of  the  several  avenues ; 
to  cut  off  all  commuuication,  and  prevent  the  Spaniards  from  briaging 
any  assistance.  That  Dom  Miguel  d'  Almeida  should  attack  the  Ger* 
man  guard  before  the  palace-gates :  that  the  great  master  of  the  horse, 
Mello,  his  brother,  and  Dom  £stean  d*  Acugnaat  the  head  of  the  towns- 
men, should  surprize  a  Spanish  company  which  kept  guard  every  day 
before  the  fort :  that  Feillo  d*  Menezes,  Emanuel  Saa,  the  great  cham- 
berlain, should  make  themselves  master  of  Vascoucellos's  apartment, 
ivhom  they  forthwith  should  dispatch :  that  Dom  Antonio  d'  Almsds, 
Mendoza,  Dom  Carlos  Norogna,  aud  Antonio  de  Salsania,  should  secure 
the  person  of  the  vice-queen,  and  all  the  Spaniards  iu  the  palace  to  serve 
as  hostages  if  there  should  be  occasion  :  that  wliilst  each  one  was  busy  in 
making  tliemselves  masters  of  the  posts  assigued  them,  some  few  hone 
should  be  detached  away,  who,  with  some  principal  citizens  should  pro- 
claim Dom  John  dnkc  of  Braganza,  king  of  Portugal:  that  when  the 
multitude  was  drawn  into  the  streets,  they  should  throw  themselves  where 
any  opposition  should  happen  to  be  made.  Thus  they  broke  up  with  a 
resolution  to  meet  on  Saturday  the  lirst  of  December,  some  at  Dom 
Miguel  d'  Almeida*8,  and  others  at  d'  Almada*s  and  Mendoza's  houses, 
where  the  conspirators  were  to  arm  themselves. 

While  the  friends  of  the  duke  of  Braganza  were  thus  busy  at  Lisboo 
in  advancing  his  affairs,  he  himself  was  employed  iu  securing  -the  pro- 
vinces ;  the  first  minister  alarmed  by  these  delays,  dispatched  away  s 
courier^  with  express  orders  for  him  to  come  immediately  to  court,  and 
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to  prevent  his  rmiking^  any  pretence  of  want  of  money,  he  sent  with  hiia 
an  order  for  ten  thousand  ducats  on  the  royal  treasury. 

This  was  plain  and  intoUis^ible  latirrnage.  The  duke  coald  not  defer 
.  his  journey  without  jnstly  readerrnj^  him.^elf  suspected  :  he  could  not 
with  any  colour  of  reason  di^^pense  with  obeying  the  kin^*s  message; 
and  had  grounds  to  ccncluile,  that  all  farther  delays  would  soon  bring 
Bome  unwelcome  orders  from  Madrid,  which  would  break  all  his  mea* 
«ures,  and  ruin  his  enterprize.  And  therefore,  lo  make  an  appearance  of 
complying  with  the  king's  pressing  commands,  he  ordered  the  greatest 
part  of  his  household  to  set  forward  for  Madrid. 

He  gave  all  necessary  orders  during  his  absence:  he  dispatched  away 
a  gentleman  at  the  same  time  to  the  vice-queen,  to  give  her  notice  of  his 
departure.  He  writ  to  the  first  minister  to  assure  him,  that  he  would  be 
at  court  within  eight  days  at  farthest ;  and  to  have  all  things  represented 
to  the  best  advantage,  he  bribed  the  courier  with  a  sum,  under  a  pre>» 
tence  of  a  gratuity  for  his  care  and  dispatclrin  bringing  the  king's  ordera 
to  him.  At  the  same  time  he  acquainted  the  consiurutors  with  these  fresh 
orders,  laying  before  them  the  necessity  of  putting  their  designs  in 
execution  on  the  day  which  was  agreed  on,  for  fear  of  being  prevented 
by  the  Spaniards. 

But  there  was  an  obstacle  which  hindered  them  fpom  attempting  any 
thing  so  suddenly.  There  ^^as  a  man  of  quality  at  Lisbon,  who  shewed 
on  all  occasions  a  violent  hatred  of  the  Spanish  government.  He  would 
ever  be  railing  against  them,  calling  them  tyrants  and  usurpers,  and  de- 
claiming against  their  injustice  and  oppression ;  above  all,  he  would  ever  be 
venting  his  spleen  on  the  expedition  into  Catalonia,  and  making  a  thou« 
sand  dismal  prognostics  on  it.  D'Almada  having  frequently  convened 
with  him,  did  not  believe  any  man  could  xnore  heartily  wish  the  prosperity 
of  Portugal,  or  would  be  more  transported  to  hear  of  any  designs  oa 
iisot  for  the  efiectual  restoring  of  its  liberty.  But,  gods !  how  he  was 
astonished,  when  taking  him  aside,  to  acquaint  him  with  this  conspiracy  i 
he  found  him  as  fearful  and  backward  in  action,  as  he  had^appeared  daring 
in  words.  He  began  now  to  excuse  himself  from  having  any  share  in 
this  matter,  or  being  concerned  in  this  plot,  pretending  there  was  no 
good  grounds  to  proceed  on ;  and  the  same  person,  who  so  bold  and 
brave  when  the  thing  was  remote,  was  now  become  timorous,  and  Scared 
at  the  prospect  of  the  least  danger ;  Where,  says  he  to  d'Almada,  are 
those  forces  which  are  necessary  to  sup|H)rt  a  design  of  this  nature? 
what  army  have  you  to  oppose  the  Spanish  troops,  which  will  be  poured 
into  the  country  upon  the  first  motion  of  this  kind  ?  what  great  mea 
have  you  to  appear  at  the  head  of  you  ?  Or,  have  they  a  fund  sufficient 
to  bear  the  expence  of  a  civil  war  ?  I  am  afraid,  thut  instead  of  restoring, 
the  liberties  of  Portugal,  your  attempt  will  only  prove  destructive  to  it, 
and  furnish  the  Spaniards  with  a  pretence,  which  they  have  long  sought 
for,  to  accomplish  the  ruin  of  this  kingdom. 

D'Almada,  who  expected  nothing  lens  than  expressions  of  this  kinJ^ 
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<Bliiftd'1ia'fihd^4itf  bid^tfwtcdl  hig^eCTft  in  foill  haodt^  gave  no^ihir 
•fuiwer  ^biitdmwiUg;  Ms  swordi  his-^jrei  sparldiii^  witli  nige»  replied* 
FUe^talilif^  dVberthos  shalt t^emy^ife,  topekher widiniy  iecret,«r 
I'WUI'nakiB'tliee  an  example  foriiairitig  thus  surprized  my  credulity 4)y 
thy^fies = ^nd  ntipostiive.  Tiie  Mher,  who  alaray s  held  it  firadent  to  aiaai 
ttffr  i-daDger  irhich  was  neaye«t»  at  the  sight  «f  » drawn  sword  conseatcd 
to  aH  that  d'A4mada  had  proposed,  and  odlered  to  enter  into  the  cooap^. 
itaicyy- finding  reasons  to  inralidate  those  he  ftrst  gave ;  he  swore  with  re- 
peated' oaths  again  to  keep  the  seoret  inviolably :  in  short,  he  forgot  no* 
thiisg  that  might  persuade  d'Almada,  that  it  waa  neither  oonrage,  osr 
want  of  resentment  against  the  Spaniarda,  whicfa  bad  kept  him  froai 
agreeing  to  the  proposal  as  sooif  as  he  hud  -mwde  itw 

Howerer,  d*Almada  did  not  dare  to  rely  on  his  oaths  and  assoranoei, 
but  was  mightily  disturbed  at  this  acctdeot ;  and  keeping  a  watcbial 
eye  <m  this  man,  he  gave  nottoe  to:  the  coaiipinitors  of  this  advealuir* 
The  alarm  was  sooa  spread,  aUd  several  reflections  were  made  cm  the  levity 
and  'incofistaiicy  of  this  man ;  «nd  they  tiegan  to  fear,  that  the  view,  sf 
dsteger,  or  the  hopes  of  a  great  reoampeuce^  should  induce  him  ta 
pfwve  treacherous  in  spite  of  all  their  care  for  prevention.  On  this  eaa- 
stderation  they  resolved- to  defer  the  execntiou  of  thdr  plot,  nnd  obliged 
Finto  to  write  to  his  mastet  to  forbear  till  he  reoeired  farther  news  from 
them.  But  Pinto,  wHo  veiy  well  knew  of  what  importance  it  is  la  ddier 
the  yfay  in  matters  of  this  natnte,  wrote  privately  to  that  prince  to  have  no 
rt^rd  to  bis  letter,  as  proceeding  only  from  a  paific  fear  in  the  cou* 
spirators,  which  would  certainly  vanish  before  the  messenger  could  arrire 
at  Villa-viciosa. 

And  so  it  happened  ;  for  the  next  morning  finding  evey  one  continue 
unshaken,  they  began  to  be  ashamed  of  taking  so  hot  an  alarm ;  aad  be 
who  was  the  chief  cause  of  this  uneasiness  being  a  little  better  aettled  (ei« 
therby  a  greater  generosity  of  temper,  or  apprehension  of -the  bad  con^ 
sequence  of  accusing  so  many  great  men)  they  resolved  to  adhere  to  dir 
day  first  agreed  on.  But  scarcely  was  this  difficulty  over,  when  another 
arose,  which  did  not  create  less  disquiet  amongst  them. 

Pinto  had  taken  care  to  place  divers  of  the  conspirators  about  the  palace 
to  observe  all  that  passed.  These,  as  they  appeared  to  walk  idly  up  and 
down,  the  night  before  the  execution,  which  was  to  begin  with  the  death 
of  Vasconcellos,  saw  that  minister  embark  on  the  Tago. 

None  besides  the  conspirators  could  have  drawn  any  conclusion  fram 
this,  since  a  thousand  several  occasions,  in  which  they  had  not  tlie  least 
share,  might  carry  him  over  the  river.  But  their  jealousy  was  so  grest, 
that  an  alarm  was  instantly  spread  amongst  them.  They  immediately 
c6ucluded  this  crafty,  fralitic  minister,  who  had  his  spies  in  CTery  coiw 
ner,  had  discovered  bomethiag  of  their  plot.  They  made  no  doubt  his 
gbing  over  the  water  was  with  design  to  send  some  of  the  troops  which 
quartered  in  the  neighbouring  villages  into  the  town.  The  images  of  the' 
terribte  punishmedts,  add  the  horrors  of  death  presented  tbcmselm 


the;  history  of  portugai^  sa 

to  their  imaguiations ;  they  fancied  tlieir  houses  surrounded  with  officers 
of  justice ;  and  some  began  to  think  of  flying  into  Africa  or  England  to 
escape  the  cruelty  of  the  Spankirdn.      They  passed  away  part-of  tiie 
Bight  under  these  terrible  apprehensions,  as  it  were  betweei>  life- aiKJL 
death,  when  some  of  the  conspirators,  who  kept  about  the  court,  .cane 
to  inform  them,  that  the  secretary  was  returned  with  hautboys  souoding^ 
before  him,  he  only  having  been  at  an  entertainmant  on  the  other  side  of 
the  water.     This  'news  put  an  end  to  all  tlieir  anxious  thoughts,  aud 
made  them  all  joyful ;  and  so  each  man  departed,  being  well  assured 
there  was  nothing  stirring  in  the  palace,  and  that  all  there  slept  in  a  pro- 
found security,  not  once  dreaming  of  the  next  day's  action. 
^     It  was  very  late  when  they  parted ;  and  from  that  time,  to  the  minute 
of  the  execution,  there  were  but  a  few  hours  of  night,  notwithstandint^ 
a  considerrble  accident  happened  in  tha\  space ;  which  shews  us  how 
full  of  uncertainty  and  hazard  all  enterprizes  are,  where  the  fear  of  pu* 
Biohment,  or  the  hope  of  reward^  may  tempt  men  to  be  treacherous  and 
faithless.     George  Mello,  brother  to  the  master  of  the  horse,  most  com^, 
monly  lodged  at  the  house  of  one  of  his  relations,  in  one  of  the  sub* 
urbs,  at  a  small  distance  from  the  city.      This  gentleman  thought  that 
the  minute  of  the  plot  breaking  out  being  now  at  hand,  his  relation, 
who  liad  for  a  long  time  been  his  intimate  friend,  might  justly  reproach, 
hicn  if  he  should  conceal  a  matter  of  that  importance  from  him,  in  which 
the  other  was  equally  concerned  with  himself  for  the  common  good  of 
his  country  :  That  he  could  easily  engage  him  in  the  conspiracy,  and 
bring  him  with  him  to  the  rendezvous.     Upon  this  consideration,  as  soon 
as  he  was  returned  [^to  his  lodging,  he  goes  up  to  his  kinsman's  chamber, 
and  taking  him  into  his  closet,,  communicates  the  enterprize  to  him,  urg- 
ing him  to  join  with  so  many  worthy  persons,  and  to  behave  himself  like* 
^  niau  of  honour,  and  a  tru^  Portuguese.     The  other  was  surprized  with 
so  strange  a  piece  of  news ;  however  he  strove  to  shew  a  sort  of  joy  to 
find  his  country  was  upon  the  point  of  recovering  its  liberty.     He  Uianked 
Mello  for  the  con6dencehe  had  honoured  him  with,  and  assured  him,  ho 
should  esteem  it  a  happiness  to  expose  bis  life,  and  be  admitted  to  have  a 
share  of  danger  with  so  many  brave  men  in  so  just  and  glorious  a  cause. 
After  this  they  parted  to  take  a  repose  of  some  few  hours  ;  Mello  wa« 
scarcely  in  his  chamber  before  he  began  to  repent  of  his  excessive  confi<« 
dence,  and  to  blame  himself  for  hstVing  put  the  fate  of  so  many  worthy 
men  into  the  hands  of  a  person  he  was  not  entirely  assured  of*'    He 
thought  he  discovered  in  his  eyes  and  countenance  a  secret  uneasiness,, 
and  the  marks  of  surprize  and  apprehension  at  the  prospect  of  so  dange« 
rpus  an  enterprize.      In  short,  he,  was  afraid  the  fear  of  punishment, 
and  the  hopes  of  a  certain  reward,  might  prevail  with  him  to  make  a 

discovery. 

Full  of  these  tormenting  reflections  he  walked  about  his  chamber; 

when  hearing  a  sort  of  muttering  noise,  and  several  persons  talking  low, 

he  opened  his  window  to  hear  what  they  said  :  and  by  the  helj^  of  a  jLiiu^**

return  a^iui  into  his  chamber,  and  toi)k  tlie  Iceys  ittlorig  with  him,  and 
kJ)K'himf  under  h)ft  e\*e  tiU the  time  of  action^  and  tlien  brought  iiim  with 
hfM'to'ai^t  llielnther  c6n«piraloni.  -^ 

'At  l^nf^h  the  day  was  come  when  the  event  was  to  determine  whether 
the  duke  of  Bragau/a  deserved  the  title  of  king,  and  deliverer  of  Yon 
country,  op  that  of  rebel  and  enemy  of  the  state. 

The  conH)>iriitoni  came  early  to  the  honae  of  Dom  Miguel  d'  Almeida,' 
and  the  other  gentlemen,  where  they  were  to  arm  themselves.  They  all 
appeared  there  with  so  much  resolution  and  contideuce,  they  seemed  to 
go  to  a  ccttnin  victory.  It  was  remarkable,  that  in  so  great  a  number  of 
cl^g\'meni  citizens,  and  gentlemen,  all  actuated  by  different  interests,  ndC 
one  man  out  of  the  whole  number  foiled  in  his  word  and  honour :  every 
one  was  impatient  for  the  moment  of  execution,  as  if  he  had  been  chief, 
and  author  of  the  enterprise,  and  expetited  the  crown  for  the  reeorapeace 
of  *the  dahgers^hrch  he  exposed  MfAwdf  to.  Divers  ladies  coveted  t 
share  in  thii  glorious  exploit;  and  history  has  preserved  the  miinorf  sf 
Dbfia  Philippa  de  Villehas,  who  arhied  both  hersons  with  her  own  handi; 
aiktafYersheT-'had  put  on  their euinSases,  Go,  my  children^  says  she,  pat 
an-^plvd'  to-  trMtiuy,  and  revenge  yourselves  of  your  eneoiiea ;  and  be 
assured,  that  if  ronr  attempt  fail  of  success,  your  mother  will  not  aurvive 
one  moment  the  misfortane  of  so  many  brave  men. 

A*!!  being  thus  armed,  made  their  way  to  the  palace,  and  divers  of 
them  went  in  chairs  to  conceal  ^heir  number  and  arms.  They  divided 
thecfisel^s-into  four  bodiei^,  as  was  agreed,  waiting  with  a  great  deal  of 
irtipatieni-'e  till  the  clock  struck  eight,  which  was  the  precise  moment  ef 
ex^cnition.  •  Never  did  time  seem  so  long ;  the  fear  of  having  their  nuoa- 
ber  observed,  or  that  the  early  hour  they  appeared  before  the  palace^ 
iirH«ht  s»ive  -the  Ferretary  any  suspic^pn,  mad^  them  very  uneasy.  At 
lentil' ft- st fuck  eight  oVlock,  and  Pinto  having  fired  a  pistol,  they  all 
took"ti)€  srghal."" 

-'Kaeh  rrjaii  charged  briskly  in  the  f)ost  assigned  him,  Dom  Miguel 
d^  Almeida/ with  his  party,  fell  on  the  German  guard,  who  being  unpro* 
vFded)  and  destitute  of  arms,  were  soon  defeated,  and  that  almost  without 
ma^ling-any  resistance. 

■The  ititt*iler  of  the  horse,  Mello  his  brother,  and  Dom  Estevan 
d'  Acogna,  attacked  the  Spanish  company,  which  lay  before  that  part  of 
tM^^'fARlet-  tvhidi  is  called  the  fort.  In  this  he  was  ^sustained  by  those 
townsmen  who  were  conrerued  with  liim.  These  men,  with  theh*  swords 
in  £lW^®T?8ftds,'  'forced"  the  corps  de  gurde  where  the  Spiniardt  were  rs- 
treflr^^.^'^^tfthotfe  made  a  more  cdnsWerable  figure  thaOF  a  'priest  of 
the  lowtiy  wife  matched  at  the  head  of  the  conspirators,  with  a  crucifix  in 
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oB«  kiaod,  and  a  sword  ia  Ike  olher,  exhorting  the  peoplf  to  cut  their 
eaeiuies  iu  pieceii,  and  charging  the  Spaniards  himself  with  the  utmosl 
fury.  AU  fled  before  him  ;  for  apfiearing  armed,  with  an  object  thai  m^ 
ligion  leaches  us  to  revere,  no  |ierson  dared  to  hurt  him.  Thus,  after  a 
slight  resistance,  the  Spanish  officer  and  his  soldiers  were  forced  to  subf! 
mit,  and  save  their  lives,  by  crying  as  the  rest  did,  God  save  the  dakf  ^ 
Braganza,  king  of  Portugal. 

Pinto  having  thus  made  his  way  to  the  palace,  put  himself  at  the  hea^ 
#f  those  who  attacked  the  apartments  of  Vasconcellos^  He  marched  with 
so  much  assurance  and  resolution,  that  happening  to  meet  one  of  his 
friends,  who  asked  him,  tpembling,  where  h<^  was  going  with  that  number' 
ef  armed  men,  and  what  he  whs  about  to  do  ?  Nothing,  replied  he,  smiU 
ing,  but  to  dethrone  a  tyrant,  and  restore  a  lawful  prince. 

In  entering  the  secretary's  apartment  they  met.  Francisco  Soares 
d*  Albergeria,  the  civil  tieuteuant  (corrigidor  de  civil),  who  was  going  out 
of  his  lodgings.  This  magistrate  thinking  the  tumult  only  proceeded 
freos  a  quarrel,  oflfi-red  to  interpose  his  authority,  to  end  the  fray.  But 
hearing  them  cry  on  all  sides,  God  save  the  duke  of  Braganza,  he 
thought  the  honour  and  duty  of  his  place  obliged  him  to  cry,  God  save 
the  king  of  Spain  and  Portugal,  which  cost  him  his  life ;  one  of  the  cotk^ 
spiraters  shot  him  instantly  dead,  prood  to  baye  this  occasion  to  punish 
his  ilUtimed  loyalty. 

Antonio  Correa,  ttrst  commissioner  of  the  secretary,  ran  out  upon  the 
first  noise.  This  man  vas  the  common  instrument  of  his  cruelties ;  mnA 
after  the  example  of  his  master,  treated  the  nobility  w'ith  great  contempt, 
Dom  Antonio  de  Menezes,  plunged  his  da^er  in  his  breast.  This  Mow 
could  not  make  the  wretch  sensible  his  power  was  at  an  end,  but  imagine 
ing  in  this  assault  they  had  mistaken  him  for  another,  he  turned  in  a  rage 
to  Menezes,  crying,  dogs,  how  dare  you  strike  at  me :  tlie  other  without 
replying,  redoubled  his  thrusts,  and  laid  him  on  the  ground,  weltering  in 
}m  blood.  However,  these  wounds  did  not  prove  mortal,  and  he  escaped 
at  that  time,  to  lose  his  life  after  .with  more  ignominy,  by  the  hand*  of 
the  common  executioner. 

The  conspirators  having  thus  treated  the  commissfiry,  who  had  ttopt 
them  for  a  small  while  on  the  stairs,  forced  into  the  secretary's  chamber* 
I|e  h^  then  with  him  Diego  Garcez  Palleia,  a  captain  of  foot*  who 
seeing  such  a  multitude  of  people  enter  armed  and  enraged  miatruat^d  a 
design  on  the  life  of  Vasconcellos.  Though  he  had  no  obligation  to  that 
minister,  the  generosity  of  bis  temper  made  him  throw  himself  out  of 
the  door,  with  his  sword  in  his  hand,  to  dispute  the  entry  of  the  conspw 
rators,  and  give  the  secretary  time  to  make  his  escape,  but  leoeivinig  a 
hurt  in  hit  arm,  and  being  disabled  from  holding  his  tword,  and  opprest 
by  the  multitude,  he  threw  himself  opt  of  the  window,  and  had  the  good 
luck  to  escape  with  life. 

Immediately  the  conspirators  rushed  in  a  crowd  into  the  secretary's 
|odgiogta  they. searched  for  him  every  where,  overturned  the  beds,opei|od 
the  coffers,  every  one  was  eager  to  have  the  honour  of  the  first  blow.  ^

He  had  lif 
Mterean  admirable  gisnins  for  bmiiiMi^,  wos  eiftian  of  grckt  ability  abd 
epplicatioii,  of  a  manrenons  indnstry,  fraitfol  in  inrentiny  nev  metiiodt 
of  drawing  money  from  the  people,  en^^^^  eoliseqiience,  void  rf'all 
fitr,  inflexible  and  ffgoroift^emilocrtieKy  i  he  bad  no  regard  to  kia- 
dfed^  friends,  or  other  considerattooa :  jio  man  bad  any  ascendant  om 
hithhe  was insennMeto att fil^Qi^  tAd  Incapable  of  bein^  tondwd 
Wth  any  remote  of  conscience :  he  had  heaped  tc^^her  tmmenve  wealth, 
by  his  place,  part  of  which  was  pinnderedjn  the  heat  of  the  sedition,  the 
people  pretending  to  do  themselves  right  lor  fhe  damages  they  sustained 
during  liis  ministry. 

Pinto,  without  lusing  time,  marched  to  join  the  other  confederatn, 
who  were  ordered  to  make  themselves  roasters  of  the  p^ace,  and  seize 
the  person  of  the  vice-qaeen :  he  fonnd  that  this  was  done  already,  and 
that  all  parts  of  their  design  had  been  crowned  with  equal  success.    In 
fhort,  those  who  were  appointed  to  attack  the  apartment  of  the  princ^^, 
presenting  themselves  before  the  gates,  and  the  furious  multitude  threaten- 
ing to  set  fire  to  them,  if  they  did  not  forthwith  open  them,  the  vice- 
qneen,  attended  with  her  maids  of  honour,  and  the  archbishop  of  Brags, 
presented  herself  at  her  chamber-door,  flattering  herself  that  her  pieseface 
frould  appease  the  nobility,  and  oblige  the  people  to  withdraw.    GeMle- 
men,  said  she,  advancing  towards  the  principal  of  the  conspirators,  the 
'secretury  has  justly  drawn  on  himself  the  odium  of  the  people,  and  year 
indignation,  by  his  haughty  and  insolent  carriage ;  and  now  his  death 
has  delivered  you  irom  so  hateful  a  minister,  methinks  your  resentment 
pnght  to  be  satisfied  ?  Consider,  gentlemen,  these  diso'rtlers  may  as  hidier- 
to-be  imputed  to  your  hatred  agaipst  the  secretary ;  but  ?f  you  pernit 
any  longer  in  this  tumultuous  manner,  you  will  be  gpiltV  of  rebellion, 
pud  Midiet  me  unable  to  make  any  defTence  for  yoti  to  the  king.

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many  people  of  rank  had  appeared  in  arms  to  take  away  the  life  ol'  a 
wretch,  who  ought  to  hiive  lost  it  by  the  hands  of  the  comnion  hangman  ; 
That  they  were  met  together  to  restore  the  duke  of  Braganza  toa  cro\*n, 
that  rightfully  beloni^ed  to  hiai^  and  had  been  usurped  by  strangers, 
and  they  would  sacrifix:e  their  lives  wiih  pleasure,  to  replace  lum  ou  the 
throne.  She  was  about  to  reply,  anil  interpose  the  king^s  authority,  but 
d* Almeida  fearing  th.ut  any  longer  parley  might  abate  the  licat  of  the 
conapirators,  interrupted  her,  teDiiig  her  in  short,  Portugal  owned  no 
oiher  king  than  the  duke  of  Lraganza,  and  the  conspirator*}  immediately 
gave  a  shout,  each  striving  to  out-vie  the  other, — God  save  Don  Johu« 
King  of  Portugal. 

The  vice-queen,  seeing  the  torrent  had  broke  all  bounds,  thought  she 
should  find  more  obedience  in  the  city,  and  that  her  presence  would 
have  more  influence  on  the  people  and  townsmen,  when  the  conspirators 
were  not  there  to  encourage  them.  But  as  she  offered  to  go  down,  Don 
Caxios  Norogna  intreated  her  to  keep  in  her  chamber,  assuring  her  she 
should  be  served  with  the  same  respect,  as  if  she  had  still  the  command 
of  the  kingdom,  telling  her,  he  did  not  judge  it  by  any  means  convenient 
to  expose  the  person  of  so  givxit  a  princess  to  the  insults  of  the  multitude, 
fvlio  were  alj  in  tumult,  and  full  of  zeal  for  their  liberty.  She  soon  un- 
derstood she  was  his  prisoner,  and,  vexed,  dej[nandcd  in  a  disdainful  man- 
ner. And  what  can  the  mob  do  to  me  }  To  which  Norogna  replied,  in  a 
very  great  passion,  Nothing,  madam,  but  throw  your  highness  out  o( 
tile  windows. 

Tile,  arch bisho|)  of  Braga  was  incensed  at  these  words  of  Norogna,  and, 
snatching  a  sword  from  a  soldier  near  him,  attempted  in  an  outrageous 
manner  to  tiirow  himself  through  the  conspirators,  to  kill  him,  and  re- 
veuge  the  afi'ront  done  to  the  vice-queen;  but  Dom  Miguel  d'Almeid<i 
embracing  him,  conjured  him  to  consider  the  danger  to  which  he  ex« 
posed  himself,  and  taking  him  aside  by  force,  told  him,  his  life  had  not 
cost  nothing  :  that  he  had  a  great  deal  of  difficulty  in  obtaining  it  from, 
the  conspirators,  to  whom  his  person  was  odious  enough,  that  he  had  no 
farther  need  to  exasperate  them  by  a  piece  of  bravery  so  ill-timed,  and 
so  little  agreeable  to  a  person  of  his  character.  By  this  means  he  was 
persuaded  to  withdraw,  and  dissemble  his  passion,  hoping  time  would 
give  him  a  more  favourable  occasion  of  shewing  his  resentment^  and  his 
devotion  to  the  interest  qf  Spain. 

The  rest  of  the  conspirators  secured  the  Spaniards,  who  were  eitlier 
in  the  palace  or  the  city  :  they  seized  ou  the  marquess  de  la  Pueiba, 
major-domo  to  the  vice-queen,  and  eldest  brother  to  the  marquess  dr 
Legauez,  Dom  Didaco  Cardevas, — major-general,  Dom  Fernant  de 
Castro, — intendant  of  the  marii.e ;  the  marquess  de  Bainetto,  gentleman 
usher  to  Uie  vice-queen,  and  several  sea-officers  who  were  in  the  port. 
All  this  vn»  dor>e  with  as  little  disturbance  as  if  they  had  been  appre- 
hended by  orders  from  tlje  king  #f  Spain.  No  man  stirred  to  assist  then;, 
had  tliemselves  were  not  iu  a  condiiioD  to  resist,  being  for  the  aip?t  pu^t 
takeu  in  their  bieds. 
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lo  the  next  filace,  AQtoiiip  de  Saldania,  at  the  head  of  his  friendivith 
a  Yaftt  crowd  followiog  him,  weot  up  to  the  soyereign  chamber  of  JDStieie; 
be  made  a  short  speech  to  the  couapaoy,  displaying  the  happioessof  Por- 
tugaly  that  Qoir  had  regaiQed  her  natural  lord :  telling  them,  that  tj« 
ranuy  was  now  at  an  end :  that  the  laws  would  be  re-established,  and 
justice  have  its  ancient  course,  under  the  government  of  so  wise  and  jM 
a  prince*  This  speech  was  received  with  a  general  applause^  and  m* 
sweied  by  loud  acclamations ;  and  all  decrees  made  m  the  king  of  Spaio*! 
name  were  changed,  and  stiled.  By  the  Authority^and  in  tlieNtmesf 
Dom  Juan,  King  of  Portugal. 

Whilst  this  gentleman  obliged  the  chamber  of  justice  to  own  the  dake 
6f  Braganza  for  their  king,  Dom  Gaston  Con  tinge  set  free  those  wbooi 
the  severity  c^  the  Spanish  ministers  had  confined*  These  poor  men  pav- 
ing in  one  moment  from  a  gloomy  dungeon,  and  the  continual  fetr  of 
death,  to  the  delightful  view  of  the  liberty  of  their  country,  transpoitsd 
with  gratitude,  and  dreading  the  return  of  tiieir  cliains,  made  up  a  oc# 
company,  who  did  uot  shew  less  ardour  to  establish  the  throne  of  the 
duke  of  Braganza^  than  the  body  of  the  nobility,  who  fomted  the  fine 
design* 

In  the  midst  of  this  genenil  gladness,  which  the  success  of  the  enteiw 
prixe  gave  the  cotispiratort,  Pinto,  and  seveial  of  the  chief  were  extremely 
uneasy*  TheSpkniards  were  still  in  the  citadel,  from  whence  they  coild 
batter  the  town»  and  soon  give  them  ooeasion  to  repent  of  their  hasty 
joy  :  besides,  this  was  a  port  where  the  king  of  Spain  could  re-enter  the 
city  at  pleasure ;  therefore,  thinking  they  liAd  done  nothing  till'they  were 
masters  of  the  place,  they  went  to  the  vice-queen^  and  demanded  an  or« 
der  from  her  for  the  governor  to  put  that  into  their  hands. 

She  rejected  the  proposition  with  scorn,  reproachin<^  them  with  their 
rebellion,  and  askiog  them  disdainfully,  if  tliey  intended  to  make  her  so 
accomplice.  D* Almeida,  mad  at  her  refusal,  all  on  tire,  and  his  eyet 
sparkling  with  rage,  swore  that  if  she  did  uot  sign  this  order,  without 
farther  delay,  he  would  instantly  stab  all  the  Spaniards  they  had  in  cus- 
tody. The  princess,  surprised  at  the  passion  of  the  man,  and  fearing  so 
many  people  of  quality  might  lose  their  lives,  thought  the  governor 
knew  his  duty  too  well  to  pay  obedience  to  an  order  which  he  must  needs 
see  wa^  extorted  by  force,  and  upon  this  consideration  she  «goed  it,  hat 
this  had  a  very  different  effect  from  what  she  imagined.  The  Spanish 
governor,  Dom  Louis  del  Campo,  a  man  of  small  resolution,  seeing  lo 
many  of  the  conspirators  in  arms,  and  followed  by  a  vast  crowd  of  people, 
who  threatened  to  tear  him  and  the  whole  garrison  in  pieces,  if  he  did 
instantly  surrender,  was  glad  tocomeofitso  cheaply,  and  have  so  goods 
pretence  to  cover  his  cowardice^  surrendered  the  citadel,  and  tamely  de- 
livered it  into  their  hands.  The  conspirators  having  thus  secured  all 
sides,  dispatched  away  Mendoza  and  tlu?  master  of  the  horae  to  tlie  duke 
of  Braganza,  to  carry  him  the  news,  and  to  assure  him  from  the  city,  thst 
their  was  nothing  wanting  to  complete  their  joy,  but  tlie  presence  o£ 
their  king. 
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However,  this  waa^.not  equally  desired  by  all  persons*  The  great  meu 
•f  tlie  kingdom  could  not  see  hit  eleration  without  a  secret  eovy,  and 
most  of  the  nobility  (who  hud  no  sliare  in  the  conspiracy)  were  aiknt^ 
waiting  for  the  issue  before  they  would  declare  their  sentiments.  Nay, 
tome  proceedetl  so  far  as  to  question,  whether  that  prince  would  own  ^im 
action  which  would  infallibly  have  such  terrible  consequences.  Above 
all  the  rest,  the  creatures  of  Spain  were  in  a  strange  consternation,  not  a 
man  of  them  daring  to  stirj  for  fear  of  Irritating  the  people^  furious  with 
their  new  liberty,  and  everyone  kept  himself  close  at  J)ome»  till  <tjflMr 
thoold  shew  what  they  had  to  fear  or  hope  from  the  design^  of  the  dukfi^ 
•fBraganza.  ,..  i 

But  his  friends,  who  were  well  informed  of  bis  intentioDfl^  fniraaed 
tlieir  way.  They  met  at  the  palace  to  give  orders,  till  thtif  new  mat* 
ter  should  arrive,  and  unanimously  declared  the  archbiahop  x>£  lusw 
bon,  president  of  the  eouncil,  and  lieutenant-general  for  the  Jung. .  He 
excused  himself  at  first,  representing  to  them,  that  the  pratent  state 
of  the  kingdom  required  a  general,  rather  tluui  a  man  of  his  chancter, 
io  such  a  post.  ,  But  at  length,  pretending  to  (comply .with  theimportu- 
nity  of  his  friends,  he  consented  to  take  upon  him  the  signing  of  the  or* 
ders,  provided  the  archbishop  of  Braga  were  appointed  for  hi*,  colleague 
in  the  management  of  business,  and  ail  dispatches  till  the  Inag^a  vrival; 

By  this  device,  that  crafty  and  politic  prelate  hoped,  under  colour  of 
aharing  an  authority  with  him,  to  render  the  other  ai)  accomplice  and 
criminal  in  the  eyes  of  the  Spaniards,  if  lie  accepted  the  offer ;  or  in 
ease  he  refused,  to  ruin  him  with  the  king,  and  render  him  odious  to  the 
people,  and  all  Portugal,  as  a  declared  enemy  of  that  kingdom. 

The  archbishop  of  Braga  perceived  the  snare  laid  for  him,  but  being 
wholly  devoted  to  the  Spaniards,  and  in  the  interests  of  the  vice^ueen, 
he  refused  peremptorily  to  have  any  share  in  the  government.  So  tlie 
archbishop  of  Lisbon  had  it  alone,  and  Dom  Miguel  d' Almeida,  Pedro 
Meudoza,  and  Dom  Antonio  d*Almada  were  appointed  as  counsellors  of 
■state  to  assist  him. 

'  One  of  the  first  cares  of  this  governor,  was  to  seize  the  three  great  Spi^ 
nisb  galleons  in  the  port  of  Lisbon.  For  this  purpose  several  barks  were 
fitted  out,  into  which  the  youth  of  the  city  threw  themselves :  they  dis- 
covered an  eager  desire  to  gain  honour  in  this  exploit,  but  little  oppo« 
aitioD  was  made,  the  officers  and  greatest  part  of  the  soldiers  being  seized 
in  the  city,  at  the  time  when  the  conspiracy  broke  out. 

The  same  evening  he  dispatched  couriers  to  exhort  the  people  to  give 
thaokt  to  God  for  the  recovery  of  their  liberty,  with  orders  to  the  magis*- 
.tratet  of  each  cit}'  to  proclaim  the  duke  of  Braganza,  king  of  Portugal, 
-end  secure  all  the  Spaniards  they  could  find.  In  short,  he  made  all  pre^ 
parations  at  Lisbon,  for  the  magnificent  reception  of  tlieir  new  master. 
The  archbisliop  gave  notice  to  the  vice-queen,  that  it  would  be  conveni- 
ent the  should  leaite  the  palace,  and  make  room  for-the  king  and  his 
JieasehoUi:  and  ordered  an  aportmetit  to  be  pte{Kire<l  for  her  in  the  royal 
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house  of  Xahregas,  at  oue  end  of  tbe  town.  The  priucess  left  tiie  palace 
M  80oa  as  i4ie  received  tbie  message,  but  with  a  hau^^hty  air,  not  speak* 
ing^  one  word,  and  past  throu^.li  the  city  thither..  Aud  uoiv,  &r  frooi  a 
crowd  4>f  courtiers  attending  her,  she  had  .scarce  any  of  her  domestic  mt- 
vants  with  her»  only  the  arclibishop  of  Braga,  steady  to  ht:r  interest*, 
gave  her  public  marks  of  it  on  this  occasion,  at  a  time  when  he  could  ooi 
do  it  without  an  apparent  hazard  of  his  life. 

In  the  mean  time  the  duke  of  Braganza  endured  great  convulsions  of 
mind,  rctiectiug  on  his  uncertain  destiny^  and  at  on<:e  his  breast  was  filled 
*  with  all  tlie  Tarious  images  with  which  hope  can  flatter,  or  fear  tonaent 
a  doul>tful  mind.  The  dJHtancc  of  Villa-viciosa,  which  is  tlucty  Uaguci 
firom  Lisbon,  prevented  his  being  informed  of  what  pasted  ao  sooa  as  he 
earnestly  wished.  All  he  knew  was,  that  his  life  and  fortune  lay  at  stake, 
and  that  critical  minute  must  decide  his  fate.  lie  bad  revived  at  first, 
as  was  noted  above,  to  raise  all  the  cities  under  his  depeudancies,  bat 
after  he  judged  it  better  to  expect  news  from  Lisbon,  and  act  his  part 
eonformably  to  what  should  pass  there. 

There  only  remained  the  kingdom  of  Algarba,  and  the  ci^  and  citt* 
del  of  Elvas,  which  he  could  retire  to,  if  success  failed  iu  the  ca[iital 
city  ;  and,  if  the  plot  should  miscarry,  he  thought  he  should  easily  ex« 
cuse  himself  from  having  a  share  in  it,  at  a  time  when  the  Spaniards 
would  be  p^lftd  to  have  him  innocent. 

t*[e  had  planted  <ieveral  couriers  en  the  road  to  Lisbon ;  aud  thougb 
he  expt?ctc(l  news  every  hour,  he  had  past  the  whole  day,  and  a  great 
part  of  the  ni^lit  in  dislurhance,  till  at  iengtlirMendoza  and  Mdlo,  with 
extreme  dil)i^en<re,  arrived  at  Villa-vioiosa.  They  threxv  themselves  ui* 
blantly  at  the  prince's  feet,  and  by  this  respectful  action,  aud  the  joy 
which  shone  in  their  face,  tliey  discovered  to  him,  sooner  than  thcv  could 
by  any  expre«ions  that  lie  was  kin^  of  Portugal. 

They  would  have  L;iven  him  an  exact  account  of  t'.e  success  of  their  eo- 
terprize  ;  but  the  priiioc,  without  Sfivina:  them  time  :o  enter  intolh^  par^ 
ticiilars  ut  this  aiLir,  conducted  them,  wiili  some  inipatiencc,  into  the 
duclicsf's  apartiiu'nf.  These  two  lords  complimented  her  in  tr.o  saiDf 
manner  ad  if  she  had  been  already  upon  the  throne,  ati>i  assured  her  of 
the  hearty  fiisiiedof  hi:r  subjects;  and  as  a  mark  they  owned  her  for  their 
sovercijjrn,  they  trrat^d  her  with  the  title  of  Her  Majesty,  which  was  the 
more  agrec;i>>lo,  sf.ice  the  kings  of  Portugal,  before  that  time,  had  only 
taken  that  of  llighne?9. 

It  is  ea^y  to  j"j;» -v  how  mii^hty  was  the  joy  of  the  prince  and  princ€i»i, 
if  we  reflect  on  llie  c^reat  uneasiness  tliey  were  froeil  from,  and  the  high 
ttaiion  thry  were  rsrsed  to.  The  castle  resounded  with  acclamationsi 
afld  the  iiou'-^  spre:«<l  itv-lf  every  where  in  a  moment.  Aud  the  same  day 
he  KiLs  proclaimed  k\n<y  of  Portugal,  in  all  the  cities  of  his  de|>endanciei. 
Alphonso  de  Mello  did  as  much  in  the  city  of  Klvas,  whole  crowds  carar 
in  to  pay  th<^ir  duty  to  the  new  king  ;  and  probably  these  first  homa|^ 
thoup^h  paid  in  a  confused  aud  diHorderly  manner,  did  Dot  less  please 
that  prince,  than  tliosc  after  on  a  pubhc  day  of  ceremony. 
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l^e  king  set  forward  for  Lisbon,  with  the  same  equipa|rey  which 
seemed  designed  for  the  court  of  Spain.  He  wat  accompanied  by  the 
marqais  de  Ferara,  his  kinsman,  the  Count  de  Vimioaa,  and  a  great 
number  of  persons  of  quality  w  hirh  met  him  there. 

He  left  the  queen  his  wife  at  Villa  Viciosa,  to  keep  the  province  firm 
to  his  obedience.  He  found  the  ways  lined  on  both  sides,  with  an  infi- 
nite numl>er  of  people,  which  flocked  to  see  him,  and  Irnd  the  pleasure 
to  bear  the  shouts  of  the  people,  wishing  his  prosperity,  and  loading 
the  Spaniards  with  all  the  curses  they  could  invent.  The  whole  body 
ir>f  the  nobility,  the  great  officers  of  the  crown,  and  the  first  magistrates, 
went  out  in  several  botlies  to  receive  him,  at  a  great  distance  from  Lisbon, 
and  be  entered  the  city,  amidst  the  acclamations  and  applause  of  the 
])eop1e,  followed  by  a  numerous  and  magnificent  court,  filled  with  joy. 

At  night  were  several  fireworks  in  divers  .public  places  of  the  town. 
Each  citTzen  had  one  before  his  door,  and  the  windows  shone  with  an 
infinity  of  candles  and  flambeaux,  that  the  whole  city  seemed  one  fiame^ 
which  made  a  Spaniard  say,  that  prince  was  very  fortunate,  to  gain  so 
fair  a  kingdom  for  a  bonfire. 

=  The  insurrection  at  Lisbon  was  instantly  followed  by  the  general  re- 
volt of  the  whole  kingnom,  and  the  revolution  was  so  speedy  and  general, 
timt  each  city  seemed  to  have  a  plot  ripe  for  execution,  after  the  example 
of  their  capital.  Couriers  arrived  hourly  with  advice,  that  cities,  and 
Mitire  provinces,  had  expelled  the  Spaniards,  and  submitted  to  the  king. 
The  governors  of  the  other  places  had  not  more  resolution  than  him  of 
Lisbon,  and  either  for  want  of  troops,  or  other  warlike  provisions,  or  for 
want  of  courap^e,  they  went  ofi^  shamefully,  and  for  the  most  part  without 
once  firincr.  Every  one  feared  the  fate  of  Vasconcellos,  and  nothing  apf> 
fieared  so  terrible  as  an  enraged  multitude.  In  short,  they  AckI  like  so 
itiflny  criminals  escaped  out  of  prison,  and  not  pue  Spaniard  was  to  be 
seen  in  the  whole  kingdom,  except  those  who  were  detained ;  and  all 
this  in  less  than  a  fortnight's  time. 

Dom  Fernand  de  la  Cueva,  governor  'of  the  citadel  of  Sir  Juan,  at 
the  mouth  of  the  Tago,  was  the  only  person  who  made  some  resistance^ 
and  pretended  to  keep  the  place  for  the  king  his  master.  This  garrisont 
rompoacd  only  of  Spaniards,  and  commanded  by  brave  officers,  made  • 
vigorous  opposition,  upon  the  first  approaches  of  the  Portuguese.  To 
redtice  this  place,  they  thought  it  necessary  to  besiege  it  in  form  ;  and 
for  this  pur|)ose  brought  their  cannon  down  from  Lisbon ;  the  trenches 
were  opened,  and  they  made  their  advances  as  far  as  the  counterscarp, 
notwithstanding  the  continual  fire,  and  frequent  sallies  of  the  besieged; 
but  a  treaty  l)eing  the  safest  and  shortest  way  to  gain  tlie  place,  the 
king,  in  fine,  made  the  governor  such  advantageous  offers,  that  he  had  not 
powerlo  sUnd  oat  any  longer.  He  was  dazzled  with  the  great  suras 
4>ff^!redj  mitd  having  a  commend  of  the  order  of  Christ,  which  the  king 
promised  to  confer  on  him.  In  short,  the  articles  were  agreed  on,  and 
the  place  surrendered,  notwithstanding  ithe  endeavours  of  the  officers  t« 
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the  roiitrarvv  who  refuwd  to  «gn  the  capitnlation ;  of  this  numlxrr  wu 
I>oai  Uodrign  de  Chalon,  «  youngs  Gentleman  of  Andalusia,  of  grtnl 
valoury  who  comoianded  a  Spanish  Terce  in  that  place,  and  ofoed  to 
hold  out  three  weeks  longer,  till  they  should  receive  aid  from  Spsin, 
which  they  had  intelligence  was  put  to  sea,  under  the  command  of  the 
Ikike  of  Maqoeda. 

The  king  thought  it  best  not  to  defer  his  coronation  any  longer,  to 
coniirm  his  authority,  and  render  his  person  more  august  to  the  people. 
The  ceremony  was  observed  on  the  15lh  of  December,  with  all  possiUc 
magnificence.  The  duke  d*  Aveiro,  the  marquis  de  Villareal,  tha  dakt 
de  Caniino,  his  son,  the  count  de  Monsano,  and  the  rest  of  titt  giot 
tncn  of  the  kingdom  assisted  at  the  solemuity.  The  archhisliap  of 
Lrfshon,  at  the  head  of  his  clergy,  accompanied  by  several  bitbopm  >«• 
ceived  him  at  the  gate  of  the  calhedral,  and  he  waa  solemnly  acknor- 
Icdged  king  of  Portugal  by  all  the  states  of  the  kingdom^  who  took  the 
oath  of  fidelity  to  him. 

A  few  days  after  the  queen  arrived  with  a  nnmeroos  train.  The 
whole  court  went  a  great  way  ont  of  town  to  meet  her  ;  the  officeiawhs 
were  appointed  to  compose  her  household  were  gone  before,  and  the  Uaf 
himself  went  out  of  Lisbon  to  receive  l>er.  Titis  prince  omitted  nomi^ 
nificcnce  whif:h  mi<;ht  become  his  new  dignity,  or  might  give  thawoiWa 
mark,  how  much  he  thought  she  contributed  to  plaoe  the  crown  an  his 
4iead.  it  was  remarkable,  that  in  so  great  a  change  she  uaa.  not  m  tht 
least  embarrtiHscd,  but  supported  hrr  new  character  with  so  much  grace 
and  muje»ty,that  she  seemed  born  in  a  throne. 

Tlius  was  tliat  great  entcrprize  happily  finished,  which  may  be  ic« 
counted  a  miracle,  considering;  the  vaist  number,  and  different  characteri 
of  persons  entrustc<l  with  the  secret.  No  cement  could  ever  hai'e  madeso 
firm  an  union,  but  that  hatred  to  the  Spanish  government,  an  antipathy 
as  aiK^ent  as  the  monarchy  itself,  aribing  from  the  perpetual  wan,  fn» 
f}uc:)t  between  neighbouring  states,  and  after  fomented  by  the  concar- 
vent^e  of  bolli  nations  in  discovering  the  Indies,  and  their  difereoct  io 
matters  of  trade. 

The  news  of  the  revolt  was  soon  brought  to  the  court  of  Spain.  Tlie 
minister  was  enraged  to  iind  all  his  measures  broken,  and  so  fair  a  kiagw 
dom  lost  bc\*ond  all  hoi>cs  of  retrieving.  The  king,  his  master,  bad  do 
occasion  for  new  business  :  he  found  difficulties  enough  to  defend  him- 
self ac^ainst  the  united  arms  of  France  and  Holland;  but  above  all,  the 
revolt  in  Catalonia  was  of  dangerous  consequence,  aud  created  in  his 
mind  ii  tliou^und  anxious  cares. 

All  ihv.  conrt  knew  how  things  went,  and  the  king  waa  the  only  visa 
wliM  rt*muine<l  ignorant,  and  no  one  dared  inform  him,  dreading  the  dii- 
plt>asiire  of  the  minister,  who  would  never  have  pardoned  an  ofience  ol 
this  nature.  At  last,  tliis  ati'air  making  too  much  noise  to  be  concesled 
any  Ioniser,  the  Conde  duke  fearing  some  of  his  enemies  should  attCB^it 
tu  rt-latc  the  matter  to  his  disadvantage,  resolved  to  disclose  it  to  thf 
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kin^.  But  knowing  the  temper  of  that  prince»  be  thooght-lo  give  tbie. 
aucb  a  lura»  that  be  should  not  know  the  extent  of  hia  Itta;  and  fair 
thii  and,  coaling  •to  him  with  a  seeming  opannett  a»il  atraianca.  Sir^ 
saya  he,  I  bring  your  m^esty  a  piece  of  good  newt,  your  aajasly^  m 
yMt  now  become  nUMter  of  a  fair  duchy*  and  a  larga  attata.  How  mA 
replied  the  king,  all  lurprixed.  I  shall  explain  myself,  «ay»  the  oiioialai^ 
the  duke  of  Bragania,  has  been  lately  giddy,  and  suffered  himself  to  b« 
sadnced  by  the  populace,  and  proclaimed  king  of  Portugal.  By  tbia 
act  all  his  estate  is  confiscated,  and  your  majesty  oiay  reunite  it  to  yolur 
ifYaoae ;  and  by  the  aztinctioa  of  that  family*  enjoy  that}  kingdoni^ 
witboa4:  fearing' any  disturbance  for  the  future. 

-  Notwithstanding  this  prince  was  a  very •  weak  man,  he  was  not  s<» 
daaajiediuvith  these  ma;^uiitc<tnt  hopes,  but  he  saw  this  was  no  easy  mat* 
ter»,  jiBut  uot  daring  to  see  with  otlier  eyes  Uian  those  ol  his  minister,  he 
only  replied  coldly,  tliat  lie  hoped  he  would  use  all  diligence  to  luppreaa 
this  rebellion,  which  if  Id  alone  might  have  dangerous  consequences*' 

7i>e  king  of  Portugal  neglected  notiiing  which  might  establish  his  new 
gfiplatsSfc  Immediately  after  bis  arrival  at  Lisbon,  lie  named  for  gover« 
Mia  of  the  frontier  places,  men  of  the  most  approved  valour,  fidelity, 
^IfA  eaperience ;  all  which  had  orders  to  depart  strait,  with  all  the  soldtera 
ifaif  Qould  get  together ;  and  to  use  all  possible  diligence  to  put- their 
iB»aml  farts  io  a  posture  of  defence.  He  dehvered  out  commitMons  £oc 
fffMy  foen,  and  immediately  after  his  coronation,  called  a  conventioii 
of  the  states  of  the  kingdom.    • 

In  this  assembly,  to  prevent  all  doubts,  he  caused  his  title  to  beev* 
amioed,  and,  by  a  solemn  act,  was  acknowledged  to  be  the  trae  and 
sifhifal  king  of  Portugal,  as  descended  by  the  princess  his  mother;  from 
Iho  tofiint  Edward,  son  to  king  Emanuel,  to  the  exclusion  of  the  kiog 
fif  'Spain,  who  was  descended  from  the  same  king  by  a  daughter,  who 
WMS  fidtther,  by  the  fundamental  laws  of  the  kingdoas,  disabled,  by  bo* 
lag  marriad  to  a  foretgn  prince. 

.  .Heiteslflrad  to  this  general  assembly  of  the  states,  that  he  wooldeoBtaot 
himself  oitb  his  patrimonial  estate,  for  the  support  of  his  houshold,  and 
wwAld  sasaete  the  royal  revenue  for  the  necessities  of  the  kingdom^  and 
t^ioake  the  people  relish  the  sweetness  of  his  government,'  he  abolished 
all  iioposts,  which  the  Spaniards  had  laid  on  them. 

He  filled  all  the  most  conniderable  posts  and  em|>lo3'6  in  the^taCe  with 
those  eoospivators  which  had  shewn  the  greatest  ardour  in  this  revolittlaiift 
Pintu  hod  na  share  in  this  promotion,  the  priiroe  not  thinking  his  aothoritj 
well  enough  settlcfd  to  place  one  of  his  domestics  of  a  meuo  extraction, 
in  oay  pnricf|f>al  place.  Notwithstanding  this,  his  power  wirih  the  king 
and  people  was  not  less ;  and  without  the  title  of  a  minister,  op  secretary 
of  state,  he  performed  the  office,  by  the  great  contidencc  the  king  had 
ID  him. 

'  -Having  thus  given  all  the  good  orders  imaginable,  yrxih'm  the  kifffgdom*, 
he  bent  his  thoughts  next  to  foreign  princes.    He  dispatched  able  ambap- 
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«dm  t^t^roMM  hinnelf  to  be  owned,  to  make  flUianeim,  «nd  mse  mm 
iHiteiet  to'tbe  fi^tit^'Df'Aasfria*  He  made  ft  league  ofRnnive  iid 
Jl^fetiW'^c  Mth 'the '  Hollftnden  and  Catalotrians*  and  obtained  mmi- 
lance  of  the  protection  of  France.  The  king  of  Sfmin  diicoTend  hi* 
#MkyAM|  by  attetaptSng  nothing coniiderablcj  on  the  frontien  of  Porta- 
|{iil%irifaer  cai]liMngn»  probably  becan^e  the  revolt  in  Catalonia  emplorrd 
M  Mi  M:iMgth.  AH  hiv  atteroptt  were  onsnccMrfiil,  «nd  hit  traopi  still 
tMiii  bff' Wift  disadTa'htdge.  Somt  tinre  after  newn  tmme  that  Ooa,  «nd 
MR«V  pTa\:eir>  ttnd^  the  dotnmion  of  the  Portdgtiese  in  the  Indiei»  Africnf 
^gki'l^trvi^'  %(id  fl^bWed  the  g^n^rai  rerolution  of  $he  kingdon*;  everf 
Ihitig  seemed  to  promise  the  king  of  Portugal  a  setfes^f  tfuoeeii,' aid 
1^'  IcMi^bm  quiet  At  hdtne,  and  victorious  abrtmd.  But  eAneiVe  Ifie atf* 
dirfaiinty  of  htinMn  greatness^  how  this  prince,  }n  the  nndstof  hi»prd»* 
fl^ri^Ay  and  tha  caressei  of  fortune,  was  upon  the  point  of  periihiiiff» 
ftnd  lilting  at  once  hit  life  and  crowti  b^  a  horrid  contpiracj,  nkollj 
iMlned  ib  Litiitrb,  within  die  walls  of  his  own  court.  *  ■ 
■  *I%eiftii*chbi^bop  of  Braga  was,  at  1  related  before,  wholly  devoted  It 
the  court  of  Spaing  and  one  of  their  ministers  in  Portugal.  He  ftltfaly 
taw  he  could  never  hope  to  be  restored  till  the  Spanish  goremment  fthoald 
ie  re^tablished  *  besides,  he  was  afraid  the  king,  who  teemed  at  fini 
fo'Iuive'tohie  respect  to  his  character,  in  forbearing  to  seize  hiln  With  the 
i^stof  the  Spanish  ministers,  might  nevertheless  do  it  when  hisauthority 
was  better  settled^  But  the  most  potent  motive  that  put  him  upon  itrf 
considerable  action,  was  bis  zeal  for  the  vice^qucen.  He  could  iloi  eti« 
diire  to  see  that  princess  in  prison  in  a  place  where  he  thought  she  had 
a  right  to  reign ;  but  above  all,  lie  was  exasperated  to  be  refused  admit- 
tance to  her,  which  was  denied  him,  and  divers  other  persons  of  quafitvi 
w))en  it  was  found  she  only  made  use  of  this  liberty  to  inspire  rebcllioii 
tpler.  This  proceeding  seemed  to'him  tyrannical,  and  an  intoleriiblc 
hardi^Hip ;  <^nrl  he  could  not  but  represent  to  himself,  that  princess  every 
moment  demanding  her  liberty  from  him,  as  a  just  return  for  those  faV 
fours  :he  had  received  from  her.  These  reflections  kindled  a  rage  in  tlif 
breast  of  this  prelate ;  and  made  him  rcbolvc  to  employ  all  means  to  ex* 
press  his  gratitude,  and  reren^^e  her  on  her  enemies*  And  considering  it 
would  be  difficult  to  surprize  or  corrupt  the  guards  set  over  her,  be 
resolved  to  go  directly  to  the  spring,  and  by  killing  the  king,  to  restore 
at  once,   that  princess  her  liberty,  and  her  former  authority. 

Having  concluded  on  this  design,  he  applied  himself  to  find  means  to 
to  put  liis  project  in  execiitiun  as  soon  as  possible,  fearing  he  should  not 
long  continue  in  his  place  of  preHident  of  tl)e  palace,  and  be  obliged  to 
retire  to  Braga.  He  concluded  strait,  he  tnust  take  a  different  btep  from 
tliat  which  the  king  had  taken.  He  never  hoped  to  gain  the  people,  bjr 
reason  of  their  natural  hatred  to  the  Spaniards  ;  ou  the  ather  side,  fhe 
restoring  of  the  king  being  the  work  of  the  nobility,  it  was  certain  tb^ 
yould  never  engage  in  a  conspiracy  of  this  kind,  he  plainly  found  h« 
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could  only  apply  himself  to  the  g^eut  men,  who  weru  wtQ9^cj^fm%dp]/^

That^lie 

ought  couskler  his  high  birth  and  fortunes  rendered  hiiji  too  great  to  lip 

^  sulyect  to  so  petty  a  king.     That  lie  had  lost  in  the  king  of  Spai^^j^ 

master  who  had  several  kingdoms  and  governments  in  his  disposal.;  an^ 

was  able  to  give  him  au  employment  suitable  to  the  greatness  of ^  his 

condition. 

^    Sqeing  this  discourse  made  an  impression  on  the  mind  of  that  prince  : 

he  added,  that  he  had  order  from  the  court  of  Spain  to  promise  him  the

f|}9i'^  powerful  motives  were  necessary  to  engage  the  marquis  de  VillareaL 

Tlie  considerations  which  the  archbishop  laid  before  him,  prevailed  with 

bim.to  lie  the  head  of  the  conspiracy,  with  the  duke  of  Camino  bis  son* 

The  archl>islu>p  being  well  assured  of  these  two  princes,  engaged  the 
grand  inquisitor,  his  intimate  friend.  This  man  was  of  great  consequence 
to  the  archbislu>p*s  design,  because  with  him  he  brought  in  all  the  o^ 
cers  of  the  inquisition,  a  race  of  men  which  have  ever  been  more  formid* 
able  to  honest  men,  than  rascals,  and  bear  a  great  sway  apiongst  thf 
Portuguese.  He  laboured  to  convinceiiim  it  was  his  duty,  reminding 
him  gf  his  oath  of  fidelity  to  the  king  of  Spain,  which  he  pretended  Ke 
ought  not  to  break  in  favour  of  a  rebel :  farther  he  urged,  it  could  no^ 
Jje  his  interest  to  adhere  to  the  u^w  king,  sii^ce  neither  of  them  could 
)iope  long  to  enjoy  their  places,  under  a  prince  i^ho  conferred  all  em- 
ploys on  his  own  creatures. 

He  spent  some  more  months  in  gaining  over  more  conspirators :  the 
principal  of  which  were  the  commissary  La  Crusada,  the  count  d*  Ar^ 
niamar,  nephew  to  the  archbishop ;  the  count  de  Ballerais,  Dom  Au« 
gus^in  Emanuel,  Antonio  Corrca,  the  same  commissary  of  Vascoocellos. 
|vhom  Menezes  had  given  divers  stabn  on  the  breaking  out  of  the  plot  \ 
jjoreqzi^  Pidez  Carabler  keeper  of  tlie  royal  treasury,  all  ereatures  of 
thQ  Spaniards,  to  whom  they  owed  their  places  and  fortunes,  which  they 
coi\ld  not  hope  to  retain  long,  without  the  return  of  tlie  Spanish  go* 
vernment.  ..         •

*  '  But  the  conspirators  found  great  difficulty  in  settliog  this*ile(!^WMi7 
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<rorre2)poiiclei)ce  with  tlte  prime  minister.  As  soon  as  the  king  was  in- 
formed  the  vice-queen  had  wrote  to  Madrid,  he  had  placed  so  strict  agourd 
on  the  frontiers,  that  no  person  could  go  out  of  the  kiugdom  without  his 
express  leave;  and  it  was  not  judged  safe  to  corrupt  the  guards,  for  fear 
they  should  prove  treacherous,  and  deliver  the  letters  up,  or  disclose  the 
practices  used  to  corrupt  them. 

At  length  being  pressed  with  the  necessity  of  acquainting  the  Spanish 
minister  with  their  intentions,  without  which,  all  the  measures  thev 
should  take  would  be  in  vain ;  and  doubtful  what  way  to  etifect  this, 
they  cfist  their  eyes  on  a  rich  merchant  of  Lisbon,  who  was  treasurer  of 
the  JJouane,  who,  upon  the  account  of  his  great  dealings  in  several  parts 
of  Europe,  had  a  permission  to  write  into  Castile.  Tliis  man,  named 
liaese,  made  a  public  profession  of  the  Christian  religion,  but  was  one 
of  those  whom  the  Portuguese  call  new  Christians,  who  are  8as|»ected  |o 
observe  in  private  the  Jewish  rights.  They  offered  him  a  very  great  sum 
of  money  to  engage  in  iliis  affair.  This  joined  with  the  importunity  of 
4he  Jews,  who  were  in  the  secret  of  this  conspiracy,  determined  him  ;  hQ 
accepted  their  offers,  and  uiulertook  to  have  their  letters  delivered  to  the 
coMcle  duke  d*  Olivarez. 

1-Je  nddres^d  his  packet  to  the  Marquis  d*  Aiamonte»  governor  of  tlie 
tirsti  frotitiec  place  in  Spain,  not  doubting  they  were  safe  as  soon  as  out 
pf  the  dominioii  of  i^ortugal. 

This  maniuis,  who  had  a  private  interest  in  the  affairs  of  Portugal^ 
being  ueurly  allied  to  the  queen,  surprised  to  find  letters  with  the  great 
seal  of  the  iiK^uisition  affixed  to  them,  and  addressed  to  the  first  minister 
«*f  Spain,  instantly  o|)ened  them,  fearing  they  might  contain  some  parti- 
4'.ulars  of  his  private  correspondence  with  the  king  and  queen  of  Portu- 
.^al»  nglM'iihsitanding  the  late  revolution,  but  found  in  them,  to  liis  no 
£>raall  amuzcmeut,  the  project  and  plan  of  a  conspiracy,  which  was  ripe 
•lor  execution,  and  ahned  to  destroy  liim  and  the  whole  royal  family. 

lie  sent  the  packet  back  to  the  king  of  Portugal.  His  surprise  was 
«in»ficakable,  to  iind,  upon  opening  the  letters,  that  prinees  nearly  allied 
to  him,  an  archbishop,  and  several  of  the  diief  men  in  his  court,  vstio 
shewed  the  greatest  joy  at  his  elevation,  should  so  soon  co«;spire  to  de» 
prive  him  at  once  of  his  life  and  crown. 

lie  summoned  a  council  privately,  and  Rome  days  after  acted  aecord* 
ing  to  the  resolutions  then  taken.  The  iiftb  of  August  was  the  day  when 
the  plot  was  to  be  put  in  execution,  about  eleven  o'clock  at  night,  the 
particulars  of  which  were  set  down  in  the  intercepted  papers.  The  same 
day  the  king  ordered  all  the  troops  quartered  iu  the  neighbouring  vil- 
lages, to  march  into  Lisbon,  under  a  pretence  of  a  general  review  in  the 
great  court  of  tlie  palace.  He  gave  privately,  with  his  own  hand,  several 
iNllets  sealed,  to  those  about  him,  in  whom  he  moxt  confided >  with  strict 
orders  not  to  open  them  till  noon,  and  then  to  e:iecute.  puactually,  the 
orders  contained  in  them.  In  t)ie  next  place,  taking  the  archbishop,  and 
the, marquis  de  \4llarcal  intoliii  closet,  uuder  prtXcuwe  of  comniuuicat- 
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mg  MOM^basiiMHtto  thcin»  he  secured  them  witliout  noifc^-^itHHil  mm^ 
tnd BOMptmnci  the  gvards  seized  oo  the  duke  of  Camiaop  in  the gnetl 
iquare..  fThose  who  reoeived  the  billets,  opeuiug  them,  found  ordei*. Is 
jcice  sKiie  of  the  eonftpirators,  and  commit  theiQ  to  such  aud  aufsh  pivi 
4niis««atid  to.aet  «i  guard  ou  tiiem  till  farther  orders.  rTbese  mffinnys 
tvere  so  well  tekea,.  aad  so  punctually  executed,  tiMt  in  Isaa  tMli*  a| 
bour'^tkne,  thedrhole  forty-^sevcn  -were  eeixcd,  no  onf)  baving  uotior-ta 
Make  Ilia  jesiifip«s» ' 

N  The  noise  of  this  plot  being  spread  throughthe  town,  tbepeopU  flo^lMsi 
to  tbeipalaot  ia^freafe  crouds,  demanding  the  tmilors  to  be  dalivecfd  tn 
them.  Though  the  king  was  pleased  to  see  the  nffeotion  of  his  mi^  sab- 
jeota }  yet  ithis  nuusual  coucosurse  made  him  a  little  unfaay.,  -He  fipltd 
tliese  popular  tumults  might  grow  frequent,,  whkh  lie  lookf)4:«9^;M4i> 
belter4haa  seditious  assemblies.  So  haying  thanked  the.  peo|^.  ^  tk#ir 
GQUcem  for  bis  iierson,  and  assured  them  justiciB.ahould  hn  done^^ 
curdered  .the  magistrates  to  disperse  them. . 

*  'Hovtever,  lest  the  heat  of  the  people  abould  abater  who  cyiaily  puf 
fipom  the  most  violent  fury  and  rage,  to  sentiments  of  pity  an4..<;9B^9|h 
aion,  this  prince  gave  out,  the  conspirators  had  a  design. to  ytiftjitinstr 
him,  ^d  the  iw  hole  royal  family,  to  bct  the  city  on  fire,  ao4:Msif6  i|fiat 
escaped  the  flames^  their  plunder:  and  to  prevent  |dl  cpQapii9cic9L||f 
the  future,  and  to  discharge  their  Vengeance,  they  had  resoJivedto  geopk 
the;  town  with  a  colony  of  Spaniards,  and  Jta  send  the  citijBeM.j^rttyi^ 
mines  in  America,  and  bury  them  alive  in  that  abyssj  which  had«s«4d« 
lowed  n  world  of  people. 

Ill  the  next  place,  he  appointed  judges  out  of  the  supreme  court  of 
judicature,  for  the  trial  of  the  coiispirntors ;  to  these  he  added,  twoaf 
the  grandees  of  the  kingdom,  upon  the  account  of  the  archbishop  of 
Braga,  the  uiarquuss  of  Villar^al,  and  the  dukeofCamino. 

The  king  ordered  the  comiui&bioncrs  not  to  make  use  of  the  letten. 
which  he  put  into  their  hands,  if  they  could  convict  the  plotters  witliout 
them,  for  fear  the  court  of  Spain  should  come  to  know  by  what  m^os 
th^y  came  to  fall  into  his  hands.  But  there  was  no  need  to  employ  them 
to  discover  the  trnth.  Baeze  contradicted  himself  in  almost  all  the  ques- 
tions wliii'h  were  put  to  him  ;  and  this  wretch,  on  the  first  torture,  oob- 
fessed  his  guilt,  and  disclosed  the  whole  plan  of  tlie  conspiracy.  He 
owned  they  had  a  design  to  kill  the  king  ;  that  the  office  of  the  inquisi- 
tion was  full  of  arms,  and  they  only  waited  the  Coude  duke^s  answer  for 
the  execution  of  their  designs. 

jMost  part  of  the  other  plotters  being  put  to  the  question,  their  depo* 
si  lions  were  agreeable  to  those  of  tJie  Jew.  The  archbishop,  .the  grand 
inquisitor,  the  marquis  de  Villureal,  and  the  duke  of  Camino  confessed 
their  guilt,,  to  avoid  the  torture.  The  judges  condemned  the  two  Jaat  to 
l>e  beheaded,  and  the  rest  to  be  hanged  and  quartered  and  reserved  the 
•aiitence  of  the  churchmen  for  the  king.  

The  king  summoned  a  council  immediately^  .^nd  told  hia  aoiuibterb 
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"  '  ■  ■  ■  ■  ■      ■ 

he  ^rtd  the  punishmeiit  of  so  many  [iersoos  of  vMtkf  tboH^-they 
irerc  gvilty*  might  have  bad  consequencefc  That  the  cbief  aoutpiffatort 
being  of  Bereral  of  the  first  houses  of  the  kiogdoniy  their* kiadred  would 
be  to  many  secret  enemies  of  the  government^  and  the  desire  to  re^eng^ 
Iheir  death,  wonld  be  the  unhappy  source  of  perpetual  plots*  That  th« 
deatll^f  eootit  Egmont  in  Flanders^  and  of  the  Guises  in  France^  had 
both  latal  consequences ;  that  to  pardon  some,  and' inflict  a  less  scteera 
punishment  than  death»  would  win  the  hearts  of  all  persens^  and  oblige 
them,' fh«ir  relations  and- friends,  to  act  by  motives  of  gratitude.  That 
iMwevethis  private  opnaion  was  for  mildness,  be  had  assembled  them  to 
have  thetr  sense,  and  resolved  to  proceed  as  they  judged  best. 

-'  ^Fkt  marqnis  de  Ferrara  was  for  having  them  executed  without  dola}*.; 
He  asserted  with-rebemence,  that  a  prince  ou  these  occusions,  ought  tor 
he*f  iMt^ing  but  justice ;  that  mildneeb  was  dangerous,  and  to.  pardon 
erimm^  e^  this  kind,  would  be  thought  a  weakness  in  a  prince,  pixw 
ceeding  more  from  a  fear  of  their  powerful  friendi,  than  a  natural  good^' 
n^ls :  that,  impunity  would  bring  the  present  government  into  contempt, 
flild  ^hcourage  their  friends  to  deliver  them  out-of  prison,  and  possibly 
tb^frash  matters  farther.  That  an  example  of  severity  was  necessary  upon 
HTi^aiccession  to  the  crown,  to  deter  others  from  the  like  attempt.  That  this 
(MhH^  was^ot  only  against  the  king's  person,  but  against' the  state,  and 
»  deygn  to  subvert  the  government.  That  he  ought  to  consider  more 
tf^  JQVtiee  be  owed  his  people,  then  his  inclination  to  clemency,  at  a  time 
wblnrthe  preservation  of  his  person,  and  the  public  safety,  were  in- 
seprable. 

-  AVt  tbe  council  being  of  the  same  opinion,  the  king  yielded,  and  t!ie 
sttit^hce  was  executed  'the  next  day.  The  archbishop  of  LislM>n  inter<- 
ctvJed  for  the  Hfe  of  his  friends,  and  solicited  the  queen,  with  all  the 
assurance  of  a  man,  who  thought  nothing  could  be  refused  to  his  services, 
Btit  the  queen,  wbo  understood  very  well  the  necessity  of  impartial  justice, 
how  mU(^  a  distinction  of  this  nature  would  exasperate  the  friends  of 
the  >rtt,  tfufy  replied,  with  a  tone  which  shewed  her  inflexible  resolutioti. 
My  lord,  the  greatest  favour  I  can  grant  you,  is  to  forget  that  you  ever 
spoke  tome  of  this  matter. 

The  king  fearing  to  draw  the  court  of  Rome  on  him,  and  being  will-' 
in'g  to  make  use  of  the  good  grace  of  the  holy  father,  that  he  miglit  own 
hirti  at  king,  changed  the  punishment  of  the  archbishop  of  Braga,  and^ 
the  grand  inquisitor,  into  a  per|)etual  prison.     The  archbishop  died  of 
grief,  because  his  design  had  miscarried.     The  vice-queen  was  delivered 
to  the  Spaniards;  and  the  first  minister  of  Spain  seeing  clandestine  ways 
un£ifble  to  destroy  the  king  of  Portugal,  was  re^^olved  to  attack  him  by 
opi^'A^force.     But  this  too  was  still  unsuccessful.    This  prince  kept  a 
cohsttferable  number  of  troops  on  his  frontier,  commanded  by  the  best 
generals,  and  composed  of  a  great  number  of  foreign  officers  and'volun-  ' 
teers,  whom  his  bounty  had  drawn  into  his  service.     Besldck  tins,  he  had 
thi  de^erity  to  make  (yenuonto  in  the  very  council  of  Spain,  who  served 
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him  effectually »  and  dis|>o8ed  matters  go,  that  those  genevali  vbo  were 
ordered  to  attack  Portugal,  were  never  id  a  condition  to  attempt  any  thins 
considerable  to  its  prejudice.  Thus  he  reigned  seventt  en  vr'ars,  tiie  delight 
of  his  subjects,  and  the  terror  of  Spain.  After  his  death,  the  queen,  a 
princess  of  courage  uud  grestt  skill  iu  the  affairs  of  govemmeot,  i^loriously 
kept  the  crown  and  fortune  for  her  children.  She  shMie  with  full  spien- 
dor  OQ  the  throne»  during  the  whole  time  of  her  regencj*  ami  shewed  all 
tliote  qualities  in  their  brightest  lustre,  which  made  her  one  of  the  most 
illustrious  princesses  that  ever  reigned.  The  conduct  aod  the  ait  of  go- 
vernment were  her  chiefest  care>  and  her  coosCaut  study.  She  applied 
herself  with  great  assiduity,  to  unmask  the  several  characters,  aod  giM« 
by  the  mo:«t  nice  and  fine  outsides,  the  most  concealed  iatemtioos ;  mdif 
at  any  time  she  happened  to  be  deceived,  she  would  trace  the  aeveral  steps 
tu  find  the  original  mistake.  By  her  extraordinary  diligence  she  had  at- 
tained to  great  skill  and  judgment ;  the  Spanish*  historians  as  wetl  as  tbe 
Portu<;ue>jc,  do  lier  the  justice  to  own,  she  could  see  tbe  naked  hearts  af 
her  courtiers,  thou<;;h  veiled  witli  the  most  artful  dissimulation.    In  short, 

'  where  there  appeared  any  thing  great  or  glorious  to  attempt,  she  wanted 
neither  counijrM  to  conquer  all  difficulties,  or  wit  to  find  means  toolitain 
what  she  desired ;  and  there  was  nothing  fartiier  to  be  wished  for  in  this 
matchless  noman,  except  a  more  true  notion  of  real  greatoew,  or  higher 
motives  than  fume  and  glory. 

The  court  of  Spiiin  thinking  the  regency  the  most  favourable  oppor- 
tniiity  to  regain  their  lost  power  in  Portugal,  bent  the  force  of  th«r 
arms  on  that  kiiii;Hoin.  Tiit  ptnsioniTs  of  the  king,  iii  the  councils  of 
Mttdrid,  w)i0  had  iiitherto  diverted  the  ^torm,  were  dead,  and  the  regent 
had  no  way  left  hat  to  presiato  fur  war.  She  ol>tuined  of  the  princes, 
her  allies,   the  Ix^st   ge:iercils,  a:)(!  ll.e  most  experienced  officers.     The 

.  weight  of  atVairs  did  not  make  any  inipressioii  on  her.  Her  rapacity,  wit, 
and  bteady  courage,  were  prcoi  against  all  aJveutur(ts.  Nothing  buttlic 
throne  she  Kiled  could  have  ever  slicwn  the  great  genius  of  this  princfss, 
wise  in  her  counsels,  impeiietrable  iu  her  dc>dignd,  rigid  and  inflexible  in 
maintaining  every  point  of  her  just  authority.  The  people  had  a  great 
affection  to  her  government.  Fear  and  respect  kept  the  great  men  of 
the  kingdom  in  a  perfect  submission.     Never  troops  were  in  better coii- 

■  dition,  or  bcUer  disciplined  :  her  orders  ivere  execnted  as  I'unctualiy  &« 
if  she  had  been  at  the  head  of  ht.r  army  in  person.  E«ren»'  one  knew  of- 
fences to  tlie  prejudice  of  the  queen's  affairj*  were  never  pardoned.  All 
men  were  diligent  in  doing  their  duty  :  she  wouUl  know  every  thiiig,  read 
aUdi«{wtehes,  and  nothing  escaped  Iht  cure  and  providence. 

To  conclude,  blie  put  every  thing  iu  so  gomi  order,  in  the  time  of  her 
regeucy,  tl.'at  kii;^  Alphonso,  her  son,  upon  liis  enlerini»;  into  the  govern- 
ment, found  the  kingdom  in  a  condition  to  uiaintutna  wHr<^gaiu»t  Spaiu,

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witli  advantage,  his  geocrals  won  great  battles,  and' ever  beat  their  ene- 
mies ;  to  that  some  time  after  the  abdication  of  that  prince,  Spain,  wea- 
ried with  so  fruitless  and  expensive  a  w^r,  was  constrained  to  desire  peace 
of  Dom  Pedro,  his  brother,  then  reigning,  and  own  him  rightful  kin^ 
of  Portugal,  aqd  that  crown,  independent.^ 

John  IV.  although  he  took  the  field,  waa  no  general  himself,  but  lie 
bad  tlte  judgment  to  elect  and  to  promote  men  of  merit ;  and,  in  the  war 
with  Spain  which  followed  the  restoration  of  the  monarchy,  we  find  he- 
roes wIm)  wo.ttld  have  done  honour  to  tlie  times  of  his  great  ancestor,  John 
I.  No  sooner  was  John  proclaimed  and  crown^d»  than  he  ptoc'eeded  to 
repair  the  fortifications  of  the  frontier  towns,  and  to  put  garrisoils  iu 
th«a\,  taking  cure,  at  the  same  time,  not  to  be  the  first  to  commit  muy 
fu:t  of  hostility. 

During  the  greater  part  of  the  yenn  1641-2.  the  war  on  the  part  of  the 
King  of  Portugal  was  confined  to  the  defence  of  the  frontiers.  The  Spa- 
lii^rds,  however,  soon  obliged  him  to  take  the  field.  A  Portuguese  army 
of  ]i2,0UO  infantry,  2000  cavalry,  with  30  pieces  ofartiller}',  and  two 
.mortars,  under  the  Count  of  Obidos,  assembled  at  Elvas  on  the  6th  Sep* 
te^uber,  1643.  This  army  entered  Spanish  Estremadura,  besieged  and 
.took  Villa  Verde,  and  afterwards  laid  siege  to  Badajoz ;  but,  af^er  taking 
two  or  three  outworks,  the  Count  judged  it  prudent  to  raise  the  siege, 
uiid  retire  towards  Villa  Verdtr.  The  King  no  sooner  heard  of  the  siege 
bc'ing  raised,  than  he  deprived  the  Count  of  the  command,  and  gave  it 
to  Mdthias  <le  Albuquerque.  Albuquerque  followed  up  tlie  intentions 
of  the  Count  of  Obidos  ;  and,  af^er  destroying  some  villages,  he  besieged 
and  took  Alconchil,  Ftgueria  de  Vargus,  and  Villa  Novo  del  Fresno. 

While  the  grand  army  was  employed  in  this  victorious  career,  the  de- 
tached troops  in  other  parts  were  not  less  successful.  The  Count  of 
Castello  Milhor,  who  commanded  in  the  north,  took  Salvaterm,  and  va- 
rious towns  in  Galicia.  The  troops  iu  the  pronnceof  Bc^ra,  under  Don 
Alvaro  de  Abranches,  the  Count  de  Serem,  Don  Rodrigo  de  Castro,  and 
Doa  Sanchos  Manuel,  were  universally  succeMful,  so  that,  during  the 
.whole  of  John's  reign,  the  Spaniards,  instead  of  making  progress,  lost 
ground  considerably.  And  that  party  in  the  nation,  which  was  so  far  lost 
to  all  honourable  and  patriotic  feeling,  as  to  wish  their  coantry  a  province 
of  Spain,  was  completely  annihilated. 

Quring  the  usurpation  of  the  crown  of  Portugal  by  the  Philips,  the 
Dutch  had  got  a  footing  in  India,  as  well  as  in  America,  and  had  taken 
f  p.ssession  of  some  of  the  principal  colonies  of  the  Portuguese.  No  sap* 
port  whatever  was  sent  from  the  mother  country  to  these  colonies.  In- 
deed, the  court  of  Spain  favoured,  as  much  as  possible,  tile  successes  of 
the  Dutch  in  both  continents,  from  an  idea  that,  by  lessening  the  domi*

Philip,  having  collected  together  an  Bxtaf 
o£  HftMO  iufantry  and  6000  cavalry,  with  a  powerful  train  of  urtiUeryv 
proceeded  to  innrest  Elvas.  ■■'•* 

:■■  The  Spanish  army  sat  down  before  Elvas  on  the  2td  of  Ortober,  tni 
it  was  not  till  tbe  month  of  January  l6sj)  that  a  suffici«it  force  bouldlbe: 
hroiight  together  for  its  relief.  During  this  period,  the  gUlrrison  wuffkft^t 
fjveiy  miseryy  and  i^^  one  ^uie  lost  pearly  300  a  day  ftmn  disease.  "The 
Gount  de  Cantanhede  was  able  to  take  the  field  with  an  army  which  did 
not  (after  nil  this  delay)  aipount  to  more  than  6000  infimtiy^  and  about 
3000  cavalry  and  ^ven  pieces  of  artillery.  On  the  ISth  of '^Jauuaiy,* 
*  thruimy  came  iu  sight  of  the  Spanisli  lines*  Early  in  the  monmigof  Ibe 
f4At  a  deti^chment  was  sent  frum  the  Spanish  camp  to  reconnoitre  tb^ 
Purtugoese  army  ;  it  was  found  to  he  in  apparently  the  greatest  secarity, 
not  evieu under anps.  The  officer,  on  his  return,  informed  tbeSpaiiish 
general,  Don  L.oui»D*Aro,  tliat  there  was  no  danger  of  an  attack  that 
dby ;  und  in  lOODsequ^nce^  tbe  cavalry  and  additional  troofa.  wUoh  had' 
maaebedto  that  part>of  the  ^ioce  which  which  ^wuBJoppositt  'th^  Rprtu^ 
C!eMe'4umii,(Were  withdvawn.'    •  J   ^'^ 

'TbeiCount  ^e  €antanbede  had  given  h|s  orderathe  night  before-  for 
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the  attack  j  and  only  waited  for  tlie  cleariog  up  of  a  tbick  mist  to  form 
his  army.  About  eij^ht  o'clock  tlie  whole  were  put  m  inotioo.  The  fot^ 
lor^)  ho|>e»  cousistiog  of  about  1000  infiantry  choaea  from  the  whol«  ar- 
my,  wafc  oomouLnded  by  Diogo  Goinas  de  Figueredo.  These  were  ftA* 
lowed  by  au  advauced  guard  of  3000  infantry  and  1200  cavalry^  undet 
the  command  of  the  Count  of  Misquiteliay  Andrew  de  Albuquerque* 
and  Lieutenant*geaeral  Achiin  dc  Tamarcourt.  Onehaifof  thecavadry 
was  placed  on  the  flanks  of  this  advanced  guard ;  the  reserve  consisted  of 
SOOO  infantry.  After  a  short  but  appropriate  speech,  tlieCouut  de  Cai£» 
tanhede  took  his  station  in  the  front  of  the  onoin  body  of  the  army,  and 
gave  orders  to  advance.  As  soon  as  tlie  inovemei>ts  of  .the  araiy  were 
per^eiveii  from  the  city,  every  disposition  was  oiade  by  the  governor  Dou 
Sanchus  Manuel,  to  take  a  part  in  the  approachi;ig  engagement. 

The  Spanish  troops  were  scattered  in  the  trenches  and  completely  off 
their  guard,  so 'that,  whcu  the  advance  arrived  at  their  line,  they  found 
only  a  few  battalions  to  oppase  them,  and  these  in  the  greatest  confusion ; 
and,  althougli  the  Duke  of  St.  Germains  and  the  Spanish  generals  made 
every  effort  to  collect  their  troops,  and  although  they  did  make  several 
desperate  efforts  to  recover  their  lost  ground,  yet  the  Portuguese,  led  on 
hy  their  brave  officers,  overcame  every  difficulty,  and  ina  short  time  were 
masters  of  every  part  of  the  lines. 

•  The  remains  of  the  Spanish  army  retired  to  Badajoz,  but  their  loss 
was  most  severe ;  for,  of  the:  14,000  iufuutry  and  SOOO  cavalry  which 
Don  Lewis  D*  Aro  had  under  his  command  at  the  beginning  of  the  en- 
gagement, he  could  only  muster,  next  day  at  Badajoz,  about  5000  in- 
fantry aud  1300  cavalry.  The  whole  artillery,  many  stands  of  colours* 
about  ^00  prisoners,  and  the  whole  of  the  baggage  of  the  Spanish  Htatf-p 
were  among  the  fruits  of  this  victory.  It  was  dearly  bought^  however, 
en  tlie  (mrt  of  the  Portuguese,  by  the  loss  of  Andrew  de  Albuquerque; 
•ne  of  the  most  distinguished  officers  of  that  period,  and  who  fell  mor-i- 
tally  wounded  while  directing  the  assault  of  one  of  the  enemy's  fortified 
fMSts.  Fernanda  de  Silveira,  who  fell  in  this  action,  deserves  also  to  b^ 
mentioned.  He  was  one  of  those  who  had  sustained  the  honour  of  hi* 
country,  ,while  serving  as  a  captain  of  cavalry  with  the  Spanish  armies  in 
Flanders,  and  who  had  equally  distinguished  himself  since  the  restoran- 
tion,  in  tlte  defence  of  his  native  soil,  as  well  as  in  the  defence*  of  the  oo^ 
loniesln  America. 

This  important  victory  was  most  joyfully  received  by  the>  Queen 
Regent  and  the  nation,  and,  if  I  may  so  express  myself,  it  gave  a  dcatln. 
blow  to  the  hopes  of  Spain.'  TheCount  of^antanhede,  to  whose  judg«^ 
nient  and  valour  the  victory  waa  in  a  great  measure  owing",  was: called  to 
court  as  soon  as  circumbtunces  would  permdt,  and  was  ^rec^ived  InAh  hy 
the  Qneen  aud  the. young  King,  with  the  most  flaitteriog  assuruiceof 
their  gratitude  and  regaid.  The  troops  of  Port -jgal>  were  equ&lly<iSQCi 
cessful  in  the  other  provinces  ;  but  the  great  want  of  OTen  in  the  natioOjt^ 
a?  also  a  want  of  -  money,  oUiged  the  Qu^en  to  twY&  recourse  to  France 
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for  flopport;  and  notmthsunding  some  difllcciHieft  tefieriencecl  iutfie 
first  instance,  a  body  c^  troops  was  srnt  to  Portu^pal,  under  the  CDmaiHod 
of  the  Earia  of  SrhoftibeiY^nd  Inchiqntn»  the  former  a  Gernmn,  awl  the 
Utter  Irish.  A  strong  body  of  troops  vtMt  alao  sent  from  Englaud,  st 
first  ttnder  the  command  of  Lord  Inchiqain  ;  but  nfkerwsrds,  the  whole 
were  put  under  the  orders  of  Schomberg. 

1>isg;usted  beyond  measure  with  the  conduct  of  the  young  King,  the 
Queen  resigned  the  regency,  and  retired  aHogetlier  from  pubKc  life.  1» 
166*2,  France  having  concluded  a  peace  with  Spain,  her  troop^were  with^ 
drawn  from  Portugal ;  and  Philip  determined  to  carry  on  the  war  aith 
more  fury  than  ever.  In  1663,  a  powerful  army  entered  the  Alentejo,  tosk 
and  destroyed  Evora,  and  many  of  the  principal  towns  in  thai  provii^^ 
and  even  threatened  to  sit  down  before  the  capital  of  the  kingdom.  Tlje 
Earl  of  Schomberg  and  Connt  of  Villa  Flnr,-  were  moat  incessantir  eu« 
giged  in  the  fcNrmation  of  lih  army  that  mighl  afford  aoine  hopes  ofpou 
ting  a  stop  to  the  career  of  the  enemy.  This  they  weiv  fortunate  enong;!^ 
to  accomplish,  for  after  the  battle  of  Amelia  I,  in  which  the  Spantirdt 
lotit  ui)wards  of  10,000,  killed,  wounded,  and  primners,  and  niiinr  of 
the  first  nobility  of  the  kingdom,  they  were  obli^d  to  retire  from  i  V-' 
tugal  altogether.  Philips  enraged  at  this  defeat,  removed  the  Duke  of 
Austria  from  the  command  of  the  army,  and  having  spent  nesirly  tmo 
years  in  organizing  another  army,  he  ugarn  ordered  it  to  enter  Portugal 
by  the  Alentt'jo.  The 'Spanish  troops  penetrated  to  Villa  Yi^oiia  ;  but 
the  brave  Cantanhede,  now  Marquis  of  Marialva,  who  commanded  tbe- 
Portuguese  army,  coming  up  with  them,  another  and  decisive  victorj-  wa^ 
obtained  near  a  place  called  Moutes  Claros.  The  Simnitirds  Inst  uboQt 
4000  killed,  60OO  prisoners,  14  pieces  of  artillery,  66  stands  of  colours, 
and  1500  horses. 

Notwithstanding  these  victories  obtained  by  the  valour  of  tie  armr; 
the  conduct  and  weakness  of  the  king  seemed  to  threaten  the  nDtioii  with 
3ruin  ;  and  it  came  to  such  a  height^  that  the  Prince  Don  Pedro,  tbe 
King's  brother,  and  third  sou  of  John  iV.  was  unanimomily  eallicl  vpcn 
to  take  tlie  management  of  the  public  atfairs.  The  King  was  in  a  mnn- 
]ier  compelled  to  constitute  his  brother  Regent,  which  he  did,  by  sign- 
ing a  paper  already  prepared,  on  the  2dd  of  November  1667.  Go  the 
97tli  of  January  Don  Pedro  was  sworn  Regent  and  heir  to  the  crown, 
and  imme<iiately  took  upon  him  the  reins  of  government. 

Through  the  mediation*  of  Charles  II.  who  had  married  Catherine  tbe 
danghter  of  John  IV.  and  sifter  to  the  King  and  Regent,  a  peace  as» 
at  la«»L  concluded  betv^een  the  courts  of  Spain  and  Portugal.  This  peace, 
which  was  effected  by  the  Earl  of  Sandwich  on  the  part  of  the  King  of 
£ngland,  was  signed  at  Lisbon  on  the  23d  of  February  ]6Gf^y  by  tire 
Marquis  of  P^lich  on  the  part  of  Charles,  who  had  succeeded  his  fatlier, 
Philip  fV.  on  the  throne  of  Spain,  and  by  the  Duke  of  Cadaval,  the 
Marquises  of  Marialva,  Niza,  and  Govea,  and  the  Count  of  MirandH.  on 
the  part  of  the  Regent  of  PoKugal.  This  peace  continued  uninter* 
rupltd  for  thirty-six  years,  and  although  it  increased  the  internal  ^>owrr 
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and  wealth  of  tli^  nationy  it  almost  put  an  ea  end  to  the  milituy  glory 
of  Portugal.  .  -      . 

In  the  beginning  of  the  1 8th  ceiitun%'  .when  the  soceeniou'to-th^ 
crown  of  Spain  was  diefrated^  Don  Pedro,  who  had  been  pfockiiaed 
King  on  the  death  of  his  brother  in  l6SS,  was  induGed  to  enter  into  what « 
was  called  the  grand  alliance  in  favour  of  Charle#«  son  of  the  Emperor 
Iwieopold  I.  An  army  of  25,000  infantry,  and  3000  cavalry,  was  niiUt 
de  fiooo  in  Portugal,  for  there  was  scarce  a  soldier  eiisting  who  kaew  what 
war  was.     Thirteen  thousand  of  these  troops  were  paid  by  the  allies. 

The  command  of  the  province  of  Estremadura  was  given  to  the  Dake* 
of  Cadaval ;  that  of  Beira  to  the  Murquis  das  Minai ;  Tras  os  Montes  t« 
the  Count  of  AWor;  Alentgo  to  tlie  Count  of  Golveas,  and  Algarve  t» 
the  Count  of  Avintea. 

Portugal  became  the  theatre  of  the  war,  for  Philip  V.,  grandson  of 
Louis  XIV.  of  France,  who  had  been  named  by  Charles  II.  as  his  soc-; 
ceasor,  entered  the  province  of  Beira  with  a  powerful  army,  passed  through 
Castello  Branco,  crossed  the  Tag^s  at  Villa  Vielha,  took  Portalegre,  Cas^ 
tello  de  Vide,  and  other  places  in  the  Alentejo,  without  meeting  with  the 
smallest  resistance.  The  Marquis  das  Minas,  though  not  able  to  face  the 
army  of  Philip,  entered  Spain  as  soon  as  it  had  left  the  province  of  Bew 
ire,  took  and  destrojed  the  town  of  Fuentes  de  Ginaldo,  then  a  rich  and 
flourishing  place.  He  also  took  Monsanto,  and  dispersed  a  few  troops 
Tinder  Don  Francisco  de  Ronquilho.  The  Count  of  Galveus  also  made 
some  exertions  to  carry  the  war  into  Spain,  but  was  only  able  to  destroy 
a.  few  villages. 

On  the  ddth  of  March  1704»  the  King  of  Portugal  left  Lisbon  with 
Charles  III.  and  joined  the  army  at  Almeida.  The  British  troops  we?« 
commanded  by  the  Earl  of  Galway,  the  Portuguese  by  the  Marquis  das 
Minat;  Ou  the  arrival  of  the  two  sovereigns^  the  allied  army  was  put  in 
motion,  with  the  view  of  crossing  the  Agueda;  but  this  they  were  un-: 
able  to  accomplish,  as  they  were  opposed  by  a  powerfal  anny  under  the 
Duke  of  Berwick*  who  was  generalissimo  of  the  French  and  Spani^ 
forces.  After  giving  directions  for  the  armies  to  take  tlie  iield  early  ia^ 
summer,  the  two  Kings  returned  to  Lisbon. 

In  1705,  a  powerfiil  fleet  and  army  arrived  from  England,  under  i\^ 
Earl  of  Peterborough,  which,  after  leaving  thirteen  ships  in  the  Tagti!% 
proceeded  with  Charles  to  Catalonia.  In  the  autumn  of  this  year,  the 
Marquis  das  Minas  laid  siege  to  Badajos,  but  was  unable  to  take  it. 
Charles  III.  howevef,  or  rather  the  English  army,  took  Barcelona.  Iiv 
the  March  following,  the  allied  army  entered  Sfiain  in  force,  under  the 
Marquis  das  Minus ;  several  towns  were  taken,  and  the  army  under  the 
Duke  of  Berwick,  in  an  affair  near  Brozas,  was  obliged  to  retire.  Al- 
cantara, after  a  blockade  of  six  days,  yielded  to  the  allii^  From  AU'" 
cantura  the  Marquis  -proceeded  to  Placentia,  which,  noth withstanding 
that  it  was- defended  by  the  Duke  of  Berwick,  was  also  taken  iiosse^siii^Ap 
^,  as  were  the  cities  of  Cidade  Rodrtgo  and  Salamanca.

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Prenous,  hovt^ver,  to  the  geheml  peace,  the  army  of  Philip^  under 
the  Marqu'ib  of  Haz,  laid  s\e^j^v  to  Campo  Maior ;  and  if  we  consider  the 
fiumense  fnrce  which  was  brou^^ht  a^^inst  this  HniaTI 'place,  and  the  brave 
deftiuce  which  it  mdde,  we  shall  find  it  equalled  by  few  iii  the  history  of 
the  world.  Stephen  deGama,  the  governor  of  Campo  Maior,  is  worthy 
of  being  recorded  with  the  PereiraSy  M'enezes,  and  Albnquerques  of  old. 
Tfie  enemy's  breaching  battery  is  said  to  have  thrown  eight  hundred  shot 
^ih'.  ■  The  trenches  were  opened  on  the  4th  of  October,  tlie  breach 
iraa  practicable  on  the  24thj  but  tliough  the  place  was  assaulted,  the 
enemy  were  repulsed. 

The  imjMKisibifity  of  continuing,  to  defend  the  breaches,  and  the  im- 
pVacticabtlity  of  repairing  tliem,  suggested  to  Pedro  Mascarenhas,  who 
commanded  the  troops,  the  idea  of  stopping  theni  up  with  brush-wood. 
On  a  second  assault  being  atteinpted,  this  brush-wood  set  on  lire,  and  it 
threw  the  enemy's  troops  into  such  confusion,  that,  after  a  severe  loss^ 
they  were  a  second  time  driven  back,  and  finally  obliged  to  raise 
the  siege.' 

During  the  peace  which  succeeded  the  treaty  of  Utrecht,  tlie  Portu- 
guese nation  increased  in  wealth,  and  John,  who  had  received  th£  title 
of  Faithful  from  Bcn'edict  XIV.  found  sufficient  occupation  in  build- 
ing the  palace  of  Mafra,  and  other  religious  houses,  and  in  framing  laws 
fof  the  government  of  his  kingdom. 

In  1735,  some  dispute  having  arisen  between  tlie  courts  of  Spain  and 
l^rtugal,  about  the  possession  of  the  colony  of  Sacramento  in  America, 
an  immense  army  was  raised  by  John,  but  it  never  came  into  action,  aa 
th^  dispute  was  amicably  adjusted  throu^;h  the  mediation  of  England 
and  Italy;  and  the  peace  continued  uninterrupted  during  the  rest  of 
hisxfaf\'s. 

On  the  3ist  of  July  1750,  Joseph  I.  succeeded  his  father  on  the 
throne  of  Portugal.  The  first  twelve  years  of  this  reign  offer  nothing 
to  the  miTitary  reader ;  and  the  long  [Hfiiod  of  forty-seven  years  peace, 
had  in  a  gr^at  measure  changed  the  ver}'  nature  of  the  people. 

Ttt  the  spring  of  I762,  the  advance  of  a  Spanish  army  into  Portugal, 
excited  considerable  alarm  in  the  nation,  and  the  King  became  sensible 
of  the  impolicy  of  neglecting  his  military  force.  John  V.  had  corrected 
some  fla]grant  abtises  daring  the  contintiancc  of  the  war  at  the  com- 
UK^cetnent  of  his  reign,  and  bad  published  a  code  of  regulations,  which 
are  still  in  existence,  but  even  thwe  had  fallen  into  disuse  in  many  re- 
spatffs;  the  army  was  therefore  ill  organised,  and  worse  officered. 

Six  British  regiments  of  infantry,  a  regiment  of  light  dragoons,  and 
eight  compatties  of  artillery,  were  sent  by  this  country  to  assist  in  repell- 
ing the  Fret^ch  and  Spanish  armies  who  threatened  to  invade  Portugal; 
and  the  Count  of  Schambourg  Lippe,  an  ofiiccr  who  had  bieen  educated 
in  the  Icbooidf  Frederick  of  Prussia,  was  invited  by  the  court  of  Lisbon 
to  take  the  cotnmand  of  the  armv.  The  command  of  the' Britisih' forces  . 
was  abo  intrusted  to  Lippe ;  and,  with  the  commission  dl*  Mardhal-Gene- 
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iml«  the  orgmDizition  of  the  am j,  and  directioo  of  the  war,  vas  in  t 
gnat  meafture  oomiBitted  to  hiin. 

In  the  mooth  of  JaU«  the  combined  anniet  of  France  and  Spain  voe 
coUected  ill  the  ueighboorhood  of^Cidade  Rodrigo^  to  the  amoDBtof 
4^.000  meu,  with  a  timin  ofartillerr  of  93  pieces.  Lippe,  who  had  ott 
been  abore  three  months  iu  the  conntiy,  found  himself  obliged  to  tab 
the  field  against  this  iiowerful  and  well-organiaed  force.  But  as  it  m 
o:-ceSttary  to  leave  some  troops  in  the  north,  to  watch  the  motions  of  1^ 
Spaniard  It  in  Gsdicia»  as  alao  garrisons  in  roost  of  the  frontier  towns^  the 
army  under  !ii«  command,  iucluiruigthe  British  force  already  mentioned^ 
did  i;ot  exccfr'l  fourtten  or  dftcen  thousand  men. 

The  adratice  of  the  enemy's  army  crossed  the  Coa  on  the  S3d  of  Jolfi 
and  took  possession  of  the  Cattle  ot'  Rodrigo  without  firing  a  shot.  Op 
this  movement  Lippe  collected  his  army  near  Abrantes»  that  it  might  ba 
ready  to  act  according  to  circnmatances.  Almdida  was  besieged  by  the 
enemy,  and  though  there  was  little  prohabilit}'  of  its  being  able  to  stand 
a;^inst  so  superior  a  force,  yet  the  Count  determined  to  make  a  diTOMi 
in  its  favour,  and  if  possible  delay  its  fall.  Lieatenant-geoeral  Town* 
send  was  dispatched  into  upper  Beira,  with  se%*en  regiments  of  Ports- 
guese  infantry,  one  British  regiment*  and  two  regiments  of  Poctngacsc 
cavalr}',  and  the  first  position  which  he  took  up  was  at  Visen;  other 
small  detachments  were  sent  to  Cclerico  and  Goarda.  But  the  frll  sf 
Almeida,  through  the  cowardice  of  the  governor,  rendered  these  aes- 
sures  of  little  effect. 

Two  days  after  the  fall  of  Almeida,  the  enemy  advanced  some  leagues 
on  the  rnail  to  Celerico,  but  soon  broke  off  to  the  left,  and  marcbed 
upon  Sabuj^al  and  Penamacor,  while  a  considerable  column  took  the 
road  of  Alcantara  for  S(>ain.  As  soon  as  Lippe  was  apprized  of  these 
movements,  four  British  regiments  were  marched  to  the  Ponte  de  Mar- 
celJH,  to  secure  a  junction  with  General  Townsend,  and  tlie  rectof  the 
troo)>s  were  placed  in  eschellons  of  brigades  between  the  Tagus  and 
the  Mondega,  and  ready  to  be  removed  to  aoy  point.  The  castle  of 
Ifelerico  was  abandoned  two  days  after  the  fall  of  Almeida,  and  taiefl 
po.<>setoiou  of  by  the  enemy,  so  that  llie  route  to  Coimbra  or  Oporto  vn 
completely  open  to  him. 

During  the  march  of  the  enemy^s  troops  upon  Sabugal,  a  skinnifth 
took  place  with  their  advance,  in  which  the  Portuguese  regiment  of 
voluitteer  cavalry  suffered  some  loss,  and  was  driven  back.  The  gover- 
nor of  SaU'uterra,  notwithstanding  the  most  positive  orders  to  defend  it 
to  the  lusit,  thought  proper  to  capitulate  before  the  enemy  came  withia 
sight  of  the  place.  The  commandant  of  Segura  did  the  same,  vkhich 
laid  the  road  to  Castello  Branco  completely  'open.  But,  instead  of 
moving  upon  Coimbra  or  Oporto,  the  whole  of  the  enemy's  force  wii 
united  at  Castello  Branco,  about  the  middle  of  September.  As  Count 
Lippe  presumed  the  enemy  was  intent  upon  entering  the  Alentejo,  he 
drew  off  his  troops  from  the  Ponte  de  MurcelUi  and  took  up  a  po&itiou 
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r^r  Abraiites  ;  while  General  Townsend»  who  had  got  to  the  aeighbour- 
hood  of  Piiihcl,  wat  directed  to  fall  back  upon  the  Tagus,  in  order  to 
joiii  the  mnid  body  of  the  army.  Lord  Lennox  waM  left  with  a  Dinall 
force  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Almeida;  and  Towusend,  taking  the  route 
of  Celerico  and  Poute  de  Murcetia,  joined  the  army.  When  Lippe 
observed,  that  instead  of  marching  by  Alcantara,  the  combined  anniea 
were  collected  at  Castello  Branco,  he  supposed  tliat  tlie  Count  d*  Arada 
intended  to  pursue  the  route  which  had  been  taken  by  Philip  V.  when 
he  entered  Portugal  in  the  beginning  of  the  succession  war,  and  th<it  he 
would  attempt  to  cross  the  Tagus  at  Villa  Velha  ;  and  he  wasconvii\ced 
tiiat)  if  this  route  was  fallov^ed,  tlie  whole  of  the  frontier  ttwns  of  the 
Alentejn  must  inevitably  fall  into  the  hands  of  the  enemy,  and  with  them 
the  whole  of  that  province,  as  well  as  the  kingdom  of  Algarvc,  while, 
with  his  small,  ill-organised,  and  still  worsivdisciplined  army,  he  was 
perfectly  unable  to  offer  any  opposition  in  the  field.  As,  hou  tver,  the 
nature  .of  the  count rv  otiert'd  some  difilfMlties  aini  the  eneniv  were  com- 
pelted,  in  a  manner,  to  cross  the  Tagus  at  Vi  1^  Velha,  if  determined  to 
enter  tJte  Alentejo.  Gencrral  Cargoync,  wlio  hod  been  detached  on  a 
secret  service,  and  who  had  taken  a  major-general,  several  ofliccrs,  and 
about  900  men  from  the  enemy,  in  an  unexpected  attack  which  he  made 
U|M>n  Valen9a,  was  directed  to  occupy  the  south  bank  of  the  river  at  this 
point,  and  at  the  same  time  to  observe  their  movements  on  the  river,  so 
as  to  secure  liis  right.  General  Bnrgoyne  fortified  his  position  on  the 
banks  of  the  Tagus,  and  took  advantage  of  the  ground  in  his  favour  to 
erect  batteries,  which  in  some  measure  commanded  the  road  to  the  bridge. 
The  old  Castle  of  Villa  Velha  was  taken  posse^tsion  of  and  fortified,  and 
tlie  Count  of  St  Jago,  with  1000  infantry,  ':200  cavalry,  and  8  pieces  of 
cannon,  occupied  the  |>ass  of  Alvito,  and  commanded  the  road  which 
leads  by  Sobreira  Formosa,  while  the  army  under  the  communder-in-> 
chief  was  encamped  near  the  village  of  Masan,  with  the  view  of  being 
Dear  to  support  the  posts  in  the  mountains. 
The  Count  Amda  sent  about  OOO  men  from  tlie  armv  at  Castello 

« 

Branco.  to  make  a  reconnoissance  in  the  direction  of  Villa  Velha,^nd 
take  up  a  position  in  front  of  General  Bnrgoyne  ;  another  body  of  about 
4000  encamped  on  the  heights  of  Sarzedos  and  Montegnrde,  in  front  of 
tlie  Count  of  St  Jago ;  while  a  third  corps,  of  between  (2000  and  3000, 
encamped  in  front  of  the  pass  of  St.  Simon,  which  was  occupied  by  a  mu* 
jor  and  300  of  the  allied  army.  The  enemy,  after  repeated  trials,  lieiug 
convinced  of  the  difficulty  of  forcing  General  Burgoync  from  his  position, 
resolved  to  open  the  roads  by  the  mountains,  with  the  view  of  marching 
upon  Abrantes.  The  Count  of  La  Torre,  who  commanded  the  enemy*s 
advance,  ordered  600  men  to  cross  the  rivtT  Alvito,  with  an  intention  of 
outflanking  the  troops  under  the  Count  of  St  Jag(»  on  their  left ;  whilv 
.another  strong  detachment  marched  upon  St  Simon,  and  drove  in  that 
advanced  post  of  the  allies. 
After  considerable  opposition,  the  enemy  got  possession  of  the  hvigli^ 
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of  Villa  Velha,  which  ohliged  Coaot  Lippe  to  witbdrmw  his  aorall  Ibrce 
from  that  position  ;  bat,  on  tlie  appearance  of  the  enemy  id  froot  of  Si 
Simon,  the  Coant  of  St  Jago  was  reinforced  with  two  afiditaonal  battehouft 
of  Portagneie  infiintr}'. 

The  officer  who  commaudefl  the  castle  of  Villa  Velha  sarrmdered  with 
his  garriMMi,  al though  it  wa»  in  his  power  to  have  crossed  the  river,  and 
jained  General  Burgnyne.  After  gaining  potacssion  of  these  heigbto, 
the  enemy  advanced  in  that  direction  with  a  corps  iiOOO  Dien,  vhidi  ren- 
dered it  necessary  to  withdraw  the  advanced  post  at  Moita,  which  wss 
ontfianked  ;  and  a  strong  force  appearing  in  front  of  St.  Simon,  Lord 
Limdnn  was  detached  with  fbnr  British  regiments  to  take  a  position  ia 
front  of  Sobreira  F<Htnosa,  so  as  to  secure  the  retreat  of  St.  Jago. 

On  the  3d  of  Octolier,  Count  Lippe  ordered  the  troops  to  be  withdrawa 
from  the  Alvitn.  Lord  London's  brigade  was  directed  to  lemahi  opon 
the  heights  of  Falhiulas  nntil  the  Portugaese  troo|M  had  reached  Sobreiia 
Formosa,  and  then,  after  destroying  the  works  which  liad  beenconstmcted 
liy  the  count  of  St.  Jago,  to  retire  also.  The  rear-guurd,  which  wa» 
com|H>9ed  of  th6  grenadier  companies  of  Lord  Loudon^a  brigade,  and 
fifty  men  from  each  regiment,  and  twenty-four  Portuguese,  with  fifty 
British  dragoons,  was  attacked  about  five  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  by  the 
enemy *ri  advance,  and  almost  the  whole  of  the  cavalr}*-hor8ea  were  killed 
or  wounded  ;  but,  upon  bringing  up  the  whole  of  the  brigade  to  the  sop* 
port  of  the  rear-guard,  the  enemy  retired  from  the  heights,  and  did  not 
attempt  uny  thini^  further  during  the  retreat. 

The  six  thousand  men  which,  after  the  full  of  the  heights  of  MIU 
Velha,  had  crossed  the  mountains  at  Porta  Cabmo,  left  six  pieces  of  can- 
non near  the  passage  of  theTagus,  with  a  guard  of  100  horse,  and  -joa 
pro\incial  grenadiers,  which  they  deemed  sufficient,  as  the  riverwas  con- 
sidered impussiible.  General  Burgoyne,  obser\'ing  die  carelessness  and 
inattention  of  these  troops,  directed  Colonel  I..ee,  with  a  detachment  oC 
HSO  British  gretradiers,  and  50  dragoons,  to  pass  the  Tagus  at  a  ford  a 
little  above  the  eoeray^s  po^itiun,  and  endeavour  to  destroy  the  ^un?,  or 
bring  them  off.  l^olonel  Lee  performed  this  duty  nith  great  judgment. 
The  enemy  were  taken  complelely  unawares,  a  great  number  were  killed, 
and  li  officers,  36  dragoons,  with  60  artiltery-ranles,  taken.  A  consider- 
able quantity  of  stores  and  provisions  was  destroyed,  and  four  of  tlie 
guiiA  «pike«l. 

On  the  5th  of  October,  the  grand  army  advanced  three  leagues,,  and 
the  head-<]narten»  of  the  Count  d*  Aranda  was  in  Sarzedui.  'ilie  advance, 
under  the  Count  de  la  Torre,  took  up  a  (>osition  in  front  of  Sobreira  For- 
mosa, and  1000  men  were  kept  constantly  at  work  repairing  the  road*. 
Lip|>e  had  directed  the  Cmmt  of  St.  Jago  to  drive  the  country  during  his 
retresit  through  the  Lower  Beira,  and  ever)*  thing  that  could  not  be  car* 
ried  otf  was  destro)'ed  ;  so  that  the  enemy  now  found  himself  in  a  desert, 
without  being  able  to  procure  either  provisions,  cars,  or  peasants  to  a^sirt 
them ;  the  iniiabitants  had  abandoned  their  villajj;es>  and  carried  off  eveiy 
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thiug.  Tli«  army  had  to  be  supplied  with  every  neceuary  frcMii  Spain. 
The  soldiers  were  harassed  with  fatigue  iu  making  roads,  and  thecal  airy- 
horses  destroyed  in  conducting  provisions,  &c. 

General  Townsend  wiu  detached  with  his  division  to  join  Lon I  l^niioT» 
who  was  in  the  neighbourliood  of  Guarda,  and  who  was  ordered  to  ad* 
vance  upon  fielmont,  with  the  view  of  cutting  off  the  conimunicatioa 
with  Almeida  andCidade  Rodrigo.  Tliearuiy  under  General  Townsend, 
when  united  with  that  under  Lord  Lennox,  amounted  to  fourteen  bat- 
talions of  infautr}',  and  two  regiments  of  cavAlry,  but  was  represented  as 
consisting  of  30,000  men  ;  and  a  rumour  was  spread,  that  a  large  force 
had  arrived  from  England.  To  give  countenance  to  these  reports,  which 
spies  were  paid  to  circulate.  General  Townsend  liad  no  sooner  arrived 
from  Pinhel  at  Codos,  about  a  league  from  St.  Domingo,  and  uiter  a 
march  of  fifty  leagues,  than  he  counter-marched  through  the  monn- 
tains,  and  appeared  in  the  Beira,  {lerforming,  with  his  troops,  another 
march  of  forty  leagues.  **  Which  duty,"  says  the  Count  Lippe* 
**  was  punctually  and  skilfully  performed  by  General  Townsend,  as  well 
by  the  great  abilities  of  that  oflicer,  as  by  tlie  patience  and  perseverance 
of  the  Portuguese  soldien,  who,  notwithstanding  the  destruction  of 
their  shoes,  marched  with  tlie  greatest  alacrity  and  pleasure  over  tlie 
rocky  mountains,  leaving  very  visible  marks  of  their  bleeding  feet  upou 
the  stones." 

While  Townsend  was  maocewTing  in  this  manner,  the  allied  army,  un- 
der the  commandei^in-chief,  broke  up  from  the  encampment  at  Masam, 
and  moved  towards  the  left  upon  St.  Domingo,  and  the  liead-quartera 
were  for  some  days  at  Sardoal ;  but,  at  last,  Lippe  determined  to  take 
up  a  position  on  the  Sierras  of  Lercas  and  Sta  Clara,  with  his  left  upoo 
the  river  Codos,  near  its  junction  with  the  Zezere,  and  his  right  upon  the 
Tagns,  near  the  moutli  of  the  ri^'ers  Frio  and  Codeiro,  and  thus  await 
the  enemy,  should  he  attempt  to  adi-ance  so  ikr. 

To  those  acquainted  with  the  country,  the  importance  of  this  strong 
position  must  be  obvious  ;  but  to  such  of  my  readers  as  have  only  the 
map  to  consult,  it  may  be  proper  to  observe,  that  every  rood  which  led  to 
Abrantes  was  guarded.  The  nature  of  the  country  rendered  the  cavalry 
arm  perfectly  useless,  and  with  regard  to  artiller}*,  every  advantage  was 
on  the  side  of  the  allies ;  while  the  difficult  nature  of  the  defiles  through 
which  theenemy*s  infantry  must  pass,  rendered  them  in  some  measure 
defensible  by  the  small  army  under  Lippe. 

General  Uurgoyue  remained  on  the  south  side  of  the  Tagus,  and  the 
communication  with  him  was  kept  up  by  a  chain  of  poets.  The  alarm 
excited  in  the  rear  of  the  enemy  by  tlie  troops  under  General  Townsend, 
kept  a  considerable  body  of  their  troops  engaged.  On  the  15th  of  Oct« 
the  Count  d*Aranda  began  to  withdraw  his  advanced  posts,  and  in  a  fetr 
days  he  retired  with  the  whole  army  to  his  former  position  at  Castello 
Branco.  Lieutenant-general  Townsend  had  passed  Fundao,  and  had 
Ilia  advance-guard  in  Lardoza  in  the  Lower  Bara,  which  obliged  the 
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S}«iiii.sli  (ifiieral  to  cletach  a  >tron^  l;oHy  Frenrli  troops  to  observe  iiii 
inntions.  AfitT  a  ha**^  't'  some  d«ys  iit  CH>tkUo  Branco,  the  enemy's  c-i- 
v:iiis\a.»  I  a  stroTi-;  boiiy  of  itifanlry,  took  the  road  for  Spaiii,  cros&iugthc 
Tiiu'.i'  at  Alcainura.  As*  sw»n  a!>  the  enemy  began  to  retiri'  upon  dn' 
tfllo  nranrn,  MHJor-crmenl  Fraser  was  sunt  with  four  regiments  of  iu^ 
fant'-y,  ami  two  of  raialry,  by  the  road  of  Sobreira  Formosay  with  direc- 
tiorsK  tn  :itt:ick  his  rear  us  often  as  he  could  do  so  K-ith  advanta^.  Ge- 
neral Biir^tiyne  aiivanced  bet  ween  Ni&a  and  Montulvoa,  vihile  Geiieial 
Tou'iisond  occuiiied  Penainaror  and  IMonsianto. 

N<»twithstaiulin'^  the  retreat  of  hn»  cavalrv,  and  a  body  of  infantry,  the 
C'ount  d^Amnda  kept  his  hf!iid-qparters  at  (.^istclln  Bninco,  and  aboat 
tMi-nty-iii;ht  battalions  of  French  and  Spanish  iufaiitry*  and  ten.squad- 
rons  of  cavalry,  and  sixteen  pieces  of  artillery,  ivere  retained  witii  hio. 
Count  I.ipp'N  >^'ith  lii:^ small  army,  determineil  to  attack  this  force:  but, 
fuxiiitr  to  some  niiMiianacrement,  the  troops  could  not  get  to^eth^r  iu  tioic, 
and  dWrnnda  rrtnated  at  leisure,  leavinj^  his  sick  and  wounded  in  tlw 
hospital  at  Ca»tello  Branco,  with  a  letter,  recomuieudiop  ibem  to  the  at* 
tention  of  the  allied  armw 

'rhi>  n*treat  of  the  enoinv  in  the  month  of  November,  after  so  mauv 
auil  dit1i(*nlt  nioveinents,  tog^ether  with  tho  ruin  of  their  numerous  catalry, 
made  it  evident  that  the  cnm|Hiitj:n  was  at  an  and,  and  tliat  thej  liad  re- 
tired to  win  tor-quarter*.  Untler  these  circumstances,  Count  Lippe  per- 
mitted liis  troops  to  enter  into  quartern  Cieneral  Townsend's  divi>ioa 
was  qnariL-nd  in  the  Lower  Beira ;  the  British  troops  in  Sarfical  and  it» 
nt'i^hbourhood,  with  a  part  of  the  Port u<;^nrse  army,  but  the  gvcuter  \^xt 
of  the  IVrtnpu-se  reii^imeiits  were  cantoned  in  the  Alentejo  ;  uhile  Cit> 
iu>ril  Bu>  i:'>yne*si  divi>ion  formed  a  corps  of  observation  1>etwecn  N'isia  ami 
l\»rtHlet:re,  ll'intorrements  were  sent  to  the  different  frontier  L[arri>oi!b, 
and  ]*'•  •  ^tVicers  uire  for  the  nio<t  j  art  appointed  irovenio:'s.  Mi-jur- 
p»ntr;il  (  larko  \\*4S  innilr  governor  of  Klvas  ;  Coiond  Vaughan,  who  hud 
(li>tn)^ni>!:'.  J  iiini>elt*  in  India,  was  ap^'ointed  irovirrnor  of  Ariomhcs; 
and  a  1  i«  m»  .-.iiit-colonel  Sh.irpe,  who  comiuiindt-a  ihe  2d  regiment  vl 
FbH5,  I'.oiv  the  17th  iiiTantry.  wa&  m  nt  to  asMst  the  Marquisde  i'rado, an 
iihi  .'^n;u:i>!j  m  hleman  in  the  jitrvice  of  Fortu -ul-  who  »ds  irovcruor  ci' 
i'a'ir'O  .M;i.   :'. 

I'ouifi  !  -n  o  was  dectived  bv  the  retreat  of  the  enemv,  aiid  was  "uiltv 
ol  an  tfivir  li.  :i!io\*i;i;c  ln>  trivps  to  di.'ptTsc  into  qnaiter>  ;  lor,  had  tl;«r 
rinniy  bren  uAaivoi't  »i>  ovtrM^itt,  tiuy  mi^ht  iiave  taken  pi^se^sicn  of 
t!ie  Alc.itt .  .  !..;nit  a  Mow.  Lipyi,  however,  bting  on  iSie  alert,  hou 
collect*  .1  !]i>  :*rmv  in  the  nMi::;boarhood  of  Fusiios:  and  tht:  bnivt  dtfeiu^ 
ot  .liarv.io,  wii:cli  was  p".irrisor.e«l  bv  a  few  troops  under  a  i'aptain  Bj^wb. 
^'inv  liif  ooinmdiidcr-in.chief  lia'.t  to  m»ike  hi>  arrangements.  C  lencnt 
Buri,.  .-.  uccupKU  ij^e  lu-ijchti  of  Castello  de  Vide  aud  Mar\ao,  vi.i'.c 
the  cr.miy  was  encam^ted  in  the  ueiirhbcurliood  of  Valen«;a.  Nii.e  rcpn 
mtnts  tti  re  nuirchcd  to  Portahjrre.  and  e\crj  exerticu  made  to  difrml  thi: 
!Vc»nlJers.   The  pod;t:ou  in  front  of  l^ortaie^rv,  and  u;  the  oeighbcurbuti 
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of  Valen^'a,  was  chosen  with  great  judgment*  and  the  enemy's  advance 
wais  expected  as  au  event  that  would  in  some  measure  decide  the  fate  of 
tlie  caoipuigu. 

The  first  place  which  the  enemy  attempted  to  take  was  Marvao.  Thin 
small  town  was  attacked  by  a  corps  of  4000  or  5000  men,  but  the  firm- 
ness of  Captsiiu  Brown  not  only  saved  tlie  place,  but  obliged  the  enemy 
to  retire  with  considerable  loss.  OgueUiy  another  small  fort,  was  next 
attempted,  but  here  the  bravery  of  Captain  Brazde  Carvalhoand  his 
small  garri-on  was  equally  conspicuous,  as  the  enemy  were  driven  from 
before  the  place  with  considerable  loss  and  obliged  to  abandon  the  attempt. 
The  resistance  which  the  Spaniards  met  with  in  these  small  places,  had 
a  visible  efiect  upon  their  movements,  and  convinced  them  tliat  any  at* 
tempt* upon  the  Alentejo,  would  require  both  active  and  decisive  mea«* 
sures,  which  the  lateness  of  the  season  in  some  measure  would  not  admit 
of.  On  the  15th  of  November,  therefore,  the  whole  of  their  fprce  re- 
tired into  Spanish  Estremadura,  to  take  up  their  winter-quarters,  and 
Portugal,  with  the  exception  of  Almeida  and  Chaves,  was  freed  from  the 

enemv. 

On  the  <it!d  of  November,  a  Spanish  Major-general  arrived  at  the  head- 
quarters of  Count  Lippe,  with  ^he  news  of  the  signing  of  the  prelimi- 
naries of  peace  at  Fountainbleau  on  the  3d  curt,  and  proposing,  on  the 
part  of  the  Count  d*  Aronda,  a  suspension  of  arms.  Major-general  Craw- 
ford was  dispatched  by  Lippe  with  his  answer  to  the  Spanish  comman- 
der-in-chief, agreeing  to  the  suspension,  which  put  an  end  to  thecampaigu 
qT  176^9  and  also  to  the  war. 
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
